fyhtof  that  place.      Whether  they  ar  bownd  into  the  gulf  of  Venis  to  land  theyr  Vol.xxi.p.13. 
men  on  that  fyde,  or  wil  do  it  on  this  in  the  pope's  ftate  is  not  yet  known.     The  French 
horfe  about  4000,  are  departed  out  of  Piemont,  and  cardinal  Grimaldi  is  gon  up  to  the 
confynes  of  Millan  to  tak  order  for  the  paffage  throh  the  duke  of  Parma  and  Modena's  coun- 
tryes.     Thes  princes  hav  commanded  al  theyr  own  piple  fix  m.yles  from  the  hyh  way  that 
leads  to  Rom,  to  retyre  themfelves  into  wal'd  townes,  to  avoid  injuryes  from  the  foldiors  : 
You  may  fe  in  what  a  condition  the  kingdom  of  Naples  is,  or  rather  the  Spanyard,  that 
commands  it ;  a  powerflrll  army  of  French  backt  by  the  pope  redy  to  afTauIt  it,  and  an  op- 
preft  and  difcontented  pople  within,  that  certainly  wil  be  glad  to  change  theyr  prefent  con- 
dition, althoh  for  a  worfe. 

It  is  fayd,  the  treaty  twixt  the  Spanyard  and  Genowes  goes  well  on,  and  that  feveral  things 
ar  ajulled  betwixt  'um.  But  in  cafe  the  Spanyard  Ihould  fo  far  prevail,  as  make  the  Genowes 
declare  for  him,  they  would  fynd  the  French  a  Iharpe  thorn  in  theyr  fyds.  , 

Cardinal  Rez  is  arryv'd  at  Rom.  The  duke  of  Savoy  is  to  marry  the  cardinal  Mazzarin's 
niece,  by  which  meanes  he  flial  clear  his  country  both  of  the  French  and  Spanyard.  'Tis 
here  reported,  that  the  king  of  France  fhall  marry  the  duk  of  Savoy e's  fifter. 

Here  is  arryved  in  this  port  an  Inglilh  fhip  with  herrings  in  fixteen  dayes  from  Yarmouth : 
twelve  dayes  lince  Ihe  fpake  with  fum  of  generall  Blak's  fleet  in  the  ftreits-mouth  ;  another 
fmall  Inglilh  fhip  is  arryved  in  eleven  dayes  from  I^ifbon,  wher  wer  feven  Breft  men  of  war 
bownd  for  thes  ieas,  to  joyn  with  the  Tollon  fleet,  but  hearing  general  Blake  lyes  in  the 
ftreits-mouth,  they  dare  not  fbur.  I  fhall  ufe  what  dilligence  I  can,  to  hear  wher  the  French 
are,  that  I  may  advys  general  Blake  thereof  Herin  and  in  what  els  concerns  the  public 
good,  or  my  particuler  obligations  to  yourfelf,  I  fhall  in  al  things  endevour  to  fhew  myfelf,

A.  D.  1654.  rr^HEY  fpeak  of  nothing  here  at  this  prefent,  but  of  <:ardinalMazarin's  father's  death 
C/'VXJ  \_  at  Rome  happened  the  night  of  the  y  and  V)  and  of  the  new  landing  made  by  the 
Vol.  XXI.  p.  I.  (}y]^£  Qf  Guife  in  Caftelamare,  about  fome  twelve  or  fifteen  leagues  from  Naples.  The  notice 
we  have  thereof  is  of  the  '■/  of  the  fame  month  of  November,  there  being  fo  much  credit 
given  unto  the  aforefaid  landing,  that  madame  du  Pleflis  BeJliere,  whofe  hufliand  is  with 
the  duke,  writ  yefterday,  that  fhe  verily  believed  it,  although  there  was  not  yet  any  exprefs 
poft  fent  thereof ;  fo  that  all  the  other  landings,  whereof  I  had  the  honour  to  inform  you 
faturday  laft  upon  the  notice  come  from  Genoa  and  Marfeilles,  have  no  likelihood.  The 
faid  letters  bear,  that  the  vice-king  of  Naples  had  written  thereof  unto  the  minifters  of  Spain 
at  Rome,  and  informed  them,  that  the  faid  duke  had  feized  upon  the  place  by  ftratagem, 
having  only  fhot  at  it,  whilft  1 500  Italians  he  had  landed  in  another  place  having  made 
a  circuit  to  make  believe,  that  they  came  from  Naples,  having  prefented  themfelves  before 
it,  and  been  received  therein  as  a  relief,  which  the  vice-king  fent  to  that  garrifon,  had  mafter- 
ed  the  place,  and  (lain  all  that  oppofed  themfelves  thereunto  ;  in  confequence  whereof  the 
faid  duke  was  entred  therein :  but  this  news  requires  one  Ihould  expedl  its  confirmation,  before 
one  giveth  credit  thereunto. 

It's  thought,  that  it  is  upon  thofe  affairs  that  prince  Thomas  takes  a  journey  tp  Turin  ; 
and  I  hear,  that  this  court  lureth  the  king's  marriage  with  the  daughter  of  Savoy,  that  they 
may  amongft  other  things  the  eafier  obtain  leave  for  the  Frencji  anny  to  winter  in  Italy. 

We  have  no  other  remarkable  news,  fave  one,  that  they  have  difcovered  the  author  of  the 
rumour  happened  fome  months  fince  at  Rennes  upon  the  fubjeft  of  religion,  wlio  be- 
ing a  papift  is  run  away  to  Rome.  Whereupon  his  majefty's  council  have  fent  that  procefs 
to  the  parliament  of  Paris,  prohibiting  of  Rennes  to  inform  thereof  upon  penalty  of  inter- 
diftion. 

They  had  alfo  fome  weeks  fince  informed  here  againft  one  of  duke  of  Orleans's  trum- 
peters, a  proteftant,  by  reafon  that  in  going  to  Charenton  he  had  caufed  the  coach,  wherein 
'  he  was,  to  be  driven  fafter  than  ordinary  in  meeting  the  God  of  the  mafs  in  the  fuburb 
St.  Germain,  inftead  of  flopping,  according  to  the  prieft's  defire  -,  as  though  we  were  obliged 
to  worfliip  their  idols.  But  at  the  marflial  of  Tuf enije's  inftance,  that  proceeding  hath  been, 
cafhiered  by  this  parliament,  and  put  the  parties  out  of  coyrt  and  procefs.

My  lord. 

Vol.  xxi.  p.  5.  1^  Eturning  from  Teling  eight  days  fince,  I  received  the  Letters,  which  you  were  pleafed 
X\.  to  write  to  me  of  the  20th  and  27th  of  the  laft  month,  and  now  at  this  inftant  that  of 
the  4th  of  this  month  :  it  is  true,  that  the  not  receiving  of  that  of  the  20th  did  very  much 
trouble  me  ;  for  I  never  go  abroad  to  hear  any  news  upon  the  fubjeft  of  your  affairs  ;  not 
that  I  do  think,  that  it  is  fo  great  a  mifchief  to  us,  that  the  Englifh  do  love  to  have  rather 
war  with  us  than  peace  ;  but  becaufe  it  is  a  bufinefs  of  great  confequence.  Et  mori  nolo,  fed 
me  mortuum  ejfe  nihil  exijlimo :  I  am  as  to  that  in  your  negotiation.  And  as  to  yburfelf,  my 
lord,  the  honour  of  your  condudl  will  be  no  lefs  •,  for  there  is  no  failure  to  be  found  with  you  i 
for  you  have  demonflrated  to  the  world  the  good  inclination  the  king  has  to  make  peace  ; 
fo  that  you  have  done  for  your  part  all  that  could  be  contributed  by  a  prudent  minifter. 
I  am  much  troubled  about  your  laft  letter,  my  fecretary  being  abfent,  who  hath  the  cypher, 
being  of  an  opinion,  there  would  be  none  for  me  by  this  poft  ;  fo  that  I  cannot  decypher 
that  which  is  in  character. 

The  fleet  of  Blake  hath  not  yet  fought  us  in  the  Mediterranean. 

The  lords  of  Holland,  as  I  wrote  you  word  eight  days  ago,  have  revived  the  negotiation 
of  renewing  the  allyance  with  us,  and  have  fent  their  advice  to  the  generality,  who  have 
appointed  commlffioners  to  draw  the  articles ;  and  their  report  being  heard,  they  will  fend 
commilTioners  to  confer  with  me.  What  you  fhall  do  at  London  will  have  a  very  great 
refleftion  upon  our  work  with  thefe  provinces.  We  fhall  have  fuddenly  the  lord  Bevering 
here,  with  whom  I  fhall  fo  manage  my  bufinefs,  according  to  thofe  fteps  you  have  pre- 
fcribed  to  me.     If  he  hath  any  good  inclination  to  your  affairs,  I  will  cultivate  it  the  beft

I  can.  And  when  I  flialJ  clearly  fee,  that  he  hath  not  any,  yet  however  I  will  not  differ  A.  D.  16^4. 
nor  break  with  him.  There  are  none  more  obliged  to  the  laws  of  chriftian  charity  than  O^'^VX.* 
thofe  of  our  trade. 

They  write  me  from  Lower  Saxony,  that  the  bufinefs  of  Bremen  will  be  acommodated ; 
and  I  underftand,  that  the  Swedes  do  not  hold  themfelves  much  obliged  to  the  offers  of  the 
lords  commilTioners  of  this  flate,  and  do  believe,  that  without  them  they  fhould  have 
brought  thofe  of  the  city  to  have  yielded  more  unto  them.  The  two  points,  about  which 
they  difpute  at  prefent,  are  the  fortifications  of  Bourg,  which  the  Swedes  will  have  demo- 
lilhed ;  and  the  publick  exercife  of  Lutheranifm  in  a  church  of  the  city,  which  the  magi- 
ftrate,  a  very  zealous  calvinift,  will  not  fuffer.

I  WAS  beginning  to  write  to  you  at  the  fame  time  your  letter  of  the  29  pall  was  deliver-  Vol.xxi.  p.29, 
ed  to  me,   to  tell  you,  that  the  important  affairs,  wherewith  we  have  been  bufy  all  this 
while,  have  hindered  us  from  confulting  about  thofe  of  England,  till  thurfday  lafl  at  the 
council,  which  was  met  that  day,  where  it  was  faid,  that  the  monday  following  they  would 
refolve  upon  the  Englifh  affairs  ;  and  having  thought  fit  to  give  you  advice  of  the  receipt  . 
of  your  letter  at  this  time,  I  will  refer  what  I  had  projeded  to  tell  you  till  the  next  poft.  It 

was 
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A.  D.  1654.  was  lafl:  night  late,  and  this  morning  being  with  his  majefly,  who  was  going  to  Vincennes* 
t-/''^/^NJ  and  having  read  to  him  your  letter,  he  did  command  me  to  advertife  you,  that  you  fhould 
punftually  obferve  the  contents  in  my  foregoing  letter,  and  th;%t  on  the  next  monday  with- 
out fail  a  refolution  be  taken  in  your  bufinefs,  and  the  next  day  it  fliall  be  fent  unto  you 
by  an  exprefs.  In  the  mean  time  contrive  as  often  as  you  can  to  write  of  the  defign  of 
their  fleet,  becaufe  now  and  then  we  conjefture  at  their  defign  ;  and  to  the  end  we  will  not 
be  furprized,  good  order  will  be  given  in  all  places.

T  AM  forry  to  hear,  that  after  two  years  negotiation,  your  bufinefs  now  at  laftis  like  to 
X  end  in  a  breach  with  the  lord  proteftor :  it  is  a  very  fad  ftory,  that  having  decided  the 
chiefeft  of  your  articles,  a  punflilio  in  point  of  figning  fliould  caufe  a  rupture  in  your  treaty. 
Methinks  there  may  be  a  means  found  to  accommodate  that  bu'inefs.  It  is  faid  the  duke  of 
Guife  is  landed  within  feven  miles  of  Naples,  and  that  he  hath  def  ated  1700  men. '

V.xxi.  p.481.  'TT^  H  E  poft  of  France  is  not  arrived  this  week,  but  by  the  laft  that  came  the  7th  of 
_|_     this  month,  I  received  yours  of  the  5th  laft  m.onth,  by  which  we  are  affured  here  ot 
the  quiet  and  gallant  government  to  be  fettled  in  England  and   its  dominions,   by  the  pru- 
dence and  condudt  of  the  great  and  invincible  commander,  the  lord  protedor,  worthily  me- 
morable to  all  future  ages,  maugre  his  declining  enemies. 

Of  news  from  hence  fince  my  laft  not  much  that  concerns  you  near  ;  for  of  the  general 
peace,  or  R.  C.  here  is  not  a  word  ;  and  I  fhall  be  as  careful  of  that,  as  is  in  my  power-,  as 
alfo  to  learn  what  general  Blake  and  his  fleet's  conditions  is.  I  cannot  learn  any  thing  cer- 
tain of  him  fince  his  coming  to  the  ftraights  of  Gibraltar ;  when  I  do  farther,  you  fhall 
know. 

The  fcene  is  altered  here  fince  the  Spanifh  viftory  againft  the  duke  of  Guife,  The  pope 
lately  faid,  he  would  have  Spain  to  underftand,  that  he  difliked  the  cardinal  Francis  Antonio 
Barbarini,  and  therefore  again  renewed  moft  fevere  orders,  that  no  foldiers  in  Rome  or  his 
territories  fliould  be  levyed  or  quartered  againft  Naples,  But  till  the  duke  of  Guife  was 
beaten,  the  pope  feemed  of  another  mind  ;  and  now  it  is  thought  by  many,  that  prince 
Nicolao  Ludovifio  and  cardinal  Aftalli  fhall  be  recalled  to  court,  and  their  offices  ;  the  firft 
married  to  the  pope's  niece,  and  his  general  of  armies  -,  the  latter  his  principal  fecretary  of. 
ftate  ;  but  both  llifpedled  juftly  to  be  of  the  Spanifh  faftion.     The  old  wile  pope  begins 

now 
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now  to  fear,  that  after  his  own  death  all  his  friends  and  relations  will  be  derelided  both  by  A.  D.  1654," 
Spain  and  France :  fo  it  may  well  be.  t/^v\J 

The  Spanilh  ambaflador  is  vigilant  and  ftill  filent.  Some  difguft  lately  intervened  be- 
twixt the  governor  of  this  city,  being  of  the  city  of  Cremona,  and  the  Barbarinis  -,  the 
caufe  is  put  in  writing,  which  in  time  you  fhall  have  more. 

The  prince  of  Paleftrino's  leg  was  broken  laft  week  in  hunting,  much  lamented  by  his 
friends. 

Card,  de  Retz,  after  receiving  the  red  hat,  is  now  vifiting  the  facred  college  of  cardinals, 
and  in  good  efteem,  as  formerly  I  writ,  notwithftanding  Mazarin's  cabals. 

From  Naples  the  laft  letters  bring,  that  all  being  quiet  there,  the  viceroy  went  with  fo- 
lemnity  to  the  church  called  Madona  de  Conftantinopoli,  to  perform  a  vow  made  in  thefe 
laft  occafions  of  Naples  j  and  endowed  that  church  with  350  crowns  yearly,  and  the 
citizens  vifited  alfo  the  church,  and  beftowed  five  crowns  a  week  for  candles  and  light 
lamps,  &c. 

The  duke  of  Guife  would  not  accept  of  marquis  Gonzaga,  in  exchange  for  the  prince 
Caftellaneta,  and  fo  fent  back  again  to  Naples  Gonzaga,  where  he  is  now  prifoner  ;  but 
refolved  to  go  to  Paris  with  letters,  and  to  relate  the  whole  hiftory  of  Guife's  voyage  to 
the  king  of  France,  and  I  hear  the  viceroy  would  not  return  the  prince  Caftellaneta  till 
then  to  the  duke  of  Guife. 

The  land  foldiers,  that  card.  Antonio  levied  and  fent  towards  La  Brufla,  are  all  come 
back  with  the  reft  of  the  Neapolitan  banditti,  and  are  in  Florence,  going  to  France  by 
land,  being  afraid  of  the  feas,  as  they  have  reafon. 

Of  the  men  in  the  French  fhip  funk  at  Mondragon,  100  were  faved  and  brought 
prifoners  to  Naples,  300  more  were  drowned,  and  all  that  was  in  the  fhip  befide  loft. 

The  laft  letters  I  have  feen  from  Venice  bring,  that  there  arrived  there  lately  a  veflel 
with  the  body  of  noble  Mocenigo,  who  dyed  in  Candia  the  25  of  Odlober  j  and  in  the 
fame  ftiip  came  the  duke  of  Parma's  brother  with  fome  other  officers. 

The  laid  commonwealth  agreed  with  ten  Flemifh  fliips  of  war  to  have  them  about  the 
joth  of  Jan.  at  Malomocco,  becaufe  the  Venetian  army  is  intended  to  be  fooner  in  the 
campagne  this  year  than  in  other  years,  according  to  the  minds  of  general  Borri,  to  prevent 
the  Faccioli,  who  haften  likewife  their  army  to  the  field  in  Dalmatia. 

The  magiftrates  of  that  common-wealth  made  a  decent  prefent  to  the  prince  Guftavus, 
brother  to  the  new  king  of  Sweden. 

The  naval  and  land  army  in  Candia  are  at  their  winter  quarters,  &;c.

ID  I D  defer  it  till  to  day  to  give  an  account  of  the  audience,  which  the  lord  protestor  Vol.xxi.  p.s8.

time  to  fignify  his  laft  refolution.  But  his  ordinary  proceeding  fi;ill  of  delays  doth  oblige 
me  to  give  an  account  of  the  difcourfe,  which  I  had  with  him,  and  what  I  replied  to  what 
he  objed:ed,  and  alfo  what  I  replied  to  that,  which  his  minifters  acquainted  me  with  to  day. 
I  did  complain  of  the  little  correfpondence,  which  all  the  advances  and  the  good  will  of 
the  king  had  met  with  ;  of  the  tedious  delay,  with  which  he  had  ufed,  in  my  negotiations 
under  falfe  pretences ;  of  the  different  overtures  of  an  accommodation,  which  had  been 
made  unto  me  ;  and  of  the  little  difpofition  to  be  willing  to  conclude,  as  my  commiffioners 
do  declare,  by  the  infifting  upon  exprefTions,  which  produce  no  advantage  to  this  ftate,  and 
which  with  honour  I  could  not  admit  of ;  and  by  their  denying  to  pafs  equal  caufes 
and  of  common  right  ;  which  proceeding  could  not  arife  but  from  a  mind  altogether 
alienated  and  oppofite  to  a  peace,  or  of  a  confidence,  that  his  majefty  after  fo  many  endea- 
vours to  eftablifh  peace  would  buy  it  at  laft  upon  unjuft  conditions.  And  after  I  had  de- 
clared, that  although  I  had  fet  my  hand  to  many  claufes  more  advantageous  to  England 
than  France  ;  yet  notwithftanding  I  could  not  pafs  over  thofe  difficulties,  which  had  been 
made  unto  me,  without  wounding  the  honour  and  dignity  of  the  king.  And  that  the 
one  and  the  other  did  receive  too  much  prejudice  by  my  fo  long  ftay  here  in  England,  to 
be  only  fpedtator  of  the  afts  of  hoftility,  which  were  committed  from  time  to  time  againft 
the  French  ;  as  alfo  the  prefent  ftate  of  affairs  of  the  one  and  the  other  nation  did  not  permit, 
that  we  fhould  remain  any  longer  time  in  an  uncertainty  of  the  defigns  of  this  ftate.  I  did 
declare  to  the  faid  lord  protedor,  that  the  laft  refolution  of  his  majefty  was  to  fee  at  prefent 
the  end  of  my  negotiation  ;  and  that  to  this  efFedl,  although  it  were  more  advantageous 
for  the  welfare  of  the  people,  to  eftablifh  a  firm  unity  by  a  tieaty,  which  fhould  leave  no 
Vol.  in.  C  fubjeft 
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A.  D.  1654.  fubjeft  to  renew  anyafts  of  hoftily  hereafter  •,  however  that  his  majefty  would  approve  of  the 
C/'VNJ  fix  artides,  which  have  been  propofed  unto  me,  in  thofe  terms  as  were  agreed  upon  with  my 
commiffioners :  only  that  his  majefty  did  defire,  that  the  arbitrators  might  not  judge  to  the  pre- 
judice of  our  laws  and  ordinances,  what  was  of  common  right  in  regard  of  the  complaints,  which 
thofe  of  Hamburgh  make  at  prefent  againft  our  ordinances  of  the  fca  •,  but  that  however  his 
majefty  would  not  refufe  to  be  obliged  to  exprefs  in  the  article  of  arbitration.  I  alfo  did  agree 
about  the  fecret  article,  upon  condition,  that  the  commiffioners  of  the  rebels  ofFrancefhouldnot 
be  admitted  into  England,  according  to  the  tenor  and  method  itklf,  that  is  obferved  between 
allies.  And  as  for  the  title,  after  I  had  confirmed  the  efteem  and  the  confideration,  which  the 
king  had  of  the  lord  protedor,  I  infifted  upon  the  pre-eminence,  which  is  due  to  the  royal 
title,  and  to  the  dignity  of  the  crown  of  trance  •,  adding  withal,  that  I  would  refer  my 
felf  to  all  the  provifos,  which  ftiould  preferve  the  Engli(h  nation  in  all  their  prerogatives, 
which  that  nation  hath  enjoyed  in  all  the  laft  treaties  with  France.  In  the  end,  after  I  had 
protefted,  that  the  orders  of  the  king  did  not  permit  me  to  releafe  any  of  thofe  points,  I 
defired  the  lord  proteftor  to  give  me  prefently  his  laft  anfwer,  declaring  that  if  it  were  not 
conformable  to  my  offers,  his  majefty  would  be  veiy  much  difpleafed  to  fee  himfelf  de- 
prived of  the  fruit  of  all  his  advances  ;  but  that  he  had  this  fatisfaftion  to  remain  with 
him,  that  he  had  not  forgot  any  thing,  whereby  to  eftablifh  a  good  correfpondence  between 
-the  two  nations.  And  that  he  did  hope,  that  the  juftice  of  his  caufe  being  known  to  God 
and  men,  it  would  be  accompanied  with  the  fame  blelfing  from  heaven,  whereof  France 
feels  theeffedb  from  time  to  time  in  it's  enterprizes. 

The  lord  proteftor  begun  his  anfwer  by  fome  general  proteftations  of  his  inclination  to 
accommodation  ;  they  were  feconded  by  fome  bad  reafons,  which  had  caufed  fo  rfiany  de- 
lays and  coming  to  the  particular  of  the  difficulties,  which  remain.  He  did  declare  upon 
the  title,  that  his  particular  confideration  fhould  be  no  obftacle,  provided  the  nation  might 
preferve  their  dignity.  And  as  to  the  limitation  of  the  power  of  the  arbitrators ;  he  did 
refer  it  to  a  more  ample  examination  by  my  commiflloners.  But  he  did  very  much  enlarge 
himfelf  upon  the  reciprocal  claufe  of  the  fecret  article,  to  prove,  that  it  was  not  juft  in  ge- 
neral terms,  in  regard  his  majefty  did  only  agree  to  the  baniftiing  of  fome  particular  per- 
fons  already  named.  He  afterwards  entered  into  confiderations,  that  the  proteftants  of 
France  would  be  excluded,  from  imploring  the  affiftance  of  England,  if  they  were  profecuted  ; 
protefting  however,  that  he  was  very  far  from  having  any  thought  to  draw  them  from  the 
obedience  they  are  now  under,  as  had  been  imputed  unto  him  :  that  he  would  arm  againft 
them,  if  they  fhould  offer  frivoloufly  and  without  a  caufe  to  diflnjrb  the  peace  of  France. 

The  end  of  his  difcourfe  was,  that  I  had  ended  mine  very  fiercely  ;  and  that  England  would 
always  be  in  a  condition  to  defend  itfelf  againft  it's  enemies.     This  anfwer   obliged  me  to 
reply  to  him,    that  I  had  provided  for  the  intereft  of  the  nation,  confenting  that  the  treaty 
fhould  be  in  the  name  of  France  and  England  ;  and  that  the   commiffioners  fhould  fign, 
as  was  praftifed  in  the  times  of  the  king.     That  fo  I  did  not  fee  it  to  be  neceflfary  to  find, 
out  any  other  expedient  to  accommodate  this  difference,  nor  alfo  that  the  reftitution  of  the 
arbitrators  did  require  any  longer  examination,  fince  I  had  already  explained  myfelf  fuffici- 
ently  to  my  commiffioners   thofe   reafons,  which  did  oblige  us  not  to  leave  them  fo  gene- 
ral  a  power,    till  the  complaints  of  thofe  of  Hamburgh  were  made  known  ;  and   that 
there  was  no  confideration,  which  could  oblige  his  majefty  to  part  from  it,  and  to  fubmit 
to  the  judgment  of  the  faid  commonwealth  his  laws  and  ordinances.     I  did  afterwards  de- 
ftroy  the  chiefeft  reafon,  upon  which  he  did  ground  the  denial  on  the   reciprocal  claufe  of 
the  fecret  article,  agreeing  to  make  it  mutual.     And  I  did  alfo  complain,  how  that  at   the 
fame  time,    that   we  fpoke   of   an    accommodation,   he   did   feem,    as  if  he  would  re- 
ferve  to  himfelf  a  pretence   of  war  by  his  difcourfe  concerning  the  proteftants  of  France, 
which  did  blemiffi  the  publick  faith  againft  the  ordinary  proceeding  of  ftates,  who  do  not 
meddle  with  the  domeftic  affairs  of  one  another  -,  alledging  the  example  of  his  majefty  irj 
regard  of  the  catholics  of  England.     And  I  took  from  him  all  manner  of  hope,  that  the 
faid  proteftants  do  not  expeft  any  thing  elfe  from  him,  but  the  free  exercife  of  their   reli- 
gion ;  nor  that  they  can  otherwife  be  perfuaded,  but  that  the  great  zeal  of  ftrangers  in  their 
behalf  is  only  affedfed  to  cover  other  defigns.     That  if  it  was  fincere,  this  ftate  could  not 
better  it  than  by  uniting  with  France  againft  thofe  that  do  perfecute  them  •,  and  ought  not 
under  their  pretence  to  referve  the  liberty  of  opening  a  door  to  all  the  commiffioners  of  the 
rebels  of  France. 

He  did  feem  to  be  fatisfied  with  my  reafons  ;  and  without  entering  into  any  further  dif^ 
(X)urfe,  told  me,  that  thefe  differences  might  be  better  accommodated  by  commiffioners, 
whom  he  would  fend  unto  me  to  that  effedt  the  next  day.  I  did  ftill  infift  to  avoid  this 
delay,  in  preffing  terms,  in  regard  this  matter  had  been  fo  often  handled,  and  that  the 
orders  of  the  king  did  not  permit  me  to  releafe  any  one  of  thefe  three  points,  nor  to  fufitr 
myfelf  to  be  delayed  any  longer  with  words  and  dilatory  pretences. 

This  inflance  produced  only  an  aflurance,  that  the  faid  commiffioners  fhould  give  me  the 
next  day  a  precife  anfwer.     I  muft  confefs,    I  was  perfuaded  in  myfelf,  I  ftiould  have 

received 
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received  it  ;  but  after  I  had  waited  till  the  ninth  at  night,  they  fen t  to  exciife  themfelves  A.  D.   1654. 
upon  the  extraordinary  affairs,  which  were  fallen  out,  without  appointing  another  day.  (.yV>J 

I  have  fince  preft  them  to  latisfy  the  promife,  which  the  lord  protedtor  made  me  ;  but  . 
as  well  the  fecretary  as  the  commiflioners  do  excufe  themfelves,  in  regard  his  highnefs  hath 
not  yet  declared  unto  them  his  intentions  ;  and  yet  they  do  not  forbear  to  declare,  that  they 
will  not  depart  from  their  firft  anfwers,  which  have  been  given  me.  So  that  I  do  not  rind 
myfelf  advanced  any  further  than  before  my  audience  i  and  all  that  time  it  lafted,  v/hich 
was  about  two  hours,  I  did  not  forget  any  thing,  which  might  ferve  to  take  away  all  hope 
from  him,  that  the  king  would  leave  me  here  any  longer  time,  nor  agree  to  any  other  con- 
ditions :  but  in  regard  the  departure  of  the  fleet  is  deferred  for  three  weeks  longer,  and 
their  defign  changed  from  going  to  the  Indies,  and  it  is  faid  to  be  intended  for  the  aififtance 
of  the  province  of  Holland ;  and  the  lord  Beverning's  fudden  going  over  doth  fill  us  with 
furmifes,  and  the  proteftor  not  being  willing  to  give  me  any  anfwer  ;  that  if  his  majelty 
being  weary  of  his  proceeding  fo  flill  of  contempt,  will  pals  over  thefe  confiderations,  which 
are  propounded  unto  me,  I  Ihall  fubmit  my  judgment  to  his  orders;  and  if  they  order  me, 
I  will  make  fome  addrefles  to  the  parliament  before  I  depart  home  ;  in  regard  they  are  to 
lit  yet  three  months,  there  will  be  time  enough  to  be  heard.  I  will  not  prefs  it  till  I  have 
an  anfwer  to  this  letter,  there  being  more  inconvenience  to  precipitate  the  breach  then  defer 
it  for  fome  time,  efpecially  if  it  were  refolved  upon  the  advice  of  this  country  differing 
from  mine.

My  Lord, 

TH  E  condition  of  the  negotiation,  and  the  laft  orders,  which  the  count  de  Brienne  Vol.xxi.  p.82, 
hath  fent  me,  do  not  leave  me  any  thing  to  add  to  the  letter,  which  I  have  writ  to 
him.  But  that,  which  your  eminence  did  me  the  honour  to  write  to  me  of  the  1 9th,  doth 
oblige  me  to  confirm  you  in  the  opinion,  which  you  have,  that  the  fleet  of  England  can 
have  no  defign  againfl  France :  the  feafon,  the  few  troops  that  are  to  be  imbarked,  and  the 
little  likelihood,  that  I  can  of  any  agreement  or  league  with  Spain,  are  reafons  fufficient  to 
deftroy  the  diftruft,  which  his  majefty  may  have  of  the  conduft  of  the  lord  proteftor  to- 
wards him,  and  upon  the  different  advices,  which  are  given  me,  that  this  fleet  is  to  touch 
near  fome  port  of  Guienne  or  of  Languedoc,  to  encourage  the  proteftants  of  thofe  parts, 
and  to  promote  their  rifings.  It  is  true,  that  the  mihifters  of  this  ftate,  and  many  other 
perfons  do  fpeak  of  affifting  them  ;  not  that  they  have  the  leaft  thought  to  do  any  fuch 
thing,  or  that  they  take  the  religion  to  heart ;  but  the  rather  to  render  themfelves  the  more 
agreeable  to  the  prelbyterians  of  this  country,  and  to  give  themfelves  a  pretence  of  rupture, 
if  their  particular  intereft  do  oblige  them  to  war,  to  render  it  the  more  plaufible  to  the 
eyes  of  the  world.  But  the  proteftor  would  be  obliged  not  to  make  appear  any  treaty  with 
Spain  •,  and  it  is  that,  which  will  prevent  to  take  any  ground  upon  the  refijfal,  which  he 
hath  made  of  the  offers  of  that  crown,  which  have  not  been  unknown  to  me.  And  the 
anbaffador  did  not  conceal  them,  nor  alfo  to  declare,  that  his  mailer  doth  defire  to  have 
peace  with  France.  He  hath  often  explained  himfelf  to  a  perfon,  whom  he  knoweth  to 
be  of  my  acquaintance  ;  and  hath  proceeded  fo  far  as  to  come  to  particulars,  that  the  king 
his  mafter  would  confent  to  the  conditions,  which  were  agreed  upon  at  Munfter  ;  and  gave 
him  a  charge  to  fpeak  to  me  about  it.  And  fome  days  after  he  was  fent  to  get  out  of  me, 
whether  I  had  not  writ  it  to  the  court :  he  hath  alfo  held  the  fame  difcourfe  to  me  fince  the 
news  is  come  of  the  difgrace  of  the  duke  of  Guife.  And  all  the  likelihood  will  have  it  to 
be,  that  the  power  of  England  doth  give  to  his  king  more  jealoufy,  than  France.  I  have 
not  made  much  refletftion  upon  thefe  words,  which  may  have  in  them  more  of  affeftation 
than  fincerity  j  and  likewife  I  do  report  them  now  no  otherwife  than  as  a  circumllance, 
which  doth  caufe  me  to  believe,  that  Spain  and  England  have  not  yet  taken  their  meafures 
together,  as  to  the  defign  of  aflifting  the  province  of  Holland.  It  did  pafs  for  current  for 
fome  days  -,  and  the  departure  of  my  lord  Beverning  did  give  fome  likelihood  of  it  j  but 
now  that  opinion  is  diifipated  ;  and  it  is  not  to  be  imagined,  that  that  province,  to  avoid 
the  domination  of  the  prince  of  Orange,  will  expofe  themfelves  to  that  of  the  proteftor, 
whofe  condudt  in  regard  of  England  and  the  proportions  of  coalition  cannot  but  render  it 
very  fufpefted,  and  his  interpofing  of  dangerous  confequence.  The  lord  Nieuport,  who 
is  left  here,  and  whom  I  fee  often,  doth  very  much  oppofe  thefe  reports,  and  doth 
pretend,  that  his  fuperiors  would  rather  expofe  themfelves  to  all  extremities  than  to  admit 
of  the  Englilh.  Befides  the  affairs  of  the  united  provinces  are  not  yet  in  fuch  a  condition, 
that  it  is  requifite  they  fbould  take  up  arms.  What  doth  concern  the  departure  of  the  lord 
3  Beverning, 
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A.  D.  1654.  Beverning,  it  did  feem  to  be  very  fudden  ;  yet  he  did  communicate  the  fame  to  me  a 
V/'V'^J  month  before  he  went  away,  and  I  did  give  notice  thereof  to  monfr.  Chanut  -,  the  pre- 
tence, which  did  appear  then,  was  a  marriage,  but  I  was  not  fo  ready  to  believe  it,  but  that 
I  did  prefently  conceive  fome  jealoufy  of  what  he  told  me.  His  arrival  at  the  Hague  will 
foon  diflipate  all  that  hath  been  conceived  of  his  return.  In  cafe  the  lord  proteftor  doth  not 
intend  to  employ  his  fleet,  neither  againft  France,  nor  Holland,  there  remains  nothing  more 
to  be  faid  of  it,  but  that  it  is  defigned  for  fome  enterprize  upon  the  coaft  of  Barbary  or  to 
America  :  the  firfh  would  be  eafy  enough,  but  3000  foldiers  are  not  confiderable  enough  for  a 
greater  expedition  :  for  the  laft,  there  is  more  probability  of  it,  in  regard  the  iflands  and 
plantations,  which  the  Englilh  have  in  thofe  parts,  may  fupply  them  with  men  already 
accuftomed  to  the  air.  The  great  advantages  that  may  be  made  from  thence,  and  other  par- 
ticulars, which  you  will  have  feen  in  my  former  letters,  do  caufe  moft  men  to  incline  to  this 
belief,  which  cannot  bejuft,  without  that  his  majefly  be  made  to  feel  the  efFefts  thereof  by  a 
fpeedy  accommodation,  it  not  being  probable,  that  this  flate  at  the  fame  time  will  imbroil 
with  two  crowns  fo  powerftil. 

I  have  received  the  letter  of  your  eminence  to  day,  too  late  to  fpeak  to  colonel  Lyon  ; 
but  I  make  no  difficulty,  but  that  the  tranfport  of  the  levy  may  be  made  in  the  month  of 
February,  it  being  offered  to  me.

My  lord, 

V.xxi.  p.uo.  T  HAVE  received  your  letter,  which  you  did  me  the  honour  to  write  me ;  but  I  had 
X  none  from  the  court,  fo  that  I  muft  exped  fomething  extraordinary  from  thence.  I  can 
add  nothing  to  the  foregoing  concerning  my  negotiation,  only  that  here  is  fpoken  more 
than  ever  of  my  return  into  France,  whereof  I  fee  a  great  deal  of  likelihood.  It  is  faid 
likewife  that  the  fleet,  for  which  the  new  levies  have  been  made,  hath  changed  their  defign, 
and  is  intended  for  Holland;  but  the  affairs  of  that  country  do  not  feem  to  be  embroiled 
enough  to  ftand  in  need  of  any  foreign  afliftance.  There  remaineth  no  other  expedition 
to  make  then  againft  France,  but  at  prefent  the  feafon  of  the  year  is  far  fpent.  However 
it  is  good  not  to  -be  negligent.     Barriere  is  returned  from  Flanders.

J_  pleafed  to  pardon.  My  laft  unto  you  was  of  the  8  th  currant;  and  now  I  take  the  bold- 
nes  on  mee  to  give  you  notice,  that  yefterday  I  received  advife  from  ThoUoone,  that  the 
duke  of  Guize  was  arrived  att  the  iflands  of  Iris,  about  5  leaugs  from  thence  with  his 
army,  having  made  his  decent  at  Caftledemar,  8  miles  from  Naples ;  but  the  party,  that 
was  to  joyne  with  him,  having  received  a  generall  pardon  from  the  king  of  Spagne  with, 
ftrong  places  delivered  them  for  their  aflurance,  are  joyned  with  the  forces  of  Naples,  which 
confifting  off  25000  hath  forced  the  duke  of  Guize  to  retire  aboard,  and  in  the  retreate  his 
lieftenant  generall  was  flayne.  Thear  is  one  gaily  and  a  man  of  warr  perifht  by  fowle 
weather ;  the  other  5  galleyes  is  not  knowne  whatt's  become  of  them,  having  loft  them 
in  a  ftorme  40  dayes  paft  :  generall  Blake's  being  in  Giblatore  road  and  about  the  ftreights- 
mouth  is  confirmed  by  a  Hollander,  that  is  hear  arrived  fince  my  laft.  With  the  tender  of

Sir, 

y.xxi.p.132.  fT^HE  poft  of  this  day  is  noryet  arrived,    neither  the  letters  of  laft  friday  are  yet 

X     come ;   fo  that  we  hear  nothing  from  thence,  only  yefterday  arrived  fomebody  from 

our  ambaflfador  there,  who  brings  no  comfortable  news  to  us,  but  rather  the  contrary,  that 

you  be  refolved  to  make  war  againft  France,  and  that  your  great  army  is  a  preparing  for 

that 
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that  purpofe  to  land  in  Bretagne,  for  v/hich  (if  tme)  we  muft  prepare  ourfelves,  and  make  A.  t).  1654. 
peace  with  the  Spaniard  upon  any  terms,  fooner  than  fufter  you  to  come  into  our  lands.  t/V^NJ 
We  have  nothing  from,  general  Blake's  fleet,  only  that  he  has  paft  the  kingdom  of  Naples  •, 
where  we  know  not.  You  may  fee  by  your  letters  from  Rome,  how  the  duke  of  Guife 
was  entertained  by  the  Spaniards  there,  but  we  do  not  believe  he  has  loft  fo  many  as  your 
friend  writes  ;  but  thus,  that  I  have  feen  in  a  letter  from  Naples  dated  the  i8th  of  lalt 
month,  that  they  fought  two  days  and  two  nights  at  the  fort  of  Annunciata,  and  in  the 
end,  that  ours  gained  the  faid  fort,  though  with  lofs ;  and  that  150  men  of  ours  were  taken 
prifoners,  among  which  he  that  commaaded  our  forces  then,  called  Marquis  de  Guizaias, 
an  Italian,  and  were  conveyed  into  Naples,  where  the  people  were  like  to  ftone  them  in  the 
ftreets,  were  it  not  the  governor  hindered  them.  Many,  that  were  of  the  French  faftiou 
in  the  city  of  Naples,  and  kept  hitherto  intelligence  in  ours,  are  now  difcovered  and  com- 
mitted ;  and  thofe  that  difcovered  them  I  believe  will  have  no  quarter  neither  here  nor 
there.  The  particularities  of  that  bufinefs  we  expedt  from  Rome  by  the  next  poft.  The 
duke  of  Guife  was  not  in  that  fight  himfelf  at  Caftlemare,  for  there  were  but  22  of  his 
fhips.  He  has  always  with  him  ten  Portugal  men  of  war  well  flirnilhed  upon  the  charges 
of  Portugal. 

It  is  much  admired  here,  why  the  proteftor's  mother  fhould  be  buried  in  Weftminfter, 
a  place  for  the  kings  and  thofe  of  the  royal  blood  in  time  paft. 

The  court  fent  orders  to  Genoa,  that  the  million  of  livres,  of  which  in  my  former,  fhould 
be  fent  to  the  duke  of  Guife  to  Caftlemare,  with  all  other  neceflaries  for  his  army.  A  gal- 
ley from  Genoa  or  two  is  to  be  fent  with  it. 

We  hear  you  look  much  after  our  commander  Paul  at  fea,  and  that  you  fent  orders  to 
•take  him,  if  your  forces  can  meet  him.  He  has  taken  of  late  a  great  Spanifti  Ihip  full  of  ' 
corn  in  the  mediterranean  feas. 

Madam  Chaftillon  is  now  much  affefted  In  court,  being  a  great  creature  of  Prince 
Conde  ;  and  it  is  thought  by  her  intelligence  v/ith  the  faid  prince,  ftie  may  bring  him  to  a 
reconciliation  with  the  court,  at  Icaft  many  fpeak  of  it.  So  we  expedl  here  this  day  or  to- 
morrow the  marquis  de  Spinola,  the  ambaffador  from  the  common-wealth  of  Genoa,  for 
which  we  prepare  i'hoftel  de  Nemours  for  his  lodgings ;  and  the  king  is  to  pay  his  expences 
for  fome  days,  as  the  cuftom  of  the  kingdom :  he  has  fome  gentlemen  with  him  of  high 
quality  and  family  belides  himfelf ;  and  each  of  them  ftiall  have  two  lacquies  and  a  page  of 
other  livery  than  that  of  the  ambaffador's.  The  ambaffador  himfelf  will  have  ten  ftaffiers 
and  fix  pages,  a  coach  worth  12000  livres ;  and  the  horfes  6000  livres ;  fo  he  is  to  fwagger 
in  Paris. 

The  count  of  Harcourt  is  ftill  at  Philipfbourg,  and  the  king  fent  him  orders  to  come 
to  court,  and  promifes  him  fome  troops  next  campaign.  I  do  not  know,  whether  he  will 
come  or  not.  We  are  nov/  reform.ing  of  many  companies  in  our  army,  becaufe  they  are 
weak  5  for  now  lately  it  was  ordered,  that  every  company  muft  be  of  forty  effeftive  men, 
comprehending  officers.  We  are  fending  them  payment  accordingly ;  but  the  ftrangers  do 
complain,  becaufe  they  are  put  upon  the  French  pay,  being  lefs  than  theirs  hitherto  j  and 
for  that  I  believe  many  will  run  away. 

Here  are  many  tallcing  of  the  duke  of  Orleans's  accommodation  with  the  court,  to  which 
the  higher  minifters  have  contributed  the  beft  they  can  ;  but  many  think  it  will  not  prevail, 
by  reafon  madamoifelle  the  duke's  daughter  is  againft  it. 

The  fecond  daughter  of  the  faid  duke  was  fick  laft  week,  but  now  recovered  •,  and  I 
complain  more  of  myfelf,  that  I  am  indifpofed :  however

THE  poft  of  this  day  friday  laft  is  not  yet  arrived,  by  which  we  expefted  much  j  V.xxi,p,!36. 
the  poft  that  arrived  before  informed  this  court,  that  your  proteftor's  fecond  fleet  with 
the  land  army  is  intended  towards  the  ifle  of  Retz,  which  France  never  feared  more  than 
at  prefent.  But  many  fay  our  ambaffador  Bordeaux  makes  more  of  the  matter  than  is  re 
vera  in  it ;  becaufe  he  cannot  compafs  the  peace  there,  which  he  often  undertook  •,  and  if 
he  cannot  obtain  it,  he  and  his  friends  are  undone,  whofe  moneys  he  profufely  fpent  in  ex- 
pedlation  of  it.  So  if  he  cannot  prevail,  he  will  be  your  enemy.  Since  my  former,  your 
great  friend  has  not  feen  cardinal  Mazarin ;  his  father's  death  occafioned  his  retirement,  and 
now  he  and  all  his  are  in  mourning:  God  fend  no  worfe  news.  An  extraordinary 
Vol.  III.  D  waS: 
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A.  D.  1654.  was  to  come  to  him  yefterday  from  London,  with  a  tranfadion  of  the  ambafiador  Bordeaux, 
t/V^J  of  fome  part  of  his  treaty  in  England  with  the  proteftor,  which  difpleafeth  much  the 
council  of  France,  and  by  all  that  your  great  friend  can  find,  that  which  England  infifls 
upon,  will  never  be  granted ;  and  alTure  yourfelf  it  is  fo.  Thefe  news,  and  the  news  of  the 
duke  of  Guife  trouble  us  much,  with  the  fear  we  have  alfo  of  general  Blake's  fleet.

V.xxi.p.140.  XTIT'E  want  the  two  lafh orders  from  England  by  an  unfupportable  diforder  of  the  poil:- 
VV  matters,  each  one  being  fo  much  the  more  impatient  thereof,  that  the  common 
enemies  believe  that  mr.  de  Neufville  will  "return  hither,  and  that  there  will  be  war  between 
the  two  ftates. 

A  council  fat  four  days  ago  upon  thofe  affairs.  In  their  great  hopes  of  a  continuation  of 
fuccefs,  namely,  towards  Naples,  many  were  of  opinion  to  grant  at  leaft  fome  reprifals 
unto  the  French  merchants,  and  to  give  ear  unto  the  propofals,  Saint  Malo,  New  Haven^ 
and  divers  other  ports  made  to  arm  fhips  at  their  own  charges,  in  cafe  they  were  fuffered 
to  take  the  Englifli,  confeffing  that  the  Englifh  will  always  be  ftrongeft  in  battle,  but  pre- 
fuming  themfelves  ftrong  enough  to  incommode  the  trading  of  that  common-wealth  and 
the  ftate  itfelf,  in  obliging  it  to  have  always  great  forces  at  fea,  which  are  exceeding  charg- 
able,  &c.  Almofh  none  but  the  chancellor,  who  adling  the  good  fervant  (although  he  be 
the  firft  provoker,  who  caufeth  the  fprings  to  play  on  this  occafion  againft  cardinal  Mazarin^ 
whom  he  and  moft  part  of  the  other  minifters  would  willingly  get  rid  of,  by  reafon  he 
fwalloweth  up  all,  and  that  fcarce  any  are  paid)  none,  I  fay,  fhewed  more  moderation  than 
he ;  moft  part  of  the  others  faying  it  would  be  more  honorable  for  them  to  declare  war 
againft  England,  than  to  have  England  declare  it  unto  them. 

The  faid  mr.  de  Neufville's  father  is  much  troubled  with  all  thofe  alarms,  as  though  his 
fon  was  to  bear  all  the  blame  thereof ;  Mr.  de  Servien,  who  is  of  a  hot  blood  and  fretful 
mind,  having  already  told  him,  that  it's  pity  the  faid  mr.  de  Neufville  his  fon  was  not 
fent  to  treat  with  people,  that  loved  fweetmeats,  by  reafon  he  would  have  thrived  very  well 
therein.

V.xxi.p.i48i  Q  INCE  my  packet  is  gone,  I  hear  from  very  good  hands,  that  the  Spaniards  having 
i3  fought  with  tlie  duke  of  Guife  between  Naples  and  Caftlemare,  the  French  have  been 
wholly  defeated  ;  the  marquis  of  Pleffis  Belliere  flain  upon  the  place,  and  the  duke  of  Guife 
narrowly  efcap'd  in  a  vefTel.  Mr.  Fouquet,  attorney  general  of  this  parliament,  comes  from 
telling  it  to  one  of  my  friends,  and  that  this  deadly  blow  is  come  by  a  bark  arrived  at 
Toulon  ;  in  confequence  whereof  the  particulars  above  faid  have  been  fent  to  this  court  by 
an  exprefs  from  the  count  of  Carles. 

You  will  be  pleafed  to  fend  this  unto  mr.  fecretary  Thurloe,  unto  whom  I  have  not  the 
time  to  write  it  in  particular.

V.xxi.p.144.'  *-r*  HIS  court  doth  Itill  rejoice  at  the  facilities  the  duke  of  Guife  hath  found  at  Naples^ 
y  cardinal  Mazarin  taking  it  to  be  of  fuch  good  prefage,  that  he  makes  himfelf  ftrong 
'  of  that  enterprize,  fo  that  it  is  thought  the  faid  duke  will  ht  well  feconded  ;  and  that  if  he 
can  but  get  fome  troops  of  horfe,  he  will  give  much  trouble  and  exercife  unto  the  Spaniards. 
His  defign  was  to  land  towards  la  Puglia,  that  he  might  take  up  all  the  horfe,  that  he 
fhould  find  there,  by  force  or  by  money,  but  the  time  has  hindered  it  :  and  as  the  pope 
will  in  no  manner  fuffer  the  Barbarinis  to  fend  him  any  by  the  ecclefiaftical  territories,  it  is 
likely,  that  this  feafon,  in  which  it  is  very  uneafy  to  fend  him  any  by  fea,  will  limit  his 
viftory  to  fome  little  progrefs,  unlefs  he  be  favoured  by  the  infurreftion  of  difcontented, 
which  (as  are  pretended)  are  to  join  him  in  great  number.  We  hear  neverthelefs  by  the  laft 
letters  from  Rome,  that  to  ftiew  his  vigour  and  refolution,  he  had  caufed  his  troops  to  march 

againft 
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againft  the  Tower  called  Annunciata,  which  they  had  taken  without  much  lofs ;  but  A.  D.  1654. 
that  thinking  afterwards  to  attempt  upon  that  of  del  Greco,  they  had  been  repulled  with  (-/"VNj 
the  lofs  of  above  150  men,  and  one  of  their  commanders  taken,  namely  the  marquis 
■Gonzage,  who  being  a  Neopolitan,  would  have  been  beheaded,  if  the  French  had  not 
taken  another  Spanifh  officer,  whom  they  wbuld  have  ufed  alike.  The  fame  letters  bear, 
that  there  was  a  talk,  but  uncertain,  that  fome  divifion  having  been  found  in  the  city 
of  Salerno  near  Caftello  di  Mare,  the  diforder  was  come  fo  far,  as  to  call  the  faid  duke 
thereunto  -,  whereupon  its  glofs'd,  that  he  hath  had  the  viftory. 

Cardinal  de  Retz  parted  from  Florence  the  l^  paft,  ftill  incommoded  with  the  fall  upon 
the  fhoulder  •,  there  being  no  certain  news  of  his  arrival  at  Rome,  where  he  v/ent  directly. 

Mr.  de  Lionne  fent  by  the  king,  hath  alfo  haflened  to  Rome,  and  viiited  the  other  princes 
of  Italy  i  which  thefe  gentlemen  do  jangle,  while  to  pleafe  the  pope  and  make  him  fee 
how  they  are  ftill  his  partners,  they  publiih,  that  they  are  going  to  have  war  with  England. 

The  duke  of  Longueville  is  arrived  in  this  city  to  make  his  court  ;  and  the  duke  of 
Grammont  is  expefted  here  within  feven  or  eight  days  coming  from  Bayonne.  Nothing  is 
now  fpoken  of  the  confpiracy  difcovered  at  Bourdeaux,  where  the  parliament  doth  peaceably 
difcharge  its  funftions. 

I  come  from  feeing  other  letters  from  Rome,  which  bring,  that  the  Spanifh  fleet  having 
approached  that  of  France  near  Caftello  di  Mare,  they  had  fhot  above  one  thoufand  canon 
Ihots  at  one  another,  without  coming  to  any  fight,  whereof  we  exped:  the  event.

My  Lord, 

THE  poft  not  being  yet  arrived,  and  my  negotiation  being  at  the  fame  pafs  mentioned  V.  xxi.  p,i66. 
in  my  foregoing  letter,  I  have  nothing  to  write  to  the  court ;  only  you  may  affure 
them,  that  I  do  not  difcontinue  to  prefs  an  anfwer  to  my  laft  difcourfe  •,  but  without  any 
effeft,  the  fecretary  putting  me  off  from  day  to  day,  yea  without  any  pretence.  And  on 
the  other  hand  it  is  faid,  as  if  my  negotiation  were  not  yet  at  an  end  ;  fo  that  I  fear  we 
ftiall  be  brought  to  extremities.  You  will  have  feen  what  I  have  writ  to  the  court,  to  dif- 
pofe  them  to  releafe,  and  to  yield  to  fome  of  the  points  that  remain  undecided. 

It  is  not,  that,  if  this  ftate  had  a  defire  of  an  accommodation,  it  would  not  make 
half  of  the  way,  whereas  only  it  doth  remain  firm  upon  all  the  difficulties,  yea  without 
any  reafon,  according  to  the  opinion  of  my  commiflioners  themfelves  ;  but  alfo  it  will  not 
give  me  their  laft  refolution  ;  which  doth  caufe  me  to  believe,  that  if  I  fhould  acquiefce, 
they  would  find  fome  other  obftacle  to  delay  me. 

They  begin  now  to  fpeak  again  of  the  voyage  for  America,  and  to  haften  their  embark- 
ing, all  the  officers  and  foldiers  being  commanded  to  go  on  board  the  fleet  the  20th  of  this 
month. 

You  may  fignify  to  his  eminence,  that  the  colonel,  with  whom  I  treated  for  the  tranfport 
of  2000  Scotchmen,  doth  pretend  to  have  received  within  thefe  rwo  days  permiffion  to 
execute  his  treaty  ;  fo  that  they  want  nothing  but  to  fend  m^e  the  orders  to  finifh  that  bu- 
finefs,  which  they  do  feem  to  take  to  heart.  It  is  not  but  in  the  purfuit  thereof  this  per- 
miffion may  be  recalled ;  but  the  king  having  caution  in  Paris  for  the  money  that  is  ad- 
vanced, will  mn  no  hazard.

Sir, 

WE  had  yefterday  certain  intelligence,  that  the  d.  of  Guife  was  forced  to  quit  Italy^  V.xxi.  p.184. 
and  that  mr.  d'Pleffis  Belliere  (who  advanced  with  25  officers)  was  flain.  This  lofs 
is  very  confiderable,  for  as  much  as  he  was  a  very  ferviceable  man,  and  one  who  would 
not  eafily  yield  the  buckler  to  any  man  for  to  be  marlhal  of  France.  I  may  not  unfitly 
compare  this  expedition  to  that  of  the  Crufades  of  old  ;  for  although  thefe  had  for  their  de- 
fign,  the  re-eftablifhment  of  the  faith  in  facred  places,  and  thofe,  a  conqueft  and  vain-glory  -, 
yet  notwithftanding  their  fuccefs  was  much  alike  :  and  indeed  it  is  impolTible  it  fhould  be 
otherwife,  they  being  at  fo  great  a  diftance  from  thofe  places,  which  fliould  afford  them 
recruits  of  men  and  monies.     And  fo  much  for  this  fubjeft.

I  Thought  it  my  duty  and  fervice,  at  your  entrance  Into  that  great  honos  et  onus  of  pro-  V.xxi, p.iye.^ 
teftion  and  governement,  after  my  humble  congratulation,  to  prefent  your  highnes 
with  fome  obfervation  of  the  tranfaftions  in  Holland  and  Brabant,  under  the  king  of 
Spaigne  and  the  Hollanders  alfo  ;  and  therewith  I  fent  your  highnes  alfo  charts  or  maps 
of  the  maritime  parts  of  thofe  provinces,  for  your  highnes  fervice  ;  prefented,  as  I  remem- 
ber, by  mr,  Scobell,  clerk  of  the  council  of  flate,  upon  the  conclufion  of  the  treaty  with 
Holland, 

That  the  Hollanders  have  blocked  up  the  river  of  Antwerp  called  the  Scheld,  to  hinder 
the  Englifh  cloth  trade,  and  the  famous  commerce  of  the  merchants  adventurers  of  Eng- 
land in  the  cloth  trade  thereof ;  which  is  the  faireft  flower  in  the  garden  of  England. 
Whereby  they  have  ruined  Antwerp,  which  was  honoured  with  the  name  and  honour  of 
totius  Europe  emporium.,  and  lifted  up  Amilerdam  to  the  pride  and  heigth  that  now  it 
hath. 

I  prefented  alfo  the  meanes,  whereby  the  faid  river  might  be  opened  ;  either  in  a  faire 
way  by  your  treaty  with  Holland,  or  in  a  more  rough  way,  by  force,  by  the  king  of 
Spaigne,  alTifted  by  your  power,  as  is  ufual  with  confederate  princes. 

That  having  fpent  a  decennium  -here  in  Holland  in  the  governement  of  the  merchants  ad- 
venturers, I  obferved  a  great  taxe  or  impofition  laid  upon  our  cloth  trade  there,  of  24^. 
upon  a  long  cloth  ;  which,  after  a  long  difpute,  we  could  not  get  off.  I  thought  it  a  fit 
work  for  our  treaty  at  home,  to  recent  the  fame,  with  the  meanes  they  have  found  out  to 
fet  up  draperies  of  their  owne,  by  getting  of  wolles  and  fullers  earth  out  of  England,  and 
Spanifh  wolles  firft  brought  out  of  Spaigne  into  England,  and  thence  into  Holland ;  fo  that 
now  their  draperies  check  ours  :  which  they  eafe  alfo  with  thefreedome  of  impofition,  whilft 
they  prefs  and  oppofe  our  Englifh  cloth,  fo  that  our  famous  Englifh  cloth-trade  is  there 
almoftlofl. 

That  whereas  the  cry  of  the  Amboina  bloudfhedof  our  nation  is  gone  up  to  heaven,  and 
no  meanes  of  vindication  thereof  on  earth  by  any  power  in  the  Eafl  India  company  ;  I 
thought  it  alfo  my  duety  to  your  highnes  to  prefent  you  with  a  fervice  I  did  therein  in  the 
Haghe,  when  the  bufines  was  committed,  to  me,  to  require  juftice  therein  of  the  flates 
general.  But  finding  them  and  their  merchants  to  fpeake  with  one  voice  in  defence  of  that 
bloudy  fa6t,  I  prepared  a  true  narative  and  feries  of  the  whole  bufines,  to  prefent  to  the 
moft  learned  lawyers  of  Holland,  for  their  advice  in  point  of  law,  as  a  /pedes  fa£li  et  juris^ 
in  ufe  here,  but  fhadowed  it  in  other  names :  as  for  the  Englifh  and  Duch  companies  trad- 
ing to  the  Eafl  Indies,  I  put,  mutatis  mutandis,  the  Venetians  and  Marcellians,  and  the  con- 
troverfy  to  be  in  Cicely  :  but  in  terminis  I  kept  clofe  all  that  was  faid,  and  done,  and  fuffer- 
ed  in  that  bloudy  fcene  from  the  firft  to  the  laft  ;  whereby  their  owne  profefTors  and  coun- 
fellors  condemned  their  owne  nation  unawares.

I  hope  there  was  good  ufe  made  thereof,  tho'  I  never  received  an  anfwere,  nor  encou- 
ragement, nor  foe  much  as  my  charges  for  lawyers  fees,  and  length  of  time,  ftudy,  and  la- 
bour, preferring  the  fervice  ot  my  country  to  all  other  refpefts  in  the  world,  according  to 
that  of  the  orator,  chart  funt  parentes,  chart  liberi,  amici  chari^fed  omnes  omnium  charitates  una 
patria  cmplexa  eji.  So  I  humbly  take  leave,  and  reft  here  ready  to  ferve  your  highnes  and 
my  country.

V.xxi.p.i88.  T  E  fieur  Beverning  en  fin  s'eft  rendu  vifible  le  15,  eftant  alors  la  premiere  fois 
i  J  comparu  dans  TalTemblee  des  eftats  generaux.  II  a  decline  de  faire  rapport,  difant 
n'eftre  pas  venu  faire  rapport ;  ains  pour  fes  affairs  particuliers  -,  &  ne  pouvoir  pas  aulTy 
le  faire,  d'autant  qu'il  le  faut  faire  conjointement,  ayant  en  cela  Texample  du  lieur  Jongftal, 
qui  meme  requis,  ne  I'a  pas  fait.  AufTy  il  ne  pas  de  la  charge  de  treforier  general  a  luy 
conferee  ;  ny  pour  remercier  I'eftat,  ny  pour  offrir  a  faire  le  ferment,  ny  pour  fair  feeller  la 
commiflion :  tout  cela  de  peur  qu'on  ne  I'oblige  a  rendre  raifon  de  I'afte  de  feclufion.  AufTy 
le  prasfident  eft  fi  difcret  de  ne  le  prelTer  ny  fommer  pas  a  faire  rapport.

II  dit,  qu'il  y  a  bonne  harmonie  &  Concorde  entre  le  pro- 
te6teur  &  le  parliament  j  que  le  protedteur  eJi  fummus  diffimuJandi  artifex  (de  ce  met  fc 
fervoit  il)  parlant  de  tout  chofe  fans  alteration  &  egalement.  II  a  parle  haut  de  la  force

Sir, 

AS  the  matter  was  debating  touching  what  fhould  have  been  written  to  you  concerning  A.  D.  1654. 
the  refolution,  which  was  made,  which  aJfo  you  might  have  conjeftured  from  my  two  t-Z^VN-J 
lafl  letters,  yours  of  the  7th  and  13th  of  this  inflant  were  received ;  the  firft  whereof  in-  V-xxi.p.2.o6. 
ftead  of  retarding  the  poft,  hailened  his  departure  ;  the  other  hindred  the  fame. 

The  difcourfe,  which  you  had  with  the  lord  proteftor,  is  here  taken  very  well  ;  tloere 
being  not  the  leall  of  thofe  things  omitted,  which  had  been  hinted  to  you  in  feveral  letters  to 
mention.  If  you  judge  it  needful,  you  (hall  have  letters  of  credence  fent  you  for  the  lord  pro- 
teftor  ;  but  on  the  other  fide  they  Ihall  be  fpared,  if  you  think  it  needJefs  to  have  creden- 
tials, for  thofe  things,  which  you  fhall  propofe  to  them,  which  his  majefly  will  be  always 
inclinable  to  hearken  to  (in  the  fame  propofitions,  that  he  had  propofed)  when  the  fame  fhali 
be  defired. 

Concerning  the  defign  of  the  fleet,  as  that  it  was  intended  againft  us,  we  believe  it  tOQ 
weak  to  give  a  jealoufy  to  France. 

You  will  pleafe  to  give  me  leave  to  congratulate  your  great  applaufe  in  reference  to  that 
your  difcourfe. 

May  it  pleafe  you  to  put  an  infcription  and  fubfcription  to  that  letter,  which  the  king 
wrote  unto  the  protedtor,  as  you  Ihall  fee  good. 

You  will  receive  light  concerning  his  majefty's  intentions,  the  beginning  of  the  laft 
week.

THE  deputies  inordinary  of  the  provinces  of  Holland  and  Weftfriefland,  after  the  reading  V.  xxj.p.20*i 
of  the  here  above-mentioned  pretended  conclufum,  and  before  the  refumption  thereof 
was  deliberated  upon,  have  earneftly  defired,  and  endeavoured  by  all  imaginable  reafons  and 
motives,  to  induce  and  perfuade  the  deputies  of  the  other  provinces,  to  put  off,  or  at  leaft 
to  delay  the  fame,  till  this  affair  was  taken  by  them  into  further  confideration,  and  made 
propofals  for  an  accommadation  in  order  to  reconcile  the  diffenting  provinces,  and  to  give 
them  all  reafonable  fatisfaftion  ;  and  finding  that  four  provinces  perfift  on  their  former 
advice,  and  that  the  faid  pretended  conclufum  Ihould  not  be  altered,  denying  to  the  faid 
deputies  of  Holland,  againft  reafon  and  juftice,  the  required  time  and  delay,  and  would 
not  agree  to  their  propofal,  they,  by  a  fpecial  command  of  their  mafters,  affembled  in 
a  ftate-convocation,  have  declared,  and  by  thefe  prefents  do  declare,  that  they  deem  the 
faid  pretended  refolution,  the  confequences  thereof,  and  the  perfifting  therein,  as 
taken  agabft  the  ufual,  due,  and  legal  order  and  form  of  the  government,  and  confequently 
labouring  under  a  notorious  illegality  and  injuftice,  to  be  lawlefs,  void,  and  of  no  force. 
"Whereupon  the  provinces  have  demanded  a  copy  of  the  faid  record,  which  is  granted  them 
hereby.

My  Lord, 

TH  E  day  before  yefterday  I  received  from  their  high  mightineffes  the  writings,  which  y.xxi.  p.  242, 
are  neceffary  for  the  exercifing  the  provifional  charafter  of  refident  of  the  united 
Netherlands  at  this  court,  for  which  favour  I  have  endeaveured  to  Ihow  myfelf  gratefull 
to  their  high  mightincfTes  by  the  inclofed  letter,  which,  I  humbly  beg  of  you,  may 
be  prefented  by  your  lordlhip  to  their  high  mightineffes  by  the  firft  opportunity,  thanking 
your  lordlhip  in  particular,  for  the  pains  you  have  been  plcafed  to  take,  in  difpatching  the 
laid  papers  and  commiffion,  wilhing  only  that  I  had  received  the  fame  a  little  fooner,  in 

order 
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A.  D.  1654.  order  to  have  been  enabled  to  give  their  high  mightineffes  a  fpecimen  of  my  devotion  to 
L/'^V'NJ  their  fervices,  touching  the  Bremen  affairs  ;  though  I  do  not  queftion,  but  there  have  been 
weighty  reafons,  which  have  induced  their  high  mightineffes  to  delay  the  fending  of  the 
faid  papers.  In  the  mean  while,  I  have  not  been  deficient  to  ferve  my  lord  Van-Beuningen 
during  his  ftay  at  Staden  with  weekly  advices,  fince  I  had  not  the  honour  to  know  the  two 
other  gentlemen,  and  did  not  think  advifeable  to  aft  as  a  publick  minifter,  without  being 
qualified  for  it.  Thefe  treaties  being  now  ended,  my  commiffion  ceafes  likewife,  and  con- 
fequently  I  fhall  not  be  able  but  with  great  difficulty  to  obtain  an  audience  of  his  majefty, 
which  is  denyed  me  till  next  week,  becaufe  his  majefty  doth  find  himfelf  at  prefent  out  of 
order  ;  wherefore  I  Ihall  keep  my  commiffion  back  as  much  as  pofTible,  and  make  ufe  only 
of  my  credentials  here  at  court,  wherein  the  time  of  my  commiffion  is  not  exprefsly  men- 
tioned. I  am  in  want  of  the  like  credentials,  to  the  two  queens,  the  foreign  miniflers  that 
refide  here,  the  ambaffadors  of  France  and  Denmark,  as  alfo  to  the  five  firft  fenators,  to- 
gether with  an  inftru6bion,  to  regulate  myfelf  accordingly  all  which  I  leave  to  the  wife 
direftions  and  to  the  helping  hand  of  your  lordfhip,  obliging  myfelf,  when  opportunity 
ferves,  to  fhew  myfelf  grateful  for  the  fame,  and  to  ferve  you  as  far  as  I  am  able  ;  to 
fhew  the  fame,  I  make  from  this  time  a  beginning  to  wait  on  you  by  my  letters,  which  I 
will  do,  as  often  as  any  thing  fhall  happen  here,  which  may  not  be  trufted  to  the  publick 
pen. 

For  the  prefent,  I  cannot  obferve  my  duty,  in  that  refpeft,  fince  I  am  hindred  from  go- 
ing out  to  take  an  information  of  ftate  affairs,  till  the  time,  when  I  fhall  have  had  my 
audience  of  his  majefty. 

The  approaching  of  the  Ruffians  towards  the  Swedifh  frontiers  of  Livonia  and  In- 
gria  doth  give  no  fmall  fufpicion  to  the  court,  and  there  are  a  great  many  commiffions 
delivered  to  raife  troops  in  Germany  and  other  parts,  although  the  Ruffians  proteft  in  the 
higheft  degree  to  have  the  greateft  friendfhip  for  this  crown.

'The  proteBor's  commijjion  to  general  Venables. 

V.xxi.p.  118.  Oliver  lord  proteftor  of  the  commonwealth  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  and  the 
dominions  thereto  belonging,  to  our  trufty  and  well-beloved  Robert  Venables,  general 
and  commander  in  chief  of  our  army  and  forces  to  be  fent  into,  or  raifed  in  America. 

WHEREAS  we  are  refolved,  through  the  bleffing  of  God,  to  fend  an  army  into 
America,  for  fecuring  and  increafing  the  intereft  of  this  commonwealth  in  thofe 
parts,  and  for  oppofing,  weakening,  and  deftroying  that  of  the  Spaniards,  who  under  a 
pretence  of  the  pope's  donation  claims  all  that  part  of  the  world,  as  belonging  unto  him, 
-  and  thereupon  hath  not  only  exercifed  inhuman  cruelties  upon  the  natives,  and  prohibited 
all  other  nations  to  have  any  trade,  commerce,  or  correfpondence  with  thofe  parts ;  but 
hath,  contrary  to  the  laws  of  all  nations,  by  force  of  arms,  expelled  the  people  of  thefe 
iflands  from  feveral  places  in  America,  whereof  they  were  the  rightful  poffeflbrs,  deftroying, 
and  murdering  many  of  their  men,  and  leading  others  into  captivity ;  and  doth  ftill  conti- 
nue all  manner  of  afts  of  hoftility  upon  us,  and  the  people  aforefaid  in  thofe  parts,  as 
againft  open  and  profeffed  enemies  •,  thereby  threatening  the  ruin  and  deftruftion  of  all 
the  Englifh  plantations  in  thofe  parts,  when  he  fhall  have  opportunity  for  the  fame.  And 
we  having  by  advice  of  our  .council  raifed  and  levied  forces  here  in  England,  to  be  fent 
into  the  parts  aforefaid,  and  intending  alfo,  that  other  forces  fhall  be  raifed  in  the  Barbadoes 
and  other  Caribbee  iflands  and  places  there,  to  be  joined  unto  them  ;  and  repofing  truft 
and  confidence  in  your  faithfiilnefs,  ability,  courage,  condudl  and  circumfpeftion,  we  have 
conftituted  and  appointed,  and  do  by  thefe  prefents  conftitute  and  appoint  you  the  faid 
general  Venables,  commander  in  chief  under  us  of  the  army  and  forces,  raifed  or  to  be 
raifed  by  authority  from  us,  for  the  end  and  fervice  aforefaid  ;  giving  and  granting  unto 
you  full  power  and  authority  to  Rile,  govern,  command,  difpofe,  and  imploy  the  faid 
army  and  forces,  and  every  part  thereof,  and  all  officers  and  others  whatfoever,  of  and  be-  - 
longing  to  the  fame,  in,  for,  or  about  all  defences,  offences,  executions,  and  other  military 
and  hoftile  arts  and  fervices ;  and  to  lead  and  condudl  the  faid  army  and  forces,  or  any  part 
thereof,  againft  the  king  of  Spain,  his  people,  and  fubjedts,  in  any  part  of  America,  and 
all  others  whomfoever,  who  fhall  aid  or  affift  him  or  them  there,  or  fhall  be  enemies  or 
rebels  to  us  and  this  commonwealth  in  thofe  parts  j  and  them  to  purfue,  invade,  refift, 

kill. 
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kill,  and  deftroy  by  all  means  whatfoever  ;  and  alfo  to  command  all  garrifons,  forts,  ^-  ^  '6S4- 
caftles,  and  towns,  within  the  faid  parts  of  America,  which  are  already  garrifoned  and  t^VNJ 
fortified  to  our  ufe,  or  fhall  be  hereafter  garrifoned  and  fortified  ;  and  alfo  lull  power  and 
authority  to  afllgn  and  grant  commiffions  to  all  fuch  commanders,  officers,  and  governors 
of  the  faid  army,  forces,  and  garrifons,  as  fhall  be  thought  neceffary  and  rtquifite  for  the 
command  and  government  of  the  fame  ;  and  alfo  full  power  and  authority  to  command 
the  feveral  and  refpe£live  governors  of  the  iflands  of  Barbadoes,  Bermudas,  Antegoa,  and 
other  the  Caribbee  iflands,  and  of  all  other  Englifh  plantations  in  America  -,  and  all  other 
officers  and  minifters  whatfoever  in  the  faid  iflands  and  places;  and  alfo  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  execute,  or  caufe  to  be  executed  martial  law,  according  to  the  caufe  and  cuftoms 
of  war,  and  according  to  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  war  upon  or  againfl:  any  perfon  or 
perfons  offending  againft  any  of  the  faid  laws,  or  ordinances  of  war  ;  and  alfo  full  power 
and  authority  from  time  to  time  by  yourfelf,  or  others,  deputed  and  authorifed  by  you, 
to  take  up  and  ufe  fuch  carriages,  draughts,  boats,  and  other  vefl^els,  as  in  your  difcretion 
fhall  be  thought  needful  for  the  conveying  and  conducing  of  the  faid  army  and  forces, 
or  any  part  thereof  or  for  bringing  or  carrying  ordnance,  artillery,  ammunition,  viftuals, 
or  any  provifions,  or  utenfils  of  war,  neceflfary  or  requifite  for  the  fame  army,  or  forces, 
or  any  part  thereof,  to  or  from  any  place  or  places,  in  order  to  the  faid  fervice  -,  and  alfo 
full  power  and  authority  to  do  and  execute  all  other  things  incident  and  belonging  to  the 
place  of  a  commander  in  chief  of  an  army,  and  which  fliall  be  nec'eflfary  and  requifite  for  the 
carrying  on  and  accomplifliment  of  the  premiflfes -,  and  all  commanders,  officers,  and  foldiers 
of  the  army,  forces,  and  garrifons,  are  hereby  required  to  obey  you  as  their  commander  in 
chief,  according  to  the  difcipline  of  war ;  and  likewife  the  governors,  officers,  and  minif- 
ters  of  the  faid  feveral  iflands  and  plantations,  and  all  other  officers  and  perfons  whatfoever 
in  the  parts  aforefaid,  are  hereby  required  to  obey  you,  and  to  be  aiding  and  affifting  to  you 
in  their  refpeftive  places,  for  the  ends  and  purpofes  aforefaid  :  and  you  are  in  the  profecu- 
tion  and  execution  of  all  and  fingular  the  premiffes,  to  obferve  and  follow  all  fuch  in- 
flruftions,  orders,  and  directions,  as  you  fhall  herewith  or  from  time  to  time  hereafter 
receive  from  us.

Sir, 

YOUR's  by  this  poft  I  received,  by  which  it  is  clear  to  me,  that  all  is  quiet  in  EngJand,  v.  xxi.  p.248. 
and  no  confiderable  party  with  R.  C.  in  Scotland  ;  but  here  are  many,  that  will  not 
believe  it,  but  fwear  the  contrary,  and  produce  (I  fuppofe)  letters  of  their  own  making  for 
it.  But  I  prefume,  R.  C.  and  fome  near  him  know  all  you  write  to  be  tme,  though  they 
will  not  make  fhew  of  it.  But  by  another  inftrument  I  fpread  amongft  the  natives  of  this 
country  the  truth  and  credit  given  to  it,  to  the  great  difcontentment  of  the  cavaliers.  For 
iny  part,  now  I  come  not  near  them  ;  neither  dare  I,  for  the  reafons  I  writ  to  you  for- 
merly ;  but  I  have  a  friend,  who  is  near  them,  and  one  of  them,  who  tells  me  what  he 
knows.  After  this  poft  you  may  receive  one  letter  more  from  me,  or  two  at  moft  ;  by 
which  time  I  hope  you  will  remind  me,  and  fend  a  little  money  ta  bring  me  to  Flanders, 
from  whence  I  came. 

Of  news  here  is  nothing  almoft  at  prefent.     R.  C.  goes  a  hunting  every  day,  the  weather 
feeing  favourable.     He  was  yefterday  v/ith  a  few  in  company  from  morning  till  three   of 
the  clock  in  the  afternoon  a  hunting,  and  went  about  twelve  Englifti  miles  i  but  killed  one  ' 
hare  all  the  time. 

Since  my  laft  Wilmot  received  2000  guilders  moTe  from  the  Eledlor  of  Saxony,  fo  that 
they  fpend  as  faft  as  they  can  get,  but  referve  what  France  allows  them. 

The  duke  of  Gloucefter  and  Ormond  are  daily  expefled  here,  and  an   account  of  Or- 
mond's  other  negotiations  in  Paris,  befides  that  of  Gloucefter,  as  I  writ  before. 

Taafe  and  Hyde  do  vifit  the  Nuncio  here  very, often.  Yefterday  the  faid  Hyde  defired 
earneftly  the  Nuncio  his  title,  which  was  brought  to  him  by  Mr.  Reynolds  -,  by  the  next  I 
Jhail  endeavour  to  learn  what  their  defign  is,  and  give  you  an  exaft  account  of  it.  When  R.  C.  • 
laft  week  received  letters  from  Paris  of  the  defeat  given  to  the  duke  of  Guife  in  Naples  ^ 
it  were  better  (faid  he)  for  Mazarine  to  give  me  that  army,  when  of  him  I  defire  them,  and 
undertook  to  do  more  fervice  with  them  in  England  than  Guife  ftiould  in  Italy  for  the  crown 
of  France.  But  (faid  he)  God  grant  Mazariii  fhall  be  as  good  as  his  word  in  what  elfe  he  pro- 
mifed.  Htec  ilk.  You  may  perceive  by  this  truth  in  my  former  letters,  and  that  fuccours 
are  promifed  againft  the  next  feafon,  as  Ormond  will  bring  account  of.  I  affure  you, 
movent  omnem  lapidem  ad  habendam  tantam  pecuniarum  fummam,  quant  am  fperant  fufficere  ad 
emendas  naves  pro  tranfportatione  conJideraUUs  exercitus  into  England  or  Scotland  this  next 
feafon  -,  of  which  there  will  be  at  leaft  5000  Irifti  befides  Germans,  Lorainers,  and  French ; 
and  R.  C.  will  be  at  the  head  of  them.  I  can  confirm  to  you,  that  this  is  their  defign, 
principally  fince  that  the  divifions  and  rifings  they  expefted  in  England  fail.  Of  the  great 
defign  of  Ormond  nothing  is  lately  faid,  for  the  reafons  you  had  in  my  former  letters.  The 
emperor  is  making  up  an  army  de  novo  •,  fo  are  all  the  princes  of  Germany  :  all  the  world 
is  made  up  of  an  opinion,  that  next  fummer  will  be  a  hot  one  in  Germany  ;  for  all  thefe 
armies  znuft  not  be  idle  •,  but  what  their  work  fhall  be,  I  believe  they  know  not  yet  firmly 
themfelves,  but  all  in  fear  one  of  another,  and  fome  fear  of  the  Swedes.  Others  think, 
but  not  with  grounds  that  I  can  fee,  that  the  queen  Chriftina  of  Sweden  has  fome  projects, 
whofe  execution  will  appear  in  this  fphere.  I  know  no  more  of  it  at  prefent,  nor  elfe,  but

Sir, 

YOUR's  I  received  by  this  poll,  which  reprefents  you  conftantly  receive  mine,  as  I  do  A.  D.  1654.. 
yours  ;  alfo  that  R.  C.  his  affairs  are  come  to  nothing  in  Scotland,  and  are  all  quiet  O^-yxj 
in  England,  all  which  I  fliall  prefent  in  this  court,    be  affured  of  it,  tho'  I  am  fure  I  Ihall  ^•^^'-  P-'-^-' 
find  contrary  letters  from  cavaliers,  and  fuch  like.     I  can  affure  you  here  is  nothing  at  pre- 
fent of  R.  C.  or  his  affairs,  only  fome  deputies  from  him  to  receive  the  100,000  dollars, 
which  the  emperor  promifed  j  and  that  is  not  payed  nor  likely  to  be  in  hafte,  which  is  all 
of  that.

highnefs  the  lord  proteftor  of  the  commonwealth  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ire- 
land, &c.  with  the  queen  of  Sweden,  the  kings  of  Portugal  and  Denmark  refpeiflively, 
the  firfl:  being  dated  the  1 1  th  of  April,  the  fecond  the  i  oth  of  July,  and  the  third  the 
15th  of  September  laft  paft,  have  obferved,  that  his  mofl  ferene  highnefs  hath  not  ftipu- 
lated  therein,  that  the  united  provinces,  if  they  pleafed,  fhould  be  comprehended  in  the 
fame  treaties  •,  nor  that  any  general  claufe  is  therein  inferted,  for  as  much  as  they  can  per- 
ceive, whereby  his  highnefs  hath  referved  the  fame,  which  according  to  the  exprefs  words 
and  true  meaning  of  the  15th  article  of  the  laft  treaty  of  peace,  union,  and  confederacy, 
is  agreed,  and  was  fit  to  be  performed  accordingly.  And  therefore  the  fubfcribed  embafia- 
dor  extraordinary  of  the  faid  united  provinces  is  by  fpecial  order  of  his  fjperiors  com- 
manded to  reprefent  the  fame  to  his  moft  ferene  highnefs,  to  the  end  the  faid  lords  the 
ftates  general  may  know  the  true  and  real  intention  of  his  moft  ferene  highnefs  concerning 
the  contents  of  the  faid  article  -,  and  may  fo  much  the  better  regulate  themfelves  accord- 
ingly. And  more  efpecially  to  befeech  and  urge,  that  it  may  pleafe  his  moft  renowned 
highnefs  to'  give  fuch  order,  that  in  the  treaties,  which  his  highnefs  hereafter  fhall  conclude, 
as  well  with  the  crown  of  France  as  other  kings,  commonwealths,  princes,  or  potentates, 
better  care  and  confideration  may  be  taken  to  perform  and  accomplifh  effectually  the  before-' 
mentioned  15th  article. 

The  fubfcribed  embaffador  hath  received  alfo  a  fpecial  refolution  and  order  of  his  fupe- 
riors,  that  although  by  the  award  of  the  commiffioners  of  both  fides  authorifed  to  the  de- 
termination of  the  pretences  and  demands  expreffed  in  the  30th  article  ;  the  Eaft  India 
company  in  the  faid  united  provinces  is  to  pay  a  very  confiderable  fum  of  money  to  the 
Eaft  India  company  and  others  of  the  people  inhabitants  of  England,  and  that  none  of 
their  fubjefts  are  to  receive  any  fatisfaftion  by  the  faid  award  ;  yet  to  fhew  their  readinefs  to 
avoid  all  complaints  for  the  future,  he  is  authorifed  to  affure  his  moft  ferene  highnefs,  that  the 
faid  lords  ftates  general  make  no  difficulty  to  pafs  and  exhibit  the  like  declaratoiy  aft,  as  is 
defired  from  his  moft  ferene  highnefs,  a  draught  whereof  he  moft  inftantly  befeecheth,  that 
may  be  agreed  in  conference  with  fuch  commiffioners,  as  his  highnefs  ftiall  be  pleafed  to 
nominate  ;  confidering  that  the  firft  payment  being  forty  two  thoufandfive  hundred  pounds, 
is  to  be  made  before  the  laft  of  January  next ;  and  before  the  faid  month  another  fum  of 
three  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fifteen  pounds  is  alfo  to  be  paid  in  London.  This  ^*th  of 
December  1654.

ID  OE  very  much  wonder  to  receive  the  good  newes  from  Scotland,  which  youfent,  V.xxi.p.253. 
and  yet  a  pofitive  command  from  his  highnes  to  fend  prefently  a  regiment  of  horfe  to 
Scotland,  which  at  this  time  of  yeare  is  very  difficult  -,  but  it  ftiall  be  obeyed.  Shipps  muft 
be  preffed  from  Chefter  fide  to  Knockfergus.  Indeade  1  think  it  fomewhat  ftrange,  I 
fliowld  no  more  underftand  in  any  thing  more  then  what  is  communicable  to  every  one.  I 
fuppofe  ther  may  in  thes  dayes  be  more  privat  refolves,  which  out  of  curiofity  I  Ihould  not 
much  care  for,  but  fo  long  as  providence  continues  me  in  this  condicion,  I  thinke  it  might 
be  for  his  highnes  fervice,  I  Ihould  know  more  then  I  doe.  I  thankfully  acknowledg  your 
correfpcndencyes.  I  have  in  a  fhort  confufed  maner  fent  you  a  caredler,  till  either  mine 
or  your  leafure  will  afford  better.  The  army  heare  is  ftill  through  miercy  in  a  very  good 
condicion,  and  firme  to  my  lord  proteftor.  Ther  are  fortie,  who  relate  to  Ireland  (not  of 
the  fouldiefs)  who  doe  ill  offices  in  England,  and  heare,  for  us  ;  v/hich,  if  not  timly 
obferved  and  prevented,  will  prove  unhappy.  Their  perfons,  conditions  and  praftices, 
when  I  underftand  of  your  receiving  the  inclofed,  maybe  more  freely  imparted  to  you 
then  now  I  am  free  unto.  It  is  not  every  one,  who  pretends  faithfuUnes,  will  prove  fo,

mee  write  to  you,  if  I  could  finde  any,  that  could  prove  them  preefts  ;  which  caufeth  this 
bouldnes  in  mee  to  truble  your  honor  with  thefe  Hnef.     I  have  fpoken  with  the  min,  that

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A.  D.  1654.  did  informe  mee  of  moft  of  them  ;  and  hee  will  take  his  oath,  that  he  hath  feen  5  or  6  of 
t/"V%J  them  execute  theire  preeftly  office,  and  wil  finde  others,  that  fhall  proove  the  fame  againft 
thofe  and  others  of  them  ;  and  hee  wiJ  bring  mee  to  the  placees  wheare  they  and  theire 
church-ftufF  are  kept,  and  alfo  fhew  mee  the  perfon  that  they  imploye  as  a  poft  to  carry 
letters  amongft  the  papifts :  this  man  hath  a  relation  to  a  greate  papift  in  this  cuntry, 
whereby  hee  hath  gotten  this  knoledg  -,  and  if  your  honor  may  think  it  may  be  for  the 
glory  of  God  and  this  good  of  the  commonwealth,  I  fhall  ufe  my  beft  fkill  to  gett  them 
apprehended.  If  you  plefe  to  let  mee  have  a  warrant,  and  pouer  to  call  to  my  afTiftance 
officers  millitary  and  fiveill  to  fearch  for  them,  at  Chriftmas  will  bee  the  beft  time  to 
looke  for  them  ;  for  then  they  will  be  imployed  at  gentlemen's  houfes  ;  or  if  your  honor 
fiaall  think  fit  to  imploye  any  man  elfe  in  this  bufinefs  that  maye  bee  more  fit  for  it,  I  fhall 
give  him  all  the  lite  I  can  ;  for  I  confeave  that  man,  which  undertakes  it,  Ihall  never  be 
out  of  danger  of  his  life  ;  yet  I  fhall  willingly  put  that  in  my  hand,  if  I  am  called  to  it. 
I  know  where  they  have  fom  long  peeces  and  piftalls,  and  mufkettes,  and  foards,  and  ra- 
piors  -,  and  when  any  papifts  in  this  cuntry  ride,  they  be  very  well  armed :  and  here  be 
very  many  in  Norfolk,  Suffolk,  Eflex,  Lincolnfhire,  and  Cambridgftiire  hath  fum.  I  cold 
give  your  honor  a  farther  account  of  fom  of  them  ;  but  I  feare  I  am  to  tediofe  ;  wherefore 
I  beg  pardon  for  this  bouldnes,  and  fhall  waite  for  your  honor's  commands,  at  Mr.  Robert 
Hall  his  houfe  in  Ipfwich,  where  I  fhall  indevor  to  fhew  my  thankflillnes  for  the  many  fa- 
vours I  have  receved  from  your  honour,  by  my  faithfullnes  in  whot  you  plefe  to  command 
mee.

From  the  rejident  Heinfius  in  Sweden, 
My  Lord, 

y.xxi.p.'244.  "VT  OUR  LordJhip  will  have  obferved  by  my  laft,  as  I  hope,  that  the  commiffion  of 
j[  their  high  mightineffes,  to  take  upon  me  provifionally  the  character  of  refident  of  the 
united  Netherland,  is  well  come  to  hand.  Yefterday  I  had  for  the  firft  time  an  audience  of 
the  king,  and  have  been  very  well  received  ;  they  made  fome  cxbjeftions  to  the  fuperfcrip- 
tion of  the  credentials,  becaufe  after  the  words  Cajfubia  ^  Wandali^,  there  was  left  out, 
Rugia,  Ingride  ^  Wifmania  domino,  as  it  is  in  all  the  letters  generally  directed  by  their  high 
mightinefles  to  the  crown  of  Sweden  j  and  although  I  made  the  excufe,  that  it  happened 
only  becaufe  there  was  not  fpace  enough  on  the  letter  to  contain  all  his  majefty's  titles, 
yet  they  anfwerd  civilly,  that  it  would  be  acceptable  to  his  majefty,  if  the  omiifion  of  thofed 
three  lordfhips  were  avoided  for  the  future,  the  rather,  fince  in  the  reign  of  queen  Chriftina, 
the  due  titles  were  not  exaftly  obferved  at  this  'court  here,  whereby  caufe  was  given,  that 
fome  foreign  princes,  difaffefted  to  this  crown,  have  endeavoured  to  make  their  advan- 
tage of  it.  I  think  it  necefTary  to  mention  this  to  your  lordfhip,  in  order  to  prevent  for 
the  future  all  difputes. 

After  the  death  of  the  lord  chancellour  of  this  kingdom,  the  lord  admiral  Ruymmigh 
happened  to  die  not  long  ago,  fo  that  his  majefty,  within  a  few  months  of  his  reign,  has 
loft  two  of  his  eldeft  fenators,  which  had  ferved  both  of  them  king  Guftavus  in  that  charadler : 
they  were  lords  of  great  merit  and  experience.  To  morrow  or  the  day  after  I  will  pay  my 
rcfpefts  to  the  queen,  and  afterwards  make  my  compliment  to  the  chief  fenators,

V,xxi.p.278.  TT^  R  O  M  Archangel  the  i6th  September  under  cover  to  the  Ruffia  company  I  writt  your 
J?  honor  by  two  of  our  fhipps,  that  fett  fail  from  thence  the  19th  (tho'  the  fhipp  of 
their  company  before  fet  fail  with  them)  and  I  hope  e'r  this  time  will  be  well  arrived  to 

their 
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their  intended  port  of  London,  and  my  faid  letters  (with  my  former  written  by  other  com-  A.  D.  1654. 
panics)  come  fate  to  your  honor's  hand.  On  the  boat  provided  me  by  the  Vyvode  of  U/'^/"\J 
Archangell  I  departed  thenfe  the  20th  September  on  the  river  Duina,  accompanyed  with  a 
preftave  (fo  is  termed  a  fcrivanor  officer  of  the  imperial!  office,  given  me  by  the  gbvernor 
to  have  charge  of  my  conduftion)  fix  fouldiers  of  my  guard,  and  thirty  men  to  draw  my 
boate,  fo  that  the  6th  we  arrived  at  a  village  called  Ofinfkyiam  diftant  from  Archangell 
220  verze,  where  we  were  forced  to  ftay  4  days,  through  the  occafion  that  ten  of  the  em- 
perour's  boats  laden  with  his  goods  and  treafure  were  gone  a  little  before  us,  and  had  taken 
up  all  the  men  of  that  place  to  draw  them,  fo  that  there  was  none  for  us,  till  we  could  pro- 
cure them  from  other  villages  adjacent. 

We  departed  Ofinfliyiam  the  lOth  of  Oftober,  and  arrived  to  the  city  Oflega  the  i8th 
ditto  (380  verze  diftant  from  the  former  plain)  which  is  of  good  bignefs,  full  of  inhabi- 
tants, and  commanded  by  a  nobleman.  Twenty  verze  before  we  come  to  that  city  is  the  con- 
fluence of  the  two  rivers  Duina  and  Zeukna,  that  coming  down  from  tiie  kingdom  of  Se- 
beria,  lying  towards  the  North  Eaft,  and  this  having  his  courfe  from  towards  the  South. 
From  Oftega  upwards  there  is  no  more  failing  for  boats,  but  are  altogether  drawn  by  men 
to  the  city  of  Volegda.  Both  thofe  rivers  are  noble,  very  commodious  for  traffick,  and 
have  plenty  of  very  good  fifh. 

At  Oftega  we  only  flayed  to  change  our  men,  and  then  departed  thenfe.  The  23d  of 
Oftober  we  arrived  at  the  city  Totma,  diftant  from  Oftega  250  verze  ;  from  thence  to 
Volegda  the  river  is  called  the  upper  Zeukna,  whofe  ftream  is  not  fo  rapid  as  lower  downj 
but  a  fine  river  it  is,  abounding  with  feveral  fpecies  of  very  good  fifti,  and  very  commo- 
dious to  navigate. 

The  26th  of  Odlober  we  came  to  a  pretty  big  village  called  -Sheufca  (150  verze  from 
Totma)  where  we  underftood  that  the  peftilent  ficknefs  was  very  hott  in  the  city  Volegda, 
(the  like  report  we  had  from  feverall  boats  coming  down  the  river  that  we  encountered) 
which  caufed  me  to  ftay  at  Sheufca,  and  fend  my  preftave  to  the  Vyvode  of  Volegda,  ac- 
companyed with  my  letters  to  fome  Englifti  merchants  in  that  city,  to  be  truly  informed 
of  the  ftate  of  the  ficknefs  there.  My  preftave  returned  the  29th  ditto,  and  brought  me 
advertifement,  that  the  plague  was  not  fo  much  there  as  the  bruit  went,  and  therefore  was 
wifned  to  come  forward,  which  I  did  forthwithall  •,  but  not  having  gone  paffing  25  verze 
to  a  village  called  Narima,  the  weather  was  fo  cold,  and  the  river  fo  hard  frozen,  that  it 
was  impolfible  to  proceed  farther  by  boat,  fo  that  we  ftayed  there  till  the  6th  currant,  that 
we  had  provided  ourfelves  with  horfes  and  fleds,  and  then  departed  from  that  village, 
and  came  hither  the  morning  following  6§  verze  from  thence. 

On  the  return  of  my  preftave  from  thence  to  Sheufca,  he  brought  me  word  from  this 
Vyvode,  that  according  to  the  emperour's  order  he  would  provide  me  a  houfe  to  be  ready 
at  my  here  arrival  ;  but  I  have  thanked  him  for  it,  and  have  accepted  of  rooms  in  an 
Engliffi  merchant's  houfe,  deeming  it  better  to  be  with  our  nation  in  this  time  of  ficknefs, 
than  in  a  Rufle  habitation.  The  governor  prefently  after  my  here  arrivall  fent  a  fcribe  of 
the  imperiall  office  (as  is  the  cuftom)  to  welcome  me,  and  to  tell  me,  that  the  Vyvoude  had 
order  from  the  emperor  to  ufe  me  with  all  the  refpeft  and  civility,  and  to  give  me  the  like 
allowance  as  I  had  from  the  governour  of  Archangell,  and  withall  fent  me  a  fmall  prefent  of 
victuals,  and  Ruffe  wine. 

The  day  after  my  coming  to  this  city  this  Vyvode  fent  unto  me  the  prime  fcribe  of  the 
office,  to  fliew  me  a  letter  he  had  then  receved  from  the  prince,  wherein  his  imperial  high- 
nefs  ordereth  him,  that  if  I  were  not  arrived  here  on  receipt  of  the  letter,  that  then  he 
fhould  difpeed  an  agent  unto  me  to  ftay  me,  where  he  Ihould  find  me,  to  lodge  me  conven'- 
ently  in  fome  village  fre  of  the  ficknefs,  and  not  want  any  thing,  and  not  to  come  forward 
till  further  order  ;  but  if  I  were  arrived,  then  I  jQiould  ftay  here  till  his  majefty's  further 
pleafure  ;  in  the  interim  to  be  ufed  with  all  refpeft.  The  governour  in  anfwer  to  that  let- 
ter and  by  others  written  after  that,  hath  given  notice  to  the  emperour  and  prince  of  my 
being  here  -,  fo  that  now  I  am  here  to  ftay  his  majefty's  anfwer. 

The  laft  letters  the  Vyvode  received  from  the  emperour  were  written  from  the  city  of 
Vatma,  which  is  700  verze  from  hence,  and  1 80  from  Mofcow,  in  the  way  to  Smolenfko, 
where  his  majefty  intendeth  to  abide  fome  time,  and  where  the  imperatriffe  and   prince  are 


gone. 


What  is  above  was  written  the  20th  of  November,  which  I  had  made  ready  to  have  fent 
to  the  new  Slebey  (fo  is  called  a  fuburb  of  the  city  Mofcow,  where  all  ftrangers  live)  to 
have  been  fent  from  thence  to  Riga  by  the  firft  conveyance,  that  Ihould  have  prefented, 
but  the  party,  to  whom  I  intended  to  fend  it  unto  at  the  Slebey,  came  hither  fome  days 
paft  ;  fo  have  kept  it  till  prefent,  that  he  returned  thither,  and  now  I  delivered  it  him  to 
fend  it  forward  by  firft  occafion,  that  fliall  be  prefented  him  after  his  there  arrivall. 

As  for  the  progrefs  the  emperour  has  made  i,n  his  warrs  againft  the  king  of  Poland,  there 

is  nothing  of  truth  to  be  had  from  the  Ruffes.     What  I  have  learnt  that  is  of  the  moft 

certiuide,  is  by  fome  military  officers  ftrangerSj  that  have  paft  by  this  city,  and  gone  down

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A.  D.  1654.  the  river  about  300  verze  from  thence,  where  they  are  to  winter  and  make  recruits  for  the 
L/V"^  future  campania,  who  have  certified  me,  that  in  September  laft  the  emperour  commanded 
the  fcahng  of  the  walls  of  Smolenfco,  which  was  accordingly  attempted,  but  by  the  de- 
fendants repulfed  with  the  lofs  of  about  8000  of  his  majefly's  men.  After  which  of 
two  governors  that  commanded  in  the  citty,  the  one  a  German,  and  the  other  a  Pole,  this 
(whether  out  of  cowardice  or  infidelity,  'tis  not  certainly  known  but  contrary  to  the  other's 
will,)  demanded  to  capitulate,  and  upon  conditions  agreed  on  the  end  of  that  month 
yeilded  up  the  city  to  the  emperour,  in  which  defence  there  was  5000  foldiers,  whereof 
only  800  marched  away,  and  that  thefe  have  taken  his  majefly's  pay  to  ferve  him,  and  to 
which  is  given  (as  is  to  the  refl  of  the  common  foldiers  of  that  garrifon)  the  name  of  Cof- 
facks,  as  efteemed  of  more  credit  then  that  of  Streify,  the  name  of  the  emperour's  ordinary 
militia. 

There  was  lofl:  in  that  city,  when  yeilded  up,  ammunition  and  provifion  of  viftuals  for 
a  1 2  month,  had  there  been  1 0000  men  for  its  defence.  The  emperour  hath  now  in  that 
city  4  governors  (with  a  ftrong  and  numerous  garrifon)  whereof  the  3d  in  order  is  a  Scotch- 
man, one  Lefly,  that  ferved  king  Charles  in  the  warrs  of  England.  His  imperial  majefty 
hath  alfo  taken  and  brought  under  his  fubjeftion  about  30  other  citys  and  places  of  fome 
confequence,  and  in  fome  of  them  the  Poles  made  good  refiftance  before  their  yeilding  upon 
compofition  ;  but  the  Ruffes,  contrary  to  what  was  capitulated,  did  execute  on  men,  women, 
and  children,  the  moft  barbarous  and  inhuman  crueltys  as  can  be  imagined,- not  only  againft 
thofe,  that  were  hving,  but  alfo  on  fuch  as  had  been  newly  buryed,  in  taking  the  bodys 
out  of  their  graves,  and  cutt  them  to  peices. 

The  country,  cittyes,  and  places  the  emperour  hath  taken,  are  all  in  White  Ruffia,  and 
belonged  to  the  duke  Reginel,  the  cheifeft  Palatin  and  nobleman  in  Poland,-  who  was 
with  a  body  of  an  army  of  8000  within  go  verze  of  Smolenfko,  and  going  to  its  fuc- 
cour ;  who  having  paft  over  a  narrow  paffage,  where  only  four  men  could  ftand  afront, 
and  fet  his  men  in  battle  in  a  plain  before  the  ftrait,  very  unadvifedly  lett  one  of  the  empe- 
rour's generals,  named  Kneaz  Jocene  Coodonetinich  Chercafey,  with  an  army  of  40000 
men  to  pafs  over  that  ftrait  pafTage,  without  any  oppofition  (as  Reginel  might  eafiiy 
have  done)  and  being  paflfed,  fet  on  his  enemy's  fmall  number,  and  defeated  him  altogether, 
that  only  Reginel  and  fome  few  of  his  efcaped  by  flight. 

At  the  time,  that  the  emperor  hath  been  in  his  martial  progrefs  againflP-eginell,  the  king 
of  Poland  with  his  army  hath  been  towards  the  Black  Sea,  in  oppofing  the  defigns  of  the 
CofTack  generall,  that's  revolted  from  him  ;  but  we  learn  not  of  any  thing  aded  betwixt 
them.  'Tis  reported  there  is  no  good  intelligence  betwixt  that  king  and  Reginel,  and  faid 
that  to  be  the  caufe,  that  that  majefty  hath  neglected  to  give  him  fuccour  againft  the  Ruffe. 
The  emperour  may  have  loft  in  the  paft  campania  incirca  50000  men,  the  greateft  part 
of  them  by  ficknefs,  and  for  the  moft  of  thofe  that  were  wounded  in  fight  died  for  want 
of  drelTmg,  for  that  there  was  only  4  chirurgions  in  all  the  emperor's  armys. 

Before  the  onfet  at  Smolenfko  his  majefty  called  thofe  officers  ftrangers,  that  were  in  his 
camp,  before  him,  to  whom  he  made  large  promifes  of  great  rewards,  if  they  did  carry 
themfelves  with  courage  and  valour  ;  telling  them,  that  he  hath  farr  greater  treafure  then 
ever  had  any  of  his  predecefTors,  and  that  they  fhould  not  doubt  of  effefting  his  promifes. 
But  hitherto  the  effefts  of  thefe  large  affurances  hath  been  no  other  than  excufes  his  ma- 
jefty hath  made  them,  that  he  had  not  treafure  in  the  camp,  neither  could  he  have  any 
from  Mufcow  without  great  danger  and  damage,  by  reafon  of  the  peftilence  fo  much 
in  that  city ;  and  therefore  had  fuch  doUers  as  his  treafurers  had  with  them  to  be  cut  in  four 
quarters,  and  on  each  of  them  ftamped  his  mark,  and  each  quarter  to  pafs  for  half  a 
doller.  This  dealing  with  the  ftrangers,  and  little  appearance  to  be  reftored  of  the  lofs 
they  fuftain  by  the  money  received,  added  to  their  fmall  pay,  makes  them  to  be  dif- 
contented,  and  would  depart  the  country,  if  they  could  tell  how  ;  but  of  that  alfo 
they  have  little  or  no  hope  at  all,  for  the  difficultyes  that  are  to  get  out  of  it. 

The  plague  entered  the  city  of.Mofcow  afToon  as  the  emperour  was  gone  forth  of  it 
to  the  warrs,  of  which  there  hath  dyed  and  been  buryed  by  regifter  taken  upward 
of  200000,  befides  fome  thoufands  of  bodies,  that  have  had  no  other  fepulchres  than  the 
bowells  of  dogs  and  hogs,  that  have  eaten  them,  as  well  in  the  houfes,  as  in  the  ftreets. 
This  ficknefs  hath  pafTed  (and  is  yet)-  in  moft  places  of  this  traft  of  the  countjy  for  about 
2000  miles  in  diameter,  and  now  'tis  reported,  that  the  kingdorhs  of  Cazan  and  Aftracan 
are  alfo  infefted,  and  the  mortality  to  be  very  great.  Of  thofe  that  dye  the  major 
part  are  men  and  children.  This  city  hath  had  lefs  afflidtion  by  the  ficknefs  than  any 
other  in  a  great  circuit  thereabouts,  here  not  having  dyed  paft  a  thoufand  perfons,  and 
the  moft  part  of  them  poor  people. 

The  emperour,  emperatriffe,  and  prince  are  ftill  at  Vafma,  where  of  late  dyed  Nokeeta 
Jeanouich  Romanfue,  his  majeftie's  uncle,  a  prince  that  was  very  much  beloved  of  the 
nobility  and  people,  and  by  them  exceedingly  regretted,  but  is  not  by  Boiris  Jeanouich. 
Moreoufe,  nor  by  EUa  Daneieuich  Mileflaufcey,  the  emperour's  brother-in-law  and  father*

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in-law,  who  Nekea  could  never  away  with  for  their  mean  birth  and  corrupt  live!:,  feeking  A.  D.  i6;4. 
nothing  but  their  own  intereft  to  the  pubhck  damage.  The  plague  is  in  Vafma,  notwith-  L/'VSj 
ftanding  we  learnt  nothing  of  the  emperour's  removal  from  thence. 

lam  informed,  that  there  is  arrived  at  Vafma  two  polls,  the  one  from  the  king  of  Sweden, 
the  other  from  the  eledtor  Brandenburg,  both   of  them  with  letters  to  the  emperour,  to 
make  way  for  two  embaffadors  from  thofe  two  princes.     It  Ihould  feem,   that   the   truce 
made  three  years  paft  betwixt   this  emperour  and  the  then  queen   of  Sv/eden   is  near, 
if  not  altogether,  at  an  end,  which  then  to  obtain  this  majefty  gave  her  300000  t  rebles  +  Two  rebfe 
in  money;    and  'tis  thought   the  prefent  king  will  not  have  lefs  to  renew  it.     It  is  alfo  make  a  pound 
reported,    that  his  majefty 's  ambaflador  comes   to   treat  about  the   differences  that   are  fter'ing. 
betwixt  this  emperour  and  the    king  of  Poland.     Brandenbourgh  fends   for  fame  pur- 
pofe,  and  faid  it  is,  that  he  hath  in  his  letter  intimated  to  his  imperial  majefty,  that  if  he 
come  not  to  adjuftment  with  Poland  upon  equitable  conditions,  he   can  do  no  lefs  than 
declare  warr  againft  the  emperour  ;   for  that  Brandenbourgh  is  a  vaffall  to  the  Pole,  as  hav- 
ing many  places  and  lands  in  that  kingdom   and  dominions.     It  is  alfo  reported,  that 
Sweden  fends  an  ambaffador  to  the  king  of  Poland, 

For  many  years  paft  there  hath  been  a  mutuall  good  intelligence  betwixt  this  emperour 
and  the  Perfian  king,  that  upon  occafions  embaffadors  paft  betwixt  them,  and  a  great  com- 
merce there  was  exercifed  by  their  fubjefts  reciprocally  to  each  of  their  princes  dominions. 
But  about  4  years  paft  the  Perfian  merchants  were  much  abufed  and  damnifyed  in  their 
traffick  by  the  emperour's  minifters  and  merchants  at  Mofcow,  without  any  redrefs  they 
co^ld  have  there.  So  that  in  their  juft  complaints  to  their  king  at  their  return  into  Perfia, 
that  majefty  imprifoned  all  the  Ruffe  merchants  that  were  in  his  .countrey,  and  fequeftred 
their  eftates,  of  which  this  emperour  having  notice,  and  not  knowing  how  to  right  himfelf 
(for  he  hath  great  intereft  in  the  goods  his  merchants  carry  into  Perlia)  and  his  fubjefls,  but 
by  fending  an  ambaffador  to  the  fophy,  which  was  done  upwards  of  2  years  paft,  and  where 
the  ambaffador  hath  adjufted  all  matters  to  the  Perfians  fatisfaftion.  And  now  the  empe- 
rour's fubjefts  are  returned  with  commodities  to  a  great  value,  and  within  a  month  or  two 
his  ambaffadour  may  alfo  arrive,  the  Ruffe  merchants,  that  are  returned  reporting,  that 
the  next  year  will  be  at  Mofcow  an   ambaffadour  from  the  king  of  Perfia. 

Upon  the  emperour's  going  forth  of  Mufcovy  to  the  warrs,  a  ftrait  order  was  given  to  all 
governours  and  commanders  of  places  on  the  confines  of  thefe  dominions,  to  let  np 
perfons  come  in,  nor  none  to  go  forth  of  this  country,  to  prevent  all  intelligence,  that 
might  be  given  of  the  proceedings  and  ftate  of  affairs  in  thofe  parts,  and  thro'  which 
occafion  no  letters  have  come  to  thefe  Dutch  merchants  thefe  5  or  6  months ;  whereas 
ufually  they  have  letters  from  Amfterdam  and  Hambourgh  twice  a  month. 

At  this  inftant  is  news  come  from  Mofcow,  that  no  more  dye  there  of  the  ficknefs  of 
thofe,  that  have  been  in  the  city  from  the  beginning  thereof ;  but  moft  of  thofe  perfons, 
that  come  there  from  other  places,  dye  very  fuddenly.  There  is  no  good  order  ufed  for  the 
cleanfing  of  that  city  ;  notwithftanding  'tis  now  reported,  that  the  emperour  will  be  there 
at  Chriftmas,  and  intends  for  devotion  to  go  thither  from  Vafma  a  great  part  of  the  way 
afoote. 

I  cannot  write  any  thing  of  my  owne  particular,  when  I  fhall  be  fent  for  by  the  emperour. 

This  is  what  I  know  to  occurr,  that  meritts  your  honour's  knowledge :  fo  doe  humbly 
take  leave,  and  remain.

YOUR's  of  the  1 8th  inftant  I  received,  and  conveyed  your's  to  Vienna  and  Cologne,  v.xxi.  p.246. 
as  accuftomed.     So  I  fend  herein  your  friends  letters  there  to  you.     It  feems  you 
have  not  much  of  news  in  England,  only  of  your  great  fleet  and  land  army  to  be  fent  you 
know  not  whither.     They  fear  much  at  this  court  they  are  to  invade  the  Spanifti  domi- 
nions in  the  Weft-Indies.     Time  will  let  us  fee,  ~~ 

The  news  here  are  full  of  the  routing  of  duke  de  Guife  in  Naples,  which  I  prefume 
you  have  out  of  France  fooner  than  from  hence  you  may.  The  letters  come  to  this 
court  bring,  that  there  is  not  one  of  the  Guifeans  left  in  Caftlemare ;  and  that  of  25 
fhips  of  war,  which  that  Duke  had  with  him,  there  efcaped  drowning  and  taking  but  14  ; 

and 
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A.  D.  1654.  and  that  of  6000  and  odd  men  he  had  with  him  land  foldiers,  the  one  half  is  not  livings 
*./''V"NJ  or  at  leaft  with  him,  the  reft  being  drowned,  flain,  run  away,  or  made  prifoners,  which  is 
in  fhort  the  fubftance  of  that  unfuccefsful  expedition  of  duke  de  Guife. 

But  of  the  other  fide  we  have  notice,  that  marfhal  Turenne  is  near  Lance  with  an  army 

.    of  1 2000  ;  fome  fear  to  befiege  that  fmall  garrifon  ;  others  fay,  it  is  to  relieve  the  garrifon 

of  Quefnoy^  which   is  much  ftreightned  by  the  Spaniih  garrifons  for  want  of  provifion. 

The  next  will  bring  fomething  more  to  you  of  it.     But  we  have  yet  another  lofs ;  for  two 

regiments  of  the  Lorainers  are  gone  from  us  to  the  French,  to  ferve  that  king. 

We  have  good  news  again  from  Madrid  by  letters  of  the  29  Novemb.  that  all  the 
differences  betwixt  his  majefty  and  the  republick  of  Genoa  are  agreed  upon  for  certain 
with  the  Genoefe  ambafiador  plenipotentiary ;  and  that  the  fame  week  publication  thereof 
was  to  be  made. 

The  23  inftant  the  queen  of  Sweden  made  her  folemn  entry  into  Bniffels ;  and 
the  24  the  archduke  dined  with  her,  with  other  princes,  in  the  quarter  of  the  palace, 
of  which  I  gave  you  notice  in  former  letters.  It  is  thought  that  queen  has  fome  great 
defign  in  hand,  as  time  will  let  us  fee.  Some  ftick  not  to  fay,  fhe  will  go  to  Paris,  in  order 
to  a  general  peace. 

The  natives  of  this  country  are  very  defirous  to  pay  the  militia  themfelves  ;  which  the 
king's  minifters  will  not  confent  to.  It  is  much  feared  a  revolt  or  troubles  may  enfue,  as 
fomething  in  Antwerp  already  towards  it,  and  may  be  worfe  in  other  places ;  which  is  all 
at  prefent  from,

The  lord  Napier,  and  Mac  Naughton,  with  about  20  horfe,  are  all  the  enemy  ftirring 
in  the  hethermoft  part  of  the  highe-lands.  Middleton  is  farr  north,  with  only  twentie 
foote,  haveing  noe  horfe.  The  lord  Lome  is  to  meete  his  father  the  marques  of  Argyle, 
and  probably  will  come  in,  if  hee  fhall  be  admitted,  wherein  (hee  being  an  excepted  per- 
fon) I  humbly  defire  your  highneffe's  pleafure,  as  alfoe  concerning  what  conditions  fhall  bee 
granted  him.

V.xxi.p.266.  T  Have  received  none  from  you  fince  the  17th  of  this  month  ;  but  I  have  had  a  relation, 
J.  from  Mr.  de  Gomon,  commander  general  of  Normandy,  wherein  were  very  confider- 
able  things.  It  doth  feem  that  the  proteftor  is  eftablifhed  to  his  mind,  and  that  now  he 
is  haftening  out  his  fleet  for  the  expedition  fo  long  fpoken  of  I  have  received  letters  from 
Breft  from  Mr.  de  la  Riviere,  who  writes  me  word,  that  fix  Engiifh  frigates  were  come 
near  their  pofts,  and  had  fet  upon  two  French  frigates  that  lay  at  the  mouth  of  the  port, 
who  faved  themfelves  by  getting  into  it  ;  which  the  faid  Engiifh  frigates  perceiving,  they 
fliot  many  great  fhots  of  241b.  into  the  city ;  afterwards  they  went  away,  and  came  to  an 
anchor  fome  four  leagues  off  the  town,  where  they  lye  to  furprize  our  fhips.

Honoured  Sir, 

THERE  was  lately  a  petition  (rekteing  to  my  lord  Hen.  Cromv/ell)  direfted  to  his  A.  D.  1654. 
highnefe  the  lord  proteftor,  fent  into  theife  parts  by  my  lord  Conway,  coJ.  Tho.  K^/^y^J 
Coote,  and  major  Rowdori,  and  brought  to  us  by  Mr.  Robert  Brice,  which  was  fubfcribed  ^'■^^^'  P-^S^' 
by  the  moft  of  the  chiefe  men  in  Carrickfergiis  ;  which  petition,  I  heard,  col.  Barrow  indea- 
voured  to  fupprefle,  whereupon  I  fent  to  fpeak  with  Mr.  Brice  about  it  ;  and  the  rather, 
becaufe  I  heard  col,  Barrow  pretended  to  doe  what  hee  did  by  order.  Mr.  Brice  tould  me, 
that  what  I  had  heard  was  true,  and  that  hee  defyred  to  fee  the  order,  which  col.  Barrow 
alledged  he  had,  but  noe  fuch  order  was  fhewed  to  him,  and  that  hee  had  fent  col.  Barrow's 
letter  concerneing  that  bufineffe  inclofed  in  one  of  his  owne  to  major  Rowdon,  which  I 
hope  my  lord  Henerie  Cromwell  hath  before  this  received.  Since  I  oppofed  Mr.  Dickes 
his'  doftrine  in  publick,  col.  Barrow  abfents  himfelfe  from  the  ptiblick  meeting.  Here  is 
great  joy  among  the  anabaptifts  for  the  newes  of  my  lord  deputie's  returne  for  Ireland. 
Capt.  Bonnell,  one  of  the  fame  church  with  col.  Barrow,  went  yeilerday  for  England, 
where  his  companie  is  ;  but  whether  to  attend  his  charge,  or  to  negotiat  for  col.  Barrow,  I 
am  uncertaine  ;  but  I  heare  hee  hath  left  his  wife  behind  at  col.  Barrow's,  and  therefore 
probably  hee  will  returne.  Wee  heartily  defyre,  and  pray  for  the  continuance  of  major 
Redman  in  his  command.  I  received  a  letter  out  of  Scotland  lately,  intimating  a  ftrong 
expeftation  amongft  the  Scots  of  a  Hidden  chang  of  thinges  :  I  perceived  fymptomes  of  the 
like  in  this  countrey,  which  is  hoped  is  nipt  in  tht  bud  by  the  fecuring  fome  of  our  great 
men.

I  DO  efteem  my  felf  very  happy  in  the  approbation,  which   my  laft  difcourfe  had  ;  V.xxi.p.26s,i 
but  I  do  find  myfelf  blamelefs  of  the  reproach,  which  his  eminence  made  unto  you 
upon  the  fubjeft  of  Breft,  but  I  cannot  tell  what  might  make  them  accufe  me  of  afting 
Vol.  III.  K  gendy, 
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A.  D.  1654.  gently,  there  being  no  occafion  given  to  fpeak,  neither  to  the  proteftor, '  nor  to  the  com- 
L/"VNJ  miflioners  fince  my  laft  audience  -,  and  neither  the  proteftor  nor  the  other  ever  having 
fpoken  any  thing  to  me  concerning  the  faid  place  of  Breft.  It  muft  be,  without  doubt, 
that  his  eminence  did  receive  the  advice,  which  was  given  me,  for  a  difcourfe  held  by  the 
.  ftate  ;  wherefore  when  you  fee  his  eminence,  you  may  be  pleafed  to  difabufe  him,  for  you 
may  affure  him  there  was  never  any  thing  fpoken  concerning  Breft,  neither  by  the  proteclor 
nor  any  of  the  commifiioners ;  and  that  all  my  replies  and  audiences  were  in  no  other 
terms,  than  the  laft.  If  I  thought,  that  they  were  of  another  opinion  at  court,  I  would 
have  lent  a  copy  of  all  my  difcourfes,  and  they  would  have  found,  that  the  two  foregoing 
this  laft  were  more  fierce,  and  did  end  with  a  kind  of  leave.  I  can  alfo  add,  that  the  pro- 
teftor  in  the  laft  audience  did  reproach  me,  that  Mr,  de  Baas  had  declared  more  inclina- 
tion for  an  accommodation  than  I ;  and  that  inftead  of  a  thoufand  fine  hopes,  which  he 
gave  them,  I  made  fcruple  upon  all.  This  difcourfe  did  not  pafs  without  a  reply  ;  how- 
ever I  made  no  mention  of  it  in  my  letters,  to  the  end  men  ftiould  not  believe,  that  revenge 
fhould  caufe  me  to  blame,  under  the  name  of  the  faid  protector,  his  condu6t,  and  alfo  not 
to  condemn  the  judgment  and  opinion,  which  his  eminence  hath  of  that  man,  to  employ 
^  him  in  a  country  and  in  a  fervice  altogether  contrary  to  his  nature  orconftitution.     I  might 

alfo  add,  that  his  journey  and  reception  at  his  return  into  England  did  not  advance  my 
negotiation.  I  will  tell  you  nothing  of  my  negotiation,  in  regard  the  duplicates  of  my 
letters  will  inform  you  ;  and  I  liave  nothing  more  to  fay  to  you,  than  to  make  complaint 
of  the  ill  interpretation,  which  you  put  upon  the  defire  and  demand  made  of  your 
bleffing.  Of  antient  times  the  fathers  gave  it  mornings  and  nights ;  and  this  cuft'om  is 
ftill  in  praftice  in  England,  where  the  children  of  50  years  do  fall  upon  their  knees  to  re- 
ceive the  bleffing  of  their  parents,  which  doth  feem  to  me  to  be  very  proper  to  uphold 
the  refpeft  we  are  owing  unto  them,  Befides  if  we  muft  give  credit  to  the  fcripture, 
it  doth  tell  us,  that  the  bleffing  of  parents  can  confer  feveral  graces  upon  us,  as  well  to  pro  - 
long  our  lives,  as  to  encreafe  our  w^orldly  eftates,  the  one  and  the  other  being  very  neceflary 
to  me.  And  in  cafe  you  will  not  affift  me  out  of  your  own  eftate,  you  might  exercife 
liberality  at  leaft,  according  to  the  example  of  the  pope,  of  that  which  will  coft  you  no- 
thing. I  do  confefs,  that  to  make  any  profit  of  it,  I  ftiould  have  a  faith  ftronger  than 
mine,  that  it  would  be  more  advantageous  to  me,  to  convert  it  into  money.  I  entreat  you 
then  not  to  believe,  that  I  wifti  your  death,  but  only  to  give  a  part  or  ftiare  of  your 
eftate,  as  much  as  you  can  well  fpare,  and  may  be  needful  for  me.  Thefe  are  the  wifhes 
of,  &c.

V.xxi. p.316.  T  DID  hope  I  ftiould  have  been  able  to  have  fignified  unto  you  this  day  the  refolution 
X  of  the  lord  proteiStor  upon  my  laft  difcourfe,  the  fecretary  of  ftate  having  fent  unto 
me  to  promife  me,  that  I  ftiould  have  it  without  folliciting  him  for  it.  But  your  E.  will 
fee  in  my  letter  to  count  Brienne,  that  he  is  no  more  punctual  at  prefent  than  ufually. 
I  hope  your  Em.  will  confider,  and  alfo  give  credit  to  what  I  write  of  the  ftate  of  affairs 
"of  this  country,  before  the  orders  ftiall  be  fent,  after  which  I  do  make  account,  without  any 
further  reply,  to  take  leave  either  of  the  prote<5tor  or  the  parliament.  I  do  confefs,  that 
to  me  it  doth  feem  more  advantageous  to  agree  than  to  break  •,  however  I  will  execute 
without  fcruple  what  fhall  be  ordered  me,  if  the  refolutions  of  his  majefty  have  any 
other  ground  than  the  impreffions,  which  are  given  of  the  inftability  of  the  government 
of  England,  and  of  the  power  of  parliament.  This  laft  hath  declared  its  weaknefs  in 
all  the  important  rencounters,  and  hath  divefted  themfelves  of  their  authority,  leaving  to 
the  protector  the  choice  of  the  members  of  the  council,  in  the  eftablilliment  whereof 
there  may  remain  fome  mark  of  a  commonwealth.  And  to  take  any  meafure  upon  the 
deliberations,  which  that  body  will  take  during  the  reft'  of  their  fitting,  will  be  to  flatter' 
one's  felf  and  be  deceived  likewife  at  laft.  I  have  expected  all  this  while  to  receive  the  laft 
orders  of  yours  to  fign  the  treaty  agreed  upon  with  coll.  Lyon,  who  doth  pretend  to  re- 
ceive fome  money  1 5  days  after  the  figning  thereof;  which  I  cannot  promife  without  s. 
precife  order.

THE  letters  from  Rome  do   advife  of  the  arrival  of  the  cardinal  de  Retz  at  Rome,  A.  D.  1654. 
and  of  the  favourable  audience  he  hath  had  of  the  pope  •,  and  that  the  unfortunate    L/'TsTXJ 
duke  of  Guife  was  put  to  fea  with    his  fxeet  ;    and  the  letters,   that   are   come  from     ■^^''  P-^/°' 
Marfeilles,  do  fpeak  of  his  arrival  with  moft  of  his  fhips  in  the  ifle  of  Teres  near  Provence, 
where  the  lords  here  have  writ  to  him  to  preferve  his  fleet,  which  they  talk  of  repairing, 
and  encreafing  the  number  thereof,  as  well  to  be  in  a  condition  to  make  fome  farther  enter- 
prize  againft  the  Spaniards,  as  alfo  by   reafon  of  the  jealoufies,  which  the  Englifh  fleet 
giveth  here,  whofe  force  is  very  much  apprehended. 

Examination  of  John  Dallington  taken  by  fecretary  Thurloe. 

JOHN  Dallington  of  Tichmarfh  in  the  county  of  Northampton  faith,  that  he  upon  V.xxi. p  323. 
funday  was  a  fcvennight  met  with  one  William  Prior  of  Thurning,  within  4  miles  of 
Tichmarlh  ;  and  that  the  faid  Prior  (they  having  fome  conference  about  affairs)  told 
him,  that  there  were  feveral  in  the  army,  that  were  refolved  to  ftand  to  their  firfl:  principles, 
in  oppofition  to  the  government ;  and  that  he  had  a  declaration  in  his  pocket  to  that  pur- 
pofe,  which  fliould  be  publilhed  for  the  fatisfaftion  of  honeft  men  •,  which  declaration  the 
faid  Prior  Ihewed  to  this  examinant,  and  read  it  to  him,  and  faid  it  fhould,  as  foon  as  they 
had  gathered  to  their  rendevous,  be  in  print,  and  put  in  every  market-place.  Their  rende- 
vous  (he  faid)  was  to  be  in  January  at  feveral  places,  and  named  Salifbury  'Plain,  and 
Marfl:on  Moor ;  and  other  places  he  faid  was  alfo  agreed  upon,  and  their  colours  fhould 
be  white  tape  and  white  ribbons.  He  faid  alfo,  that  the  lord  Grey  would  be  for  them, 
and  fo  would  col.  Saunders,  and  col.  Okey,  but  did  not  know  what  Sir  Arthur  Hafelrigge 
would  do ;  but  faid,  he  went  with  a  gallant  refolution  from  the  parliament.  And  farther, 
that  there  were  agitators  fent  into  the  army  in  Scotland  and  Ireland,  and  that  many  of 
them  would  draw  unto  their  aflifl:ance  in  January,  when  their  rendevous  fliould  be  •,  and 
bid  this  examinant,  for  his  farther  fatisfaftion,  go  to  coll.  Eyres  at  London,  who  lodged  in 
Black-Fryers  in  Swan- Alley,  at  a  chandler's  fliop  near  the  Green  Dragon ;  and  that  this 
examinant  fliould  tell  him,  that  the  faid  Prior  had  finiflied  his  bufinefs  in  the  counties  of 
■  Northampton,  Leicefter,  Huntington,  and  Cambridge ;  and  that  he  was  now  going  to 
Ijeicefterfliire  about  the  faid  bufinefs,  and  from  thence  he  fliould  come  to  Cambridgfhire 
to  conclude  the  whole  bufinefs,  which  bufinefs  was  to  inform  honefl:  men  of  affairs,  and  to 
fee  how  they  did  like  of  this  declaration,  and  own  it.  And  this  examinant  faith,  that  he 
did  fend  up  to  London  yefterday,  and  went  to  coll.  Eyres,  and  found  him  at  the  place 
aforefaid.  And  the  faid  Eyres  having  called  the  examinant  up  to  his  chamber,  the  ex- 
aminant told  him,  what  Prior  wiflied  him  to  acquaint  them  with  as  aforefaid  -,  whereupon 
Eyres  afl<;ed,  why  Prior  did  not  write  to  therh  ;  and  faid,  that  indeed  he  had  fought  for 
his  liberty,  but  had  none,  and  that  it  was  as  good  living  in  Turky  as  here  :  but  that  he 
thought  to  go  again  for  Ireland  ;  which  was  the  efFeft  of  what  the  faid  Eyres  faid  ;  the 
examinant  perceiving  that  Eyres  was  timorous,  and  not  willing  to  fpeak  with  the  ex- 
aminant about  any  fuch  bufinefs.

High  and  mighty  lords, 

MY  lords,  the  twelve  appointed  divines,  mentioned  in  my  laft,  have  by  form  of  confeflion,  V.xxii.p.  25. 
as  I  am  informed,  drawn  up  in  writing  20  articles,  containing  the  mofl:  fundamen- 
tal and  eflfential  points  of  the  true  chriftian  religion,  and  whereof  as  many  copies  are  printed, 
as  there  are  members  of  this  prefent  parliament  now  here.  And  infl:ead  of  a  fpecial  de- 
nomination of  herefies,  they  have  propofed,  that  all  thofe,  that  fliall  preach  and  write 
againfl;  the  faid  20  articles,  or  againft  any  one  of  them,  fhall  be  deemed  heretics,  and  that 

they 
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A.  D.   1654.  they  fhould  not  be  tolerated;  whereunto,   it  is  faid,  the  members  have  agreed.     And  to 
L/~^\^  the  end  that  this  affair  may  not  appear  in  pubhck  by  pieces  or  unfinifhed,  they  have  made 
a  ftricl  order,  that  no  body  before  the  final  conclufion,  fhall  communicate  the  copy  de- 
livered unto  him,  to  any  body  whatfoever.     The  parliament   has   alfo    confented,    that 
20000  foot  and  loooo  horfe  fhall  be  maintained  at  the  charge  of  the  ftate,  and  that  for 
that   purpofe  the   monthly   tax  of  60000   pounds  per  month  Ihall  be    continued   over 
England  and  Wales,  till  the  40th  day  of  the  feffion  of  the  next  parliament.     Moreover 
it  is  refolved,  that,  to  the  order  of  the  lord  proteftor  and  council,  out  of  the  readieft  money, 
two   hundred  thoufand  pounds  yearly  fliall  be   employed,  for  the  fupport  of  juftice  and 
the  government.  Farther  it  is  refolved,  that  the  houfes  of  Whitehall,   St.  James's,   Somer- 
fet,  Greenwich,  Windfor,  Hampton-court  and  others,  fhall  be  left  for  the  fervice  and  ufe 
of  the  prefent  and  following  proteftors,  and  that  all  the  other  domains,  not  here  before 
difpofed  of,  fhall  in  like  manner  be  left  to  his  highnefs ;  and  at  kft  it  has  been  found 
good,   that  all  the  articles,  in  form  of  a  projefted  refolution  (whereby  all  the  laws  and 
ftatutes,  containing  any  things  contrary  to  the  beforementioned  articles  of  the  government 
are  repealed  and  declared  to  be  of  no  force)    the  faid  general  aft  concerning  the  govern- 
ment, and  all  the  others  which  are  paffed  in  this  prefent  parliament,  touching  the  difbanding 
of  the  guarde  noble,  and  other  regulations  made  in  the  courts  of  juftice  and  otherwife, 
fliall  now,  within  a  few  days,  be  delivered  to  the  lord  proteftor,  in  order  to  be  finally  con- 
firmed, with  the  approbation  of  his  highnefs,  within  twenty  days,  which  are  allowed  him 
for  that  purpofe  by  the  articles  of  government.     Yefterday   I  was   told   by  a   perfon  of 
diftindtion,  that  a  fquadron  of  the  fleet  under  the  command  of  general  Penn  was  failed 
already  fome  days   ago,  and   that   all    the  remaining  fliips  were  ready  to  follow,  within 
a  very  few  days.     They  have  afllired  me  likewife,  that  the  lord  proteftor,   for  the  benefit 
of  the  revenues  of  the  cuftoms,  convoys  and  excife,  had  declared,  that  he  was  inclineable  to 
let  out  thefe  two  branches  entirely  upon  farm,  and  that  by  fubftantial  and  qualified  perfons 
a  yearly  fum  of  twelve   hundred  thoufand  pounds  was   offered  him  already  for  the  fame, 
Jufl:  now  I  am  informed  from  a  good  hand,  that  the  faid  general  ad  of  government  was 
read  twice  this  morning  in  the  parliament,  and  that  it  was  refolved,  that  the  fame  for  the 
third  and  laft:  time  fliould  be  read  again  on  monday  next  and  pafl^ed.     In  Scotland  and 
Ireland  fince  my  laft  nothing  confiderable  has  happened.

,  xxli.p.  31:    A  FTER  the  clofing  of  my  letters  of  friday  laft  I  was  informed  from  a  very  good  hand, 
XJl  that  the  lords  of  the  council,  which  were   fummoned  to  appear,  were  obliged,  be- 
caufe  of  fome  important  deliberations  concerning  the  military  forces,  to  be  prefent  that 
evening  in  the  parliament,  as  likewife  all  the  day  following,  fo  that  no  refolution  could  be 
taken  upon  the  memorial  I  had  prefented.    The  day  after  Mr.  Meadows,  who  is  employed 
in  the  difpatches  in  the  Latin  language,  came  to  me  by  order  of  Mr.  Thurloe,  and  aflured 
me  with  many  civil  expreflions,  that  the  faid  gentleman  was  very  forry,  that  the  council, 
according  to  his  promife,  had  not  been  aflembled,  promifing  that  he  would  not  lay  my 
papers  out  of  his  fight.    Neverthelefs  I  thought  fit,  purfuant  to  the  advice  of  thofe,  that 
.  are  beft  aff'edioned  towards  the  ftate  of  the  united  Netherlands,  not  only  to  urge  the  faid 
affairs,  but  alfo  that  of  the  creditors  of  the  queen  of  Bohemia,  and  for    that  purpofe,  to 
fpeak  laft  friday  with  the  faid  Mr.  Thurloe,  and  to  acquaint  his  honour,  that  I  had  received 
from  their  high  mightinefles  fundry  letters  of  recommendation  and  credentials  to  the  pre- 
fent parliament,    to   the   end   that   I  fliould   endeavour  by  all  proper  ways,  to  promote 
the  fame  by  his  highnefs  and  the   parliament,  that  out  of  the  arrears  of  the  penfion,  for- 
merly granted  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid  queen,  her  creditors,  who  all  of  them  live  at  the 
Hague  and  in   other  places  of  the  province  of  Holland,  may  obtain  payment ;  however 
that  I  had  thought  proper,  firft  to  apply  to  his  highnefs,  and  to  pray,  that  by  the  afliftance 
of  his  favour  and  wife  diredtion,  this  affair  may  be  brought  to  a  happy  conclufion.  ¥/here- 
upon  the  faid  gentleman  did  promife  mc,  that  he  would  fpeak  to  his  highnefs,  and   pro- 
cure, that  I  myfelf  touching  this  bufinefs  fliould  have  an  audience  ;  adding  however,  that 
their  time  was  yet  fo  much  taken  up  with  parliamentary  affairs  and  other  matters,  that  he 
could  not  fix  the  day,  and  that  he  would  fend  me  word.     Further  he  told  me  likewife,  that 
he  was  forry,  that  the  council  as  yet  could  find  no  time  to  confult  upon  the  memorials

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deKvered  by  me,  but  that  he  now  did  alTure  me,  that  on  the  thurfday  following  fome  com-  A.  D.  1654. 
miflaries  of  the  council  fhould  meet  me,  to  enter  upon  the  marine  aftairs,  and  that  he  would  l/V^NJ 
endeavour,  that  by  them  alfo  the  order  of  the  council  in  relation  to  my  former  memorials  fhould 
be  delivered.  Accordingly  fir  Anthony  Afhiey  Cooper  and  mr.  Strickland  came  yefter- 
day  to  me  with  the  fecretary  Jeflbp,  telling  me,  that  they  were  commiflloned  by  the  lord 
proteftor  and  the  council,  to  receive  of  me  what  I  thought  fit  to  propofe  concerning  the 
marine  ;  whereupon  I  reprefented  to  them  the  exceflTes,  which,  under  the  colour  of  reprifals 
againfl  the  French,  were  committed  againft  the  fiiips  of  the  fubjecls  of  their  high  mighti- 
neffes  ;  and  fiaewed  them  the  neceffity  there  was,  for  the  cafe  of  both  nations,  to  prevent 
thefe  inconveniencies  by  a  falutary  contraft  and  regulation  of  the  marine.  For  which 
purpofe  fome  articles  were  drawn  up  by  order  and  in  behalf  of  their  high  mighti- 
neffes,  which  I  delivered  unto  their  lordfliips  in  the  Englifh  language,  being  the  fame, 
which  before  the  departure  of  the  two  other  lords  arnbafTadors  were  jointly  projedled  by  us. 
The  faid  lords  anfwered,  that  they  would  receive  the  fame,  and  communicate  the  faid 
articles  forthwith  to  the  other  commiffaries,  who  becaufe  of  fome  weighty  affairs  had  been 
obliged  to  attend  in  parliament,  and  confequently  were  prevented  from  coming  to  me,  I  then 
afked,  whether  no  refolution  was  taken  as  yet  upon  my  memorial,  which  contained  fome 
particular  grievances  :  they  anfwered,  that  the  council  has  had  no  time  as  yet  to  examine 
the  fame,  but  that  they  would  undertake  ferioufly  to  recommend  the  fame,  and  procure 
that  I  very  foon  fhould  be  fatisfied.  I  fhew'd  unto  their  lordfhips  the  abfurdity  and  ille- 
gality of  fuch  feizures  of  fliips  by  fome  particular  privateers,  and  that  the  ftate,  as  it  was 
evident,  did  reap  no  advantage  from  it,  and  neverthelefs  mufl  bear  the  blame ;  and  that  the 
towns  in  the  united  provinces  were  fituated  fo  near  one  another,  that  in  cafe  the  inha- 
bitants of  one  city  were  thus  unjuftly  dealt  with  and  injured,  the  whole  country  would  be 
filled  Vv^ith  tomplaints  and  outcries  :  their  lordfhips  declared  hereupon,  that  his  higtinefs  and 
the  council  would  foon  make  another  regulation,  and  fhew  in  taft,  that  they  were  ferioufly 
inclined,  not  only  to  preferve  the  peace,  but  alfo  to  cultivate  more  and  more  a  mutual 
friendfhip.  I  aflced  the  fame  lords,  if  any  thing  was  refolved  upon  my  memorial  con- 
cerning the  a6t  of  declaration  of  the  lord  prote6tor,  touching  the  decifion  of  the  com- 
milTaries  of  both  parties  of  the  30th  of  July  laft  pafl.  To  which  they  anfwered,  that 
fomething  was  fpoken  of  it,  but  that  they  at  prefent  could  give  no  direft  anfwer  to  the  fame, 
and  promifed  again,  that  they  would  make  report  of  what  I  had  fpoken  to  their  lord- 
fhips on  that  head.  Yefterday  about  noon  two  corrimifTaries  of  the  prince's  office  came 
alfo  to  me,  telling  me,  that  they  had  further  examined  the  account  of  freight  of  the  fhip 
the  Golden  Dolphin  of  Edam,  in  behalf  whereof  Mr.  Louis  Godyn,  merchant  of  Amfler- 
dam,  had  obtained  their  high  mightineffes  letters  of  interceffion,  and  that  they  had  found, 
that  there  had  been  a  miftake  in  the  meafure ;  but  being  now  informed  thereof,  they  were 
ready  to  pay  the  freight,  according  to  the  charter  party,  without  giving  any  further  trouble 
to  the  council  on  that  account ;  defiring  of  me,  that  I  would  fpeak  with  the  agent  of  the 
faid  Mr.  Godyn.  At  the  fame  time  came  to  me  the  deputies  of  the  direftors  of  the  E^ft- 
India  company  here,  and  imparted  to  me  the  difficulties  and  fcruples,  that  they  found  to  deli- 
ver an  abfolute  acquittance,  before  they  were  affured  of  the  aftual  reftitution  of  Poleron  ; 
whereupon  I  affured  them,  that  they  had  no  reafon  to  make  any  fcruples,  fince  this  affair 
was  ratified  as  well  by  their  high  mightineffes  as  by  the  lords  the  ftates  of  the  provinces 
concerned  therein,  and  that  I  by  a  fpecial  order  and  refolution  of  their  high  mightineffes 
was  authorifcd  to  promife,  that  a  like  aft  of  declaration  mutatis  mutandis  fhould  be  paffed 
in  the  name  of  their  high  mightineffes,  as  that  which  was  required  of  the  lord  protestor ; 
feprefenting  unto  them  at  the  fame  time,  how  punftually  every  thing  was  performed  and 
accomplifhed  from  the  part  of  the  united  Netherlands,  and  that  therefore  there  was  no 
reafon  to  miftruft  them  herein,  and  that  it  was  but  jufl  in  every  refpedb,  that  the  company 
of  the  Netherlands  paying  fuch  a  confiderable  fum  of  money,  fhould  be  alfo  made  eafy  in 
the  beft  form,  and  that  it  would  "be  for  the  good  of  both  the  companies,  that  all  occafions 
of  jealoufy  and  difputes  were  removed.  The  faid  deputies  repeated  their  former  difficulties  ;  ' 
and  alderman  Garrav/ay  coming  to  dine  with  me,  and  afking  me  after  dinner,  whether  I 
would  promife  in  writing,  that  the  reftitution  of  the  faid  ifland  fliould  effedtually  be  per- 
form'd,  I  declared,  that  I  made  no  fcaiple  of  it,  as  foon  as  the  faid  acquittances  and  aft 
of  declaration  of  the  lord  proteftor,  according  to  the  forms  which  are  fent  over,  fhould 
be  paffed  and  delivered,  whereupon  he  defired,  that  I  would  fett  it  down  in  writing  for 
the  faid  purpofe ;  and  in  cafe  I  could  fend  him  the  fame  time  enough,  that  he  would  pro- 
cure, that  the  company  fhould  hold  a  general  court  very  foon  :  therefore  I  have  thought  fit 
to  fend  him  this  morning  early  by  a  merchant  who  is  employed  by  the  Netherlandifh 
Eaft-India  company,  the  inclofed  paper,  with  a  tranflation  thereof  into  the  Englifh  language ; 
along  with  which  faid  merchant  the  faid  alderman  Garraway  comes  jufl  now  to  me,  and 
makes  report,  that  they  had  read  my  faid  declaration,  and  found  it  proper,  to  fign  the  ac- 
quittances according  to  form  fent  to  them,  and  to  procure,  that  the  faid  aft  of  declaration 
ihail  be  paffed  by  his  highnefs,  under  the  great  feal  of  England,  according  to  the  form  as 
Vol.  III.  L  wc 
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A.  D.  165.  vre  have  required,  provided  that  I  ftiould  write  above  the  underlined  words  in  the  faid 
^-'''V'VJ  declaratioh,  nomine  deminorum  ordinum  antediSlorum,  and  that  I  under  my  fignature  fhouid  itt 
my  feal.  Which  having  promifed  him,  the  direftors  of  the  Eaft-India  company  here  will  write 
this  very  evening  to  the  company  under  their  high  mightineffes  jurifdidtion,  that  the  faid 
acquittances  fhall  be  made  ready  according  to  their  requeft  ;  and  that  they  will  alfo  procure, 
that  the  faid  ad:  of  declaration  may  be  pafled,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  is  required,  without 
which  I  have  told  them  plainly,  that  not  a  farthing  would  be  paid.  However  I  obferve, 
that  it  is  their  intention,  that  the  faid  acquittances  and  aft  of  declaration  fhall  be  dulypaffed, 
before  the  payment  of  the  firft  term,  but  that  the  fame  will  not  be  delivered  to  me  before 
the  payment  of  the  laft,  fo  that  the  fame  Ihall  remain  in  fome  neutral  hands,  of  the  lord 
ambaflador  of  France,  or  of  any  other  foreign  minifter  here.  Hereupon  I  expefl  their  high 
mightineffes  further  orders.

V.xxil.  p.  39.  rTAHE  differences  of  thofe  of  Antwerp  do  daily  encreafe  ;  and  it  is  fuppofed,  that  the 
A  earl  of  Fuenfaldagna  dares  not  appear  there  as  well  as  the  other  minifters.  A  few 
days  fince  the  magiftrates  had  caufed  one  to  be  imprifoned,  who  had  fpoken  for  the  publick 
good,  but  they  were  forced  to  releafe  him,  being  threatned  by  the  people.  The  officers 
and  minifters  of  juftice  do  all  they  can  to  maintain  the  honour  and  authority  of  the  king  ;

V.xxi.  p.344.  '\1I7'-^S  again  produced  in  the  affembly  the  report  of  the  council  of  ftate,  dated  at  the 
VV  Hague  December  30th  laft  paft,  containing  in  compliance  with  their  high  migh- 
tineffes refolution  of  the  29  and  28  of  the  faid  month,  an  advice,  how  reftiaition  can  be 
procured  in  the  beft  manner  of  the  30  head  of  cattle,  fetched  away  out  of  the  village 
Buydec  in  the  diftridt  of  Boifleduc,  committed  by  thofe  of  the  garrifon  of  Weert,  as  like- 
wife  in  what  manner  the  frauds  in  the  points  of  convoys  and  licents,  may  be  beft  prevented, 
and  as  alfo  the  infultsof  the  maroding  foreign  parties.  Which  being  deliberated  upon,  it 
was  thought  meet  and  refolved,  to  write  to  the  lord  of  Brederoode  governor  of  the  city  of 
Boifleduc,  to  fend  thirty  troopers  of  the  garrifon  there,  under  the  command  of  an  able 
lieutenant  or  enfign  into  the  faid  parts,  for  the  time  of  a  month  or  fix  weeks,  to  be  difpofed 
of,  with  the  concurrence  and  advice  of  the  droffard  of  Craanendoncq,  in  fuch  places, 
where  thefe  foldiers,  to  prevent  the  faid  frauds  and  infult,  can  be  of  moft  fervice.

WAS  read  in  the  affembly  a  certain  memorial  of  the  council  of  war^  appointed  by  V.xxi.p.345. 
their  high  mightinefles  for  the  tryal  of  the  military  officers,  that  might  be  found 
guilty  of  leaving  Brafil ;  and  befides  a  petition  prefeftted  to  them,  for  and  in  the  name  of 
Sigifmundus  van  Schoppe,  late  lieutenant  general  in  Brafil,  defiring  that  the  fuit  and  pro- 
ces  may  be  duly  carryed  on  againft  him,  and  that  they  in  the  fpeedieft  way  may  proceed 
to  give  a  decifive  fentence  therein,  or,  that  he  elk  provifionally  may  be  releafed  from  his 
confinement,  under  obligation  to  reappear  at  any  time,  being  duly  fummoned  thereunto, 
fubpaena  confejfi  i^  conviiii.  And  whereas  the  faid  council  of  war  finds  a  difficulty  to  anfwer 
to  the  faid  petition,  as  long  as  their  high  mightinefies  have  not  refolved  upon  the  confidera- 
tions,  deliver'd  by  them  on  the  31  ft  of  December  laft  paft,  viz.  whether  it  is  their  high 
mightinefles  intention,  that  notwithftanding  the  faid  confiderations,  the  faid  council  of 
war  fhall  proceed  to  pronounce  fentence  againft  the  faid  Schoppe,  on  account  of  what 
for  the  prefent  appears  againft  him  ;  the  faid  council  of  war  doth  again  petition  for 
orders  and  inftru6lions,  in  relation  to  the  faid  confiderations ;  or  in  cafe  their  high  mighti- 
nefles Ihould  be  of  opinion,  that  this  affair  was  not  yet  ripe  enough  for  it,  that  then  the 
faid  council  of  war  in  the  interim  and  provifionally  may  be  difmifled,  till  further  order  of 
their  high  mightineffes. 

Deliberation  being  had  hereupon,  the  faid  memorial  and  petition  was  received  by  the 
lords  of  Holland.

GOD  give  yotj  ail  a  good  year  in  England,  which  is  not  the  common  prayer  here  •,  V.xxi.  p.  3  36. 
yet  I  fee  by  your  two  letters,  which  I  had  together  laft  night,  of  the  21ft  and  24th 
of  laft  month,  it  may  be  a  good  year  to  you ;  but  the  letters  of  this  day  are  not  yet 
come.  It  appears  now  R.  C.'s  great  hopes  of  Scotland  are  vanifhed  by  your  news  of 
Kinoul,  &c.  and  his  hopes  of  civil  wars  in  England  are  gone  tlje  fame  way ;  and  fo  now 
apprehended  by  his  friends. 

Here  is  ferious  and  frefh  motion  made  of  the  general  peace,  in  which  the  queen  of 
Sweden  is  Very  follicitous  and  aftive ;  but  what  that  fhall  produce,  I  yet  know  not. 

Your  fleet  in  the  Mediterranean  feas  with  general  Blake  we  much  feared  to  ruin  D.  of 
Guife,  who  could  not  tarry  fo  long  without  being  deftroyed  before.  Your  fecond  fleet 
preparing  or  now  ready  we  fear  not,  being  confident  they  are  not  for  France,  but  for 
Holland,  or  the  Indies  ;  by  which  we  hope  a  breach  betwixt  yours  and  Spain. 

As  for  the  treaty  of  our  ambaffador  Bordeaux,  if  it  comes  not  to  a  good  end,  I  can 
alTure  you  he  is  undone ;  and  therefore  he  and  all  the  friends  he  can  make  here  at  court, 
prefs  to  grant  all  demanded  by  the  proteftor.  This  they  give  credit  to.  The  remora  of 
that  treaty  you  know  beft  at  London  j  and  inter  catera  money  matters,  of  which  I  need 
not  tell  you  ;  only  I  find  Mazarin  inclined  to  difpofe  of  the  money  raifed  for  a  peace  with 
the  proteftor  at  any  rate,  if  he  be  not  unreafonable ;  which  if  found  fo,  we  will  {intuit 
C.  Maz.)  fooner  begin  with  Spain. 

All  Inchiquin's  regiment  were  caft  away  in  the  duke  of  Guife's  unfortunate  retreat,  that 
enterprize  being  mad  and  fatal.  The  levy  to  fecond  that  expedition  is  difbanded  alto- 
gether, as  alfo  that  of  prince  Thomas  to  fecond  the  marfhal  Grancey  ;  and  the  ambaflador 
extraordinary,  that  was  already  to  go  to  Portugal  to  have  the  affiftance  of  the  king,  is  not 
to  go.  So  all  is  fallen  to  ground  upon  the  lofs  of  duke  de  Guife,  for  which  cardinal  Ma- 
zarin is  mad,  as  alfo  at  the  great  reception  of  card,  de  Retz  at  Rome, 

Here  is  nothing  more  at  prefent,  that  I  know  of,  but  what  you  have  in  the  other  letter 
of  occurrence.  I  had  nothing  to  write  you  the  poft  before,  which  is  the  caufe  you  heard

A.  D.  1654.  O  INCE  my  former  I  received  two  of  your's,  but  the  letters  of  this  day  are  not  yet 

Ky\r'\^  iJ  arrived.     We  do  much  apprehend  your  fecond  fleet,  and  no  lefs  the  firft,,  commanded 

V.  xxi.  p.340.  by  general  Blake  now  in  the  Mediterranean  feas,  as  feme   fay,  expefting  the  other  fleet. 

But  we  have   hopes  you  will  order  your  fea  forces  towards  Holland,  where  you  may  have 

enough  to  do.     However  we  are  fortifying  all  places  near  the  fea,  for  fear  of  any  fudden 

attempt ;  and  efpecially  about  Calais  and  Bologne. 

The  court  is  daily  bufy  ordering  payment  and  winter  quarters  for  our  foldiers,  the 
peafants  making  great  refiftance  to  receive  them.  The  enemy  comes  out  as  yet  upon 
ours  in  feveral  parties  ■.,  but  now  we  are  informed  they  paid  well  for  it>  for  lafl:  wednefday 
at  night  Mr.  de  la  Tour,  maiflire  de  camp  of  a  regiment  of  horfe,  brought  us  frefh 
news  of  a  defeat  of  troops  of  horfe  of  the  enemies,  that  were  at  Berlin,  by  the  count  of 
Broglio,  governor  of  la  Baflfee,  who  flew  and  took  prifoners  about  600  of  them,  among 
which  fome  confiderable  ofiicers,  whofe  names  we  have  not  as  yet.  All  the  reft  fled 
away  the  beft  they  could. 

Wednefday  in  the  afternoon  the  king  had  a  review  of  his  regiment  of  guard  in  Bois  de 
Bologne,  near  the  Louvre,  and  took  notice  of  thofe,  that  paflTed  falfly,  and  were  not  of 
the  regiment,  only  to  pafs  that  day,  with  which  the  captains  were  not  well  pleafed. 

We  have  by  the  laft  ordinary  yefterday  arrived  from  Breft  in  Bretagnc;,  that  the  fecond 
time  fome  Englilhmen  landed  there,  and  took  away  quantities  of  beftialls,  and  many 
people  prifoners.     We  wonder  how  bold  they  are  to  come  in  lb  to  the  country. 

Prince  Thomas  fent  a  courier  to  the  court  here  yefterday,  fignifying  he  had  arrived  fafe 
*'in  Savoy,  whofe  bufinefs  we  do  not  yet  know,  but  he  gives  great  hopes  to  the   king,  he 
will  prevail  with  madame  royal  of  Savoy. 

It  is  always  reported  about  the  court,  that  the  agreement  of  the  princes  will  be  foon  at 
an  end  ;  but  yet  it  is  not  believed.     However  madame  la  princefle  de  Phalft^ourg,  fifter  to 
the  duke  of  Orleans,  arrived  at  Blois,  where  Ihe  works  near  his  Altejje  Royale  for  the  faid 
agreement ;  and  the  king  offers  her  a  million  of  livres  with  two  years  paid,  befides  her  or- 
-■■        ■  dinary  penfion,    if  Ihe  can  but  advife   Orleans  to  come  to  court.     In  the  other  way  the 

dutchefs  of  Chaftillon  continues  her  endeavours  for  the  prince  of  Conde's  agreement, 
who  can  more  govern  him  than  any  man  or  woman  now  living.  She  carries  her  bufi- 
nefs very  fecret  and  clofe,  that  none  can  imagine  what  Ihe  does,  and  fome  hope  fhe  might 
prevail.  ^ 

Laft  monday,  both  the  furintendents  de  finances,  Servicn  and  Fouquet,  were  with  the 
cardinal  to  give  an  account  of  the  king's  monies  taken  and  dift)urfed  by  them  and  Ipenr, 
of  which  the  court  defires  part  for  themfelves  of  the  robbery,  in  a  manner,  that  each 
of  them  fliall  have  but  a  certain  fum  in  confideration  of  the  time  they  were  in  the 
office  i  fo  the  cardinal  faid  to  Servien,  you  buy  princes  houfes  for  your  felf,  and  you  have 
not  monies  to  give  to  the  king,  when  he  has  occafion  for  it  -,  becaufe  Servien  bought 
Meudon  from  the  duke  of  Guife,  before  he  parted  :  but  yet  it's  thought  both  will  con- 
cern themfelves  in  contenting  the  cardinal  with  fome  monies,  which  is  all  to  be  expefted. 

Laft  thurfday  mr..  de  Spinola,  extraordinary  embaflfador  from  the  commonwealth  of 
Genoa,  arrived  here  in  pomp ;  he  has  not  yet  demanded  audience,  but  foon  will.  Here 
arrived  alfo  mr.  chevalier  de  la  Mare  from  the  duke  of  Guife,  with  the  full  relation  of 
all  that  happened  to  them,  of  the  lofs  of  mr.  de  Plefly  Belliere,  contrary  winds,  and  tem- 
peftuous  weather,  which  was  the  caufe  of  their  misfortunes ;  that  they  could  not  compafs 
their  defigns  ;  as  alfo  the  lofs  of  the  Ihip  called  Purgatoire,  wherein  their  provifions  were, 
and  which  is  more,  one  of  his  commanders  called  marquis  d'Eftigio,  after  having  efcaped 
all  his  enemies,  and  came  into  Toulon  with  his  ftiip  of  400  Irifh  ;  the  fliip  feparated  her- 
felf  in  pieces,  and  the  marquis  with  all  that  was  in  the  fliip  were  drowned,  not  one 
mother's  fon  that  efcaped.  The  reft  of  the  ftiips  and  galleys  are  in  the  ifle  of  St.  Marga- 
ret, and  Guife  in  Toulon.  The  faid  chevalier  has  orders  to  propofe  to  the  court  the  re- 
fliipping  of  the  faid  duke  to  Naples  again-,  but  I  do  not  believe  this  court  will  con- 
defcend  unto  it  any  more.  From  Bourdeaux  we  hear  of  the  26  laft  month,  that  they 
have  tranfported  all  the  enemy's  arms  and  provifions  of  war  into  the  caftle  from  the  town- 
houfe  •,  and  that  the  parliament  are  bufy  in  the  procefs  of  fome,  that  had  a  hand  in  t\\t 
late  plot,  to  make  a  public  example  of  fome  of  them,  that  the  feditious  might  depend  no 
more  on  the  king's  mercy,  as  hitherto,  having  not  puniftied  before  thofe  that  deferved  it.  In 
Catalonia  all  goes  well  with  ours,  our  forces  being  in  their  winter  quarters,  and  well 
paid,  contented  with  the  honeft  man,  the  peafant  -,  they  never  declared  fo  compleat  an  at- 
fedlion  for  the  king's  fervice  as  now.  The  prince  of  Conti  is  ftill  at  Montpellier  with  the 
ftates  of  Languedoc.     We  hear  from  Turin  of  the  21ft  of  laft  month,  that  the  French 
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army  are  in  their  winter  quarters  about  Nice  de  le  Paile,  and  the  enemy's  about  Alexandria  •,  A.  D.  1654* 
that  the  emperor  offers  to  be  himfelf  mediator  in  the  difference  between  Spain  and  the   ^/"^^SJ- 
commonwealth  of  Genoa  ;  and  that  Spain  has  ordered  all  that  was  feized  upon  by  his  own 
men  of  the  goods  of  Genoa  to  be  reftored  back  again,  which  is  much. 

It's  written  from  London  by  the  laft,  that  general  Blake,  fince  his  now  coming  to  the 
Mediterranean  feas,  has  received  moneys  and  orders  to  purfue  the  duke  of  Guife.  Is  it 
true  ?    However  Guife  efcaped  this  pull. 

You  have  now  your  letters  from  Rome  ;  alfo  that  his  holinefs  gave  as  a  prefent  to  card, 
de  Retz  20000  livres,  who  has  the  ordinary  penfion  of  banifh'd  cardinals,  1000  crowns 
yearly,  befides  many  other  things  ;  which  is  all  at  prefent  known  to.  Sir,

My  Lord, 

I  HAVE  received  your  letters  of  the  21ft  and  24th  Decern,  and  have  feen  all  that  V.xxi.p;356« 
they  contained.  In  the  firft  place  I  refer  myfelf,  as  ufually,  to  thofe  of  Mr.  de  Brienne, 
who  will  inform  you  more  particularly  of  the  intentions  of  his  majefty  upon  the  effential 
points,  and  the  conduft  you  are  to  ufe.  I  fhall  only  add  at  this  time,  that  methinks 
you  ought  not  to  omit  the  courtefy,  wherewith  Mr.  de  Guife  in  the  Mediterranean  fea  and 
the  commander  de  Nuchefes  in  the  ocean  have  reftored  each  of  them  the  Englilh  fhips, 
that  were  fallen  in  their  hands,  as  hath  been  alfo  done  by  us  feveral  other  times  in  the 
like  rencounter,  whilft  that  in  the  mean  time  the  Englifh  fhips  do  continue  their  depre- 
dations upon  the  fubjefts  of  the  king  ;  and  that  Blake  did  boaft  aloud,  that  he  went  to 
fee  the  duke  of  Guife,   with  order  to  fight  him  wherefoever  he  fhould  meet  him. 

I  am  not  furprized  with  that,  which  hath  been  fignified  unto  you  concerning  a  peace  with 
France  hinted  by  the  Spanifh  embaffador  to  your  friend.  It  is  very  well  known,  that  they 
do  not  want  for  artifices  -,  and  it  is  not  very  difficult  to  difcern,  that  that  propofition  is  one  to 
engage  us  to  make  fome  halt,  whereof  they  would  make  a  great  advantage,  both  in  hinder- 
ing the  proceedings  of  the  treaty  begun  with  you,  and  the  carrying  on  our  preparations 
againft  them  ;  for  I  aflure  you,  the  embaffador  of  Spain  hath  no  more  power  than  myfelf, 
on  the  behalf  of  the  king  his  mafter,  to  make  any  fuch  propofition  ;  and  that  the  Spaniards 
are  more  obftinate  than  ever  for  the  continuation  of  the  war  ;  and  fince  they  do  refijie  to 
give  that  power  to  the  archduke,  and  to  thofe  minifters  they  have  in  Flanders,  I  leave  to 
you  to  judge  whether  they  will  give  it  to  Cardenas.  "Wherefore  you  may  be  pleafed  to 
take  care  you  are  not  catch'd  in  that  fnare  ;  and  withal  give  me  leave  to  tell  you,  that 
although  the  embaffador  of  Spain  fhould  not  aft  fincerely,  and  not  fimply  to  furprife  us, 
as  it  is  moft  certain  he  doth,  yet  it  would  be  no  wonder,  that  the  faid  propofitions  have 
been  confirmed  unto  you,  fince  the  news  of  what  hath  paft  in  the  kingdom  of  NapleSj 
for  that  enterprife  is  to  be  called  a  difgrace,  it  is  only  for  having  had  for  forty  days  contrary 
winds,  which  hindered  us  from  landing  in  thofe  places  where  we  might  have  made  fome 
progrefs,  fince  as  to  the  reft  every  one  knoweth,  that  the  report  alone  of  that  enterprife 
did  caufe,  that  all  the  laft  fummer  the  Spaniards  were  not  able  either  to  fend  money  or 
corn  out  of  the  kingdom  for  Catalonia,  Milan,  Flanders,  or  other  places,  as  they  ufed 
to  do ;  which  is  not  the  leaft  advantage  that  we  propounded  ourfelves  to  get  by  that  en- 
terprife.

y.xxii.p.309.  •"I" Hough  you  cannot  bot  beafflifted,  yet  yowwill  not  wonder  at  the  fubjeft  of  this  letter; 
J-  My  lord  Reay  hath  difapointed  us  in  not  keeping  his  randezvouz,  and  my  lord  Sea- 
fort,  Sir  George  Monro,  and  diverfe  others  bafelie  deferred  us,  we  being  readie  to  march- 
with  M'^Cleoid,  Glengarrie,  and  their  people.  Yefterday  I  called  ane  counfell  of  warre, 
where  we  moft  feriouflie  weighed  and  fijllie  debated  everie  thinge  relating  to  his  majeflie's 
fervice,  and  having  found  that  the  treacherie  and  defertion  of  many  of  thofe,  who  had 
joyned  in  it,  and  were  eminently  confiderable,  have  reduced  the  bufmes  to  fuch  a  condition, 
that  we  were  forced  to  conclude  it  impoffible  now  to  carie  it  on  with  the  meaneft  hope  of 
advantage  -,  and  withall  finding  it  very  improbable,  if  not  altogether  impoffible,  to  gett 
the  advice  of  yqurfelfe,  and  all  the  noblemen  and  officers,  which  we  moft  earneflly  wilhed 
in  this  fad  exigent,  that  everie  man's  judgment  might  have  gone  along  with  ours,  without 
manifeft  prejudice  in  many  refpefts  :  it  was  unanimoufly  concluded  necefTarie  to  fend  for  a 
palle  for  fome  perfons,  to  treat  for  the  laying  doune  of  armes  with  Monke,  and  to  defire 
a  ceflation  rather  than  foolifhly  to  facrifice  the  lyves  and  fortunes  of  thofe,  who  have  moft 
loyallie  and  noblie  refifted  and  contemned  all  difficulties,  temptations,  and  difcourage- 
ments,  and  ar  yet  moft  willing  to  fpend  their  laft  blood  in  this  caus  ;  and  fo  in  human  ap- 
pearance prseclude  as  farre  as  in  us  lyes  all  future  hopes  of  this  kingdome's  libertie.

TOHN  Corbin,  of  Aymour,  in  the  parifh  of  Kidermifter,  in  the  county  of  Worcefter, 
3  gent,  faith  as  followeth  -,  that  travelling  upon  the  road,  near  Bewdly,  in  the  parilh  of 
Ripsford,  in  the  county  of 'Worcefter,  and  paffing  through  a  wood,  the  common  road

A.  D.  1654.  TDY  this  laftpoft  I  received  nothing  from  you,  the  poft  of  England  being  not  arrived 
{,y'^f\J  X)  in  due  time.  By  this  poft  I  expe<5ted  a  difmifs  witl^  a  little  money,  as  I  writ  for  in 
V.xxi.p.540.  three  or  four  former  letters  •,  but  to  my  great  difcontent  he  came  not.  So  till  next  I  muft 
have  patience,  notwithftanding  all  trouble  and  danger,  the  worft  I  hope  being  paft.  Of 
news  not  much  ;  all  in  the  fame  condition.  It  was  here  by  R.  C.  and  his  council  con- 
cluded, that  the  duke  of  Glocefter  fhould  nor  come  hither  at  all,  but  be  fent  to  Hol- 
land to  his  fifter  ;  for  in  the  beginning  they  thought  themfelves  ail  loft  for  ever,  and  to 
lofe  all  their  parties  in  England,  if  Gloucefter  were  catholick  -,  but  now  feeing  mat- 
ters go  fmoothly  in  parliament,  as  you  and  others  have  writ  in  feveral  letters,  and  that  all 
the  catholicks  here  in  Rome,  France,  Spain,  &c.  do  fpeak  againft  R.  C.  and  difafFedl 
him  for  hindering  his  brother  to  be  a  catholick,  he  feems  to  repent  what  he  did,  efpecially 
in  removing  Gloucefter  from  the  place,  wherein  he  was  ;  and  fo  he  was  fent  to  Holland 
from  BrufiTells  incognito,  Ormond  goes  not  with  him,  left  he  fhould  be  affronted  in  Hol- 
land, by  orders  from  England,  and  fo  will  be  here  Ihortly,  being  now  upon  his  journey. 

The  plate  ftolen,  as  in  my  former,  is  not  yet  found.  There  was  one  fervant  committed 
upon  fufpicion,  but  now  at  liberty,  nothing  being  proved  againft  'him,  but  for  which 
you  may  laugh  there  :  maffes  were  caufed  to  be  faid  to  St.  Anthony  of  Padua  to  recover 
the  plate  again.  R.  C.  beftowed  a  fair  Englilh  horfe  upon  the  duke  of  Newburgh  for  a 
new  year's  gift ;  but  I  know  not  yet,  what  the  duke  Ihall  beftow  upon  him.  It  is  thought 
he  will  prefent  fome  plate  to  him.  The  faid  duke  paid  not  one  penny  yet  of  what  he  pro- 
mifed  in  the  Dyet  of  Ratift)on  ;  nor  the  emperor  much  of  his  one  hundred  thoufand 
crowns.  The  eledlors  of  Mentz,  Triers,  and  Cologne,  gave  the  moft  part  of  what  they 
promifed  •,  and  the  eleftors  of  Brandenburgh  and  Saxony  not  very  much  yet.  They  have 
an  excufe,  that  they  levy  foldiers,  their  great  charge,  &c. 

'  The  laft  exprefs  that  came  from  Middleton,  is  returning  this  week  into  Scotland ;  where, 
as  your  letters  and  others  import,  all  are  fubmitting,  and  matters  come  to  nothing  on  R. 
C.  his  part,  which  I  well  believe  ;  and  that  more  will  fubmit  -,  but  I  promife  you  it  is,  ex 
indujiria,  and  out  of  defign.  They  do  it  by  allowance  from  hence,  for  many  reafons  pre- 
fented  as  well  from  England  as  Scotland.     This  you  will  find  in  the  end  to  be  truth. 

The  lord  Taaf  went  to  Duffeldorp  laft  week ;  he  expefts  to  receive  fome  monies  there 
from  the  duke  of  Newburgh,  to  bring  a  regiment  of  Irifti  to  the  faid  duke's  fervice,  who 
levies  men  to  defend  himfelf  againft  the  eleftor  of  Brandenbourgh  and  others,  that  intend 
to  take  from  him  the  lands  of  Juliers  and  Bergues  by  force,  fince  by  courfe  of  law  they  can- 
not. 

'  The  eleftor  of  Cologne  is  expefted  here  to  morrow,  being  dies  regum,  becaufe  in  that 
feaft  he  is  required  by  his  place  to  be  prefent  in  the  great  church,  and  for  his  prefence  he 
has  from  the  chapter  one  hundred  gold  ducats  i  but  I  am  of  opinion,  he  will  not  come, 
by  occafion  of  the  great  difference  betwixt  him  and  this  city,  and  by  reafon  of  R.  C.  being 
here,  to  whom  the  faid  eledlor  fhewed  no  courtefy  during  his  abode  here. 
.  P.  Rupert  is  expefted  here  fhortly  from  Heidelberg.  He  is  much  longed  for,  and 
R.  C.  and  his  council  fear  much  Gloucefter  will  not  be  permitted  to  live  in  Holland  by  the 
protestor's  means,  which  is  all  this  week  produces  known  to,

The  French  court  hath  had  feverall  debates  as  to  war  or  peace  with 
England :  the  refults  were  for  warr  (and  uppon  fome  intelligence  by  the  laft  poib  from 
Mr.  Bordeaux  and  prefumptions  they  may  finde  the  artificial  meafures  as  were  form.erly 
extended  to  the  Dutch,  in  expeftations  of  better  bargaines)  have  procured  the  promulga- 
tion of  itt,  which  they  were  foe  nigh  unto,  as  granting  letters  of  reprifall,  had  not  the 
Iceeper  of  the  feales  fatisfied  the  court,  that  would  have  bine  equivalent  to  the  declaring 
warr.  By  that  intellegence  we  are  made  beleeve,  the  duke  of  Guife  hath  made  his  retreate 
v/ith  noe  great  lofs,  and  that  before  this  he  may  be  fafe  in  France,  notwithftanding  the 
fliipps  from  Majorca  under  Blake  endeavoured  very  much  their  interception,  Duke  de 
I  x)ngueville  hath   been  at  Paris  greatly  complemented  by  the  cardinall,  and  is  returned  to

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his  government  of  Normandie,  in  order  to  the  fettling  of  the  ports  and  fea  affairs  of  A.  D.  1654. 
his  government,  which  is  faid  to  be  in  foe  great  order  through  all  France,  that  peace  or  L/'VXJ 
warr  with  us  is  indifferent  unto  them.  Count  Harcourt  delivers  upp  his  government 
of  Brifack  and  all  Alfatia  to  the  cardinall,  v/ho  intends  to  keep  itt  in  his  owne  hands.  The 
duke  of  Gioucefter  went  from  Antwerp  faturday  lafl  for  Holland,  to  his  fifler,  with  whom 
he  is  to  remaine.  His  elder  brother  is  ftill  at  Collen,  where  are  (as  I  am  credibly  in- 
formed) great  difpatches  for  Scotland,  Willmott  having  the  care  of  moll  for  that  bufinefs, 
and  is  at  prefent  on  his  way  for  Hamburgh,  and  thofe  northern  ports,  which  lye  convenient 
for  itt.  That  king  will  not  be  out  of  adlion  long,  if  obfervations  from  hence  are  to  be 
credited. 

The  queene  of  Sweede  is  at  Bruxells  much  complemented  by  the  Spaniard,  to  the  ad- 
miration of  all  wife  men.  Don  Anthonio  Peidmontello  was  ambalTadour  extraordinary 
unto  her  with  "many  prefents.  Some  vaine  perfons  reporte,  that  after  fhe  hath  made  a 
journey  to  Italy,  which  fhee  begins  the  latter  end  of  February,  fhee  fhall  have  the 
gouvernment  of  the  low  countrys,  leafl  Ihee  may  want  penfions  for  fidlers,  players,  and 
buffoones,  her  Jewells  and  greatefl  treafure  of  that  kinde   being  already  in  lavender. 

The  French  hath  taken  a  fmall  peice  neere  le  BaifTee  from  the  Spaniards.  Itt  was  defended 
500  Irifh,  who  are  all  kil'd  or  prifoners.  When  ther  reliefe  was  urged,  the  count  Fuen- 
Ikldaine  anfwered,  the  Italian  and  Spanifh  forces  were  foe  few,  that  he  would  keep  them  for 
the  fecurity  of  the  country,  which  is  indeed  in  much  diforder,  they  reflifing  to  pay 
feverali  taxes,  in  foe  much  that  all  the  artillery  in  the  fort  of  Antwerp  is  planted  againft 
that  citty.

THEY  llill  fear  here  a  war  with  England,  and  do  very  much  fufpeft  the  defign  of  your  V.xxi.  p  478. 
fleets,  which  have  caufed  them  to  guard  their  coafts,  to  the  end  they  may  be  in  a 
readinefs  to  defend  themfelves,  but  efpecially  thofe  of  Xaintonge  and  Guienne,  whither 
they  have  fent  fome  new  troops  ;  the  governors  thereof  giving  frefh  alarms  to  draw  more 
men  and  money  to  their  aififtance.

The  merchants,  who  fold  him  all  the  ribbans  for  the 
ladies  of  Naples,  which  being  brought  back  again,  they  have  been  fain  to  take  them 
again  with  fome  lofs  to  the  duke,  who  was  no  fooner  arrived  at  Toulon,  but  he  caufed  a 
ball  to  be  danc'd,  and  he  himfelf  was  mafked,  giving  thereby  to  underftand,  that  he  is  one

Sir, 

A.  D.  1654.  QINCE  my  former  no  letters  arrived  from  England,  by  which  we  much  longed,  if 
.^-O^"^^  ^  they  came,  to  hear  of  your  fleet,  of  what  your  parliament  doth,  and  of  our  embafia- 
'■  "■''■  '  dor's  farther  proceedings  in  his  treaty  j  whereof  I  can  fay  nothing  fince  my  former;  but  to 
confirm  he  is  undone,  if  he  cannot  compafs  that  peace,  and  Mazarin  will  give  any  thing  to 
have  it.  I  was  lately  where  the  pope's  nuncio  and  the  embaflador  of  Venice  met,  and  had 
conference  a  long  time  together  )  firft  of  the  great  defires  Mazarin  had  for  peace  with  the 
protestor ;  and  next,  what  fmall  hopes  were  at  prefent  of  the  general  peace.  One  of  the 
company  faid,  he  was  credibly  informed,  that  the  general  peace  would  fuddenly  be  driven 
on  by  the  means  of  the  queen  of  Swedeland ;  but  both  the  nuncio  and  Venice  embaflador 
anfwered,  that  if  there  were  any  thing  towards  a  general  peace,  they  fhould  know  of  it, 
having  often  laboured  much  for  it ;  and  that  by  ftri6t  orders  from  their  refpedive  mafters  ; 
but  could  not  prevail,  and  that  they  were  afllired,  when  any  thing  more  fhould  be  of  it, 
they  as  mediators  fhould  know  before  others.  And  as  I  writ  to  you  formerly,  the  anfwer 
the  queen  of  Swedeland's  coufin  had  from  this  court,  after  he  had  imparted  the  queen's 
defires,  and  fhewed  the  king  of  Spain  his  commiflion  for  it,  was,  that  her  majefty  fliould 
be  with  a  great  obligation  admitted  to  mediate  the  peace  with  the  other  mediators,  provided 
Conde  fhould  not  be  included,  &c.  of  this  I  gave  you  fo  large  account  formerly,  that 
I'll  fay  no  more  of  it. 

Some  troops  are  fent  into  Bretagne,  to  prevent  the  Englifli  landing,  who  are  much 
feared,  I  affure  you,  and  more  will  follow.  What  farther  fhall  happen,  I  know  not,  but

V.xxi.  p.484.  np^HE  Englifli  poll  is  not  yet  arrived  here  fince  my  former,  which  we  expedt  to  hear 
JL  what  is  become  of  your  fleet  or  the  land  army  a  preparing  there.  Hence  we  have 
not  much  of  confequence  fince  my  laft  to  you  j  only  of  the  8000  men  Guife  brought  with 
him  out  of  France  and  other  places  to  fea,  he  has  not  now  gboo,  all  being  loft  and  left 
fick  in  divers  places  ;  and  thofe  that  arrived  at  Toulon  are  infcdted  for  the  moft  part  by  a 
hot  fever  in  a  manner,  that  they  muft  be  tranfported  to  the  ifles  of  Hieres,  for  fear  they 
fhould  fpoil  the  country. 

The  faid  dul^i§  did  excufe  himfelf  for  his  misfortunes,  and  fo  did  the  commander  Paul, 
that  he  could  not  aflifl:  the  duke  in  time  of  need,  being  toflTed  up  and  down  by  the  florms, 
and  more  that  he  was  not  payed.  Likewife  the  grand  mafter  of  Malta  fent  his  excufe  to 
the  king,  becaufe  he  could  not  receive  the  army  of  Guife  into  his  ifland,  having  made  his 
treaty  before  with  both  the  crowns,  that  he  would  not  receive  nor  admit  either  of  them.  He 
writ  lately  to  the  Pope,  defiring  he  fhould  caufe  all  chriftian  princes  to  join  together,  and 
make  a  general  peace,  that  afterwards  they  might  be  able  to  refifl:  the  Turks,  which  are 
now  making  great  forces  to  come  into  the  Mediterranean  feas. 

We  are  informed,  that  the  Englifh  do  continue  their  ordinary  courfes  upon  the  coafts  of 
Bretagne,  and  landed  fome  at  Breau  in  Bas  Bretagne,  which  brought  with  them,  what  they 
met  withal. 

The  king  1 5  days  ago  commanded  the  treafurer  of  the  parliament  of  Bretagne  to  pay 
the  taxes  and  impofitions,  as  well  as  in  other  places  in  the  kingdom,  but  the  faid  parliament 
gave  an  arreft  againfb  that,  which  caufed  now  the  king  to  interdift  that  parliament  of  the 
funftions  ;  but  notwithftanding  they  do  not  obey,  which  caufed  orders  to  be  given  to  the 
faid  troops  to  march  into  the  country  of  Anjou,  to  force  them  to  obey  the  orders  of  their  king  j 
that  is  the  pretext  •,  but  the  troops  might  have  fome  other  defigns  againfl  the  Englifh,  in 
cafe  they  would  attempt  to  land  in  fome  place  in  France,  either  in  Guienne  or  Bretagne. 

The  pope's  nuncio  here  complained  to  the  king  of  an  article  that  was  printed  in  the  laft 
Gazettee,  that  the  pope  continued  always  againft  France,  being  ill  affefted,  having  now 
received  card,  de  Retz,  being  declared  here  criminal  de  leze  majejiie.  However  the  lord 
nuncio  was  not  fatisfied  to  his  defire  -,  and  it  is  thought  his  holinefs  will  excommunicate 
the  grand  vicar  of  the  cathedral  church  of  Noftre-dame,  for  exercifing  the  archbifhop's 
funftions  by  orders  from  the  Idng,  and  not  from  the  archbifhop;  which,  if  it  comes,  will 
caufe  a  great  deal  of  trouble  ;  for  the  French  fure  will  fay,  they  will  not  obey  the  pope.

My  lord, 

WE  did  blame  the  winds  the  laft  week,  but  they  have  not  been  fo  violent,  nor  always  v.xxi.  p. 5 16. 
fo  contrary,  to  keep  your  poft  from  coming.  Every  one  doth  make  his  conjefture 
at  it ;  the  moft  common  opinion  is,  that  the  ports  are  Ihut  during  the  departure  of  the 
fleet.  In  general  I  perceive,  that  all  the  merchants  do  fear,  that  there  hath  happened  fome- 
thing,  which  doth  obftruft  your  negotiation,  and  which  may  hinder  their  commerce. 
There  are  fome  perfons  that  write  to  me  out  of  France,  that  the  duke  of  Guife  was  very 
happy  in  that  he  did  not  profper  in  the  kingdom  of  Naples,  by  reafon  that  Blake  joined 
with  the  Spaniards,  and  had  orders  to  go  and  find  out  the  fleet  to  fight  them.  Amongft 
the  reft  of  the  points,  upon  which  the  aflembly  of  Holland  is  fummoned  againft  the  12  th 
of  this  month,  there  is  an  article  for  the  fetting  forth  36  fliips  of  war,  befides  thofe  that 
are  ready  in  the  ftates  fervice  ;  and  [another,  which  doth  concern  the  intereft  of  the  lord 
Beverning,  to  whom  the  lords  of  Holland  do  believe,  that  the  other  provinces  have  done 
injury  in  not  admitting  of  him  to  his  charge  of  treafurer,  which  hath  been  given  him, 
till  fuch  time  that  he  and  his  coUegues  have  fatisfied  the  generality  upon  their  negotiation 
at  London. 

Holland  will  have  one  pull  more  at  it  in  his  behalf ;  and  certainly  he  is  much  afflidled  ; 
for  this  ftop  doth  much  obftruft  the  marriage,  which  was  promjfed  him,  upon  what  was 
prefuppofed,  that  he  fliould  be  treafurer  general. 

M.  de  Bye  refident  for  the  king  of  Poland  hath  orders  to  go  for  England  ;  before  he 
goeth,  I  will  write  to  you  what  I  fliall  learn  of  the  fubjed  of  his  voyage. 

Juft  now  the  poft  arrived,  and  hath  brought  me  two  of  your  letters.  I  do  not  think 
my  lord,  that  Cicero,  as  eloquent  as  he  was,  could  change  any  expreflion  fo  many  ways  as 
you  have  been  forced  to  invent,  to  tell  the  court  and  your  friends,  that  your  negotiation  is 
ftill  in  the  fame  condition.

THESE  feftival  days  render  us  very  barren  of  news.     They  have  thought  fit  at  laft  to  y.  xxi  p  cza, 
write  to  the  archduke  concerning  the  plunder  at  Buydell  by  the  men  of  the  prince  of 
Conde.     Some  were  of  opinion  to  ufe  retortion  -,  but  Holland  being  defirous  and  interefted

toobferve  the  peace,  will  not  make  fuch  hafte,  declining  (with  139)  all  that  may  engage 

Orange  party 
into  a  war  ;  and  thofe  of  145  on  the  contrary  do  advife  and  drive  to  no  other  end  than  to 
VcL.

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A.  D.  1654.  demonftrate,  how  reqiufite  it  is  to  have  a  captain  general  ;  and  although  that  is  done  pro- 
KyV""^  perly  for  the  advancing  of  the  prince  of  Orange,  yet  thefe  things  do  greatly  hinder  him  i 
firft  his  age ;  fecondly  his  debts,  for  the  princeifes  his  mother  and  grandmother,  and  the  in- 
terefts  do  fo  devour  his  revenue,  that  his  debts  do  daily  encreafe  ;  lb  that  at  prefent  they 
have  propofed  to  put  down  his  table,  and  to  board  him  with  the  princefs  royal.  Item, 
they  have  refolved  to  take  an  account  and  inventory  of  all  his  debts  and  revenue,  which  is 
ordinarily  of  thofe  inheritances  that  are  infolvable.  Item,  they  begin  to  fpeak  of  difputing 
the  princefs  royal's  dowry,  giving  thereby  to  underftand,  that  the  prince  is  to  have  his  legi- 
timate. In  the  mean  time  they  have  fold  fome  of  his  eftate,  and  more  is  yet  to  be  fold.

It  was  feen,  that  the  duke  of  Guife  could  raife  money  upon 
his  eftate,  to  do  fervice  to  France :  but  if  this  ftate  were  in  a  war,  it  would  require  a  head,  who 
though  he  wanted  wit,  yet  at  leaft  he  fhould  have  money.  But  this  young  prince  hath  neither

whom  it  doth  belong  to  judge  the  two  politicks,  Schonenberg  andHaex:   145  do  all  of 
them  pretend,  that  the  generality  is  to  judge  thofe,  that  are  in  the  fervice,  and  under  oath 
of  the  generality  ;    either  military  or  civil :  but  Holland  doth  perceive,  that  that  would 
be  a  means  to  involve  and  engage  the  Lord  Beverning  and  Nieuport  in  the  judicature  of  the 

Orange  party 
generality ;  which  would  prove  their  ruin.     And  thefe  145  will  not  reft,  till  they  have 
redrefled  or  annulled  the  feclufion,  either  one  way  or  other.  The  lord  Beverning,  feeing  the 
fragility  of  his  commiffion  for  the  charge  of  treafurer  general,  doth  all  that  he  can  to  be 
of  the  council. 

That  bufinefs  contained  in  the  refolution  of  the  19th  December,  is  the  chiefeft  point, 
upon  which  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland  is  to  meet  the  1 2th  of  this  month ;  as 
alfo  in  regard  of  the  Socinians,  who  do  very  much  encreafe ;   for  the  magiftrates,  to  take 

Orange  party 
away  from   the  minifters  (who  are  the  moft  part  145)  all  manner  of  caufe  of  being  found 
fault  withal  by  them  about  religion,  do  all  what  they  can  to  make  continual  fearch  after 
thofe  of  the  Roman  and  Socinian  religion. 

The  lord  of  Bye,  refident  for  the  king  of  Poland  here,  is  to  go  for  England  on  the  be- 
half of  the  faid  king,  to  compliment  and  congratulate  the  lord  protestor ;  but  in  effedt 
to  inftigate  the  lord  proteftor  againft  the  Mufcovites,  to  the  end  that  by  a  fleet  he  caufe 
him  to  vifit  Archangel,  and  revenge  the  Englifh  nation,  whom  the  great  duke  of  Mufcovy 
hath  banifhed,  upon  the  requeft  and  defire  of  the  lord  Culpepper,  agent  on  the  behalf  of  the 
king  of  Scotland.  The  faid  king  of  Poland  gives  to  the  proteftor  the  title  oi  ferenijftmo 
principi.  If  the  lord  proteftor  do  fufFer  himfelf  to  be  induced  to  moleft  the  Mufcovites, 
that  will  banifh  the  Englifh  for  ever,  and  do  good  to  the  Dutch  nation  and  other  traders  ; 
yea  to  the  French,  for  thefe  nations  will  be  thereby  the  better  eftablifhed,  and  the  Englifh 
will  not  have  forgot,  that  the  king  of  Poland  hath  caufed  a  colleftion  to  be  made  for  lac 
king  of  Scotland.  However  it  is  faid,  that  the  taking  of  Archangel  would  not  be  difficult. 
They  do  proceed  now  fo  flowly  againft  Schop,  that  the  faid  Schop  hath  petitioned  to  be  re- 
leafed  under  a  provifo  not  to  tica.-pefubpcena  confejfi  fc?  conviSfi  •,  or  elfe  he  doth  pray,  that  they 
would  do  him  Ipeedy  juftice.  The  judges  delegates  have  feconded  him,  declaring  they  can 
proceed  no  farther,  unlefs  they  will  advance  as  far  the  trial  againft  Schonenberg  and  Haex, 
as  they  have  done  againft  Schop.  Holland  (who  are  to  meet  fuddenly)  have  held  that  in 
fufpence ;  but  in  thefe  things  they  have  their  refleftion  upon  the  lords  Beverning  and 
Nieuport. 

Prince  Maurice  is  ftill  here.  He  doth  feem  to  wifh,  that  this  ftate  would  apply  them- 
felves to  the  bufinefs  of  the  levies  in  Weftphalia  ;  which  notwithftanding  the  peace  of 
Bremen  do  not  ceafe  •,  and  for  that  end  hath  given  this  fecret  advice  No.  I.  But  Holland 
doth  not  hearken  to'  any  thing,  that  tendeth  to  imbroiling.  At  Rotterdam  they  are  jealous 
of  the  French  conful,  in  regard  they  conceive  that  it  may  make  a  diverfion  m  the  com- 
merce. In  effeft  it  is  a  novelty ;  and  Holland  had  rather  have  the  trade,  both  in  France 
and  here,  than  to  leave  the  faid  commerce  to  the  French  ;  and  fince  they  do  treat  foreigners 
here  as  thofe  that  are  in  want,  the  oflice  of  conful  is  fuperfluous.  Here  are  come  com- 
miffioners  from  Eaft-Friezland,  as  well  as  from  the  ftates  -,  but  tliofe  of  Embden,  inftead 
of  .coming,  have  writ  a  letter  of  excufe.  In  effeft,  thofe  of  Embden  will  do  all  that  they 
3  can 
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can  not  to  lofe  the  entertainment  of  the  garrifon  of  600  men,  which  thofe  of  the  dates  of  A.  D.  1654. 
Eaft-Friezland  paying,  thofe  of  the  city  have  no  diredl  difpofition  or  coUeftion  of  charges  ^-/"VX^ 
over  them.

THIS  is  the  third  time  from  England  we  have  notice  in  our  councils  to  have  a  care  v.xxi.p.cAz. 
our  tranfadions  be  fecret,  for  that  we  did  nothing,  but  was  prefently  known  in  Eng- 
land, be  it  never  fo  fecret.  For  this  caufe  three  or  four  clerks  here  are  removed  within 
this  month  -,  for  it  feems  fome  ftill  in  London  are  more  friends  to  this  ftate  than  they  are  to 
England  •,  and  though  you  now  be  at  peace  with  the  provinces,  'tis  no  matter  you  fhould 
know  of  their  councils,  for  the  peace  is  purely  for  their  intereft  here,  and  not  of  any  affedtion 
to  England.  Of  news  we  have  not  much  at  prefent.  The  embaflador  Nieuport  continues  his 
letters  out  of  London,  with  much  modefty,  reprefenting  the  proceedings  daily  of 
parliament,  as  alfo  of  the  proteftor ;  and  his  own  addrefles  and  conferences  with  fecretary 
Thurloe  about  maritime  affairs  and  other  particular  bufinefs.  Mr.  Beverning  is  here  in  the 
fame  fhate,  difpleafed  that  he  cannot  get  his  patent  for  the  treafury.. 

The  differences  concerning  the  judicature  of  the  politic  officers  for  the  bufinefs  of  the 
Recif  in  Brafil  grow  daily  higher  among  the  provinces,  that  of  Holland  infifliing  conftiantly 
that  they  Ihall  be  judged  by  the  generality,  and  the  others  by  the  province,  whereof  they 
are  natives.  And  the  other  provinces  do  ftill  oppofe,  but  will  have  all  try'd  by  the  ge- 
nerality, thereby  always  intending  to  have  a  precedent  for  the  queftloning  of  embafladors 
Beverning  and  Nieuport,  for  their  negotiation  apart  with  the  prote6lor  in  England. 

The  faftion  of  the  prince  of  Orange  fticks  clofe  to  the  reft  of  the  provinces  in  this  occafion  j 
and  the  predicators  or  preachers  thereof  work  very  much  upon  the  people  in  the  behalf  of 
the  faid  faftion  -,  and  the  faid  preachers  are  very  much  difcontented,  and  refent  deeply  the 
new  fed  of  Socinianifm,  which  is  like  to  be  introduced,  and  bears  great  fway  in  the  province 
of  Holland,  and  affented  to  by  moft  there:  yet  fome  of  them  do  what  they  can  to  give 
fatisfa6lion  to  the  minifters,  as  well  of  Holland,  as  of  the  other  provinces. 

The  differences  of  the  province  of  Overyffell  are  in  the  fame  ftate,  and  no  frefh  refufcita- 
tion  in  the  fadtion  of  Orange.  Here  are  no  other  news,  that  concern  England,  but  mer- 
chants news,  which  I  refer  to  merchants,  being  always.

Sir, 

WE  have  had  no  poft  from  England  thefe  two  weelcs,  which  caufes  no  fmall  won- y.  xxi.ps46. 
der  amongft  us  here :  what  the  reafon  hereof  is,  we  may  poITibly  know,  when 
it  comes  -,  in  the  mean  time,  letters  from  all  parts  fay,  that  a  war  with  France  is  proclaim- 
ed -,  which,  if  true,  will  have  no  fmall  reflexion  upon  the  united  low  countries,  whofe  ftates 
begin  their  feffion  the  beginning  of  this  next  week.  Their  main  bufinefs  is  to  fettle  the 
payment  of  their  militia,  the  companies  which  are  upon  the  generality  being  many  months 
behind,  and  to  conclude  upon  a  politive  ftate  of  war,  in  cafe  no  new  troubles  arife. 

The  French  fleet  need  not  now  fear  general  Blake,  who,  they  fay,  hath  quartered  the 
arms  of  Burgundy  in  his  banners,  being,  though  in  a  fliattered  condition,  got  into  Toulon. 
The  duke  of  Guife  hath  fent  his  manifefto  to  the  court,  accufing  heaven  and  earth,  and 
excufing  himfelf,  for  the  unhappy  ifliae  of  his  ill  laid  defign. 

You  have  heard  or  the  queen  of  Swedeland's  royal  entertainment  at  BrulTels,  which  was 
indeed  kingly.  They  are  building  a  ftage  in  the  great  hall  there  for  a  royal  play,  which 
is  exprefsly  made  for  her,  and  to  be  reprefented  at  fhrovetide.  She  hath  altered  for  the  pre- 
fent  her  refolution  of  returning  to  Antwerp,  and  hath  taken  Egmond's  houfe  for  her 
feat  and  quarters.  The  prince  of  Conde  hath  not  vifited  her  yet,  becaufe  Ihe  will  not  re- 
ceive him  at  the  ftair  foot,  as  Ihe  did  the  archduke  ;  yet  they  have  fpoke  occafionally  to 
each  other  at  the  comedy. 

The  earl  of  Fuenfaldagna's  principal  fecretary  is  clapped  up,  being  accufed  of  intelligence 
with  France.  The  greateft  proof  they  have  againft  him  is,  that  being  poor,  when  he 
came  to  that  employment,  he  hath,  in  a  fhort  time,  been  able  to  put  out  200000  guilders 
at  ufe. 

The  duke  of  Gloucefter  is  come  as  far  as  Antwerp  in  his  way  to  his  brother,  (who  is  ftill 
at  Cologne)  but  fell  fick  there,  in  fo  much  that  Dr.  Frafer,  the  king's  phyfician,  is  upon 
his  way  to  attend  him  there. 

The  king  had  lately  moft  of  his  plate  ftolen  from  him.  This  is  robbing  the  fpittal.  The 
Swedes  do  not  as  yet  advance ;  fome  of  their  troops  are  gone  to  oppofe  the  progrefs  of  ^ 
Mufcovites,  and  fome  into  Pomerania,

V.xxi.p.538.  "\7'0URS  of  the  2 2d  of  lafl:  month,  and  firft  inftant,  I  received  together,  in  regard  the 
A  wind  ferved  not.  Yours  I  will  fend  to  Cologne  and  Vienna,  from  both  which  cities 
you  have  this  week's  letters.  Here  now  we  begin  to  believe  all  will  be  quiet  in  England, 
and  we  do  apprehend  much  of  your  great  naval  armado,  as  to  the  prejudice  of  this  king 
in  the  Weft  Indies,  notwithftanding  marquis  de  Lede,  who  is  now  here  to  receive  his  com- 
miffion,  is  preparing  fuddenly  to  go  into  England,  and  I  prefume  will  be  there  about  a 
fortnight  hence.  He  had  been  difpatched  fooner,  but  that  our  fecretary  of  ftate  Navarr  is 
Tiow  in  orders,  a  priefr,  and  fo  thefe  five  days  retired ;  but  he4s  ftill  to  continue  his  place 
of  fecretary,  with  the  addition  of  fome  church  livings. 

The  queen  of  Swedeland  is  ftill  courted  with  comedies  and  fliews,  and  fays  Ihe  will  go  to 
Paris  to  mediate  the  general  peace,  when  the  weather  is  more  feafonable. 

Farther  fome  fay  fhe  undertakes,  that  her  fucceffor  the  king  of  Swedeland  fhall  join 
with  that  king,  who  fhall  be  yielding  to  a  juft  and  honourable  peaic^i^gainft  the  other,  till 
he  be  compelled  to  it. 

The  prince  of  Conde  entertained  that  queen'  very  civilly  ;  but  it  happened,  that  they  two 
dining  together  with  others,  the  arch-duke  Leopold  being  not  upon  the  place,  that  the 
prince  found  himfelf  offended,  being  not  treated  or  placed  with  the  fame  refpeft  as  the 
arch-duke  ;  but  her  Majefty  excufed  herfelf,  that  though  he  was  a  royal  prince,  yet  he  was 
not  the  immediate  fon  of  a  crown  or  monarchy  •,  fo  the  bufinefs  pafTed  lightly,  but  the 
prince  is  not  fatisfied  in  mind,  who,  as  I  hear,  is  upon  his  march  towards  the  frontiers  of 
France,  becaufe  he  could  not  obtain  what  he  expected  here  from  the  peafants.  Many  troops 
go  with  him,  and  'tis  feared  fome  will  turn  their  coats  before  they  return  hither.  The  faid 
prince  fent  part  of  his  train  to  IVlalines,  where  is  wife  is,  and  is,  as  I  hear,  to  fend  monfr. 
tie  Bouteville  to  England,  and  general  Marfin  to  Spain. 

The  French  army  I  mentioned  in  my  letters,  two  pofts  fince,  about  6000  horfe  and  foot 
(though  faid  to  be  1 2000  in  fome  letters,  but  not  true)  did  attempt  to  furprize  and  take 
Lens,  a  garrifon  of  ours,  wherein  were  two  Irifli  regiments  and  two  Lorrainers.  And  the 
French  having  attacked  the  faid  place  in  four  places,  and  the  affault  having  endured  for  6 
hours,  the  French  were  beaten  off  with  a  confiderable  lofs  of  men,  fome  fay  800.  Their 
commander  in  chief  in  that  enterprize,  count  of  Broglio,  governor  of  la  Bade,  is  dangerouily 
wounded,  and  fo  the  French  are  returned  to  their  quarters.  It  is  here  confirmed  by  letters 
from  Madrid,  that  don  Lewis  de  Haro's  whole  houfe  is  burnt,  and  he  now  lives  in  the 
king's  palace  in  the  quarters  of  the  prince  of  Spain,  which  is  the  greateft  honour  and  fa- 
vour he  ever  yet  received.

I  hope  (by  the  bleffing  of  God)  there 
wil  bee  noe  danger  by  difaffefted  perfons  in  Scotland,  for  I  find  the  commanders  foe  gene- 
rally well  affefted,  that  I  doubt  not  we  fhall  be  able  to  command  any  perfon  great  or 
fmall  heere.  I  wiih  your  highnefs  would  fend  fome  field  officers  to  take  charge  of  the  regi- 
ments, late  major  general  Harrifon's  *and  coll.  Riche's,  and  that  major  Knight  may  be 
haftened  to  his  command.  It  is  principally  in  the  regiment  late  coll.  Riche's,  that  any 
officers  appear  faftious ;  and  I  have  given  orders  for  fecuring  them  and  others,  who  doe  or 
fhall  appeere  foe,  or  fpeak  againft  the  goverment.  I  formerly  reprefented  it  to  your  high- 
nefs, that  I  had  written  feverall  letters  to  coll.  Overton,  defireing  him  to  come  hether,  be- 
fore I  received  your  highneffe's  commands ;  and  that  he  taking  noe  notice  of  them,  I  fenc 
away  (on  munday  morning  laft)  orders  to  lieutenant  coll.  I^agoe,  to  fecure  coll.  Overton.

ready under  my  command  in  the  4  companies  in  the  town,  as  alfo  for  the  compleating  of 
two  companies  more  to  the  former  four  companies,  confiiling  of  two  captains,  two  lieu- 
tenants, two  enfigns,  four  ferjeants,  two  gentlemen  of  the  arms,  fix  corporals,  and  two 
drums  ;  and  for  the  better  difcipline  and  ordering  the  whole  1 200  foldiers  in  the  6  companies, 
his  highnefs  ordered  nine  ferjeants,  8  corporals,  8  drums,  fo  that  befides  the  eftabliftiment 
for  the  four  companies,  I  humbly  defire  his  highnefs  and  the  council's  order  to  the  com-

T  H  A  D   no  time  to  write  to  you  by  the  laft  poft,  but  you  v/ill  have  underftood  the  ftate  v.  xiv.  p.102. 

of  affairs  of  this  country  out  of  my  letters  to  the  court.  I  do  not  think  it  necellary  to 
•write  to  the  earl  of  Brienne,  when  my  negotiation  doth  not  furnifh  me  with  any  new  fubjeft. 
I  am  ftill  at  a  ftand,  and  put  off  with  pretences  from  time  to  time.  I  am  refolved  to  afk 
audience  to  morrow  of  my  lord  proteftor,  if  I  do  not  fee  that  he  doth  determine  to  con- 
clude. 

Monfr.  Servien  hath  writ  a  long  memorandum  to  me  according  to  the  order  of  his 
eminence.  I  have  returned  him  an  anfwer  by  this  poft  ;  but  it  is  moft  to  the  fame  purpofe 
cf  that,  which  I  had  writ  formerly,  only  I  have  added  the  pafTages  of  the  parliament  ftnce 
my  laft.

^./"V\J  authority  to  the  proteftor  ;  fome  others  did  fecond  this  advice,  but  tiie  colonels  contra- 
difted  it,  who  had  alfo  fome  of  the  council,  and  a  chief  favourite  to  fide  with  them,  which 
did  hinder  for  that  time  the  debate  of  the  queftion  any  longer  ;  and  fince  thofe,  who  did 
rejeft  that  advice,  have  had  thanks  given  them  by  the  council.  A  fine  example  of  mo- 
defty  !  On  friday  laft  the  proteftor  fent  to  the  parliament,  to  know  their  advice,  upon  a 
defign  which  he  hath  to  employ  the  fleet  upon  fome  advantageous  enterprize  tending  to  the 
propagation  of  the  gofpel.

Some  will  have  Spain  to  have  the  alarm., 
and  that  they  are  his  territories  they  aim  at.  Others  fay  that  I  muft  be  fent  home  very 
fuddenly.

But  know  withal),  that  the  refolution  of  the  council  is  taken  to  fend  for  you  home  •, 
and  that  there  is  a  manifefto  drawing  up  with  all  fpeed  againit  England  to  fend  to  you,  to 
be  rcprefented  to  the  proteftor  or  the  parliament,  to  juftify  the  conduft  of  France  and  its 
fubjefts  ;  which  doth  obHge  the  king  to  fend  for  you  home,  after  he  had  done  all  that  he 
could  to  treat  with  fincerity,  and  to  continue  the  alliances  of  the  nations.  And  men  do  be- 
lieve here,  whether  it  be  by  the  advice  of  the  royalifts,  or  the  inclination  your  fide  may 
have  to  be  revenged  on  this  nation,  or  whether  it  be  upon  fome  other  principles  or  fecrcts 
unknown  to  us,  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  chief  minifter  of  ftate,  that  it  will  be  bet- 
ter for  England  to  come  to  an  open  war.

-■-  was  a  pui-pofe  to  have  fent  unto  you  an  exprefs  meffenger,  to  inform  you  of  his  ma- 
jefty's  laft  refolutions  concerning"  your  negotiation.  But  forafmuch  as  you  are  upon  the 
point  of  making  your  addreffes  to  the  lord  proteftor,  it  was  thought  convenient  to  expeft 
the  refult  of  that  audience  -,  and  in  the  mean  time  you  Ihall  receive  particular  information 
of  his  majefty's  intentions  from  monfr.  de  Brienne,  to  whom  I  refer  myfelf  for  the  fame 
purpofe. 

I  have  feen  in  the  hands  of  your  father  your  laft  difcourfe,  which  you  had  with  the  pro- 
testor ;  which  I  found  to  be  managed  with  great  judgment,  and  to  be  of  that  force  and  weight 
that  it  ought  to  be.  For  in  fhort  it  is  no  way  equal,  that  the  king  ftiould  any  longer  be  a 
mere  fpedtator  of  thofe  depredations,  v/hich  are  daily  made  upon  his  fubjefts.

Neverthelefs  we  defift  not  from 
taldng  fpecial  care  every  where,  and  in  all  places,  where  the  Englilh  are  •,  and  they  them- 
felves  cannot  complain,  but  that  theirs  are  civilly  treated  by  us.  Neither  is  it  very  probable 
on  the  other  hand,  that  this  fleet  is  defigned  for  America,  and  that  for  the  fpace  of  thefe  - 
fix  months  they  fl:iould  be  at  fo  great  expence  in  the  delaying  of  the  execution  of  that  de- 
fign.

A  ad;  (with  a  pretence  of  good  to  his  native  country)  by  a  Jefuiticall  fpirit  leading 
to  any  fubtil  motion,  which  may  tend  to  the  drawing  away  any  force  or  naval  ftrength 
from  his  country,  whereby  your  highneffe  may  be  weakned,  and  your  enemies  in  the  narrow 
feas,  in  Ireland  and  Scotland,  or  any  at  home  (if  they  jfhall  hereafter  appeare,  which  the 
Lord  avert)  may  bee  advantaged  ;  it  is  the  humble  fence,  and  true  and  faithfull  judgement 
of  your  highneffe  ever  praying  fervant  for  your  profperity,  that  to  fuppreffe  all  ene- 
mies, and  that  this  nation,  with  Scotland  and  Ireland,  may  enjoy  comfort  and  proteftion  by

few  obfervations  of  my  owne  experience  may  by  your  highneffe  be  accepted,  as  from  one, 
who  for  thefe  many  yeares  hath  obferved,  yea  admired  the  a6tivity  of  your  highnefl^e  his 
faith  (for  faith  in  the  faints,  in  the  behalfe  of  GOD's  glory,  is  an  a6live  faith)  who  waits 
for  the  converfion  of  the  poore  Indians,  who  longeth  to  fee  the  light  of  the  gofpell  runne 
yett  more  and  more  forwards,  till  it  come  to  fettle  in  the  weft  among  thofe  poore,  Ample, 
and  trueJy  purblind  Americans. 

2.  Your  highneffe  his  humble  fervant  having  feen  abroad,  and  knowne  in  part,  the  flourifh- 
ing  condition  and  ftrength  of  the  houfe  of  Auftria  (Rome's  chiefe  ftrength  and  pillar,) 
hath  obferved  the  Auftrian  pillar's  ftrength  to  bee  in  the  American  mines  ;  which  being 
taken  away  with  Auftria,  Rome's  triple  crowne  would  foone  fall  and  decay. 

3.  Though  God  be  long-fufferring,  yett  hee  is  not  ever  fufferring  and  ever  bearing  with  a 
proud  fmflill  people  -,  but  no  people  more  finfuU  then  the  Spaniards  in  America,  both  greate 
and  fmall,  viceroyes,  judges,  and  poore  pefants,  who  in  general  finne,  and  hide  not  their 
finne,  as  the  prophet  faieth,  but  finne  publikely,  finne  like  beafts  uncontrowledly :  therefore 
thier  finnes  v/ill  betray  them  and  fight  againft  them,  if  ever  any  nation  fhall  oppofe  them. 

4.  It  hath  been  for  thefe  many  yeares  their  owne  common  talke,  from  fome  predi6tions, 
or  (as  they  call  them)  prophecies,  vented  out  amongft  them,  that  a  ftrange  people  fhall 
conquer  them,  and  take  all  their  riches  from  them. 

5.  None  in  confcience  may  better  attempt  fuch  an  expulfion  of  the  Spaniards  from  thofe 
parts,  then  the  Englifh,  who  have  been  often  expulfed  by  them  from  our  plantations ;  as 
from  St.  Chriftopher's,  St.  Martin's,  from  Providence,  alias  St.  Catharine's,  and  from 
Tortugas,  where  the  Englifli  were  unhumanly  and  moft  barbaroufly  treated  by  the  Spaniards, 
who  to  this  day  watch  for  their  beft  advantage  to  caft  us  out  of  all  our  plantations,  and 
fay,  that  all  the  Hands,  as  well  as  the  maine,  belong  to  them.  And  in  confcience  it  is 
lawfull  to  caft  out  that  enemy  or  troublefome  neighbour  out  of  his  dominions,  that  would 
and  hath  attempted  to  caft  us  out  of  ours. 

6.  This  is  not  a  worke  fo  hard  and  difficult  as  is  by  fome  apprehended  ;  for  that,  firft, 
though  the  continent  bee  vaft,  and  of  many  thoufand  miles,  yett  it  is  very  thinnely  peopled 
by,  Spaniards. 

Secondly,  Within  the  maine  land,  in  my  time,  in  the  greateft  citties  there  was  not  one 
gun  or  field-piece,  or  wall,  caftle,  or  any  bulwarke.

A.  D.  1654.      Thirdly,  The  Indians  (who  in  fome  places  are  many)  cannot  oppofe,  not  being  fufFered 
t/V^SJ  to  enjoy  any  armes,  for  fear  of  rifing  againft  the  Spaniards. 

Fourthly,The  Spaniards  cannot  oppofe  much,  being  a  lazy,  finfull  people,  feeding  like  beafts 
upon  their  lufts,  and  upon  the  fat  of  the  land,  and  never  trained  up  to  warres  ;  over  whom 
there  can  be  no  fitt  commanders  fuddainely  fthere  being  few  or  none  in  the  land  experienced 
in  martial  difcipline)  nor  armes  or  ammunition  (in  fome  parts)  in  two  hundred  leagues  to 
arme  or  ftrengthen  fix  hundred  fighting  men. 

Fifthly,  For  the  Mulattos  and  Negros  oppofing,  there  is  no  feare,  for  if  any  armes 
were  committed  to  them,  foone  might  the  matters  feare  to  bee  overpowered  by  their  flaves 
and  fervants. 

Sixthly,  Becaufe  there  are  many  ftrivlngs  and  faftions  among  them,  as  Criolians,  or  there- 
borne  Spaniards,  againft  fuch  as  come  from  Spaine,  Meftizos,  Mulattos,  and  Negros  againft 
both,  and  all  againft  the  poore  Indians  ;  fo  that  the  faftions,  which  were  amongft  the  Indians 
of  Tlaxcalaand  Mexico,  were  Cortez  (the  iirftSpanifh  conquerour)  his  belt  advantage  to  con- 
quer that  land  with  500  or  600  men  -,  fo  no  doubt  but  their  prefent  faftions  may  bee 
any  other  nation's  advantage  to  conquer  them  againe.  And  if  at  the  lirft  arrivail  any 
nation  fl:iall  proclaime  liberty  to  Mullatos,  Negros  and  Indians,  for  fuch  a  liberty  they 
would  joyne  with  them  againft  the  Spaniards,  as  I  have  often  heard  them  fay,  when  there 
I  lived. 

7.  Of  all  iflands  neere  unto  the  continent,  none  like  unto  Hifpaniola  and  Cuba.  Hifpa- 
niola  was  the  Spaniards  firft  plantation,  and  therefore  would  bee  to  them  a  bad  omen  to 
beginne  to  loofe  that,  which  they  firft  enjoyed.  This  ifland  is  not  one '  quarter  of  it  in- 
habited, and  fo  more  eafie  to  take,  there  being  few  in  it.  The  riches  not  being  comparable 
with  thofe  of  themaine  are  the  caufe,  that  fo  few  inhabite  it ;  and  there  being  no  Jeluitesin 
it  (who  commonly  are  found  in  the  richeft  citties  and  countries)  is  a  figne  of  no  great 
treafure  •,  yett  ginger,  hides  and  fugar  are  there,  and  fome  doe  talke  of  mines  of  filver 
formerly  dif covered.  The  taking  of  this  iland  would  bee  a  terrour  to  the  Spaniards,  and 
a  meanes  to  keepe  them  much  in  awe  upon  the  maine  ;  yett  if  not  feconded  with  a  fpeedy 
landing  upon  fome  part  of  the  maine,  it  might  alarme  tjiem  there  to  ftrengthen  themfelves 
more  than  ever  yett  they  had  done.  Cuba  is  not  fo  big,  yett  as  rich  or  richer.  At  the 
chiefe  towne  of  Havana  it  is  very  ftrong  with  caftles,  yett  upon  the  river  of  Matanzos,  a 
people  may  fett  afhore  a  confiderable  party  to  march  by  land  to  Havana.  Into  thLs  river 
of  Matanzos  did  the  Hollanders  drive  the  Spanifti  galeons,  and  followed  them  up  the  river 
a  little  way  when  they  tooke  their  plate  from  them,  and  might  have  landed  as  eafily  as  the 
Spaniards  landed  to  fave  their  lives,  and  might  have  marched  to  Havana,  which  is  not 
much  above  a  dales  march  from  thence.  Thus  with  a  fleet  at  fea  before  the  caftle,  or  in 
fight  to  terrific,  and  a  party  by  land  on  the  backe  of  Havana,  that  ftrong  place  might 
bee  gained,  and  the  caftles  ftarved,  and  with  Havana  all  the  iland  conquered,  which  is  the 
key  of  all  the  Indias. 

8.  In  all  the  continent  there  is  no  place  eafier  to  land  in  then  Honduras  in  Golpho  Dulce, 
wherein  may  ride  above  500  fhips,  and  at  the  coming  in  may  bee  ftrengthened  for  the  pre- 
fent upon  two  rockes,  which  the  Spaniards  yett  never  did.  From  this  Golpho,  alias 
called  Puerto  de  Cavallos,  there  are  not  full  threefcore  leagues  to  Guatemala,  the  chiefe  court 
and  citty  of  that  country.  The  chiefe  trouble  is  the  firft  two  dales  up  the  mountaines,  yet 
open  and  paffable,  where  mules  laden  with  jarres  of  wines  from  Spaine  doe  every  yeare  goe 
up  without  lofTe  or  danger.  Up  the  hills  there  is  cattle  enough,  and  about  tJie  country 
»  plenty  to  victual  1000  fhips.  In  the  way  to  Guatemala  there  are  Indian  townes,  efpecially 
Acazabaftlan,  where  provifion  of  fifli  and  flefh  may  bee  had,  and  Indians  to  lead,  and  guide, 
and  carry  on  provifions.  Further,  before  wee  come  to  Guatemala  is  the  valley  of  Mixco 
and  Finola  and  Petapa,  where  is  wheat  enough  gi'owing,  farmes  of  fugar,  cattle,  and  ftore 
of  fifh  from  the  lake  of  Petapa,  of  which  country  the  language  in  part  hath  been  printed 
by  mee,  and  is  not  yet  forgotten.  The  citty  of  Guatemala  did  in  my  time  lie  open  without 
any  defence  of  walls,  guns,  or  bulwarkcs,  confifting  of  about  five  hundred  inhabitants  ne- 
ver praftized  to  fighting.  Cinifters  are  in  it  extraordinary.  The  taking  of  this  citty  would 
bee  the  fubduing  and  bringing  in  of  at  the  leaft  three  hundred  leagues  on  both  fides  ;  for 
towards  Nicaragua  and  Cofta-Rica,  and  fo  by  land  to  Panama,  the  Spaniard  cannot  raife 
1000  fighting  men,  and  fcarce  armes  that  way  to  arme  500  or  600.  Northward  towards 
Mexico  to  the  Chiapa  (fourfcore  leagues  from  Guatemala)  the  Spaniards  are  very  thinne,  and 
not  able  to  raife  200  men  ;  i"o  that  this  country  being  taken,  and  immediately  a  fupply 
coming  from  Virginia,  New  England,  and  Barbatlocs,  the  country  would  foone  be  peopled 
and  ftrong  to  defend  themfelves  from  any  ftrength  coming  againft  them  from  Mexico, 
which  is  300  leagues  off".  Guatemala  taken,  the  South  Sea  may  bee  commanded  ;  which 
in  fome  places  is  but  one  daie's  journey  from  Guatemala.  But  a  weeke's  journey  from  thence 
there  is  a  haven  called  Realexo  upon  the  South  Sea,  and  another  nearer  called  La  Trinidad, 
where  fome  fmall  fliips  come  from  Peru,  which  may  eafily  bee  taken,  there  being  no  caftles 
in  them ;  and  all  about  that  country  there  is  ftore  of  timber  for  the  building  of  fhips, 
5  which 
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which  our  nation  may  foone  fett  out  to  mailer  the  South  Sea  and  Panama,  and  fo  down-  A.  D.  1654= 
wards  to  Peru  ;  but  much  more,  if  from  the  Eaft  Indias  a  fmall  fquadron  of  fhips   fhould  ^^^"V^J 
come  to  joyne  with  them.     Chiapa  being  taken  in,  then  a  province  called  Zoques  (where 
is  the  chiefefl  cochinill)  mull  needs  yeeld,  they  being  moll  Indian  townes,  and  but  here  and 
there  fome  few  llragling  Spaniards. 

9.  For  the  better  conferving  and  keeping  of  Chiapa  and  Zoques,  notice  may  bee  taken 
of  a  great  river  called  Tabafco,  which  comes  up  to  the  country  from  the  North  Sea,  and 
entreth  into  the  country  a  little  above  the  haven  of  Mexico,  called  Vera  Cruz,  and  runneth 
up  to  the  province  of  Guaxaca,  fourefcore  leagues  from  Chiapa,  and  to  Zoques  ;  downe 
which  river  the  Spaniards  in  boates  fend  their  cochinill,  hydes,  and  iligars,  to  Vera  Cruz. 
A  fquadron  of  fhips  riding  about  Vera  Cruz  and  the  mouth  of  Tabafco  may  terrific 
much,  yea,  may  fend  up  in  boates  a  party  of  mufquetiers,  (if  they  can  endure  there  a 
little  heat  (as  myfelfe  did  and  the  Spaniards  doe)  who  may  much  harme  that  way  the  coun- 
trey,  while  above  a  ftronger  party  hath  mattered  Zoques  :  but  in  this  cafe,  care  mull  bee 
taken,  and  watch  had  over  fome  parts,  where  by  the  river  fide  are  trees  thicke  and  fit  for 
an  ambufcado. 

10.  All  this  country  is  much  corrupted  with  fin,  and  occafions  to  frnne  and  loofenefife  are 
great,  which  the  lewd  Spaniards  have  brought  in  am.ongft  the  Indians  ;  and  therefore  fuch 
as  goe  thither  mull  bee  well  principled  in  points  of  honeily  ;  otherwife  they  may  foone  bee 
enfnared,  and  fall  from  God,  and  loofing  him  loofe  againe,  what  by  his  bleffing,  helpe, 
and  favour,  may  bee  eafily  gotten,  and  fo  gotten  may  much  redound  to  the  glory  of  God, 
to  the  enriching  of  this  commonv/ealth,  to  the  pulling  downe  the  ftout  hearts  of  the  ftout 
houfe  of  Auftria,  to  the  ruining  and  utter  fall  of  Romilh  Babylon,  and  to  the  converfion  of 
thofe  poore  and  fimple  Indians. 

1 1 .  This  country  being  taken,  Jucatan  may  bee  confidered  and  Camipeche,  which  hath  for- 
merly been  eafily  taken  by  us  and  the  Hollanders,  and  foone  left.  A  fmall  party  may  mailer 
that ;  and  it  is  confiderable,  becaufe  it  joynes  neere  to  Zoques,  and  is  continent  with  Hon- 
duras and  Guatemala.  Though  in  fome  places  towards  Guatemala  there  are  barbarous  Indians, 
which  the  Spanyards  never  yett  conquered,  yett  may  by  this  time  have  conquered  them  ; 
for  at  my  being  there,  it  was  their  thoughts  to  doe  it  (but  a  fufficient  number  of  fighting 
men  could  not  bee  found)  for  the  better  and  neerer  commerce  between  that  part  of  Guate- 
m.ala,  which  is  more  remote,  by  Golpho  Duke.  Five  hundered  men  will  doe  much  upon 
this  place.  And  all  this  will  bee  eafie,  when  once  footing  is  fett  upon  the  country  of 
Guatemala,  and  doubtlefie  at  fuch  a  report,  Barbadoes  (which  may  afford  to  fuch  a  worke  ten 
thoufand  fighting  men,  as  I  have  been  informed  by  letters  from  thence  five  yeares  agoe) 
and  Virginia,  and  New  England^  and  other  plantations,  which  are  even  worne  out,  and 
have  but  droflTe  for  that  treafure,  but  copper  for  that  gold,  but  dirt  for  thofe  riches  now 
ready  to  our  hands,  will  flocke  thither  with  fpeed,  to  further  fuch  a  glorious  worke,  which 
may  bee  a  WoAe  of  one  halfe  yeare,  if  vigoroufly  afted,  and  the  places  named  taken  in 
immediately  one  after  another,  before  the  Spaniards  can  joyne  any  forces,  or  any  fupplies 
•come  from  Spaine,  which  can  hardly  bee  done  by  that  king,  having  at  prefent  fo  many 
yrons  in  the  fire  here  in  Europe.  The  next  yeare  thoughts  may  rife  higher  (when  neigh- 
bours and  friends  are  come  to  joyne  with  us,)  and  carry  to  Mexico  northward,  or  to  Peru 
fouthward,  where  are  the  cheifell  mines. 

12.  Nothing  can  be  afted  upon  the  maine  land  untill  Oftober;  at  the  begining  of  which, 
moneth  begineth  there  the  fummer,  and  lafteth  till  May,  after  which  till  Odlober  againe 
the  raines  and  the  fhov/ers  arc  foe  great  and  daily,  that  they  will  make  the  mountaines  at 
ieaft  almoft  unpaffable.  The  heates  fo  feared  by  our  Englilh  are  not  foe  great  within  the 
land  as  in  Barbados,  where  wee  live  well,  except  fome  places  and  marrifhes  neere  the  South 
Sea  and  the  river  of  Tabafco,  and  one  place  called  Chiapa  de  Indios,^  where  yett  I  lived 
with  much  health,  as  alfo  doe  the  Spaniards  there,  and  many  places  there  are  as  cold  as  it 
is  here  in  England. 

Thefe  few  obfervations  (having  efpied,  as  Jofeph  Egipt,  that  fat  and  rich  country)  I 
thought  it  my  duty  to  prefent  unto  your  highnelTe,  as  did  formerly  Columbus  prefent  unto 
king  Henry  the  feventh  his  difcovery  of  the  rich  part  of  the  world,  which  then  was  not  re- 
garded. God  would  not  make  that  prince  fuch  an  inllrument  for  the  advancing  his  glory, 
as  hee  hath  made  your  highneflfe.  The  Lord  grant,  that  your  faith  may  yett  bee  aftive 
abroad,  as  well  as  at  home.  The  Lord  grant,  that  yett  you  may  ride  on  profperoufly, 
conquering  and  to  conquer.  The  Lord  make  your  highnelTe,  as  our  protestor,  fo  alfo  a 
proteftor  of  thofe  poore  Indians,  which  want  protection  from  the  cruelties  of  the  Spaniards. 
The  Lord  make  your  highnelTe  yett  his  inllrument,  for  the  enriching  of  this  poore  ifland  -, 
and  the  Lord,  who  is  rich  in  mercy,  inrich  your  foule  with  the  fpiritual  riches  of  his  grace, 
which  is,  and  ever  Ihall  bee,  the  conftant  prayer  of.

A.  D.  1654.  T  TPON  any  defign  out  of  England  upon  the  Spaniards  in  the  V/eft  Indies,  it  feemeth 
(_/"y'>sJ    v-/    to  be  moft  advifeable,  that  the  general  ftiould  land  in  Barbados  with  2000  men  in 
V .  XXIV.  p.  8.  November,  if  he  can,  where  he  Ihall  be  fure  to  double  his  number.     With  thefc  let   him 
fail  to  Trinidado,  and  take  the  town  of  St.  Jofeph's,  which  is  garrifoned  with   100  Spani- 
ards ;  which  being  done,  give  the  town  to  the  natives  to  oblige  them  ;  and  the  rather,  be- 
caufe  it  will  be  dangerous  to  leave  any  Engliflh  there,  by  reafon  of  the  unhealthfulnefs  of 
the  foil  ;  for  it  is  feated  in  the  mouth  of  Oronoque,  which  (as  great  rivers  do  in  England) 
makes  it  fickly.     After  this   advance  up  the  river  of  Oronoque,  and  take  St.  Thomas, 
which  is  garrifoned   with  about  200  Spaniards,  and  leave  fome  Englilh,  and  build  fome 
fconces  in  convenient  and  commanding  places  of  the  river,  and  put  colonies  in  them.     It 
were  convenient  to  leave  1000  men  in  feveral  places  on  the  river,  under  a  well  tempered 
governor,  who  may  praftife  on  the  Indians,  and  as  he  finds  them  advance,    to  arm  them. 
By  fea  from  Spain  can  this  place  only  be  attempted  ;  for  it  is  to  windward  of  all  his  colonies 
in  the  Indies,  and  by  land  he  dares  not  come,  by  reafon  the  Indians  are  his  enemies.  There- 
fore you  are  in  this  only  to  confider,  how  able  the  Spaniard  is  at  home,  and  make   provi- 
fion  againfl  him  accordingly.     From  hence  you  may  attempt  Margarita  with  3000  men, 
where  you  may  undoubtedly  receive  2000  more  from  the  Leeward  iflands,  in  cafe  order  be 
taken  for  their  tranfporting.     At  this  ifland  you  may  probably  meet  with   500  fighting 
men,  befides  flaves,  who  are  the  divers  or  fifliers  for  pearl.     This  place  you  are  to  garrifon, 
it  being  very  healthful,  though   barren.     From  hence   you   may  advance   to   Comana, 
Carracas,  Venezuela   upon  the   river  of  Marecay,  and  fo  to  the  river  of  Rio  Grand,  and 
if  occafion  ferves,  to  Carthagena.     Thefe  things  are  very  eafily  compafled  ;  for  one  Jackfon 
in  a  roving  voyage  about  8  years  fince  landed  in  Margarita,  alarmed  all  that  coaft,  went 
by  Marecay,  and  lived  7  weeks  in  the  country,  having  but  800  men,  and  in  all  that  time 
faw  no  confiderable  enemy.     Befides  the  Dutch  have  lived  many  years  in  a  little  ifland  called 
Corozao  with  a  fmall  colony,  which  is  as  it  were  in  their  bofoms  ;  arguments  enough  of 
the  Spaniards  weaknefs  -,  fo  that  make  yourfelves  mailers  of  that  fea,  and  there  is  no  fear  or 
caufe  of  doubt  to  fucceed.     All  this  coaft  is  full  of  horfes  and  cattle,  the  climate  healthfijj, 
the  land  fruitful  ;  the  inland    full  of  Indians,  fome  as  yet  unconquered  by  the  Spaniards, 
whither  in  a  Ihort  time  all  the  families  of  the  Leeward  iflands  will  come,  and  many  thou-, 
fands  from  other  places  without  your  care  or  charge. 

Reafons  why  it  is  better  to  fettle  Terra  Firma,  that  is  the  main  above-mentioned,  rather 

than  the  iflands,   are  thefe  : 

1 .  Becaufe  the  iflands  are  inhabited  only  with  Spaniards,  and  by  them  very  inconfider- 
ably  ;  fo  that  if  you  go  there,  you  will  find  little  more  than  land  and  trees,  and  your  bufinefs 
will  be  only  to  clear  ground,  build  houfes,  plant,  and  make  inclofures  ;  a  work  of  great  toil, 

1  long  time,  and  exceflive  charge,  of  which  the  old  planters  are  very  fenfible :  whereas  on 

the  main  you  will  meet  with  good  towns,  well  peopled,  with  a  few  Spaniards  and  many 
Indians,  whom  they  keep  in  flavery,  and  who  very  probably  will  be  faithful  to  milder 
mafters. 

2.  The  iflands  muft  be  inhabited  wholly  by  Englifli,  (for  the  Spaniards  will  not  ferve  un- 
der them  ;)  which  may  too  much  exhauft  our  native  country  of  men,  and  render  us  weak 
at  home ;  but  on  the  main  you  have  Indians  to  praftife  on,  who,  without  difpute,  will  by 
politic  and  rational  means  be  as  fo  many  hands  gained  to  the  commonwealth. 

3.  The  returns  from  the  iflands  will  be  fo  fmall  and  fo  flow,  in  regard  they  are  to  be 
produced  by  the  labour  of  the  planter,  that  it  will  beget  impatience  in  the  adventurers,  and 
perhaps  a  total  defertion  of  the  defign  •,  whereas  from  the  main  you  will  prefently  be 
mafl:ers  of  gold,  filver,  and  pearl,  befides  hides  and  tallow,  and  the  prefent  commodities 
arifing  from  the  many  fettled  plantations  there. 

4.  By  fettling  the  iflands  you  provoke  the  Spaniard,  but  do  not  at  all  difable  him  of 
his  revenge  ;  but  by  fettling  on  the  main,  you  do  not  only  take  from  him  the  benefit  of 
his  pearl,  and  the  mines  of  gold  and  filver  already  open,  but  alfo  hinder  the  paflTage  of  his 
treafure  from  Pem,  and  lay  Peru  fairly  open  to  an  invafion. 

5.  By  fettling  the  iflands  you  do  not  at  all  impede  his  correfpondence  with  his  other  co- 
lonies, fo  that  he  is  ftill  free  and  at  large  to  advife  and  execute  all  things,  as  if  you  were 
not  there  ;  but  by  fettling  on  the  main  you  cut  off^  his  correfpondence  from  Peru  and  all 
South  America,  fo  that  he  cannot  fupply  them  from  Spain  ;  by  which  means  they  muft 
of  neceflity  have  all  their  commodeties  from  you  ;  and  how  that  may  work,  and  what  in- 
telligences that  may  produce  among  them,  may  eafily  be  imagined,

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I  propofe  the  river  of  Oronoque  to  be  firft  fettled  for  thefe  reafons.  A.  D.    1654, 

1.  Becaufe  it  is  one  of  the  greatefl  rivers  in  the  Indies,  into  which  falleth  for  1 000  leagues  L/"VNJ 
running  a  great  number  of  navigable  rivers,  on  the  banks  whereof  are  an  infinite  number 

of  naked  Indians  of  feveral  nations  and  languages,  differing  both  in  manners  and  intereft, 
on  whom  great  advantages  may  in  a  fhort  time  be  made  •,  and  by  their  affiftance  more 
may  be  done  than  ever  Cortez  did  in  Mexico  by  the  aid  of  the  Tlaxcallans. 

2.  Becaufe  it  iyeth  but  three  days  fail  from  Barbados,  and  you  may  probably  in  4  or  5 
days  return  thence  to  Barbados  ;  {o  that  if  the  worft  happen,  the  retreat  is  from  thence 
apparent,  which  will  engage  the  more  confiderate  men  the  fooner  to  undertake  it. 

3.  We  have  already  a  colony  at  Surinam  on  the  fame  continent,  of  about  600  men,  be- 
fides  women  and  children,  who  will  readily  quit  that  place  to  come  where  the  beavers  are. 

4.  You  will  prefently  command  a  great  part  of  the  Barbados  fugar,  by  the  fales  of  the 
cattle,  horfes  and  mules,  which  you  may  with  eafe  tranfport  thither. 

5.  The  nearnefs  of  this  colony. to  Barbados  will  be  a  good  ftrengthening  and  countenance 
to  each  other ;  and  if  by  chance  of  war  you  may  fail  in  the  more  leeward  atchievements, 
yet  this  river  may  be  kept,  which  in  fhort  time  will  yield  fufficient  anfwer  for  the  hazard 
and  charge  laid  out  upon  it. 

6.  The  advantage  of  the  rivers,  the  eafy  tranfport,  in  boats,  of  men,  arms,  and  ammunition, 
provifions,  and  other  luggage,  and  the  great  advantage  you  have  on  the  Spaniards  in  that 
element,  are  principal  motives  to  advife  fettling  on  the  river  windward,  and  the  others  ©f 
Marecay  and  Rio  Grand  leeward. 

7.  The  great  ufe  that  may  be  made  of  the  naked  Indians,  in  planting,  trading,  and    ' 
other  neceflkries,  in  time  of  peace,  and  the  helping  the  Englifh   in  time  of  war,  are  no 
mean  confiderations. 

8.  Barbados  lieth  very  convenient  to  be  the  magazine  of  all  neceffaries,  untill  Oronoque 
be  fecurely  fettled  ;  and  there  the  fick  men  may  be  recovered,  and  the  found  refrelhed  after 
the  voyage  from  England. 

9.  Having  the  Indian  to  friend  you,  you  may  fafely  correfpond  with  the  other  garrifons 
at  Caraccas,  or  elfewhere  on  the  Terra  Firma. 

This  I  hold  to  be  the  bell  defign.  Of  the  iflands  I  hold  Cuba  to  be  the  beft,  only  by 
reafon  of  the  Havannah  there  feated,  which  may  be  called  the  back  door  of  the  Indies,  the 
Spaniard  being  inforced  to  difimbogue  that  way ;  with  whom  you  may  fpeak,  when  he 
goes  home  with  his  treafure. 

As  to  the  arms,  &c. 

1.  I  would  have  a  fleet  ftrong  enough  to  beat  the  Spanifh  armado  ;  and  let  the  frigats 
be  good  failors,  fuch  as  will  fland  neareft  the  wind  ;  for  which  purpofe  the  keels  fhould  be 
fharp  and  deep ;  let  them  be  well  viflualled,  the  beef  well  falted,  and  the  beer^well  boil'd  i 
for  we  have  found  it  by  experience,  that  it  is  the  corrupt  viduals,  not  the  climate,  that 
caufeth  ficknefs. 

2.  Let  not  too  many  foldiers  be  put  upon  a  veffel,  to  prevent  peftering;  and  ifpoflible, 
let  the  men  be  taken  aboard  at  Plymouth  or  Falmouth. 

3.  Let  your  Ihips  have  double  rigging,  tackle,  and  fails,  &c.  for  the  voyage  is  long,  and 
we  have  no  fupplies  in  thefe  parts. 

4.  Let  there  be  100  good  wherries,  which  you  at  London  call  light  horfemen,  and  fome  6 
oar  barges,  which  will  be  of  very  great  ufe  in  the  river,  to  fetch  up  the  Indians  canoes 
and  pereagoas,  which  proved  very  advantageous  to  the  colony  at  Surinam. 

5.  Let  the  land  foldiers  be  provided  with  mufl<et  and  pike  and  other  defenfive  arms,  as 
if  you  were  to  attempt  France^  Spain,  or  Italy,  for  the  country  is  not  hotter  than  either ; 
but  that  a  man  may  endure  the  carriage  of  arms  here,  as  well  as  there.  Let  there  be  a 
good  train  of  artillery,  granadoes,  petars,  and  other  fireworks,  and  alfo  engineers,  and  all 
other  neceffary  officers  of  that  kind. 

6.  Let  there  be  arms  for  1000  horfe,  and  for  two  companies  of  curafliers  complete. 

7.  Their  clothing  maybe  fhirts,  fhoes,  and  drawers  •,  and  it  would  do  well,  if  you  did 
buy  hammocks  for  them,  which  come  from  you  ;  which  I  underftand  may  be  had  about 
Briitol.     For  thefe  in  the  Indies  take  no  care,  for  they  are  already  provided  with  them. 

8.  Be  fure  to  have  enough  of  mattocks,  Ihovels,  fpades,  pick-axes,  wheelbarrows,  axes, 
carpenters,  coopers,  and  mafons  tools ;  faws  of  all  forts,  and  the  like. 

Laftly,  it  will  be  necefiary,  if  the  perfon  who  fhall  command  in  chief  of  thefe  forces, 
have  a  power  to  command  all  the  governors  of  the  Engiifh  in  any  part  of  America  ;  and 
that  his  highnefs's  orders  be  direfted  to  them  to  that  purpofe  :  and  though  I  verily  believe, 
that  every  man  will  be  forward  to  embark  on  this  defign,  yet  it  is  wifdom  to  have  a  power 
of  preffing,  which  on  fome  extraordinary  occafions  may  be  made  ufe  of. 

Thus  I  have  laid  open  a  defign  of  as  much  eafe  to  obtain,  and  of  as  much  honour  and 
wealth  in  the  enjoyment,  as  can  be  probably  imagined.

WHO  faith,  that  he  hath  lain  in  and  about  London  fince  Auguft  laft  was  a  twelve  v.xxii.  p.  13. 
rrjonth  about  his  own  affairs,  and  efpecially  to  fell  Ibme  goods  he  brought 
with  him  out  of  Virginia,  to  his  beft  advantage,  and  to  buy  other  goods  to  fend  to  the 
fame  place.  And  he  being  told,  that  he  was  taken,  as  being  fufpefted  tjo  have  a  hand  in 
the  late  plot  with  Jerratt  and  others ;  and  being  now  again  afl<ed,  what  his  anfwer  was 
then,  he  faith'  it  was  much  to  the  fame  purpofe  as  before.  And  being  queftioned,  where- 
fore he  bought  horfemens  arms,  he  replied,  that  he,  bought  them  to  be  fent  into  Virginia, 
for  the  ufe  of  that  plantation  ;  the  number  of  which  arms  he  faith  is  contained  in  two 
papers,  which  were  found  about  him  upon  his  apprehenfion,  the  greateft  part  whereof  do 
remain  with  one  mr.  Cuftis,  a  merchant  in  Lime-ftreet,  and  the  other  part  of  the  arms  he 
faith  are  fent  to  Virginia,  inthe  fliip  whereof  captain  Whitty  is  mafter,  and  Avere  put  on  board 
by  one  mr.  Ludwell,  who  went  in  the  fame  ftiip,  which  ftiip  went  from  England  about  a  month 
ago.

And  being  demanded,  whether  he  hath  any  arms  befides  thofe  at  mr.  Cuftis's  houfe, 
he  faith,  he  hath  not.  And  being  afl<ed,  what  was  meant  by  writing  mr.  Tomlyns 
debitor  upon  the  top  of  the  paper,  and  who  that  mr.  Tomlyns  was,  he  faith,  that  mr. 
Tomlins  is  now  dwelling  in  Virginia,  and  went  from  hence  thither  about  twelve  months 
fince ;  fmce  which  time  he  hath  not]been  here  -,  but  faith,  that  by  diredtion  from  mr.  Tomlyns 
he  received  250I.  for  buying  the  commodities  mentioned  in  the  faid  paper;  and  that  the 
faid  money  was  brought  to  him  by  a  porter,  whom  he  knows  not ;  nor  doth  he  know  from 
what  place  he  brought  it ;  only  he  figned  a  receipt  for  the  money  to  the  faid  mr.  Tomlyns, 
which  he  gave  to  the  porter.  And  being  afterwards  afked,  whether  he  knew  not  from 
whom  the  faid  money  was  fent,  he  now  faith,  that  as  he  remembers,  the  faid  money 
was  fent  from  one  mr.  Philmore,  who  was  then  in  London,  but  is  fmce  gone  to  Virginia, 

'  as  he  believes.     And  being  afked,  to  what  place  he  went,  when  he  left  his  lodging  at  the 

Temple,  he  faith,  he  went  to  the  lady  Newport's,  where  he  lay  till  faturday  laft,  when  he 
went  to  mr.  Glover's.  And  being  aflced,  why  he  went  to  mr.  Glover's,  he  faid  he  did  it 
to  fecure  himfelf  from  his  creditors,  and  to  fee  mr.  Glover's  ftilling  works.  And  faith,  that 
he  hath  fold  his  chamber  at  the  Temple  to  one  mr.  Frogmorton,  but  that  no  body  lies  in 
it  for  the  prefent.  And  being  afked,  whether  he  hath  any  acquaintance  with  the  lord 
Willoughby,  he  faith,  he  hath,  and  that  he  hath  fpoken  with  his  lordfhip  feveral  times  of  late 
about  tranfplanting  of  mulberry  trees  out  of  Virginia  to  Surinam,  and  fettling  of  plantations 
for  filk  in  Virginia,  and  that  he  had  no  difcourfe  with  him  of  any  other  bufinefs  that  he  re- 
members. And  being  afked,  what  meetings  he  had  had  with  mr.  Cuftis  and  mr.  Glover, 
he  faith,  he  hath  had  feveral  meetings  with  them,  in  particular  at  mr.  Croane's  houfe  on 
faturday  lafl,  where  they  three  and  one  mr.  Tomlyns  dined  together,  which  Tomlyns  he 
faith  is  a  kinfman  of  the  aforenamed  mr.  Tomlins  in  Virginia  ;  and  that  the  occafion  of 
their  meeting  was  about  their  Virginia  bufinefs,  wherein  this  mr.  Tomlyns  in  England  hath 
no  fhare  at  all ;  but  being  there  as  one  of  his  acquaintance,  he  procured  for  him  50  1.  in 
gold  for  fo  much  filver;  which  50 1.  in  filver  mr.

place,  where  I  doubted  not  but  that  my  difpatch  woulde  have  bin  as  quick  as  my  call 
from  the  North  was  unexpefted  ;  whereunto  I  hope  the  readinefaof  my  obedience  and  tedi- 
oufnefs  of  attendance  hath  in  fum  acceptable  meafure  anfwered  your  highnefle's  expefta- 
tions,  for  which  I  ftill  ftand  bounde  to  ad  to  my  former  endevours  fuch  frelli  evidences  of 
my  fidelity,  as  may,  I  hope,  fatisfye  the  moft  curious  inquirers  into  my  adlions. 

And  though,  my  lorde,  noe  innocency  can  be  foe  confidently  fecure,  but  without  be- 
traynge  itfelfe  it  may  lawfully  wilh  to  ftand  in  the  eye  of  favour,  yet  I  truft  my  behaviour 
hitherto  hath  been  futch,  as  before  difenterefted  judges  will  beare  mee  up  againft  the  re- 
portes  or  mifreprefentations  of  all  delators.

Browne  of  Bentley  in  Derbyfhire ;  which  wee  readily  obferved,  and 

have  feazed  on  three  trunks,  wherein  was  ^,6  cafe  of  piftolls,  with  feaven    blunderbufifes* 

One  of  the  cafe  being  extraordinary  good,  I  made  bould  to  fend  it  to  his  highnes  by  the 

bearer;  the  other  are  ordinary.     Wee  have  alfoe  feazed  the  perfons  of  mr.  Walter  Vernon 

and  mr.  Browne,  and  have  with  the  armes  brought  them  to  my  quarters  in  Coventry ;  they 

both  denying  the  knowledg  of  any  fuch  perfons,  as  the  letters  mention,  which  came  with 

the  trunks,  one  whereof  to  mr.  Vernon  was  fent  you  by  the  aforefaid  Yates,  the  other 

is  this  inclofed  ;  but  wee  find  by  good  intelligence,   that  the   moft  likely  perfon  to  have 

defigned  this  bufines  to  bee  one  mr.  Edward  Vernon,  fonn  to  fir  Edward  Vernon  of  Sit- 

bury  in  Derbyfhire,  fometimes  col.  for  the  king.

Saturday,'  the  i  3  th  of  January  1654.     [N.  S.] 


V.xxii.  p.  83.  rr^HE  Englifh  poft  is  not  arrived  fince  my  former.  You  have  hence,  that  the  laft 
A  funday  in  the  afternoon  one  mr.  Andrew  White,  whofe  brother  liveth  the're  with  mr. 
de  Barriere,  and  another  called  don  Ricardo  White,  that  alfo  liveth  in  Madrid,  who  arrived 
here  that  fame  day  both  together  went  to  his  eminence,  being  then  in  the  Louvre,  with 
whom  they  were  in  conference  two  or  three  hours,  giving  an  account  of  their  fervices  and 
fidelities  to  this  crown  ;  but  after  they  took  their  leave^of  his  faid  eminence,  before  they 

were 
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were  down  the  ftairs,  were  both  arrefted  and  committed  to  theBaftiJe,  where  they  are  now,  A.  D.  i6 
and  I  believe  will  be  this  good  while  to  come.     All  their  papers  were  feized  upon,  wherein  ^.y''^/'~\J 
they  found,  that  they  gave  intelligence  of  all  the  defigns  vifible,  that  this  court  had  againft 
the  enemy  for  the  next   campaign,  which  they  confeffed   plainly  themfelves  ;    and   their 
reafon  for  it  was,  to  get  more  intelligence  from  the  enemies  by  that  means,  for   the  good 
of  France;  but  I  believe  all  will  not  excufe  them.     It  reflefts  much  upon  the  furintendant, 
who  drew  into  favour  this  White,  and  paid  him  out  of  the  king's  monies  400  piftoles 
by  the  year  ;   and  his  eminency  wondered  he  could  not   be   contented  with  that,  but  he 
muft  play  the  knave.     Another  younger  brother,  that  came  from  Spain  a  while  ago  with 
Chriftopher  O  Bryan,  is  committed  too.     So  they  be  three  up  together.     Sunday   morn- 
ing Andrew  fent  to  the  cardinal,  defiring   to  fpeak  with  him  of  a  bufinefs  of  high  con- 
fequence.     What  it  is  I  know  not,  but  Andrew  in  the  afternoon  on  funday  was  conveyed 
to  the  Cardinal  -,  and  after  his  difcourfe  was  fent  back  again.     So  the  matter  ftands  as  yet. 
I  hear  they  were  to  get  6000  Irifh  foldiers  out  of  France,  for  which  a  fund   is  made  to  be 
pundbaally  paid  in  Flanders  and  in  Spain.     Their  papers  may  ruin  them. 

The  king  and  cardinal  are  at  Bois  de  Vincennes  fince  monday  laft,  and  will  come  home 
this  night. 

I  do  hear,  that  among  the  papers  of  the  above  gentlemen  were  found  fome  letters  of 
exchange  of  7  or  800  piftoles  appertaining  to  the  brother,  that  came  from  Spain,  who  is 
the  mafter  of  all  the  reft. 

The  ordinary  poft  of  Rome  is  not  yet  arrived.  On  yefternight  late  arrived  an  extraor- 
dinary courier  from  Rome  with  letters  to  the  king,  and  many  others,  that  the  Pope  could 
not  live  but  two  hours  after  he  departed  Rome ;  fo  it's  fure  he  died,  he  being  fick  only 
ten  days.  The  courier  parted  Rome  the  28  laft  month,  and  the  day  before  that  day  all  the 
phyficians  quitted  his  holinefs,  and  gave  him  over  as  a  man  not  able  to  hold  longer.  The  fame 
tlay  he  confeffed,  received,  and  had  extreme  unftion,  &c.  The  28th  Donna  Olympia  had  a 
confiftory  of  cardinals  before  him,  which  propofed  and  defired  the  advice  of  his  holinefs, 
who  ftiould  be  pope  after  him.  He  left  all  to  their  eleffion.  Then  fome  body  propofed 
cardinal  Medicis,  to  which  his  holinefs  objedted,  and  propofed  Cardinal  Sforza ;  but  he  being 
not  able  to  difcourfe,  left  all  to  themfelves. 

All  that  day  the  convents  were  going  in  procefTion  to  mount  Cavallo,  praying  for  the 
pope,  and  praying  God  to  fend  them  another  good  pope  -,  for  which  fure  there  will  be  a 
bruit.  His  holinefs  has  fet  at  liberty  all  the  prifoners  of  confequence,  that  were  in  the  caftle 
of  St.  Angelo,  and  reftored  the  government  of  Rome  to  Pamphilio  again.  All  the  faftions 
now  in  Rome  will  be  by  the  ears  to  fee  which  fhould  prevail ;  of  which  more  by  the  time. 
We  have  by  the  laft  letters  from  Grenoble  great  complaints  of  the  Englifh  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean feas.  Alfo  by  the  laft  from  Bretagne,  that  fix  merchant  ftiips  French  belonging  to 
thofe  of  St.  Malos  were  driven  into  a  certain  fea  port,  that  belongs  to  Portugal^  where 
fome  of  the  Englifti  befieged  them  without,  and  refolved  to  have  them  for  themfelves  right 
or  wrong,  or  elfe  make  Portugal  pay  for  it,  if  it  does  in  any  way  defend  them.  We  long 
to  hear  any  thing  from  your  fleet  preparing  with  the  land  army,  to  know  where  it  goes ; 
yet  in  the  mean  time  we  do  not  give  over  to  fortify  all  our  places  near  the  fca,  for  fear  of 
any  fudden  undertaking. 

Here  all  is  quiet.  We  heard  nothing  from  prince  Conde,  or  his  forces,  fince  my  for- 
mer. We  hear  fome  plot  of  king  Charles  was  difcovered  there  of  late.  It  is  true,  the 
catholick  princes  of  Germany  are  refolved  not  to  give  any  more  relief  to  king  Charles,  be- 
caufe  he  hindered  his  brother  from  being  a  catholick,  and  making  his  fortune  in  France  ; 
but  now  I  hear  he  would  give  way  to  it  willingly,  to  regain  that  alTiftance  for  himfelf. 
But  I  am  not  certain,  whether  France  would  accept  of  him  now,  feeing  he  refufed  it 
once.  I  have  nothing  more  worth  your  hearing  at  this  time.  You  may  expedl  more  by  the

LAST  faturday  an  Irifhman  named  White  with  two  of  his  brothers,  which  were  lodged  v.xxii.  p.  91 
at  the  Palace,  were  imprifoned  here,  where  cardinal  Mazarin  having  fent  for  the  firft 
as  to  fpeak  unto  him,  he  was  no  fooner  at  the  gate  of  the  Louvre,  than  an  exempt  of  the 
king's  guard  obliged  him  to  take  coach,  and  brought  him  to  the  Baftile,  for  playing,  as  I 
am  informed,  a  double  part  in  fome  clofet  intrigues  his  eminency  ihtrufted  him  with  ;  it 
being  to  be  noted,  that  there  are  fix  brothers  reputed  for  as  many  fpies  difperfed  in  Eng- . 
land,  in  the  court  of  Spain,  and  in  Flanders,  whereof  the  lines  of  communication  did

A.  D.  1654.  all  meet  in  this  city,  as  in  the  centre  of  their  penfions.  I  hear  that  the  faid  prifoner's  pen- 
t/'V^J   iion  was  of  6000  livres  Tournois  well  pay'd. 

Sunday  we  received  news  from  Italy,  that  the  pope  was  fallen  fick  to  fuch  an  extremity, 
that  he  had  received  their  facrament,  and  exhorted  the  cardinals,  and  alfo  recalled  the  cardinal 
of  Aftally,  recommending  unto  his  kindred  to  maintain  union,  and  amongft  others  to  pre- 
pare themfelves  with  a  difinterefted  foul  for  a  new  eledlion,  as  though  he  was  dying.  This 
feems  not  well  for  cardinal  of  Retz,  in  the  likelihood  there  is,  that  a  new  pope  and  his  kin- 
dred will  be  a  hungry  people,  who  for  money  will  facrifice  his  intereft  unto  their  cove- 
toufnefs. 

Monday  the  king  went  a  hunting  into  the  Bois  de  Vincennes. 

Yefterday  the  rumour  was  through  Paris,  that  admiral  Blake  was  arrived  in  the  ifland  of 
Yeres  with  his  fleet,  which  troubled  the  Provinceaux  ;  but  as  yet  we  have  no  other  ground 
thereof,  than  that  of  a  letter  written  from  Grenoble  by  a  counfellor  of  that  parliament, 
who  faith  he  hath  received  the  news  thereof  from  Aix. 

Mr.  de  Langlade  will  not  go  to  Portugal,  for  a  certain  knight  is  to  go  in  his  ftead, 
which  I  fhall  name  hereafter. 

The  commiflloner  of  marine  hath  been  cafhiered,  who  had  caufed  the  fliips  of  chevalier 
Neufchaife  to  be  prepared,  by  reafon  he  had  not  made  the  expedition  hoped  for  •, 
and  thereupon  that  office  hath  been  given  unto  mr.  Colbert,  chancellor  of  cardinal 
Mazarin's  houfe. 

I  hear  they  have  at  laft  fealed  the  provifion  of  the  government  of  Guienne  in  the  be- 
half of  the  prince  of  Conti. 

The  laft  letters  from  Cologne  bear,  that  thieves  had  by  night  ftole  all  Charles  Stuart's 
plate  out  of  his  houfe,  as  he  flept.

the  "White-Hart-Inn  in  the  Parifh  of  St.  Giles.  And  this  examinate  faith,  that  according- 
ly he  did  direft  it  thus,  viz.  For  Mr.  William  Bowles  at  ^ir  Henry  Littleton '.f,  high  Jheriff 
cf  the  county  of  Worcefier.  And  being  afked,  who  did  buy  or  provide  the  things  contained 
in  the  chefts  and  hamper,  he  faith,  he  knows  not.  And  being  afked,  whether  mr.  Charles 
Littleton,  brother  to  fir  H^enry,  did  not,  or  elfe  the  faid  major  Norwood,  he  faith,  he  can- 
not tell,  but  faith,  that  the  faid  Charles  Littleton  was  then  in  town  about  his  brother's  bu- 
finefs, and  that  he  fpake  to  him  to  put  direftions  upon  the  chefts,  and  the  faid  major 
Norwood  upon  the  hamper  ;  but  what  was  contained  in  them,  or  who  they  were  that 
bought  that  which  was  in  them,  he  this  examinate  knoweth  not.  Lie  farther  faith,  that 
he  did  alio  direft  in  manner  aforcfaid,  as  he  remembers,  two  other  chefts  made  of  deal, 
which  were  of  about  the  fame  length  with  the  other,  and  heavy,  and  an  hamper,  and  alfo 
a  little  box  to  the  lady  •,  which  chefts,  hamper,  and  box  were  carried  down  by  Rofe,  a 
carrier  of  Bromefgrove,  the  week  before  chriftmas.  And  that  he  put  the  direction  upon 
them  by  the  defire  of  the  faid  mr.  Charles  Littleton  -,  but  doth  not  know  what  was  iathefe 
chefts,  but  fays,  there  were  faddles  for  fir  Henry  Littleton  and  his  fervants  in  the  hamper, 
and  two  gowns  in  the  box  for  the  lady  Littleton  and  her  fifter.  And  being  aflced,  what 
meetings  he  hath  had  of  late  with  the  faid  Norwood,  he  faith,  that  he  hath  been  with  him 
about  three  times  within  this  three  weeks  laft  paft  ;  twice  whereof  was  at  the  chamber  of 
the  faid  Norwood  in  the  Temple,  whither  the  faid  Norwood  fent  for  this  examinate  ;  and 
faith,  that  he  fent  for  him  to  defire  him  to  put  direftions  upon  the  hamper,  as  aforefaid  ; 
and  that  he  then  fpoke  with  him  about  nothing  elfe  ;  and  the  other  time  was  at  the  lodg- 
ings of  the  faid  mr.  Charles  Littleton  in  Covent-garden,  where  the  examinate  was,  wheri  , 
the  faid  mr.  Norwood  came  in,  but  had  no  difcourfe  with  him  at  all  at  that  time  ;  for  as 
foon  as  the  faid  Norwood  came  in,  he  this  examinate  went  away,  and  left  him  and  the 
faid  mr,  Littleton  together.

SAITH,  that  he  is  a  porter,  that  belongs  to  the  White-hart-inn  in  the  parifh  of  V. xxii.  p. 77; 
St.  Giles,  and  doth  take  in  goods  for  the  carriers  of  Warwickfhire  and  Worcefterfhire, 
efpecially  for  Henry  Cooke  and  Henry  Rofe,  carriers,  who  live  in  Bromefgrove  in  the 
county  of  Worcefter.  And  he  being  afked,  what  goods  the  faid  carriers,  or  either  of  them, 
have  of  late  carried  into  the  country,  he  faith,  that  Henry  Cooke  was  in  town  a  fortnight 
before  chriftmas  •,  and  that  amongft  other  things  he  carried  two  chefts  made  of  white 
deal  boards,  of  about  a  yard  and  half  long,  and  about  a  yard  broad,  one  whereof  weighed 
200  weight,  and  the  other  about  100  weight,  as  he  believes,  for  that  they  were  very 
heavy ;  and  faith,  that  thofe  chefts  were  direfted  to  Sir  Henry  Littleton  of  Worcefter- 
fhire, and  now  high  fherifF  of  the  county  ;  which  direftion  was  put  upon  them  by  mr. 
Lloyd,  who  lives  in  Dury-lane,  and  was  lately  fteward  to  the  lady  Littleton,  after  that  the 
faid  chefts  were  brought  into  the  warehoufe.  And  being  aflced,  whether  the  faid  Lloyd 
did  not  bring  in  thofe  chefts,  he  faith,  he  did  not,  but  that  they  were  brought  in  by  a 
waterman,  one  of  them  being  carried  in  a  cart,  and  the  other  carried  by  a  porter.  And 
faith,  that  the  waterman  had  a  coat  with  a  badge  upon  it;  but  he  remembers,  not  what 
either  the  colour  of  the  coat  was,  or  what  badge  it  was  that  was  thereupon ;  but  faith, 
that  the  waterman  was  fomewhat  tall  in  ftature  and  lean.  And  being  aflced,  what  was 
in  thofe  chefb,  he  faith,  he  doth  not  know,  nor  hath  heard.     And  this  examinate  farther 

faith, 
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A.  D.  1654.  faith,  that  the  laid  Henry  Rofe  was  in  town  the  week  before  chriftmas,  and  went  out  of  town 

C/'V^  that  wednefday.     And  being  afked  what  goods  he  carried  with  him,  he  faith,  that  the  faid 

Henry  Rofe  did  aifo  carry  two  chefts  made  with  deal  boards,  about  the  fame  length  with 

the  former,  but  narrow,  and  weighed  about  100  weight  a  piece  ;  one  of  them  was  brought 

by  the  aforcfaid  waterman,  and  the  other  by  another  perfon  in  a  cart,  and  were  without 

any  direftion,  when  they  were  brought,  but  were  afterwards  direfted  by  the  faid  mr.  Lloyd 

to  the  faid  fir  Henry  Littleton.     And  being  afked,  whence  the  faid  chefts  came,  as  well  as 

thofe  carried  by  Cooke,  he   faith,  he  knows  not,  nor  did  he  ever  enquire,  the  waterman 

telling  him,    that  thofe  he  brought  were  for  fir  Henry  Littleton,     And  for  the  other,  he 

faid,  he  was  dire6ted  to  mr.  Lloyd  for  a  direftion  to  be  fet  upon  it.   He  faith,  befides  thefe 

there  was  a  hamper  carried  by  the  faid  Rofe  for  fir  Henry  Littleton,  but  knows  not  what 

was  in  it,  unlefs  it  were  coach-harnefs.     And  the  examinate  being  yet  farther  afl<ed,  what 

other  things  were  carried  by  the  faid  Rofe,  he  faith,  that  there  were  two  good  great  hampers 

diredled  to  fir  John  Packington,  brought  into  the  inn  by  a  cart,  and  the  carman  faid,  they 

were  bottles  of  wine,  and  came  from  a  tavern  in  Cornhill ;  but  whether  they  were  or  not, 

this  examinate  knows  not ;  and  faith,  that  they  were  a  week  in  the  ftore-houfe  before  the 

carrier  came.     And  being  aflced,  whether  any  other  goods  of  that  kind  were  fent  to  any 

other  place  by  the  faid  carrier,  he  faith,  that  there  were  not,  fave  that  a  fmall  hamper  was  fenc 

unto  Saltwich  in  Worcefterlhire  j  and  as  he  remembers  to  one  mr.  Barret ;  but  what  was  in 

it,  he  cannot  tell.

'The  examination  and  information  of  Richard  Glover,  taken  Jan.  3.  1654. 

V.xxii.  p.  o;.  C!"^^'^^'  '■^^^  ^^  ^^'■^  \ittn  acquainted  with  mr.  Henry  Norwood  about  five  years  fince^ 
i3  and  that  his  firft  acquaintance  began  with  him  at  Virginia,  where  they  were  about  four 
or  five  months,  the  faid  Norwood  living  then  with  fir  William  Berkeley  governor  of  Vir- 
ginia. That  the  examinate  came  away  from  thence  unto  Amfterdam  in  Holland  ;  and 
the  year  following  the  faid  Norwood  came  to  Amfterdam  in  a  fhip,  where  the  examinate 
had  fome  goods.  And  the  faid  Norwood  and  the  examinate  meeting  there,  Norwood  de- 
fired  the  examinate  to  receive  certain  monies,  which  were  due  to  the  faid  fir  William 
Berkeley  in  Amfterdam,  and  delivered  to  him  divers  bills  of  exchange,  whereupon  the  mo- 
ney was  due.  That  during  their  being  at  Amfterdam,  the  faid  Norwood  and  one  Griffith, 
who  was  afterwards  agent  for  the  late  king  of  Scots  at  Dunkirk,  proferred  to  the  examinate 
to  be  commander  of  a  frigate,  which  they  faid  they  would  fet  forth  in  the  king's  fervice  (there 
having  been  a  very  intimate  acquaintance  between  him  and  Norwood)  but  that  propofition 
coming  to  nothing,  and  the  occafions  of  this  examinate  calling  him  away  into  Virginia, 
and  he  having  delivered  fuch  of  the  faid  bills  of  exchange  as  remained  in  his  hands  un- 
fatisfied  unto  one  Mr.  Edmund  Cuftis,  now  dwelling  in  Lime-ftreet,  by  direftion  of  the 
faid  Norwood,  and  finiflied  his  account  with  him,  he  went  again  for  Virginia,  and  fo  faw 
not  the  faid  Norw-ood  again,  untill  the  laft  fummer,  when  he  met  him  in  London.  And 
■  being  demanded  in  what  month  he  met  him  here  in  London,  after  his  return  from  Virginia, 
he  faith,  it  was  about  the  month  of  Auguft  or  September  laft  ;  and  were  afterwards  toge- 
ther about  three  or  four  times  in  thefe  months  and  in  Oftober  and  November,  but  had  no 
communication  of  any  matters  relating  to  the  ftate  more  than  that  the  faid  Norwood  would 
fay,  that  he  hoped  for  better  times,  or  to  that  effedt.  But  this  examinate  faith,  that  after- 
wards within  the  month  of  December  this  examinate  was  told  by  Mr.  Edmund  Cuftis  (with 
whom  this  examinate  often  met  .and  converfed  about  their  own  private  affairs)  that  the  faid 
Norwood  defired  to  meet  with  him  the  faid  Cuftis  and  this  examinate  together  about  fome 
bufinefs.  And  accordingly  they  did  appoint  to  meet  together  at  the  tavern  called  the  Hoop 
and  Pye  in  Leadenhall-ftreet,  which,  as  he  remembers,  was  upon  Monday  was  three  weeks, 
or  thereabouts,  whither  this  examinate  coming,  he  found,  that  the  houfe  was  fallen  on  fixe  j 
but  he  ftanding  ftill  awhile,  faw  major  Norwood  in  the  entry,  and  went  to  him,  and 
faluted  him,  and  fo  they  went  together  to  a  tavern  in  Cornhill,  which  he  conceiveth  was 
the  Bear  and  Dolphin ;  mr.  Cuftis  being  gone  away  from  the  faid  Norwood  upon  the  firft 
falling  of  the  houfe  on  fire,  as  the  faid  Norwood  told  this  examinate.  And  this  examinate 
farther  faith,  that  when  they  were  together  in  the  tavern,  the  faid  Norwood  told  him,  that 
lord  Willoughby  had  a  plantation  to  the  fouth-weft  of  Barbados  called  Savannah,  with 
600  men  in  it  -,  and  that  they  were  fending  now  a  fliip  thither  with  arms  and  other  com- 
modities, and  invited  this  examinate  to  engage  in  that  bufinefs,  and  to  help  about  buying 
arms  and  fuch  other  commodities  they  (hould  fend-,  but  after  much  difcourfe  concerning 
the  bufinefs,  the  faid  Norwood  told  this  examinate,  that  this  was  not  the  bufinefs  he  in- 
tended to  fpeak  with  him  about,  but  now  he  would  put  his  life  into  this  examinate's  hands,

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and  tell  him,  that  the  defign  was  to    bring  in  king  Charles,  meaning  Charles  Stuart,  into  A.  D.  1654, 

England,  or  words  to  that  effeft  ;  and  that  he  had  ufed  the  other  difcourfe  but  as  a  colour  ^/'"V'XJ 

to  lead  him   to  this.     And  that  the  arms  he  had  defired  him  to  buy  were  for  this  purpofe  ; 

and  then  drank  the  king's  health,  and  fo  after  fome   other  difcourfe  of  the  fame  nature,  ■ 

and  it  being  fomewhat  late,  the  faid  Norwood  called  for  a  coach,  and  went  away,  and  the 

examinate  with  him  ;  and  by  the  way  as  they  went,  the  faid  Norwood  told  the  examinate 

farther  of  the  defign  of  bringing  in  the  king ;  and  to  encourage  him  to  engage  in  it,  told. 

him,  that  m.any  had  engaged  in  it  -,  and  that  it  was  a  likely  bufinefs,  and  that  he  fhould  be, 

promoted  and  preferred  for  being  ferviceable  therein,  or  words  to  that  effedl.     And  fo  they 

being  come  to  the  Temple,   the  faid  Norwood  fet  down  the  examinate  there,   appointing 

him  to  come  to  his  chambers  in  the  Temple  with  the  firft  opportunity. 

And  the  examinate  farther  faith,  that  he  went  to  the  faid  Norwobd's  chamber  the  next  day, 
where  they  had  fome  farther  difcourfe  of  the  fame  bufinefs,  and  aflced  this  examinate 
whether  Cuftis  was  to  be  trufted  in  this  bufinefs  •,  v/hereto  he  anfwered,  that  he  thought  he 
might.  Whereupon  he  defired  the  exam,inate  to  let  mr.  Cuftis  know,  that  he  defired  to 
meet  with  him,  and  charged  him  not  to  reveal  or  difclofe  any  thing  to  Cuftis.  Accordingly 
the  examiinate  fpake  with  the  faid  Cuftis,  and  they  three  met  together  at  the  Fountain  tavern 
in  Fenchurch-ftreet,  where  the  faid  Norvv^ood  acquainted  this  Cuftis  with  the  aforefaid 
plantation  of  tlie  lord  Willoughby's,  and  of  their  intentions  of  buying  arms  to  fend  thither ; 
and  advifed,  which  was  the  beft  way  of  buying  them,  but  did  not  then  in  the  hearing  of  the 
examinate  difclofe  to  mr.  Cuftis  any  thing  of  the  defign  of  bringing  in  the  king.  And 
the  examinate  farther  faith,  that  he  after  this  went  to  major  Norv/ood  to  his  chambers  fe- 
veral  mornings  together,  where  -  he  faw  fome  other  gentlemen,  whom  this  examinate 
knew  not,  and  fpake  v/ith  him  about  this  bufinefs,  as  the  buying  of  arms  and  horfes  ; 
and  in  particular  the  faid  Norwood  defired  him,  this  examinate,  that  he  might  fend  a 
horfe  to  his  ftable,  and  told  him,  that  he  this  examinate  fhould  ride  next  him  in  this 
fervice  •,  and  that  they  would  fare  both  alike.  And  in  cafe  the  king  got  his  rights,  they 
Ihouid  both  come  to  great  preferment.  And  being  demanded,  v/here  the  next  meeting 
was  with  Cuftis,  he  faith,  that  it  was  fome  few  days  after  at  the  Fountain  tavern  in  Fen- 
church-ftreet, where  then  the  faid  Norv/ood  fpake  to  him  of  hiring  a  fi:iip  to  fend  to  Holland 
to  fetch  arms ;  and  tliat  if  Cuftis  would  procure  a  fliip,  he  fliould  have  1000 1.  for  to  buy 
arms  with ;  and  that  the  examinate  ft:iould  be  defired  to  go  with  the  £hip  to  buy  them ; 
and  faid  the  fhip  was  to  undertake  to  make  her  voyage  within  three  weeks  ;  and  that  ftie 
fhould  land  the  arms  in  Kent,  or  fome  part  of  the  Weft,  as  fhould  be  direfted.  And  afked 
the  faid  Cuftis,  where  he  thought  they  might  land  them  fafely ;  where  the  faid  Cuftis 
anfwered,  that  there  was  a  good  place  to  land  them  in  below  Tilbury,  where  he  did 
ufe  to  land  fome  goods ;  and  from  thence  the  arms  might  be  difpofed  by  coach  or  other- 
wife,  as  might  be  thought  fit.  And  fo  they  parted,  agreeing  that  Cuftis  fliould  hire  a 
fhip  ;  and  the  fhip  that  Norwood  fpoke  of,  which  he  defired  might  be  hired,  was  a  vefi^el 
cf  a  brother's  of  the  faid  Cuftis  ;  the  faid  Norwood  faying  he  was  well  acquainted  with 
him,  and  wiilied  him  by  all  means  to  make  ftay  of  him  from  a  voyage  he  was  then  going 
upon.  And  the  examinate  farther  faith,  that  the  faid  Norwood  defired  him  to  buy  fome 
carbines,  and  accordingly  he  this  examinate  belpoke  20  carbines  of  Skinner  the  gunfmith 
in  Leadenhall-ftreet,  which  he  afterwards  fetch'd  away,  all  of  them  being  fix'd  and  fit  for 
fervice  ;  and  had  25  1.  from  Norwood  to  pay  for  them,  and  others  that  were  bought  by 
mr.  Cuftis.  And  being  demanded,  .what  he  did  with  thofe  arms,  he  faid,  that  by  the 
direftion  of  the  faid  major  Norwood,  he  carried  them  in  a  cart  to  the  White  Hart, 
an  inn  in  St.  Giles's,  to  be  fent  into  the  country  by  the  Birmingham  carrier,  the  faid  Nor- 
wood telling  him,  that  one  mr.  Lloyd  fliould  put  the  direftion  upon  them  at  the  inn, 
and  delivered  them  to  the  porter  of  the  faid  carrier  in  a  box  of  nev/,  deal  boards  -,  the 
porter  telling  this  examinate,  that  he  did  very  well  know  mr.  Lloyd,  that  was  to  direft 
them.  And  this  examinate  faith,  that  vvhilft  he  was  in  the  yard  of  the  inn,  there  was 
another  white  box  about  the  fame  length  with  that  brought  by  him,  brought  into  the  yard 
by  a  waterman,  whom  this  examinate  hath  feveral  times  feen  (in  a  green  coat  with  an  eagle 
or  faulcon  upon  his  arm,)  with  major  Norwood,  and  delivered  it  unto  the  faid  porter  •,  and 
that  he  alfo  fav/  in  the  ftore-houfe,  into  which  the  faid  box  was  put,  two  or  three  great 
hampers,  and  one  trunk,  befides  the  two  brought  in  as  aforefaid.  And  being  demanded, 
what  other  arms  he  had  bought,  or  v/hat  he  knew  the  faid  major  Norwood  had  bought, 
and  fent  into  the  country,  he  faith,  that  the  faid  major  told  him,  that  they  had  before  his 
meeting  with  him  bought  great  ftore  of  arms,  and  fent  them  into  moft  parts  of  Eng- 
land in  hampers  and  trunks,  conceiving  that  to  be  the  beft  way  to  convey  them  unfufpeded, 
becaufe  bottles  of  wine  and  apparel  are  ufually  conveyed  that  way.  And  farther  faid,  that 
they  intended  to  rife  all  over  England  at  once ;  and  therefore  all  parts  were  to  be  armed  at 
once  ;  faying,  that  the  examinate  knew  how  the  Indians  ufed  to  do  in  America,  when  they 
intended  a  malfacre.  And  as  to  his  buying  of  more  arms  than  is  before  exprefled,  he  faith, 
thofe  that  were  afterwards  bought  were  bought  by  mr.  Cuftis ;  ^ifid  his  houfe  was  then 
VcL.  in.-  U  agreed 
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A.  D.   1654.  agreed  upon  to  be  the  magazine  for  arms,  and  accordingly  feveral  trunks  and  hampers  of  arms 
^«-'^""*^^~^  were  fent  into  his  houfe  at  Lime-ftreet  aforefaid,  and  from  thence  were  to  be  conveyed  into  fe- 
veral parts  of  the  nation.  And  the  better  to  colour  this  defign,  he  faith  it  was  agreed  amongit 
them,  that  the  arms  fliould  be  bought  as  for  Virginia,  and  thofe  parts,  whither  mr.  Curtis 
was  at  that  time  fending  a  fhip.     And  he  this  examinate,  mr.  Cuftis,  and  mr.  Norwood 
did  begin  to  draw  up  a  cargo  in  form,  as  merchants  ufe  to  do,  to  the  intent,    that  if  any 
difcovery  were  made  of  the  arms,  it  might  be  the  better  cleared  and  juftified.     And  this 
examinate  did  frame    letters  to    major  Gibbons,  a  merchant  in  New  England,  concerning 
goods,  which  were  to   be  refhipped  from   Virginia  to  him.     And   being   afi<ed,    what 
quantity  of  arms  were  laid  up  at  the  houfe  of  the  faid  Cuftis,  he  faith,  that  as  mr.  Cuftis 
told  him  (at  the  time  when   the  cargo  aforefaid  was  making)  there  were  laid  up  in  his 
houfe  44  pair  of  piftols,  70  carbines,  and  8  blunderbufles -,  and  that  divers  others  were 
brought  in  after  that  -,  the  certain  number  whereof  he  cannot  tell,  but   believes  the  faid 
Cuftis  can.     And  being  afked,  who  bought  the  faid  arms,  and  fent  them  in,  he  faith,  that 
he  believes  the  faid  Cuftis  himfelf  bought  fome  of  them,  but  that  the  moft  of  them  were 
bought  by  others  by  the  direftion  of  Norwood.     And  faith,  that  a  perfon,  whom  the  faid 
Norwood  called  Barton,  and  who  was  pretended  to  be  a  Chiioirgion  in  the  king's  army  at 
Oxford,  fent  in  fome  of  them.     And  it  being  farther  demanded,  what  became  of  the  arms, 
he  faith,  that  one  called  by  the  faid  Norwood  by  the  name  of  Tomlyns,  did  again  fetch 
away  fome  of  them  upon  chriftmas  day  morning,  in  4  trunks  •,  and  as  mr.  Cuftis  told  this 
examinate,  he   carried  them   to  the  Caftle-inn  in  Great  Wood-ftreet,  to  be  delivered  to  a 
carrier  there  ;  but  they  being  to  be  carried  upon  horfe-back,  two  of  the  trunks  were  brought 
back  again  to  the  houfe  of  the  faid  mr.  Cuftis  by  a  fervant  of  the  faid  Tomlyns,  this  ex- 
aminate l^eing  with  mr.  Cuftis  at  the  time,  when  they  were  fo  brought  back.     And  for  the 
reft  faith,  it  was  agreed  by  Norwood  and  Tomlyns,  as  Cuftis  told  this  examinate,   that  a 
waggon  was   to   be  hired  by  Cuftis   to  carry  them  and  others,  which  were  to  be  fent  to 
Loughborough  in  Leicefterlhire.     And  it  being   demanded    of  him,    whether  any  fuch 
waggon  was  hired,  he  faith,  it  was  not;  for  that  the  faid  Norwood  found,  that  the  proteftor 
had  fome  notice  of  the  defign  ;  and  that  thereupon  he  removed  his  lodging  from  the  Tem- 
ple to  the  houfe  of  the  lady  Newport,  and  from  thence  to  the  houfe  of  this  examinate  in 
Surry,  by  the  Thames  fide,  where  he  was  apprehended.     And  it  being  demanded  of  him, 
what  became,  of  the  fhip   he  the  faid   Norwood  befpake   to   be  hired,    he  faith,  that 
Cuftis  kept  the  fhip  upon  demurage  for  about  14  days,  at  the  defire  of  the  faid  Nor- 
wood, who   pretended,    that  the  gentleman,  who  was    to  furnifti  money  for   buying  the 
arms,  was  not  come  to  town.     And  befides,  he  faid,  they  expefted  fome-great  revolutions 
here  veiy  fhortly,  upon    which   they  ftiould   take  farther  refolutions,  as   to   the  fending 
of  that  fhip.     And  the  examinate  farther  faith,  that  upon  occafion  of  hiring  this  fhip, 
there  was   fome  difcourfe  between  him  this  examinate,  the  faid  major  Norwood,  and  mr. 
Cuftis,  about  them,    the  faid  Cuftis  and    this  examinate,   going  a  Ihare  with  Norwood  in 
the  fhip.     And  it  was   propounded,  that  they  two  Ihould  go  a  third  part,  and  he   two 
parts;    and  for  that   part  they  were  to  venture  Norwood  promifed   to  give   them    the 
ticket  of  fome  perfons  here,  who  had  power   to  engage  the  king's  faith  for  the  repay-

■     own  hand  in  a  few  days,  to  be  repaid  with  double  the  value,  when  the  king  came  to  his 
-  right.     But  this  examinate  faith,  this  propofition  came  to  nothing,  in  refpeft  that  the  faid 
-Norwood  did  upon  faturday  before  he  was  apprehended  at  the  houfe  of  Croone  the  vintner, 
called  Campden-houfe,  give  order  for  difcharging  the  ftiip.     And  he  being  demanded,  who 
was  with  them  at  Croone's  at  the  time  aforefaid,  he  faith,  that  there  was  only  the  faid  Norwood, 
Cuftis,  this  examinate,  and  the  faid  mr.  Tomlyns,  who  Norwood  faid  was  to  go  into  the  fe- 
veral countries  upon  monday  after,  to  fee  how  their  affairs  were  there  ;  and  for  that  purpofe 
Norwood  defired  mr.  Cuftis  to  let  him  have  50 1.  in  gold,  for  50 1.  in  filver,  which  50 1.  in  fil- 
ver  was  delivered  unto  mr.  Cuftis  by  Norwood,  and  Norwood  had  it  from  mr.  Croone,  who 
the  faid  Norwood  faid  kept  their  bank,  or  words  to  that  efi^edl.     And  it  being  demanded 
of  the  examinate,  where  they  intended  to  have  horfe  for  their  arms,  he  faith,  that  he  had 
fome   difcourfe  with  the  faid  Norwood  thereupon,  who  told  this  examinate,  that  feveral 
gentlemen  had  bought  horfes  in  the  country,  where  they  might  be  better  and  cheaper  had 
than  here.     And  befides  he  faid"  they  would  plough  with  their  own  heifer;  meaning,    that 
they  would  make  ufe  of  a  good  part  of  their  army.     And  fpeaking  of  the   feafibility  of 
carrying  things,  he  faid,  that  the  proteftor's  army  was  but  weak  here  ;  and  farther,  that  the 
parliament  and  proteftor  would  not  agree,  many  of  them  fpeaking  high  againft  him.  And  faid, 
that  one  half  of  this  parliament  were  for  the  king ;  and  that  therefore  when  the  parliament 
fhould  be  diflblved,  that  was  the  time,  when  the  rifing  fhould  begin,  when  the  members 
will  be  come  into  their  countries,  and  have  difcovered  their  difcontents  to  the   people. 
And  then  and  at  other  times  faid,  whatever  becomes  of  us,  it's  certain  the  proteftor  is  gone, 
is  loft  ;   and  that  he  would  be  no  more  his  highnefs  ;  and  other  words  to  that  effeft.    And 
this  examinate  being  demanded,  where  Tomlyns  or  Barton  aforefaid  were,  or  whether  thofe 

v/ere 
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were  their  right  names,  and  what  other  names  they  had,  he  faith,  he  can  make  no  other  A.  D.  1654. 
anfwer  to  thefe  queftions,  but  that  he  knows  not.     And  this  examinate  being  afked,  whe-    L/~V"\J 
ther  he  had  not  heard  Norwood  fpeak  of  his  former  imprifonment  by  the  protedlor,  faith, 
that  he  did,  and   that  the  -  faid  Norwood  would  often  fay,  that  lie  was  taken  before  for 
buying  of  arms,  but  got  off  again  upon  pretence,  that  he  was  buying  of  arms  for  Vir- 
ginia.

•  Y  our  former  letters  we  reprefented  to  you  the  cafe  of  the  fons  and  executors  of  fir  V.xxii.p.103, 
Peter  Ricaut  deceafedj  concerning  a  debt  owing  the  faid  fir  Peter  by  his  majefty  the 
now  king  of  Spain  ;  and  moved  your  endeavours  for  obtaining  to  them  fatisfaftion  accord- 
ing to  juftice.  But  no  fatisfaftory  anfwer  being  returned,  and  appHcation  being  made  unto 
us  by  the  faid  parties  for  ktters  of  reprifal,  as  the  only  remedy  that  is  left  them  in  the 
cafe  ;  we  thought  fit  to  confult  our  council  thereabouts,  who  putting  the  fame  into  a  way 
of  examination,  it  appears  to  us  by  a  report,  that  his  faid  majefty  by  his  fchedule  royal, 
figned  by  his  own  hand,  and  dated  at  his  court  at  Arancuez  the  12th  of  April  1652,  ac- 
knowledgeth  himfelf  indebted  to  the  faid  fir  Peter  Ricaut  in  the  fum  of  23128408 
maravedies  of  filver,  [together  with  damages  from  the  year  1 647,  which  being  caft  up  till  the 
date  of  the  faid  re-port  doth  clearly  amount  to  23,073  /.  fterling^  being  for  feveral  fums  of 
money  acknowledged  by  the  faid  king  to  be  lent  by  fir  Peter  Ricaut  to  his  embaffador  here 
in  England  for  his  majefty's  fervice,  and  for  a  fhip  laden  with  fifh,  which  had  been  wrong- 
folly  taken  from  him,  and  fold  in  Cartagena  by  his  majefty's  order,  and  for  other  confide- 
rations  in  the  faid  fchedule  particularly  exprefiTed  ;  by  which  fchedule  royal  his  majefly  doth 
give  command  to  the  officers  of  his  royal  treafury,  to  make  effeftual  and  fpeedy  payment 
of  the  faid  money,  giving  for  reafon,  that  it  appeared  to  his  majefty  by  report  of  his 
council,  that  his  royal  treafure  v/as  condemned  by  a  fentence  of  the  25th  of  June  1647, 
for  payment  of  the  debt  within  nine  days  after  the  faid  fentence  paffed.  We  find  alfo, 
that  for  fixteen  years  laft  pail  all  fit  endeavours  have  been  diligently  ufed  for  attaining  of 
fadsfadion,  which  (as  alfo  two  journeys  made  purpofely  in  this  behalf  to  the  court  of  Spain, 
by  the  eldeftfon  of  the  faid  fir  Peter,  at  1000 1.  flerling  charge)  have  proved  ineffeftual  ; 
fo  that  upon  the  whole  matter  juftice  hath  been  duly  demanded,  and  is  yet  delayed.  And 
in  confideration  thereof  and  of  the  fruitleffnefs  of  our  own  mediation  by  our  faid  letters, 
it  hath  been  infifted  upon,  that  letters  of  reprifal  fhould  be  granted  to  the  faid  fons  and  - 
executors  againfl  the  king  of  Spain  and  his  fubjeds,  for  fatisfadlion  of  the  faid  debt  toge- 
ther with  damages  and  expences  fuftained  through  the  detention  thereof  The  fatisfadtion 
we  have  therein  received  as  to  the  flate  of  fa6l  might  be  a  fufficient  foundation  for  our  re- 
folution  forthwith  to  grant  the  petitioners  letters  of  reprifals  ;  yet  out  of  our  very  great 
wiilingnefs  to  decline  extraordinary  ways,  that  the  parties  concerned  may  be  affured  in  an 
ordinary  way  to  receive  jufi:ice,  and  out  of  our  afl[e6lion  to  his  majefly  of  Spain,  we  are  de- 
termined once  more  to  reprefent  this  matter  to  your  excellency,  with  our  ferious  defires, 
that  you  will  take  fuch  a  fpeedy  and  effeflual  order  therein,  as  may  fatisfy  and  fecure  the 
petitioners  to  receive  their  juft  right,  wherein  we  fiiall  expedt  your  fpeedy  and  pofitive  an- 
fwer, that  thereby  the  inconvenience  that  may  enfue  an  extraordinary  courfe,  which 
our  refpeft  to  common  juflice,  and  to  the  long  fuffering  of  our  people  will  otherwife  ne- 
celTitate  us  unto,  may  be  prevented  ;  wherein  we  fhall  take  much  contentment,  as  mofl 
fiiitable  to  the  defires  we  have  to  maintain  a  good  correfpondence  betwixt  the  two  nations,

Mr.  Roles, 
V.xxi.  p.276.  y  Cannot  but  tell  you,  that  yours  of  the  third  of  the  laft  month  brought  me  the  moft  me- 
■*-  lancholique  account  of  my  condition,  that  I  have  yett  receaved,  and  therefore  I  could 
have  wiflied  you  had  bene  more  particular.     I  had  reafon  to  have  beleeved,   that  many  of 
my  creditors  had  bene  more  m.ollifyed  towards  me   then  by  yours  they  feeme  to  be  ;  and 
that  fome  debts  dew  to  me,  and  which  are  not   yett  difcovered   before  the  commiffioners, 
might  be  gotten  in  towards  the  perfefting  my  compofition.     Is  it  pofible,  that  all  that  is 
dew  from  46  30  52  68  (which  I  looke  upon  as  ready  mony)  will  not  be  payde  at  the  time 
you  will  appointe  ?  Is  none  of  that  from  215  366  66  39  6^  31   74  by   113  64  80  27 
47  71   28  48  55  ys  352  36  47  5S  67  68  31   6'^  269,  ready  to  be  layde  downe  ?  And 
if  halfe,  that  could  be  gott  in,  would  not  more  come  in  a  Ihorte  time  ?

My  Lord, 

I  AM  glad  you  have  received  my  laft  letter,  which  will  have  informed  you  at  large  of  all  V.xxli.p.i  17. 
circumftances  relating  both  to  our  negotiation  and  the  affairs  of  this  ftate,  I  do  always 
endeavour  to  write  the  matter  of  faft  as  true  as  I  can  for  my  life  ;  neither  do  I  differ  in 
any  thing  from  what  my  lord  embaffador  doth  write  himfelf  to  the  court.  There 
is  not  yet  any  thing  apparent,  which  doth  deftroy  the  fufpicion  we  have  here,  that  the  fleet 
is  to  make  fome  landing  in  Lower  Languedoc.  A  zealous  catholick,  preferring  the  in- 
tereft  of  his  religion  before  the  greatnefs  and  powerfi.iInefs  of  his  nation,  having^  learnt 
fomething  of  this  defign,  gave  advice  thereof  to  our  embaffador,  who  prefently  advertifed 
the  court  thereof  Three  famous  French  Huguenots,  who  live  here,  have  told  me  the 
fame  thing  ;  not  that  I  think  they  know  it  certainly,  but  only  that  they  wifh  it  to  be  fo. 
This  advice  is  of  confequence,  and  good  ufe,  I  hear,  hath  been  made  of  it. 

There  hath  been  no  conference  at  my  lord  embaffador's  upon  the  treaty  of  peace,  but 
there  hath  been  fome  kind  of  difcourfe  had  with  the  commiffioners  at  the  fecretary  of  Hate's 
lodgings,  in  reference  to  the  difficulties,  which  do  ftill  remain.  I  verily  believe,  that  we 
Ihall  not  break  with  them,   but  upon  extremity,  and  that  it  is  refolved  fo  at  court. 

Here  is  another  plot,  as  they  call  it,  difcovered  •,  few  believe  it,  and  many  look  upon  it 
rather  as  a  myftery  than  a  truth  ;  yet  fome  of  the  confpirators  are  faid  to  be  apprehended, 
who  are  alfo  faid  to  have  confeffed  the  fadt. 

The  parliament  doth  ftill  proceed  to  finilh  their  refolutions  to  prefent  them  to  the  pro- 
tedor.    The  queftion  will  be,  whether  he  will  accept  and  approve  of  them.

Haveinge  heard  this  day  that  the  carrier  Rofe  doth  live  at  this  place,  I  came  forthwith 
to  exfamyne  him,  what  gpodes  hee  brought  downe  from  London,  and  findinge  him  gone 
away  towardes  London  againe,  I  have  taken,  I  fuppofe,  perfe£l  information  of  all  the  loadinge, 
that  hee  brought,  and  the  perfones  to  whom  they  dow  belonge.  The  carrier  Henery  Rofe 
will  bee  at  the  White  Hart  in  St.  Goyleffe's  upon  wenefday  or  thurfday  next.  If  your 
honour  pleafe  to  exfamine  him,  it  will  appeare  then  whether  what  hee  faith  bee  truth,  by 
compareinge  it  with  the  inclofed,  and  may  tend  to  the  makeinge  fiirther  difcoverye.

IVy^^  ^^^  ""'■^  y°"  ^^^  '■^^  ^^^'  '^^^^^by  I  g^^^  y°"  notice  of  the  receipt  of  yours  of 
JLVi  the  2 2d  paft.  Since  no  letters  are  arrived  from  London,  fo  as  I  have  little  to  add 
at  prefent  more  then  what  is  wrote  to  me  from  Ceullen,  the  which  I  have  inclofed,  whereby 
you  may  obferve,  that  their  defigne  appeares  more  publickly,  which  makes  mee  thinke  it  will 
fhortly  be  put  in  execution ;  and  the  rather  becaufe  captaine  Mews  this  weeck  told  mee,  Mid- 
dteton  would  remayne  in  the  hills,  until  he  receaved  orders  to  remove  fouthward,  when  hp 
fhould  not  want  friends  to  joyne  with  him.  Mews  and  Straughan  are  at  Amfterdam  re- 
commended by  mr.  William  'Davidtfon  and  Richard  Bridgman  (both  knowne  and  profefs 
enemyes  to  the  commonwealth)  to  aflifl:  them  and  direft  them  in  their  journey.  One  or 
both  intends  to  goe  by  the  way  of  Ingland,  either  for  Yarmouth,  Hull,  or  Newcaftle,  as 
they  find  fhippinge  -,  but  fo  long  as  this  froft  lafts  they  cannot  get  a  paflage  from  thefe  parte. 
I  underftand  there  fhall'be  no  armes  fent  toMiddleton  before  one  of  thefe  two  now  going  to- 
him  returne  with  an  anfwear.  I  fuppofe  Charles  Stewart  will  keepe  what  monyes  he  can  pro- 
cure for  his  Inglifh  affaires,  it  having  bin  the  propofition  of  Wilmot  to  have  a  confiderable 
fume  of  money  ready  againft  their  arrivale  in  Scotland  or  Ingland,  wherewith  to  deboyft 
the  fouldiers,  by  putting  forth  a  proclamation,  that  all  horfemen  which  will  come  in  to  them 
fhall  have  4 1.  and  a  foote  fouldier  30  s.  but  accordinge  to  the  paiement  of  the  contribution 
in  Germany  they  can  have  not  above  20  or  25000 1.  for  the  one  half  of  the  princes  have  not 
payed.

A  letter  of  intelligence  from  the  Hague, 
Sir, 

UPON  the  writing  of  Freifland  reduced  or  inferred  in  the  refolution  of  the  feventh,  for  V.xxH.p.us. 
the  recalling  of  the  lord  Nieuport,  and  for  the  report  of  the  lord  Beverning,  there 
hath  been  yet  nothing  done  on  the  behalf  of  Holland.     That  however  fomething  will  be 
done  i  as  alfo  the  other  provinces  in  their  affemblies  will  refolve  one  thing  or  other  ;  for 

Orange  party 
certainly  145  will  not  fleep  ;  and  it  is  a  principal  point  of  deliberation  upon  this  affembly. 
I  can  afiure  you,  there  is  nothing  done  in  the  negotiations  concerning  the  treaties  with 
France  nor  with  Poland.  The  minifter  of  Poland  refiding  here  doth  go  for  England.  That 
is  a  fign,  that  the  treaty  with  Poland  will  fleep  for  fome  time.  You  will  have  feen  the 
writing,  which  fome  have  caufed  to  be  inferred  in  the  refolution  above-mentioned.  The 
firft  prqjeft  of  that  contained  a  claufe  -,  for  it  is  very  well  known  by  experience,  that  fuch 
treaties  for  navigation  are  kept  and  obferved  no  otherwife  than  according  to  the  appetite 
and  intereft  of  thofe  that  are  mafters  at  fea. 

But  the  moft  part  of  the  province  were  againft  that,  and  caufed  it  to  be  put  out,  fearing 
that  the  Englilh  would  be  offended  at  it,  and  that  would  have  confirmed  the  complaints  of 
the  Spaniards,  who  hearing  of  the  treaty  of  navigation  with  this  flate  have  often  faid, 
that  here  it  was  not  obferved ;  for  the  free  booters  or  privateers  men  of  war  had  this  cuftom 
to  plunder  all  Ihips  at  fea,  although  their  commifTion,  to  which  they  were  fwor-n,  did  ob- 
lige them  to  bring  all  their  prizes  to  the  college  of  the  Admiralty,  to  whom  they  were  alfo 
fworn  to  be  judged  their  firft  prize.  Inftead  whereof  they  generally  plundered  all  that 
they  could  catch  at  fea,  that  could  be  hid,  as  money,  clothes,  provifions,  and  the  like  ;  in 
Ihort  all  that  could  be  carried  away  ;  and  befides  they  often  tortured  the  mafters  and  ma-  - 
riners  to  tell  them,  where  they  had  hid  their  money  ;  and  although  the  Admiralty  did  de- 
clare the  goods  to  be  no  prize  (which  did  feldom  happen)  yet  there  was  never  any  recom- 
pence  made  for  what  was  plundered,  nor  ever  julliice  done  upon  thofe  that  ufed  thofe  tor- 
tures, tyrannies,  and  violences,  wherein  thofe  of  Zealand  and  North-holland  did  exceed  ; 
at  Amflerdam  and  Rotterdam  leaft  of  all.  And  the  excufe  of  the  judges  of  the  admiralty 
was,  that  they  were  not  maflers,  that  the  rabble  did  difpenfe  with  all  order.  In  the  mean  time 
I  can  teftify  to  have  heard  from  the  mouths  of  the  governors  themfelves,  that  they  would 
rather  alTault  all  the  world  by  fea  without  any  diftinftion,  than  fuffer  their  commerce  to  be 
diverted  •,  or  that  it  Ihould  be  carried  or  tranfmigrated  into  any  other  part,  as  in  effect 
formerly  the  commerce  through  the  afliftance  of  the  Englifh  was  driven  out  of  Flanders, 
and  fettled  in  Holland.  And  fo  this  ftate  did  fear  the  return  thereof;  and  that  the 
commerce  might  be  driven  again  from  hence  by  the  Englifh,  and  fettled  elfewhere  ;  which 
they  thought  to  prevent  by  all  manner  of  depredations  \  fo  that  the  faid  claufe  did  con- 
tain a  great  tnithj  but  it  feemeth  that  the  lord  Nieuport  hath  forgot  that,  when  in  his 
letter  of  the  ift  of  January  he  fpealcs  of  the  complaints  of  the  cities  of  Holland  againft 

the  proteftor 
the  reprizals  of  the  Englifh.     However  I  do  confefs,  that   130   hath   now   great  reafon 

tlie  ft.  of  Holl.  ^  Holland 

to  treat   105  equally  and  civilly,  and  keep  a  good  correfpondenee  with  105,  for  without 

the  Hollanders  the  Orange  party       the  protestor 

that,      105      would  fufFer  by  145;      but  if      130       doth  now  favour  them,    they 
will  fubfift  well  enough. 

The  lord  Beverning  doth  feem  to  be  altogether  immerfus  in  amorihus,  for  he  doth  nor 
appear  here.  It  is  ftill  very  confidently  reported,  that  he  fhall  be  of  the  council,  for  the 
charge  of  treafurer  will  require  much  time  before  it  can  be   had. 

The  ftates  of  Holland  after  their  fafhion  do  meet  (lowly  ;  whereunto  doth  help  to 
retard  the  extraordinary  froft  we  have  here.  They  have  alfo  fent  them  the  refolution  of 
the  7th  concerning  the  reports  of  the  lord  Beverning  and  Nieuport  for  the  act  of  feclu- 
fion  ;  upon  which  refolutions  without  doubt  there  hath  been  debated  in  the  common  ■ 
council,  for  Holland  having  promifed  indemnity,  and  to  bear  thofe  two  embaffadors  harm- 
lefs,  will  maintain  it  -,  and  I  do  underftand,  that  thofe  of  Holland  do  fpeak  reciprocally, 
that  in  cafe  they  will  profecute  the  lords  Beverning  and  Nieuport,  that  Holland  will 
annul  the  aft  of  amnefty  of  Aug.  1651,  which  you  will  find  in  the  recompofed  or  rejlQrel 
Ikn  i  and  will  ufe  retortion  againft  thofe,  who  in  the  faid  amnefty  do  find  their  abfolution. 

But 
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A.  D.  1654.  But  men  will  fay,  that  the  faid  amnefty  doth  not  regard  what  is  paft,  and  that  this  fecliTfion 
iyV\J  is  a  new  thing,  although  that  all  doth  fpring  from  the  fame  root,  I  do  fee,  that  the 
moft  part  of  the  provinces  by  plurality  will  refolve  fomcthing  to  the  prejudice  of  the  faid 
lords  Beverning  and  Nieuport  •,  but  if  Holland  doth  not  embroil  itfelf,  or  be  divided, 
all  will  fignify  nothing.  Wind  and  time  will  wear  it  out ;  for  Zeland  itfelf  dare  not  do 
any  thing  to  any  purpofe  ;  and  as  you  know,  in  the  other  provinces  there  are  alfo  divifions ; 
yea  in  the  chiefeft  cities,  as   Deventer,    Arnheim,    Teil,  Nimeguen,  Utrecht,  Bommel, 

Middleburgh,  Zierixze,  Tolen,  &c.  And  whofoever  doth  not  find  his  account  with 

or  the do  join  with and  befides  Holland  alone  in  the  balance  of  force  doth 

furpafs  all  the  reft.  In  fhort  it  will  only  depend  upon  their  own  mutual  agreement  and 
conftancy ;  and  in  the  end  all  thefe  refolutions  and  proteftations  will  be  of  no  effedj  and 
amongft — likewife  there  is  no  equal  refolution  nor  courage.  All  manner  of  faftions  and  hu- 
mours recipiunt  magis  &  minus.  The  leaft  part  is  fo  in  the  fuperlative  degree.  Concerning  the 
*  judicature  of  the  prifoner  Haex,  I  do  underftand,  that  the  lords  of  Holland  may  at  laft 
refolve  to  leave  it  to  the  judicature  of  the  ftates  general,  or  to  fuch  as  they  fhall  appoint, 
under  a  proteft  de  non  prajudicando  in  futurum,  to  the  end  there  might  be  an  end  made  of 
all  the  difpute.  But  however  for  all  that  they  would  in  no  wife  draw  it  into  a  confequence» 
for  fear  of  engaging  the  lords  Beverning  and  Nieuport  into  the  fame  judicature.  Holland 
will  alfo  fpeak  again  of  equipping  36  Ihips  for  the  Mediterranean;  and  to  draw  Zealand 
likewife  to  it  in  their  pafTage,  they  will  torment  and  vex  Portugal.  The  merchants  of 
Amfterdam,  although  the  lord  Nieuport  writes  nothing  of  it,  have  advice,  that  the  lord 
proteftor  will  diffolve  the  Eaft-India  company  at  London,  and  declare  the  navigation 
and  commerce  to  the  Indies  to  be  free  and  open.  That  doth  caufe  great  jealoufy  at  Am- 
fterdam, as  a  thing  that  will  very  much  prejudice  the  Eaft-India  company  in  Holland.     I 

the  Orange  party- 
do  not  fundamentally  underftand  this  matter,  but  I  can  fay  thus  much,  that 

the  commerce  of  Holland 

will  only  laugh  at  it,  if  the  Englilh  fliould  give  a  check  to   ■  ■        to 

the  Orange  party 

verify  the  predidlion,  that  the  deceafed  prince  Henry  and    ' have  fo  often 

faid,  that  England  coming  to  be  a  commonwealth  would  ruin  the  commerce  of  Holland, 

Hollanders 
and  draw  it  wholly  to  themfelves  ;  and  alfo  amongft  the  good  ■  ■  there  are  fome 

that  do  believe,  that  the  commerce  doth  only  belong  to  them  alone,  and  do  repute  it  for  an 
injury,  if  another  nation  doth  pretend  any  thing  to  the  commerce. 

The  general  conful  of  the  French,  mr.  Jannot,  doth  complain,  and  thinks  himfelf  in- 
jured, that  he  is  not  admitted  in  the  fame  quality  at  Rotterdam ;  for  they  do  admit  the 
confuls  of  this  ftate  in  all  parts  in  France ;  fo  likewife,  faith  he,  all  thofe  of  France  ought 
to  be  admitted  •,  but  fay  thofe  of  Rotterdam,  in  this  country  here  are  no  governors  that 
torment  and  trouble  the  mafters  of  fhips  •,  and  here  ftrangers  are  ufed  as  well  as  the  natives. 

They  had  formerly  fent  to  the  lord  Heinfius  credentials  to  treat  with  the  king  of 
Sweden  about  the  bufinefs  of  Bremen  -,  but  now  he  doth  fend  to  have  a  general  credential ; 
whereupon,  in  regard  all  had  not  confented  to  the  falary,  thofe  of  Zealand  do  make  a 
fcruple  ;  and  it  is  thought  they  do  it  to  the  end  that  the  charge  of  ordinary  •  embalTador 
in  England  is  pretended  to  belong  to  the  province  of  Zealand. 

It  is  faid,  that  Holland  will  depute  the  lord  Beverning  to  the  alTembly  of  the  ftafes  ge- 
neral, till  fuch  time  as  he  hath  obtained  the  charge  of  treafurer.  His  wooing  will  not  yet 
fucceed,  but  the  lord  penfionary  is  going  to  Amfterdam  to  conclude  his  marriage. 

The  lord  Beeck  hath  exhibited  a  juftification  of  the  flates  of  Overyflell  and  Deventer. 
The  lord  Woolfsen  hath  oppofed  it,  faying  it  to  be  an  untruth,  that  two  members  do 
ufurp  the  name  of  the  ftates  of  Overyfell.     By  the  next  I  can  fend  you  a  copy.    I  am

My  Lord, 

HAVE  received  both  your  letters  of  the  25th  of  the  laft  and  the  firft  of  this  month.       v.xxii.p.  149. 
There  hath  been  nothino;  done  farther  in  the  bufinefs  for  the  renewins;  of  the  alhance 


with  France  fince  my  laft.  And  I  ftiall  not  fail,  as  much  as  lieth  in  my  power,  fo  to  ma- 
nage that  bufinefs,  if  it  doth  proceed,  that  in  the  bufinefs,  which  doth  concern  the  navi- 
gation and  commerce,  the  like  conditions  fhall  be  agreed  upon,  as  this  ftate  hath  obtained 
of  Spain.  We  do  expeft  here  with  great  impatience  the  iflue  of  the  negotiation  of  mr.  de 
Neufville  ;  and  many  do  fear  here  a  bad  iflTue  of  it,  by  reafon  of  fo  many  delays.  The 
affairs  in  the  province  of  Overyffell  have  remained  of  late  in  one  and  the  fame  condition^ 
and  nothing  confiderable  hath  been  refolved  by  the  one  and  the  other  part.  I  do  hope, 
that  bufinefs  will  have  a  good  iffue.  I  am  very  much  troubled  about  it.  The  lords  of 
Friefland  do  ftill  continue  their  oppofition  and  difaffedion  upon  the  fubjedt  concerning  the 
lord  Beverning  and  the  feclufion. 

The  affembly  of  their  noble  great  lordlhips  of  Holland  is  not  yet  full,  but  will  be  within 
few  days.  The  chiefeft  fubjed:  of  this  meeting  will  be  the  fecuring  of  their  commerce  and 
navigation.

My    LORD, 

'\  X  ITE  have  had  no  letters  out  of  England  this  week  ;  and  I  am  the  more  troubled,  that  V.xxii.p.145. 

V  V  your  affairs  are  at  laft  brought  to  extremity,  and  that  you  will  have  a  certain  refo- 
lution.  I  was  told  two  days  fince,  that  a  merchant  at  Amfterdam  had  advice,  that  you 
were  gone  from  London  -,  and  that  the  protedlor  had  fent  a  gentleman  after  you  to  Gravef- 
end,  to  defire  you  to  return.  Divers  at  Amfterdam  have  publifiied,  that  you  were  returned 
into  France.  I  cannot  believe,  that  you  will  pafs  the  fea  before  you  have  concluded  our 
accommodation.  We  have  here  all  our  eyes  upon  you,  and  we  difcourfe  of  nothing  elfc 
but  of  England. 

The  affembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland  doth  only  begin.  Thofe  of  Friefland  do  ftill 
prefs  to  have  the  lord  Beverning  to  give  an  account  of  his  embaffy ;  and  that  it  may  be 
done  jointly,  they  propound  to  recall  the  lord  Nieuport.  The  lords  commiffioners  of  the 
provinces  have  fent  it  to  be  debated  by  the  lords  their  principals.  They  fpeak  here  no  more 
of  the  renewing  of  the  alliance,  than  if  they  had  never  known  France.  You  will  have 
heard  of  the  diforders  happened  at  Courtray  between  the  inhabitants  and  the  regiment  of 
Bonnifaci,  that  was  quartered  there.  It  is  wholly  deftroyed.  There  was  a  bloody  flaughter 
on  both  fides.  The  city  hath  fent  word  to  the  archduke,  that  in  cafe  they  have  not  fatis- 
fadion  given  them,  they  will  put  themfelves  under  the  protedion  of  the  king  of  France.

H  O  faith,  that  his  firft  acquaintance  with  major  Henry  Norwood  was  at  Amfter- 
dam,  at  which  time  he  had  about  1000  1.  in  his  hands  of  fir  William  Berkeley's, 
who  then  ordered  this  examinate  to  pay  the  faid  1000  1.  to  him  the  faid  Norwood  or  his 
order  -,  which  accordingly  he  did,  and  then  the  faid  Norwood  went  for  England,  being 
anno  1651,  and  thence  to  Virginia,  and  faw  him  not  fince  till  about  ten  months  ago,  when 
he  had  only  difcourfe  with  him  about  the  Virginia  trade.

Richard  Glover   vv'ith   his 

defire  to  meet  them  both  at  a  glafs  of  wine  :  the  time  and  place  appointed  was  on  m.onday 

following  at  the  Hoop  and  Pye  in  Leadenhall-ftreet,  where  the  examinate  accordingly  came, 

and  with  him  brought  his  aforefaid  two  friends,  as  not  thinking  of  any  thing  but  a  merry 

meeting.     Where  we  had  not  been  an  hour,  but  the  houfe  taking  fire  cafually,  mr.  Glover 

not  bdng  come,  each  one  fhifted  out  of  the  doors,  and  fo  major  Norwood  left  this  exam.i- 

nate  in  the  multitude,  and  faw  him  no  more  that  night,  which  was,  as  he  fuppofcth,    the 

nth  of  December  laft  ;  and  on  friday  following,  being  the  1 5th,  the  faid  Glover  came  to  this 

examinate,  and  as  they  were  going  together  to  buy  hogs  in  Smithfield,  told  this  examinate, 

that  he  had  feen  major  Norwood  that  day,  who  had  defired  him  to  appoint  time  and  place 

where  they  three  might  meet,  which   he  did  to  be  the  next  day  at  the  Fountain  in  Fen- 

church-ftreet,  where  the  fubftance  of  their  difcourfe  was,  that  the  defign  for  Barbados  was 

to  be  furthered  by  mr.  Glover,  and  this  examinate,  who  fhould  biiy  fuch  piftols,   carbines, 

and  other  arms,  as  he  the  faid  major  Norwood  Ihould  diredt  us,  who  would  give  us  ready 

money  ;  and  that  they  ihould  be  brought  to  this  examinate's  houfe,  there  to  be  kept  till  the 

fhip  Charles  was  ready,  and  that  he  fhould  provide  a  veffel  forthwith  to  go  for  Amfterdam 

to  fetch  1000  1.  worth  of  arms  ;  and  that  they  Ihould  farther  gain  15  s.  for  every  9  s.  they 

did  fo  bellow.     To  that   end  this   examinate's  brother  Robert  Cuftis  was  pitcht  on  by 

the   faid  Norwood   for   that  defign,  who  accordingly  was  kept  up  by  this  examinate  two 

polls  from  another  voyage  under  pretence  of  expecting  order  from  Amfterdam  of  the  price 

of  certain  merchandizes,  as  train  oil,  &c.  and  that  this  examinate  was  to  land  the  arms  at 

a  convenient  place  twenty  miles  off,  to  fave  cuftom. 

Farther  faith,  that  during  their  being  at  the  faid  tavern,  one  mr.  Barton  (who  came  there 
with  his  man  before  major  Norwood,  and  attended  the  coming  of  mr.  Glover  and  this  ex- 
aminate) went  forth,  and  within  a  quarter  of  an  hour  returned  with  a  cart,  and  thereon 
two  trunks  with  arms,  and  with  this  examinate  went  and  delivered  the  fame  into  this 
examinate's  houfe.  And  tuefday  after  major  Norwood,  mr.  Glover  and  this  examinate  met 
again  at  the  laid  fountain,  where  at  his  firft  coming  was  a  waterman  with  a  green  or  blue 
coat,  and  fome  fowl  on  his  fleeve  for  a  badge,  at  which  time  major  Norwood  difclofed  the 
true  intention  of  the  faid  arms,  that  they  were  to  be  difpofed  to  feveral  places  in  the 
country,  to  arm  men  at  the  rifing  of  the  parliament,  and  in  all  places  to  rife  together  for 
the  eftablifliing  of  king  Charles  •,  adding,  they  were  affured  of  the  greater  part  of  the 
army  for  them,  and  the  whole  did  not  confift  of  above  12000.  Saith,  that  afterwards 
they  had  fundry  meetings,  during  which  time  two  trunks  and  three  chefts  of  arms  were 
brought  to  his  houfe  ;  as  alfo  mr.  Glover  and  this  examinate  had  bought  with  monies  received 
of  major  Norwood  by  the  faid  Glover  20  carbines,  which  he  ordered  mr.  Glover  to  de- 
liver for  the  Birmingham  carrier  fomewhere  in  St.  Giles's  ;  as  alfo  mr.  Glover  and  this 
examinate  bought,  by  major  Norwood's  direftions,  30  carbines  more,  which  were  brought  to 
this  examinate's  houfe .  Alfo  a  few  days  after  a  box  was  fent  to  this  examinate's  houfe ;  therein, 
as  mr.  Tomlyns  faith,  are  bits  for  horfes  bridles  ;  and  that  upon  Chriftmas-day  laft  mr.  Tom- 
lyns  and  his  man  came  to  this  examinate's  houfe  with  a  coach  and  a  porter,  and  by  them  car- 
ried away  4  trunks,  whereof  they  brought  two  back  again  the  fame  morning,  being  too 
heavy  for  the  carrier's  horfes.  And  then  or  about  that  time  this  examinate  was  ordered  by 
major  Norwood  and  mr.  Tomlyns  to  hire  a  waggon,  that  fhould  take  its  lading  with  arms 
to  Loughborough,  to  be  delivered  within  two  or  three  miles  there,  which  was  to  have  been 
performed  this  week.  Alfo  this  exam.inate  hath,  by  major  Norwood's  direftions,  befpoke 
4  trumpets,  and  given  earneft  for  them.  And  further,  that  this  examinate  did  difcharge 
theveflfel,  by  his  direftions,  about  faturday  laft,  on  which  day  this  examinate  with  mr. 
Glover  met  with  mr.  Tomlyns  and  major  Norwood  at  a  place  called  Croone's  or  Cambden- 
houfe,  where  they  had  order  to  defift  proceeding,  till  two  or  three  days  further,  becaufe  of 
a  plot  fufpeded  at  V/hite-hall  -,  and  had  fome  difcourfe  to  the  fame  effe6l  as  formerly, 
and  clofed  that  evening  with  an  exchange  to  give  50 1.  in  gold  for  50 1.  in  filver,  which  this 
examinate  received  there  of  major  Norwood.

A.  D.  1654.  T  ETTERS  out  of  Poland  fpeak  of  the  good  progrefs  of  the  Polifh  army  with  the  new 
Ky^ySJ  \^  Tartarian  fuccors  againft  the  Coffacks  in  the  Ukraine,  having  deftroyed  the  moft  part 
v.xxii.p.173.  ^^  them,  and  forced  Chmihnfky  to  retreat  to  Corfan,  fueing  now  for  the  league,  which 
not  long  ago  he  rejefted.  The  party  that  was  commanded  to  relieve  Witebelko  beino- 
too  late,  reiblved  to  attempt  fome  adventure  in  the  feild,  which  fucceeded  to  their  defire  \ 
for  that  having  good  intelligence,  that  8  cannons,  3000  pikes,  fome  hundreds  of  mufkets, 
and  fome  ammunition  with  a  convoy  of  5000  Mufcovites  being  defigned  for  Polotzky, 
but  prevented  by  the  froft,  and  landed  fome  where  near  the  river  Dune,  they  feli  upon 
them  unawares,  flew  moft  of  them,  and  tooke  the  reft  with  all  the  fpoyl.  Upon  which  good 
fuccefs,  it  is  faid  they  went  flirther,  routing  divers  troopes  of  the  enemie,  and  retaking 
fome  places  of  fmall  account.  From  Wilda  they  write  the  3d  of  January,  that  upon 
the  29th  paft  both  the  Littawifh  gen.  with  the  whole  body  were  broken  up  from  Minfk 
to  Bicko  and  Mohilo,  whither  the  aforefaid  party  were  alfo  commanded  to  repair.

V.  XX.  p.  231.  'W'OUR's  I  have  by  this  poft,  for  wliich  I  thank  you.  My  letters  to  you  now  are  as 
\  fhort  as  heretofore  they  were  longe,  little  being  done  now  here  that  concerns  Eng- 
lande  in  ftate  matters,  but  all  concerning  merchants  and  trade,  which  merchants  there  can 
tell  you  better  than  I  can.  Our  ambaflador  Nieuport's  letters  weekly  import  only  fuch 
matters,  and  the  proceedings  of  parliament,  which  is  needlefs  to  repeat  to  you.  We 
have  been  in  filence  and  quietnefs  a  good  while,  free  from  the  fruits  of  the  divifion 
among  the  provinces,  but  now  afrefh,  the  province  of  Friefland  puts  in  a  paper,  rede- 
firing,  that  the  ambaffador  Beverning  and  Nieuport  may  be  required  to  give  account 
to  the  ftates  general  of  their  negotiation  in  England.  It  is  doubted;  fome  other  of  the 
provinces  "wdll  alfo  renew  fuch  papers,  and  then  there  may  be  fome  work  hear  to  be  fent 
to  you.  It  is  thought  Jongeftall  is  aftive  underhand  in  this  bufinefs  againft  Beverning 
and  Nieuport,  being  not  plcafed  with  them  in  England.  It  is  not  prefled  here  lately  for 
the  renovation  of  the  alliance  with  France,  fome  provinces  being  very  forward  for  it,  as 
you  had  in  former  letters  from.

V.xxii.p.igii  T  SEND  you  here  inclofed  the  particulars  this  gazettier  hath  given  us  of  the  duke  of 
X  Guife's  adventures,  according  to  the  relation  he  hath  fent  thereof  to  court ;  where 
they  feem  to  be  more  and  more  angry  againft  Mr.  Folleville,  both  by  reafon  of  his 
want  of  conduft,  and  alfo  by  maxim  of  ftate  to  cover  the  reputation  of  the  king's 
arms,  as  though  their  defign  would  not  without  him  have  mifcarried  ;  in  fo  much  that 
orders  have  been  fent  to  Provence  to  bring  him  prifoner  here,  and  that  his  procefs  may  be 
made. 

My  laft  of  the  V  of  this  inftant  will  have  informed  you  of  the  pope's  ficknefs.  All 
Paris  has  been  filled  with  the  rumor  of  his  death,  but  by  reafon  the  laft  ordinary 
from  Rome  did  only  mention  his  agony,  the  wifer  fort  will  not  yet  give  farther  credit 
thereunto. 

The  letters  from  Lyons  inform  us,  that  the  court  of  Savoy  had  fo  murmured  againft 
the  fojourning  of  the  French  troops  in  that  country,  that  part  of  them  were  defcended  into 
Dauphine. 

The  perfon  named  White,  who  was  laft  faturday  fent  a  prifoner  to  the  Eaftile,  was  next 
day  carried  to  the  Louvre  to  be  examined  by  the  cardinal  himfelf,  who  fliewed  him  fome 
writings,  whereon  he  ftood  all  amazed  ;  after  which  he  was  fent  back  into  his  prifon.

Sir, 

I  HAVE  received  two  of  ycur's  fince  my  former  of  the  4th  and  7th  inftant,  by  v.xxii.t.  179, 
which  I  fee  no  caufe  of  complaints  among  you  ;  but  fome  fay,  there  was  a  new  plot 
yet  againfl  his  highnefs  the  lord  protedtor,  to  the  profit  of  king  CharleSj  wlio  has  a  great 
party  in  that  parliament  and  other  places  yet  in  England,  and  feveral  otfier  places,  which 
they  expeft  to  bring  to  fome  perfeftion  fome  time  or  other,  as  cccafion  fhall  ferve.  Nov/ 
you  have  your  letters  from  Rome  by  the  ordinary  poit,  who  could  not  have  the  news  of 
the  pope's  death,  of  which  we  expeft  the  confirmation  by  another  extraordinary. 

Our  forces  bound  for  Bretagne  and  Normandy  towards  the  fea  fide  have  received  counter- 
orders  to  return,  hearing  the  Englilh  fleet  intends  not  for  France.  Of  our  embaffador 
there  I  heard  nothing  fince  m.y  former  ;  only  he  will  fl:ay  as  yet  where  he  is,  and  he  will 
treat  by  words,  as  he  is  himfelf  entertained  -,  but  it's  thought  their  treaty  will  not  go 
forward,  as  I  know  the  reafons,  becaufe  neither  of  them  dares  truft  the  other.  It's  written 
from  Turin,  the  2d  inftant,  that  mademoifelle's  picfture  was  brought  thither  to  the  duke 
of  Savoy,  which  they  efteemed  very  handfom  and  agreeable  ;  but  the  princes  Maurice  and 
Thomas  often  in  difcourfe  with  maciam  royale  endeavour  to  break  that  defign,  and  bring, 
on  that  Savoy  fhould  marry  the  cardinal  Mazarin's  niece,  and  the  king  the  infanta  qf 
Spain,  alfo  the  duke  of  Anjou  the  infanta  of  Portugal ;  but  all  are  but  difcourfes  in  the 
lip,  though  it  might  partly  come  to  an  end. 

The  laft  news  we  hear  from  the  duke  de  Guife  is,  that  he  is  gone  to  St.  Baulme,  to 
perform  his  promife  at  fea,  when  he  was  in  dangers^  and  give  thanks  to  God,  that  faved 
him  from  thofe  perils.  Now  he  begins  to  be  holy  and  devout  after  all.  From  that  place 
we  expeft  him  here,  but  it's  thqtight  he  will  make  no  great  ftay  in  it,  but  return  tQ 
Languedoc  to  fee  the  prince  of  Conti,  and  encreafe  his  forces  for  the  next  occafion. 

Mr-  Comte  de  Grandpre,  whq  was  changed  in  Flanders  for  mr.  Coligny  Salignac  arrived 
here  two  days  ago  to  give  thanks  to  his  majefty  and  his  eminence. 

The  king  was  a  hunting  at  Bois  de  Vincennes' from  monday  laft  till  wednefday  at 
night  he  arrived  at  the  Louvre,  where  there  was  an  Italian  comedy  ready  for  him,  or- 
dered by  the  duke  of  Anjou  his  brother  ;  and  to  rnorrow  they  will  dance  a  great  ballet, 
where  all  the  nobility  and  greateft  ladies  of  the  court  will  be  mpft  gallantly  accommodated. 

It's  reported,  that  the  cardinal's  nephew,  mr.  de  Mancini,  is  to  marry  one  of  the 
dutchefs  of  Efguillon's  nieces,  to  get  the  government  of  Havre  de  Grace  from  the  faid 
dutchefs. 

Thofe  that  have  the  profit  of  the  gabelles  and  taxes  here  offer  at  prefent  to  the  king,  to 
furnilh  60  veflels  at  fea  with  men,  money,  and  all  manner  of  provifion,  againft  the  Englifh, 
for  to  have  the  commerce  free.  The  duke  of  Vendofrne,  as  admiral  of  the  fea,  demanded 
the  command  of  the  faid  fh.ips,  but  was  refufed.  The;  duke  of  Guife's  forces  for  th? 
moft  part  are  gone  to  Provence  and  Dauphine. 

Our  councils  here  are  in  diforder,  the  high  price  and  that  of  the  fin^nc^qs  being  altere^j 
fix  intendants  being  turned  out,  and  fix  more  being  put  in  tfipir  places,  ^s  ijir.  de  Menerdeay 
Ihall  think  fit ;  but  all  is  to  get  monies  from  the  poor  rnen.  Hence  parted  laft  wednefday 
mr.  marquis  de  Caftelnau,  MouifTeres,  with  many  other  officers  of  the  army,  to  condudt 
a  convoy  of  provifioo  and  ammunition  for  Quefnoy  ;  and  have  orders  to  fight  the  ene- 
mies, in  cafe  they  might  appear. 

Our  king  this  day  is  gone  a  hunting  towards  Bois  de  Bologne,  which  is  all  known  at 
prefent  to.

A.  D.  16545  "f^Y  the  letters  which  we  have  received  from  Rome  by  an  exprefs  we  hear,  that  his  hohneis 
y^imvvTi  -"^  ^^  relapfed,  and  given  over  by  the  whole  fchool  of  phyficians.     By  the  next  poll  we 
'  fliall  certainly  hear  of  his  death. 

Mr.  le  commandeur  of  Valence,  who  fome  years  fince  did  ferve  the  king  in  an  em- 
baffy  to  Rome,  hath  been  defired  by  his  eminence  to  take-  that  honour  upon  him  again  ; 
and  that  he  fhould  have  his  arrears  paid  him,  if  he  would  undertake  it.  The  prefent 
affairs  do  require  the  prefence  of  an  able  man  there.  Whereupon  he  hath  undertaken  it, 
only  demanding  half  a  year's  advance,  being  a  religious,  and  confequently  without  a  patri- 
mony, which  doth  highly  offend  his  eminence,  who  ratled  him  foundly  for  it.  And  every 
body  doth  blame  the  faid  commandeur  for  it,  it  being  jufl,  that  when  able  perfons  are  com- 
manded to  go  upon  an  embalTy,  which  they  are  commanded  by  the  fupreme  power,  to  do  it 
without  hanging  after  money.  You  fee,  that  you  are  condemned,  if  you  agree  to  thefe  maxims. 
I  know  not  "whether  your  negotiation  will  end  with  the  feftivals,  and  whether  the  conclufion 
thereof  will  caufe  you  to  return  fooner  than  the  indifpofition  of  my  lord  your  father,  who 
is  extreme  ill,  and  not  without  danger,  though  fomething  better.  He  hath  received  all 
the  facraments  of  the  curate  of  St.  Gervais.  He  could  not  give  him  the  holy  facrament, 
till  he  had  put  his  miftrefs  out  of  the  houfe,  which  at  laft  he  confented  unto,  and  then  the 
curate,  being  fure  that  the  young  damfel  was  gone  out  of  the  houfe,  performed  all  the 
flinftions,  to  the  great  content  of  your  whole  family.

My  lord, 

THE  letter,  which  mr.  Mafon  informes  me  you  have  Written  to  mee,  is  not  yet  come  V.xxii.p.jgi 
to  my  hands,  and  is  the  only  one  that  has  mifcarryed  ;  however  I  fhall  ad  this  to 
the  refle,  and  fince  I  hope  you  will  thinke  it  tyme  but  impertinently  worne  out  in  many 
profeflions  to  gaine  your  beleiefe,  that  I  love  and  defire  to  ferve  you,  which  I  had  rather 
you  fhould  finde  by  my  aftions  than  perfuafions,  I  Ihall  not  ufe  any  further  preambles,  but 
tell  your  lordlhip,  that  here  has  been  lately  a  plot  difcovered,  many  imprifoned,  more  fent  for 
from  all  parts,  much  armes  and  ammunition  taken,  fome  parts  of  it  brought  to  light, 
and  more  I  believe  in  the  proteftor's  knowledge  then  he  yet  reveales.  This  might  have 
bred  a  commotion,  but  by  all  I  can  yet  underftand  of  it,  it  would  not  have  done  more 
good,  though  it  had  not  beene  difcovered  before  it  had  broaken  out.  I  much  dout  this  is 
an  end  of  the  great  defigne,  which  has  foe  much  fubdued  the  kinge  to  fir  Edward  Hide's 
fence.  'Tis  not  fitt  for  mee  to  write  all  things  relating  to  it  ;  or  if  it  were,  'tis  too  large 
for  a  letter.  It  has  done  much  hurte  by  the  bringing  thefe  people  nearer  to  an  agreement 
then  they  were  -,  will  be,  I  feare,  the  deftnicSion  of  many,  and  a  difcouragement  to  future 
and  more  hopeful!  defignments.     Lord  *  *  fort  is  come  into  the  governor  of  Inver- 

nefs,  and  Middleton,  as  I  am  informed,  defires  to  capitulate  ;  but  of  this  I  am  not  certain. 
And  here  is  an  end  of  all  mr.  Chan's  well-condufted  defignes  ;  and  for  the  prefent  muft  be 
a  fufpenfion  of  others.  Yet  if  you  have  been  averfe  to  what  I  have  propofed  in  referrence 
to  your  owne  particular  from  your  *************** 
of  the  event  of  thefe  projefts,  you  may  nowe  governe  yourfelfe  according  to  the  prefent 
ftate  of  things.  I  am  not  come,  I  confefs,  to  that  degree  of  wifdom  even  in  my  owne 
opinion,  to  prefume  to  give  your  lordfhip  my  advice,  upon  whofe  judgement,  preferring  it 
farr  beyond  my  owne,  I  both  have  and  fhall  depend  •,  yet  I  thinke  it  will  be  no  arrogance  to 
tell  you,  that  I  had  rather  adventure  to  give  you  my  advice,  whilft  it  is  feafonable,  and 
your  difeafe  curable,  than  confolation,  when  it  is  remedilefs.  I  am  confident  having  caufed 
a  freind  of  mine  to  difcource  at  a  diftance  with  a  great  one  here  concerning  you  at  a  dis- 
tance, you  may  yett  make  your  peace,  and  enjoy  your  eftate,  which  I  fear  will  be  more 
difficulte,  if  not  impoffible  hereafter.  Divers  of  your  owne  countrymen,  who  have  fub- 
mitted,  lay  all  the  blame  of  the  highlands  rifing  upon  you,  and  endeavour  to  bring  you 
into  as  much  prejudice  as  they  can.  Wherefore  I  could  hartily  wifh  as  a  perfon  very  much 
concerned  in  all  the  good  or  ill  that  can  befall  you,  that  you  would  take  your  opportunity

To  obey  inevitable  neceffity  is  agreeable  both  to  the  Jaws  of  God 
and  nature  -,  and  I  thinke  noe  man  was  ever  foe  great  a  Stoick  in  virtue,  that  would  not  at 
leaft  foe  far  helpe  himfelfe,  that  when  he  coulde  noe  longer  help  the  publiquebyhis  aftivity, 
that  he  would  refufe  to  *  *  his  owne  palTively,  that  he  might  decently  grive  the  publick  mi- 
ferys  at  home,  without  fufferringe  contempt  and  too  much  want  abroad.

The  examination  of  Oliver  Willianas. 

Oliver  Williams,  gunfmith,  dwelling  in  Towcr-ilreet  London,  faith  as  followeth. 

Vxxii  p  220  ^T^HAT  in  May  1648,  when  the  rebellion  was  in  Kent,  mr.  -■  Fryer  fhip-chandler, 

'  JL  living  at  a  corner  houfe  in  or  near  Tower-flreet,  did  between  the  hours  of  eleven  arid 
twelve  at  night  lade  three  boats  with  arms  and  amrtiunition  at  Butolph's  wharf  near  I/5n- 
<don-bridge,  which  faid  arms  and  ammunition  the  faid  Oliver  Williams  affirms  could 
not  be  worth  lefs  than  five  hundred  pounds.  The  faid  Oliver  Williams  farther  affirms, 
that  out  of  his  affeftion  to  the  parliament,  he  having  intelligence  of  the  faid  Fryer's  inten- 
tion of  fending  arms  to  the  enemy,  he  the  faid  Oliver  Williams  lay  under  a  ftali  near  the 
faid  Fryer's  houfe,  and  watched  three  nights  together,  and  the  third  night  faw  the  fai4 
arms  carried  out  of  the  faid  Fryer's  houle  at  the  hour  abovefaid  ;  and  that  the  fervants  of 
the  faid  Fryer  carried  a  dark  lanthorn  along  with  them,  and  when  they  perceived  any  to 
come  near  them,  they  darkened  their  light.  Farther  the  faid  Oliver  Williams  faith,  that 
he  the  faid  Oliver  Williams  following  the  faid  arms  and  ammunition,  to  fee  whither  they 
were  carried,  one  of  the  fervants  of  mr.  Fryer  ftepped  back  with  the  lanthorn  to  fee  who 
it  was  that  followed  them  :  whereupon  the  faid  Williams  faith,  that  he  was  inforced  to 
counterfeit  himfelf  drunk,  and  accordingly  mumbled,  and  reeled  up  and  down,  yet  followed 
them  to  Buttolph's  wharf,  where  he  faw  them  put  into  boats,  and  then  immediately  de- 
parted, and  gave  information  to  a  captain  of  a  troop  of  horfe,  who  at  that  time  quartered 
with  his  troop  in  Gracechurch-ftreet,  who  forthwith  feized  the  arms  and  ammunition,  be- 
fore the  boats  could  get  off.  Whereupon  the  faid  captain  demanding  whofe  arms  and  am- 
munition they  were  (the  fervants  being  upon  the  approach  of  the  foldiers  run  away)  the 
faid  Fryer  never  owned  the  faid  arms,  &c.  though  he  the  faid  Oliver  Williams  can  attefl 
upon  oath,  that  he  faw  the  faid  arms,  &c.   carried  by  mr.  Fryer's  fervants  out  of  his  faid 

houfe.     Oliver  Williams  farther  faith,   that  the  faid  mr. Fryer  fhut  up  great  part 

of  his  Ihop  for  the  fpace  of  near  three  years ;  and  fwore,  that  he  the  faid  Fryer  would  i)ot 
open  it  again,  till  either  the  late  king  come  to  town,  or  his  fon  fhould  be  crowned  king  \ 
neverthelefs  about  a  year  fince  the  faid  fhop  as  formerly  hath  been  open. 

The  faid  Oliver  Williams  doth  not  render  this  account  of  Fryer  upon  any  account  of 
envy,  but  out  of  duty  and  affeftion  to  his  highnefs  and  the  prefent  government  •,  humbly 
conceiving,  that  though  the  aft  for  indemnity  may  have  pardoned  the  faid  Fryer  for  paft 
offences,  yet  thought  it  neceffary  to  declare  how  great  and  inveterate  an  enemy  the  faid 
Fryer  was,  and  ftill  remains.

Zouch,   in  the  county  of  Leicefter,  taken  Jan.  8,  1654.

SAITH,  that  he  hath  gone  as  a  carrier  and  fei-vant  to  the  faid  widow,  between  Londoh  A.  D.  1654. 
and  Afhby  de  la  Zouch,  with  horfes  fince  midfummer  laft,  and  being  at  the  Axe  in  L/''y'\J 
Aldermanbury,  where  he  lodges,  upon  the  25th  of  December  laft,  being  chriftmas  day,  ^'•'""'■P-^Sz- 
one  mr.  Rowland  Thomas,  whom  he  hath  known  5  or  6  years,  the  faid  Rowland  Thomas 
being  for  fome  years  together  at  fir  Robert  Shirley's  at  Staunton,  within  two  miles  of 
Afhby,  where  this  examinate  ufed  often  to  go  with  letters,  which  this  examinate's  mafter 
did  bring  from  London,  did  come  to  the  Axe  aforefaid  about  8  or  9  a  clock  on  chriftmas 
day  aforefaid  in  the  morning,  when  they  were  unloading,  and  caufed  a  fmall  trunk  to  be 
delivered  to  him,  to  be  carried  to  mr.  Lovett's  in  Staunton  aforefaid,  a  tenant  to  fir  Robert 
Shirley,  which  the  examinate  did  accordingly,  and  had  5  s.  1 1  d.  paid  to  him  for  the 
carriage,  by  a  young  man,  who  came  with  the  faid  Rowland  Thomas  -,  but  doth  not 
know  what  was  in  the  trunk.  And  he  farther  faith,  that  at  the  fame  time  there  were 
brought  into  the  inn  other  large  and  heavy  trunks,  fome  whereof  came  in  a  coath,  which 
the  faid  Rowland  Thomas,  being  in  the  yard,  took  care  of,  and  helped  to  take  them  out 
of  the  coach,  and  caufed  them  to  be  delivered  to  the  other  carriers  then  there  ;  viz.  two 
were  delivered  to  Thomas  Lowe  then  carrier  of  Burton,  who  was  paid  for  the  carriage 
by  the  young  man  aforefaid;  who  came  with  mr.  Thom^,  and  another  trunk  was 
delivered  to  Thomas  Allen,  a  carrier  of  or  near  Afhburn,  and  was  paid  as  aforefaid.  And 
this  examinate  faith,  that  the  faid  Rowland  Thomas  gave  half  a  dozen  of  beer  to  this 
examinate's  porter,  and  as  much  to  the  other  porters,  for  helping  to  pack  the  trunks 
aforefaid.  And  the  examinate  farther  faith,  that  he  went  two  days  journey  and  a  half  with 
the  faid  other  carriers,  who  carried  the  trunks,  viz.  as  far  as  Stony-Stratford  ;  and  by  the 
way  he  remembers  he  faid  to  the  other  carriers,  that  he  thought  the  young  man,  who  de- 
livered them  thefe  trunks,  had  ftollen  fome  merchandife,  or  otherwife  he  could  not 
imagine  where  he  fhould  have  thefe  trunks,  he  being  but  a  poor  man  of  no  means,  when 
he  lived  at  fir  Robert  Shirley's.  And  this  examinate  being  afked,  what  was  in  thefe  ■ 
trunks,  he  faith  he  knows  not.  And  the  faid  Rowland  Thomas  being  produced  before 
the  faid  examinate  upon  his  examination,  he  faith,  that  the  perfon  fo  fhewn  unto  him  is 
the  very  man,  who  caufed  the  faid  trunks  to  be  fent  as  aforefaid  by  him  and  the  faid  other 
carriers.

Thomas  Allen,  o/' Afhburn  in  the  Peak  in  the  county  of  Derby,  aged  about  t^^ 
years,  and  fervant  to  John  Miller,  carrier  between  London  and  Afhburn  afore- 
faid, being  examined  Jan.  8,    1654.  faith  as  followeth. 

HE  faith,  that  he  lodging  at  the  fign  of  the  Caftle  in  Woodftreet,  there  came  to  him  V.xxii.p.242 
on  faturday  before  chriftmas  day  laft  to  the  faid  inn  a  gentleman,  whofe  name  is 
Rowland  Thomas,   as  this  examinate  was  afterwards  informed   by  George  Ifley,  being 
the  fame  perfon  that  was  fhewed  to  this  examinate   at  the  time  of  his  examination, 
and  treated  with  him  about  carrying  of  two  trunks  for  him  to  Mr.  Browne's  of  Hungry 
Bentley  in  the  county  of  Derby,    which   the  examinate  undertook,    fo   they  were   not 
above  loo  weight  a  piece;  and  promifed  to  keep  a  mare  of  purpofe  ;  and  on  monday 
following,  being  chriftmas  day   laft,  the  fame  perfon,  with  another  young  man,  whom      • 
he    took  to  be  the  gentleman's  fei-vant,  being  the  fame  perfon  now  produced,  and  calling 
himfelf  by  the  name  of  Henry  Thomas,  came  to  this  examinate  at  the  Caftic  aforefaid, 
bringing  with  them   two  trunks,  whereof  one  was  in  a  coach,  and  the  other  was  brought 
by  one  Bull,  a   porter   belonging  to  Thomas   LoVve,  carrier  to  Burton  upon  Trent ;  and 
fpake  with  this  examinate   about  the   carriage  of  the  faid  trunk,     but    the  examinate 
undertook  the  carriage  of  that  only,  which  was  brought  by  the  porter,   which  weighed 
about  100  weight  and  3   quarters;    for  which  he  received  2d.  per   pound,    the   whole 
amounting  in  money  to  27  s.   but  the  other  being  very  heavy,  as  the  examinate  was  in- 
formed (for  he  faw  it  not)  he  refufed  to  accept  thereof     Whereupon   the  faid  gentleman 
faid,  that  he  would  get  him  two   trunks  100  weight  a  piece  againft  this  examinate's   next 
coming,  the  party  telling  the  examinate,  that  the  things  contained  in  the  faid  tninks  were 
bedding.     "Whereupon  the   coach  went  away  from  the  faid  inn  with  the  faid  trunk,   but 
whither  it  was  carried  he  knows  not.     And  he  farther  faith,  that  before  the   bringing  of 
Vol.  hi.

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A.  D.  1654.  the  laid  trunk  to  the   Caftle  aforefaid,  on  the  faid  chriftmas  day,  the  faid  gentleman,  with 
V-/'"VX>  the  laid  other  perlbn,  came  to  this  examinate  at  the   faid  inn,  and  moved  the  examinate 
to  fend  the  mare  to  the  place  where    the  lading  was,  to    take  the  fame  up  there ;   the 
rettfon  alledged  for  the  fame  by  the  faid  gentleman  being,  to  avoid   fearch  by  the  excife- 
men.     And  that  the  place,  where  the  marc  was  to  be  fcnt,  was  alfo  named  by  the  gentle- 
man, but   what  the  faid  place  was  he  doth  not  now  certainly  remember,    but  believes 
the  f  ime  to  be  Lime-ftreet  in  London  ;  but  the  examinate  refufcd  to  fend  his  mare,  as  was 
defired,  and  thereupon  the  faid  trunks  were  brought  to  him  as  aforefaid,  one  of  which  he 
took  as  aforefaid,  to  be  delivered  to  the  faid  mr.  Browne,  to  whofe  wife  the  fame  was  ac- 
cordingly delivered  on  faturday  the  30th  of  December,  at  Hungry  Bentley  aforefaid,  mr. 
■  Browne  himfelf  being  not  at  home,    as  the   examinate  was  there  told.     And  together 
with  thefe  trunks  he  delivered  her  a  letter,  diredled  to  her  huiband,  at  the  fame  time,  by 
the  fame  genleman,  at  the  faid  inn  as  aforefaid.     He  farther  faith,  that  he  knew  not  what 
was  in  the  faid  trunk  at  his  receiving  of  it,  being  delivered  to  him  corded  up  •,  but  he  was 
afterv/ards  informed  by  Ibldiers,  as  he  fuppofes  them,  who  went  along  with  this  examinate, 
that  the  fame  were  full  of  arms.     He  farther  faith,  that  the  faid  gentleman,  at   delivering 
of  the  letter,  gave  the  examinate  a  flagon  of  beer;  and  the  other  young  man  that  was 
with  him,  and  who  paid  this  examinate  his  carriage  money,  borrowed  then  of  the  faid 
gentleman    about  3  s.   to  make  up  the  money.     Pie  knows  not  whither  the  faid  trunk 
brought  in  the  coach  as  aforefaid  was  carried,  after  the  examinate  had  refufed  the  carriage 
thereof,  the  faid  young  man  having  on  at  that  time  a  grey  coat.

London,  merchant.,  being  examined  Jan.  8,    \.bz^\.  faith  as  followeth. 

V.xxli.p.238.  ^HE  faith,  that  fhe  hath  been  fervant  to  her  faid  maflerat  his  houfe  in  Lime-ftreet  about 
ij  12  weeks  i  and  that  on  the  25th  day  of  December  laft,  being  chriftmas  day,  there 
came  to  the  door  of  her  matter's  faid  houle  a  coach,  which  often  came  into  the  yard  of 
the  faid  houfe,  being  in  the  forenoon  of  the  fame  day  •,  and  at  the  fame  time  a  gentleman 
was  there  inquiring  for  her  the  examinate's  mafter,  who  being  afked  by  the  examinate, 
what  his  name  was,  he  gave  his  name  to  be  Thomas,  or  Thomlyns,  or  fome  fuch  like 
name  ;  adding,  that  he  lived  at  the  fign  of  the  Black  Boy  in  Fleet-flreet ;  and  that  he 
prefently  after  fpake  with  her  mafler,  and  flaid  a  little  time  with  him  ;  but  what  difcourfe 
there  was  between  them  fhe  knoweth  not.

Thomas  Bull  of  Cripplegate  partJJi  London  porter,   aged  40  years  or   thereabouts., 
being  examined  Jan.  8,  1654.  faith  as  followeth. 

V.xxii.p.234.  T  T  E  faith,  that  he  is  ufu^lly  employed  as  porter  for  Thomas  Lowe,  carrier  of  Burton 
XjL  upon  Trent  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  who  lies  at  the  Ax  in  Aldermanbury  ;  and 
that  upon  the  24th  day  of  December  laft  at  night  there  came  a  young  man  to  the  faid  in^ 
the  Ax,  and  treating  with  the  faid  Thomas  Lowe  about  fome  carriage,  he  after  fpake  to 
the  examinate  to  meet  him  next  morning  by  or  before  8  of  the  clock  at  the  Black  Boy  over- 
againft  St.  Dunftan's  church  in  Fleet-ftreec,  whither  coming  accordingly,  he  found  that  the 
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pa-ity  vvas  abroad,  and  in  his  return  meeting  in  Flect-ftreet  with  the  faid  young  man  and  a  '^-  '^  '^54- 
gentleman,  whom  he  thought  to  be  his  mafter,  they  bad  him  return  to  the  Ax,  whither  after  C''''V"\J 
3  httle  ftay  both  the  faid  perfons  came  ;  and  after  their  fpealcing  with  Thomas  Lowe,  the 
faid  gentleman  bid  the  examinate  to  go  into  Lime-ftreet  to  fetch  fome  trunks,  which 
Thomas  Lowe  was  to  carry  ;  and  accordingly  going,  the  faid  gentleman  went  by  him  in  a 
coach,  and  coming  to  Lime-ftreet,  the  coach  went  into  a  yard,  wherein  are  divers  new 
brick  buildings,  having  alfo  a  great  gate  at  the  entrance,  and  (with  it  the  examinate)  the 
faid  gate  and  the  wicket  thereof  being  fhut  immediately  after,  and  repairing  to  a  houfe  in 
die  faid  yard  being  the  furthermoft  on  their  right  hand  thereof,  and  the  houfe  of  one  mr. 
Cuftis  a  merchant,  as  this  examinate  believes,  the  examinate  did  help  to  load  out  of  the 
faid  houfe  unto  the  faid  coach  a  great  trunk,  weighing,  as  the  examinate  believes,  400 
weight,  and  did  alfo  take  upon  his  own  back  another  trunk  of  near  200  weight,  which  he 
brought  to  the  faid  inn,  whither  the  coach  prefently  after  brought  the  faid  great  trunk,  the 
gentleman  coming  along  with  it  in  the  coach  •,  and  the  great  trunk  being  too  heavy  for 
the  carrier's  horfes,  the  fame  was  fuddenly  after  carried  back  to  the  faid  houfe  in  Lime- 
ftreet,  as  this  examinate  remembers,  the  gentleman's  fervant  accompanying  it  ;  and  being 
returned  thence  the  faid  great  trunk  was  taken  out  of  the  coach  there,  and  another  put  into 
the  coach  of  a  lighter  burthen  ;  the  examinate  alfo  taking  a  fourth  upon  his  back  weighing 
near  200  weight ;  which  together  with  the  2d  trunk  fo  put  into  the  coach  was  alfo  brought 
to  the  faid  inn  the  Ax.  And  he  further  faith,  that  his  mafter  Thomas  Lowe  being  not 
able  to  carry  all  the  faid  trunks,  that  which  came  in  the  coach  the  ftcond  time,  and  one 
of  them  that  was  carried  by  the  examinate,  were  carried  the  one  in  the  coach,  the  other 
by  this  examinate,  to  Thomas  Allen  carrier  for  Aftiburn  in  the  Peak  in  the  county  of 
Derby,  lying  at  the  Caftle  in  Woodftreet,  who  undertook  the  carriage  of  one  of  them, 
but  that  in  the  coach  he  undertook  not,  and  therefore  the  coach  carried  it  back  again  to 
the  place  from  whence  it  was  brought,  as  this  examinate  believes.  And  he  further  faith, 
that  the  faid  gentleman  and  his  fervant,  who  employed  this  examinate  as  aforefaid,  he  ne- 
ver faw  him  before  to  his  knowledge  ;  but  that  fmce  heard  his  name  was  Rowland  Thomas, 
.  but  from  whence  he  heard  it  he  doth  not  now  remember.  And  he  faith,  that  the  gentle- 
man now  produced  before  this  examinate,  and  called  by  the  name  of  Rowland  Thomas, 
is  the  faid  gentleman,  and  another  now  produced  before  this  examinate  at  the  time  of  his 
examination,  and  called  by  the  name  of  Henry  Thomas,  is  the  other,,  whom  he  fuppofed 
to  be  the  gentleman's  fervant,  as  he  doth  think,  but  he  cannot  fay  it  with  certainty.

The  exammafion  of  Thomas  Lowe  carrier  betwixt  London  a72d  Burton  upon  Trent 
in  the  county  of  Stafford,  being  of  Burton  aforefaid,  and  aged  fxty  years  or  there- 
abouts, the  fa?ne  being  taken  Jan.  8,  1654. 

THE  examinate  faith,  that  he  lodging  at  the  fign  of  the  Ax  in  Aldermanbury,  on  the  Vxxii.  p  2^6. 
25th  day  of  December  laft,  being  Chriftmas-day,  feveral  trunks  were  brought  unto 
the  faid  inn  by  a  young  man,  whofe  name  he  knows  not,  whereof  there  was  delivered  to 
the  examinate  two  trunks  and  two  boxes,  to  be  delivered  at  Stokeley  park  in  Staffbrdfhire 
at  mr.  Walter  Vernon's  houfe,  for  which  the  faid  young  man  paid  the  carriage,  amount- 
ing to  I  d.  per  pound,  to  about  37  s.  they  weighing  very  near  400  weight  -,  but  at  the 
time,  when  he  received  the  faid  trunk  and  boxes,  he  knew  not  any  thing  of  the  contents 
thereof  And  he  farther  faith,  that  the  faid  two  tRinks  and  boxes  were  according  to  his 
agreement  fent  by  his  porter  on  faturday  the  30th  of  December  laft  from  Burton  upon 
Trent  to  Stokely  park  aforefaid,  where  being  unladen,  as  this  examinate  was  informed  by 
his  fervant  and  poiter,  the  fame  were  there  opened  by  fome  foldiers  that  went  along  with 
his  fervant,  and  found  to  be  full  of  arms.  Thereupon  this  examinate's  two  horfes  brought 
them  back  to  Burton,  whence  a  neighbour  of  this  examinate  called  John  Hewitt  carried 
them,  as  he  is  informed,  to  Coventry  on  the  monday  following.

V.xxii.p.513.  T  HAVE  received  your  highneffe's  gratious  letter  of  the  2 2d  December,  with  the  In- 
X  clofed  to  the  Englifti  companie  here  prefideinge,  moft  humbly  and  faithfully  acknow- 
leginge  your  highneffe's  goodnefs  in  owneinge  and  acceptinge  my  poore  fervices,  much 
to  my  encouragement.  Accordinge  to  your  highneffe's  command  I  yefterday  publiflied 
the  letter  to  the  companie,  ufeinge  my  utmoft  endevours,  that  it  might  have  its  defired 
effeft;  but  the  difaffedled  partie  (whom  nothinge  will  fatisfie  but  domination)  being 
farre  more  numerous  then  the  other,  combined  together  to  evade  your  highneffe's  com- 
mands in  the  moft  fpecious  manner  they  could  ;  and  findinge  that  your  highnefs  only  ex- 
pected and  commanded,  that  as  a  companie  they  would  appart  from  among  them  fuch  as 
beinge  influenft  by  your  highneffe's  enemies  had  adled  thenceforth  to  the  difhonour  of 
your  highnefs  and  the  difturbance  of  the  companie's  peace,  they  catched  thereat,  as 
not  foe  influenft,  and  ftiortly  and  unanimoufly  (knowinge  their  owne  guilt)  refolved  not  to 
knowe  of  any  fuch  men  amonge  them,  beinge  your  highneffe  had  not  perfonated  any. 
To  put  them  from  that  hould,"  I  told  them,  that  befides  my  owne  obfervation,  I  had  beene

I  am  forie 
to  fee  tliem  thus  (lubbornly  fett  themfelves  againft  your  highneffe's  commands  ;  but  they 
have  formed  their  partie  foe  ftrong,  and  gained  foe  many  abettors,  being  now  here  three  for 
one  of  the  well  affefted,  as  that  they  are  refolved  not  to  fuffer  any  of  their  confederates   , 
to  be  put  from  among  them  by  the  authority  of  the  companie,  which  is  now  fole  in  their 
hands  ;  and  foe  confident  is  Townley,  their  chiefe  leader,  that  he  boafted  not  longe  fine© 
openly  in  court,  that  none  but  GodAlmightie  could  remove  him.  As  the  cafe  ftands  atpre- 
fent,  Imuft  humbly  acknowledge  to  your  highncffe,  that  beinge  wearied  out  with  the  perverfe 
behaviour  of  theife  difaffe6led  men,  who  indeed  realy  aft  from  the  old  roote  of  malignancie, 
though  they  will  not  owne  it,  becaufe  fome  of  them  have  fpecioufly  pretended  otherwife 
to  carry  on  the^i^^lignes,  I  fliould  have  accompted  it  a  happineffe  to  have  beene  quit  of 
them,    but  -ifow  th'at  I  perceive  it's  your  highneffe's  pleafure  I  doe  continue  deputie  to 
the  companie,  thereby  to  enable  me  the  better  to  difcharge  the  truft  wherewith  your  high- 
nefs  hath  been  pleafed  to  honour  me.

Some  underhande  encouragement  theife  men  muft 
needes  have  from  their  partie  in   the  companie  at  I.,ondon,    which  makes  them  moft 
dareingly  bold  ;  but  if  it  fhall  pleafe  your  highnefs  to  commande  me,,  as  refident,   to  ex-  ^ 

dude  from  fittinge  in  court  foe  many  as  I  fhall  find  upon  due  proofe  to  have  adled  to  the 
didionour  of  your  highneffe  and  the  difturbance  of  the  companie's  peace,  I  humbly  con- 
ceive it  will  be  a  meanes  to  recover  the  companie  to  a  peaceable  condition,  and  prevent 
further  truble  to  your  highneffe,  it  beinge  the  way,  which  the  former  councell  of  Hate 
tooke  with  fome  of  them,  whoe  fince  their  reftoringe  have  ftudied  all  poffible  meanes  of 
revenge.  This  way  (if  your  highnefs  approve  of  it)  will  make  the  well  affedted  the  major 
part  in  the  government ;  untill  which  tyme  I  humbly  conceave  it  will  be  impoffible  to  re-

C.yVNj  VV  there  hath  of  late  beene  in  our  countrey  a  great  concourfe  of  thofe  people  called 
Vol.  xxxiv.  q^ai^ers^  2ooatIeaft,  in  Swannington.  They  had  quarters  taken  up  from  the  adjacent 
^'  ^'^'^'  townes :  they  came  from  London,  Briftoll,  Cambridge,  and  Yorke.  Thofe  from  London 
and  Cambridge  fayd  they  expefted  2000.  They  have  a  printer  with  them,  and  fixe  arc 
conftantly  writing  :  they  are  very  infolent,  difturbing  minifters  in  time  of  exercife  on  the 
Lord's-day  •,  and  they  have  lett  droppe  words  of  ill  favour  amongft  the  people  frequently, 
as  that  if  the  people  will  have  theire  priefts,  they  muft  fhortly  maintaine  them  with  clubs ; 
and  that  the  people  Ihould  fee  a  change,  and  fomething  to  doe  betwixt  this  and  the  fpring. 
Thefe  things  doe  much  amufe  the  people  ;  fome  faying  they  would  not  be  foe  daring,  if 
they  had  not  good  backers  •■,  others  faying  they  believe  the  parliament  will  take  order  about 
them,  if  your  highnes  will  give  leave.  By  this  meanes  profane  perfons  are  confirmed  in 
theire  atheifme  -,  cavaliers  encouraged  and  heightend  in  theire  expeftations  ;  godly  people 
difcontented,  that  the  government  Ihould  be  foe  much  a  fleep  as  to  fuff^er  fuch  in  their 
infolency,  which  is  falfely  called  a  liberty,  for  as  they  manage  it,  it  is  not  only  difturbing 
but  diftruftive  to  the  civill  and  chriftian  libertyes  of  others.  Thefe  things  looke  with  an 
ill  face  in  the  account  of  all,  and  not  without  much  refleftion  uppon  the  government  j  and 
generally  they  ftrike  at  thofe  minifters,  who  are  moft  paynfull,  and  ftandfirmeft  in  ihecon- 
fciences  of  the  people.

Extradi  out  of  the  refoluiions  of  the  lords  the  Jiates  of  Holland, 
Wednefday  January  20,  1655.     [N.  S.] 

THE  lord  van  Beverningh  ambafiador  extraordinary  for  the  {late  to  his  Highnefs  the  V.xxii.p.zgg, 
-lord  proteftor  of  the  republick  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  appearing  in  the 
affembly  of  their  noble  and  great  mightineffes,  reprefented  to  them,  in  what  manner  the 
lords  deputies  of  the  province  of  Friefland,  on  the  7th  of  this  months  had  been  pleafed 
to  deliver,  in  his  abfence,  a  certain  propofition   in  writing  in  the  affembly  of  their  high 
mightineffes  ;  whereby  he  obferved,  that  his  good  name  was  implicitly  injured,  and  the 
fidelity  of  his  duty  called  into  queftion,  concerning  what  has  happened  in  England,  about  the 
known  ad  of  feclufion,  touching  the  employment  of  the  lord  prince  of  Orange,  efpecially 
by  a  certain  claufe,  which,  among  others,  was  inferted  in  the  faid  propofition,  whereby  it  was 
doubted,  whether  the  faid  aft  of  feclufion  did  derive  from  the  own  motion  of  the  faid  lord 
proteftor.     Whereupon  the  faid  lord  van  Beverningh  declared  unto  their  noble  and  great 
•mightineffes,  that,  altho'  in  the  abfence  of  the  lord  Nieupoort,  who  had  been  employed  with 
him  in  the  faid  extraordinary  embaffy,  and  concerning  the  faid  fubjeft,  he  might  perhaps 
not  be  intitled  to  make,  in  that  refpeft,  particular  reports  to  their  noble  and  great  mightineffes, 
and  that  he  had  fo  much  deference  for  the  faid  lord  Nieupoort,  that,  if  it  were  not  for  the 
faid  emergency,  he  would  have  ftayd  for  the  faid  purpofe  till  after  his  arrival ;  yet  becaufe 
of  the  importance  and  odioufnefs  of  the  faid  propofition,  which  alfo  feemed   to  compre- 
hend a  tacit  accufation  charged  on  other  members,  voters,  or  minifters  of  this  affemblys 
he  could  not  avoid  to  lay  before  their  noble  and  great  mightineffes  the  whole  affair,  cir- 
cumftantially  and  faithfully.     And  having  made  hereupon  an  exadl  report  thereof,  he  did 
confirm  the  fame  with  a  folemn  declaration,  that  neither  he,  for  his  own  perfon,  nor  any  body 
elfe,  as  far  as  he  knew,  whether  in  or  out  of  the  government  and  fervice  of  this  province,  ei- 
ther dire<5lly  or  indireftly,  has  made  or  given  any  overture,  communication,  occafion  or 
advice,  whereby  or  from  whence  the  faid  lord  proteftor  was  animated,  put  into  mind,  or 
inftigated,  to  make  any  fuch,  or  the  like  propofal  of  feclufion  of  the  faid  lord  prince  of 
Orange,  nor  any  thing  like  it,  neither  by  confulting  their  high  mightineffes  in  general,  nor 
their  noble  mightineffes  in  particular  ;  but  that  on  the  contrary  the  aforefaid  whole  affair, 
as  far  as  he  knew,  did  only  and  folely  proceed  from  the  own  motives  of  his  faid  highneffes 
the  lord  proteftor,  or  his  council,  and  was  unexpeftedly  urged  in  and  infifted  upon  in  the 
laft  days  of  the  known  negotiations  in  England  ;  fo  that  notwithftanding  all  poffible  and 
utmoft  endeavours  that  were  done  and  ufed  with  the  utmoft  diligence  and  application,  and 
feveral  repeated  conferences,  his  faid  highnefs  would  not  poffibly  be  diverted  from  his  pre- 
tenfion  and  demand.    The  faid  lord  van  Beverningh  offered  himfelf  to  corroborate  and  con- 
firm his  faid  declaration,  in  a  full  affembly  of  their  noble  and  great  mightineffes,  not  only 
upon  the  oath  he  had  taken  upon  his  appearance  therein,  but  alfo  by  a  folemn  affer- 
tion  and  corporal  oath,  with   an  humble  requeft,  for  tht  better  exculpation  of  himfelt^ 
and  of  all  the  members,  and  voters,  and  minifters  of  this  affembly  to  be  admitted  thereunto, 
as  alfo  that  he  might  have  declared  unto  him  the  intention  and  orders  of  their  noble  and 
great  mightineffes,  according  to  which  he  ought  to  regulate  himfelf  in  this  affair  in  rela- 
tion to  the  other  provinces  and  otherwife,  to  the  fatisfaftion  of  this  affembly.     Where- 
upon deliberation  being  had,  their  noble  and  great  mightineffes  have  again  thanked  the 
faid  lords  van  Beverningh  and  Nieupoort  in  general,  and  every  one  of  them  in  particular,  as 
they  are  thanked  hereby  jointly  and  feparately  for  and  on  account  of  their  good,  faithful, 
and  prudent  conduft,  which,  with  a  Angular  and  particular  vigilance,  they  have  ufed  and 
Ihewn  in  and  about  what  has  happened  concerning  the  faid  affair  of  feclufion.  And  although, 
in  confequence  thereunto,  their  noble  and  great  mightineffes  are  fiilly  perfuaded  of  the  fide- 
htyand  fincerity  of  the  faid  lords  van  Beverningh  and  Nieupoort,  and  are  intirely  and  in; 
every  refpeft  fatisfied  therewith,  and  therefore  think  it  needlefs,  in  their  relpedb,  to  demand 
any  oath  from  the  faid  Jord  van  Beverningh,  yet  it  is  relblved,  thag  the  faid  gentfcnxan  at

TTE  faith,  that  he  is  carrier  betwixt  Bromfgrove  aforefaid  and  the  parts  thereabouts  and 
JL  JL  London,  and  fo  hath  been  for  the  fpace  of  three  years  and  upwards  ;  and  that  com- 
ing to  London  on  tuefday  the  19th  of  December  laft  he  found  in  his  warehoufe  at  the 
"White-hart  in  St.  Giles's  in  the  Fields  (being  received  thither  by  Robert  Woodin  the 
examinate's  porter  before  the  examinate's  coming  up  to  London)  two  chefts  of  deal,  one  of

JL/  lieve  fome  fuch  obftruftion  mett  with  you  laft  weeke,  that  I  had  nothinge  from  you. 
I  am  in  earneft  expectation  of  hearinge  from  England,  and  much  wonder  nothinge 
comes.  Pray  God  your  friend  bee  in  London,  and  well.  I  defire  you  to  informe 
your  fclfe  and  me  as  foone  as  you  can.  We  have  been  all  here  for  two  or  three  pofts 
m  the  like  wonder,  untill  funday  laft  brought  us  letters,  though  opened.  You  will  find 
mr.  Mews  and  major  Straughan  att  Amfterdam  ere  this  in  their  feverall  wayes  for  Scott- 
land,  butt  this  muft  be  a  fecret.  We  expedt  returnes  of  one  or  both  att  the  begininge 
of  March,  and  then  meafures  will  be  taken  what  to  doe.  You  may  be  fure  you  knowe 
as  much  as  I,  and  have  me  a  true  friend  to  ferve  you.

High  and  mighty  lords,  * 

MY  lords,  fince  my  kft  of  the  -^V  inftant,  the  parliament  has  been  Hill  bufy  in  the  f/-«vr>/j ' 
fore  and  afternoons  with  the  refumption  of  the  articles  and  incidents  concerning  the  v.xxii.p.345. 
government,  as  alfo  touching  the  manner  of  dehvering  to  his  highnefs,  the  lord  prote6lor, 
thofe  refolutions  that  are  ingroffed.  Some  were  of  opinion,  that  the  fame  ought  to  be  car- 
ried to  Whitehall  by  a  deputation ;  others,  that  his  highnefs  ought  to  be  defired,  for  that 
purpofe,  to  come  to  the  houfe,  or  in  a  chamber  thereabouts,  but  this  point  is  refcrved  to 
be  the  laft.  There  have  been  alfo  divers  debates  concerning  the  title  of  the  faid  act,  when 
it  was  at  lafl:  refolved,  that  the  fame  fhould  be  called,  an  aft  declaring  and  eftablilhing  the 
government  of  the  commonwealth  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  with  the  dominions 
belonging  thereunto,  and  that  the  fame  fhould  be  publifhed  in  the  name  of  his  highnefs 
the  lord  protedlor  and  the  parliament  of  the  faid  commonwealth,  without  any  preamble  or 
introduftion.  Further  there  have  been  prepared  fundry  feparate  a6ls,  and  among  the  refir, 
one,  whereby  it  is  ordered,  that  out  of  the  finances  and  publick  income,  befides  the  r\vo  hun- 
dred thoufand  pounds  per  annum,  for  the  maintenance  of  juftice,  and  the  court  of  the 
lord  protestor  payable  to  the  order  of  his  highnefs  and  the  council,  there  Ihall  flirther  be 
paid  for  the  keeping  of  the  fleet,  armies,  and  other  charges  of  the  ftate,  ten  hundred 
thoufand  pounds  ;  and  that  the  tax  of  fixty  thoufand  pounds  per  month  fhall  be  employed 
for  the  payment  of  the  debts  and  former  arrears,  and  of  the  troops  v/hich  now  are  to  be 
difbanded.  The  day  before  yefterday  on  a  motion,  whether  the  faid  aft,  before  the  fame 
fhould  pafs,  ought  not  to  be  previoufly  communicated  to  his  highnefs  the  lord  proteftor, 
in  a  conference,  as  a  projefted  refolution,  it  was  agreed  by  a  majority  of  votes,  that  this 
fhould  not  be  done,  but  that  the  fame,  being  pafTed,  fhould  only  be  delivered.  There  is 
arrived  here  a  letter  from  general  Pen,  dated  the  8th  inftant,  new  ftyle,  being  at  that  time 
35  Dutch  miles  fouth  of  the  Lizard  Point.  Yefterday  I  was  credibly  informed,  that  great 
preparations  and  diligence  are  made  to  fit  out,  with  all  expedition,  to  fea  a  new  fquadron  of 
60  lliips  under  Difbrowe  and  vice-admiral  Lawfon,  among  whi"ch  the  great  Nafeby  and 
other  new  built  fhips  are  reckoned.  It  is  faid,  that  fome  dilTatisfied  officers  of  the  army  in 
Scotland  intended  to  feparate  themfelves  from  the  other  troops,  and  march  into  England  ; 
but  that  general  Monck  has  given  fuch  orders  in  time,  that  the  chief  of  them  are  tal<ien 
into  cuftody.  And  major  general  Overton,  who  was  to  have  had  the  chief  command,  is 
coming  hither  in  the  frigate  called  Bafinge.  They  are  ftill  here  upon  the  fearch,  and  daily 
more  perfons  are  difcovered,  which  are  faid  to  be  guilty  of  the  laft  plot.  The  embaflfador 
extraordinary  of  Genoa  had  la.ft  faturday  his  folemn  and  publick  audience  in  the  great  hall 
of  Whitehall,  and  was  entertained  till  funday  night ;  he  has  rendered  me  thanks  by  a  gen- 
tleman, for  fending  him  the  coach  at  the  time  of  his  reception,  and  offered  me  his  fincere 
friendfhip  and  good  correfpondence  ;  whereupon  I  made  yefterday  my  compliments  at  his 
houfe  at  Chelfea.  The  embaffador  of  France  had  been  there  the  day  before  ;  he  re- 
ceived me  with  ail  the  civilities,  which  your  high  mightineffes  embafTadors  receive  of  any 
other  publick  minifters.  He  finds  his  dwelling-houfe  fo  inconvenient,  as  he  told  me,  that 
he  is  refolved  next  week  to  come  to  another  houfe  in  town  •■,  he  is  an  able  man,  that  has 
travelled  much,  and  is  fl<:illed  in  feveral  languages.

LAST  night  I  was  informed,  that  after  the  breaking  up  of  the  parliament,  fo  many  v.xxii.p.sio. 
lords  of  the  council  met,  by  order  of  his  highnefs  the  lord  proteftor,  that  the  memo- 
rials I  have  prefented,  together  with  the  proofs  (touching  fome  fhips  belonging  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  united  Netherlands,  which  were  taken  by  fome  privateers,  and  carried 
into  a  fmall  harbour  of  Cornwall  about  200  hundred  miles  from  hence)  were  read,  and  the 
lame  being  taken  into  confideration,  it  was  refolved,  that  the  faid  fhips  and  goods  fhould 
be  difcharged,  as  their  high  mightinefTes  will  be  pleafed  to  obferve,  out  of  the  order  of  the 
council  hereunto  annexed,  which  I  took  out  this  morning.  The  faid  privateers  commit 
their  exorbitances  with  the  more  boldnefs  in  thofe  far  diftant  places,  becaufe  there  are  no 
officers  or  magiflrates,  that  have  any  great  authority,  which  hinders  thofe  poor  people,  thac

A.  D.  1654.  they  cannot  acquaint  their  high  mightinefles  nriinifters  here  at  London,  with  their  com- 
^-'''"V^  plaints.  Wherefore,  I  think,  that  it  would  be  proper,  in  order  to  be  the  better  informed, 
from  time  to  time,  of  what  happens  in  the  Welt  of  England  and  in  the  Channel,  that  at 
Falmouth,  Plymouth,  Portfmouth,  and  Dover  refpeftively,  fome  able  perfons  that  under- 
ftand  both  languages  fliould  be  appointed,  who  in  the  name  of  their  high  mightinefles 
Ihould  be  defired  and  authorifed,  to  aflift  the  inhabitants  of  the  united  Netherlands,  that 
flaould  happen  to  be  carryed  to,  or  arrive  at  the  faid  harbours,  or  at  any  other  places  adjacent 
to  the  fame,  and  to  hinder,  as  much  as  poflible,  that  no  prejudice  and  injury  might  be  done 
to  them  ;  and  fiarther,  that  the  faid  perfons  fhould  fend  timely  notice  of  all  fjch  occur- 
rences to  the  minifters  of  their  high  mightinefles  here,  of  what  fhips  arrive  at  or  fail  from 
the  faid  places,  and  of  all  that  may  happen  there.  I  am  told,  that  there  is  at  Falmouth 
a  merchant  called  Methuys,  and  at  Plymouth  one  mr.  "William  Jones,  whofe  father  had 
many  years  ago  that  office,  as  alfo  that  at  Portfmouth  lives  one  mr.  Wheeler,  and  at  Dover 
a  merchant  called  de  Hafe,  which  perfons,  I  believe,  might  be  perfuaded  to  it,  enjoying 
for  their  troubles  a  yearly  falary  of  25  or  30  pounds  fterling. 

On  monday  lafl;  a  further  anfwer  was  fent  to  the  lord  de  Neufville,  wherewith  thefe  o-en- 
tlcmen  here  thought  his  excellency  would  be  fatisfied  •,  but  I  am  flnce  informed,  that  there 
are  fame  few  words  in  the  fame,  which  he  declares  he  could  not  admit,  and  I  have  heard 
from  himfelf  in  general  terms,  that  the  faid  anfwer  gave  him  no  fatisfaftion  •,  yet  it  is  be- 
lieved, that  an  expedient  will  be  found  out,  in  cafe  France  is  fincerely  inclined  to  it.  Mr. 
Thurloe  has  fent  to  me  this  evening  the  chief  a6t,  whereby  the  privateers,  of  whom  I 
have  complained,  are  ordered  to  appear  here  before  the  council  :  he  ordered  me  to  be 
afk'd,  if  I  would  leave  the  execution  thereof  to  his  diredtion,  or  if  I  would  appoint  ano- 
ther perfon  for  that  purpofe.  I  thanked  him  for  the  trouble  he  had  taken,  and  told  him,  that 
I  would  communicate  the  faid  a6t  to  the  agents  of  the  interrefled,  and  fend  him  word. 
This  I  thought  proper  to  do,  fince  I  ani  informed,  that  the  mailers  of  the  fhips  have  made 
under  hand,  as  to  the  proprietors  of  the  ladings,  another  declaration  in  favour  of  the  priva- 
teers, and  quite  otherwife  than  what  I  firft  heard,  and  reprefented  in  my  memorial.

High  and  mighty  lords, 

V.xxii.p.35r.  TV^Y  lords,  the  affair  of  Herentals  and  Cour tray  caufes  a  great  deal  of  difcourfe  here,  and 
i.Vi  they  wilh  that  the  feafon  of  the  year  might  be  a  little  further  advanced,  in  order  to 
procure  powerful  materials  for  the  fpiriting  up  of  diforders.  They  talk  fecretly,  that  a  great 
many  other  places  intend  to  follow  the  fame  example. 

A  flrong  convoy  is  preparing  here  to  be  fent  under  the  command  of  monfr.  de  Chaftellau 
Mauvefierc  to  Qiiefnoy,  to  provide  and  ftock  anew  the  faid  town  and  the  garrifon,  that 
lays  there,  with  all  neceffaries,  fince  they  think  it  a  convenient  and  advantageous  place, 
to  keep  always  a  door  open  for  an  irruption  into  the  heart  of  the  Spanifh  provinces.  Pro- 
vifions  are  made  likewife,  to  maintain  the  fort  called  Barleau  on  the  river  Lys,  lately  taken 
from  the  Spaniards  by  count  Broglio,  governor  of  la  Bafl'e,  fince  from  thence  and  frora 
the  French  garrifons  and  the  incurfions  of  the  fame,  great  harm  rnay  be  done  in  Flanders. 
The  faid  count  is  arrived  here  at  court  with  intent  to  propofe  and  to  concert  the  mofl 
fuitable  means  and  expedients,  which  may  be  ferviceable  and  undertaken  for  that  purpofe. 

According  to  the  neweffc'  accounts  from  Brabant,  the  prince  of  Conde  was  lliil  at 
Bruffels,  and  the  baron  de  Bouteville  is  expefted  at  I^ondon,  to  communicate  and  to  con- 
cert th6  joint  defigns  againft  France.  They  have  here  no  great  opinion,  that  the  depend- 
ing differences  between  France  and  England  will  be  accommodated  by  an  agreement. 
Monfr.  Bordeaux,  intendant  of  the  finances  of  France,  and  father  of  monfr.  de  Neufville 
the  embaffador  of  the  king  at  London,  died  here  lately,  and  the  faid  embaflador,  it  is  faid, 
has  for  this  reafon,  obtained  leave  to  come  here  from  thence,  with  an  intent  of  this  court,  as 
fome  will  have,  to  break  intircly  off  the  negotiations  there  ;  others  fay,  that  a  perfon  of 
greater  diftinftion  will  be  fent  thither  from  here.  They  are  quite  uneafy  here  to  bear  with 
any  more  prejudices  and  affronts. 

The  mediators  of  a  peace  between  France  and  Spain,  viz.  the  pope's  nuncio  and  the 
embaffador  of  Venice,  that  are  here  at  Paris  and  at  Madrid,  have  been  bufy  again  to  bring 
about  their  offers  of  mediation  j  but  fomething  or  other  is  always  wanting,  fo  that  a  good 
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efref-  thereof  is  as  much  doubted  as  ever  ;  in  the  mean  while  both  parties  declare,  that  they  A.  D.  1654. 


are  intirely  inclined  for  peace.  Here  is  news  from  Spain,  that  the  Englifh  fleet  under  ad- 
miral Blake  being  arrived  in  the  bay  of  Cadiz,  and  afterwards  at  Gibraltar,  an  agreement 
was   there  made  with  them  by  the  commiffaries  from    the   court  of  Spain,  that  the  faid 

Englifh  fleet  fhould  go  into  Spanifh  fervice,  receiving  for   the  fame per  month. 

The  faid  fleet  arrived  in  the  bay  of  Naples,  eight  days  after  the  departure  of  the  duke 
of  Guife,  whom  (having  flayed  a  little  while  to  refrefn  themfelves)  they  have  followed  im- 
mediately till  about  Leghorn  and  the  ifland  of  Elva,  v/here,  according  to  the  frefheft  ad- 
vice from  Genoa,  the  Englifli  fleet  did  ftill  continue,  without  giving  any  great  jealoufy  to 
the  grand  duke  of  Tufcany,  againft  whom  the  Englifh  fhew  fome  difcontent. 

Since  the  Englifh  fleet  under  admiral  Pen  was  feen  at  Rofco,  fteering  their  courfe  to 
the  wefl,  there  is  no  nearer  advice,  but  only  that  they  faid  in  England,  that  the  defign 
was  to  land  in  Conquet,  not  far  from  Brefl.  I  have  with  great  pains  and  troubles  obtained 
an  order  of  the  council  of  the  king,  whereby  the  captains  d'Ayne  and  Hautfliille,  who 
took  the  fhip  called  the  Hope  van  Floor,  commanded  by  Peter  CrynflTen  alias  the  Grand 
Turk,  are  condemned  to  make  refl:itution  (being  wrongfully  feized)  of  the  faid  fhip  with  all 
her  appurtenances,  merchandifes,  and  goods  laden  therein,  cfe  alfo  to  pay  cofb,  damages, 
and  interefl.  Which  laft  claufe  I  have  as  yet  not  been  able  to  obtain  :  I  will  do  my  beft  to 
bring  the  fame  into  execution,  and  will  now  go  on  further  to  give  orders  to  profecute  the 
reparation  criminal  and  civil  againft  the  faid  captains,  for  the  villainous  and  cruel  murther, 
committed  on  the  perfon  of  the  faid  Peter  CrynfTcn,  and  will  fpare  no  trouble  for  thaf 
purpofe,  fince  juftice  demands  an  example  to  be  made  for  fuch  a  barbarous  crime.

Yefterday  I  afked  audience  to  take  my  leave  of  the  proteftor  ;  and  as  foon  as  it  is 
given  me,  I  will  take  the  way  of  France.  It  fhall  not  be  without  giving  you  advice 
by  the  next  ordinar)^  and  without  adding  moll  humble  thanks  for  the  honour  of  your 
correfpondence.  h  doth  feem,  to  judge  by  appearances,  that  my  lord  proteftor  ought 
not  to  let  me  go  for  want  of  exprefllng  that  in  the  article,  which  his  commifhoners  do 
agree  to  be  inferted  ;  but  without  doubt  he  is  driven  by  fome  particular  confideration,- 
which  is  unknown  to  me,  to  maintain  a  divifion  with  France.  God  grant,  that  he  may 
prove  a  bad  merchant,  and  that  he  may  repent  hereafter  of  not  accepting  of  the  good 
affeftions  of  the  king,  and  that  he  may  be  forced  to  make  as  many  advances,  as  he  hath 
received  on  my  part.  I  muft  of  necelTity  comfort  myfelf  with  this  imagination,  that  L 
have  ufed  all  my  endeavours,  care,  and  little  induflry,  to  execute  the  orders  of  the  court. 
However  I  fhall  ftand  in  need  of  fuch  favourable  witnefTes  and  judges,  as  yourfelf  and 
mr.  Picot.  He  hath  great  reafon  to  begin  by  you  to  render  me  thofe  good  offices,  and  to 
believe,  that  if  you  be  once  perfuaded,  you  will  eafily  perfuade  many  others.  I  have  caufe 
to  hope,  that  he  will  profper  in  his  defign,  after  fo  many  tellimonies,  which  I  have  received 
of  your  love.  The  parliament  have  not  yet  finifhed  their  deliberations  upon  i]\t  government. 
Their  time  is  almofl  expired,  and  unlefs  they  make  hafte  in  their  adt,  they  will  not  have 
twenty  days  left  for  the  proteftor  to  confider  of  it. 

Here  hath  been  a  plot  difcovered,  which  was  to  have  been,  as  is  faid,  a  general  rifing 
in  the  counties.  Many  are  imprifoned  about  it,  and  many  arms  are  faid  to  be  found  in 
gentlemen's  houfe  in  the  counties.  Some  commotion  there  hath  been  in  the  army  of  Scot- 
land, and  major  general  Overton  and  fome  officers  of  the  anabaptifl  party  are  imprifoned. 
Yet  notwithflanding  their  imprifonment  there  hath  not  happened  any  rifing  in  their  behalf. 
Here  is  no  news  of  general  Pen.  It  is  ftill  faid,  he  is  gone  for  America.  Some  fpeak  of 
the  ifland  St.  Laurence.  As  for  Blake,  I  fee  by  the  letters  from  our  court,  that  he  is  gone  as 
far  as  Naples,  and  hath  Ihewn  very  much  difcontent  to  have  mift  of  the  duke  of  Guife.

V.xxii.p.317.  j;)gj.|5y^  where  he  was  to  meet  mr.  Edward  Browne  of  Bentley  in  the  fame  county,  in  order 
to  a  farther  journey  to  fir  Thomas  Milward  about  a  difference  betwixt  the  faid  mr.  Browne 
and  his  brother  William,  which  was  referred  to  the  examinate  and  mr.  Robert  Milward  as 
arbitrators,  and  to  fir  Thomas  Milward  as  umpire  -,  and  ftaying  there  that  day  till  dinner 
time,  in  expeftation  of  one  mr.  Gilbert  an  attorney,  with  whom  the  examinate  had  bufinefs  ; 
and  dining  with  the  faid  fir  Edward  Vernon,  together  with  the  faid  mr.  Edward  Browne,  he 
heard  at  Sudbury  aforefaid  by  a  mefTenger  from  Stokely  in  the  afternoon  of  that  day,  that 
feme  trunks  had  been  that  day  brought  to  his  houfe  at  Stokely  Park,  which  had  been  opened 
there  by  fome  foldiers,  who  came  with  the  carrier  that  brought  them ;  but  what  was  found  in 
them,  he  heard  not.  And  thereupon  the  examinate  relinquifhing  his  purpofe  of  going  on  to 
firThomas  Milward's,  repaired  that  night  to  his  houfe,  and  received  notice  by  his  children,  that 
fome  trunks  and  boxes  had  been  brought  into  the  court  of  his  the  examinate's  houfe  the  fame 
day,  and  there  broke  open  by  fome  foldiers ;  and  that  there  were  in  them  guns,  pairs  of  piftols, 
fome  carbines,  and  one  very  fine  pair  of  piffcols ;  and  that  thofe,  who  brought  the  faid  trunks 
'and  boxes,  prefently  carried  them  away  ;  but  he  faith  he  faw  none  of  tlie  faid  trunks  or 
bojfes,  nor  was  he  before  hand  advifed  of  any  intention  in  any  perfon  whatfoever,  to  fend 
fuch  trunks  or  boxes  to  his  the  examinate's  houfe,  or  to  any  other  pkce  ;  nor  doth  he  Icnow 
from  whom  they  were  fent,  nor  upon  what  occafion.  And  that  the  next  morning  being 
required  by  an  officer  (by  virtue  of  his  highnefs's  warrant)  to  a'ccompany  him  to  Burton 
upon  Trent,  he  went  accordingly,  and  at  Burton  he  heard  from  Cornet  Thomlinfon  of  a 
letter  diredted  to  him  the  examinate,  figned  by  one  Green,  that  accompanied  thefe 
trunks  ;  but  who  that  Green  or  other  perfon  that  fent  the  faid  letter  is,  he  knows  not,  nor 
can  he  fuppofe  or  imagine.  And  he  farther  faith,  that  he  knows  not,  nor  hath  been  in- 
formed of  any  defign  whatfoever  in  any  perfon  to  piake  any  publick  difturbance,  nor  for 
what  purpofe  the  faid  arms  were  intended.

V.xxii.p.335.  T  TE  faith,  that  he  went  froni  his  houfe  at  Bentley  on  friday  the  29th  of  December 
XjL  lafl:  in  the  afternoon  to  the  houfe  of  fir  Edward  Vernon  at  Sudbury  in  the  county  of 
Derby  three  miles  from  the  examinate's  houfe,  where  he  met  with  mr.  Walter  Vernon  the 
fame  day,  about  a  matter  in  difference  betwixt  this  examinate  and  his  brother  William 
Browne,  which  was  referred  to  mr.

talked  of,  fince  this  bufinefs  fell  out,  to  the  occafion  whereof  he  is  altogether  a  ftranger ; 
nor  can  he  imagine,  who  the  fubfcriber  of  the  faid  letter  fhould  be.  And  he  farther 
faith,  that  he  knoweth  not  any  fuch  perfon  as  Rowland  Thomas,  nor  that  he  ever  fpoke 
with' any  perfon  of  that  name  to  his  knowledge  ;  nor  hath  heard  of  him,  otherwife  than 
as  one  Allen  a  carrier  fent  word  to  the  examinate  by  his  the  examinate's  fervant  at  St.

Charles  Littleton,    of  Arley,    in  the  county  of  Stafford,  gent,  aged   24  yean,    or 

thereabouts,    examined  Jan.   15,    1654.  faith  as  followeth.  ' 

HE  faith,  that  he  hath  for  this  year  now  pall  lived  at  his  mother  the  lady  Littleton  V.xxii  p  377. 
her  houfe,  in  St.  Martin's  lane,  and  that  in  or  about  Oftober  laft  he  went  to  Arley 
aforefaid ;  after  about  a  month's  flay  there,  he  from  thence  accompanied  his  brother  fir 
Henry  Littleton  to  Hagley  in  the  county  of  Worcefter,  to  his  wedding  at  V/inchefter,  and 
returned  to  London  about  three  weeks  or  a  month  before  Chriftmas  ;  and  after  his  coming 
to  town,  as  aforefaid,  he  being  inquired  of  by  major  Henry  Norwood,  whether  his  brother, 
fir  Henry  Littleton,  being  fheriff  of  Worcefterfhire,  would  not  need  piftols  for  accommodating 
his  horfemen  in  his  fheriffdom  -,  and  major  Norwood  alfo  telling  him,  that  the  fame  was 
neceffary,  and  that  it  would  be  a  conveniency  to  him  the  laid  major  to  provide  them,  he 
having  provided  many  other  arms  for  Virginia,  he  the  examinate  did  thereon  write  down 
(by  his  man,  as  he  takes  it)  to  his  faid  brother,  to  know  his  mind  in  that  behalf,  who 
fent  him  word  to  provide  40  pair  of  piftols  for  the  ufe  aforefaid,  and  to  take  them  of 
major  Norwood,  as  was  defired ;  but  the  letter  fent  by  his  brother  for  the  fame  is  now  loft, 
he  conceiving  it  not  of  any  confequence  to  keep  it.  And  the  examinate  faith,  that  there- 
upon he  did  accordingly  befpeak  40  pair  of  piftols  of  major  Norwood  for  the  faid  ufe, 
which  were  h^  the  faid  major  provided  and  put  into  2  chefts,  and  fent  away  after  his  the 
examinate's  going  from  London  the  week  before  Chriftmas,  he  going  to  his  brother's  at 
Hagley,  and  to  Arley,  where  he  ftaid  till  his  laft  coming  up  to  London,  being  on  fatur- 
day  laft,  having  left  it  to  major  Norwood  to  fend  them  away,  and  to  one  mr.  Lloyd, 
fometimes  a  fervant  to  his  family,  to  diredt  them  to  his  faid  brother's  houfe  at  Hagley. 
And  he  faith,  that  he  befpoke  no  other  arms  whatfoever,  nor  doth  he  know  of  any  arms 
fent  to  his  brother's  at  any  other  time  than  as  is  before  fet  down.  Nor  doth  he  believe  any 
others  were  fent,  only  fome  faddles  were  fent  to  his  brother  in  a  cheft,  as  he  takes  it,  the 
carriage  before,  which  were  alfo  provided  on  this  examinate's  defire,  being  about  28  or 
30  in  number,  by  the  faid  major  Norwood.  And  he  farther  faith,  that  he  is  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  faid  major  Norwood,  and  hath  been  for  divers  years ;  and  hath  feveral 
times  met  with  the  faid  major  Norwood  fince  his  coming  up  as  aforefaid  after  his  brother's 
marriage,  and  particularly  four  or  five  times  at  the  lady  Newport's  in  Lincoln's-inn-fields, 
where  there  have  been  in  their  company,  as  he  remembers,  befides  thofe  of  the  family,  one 
mr.  Beverley  and  one  mr.  Browne,  a  kinfman  of  the  lord  Herbert's,  and  fome  others,  whom 
he  remembers  not.  And  one  time  at  the  examinate's  lodgings,  being  at  one  LifTon's,  a 
barber  near  by  the  Rofe  tavern  in  Covent  Garden,  where  the  faid  mr.  Lloyd  was  in  com- 
pany with  them,  and  no  other,  and  once  at  the  lodging  of  the  faid  major  in  the  Temple, 
no  other  perfon  but  themfelves  being  there.  And  that  the  difcourfe  he  had  with  major 
Norwood  at  any  of  the  faid  times  was  about  ordinary  matters,  but  nothing  relating  to 
any  defign,  .the.  correfpondence  betwixt  them  being  merely  on  the  fcore  of  ancient  friend- 
fhip  i  but  he  faith,  he  thinks  when  he  befpoke  the  faid  piftols  of  major  Norwood,  they 
were  provided  fooner  than  he  could  expeft  them  ;  and  therefore  he  believes  he  the  faid 
major  had  a  greater  quantity  of  arms  ready  ;  and  the  rather  becaufe  he  told  the  examinate, 
he  had  provided  many  for  Virginia.  He  faith  farther,  that  he  thinks  major  Norwood  fent 
the  faid  cheft  of  arms  to  the  inn  ;  but  by  what  conveyance,  or  who  was  the  carman,  water- 
man, or  other  perfon,  that  carried  them,  he  knows  not.  As  alfo  he  faith,  that  together 
with  the  faid  cheft  there  was  fent  to  his  brother's  houfe  a  hamper,  containing  one  great 
faddle,  and  one  ordinary  faddle,  for  the  ufe  of  his  faid  brother,  and  on  his  defire,  he  fig- 
nifying  by  his  letter  to  this  examinate,  that  the  faid  great  faddle  was  for  his  own  riding, 
which  letter  is  alfo  loft ;  and  alfo  a  fmall  trunk,  containing  the  examinate's  clothes.  And 
he  farther  faith,  that  he  knows  not,  nor  hath  heard  of  any  intention  in  his  faid  brother  or 
any  other,  to  make  ufe  of  the  faid  arms  or  other  things  beforementioned,  or  of  any  other  .  ' 

^rms,  for  any  defign  or  purpofe  otherwife  than  as  is  before  exprefTed.

^-^'^^^^  He  faith,  that  the  reafon  why  he  and  others  of  the  family  denied  to  the  foldiers  in 
the  country  to  have  any  arms  at  H^ley,  and  that  the  things  brought  down  thither  in  the 
chefts  were  pewter,  (when  fearch  was  made  at  his  brother's  fir  Henry  Littleton's  houfe  for 
arms  at  two  feveral  times)  was  becaufe  foldiers  came  thither  armed,  and  for  fear  of  plunder- 
ing. He  faith  farther,  that  for  the  40  pair  of  piftols  with  the  holfters  he  bought  of  mr. 
Norwood,  he  was  to  pay  20  s.  a  pair,  of  which  he  paid  about  35  1.  (the  reft  being  ftill 
owing)  which  he  paid  at  his,  the  examinate's,  chamber  (no  other  being  prefent)  with 
money,  which  he  received  of  his  brother,  fir  Henry  Littleton,  and  brought  up 
with  him  to  London.  He  denies,  that  he  bought  any  carbines  to  be  fent  to  his  faid 
brother.  He  faith  he  knows  not  mr.  Curtis  the  merchant,  nor  mr.  Glover,  nor  mr.  Rowland 
Thomas.  He  knows  col.  Vernon,  but  never  faw  him  in  major  Norwood's  company,  nor 
hath  heard  major  Norwood  fpeak  of  him,  to  his  remembrance.  He  faith,  he  laiows  not 
how  the  arms  came  to  be  emptied  out  of  the  chefts  into  his  faid  brother's  clofet ;  but 
faith,  that  the  lady  Littleton,  the  examinate's  fifter-in-law,  faid  to  this  purpofe,  that  thofe 
bafe  boxes  had  made  the  foldiers  believe  there  were  arms  in  the  houfe,  and  that  therefore 
fhe  would  burn  them  •,  which  was  accordingly  done  prefently  after.  He  faith,  he  knows 
not  of  any  other  arms  fent  to  any  perfon  other  than  as  is  mentioned  in  his  examination 
yefterday  ;  and  denies  that  major  Norwood  communicated  to  him,  this  examinate,  any  de- 
fign  for  the  late  king  of  Scotts.  He  faith,  that  mr.  Lloyd,  to  his  knowledge,  was  not  ac- 
quainted with  the  things  contained  in  the  chefts ;  and  farther,  that  at  his  laft  coming  to 
his  faid  brother's  he  heard,  that  his  faid  brother  had  befpoke  50  pair  of  piftols  at  Wor- 
cefter,  but  aflcing  his  brother  thereabout,  his  brother  denied  that  he  had  befpoke  any. 
And  the  examinate  is  confident,  none  was  fo  befpoke,  and  the  rather,  becaufe  he  thinks 
there  is  no  gunfmith  there  or  elfewhere  in  the  country  able  to  make  a  pair  of  piftols.

1)Y  the  laft  letters  from  Riga  it's  faid,  that  the  Mufcovites  having  taken  the  confider- 
j3  able  fort  of  Dunenbrough,  25  miles  from  Riga,  was  now  grown  fo  infolent,  as  to 
demand  a  pafs  for  50000  men  from  the  Swede  through  Lieffland,  or  as  fome  fay  from 
the  duke  of  Courland  through  his  country,  which.annoyance  of  the  Mufcovites,  as  itcaufeth 
great  perplexity  at  Riga,  and  thofe  parts,  fo  it  animates  the  Poles  exceedingly,  being  the 
only  and  final  hopes  they  have,  that  their  proud  enemies,  by  this  his  infolent  demeanor, 
will  provoke  the  crown  of  Sweden  or  fome  other  confiderable  ftate  to  come  upon  his  back, 
whereby  he  may  be  diverted  from  bringing  them  to  utter  ruin  and  deftruftion.  Touching 
the  bufinefs  of  the  king  of  Denmark's  inauguration  here,  nothing  as  yet  is  concluded  upon ; 
but  it  is  vcr}'  doubtful.  Secretary  Coyet  is  now  arrived  here,  and  will  be  gone  with  all 
fpeed  for  England.

Objedion  I.  That  before  my  going  into  Scotland,  I  engaged  to  my  lord  protedor,  that 

lor  of  Great-  \  would  be  true  unto  my  truft  ;  and  told  him,  that  I  would  \tt  him  know,  when  I  could 

Britain.  ^^^^  ^dm  no  longer.     But  now  it  is  reported,  that  I  have  forfeited  my  truft,  by  going 

about  to  divide  the  army,  and  refolving  to  march  in  the  head  of  a  party  for  England, 

and  there,  as  in  Scotland,  to  abett  the  caveleers  defign.     To  which  I  anfwer. 

Reply  I.  That  I  am  ftill  true  unto  my  truft,  and  have  kept  my  refolutions,  to  let  his 
lordlhip  know,  when  I  could  fcrve  him  no  longer ;  adding,  that  when  I  perceived  his  lord- 
fliip  did  only  defign  the  fetting  up  of  himfelf,  and  not  the  good  of  thofe  nations,  I  could 
not  fet  one  foot  before  another  to  ferve  him  ;  to  which  he  replied,  thou  wert  a  knave,  if 
thou  wouldft.  Nor  did  I  ever  go  about  to  divide  the  army,  promife  to  head  any  party, 
or  intend  to  joyn  with  the  cavileers  (Scotch  or  Englifh)  but  on  the  contrary,  having 
heard,  that  upon  the  addrefs  made  by  the  officers  at  Jamefes's,  fome  honeft  officers -at* 
Aberdeen  had  debates  of  that  nature,  I  fent  to  them  firft,  to  forbear  their  debates ;  and 
after  underftanding,  that  they  were  under  fome  prefTure  of  fpirit  in  that  particular,  and 
purpofed  to  meet  at  Edenbrough  about  the  difcharge  of  their  dutys  and  confciences  in 
that  kind,  I  fent  for  them,  and  told  them,  that  if  they  intended  any  thing  in  an  un- 
warrantable way,  I  could  not  conceal  it.  Whereupon  they  promifed  me  to  do  all  things 
in  God's  way  ;  and  that  they  would  acquaint  the  general  therewith,  and  do  nothing  therein 
without  his  confent. 

Objeftion  II.  The  newfmongers  and  others,  I  perceive,  report  me  to  be  a  leveller, 
and  a  difcontented  perfon,  for  that  other  officers  were  preferred  before  me,  who  were  my 
juniors  -,  and  that  I  was  abfent  from  my  charge  in  Scotland  two  years  together.

if  this  be  levelling,  I  was  and  am  a  leveller.  2.  I  acknowledge  it  was  fome  diffatisfaftion 
to  me,  to  have  fome  of  my  junior  colonels  preferred  over  my  head  ;  yet  neither  that  nor 
any  other  negled  did  ever  difcourage  or  hinder  me  from  doing  my  duty  diligently,  faith- 
fully, and  for  the  mod  part  (I  blefs  God  for  it)  effedtually,  for  thefe  thirteen  years.  3.  As 
concerning  my  abfence  from  my  command  in  Scotland,  I  confefs,  after  I  had  difcohtinued 
from  England  near  upon  the  matter  of  two  years,  my  father  dying  in  the  interim,  and  my 
eftate  left  in  a  difordered  and  unfettled  condition  (diverfe  debts,  as  I  believe,  yet  undifcharged, 
and  to  my  detriment,  I  doubt,  become  defperate  through  default  of  timely  looking  to)  I 
did  defire  general  Dean's  pafs  for  England,  which  I  had  without  limitation  of  time  to  re- 
turn in.  And  finding  my  occafions  in  my  own  country  to  be  very  commanding  (knowing 
in  how  peaceable  a  pofture  all  things  were  at  my  coming  from  Scotland,  and  fo  continued 
for  three  quarters  of  a  year  after)  I  prefumed  to  ftay  in  my  government  at  Hull,  untill  1 
underftood,  that  there  were  fome  ftirrs  in  Scotland ;  whereupon  I  immediately  writt  to  his 
excellency  the  lord  general,  to  know  whether  or  no  he  expeded  any  further  fervice  from  me 
in  that  nation.  But  receiving  no  anfwer  of  my  letter,  and  immediately  after  the  parlia- 
ment being  diffolved,  in  order  to  my  own  fatisfa&ion,  as  to  the  one  and  the  other,  I  came 
up  to  London,  and  gave  his  lordfhip  an  account  both  of  the  reafons  and  warrant  for  my 
ftay  in  England,  wherewith  his  lordlhip  feemed  then  fatisfied-  And  as  to  the  continuance 
of  my  two  commands,  it  was  neither  by  me  defired  nor  endeavoured,  I  having  formerly 
by  my  friend  colonel  Salmon  made  a  tender  to  refign  my  regiment  in  Scotland  ;  and  (all 
things  being  in  a  peaceable  pofture  there)  I  was  willing  to  have  retired  myfelf  to  my  go- 
vernment at  Hull,  that  thereby  I  might  have  enjoyed  the  comforts  of  my  relations  and 
country  -,  but  this  not  being  accepted,  I  now  fee  there  was  a  providence  in  order  to  my 
prefent  reproach,  which  I  truft  in  his  own  good  time  the  Lord  our  God  will  rowl  away. 
Eor  if  truth  itfelf  be  not  over-born  or  out-faced,  I  fhall  in  the  upfhott  neither  appear 
hypocritical  or  perfidious,  as  hath  been  reported.  And  if  this  cannot  ftop  the  mouth  of 
the  malevolent,  I  truft  it  may  in  fome  meafure  fatisfy  the  godly  wife,  who,  if  they 
be  my  friends,  I  ftiali  be  the  better  enabled  to  bear  the  browbeatings  of  others  report  or 
reproaches  caufelefsly  caft  upon  me, 

Objeftion  III.  But,  fay  fome,  you  made  a  company  of  fcandalous  verfes  upon  the 
lord  proteftor,  whereby  his  highnefs  and  divers  others  were  offended  and  difpleafed  for 
your  fo  doing. 

Reply  III.  I  muft  acknowledge  I  copied  a  paper  of  verfes,  called  the  Charader  of  a 
Protedor  -,  but  I  did  neither  compofe,  nor  (to  the  beft  of  my  remembrance)  Ihew  them  ta 
any,  after  I  had  writ  them  forth.  They  were  taken  out  of  my  letter  cafe  at  Leith,  where 
they  had  lain  a  long  time  by  me  neglefted  and  forgotten.  I  had  them  from  a  friend,  who 
wifhed  my  lord  well,  and  who  told  me,  that  his  lordlhip  had  feen  them,  and  I  believe  laughed 
at  them,  as  (to  my  knowledge)  heretofore  he  hath  done  at  papers  and  pamphlets  of  more 
perfonal  and  particular  import  or  abufe. 

Objedion  IV.  Another  thing  objeded  againft  me,  as  I  am  informed,  is,  letters  of 
dangerous  confequence  intercepted,  as  they  were  coming  to  me. 

Reply  rv.  In  regard  I  received  them  not,  I  cannot  judge  of  their  danger  or  fignificance. 
Indeed  I  did  hear,  that  letters  of  dilTatisfadory  import  were  direded  to  diverfe  in  Scotland, 
with  printed  papers  and  petirions  in  them,  fent  to  Leith  and  other  places ;  but  thofe,  to 
whom  they  were  direded,  know  not  whence  they  came,  having  neither  /ubfcription  nor 
dates.  And  it  is  polTible,  fome  diffatisfied  perfons  in  England  might  dired  letters  to  me 
as  to  other  men  upon  the  fame  account  and  fcore.  Nay,  is  it  not  probable,  that  fome  informers 
(not  my  friends)  to  render  their  fervice  more  fuitable  to  their  falarys,  might  report  or  fug- 
geft,  from  their  own  or  others  opinions,  fome  high  expedation  had  of  me  in  the  matters 
forementioned,  viz.  the  dividing  and  marching  a  part  of  the  army  into  England,  which 
no  man  living  fhall  be  juftly  able  to  make  good  againft  me,  it  being  (as  I  well  know)  a 
thing  dangerous  and  unfeafible,  and  moft  unlikely  to  end  in  any  thing  but  divifion  and 
deftrudion  (two  infeperable  adjunds,  faith  Csefar  Borgia)  therefore  as  far  from  my  pur^ 
pofe,  as  in  itfelf  impradicable,  as  the  conftitution  of  the  army  ftood. 

Objedion  V.  But,  fay  fome,  you  and  other  officers  refufed  to  come  to  the  head  quar- 
ters, when  general  Monck  commanded  you ;  which  was  a  convincing  argument  of  your 
guilt  and  difobedience,  and  the  occafion  given  him  to  fend  a  guard  for  you. 

Reply  V.  To  this  I  anfwer,  we  fliould  herein  have  been  much  to  blame,  had  the  re- 
ports of  the  week  writers  been  true,  the  contrary  whereof  will  be  witneffed  as  followeth : 
For  firft  fome  of  the  officers  were  imprifoned  at  Dundee,  as  they  were  voluntarily  marching 
towards  the  head  quarters ;  and  I  know  none  of  the  reft,  who  did  delay  to  come,  after  they 
were  commanded.  For  myfelf,  the  very  day  before  mr.  Oates's  going  towards  Eden- 
burgh,  I  remember  I  received  from  mr.  Clark  (general  Monck*s  fecretary)  a  letter,  in  the 
latter  end  whereof  he  thus  hints :  I  cannot  give  you  any  account  of  the  grounds  of  the 

gen^-al's 
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A,  D,  1654.  general's  fending  for  you  to  the  head  quarters-,  but  herewith  receiving  no  letter  from  the 
t/''%^"^  general,  I  concluded  a  mifcarriage  of  his  letter,  or  a  miftake  in  nir.  Clark's  relation.   How- 
ever (as  will  be  witneffed)  I  was  io  far  from  refufing  to  obey  the  general's   command,  that 
I  was  refolved  to  fet  forwards  from  Dalkeith  the  next  morning,  had  I  not  been  difluaded 
by  fome  of  my  fellow  officers ;  whereupon  I  immediately  difpatcht  a  letter  to  general 
Monck  (to  be  conveyed  from  garrifon  to  garrifon  day  and  night,   untill  it  came  to  his  ' 
hands)    intimating  my  real   readinefs  to  obferve  his  commands  by   letter  or  meflenger. 
Two  days  after  I  had  written  to  him,  two  of  his  letters  came  together  to  my  hands,   in- 
timating his  defire  to  have  me  come  to  the  head  quarters  with  what  convenience  I  could. 
And  at  the  very  fame  time  I  received  letters  from  general  Middleton  and  the  earl  of  Seafbrth, 
defiring  a  capitulation,  in  order  to  their  own  with  their  parties  coming  in,   and  laying 
down  their  arms  ■,  upon  Avhich  account  I  was  perfwaded  to  flay  a  day  longer,    to  draw  up 
and  debate  propofals  ;  but  that  evening  a  letter  coming  from   the  general  upon  the  fore- 
mentioned  account,   I  declined  all  further  debate  with  Plufcardin,  the  earl's  uncle,  advifing 
him  and   general  Middleton's  trumpet  to  proceed  in  purfuance  of  their  bufinefs  at  the 
head  quarters,  whither  I  was  going  with  all   poffible  fpeed.     How  therefore  I  Ihould  be 
accufed  of  negledt  or  difobedience  to  the  general's  commands,  I  cannot  imagine  •,  but  fhall 
leave  it  to  the  judicious  to  determine,  not  doubting  but  wherein  men  have  m.iftaken,  the 
fearcher  of  the  heart   and  the  tryer  of  the  reins  will  in  due  time  reftify  their  aberrations. 
In  the  interim  I  fhall  conclude  with  what  a  prifoner  (and  my  predeceflbr  in  this  place)  from 
the  apoftle   faint   Peter   obferves  of  promifes,  and  from  the  apoftle  Paul  of  afflidions ; 
but  he  chqftened  us  for  our  profit^  that  we  might  be  partakers  of  his  holinefs.     So  for  promifes 
2  Peter  i.  4.  There  are  given  to  us  exceeding  great  and  pretious  promifes,  that  by  them  we  fhould 
be  partakers  of  the  divine  nature.     "Why  therefore  (faith  he)  may  we  not  fay,  there  are  given 
unto  us  exceeding  great  and  precious  affliftions,  that  by  them  we  might  be  partakers  of  the 
divine  nature;  that  is,  of  his  holinefs ;  for  to  you  it  is  given  not  only  to  believe,  but  tofuffer, 
Phil.  i.  29.  Thus  God  fweetens  the  very  nature  of  afflictions,  and  molds  us  thereby  into 
his  own  image  ;  for  as  Chrift  became  a  perfedt  mediator  by  his  paflion  •,  fo  by  faffering  our 
Lord  can  confecrate  us  to  himfelf.     I  fill  up,  faith  faint   Paul,  that  which  is  behind  of  the 
affli5iions  of  Chrift  in  my  flefh  \  fo  that  we  fee  Chrift  is  not  full,  till  his  members  (more  or 
lefs)  have   had  their  meafure  of  fufferings.     If  in  patience  we  poftefs  our  fpirits,  we  fhall 
inherit  the  promifes.     Our  chafliening  touching  patience   and  perfeverance  unto  the  end 
will  turn  our  crowns  of  thorns  into  crowns  of  glory,  and  bring  us  forth  of  the  furnace  of 
affliction,  as  his  monuments  of  free  grace,  who  faith,  I  will  deliver  thee,  and  thou  flialt 
glorify  me,  &c.     Thus,  fir,  having  given  you  a  true  account  of  the  nature  of  thofe  ac- 
cufations,  which  I  underftand  are  fuggefted  againft  me,  for  which  I  tnift  I  fhall  not  be 
condemned,  before  I  be  convifted  -,  commending  you  to  the  protection  of  the  father  of 
fpirits,  and  God  of  all  grace,  defiring  your  prayers,  that  I  may  improve  this  prifon  dif- 
penfation  in  the  exercife  of  patience,  to  his  glory  and  the  increafe  of  my  own  comforts, 
I  bid  you  farewel,

V.lxiv.p.235.  T  SHOULD  rejoyce,  if  the  Lord  pleafe  fo,  to  heare,  that  there  was  a  probabilitie 
X  of  a  good  underftanding  betwixt  my  lord  protedtor  and  parliament ;  which  if  not,  I

Serene  lord, 

HAVING  confidered  what  your  highnefs  hath  been  pleafed  to  write  unto  me  the  V.xxii.g.405. 
23d  of  this  month,  upon  the  inftances,  which  the  fons  of  Peter  Richaut  make,  that 
letters  of  reprifal  (hould  be  granted  unto  them  againft  the  king  my  mafter  and  his 
fubjefts,  for  fatisfaftion  of  a  fum  of  money,  which  they  do  pretend  to  be  due  unto  them 
from  his  majefty  by  a  fchedule  of  his,  which  they  do  exhibit,  and  a  copy  whereof  was  given 
rne :  that  which  in  anfwer  thereunto  doth  occur  unto  me  to  reprefent  unto  your  high- 
nefs is,  that  the  contents  of  the  faid  fchedule  doth  fliew  evidently  the  injuftice  of  their 
pretending  to  receive  fatisfaftion  by  way  of  reprifal,  which  neither  may  nor  ought  to 
be  granted  or  given  to  a  fubjedl  againft  his  natural  lord ;  and  the  faid  Peter  Richaut 
being  fuch  (as  it  doth  clearly  appear  by  the  fchedule,  at  the  beginning  whereof  it  is  ex- 
preffed  and  declared,  that  Peter  Richaut  was  a  merchant  of  Flanders,  and  native  of  Ant- 
werp, and  confequently  fubjedl  to  his  majefty)  it  would  be  againft  all  right  to  grant  them 
letters  of  reprifal.  And  although  the  heirs  and  executors  of  the  faid  Peter  Richaut  be 
Englifh-born,  neverthelefs  regard  always  muft  be  had  to  the  quality  of  the  perfon,  who 
made  the  contraft,  from  whom  the  faid  debt  did  originally  proceed.  Neither  may  the 
fons  have  more  right  than  that  of  their  father,  from  whom  that,  which  they  do  pretend 
to  have  to  the  aforefaid  debt,  doth  derive.  Befides  that  is  a  thing  not  ufed  in  any  nation 
to  grant  letters  of  reprifal  (which  is  a  mean  violent,  irregular,  and  publick)  for  a  debt 
occafioned  by  a  private  and  civil  contraft  ;  and  particularly  juftice  being  not  denied  in  this 
cafe  (as  the  party  himfelf  doth  confefs)  but  rather  a  fentence  obtained  in  their  behalfs 
againft  the  real  revenue  of  his  majefty  •,  and  by  reafon  of  the  delay  of  the  payment,  an 
intereft  of  10  per  cent,  was  agreed  upon,  whereby  the  debt  did  fo  increafe,  that  the 
principal  importing  only  eight  millions  and  fome  thoufands  of  maravedis  (the  faid  Peter 
Richaut  reckoning  his  goods  at  a  higher  price  by  half  than  they  were  worth)  the  intereft 
thereof  alone  doth  amount  unto  between  fourteen  and  fifteen  millions  of  maravedis,  be- 
ing near  twice  the  principal  fum  ;  to  which  the  faid  fum  had  never  rifen,  had  it  not  been 
for  the  delay,  whereof  they  complain  ;  and  in  the  faid  fum  are  comprehended  five  hundred 
crowns,  which  were  gracioufly  given  the  faid  Peter  Richaut  for  a  prefent,  over  and  above 
the  price  of  the  goods  fold  by  him,  and  the  Intereft  at  ten  in  the  hundred.  And  it  would 
be  a  thing  very  ftrange,  that  for  a  debt  caufed  by  a  civil  and  particular  contradt,  as  aforefaid, 
and  made  between  a  fubjeft  and  his  fovereign  lord,  who  hath  not  denied  juftice,  and  the 
intereft  ftill  running  until  the  time  of  payment,  letters  of  reprifal  fhould  be  granted 
againft  all  civil  right,  laws  of  nations,  and  univerfal  practice  of  all  people,  and  parti- 
cularly at  the  fame  time,  when  this  commonwealth  doth  detain  252000  pieces  of  eight, 
which  came  into  England  from  the  idand  of  faint  Domingo,  in  the  fhip  fanta  Clara, 
whereof.  Benedi<^  Stafibrd  was  captain,  belonging  and  appertaining  to  fubjefts  of  the 
king  my  mafter,  which  the  parliament  hath  acknowleged  .to  owe  unto  them  ;  yet  de- 
tained the  fame  for  thefe  thirteen  years  without  paying  any  intereft  ;  and  the  intereffed 
of  the  faid  monies,-  fubjefts  of  his  majefty,  feeing  themfelves  ruined  and  undone,  made 
application  to  the  king  my  mafter  for  letters  of  reprifal  againft  this  commonv/ealth  and 
the  people  thereof;  which  his  majefty  hath  not  granted  hitherto,  deferring  the  fame, 
with  hope  that  the  commonwealth  in  convenient  time  would  not  deny  fatisfaftion  of  what  is 
fo  juftly  due  unto  them  ;  and  likewife  when  the  fum  of  one  million  and  a  half  of  pieces 
of  eight,  belonging  to  fubjefts  of  his  faid  majefty,  are  here  detained  out  of  three  Ham- 
burgh fhips  upon  the  fingle  pretence,  that  the  fame  doth  belong  to  Hollanders,  there  being 
no  other  proof  for  it  than  a  bare  apprehenfion  and  fufpicion  of  the  parties  intereffed  in 
the  faid  monies,  not  having  been  able,  notwithftanding  all  their  legal  endeavours  to  obtain 
the  reftitution  of  their  faid  monies  and  goods,  juftice  being  not  only  denied  unto  them, 
but  the  recourfe  of  the  law  ftopt,  their  cafes  not  being  admitted  to  hearing,  that  they 
might  be  either  freed  or  condemned  ;  and  notwithftanding  thefe  proceedings,  and  that 
the  faid  parties  do  infift  upon  the  like  remedy  of  reprifal,  his  majefty  hath  not  hitherto 
granted  them,  promifing  himfelf  that  your  highnefs  will  give  order,  that  juftice  be  ad-

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A.  D.  i6j4.  rniniftred,  and  due  fatisfadtion  given  them.  Ail  which  I  do  reprefent  unto  your  highnefs,  de- 
L/'VNJ  firing  you  will  be  pleafed  to  command,  that  the  fame  may  be  taken  into  ferious  confidera- 
tion,  and  how  againft  all  reafon  and  right  it  would  be  to  grant  unto  the  faid  Richauts  the 
feid  letters  of  reprifal,  when  by  ordinary  ways  they  may  receive  fatisfaftion  ;  which  I  do 
not  doubt  will  be  given  them  the  fooner  in  contemplation  of  your  highnefs's  recommen- 
dation in  their  behalfs.  And  perhaps  they  had  obtained  it,  if  they  had  applied  themfelves, 
and  folicited  the  fame  in  Madrid,  after  that  your  highnefs  were  pleafed  to  recommend  their 
caufe  unto  me.  Yet  I  fhall  out  of  hand  give  notice  unto  his  majefty  of  your  highnefs's 
earneft  defires,  that  they  receive  fatisfadion,  to  the  end  that  his  majefty  may  be  pleafed  to 
command  with  fpeed  the  fame  to  be  given  them.  God  preferve  your  highnefs  for  many- 
years.

Sir, 

V.xxii.p.393.  42  INCE  my  laft  here  hath  occurred  nothinge  of  importance,  nor  have  Ireceeved  any 
^  letters  from  Ceullen,  or  any  other  correfpondence  this  weeck.  The  duke  of  Glofter 
is  come  to  Teyling  to  his  fifter's  court.  The  marquis  of  Ormond  tooke  his  leave 
of  him  at  Antwerp,  whence  he  went  to  Ceullen,  where  I  underftand  by  a  friend  there 
are  divifions  amongft  the  counfel  of  the  kinge :  the  lord  Weyntworth  and  chancelor  Hyde 
have  had  fome  difference,  and  marquis  Ormond  with  lord  Wilmot,  as  'tis  faid,  concern- 
inge  the  duke  of  Glofter's  turninge  his  religion,  the  which  I  belive  doth  not  fo  much 
perplex  the  K.  and  his  partye,  as  the  difcovere  of  a  greater  defingne  in  Ingland,  the  which  I 
underftand  by  other  letters  from  thence  is  knipt  in  the  bud  by  the  incomparable  vigilancye 
of  thofe  in  the  prefent  government.  I  finde  many  are  already  apprehended,  as  the  pham- 
let  tells,  and  more  dayly  bringing  in,  which  I  take  not  for  authentick.  Therfore  I  befeech 
you  to  informe  mee  the  certainety  of  affayres,  which  I  much  longe  to  underftand.

V.xxii.p.411.  XT  TE  receaved  your  highnes  letter  of  the  13th  of  this  inftant  January,  which  hath 
V  V  nnuch  refrefhed  our  fpiritts,  and  in  purfuance  of  our  duty  wee  further  give  your 
highnes  to  underftand,  that  imediately  uppon  the  newes  of  armes  being  feized  at  Burton 
uppon  Trent,  the  quakers,  who  were  at  Swannington,  fent  to  thofe  at  Aftiby  de  la  Zouch, 
at  eight  of  the  clock  in  the  night,  to  breake  up  prefently,  and  be  gone.  And  they  went 
away  from  Aftiby  (which  borders  more  uppon  Burton)  that  very  night  (though  it  was 
darke  and  rayny)  at  eleven  of  the  clocke,  and  thofe  at  Swannington  difperfed  themfelves 
very  early  the  next  morning.  They  fay  they  had  fummons  to  rendevouz  from  one  Foxe, 
who  gave  them  intimation,  that  there  fhould  be  betweene  one  and  two  thoufand.  And 
though  under  pretence  of  peacablenes,  they  had  not  foe  much  as  a  cane  or  a  ftaffe  in  their  . 
hands,  yet  fome  of  them  were  accidentally  feene  to  have  piftolls  at  theire  fides  under  theire 
cloakes  and  in  their  pocketts.  The  printer  who  was  with  them  was  Giles  Calvert  of 
I^ondon,  who  ftay'd  with  them  eight  or  nine  dayes,  and  is  now  gone  up  to  London 
with  two  or  three  queere  of  paper  written  to  be  putt  into  print.  One  Mugglefton  of 
Swannington,  whofe  howfe  was  the  onlie  place  of  theire  entertainment,  did  fay,  that 
Cockram  ftiould  fmart  for  his  hard  fpeeches  concerning  them  j  and  for  Sheffield,  they 
fayd,  they  fhould  have  him  in  the  lowfe-howfe  ere  it  were  long.  Wee  take  the  boldnes 
flirther  to  acquaint  your  highnefs,  that  there  are  many  honeft  men  (formerly  fouldiers)  that 
are  veiy  cordiall  to  publique  intereft,  and  to  your  highnes,  who  are  very  willing  (if  your 
highnes  judge  meet)  to  be  put  into  a  pofture,  that  they  might  be  the  better  capable  of 
ferving  your  highnes  and  theire  countrey.  Wee  hope,  the  lord  will  worke  out  much  good 
out  of  thefe  ftiakings  and  confufions,  and  that  this  laft  engine  of  Sathan  ftiall  prove  a  lye.

WHO  informeth  upon  his  oath,  that  in  the  month  of  September  lafl  this  informant  V.xxii.p.4i5i 
had  fome  difcourfe  in  Briftol  with  one  mr.  Coppinger,  an  Irilhman,  formerly  a 
fchool-fellow  of  his,  who  came  thither  purpofely  for  his  paffage  into  Ireland,  and  told 
this  informant,  that  he  had  lived  in  Rome  and  Italy  thefe  eight  or  nine  years,  and  taken 
upon  him  the  order  of  a  frier  of  the  Francifcan  company  •,  and  he  told  this  informant, 
tliat  he  had  been  at  London  lately  for  fome  months,  and  whilft  he  was  there,  he  had  been 
at  all  the  churches  and  meetings,  publick  and  private,  that  he  could  hear  of,  and  that 
none  came  fo  near  him  as  the  quakers  ;  and  being  at  a  meeting  of  the  quakers,  there  he 
met  with  two  of  his  acquaintance  in  Rome,  that  were  now  become  chief  fpeakers  among 
the  quakers,  and  he  himfelf  had  fpoken  in  London  among  the  quakers  above  thirty  times, 
and  was  well  approved  of  among  them ;  the  which  two  aforementioned  perfons  are  two 
of  the  fame  Francifcan  order  and  company.  And  this  informant  farther  faith,  that  the 
faid  mr.  Coppinger  afked  him,  what  kind  of  opinions  in  religion  there  were  in  Briftol  ?  and 
this  informant  told  him,  there  were  feveral  opinions  and  judgments ;  and  not  naming  any 
.of  the  opinions  of  the  faid  quakers,  the  faid  Coppinger  afked  him,  whether  there  had 
been  any  of  the  quakers  in  Briftol  ?  and  this  informant  then  anfwered  him  no.  Where- 
upon the  faid  mr.  Coppinger  told  him,  this  informant,  two  or  three  times,  that  if  he  did 
love  his  religion  and  his  foul,  he  fhould  not  hear  them.  Whereupon  this  informant  told 
him,  he  thought  none  of  them  would  come  to  Briftol ;  who  prefently  replied,  that  if  this 
informant  would  give  him  five  pounds,  he  would  make  it  five  hundred  pounds,  if  fome 
quakers  did  not  come  to  Briftol  within  three  weeks  or  a  month  then  following ;  and  on  the 
morrow  following  the  faid  mr.  Coppinger  departed  from  this  city  to  Ireland,  his  native 
place ;  and  about  1 8  days  after,  there  came  to  this  city  two  perfons  that  did  bear  the  n^me 
of  quakers.

The  humble  remonftrance  and  petition  of  the  merchants  adventurers  of  England  refiding

V.xxii.p.547.  '\7'OUR  highnefs 's  moft  humble  petitioners,  having  received  your  highnefs's  moft  gracious 
X  letters,  being  dated  Dec.  22,  1654,  direfted  to  their  deputy  and  company,  do  ac- 
knowledge it  to  have  been  their  duty  to  have  prefented  their  humble  anfwer,  as  deputy 
and  company,  in  a  court  way,  according  to  your  highnefs's  favourable  diredtions  and  their 
obligation  ;  but  being  denied  that  liberty,  by  a  reftraint  impofed  upon  them,  contrary  to 
their  conftitutions  (which  they  made  bold  to  make  known  unto  your  highnefs  by  their 
late  humble  fupplication)  and  perceiving  little  hopes  of  being  reftored  to  their  privilege  of 
adling  in  a  court  way  in  this  affair,  without  your  highnefs's  fpecial  commands  unto  their 
deputy,  they  hav'-e  found  it  neceffary,  in  difcharge  of  that  dutiful  fatisfaftion,  which  they 
are  obliged  to  tender  unto  'your  highnefs,  for  prevention  of  the  mifchief  intended  by  the 
reftraint  laid  upon  them,  to  wit,  by  their  filence  to  render  them  more  and  more  obnoxious 
unto  your  highnefs's  difpleafure,  to  make  their  humble  addrefs  in  the  beft  way,  that  is  left 
them,  to  give  your  highnefs  an  account  of  the  counfels  and  aftions  of  their  court  in  thofe 
late  proceedings,  which  they  find  by  your  highnefs's  moft  gracious  letters  to  have  been 
mifreprefented  and  complained  of  unto  your  highnefs. 

In  the  firft  place,  the  petitioners  defire,  according  to  their  bounden  duty,  moft  thank- 
fully to  acknowledge  your  highnefs's  gracious  inclinations  to  promote  the  welfare,  and  pro- 
te£l  the  government  of  their  fellowfhip,  fo  freely  expreffed  to  the  company  in  general  upon 
feveral  occafions ;  which  their  brethren  at  London  have  made  bold  to  prefent  unto  your 
highnefs  and  to  this  refidencein  particular,  by  that  fpecial  proteftion  and  thofe  extraordinary 
letters  of  grace,  which  your  highnefs  hath  been  pleafed  of  late  to  vouchfafe  unto  them ; 
,  wherein  they  find  fuch  bountiflil  emanations  of  your  highnefs's  favour  continued  unto 

them. 
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them,  notwithftanding  the  obftrucftions,  which  the  mifreprefentations  of  their  a6tings  in  A.  D.  1654, 
court  in  the  fettlement  of  their  government  might  juftly  have  occafioned,  that  they  can-  L/"V"NJ 
not  fufficiently  admire  the  patience  and  goodnefs,  which  your  highnefs  hath  been  pleafed 
to  exercife  toward  them,  in  thofe  tender  expoftulations  and  mofb  favourable  conftruftions 
of  their  proceedings.  The  petitioners  defire  in  all  humility  to  acknowledge  their  unwor- 
thinefs,  and  to  look  up  unto  God,  and  to  give  him  the  glory  of  this  your  highnefs's 
gracious  difpofition  ;  and  fhall  endeavour  to  give  your  highnefs  the  teftimony  of  their 
fincerity  herein,  by  their  dutiful  and  obedient  converfation. 

In  the  next  place,  they  humbly  crave  leave  to  wipe  off  that  malignancy  or  difaffeftion 
to  your  highnefs  and  the  commonwealth,  wherewith  they  find  their  perfons,  their  counfels, 
and  their  aftions,  efpecially  in  the  late  choice  of  their  deputy,  to  have  been  afperfed  unto 
your  highnefs.  To  this  end  they  hold  it  their  duty  briefly  to  reprefent  the  truth  of  their 
proceedings  in  that  eleftion  •,  whence  it  may  appear  unto  your  highnefs,  that  their  counfels 
and  aftions  therein  did  no  way  proceed  from  any  root  or  fpirit  of  malignancy,  neither  was 
promoted  by  any  particular  perfons  influenced  by  your  highnefs's  profeifed  enemies,  as 
hath  been  fuggefted  unto  your  highnefs  (though  very  uncharitably  and  wrongfully)  but 
took  their  rife  from  an  honeft  and  careflal  provifion  for  the  orderly  government  of 
the  fellowfhip,  and  were  carried  on  in  a  court  way  by  the  generality  of  the  company. 

According  to  the  ancient  pra£tice  of  the  fellowlhip,  agreeable  with  their  charter  and  pri- 
vileges, in  June  laft,  the  brethren  of  the  fellowfhip  being  afiembled  to  fettle  the  govern- 
ment of  the  feveral  reCdences,  when  they  came  to  the  eleftion  of  their  deputies,  they  found 
it  expedient,  and  generally  declared  it  by  their  hands  to  be  their  judgment  for  that  time, 
to  make  choice  of  a  martly  deputy  for  this  refidence  ;  in  which  eleftion,  as  they  gave  mr. 
Bradfhaw  the  preeminence,  fo  they  chofe  him  with  much  unanimity  and  refped:,  and 
feconded  their  choice  with  their  earnefl:  intreaties  for  his  acceptation  ;  but  mr.  Bradfhaw, 
contrary  to  their  expeftation,  was  pleafed  to  decline  their  choice,  yet  fhewed  himfelf 
fo  far  from  being  offended  at  their  refolutions  for  a  martly  deputy,  that  he  continued 
amongfl:  them  as  a  member  of  their  court,  and  vigoroufly  afted  with  them  in  the  nomina- 
tion of  another  perfon  for  that  fervice.  Thereupon  the  aflfembly  were  confl:rained,  for  the 
upholding  of  the  government  even  of  the  whole  fellowfhip,  which  otherwife  muft  have 
fallen  to  the  ground,  to  make  choice  of  fome  other  perfon  ;  and  accordingly  pitched  upon 
mr.  Francis  Townley,  an  ancient  and  orderly  brother  of  the  fellowfhip,  and  eminent  amongft 
them  for  his  good  afFedlions  to  the  commonwealth,  and  in  efpecial  manner  under  your  high- 
nefs's moft  happy  government. 

That  it  is  in  the  breaft  of  the  company  orderly  affembled,  without  declaring  their  reafons 
any  other  way  than  by  ereftion  of  hands,  to  make  choice  of  a  martly  deputy,  or  for  what 
other  term  or  continuance  they  fhall  find  convenient,  is  that,  which  hath  the  warrants  of 
their  charters,  the  direction  of  their  orders,  and  hath  been  the  confbant  and  frequent  praftice 
of  the  company  in  this  and  in  other  their  refidences.     That  the   petitioners    did,   at  their 
eleftion   in   June  laft,  make  choice  of  a  martly  deputy,  they  do  not  only  all  in  general, 
but  each  man  in    particular,  ingenioufly  profefs,  and  folemnly  proteft,  in  the  prefence  of 
Almighty  God,  that  their  proceedings  therein  did  not  in   the  leaft  arife  from  any  dif- 
afFedtion  or  difrefpeft  to  your  highnefs's  refident,  or  any  influence,  or  intended  prejudice 
or  difhonour  to  your  highnefs  or  the  commonwealth,  but  merely  from  a  neceffary  provifion 
to  prevent   the  prefumptuous  irregularities,  which  they  found  to   be  incroaching  upon 
them,  ftriking  at   the  very  root  and  foundation  of  their  government ;  for  fome  perfons 
amongft  them  having  by  fubtil  infinuations  and  extraordinary  obligations   obtained   an 
over-ruling  interefl  in  mr.  Bradfhaw,  concluding  him  a  perpetual,  rather  than  an  elective 
deputy,  by  reafon  of  his  publick  charafter  from  your  highnefs,  which  they  obferved  the 
company  moft  aflFeftionately  inclined  to  refpeft  and  reverence,  began  to  introduce  an   ex- 
trajudicial jurifdidlion,  to  the  violation  of  their  privileges,  and  perturbation  of  the  peace 
and  good  government  of  the  company  -,  for  the  correftion  of  which  enormity,  they  judged 
it  to  be  the  moft  moderate  way,  and  bf  lead  refleftion  or  offence  to  mr.  Bradfhaw,  for  that 
one  time  to  eledt  him  deputy  for  the  enfuing  mart,  having  therein  continued  unto  him  the 
fame  preeminence,  authority,  and  orderly  jurifdiction,   to  all  intents  and  purpofes  as  fully 
as  formerly,  and  only  fet  a  fhorter  time  for  the  rcfuming  of  their  eleftion,  in  order  to 
the  aforementioned  reformation  ;  a  remedy  not  only  practicable  by  the  prefcriptions  of  this 
fellowfhip,  but  that  which  hath  been  approved  and  generally  put  in  execution  through  all 
the  councils  of  the  nation  upon   the  like  occafions  ;  to  wit,  by  quickening  the  eledtions, 
and  altering  the  fefTions  of  thofe  in  the  chair,  to  difappoint  the  introduction  of  arbitrary 
and  illegal  innovations, 

Neverthelefs  fome  fhort  time  after  the  petitioners  perceiving,  that  thefe  their  proceed- 
ings had  been  reprefented  to  your  highnefs,  as  alfo  to  their  brethren  at  London,  with  fuch 
Iharp  reflections  upon  their  affeCtions  and  refpedls  to  your  highnefs  in  your  publick  mi- 
nifter,  that  it  hath  occafioned  your  highnefs  to  declare  unto  a  committee  of  their  brethren 
your  refentments  of  their  difrefpeCls  to  your  refident,  in  the  unhandfom  laying  of  him 
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A.  D.  1654.  afide  from  the  place  of  deputy,  and  likewife  made  their  brethren  themfelves  modefl;  and 
c/'^/'Nj  backward  in  prefenting  to  your  highnefs  their  intended  vindication  of  this  court's  pro- 
ceedings, agreeable  to  their  letters  of  approbation,  which  they  prudently  upon  advice  of 
that  eleftion  wrote  unto  this  court ;  the  petitioners  had  no  fooner  notice  of  that  your 
highnefs's  difpleafure,  but  forthwith,  having  ordered  letters  of  vindication  unto  your 
highnefs  and  unto  their  brethren  at  London,  without  the  leaft  delay  or  hefitation,  mr. 
Townley  the  deputy  refigned  his  place  ;  and  the  court,  out  of  their  moft  dutiful  obfer- 
vances  to  your  highnefs  with  much  affeftion  and  chearfulnefs  made  choice  of  mr.  Bradihaw 
to  be  their  (landing  deputy  for  the  year  enfuing ;  which  when  the  committee  appointed 
to  attend  him  made  known  unto  him,  and  their  entreaties  for  his  acceptation,  he  was 
plcafed  upon  the  motion  of  the  faid  committee  very  lovingly  and  readily  to  promife  the 
remedy  of  thofe  particulars,  wherein  he  found  the  company  aggrieved,  and  to  endeavour 
the  company's  vindication  to  your  highnefs  to  their  general  content  and  fatisfaftion.  But 
mr.  Bradfhaw  was  no  fooner  fet  in  the  chair,  but  the  aforementioned  perfons  began  to  re- 
vive their  afperfions  and  diforderly  proceedings,  to  the  great  difturbance  of  the  peace  of 
the  company  ;  and  never  gave  him  reft,  untill  by  their  fpccious  pretences  they  had  again 
fet  on  foot  their  former  praftices,  and  in  an  extrajudicial  way  caufed  a  reftraint  to  be  laid 
upon  the  company's  feal,  impeding  the  fending  forwards  of  thofe  letters,  which  the  court 
had  prepared  and  ordered  for  your  highnefs  and  their  brethren  at  London's  fatisfadtion. 

The  court  notwithftanding  at  feveral  conventions  afterwards  continued  their  defires  and 
importunities  for  the  fending  forward  of  the  faid  letters ;  and  when  they  found,  that  they 
could  not  prevail  for  thofe,  they  propofed,  that  a  committee  might  be  appointed  for  the 
writing  of  fome  others,  that  fo  they  might  fome  way  or  other  make  known  to  your  high- 
nefs the  truth  of  their  proceedings,  and  thereby  put  themfelves  into  a  capacity  of  being 
difcharged  from  your  highnefs's  refentments,  and  reftored  to  a  favourable  good  opinion  ; 
but  the  oppofition  of  thefe  perfons  was  fo  violent,  and  their  influence  upon  the  deputy  fo 
prevalent,  that  the  court  could  by  no  means  obtain  to  have  their  delires  ordered,  nor  fb 
much  as  to  be  put  to  hands,  though  prefTed  by  the  major  part,  yea  by  the  generality  of  the 
company. 

The  petitioners  being  reduced  to  this  fad  exigence,  though  it  might  very  well  have 
direfted  them  to  put  in  execution  thofe  remedies,  which  their  orders  had  provided  them  ; 
yet  being  fenfible  how  boldly  their  moft  orderly  aftings  had  been  lately  mifreprefented,  and 
what  ftrange  ways  had  been  ufed  to  cloud  their  refpefts  to  your  highnefs's  refident,  and 
thereupon  to  engage  him  by  his  recommendation  and  profecution  to  make  thefe  repre- 
fentations  effeftual  to  the  provoking  your  highnefs's  difpleafure  againft  the  company ;  and 
finding  a  continued  difpofition  and  defign  in  thofe  perfons,  having  obftrufted  all  applica- 
tions unto  your  highnefs  from  this  court,  and  facilitated  their  own  by  their  fuccefs  in  their 
late  addreffes  through  the  refident  to  oppofe  and  traduce  all  the  adtions  of  the  court,  which 
tended  either  to  the  juftification  of  the  court's  proceedings,  or  the  difhonour  or  correftion 
of  their  diforders  ;  the  petitioners  refolved  a  while  to  deny  themfelves  in  their  juft  rights 
and  principles,  rather  than  to  hazard  your  highnefs's  farther  refentments,  through  falfe  and 
mahcious  informations,  hoping  withal,  that  this  their  patience  and  moderation  might  prove 
a  means  to  allay  the  heat  of  thofe  diftempered  fpirits,  and  by  degrees  convincing  them  of 
their  mifapprehenfions  and  mifproceedings  reduce  them  unto  their  due  obedience  to  the 
order  and  government  of  the  fellowfhip,  and  to  a  loving,  peaceable  and  chriftian  like 
union  and  converfation  with  the  reft  of  their  brethren. 

Upon  the  receipt  and  publication  of  your  highnefs's  moft  gracious  letters,  the  petitioners 
perceiving  your  highnefs's  pleafure  therein  exprefled,  to  have  taken  its  rife,  not  from 
the  chufmg  of  a  martly  deputy,  according  to  their  privileges,  but  from  the  proceedings 
of  particular  perfons  therein,  upon  a  principle  of  malignancy  and  difaffedtion  to  the  affairs 
of  the  nation,  to  the  difhonour  of  your  highnefs  and  the  commonwealth,  and  influenced  by 
your  highnefs's  profelTed  enemies,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  publick  intereft  at  home  ;  and 
therefore  commanding,  that  thofe  perfons  (whom  your  highnefs,  by  the  information  that 
hath  been  given,  concluded  to  have  been  the  difturbers  of  the  peace  of  the  company) 
Ihould  be  removed  from  amongft  them  -,  the  petitioners,  as  they  could  not  but  ftand  amazed 
at  thefe  accufations,  which  they  found  to  have  been  given  in  unto  your  highnefs,  fo  that 
they  might  perform  their  duties  with  a  fuitable  obedience  to  your  highnefs's  commands 
(to  which  they  declared  themfelves  moft  readily  and  affedlionately  inclined)  it  was  propofed, 
that  there  might  be  a  difcovery  made  of  thofe  perfons,  that  they  might  immediately  and 
effedlually  proceed  againft  them  *,  but  neither  the  refident  deputy,  nor  any  one  of  thofe  dil^ 
contented  perfons,  no  nor  any  member  of  the  fellowfhip,  could  be  found,  that  would 
charge  any  perfon  or  perfons  amongft  them  with  the  leaft  malignancy  or  difaffeftion  to  your 
highnefs  or  the  commonwealth.  Neverthelefs  the  deputy,  and  thofe  difcontented  perfons, 
declared  it  to  be  their  judgments,  that  the  having  had  a  hand  in  the  choice  of  a  martly 
deputy  was  fufficient  ground  to  deprive  fuch  members  of  their  privilege  in  court  -,  and  there- 
upon propofed  and  preffed  it  with  much  violence,  not  only  that  fome  of  thofe  perfons 
-.    •  (which 
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fwhich  the  deputy  had  been  pleafed  to  nominate)  but  that  all  the  members  of  the  fellowlliip,  A.  D.  1654. 
except  themfelves  (being  but  8  perfons)  fhould  be  turned  out  of  the  court,  and  fo  the  go-  L/~V\J 
vernment  of  this  refidence,  and  cotifequehtly  of  the  whole  fellowfhip  depending  upon  it  to 
remain  in  their  hands,  to  be  carried  on  in  an  arbitrary  way,  and  to  be  left  unto  their 
pleafures  to  extend  mercy  to  fuch  of  thofe  their  created  delinquents,  as  fhould  in  the 
rtloft  humble  and  fubmiffive  manner  apply  themfelves  unto  them  for  their  grace  and 
faVoui".  The  affembly,  judging  this  propofition  unreafonable  and  mifchievous  to  the  very 
being  of  the  fellowfhip,  and  no  ways  agreeable  with  the  tenor  of  your  highnefs's  commands, 
were  forced  to  declare  their  judgments  againft  it ;  and  thereupon  (for  the  prevention  of 
any  farther  mifunderftanding)  they  defired  prefently  to  confider  of  an  anfwer  unto  your 
highnefs,  and  to  give  an  account  of  thefe  proceedings,  that  had  pafled  upon  the  publica- 
tion of  your  highnefs's  moft  gracious  letters.  But  their  motion  was  moft  peremptorily 
contradicted  by  thefe  8  perfons,  and  not  fufFered  to  put  be  to  hands  by  the  deputy.  The 
government  likewife  denied  to  be  fettled,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  the  affairs  of  the 
fellowfhip,  and  the  alTembly  broke  up  and  threatned  to  be  reprefented  difafFefted  and  dif- 
obedient  to  your  highnefs,  for  that  they  had  refufed  to  comply  with  them  in  their  unjufl 
and  imperious  propofition. 

The  petitioners  having  by  this  fhort  and  impartial  narrative  given  your  highnefs  an  \ 
account  of  their  counfels  and  aftions  in  their  late  choice  of  their  deputy,  together  with 
the  confequent  defigns  and  prafticesj  that  have  been  on  foot  ever  fince  to  mifreprefent 
their  proceedings  therein  under  the  notion  of  malignancy  and  difafFeflion,  and  thereby 
to  occafion  your  highnefs's  difpleafure  againfir  them  -,  they  do  humbly  hope,  that  as  your 
highnefs  will  now  more  clearly  difcern,  who  have  been  the  difturbers  of  the  peace  and  quiet 
of  this  fociety,  fo  that  your  highnefs  will  gracioufly  be  pleafed  to  be  fatisfied  and  alTured 
in  the  good  affedion  and  fincere  obedience  of  the  petitioners  unto  your  highnefs  and  the 
prefent  government  j  wherein,  as  they  have  folemnly  protefted  in  the  prefence  of  the 
great  God  of  heaven,  that  they  have  not  in  the  leaft  faultred  in  their  late  eleftion,  fo  they  do 
mofl  faithfully  promife  and  engage  their  lives  and  fortunes,  and  all  that  is  near  and  dear  unto 
them,  that  their  counfels  as  a  court,  and  their  aftions  as  particular  perfons,  fhall  be  care- 
fully and  conftantly  difpofed  to  as  dutiful!  and  afFeftionate  conformity  to  your  highnefs's 
gracious  proteftion  vouchfafed  unto  them,  and  to  a  ready  and  chearful  obedience  unto  your 
highnefs's  pleafure  and  commands  upon  all  occafions. 

In  confideration  of  the  premifes,  the  petitioners  make  bold  humbly  to  pray  -, 
That  your  highnefs  will  moft  gracioufly  be  pleafed,  not  to  leave  it  arbitrary  in  the  ' 
power  and  breaft  of  mr.  Bradfhaw  to  expel  whom  he  fhall  pleafe  out  of  court  upon 
a  general  charge  of  difaffeftion  (occafioned  many  times  from  but  differing  from  him  iri 
judgment,  in  debating  the  civil  affairs  of  the  fellowfhip)  but  that,  if  any  fuch  com- 
plaint have  been  made,  or  fhall  at  any  time  hereafter  be  made,  of  any  member  of  the 
fellowfhip  here  refiding,  that  your  highnefs  will  be  pleafed  to  caufe  a  particular  charge 
to  be  given  in  againft  the  perfon  acdufed,  and  a  time  fet  him  to  anfwer  his  accufation 
before  your  highnefs,  or  whom  your  highnefs  fhall  appoint,  before  he  be  deprived  of 
his  privilege,  and  expelled  the  court ;  for  that  befides  the  feverity  of  the  proceedings, 
the  difgrace  of  fuch  an  expulfion  will  fo  highly  prejudice  him  in  his  reputation  among 
ftrangers  with  whom  he  converfeth,  being  a  merchant,  and  living  upon  his  credit,  aS 
that  it  may  prove  his  ruin,  yea  his  principals  alfo,  though  never  fo  well  affedted,  and 
that  probably  beyond  all  reparation.  That  your  highnefs  will  be  pleafed  to  counte- 
nance the  company  in  the  free  exercife  of  their  jurifdiftion  in  court,  according  to  their 
ancient  praftices  and  privileges  (the  beft  remedy,  as  they  humbly  conceive,  for  the  pre- 
fent diftempers  amongft  them)  and  in  particular,  that  thofe  propofitions,  which  fhall 
at  any  time  be  made  in  court,  and  judged  by  the  major  part  of  the  members  to  be  in 
order  to  the  publick  good  of  the  fellowfhip  in  general,  or  this  refidence  in  particular^ 
may  not  be  difappointed,  upon  fome  few  men's  mifconftruftions,  but  orderly  put  to 
hands  by  the  deputy,  and  concluded  by  the  majority  of  votes,  and  accordingly  put  in 
execution. 

And  laftly,  that  your  highnefs  would  be  pleafed  to  pardon  the  boldnefs  of  this  their 
neceffary  addrefs,  to  reftoi'e  the  petitioners  to  your  highnefs's  gracious  and  favourable  ap- 
prehenfions  of  them,  and  to  continue  unto  them  the  irradiations  of  your  highnefs's 
grace  and  goodnefs,  which  they  fhall  make  ufe  of  to  enlighten  and  enliven  their  abilities, 
more  and  more  to  approve  themfelves,  your  highnefs*s,  in  all  humble,  dutiful,  and  fincere 
obedience,  the  merchants  adventurers  of  England  refiding  in  Hamburgh,

Sir, 

A.  D.  1654.  T  WAS  at  Whitehale  this  afternoonc  to  have  kift  his  heighnes  hand,  was  told  he  was 
L/^^'^^'\)  X  ride  out,  and  that  you  were  not  to  be  found  ;  therefore  puts  me  on  this  to  you  at 
Vol.  ^^^•^-  prefent.  The  folloeing  is  a  letter  juft  now  come  to  me  ;  the  coppy  I  have  taken  the 
boldnes  to  fend  you,  and  thus :  fyr,  the  caveleers  whifper  the  plot  foe  loudly  talkt  on  at 
Courtis  nothing  but  a  tricke  of  great  OHver's  to  affright  the  parliament  into  a  compliance  with 
the  court.  Tniely  whilfi:  this  is  fpread  abroad,  and  very  maney  beleeve  it,  they  meet,  dance, 
feaft,  drinke,  and  a6t  a  knavifh  part  in  thefe  parts.  1  thanke  you  for  chiding  me  out  of 
fecurity,  and  furely  you'le  gaine  by  it.  Syr,  at  col.  Laurance's  at  the  Grang  in  Ifle  Purbecke 
was  col.  Raymund,  with-  others  of  Somerfetlheire  of  note,  where  they  had  a  cabal  every 
neight.  'Tis  newly  whifpered,  if  the  pretender  were  in,  and  the  crowne  fetled  on's  head, 
how  fweetly  he  would  governe,  give  a  juft  and  due  confciencious  liberty,  and  tak  of  taxes, 
and  raife  the  price  of  land  and  al  commoditys,  and  fuffer  no  beger  in  the  land ;  whereas  the 
prefent  goverment  muft  be  kept  up  by  the  fourd,  and  that  fourd  is  and  muft  be  a  vaft 
charge  to  the  peopel.  Thefe  things  have  ben  afleepe  thefe  divers  years  in  thefe  parts,  but 
I  remember  the  ould  politicke  vers,  Regnabit  fanguine  multo  regis  ad  imperiumveniens  ab  exilio. 
Another  fourte  whifper,  that  the  pretender's  treinds  have  made  an  overture  to  marry  the  lord 
protestor's  daughter.  Thefe  fine  babies  take  amounft  us.  The  caveleers  have  kept  great 
chriftmafes  after  the  ufuall  time  with  fets  of  fidlers  ;  a  fine  way  to  draw  in  the  peopel  in 
time  of  need.  Major  Uvedale,  you  know  the  man  and  his  eftate,  he  keept  an  open  houfe 
for  al  comers ;  ne'ere  did  foe  before.  Major  Butler  kept  noc  houfe,  but  hath's  meetings  in 
feecret  at  mr.  Thimbelbe's  houfe,  a  papift  by  Minchington  neere  Cafhmore  4-  miles  and  a 
halfe  from  Blandford,  and  at  Cafhmore  in,  is  now  gon  to  Hatch  by  Euckland,  as  good 
as  the  other  places.  At  yong  fquire  Hid's  at  Horton,  8  miles  from  Blandford,  is  one 
Bragg,  a  parfon,  put  in  by  Gyles  Grene.  He  it  was,  that  betrayed  Portland  caftel  to  the 
caveleers  at  the  firll  of  our  wars ;  at  this  fellow's  houfe  is  tabled  King  Gardner,  you  know 
him,  and  one  ThornehuU  ;  I  wifh  I  knew  whither  it  be  that  man  fpoaken  of  in  the  news 
booke,  taken  up  as  one  of  the  plot,  at  the  aforefaid  Thimbelbee's  houfe  met  on  tuef- 
day  night  laft  John  Fitz- James,  Mathus  of  Wodsford,  fir  John  Web's  fon  of  Canford, 
three  other  unknowne  yong  blades,  well  horfed,  habited,  and  each  a  man  waiteinge  on  them ; 
yong  Willowbey,  the  laddy  Capel's  butler,  a  notabel  rogue  for  parts  and  courage,  and  ould 
Willoughby  of  Chetered,  with  blads  which  came  from  about  Bemifter,  and,  as  in  my  laft, 
feveral  meetings  and  drinkeings  at  that  Cafhmore  in,  whofe  faces  the  neighbours  ne'ere  faw 
before.  Every  tuefday  we  muft  have  a  cocke  match  at  Winburne,  and  the  head  of  that 
game  is  your  cuzen  Litchett,  which  wil  be  made  a  ftale  by  wifer  then  himfelfe,  if  not 
prevented.  Divers  unknowne  blads  frequent  that  cockeing  game.  It's  neere  Poole, 
which  would  be  made  an  ifle  you  know  in  a  ftiort  time.  Our  affociation  is  broaken 
into  Somerfetlheire.  I  hope  it  wil  not  goe  beyond  church  matters.  Wee  have  had  lately 
bellum  epifcopale.  I  hope  we  fliall  ne're  fee  that  of  clericale.  Our  ould  fcout  T.  L.  is  not  yet 
returned  from  Blackemore,  but  ther's  rogery  to  certainty,  and  foe  there  is  about  Bemifter. 
One  tells  me  juft  now,  col.  Lawrence's  houfe  is  a  wicket  place ;  if  that  be  true,  that's  now 
whifpered  me,  we  ar  here  betraied :  I  durft  not  yet  affirme  it ;  and  that  is  that  at  Lulworth  was 
a  barque  brought  in  armes  and  powder,  and  foe  as  to  the  other  end  of  the  ifle  of  Purbecke 
neere  Corfe  towne,  and  all  landed  by  night.  I'll  ride  about  it  myfelfe.  By  next  you  fliall 
know  more,  if  foe.  For  God's  fake,  fyr,  let's  not  be  vindun  in  an  inftant.  If  they  ar  as 
bufy  in  other  countys  as  in  thefe  parts,  we  ar  like  to  have  a  fweet  time  fpeedily, 
had  they  armes.  We  hope  the  protestor  looks  farther  than  after  the  debats  in  parliament. 
Excufe  this  troble,  fent  you  by,  fyr,

The  one  doth  concern 
the  liberty,  which  the  Englifh  do  pretend  to  have,  not  to  unlade  their  cannon  at  Blaye  j 
and  in  the  article  concerning  the  ratification,  therein  the  protestor  is  mentioned  before 
the  king  •,  and  they  have  qualified  the  treaty  with  the  title  of  peace;  but  I  make  no  doubt, 
but  all  thefe  manners  of  fpeaking  will  be  altered^  when  we  come  to  fpeak  of  them.

My  Lord, 

I  HAVE  received  by  the  return  of  my  exprefs,  who  arrived  here  to  day,  the  two  let-  V.xxii. p.43», 
ters,  wherewith  your  eminence  hath  honoured  me,  bearing  date  the  27th  January. 
My  letter  to  mr.  de  Brienne  will  ferve  in  anfwer  to  one  of  them.  I  will  only  add  one 
thing  concerning  my  negotiation,  that  the  fecretary  of  ftate  fent  me  word  to  night,  that 
he  would  come  on  faturday  with  my  commiffioners  to  finifli  the  treaty,  which  was  fent  unto 
me  to  day,  with  fome  new  claufes,  upon  which  I  do  not  believe  here  will  be  infifted.  I 
will  alfo  take  the  liberty  to  tell  your  eminence,  that  I  have  always  believed,  that  your 
opinions  and  judgments  being  moft  advantageous  to  the  fervice  of  the  king,  and  the  in- 
tereft  of  the  people,  would  prevail  above  thofe  of  many  perfons,  who  under  pretence  of 
fome  falfe  generofity  do  prefer  vengeance  before  an  accommodation.  This  conftancy  hath 
ferved  for  a  rule  to  my  conduft ;  and  I  hope  it  will  be  honoured  by  your  approbation.  If 
one  do  confider  the  condition  of  affairs  of  this  country,  and  the  quality  of  the  minds 
with  whom  I  have  treated,  they  do  feem  difpofed  at  prefent  to  unite  more  clofely  with 
France.  And  Fwili  not  fail  to  invite  them  to  it,  nor  to  fpeak  unto  them  in  the  terms 
which  your  eminence  hath  prefcribed.  I  will  alfo  omit  no  occafion  to  perfuade  the  lord 
proteftor  to  reftore  thofe  two  fhips,  as  foon  as  the  agreement  is  perfedled. 

Your  eminence  will  not  yet  fee  any  bad  confequence  of  the  diffolution  of  the  parliament, 
although  the  people  here  are  very  much  troubled  at  it,  when  they  think  upon  it,  and 
there  doth  not  appear  any  other  motive  of  this  a6lion,  than  the  reduftion  of  the  army. 

I  cannot  yet  get  the  fpeech  of  the  proteftor.  It  is  faid,  that  he  is  agreed  with  the  ana- 
baptifts,  whom  he  will  be  forced  to  favour  a  little,  fince  he  hath  diftafted  the  prefbyterians. 
Here  is  a  new  fe6l  on  foot,  whom  they  call  quakers.  Their  number  is  confiderabld 
throughout  the  provinces.  They  do*  pretend  here,  that  it  is  for  the  advantage  of  the  pre- 
fent ftate,  that  there  are  fo  many  divifions  in  their  religion,  to  the  end  that  no  one  body 
Ihould  grow  very  confiderable  •,  and  alfo  the  difcourfe  of  the  lord  protedlor  doth  hint,  that 
he  never  fought  againft  monarchy,  but  rather  for  liberty  of  confcience. 

Here  is  no  other  difcourfe  amongft  the  merchants  than  of  the  commerce  to  America,  as 
if  the  fleet  of  England  have  made  fome  conqueft  there  already  •,  and  it  is  very  certain,  ac- 
cording to  the  relation  of  fome  come  from  the  Barbados,  that  they  were  in  expeftation  of 
the  fleet  there.

rence with  you,  and  to  refolve  upon   the  conditions  of  the  treaty.     It  hath  only  this  diffe- 
rence, that  no  mention  is  made  in  it  of  mr.  de  Baas.

A.  D.  1654.  "TT  muft  needs  be,  that  the  poft-mafters  upon  the  road  have  failed  to  fend  my  letter ; 
Ky^/"*^  J_  for  I  never  omit  to  write  by  every  ordinary.  It  doth  feem  now,  as  if  the  lords  here 
V.xxi.p.462.  ^^^  inclined  to  a  peace,  and  an  end  is  like  to  be  put  fuddenly  to  my  negotiation-, 
but  fince  I  have  been  fo  often  deceived  in  my  conjedlures,  I  will  not  engage  to.  fecure  it 
from  fome  fmall  remifles.  The  Lord  Nieupoort  came  this  morning  to  make  a  compli- 
ment of  congratulation  upon  that  fubjed,  prefuppofmg,  that  all  was  concluded  ;  but  without 
doubt  his  chief  defign  was  to  learn  fome  news  of  me,  which  I  did  not  conceal  from  him. 
He  gave  me  an  occafion  to  make  fome  reproach  to  him  of  the  lord  Beverning  -,  and  I  found 
by  his  difcourfe,  that  you  fhould  have  fent  to  have  welcomed  him  home,  as  the  other 
foreign  minifters  at  the  Hague  did  obferve.  An  ItaHan  would  not  have  flood  more 
upon  a  formality.  My  lord  protedor  hath  not.  obferved  fo  much  on  the  behalf  of  the 
parliament,  whom  he  hath  fairly  difmifs'd,  after  five  months  turmoil  to  no  purpofe.  Many 
differ  in  opinion  about  this  bulinefs  -,  fome  fuppofe,  that  it  may  caufe  new  commotions, 
it  being  very  much  againft  the  humour  and  aifedtions  of  the  people  here  in  general,  who 
do  feem  to  affeft  parliaments ;  and  that  it  had  been  more  advantageous  for  him  to  have 
had  his  lawful  title  from  them  to  have  fettled  him.  Others  believe  it  as  convenient  for 
him  to  diffolve  them,  thereby  to  maintain  his  authority.  I  will  fend  you  his  difcourfe  as 
foon  as  I  can  get  it ;  all  thofe  that  heard  it,  did  take  notice  of  many  curious  paffages  in  it.

WH  O  faith,  that  he  being  at  the  houfe  of  mr.  Nicholas  Bailey,  his  kirtfman,  in  the  V.xxii.  p. 44 7. 
county  of  Caernarvan,  about  Augufl;  laft,  the  faid  mr.  Bailey  did  acquaint  him, 
that  there  was  a  defign  for  bringing  in  the  king,  meaning  Charles  Stuart ;  and  that  there 
would  very  fpeedily  be  an  army  landed  from  France,  on  the  behalf  of  the  faid  King  ;  and 
demanded  of  this  examinate,  whether  he  would  take  a  commiffion  for  raifing  a  regiment  of 
horfe  for  the  faid  king,  which  this  examinate  doth  confefs  he  promifed  that  he  would,  and 
ad:  as  far  for  him  as  he  was  able,  when  he  faw  the  army  aforefaid  landed,  or  had  certain  in- 
telligence of  the  time  when  they  would  land.  Whereupon  the  faid  mr.  Bailey  promifed 
to  procure  him  a  commiffion  ;  and  faid,  that  he  had  accepted  of  one  himfelf  to  raife  a  re- 
giment of  foot.  And  farther  faith,  that  accordingly  the  examinate  being  again  at  the 
houfe  of  the  faid  mr.  Bailey,  the  faid  mr.  Bailey  did  deliver  him  a  commiffiion,  figned 
Charles  R.  for  raifing  a  regiment  of  horfe  for  the  fervice  aforefaid.  And  then  told  him,  that 
the  bufinefs  would  be  fuddenly.  And  being  aflced,  where  the  faid  Bailey  had  the  aforefaid 
commiffions,  he  faith,  that  mr.  Bailey  told  him,  he  had  them  of  one  col.  Stephens,  with 
whom  the  examinate  fpake  in  the  country  at  the  houfe  of  the  faid  examinate,  at  which 
time  the  faid  Stephens  was  going  for  Ireland,  concerning  raifing  of  men  for  Spain.  And 
being  afked,  what  difcourfe  he  had  at  that  or  at  any  other  time  with  the  faid  Stephens, 
about  the  aforefaid  bufinefs,  faith,  that  he  met  with  him  once  or  twice  here  in  I^ondon, 
where  Stephens  told  him,  that  the  French  army  was  fuddenly  to  come  over ;  and  that  the 
examinate  fhould  fuddenly  hear  farther  of  it.  And  being  afked,  what  other  perfons  the 
faid  mr.  Bailey  did  give  commiffions  to,  or  did  acquaint  with  this  bufinefs,  he  faith,  he 
did  not  tell  this  examinate,  whether  he  did  give  any  commiffions  to  any  other  perfons 
whatfoever,  but  told  him,  that  he  had  acquainted  his  brother,  doftor  Bailey,  therewith.

A.  D.  1654.  O  AITH,  that  captain  Draper  and  he  agreed   together  to  come  out  of  London  the  2d 
t.^'y\J  O  day  of  January  inftant  i  that  accordingly  he  fet  forth  that  day  towards  Cheiler,  but  (as  he 
V.xxii.p.457.  j^g^j.^^  afterwards)  the  faid  captain  ftaid  a  week  longer  to  ha\e  the  better  accommodation, 
for  he  came   down  in   a  coach  with  the  lady  Cotes  to  Chefter,   7  days  after.     He  farther 
faith,  that  he  faw  none  of  thofe,  that  were  abroad  with  him,  until  he  came  to  Chefter  or 
NeiTon,  where  he  took  fhip.     And  concerning  Prior  (once  an  agitator  and  prifoner  with 
him  about  the  levelling  bufinefs)  faith,  that  he  hath  not  feen  him  thefe  two  months,  about 
which  time  the  faid  prifoner  vifited  him  at  his  lodging,  at  one  mr.  Penincoat's,  in  Black- 
friers,  and   well    remembers,    that  at  that   time  fome  difcourfe  pafled  betwixt  them  re- 
lating to  the  old  engagement  at  Tripplo-heath  near  Newmarket,  to  this  effeft,  that  if  they 
(the  laid  colonel  and  Prior)  did  not  do  their  utmoft  endeavour  to  make  good  what  they  had 
here   engaged,    and  elfewhere  fought  for,    they   could  not  clear   themfelves  from  king- 
murtherers.     The  faid  examinate  farther  faith,  that  he  knows  not  whether  the  faid  Prior 
hath  not  fince  that  time  engaged  himfelf,  or  afted  any  unwarrantable  thing  or  no,  having 
fince  that  difcourfe  with  him  never  feen  him  nor  heard  from  him  ;    and  fuppofes   that 
Prior  could  not  ground  any  thing  of  particular  advice  from  him,  other  than  as   above- 
faid,  and  fuch  general  words  as  this  that  followeth  ;  that  it  was  both  their  duties  to  con- 
fider,  wherefore  they  engaged  and  fought  againft  the  laft  king  and  cavaliers ;  and  whether 
the  main  caufe  was  not  for  removing  the  arbitrary  power  exercifed  over  the  people  by 
his  will ;  and  that  they  were  bound  to  do   their  endeavour  to  hold  forth  a  foundation  of 
wholefom  laws  eftablilhed  by  a  legal  reprefentative  for  prefervation  of  themfelves  and  their 
pofterity  for    the  future ;     and  that  there  might  be  a  clear  diftinftion  'twixt  govern- 
ment and  governor  -,  the  faid  colonel  telling  Prior  withal,  that  the  word  ruler  was  derived 
from  rule  ;   and  that  where  there  was  not  rule,  there  needed  no  ruler  ;   and  that  if  the 
ruler  went  contrary  to  the  rule,  that  ruler  was  to  be  cut  off,  going  contrary  to  that  rule, 
and  for  which  the  king  loft  his  head,  and   without  which  the  faid  col.  did  then  declare 
it  was  impoflible  for  a  nation  to  be  happy  ;  withal  averring,  that  if  government  did  con- 
fift  in  perfons,  they  had  better  to  have  been  under   king    and  lords  •,   but  at  Newmarket 
they  did  declare  the  contrary,  and  abhor  to  center  in  any  perfon  or  faction  ;  or  that  any  ar- 
bitrary power  ftiould  be   exercifed  or  eftabliftied,  fave  in  the  people,  whofe  right  it  was, 
and  who  had  accordingly  ftood  up  to  defend  their  liberty.     He  remembreth  farther,  that  he 
then  told  Prior,  that  for  his  part  he  loved  the  lord  proteftor's  perfon,  and  honoured  him  ; 
and  that  if  the  power  muft  be  in  one  fingle  perfon,  rather  he  than  another ;  but  that  the 
beft  of  men  being  fubjeft  to  be  corrupted,  he  would  therefore  have  fuch  a  foundation  of 
government,  that   in   cafe  he  went  contrary  to  that  foundation,  the  government  to  cut 
him  off,  and  remove  him  immediately ;  which  government  he  Ihould  venture  his  life  for, 
if  he  had  a  thoufand  lives ;  and  other  words  to  that  effed:,  being  of  one  opinion  as  to 
that  principle.     This  examinate  farther  remembreth,   that  at  the  fame  time  this  difcourfe 
paffed  betwixt  them,  he,  this  examinate,  fliewed  the  faid  Prior  a  paper,  which  this  exami- 
nate by  chance  found,  and  took   about   7  days  before  near  the  Wardrobe  in  Black-friers, 
which  the  faid  Prior  made  a  Ihift  to  read.     It  was  an  exhortation  for  the  officers  and  fol- 
diers,  and  others  of  the  army,  to  do  their  beft  to   own  what  they  had  firft  fought  for, 
againft  king  and  cavalier,  and  to  oppofe  all  that  Ihould  ftand  againft  that  freedom,  and  to 
endeavour   to   free  them  from  all  flavery  and  oppreffion  whatfoever.     He  this  examinate 
farther  declareth,  that  according   to  his   principle  he  feareth  not,  nor  forbeareth  in  all 
places  and  times  to  declare  his  judgment,  but  denieth,  that  he  hath  afted  any  thing  either 
againft  the  lord  proteftor  or  the  government.     Being  demanded,  why  he  returned  unto 
Ireland  at  this  time,  this  examinate  faith,  that  it  was  to  obey  an  order  of  the  court  of 
claims  in  Dublin,  which  required  his  perfonal  being  there  upon  the  firft  of  February  enfu- 
ing  -,  and  defires  that  the  lord  deputy  and  council  would   not  let  his  reftraint  prejudice  him 
in  his  trial  about  his  intereft  in  Shelelagh-woods,  but  that  he  may  have  the  liberty  to  in- 
flruft  council  in  the  cafe  ;  and  another  was,  that  at  Neffon,  hearing  captain  Draper  re- 
port, that  a  party  was  to  feek  for  him  at  his  lodging  in  Black-friers,  the  night  after  he 
took  horfe  for  Chefter,  he  did  fay,  he  believed  he  Ihould  be  confined  at  his   coming   to 
Dublin,  upon  fuch  a  report ;  and  that  if  his  fuit  would  fuffer  it,  he  could  have  returned 
to  London,  to  anfwer  what  could  be  charged  upon  him.

May  it  please  your  highnes, 

I  MUST  acknowledg,    that  I  had  often  difcourfl   with  mr.  Bagenall  concerning  the  A.  D.   1654. 
king  of  Scotts,  and  about  the  begining  of  Odober  Jaft,  as  I  remember,  he  being  att   L/'VXJ 
my  hous,  we  tooke  an  ocafion  to  fpeake  to  him,  and  to  exprefs  much  readincfs  to    ferve  "^  ■^''' P' 552- 
him.  Wee  alfoe  wifhed,  that  if  any  fuch  thing  were  defigned,  wee  might  not  be  unacquainted 
with  it  j  and  alfoe  promifed,  that  he  that  firft  fhould  come  to  know  any  fuch  thing,  fhould 
emediately  informe  the  others.     Within  a  little  tyme  after,  fome  privat  ocafion  of  my 
owne  callling  me  to  London,  as  I  was  one  morning  walking  in  Grais-inn-walkes,  I  hapned  to 
fall  into  difcourfe  with  a  gentleman,  that  I  never  faw  before,  in  whos  convers  I  found  that 
fatisfadion,  that  I  expreft  a  defier  of  a  further  acquaintance  with  him,  nor  did  he  decline 
it,  but  made  me  a  retourne  of  much  civillity,  which  drew  on  a  promife  of  meeting  the  next 
day,  which  acordingly  wee  did  in  the  Mitter  taverne  neer  Temple  barr,  wher  we  weer  not 
long  together,  as  ftrangers,  but  being   men  of  the   fame  principles,  wee  quickly  knitt  a 
frendfhipp,  wher  before  wee  parted,    he   told  me,  that  he  had  heard   my  name  before 
mentioned  by  a  frend  of  his,  that   gave  a  carefter   of  me,  that  agreed  with   his  owne 
judgment ;  and  that  if  I  would  meet  him  on  the  friday  following,  I  fhould  fee  the  confidence 
he  had  in  me ;  and  if  I  weer  one  that  did  entend  what  I  profeft,  he  would  fhew  me  an  ocafion, 
that  would  be  offered  to  fhew  my  loyalty.     To  which  I  anfwered,  that  I  would  not  faile 
to  wayte  on  him,  if  he  would  be  pleafed  to  name  the  place.     He  told  me,  he  would  not 
goe  often  to  the  fame  place,  becaufe  he  would  not,    that  any  fhould  obfei-ve  him.     Wher- 
upon   we  apointed  to  meet  att  the  Caftle  taverne  in  the  Strand  on  the  monday  following, 
by  one  of  the  clock,  wher  we  mett,  and  had  not  fatt  long,  but  he  drawes  out  a  paper,  and 
tells  me,  that  the  fight  of  that  was  the  thing,  that  he  entended  to  entrufl  me  withall, 
which  he  fayd   he  would  not  fhew  to  any  thing  that  he  thought  was  not  a  gentleman 
and  a  very  honefl  man.     Wherupon  he  fhewed  me  a  letter ;  uppon  the  topp  whereof  was 
written  C.  R.  the  contents  wherof  were,  that  he  fhould  be  carefull  of  his  bufinefs,  and  very 
wary,  who  he  engaged  -,  and  that  he  fhould  be  fhure  they  were  honeft  men ;  and  that  by  the 
next  he  fhould  receave  further  inftruftions.    This  with  his  owne  exprefTions  gave  me  ocafion 
to  beleeve,  that  he  was  ittiployed  ;  and  from  that  tyme  I  tooke  him  for  an  agent.     He  then 
afked  me,  if  I  intended  to  ad:,  what  comifTion  I  expedted.     I  told  him  for  a  regiment 
of  foote  -,  and  if  he  would  procure  me  a  comifTion  to  be  governor  of  Denby  caflle,  I  did 
not  dout  but  to  give  a  good  acount  of  it ;  to  which  he  anfwered,  that  I  fhould  find  him 
walking  in  the  piazza  at  three  a  clocke  the  next  day,  wher  I  fhould  receave  the  aforefayd 
comifTions  from  him.     I  alfoe  told  him,  that  I  knew  a  gentleman,  that  would  engage,  of 
a  good  family  and  fortune,  if  he  had  comiflion  for  a  regiment  of  horfe  (which  he  both  did 
and  might  well  expeft)  and  were  afhured,  that  the  define  were  well  layd,  and  perfons 
of  honor  and  creditt  were  concerned  in  it.     To  which  he  anfwered,  that  I  fhould  alfoe  have 
a  comiffion  for  him,  and  alfoe  afkdd  his  name.     I  tould  him  he  was  a  very  honefl  gentle- 
man, to  which  he  replied  he  had  trufted  me,  and  that  I  need  not  be  cautious  of  him  -,  upon 
which  I  gave  him  his  name,  which  feemed  to  pleafe  him  well,  as  if  he  had  heard  of  him 
before.     He  told  me  alfoe,  we  fhould  not  want  feconds ;  and  that  the  define  was  foe  layd, 
that  nothing  could  ruin  it  but  difcovery.     I  then  told  him,  that  I  was  to  goe  out  of  towne 
within  a  day  or  two,    and  defierd  that  I  might  hear  more  from  him,  which  he  promifed  I 
fhould  •,  and  alfoe  told  me,  that  he  beleeved  wee  fhould  be  in  adion  fhortly.     Soe  we  parted 
and  next  day  mett  acording  to  promife,  wher  he  delivered  me  the  aforefayd  comifTions. 
I  forgott  to  infert,  that  at  our  firfl  meeting  he  told  me  his  name  was  Thomas  Hart,  and 
att  this  laft  meeting  I  enquired  of  him,  wher  his  lodging  was,  but  found  him  fomewhat 
fhie,  and  prefTed  him  noe  further;  and  often  afhed  him  who  thos  frcnds  were,  that  fhould 
fecond  us,  and  his  anfwer  was,  that  I  muft  pardon  him  ;  for  it  was   foe  ordered,  that  not 
above  tow  fhould  fpeake  together  att  a  tyme,  nor  any  of  thos  tow  fhould   fpeak  to   the 
other  of  any  other  perfon,  that  was  interelTed  in  the  bufinefs  •,  whereby  if  it  fhould  foe 
happen,  that  if  any  of  thofe  tow  were  difcoverd,  that  they  fhould  not  be  able  to  enforme 
of  the  reft.     Which  is  the  caufe,  that  I  can  give  noe  further  light  in  this  bufinefs.    About 
a   fortnight  after    my  coming   home   he  writ  to  me  to  ftir  very  litle  in  that  bufinefs 
I  knew  of,  for  it  was  put  of  for  three  months  ;  neither  did  I  impart  it  to  any  perfon   but 
mr.  Bagenall  and  my  brother,  nether  did  I  ever  hear  from  him  fince.     He  alfoe  in  that 
letter  mentioned,  that  he  was  to  goe  into  France.     If  what  I  have  fed   may  deferve  your 
highnefTe's  mercy,  I  ever  fiiall  make  it  my  fludy  to  deferve  it,  and  with  much  willingnefs 
facrifice  my  life  in  your  fervice,  as  an  argument  of  my  gratitude,

My  lord, 

V.xxii, p.477.  T  HAD  not  till   this   night    conference  with  my  commiflloners,    who  are  agreed  to 
A  change  fome  expreffions,  but  not  as   to  the  propofition,  which  I  made  unto  them   of 
^ffifting  the  enemies  and  rebels  of  each  other.     And  their  denial  hath  no  other  ground, 
than  that  the  prefent  treaty  doth  only  regard  the  recalling  of  letters  of  marque.     That  it 
will  be  time  enough  to  adjufi:  the  faid  article,  when  a  nearer  union  fhall  be  made.    That 
in  the  mean  time  the  prefent  intention  of  the  lord  proteftor  is,  not  to  give  any  affiflance 
to  our  enemies.    I  did  not  think  fit  to  make  a  newobftacle  by  infifting  upon  that  claufe  ;  nor 
alfoupon  the  reflitution  of  our  forts,  whereof  the  demand  is  referved  under  the  term  of  damages 
fuftained;  and  having  brought  all  thefe  facilities  for  acompliance,!  thought  Ifhould  have  an 
end  of  my  negotiation ;  yet  notwithftanding  there  hath  been  fome  reformation  found  to  be 
made  in  the  fecret  article,  which  the  faid  commiflloners  would  not  agree  unto,  till  they 
have  made  report,  and  they  have  received  the  demand  of  the  payment  of  the  debts   con- 
trafted  by  de  Cezi  and  de  Marcheville,  they  would  not  be  fatisfied  with  any  verbal  afTurance, 
that  I  was  able  to  give  them  ;  pretending  that  I  fhould  oblige   myfelf  in  writing  for  the 
payment  of  that  debt  here  in  a  fhort  time.     And  after  fome  fharp  words,  which  had  pafled 
between  us,  in  regard  they  made  unto  me  more  prefling  propofitions  than  the  interefTed,  whom 
I  had  perfuaded  to  flay  fix  weeks  after  the  conclufion  of  the  general  treaty  before  any  treaty 
fhould  be  had  with  them,  in  the  end  we  parted  without  refolvingupon  any  thing,  they  alledg- 
ing  they  had  not  power  to  change  any  thing;  nor  I  believing  that  I  ought  to  promife  the  pay- 
ment fo  prefently.     I  will  fend  to  morrow  for  the  creditors  to  find  fome  provifo,    if  they  be 
not  excited  by  the  heir  of  Grefne  and  Auger,   I  may  bring  them  to  reafon,  whofe  coufin  is 
here  lately  arrived  -,  but  he  doth  excufe  himfelf  from  coming  to  fee  me,  till  the  protedor 
hath  given  him  leave.

The  examination  of  fir  Henry  Lyttclton,  taken  this2()'^  of]zn.  1654.  in  the  Tower. 

[By  fecretary  Thurloe.] 

WHO  faith,  that  he  being  named  high  flierifF  for  the  county  of  Worcefler  by  his  V.xv.p.  56^ 
highnefs  the  lordproteftor,  did  give  diredlions  unto  his  brother,  mr.  Charles  Lyttel- 
ton,  to  buy  him  forty  pair  of  piftols  for  his  men  to  ride  with,  he  intending  to  have  fo 
many  liveries  to  attend  him  at  the  afTizes ;  and  that  his  brother  did  buy  for  him  accord- 
ingly 40  pair  of  piftols  with  holfters,  and  fent  them  down  to  him,  in  two  boxes,  by  Rofe, 
carrier  of  Bromfgrove ;  which  he  faith  was  about  5  weeks  fmce.  And  being  afked, 
what  he  paid  for  thofe  piftols,  and  of  whom  his  brother  had  them,  as  to  the  firft,  he  faith, 
that  he  doth  not  well  know  what  they  coft,  but  gave  diredtions  to  his  brother  to  buy  piftols 
of  about  20  s.  a  pair,  and  believes  they  coft  about  that  price  ;  and  faith,  he  did  give  di- 
reftions  to  his  brother,  to  take  money  of  one  mr-  I-.loyd,  living  in  Drury-lane  (who  had 
50 1.  of  his  in  his  hands,  which  he  had  returned  to  him  from  Worcefter)  to  pay  for  them 
with,  and  believes,  that  his  faid  brother  had  30  1.  of  him  for  that  purpofe ;  but  how  much 
he  laid  out  of  it,  he  cannot  tell,  neither  did  he  ever  alk  an  account  of  him,  although 
his  brother  was  returned  from  London  to  his  houfe,  and  had  been  with  him  foms 
days.  And  as  to  the  other  queftion,  of  whom  his  faid  brother  bought  the  piftols,  he  faith 
he  knows  not,  nor  did  his  brother  ever  acquaint  him ;  and  being  afked,  whether  he  did 
tell  him,  that  he  had  them  of  major  Norwood,  he  faith,  he  did  not ;  and  faith,  that  it 
might  be  a  fortnight  between  his  giving  diieftions  for  buying  the  piftols,  and  fending  them 
Vol.  in.  Li  down. 
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A.  D.  1654.  down.  And  being  afked,  whether  he  did  not  write  to  his  brother  to  take  the  piftols  of 
L/'^/^SJ  major  Norwood,  he  faith,  he  did  not,  nor  had  ever  any  diicourfe  about  him.  He  faith, 
that  he  knows  the  faid  Norwood,  and  hath  fometimes  met  him,  and  fpake  with  him,  but 
never  fpake  with  him  about  the  king  of  Scots,  or  any  of  his  affairs ;  and  faith,  tliat  he 
fpake  with  him  a  whiJe  after  the  faid  Norwood  was  apprehended  the  laft  fummer,  and 
fet  at  Uberty  again,  when  he  met  him  at  the  examinate's  mother's  houfe  in  St.  Martin's- 
lane  •,  and  iaith,  that  he  doth  not  remember  he  ever  fpake  with  the  faid  Norwood  fince. 
And  being  afked,  whether  the  foldiers,  that  feized  him,  did  not  fearch  for  arms,  and 
whether  he  did  not  deny  to  have  any  arms  in  his  houfe,  he  confefleth  they  did,  and  that 
he  did  deny  the  arms ;  and  that  the  foldiers  were  told,  that  pewter  and  brafs  were  brought 
in  the  boxes,  wherein  the  piilols  v/ere  brought  •,  and  the  reafon  thereof  he  faith  was,  becaufe 
he  feared  the  foldiers  would  have  offered  fome  violence,  in  cafe  they  had  found  arms  in  his 
houfe  ;  but  faith,  the  piftols  were  not  very  diligently  hid,  for  they  were  within  a  place  in 
his  ftudy,  eafy  enough  to  be  feen.  And  the  examinate  doth  deny,  that  he  had  or  hath 
any  knowledge  of  any  defign  for  the  king  of  Scots  -,  or  that  he  intended  to  make  any 
ufe  of  the  faid  piftols  than  as  aforefaid.  And  being  afked,  what  money  he  fent  by  his 
brother  to  London,  when  he  came  up  as  aforefaid,  he  faith,  he  fent  none  at  all  by  him.

V.xxii.p.489.  Q  AITH,  that  he  did  provide  40  pair  of  piftols  and  holfters  for  mr.  Charles  Lyttelton, 
i3  and  at  his  diredlion,  which  was  about  6  weeks  before  he  was  committed  to  the  tower, 
as  far  as  he  remembers  ;  and  alfo  29  faddles  of  leather  near  about  a  colour,  which  faddles 
he  this  examinate  bought  of  a  fadler  in  Fleet-ftreet  at  the  fign  of  the  Angel,  whofe  name 
is  Chevall,  of  whom  he  bought  20  more,  which  yet  remain  with  him  in  his  fhop,  for  ought 
he  knows  -,  and  the  piftols  he  bought  of  one  living  at  the  Crofs  Guns  in  Covent  Garden, 
named  Shelton ;  that  the  arms  and  faddles  were  provided  at  the  defire  of  the  faid  Charles 
Lyttelton  for  his  brother  for  his  fheriffalty,  as  the  faid  Charles  told  him.  He  faith  alfo,  he 
fent  unto  him  20  carbines  at  the  fame  time,  which  he  the  faid  Charles  did  not  befpeak, 
but  he  fent  them  of  his  own  accord.  He  faith,  the  things  aforefaid  were  fent  from  an  inn 
in  St.Giles's,  and  were  direfted  upon  the  backfide  by  one  mr.  Lloyd. 

And  he  being  afked,  what  the  name  of  the  perfon  was,  which  he  called  by  the  name 
of  Tomlyns,  and  that  met  him  at  Crone's  the  vintner  with  Cuftis  and  GJover,  he  faith, 
he  knows  not  that  he  hath  any  other  name  than  Tomlyns.  And  faith,  that  the  perfon 
now  produced  and  fhewed  unto  him  is  that  perfon  ;  and  that  he  doth  not  know  that  his 
name  is  mr.  Rowland  Thomas,  but  faith,  it  was  he  that  had  or  was  to  have  the  50 1.  of 
mr.  Cuftis  for  50 1.  in  filver. 

And  being  afked,  whether  he  knew  fir  John  Packington  of  Worcefterfliire,  he  faith,  he 
did,  and  fhould  have  fent  him  a  calk  of  wine  into  the  country,  and  have  gone  to  his  houfe 
to  have  hunted  with  him  ;  but  faith  he  did  not,  but  denies  that  he  fent  him  any  arms. 

And  being  afked,  when  he  faw  fir  Henry  Lyttelton,  he  fays,  he  thinks  he  faw  him  and 
fpake  with  him  the  laft  term ;  but  faith,  he  had  no  difcourfe  with  him  about  the  king's 
affairs.

Soe  that  we  fhall  have  but  5000  1.  and 
fifteene  weekes  paye  due ;  and  without  a  fpeedy  courfe  for  fupplying  the  wants  of  the 
foldior,  wee  fhall  bee  in  an  ill  condition  :  but  I  hope  now  it  will  bee  prevented.  Heere  is 
litle  newes,  but  that  col.  Brayne,  comeing  to  me  on  fome  extraordinary  bufines,  and  cap- 
tain Nicholls  with  him,  had  the  ill  happ  to  bee  taken  in  the  hills  by  Mac  Naughton  and 
his  party ;  but  I  hope  to  gett  them  releafed  uppon  the  lord  Lome's  capitulation  for  his 
comeing  in.

THE  king  continuing  the  paftime  of  this  feafon,  has  danced  and  caufed   the-repeti«  V.xxii.p.577. 
tion  of  a  mafque  named  the  recreations  of  the  countries. 

His  majefty  has  nev/ly  caufed  the  departure  of  the  companies  of  his  guards,  namely,  10 
French  and  10  SwifTers,  to  go  to  Picardy,  to  join  a  body,  which  is  framed  there  on  purpofe 
to  caft  a  great  convoy  in  Quefnoy,  which  the  enemies  feem  to  put  themfelves  in  pofture  to 
hinder ;  the  count  of  Bucqoy,  governor  of  Haynault,  affembling  troops  to  that  pur- 
pole.  He  is  not  thought  able  to  hinder  it,  and  I  hear,  that  the  marefchal  of  Turenne  will 
part  from  hence  within  two  days  to  go  and  lead  the  faid  convoy,  and  fight  the  enemies,  in 
cafe  they  appear. 

Sunday  laft  there  arrived  in  this  city  an  extraordinary  poll  from  Rome,  difpatched  from 
mr.  Lionne,  the  king's  embaffador  in  that  court,  who  informs  us,  that  the  cardinals  fhut 
themfelves  up  in  the  conclave  the  V  Ja^n-  that  the  faid  mr.  Lionne  arrived  there  the  -|-r  of 
the  fame,  and  the  next  day  received  audience  of  the  college  of  the  faid  cardinals  through 
the  window  of  the  faid  conclave.  '  That  the  — >  which  was  the  day  of  the  faid  port's  de- 
parture, there  was  no  pope  elefted  ;  and  that  the  cardinals  moft  fpoken  of  as  to  the  fuc- 
ceflion  of  that  place  were,  the  cardinal  Carpegna,  Fiorenfola,  Brancaffio,  and  Rapaccioli ; 
and  that  it  was  thought  the  faid  conclave  would  laft  long. 

The  circular  letters  written  by  the  cardinal  of  Retz  unto  the  bilhops  of  this  kingdom  hath 
been  declared  injurious  unto  the  king,  tending  unto  the  perturbation  of  the  publick  peace  j 
and  as  fuch,  hath  been  burnt  by  the  hangm.an's  hands,  according  to  the  here  annexed  print 
I  fend  you.  The  bifhop  of  Laugres  is  dead ;  and  it's  thought  his  archbifhoprick,  which 
is  one  of  the  ecclefiaftical  peer-duchies,  will  be  given  unto  the  abbot  de  la  Riviere,  accord- 
ing unto  the  promife  he  had  thereof  from  this  court,  that  he  fhould  be  put  into  the  firft 
empty  one. 

The  wedding  of  marefchal  de  la  Meilleraye's  fon  with  one  of  the  cardinal's  nieces  is 
quite  overthrown.     It's  faid  the  king  intends  fhortly  to  Lyons.

May  It  pLease  your  highnesse, 

T  is  the  moft  unfortunate  and  ftrange  rancounter  I  have  in  the  paflage  of  my  life  tnett 
with,  that  after  fo  manie  addrefTcs,  as  I  have  made  to  your  highnes,  and  fo  long  time 
as  I  have  waieted,  it  haeth  not  yet  pleafed  you  to  let  mee  hear  from  you  eathef  by  waie  of 
incourragement  to  ferve  your  highnes,  or  by  waie  of  command  not  further  to  truble  yoii  j 
in  boeth  which  your  highnes  fhould  have  found  mec  punftuallye  obedient.  I  am  veJrie  cenfible 
of  your  highnes  great  imployment  is  accompincd  with  manie  and  great  tnibles  ;  and 
that  you  are  not  wanting  of  perfons  boeth  for  ablenes  and  truft  iitt  to  manage  all  your  high- 
nefs  great  and  honorable  undertakeings,  without  taking  notice  of  what  may  bee  prefented 
to  you  by  anie,  who  have  heartofore  ingaged  againeft  the  parlament.  Yet  when  I  call  to 
minde,  that  fo  foone  as  I  underftood  your  highnes  had  defolved  the  long  parlament,  and  that 
the  goverment  in  England  began  to  looke  monarchall  under  your  command,  I  imediately 
gave  your  highnes  an  acount  of  the  Scotch  king's  intentions  to  remove  from  France  8  moenthes 
before  hee  departed  -,  and  alfo  intimated  to  your  highnes  the  erneft  indevcJurs,  that  wear 
ufed  to  widne  the  differenses  betwixt  you  and  the  Dutch,  and  draw  them  to  have  taken 
the  Idng  of  Scot's  part  againefl  you  ;  and  that  I  alfo  at  that  tyme  gave  your  highnes  rea- 
fons,  what  daneger  thearwas  in  continuinge  the  warr  with  Holland,  and  the  little  fear  thear 
was,  as  the  prefent  condition  of  affaieres  then  flood  in  France,  to  fufpedt  daneger  from  them, 
or  haeftne  any  tretie  of  peace  with  them,  that  might  bee  difadvantagious  to  you.  Ilikewife 
hinted  fome  other  things  of  confernement  to  your  highnes,  which  I  will  not  now  mention; 
all  which  confidered,  I  looke  uppon  myfelfe  as  not  to  have  donn  your  highnes  anie  ill  office, 
fince  God  haeth  giveen  to  you,  and  you  accepted  the  goverment  of  thes  dominions ;  but  on 
the  contrarie,  have  indevoured  to  ferve  your  highnes  to  fuch  a  height,  as  if  I  might  have 
refaved  your  command  and  incurragement.  I  am  confident,  that  before  this  tyme  I  might 
have  doon  you  fome  fervice,  for  which  I  might  have  deferved  your  highnes  good  opinion. 

I  will  not  in  this  longer  truble  your  highnes,  then  whilefi:  I  acquainte  you,  that  if  you 
pleafe  to  fend  for  fir  Jarvife  Lucas,  who  lodges  at  captaine  Bufhel's,  hee  will  informe  you 
fome  thinges  not  fo  fitt  for  me  to  mention  in  writing.  I  moefl  humbly  befeech  your  highnes, 
this  may  bee  managed  with  all  poflible  fecrefie,  in  regard  I  have  named  a  gentleman  of 
whofe  reputation  I  defire  to  bee  verie  carefull,  beinge  confident  your  highnes  will  uppoft 
difcourfe  with  him  finde  him  to  bee  what  reallye  I  am,  which  is,  your  highnes  moell 
dutifull  and 'obedient  fubjedl  and  fervant.

TH  E  two  letters,  wherewith  your  eminence  hath  been  pleafed  to  honour  me,  do  not 
give  me  any  fubjeft  to  add  any  thing  concerning  my  negotiation  to  the  duplicate  of 
the  letter  of  monfr.  de  Brienne,  but  only  to  fatisfy  your  commands  touching  the  levies  of 
the  Scots  foldiers.  And  in  order  thereunto  I  have  fpoken  with  the  colonel,  who  hath  pro- 
pounded to  me  to  raife  fo  many  men  upon  the  fame  terms,  as  col.  Lyon  offered  to  perform  j 
but  he  could  not  give  me  his  pofitive  anfwer  till  fuch  time  as  he  had  fpoken  with  the 
lord  proteftor,  to  inform  himfelf,  whether  he  would  obtain  leave  of  him  to  tranfport  them, 
which  in  all  likelihood  will  not  be  denied  him.  I  will  ufe  my  utmoft  endeavours  to  dif- 
patch  this  bufinefs,  to  prevent  all  inconveniencies,  which  may  happen  by  having  of  it 
delay'd.  I  cannot  yet  get  the  fpeech  of  the  lord  prote6tor,  which  he  made  at  the  difTolu- 
tion  of  the  parliament,  the  fear  of  an  anfwer  having  hindred  the  publication.  However 
fome  have  put  forth  a  book  to  cry  down  his  authority ,  but  it  is  to  little  purpofe.

D.  i6ci, 
treaty,  fince  I  was  agreed  with  my  commiflioners  at  the  laft  conference  of  all  that  was  (yv^j 
to  be  reformed  in  the  6  articles  •,  and  that  I  had  given  a  memorandum  of  all  thofe,  whofe  re-  V.xxii.p.581.^ 
moval  hence  might  be  defired,  reducing  the  fecret  article  to  the  terms  formerly  agreed  on  -, 

but  yefterday  they  fignified  unto  me,  that  the  lord  protedor  would  not  change  the  word 

tior  confent whereof  there  was  formerly  no  demand  made;  and  that  which  appeareth 

more  extraordinary,  he  doth  refufe  at  the  fame  time whereof  the  molt  part  are  out  of 

England,  but  are  come  over  hither  fince  my  abode  here,  and  are  intereffed  in  the  affairs  of 
the  prince,  here  being  at  prefent  only  Barriere  on  his  behalf  and  two  tradefmen  of  the  pre- 
tended commiflioners  of  Bordeaux,  who  do  not  deferve  to  be  named  in  the  treaty.  I  fent 
this  morning  to  my  commiflioners  to  complain  upon  their  refufing  to  fign,  as  we  had 
agreed ;  and  that  there  ought  not  any  change  or  alteration  to  be  made. 

Here  is  nothing  paft  touching  the  government  fince  my  laft,  only  there  doth  appear  fome 
djfcontent  amongft  the  people. 

The  governor  of  the  forts  of  Canada  hath  been  here  for  fome  time.     I  prefs'd  him  to 
go  into  France  to  give  an  account  thereof,  but  he  maketh  no  great  hafte.

My  lord, 

I  HOPE  you  are  now  in  a  condition  to  hear  the  difcourfe  of  affairs.     Thofe  of  my  ne-  v.xxu.p.'-Sq. 
gotiation  you  will  know  by  the  letter,  which  I  writ  to  Mr.  de  Brienne  ;  only  I  will  add, 
that  fince  the  beginning  of  the  treaty  I  have  not'indured  any  thing  with  fo  much  impatience 
as  the  laft  proceeding  of  this  ftate  ;  and  that  to  avoid  a  reply  capable  to  undo  the  whole 
work  that  is  paft,  I  have  deferred  it  till  to  morrow,  to  the  end  my  juft  anger  may  be  over,  » 

which  their  way  of  afting  fo  unjuftly  and  fo  full  of  fcorn  hath  occafioned,  at  a  time  when 
one  might  expeft  men  would  aft  fairly  and  honeftly.  I  do  not  doubt,  but  my  lords  the 
minifters,  who  do  believe  the  lord  proteftor  to  be  altogether  dil^ofed  to  live  quietly  with 
France,  are  alfo  furprized  and  troubled  to  penetrate  into  the  motives  of  this  variation, 
which  cannot  be  grounded  but  upon  a  confidence,  that  fince  we  have  yielded  fo  much  as  we 
have  done  to  come  to  an  agreement,  we  will  not  lofe  our  advances,  but  rather  fubmit  to 
their  defires,  though  never  fo  unreafonable.

My  lord, 

IF  the  pamphlets  both  of  Paris  and  London  may  be  credited,  my  negotiation  is  already  v.xxii.p.5S4. 
concluded,  and  I  confefs  there  doth  not  want  much  ;  but  till  the  figning  inclufively  be 
paft,  one  muft  ftill  apprehend  fome  revolution  in  a  country  more  fubjed:  to  change  and 
alteration,  than  any  other  in  the  world  that  is  known.  But  I  hope  the  next  poft  may 
bring  fome  afllirance.  There  hath  happened  nothing  confiderable  fince  the  diflblution  of 
;he  parliament,  which  it  was  thought  would  have  caufed  fome  commotion  here ;  but  all  is 
quiet,  and  only  their  tongues  are  the  weapons  of  thofe,  that  are  angry.  Some  believe,  that 
men  Ihall  fee  a  government  of  iron  •,  that  the  royalifts  fhall  be  perfecuted,  and  the  anabaptifts 
elevated,  and  a  great  feverity  ufed  againft  all  aflemblies  and  publick  pleafures  ;  but  as  for 
the  common  fort,  they  are  not  like  to  fuffer  much.  The  report  is  here  alfo  of  a  great 
■war,  that  is  between  this  country  and  Spain  in  America.  That  the  proteftor  hath  defired  to 
borrow  two  millions  of  the  good  commonwealth  of  Genoa,  whofe  accommodation  with 
Spain  is  not  yet  perfefted,  as  was  reported.

V.xxiu.  p.13.  ]^ow  well  they  are  fecured  by  the  inftrument  of  government,  I  meane  our  civill  and  re- 
ligious liberties  •,  and  this  thorough  mercy  hath  bine  with  very  good  fucceffe  •,  but  indeed 
you  would  wonder  what  a  great  rejoyceing  fny  lord  protedor's  laft  fpeech  hath  given  to  the 
harts  of  good  men,  and  feeme  ftrangly  to  be  more  fatisfied  now  then  formerly  ;  and  on  the 
contrary,  evill  men  are  very  much  dejefted  and  difappointed  in  the  late  diffolution.  That 
large  principle,  which  my  lord  protestor  is  bleffed  with,  is  that,  which  I  am  perfwaded 
•will  owne  him  in  and  carry  him  through  all  difficulties ;  and  let  men  fay  what  they  will, 
that  principle  wil  be  uppermoft  at  laft.  That  defigne,  which  was  lately  in  England,  was 
likewile  heere,  and  great  confutations  our  old  enemy  had  and  are  yet  carying  on,  which 
made  me,  that  I  have  ftayed  4  companies  of  the  3000,  wee  haveing  fo  few  forces  heere, 
untill  his  highnes  pleafure  be  knowne  whether  they  ftiall  come,  for  indeed  wee  are 
thinly  mann'd  at  prefent  in  our  garrifons.  I  have  taken  lieutenant  general's  parole,  in 
purfuance  of  his  highnes  order  by  Cornet  Bradly,  whereby  he  hath  engaged  to  attend  his 
highnes  by  the  10  of  March,  and  faith,  he  intends  to  live  in  Sommerfetlhire  with  a  fifter- 
in-law,  to  avoyd  jealoufies  and  temptations.

Sir, 

V.xlvii.  p.  23.  TN  anfweare  to  yours  aboute  the  unjuft  complayntof  mr.  Rogers,  wee  retorne  thefe  Hnes, 
■*-  being  part  of  our  juft  vindication  in  briefe,  and  remayne  ready  to  inlarge  verbually  : 

Firft  to  his  charge,  that  drunkards  and  fwearers  intrude  into  his  chamber,  and  fit  by  his 

fire,    wee  know  of  none  but  mr.  Spittlehoufe  (of  late  a  champion  creature  of  mr.  Rogers) 

though  now  at  defiance,    fate  in   his  chamber,  as  being  ufe  to  it ;  but  for  fwearing  and 

»  drunkenneffe,  let  Spittlehoufe  cleere  himfelfe.     The  whole  houfe  can  witnefle  us  cleere  from 

thofe  extravagancies. 

Wee  were  never  in  his  chamber  but  at  his  publicque  fpeaking,  except  once,  when  fome 
3  weekes  agone  he  challenged  and  fent  for  us  5  or  6  times,  as  being  galled  by  a  relation 
fent  him  from  us,  occafioned  by  his  abufes  offred,  wherein  wee  difcovered,  that  wee  would 
not  have  him  thinke  us  foe  ignorant,  but  that  wee  difcerned  out  of  what  box  hee  juggled, 
by  his  and  his  focietie's  proceedings,  in  publifhing  fedition,  treafon,  rebellion,  and  therein 
included  herefie. 

For  though  wee  hated  informing,  yet  not  being  fatisfied,  if  to  conceale  treafon  were  not 
treafon,  wee  fhewed  our  diClike  thereof  to  your  officers  ;  adding  moreover,  that  his  high- 
neffe  had  but  bad  fervants,  if  he  were  not  acquainted  with  thefe  odious  proceedings,  which 
to  us  are  very  ftrange,  that  a  handfull  of  Scum,  the  very  raf  of  Billingfgate,  Redriffe, 
Ratliffe,  Wappen,  &c.  fhall  ayme  at  the  deftruftion  of  this  government,  as  being  by 
mr.  Rogers  encouraged,  animated,  inftigated  and  feduced,  not  in  any  mifticall  expreffions, 
but  in  plaine  words,  viz. 

That  'twill  bee  all  their  pwne  very  fhortly,  and  the  greate  man  at  Whitehall  muft  fuddenly 
be  confounded  and  deftroyed,  averring  with  the  moft  of  ugly  expreffions  and  confidence, 
that  they  are  the  faints  that  muft  fl:iortly  injoy  and  poffefle  the  glory  of  the  earth,  and  all 
men  being  either  faints  or  devills,  whofoever  is  not  of  their  mind  are  devills,  they  being 
the  faints. 

Tliat  the  Antichrift,  the  Babilon,  the  greate  dragon,  or  the  man  of  fin,  Oliver  Crom^ 
well  at  Whitehall,  muft  be  puld  downe,  with  much  fuch  like  fantafticque  ftufFe. 

One  of  them  fpeaking  or  preaching  in  mr.  Rogers's  chamber,  had  theis  wordes,  that  wee 
did  not  live  in  an  age  to  expeft  miracles ;  that  Babilon  cannot  bee  deftroyed,  nor  the  fainte 
at  Windfor  bee  releafed  by  only  faith  and  prayer ;  but  you  muft  bee  of  courage,  and  make 
ufe  of  materiall  inftn.mients,  and  proceed  by  force,  per  example  (faidhee)  if  this  houfe  of 
Lambeth  were  to  bee  pulled  downe,  you  muft  make  ufe  of  materialls,  and  not  expeft  'twill 
ever  fall  by  faith  or  prayer.

Wee  adde  to  this  his  intentions  to  raife  feditions,  treafon,  rebellion,  and  herefy,  as 
by  witneffes  here  can  atteft,  that  mr.  Rogers  did  read  a  letter  openly  to  his  auditors, 
which  hee  faid  came  from  mr.

THAT  defigne,  which  was  carying  on  in  England,  I  have  reafon  to  believe  the  V.xxjii. p.39, 
fame  was  in  Ireland  amongft  the  Irifh,  and  thofe  who  have  bine  of  that  party.  They 
are  Hill  carrying  on  fome  thinge,  which  I  cannot  yet  flilly  make  out ;  but  the  cheife  head- 
peices  have  there  private  councells  in  Dublyn,  and  they  have  there  agents  in  England.  The 
names  of  the  cheife  are,  fir  Edward  Fitzs  Harris,  mr.  John  Halyi-,  fir  Robert  Talbott, 
mr.  Seagrave,  mr.  John  Grace,  and  one  Power.  Thefe  corefpond  with  thofe  heere  at 
Dublyn,  who  have  there  emiflaries  to  difperfe  into  that  country  on  all  occafions,  what  they 
thincke  convenient  to  carry  on  there  defignes.  It  were  well  an  eye  were  had  on  thofe  perfons 
in  London,  efpecially  mr.  Seagrave  and  Grace,  who  are  men  of  parts  and  intereft ;  and  fo 
is  fir  Robert  Talbot.  This  inclofed  was  from  fome  of  there  cheife  heere,  which  was  fent 
into  the  countie  of  Longford,  where  one  of  the  fcoutmafl:er  generall's  agents  lives,  and 
brought  him  this  letter.  Wee  are  endevoring  to  fearch  what  we  can  find  out  in  this 
bufines,  and  hope  the  Lord  will  difcover  and  blaft  all  there  defignes,  and  that  the  forces 
will  be  diligent  in  there  refpeftive  places.  The  Irifh  are  very  high,  but  much  troubled  at 
diffolution  of  the  parliament.  I  did  not  long  fince  receave  a  letter  from  my  brother  Crom-  ■ 
well,  that  one  colonell  Trefwell  was  in  the  late  plott,  who  hath  kept  very  private  heere, 
but  I  heareing  where  he  was,  is  now  fecured.  There  is  a  very  ftrange  fcandalous  book, 
intitled.  Arguments  againji  Tranfplantation^  that  is  now  come  forth,  which  doth  verie  falfely 
and  unworthily  afperfe  thofe,  that  did  and  now  doe  ferve  the  ftate  heere.  The  perfon, 
who  is  faid  to  write  this,  will,  I  doubt,  as  much  deceave  your  expectation  in  England,  as 
he  hath  bine  difingenuous  to  us  heere,  who  have  bine  ready  on  all  occafions  to  fhow  refped:

A.  D.  1654.  QlR  John  Davis  baronett  reports,  that  the  faid  adjutant  faid,  at  his  laft  being  in  London, 
<-/'V"^0  ^  he  was  with  the  proteftor,  and  had  roundly  told  him  his  mind  ;  and  that  hee  did  nettle 
v.xxiii.p.43.  jj^g  proteftor  extreamly  ;  that  he  departed  from  him  in  a  hufFe  without  any  leave,  and  yet 
immediately  tooke  his  horfe,  and  came  out  of  London. 

About  the  end  of  November  hee  meett  in  Exeter  a  kinfman  of  his  wife's,  one  mr. 
Reynell,  who  was  chofen  a  member  of  the  laft  parliament,  but  had  diferted.  Hee  told 
the  faid  mr.  Reynell,  they  were  quiett  in  Ireland  as  to  the  common  Ennemy,  but  there 
were  many  difcontented  there  as  well  as  here.  He  faid  there  was  a  talking  of  difbanding 
fome  there,  and  that  he  was  pitched  upon  to  inform  a  committee  concerning  it,  and  other 
the  affaires  of  Ireland  ;  but  he  was  refolved  to  fay  nothing  in  it.  He  faid  theire  might  be 
mifcheif,  befides  the  danger  of  difbanding  any  then.  That  there  could  not  bee  5000 
drawn  into  the  field ;  and  that  there  was  40,000  to  be  kept  under.  He  did  highly  com- 
mend lieutenant  general  I^udlowe,  and  faid  he  was  come  already  or  coming  into  England  j 
that  he  intended  to  be  himfelfe  in  Ireland  in  February,  but  would  firft  goe  to  London. 

The  faid  mr.  Reynell  telling  him,  he  was  ready  to  a6t  in  the  country  as  a  juftice  of  the 
peace,  though  he  could  not  as  a  parliament  man,  for  that  the  beft  way  (as  he  thought) 
to  be  fecured  againft  the  common  enemies  was  to  acquiefce  in  and  under  the  prefent  go- 
vernment ;  he  anfwered,  that  he  happly  might  think  fo  likewife,  but  there  were  many  of 
another  mind,  and  the  protedor  might  have  overniled  all  according  to  the  intereil  of 
honeft  men,  without  taking  fo  much  power  to  himfelfe,  which  did  difpleafe  many. 

All  company,  that  have  fince  his  laft  coming  from  London  into  thefe  parts  converfed 
with  him,  do  report  him  to  be  a  perfon  highly  diflatisfied  with  the  prefent  government. 

There  are  divers  ftrangers,  particularly  from  Somerfet  and  about  Briftol,  that  came  to 
his  meetings,  which  are  often  on  week  dayes.  He  rides  comonly  with  a  kind  of  vizard 
over  his  face,  with  glaffes  over  his  eyes  -,  and  this  he  did  on  the  5th  of  laft  month,  being 
fryday,  ridinge  to  a  meeting  at  Luppitt,  within  this  county ;  and  that  which  did  not 
a  little  caufe  fufpicion  of  him  was  the  coming  at  that  time  of  Hugh  Courtnay  (that 
had  been  or  is  an  ofEcer  in  Ireland)  to  mr.  Prouze's  houfe,  a  cavalier  of  a  good  cftate, 
where  the  faid  Courtnay  fcarce  fpoke  any  thing  but  treafbn,  moft  bitterly  revileing  the 
prefent  government  and  his  highnes  ;  faid  he  was  then  goeing  to  London,  where  and  there- 
abouts he  was  fure  to  meet  hearts  and  hands  enough  to  carry  on  the  anabaptifticall  intereftj 
that  his  government  fhould  not  ftand  many  months,  and  that  deliverance  was  at  hand. 

Wee  have  not  picked  out  the  venom  of  his  difcourfes,  but  fairly  reprefented  the  fame.

y.  xxlii.  p.47.  rr^YME  will  not  permitt  me  to  give  you  fuch  an  account  of  your  affaires  heer 
X  as  I  thought  to  have  donn.  The  commiflioners  this  evening  have  refolved  to  fend 
my  felfe  with  3  Ihips  for  the  Leeward  iflands,  to  raife  fuch  force,  as  may  conduce 
moft  for  your  highnes  fervice.  We  have  acording  to  your  commands  laid  an  embaro-o 
upon  all  fhips  heer,  and  feifed  upon  8  Dutch  Ihipps  we  found  heer.  The  iflanders  here 
much  defire  commerce  with  ftrangers,  our  Englifh  merchants  trafiquing  to  thofe  parts 
being  generally  great  extortioners.  I  humbly  reprefent  to  your  highnes  the  neceflity  of 
allowing  forreigne  commerfe,  which  can  be  noe  way  prejudiciall,  impofing  upon  them  double 
cuftom  to  be  paid  in  our  ^nglifh  plantations  in  thefe  parts.  As  yett  our  London  Ihipps 
are  not  arrived  with  our  ftore.  We  are  now  ready  to  fett  faile  •,  wheirforee  being  in  hafte 
I  humbly  beg  your  highnes  pardon  for  not  returning  foe  full  an  account  as  I  intended.  By 
the  next  conveyance  I  fhall  endeavour  to  render  you  as  perfect  an  account  as  I  can  pofli- 
ble.

IF  my  laft  letter  of  account  concerning  adjutant  general  Allen,  (\vhich  I  fent  upp  with  A.  D.  1654. 
divers  papers  inclofed  in  it  by  the  fame  poll,  that  he  wrote  to  your  highneffe)  bee  not  K.^'sr'\J 
yett  come  unto  your  highneffe  hands,  I  cannot  but  iufpeft  their  hath  been  fome  ugly  praftife  iT^*'  ^'^^' 
ufed  in  diverting  the  intelligence,  which  at  large  I  prefented  your  highneffe  with  •,  and  alfoe  ^  °' 
an  endeavour  to  render  mee  negligent  and  remilfe  in  my  duty  towards  your  highneffe. 
And  leaft  what  I  (have  reafon  to)  feare  fhould  prove  true,  that  your  highneffe  is  yet  in  the 
darke  concerning  all  palfages  of  the  feizing  the  adjutant's  perfon  and  other  things  relat- 
ing to  him,  I  fhall  prefume  humbly  to  reiterate  what  I  formerly  hinted  unto  your  high- 
neffe. Soe  foone  as  I  received  your  commaunds  .for  fecuring  his  perfon,  which  came  to  my 
hands  this  day  8  dayes  in  the  evening,  within  few  howers  afterwards  I  fett  forth  of  Exon 
towards  his  father-in-lawe's  mr.  Huifh  his  houfe,  where  I  heard  the  adjutant  was,  to  whicli 
place  I  came  about  breake  of  the  nexte  day  5  and  having  enquired  of  fome  fervants  of  the 
houfe,  whither  the  adjutant  were  there,  they  told  mee  he  was,  and  in  bed.  Soe  foone  as  I 
heard  this,  I  refolved  according  to  what  the  high  fherife  and  I  agreed  on  the  night  be- 
fore, imagining  it  might  conduce  much  to  the  advantage  of  your  highneffe,  to  feize  on 
his  trunckes,  and  then  to  fearch  for  papers,  thereby  to  difcover  his  defigne,  and  to  know 
who  were  his  correfpondents ;  but  unhappily  he  had  fent  them  up  to  London  fome  few 
dayes  before,  foe  that  I  was  deprived  of  my  intention.  And  heer,  my  Lord,  if  he  could 
quarrell  at  any  thing  in  his  apprehenfion,  it  was  at  this  adlion,  where  I  was  necefTitated  to 
fend  2  or  3  fouldiers  to  enter  in  his  chamber  with  the  firfl  that  carried  him  newes  of  rhy 
being  come  to  the  houfe,  leaft  he  having  notice,  if  he  had  any  papers  there,  might  convey 
them  away.  Some  few  letters  were  found,  which  I  inclofed  in  my  laft  letter  to  your  high- 
nefs.  They  were  writt  to  him  from  fome  difcontented  fpirrits,  and  many  diffatisfaftorie 
claufes  conteyned  in  them.  'Tis  true,  my  lord,  the  fouldiers  wore  their  fwords  by  their 
fides,  and  alighting  from  their  horfes,  tooke  their  piftols  in  their  handes  ;  but  that  the 
leaft  violence  was  ufed,  or  any  ill  words  gave,  or  any  thing  that  looked  like  an  affront,  I 
doe  deny,  and  well  know  that  he  cannot  lay  any  thing  to  the  charge  of  myfelfe  or  any  man 
that  was  with  me.  I  fhould  now,  my  Lord,  render  your  highneffe  an  account  of  what 
words  paffed  between  us ;  but  hoping  that  my  former  letter  is  ere  this  in  your  highneffe 
hands,  I  fhall  forbeare  •,  only  this  I  fhall  adde,  that  according  to  your  highneffe  inftruc- 
tions,  I  confined  him  to  his  father's  houfe,  he  giving  mee  a  noat  under  his  hand,  that  he 
would  their  remayne,  untill  your  highneffe  further  pleafure  were  knowne.  This  day  I 
fent  him  your  highneffe  letter,  and  I  defired  him  to  remember  his  promife  unto  me,  in 
continnuing  at  the  prefent  where  hee  was.  All  that  pofTibly  the  high  fherrife  and  myfelfe 
with  the  greateft  care  and  diligence  wee  have  ufed  can  of  a  truth  make  out  againft  him  is 
this,  that  to  two  perfons  of  very  good  qualitie  in  this  countie  in  his  difcourfes  he  vented  thefe 
words  ;  to  the  one  he  faid  (and  that  in  a  high  bravado)  that  hee  was  not  afhamed  to  fay, 
that  he  was  diffatisfied  with  the  prefent  government  ;  and  that  hee  had  declared  fo  much 
(faid  hee)  to  your  highnefle,  and  added,  that  in  his  difcourfe  to  your  highnes  hee  very 
much  nettled  you  ;  and  having  put  your  highnes  into  a  chaffe,  he  left  you,  and  then  tooke 
his  horfe,  and  came  into  the  countrey  without  taking  leave.  To  the  other  gentleman  he 
|aid,  they  being  entered  into  feverali  difcourfes,  and  the  gentleman  afking  him  fome  quef- 
tions  concerning  Ireland,  as  to  the  peace  thereof,  &c.  to  which  the  adjutant  replyed,  they 
were  free  from  the  common  ennemie,  but  there  were  thofe  that  were  difcontented  there  as 
well  as  heere.  He  added,  that  it  was  reported,  that  fome  in  Ireland  fhould  be  difbanded, 
which  he  thouht  could  not  be  done  ;  and  then  entring  into  a  high  commendation  of  lieu- 
tenant general  Ludlow,  he  concluded  the  Irifh  difcourfe.  After  this  the  gentleman  tooke 
the  occafion  to  expreffe  the  great  fence  of  happines,  that  he  and  the  whole  nation  had  by 
your  highneffe's  government,  to  which  the  adjutant  replyed,  that  he  perceived  he  thought 
foe,  and  it  may  be  foe  might  hee  ;  but  hee  thought  many  others  were  of  another  mind. 
And  then  faid,  that  your  highnes  might  have  overuled  all,  according  to  the  intereft  of 
honeft  men,  without  takeing  fo  much  of  the  government  to  yourfelfe,  which  he  faid  dif- 
pleafed  many.  My  lord,  thefe  words  will  bee  exaftly  proved.  Many  others  I  have  heard 
in  many  places  fpoken,  but  cannot  prove  them.  All  the  countrie  rings  of  his  dif- 
fatisfaftion,  which  hee  fpares  not  to  tell  every  where,  efpecially  at  the  meetings  of 
fuch  of  the  baptized  church,  where  hee  reforts,  but  doth  it  fo  cunningly,  that  I  cannot  yet 
difcover  him  further,  though  without  all  queftion  his  worke  hath  been  in  thofe  parts  to 
diffatisfie  thofe  people.

WEE  have  many  difficulties  upon  us  betwixt  the  adventurers,  fouldiers,  andEnglilli  A.  D.  1654. 
proteliant  compounders,  the  firfte  alleadging  2  ads  of  parliament  againft  the  or-  O'^NOO 
dinance  for  compounding :  however  wee  have  proceeded  towards  a  compofition  with  them^  '^  •  ^'""' P  7 ' 
and  did  begin  with  my  lord  Moore,  whofe  fine  was  fett  at  2  yeares  vallew,   and  to  be  paid 
in  equall  portions  at  6  and  6  monethes  in  2  yeares,  which  he  lookes  upon  to  be  impoflible 
for  him  to  performe,  and  preffes  very  hard,  that  he  may  have  3  yeares  time,  and  poflefllort 
of  his  eftate  in  the  meane  time.     Wee  as  yet  cannot  fatisfie  ourfelves  to  grant  it,  and  he    . 
very  much  preffes  the  reprefenting  of  his  condition  to  my  lord  proteftor.     It  wil   be  a 
great  favour  in  you  and  advantage  to  our  affaires,  if  you  would  privately  let  me  underftand 
his  highnefs  fence  as  to  thefe  perfons.     I  know  you  will  have  many  clamours  againft  us 
from  fome  of  the  adventurers,  as  if  we  did  difcourage  plantation  -,  and  however  we  might 
formerly  be  ftri6t  in  fome  thinges,  yett  let  me  fay,  we  have  of  later  times  bine,  I  hope^ 
ready  the  utmoft  we  could  to  incourage  that  worke,  fo  far  as  wee  could  be  fatisfied  it  was 
within  our  power  ;  in  which  wee  had  the  judges  advice.     The  agent  for  the  adventurers 
not  long  fmce  put  in  a  paper,  which  confifted  of  3  demandes,  with  arguments  thereupon, 
viz.  I .  That  he  might  have  the  poffeffion  of  the  moyeties  of  the   1  o  counties  belonging 
to  the  adventurer  in   his  poffeffion.      2.    That  we  would   make  voyd  all  cuftodiums. 
3.  Concerning  the  Englifh  proteftants  compounding.     Thefe  3  being  owned  as  great  ob- 
fl:ru(5tions  to  the  adventurers,  befides  the  opinion  of  the  judges,  wee  defired  juftice  Pepys 
to  perufe  his  papers,  and  upon  his  report  back,  we,  declaring  our  readines  to  encourage  that 
worke,  gave  this  anfwer,  that  we  Ihould  give  poffeffion  to  every  one,  who  anfwered  there 
certificates,  according  to  the  aft,  and  did  hinder  poffeffion  to  none.     2.  As  to  that  of  the 
leafes,  wee  fhould  doe  the  adventurers  right  in  their  applications  to  us  in  all  perticular  cafes. 
The  truth  is,  that  is  but  a  pretence  of  an  obftru6lion,  for  moft  of  our  leafes  are  void, 
the  conditions  not  being  performed  by  the  leafes.   As  to  the  3.  about  delinquent  proteftants, 
wee  plead  my  lord  protestor's  ordinance.     We  have  much  reafon  to  fufpedl,  that  fome  doe 
fpeake  evill  of  us  in  this  bufines  of  the  adventurers,    becaufe   they  would   difcourage 
people  from  improveing  the    adventurers,  to  the   end   that  they  might  purchafe  them 
at  eafy  rates.

I  keepe  my  word,  for  this  day  I  am  come  hether, 
and  ftiall  in  few  dayes  be  with  you,  and  therefore  pray  let  all  thinges  on  your  fide  be  in  a 
readines,  that  I  might  not  ftaye  longe  in  England,  for  feare  of  my  owne  mifcarriagc„ 
although  that  is  not  valueable  for  foe  good  a  worke  as  the  ruininge  hym,  that  hath  deftroyed 
both  our  mafter  and  all  honeft  men.  If  madame  Cleypoole  nurfe's  Child  can  be  made, 
it  will  be  well  and  of  great  advantage  to  us.  However  the  young  gentlewoman  will  not 
faile  in  point  of  our  acceffe  to  the  houfe.

May  it  please  your  highnes, 

V.xxi  .p.404.  T  N  reference  to  your  moft  honorable  promife,  I  Ihall  make  a  full  and  perfedl  declaration 
X  of  what  I  know  as  to  the  queftions  you  afkt  me,  as  I  defire  to  find  mercy  at  the  great 
day  when  the  fecrets  of  all  hearts  fhall  be  difcloafed.  That  I  tooke  my  fen-land,  becaufe  I 
would  be  from  the  heareing  of  newes,  the  Lord  knowes  it  is  a  tnith.  That  I  have  kept 
myfelfe  from  any  fuch  temptation  for  above  thefe  two  yeares  laft  paft,  is  as  true  ;  untill  about 
fix  weeks  agoe  I  came  up  to  my  landlord  about  my  cattle,  that  were  feized  on  for  rent, 
that  I  durft  not  pay  without  fecuryty.  I  haveing  received  a  difcharg  from  mr.  Henry 
Cromwell  of  Ramfey,  and  goeing  to  vifTit  a  kinfman  in  Old  Bayley,  I  mett  with  lieutenant 
Croffman,  who  told  coUonel  Eaires  were  in  town,  and  did  enquire  for  me.  I  afkt  him, 
•  where  he  quartered ;  he  told  me  at  mr.  Penicoats  in  Black-friers  in  Swan  Aley.  The  next 
morning  I  went  to  him  ;  he  aflct  me  what  I  thought  of  the  condition  of  the  nation  under 
the  breach  of  oaths,  even  wheeled  about,  and  as  they  were,  and  how  the  cavileeres  jeared 
us  in  all  places,  and  could  find  better  acceptance  with  your  highnes  then  thofe,  who  had 
borne  the  burthen  and  heat  of  the  day.  I  replyed,  as  I  remember,  with  the  ftory  out  of  the 
Ifa  fables  •,  he  defired  me  to  com  againe  the  next  day  ;  he  would  gett  me  to  coppy  out  a 
paper,  which  he  faid  a  freind  of  his  had,  and  to  convey  it  to  fir  Arthur  Hazlerig,  which 
was  not  a  declaration,  but  a  kind  of  remonftrative  pamphlet,  which  to  my  beft  remem- 
berance  the  particulers  was  upon  what  termes  the  late  warr  ware  ;  and  for  what  all  the  blood 
was  fhead  and  treafure  fpent,  and  withall  a  defire  of  meeting  in  the  countrey  to  confider  of 
the  choofeing  of  a  free  parliament,  with  fomthing  to  the  induceing  the  people  againft  the 
government  in  one  fingle  perfon.  This  was  the  fome,  which  I  had  from  a  black  fatt  man 
that  came  to  collonel  Eairs  chamber,  his  name  I  cannot  tell ;  I  afkt  coUonel  Eaires,  but 
he  would  not  tell  me,  and  this  I  carryed  downe  to  Thurning,  where  I  had  not  been  2 
dayes,  before  that  fame  John  Dallington  cam  to  my  father's  houfe,  that  your  highnes 
qiiefhioned  me  about,  v/ho  faid  he  cam  from  fea,  and  that  he  belonged  to  the  conftant 
Warrick,  and  that  he  landed  near  Haridg,  and  that  all  the  fleet  was  united  to  Oakley's  pa- 
pers,  and  that  he  was  fent  in  that  forlorne  pofture,  to  fee  how  the  countrey  ftood  affefted  ; 
and  to  give  intelligence  to  his  captain,  and  foe  to  the  fleet :  he  faid  he  had  been  with  cap- 
tain Loyd  at  St.  Ives,  and  that  he  had  been  a  little  before  in  Scotland  with  the  fouldiery 
there,  and  that  feveral  officers  of  the  fleet  was  com  to  your  highnes  with  their  refolutions  ;

I  have 
Xx.  alfoe  according  to  order  feifed  3  horfes  and  5  cafe  of  piftols,  being  all  the  armes  I 
could  find,  and  thole  unfixed.  My  lord  did  informe  mee,  that  3  of  his  beft  horfes  was  not 
yett  come  from  Stamford,  where  a  race  was  lately  -,  but  he  expefted  them  this  night, 
and  if  I  would  fend  for  them,  they  will  bee  forthcoming.  The  lord  Grey  is  much  dil- 
tempered  with  the  gout,  and  was  defirous  to  knowe,  whether  hee  was  to  goe,  which  I 
confealed  from  him,  and  hee  perceiving  mee  not  willing  to  declare,  faid  hee  was  willing  to 
fubmitt  to  goe  whether  I  pleafed  ;  but  defires  to  come  to  London.  I  have  not  acquainted 
him,  whether  hee  is  to  goe,  but  have  prefumed  upon  the  advice  and  confent  of  thofe  with 
mee,  in  regard  of  his  indifpofition  of  health,  to  let  him  reft  at  Leicefter,  where  will  bee 
three  troopes  for  his  guard,  untill  further  order  from  your  highnes.  I  Ihall  be  carefull  to 
gett  what  intelligence  I  can  ;  but  yet  fee  noe  apearance  of  danger,  except  by  thofe  called 
quakers,  who  will  not  bee  perfuaded  to  returne  home,  but  fayes  they  ftand  in  the  counfell 
of  the  Lx)rd,  and  not  in  the  will  of  man.

I  went  to  my  brother  to  know  if  he  had  any  in   the  houfe,  and  he 
had  fome  ;  and  I  brought  from  my  brother  above  a  dozen,  whereof  he  had  three,  and 
for  which  I  defired  6d.  being  preflTed  by  him  to  receive   money  for  them,   which  I  gave 
my  brother  :  a  few  days  after  he  cometh  for  the  remainder  of  the  bookes  he  had  befpoke  j 
and  as  he  was  telling  of  them,  I  was  called  down,    and  feized  by  officers  from  my  lord 
proteftor,  who  told   me,  they  had  a  warrant  to  fearch  my  houfe   for  fuch  papers  ;  upon 
that  I  told  them  of  all  in  my  houfe  ;  all  which  from  firfl:  to  laft  I  did,   not  weighing  the 
import  of  them.    All  men  that  know  me  know  my  affeftions  to  the  prefent  goverment.

them  on  the  people  as  rules  of  divine  worftiip.     And  this  is   the   work  you  intend  to  be 

at,  under  pretence  of  correfting  error,  and  foto  deftroy  truth.  But  who  could  have  thought 

/  this,  when  you  made  your  laft  fpeech  to  the  parliament.?  when  your  tongue  was  fo  fweetly 

tip'd  for  the  liberty  of  confcience,  reproving  the  parliament  for  having  a   finger  in  their 

brother's  confcience  ?  Who  could  have  imagined,  that  then  heard  you,  you  would  have

I  confefs,  they  have  been  enemies  to  the  preft)y- 
terian  church ;  and  fo  were  you,  when  you  were  at  Dunbar  in  Scotland,  or  at  leaft  you 
feemed  to  be  fo  by  your  words  and  aftions ;  for  you  fpake  as  pure  independency  as  any  of 
us  all  then,  and  made  this  an  argument  why  we  ftiould  fight  ftoutly,  becaufe  we  had  tha 
prayers  of  the  independent  and  baptifed  churches. 

So  highly  did  you  feem  to  love  the  anabaptifts  then,  that  you  did  not  only  invite  them 
into  the  army,  but  entertain  them  in  your  family ;  but  it  feems,  the  cafe  is  altered.  But  do 
not  deceive  yourfelf,  nor  let  the  priefts  deceive  you  ;  for  the  anabaptifts  are  men  that  will 
not  be  fhuffled  out  of  their  birthrights,  as  freeborn  people  of  England.  And  have  they 
not  filled  your  towns,  your  cities,  your  provinces,  your  caftles,  your  navies,  your  tents, 
your  armies,  except  that  which  went  to  the  Weft-Indies,  which  profpers  fo  well  ?  Your 
court,  your  very  council  is  not  free  -,  only  we  have  left  your  temples  for  yourfelf  to  worlhip 
in.  So  that  I  believe  it  will  be  a  hard  thing  to  root  them  out,  although  you  tell  the  Scotilli 
lord,  you  will  do  it  by  degrees,  as  he  reports.

A.  D.  1654.  TT  is  affliftioon  to  the  mifery  to  bee  deprived  of  youre  company  ;  for  which  I  may 
t-Z-VVJ  X  j^ft^y  blame  my  rafhnes  ;  but  men  in  my  condifion  are  too  often  to  hafty,  for  which 
Vol.  XXXV.  J  crave  both  youers  and  all  my  frinds  pardon  ;  but  out  of  that  evell,  I  prayfe  my  God,  good 
hath  accrued  •,  for  that  now  haith  given  mee  an  opportunity  to  dooe  that,  which  before 
I  could  not.  This  bearer,  my  fingular  good  frind,  can  tell  you  what  hapioned  yefternight 
to  mee,  which  I  forbere  to  right,  defiring  you  to  give  him  credenfe,  for  I  afure  you,  you 
may  doe  it  without  anie  danger. 

I  have  agreed  with  him  for  your  relefe ;  and  if  the  monie  can  be  procured,  that  for- 
merly was  named,  I  fhall  bee  fet  free  without  ports.

p.  138.  VV     Englifh  company  here,  I  fhould  judge  myfelfe  utterly  inexcufable  for  thus  frequent- 

ly interruptinge  your  highnes  weighty  affaires.  Since  I  humbly  accompted  to  your  highnes 
by  my  addreffe  of  the  9th  of  the  laft  moneth,  inclofed  to  mr.  fecretary  Thurloe,  in  what 
manner  your  gratious  letter  to  this  company  was  entertained  by  that  party,  I  am  informed 
they  have  prefented  a  petition  or  paper  to  your  highnes,  defireinge  to  come  to  their  jufti-

Honourable  sir, 

THE  inclofed  will  accompt  to  you  the  fervice  the  gentleman  doth  you  where  he  is.  A.  D.  165^. 
I  fhall  expeft  your  orders  concerneinge  the  perfon  he  hath  gained.  In  the  meane 
tyme  to  beget  a  relifh,  I  lliall,  as  is  defired,  take  care  by  the  very  next  opportunity  to  re- 
mit him  10  or  12  1.  and  by  my  letter  encourage  him  to  the  fervice.  By  this  night's  poft 
I  hint  foe  much  to  monfieur  Von  Berg,  and  fignify  your  order  now  received  concerneinge 
him.  If  you  fliall  thinke  fitt  to  order  faid  Von  Berg  to  the  fervice,  in  which  he  conceives 
he  may  be  moft  ufefull  (and  tmly  I  doubt  hee  cannot  longe  be  hid  there)  and  engage  the 
other  to  continue  there,  till  things  be  more  fully  difcovered,  imparting  to  me  what  can  be 
gained,  I  conceive  it  may  in  that  way  advantage  moft.  This  weeke  there  hath  paft  many 
ftrangers  here.  At  one  tyme  there  fate  up  in  the  wagons  with  the  Denmarke  poft  14  all 
muffled  in  capps,  that  not  one  of  them  could  be  knowne.  Though  194  may  probably 
have  influenc't  the  defigne  lately  difcovered,  and  by  giveinge  it  fourth  to  have  a  confiderabls 
party  there  for  him  hee  may  thincke  to  engage  ftrangers  to  him  ;  yet  methincks  the  way 
they  feeme  to  take  for  effeftinge  their  defigne  carryes  noe  great  probabillity  in  it.

.  Mr.  secretary, 

I  A  M  very  apprehenfive  of  the  immediate  danger  the  intereft  of  the  commonwealth  and  V.  xxiii.  p.97i 
of  the  honeft  people  in  this  citty  are  in  at  this  prefeht,  through  fome  defigne  of  the 
enemy  very  nere  breakeing  forth,  and  which  to  withftand  wee  are  in  noe  capacity  ;  nor  Is 
the  garrifon  in  a  condition  to  repulfe  a  round  falve  from  a  valiant  enemy.     Through  fome 
men's  falfe  reprefentations,  and  the  jealoufies  which  ufually  accompany  fuch  times  as  thefe, 
thofe  whoe  formerly  were  heer,  throughout  all  our  warrs,  the  happy  inftruments  of  this  citty 's 
fafety  and  the  parts  farr  aboute,  are  utterly  difenabled  either  to  fearch  out,  withftand,  of 
deftroy  any  attempts  againft  either  ;  and  the  ill-affefted  heightned  beyond  expreffion,  and 
ready  to  aft  any  mifcheife,   the  Lord  fhall   permitt  them,  without  any  controule  or  oppo- 
fition.    And  hereupon  I  am  much  trobled  to  confider,  what  a  fad  advantage  may  fuddenly 
bee  made  of  fuch  a  place  as  this,  even  to  furnifti  an  army  with  armes,  ammunition^  men, 
mony,  and  other  provifions  of  warr,   befides  the  reputation  of  a  city  of  this   confequence, 
full  of  trade,  ftiipps,  people,   and  riches.     I  am  very  wary  in   the  leaft  to   hiperbolize  in 
things  of  this  nature ;  and  I  am  as  cautious,  how  I  conceale  any  thing,  that  may  concerne 
the  publique  fafety,  however  it  may  be  underftood.

The 
laft  night  upon  the  occafion  of  the  funerall  of  the  lady  Newton  came  in  about  300  horfe, 
amongft  whom  were  many  cavileers,  whoe  endeavoured  to  put  out  the  lights,   that  were 
holden  out  by  people,  as  they  came  in ;  and  this  day  feverall  ftraingers  of  all   forts  wee 
have  feen  wearing  green  ribbons  in  their  hatts  ;  alfoe  fome  men  with  fcarves  about  their* 
necks,  and  ftioes  on  their  armes  came  into  the  city ;  and  my  felfe   obferved  feverall  this 
evening,  whom   I  judged  to  be  horfemen.     The  truth  is,  they  may  doe  here  what  they 
,-^leafe,  unlefle  fome  fupplies  come  timely  to  us  -,  but  wee  expeft  the  ftorme  every  minute.     I 
have  endeavored  to  find  out,  if  any  working  bee  heere,  though  I   muft  tell  you,  the  dif- 
countenance  wee  have  received  makes  every  thing  difficult,  if  not  impoflible.     The  intereft 
and  power  of  your  old  friend  is  quite  loft  and  overthrowne.     In  time  you  will  find,  whether 
they  are  friendes  or  no  that  have  given  occafion.    If  I  can  find  out  any  thing,  you  ftiall  un- 
derftand  it.  Heretofore,  when  wee  had  the  countenance  and  reputation  of  the  ftate,  wee  were 
blefled  both  with  difcovery  and  prevention ;  but  now  what  the  Lord  will  enable  us  to  doe.

THIS  week  is  com  for  Genoa,  this  place,  and  Civita  Vechia  (the  pope's  port)  at 
left  30  fail  of  Duch  fhips,  with  whom  Ruyter's  com  for  convoy,  and  tis  certainly 
reported  by  that  nation,  that  theyr  ftates  hav  fent  abroad  to  cal  hom  al  theyr  fhips  of  war, 
as  if  they  had  fom  great  bifnes  in  hand.  Thes  Itallians  talk  much,  as  if  the  Duch  wer 
to  join  with  the  Spanyard.  I  hav  had  advys  from  Genoa,  that  the  duke  of  Infantado  a 
Spanyard  has  latly  bin  ther  in  his  way  to  Millan,  and  much  courted  that  ftate  to  a  clofe 
frendfiiip  with  Spayn,  which  althoh  they  hav  bin  moft  terribly  abus'd,  yet  much  of  them 
hav  fuch  greate  eftates  in  that  king's  dominions,  that  they  muft  per  force  affift  him,  and  a 
couple  of  great  Genowes  fhips,  the  one  cald  the  Maribot,  the  other  the  St.  George,  ar 
now  (under  pretence  of  lading  merchants  goods  for  Lifbon)  taking  in  armes  and  muni- 
tion for  Spayn,  wherof,  if  any  occafion  prefents,  I  fhal  giv  general  Blak  notis,  who  may 
hapilly  meet  them  going  for  Cales.  'Tis  lykwys  reported  for  certain,  that  the  ftate  of 
Genoa  does  now  lend  vaft  fums  of  mony  to  the  Spanyard,  without  which  he  wer  not  able 
this  fpring  to  make  any  appearance.  I  hav  feen  a  letter  writ  from  Rom  by  a  good  hand, 
that  the  pope  fhould  fay,  the  church  would  fhortly  be  neceffitated  to  fel  her  chalices,  to 
maintayn  her  purple,  except  Criftian  princes  would  join  their  forces  together  againft  the 
Lutherans.  The  Spanifti  Naples  fleet  coms  not  back  againe  for  Naples,  as  was  reported, 
but  is  gon  to  Cales,  wher  they  continue  to  arm  and  unyt  al  their  fea  forces  together.  I  am 
lykwys  credibly  informed,  that  the  Duch  marchants  fhips  in  thes  feas  ar  refolved  to  enter- 
tain the  Spanifh  fervis  in  a  fieming  forct  way,  who  putting  in  200  or  300  foldiors  upon 
them  may  mak  them  good  men  of  war.  In  fuch  a  cafe  a  dozen  good  Inglifh  marchant 
fhips  may  be  taken  up  in  thes  parts  lykwys  to  ftrengthen  general  Blak's  fleet ;  for  here  will 
be  many  good  fhips,  which  wil  be  glad  of  the  imploy.  The  pope  is  raifing  6000  foot  to 
ftrengthen  his  borders  againft  the  Modanes,  whos  duk  is  now  upon  his  return,  being 
made  the  king  of  France's  generall  for  Itally.  I  latly  drew  upon  you  690 1.  being  what  I 
had  difburft  by  your  order  for  his  hyhnes  horfes  bouht  at  Naples,  which  I  humbly  defyre 
you  to  order  its  payment  to  mr.  Geo.  Smith,  as  I  hope  you  hav  don  the  former  50 1.  paid 
mr.  Bayly,  which  comply'd  with  wil  mak  me  capable  of  ferving  you,  and  perpetually

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Copy  of  a  letter  from  Argler  to  mr.  Richard  Caflbn, 


MY  lad  was  of  the  15th  of  January  1655.  by  mf.  William  Cooke,  and  the  divan  fent  ^-  ^-  '^54'- 
alfo  to  my  lord  proteftor  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland.  I  fent  to  you  con-  yi^f^^^fii^ 
cerning  all  particulars.  Five  days  fince  I  was  before  the  divan  and  the  king  about  p,  ,30. 
Englifhmen,  that  were  taken  by  the  Turks  in  ftrangers  veffels,  and  after  examination  known 
to  be  Englillimen,  and  born  in  London,  they  gave  them  free  to  us,  and  defired  of  me 
news  from  England.  So  I  told  them,  England  was  a  great  way  off,  and  it  was  a  thing 
impolTible  for  to  get  an  anfwer  not  yet  this  month,  of  which  they  were  fatisfied,  and  de- 
fired  me  to  write  home  to  England  to  the  ftates  for  to  have  an  anfwer.  So  having  no  friend 
in  London,  I  defire  you,  that  you  would  do  me  that  favour,  as  to  direft  this  my  letter  to 
the  right  owner,  and  prefently  after  the  receipt  of  this  you  would  go  to  mr.  Thomas 
Bromfield  j  for  I  diredted  my  letter  to  him  to  have  it  clofed  up,  and  fet  the  fuperfcription 
on  it  after  it  was  fealfed,  for  I  am  unacquainted  with  any  of  the  commifTioners  of  the  navy, 
and  I  fhall  remain  an  obliged  fervant  to  you  in  any  fervice  you  Ihall  command  me.  For 
your  unkle's  goods  it  is  all  as  it  was,  not  one  farthing  loft,  but  remains  in  my  hands,  and  in 
the  houfe.  Three  days  fince  I  was  before  the  king,  and  he  ufed  me  very  courteoufly, 
and  told  me,  he  did  hope  to  fee  a  conful  fettled  in  Argier,  as  hath  been  formerly  ; 
and  for  the  prefervation  of  the  peace  they  are  all  agreed  upon  it,  and  will  not  be  the  occa- 
fion  of  breaking  it  ;  but  faith  they  have  a  firm  league  with  the  Englifh,  and  do  hope  to 
enjoy  it  to  the  world's  end.  So  faid  all  the  divan.  I  defire  your  anfwer  as  foon  as  poffibly 
you  can  concerning  your  uncle's  goods.

May  it  please  your  honor, 

T  Shall  forbeare  to  trouble  you  with  the  time  of  our  fhippinge^  or  what  happened  in  our  V.  xxxviL 
-•■  voyage,  onely  this  great  truth,  which  we  cannot  omitt,  that  neer  men   had  a  better  P-  43- 
paflage  hitherto  (bleflTed  bee  his  holy  name,  who  hath  thereby  given  us  as  it  were  an  earneft 
of  what  he  intends  us  in  our  future  fuccelTes)  and   not  only  foe,   but  hath  hitherto  foe  pre- 
ferved  us  in  our  health,  that  our  voyage  loft  us  not   20  men,  that  we  can  heare  of  ;  nor 
are  we  fubjedt  to  difeafes  as  we  yet  find  ;  but  every  day  as  we  ftay,  we  find  ourfelves  fitter 
for  the  country  -,  and  for  my  owne  part,  I  muft  ingenioufly  acknowledge,  that  for  the 
climat  wee  are  in,  would  as  willingly  live  in  it  as  that  of  my  nativity,  excepting  that  natu- 
ral love,  that  every  one  hath  to  that,  which  brought  him  forth.     We  tooke  fhipping  that 
day  we  hold  to  be  our  Saviour's  birth-day,  and  on  the  28th  of  January  our  rear  admirall's 
fquadron  came  into  the  Barbados  harbour,  which   went  a  weeke   at  leaft  away  before  us 
from  Portfmouth  ;  and  on  the  29th  we  being  the  generall's  fquadron  came  in  likewife ;  but 
being  fomewhat  late  before  we  came  in,  we  ftaid  till  the  morrow  before  we  landed  ;  which 
we  no  fooner  did  but  our  generalTwith  the  reft  of  the  commanders  fell  hot  toworke,  fpare- 
ing  nor  paines  nor  fervice,  but  forthwith  tooke  care  for  the  quartering  of  our  fouldiers,  and 
rayfing  our  men  in  the  ifland,  where  they  are  very  well  entertained,  though  fome  of  the 
planters  being  of  malignant  fpiritts  (as  indeed  moft  of  them  are)  fignifie  their  foUyes  in 
venting  their  calumnious  words  againft  not  onely  the  defigne,  but  the  powers  by  which  vf& 
come,  and  the  parties  employed  in  it  -,  for  which  like  words  one  Evans  a  iflander  and  le- 
veller was  called  to  a  court  martial,  from  whence  he  made  his  appeale  to  the  civill  magif- 
trate  ;  and  after  the  bufines  being  debated  by  our  commanders,  they  appointed  certain  perfons 
of  the  ifland  to  fitt  upon  him  by  a  commiflion  of  oyer  and  terminer,  and  have  onely  ad- 
judged him  (fince  the  treafon  could  not  handfomly  be  made  out)  to  ftand  on  the  pillory 
the  next  market  day  for  an  houre,  and  fix  months  imprifonment  after.     We  had  at  our 
landing  two  diforderly  perfons,  who  beinge  drunk  quarrelled  one  with  the  other,  and  al- 
moft  deftroyed  themfelves  ;  for  which  offences  and  feveral  others  our  court  martiall  have 
provided  foe  regularly  and  carefully,  that  thos  of  moft  fufpefted  principles  for  fuch  kind 
Vol.  II.  S  f  of 
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A.  D.  1654.  of  aftionsare  now  become  very  orthodox  and  fubjeft  to  difcipline,  fo  that  I  hope  a  Ihort 
iysT'^J  time  will  render  us  fitter  for  our  employments  then  was  by  fome  fuppofed.  On  Tuefday 
February  6,  our  generall  and  commifTioners  went  abord  generall  Pen,  where  they  continued 
till  night,  and  theire  made  inftruftions  for  captain  Butler,  one  of  our  five  commifTionere, 
lieutenant  colonell  Holdup  and  captain  Blagge  of  the  Marfton  Moore  frigat  commiflloners, 
who  were  to  goe  to  the  Leeward  iflands  at  St,  Chriftopher's  and  to  raife  men  there  ;  and 
that  night  being  fitted  with  inftrudlions  fet  fayle,  but  what  they  have  done  as  yet  we  heare 
not.  On  friday  February  9,  we  kept  a  folemn  day  of  humiliation,  and  next  day  fell  to 
our  bufines,  every  one  in  his  own  fphere.  We  found  the  iflanders  to  come  in  fomething 
chearefully,  they  being  free  men,  but  not  of  meane  eftates  -,  but  the  rich  planters,  except 
fome  few,  endeavour  all  they  can  to  difhearten  the  men  from  goeinge.  Yet  for  lacke  of  our 
fliipps,  which  hath  fome  of  our  men  in  (as  the  great  Charity,  &c.)  amies,  ammunition,  and 
other  neceflaries,  we  are  fomething  diflieartened,  the  ifianders  either  concealing  what  they 
have,  or  being  not  able  to  afford  a  quarter  armes  for  our  men  :  and  we  came  fo  badly 
armed  from  England,  that  we  often  (and  I  am  fure  I  fpeak  within  compafle)  are  not  armed 
with  fuch  as  Englilhmen  ufe  to  fight  with  •,  and  in  the  meane  time  we  lye  ftili,  eatinge  up 
the  idand,  and  our  fhipps  eatinge  up  their  provifions  •,  foe  that  had  we  not  had  fome  good 
■  fortune  by  taking  fome  Dutch  prizes,  who  contrary  to  the  articles  of  peace  betwixt  the 
two  nations  made  here,  we  might  have  been  at  a  loffe.  Neverthelefs  our  officers  and  foul- 
diers  are  highly  bent  upon  aftion,  and  wifh  to  be  gonne  with  fuch  armes  they  have,  our 
generall's  care  being  foe  much,  that  he  hath  provided  great  numbers  of  half  pikes,  though 
at  a  larger  length  then  ordinary,  for  they  are  ten  foote  long  ;  many  of  them  (which  may 
caufe  your  wonder)  are  made  of  cabadge-ftalks  -,  I  mean  of  the  trees  in  Barbados,  which 
bear  cabages,  and  this  for  lack  of  better  wood.  They  are  not  all  handfome,  nor  will  they 
long  be  ferviceable,  but  fuch  as  our  neceffities  will  admit  to  furnifh  ourfelves  with.  Indeed 
our  general  hath  fcarce  time  for  his  natural  reft,  being  all  day  with  the  commiflloners  ; 
and  when  rifen,  much  of  the  night  after  he  fpends  with  the  army-officers,  foe  that  we  can 
at  prefent  but  looke  upon  him  v/ith  pitty,  though  blefifed  be  God  his  llrength  continues 
firme,  his  refolution  high,  and  his  fpiritts  aftive  and  chearful,  giving  great  fatisfaftion 
both  to  officers  and  fouldiers.  Nor  is  there  any  faftion  at  all  amongft  us,  eveiy  one  hitherto 
Ihewing  himfelfe  a  faithful  fouldier  and  a  true  Englifhman  ;  but  we  have  lately  found  the 
devill's  endeavours  to  have  his  chapel  amongft  us,  which  we  fliall  teare  up  by  the  roots  y 
for  I  have  made  a  difcovery  of  certain  papifts  in  our  armie,  to  the  number  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty,  which  came  out  of  England,  and  nioft  of  the  regiments  which  came  out  of  the 
Tower,  which  were  raifed  in  haft,  and  put  into  colonell  Butler's.  Befides  there  are  certain 
Irifh  papifts,  which  were  lifted  in  this  idand  fince  our  coming,  which  we  are  now  purging 
ourfelves  of.  We  have  likewife  in  our  fleet  many  (as  I  am  credibly  informed)  anabap- 
tifts  that  doe  in  their  fpeeches  juflifie  admiral  Lawfon's  late  aftings,  that  he  was  ques- 
tioned for,  and  efpecially  one  captain  Newbury  ot  the  Portland  frigat,  who  denyes  the 
Trinity,  and  are  fo  violent  in  profecuting  their  way  of  worfhip  and  their  owne  opinions, 
that  they  come  on  fhore,  and  make  profelites,  and  get  foe  many  of  theire  owne  fort  into 
into  the  army,  as  they  can  ;  as  particularly  one  captain  Martiall,  whos  company  is  mod 
of  the  late  profelites  raifed  in  this  ifland,  and  himfelf  likewife.  There  are  certaine  com- 
panies alfo,  who  have  many  of  them  in  ;  and  whether  this  be  defigne  or  no,  you  may  by 
this  enclofed  judge  theire  praftice  of  theire  church  in  England,  this  being  a  letter  found 
amongft  captain  Newbury's  papers,  and  direded  to  him.  The  fleet  can  fpare  us  a  handfom 
proportion  of  armes  (fuch  as  they  are)  but  not  near  fufficient,  fince  our  regiments  neare,  if 
not  fully  compleated,  which  you  will  fee  more  at  large  by  the  mufters,  and  I  doe  thinke  ne- 
ver mufters  were  more  truly  made  then  now.  We  have  likewife  a  very  gallant  Regiment 
of  lea  men,  confifting  of  1080  men,  all  gallantly  armed,  and  for  the  time  indifferently 
well  exercifed.  The  colonell  is  vice-admiral  Goodfon,  the  lieutenant  colonell  captain  Ben- 
jamin Blake  of  the  Gloucefter  frigatt,  the  major  captain  Blagg  of  the  Marfton-Moore, 
and  thes  with  the  reft  of  the  officers  and  fouldiers  are  very  unanimous  for  our  land  fervice, 
captain  Kirby  of  the  Beare  petitioning  he  might  be  one  to  goe  on  fhore ;  all  which  I  hope 
will  prove  very  effedlual, '  fince  theire  officers  ufeth  fo  much  care  and  pains  with  them. 
As  for  our  regiments,  they  are  exercifed  regimentally  two  days  in  the  week,  onely  colonell 
Morris  his  regiment,  which  cannot  have  the  like  conveniency  of  meeting,  for  that  it  con- 
fifts  of  planters,  and  therefore  as  yet  live  at  theire  owne  dwellings.  Colonell  Morris  him- 
felf is  not  very  chearful  in  the  defigne,  and  the  reafon  I  know  not,  unlefTe  he  be  over 
entreated  by  his  wife,  who  hath  (as  their  .  .  .  .  )  been  very  importunate  with  him  to  leave 
the  voyage  -,  but  fince  I  heare  for  certaine,  that  he  demands  a  great  fume  of  monies  to 
pay  his  debts  with,  which  our  generall  in  juftice  cannot  grant.  He  is  fome  hundreds  fterl- 
ing  indebted  to  the  ftate,  which  would  be  forgiven  him  -,  but  that  he  hoalds  not  fatisfafbory ; 
for  whereas  the  ifland  is  indebted  to  his  highnes,  he  would  have  fo  much  out  of  that,  as 
may  amount  to  his  demanded  fum,  alledging  that  the  ifland  will  demand  nothing  for  quar- 
tering our  foldiers ;  which  carrie?  fo  much  (in  my  judgment)   of  injuftice   in  it,  that  I 

dare 
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dare  fay  our  commiffioners  will  never  grant  it,  for  it's  conceived  when  accounts  are  call  up  A.  D.  1654. 
of  what  this  ifland  owes  his  highnes,  and  what  we  have  indamaged  them,  at  a  certain  rate  LXVNj 
by  quarter,  there  will  be  little  or  no  difference.  Indeed  the  gentleman  is  very  well  ap- 
proved of,  and  queftionlefs  very  fit  for  this  defigne,  and  very  faithful  to  our  intereft  ;  but 
how  farr  his  wife  may  prevaile  with  him,  by  ingaging  him  to  allc  fuch  things  as  cannot  be 
granted,  I  fliall  not  fay,  though  fhe  be  obferved  to  be  very  powerful  and  younge.  I  muft 
confefs  our  general  is  very  ready  to  anfwer  his  requeft  in  what  juftice  will  admit  of,  but 
to  pay  twelve  hundred  pounds  fterling  is  anuch.  In  colonel]  Butler's  regiment  there  hath 
been  divers  quarrels  amongft  the  officers,  though  taken  up  by  the  collonel.  Their  affec- 
tions are  various,  and  a  difaffedlion  generally,  which  makes  me  to  think  of  the  number  of 
papifts  in  his  regiment,  that  that  may  worke  this  difaffeftion.  Indeed  the  gentleman  him- 
felf  is  (tout,  loves  applaufe  and  flattery  ;  and  if  there  be  any  perfons,  that  would  feeme  to 
difrehlh  our  general  proceedings,  fomething  he  hath  to  fay  on  their  behalfs,  and  all  the 
reafon  I  could  ever  find,  he  judgeth  himfelf  the  elder  collonel.  Now  would  envy  or  malice 
imploy  their  chiefeft  agents,  I  am  confident  they  mufl  deflroy  themfelves  in  fpeakingagainft 
our  generall,  he  is  fo  juftly  and  tcmperatly  difcreet  and  aftive,  fo  confcionably  jull  and 
carefijl  to  relieve  the  oppreffed,  that  truly  we  are  thereby  (if  poflible  it  could  be)  in  a 
greater  tye  of  duty  to  his  highnes  for  making  fuch  a  rich  provifion  for  us  in  him  ;  for  he 
lays  his  Ifioulders  fo  much  to  the  work  in  hand,  that  we  are  fometimes  afraid,  left  he  over- 
turn himfelf  -,  for  his  reft  is  hardly  4  hours  moft  nights.  And  for  our  major  generall,  he 
hath,  God  knows,  payd  already  very  deare  for  his  voyage,  having  both  on  fliip  board  and 
on  fhoar  moftpitifiil  fits  of  the  ftone  ;  but  we  hope  it  is  over,  though  his  pain  was  greatj 
yet  would  he  in  fpite  thereof  be  afting.  And  for  collonel  Fortefcue,  his  careful  temper  is 
fuch,  that  none  knows  him  in  our  armie,  fleet,  or  ifland,  but  honour  him.  His  regi- 
ment at  prefent  is  upwards  of  a  thoufand.  And  truely  collonel  Carter,  I  'can  fay  no  leffe  of 
him,  and  cannot  but  eye  providence  in  giving  us  fuch  godly  examples  as  our  greateft  offi- 
cers are.  Our  minifters  are  likewife  very  able,  nor  doe  they  fpare  any  paines  in  their  call- 
inge.  We  have  had  lately  a  tryal,  which  hath  given  us  a  further  taft  of  our  general's  reli- 
■gion  and  juftice  ;  to  wit,  a  man  brought  from  other  parts  a  certain  number  of  Indian 
Chriftian  proteftants,  and  haveing  found  them  faithful  in  his  life,  at  his  death  he  left  them 
all  freemen.  But  the  intollerable  bafenes  of  this  ifland  is  fuch  in  that  point,  that  they  ra- 
ther ftrive  to  keepe  their  flaves  in  ignorance,  thereby  thinking  to  make  them  hopeleiTe  of 
freedom  ;  nor  make  they  any  confcience  at  all  of  killinge  their  flaves,  doggs  and  they  be- 
ing in  one  ranke  with  them.  But  let  me  not  digreffe  ;  for  on  the  behalfe  of  thefe  In- 
dians there  was  an  honeft  man,  that  appeared  and  profecuted  on  their  behalfes,  finding  after 
our  coming  a  free  courfe  of  juftice  (the  lack  of  which  was  complained  of  before,  and  I 
doubt  too  truely)  and  upon  a  ftill  heareing  of  the  bufines,  the  Indian  Chriftians  were  fet  free, 
after  they  had  all  been  deftroyed  by  opprefTion  except  five.  It  would  greeve  your  heart 
to  talke  with  the  nigor  flaves  in  the  ifland,  and  efpecially  with  thos  that  are  moft  ingenious, 
with  whom  I  have  had  fome  difcourfe  ;  and  afking  them,  whether  they  know  God,  they 
fayd  noe.  I  afl<ed  them,  whither  they  went  when  they  died  ;  they  laid  to  the  ground,  and 
noe  whither  elfe.  So  that  obferve  they  are  abfolute  atheifts,  worihipping  nothing,  being  taken 
off  their  owne  natural!  fuperftitious  worfliipps.  I  afked  them,  why  they  v/ould  not  be  Chrif- 
tians ?  They  fayd,  they  could  get  no  body  to  teach  them.  I  afked  them,  whether  they 
were  willing  to  learne  ?  They  faid,  with  all  their  hearts,  which  I  muft  confefs  ftrucke  me 
to  the  heart.  Here's  in  the  ifland  one  collonel  Moodiford  and  mr.  Nowell,  fecretary  to 
the  ifland's  affairs,  who  are  hugely  diftafled  by  this  ifland  ;  for  that  they  two,  as  the  iflanders 
fay,  did  invite  our  forces  over  hither,  which  our  iflanders  are  generally  againft.  I  have 
here  inclofed  a  lift  of  the  prifes  taken  before  and  fince  our  coming.  I  muft  now  returne 
my  real  acknowledgment  of  thos  high  and  unmerited  favours  I  have  received  from  your 
honour  as  well  formerly  as  at  prefent ;  for  according  to  your  honour's  defire  and  afftirance  of 
me  of  the  fcoutmaifter's  place,  it  is  now  performed,  and  I  have  my  commiffion  ;  for  which 
in  yours  to  him,  which  I  fuppofe  wil  be  by  the  next,  I  humbly  beg  your  thanks  to  him. 
I  further  beg  your  favour  in  commanding  fome  of  your  fervants  to  fend  what  foraigne  but 
efpecially  Spanifli  intelligence  you  thinke  fit  •,  and  what  inftruftions  further  than  what 
you  have  already  given  me,  they  fhall  be  fully  obferved  by  him,  who  defires  no  longer  to 
live  than  he  is.

T'he  examifiaiion  of  Ellen  Afke. 

TH  AT  mr.  Rogers  told  her,  that  one  Rachel  or  Abigal that  lives  about  the 
Tower,  is  very  intimate  with  a  gentleman,  that  waits  conftantly  on  his  highnefs^ 
and  ufually  at  his  elbow,  when  he  is  in  his  chair  at  dinner,  that  publifhes  all  he  hears  or 
knows  to  be  done  in  his  highnefs's  family  to  the  faid  Rachel  or  Abigal. 

That  mr.  Afke,  now  in  the  Elizabeth  of  London  at  Gravefend,  who  is  conceived  to  be 
fent  away  to-morrow,  hath  a  lift  of  the  names  of  all  thofe,  that  fubfcribed  for  the  raifino- 
of  horfe  againft  his  highnefs  and  this  prefent  government. 

The  faid  mr.  Afke  only  named  major  general  Harrifon,  Rogers,  Feake,  and  ohe  that 
was  a  commander  in  feme  great  place,  that  fhould  have  been  the  commander  in  chief,  but 
he  could  not  remember  his  name,  nor  the  names  of  many  others. 

That  one  mr.  Suetman,  a  filkman,  living  betwixt  Cheapfide,  going  down  to  Qiieen-hith, 
reviles  his  highnefs  much  in  language,  and  calls  him  apoftate  ;  and  that  God  did  forbid  to 
pray  for  him. 

One  Rebecca  Sturgeon  or  Spurgeon,  at  the  fign  of  the  Angel  at  London-bridge,  told 
this  examinate,  that  Ihe  muft  be  one  of  them,  that  muft  pluck  dov/n  Cromwell ;  and  Ihe 
would  tell  him  fo  to  his  face. 

Many  other  particulars  fhe  told  me  of  horfes,  that  were  bought  for  that  purpofe,  and  to 
be  lodged  in  the  town,  to  be  put  in  execution  by  way  of  furprize  ;  but  I  could  not  find 
any  thing  more  to  fix  you  any  perfon  either  by  name  or  place ;  but  infilled  much  upon  the 
lift,  which  m.r.  Aflce  hath.

Mr.  R.  Nelson, 


MAY  it  pleafe  your  worfhipe  to  acquaint  his  highnes,  that  in  confence  bond  I 
hould  my  felfe  to  be  faithfiiU  to  the  commonwealth  of  England  ;  and  thouo-h  I 
once  was,  as  I  confes,  in  my  carnall  condition,  I  was  for  the  king's  party,  and  did  for  many 
yeres  together  know  of  the  greate  defignes  of  wicked  men,  and  am  able  to  difcover  many 
of  my  lord's  deedly  and  deftrudlive  enemyes,  and  thofe  that  latly  upon  a  faft  day  in  Lon- 
don did  gather  together  in  a  place  that  I  can  difcover,  becaufe  then  there  prefent,  and 
did  there  moft  ftrangly  rayle  againft  his  highnes,  and  faid  the  plage  of  God  confound  him, 
calling  him  round-heded  doge,  I  would  I  had  his  flefh  between  my  teeth,  and  much  more 
as  bade ;  if  my  lord  be  pleafed  but  to  employ  me  in  freedome  to  give  in  the  names  of  thofe 
that  did  foe  fay,  and  one  of  them  faid,  now  hee  is  gone  to  pray,  lett  us  goe  charge  and 
bind  him. 

Furder,  I  have  harde  of  a  fecrett  plot  of  many,  who  refolve  to  have  a  riming  army 
againft  my  lord  his  hignes  for  blood,  and  have,  as  I  underftand,  horfes  bought  redy  for 
that  purpofe,  and  my  frinde,  and  I  hope  faithfiall  man  to  my  lord,  Ifaac  Welles  doath 
know  the  man.  Tho'  I  confave  he  be  now  not  there,  yet  if  my  lord  will  grante  me  li- 
bertie,  I  fhall  be  faithfuU  upon  my  life  to  difcover  his  name  to  my  lord,  if  he  fhall  be 
pleafed  but  to  grante  me  libcrtie  to  fpeake  with  himfelfe  ;  but  I  am  afraid  to  fpeak  to  any 
in  the  world  but  him  or  your  worfhip  ;  upon  which  if  my  lord  will  employ  Ifaac  Welles  to 
goe  to  the  partie,  which  I  confave  can  defcover  very  much  of  this  greate  plott,  which 
doath  I  feare  drawe  nere  to  be  executed  by  a  people  called  a  5  monirchy  peopll,  and  that 
there  is  a  gentillwoman,  who  did  tell  me,  that  that  worke  would  not  be  accomplifhed, 
untill  Ihe  went,  for  fhe  fhould  be  one  of  them,  that  fhould  pull  him  downe,  or  helpe 
downe  with  him,  was  the  word  faide.  Whereas  I  am'afraide  to  Ipeake  with  any  but  my 
lord  or  your  worfhipp  ;  the  refon  of  it  is,  becaufe  there  are  in  my  lord's  houfe  or  there- 
unto belonging  them,  that  doe  declare  to  mr.  Rodgeres  and  foe  to  mr.  Pheake  and  oatheres, 
what  allmoft  foever  is  fpoken  in  my  lord's  one  houfe.  I  being  not  longe  fince  a  herer  of 
John  Rodgeres  did  underftand  much,  and  had  allmoft  bine  deftroyed  or  fwalowed  up  with 
delufions,  that  my  lord  was  not  a  man  that  ftoode  for  truth  and  peace.

could  not  but  give  you  fome  account  thereof  the  laft  poft,  though  in  much  hafte  and  L/"V7\J

rudenefs.     In  the  fame  pofture  wee  continue,  thoogh  att  prefent  quiett,  yett  every  houre  ex-  ^°'"  *^'"' 
pelting  a  very  great  ftorme  to  fall,  unlefs  the  Lord  hath  pleafed  to  dafh  their  defignes,  of  ^'  '"''^ 
which,  nor  how  thinges  are,  have  wee  any  account  -,  not  a  letter  from  any  coming  this  pod 
to  the  officers  of  the  garrifon,  or  to  my  felfe,  or  other  friends. 

You  might  perhaps  thinke  mee  too  affectionate  in  what  I  reprefented  of  danger  here  ; 
but  knew  you  this  citty,  and  the  parts  aboute  it,  and  how  eafily  in  a  very  few  daies  an  army 
of  20000  horfe  and  foote  might  bee  raifed  and  furnifhed  with  all  thinges,  and  in  what  a 
preparednefs,  without  any  thing  to  make  any  confiderable  Vefiftance,  the  hearts  of  men  are 
to  ferve  fuch  a  defigne,  you  would  as  much  haften  to  fecure  it  as  any  citty  in  England, 
except  London,  and  bee  more  forward  therunto  then  any  here  to  defire  you. 

The  towne  hath  ftill  many  ftrangers  in  it,  whom  wee  have  caufe  much  to  fufpe6t.  The 
green  ribbons  with  an  eye  of  white  appeare  ftill  in  manie  of  their  hatts  ;  but  the  more  con- 
fiderable fort  appeare  little  but  at  night,  fince  the  mayor  and  aldermen  on  thurfday  in  the 
afternoon  fent  the  conftables  (whoe  are  many  of  them  malignants)  to  fee  what  ftrangers  were 
in  publique  houfes,  an  intimation  fufficicnt  to  make  them  abfcond.  The  laft  night  an  honeft 
perfon  overheard  two  gallants  fay  to  each  other,  what  Ihould  wee  care  for  a  few  fouldiers, 
fince  thou  knoweft  wee  have  500  ready  ?  They  now  fhift  quarters,  and  the  meaner  fort  ap- 
peare with  fwords,  they  wearing  none  at  firft ;  and  when  at  night  any  lights  come  by,  fome, 
whoe  feem  to  bee  of  quallity,  they  pull  their  hatts  over  their  eies,  and  foe  have  been  ob- 
ferved. 

Though  the  port  hath  had  his  highnefs  order  to  ftopp  fufpicious  perfons,  yet  within  two 
or  three  dayes  fome  Irifli  rebells,  whoe  have  been  at  Spayn,  and  returned,  were  permitted  to 
depart  for  Ireland.  It  is  now  more  ftrickt,  and  noe  doubt  manie  dangerous  perfons  haveinge 
recourfe  hither,  upon  difcovery  made  of  their  defignes,  might  (upon  this  ftopp)  bee  fe- 
cured,  were  there  here  a  force  fufficient,  the  garrifon  being  foe  weake,  that  it  dares  not  at- 
tempt it,  leaft  the  multitude  flie  out,  and  all  be  endangered.  Whilft  contrivances  are,  and 
matter  for  defignes  you  will  fee  it  much  conduceing  to  fafetie,  that  foe  confiderable  a  place 
as  this  as  to  all  thinges  bee  in  a  conftant  condition  of  fecurity  ;  and  thofe,  whoe  otherwife 
reprefent  it,  you'l  find  them  at  long  run  (perhaps  when  it  is  too  late)  noe  friends  to  the 
publique.  Pardon  my  plainefs,  and  this  trouble,  which  I  could  not  omitt  out  of  my  affections 
to  the  comonwealth.     I  am.

What  we  have  done  is  out  of  the  duty  we  owe  to  the  fafety  of  the  commonwealth, 
which  we  hope  will  be  refented  and  approved  of. 

The  delinquent  is  evidently  difaffefted  to  the  peace  of  this  commonwealth,  and  the  officers 
imployed  for  the  prefervation  of  the  fame. 

This  is  all  at  prefent,  but  the  tender  of  our  humble  duties  to  his  highnefs  and  his 
honorable  council,  with  our  praiers  to  God  for  the  continuance  of  the  peace  and  welfare 
of  this  commonwealth,  which  the  utmoft  of  our  powers  fhall  be  endeavoured  to  be  per- 
formed by

Vol.  xxiii.      rjr\  HIS  day  early  in  the  morneinge  I  came  into  Salifbury,  where  I  mett  a  partie  of  horfe, 

P-  '73-  i     which  come  from  Winfor  by  your  highnes  commaund,  and  after  fome  difcourfe 

which   I  and  a  quartermafter  which    comaunded   them     had,    our  meetings    here   fell 

out  to  be  one  and  the  fame  bufines  •,  uppon  which   we  went  unto  the  poftmafter's  houfe, 

and  haveing  mett  with  him,  we  diredted  our  difcourfe  concerninge  coll.  Sackfbey,  in  which 

we  tooke  him  aparte,  and  told  him  the  fadd  confequence,  which  would  follow,  if  he  knew 

where  he  were,  and  would  deny  him  ;  but  could  not  gett  any  acknowledgment  from  him, 

that  he  knew  where  he  was,  or  had  hard  from  him  a  long  tyme  -,  foe  that  he  is  gone  backe  to 

Winfor  with  that  partie  of  horfe,  according  to  your  highnes  order.     I  am  informed  by  fome 

of  the  inhabitants  of  this  cittie,  that  it  would  be  convenient  for  fome  horfe  to  be  quartered 

hereabouts,  for  there  hath  byn  fome,  which  have  not  byn  afhamed  to  Ihew  themfelves  in 

young  Tarquin's  cuUours,  and  alfoe  here  hath  byn  feveral  declarations  fcattered  upp  and 

downe  theife  parts  (as  I  am  informed  by  creditable  and  honeft  perfons.)

TH  E  hopes  of  feeing  you  here  are  foon  changed ;  and  the  news,  which  you  fend  me  Vol,  xxiii. 
in  yours  of  the  2 2d  of  the  laft-  month,  doth  caufe  me  to  believe,  that  your  bufinefs  p.  »47' 
will  not  be  done  fo  foon  as  you  expedted,  fince  your  ifland  doth  difpofe  itfelf  to  become 
fuddenly  the  theatre  of  the  new  and  dreadful  revolutions.  As  for  the  commotions  of 
France,  they  never  happen  but  once  in  an  age  ;  and  if  you  will  recall  your  memory  upon 
our  hiftories,  you  will  find  this  to  be  a  truth  \  but  England  is  not  fo  liable  and  conftant ; 
and  one  might  fay  of  it,  with  morejuftice  than  what  Tacitus  fpeaketh  of  the  French- 
men, quietis  impatiens,  novorum  avida  •,  and  I  do  not  admire  at  the  prefages  of  thofe  no- 
velties and  commotions  in  that  ifland,  and  at  this  conjundbjre,  the  government  of  that 
ftate  being  put  upon  them  by  their  force  and  violence  ;  and  it  is  impoffible  it  can  fubfifl: 
without  fome  notable  change  and  revolution. 

My  brother  writes  me  from  Rome,  that  there  is  a  great  likelihood,  that  the  confiftory 
win  hold  a  great  while,  fince  they  cannot  agree  about  the  choice  of  a  pope. 

The  confiftory  doth  confift  of  66  cardinals.     The  cardinal  Barbarini  hath  had  o^S  votes

Mr.  Thomas  Wilfon   to  J'ecretary  Thurloe. 
Honoured  sir, 

YOUR's  I  received  this  evening,  as  alfo  that  dated  upon   faturday  lafl,  and   am  very 
much  troubled  (and  have  beene  ever  fince  the  receipt  of  your's  upon  the  Lord's  day) 
at  Wright's  being  releafed,  efpecially  confidering  that  perticular  bloudy  defigne  you  mention. 

Sir,  I  confeffe  I  wrote  not  immediately  to  your  felfe  or  the  councell,  of  haveing  this 
"Wright  in  cuftodie  heere,  but  I  prefume  the  governor  did  let  you  underftand  fo  much, 
I  giveing  an  account  unto  him  conftantly  of  every  perfon  that  came  over,  and  whome  I 
fecured,  and  this  Wright  among  the  reft,  about  a  weeke  agoe,  and  that  which  gave  me 
the  jealoufye  to  fecure  him,  which  was  a  defire  to  returae  backe  from  whence  he  came,  and 
fpeedily  to  returne  hither  (as  he  pretended)  on  his  merchandizinge  affaires  from  Rotterdame ; 
whereupon  I  told  him,  he  gave  me  a  juft  ground  for  fufpition,  and  that  I  would  fecure  him, 
until]  I  returned  his  name  and  carriage,  whereat  I  perceived  a  trouble  of  fpirit  upon  him, 
therefore  was  the  more  careful!  of  him  •,  but  upon  the  commiflioners  receipt  of  that  commifTion 
from  his  highnes,  that  Wright  amongft  the  reft,  (I  being  not  then  prefent  with  the  com- 
miflioners, nor  they  knowing  any  thing  ^gainft  him,  that  gave  them  ground  of  fufpition,  and 
the  faid  mr.  Day  whom  in  your  laft  you  mention)  ingageing  for  him,  and  fignifieinge  to  the 
commiflioners  his  knowledge  of  him  (as  the  commiflioners  told  me,  after  I  had  fhewed  them 
your's  dated  faturday  laft,  of  which  they  were  very  forry  and  fenfible)  was  releafed.  I  wifh 
with  all  my  heart  I  had  beene  there,  but  there  was  a  croffe  providence  therein.  I  truft  the 
Lord  will  gracioufly  difappoint  his  horrid  intentions.  I  muft  confefle,  of  all  the  men  that 
ever  I  fecured,  both  formerly  and  now,  at  firft  I  was  not  more  unfatisfied  in  a  man,  then  in 
him ;  but  I  hope  it  will  be  a  faire  warning  for  the  future  to  us  all,  that  have  to  doe  therein. 

Sir,  I  fhall  let  the  gentlemen  underftand,  what  his  highnes  pleafure  is  in  relation  to 

the  revokeing  of  his  laft  order  to  them,  and  I  ftiall  improve  my  utmoft  care  and  diligence 

to  obferve  the  contents  of  the  former  order,  and  to  let  you  receive  a  conftant  account  of 

all  perfons,  which  are  to  be  ftaid  and  fecured,  as  that  order  direfts  and  injoynes.     Sir,  be 

pleafed  to  excufe  this  lardge  returne  :  I  conceived  it  both  my  duty  and  neceflary  :   thofe 

perfons  yet  in  cuftodie  heere  (of  which  I  have  given  you  an   account  by  the  governor) 

ftiall  be  fafelie  kept,  untill  I  know  your  pleafure  concerning  them.

Mr.  secretary, 

I  Received  yours,  and  had  the  laft  poft  given  you  a  farther  intimation  of  Maffey  and  the  vol.  xxiii. 
other  perfon  I  mentioned,  but  the  fcouts  inriployed  to  look  after  them  were  not  returned  p.  213. 
till  this  evening.  This  is  certayne,  that  about  a  fortnight  fince  Maffey  came  to  one 
Thomas  Dimmock's  houfe,  an  inn-keeper  of  Henton  6  miles  from  this  place,  and  fitting 
downe  amongft  fome  company  ther  drinking,  hee  aflced  what  newes  •,  wher  Waller  was, 
and  wher  Mafley  was.  The  inn-keeper  being  formerly  under  his  command,  and  one  Ed^ 
ward  Lockfton,  a  butcher  of  the  fame  place,  whifpering  with  each  other,  knew  that  it 
was  Mafley  himfelfe,  hee  haveing  lately  ihaved  his  beard.  Sayd  the  inn-keeper  therupon, 
you  are  the  man,  your  name  is  Mafley.  Hee  endeavoured  to  put  it  of  ;  but  paying  the 
reckoning  called  for  a  chamber,  and  then  fent  for  Lockfton,  and  confeflTed  himfelf  to  bee 
the  man,  and  told  him,  he  had  been  privately  10  dayes  in  Briftoll,  and  had  heard 
great  matters  of  treafon  urged  againft  him,  but  to  London  hee  was  bound,  to  anfwer 
all,  haveing,  as  hee  faid,  the  lord  proteftor's  letter  ;  only  hee  would  goe  by  the  way 
of  Gloucefter  to  fee  fome  friends  firft  ;  and  defired  him  to  convey  him  in  the  way 
thither,  which  hee  did.  This  Lockfton  himfelfe  gave  account  of  to  an  honeft  man,  from 
whence  I  received  it.  For  the  other,  the  barber  that  trim'd  him,  is  ftill  of  opinion,  that  it 
is  the  duke  of  York  :  his  man  being  fomewhat  in  drink  fayd,  that  his  mafter  had  left  his 
mother  in  France,  and  did  little  think  wher  hee  was  now ;  which  when  his  mafter  had 
heard,  hee  fliould  fay,  he  called  for  the  meate,  being  but  halfe  ready,  and  a  reckoning,  and 
departed.     Since  that  wee  have  intelligence  of  two  places  wher  hee  hath  been. 

Wee  have  every  day  confirmations  of  what  wee  fignified  concerning  the  defigne  here  to 
bee  executed-  This  day  24  new  mufquets  and  10  pikes  were  informed  to  bee  in  one  houfe  on 
the  bridge,  the  cheife  place  whence  the  late  tumults  and   infurreftions   in    the   citty  have 
arifen,  which  the  man  of  the  houfe  being  examined,  hath  confeft.     Wee  hear  of  fome 
perfons  of  quallity,  that  the  laft  night  made  a  remove  out  of  theYuburbs  of  this  citty. 
Certaynly  very  many  of  quallity  were  here,  waiteing  for  the  execution  of  the  defigne  ; 
and  I  am  afllired,  that  had  the  defigne  took,  tuefday  night  laft  the  rifeing  had  been  here, 
for  befides  what  I  have  already  intimated  to  you,  and  might  further  add  now,  but  cannot,    . 
becaufe  the  poft  is  departing,  thofe  400  horfe  (wherof  many  were  officers  of  the  King's) 
came  in  that  night  upon  pretence  of  the  buriall  of  the  Lady  Newton  (whofe  fon  is  a  no- 
torious cavileer)  and  juft  as  they  came  by  the  caftle  gate,  a  reake  of  hay  in  the  graft  was 
fet  on  fire,  which  made  fuch  a  fmother,  that  the  gate  of  the  caftle  could   not  bee  feen. 
Yefterday  major  Boteler  with  his  owne  and  captain  Robinfon's   troop  marcht  into  this 
towne,  and  fome  other  men  have  vifited  him,  and  alfoe  difcourfed.     I  fliewed  him  your 
letter,  and  brought  the  man  to  him  about  Mafl^ey.     I  intend  to  waite  upon  him  to  Henton 's 
to  examine  the  bufines  further.     Wee  fhall  be  as  vigilant  as  wee  can,  and  you'l  find  it  fea- 
fonable  to  put  this  place  in  a  condition  of  fecurity.     As  any  thing  occurs,  that  is  fit  for 
your  notice,  you  fliall  have  an  account.     Major  Boteler  defir'd  me  to  prefent  his  fervice  to 
you.    I  muft  needs  defire  your  excufe  for  this  in  much  haft,  from,  fir,

THIS  informant  faith,  that  after  the  mounting  of  the  guards  this  day,  William 
Fofter,  one  of  their  fellow  foldiers,  brought  to  this  informant  one  John  Hilton, 
and  told  the  informant,  that  the  faid  Hilton  defired  to  fpeak.  with  him  •,  to  whom  this  in- 
formant came,  and  the  faid  Hilton  defired  to  know  when  he  came  out  of  Ireland.  This  in- 
formant told  him  about  two  weeks  paft  :  and  farther  afked,  if  this  informant  knew  Tredagh 
or  Drogheda.

But  this  informant  told  him,  he  could  not 
fpeak  with  the  faid  major  general  Overton  without  the  lieutenant  of  the  Tower's  order  ; 
and  thereupon  entering  into  farther  difcourfe,  the  faid  John  Hilton  told  this  informant, 
he  could  give  entertainment  to  40  men  at  leaft  aboard  a  ftiip,  if  they  required  it.  And 
this  informant  defired  to  know  of  the  faid  John  Hilton  the  captain  of  the  fliip,  whereto  he 
anfwered,  after  he  had  fpoke  with  the  faid  captain,  he  would  give  this  informant  farther 
anfwer.     Whereupon  this  informant  apprehended  him,  and  farther  faith  not.

ANNE  Parry,   of  Rofemary  Lane  in  mr.  Clarke's  rents  in  Whitechapel,  faith,  that  in  Vo! 
or  about  the  month  of  Augufl:  1 654,  there  came   an  agent  from  Rome  to  London,  p.  223' 

whofe  name  is Darcy,  an  Irifhman,  and  brought  over  with  him  a  bull,  pardons,  and 

indulgencies,  with  other  relicks,  fome  whereof  his  mother  Ihewed  me  at  the  Spanifh 
houfe ;  whereupon  I  demanded,  from  whence  they  came.  Her  anfwer  was,  that  her  fon 
brought  them  over  from  Rome,  who  had  been  there  1 6  years,  and  was  then  come  over 
the  pope's  agent ;  but  being  doubtflil  of  being  fufpedted,  I  faid  no  more  to  her  at  that 
time,  but  enquired  of  one  of  the  priefts  at  the  Spanifh  houfe,  where  this.  mr.  Darcy  lay  : 
he  told  me  his  lodging  was  at  a  barber's  houfe  at  Temple  Bar,  where  I  defired  of  him,  that 
a  friend  of  mine  might  have  a  pardon.  He  told  me,  that  thofe  with  ....  were  gone, 
but  there  were  two  who  went  with  him  to  Rome,  and  came  back  into  France.  They  went 
to  the  Scotch  king  for  commiffions,  and  had,  as  he  affirmed,  more  pardons ;  fome  whereof 
were  his,  and  fome  their  own.  He  told  me,  that  he  expefted  their  landing  every  day,  and 
at  their  coming  I  fhould  have  what  pardons  I  pleafed.  I  farther  defired  of  him,  where 
my  friend  Ihould  enquire  for  him.  His  anfwer  was,  that  he  would  come  with  me,  when 
I  pleafed,  to  her ;  fo  for  want  of  affiftance  was  conflrained  to  let  the  matter  reft  till  this 
time,  that  I  had  a  fitter  opportunity  to  declare  the  fame  ;  whereof  there  is  but  one  witnefs, 
but  I  can  have  more,  if  occafion  ferve.    The  other  two  men  are  come  out  of  France,  and

Vol.  XXV.        f-p^  H  E  letter,  which  you  have  been  pleafed  to  write  to  me  of  the  6th  of  the  laft  month, 
P-  241.  Jl^     ^Qj.j^  ^^^  j^g  ^^j.  £j.Qj^  jj^g  fhore,  when  I  thought  to  have  been  landed   in  the  har- 

bour.    Good  God  !  what  patience  you  mull  have  ?  I  cannot  conceive  what  all  thofe  quar- 
rels and  far  fetcht  novelties  do  fignify,  being  nothing  effential  to  your  treaty.     I  cannot 
believe  that  the  proteftor  will  make  fo  flight  of  us,  and  that  he  will  fcorn  the  amity  of 
the  king  of  France  •,  fo  I  do  not  defpair  of  your  negotiation.     I  give   you   many  thanks 
for  the  communication  of  your  neWs.     1  do  not   wonder,  that  there  is  a  great  noife  at 
London  of  a  general  infurreftion,  fince  it  is  much  fpoken  of  here  ;  yet  moft  wife  men  do 
not  believe  the  defign  will  fucceed.     It  is  certain,  that  the  king  of  Scots  is  gone  from  Co- 
logne, and  that  he  has  already  landed  in  England.     There  are  feveral  places  where  they  re- 
port him  to  be  landed  ;  but  as  for  my  own  part,  I  do  not  believe  any  thing ;  and  if  I 
might  be  permitted  to  fay  any  thing  of  thofe  affairs  concerning  him,  I  do  prefume  to  fay, 
that  he  is  ill  advifed,  if  he  be  gone  ;  one  of  the  reafons,  which  might  make  me  to  judge, 
that  the  Spaniard  have  much  confidence  in  the  affiftance,  which  they  exped  from  the  lord 
proteftor  is,  that  they  do  not  go  about  here  to  prepare  for  the  next  campaign.     They  never 
took  lefs  thought  and  care  about  it.     Now  it  is  not  credible,  that  they  would  not  give  a 
better  order  about  it,  if  they  were  not  affured  of  fome  remarkable  afllfl:ance  from  other 
parts  ;  yet  this  reafoning  is  not  altogether  convincing,  for  they  may  have  fo  much  want  of 
money,  that  they  cannot  make  any  greater  preparations  ;  and  if  the   lord  proteftor  doth 
affift  them,  it  is  very  probable  he  will  fell  them  affiftance  fo  dear,  that  it  were  better  for 
them  to  demand  peace  of  France. 

The  king  of  Sweden  is  fallen  dangeroufly  ill  20  miles  from  Stockholm.  The  phyficians 
do  fear  the  fuccefs  of  the  difeafe.  In  thefe  parts  is  done  no  manner  of  thing,  neither  good 
nor  evil.  Eight  days  hence  the  affembly  of  Holland  is  to  meet,  and  then  we  fhall  have 
here  the  lord  Beverning,  who  is  flill  taken  up  with  his  amours  at  Amfterdam.  I  do  afTure 
you,  my  lord,  I  do  wifh  him  good  fuccefs,  and  that  I  do  fpeak  of  him  as  the  good  tef- 
timonies,  which  you  have  given  me  of  him,  do  oblige  me.

Sir, 

1  Humbly  crave  your  pardon,  in  ofFeringe  you  this  trouble,  prefumeinge  on  your  ingenuitie  V.  x.  p.  237, 
and  that  litle  acquaintance  I  have  with  you.  And  what  I  fhall  here  tranfcribe,  is  only 
to  give  you  a  profpefte  of  the  condition  and  temper  of  Briftoll,  fpecially  at  this  tyme  it 
lyeth  under  fo  many  accufations  touchinge  a  malignant  plot,  togather  with  many  tumults, 
broyles,  and  abufes  offered  to  godly  people,  through  the  privitie  or  negligence  of  the 
magiftrates,  with  other  mifdemeanours,  &c.  which  hath  juftly  caufed  his  highnes  to  fende 
downe  to  fee,  whether  it  be  accordinge  to  the  cry  thereof,  which  ,tlus  citty  takes  as 
a  fpeciall  favour  from  him,  as  alfo  for  fendinge  foe  worthy  a  gentleman,  foe  founde  in 
his  principles  to  religion,  and  of  fingular  integritie  and  impartialitie,  by  whome  the 
truth  of  all  may  be  made  knowne. 

Truly  fir,  I  doe  not  delight  in  ever  fcriblinge,  as  alfoe  knowing  my  diflance,  but  in  a 
modefl  way  to  informe  you  of  the  flate  of  thinges,  beinge  grieved  to  fee  'what  divifions  are 
amongfl  us,  and  alfoe  to  thinke  how  ever  and  anon  his  highnes  and  the  councell  are 
awakened  with  untrue  fuggeftions  from  difcontented  fpirits  to  provoke  them  to  refleft  with 
a  jealous  eye  upon  this  place. 

I  fhall  premife  this  to  your  honour,  that  the  people  here  are  of  the  fame  nature  and 
complexion  with  the  other  parts  of  the  nation,  where  are  good  and  bad ;  and  fuch  as  arc 
under  all  formes  of  religion. 

As  for  magiftrates,  I  fay,  for  thern,  as  for  a  greate  many  more  in  Englande,  it  weair  happe, 
if  all  places  had  fuch,  and  foe  qualified  as  the  fcriptures  require  -,  but  we  muft  waite  for  the 
greate  day  of  Jezreell  to  fee  that  and  other  thinges  reformed.  However  this  is  reall  truth, 
that  all  good  people  under  any  forme  of  religion  whatfoever  (quakers  excepted)  have  as 
much  freedome  and  quiet  without  difturbance  in  this  place,  as  in  any  place  in  England  ' 
befides.  And  as  to  the  magiftrates,  they  are  foe  carefull  in  the  government  of  the  place, 
that  wee  live  in  as  much  quiet,  good  order,  and  civillitie,  as  any  other  people,  and  are 
generally  in  as  much  confbrmitie  to  the  lawes  and  ordinances,  as  any  cittie  or  corporation 
whatever,   and  have  as  little  pubiique  diftempers  amongft  us. 

As  touchinge  any  plott  from  the  old  malignant  principle,  or  ferrnentinge  any  ugly  hu- 
mour tendinge  to  the  pubiique  mifchefe  by  any  perfons  in  this  place,  though  I  cannot  be 
fure  of  men's  hartes,  yet  I  am  confident  by  all  obfervations,  that  there  is  as  litle  procli- 
vitie  in  the  malignants  of  this  place  to  any  new  broyles  as  in  any  place  of  the  nation  ; 
neither  can  I  difcerne  any  fymtome  or  indication  of  any  plottinge  or  defigne.  For  the 
truth  is,  our  malignants,  and  newters,  and  all  forts  are  now  foe  fetled  againe  in  their  trade 
iince  the  aft  of  Oblivion^  and  by  reafon  of  peace  and  quiet  the  cittie  increafeth  in  tradCj 
that  foe  they  may  get  money  (which  is  moft  foveraigne  to  them)  and  be  in  quiet,  they 
will  be  far  from  any  new  plots. 

And  tmly,  fir,  his  highnes  may  be  confident,  here  are  many  godly  people,  that  doe  foe  ' 

love,  honour,  and  pray  for  him,  together  with  many  well-afFefted  people  (though  not  lifted 
amongft  the  quakers  profelites)  who  are  foe  radicated  in  the  good  old  principle  againft  ma- 
lignants, and  doe  foe  minde  the  peace  of  the  nation,  and  their  own  fecuritie,  as  to  life  and 
eftate,  whofe  eyes  and  ears  are  foe  intent  upon  the  evill  people,  that  if  they  faw  the  leafl 
tendencie  by  words,  gefture,  or  aftions  towards  any  villanie,  his  highnes  fhould  quickly 
heare  £if  us. 

And  whereas  it  was  informed,  the  plot  was  fuch,  as  the  garrifon-officer  durft  not  enter 
upon  the  difcovery  of  it  without  more  ftrength,  I  muft  needs  avouch  this  for  truth,  if 
he  had  acquainted  either  the  magiftrates  or  any  honeft  man  of  it,  he  might  have  had 
4  or  500  men  quickly  to  afift  him.  .      .     - 

The  cittie  hath  been  very  quiet  a  greate  while,  and  that  bufinefs  at  Worcefter  made  a 
good  experiment  of  the  temper  of  our  malignants,  who  weare  foe  far  from  plottinge, 
that  they  fh?wed  a  good  forwardnes  to  opofe  the  enemys ;  and  though  I  had  litle  caufCj 
as  any  heere,  to  fpeake  favourably  of  malignants,  yet  for  truth's  fake  I  fay  what  I  doe. 
,  I  fhali  acquaint  your  honour  of  two  cayfes  of  our  diftempers,  and  howe  they  began. 
Upon  the  late  elleftion  of  BurgefTes  here,  there  weare  two  perfons  whome  you  know 
Vol.  m.  X  X  that 
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A.  D.  1654.  that  flood  for  it;  but  having  receaved  a  canvas,  and  difapoynted  at  Whitehall  alfoe,  it  bred 
L^VNJ  an  extreame  feud  betwixt  them  and  the  magiftrates   themfelves  ;  which  coare  remayn- 
inge  in  their  hartes,  they  waite  occafions  to  blaft  the  cittie  by  all  poffible  meanes. 

The  other  caufe  is  the  comeinge  of  the  quakers,  who  with  their  franticke  doftrines  have 
made  fuch  an  impreflion  on  the  mindes  of  people  of  this  cittie  and  places  adjacent, 
that  it  is  wonderfull  to  imagin,  and  hath  alfoe  made  fuch  a  rent  in  all  focieties  and  relations, 
which,  with  the  publique  afront  offered  to  minifters  and  magiftrates,  hath  caufed  fuch 
a  devifion,  I  may  fay  a  mere  antipathy  amongft  the  people,  and  confequently  many  broyles 
and  affronts  -,  thefe  quakers  being  countenanced  by  the  officers  of  the  garrifons  and  fome 
other  difcontented  perfons,  who  are  latelie  led  afide  by  thefe  lunaticke  doftrines,  have  taken 
the  advantadge  to  reprefent  all  thefe  thinges  and  plotts,  and  the  ill  government  of  the  ma- 
geftrates,  which  is  untrue. 

Thefe  premifes  have  beene  travifed  by  the  honefl  major,  who  is  I  beleeve  fenfible  of  our 
condition.     I  humbly  pray  your  excufe  for  this  prolixitie. 

I  faw  your  letter  to  frends  here,  which  encouraged  me  to  trouble  you  with  thefe. 
I  fhall  be  fpareinge  hereafter ;  only  if  I  know  any  thing  of  publique  prejudice,  fhal  be 
bould  to  give  you  notice,  if  I  may  not  be  accompted  buffy.  Sir,  this  is  only  to  your 
owne  breaft,  with  many  thankes  for  flirtheringe  my  warrants.     I  remayne

Honored  Sir, 

SINCE  my  coming  home,  as  well  by  my  owne  obfervation  as  by  the  relation  of  many 
others,  I  have  fully  fatisfied  myfelfe,  that  major  Butler  hath  moft  impartially  proceeded 
here  in  the  examination  of  what  his  highnefs  referred  to  him.  Indeed  his  deportment  in  the 
management  of  this  bufinefs  hath  been  every  way  fuitable  to  the  carefter,  that  both  your- 
felfe  and  others  gave  of  him,  and  much  to  the  honour  of  his  highnefs.  I  fhall  not  trouble 
your  honour  with  the  relation  of  the  tranfadions  fince  the  forces  came  hither,  but  leave  the 
narrative  thereof  to  be  made  by  the  major  himfelfe,  which  doe  prefume  wil  be  by  this  poft  ; 
only  fhall  in  generall  thus  much  humbly  acquaynt  your  honour,  that  wee  hope  the  major  is 
fo  fully  informed  upon  his  ftridt  inquiry  of  the  peceablenes  and  conformity  of  the  citty  under 
his  highnes  government,  of  the  proteftion  and  encouradgment  of  godly  and  fober  Chriftiens 
of  all  formes  and  judgments,  of  the  falfity  and  frivoloufnefs  of  the  informations  and  com- 
pleynts  both  againft  magiftrates  and  people  of  this  place  (not  any  one  of  them  being 
proved)  that  the  reprefentation,  which  Ihal  be  made  by  him,  may  (by  God's  providence) 
prove  a  mercy  to  this  citty,  be  a  cleere  vindication  of  the  innocency  and  faithfulnefs  of 
tlie  magiftrates  and  inhabitants,  and  in  due  time  may  render  us  a  people  to  be  more  in- 
trufted  by  his  highnefs,  and  to  be  better  capable  for  receiving  fome  further  markes  of  his 
favor  in  reference  to  the  reftoration  of  our  lands  in  the  caftle  and  other  rights  of  the 
citty.  Tally,  fir,  I  looke  on  it  as  fomewhat  providentiall  to  myfelfe,  that  what  I  have 
often  afferted  on  the  behalfe  of  this  place,  doth  on  due  examination  apeare  to  be  altogether 
true.  If  his  highnefs  fhal  be  pleafed  to  fettle  the  militia  here,  fuch  perfons  may  be  in- 
trufted  as  will  be  moft  faythfull ;  or  if  to  continue  the  Wyall  fort,  yet  fhall  humbly  offer 
for  the  publick  intereft,  that  the  government  and  chardge  thereof  be  in  future  committed  to 
the  care  of  fuch  perfon  or  perfons,  which  may  hold  a  better  correfpondency  with  the  magif- 
trates, and  not  be  a  matter  of  fuch  divifions  amongft  us  here,  or  fhould  by  their  adions 
alienat  affeftion  from  prefent  power  or  countenancers  of  them.  This  with  my  humble 
thankes  for  all  favours,  I  take  leave,  and  fubfcribe

May  it  please  your  highness, 

I  Shall   now  prefent  your  highnefs  with  a  faithfiill  narrative  of  the  diftempers  of  this 
place,  having  very  fully  informed  myfelfe  both  of  the  caufe  and  continuance  of  them  from 
the  beft  hands  that  may  be.  As  foone  as  I  came  in  hither  on  tuefday  laft,  I  was  prefently  vifited. 

by 
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by  the  deputyes  of  the  caftle  and  fort,  with  mr.  Hollifter  and  captaine  Bifliopp,  who  pre-  A.  D.   1654. 
fently  begann  to  declare  their  fadd  greivances,  and  many  other  godJy  and  well-affefted  peo-  L/''V\J 
pie,  who  had  (they  faid)  fuffered  much  from    the  magiftrates  and  many  other  difaffefted 
people  of  this  place  ;  they  were  pleafed  to  fpend  2  houres  time  at  leaft,  heaping  one  com- 
playnt  upon  another  againfl:  them.     The  next  morning  they  were  with  me  againe,  going 
over  and  over  the  fame  things.     I  would  onely  give  them  a  patient  hearing,  which  indeed 
they  had ;  and  mr.  mayor  and  his  brethren  being  defired  to  fpeake  with  me,  I  went  to  them  ', 
from  whome  I  received  a  profeflion  of  their  innocency  as  to  all  that  had  beene  complayned 
of  againfl  them,  as  alfo  multiplied  complaynts  againfl;  the  firfl:  complaynants.     And  by  this 
tyme  I  perceived  how  impoflible  it  would  be  for  me  to  give  your  highnefs  an   impartial! 
account  of  matters  betwixt  them,  unlefs  I  could   get  both  partyes  together,  which  I  did 
endeavour  and  effedt  betweene  the  magiftrates  of  their  towne,  captain  Watfon  and  captain 
Beale  ;  (but  mr.  Hollifter  and  C.  Biflbopp  I  founde  indifpofed   to   the  motion,  who  tould 
me,  they  fent  not  to  your  highnefs  about  the  execution  of  theife  matters  ;  but  that  you 
would  be  pleafed  to  fend  fome  ftrength  hither  to  fecure  the  intereft  of  the  commonwealth, 
and  thought  it  not  expedient  to  go  with  the  two  captains)  who  when  they  came  together, 
begann  to  objed:  many  things  againft  one  another.     After  a  while,  to  prevent  confufion,  I 
entreated  the  captains  to  beginn  againe,  and  enumerate  theire  greivances  one   by  one  ;  . 
and   defired  the  other   party  to  anfwer  them  in  like   manner,  which  was  confented  to  ; 
and  fo  I  obteyned  a  diftinft  hearing  of  every  particuler  -,    and   truly,  my  lord,  I   muft 
fay,    that   of  thofe   many  things,  which  were  alleadged   againft  the  mayor  and  aldermen 
(which  I  beleive  were  more  then  had  been  complained  of  to  your   highnes)  not  one  of 
them  could  be  proved  againft  or  faftened  upon  them,  but  they  did  evidently  acquitt  them- 
felves  of  the  whole.     It  would  be  abfurdly  tedious  for  me  to  perticulerize  things  to   your 
highnefs  ;   nor  could   this  paper  conteyne  them  ;  but  captaine  Robinfon  will  e're  long  be 
in  London,  who  (with  fome  other  officers)  was  prefent  at  all  the  debates,  and  can,  if  your 
highnefs  command  it,  give  you  a  particular  and  exaft  account  of  all.     In  the  meane  tyme 
I  may  affure  your  highnefs,  that  with  fome  greife  and  fhame  on  the  behalfe   of  my  fellow 
officers   efpecially,  I  am   forced  to  let  you  know,  they  have  carryed  things  very  impru- 
dently, and  to  the  difhonour  of  relligion,  your  highnefs,  and  army  ;  and  I  muft  needs  fay, 
that  it  hath  beene  onely  the   goodnefs  of  God,    that  fuch  carriages    have  not  begotten 
more  then  animofityes  from  this  people.     As  for  C.  Bifhopp,   I  fhould  think  your  high- 
nefs knowes  him  well  enough  without  any  charafter  of  myne  ;  though  thus  much  I  could 
have  informed  concerninge  him,  before  I  came  hither,  that  whatever  he  may  complayne 
of  as  to  other  men's  difaff^edlions,  as  to  the  prefent  government,  there's  no  man  hath  ex- 
preft  more  againft  it  then  himfelfe  (as  in  other  places)  fo  efpecially  not  long  fince  at  Marl- 
burgh   in  mr.  Hughs  his  houfe,  where  his  lavifhe  tongue  was  by  an  honeft  inhabitant  of 
the  fame  towne  well  reproved.     And  trily,  my  lord,  I  did  in  my  chamber  here  tell  him 
pretty  roundly  of  it,   and  the  continuall  flutters  and  ftirrs  he   makes  up  and  downe,  now 
he  is  turned  halfe  a  quaker,  onely  to  have  a  party  to  make  a  litle  oppofition  with  to  the 
towne.     Poore  mr.  Hollifter  I  think  is  utterly  carryed  away  with  them,  and  fo  are  many 
others,  among  which  fome  honeft  people.     But  your  highnefs  would  wonder,  if  you  did  but 
perfeftly  know  their  carriages  heere,  that  any  fober  Chriftian  fhould  be  befooled  with  them, 
moft  of  them  being  filled  with  rage  and  rayling  againft  all  diflTenters  good  or  badd.     It  is 
moft  certeine,  the  difturbances  they  have  made  in  the  publique  places  here  have  caufed 
feverall  woomen  to  mifcarry,  and  brought  other  inconveniencyes  upon  others.  And  they 
ceafe  not  to  affront  the  magiftrates  and  minifters  both,  calling  them  names  not  to  be  named 
in  the  open  ftreets  fometymes,  rayling  againft  them  in  their  teachings,  (which  indeed  are  fcarce 
any  thing  els)  and  by  letters  ;  and   one  of  the   minifters  here  was   not  onely  much  mif- 
called,  but  pulled  and  pinched  by  one  of  them  as  he  went  up  and  downe  the  ftreets.   And 
how  greatly   muft  it    needs   refleft  (more  then  upon  themlelves)  that  C  Watfon  and  C. 
Beale  (not  to  name  the  other  two)  fhould  fo  much  and  fo  farr  countenance  and  abett  this  fort 
of  principle.     I  meane  not  (my  lord)  to  protedl  them  onely,  for  that  the  magiftrates  (be  as 
badd  as  they  will)  did  do,  whileft  they  were  peacible.     It's  no  fmall  greife  to  the  people  of 
God  up  and  downe  the  nation,  to  fee  flich  lightnefs  of  fpirit  ftill  here  and  there  among 
us.     One  would  thinke  all  the   wynds  of  God's  difpleafure,  that  have  beene  rayfed  againft 
us  one  tyme  after  another,  ftiould  have  blowne  away  our  chaffe  ere  now  ;  but  it  is  not  fo. 
But  I  ftiould  not  forgett  to  add,  to  confirme  your  highnefs  in  the  tmth  and  impartiallity  of 
the  reprefentation  I  have  made  to  your  highnefs  both  of  perfons  and  things  beforementioned, 
that  I  have  had  to  the  fame  effedt  an  account  from  the  moft  fober  men  both  of  the  towne 
and  out  of  it,  as  mr.  Knowles,  mr.  Evans,  mr.  Powell,  mr.  Blackwell,  major  Harper,  mr. 
Bramley,    and  feverall  others  -,    and  by  the  teftimoney   of  theife   it  doth   appeare   (and 
could  not  be  denyed  by  capt.  W.  C.  B.  &c.)  that  till  the  quakers  made  fuch  publique  dif- 
turbances, here  hath  beene  all  liberty  and  proteftion  given  to  men's  exercifings  privately  and 
publiquely  under  whatever  formes,  and  will  be   ftill,  and   as   great  teftimony   hath  been 
given  of  the  fubmiflion  and  obedience  of  this  citty  to  the  prefent  government,   though  it 

may 
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A.  D.  1654.  may  be,  'twill  be  faid  felf-love  is  the  ground  of  it.  Butgraunte  it  be  fo,  yet  obedience  is  not  to 
L/^W\J  be  rejefted  or  difcouraged  •,  and  if  the  principle  of  every  man's  obedience  were  knowne, 
'twould  take  of  from  the  fplendor  of  many  a  man's.  Thus,  my  lord,  I  have  troubled 
your  highnefs  both  with  a  breife  and  tedious  relation  of  what  hath  beene  4  or  5  dayes  labour 
to  me,  and  is  like  to  be  many  dayes  fenfure.  But  I  have  putt  on  this  peice  of  armour 
againft  it,  that  I  have  written  the  very  truth.  It  may  be  your  highnefs  will  expeft 
I  Ihould  fay  fomthing  concerninge  the  caftle  and  fort.  Truly  the  firft  thing  that  I 
Ihall  fay  is,  it  is  matter  of  wonder  to  me,  to  fee  how  both  of  them  and  all  that  are  in 
them  have  beene  expofed  to  moft  apparent  hazard  through  the  paucity  of  fouldiers  to  de- 
fend them.  Any  of  them  in  fuch  a  junfture  as  this  hath  beene  would  have  required  more 
then  the  number  that  both  had.  Now,  my  lord,  as  touching  the  fetling  a  garrifon 
here  for  the  futvire,  I  finde  my  poore  reafon  very  inclinable  to  it,  the  place  being  in  (many 
refpefts)  the  moft  confiderable  of  any  I  know  as  to  advantage  or  difadvantage.  The 
caftle  is  exceeding  ruinous,  and  in  my  judgment  (if  it  were  worth  any  thing)  not  fo  fitt  to 
be  kept  as  the  fort ;  and  truly  to  keepe  and  repaire  both  would  be  very  chargeable.     But 

'  I  am  thinking  againe,  that  perhapps  a  regiment  of  foote  to  be  quartered  here  may  be  as 
much  to  the  purpofe,   and  lefs  to  your  expence  ;  but  indeed,  my  lord,  I  know  myfelfe  un- 

•  worthy  to  advife  in  this  perticuler  more  then  that  whiles  you  do  keepe  the  caftle  and  fort, 
it's  neceflary  they  fhould  be  reinforced.  And  by  this  tyme  I  thinke  you  will  fcarce  have 
patience  to  reade  that  I  am,

1  have  examined   C.  Bilhopp's  intelligences  concerning  Mafley  his  being  lately  in  thefe 
parts  -,  but  they  can  make  out  no  probability  of  that  report. 

I  muft  likewife  acquaint  your  highnefs,  that  the  party  I  fent  to  Chepftowe  caftle,  are  return- 
ed without  John  Wyldman's  fervant,  having  efcaped  thence  the  very  next  morninge  after  he 
came  in.  Capt.  Nicholas  his  deputy  would  feeme  to  excufe  the  matter,  by  alledging,  that 
he  was  not  named  prifoner  [in  the  letter  my  lord  writt  to  him ;  the  reafon  whereof 
was,  becaufe  he  (citing  your  highnefs  order)  would  onely  mention  John  Wyldman,  as  it  did. 
But,  my  lord,  there  is  a  fufficient  proofe,  that  the  corporal],  as  he  was  bid,  tould  the  de- 
puty of  the  caftle,  that  he  was  equally  guilty  with  his  mafter  •,  and  that  he  was  to  fecure 
him,  and  keep  him  from  any  fpeech  with  his  mafter ;  and  the  officer  I  now  fent  for  him 
faies,  the  enfigne  did  acknowledge  as  much  to  him.  I  fent  away  a  party  with  the  fame 
officer  that  apprehended  him  before,  to  fee  if  he  might  light  on  him  at  the  fame  place 
againe  ;  but  leaft  he  mifs,  if  your  highnefs  fend  to  his  father's  houfe,  an  apothecary,  livinge 
next  doore  to  the  King's  Head  in  Black-Fryers,  he  may  be  had  there  very  probably.

Honourable  sir, 

I  HAVE  given  his  highnefs  fo  tedious  an  account  of  fuch  things  he  commanded  me 
here,  that  I  had  not  roome  nor  confidence  to  fay  more  to  him  at  this  tyme.  But  I  would 
humbly  begg  the  favour  of  you  to  know  and  fignify  his  pleafure  concerning  the  recruiting  our 
troopes  to  an  hundred  -,  that  if  he  continue  of  that  mynde,  we  may  be  endeavouring  fome- 
thing  in  it.  I  confefs  I  have  done  nothing  yet,  for  that  I  was  a  ftranger  in  theife  parts, 
and  could  not  get  fuch  men  as  I  might  elfewhere ;  and  yet  I  would  be  loath  to  call  any 
poore  men  from  their  callings  and  familyes,  unlefs  there  were  moft  abfolute  neceffity,  and 
I  might  aflure  them  pay.  And  rather  then  fill  up  our  troopes  with  fuch  as  we  know  not  to 
be  honeft  confiding  men,  fome  of  us  had  rather  adventure  our  lives  with  thofe  we  have  already. 
I  Ihall  be  at  Marlbrough  'thurfday  night  with  theife  two  troopes  againe.  You  may  pleafe 
to  direct  your  commands  thither.  I  hope  I  fhall  leave  this  towne  in  a  peacible  ftate. 
Indeed,  fir,  let  them  be  as  badd  as  fome  would  make  them,  yet  fure  I  am,  they  have  had 
farr  moft  caufe  to  complayne  •,  and  I  thinke  it  very  equall  his  highnefs  fhould  let  thenT, 
know  he  beleives  not  of  them  as  they  have  beene  reprefented.  I  befeech  you,  fir,  prefent 
my  humble  fervice  to  fir  G.  Pickering.  I  would  have  done  it  by  letter,  but  have  made 
the  poft  ftay  too  long.    I  am.

Right   honorable, 

HErewith  is  a  duplicate  of  my  laft  to  your  honour,  written  from  Vologda,   which  was  A.  D.   1654. 
fent  from  hence  to  Riga  about  fix  weeks  paft,  and  went  under  cover  to  the  Ruffia   Ly^/^^J 
company. 

Thefe  will  give  your  honour  advertifement,  that  from  the  feaventh  of  November,  that  I 
came  to  Vologda,  unto  the  fixth  of  January  the  vayvode  of  that  citty  had  not  the  leaft 
notice  of  the  fafe  dehvery  of  any  of  the  feveral  letters  he  had  fignified  me  to  have  fent  the 
emperor,  by  expreffes  and  other  conveyances,  in  them  giving  his  majefty  to  underftand 
the  tyme  of  my  arrival  to  that  cittye.  Nor  was  I  certaine,  when  I  fhould  have  his  order 
to  come  forward,  I  therefore  refolved  to  fend  a  gentleman  exprefsly  to  his  majefty  with 
my  letter;  but  the  governor  of  Vologda  would  not  condefcend  thereunto,  norlettme  have 
potte  for  him.  Soe  being  putt  from  that  my  intention,  I  fent  an  expreffe  to  an  Englifh 
merchant,  John  Flebden,  that  dwells  in  this  citty's  new  fuburbs  (the  place  where  all 
ftrangers  live)  with  my  letter  to  him,  as  alfo  myne  for  the  emperor,  to  be  delivered  to 
the  high  chancellor  of  the  poffefco  office  (the  place  where  ambaffadors,  foreign  minifters 
and  ftrangers  make  their  addreffes  ',)  but  Hebden  being  fo  much  engaged  in  his  majeftie^s 
fervice,  durft  not  doe  it  for  jealoufie  thefe  minifters  might  have  of  him  of  intelligence 
with  me  -,  fo  returned  me  my  letter  by  my  expreffe.  Upon  his  retorne  to  Vologda,  I  fent 
a  gentleman  from  the  preftave  (t-he  man  that  had  me  in  conduftion  from  Archangell  to 
that  governor)  to  tell  him,  that  I  thought  much  of  my  longe  ftaye  there,  and  to  defire 
him  to  take  it  into  confideration ;  wJiereupon  he  fent  for  the  chancellor  of  that  imperial 
office,  and  taking  councill  of  him  refolved  to  lett  my  preftave  follow  tHe  order  "he  had 
from  the  governor  of  Archangell,  which  was  to  bringe  me  to  the  village  Mutiffiia,  fiveteen 
verze  from  hence  ;  and  then  came  to  the  poflefco  office,  there  to  deliver  his  letter  to  the 
high  chancellor,  and  to  receive  his  orders  how  further  to  proceed  with  me  ;  fo  that  fatur- 
day  6th  of  January  I  departed  Vologda,  and  arrived  at  Mutifhia  mundaye  morning  5th 
courrant:  from  whence  my  preftave  came  hether,  and  returned  back  the  morning  following, 
with  order  from  the  chancellor  to  bring  me  heather,  that  an  houfe  ftiould  be  provided  for 
me,  but  defired  to  be  excufed,  that  I  could  not  be  received  in  the  fame  manner  as 
minifters  of  kings  and  great  princes,  in  the  quality  I  ame  fent  from  his  hignefle,  lord 
protedlor,  to  the  emperor  (the  cuftomc  is  to  be  received  about  a  myle  out  of  the  citty)  who 
was  expedted  there  that  daye  (which  was  true)  and  that  all  officers  and  people  of  the 
citty  were  ordered  to  goe  forth  of  it  for  his  majeftie's  reception  ;  but  by  reafon  of  feveral 
ftations  that  he  made  at  places  of  devotion,  he  came  not  into  the  citty  till  the  loth. 
The  emperor,  the  young  prince,  daughters,  and  the  emperor's  fifter,  came  in  the  day 
before.  His  majeftie's  entry  was  noe  great  matter  for  pompe.  There  went  forth  to 
this  incounter  about  8000  cittizens,  (there  is  yet  a  very  fmall  number  of  people  of  that 
great  multitude  there  was  before  the  contagion)  fome  500  ftrangers,  officers,  and  others 
of  the  army.  The  Hollanders  and  Hambourgers  merchants  went  alfoe  forth  in 
this  incounter,  and  prefented  his  majeftie  with  a  filver  gilt  cupp,  with  500  dockats  in 
it;  and  they  all  kifled  his  hand  at  the  entry  of  the  gate,  where  the  emperor  came  in. 
There  mett  him  the  Patriarch  and  all  the  clergy ;  from  whence  his  majefty  came  bare- 
headed, and  all  the  clergy,  except  the  patriarch  (who  wore  his  crowne  or  miter)  until!  they 
came  to  their  chief  church  (having  made  fome  litde  ftay  at  feveral  places  of  devotion  by 
the  waye)  and  from  thence  was  condufted  to  his  pallace. 

From  the  6th  currant,  that  I  arrived  here,  I  ftayed  till  the  15th,  untill  I  was  fent 
for  by  the  emperor ;  and  then  was  to  go  to  his  majefty  in  all  haft,  not  having  given 
me  an  hower's  warning,  to  make  me  ready ;  -but  then  came  a  contradiftion  and  order 
to  ftay  till  the  next  morning.  The  faid  15th  in  the  afternoone,  the  above-named  Hebden 
came  to  me,  and  told  me,  that  he  was  appointed  by  the  emperor  to  be  interpreter  betwixt 
his  majefty  and  me.  Whereupon  1  communicated  to  him  the  fpeech  I  intended  to 
make  to  the  emperor,  that  Hebden  might  be  the  readier  to  interpret  it,  who  then  de- 
parted from  me,  went  and  certified  what  he  had  feene  to  the  chancellor,  who  that  even- 
ing fent  Hebden  to  me  with  a  long  lift  of  titles  the  emperor  hath  afllimed  to  himfelfe ; 
and  to  defire  me,  that  I  would  give  them  to  his  majeftie  in  my  fpeech,  to  which  I  anfwered, 
that  the  tyme  was  foe  fhort  before  my  audience,  that  it  was  impoffible  for  me  to  retayne 
them  in  my  memory.  Moreover  that  I  could  not  alter  thofe,  that  were  on  his  highnefs's 
letter  to  his  majeftie ;  but  when  his  highnefTe  fhould  be  informed  of  them,  without  alf 
queftion,  when  another  occafion  fhould  prefent  to  write  to  his  majefty,  they  would  be 
given  him  ;  and  on  thefe  termes  we  remayned  till  the  next  morning,  when  the  gentleman 
of  the  emperor's  horfe,  that  waits  on  ,me  (who  in  this  office  is  called  a  preftave)  came 
with  an  high  iledd  of  the  emperor's  for  my  felfe,  and  two  of  his  horfes  for  two  of  my 
gentlemen  to  ryde  on,  other  two  ftood  in  the  fore  parte  of  my  fled,  (he  that  ftood  on 
Vol.  III.  y  y  -  th? 
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A.  D.  1654.  the  right  hand  carried  his  highneffe  lord  proteftor's  letter  aloft  open,  holding  it  in  a 
L/^^r\J  peice  of  crimfon  tafFata)  myfelf  and  the  preflave  (he  on  my  right  hand)  in  the  body  of 
the  fled,  and  two  of  my  fervants  in  livery  behind.  Before  I  departed  the  houfe  where 
I  am  lodged,  the  preftave  told  me,  he  had  order  from  the  chancellor  to  tell  me,  that 
it  was  not  the  cuftome  for  ambaffadors  or  other  publique  minifters  of  foreign  princes 
to  go  to  his  majefty  with  fwords  -,  that  I  Ihould  leave  it ;  but  that  I  might  weare  my 
belt  -,  but  rather  than  goe  with  my  belt  alone,  I  thought  beft  to  leave  it  with  my  fword. 
My  gentleman  and  fervants  wore  theirs  untill  we  came  to  the  poffefco  office,  where  they 
left  them,  until  we  returned  from  the  emperor. 

In  my  going  to  the  emperor,  there  went  firft  two  of  his  majeftie's  foldiers  a  horfbackej 
then  my  two  gentlemen  in  like  manner  ;  and  then  our  fled.  When  we  came  to  the  gate 
of  the  caftle  (which  is  about  a  mile  in  circuit)  there  flood  from  thence  to  the  palace- 
gate,  on  both  fydes,  36  companys  of  mufqueteers  with  their  collours,  fome  of  them  in 
red,  others  in  green,  blew,  and  white  coates.  When  we  came  to  the  poffefco  office, 
we  quitted  our  fled  and  horfes  (the  office  is  fome  40  paces  fliort  of  the  pallace  gate)  and. 
went  in  there  ;  and  whilft  I  was  there,  Hebden  came  to  me  from  the  chancellor,  and  told 
me,  that  his  majefty  was  contented  I  fhould  omitt  the  giving  of  all  his  titles,  and  only 
fay,  as  prefently  fliall  follow ;  defiring  that  brevity  of  fpeech,  becaufe  that  his  majefty 
was  to  give  audience  to  the  Swedes  commiflTary  (foe  he  tearmed  that  minifter  that 
Crowne  hath  here  ;)  and  having  ftayed  in  that  office  above  haulf  an  hower  came  in  order  to 
goe  to  the  emperor.  We  departed  from  thence  afoote,  and  being  brought  by  my  preftave 
into  the  hall,  where  the  emperor  was,  I  tooke  his  highnefTe's  letter,  that  before  one  of  my 
gentlemen  carried  before  me.  His  majefty  fatt  upon  a  throne  made  firme  againft  the  wall, 
in  form  of  a  niche,  three  fteps  elevated  from  the  floore,  and  plact  more  than  haulf  way 
off  the. middle  of  the  roome  from  the  doore.  The  throne  is  fayed  to  be  of  filver  gilt 
with  gold,  handfomely  wrought  and  adorned  with  pretious  ftones.  His  majefty  was  in  a 
veft  of  cloth  of  gold  with  long  hanging  fleeves,  and  lyned  with  fables.  His  capp  of  pur- 
ple velvet  lyned  with  fables,  and  imbroidered  with  pearle  ;  and  in  his  left  hand  a  ftaffe 
about  a  yard  and  half  long,  and  a  finger's  bignefs,  befett  with  pretious  ftones  •,  and  on  the 
topp  of  it  a  crofTe.  On  his  right  hand  ftood  his  brother-in-law,  Burris  Juaneuich  Mou- 
rofene,  and  on  the  left  Elia  Danetowich  his  father-in-law,  both  of  them  bare  headed,  and 
in  red  vefts.  At  the  lower  end  of  the  room  fat  twelve  or  fourteen  noblemen,  counfellors 
of  ftate,  in  vefts  of  cloth  of  gold  and  capps  of  blacke  foxes  fkins  all  alike.  The  chan- 
cellor on  the  right  hand  of  the  emperor  went  to  and  from  his  majefty  to  me,  and  fome 
twenty  or  more  gentlemen  were  behynd  me  with  theire  capps  on. 

When  I  came  juft  before  the  emperor,  and  had  done  my  laft  reverence,  I  was  bid  by 
the  chancelor  and  Hebden  to  fpeake,  when  I  fayd  the  infuing  words  prefifly  :  great  mo- 
narch !  His  highnelTe  Oliver  lord  prote6lor  of  the  high  and  moft  potent  commonwealth 
of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  and  the  dominions  therunto  belonging  hath  fent  hither 
by  me  William  Prideaux  his  meffenger  to  your  imperial  majefty,  great  lord,  emperor,  and 
great  duke  Alexfea  Michaylowich  of  the  greater  and  lefTer  Ruffia  (foe  he  will  have  and 
not  of  all  Ruffia)  felfe-upholder,  and  of  many  other  dominions  lord  and  monarch,  to 
whom  his  highnefTe  fendeth  greeting.  That  being  fpoken  in  Ruffe  by  Hebden,  I  fub- 
joyned,  that  I  would  not  tediate  his  majefty  with  flirther  difcourfe,  but  for  what  then  I 
had  elfe  to  fay,  I  remitted  it  to  his  majefty  in  that  paper  (which  was  what  was  in  the  paper 
here  inclofed)  that  being  referred  to  the  emperor  I  was  bid  deliver  it  to  the  chancellor,  as 
I  did.  Then  the  emperor  fpoke  to  the  chancellor,  and  he  to  me  by  Hebden,  to  deliver 
his  highneffe's  letter  to  his  majefly,  which  I  did  into  his  owne  hands,  and  he  remitted  it 
unto  the  chancellor.  Having  delivered  the  letter,  I  returned  backe  to  the  place,  where  I 
fpoke.  Then  the  emperor  fpoke  to  the  chancellor,  ,  and  he  to  me  by  Hebden,  that  for 
fuch  matters  as  his  highneffe's  letter  contayns,  and  for  fuch  bufinefs  as  I  have  to  treat  of^ 
his  majefty  would  appoint  commiffioners  to  heare  me,  and  to  all  make  anfwer.  Then  the 
emperor  afk'd  (as  I  was  told  by  Hebden)  of  the  good  health  of  the  proteftor,  ufing 
this  word  in  Rufs,  howe  is  the  good  health  of  Oliver  Utaditela  (that  is  fok  commander  or 
fole  direftor.)  I  having  anfwcred,  that  his  highnefTe  was  in  perfedt  health  at  my  depar- 
ture from  England,  and  had  not  heard  to  the  contrary  fince,  then  the  emperor  by  the 
chancellor  afked  of  my  good  health  •,  and  having  anfwered  to  that,  his  majefty  fpoke  to 
him  againe,  and  hee  to  Hebden,  to  tell  me,  that  the  emperor  did  grace  me  to  kiflfe  his 
hand  ;  which  when  I  had  done,  I  retorned  to  my  ftation.  He  fpoke  again  to  the  chan- 
cellor, and  he  to  Hebden,  that  his  majefty  did  alfo  grace  my  fower  gentlemen  to  kifTe  his 
hand  ;  which  when  they  had  done,  his  majefty  fpoke  agayne  to  the  chancellor,  and  he  to 
me  by  Hebden,  that  his  majefty  would  grace  me  with  his  diner,  with  which  I  was  dif- 
miffed,   and  returned  to  my  lodging,  as  I  went  to  the  emperor. 

Prefently  after  I  came  from  the  emperor  the  Swed's  commifTary  went  to  his  aiudience,  to 
deliver  him  letters  he  had  from  the  king  his  matter. 

I  In 
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In  the  houfe  where  I  ame,  that  the  emperor  hath  afTigned  me,  and  makes  a  handfome  A.  D.  iS^f; 
fhowe  to  the  ftreete,  and  would  with  a  little  expence  bee   made   commodious,    there  is  not  U^VNal 
a  locke  to  a  door,  nor  ftoole,  nor  forme  to  fitt  on,  nor  any  thinge   more  than   the  bare 
walls,  but  what  I  have   bought  and   borrowed.     The   emperor's   allowance   of  meat  and 
drinke  (wyne  I  have  none,  as  formerly  hath  been  the  cuftome  to  give)  that  I  have  is  fuffi- 
cient  for  me  and  people.     They  are  fcarce  in  allowance  of  wood,  which   I  fupply  myfelfe 

what  wants. 

The  emperor  three  days  paft  went  to  a  monaftry  60  verze  off,  and  'tis  fayd  will  returne 
heather  this  daye.  'Til  his  majefty  come  backe,  or  rather  till  towards  the  end  of  the  next 
week,  I  fhall  not  doe  any  thinge  in  affayres,  by  reafon  that  this  is  a  weeke  of  debauched- 
nefle,  that  all  qualities  and  conditions  of  people  wil  be  drunke  ;  and  till  haulf  the  next 
they  will  fcarce  come  to  their  fences  again,  and  then  they  will  be  all  in  fading  and  praying. 

There  hath  bine  of  late  a  faftion  betwixt  the  emperor's  people  and  the  Poles.  Thefe  by 
night  fett  on  a  quarter  of  their  enemys,  and  putting  them  in  confufion,  they  took  their 
own  people  for  Ruffes,  which  caufed  much  mortality  amongft  themfelves.  The  day  ap- 
pearing the  Poles  continued  the  fight,  which  lafted  two  days,  and  had  the  better  of  the 
Ruffes,  taking  from  them  fome  fmall  peices  of  cannon,  which  they  had,  and  killed  about 
4000  of  their  men  ;  of  which  two  Scotch  colonels,  and  other  officers,  ftrangers.  'Tis 
credibly  beleived,  the  emperor  will  have  a  hard  talke  of  it  this  yeare  ;  for  that  we  under- 
lland  the  king  of  Poland  and  Reginel  will  be  very  flrong.  It  is  thought  that  the  Crim 
Tartar  will  affift;  the  Pole  with  60000  Tartars.  His  mafter  intends  to  goe  into  the  field 
very  fpeedily.  The  cheefe  officers  ftrangers  that  are  there,  have  orders  to  depart  within 
ten  dayes. 

The  Swead's  commiffarys  hath  not  vifited  me,  neither  do  I  know  whether  he  intends  it. 

This  is  what  I  have  for  the  prefent  to  informe  your  honours  of  •,  fo  I  humbly  leavC:*

FOR  the  many  and  grave  abufes  perpetrated  in  England  in  the  laft  king's  reign,  without  ygj   j,^;j;^ 
hope  of  redrcfs,  fo  that  for  remedy  and  prevention  of  farther  damage  for  the  publick  p.  137. 
weal,  the  great  council  of  the  land  hath  changed  the  government  of  ftate,  elefted  and 
eftablifhed  the  moft  excellent  and  moft  prudent  prince,  his  highnefs  Oliver  as  lord  proteftor 
of  the  high  and  moft  potent  commonwealth  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  and   the 
dominions  thereunto  belonging,  who  vv'ith  intire  affeftion  fendeth  greeting  to  your  impe- 
rial majefty  Alexfea  Michaylowich,  moft   high  and  right  noble  prince,  by  the   mercy  of 
God  great  lord  and  emperor,   and  great  duke  of  all  Ruffia,  fole  commander  of  Volodimer, 
Mofco,  and  Novogrod,  emperor  of  Cazan,  emperor  of  Aftracan,  and  emperor  of  Siberia, 
lord   of  Volfkly,  great  duke  of   Tuerflcy,  Ughorlky,  Perinfky,  Vatlky,  Bolgarlky,  and 
others,  alfo  lord  and  great  duke  of  Novogrod,  in  the  lower  countries  of  Rezanfky,  Polatlky^ 
and  Keftonelky,  Peoroftavefky,  Beolefaflcy,    Uderfl<:y,    Obderfky,   Condinfky,  and    of  all      ^     .'; 
the   northern  principalities  lord  and  commander,  alfo  lord  of  the  countries  of  Caberdinflcy,

His  faid  highnefs  having  eftabliftied,  m  our  commonwealth,  a  perfeft  and  folid  go- 
vernment, with  tranquillity,  to  his  own  fatisfadtion,  and  to  the  unanimous  content  of 
all  degrees  and  conditions  of  perfons  in  it,  compofed  thofe  differences,  that  were  betwixt 
It  and  the  lords  ftates  general  of  the  united  provinces  of  the  Netherlands,  renewed  alliance 
with  the  crown  of  Sweden,  and  the  kings  of  France  and  Spain,  with  many  other  princes^ 
,  potentates,  and  republicks  of  Chriftendom,  that  by  their  embaffddors,  agents  and  minifters 
have  fent  to  congratulate  his  highnefs  for  his  affumption  in  his  pre-eminent  dignity  to 
procure  his  amity  and  friendfhip,  and  fome  of  them  his  protedlion,  hath  in  the  midft  of 
thofe  affairs  been  mindful  of  your  imperial  majefty,  for  the  great  good  will  born  to 
your  imperial  perfon,  and  for  the  ancient  good  intelligence  and  Gorrefpondency  paft  be- 
twixt your  majefty's  renowned  predeceffors,  of  famous  memory,  your  imperial  ielf,  and 
our  nation,  infomuch,  that  by  virtue  of  theirs  and  your  majefty's  gracious  pf  ivileges  to  a 
particular  company  of  our  merchants,  a  continued  commerce  hath  been  by  them  exercifed 
in  your  imperial  dominions,  till  of  late  years  thofe  privileges  have  been  taken  from 
them.

WH  O  faith,  that  he  being  in  the  company  of  John  Stradling,  of  Chedfey  in  the 
county  of  Somerfet,  on  tuefday  laft,  at  Bridgwater,  and  afterwards  upon  thurfday, 
at  an  alehoufe  in  the  parifli  of  Chedfey  aforefaid  ;  the  faid  Stradling  told  him,  that  there 
had  been  very  lately  a  plot  on  foot  againft  the  prefent  government ;  that  there  fhould 
have  been  a  general  rifing  over  England,  Scotland,  and  Wales  ;  and  that  the  lord  pro- 
teftor's  perfon  and  the  city  of  London  fhould  have  been  feized  upon  on  tuefday  laft  was 
fevennight,  being  the  13th  of  this  inftant  February  -,  and  he  and  col.  Slingfby,  not 
long  fince  prifoner  in  Exeter,  Hugh  Smith,  of  Long  Afhton,  efq-,  one  col.  Middleton, 
and  fome  of  the  Thiftlethwaits,  and  divers  others,  were,  in  order  to  the  execution  of 
the  faid  plot,  met  together  at  Salifbury,  upon  monday  the  12th  inftant.  But  a  poft-  came 
into  Salifbury  that  afternoon,  giving  them  notice,  that  the  plot  was  difcovered  •,  and  the 
word  was  given,  every  man  fhift  for  himfelf ;  whereupon  they  prefently  difperfed  to  their 
feveral  houfes,  and  he  returned  to  col.  Piggot's  houfe,  at  Long  Afhton  aforefaid,  near 
Briftol,  where  he  was  furnifhed  with  a  good  horfe,  as  he  went  to  Salifbury,  and  left  his 
own  ;  and  at  his  return  he  left  the  borrowed  horfe  there  again,  and  kift  the  lady's  hands 
(meaning  mrs.  Piggot)  and  took  his  own  horfe,  and  returned  prefently  to  his  own  houfe 
at  Chedfey,  whither  he  came  about  2  or  3  a  clock  the  next  morning.  And  he  farther  faid 
to  the  informant,  that  if  things  had  gone  well.  Jack  (meaning  himfelf )  had  been  a  man, 
and  his  old  fpot  or  ftain  caft  upon  him  by  the  cavalier  party,  for  ferving  as  lieutenant 
under  general  Blake,  would  have  been  wiped  off.  And  farther  the  faid  Stradling  faid,  that 
he  had  a  letter,  which  he  received  in  relation  to  the  faid  defign  (which  he  pretended  to 
his  wife  was  from  his  mother  in  V/ales,  for  him  to  go  to  her)  but  he  was  to  burn  it, 
as  foon  as  he  had  read  it  •,  which  he  faid  he  did,  but  would  not  difcover  any  farther, 
being,  as  he  faid,  bound  to  the  contrary  by  an  oath  of  fecrefy.     Attefted  by

Major  Boteler  to  the  proteSior. 

May  it   please  your  highnes, 

WITHIN  2  howres  after  the  writing  of  my  laft  to  your  highnefTe,  one  mr.  Gyll  a 
merchant  in  this  towne  coming  from  Bridgwater,  immediately  came  to  m.y  lodg- 
ings, offering  me  this  information,  which  I  tooke  from  him,  and  he  afterwards  fubfcribed, 
and  will  be  ready  upon  oath  to  make  good,  when  he  fhall  be  thereunto  required.  The 
originall  I  have  by  me,  and  have  prefented  your  highnefs  with  a  true  coppy.  I  have  fent 
a  party  to  apprehend  Stradling,  who  will  be  brought  to  me  to  Marlbrough,  whether  I  am 
going  to  morrow.  I  fent  to  Long  Afhton  to  have  apprehended  collonel  Piggott  and  Hugh 
Smyth,  his  fonn-in-lawe.  Piggott  I  have  taken  and  comitted  him  to  C.  Watfon's  cuftody, 
where  he  will  be  fafe  till  he  fhall  be  demanded  by  your  highnefs's  order.  Smyth  is  in 
London,  his  lodging  is  at  the  figne  of  the  Gunn  in  the  Strand  neere  the  Savoy.  If  you 
mifshim  there,  col.  Cooke  can  give  information  of  him,  he  being  fuiter  to  a  lady  of  his 
acquaintance.  I  hope  collonel  Slingfby  is  apprehended  by  this  tyme  alfo.  But  I  heare . 
even  now  he  is"  gott  up  to  London,  which  is  and  hath  been  the  very  nurfery  of  fuch  wilde 
creatures.  The  Thiflethwaytes  I  underftand  live  in  Wilts.  I  fhall  know  where,  when  I 
come  to  Marlbrough,  and  endeavour  their  apprehenfion  fpeedily.  I  fhall  fend  Stradling  up 
to  Whitehall :  he  is  a  poore,  but  moft  defperate  gentleman.  Mr.  Gyll  the  informant 
thinks  for  a  fmall  reward  and  promife  of  pardon  he  will  make  a  notable  difcovery,  (and 
certainly  he  can  do  it  to  purpofe.)  I  am  perfuaded  the  Lord  will  bring  more  of  theife 
youths  to  our  knowledge.  I  fhall  not  be  wanting  in  any  thing  I  may  contribute  tov/ards 
it  ;  nor  I  truft  your  highnefs  will  not  be  over  pitifull  towards  fuch  as  fhall  bee  proved  guil- 
ty. I  fhall  add  nothing  to  ^the  account  I  prefented  by  the  laft  poft  of  the  affayres 
of  this  place,  nor  diminifh  from  it,  it  being  what  I  fhall  owne  and  make  evident.  And 
though  the  loade  lyes  moft  upon  my  brethren  and  fellow  officers,  yet  I  have  not  layde  it 
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upon  them  without  caufe  ;  nor  fo  much  in  fomething  as  I  might  have  done  by  fait  *,  but  I  A.  D.  1654; 
hope  they  are  a  litle  afhamed  of  their  unhandfome  carriages.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  C/'"^^%J 
have  promifed  all  tendernefs  towards  good  people  under  whatever  forme,  and  (though  they 
are  moft  of  them  carnall  themfelves)  yet  I  beleive  they  have  exercifed  that  lenity  towards 
all  formes  here,  as  I  muft  profefs  to  your  highnefs,  I  thinke  nere  a  citty  nor  corporation 
in  England  would  have  done  the  like.  And  truly,  my  lord,  both  in  that  regard,  as  alfo 
(if  I  be  not  altogether  mifinformed)  in  refpe6t  of  their  readines  to  owne  your  government 
(as  in  many  thinges  hath  been  inftanc't  to  me  from  moft  impartiall  hands)  they  deferve  your 
highnefs  encowragement,  though  it  fhould  be,  as  is  often  alleadged,  for  their  owne  fafetie, 
that  they  manifeft  this  complyance.  But  I  fhould  tell  your  highnefs,  that  I  do  obferve 
here  very  great  fewdes  twixt  the  towne,  C.  Watfon,  and  C.;Beale,  and  they  have  had  too 
much  rooting  on  both  fides.  I  wifhe  I  had  fkill  enough  to  pluck  them  up  ;  but  in  truth  I 
have  not,  nor  noe  man  els.  Mr.  Hollifter  and  G.  B.  ftaid  at  the  farne  diftance  with  the 
citty  alfo  -,  and  how  old  their  unkindnefTes  be,  I  know  not,  but  at  the  laft  eleftion  they  re- 
ceived no  fmall  confirmation,  and  ftill  more  by  their  fiding  with  this  generation  of  giddie 
heades,  which  I  wifhed  G.  B.  hath  not  done  meerly  to  make  a  party  againft  the  citty  ;  for  I  • 
do  not  thinke  he  is  much  pleafed  with  their  notions.  Two  things  (in  cafe  your  highnefs 
refolve  to  keepe  a  garrifon  here)  feeme  very  neceflary  ',  one  that  you  reinforce  your  garri- 
fon,  the  other  that  you  give  theife  captains  fome  other  ymployment,  it  being  impofTible  to 
gett  a  good  underftanding  'twixt  them  and  the  towne.  I  am  forry  to  fpeake  it,  but  you 
will  finde  it  fo. 

I  hope  the  next  ymployment  your  highnefs  putts  me  upon,  will  be  a  more  thankfull  one, 
then  this  is  like  to  prove  unto,

ON  fryday  laft  I  went  with  a  party  of  horfe  to  Henton,  wher  haveing  fecured  Ed-  Vol.  xxiS. 
ward  Lockfton  and  John  Dimmock  the  inn-keeper,  the  officer  that  commanded  P-  *93- 
the  party  and  myfelfe  examined  them  both.  Lockfton  confefTed,  that  about  3  weekes  fince 
aftrainger  came  into  the  inn  at  evening,  wher  hee  and  others  were  fitting  by  the  fire  ;  that 
when  they  would  have  rifen,  hee  would  not  permit  them,  but  fate  and  drank  with  them :  that 
in  difcourfe  hee  afked,  wher  was  Waller,  and  what  was  become  of  MafTey  :  that  thereupon 
hee  the  faid  Lockfton  and  John  Dimmock  whifpered  together,  that  hee  was  the  man,  Dim- 
roocke  fayd  he  was  too  young.

letter  from  the  lord  protedor  hee  would  goe  to  London,  which  the  honeft  man  before  major 
Boteler,  myfelfe,  and  half  a  dozen  more  related  from  his  mouth ;  but  confeffed,  that  hee  fayd 
hee  had  been  10  dayes  in  Briftoll,  and  came  thither  from  Ireland.     Dimmock  fayd  at  firft, 
hee  would  fay  nothing  till  hee  came  to  Whitehall  ;  but  afterwards  confefl  to  us,  that  in  the 
entry  hee  acknowledged   himfelfe  to   him,  that   his  name   was   Maffey.     Hereupon  wee 
brought  them  both  to  towne  pryfoners  that  night,  and  I  defired  the  mayor,  that  the  honell: 
man,  that  had  it  from  Lockfton's  mouth,  as  I  wrote  you  in  my  laft,  might  bee  fent  for, 
and  they  confronted  ;  but  what  account  they  gave  to  the  mayor  on  faturday,  I  leave  to  the 
mayor's  owne  relation  ;  for  I  was  not  prefent  ;  but  what  is  fayd  afore  quartermafter  AHiton 
that  commanded  the  party  and  myfelfe,  are  ready  to  juftifie.     "What  this  may  amount  to, 
I  know  not ;  but  this  relation   of  Maffey  coming  to  us  from  honeft  and  difcreet  perfons 
foe  pofitively,  as  I  have  formerly  fignified  at  the  very  time,  that  both  by  my  lord  Lam- 
bert's letter  by  his  highnefs's  order  the  intimation  of  the  defigne  was  given  to  the  garrifon, 
and  our  other  knowledge  thereof,  and  obfervation  of  danger  at  the  doore  here,  which  we 
never  had  one  more  reall  in  our  apprehenfions,  or  greater,  or  that  would  have  fallen  upon 
us  with  greater  fury,  or  to  higher  prejudice  of  the  common  fafety,  I  could  not  but  give 
you  an  account  thereof  impartially,  as  I  found  it  -,  (and  in  fuch  a  jun6hire  blame  not  your 
friendes,  if  they  ftiould  at  any  time  be  over  jealous  out  of  tendernefs  to  the  commonwealth) 
and  I  went  myfelf  purpofely  to  drive  it  as  farr  as  I  could  ;  and  you  have  the  account.   For 
the  other  I  have  not  my  returnes  as  yett,  I  am  with  you  very  fenfible  of  the  defignes  driven 
on  ftill  by  the   old  enemy,  of  whom  I   have  had  formerly  experience  enough  ;  and  how 
they  ftill  rallyed  more  ftronger  and,  with  more  policy  after  fome  difcovery  and  interruption, 
inftead  of  being  difcouraged  ;   and  they  every  day  by  wicked  experience  learne  the  miftery 
of  fuch  tradeing,  till  the  neck  of  all  was  broke,  and  the  bottome  turned  upp.     And  you 
may  ftill  expert  their  reftlefs  endeavours  againft  the   peace  of  this  poor  countrey.     I   aqi 
much  afflifted  to  hear,  that  any,  whoe  have  much  pretended  to  publicque  principles,  and 
have  been  fometimes  ferviceable  againft  the  common  ennemy,  ftiould  turne  in  now  to  them, 
or  give  them  advantage.     For  my  part,  I  expedl  deftrucStion  (as  it  hath  hitherto  proved  to 
be  the  portion  of  that  intereft  and  all  that  joyne  to  it)  as  curfed  of  the  Lord,  and  as  I 
have  been,  foe  I  truft  the  Lord,  whoe  in  mercy  hath  held  mee  by  the  hand  all  my  dayes, 
and  kept  me  faithfiill  whatever  hath  been  my  difcouragements   and  temptations,  which 
have  not  been  a  few  or  triviall,  will  (I  am  affured  thereof)  preferve  mee  to  the  end  ;  and 
the  encreafe  of  a  good  confcience  is  noe  fmall  rejoyceing  to  me  in  the  houre  of  my  retire- 
ment, which  till  now,  fince  the  warrs  began,  I  never  obtained.     I  am  looking  after  a  king- 
dom, that  cannot  bee  fhaken,  and  ftudying  peace  with  trueth.     You  intimate  fome  feares 
of  diftradions  in  this  cittie.     I  feare  they  are  encreafed  fince  thefe  troopes  came  hither  ; 
and  that  the  breach  is  wider  rather  then  lefs  :  but  I  have  troubled  you   too  farr  already, 
knowing  your  imployments  at  this  tyme  ;  by  which  I  have  found  myfelfe  in  the  like  for- 
merly to  bee  exceeding  preffing.     Therefore  I  ftiall  add  noc  further,  but  that  I  am  ready 
to  appeare,  fir,

THE  two  perfons  I  formerly  made  mention  of,  then  in  Carlile,  are  lately  returned  Vol.  xxiiL 
into  thefe  parts,  where  the  elder  brother,  a  captain  in  the  laft  ingagement  under  P-  20'' 
the  then  earle  of  Derby  with  one  Edwards,  his  affociate  and  fellow  renegade  from 
Carlile,  doe  with  that  fecrecy  fculck  from  place  to  place,  as  it  is  fomewhat  difficult  to  fur- 
prize  them ;  but  for  the  moft  part  they  fojourne  in  Flintfliire,  where  they  were  laft  weeke 
feen  and  met  by  a  gentleman  of  my  acquaintance,  whofe  fonn  had  for  jfome  few  days  de- 
ferted  his  parents,  and  betaken  himfelfe  to  there  aflbciation.

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A.  D.  1654.  anlrifiiman  (whome  formerly  I  gave  you  account  of )  who  we  fuppofe  might  be  a  prieft^' 
tyV*^  becaufe  of  his  fliaved  crowne,  which  he  denies,  and  pretends  great  poverty.  You  may 
pleafe,  fir,  to  fatisfie  your  felfe  in  him  :  he  is  a  fchollar,  and  fpake  Latine  againft  his' 
will  to  us,  and  Latine  papers  we  found  about  him.  Sir,  pray  be  pleafed  to  releafe  the 
fouldiers  of  theire  chardge  of  the  gentlemen,  as  foone  as  may  be,  becaufe  we  fhall  have 
want  of  them.  I  fhall  rcfcrre  it  to  your  direftion,  how  the  fouldiers  chardges  fhall  be  de- 
frayed ;  being  befl:  acquainted  with  the  proceedings  of  that  nature.  At  prefent  (going 
up)  the  gentlemen  were  free  to  beare  their  chardges  betweene  them,  upon  the  fouldiers 
carrying  theire  portmantles  for  them. 

Sir,  you  alfo  order  mee  in  your  letter  to  keepe  in  fafe  cuftodie  one  mr.  Richard  Broughton, 
whome  I  fecured  with  the  other  gentlemen  at  my  fergeants  houfe  in  towne,  having  veiy 
few  lodgings  heare,  (which  I  heartyly  wifh  were  otherwife,  that  I  might  have  an  eie  to  them) 
for  gentlemen,  and   fet  a  good  guard  upon   them,  and  was  heere  untill  this  day  in  the 
morning,  and  upon   the  receipt  of  your  letter  I  fent  to  my  fergeant,  and  acquainted  him, 
that  I  had  received  your  order  to  fend  up  the  gentlemen,  and  mentioning  this  mr.  Brough- 
ton amongft  the  reft,  and  what  your  pleafure  was  as  to  him,  he  then  told  me,  that  mr.  mayor 
of  Dover  about   10  a  clocke  this  morning  had  given  him  a  paffe,  and  let  him  goe,  and 
about  1 1  a  clocke  rode  towards  London.     Having  wholly  broke  the  rules  of  his  highnes 
order,  which  was  fent  to  him,  as  to  other  ports,  not  to  releafe  any  without  order  from 
above.     At  which,  when  I  heard  it,  I  was  exceedingly  troubled,  that  he  fliould  prefume  to 
take  any  man  from  our  guards,  and  releafe  him,  and  never  fo  much  as  fend  to  me  to  ad- 
vife  in  it,  or  to  let   me   know  what  he    refolved  to  doe,  knowing  that  I  fecured  him. 
"Whereupon,  fir,  immediately  (upon   the  receipt   of  your's,   and  hearing  of  it)  I  went 
downe  to  mr.  major,  and  afl<ed  him,  if  fuch  a  thing  was  done  by  him,  as  I  had  heard-, 
and  he  confeft,   that  upon  a  merchant  and   a  vintner's  engagement  with  one  mr.  Skynner 
the  elder,  and  one  mr.  Carlifles,  he  had  releafed  him  about    10  or    11  a  clocke.    I  afked 
what  moved  him  to  fuch  an  unreafon'able  and  inconfiderate  aft,  to  releafe  a  perfon,  that  I 
had  fent  up  his  name  and  condition  to  yourfelfe,  and  received  no  returne  or  anfweare,  untill 
now  •,  it  being  a   ftanding   rule  to  me,  to  releafe  no  perfon,  after  I  had  once  fent  up  his 
name,  notwithftanding  any  importunities  to  the  contrary,  untill  I  have  an  order  for  it,  and 
that  he  indeede  now  had  noe  authority  at  all  to  intermeddle  in  it,  as  being  a  commiflloner 
on  the  old  commifTion  for  the  paffe  (which  in  this  aft  he  went  upon)  the  bufynes  being  re- 
folved and  committed  to  myfelfe,  as  to  the  executive  part  of  it,  and  that  he  would  not  fend 
unto  me  to  advife  with  me  in  it,  when  any  fuch  addreffe  or  application  was  made  to  him ;

WPIO  faith,  that  upon  thurfday  was  fortnight,  being  the  8th  day  of  this  inftant,  Vol.  xxiii. 
John  Dowthwaite,  in  the  county  aforefaid,  feat  his  letter  tio  this  informant,  by  p.  321. 
one  Robert  Webber,  of  Chedfey  aforefaid,  hufbandrnan,  from  the  market  at  Bridgwaterj 
charging  the  faid  Robert  to  deliver  it  with  his  ownhajrid,  which  he  did.  The  fubftance 
of  which  letter  was,  that  this  informant  fhould  meet. the  laid  Dowthwaite  at  Enmore,  on 
the  day  following  in  the  afternoon,  without  fail,  as  he  tended  his'  future  happinefs  ;  and 
accordingly  this  informant  went  to  Enmore,  and  met  him  at  the  inn  there,  according  to 
the  time  appointed;  and  the  faid  Dowthwaite  took  him  out  of  the  hodfe  into  the  back- 
fide,  and  there  told  him,  faying,  coufin  John,  there  is  a  private  defign  intended,  which 
I  am  not  to  difclofe  unto  you  as  yet ;  but  as  you  tender  your  good,  provide  yourfelf  horfe 
and  arms  to  meet  me  at  John  Morfe's  houfe  in  Afhcott,  where  others  are  to  meet  me  ac-  ' 

cording  to  their  appointment  about  7  or  8  a  clock;  where  and  when  this  informant 
met  him, 'bxlt  found  him  alone  waiting  for  the  reft  of  his  comrades  coming  as  he  faid  ^ 
and  we  tarried  there  for  them  till  about  10  of  the  clock  ;  and  feeing  they  came  not,  he 
perfuaded  me  to  go  along  with  him,  leaving  a  note  behind  him  at  the  faid  John 
Morfe's,  that  captain  Stephen  Dyer  (who  fojourns  at  the  faid  John  Morfe's)  fhould 
come  after  him ;  and  fo  this  informant  and  the  faid  Dov/thwaite  rode  along  together  all 
that  night,  and  in  the  morning  early  they  came  to  the  houfe  of  one  mr.

down  by  the  fire  with  them  ;  and  prefently  John  Dowthwaite  defired  mr.  Bayley,  that  he 
would  ufe  a  means,  that  he  might  fpeak  with  one  rnajor  Leveridge  prefently  ;  and  the 
laid  Bayley  anfwered,  that  the  major  had  appointed  to  meet  him  that  morning,  to  fee  ■ 
a  cock-fparring,  and  the  faid  Bayley  went  out  from  them,  and  about  two  hours  after  the 
fnajor'came  in  to  them,  and  told  them,  the  bufinefs  was  all  undone ;  they  were  betraye4 
and  difcovcred.  And  the  faid  major  farther  faid,  that  he  had  provided  1 9  men  to  be 
at  his  back  J , and  that  thei'e  would  have. been  a  ftrong  party,  and  they  Ihould  have  ren- 
dezvoufcd  near  Salifbury,  and  the  defign  was  to  have  fallen  upon  Marlbrough  hoife  ;  but 
the  defign  being  difcovered,  he  advifed  the  faid  Dowthwaite  to  fpeed  home,  to  avoid  fuf- 
picion  of  being  from  home  at  that  time.  And  a  little  before  the  faid  Dowthwaite  and  this 
informant  went  away,  mr.  Bayley  came  in  again,  who  told  them,  he  did  call  the  faid 
major  privately  from  the  company,  where  they  were  met  at  the  faid  cock-fparring,  and 
fcnt  him  prefently  to  us.  And  this  informant  farther  faith,  that  he  alked  the  faid  Dowthwaite 
Vol..  Ill,  3  A  about 
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A.  D.  7654.  about  the  plot,  as  they  two  were  coming  to  mr.  Bayley's  houfe,  the  reafon  why  he  would 
V>''VNJ  go  fo  far  from  home,  if  the  defign  was  fuch  a  general  rifing,  as  he  had  told  this  informant ; 
he  anfwered  him,  that  he  had  rather  go  farther  from  home,  if  he  fhould  do  any  mifchief, 
or  kill  any  body,  chufing  rather  to  do  it  amongft  ftrangers,  where  he  was  not  known. 
And  that  at  their  return  to  John  Morfe's,  who  faid  he  looked  for  their  coming  back,  for  he 
had  heard  where  he  had  been,  there  was  a  difcovery  of  the  bufinefs  -,  and  he  would  not  for 
100 1.  he  had  been  along  with  us.  How  we  fhould  come  off,  he  knew  not ;  but  if  he  had 
gone,  he  knew  how  to  have  come  off,  for  he  had  a  miftrefs  at  London,  and  would  have 
gone  to  fee  her,  and  would  not  have  returned.  And  the  faid  Dyer  told  this  informant,  he 
was  confident  this  was  a  plot  of  my  lord  proteftor's  own  devifing ;  and  that  he  had  fome 
of  his  owne  agents  in  it,  to  difcover  fuch  as  had  an  hand  in  the  bufinefs.  And  farther  this 
informant  faith,  that  he  afking  John  Dowthwaite,  who  Ihould  fall  in  upon  our  parts,  mean- 
ing Somerfetfhire,  he  anfwered,  that  col.  Francis  Wyndham  had  undertaken  it,  and  he 
was  to  fall  upon  Tawnton  horfe,  and  fir  Hugh  Wyndham  to  affift  him ;  and  that  fir  John 
Greenfield  was  newly  come  down  from  London,  on  purpofe  to  fall  upon  Plymouth,  and 
to  command  thofe  parts.  And  that  this  defign  was  firfl:  put  on  foot  by  the  levellers,  who 
were  to  be  aiding  and  afTifting  to  the  cavaliers  ;  and  the  Londoners  were  to  fall  upon  the 
lord  proteftor.  And  this  informant  afking  the  faid  John,  what  the  king  would  do  for 
garrifons,  he  anfwered,  that  Hull  was  to  be  delivered  to  him  for  his  being  there.  And 
that  the  king  was  waiting  at  fea  for  an  opportunity  ;  and  the  time  appointed  for  the  execu- 
tion of  the  whole  bufinefs  was  aiefday  the  13th  of  this  inftant  (which  the  faid  major  alfo 
told  him)  and  that  on  tuefday  night  at  j  2  a  clock  they  fhould  have  fallen  in  upon  Marl- 
brough  horfe.  And  that  this  informant  afking  him,  what  was  become  of  col.  Slingfby, 
he  faid,  he  did  believe  he  would  be  in  the  party  before  they  fell  on ;  and  the  faid  Dowthwaite 
was  the  only  man  that  drew  this  informant  into  the  defign.

May  it  please  your  highness, 

Vol.  xxiii.      T  "Was  marched  out  of  this  place  10  miles  towards  Marlburgh  yeflerday,  met  your  high- 
P-  329-  X  iiefs's  mefTenger  atone  of  the  clock,  and  returned  back  againe  to  Briftoll  that  night; 

and  having  acquainted  the  officers  of  the  garrifon  with  your  commands,  in  order  towards 
the  demolifhing  of  the  caftle,  I  did  alfo  let  the  magiflrates  of  the  towne  underftand,  that 
part  of  my  letter,  which  referred  to  them,  and  efpecially  how  well  your  highnes  refented 
their  patient  fpirit  towards  all  good  people,  erneftly  bcfeeching  them  at  all  times  to  mani- 
fefl  the  fame  fpirit,  then  the  which  I  did  afTure  them  nothing  could  more  indulge  your 
highnes  favour  towards  them.  My  lord,  they  defired  to  prefent  their  humble  thankfulnels 
and  duty  to  your  highnes,  as  alfo  their  fenfe  of  the  great  obligations  you  have  allwaies  layde 
\ipon  them,  to  anfwer  which  they  profefs  you  may  ever  expedt  their  readinefs  to  obey  your 
hiighnefs  with  their  lives  and  fortunes.  This  morning  C.  Watfon  came  downe  to  my 
lodging,  and  I  finde  him  unwilling  any  thing  Ihould  be  done  towards  the  throwing  downe 
the  caflile  as  yet.  I  fhewed  him  what  your  highnefs  commands  were  to  me  ;  but  he  con-i 
ceaves  he  himfelfe  fhould  have  an  order  from  your  highnefs  or  from  the  governor.  I  ea- 
fily  fee  what  is  in  the  bottome  ;  but  I  am  not  willing  to  fee.  Indeed,  my  Lord,  if  your 
highnefs  fo  pleafe,  I  would  humbly  begg  you  would  appoint  fome  other  perfon  to  overfee 
this  work,  or  elfe  C.  Watfon  himfelfe.  There  will  be  all  refpeft  and  civility  had  towards 
mrs.  Scroope  in  the  doinge  of  it ;  nor  is  there  any  feare  of  difturbances  or  tumults.  I 
Ihall  ftay  here  till  it  be  made  untenable  ;  and  unlefs  your  highnefs  fee  other  caufe,  I 
would  not  ftay  longer  ;  for  'tis  a  very  deare  place  to  our  fouldiers,  and  every  way  a 
badd  horfe  quarter.  The  magiftrates  have  confented  mrs.  Scroope  fhould  take  her  owne 
tyme  in  the  manfion-houft  ;  and  fhee  does  very  well  underftand  your  highnefs  refped  to 
her  in  this  matter  from  me.

IBeo-inn  to  feare  I  fhall  prove  troublefome  to  you  in  multiplyinge  letters;  and  yet  I  A.  D.  i6;4.' 
know  not  well  how  to  avoyde  it.     One  caufe  of  it  is,  that  I  would  not  be  tedious  to  L/'V'^O 
his  highnefs  ;  and  the  other  is,  that  I  might  not  omitt  any  thing  of  duty  incumbent  upon  p°g,'l^'"' 
me.     In  my  laft  I  gave  his  highnefs  an  account  of  an  information  brought  to  me   againft         ^ 
one  Stradling,   (a  coppy  whereof  I  fent  up.)     I  have  Stradling  here   under  reftraynt,  and 
have  examined  him  upon  the  information.     He  denyes  both  all  and  fome  of  it.     The  in- 
formant mr.  Gyll  being  a  merchant  of  this  place,  and  a  well  affedled  perfon,  and  of  good 
repute,  is  ready  to  make  oath  of  the  truth  of  the  faid  information,  and  does  moll  folemnly 
profefs''tis  meerly  his  affedion  and  faithfulnefs  to  the  commonwealth,  that  moved  him  to 
give  it  againft  Stradling.     I  would  gladly  know,  whether  his  highnefs  may  not  thinke  fitt, 
that  both  complainant  and  defendant  fhould  be  convened  before  him,  that,  if  polTible,  the 
truth  might  come  out.

I  Have  received  yours  concerning  the  commitment  of  thofe  foure  gentlemen,  and  I  fhall  Vol.  xxiii. 
endevour  to  improve  fatisfadlion  where  I  conceave  it  wil  be  moft  ufefiill.  It  is  very  fad,  P'  337- 
that  there  ftiould  be  breaches  among  fuch  as  have  gone  together  in  this  worke.  The  caufe 
is  the  fame  as  it  was,  and  I  am  very  well  fatisficd,  that  the  way  we  are  in  doth  as  much 
anfwer  the  end  thereof,  as  any  other  way  that  I  have  knowne  to  be  propofed ;  but  furely  it 
is  that,  which  fpeakes  aloud  to  us,  that  the  lord  ftiould  fuffer  fuch  a  divided  fpiritt  to  te 
amongft  us,  as  to  force  fuch  an  extermitie,  which  I  am  perfwarded  nothing  but  what  my 
lord  did  fuppofes  neceflitie,  could  have  fatisfied  his  highnes  to  have  dealt  fo  with  thefe 
perfons,  who  have  bine  fo  eminently  faithfull  to  the  publique  intereft.  The  les  of  thefe 
extraordinary  aftions  the  better.  Forbearance  to  fuch  (unles  publique  fafetie  be  con- 
cerned) will  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  worke  we  are  engaged  in.

rioufe  occafions  with  thefe  few  lines  ;  but  havinge  fadly  confidered  the  prefent  ftate  of 
affayres  with  you,  and  knowinge  what  hath  happened  in  the  gentleman's  bufineffe  (in  whofe 
behalfe  I  wayted  upon  you)  fcince  I  left  you,  beinge  afeftionately  bent  to  ferve  both  the 
"  one  and  the  other,  I  could  not  forbeare  to  impart  my  refleftions  unto  you,  whereof  you 
may  make  ufe  as  yoa  think  fitt,  and  pardon  my  freedome  as  an  effeft  of  my  well  wifhes  to 
that  union,  which  I  am  afllired  will  prove  advantageous  to  both  parties. 

Being  therefore,  fir,  altogether  certayne  of  the  gentleman's  earneft  dcfire  and  rcall  de- 
figne  to  lincke  himfelf  wholly  to  the  proteftor's  intereft,  and  knowinge  withall  his  extra- 
ordinary parts  and  abilities  of  nature,  perfefted  by  many  experiences,  and  elevated  by  the 
dignity  of  his  quallity,  I  am  undoubtedly  confident,  that  his  publique  appearinge  on  the 
proteftour's  fide,  and  on  his  behalf,  would  contribute  more  than  can  eafily  be  conceived  to 
the  quellinge  of  thofe  rebellioufe  plotts  and  tumults,  which  are  now  on  foote.

My  lord, 

SINCE  my  iaft  there  hath  paft  nothing  in  my  negotiation j  whereof  you  will  have  v.  xxk.p.  i. 
heard  the  condition  to  be  bad  enough.  The  obftinacy,  which  the  minifters  of  the 
council  do  declare  upon  the  two  propolitions,  which  do  occafion  X^^  obftacle  at  prefent  in 
the  treaty,  doth  caufe  me  to  apprehend  a  rupture  ;  to  prevent  which,  I  have  again  made 
an  overture  unto  them  of  fome  expedients,  which  do  feem  very  reafonable  unto  me,  and 
wherewith  they  ought  to  be  fatisfied.  At  the  lame  time  I  declared  unto  them,  that  if  they 
would  not  accept  of  them,  I  had  nothing  more  to  do,  but  to  take  my  leave  of  the  proteftor ; 
but  whether  it  be,  that  they  believe,  that  our  intereft  will  not  permit  a  rupture,  or 
whether  they  will  try,  whether  my  threats  be  affefted,  I  know  not.  In  the  mean  time,  I 
draw  no  fatisfaftion  of  all  my  care  and  pains,  and  am  refolved  to  take  my  leave  on  monday, 
if  there  arrive  no  differing  orders  from  the  foregoing.  Thofe,  which  I  have  received  to 
day,  do  not  oblige  me  to  change  my  conduft,  nor  likewife  to  add  any  thing  to  my 
foregoing  letters.  It  was  fo  late  before  I  received  them  to  day,  that  I  had  not  time  to  write 
to  the  earl  of  Brienne,  nor  to  his  eminence.

Your  perfon  was  firft  to  have  benne  fecured  ;  then  major  generall  Overton  to  have  given 
out  orders,  and  to  have  drawen  3000  foot,  befids  horfe,  into  the  field,  and  fone  after  to 
have  marcht  for  England,  where  the  lord  Bradlhaw  and  fir  Arther  Hafelrig  was  to  have 
joyned  with  them  very  confiderable  forces  ;  and  that  vice  admirall  Lawfon  was  ingaged  in 
this  defigne,  with  a  fquadran  of  the  fleete  ;  that  coll.  Pride,  coll.  Cobbit,  coll.  Afhfield;, 
lieutenant  coll.  Mafon,  lieutenant  coll.  Michel,  lieutenant  coll.  Wilkes,  and  feverall  others 
were  alfo  ingaged  in  this  plot ;  and  your  perfon  was,  according  to  my  relation,  to  be  feized 
one  by  captain  lieutenant  Creft,  who  to  that  purpofe  was  prepared  by  captain  Ward.  That 
which  was  entreated  of  mee  was,  to  ingage  a  party  in  this  regiment,  that  fo  they  might 
have  free  paffage  through  this  garifon,  and  a  party  to  joyne  with  them.  This  defigne  was 
to  breake  forth  fome  tenn  dayes  fince,  by  which  time,  as  1  was  tould,  the  declarations  of 
the  grounds  of  this  revolt,  being  now  in  the  preffe,  would  be  ready.  All  this  I  thought 
my  felfe  obliged  to  impart  unto  your  honor ;  and  whether  it  prove  true  or  fals  in  the 
execution,  I  befeech  you  to  take  it  as  a  duty  from  me,  unto  which  the  fecuryty  of  the 
commonwealth,  and  that  of  your  perfon,  hath  obliged  mee.  I  Ihall  only  intreat  you, 
not  to  require  of  mee  the  name  of  the  perfon,  that  reveled  it,  for  that  I  obliged  my  felfe 
to  concele  before  the  difcovery.  So  humbly  entreating  you,  that  no  eye  may  fee  thefe 
lynes  but  your  owne,  I  reft  your  honor's  moft  humble  fervant.

Byareley,  a  rich  gentleman  his  father  is  reputed 
to  bee,  hath  difburfed  200 1.  for  horfes,  and  hee  with  fome  others  fhould  have  mett  the  lord 
Willoby  at  Yorke  with  500  horfe,  Willoby  was  to  bee  lieutenant  generall,  as  is  reported 
in  private,  to  fir  Thomas,  'Tis  reported,  they  are  prevented  for  the  prefent.  I  have 
received  2  or  3  lines  from  mr.  Witte,  but  nothinge  of  your  bufineffe.  I  fhould  rejoice  to 
bee  able  to  ferve  you  in  any  thinge  -,  for  mr.

L/'VyXj 
I  did  then  give  them  what  I  knew  concerning  the  perfon,  and  am  now  come  to  give  your  ^°'-  '""^• 
honour  a  farther  fatisfafbion  concerning  him.     I  know  him   to  be  a  marchant   that  hath  ^'  ^°* 
lived  in  Amfterdam  and  Antwerp  for  feverall  yeares,  haveing  been   there  employed  by  his 
father  in  marchandizing  ;  and  I  doe  beeleeve,  that  his  comming  over  into  England  at  this 
tyme  is  cheifely  to  cleare  accounts  with  his  father,  who  I  heard  lately  fay,  that  hee  ex- 
pefted  his  fonne,  or  to  that  purpofe.     Wherefore  I   make  my  humble   requeft  to  your 
honour,  that  hee  may  bee  difcharged  from  any  further  refcraint  at  Dover,  and  permitted 
his  repayre  to  London,  to  followe  his  occafions,  which  I  the  rather  defyer,  beecaufe  by  let- 
ter this  day  received  from  him  hee  writs  mee,  that  his  detention  there  will  bee  very  preju- 
diciall  to  his  one  and  his  father's  concearnments  ;  and  I  am  very  well  affured,  that  boath 
father  and  fonne   are  freinds,  haveing  alwayes   appeared  for  the  interreft  of  this  ftate.

WHAT   is  above  is  a  duplicate  of  my  laft  to  your  honour,  which  went  by  an  ex- Vol.  xxiv. 
preffe  difpatched  by  the  merchants   traders  to  Riga,  and  under  cover  to  the  Ruffia  p.  56. 
company. 

By  thefe  your  honour  will  pleafe  to  underPcand,  that  the  27th  of  lafi:  month  I  was  adver- 
tifed  by  my  preftave  from  the  chancellor  of  the  poffefco  office,  that  the  emperor  had  made 
choice  of  him  for  commiffioner  to  here  mee,  and  to  deliver  in  writing  what  elfe  I  had  to  fay 
more  than  what  was  done  at  my  audience  to  his  majefty  ;  and  the  28th  in  the  morning  I 
was  affigned  to  appeare  at  that  office,  when  I  went  thither  from  my  lodgings  in  the  fame 
manner,  as  I  did  the  day  of  my  going  to  the  emperor ;  and  the  fame  number  of  companys 
of  mufquiteers  with  their  enfigns  (lood  as  before.  At  my  arrival  to  the  office,  I  found  the 
chancellor  there,  with  whom  I  difcourfed,  and  gave  him  in  writing  all  I  have  to  faye  by 
the  interpretation  of  Hebden ;  to  which  the  chancellor  affured  mee  to  referre  all  to  his 
imperial  majefty,  and  with  as  much  expedition  as  could  be,  I  fhould  have  my  anfwer  and 
my  full  difpatch  for  my  returne  to  his  highneffe.  The  fudden  departure  of  this  convey- 
ance doth  not  permitt  mee  to  write  your  honour  what  I  negotiated  with  the  chancellor  ; 
nor  doe  I  thinke  to  fend  it  by  any,  butt  carrye  it  myfelfe,  praying  to  have  my  difpatch  in 
fuch  tyme  as  to  be  at  Riga  the  beginning  of  Aprill. 

Here  is  come  newfe,  that  the  Pole  hath  had  another  bout  with  the  Ruffe  fince  that 
abovementioned  ;  on  which  all  the  commanders  and  officers  llrangers  that  are  here,  are 
difpeeded  for  the  armey  in  dilligence. 

Yeilerdaye  the  crowne  of  Sweden's  commiffary  fent  mee  a  vizitt,  by  a  gentleman  of 
his,  to  defire  mee  to  excufe  him  for  being  foe  long  before  hee  fent  to  mee,  which  hath 
proceeded  through  his  indifpofition  of  the  gout,  having  deferred  the  tyme  in  expeftation  to 
have  bine  able  to  come  himfelfe,  which  he  hopes  to  effeft  within  two  or  three  dayes.  I 
doe  this  daye  fend  a  gentleman  to  him  to  render  his  vizitt.

Sir, 

T Hough,  as  you  fay  very  well,  promotion  comes  not  from  the  Eaft,  nor  from  the  Vol.  xxiv. 
Weft,  but  it  is  God  that  orders  it  in  fuch  way  as  he  pleafes  ;  yet   fince  God   does  p-  76. 
give  nothing  to  us  in  vayne,  hee  would,  not  have  us  to  negled  the  making  any  of  thofe

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A.  D.  1654.  oportunities,  which  hee  is  pleafed  to  offerr  us  for  our  good  -,  and  therefore,  as  wee  are  not 
C/'V/'X^  to  refift  his  will,  foe  wee  ought  not  to  refift  his  difpenfations,  which  his  divine  providence 
houldes  out  to  us.  I  have  now  the  opportunity  offerred  me  of  doing  my  friend  and 
thofe  hee  governes  a  publick  good,  and  of  receving  my  felfe,  as  I  hope,  a  privat  ad- 
vantage by  it,  either  of  which  I  doe  fupofe  I  may  juftifiably  endeavour,  the  one  as  the 
other,  the  law  of  nature  teaching  us  felfe-prefervation,  as  well  as  the  doing  of  others  good.

I  have  to  fubmitt  to  thofe   that  have  ufed  mee  unworthily,  did  not  hinder  mee  from  it.  A.  D.  1654. 
Sir,  it  depends  on  your  friend,  to  difpofe  of  mee  as  hee  pleafes.     If  he  thinkes  that  what  I  L/'VNJ 
have  to  fay  may  bee  of  ufe  to  him,  without  doubt  the  beft  way  were,   to  let  me  come  and 
wayte  upon  him,  it  being  certayne,  that  I  fhould  bee  better  able  to   informe  him   of  this 
bufineife  in  one  fingle  difcourfe,  than  I  fhould  be  able  to  doe  by  a  hundred  feverall  letters. 
Befides  I  know  very  well,  that  my  fifter  and  fome  others  I  would  imploy,  would  bee  very 
inftrumentall  to  mee  in  it,  who   it  would  bee  impoffible  for  mee  to  engage  without  being 
there  myfelfe.     If  your  friend  thinkes  it  fitteft  for  mee  to  be  there  unknowne,  I  am  fure 
I  could  order  my  journey  thither  foe,  that  noe  body  in  the  world  fliould  fufped:  it,  being

I  confeffe 
it  does  foe,  becaufe  I  know  I  fhould  bee  able  to  doe  your  friend  more  fervice  there  then  I 
can  doe  being  in  this  place  ;  and  I  am  fure  I  fhould  doe  it  with  a  greate  deale  of  affeftion.

Sir, 

A.  D.  1654.  T  Have  purpofely  fent  this  day  my  fervant  to  Dunkirk,  that  this  letter  may  be  delivered 
_0''V'NJ  1  by  his  owne  hands  unto  the  male  ;  and  not  to  trouble  you  with  many  impertinences,  I 
fhall  be  as  fhort  as  may  be  ;  and  in  the  firft  place  tell  you,  being  ignorant  how  to  ad- 
drefs  letters  and  papers,  I  have  prefumed  to  give  my  lord  prefident  the  trouble  of  five  or 
fix,  and  fince  one  to  his  highnefs  in  one  to  mr.  Malin  ;  but  fince  I  underfland  I  ought 
to  have  done  itt  to  yourfelf,  but  whether  mine  have  come  to  their  hands,  I  know 
not,  being  they  never  made  me  the  leaft  anfwer  ;  and  I  am  fure  the  matter  was  mofl 
confiderable,  would  they  have  made  ufe  of  itt  as  I  gave  dire£tions ;  and  out  of  my  zeale  to 
his  highnefs  welfare,  I  am  not  a  little  troubled,  till  you  informe  me  how  many  of  mine 
are  come  to  theire  hands,  which  be  pleafed  to  doe  effeftually  and  without  faile  by  the  next. 
I  hope  they  are  foe  honeft,  that  I  need  not  repeate  any  thinge  that  I  have  already  written, 
but  Ihall  only  proceed,  and  tell  you,  that  in  profecution  of  it  I  therein  intimated  I  have 
bona  fide  fpent  viis  et  modis  above  200  piftoles  ;  and  I  cannot  beleeve  that  his  highneffe  will 
have  any  ferve  him  a  loofer.  There  is  fomething  of  concernement  now,  that  I  cannot 
omitt  to  tell  you,  viz.  that  your  governor  of  Dover  muft  be  either  knave  or  foole  ;  for 
be  hath  lately  lett  pafs  Willmot  and  Philipps,  Armerer,  Halfey,  and  Daniel  O  Neile. 
Some  of  them  he  reftreined  foe  carelefly,  as  if  it  were  a  purpofe  for  them  to  efcape, 
elpecialy  the  laft.  He  or  the  fearchers  have  connived  att  many's  comming  over  of  late, 
amongft  them  mr.  Jo.  Seymour,  mr.  Trelawney,  one  mr.  Rofs,  mr.  Manning,  a  Frenchman 
or  two,  all  imployed  in  the  capitall  enemye's  fervicc  ;  alfo  one  Griffin  and  Palmer  fervants 
of  his,  who  are  riow  all  in  England  againe,  adting  theire  bloody  parts  by  his  commands, 
and  looke  upon  this  for  a  truth.  Since  his  removall  from  Colen  he  pafled  by  this  toune, 
and  is  lurking  in  this  ifland  with  Ormond,  Blague,  and  2  or  3  of  his  fervants,  Wentworth, 
one  of  the  judge  Heathe's  fonnes,  one  coUonel  Price,  fir  John  Mince,  ^s  alfo  lately  Man- 
ning and  one  mr.  Bennet,  with  one  of  the  lord  Coventrey's  fonnes  are  now  in  Middleberghe, 
but  fome  of  the  later  named  I  heare  gon  for  Eriglarid.  It  now  behooves  you  to  have  a 
care,  and  that  a  narrow  fearch  be  made  for  thefe  perfons  immediately  in  London  or  t\k.~ 
where,  for  they  are  pernicious  and  implacable  eneniyes  to  the  peace  and  welfare  of  the  na- 
tion.    Theife  I  adventure  thus  openly  and  bluntly  to  give  you  this  timely  notice. 

Now,  fir,  if  I  may  be  thought  confiderable  to  ferve  his  highnes  in  difcovery  of  the 
ennemyes  of  the  peace,  and  the  depth  of  their  bloody  defigne,  (which  I  can  and  will  moft 
effedtualy  doe)  I  pray  faile  not  to  write  three  lines  to  me,  and  fubfcribe  your  name  John 
Brown,  and  dire6t  one  to  me  by  the  name  of  mr.  Henry  Mannering,  and  inclofe  itt  in  this 
cover,  and  feale  itt  up  alfo  in  the  cover,  and  fende  a  duplicat  diredted  thus,  for  mr.  Henry 
Jackfon,  to  be  left  with  captain  Bath  att  the  Harp  in  Donkirk,  to  be  delivered  with  care  ;  and  I 
wil  be  fure  of  having  them  or  one  att  leaft  time  enough  to  give  you  an  ample  and  large 
accompt  tuefday  next  come  fevenight.  You  need  not  trouble  yourfelf  more  than  to  lett 
me  know,  what  letters  5. they  have  received  from  an  unknowne  hand.  Give  me  a  plaine 
direftion  by  what  name  and  how  without  fufpition  I  may  fend  to  you  ;  alfo  a  cypher  with 
a  key  ;  and  laftlie  to  affure  me  my  indeavoures  and  fervice  is  gratefully  accepted.  Lett  me 
not  faile  of  having  a  bill  of  exchange  to  receive  fuch  a  fome  of  money  as  you  fhall  think 
fitt  and  proper,  in  lieue  of  what  I  have  expended  •,  and  to  defray  the  charges  of  carrying 
on  foe  greate  a  worke.  I  will  not  faile  being  att  Donkirk  to  meet  your  anfwer  fonday 
next ;  and  then  you  may  depend  of  the  largeft  accompt  you  ever  yett  had  of  this  bufinefs,, 
and  the  moft  of  certeinty  and  truth  from  him,  that  is,  fir.

YOU  may  pleafe  to  remember  I  fent  his  highnefs  an  information   of  one  mr.  Gylls  the  a.  D.  1654, 
laft  weeke  againft  one  Stradling,  whome  I  have  fince  apprehended  and  examined  upon  O'^'V^^vJ 
the  fayd  information,  who  at  the  firft  denyed  the  whole  ;  but  the  next  morning  he  fent  me  ^°'^  ''^"'' 
word  from  the  fort,  (where  he  was  fecured)  that  he  defired  to  fpeake  with  me.     I  fent  for  ^'    ^' 
him,  and  afked  him,  what  he  had  to  fay  to  me.     He  tould  me,  he  was  now  of  another 
mind  then  he  had  beene  laft  night,  and  would  caft  himfelfe  upon  my  lord  proteftor's  favour 
and  my  interceflion  for  it,  and  would  freely  and  truly  confefs  all  that  he  knew  concerning  ' 

the  late  plott,  and  accordingly  gave  me  the  inclofed  information,  which  is  fubfcribed  with  ^ 

his  owne  hand,  whereby  you  will  fee  he  hath  made  himfelfe  a  party  in  and  guilty  of  the 
late  horrid  plott  as  well  as  others  ;  and  he  does  acknowledge  frequently  he  hath  deferved 
the  utmoft  the  law  can  infli6t  upon  him  for  fo  great  an  offence,  and  does  onely  fly  to  his 
highnefs  mercy,  which  I  cannot  but  humbly  fupplicat  for  him,  if  his  highnefs  pleafe  to 
graunte  it.  I  did  upon  his  information  prefently  fend  for  the  feverall  parties  of  horfe  to 
apprehend  the  feverall  oflfenders  therein  mentioned,  and  have  taken  major  L,everfedge, 
mr.  John  Bayly,  captain  Dyer,  and  John  Morfe,  and  kept  them  apart  till  I  had  examined 
them,  and  fo  Ihall  do  ftill.  They  are  very  obftinat,  and  fcarce  will  be  gott  to  anfwer  to 
sny  queftion,  though  you  will  fee  Dyer  hath  confeft  the  plott  was  made  l<xiowne  to  him, 
and  concealed  by  him,  and  he  invited  to  it.  Leverfedge  will  confefs  litle,  though  a  man 
may  reade  guilt  in  his  face  (if  that  were  any  rule.)  But  Stradling  did  witnefs  to  his  face 
what  he  did  charge  him  with  in  the  information,  and  indeed  ftruck  him  with  palpable 
feare  and  amazement.  Leverfedge  is  a  man  of  300 1.  per  annum,  and  one  that  hath 
compounded  for  his  eftate  heretofore.  Bayly  the  fequeftred  parfon  is  the  moft  impudent 
wretch  that  ever  I  mett  with  ;  and  hath  craft  to  his  confidence.  I  cannot  gett  any  thinge 
out  of  Morfe  worth  the.  penning,  though  it  feemes  upon  very  probable  grounds,  that  theire 
two  houfes  have  been  the  common  rendezvowez  for  carrying  on  the  worke.  As  for  John 
Dowthwayte  (the  very  principall  verb)  I  cannot  light  of  him,  though  I  have  fearched  5  or  6 
feverall  gentlemen's  houfes,  where  he  ufes  to  fculk,  and  came  within  two  howers  time  of 
him  at  one  mr.  Sealick's  houfe  neere  Bridgwater,  in  one  of  whofe  grounds  he  had  turned 
up  his  tyred  horfe  (which  we  have  taken)  and  is  gone  thence  on  foote.  But  Stradling  tells 
me,  he  hath  fo  great  acquaintance  with  the  malignant  gentry,  that  he  will  be  able  to  fe- 
cure  himfelfe  againft  the  ftrickteft  fearch  we  can  make.  And  on  my  word,  fir,  we  have 
gone  many  a  weary  ftepp  after  him.  Mr.  Sealick,  to  whofe  houfe  he  wa?  laft  traced,  does 
profefs  he  is  altogether  ignorant  of  his  roguery,  and  he  is  forth-Coming  to  anfwer  for  him- 
felfe, if  required.  Sir  Hugh  Wyndham  and  coUonel  Francis  Wyndham  are  both  fledd  upon 
it.  I  have  had  a  party  at  both  their  places  of  aboad.  Sir  Hugh's  lady  did  confefs, 
her  hufband  was  gone  upon  the  alarme  given  by  the  taking  of  other  gentlemen.  I  would 
humbly  beg  I  might  know,  how  his  highnefs  would  have  theife  prifoners  we  have  taken 
difpofed  of.  If  not  to  London,  I  thinke  Chepftow  would  be  a  fafer  place  for  them  then 
where  they  are.  I  have  ordered  the  fam^  officer  to  bring  J.  W.  up  to  Whitehall,  that 
tooke  him  (being  a  moft  carefull  man)  and  the  rather,  for  that  it  may  pleafe  his  highneffe 
to  afke  him  fome  queftions  about  his  taking  him  ip[o  fa£fo,  who  can  fpeake  pertinently.  I 
fuppofe  he  will  be  with  you  on  fryday  night,  and  fcarcely  before,  and  he  can  tell  you 
there  was  a  moft  ftrid:  charge  given  to  the  officer,  who  conveyed  J.  W.  and  his  man  to 
Chepftow,  that  we  fhould  informe  the  deputy  governor,  that  man  was  equally  guilty  with 
the  mafter,  and  they  were  both  to  be  kept  clofe  prifoners,  and  one  from  the  fpeech  of  the 
other,  and  all  the  party,  which  were  neere  20,  will  witnefs,  that  my  officer  did  deliver 
both  mafter  and  man  with  that  charge  to  the  deputy  governor.  I  cannot  but  fpeak  of 
this  againe  to  purge  both  officers  and  fouldiers  amongft  us  from  the  guilt  of  fo  great  a  neg- 
le£t  as  fome  body  lyes  under  for  the  efcape  of  the  man.  The  caftle  is  going  downe  apace 
now,  and  I  hope  peace  making  up  as  faft,  at  leaft  feemingly  ;  though  I  feare  there  are 
fom  chores  do  yet  remaine.  But  I  hope,  feeing  I  cannot  take  them  out  (for  grace  muft 
doe  that)  yet  I  have  buryed  them  fo  deepe,  the  effefts  of  them  will  not  foone  appeare 
againe.  I  am  verily  perfuaded,  his  highnefs  hath  fo  farr  oblieged  this  citty,  by  admitting 
of  a  faire  and  impartiall  reprefentation  of  things,  and  teftifying  his  credence  thereto,  which 
in  my  very  harte  was  true  in  every  perticular,  that  neither  feare  nor  love  ever  made  them 
fo  much  the  king's  creatures,  as  this  aft  hath  made  them  his,  though  here  very  many  that 
will  adventure  their  all  for  him  upon  the  beft  account.  And  if  I  thought  heere  to  any  pur- 
pofe,  I  would  tell  you  how  poore  our  foldiers  are,  not  onely  wanting  money,  but  cloaths. 
Perhapps  you  may  fe  it  convenient  to  hint  it  to  his  highnefs,  but  I  cannot  think  he  is 
without  fuch  remembrancers.  I  befeech  you,  fir,  prefent  my  moft  humble  duty  to  his 
$  -  -  highnefs.

TH  E  laft  night  after  I  came  from  Whitehall,  mr.  Read's  keeper  came  to  me,  and 
informed  me,  that  he  had  fome  grounds  of  fufpicion,  that  his  prifoner  was  endea- 
vouring to  make  his  efcape ;  firft  from  feveral  queftions  he  put  to  him ;  fecondly,  for  that 
he  had  a  glafle  of  water  fent  him  of  a  pale  fea-greene  colour,  together  with  half  a  pound 
of  bees-wax,  and  a  cloth  to  make  a  ferecloth,  of  which  they  that  brought  it  pretended  the 
water  to  be  for  to  bath  his  legg,  where  he  hath  a  bruife,  and  the  fearcloth  to  fl:rengthen 
his  ancle,  which  he  pretends  is  very  weake,  and  fo  limps  as  if  he  were  quite  lame ;  thirdly, 
he  hath  obferved  him  for  neere  two  houres  this  laft  evening  to  be  with  a  light  conftantly 
about  his  back  window,  his  light  being  then  out,  and,  as  I  beleive,  he  then  gone  to  bed. 
I  only  appointed  his  keeper  and  one  more  to  watch  the  laft  night  under  his  window,  but 
foe  as  not  to  give  the  leaft  ground  of  fufpition  to  him.  This  morneing  I  fent  for  mr.  Read, 
pretending  to  fpeake  with  him  only  about  my  fee,  and  feemingly  was  very  angry ,^  that  he 
had  not  as  yet  taken  care  in  it ;  and  in  that  time  fent  his  keeper  and  one  officer  more  into 
his  chamber,  and  to  bring  me  fome  of  that  fea-greene  water  in  a  fmall  viall,  and  to  take 
notice,  if  any  thing  was  done  to  the  iron  barrs,  which  they  did,  and  found,  that  about 
one  of  the  barrs  of  iron  he  hath  made  a  coffin  of  ferecloth,  which  is  filled  with  aqua- 
fortis, and  that  is  now  a  working,  and  holding  neere  four  fpoonefuUs  of  water.  That  the 
water  they  brought  me  being  out  of  his  glafle  was  aquafortis,  or,  as  fome  call  it,  mercury 
water.  Sir,  I  have  returned  him  to  his  lodging  againe,  but  have  not  taken  the  leaft 
notice  of  it  to  him  as  yet  •,  only  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  give  you  this  account,  and  to 
receive  your  further  advice  and  direftions,  in  which  none  fhall  be  more  punftuall  to  obferve 
them,  then.

"THE  examinate  being  afked,  of  whom  he  had  the  aquafortis,  which  he  did  put  about  the 
P-  ^7-  bar  of  iron  in  his  window,  and  thereby  intended  to  have  made  his  efcape,  faith,  that  he 

fpoke  for  it  before  he  came  to  prifon.  Being  afked  to  whom  he  fpake  unto  for  it,  faith, 
that  he  fpake  unto  an  apothecary,  whofe  name  he  knoweth  not,  nor  never  did  know, 
neither  knoweth  he  where  he  lived  then,  or  doth  now  live.  Being  afked  how  he  knew 
him  to  be  an  apothecary,  faith,  to  his  beft  remembrance  he  was  told  fo  by  one  mrs, 
Humphreys.  Being  afked  where  the  faid  mrs.  Humphreys  liveth,  faith,  he  thinketh  fhe 
3  Jiveth 
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liveth  in  King's-ftreet  Weftminfler,  and  is  a  chandler's  wife  there.     Being  afked,  if  he  A.  D.  1654. 
fpake  not  to  his  furgeon  about   the  faid  water,  to  bring  it  in  to  him,  he  faith,  he  did  L/'VXi 
not  fpeake  unto  him   or   any  other  fince  his  coming  into  the  Tower  for  it.     And  farther 
faith  not.

The  faid  James  Read  being  farther  afked,  whither  he  intended  to  go,  if  he  had  made 
his  efcape,  faith  unto  Holland.  Being  alked,  what  time  he  intended  to  attempt  it,  he 
faith,  he  knows  not  the  particular  day  or  night.  Being  afked,  if  any  in  the  Tower  were 
to  further  or  affift  him  in  the  faid  efcape,  faith,  not  any  one ;  for  he  is  not  acquainted 
with  any  in  the  Tower,  nor  hath  fpoke  with  any  fince  he  came  to  the  Tower,  other  than 
his  keeper,  that  do  belong  to  the  Tower.  And  farther  faith,  that  he  could  not  refolve  of 
the  particular  time  of  making  his  efcape,  until  he  faw  that  the  means  which  he  ufed  had 
accomplilhed  his  defign ;  and  farther  faith  not.

TH  E  inclofed  is  a  copy  of  what  I  could  gett  from  Read,  I  find  him  a  crafty  fellowi 
Had  not  I  met  with  the  bottle  of  water,  and  alfoe  found  the  water  in  a  coffin  of  bees- 
wax, then  eating  one  of  the  bars  of  his  window,  into  which  it  had  eaten  a  pretty  way,-  he  ' 
would  not  have  confefTed,  that  he  intended  to  have  made  his  efcape  ;  for  after  I  had  done 
examaineing  of  him,  and  that  he  had  fcarce  time  to  breath,  but  heimediately  begun  to  cry 
out,  that  the  water  and  wax  was  fent  him  out  of  a  defigne  and  purpofe  to  betray  him* 
I  have  taken  care  of  his  fecurity,  as  well  in  his  lodging,  as  by  putting  on  a  pair  of  fub- 
flantial  fhakles  on  him.  I  fhall  ufe  all  the  meanes  I  can  to  find  out  from  whom  he  had  his 
water,  though  I  may  confidently  affirme,  he  hath  not  had  commerce  with  any  but  his 
keeper,  whom  I  know  to  be  honefl,  and  mr.  Deane,  fince  he  came  into  the  Tower.  Sir, 
I  feare  I  have  by  this  fcribling  given  you  trouble  ;  for  which  begging  your  pardon,  I  take 
leave  to  fubfcribe  myfelfe.

to  repayre  to  Weymouth,  to  receive  an  account  of  the  late  detention  of  my  foldiers,  P-  9'- 
and  alfoe  to  be  informed  of  the  particulars  your  highneffe  gave  mee  in  charge,  and  I  have 
moll  faithfully  and  impartially,  according  to  my  bell  judgment,  and  as  the  brevity  of  time 
would  alfoe  permitt,  couched  every  particular  in  this  enclofed  narrative.  Hitherto  your 
highneffe  hath  (I  confefTe)  received  noe  fatisfaftion  from  mee  concerning  my  lieutenant* 
Indeed,  my  lord,  I  know  not  how  he  flood  in  your  highneffe's  thoughts,  nor  what  was 
the  reafon  of  his  long  abfence  from  my  troop.  I  only  accidentaly  heard,  that  he  was  de- 
teyned  uppon  fufpition,  that  he  did  not  well  rellifh  the  prefent  government.  My  lord,  I 
thinke  hee  is  more  a  ftranger  unto  mee  then  unto  any  officer  in  the  regiament.  He  was 
placed  in  my  troop  (but  not  by  my  choyce)  imediately  before  the  tyme  your  highneffe  gave 
mee  liberty  to  attend  my  lord  Whitlocke  into  Sweaden ;  foe  that  before  my  going  thither 
1  had  not  a  weeke's  acquaintance  with  him,  and  fince  my  retorne  I  have  had  as  little  of  his 
companie,  foe  that  I  am  verry  incapable  to  know  his  principles.

confeffed  to  mee,  that  the  fouldiers  demeaned  themfelves   very  civilly  without  giving  of- 
fence to  any  •,  and  the  reafon  why  they  were  deteyned,  was  purely  uppon  this  account,  that 
they  came  to  fearch  for  colonel  Sexbey  without  an  order  in  wrighting.

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A.  D.  1654.  for  this  ten  dayes  paft  ftoried  ftrang"  things,  as  that  C.  S.  was  certainely  landed  at  Hull^ 
t/VNJ  and  that  the  people  generaly  rofe  with   him  •,  that   eleven   regiments   of  the   army  were 
revolted,  and  his  highnefs  gone  to  Windfor  Caftle.     That  letters  were  gone  poft  from  C. 
S.  to  the  kings  of  Denmark  and  Sweden,  and  to  all  his  freinds  in  the   empire,  to  give 
them  notice  of  his  good  fucceffe,  and  to  haften  their  affiftance.     But  this  laft  poft  from 
Amfterdam  not  fully  feconding  the  former  newes,  the  cavalier  party  are   fomewhat  creft

THE  complaints  that  I  daily  receive  of  the  lofs,  that  my  fubjeds  fullain  on  the  fea  by 
the  piracies  of  the  Englifli,  which  they  continue  to  exercife  on  them,  with  the 
fmall  appearance  of  their  ceafing,  have  made  me  to  take  the  refolution  to  flop  all  their 
fhips,  that  are  (or  may  arrive)  in  the  ports  of  this  kingdom  -,  by  which  means  to  oblige 
them' to  render  to  my  abovefaid  fubjefts  the  juftice  due  unto  them. 

I  have  thought  fit  to  write  you  this  letter,  to  let  you  know,  that  immediately  you 
give  orders  necefiary  to  all  lieutenants  and  officers  of  the  admiralty,  and  others  to  whom 
it  may  appertain,  to  feize  and  affure,  in  all  ports  and  harbours  in  their  jurifdidion,  all  the 
Englifh  fhips  that  fhall  be  found,  or  that  hereafter  fhall  be  releafed,  and  to  hinder  them, 
that  they  go  not  out  of  thofe  ports ;  and  in  particular  thofe  that  have  been  formerly 
releafed.  The  execution  of  which  I  will  that  it  continue,  till  farther  order  from  me; 
the  which  I  affure  myfelf  you  will  willingly  perform.  I  fhall  be  no  longer  at  prefent,  but 
defire  the  Lord  to  keep  you  in  his  protedrion.

Honourable  sir, 

YEflerday  by  the  weekely  pofl  I  writ  you  what  offered  here.  This  morneinge  1  have  k 
thus  from  Paul  Roll,  that  he  finds  a  generall  rejoyecinge  by  C  S,  followers  left 
there,  and  that  C  S.  muft  be  in  the  north  of  England ;  that  Briftoll,  Hull,  and  Berwick, 
with  many  other  places,  are  in  danger.  Farther,  that  chancellor  Hyde  hath  letters,  that 
two  of  the  cheefefl  complotters  of  the  defigne  are  perfons  in  difguife,  viz.  Armorer  and 
O  Neale,  and  that  upon  a  curious  examination  of  thofe  two,  a  difcoverie  may  be  made  of 
all.  Hee  faith  likewife,  that  one  day,  clerke  of  the  pafTageof  Dover,  hath  permitted 
many  dangerous  perfons  to  pafs  into  England.  From  another  frend  there  I  have  it  thus  of 
the  fame  date  y  inflant. 

The  neighbouringe  princes  of  Germany  continue  their  armature.  The  prince  eleftor 
of  CuUen  is  gone  to  Leige  to  levie  men  ;  wherefore  unknowne  •:  letters  from  Hidelberge 
affirme,  that  contrary  to  the  thoughts  of  many,  the  prince  eledor  hath  exchanged  feverall 
mofl  kind  letters  with  C.  S.  Sir,  I  trufl  by  this  tyme  you  have  foe  fully  difcovered 
and  fecured  the  contrivers  of  your  ruine,  as  that  by  the  next  I  fhall  heare  good  newfe  from 
you.  Theife  goe  in  hafl  by  a  bowyer  of  this  place  for  London,  which  if  the  winde  ftand 
will  begone  this  day ;  foe  may  probably  arive  longe  before  the  next  poft,  if  not  before 
that,  which  went  yeflerday.  The  Lord  have  you  in  his  keepeinge,  and  direft  your  eouncells 
for  the  good  of  his  people.  I  cannot  yet  heare  from  the  exprefTe  I  fent  to  Berlin  and  the 
ports  in  the  Baltique  fea,  but  hope  fhall  in  a  day  or  two ;  otherwife  I  fhall  conclude  him 
mifcaryed,  and  foe  fhall  fend  a  fecond  after  him,  though  I  hope  there's  nothinge  formeinge 
-  there  that  can  hurt  yow.    I  am.

THAT  it  was  agreed  between  the  former  parliament  and  the  ambaffador  extraordinary  A.  D.  i6;|. 
of  the  kinge  of  Portingall,  and  the  faid  ambaffador  did  oblige  himfelfe  by  the  2d  KysTSsi 
of  the  faid  preliminary  articles,  concluded  the  29th  day  of  September  1652,  that  all  fhips,  ^o'-  ""iv- 
monies,  goods,  and  debts,  belonging  to  any  of  the  Englifh,  which  have  bin  feized  in  any  ^'  ^^'^' 
of  the  dominions  of  the  king  of  Portingall,  fhall  be  forthwith  freely  reftored  in  fpecie^ 
continuing  of  the  fame  value  and  goodnefs  as  at  the  tyme  of  the  feizure,  or  if  not  in  fpecie, 
or  if  they  be  impared  by  occafion  of  the  feizure,  that   then  fatisfaftion   fnall  be  made  to 
the  true  vallue  of  them  as  when  they  were  feized  ;  and  concerning  reparation  for  damages, 
the  fame  being  afcertained  according  to  the  declaration  of  the  councell  expreft  in  their  pa- 
per of  the  15th  of  November  1652,  the  faid  lord  ambaflador  did  alfo  engage  himfelfe  for 
the  fatisfadlion  thereof  ;  and  by  the  5th  article  of  the  faid  preliminarys  tiie  faid  ambaffador 
did  fiirther  oblige  himfelfe,  that  all  fhips  and  goods  belonging  to  the  Enghfli,  that  were 
brought  into  Portingall  by  Rupert  or  Maurice,  or  any  fhip  under  their  command,  and  are 
difpofed  of,  or  are  remaining  there,  or  by  them  or  their  order  carried  back  from  thence, 
fhall  be  reflored  forthwith  to  the  proprietors,  or  fatisfaftion  or  reparation   given  for  the 
fame. 

That  to  the  end  the  demands  of  the  Englifh  merchants  and  others,  as  well  by  th6  2d 
article  as  the  5th,  might  be  flated  and  afcertained,  the  then  councell  of  flate  did  by  their 
commiffion  duly  figned  and  fealed,  and  dated  March  22,  165*-,  authorize  and  impower 
doctor  Walter  Walker,  Andrew  Riccard,  alderman  of  Lx)ndon,  mr.  Thomas  Crowther 
and  Thomas  Player,  jun.  efqrs;  or  any  two  of  them,  whereof  the  faid  doftor  Walker 
to  be  one,  to  hear,  examine,  and  regulate  the  demands  of  the  faid  merchants  and  others^  ' 

and  therein  to  joyne  with  doftor  Jeronimo  de  Silva  de  Azevedo,  Francis  Ferreira  Rebello, 
and  Licentatias  Vitalem  de  Zoufa,  or  any  of  them  appointed  by  the  faid  ambaffador  on  his 
part,  to  examine  the  faid  demaunds,  in  cafe  they  or  any  of  them  fhould  be  prefent  at  fuch 
tyme  and  place,  as  fhould  be  agreed  upon ;  or  otherwife  they  the  faid  doftor  Walker 
and  other  the  Englifh  commiffioners  to  proceed  by  themfelves,  as  by  that  commiilion  ap- 
peareth. 

That  the  faid  do6i:or  Walker  and  the  other  Englifh  commiffioners,  in  purfuance  of  the 
faid  commiffion,  did  often  meet  and  debate  with  the  faid  doftor  Jeronimo  de  Silva  and 
Francis  Ferreira  Rebello,  and  others  named  by  the  faid  lord  ambaffador  of  Portingall ;  and 
after  feveral  conferences  and  debates  did  come  to  feveral  conclufions,  and  make  feveral  re- 
ports of  the  cafes  and  damages  fuftained  by  the  Englifh  by  the  Portingalls ;  for  which  re- 
payres  ought  to  be  made,  according  to  the  2d  and  5th  preliminary  articles  and  the  faid 
commiffion,  and  did  likewife  agree  upon  more  cafes,  and  were  ready  to  reporte  them. 

That  albeit  the  commiffioners  for  the  lord  ambaffador  of  Portingall  did  not  fubfcribe  to 
the  faid  reports,  yet  they  were  from  tyme  to  tyme  made  acquainted  with  them,  and  the 
grounds  and  reafons,  whereupon  they  were  made  •,  and  had  free  and  full  liberty  to  offer  or 
objeft  againfl  them  ;  but  neither  did  nor  could  objedt  any  thinge  materiall  ;  foe  that  by  the 
rules  of  juftice  the  petitioners  hope  they  ought  to  have  fatisfadion  according  to  them. 

That  notwithftanding,  to  prevent  all  manner  of  cavillation,  that  the  faid  ambaffador  or  ■ 
any  of  his  may  make,  the  petitioners  doe  humblypropofe  as  an  expedient,  that  the  faid  am- 
baffador may  nominate  the  faid  dodtor  Jeronimo  de  Silva,  or  any  one  other  of  his  agents  whom 
he  pleafeth,  as  the  petitioners  do  nominate  the  faid  doftor  Walker  for  them,  prefently  and 
with  convenient  fpeed  to  debate  the  matter  before  and  with  the  commiffary  for  the  queen  of 
Sweeden  here  refident  ;  and  they  three  together,  if  they  can  agree  to  fettle  and  conclude 
thereupon  -,  or  otherwife  in  cafe  they  cannot  all  agree,  then  the  faid  commiffary  of  the 
queen  of  Sweeden,  as  a  perfon  of  honour,  newtrall  and  indifferrent,  to  heare  and  deter- 
mine upon  all  the  faid  differrences,  loffes,  damages,  and  demands,  and  whatfoever  fhall  be  by 
them  all  three  or  by  the  faid  umpire  alone  fettled  and  determined  in  the  premifes  to  be  final 
and  binding  to  all  parties,  and  to  be  paid  and  fatified  to  the  Englilhe  accordingly,  without 
any  manner  of  further  denyal,  conteft,  or  cavillation  whatfoever. 

And  if  the  faid  ambaffador,  after  the  progreffe  already  made,  fhall  not  dffent  unto  this 
fo  reafonable  expedient,  the  petitioners  do  humbly  hope,  that  it  will  then  cleerly  appeare 
to  your  highnefie  and  the  councell,  that  it  is  a  meere  evafion  of  the  faid  ambaffador  ;  and 
that  the  reports  already  made  for  the  loffes  and  demands  already  fettled  may  be  affirmed, 
and  the  refl  of  the  reports  not  yet  fent  in,  ordered  to  be  tranfmitted,  that  the  petitioners  may 
have  right  done  them,  and  repair  for  their  loffes  and  damages,  according  to  equity  and 
juftice  ;  the  laws  of  God  and  man  requiring,  that  due  amends  be  made  by  the  wrongs 
doers  to  the  wronged  -,  and  the  petitioners  and  theire  wives  and  children  being  many,  being 
in  danger  to  fuffer  ruine  and  be  undone,  if  fatisfadion  be  not  made  them. 

The  petitioners  therefore  well  knowing  the  piety  and  goodnefs  of  your  highnefs  and 
your  councell,  do  cafte  themfelves  and  their  juft  and  righteous  caufe  at  your  highneffe's  feete, 
and  humbly  begg  your  highnefs's  well  knowne  juftice  thereupon.

as  for  the  hearing  and  determining  the  fame,  fo  likewife  for  fatisfaftion  there,  which  your 
hio-hneffe's  juftice  and  great  care  your  petitioners  doe  with  all  dewtie  and  thankfollnefs 
humbly  acknowlege ;  the  petitioners  fubmiffively  prefent,  that  the  faid  king  fince  the  re- 
turne  of  the  faid  lord  ambaffador  hath  made  a  decree,  by  which  your  petitioners  humbly 
conceiving  (for  the  reafons  hereunto  annexed,  together  with  a  true  coppie  of  the  faid

The  decree  of  the  king  of  Portugal. 

I  THE  king  do  make  known  to  all  that  Ihall  fee  this  my  decree,  that  for  as  nauch  as  I  have 
been  pleafed  to  refolve  to  fatisfy  the  Englifh  the  loffes,  which  they  have  received  by  rea- 
fon  of  the  general  fequeftration  in  the  year  1 650,  as  well  of  the  fliips  that  were  at  Brazil, 
as  thofe  that  were  in  this  kingdom,  and  all  other  goods  and  fugars,  that  were  imbargoed  and 
are  not  yet  reftored,  and  likewife  the  freights  of  the  fliips,  which  the  Brazil  company  is 
obliged  to  pay,  and  what  elfe  fhall  appear  remained  in  his  hands  or  power ;  my  will  and 
pleafure  is,  that  for  fatisfaftion  of  the  aforefaid,  the  Englifli  producing  current  papers  in 
form,  in  the  manner  that  is  agreed  upon  in  the  25th  article  of  the  peace,  which  now  is  to 
be  celebrated,  that  from  henceforward  there  be  a  feparation  made  of  all  the  half  cuftoms, 
which  the  Englifli  are  obhged  to  pay  in  the  alfandiga  of  what  goods  foever  they  fliall  bring 
into  this  kingdom  ;  the  which  half  cuftoms  ftiall  be  charged  upon  and  depofited  in  the  hands 
of  two  Englifli  merchants,  to  be  named  and  approved  by  the  Englifh  nation,  who  fhall 
give  receipts  for  the  fame  to  the  treafurer  of  alfandiga  (or  cuftom-houfe)  for  what  they 
fhall  fo  receiving,  with  obligation  that  the  faid  monies  fhall  be  divided  to  the  intereffed 
in  ordinary  payments,  or  proportionably,  as  hereafter  it  fhall  be  agreed  upon,  but  with  this 
condition  and  declaration,  that  notwithftanding  that  the  faid  monies  are  to  remain  from 
this  time  forward  in  the  hands  aforefaid,  yet  they  fhall  not  make  the  faid  divifion,  or  pay- 
2  ments. 
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ments,  till  after  the  publication  of  the  peace  in  this  city,  with  the  folemnities  accuftomedj  A.  D.  1654, 
and  in    this  conformity  let  this  my  alfara  be  intirely  obferved  and  kept,  as  is  therein  con-  t«/*V%J 
tained,  without  any  doubt  or  contradiftion  whatfoever-     John  Parera   made  it  in  Lifbon 
the  20th  of  Jan.  1655.  and  I  Francifco  Guede  Parera  caufed  it  to  be  writt. 

King. 

Exceptions  taken  by  the  petitioners  to  the  king  of  Portugal'^f  decree. 

1.  The  decree  limits,  that  there  be  a  feparation  made  of  the  half  cuftomSj  which  the 
Englifh  are  obliged  to  pay  to  the  alfandiga,  which  word  alfandiga  in  the  fingular  numbef 
the  petitioners  humbly  conceive  rellrains  the  payment  to  be  out  of  the  cuftoms  of  all  other 
ports ;  and  fo  near  one  half  of  all  cuftoms  of  Portugal  is  taken  away,  befides  all  duties  of 
fifh,  which  amount  to  a  very  great  value ;  for  that  is  paid  in  fpecie.,  and  never  brought  into 
the  alfandiga. 

2.  The  decree  limits  feparation  to  be  made  of  all  the  half  cuftoms,  which  the  Englifii 
are  obliged  to  pay  •,  which  words  [which  the  Englifli  are  obliged  to  pay]  exclude  the 
petitioners  from  the  half  cuftoms  of  all  other  people,  fave  the  Englifli,  though  members 
of  the  common-wealth,  and  inhabitants  thereof  i  whereas  the  25th  article  obliges  the  half 
cuftoms  of  all  goods  whatfoever  of  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  this  commonwealth 
that  trade  to  Portugal  for  payment. 

3.  The  words  of  the  decree  [q'une  of  what  goods  foever  they  fhall  bring  into  that 
kingdom ;]  which  words  [they  fhall  bring]  the  petitioners  fear  will  be  made  ufe  of,  to 
exclude  them  from  the  half  cuftoms  of  all  goods  brought  into  that  kingdom,  though  for 
the  account  of  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  this  commonwealth,  if  brought  in  by  any 
other  fhipping  of  any  other  Nation,  or  by  any  other  people  in  Englifli  veflels. 

4.  Again,  thofe  words  [into  this  kingdom]  the  petitioners  conceive  will  be  a  ground 
for  the  king's  officers  to  deny  the  petitioners  the  half  cuftoms  of  all  goods  exported. 

5.  The  decree  is  not,  as  the  petitioners  humbly  conceive,  agreeable  to  the  words  of  the 
2.5th  article,  in  the  limitation  of  the  commencement  of  the  feparation  ;  the  decree  having 
ordered  the  feparation  to  begin  from  the  date  of  the  decree,  whereas  the  25th  article  fays, 
it  ftiall  begin  from  the  date  of  the  treaty  -,  by  which  device  the  petitioners  fliall  lofe  near 
one  whole  year's  cuftoms,  for  that  no  fifli,  and  but  very  few  goods,  will  be  brought  into 
Portugal  the  remaining  part  of  the  year,  being  fummer  feafon. 

6.  Whereas  the  decree  requires,  that  the  Englifli  fliall  produce  current  papers  in  form, 
In  the  manner  that  is  agreed  upon  in  the  25  th  article  of  the  peace,  the  petitioners  under- 
Hand  not  the  Portuguefe  meaning,  by  current  papers  in  form,  according  &c.  therefore  they 
defire  the  full  meaning  of  the  king  of  Portugal  may  be  explained,  the  petitioners  being 
doubtful  what  will  fatisfy  the  Portuguefe  in  that  particular. 

7.  The  decree  reciting  the  grounds  of  it  to  be  to  fatisfy  the  Englifli  for  their  lolTes, 
and  inftancing  in  the  freights  of  the  fliips  of  the  Brazil  company,  are  obliged  to  pay,  it  is

All  which  the  petitioners  humbly  prefent  and  fubmit  unto  your  highnefs  with  this,  that 
if  payment  fhould  be  made  according  to  the  largeft  extent  and  acceptation,  which  the  words 
of  the  25th  article  will  bear,  the  petitioners  fhould  not  be  fatisfied  in  lefs  than  10  years, 
but  according  to  this  decree,   they  cannot  be  paid  in  20  years.

Honoured  sir, 

T  Thought  good  to  give  an  accoumpt  to  you,  that  yefterday  Chriftopher  Shadforth,  Vol.  xxiv, 
■^  mafter  of  the  Elifabeth  of  Newcaftle,  came  into  this  harbour.  The  farcher  found  p.  126. 
mr.  Robert  Marlay  on  board,  who  is  the  fonn  of  fir  John  Marlay,  fometimes  governor 
of  Newcaftle :  being  brought  to  me,  faith,  his  father  fent  him  to  his  mother,  who  lives 
two  miles  of  Newcaftle.  He  came  from  Antwerp  the  firft  of  February,  where  his  father 
is  with  the  earle  of  Newcaftle,  who  maintaines  him  at  his  table,  and  noe  Englifh  gentle- 
man befides.  The  duke  of  Glocefter  two  moneths  fince  was  at  Antwarpe,  and  is  now 
at  the  Hauge  with  the  princes  royall.  Alfoe  at  his  coming  away  an  Englilh  marchant, 
one  mr.  South,  and  many  others,  tould  him,  that  king  Charles  was  landed  in  England, 
and  that  the  lord  proteftor  had  fent  a  new  governor  to  Hull,  but  the  towne  would  not 
receave  ..him  ;  and  the  king  was  landed  there.  He  hath  heard  the  jefuitts  preach,  but 
will  not  be  a  roman  catholick.  One  he  calls  father  Woj-fiey,  a  Jefuitt  of  the  cloyfters 
of  Antwarpe,  is  now  at  London,  and  many  more.  It  is  eafyer  to  find  a  nedle  in  a  botle 
of  heay,  then  finde  them,  for  they  chang  their  names.  This  young  man  is  upwards  of 
19  yearesof  age,  fpeakes  good  French,  and  hath  kift  Charles  Steward's  hand.  He  hath 
bine  educated  near  two  yeares  in  Antwarpe.  I  caufed  him  to  be  ferched,  but  could 
find  noe  letters,  only  an  ould  peice  of  paper  with  fome  verfes  writ,  and  in  four  places 
begune  the  verfe  with  God  damne  me.  In  his  portmantle  was  French  and  Lattin  bookes, 
and  in  Englilh,  Waller's  poems,  and  the  pretended  booke  of  the  late  king's  to  his  fonn, 
with  fix  of  Newcaftle's  ladye's  pidfures.

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RALPH  Kynafton  of  Rhyfnant  within  the  county  of  Montgomery,  gentleman,  aged 
28  years-or  thereabouts,  examined,  faith,  the  day  and  place  aforefaid,  that  upon  mon- 
day  the  ift  of  this  inftant  March,  this  examinate  coming  from  Shrewfbury  about  three 
or  four  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  overtook  on  the  way  two  men  on  horfeback 
about  Knucking  Heath,  with  whom  this  examinate  enquired  what  news  they  had.  The 
faid  men  faid,  that  they  had  been  lately  at  London  ;  that  it  was  reported  at  London,  that 
there  was  a  plot  ;  and  that  the  lord  protedtor  and  the  army  would  declare  for  the  king.

Sir  Thomas  Harris  was  to  furnifh  them  with  100  cafe  of 
piftols,  which  he  had  from  London  in  a  readinefs ;  but  in  cafe  the  plot  did  fail,  then  thefe 
forces  were  to  march   to  Chefhire,  and  Worcefterfliire,  and   from    thence  to  the; north; 
which  he  fuppofeth  is  done.

the  gth  inftant.  [March,  165^1.] 

SAITH,  that  he  fent  a  deal  box  direded  to  his  brother  John  Davy,  at  Dovington-houfe  y^j  _ 
near  Feverlham  in  Kent,  which  box  had  in  it  a  great  faddle,  bridle,  and  fumter  cloth,  p.  \^ 
and  was  fent  thither  by  direftion  from  my  lord  Tufton,  who  had  befpoken  the  faid 
laddies,  and  appointed  it  to  be  made  up;  which  box  was  to  remain  at  his  brother's 
houfe,  until  the  examinate  called  for  it;  the  examinate  intending  to  go  down  to  Kent, 
and  then  to  call  for  the  box,  and  to  convey  it  to  Thanet-houfe.  And  he  farther  faith, 
that  he  fent  a  trunk,  having  in  it  a  fuit  of  arms  and  a  cafe  of  piftols,  to  the  fame 
place  for  my  lord  Tufton's  ufe,  which  the  faid  lord  Tufton,  as  the  examinate  faith, 
intended  to  carry  with  him  into  Flanders,  whither  the  faid  lord  was  to  go,  to  be 
employed  in  the  king  of  France's  fervice.  And  being  demanded,  of  whom  the  faddle 
and  piftols  were  bought,  faith,  that  the  faddle  was  bought  of  a  faddler,  that  lives  the 
next  door  to  Serjeant's-inn  in  Fleet-ftreet,  and  the  piftols  of  one  Palmer,  over-againft  the 
Fountain  tavern  in  the  Strand.  And  being  farther  demanded,  what  other  arms  he  hath 
provided  for  the  lord  Tufton,  he  faith,  he  provided  none,  except  a  coat  of  mail,  which 
was  prepared  for  my  lord's  own  ufe,  and  to  be  carried  with  him  alfo  to  Flanders ;  and 
that,  trying  the  fame  upon  my  lord,  it  was  found  too  big  for  him.

May  it  please  your  highness. 

According  to  your  highnefs  commandes   I  am  marcht  with  the  two  troopes  that  quarter 
in  Coventry,  viz.  Captain  Palmer's  and  my  owne,  to  this  place,  and  doe  thinke  wee       | 
came  very  feafonably,  it  being  the  affize,  where  are  mett  great  concourfe  of  people   more       " 
than  is  ufeally  knowne  to  doe.     I  have  fecured   major  Robinfon   and   major  Coleburne 
in  this  place,  and  would   intreat  your  highnefs  commandes   for  the   difpofe  of   them. 
They  are  both  notorious  cavileeres,  and  very  ftout  men.     Robinfon  is  a  man   of  notable 
witt,  but  Coleburne  is  a  weake  man  in  compariffon  to  him.     lean  get  nothing  out  of  nei- 
ther of  them.     I  have  received  very  true   intelligence  out   of  Worcefterfhire  of  a  very 
great  number  of  caveleeres,  and  feverall  of  them  confiderable  perfons,  who  have  had  feve- 
rall  meetings  at  one  dofbor  Watfon  his  houfe,  the  teacher  of  the  parifh  of  Inkborrow,  who 
a  defperate  enemie.     The  perfons,  who  doe  ufeally  meet  with  this   doftor,  are  fir  John 
"Winter,  major  Savidge,  captain  Laurance,  one  mr.  Throckmorton,  major  Bulhell,  cap- 
tain Bulhell,  mr.  Fortifkue,  captain  Hanberry,  and  captain  Beare.     I  have  imployed  three 
honeft  countereymen  in  thofe  parts,  to  have  a  dillegent  infpedtion  into  all  there  meetings. 
They  doe  come  to  mee  from  tyme  to  tyme,  and  bring  mee  the  trueft  intelligence  that  I 
can  gett.     It  doth  playnly  appeare,  that  they  have  had  a  defigne  to  rife  in  thofe  parts,  and 
doe  ftill  indevor  an  accomplifliment  of  it,  as  doth  appeare  by  the  inclofed  papers.     There 
is  my  lord  Windfor,  and  his  brother,  and  feveral  others,  it  is  thought,  is  guilty.     The 
things  do  not  vifibly  appeare,  fo  as  that  the  waye  to  proceed  againft  them  is  playne  as  may 
be  defired  ;  yet  they  have  dayly  and  weekly  convention  togeather,  which  doth  playnly  ap- 
peare that  they  intend  evell  to  the  peace  of  thefe  nations.     I  have  this  to  prefent  unto  your 
highnefs,  that  one,  who  writes  himfelfe  Walter  Gofteloe,  did  fent  almoft  40  bookes  to  one 
mr.  Humphereys,  a  bookfeller  in  Warwick,  in  my  judgment  of  a  very  dangerous  confe- 
quence  to  your  highnefs  and  thefe  nations,  and  doth  (as  you  may  fee  cleerly)  poffitively 
fay,  that  he  hath  your  highnefs  lycence  for  what  hee  doth  ;  which  I  doe  beleive  is  a  horrible 
lye.     The  fayd  bookfeller  liveing  in  Warwick,  to  whom  they  was  fent,  did  come  to  mee, 
and  difcover  the  matter,  but  fayd,  hee  was  very  loath   to   part  with  the  books.     I  told 
him,  that  if  hee  would  not  by  fare  meanes,  I  would   force  them  from  him,  and  punifh 
him  alfoe,  which  I  thincke  would  have  bin  the  leaft   of  his  defert,   if  hee  had  either  con- 
cealed or  fould  them.     Hee  is  affrayd,  that  the  man  will  come  for  money  for  them,  and 
feares,  that  he  muft  paye  him  for  the  bookes.     They  come  to  the  fum  of  40  or  50  1.   hee 
defired  mee  to  fave  him  harmleflfe.     I  told  him,  I  would,  and  paye  him  very  well,  if  hee 
would  let  me  have  a  fight  of  the  man  that  fent  him  the  books,  really  beleiving,  that  hee 
appeares  not  fopublique  as  his  booke  demonftrates.     I  have  fent  all  the  bookes  to  captain 
Whitby,  who  will  prefent  them  to   your   highnefs,  or  to  any,  whom  you  fhall   appoint. 
In  the  interim  I  have  fent  here  inclofed  a  printed  paper   that  goes  along  with  the  bookes, 
and  a  letter  from  Gofteloe  to  the  bookfeller  of  Warwick.     I  have  yet  further  to  prefent 
unto  your  highnefs,  that  about  three  weeks  fince  there  did  march  thorrow  Warwick  about 
the  dead  tyme  of  the  night  feverall  men  armed  with  fword   and  piftolls,  and  in    the  day 
tyme  likewife,  who  was  judged  to  be  rouges  ;  haveing   notice  of  the  fame  I  fent  for  20 
horfe  to  guard  in  Warwick.     Colonell  Haukfworth  and  another  did  give  mee  this  intelli- 
gence, but  I  did  not  reft  fatisfied  with  that,  but  fearcht  unto  the  rife  of  it,  and  fpake  with 
two  men,  one  of  which  told  me  the  fame  -,    the  other  tells   mee,    that  hee  faw  footmen 
goe  thorrow  the  towne,  lufty  proper  men,  another  night ;  and  it  is  generally  fo  fayd  by 
many,  who,  as  they  lye  in  their  beds,  heare  them  goe  along  the  towne  ;  and   that   they 
march  a  land's  length  diftance  each  from  the  other,  when   in  the   towne,  and  when   out 
they  ride  immediately  up    togeather.     It  is  thought  they  went  towards  the  North,  becaufe 
they  went  out  at  that  end  of  the  towne.     It  is  fayd,  they  have  marched   in   this  manner 
feverall  tymes ;  and  yefterday,  as  I  was  marching  to  this  place,  one  over  took  mee,  and  told 
mee  of  a  great  meeting  neere  Warwick,  pretending  a  football  match,  whereunto  many 
did  ride  and  goe  all  that  night,  and  many  cavileeres  were  ingaged  in  the  fame.     Where- 
upon I  was  forc't  to  fend  off"  a  party  of  horfe  to  difperfe  them,  and  accordingly  they  did. 
There  was  a  very  great  number  theire,  and  it  is  judged,  that  they  indevor  by  thefe  things

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to  gett  to  randevouz.  If  I  may  fpeake  playnly  my  judgment  (ietting  feJfe  afide)  I  doe  A.  D.  1654. 
judge,  that  Coventry  or  Warwick  cannot  be  without  a  troop  of  horfc,  as  the  ftate  of  L/VNj 
tilings  are  ;  and  there  is  noe  troop  in  England  can  bee  more  ferviceable  then  myne,  they 
being  that  cunterymen,  and  knowing  it  and  all  perfons  of  quallity  in  it.  Therefore  I 
humbly  propofe  this  to  your  highneffe,  if  it  Ihall  feeme  meet  to  your  wifdome,  that  one 
of  the  troopes,  which  quarters  in  Heriford,  may  come  hither  to  captaine  Palmer's,  and 
that  myne  be  forthwith  fent  to  Coventry  or  Warwick.  I  fent  feverall  tymes  to  Brackley 
race,  and  uppon  the  day  they  was  to  run,  but  they  removed  there  horfes,  and  did  not.  I 
intreate  your  commands  touching  fir  James  Hayles  and  mr.  Steven  Hayles  his  fonn,  who  are 
both  at  Snitfield  4  miles  from  Warwick,  that  are  mentioned  in  Gofteloe's  letter  to  the  booke- 
feller  in  Warwick.  I  intend  to  draw  fome  more  horfe  to  Worcefter  at  the  great  fare  which 
will  bee  theire  about  2  or  3  weekes  hence.  It  lalleth  ten  dayes,  but  ufeally  theire  doth 
come  a  great  number  (but  not  of  the  beft)  of  men,  which  will  be  a  formidable  way  for 
them  to  randevouze,  if  not  prevented,  if  they  have  any  intention  foe  to  doe.  I  delivered 
in  the  40  cafe  of  piftoUs,  that  came  from  fir  Henry  Littleton's,  to  colonell  Hawkefworth.  I 
could  not  in  confcience  trouble  the  poor  men  in  Worcefterfhire  and  elfewhere,  who  brought 
mee  intelligence,  but  that  I  muft  content  them  -,  and  accordingly  I  did,  and  have  employ- 
ed them  flill,  fo  that  I  muft  bee  dayly  expending  money.  I  have  juft  now  heard  of  Ibme 
dangerous  words,  that  major  Roberts  of  Cheltum  fpake,  and  have  fent  for  witnefs  touch- 
ing the  matter.  I  thinke  Warwick  caftle  is  a  very  convenient  place  to  fend  any  prifoners 
to,  that  are  hereabouts.  I  defire  an  order  from  your  highnefs  to  that  purpofe,  that  any, 
which  are  taken,  which  your  highnefs  ftiall  not  thinke  fitt  to  give  liberty  to,  may  bee  fe- 
cured  there.  None  will  be  received  in  without  your  highnelTe's  order.  I  know  not  what 
to  doe  with  that  neft  of  cavileers  in  Worcefterfhire,  more  then  to  take  bond  for  their 
peaceable  liveing.  There  was  no  troope  in  Litchfeild.  I  doe  humbly  intreate  your  high- 
nelTe's comandes  to  be  fent  with  all  fpeed  by  my  fquldier,  who  attends  your  highnefs  for 
the  fame.  I  have  no  more  at  prefent,  but  intreate  your  highneffe  to  pardon  my  tediouf- 
nefs  at  this  tyme,  and  to  beleive,  that  I  am,

A.  D.  1654.  -^"W  THAT  you  mention  of  procuring  the  removeall  of  H.  C  to  fome  other  guarrifon 
L/~V~\J  Y  Y  is  not  amiffe,  Ithinke,  if  procureable,  that  hee  might  enjoy  the  comforts  of  his  chil- 
dren and  friends,  who  otherwife  muft  travaile  further  to  fee  him,  where  he  is.  Wee  in 
thefe  parts  would  bee  children  of  peace  and  love,  and  through  mercy  in  part  are  fo  ;  yet 
for  our  own  defence,  were  forced  yellerday  to  take  armes  againft  the  old  cavillier  upon 
certaine  intelligence  of  an  infurredlion  of  Harris  in  Shropfhire,  and  Kinafton  by  the 
new  bridge  above  Clan  y  Mynych,  whence  they  were  to  enter  Chirke,  as  one  of  their 
friends  hints  in  the  inclofed,  which  fince  is  confirmed  ;  but  the  whole  we  have  not,  nor 
do  I  thinkc  it  is  as  big  as  fome  thinke,  nor  as  fmall  as  others  imagine.  However  our  faire 
(Hanner  y  Gwanwyn)  here  is  now  with  us,  and  that  party  are  providing  horfes,  and  divers 
are  gone  out  of  towne  to  them  -,  and  our  friends  have  beene  up  yellernight  horfe  and  foot, 
after  we  had  fent  notice  to  Chirk,  Chefter,  and  Denbeigh,  to  looke  to  themfelves.  If 
this  fwelling  breake  and  not  draw  in,  you  will  heare  more  of  a  fcabby  itching  tumor. 
All  forts  feeme  carefuU  to  preferve  the  comon  peace.  The  prefbiterians  and  independents 
make  but  one  party  in  this.  Juft  now  newes  comes,  that  they  grow  numerous,  but  two 
colonells  that  were  to  head  them  befides  Harris  make  fome  promife  them  a  fcattering  of 
them.  This  night  thefe  people  here  go  on  to  the  guard  againe,  having  this  day  found 
that  partys  of  ftrangers  not  farr  off  from  the  towne  yefternight  affembled.  We  are  for 
peace,  but  if  they  begin,  wee  thinke  ourfelves  called  to  defend  our  lives,  if  God  fees  good. 
Wee  thought  to  fend  to  London  the  whole,  to  avoyd  jealoufyes,  but  it's  thought  needlefs. 
Wee  are  well  knowen,  and  the  infurreftion  is  not  in  a  corner.  I  heare  one  or  more  there 
killed  already.  This  may  prove  a  taile  of  a  fmoaking  firebrand.  If  the  Lord  keepe  us 
within  from  the  army  within  our  owne  hearts,  the  outward  can  do  no  hurt  at  all.

ACcordinge  to  my  duty,  I  fhall  give  your  highnes  this  account  fince  my  laft :  the  party  Vol.  xxxvi. 
wee  fent  out  to  fir  Thomas  Harris,  founde  him  in  his  howfe  with  fome  fixe  or  342. 
feaven  more,  and  in  the  fteble  neere  20  liorfe  fadelled,  and  13  paire  of  piftolls,  charged 
and  primed  fome  of  them  ;  a  litle  barreJl  of  powder,  and  a  compleate  fuite  of  amies, 
lyinge  together  in  his  barne,  under  a  little  ftraw,  which  our  men  founde,  by  a  bridell 
reaine  lyinge  on  it,  partly  hidd,  and  partly  unhidd ;  and  in  his  ftuddy,  buJIetts 
newly  made,  and  the  mould.  And  as  our  party  marched  tlirough  the  villadge  neere  his 
howfe,  a  gentlewoman  lookinge  out  a  window  faid.  Oh  Lord !  wee"  are  undone ;  whoe 
fome  of  our  men  heard  one  fay  was  his  fifter.  The  cheife  with  him  is  one  that  goeth 
by  the  name  of  mr.  White,  a  tall  younge  gent.  20  or  22  yeres  ould,  a  great  head  of  heare, 
an  ovell  face,  dark  eyebrowes,  whoe  I  had  a  thought  once  was  the  duke  of  Yorke,-  becaufe 
'tis  reported  to  me,  hee  is  come  lately  into  thefe  parts,  and  this  gent,  came  from  London 
but  fabath  day  at  night  laft,  into  a  privett  mahgnant  alehowfe  in  our  fubburbs,  being 
brought  thether  by  one  Mungummery,  a  defperatt  cavilere  here,  that  went,  as  I  believe, 
to  meet  him  at  Dantry  the  laft  weeke,  to  which  place,  the  gent,  fay,  hee  came  of  his  Owne 
horfe,  and  then  fent  him  back  by  his  man  to  London,  and  there  tell  into  Mungomery's 
company  by  chance,  beinge  a  ftranger  to  him  before ;  and  the  munday  after  hee  came  jhe- 
ther,    confefieth   Mungomery   carried    him  to  a  villadge  3   miles  of,  where  fir  William  ■     • 

Owen's  houfe  is,  to  an  alehoufe,  where  f  r  Thomas  Harris  fent  him  word  he  would  meet 
him,  and  then  tooke  him  home.  And  fir  Thomas  Harris  faith  the  fame,  but  denys  any 
knowledge  of  a  plott,  but  that  White  was  come  to  be  a  fervant  to  one  of  his  fifteres,  who 
fay  hee  hath  noe  kindred  or  freind  in  London,  now  they  are  out  of  town,  except  fome 
Dutch  marchants,  pretendinge  hee  is  a  Dutchman  borne  in  Nyminghame  in  Hollande, 
and  lived  at  the  Hague  fometymes,  and  here  and  in  Ireland  fometymes.  I  tryed  him  to 
give  him  leave  to  write  to  any  kindred  in  London,  and  I  would  fende  it,  and  heJpe  to 
make  way  to  your  highnes  ;  but  hee  refufed,  faieing,  hee  hoped  he  fhould  not  bee  here 
above  2  or  3  days,  and  liked  his  quarters  well.  The  reafon  I  have  to  thinke  'tis  not  the 
duke  is,  for  that  hee  would  not  leave  a  certainty,  to  hazard  his  life,  without  firft  haveing 
a  boddy  in  the  felde  able  to  defende  him.  2dly,  he  faith,  he  hath  bein  in  London  a  good 
while,  and  kepte  one  fir  Francis  Mackworth  company  often,  whoe  is   5   weeks  fince  gonn 

over  in  Holland,  as  hee  faith,  to  many,  and  fee truth,  and  faid  lyeke- 

wife,  hee  hath  often  dranke  his  morning's  draught,  at  a  litle  boarded  howfe  by  the  Tilt 
Yard,  called  Jacob's  Well,  with  fir  Francis  Morris  ;  foe  as  I  beUeve  the  Duke  durft  not 
be  foe  long  in  London.  I  heare  my  lord  Wihnott  is  come  down  lately  alfoe  ;  and  wee  haVe 
had  2  gent,  of  quallity  this  weeke  guided  up  and  downe  the  countrey  -,  the  one  by  the  faid 
Mungomery,  the  other  by  one  Salter,  latly  gone  out  of  this  garrifon  from  his  mafter, 
whoe  was  at  Worcefter  laft.  The  one  gent,  thurfday  laft  was  upon  a  heath  12  miles  of, 
comeing  to  this  towne.  A  frende  of  myne  fell  into  his  company,  a  cuntry  fellow,  and 
there,  after  they  had  ridd  a  m.ile,  the  fervinge  man  inquired  what  newfe  here,  and  how 
farre  to  this  towne  -,  tould  him,  hee  that  went  before  was  your  highnes  fonn  goinge  for 
Ireland  privetly,  having  a  troop  of  horfe  a  litle  diftance  of;  but  would  not  march  with  it ; 
and  faid,  I  could  wifh  my  fword  in  his  harte,  for  it  will  never  be  better,  untill  wee  have  a 
kinge.  But  my  frende  replying  noethinge,  hee  held  his  tongue  afterward  ;  foe  as,  my  lord, 
hear  is  great  danger  of  this  place,  and  your  highnes  troope  did  come  in  but  halfe  the 
laft  thurfday  in  the  afternoone,  and  the  other  partie  is  not  come  from  Darby.  Wee  beinge 
foe  weake,  I  fent  out  for  fome  honeft  men  to  com  into  me  with  ther  horfe,  foe  that  wee 
are  in  all  horfe  with  the  20  wee  tooke  at  fir  Tho.   50,  which  were  fent .  .  .  .in  parties 

out  conftantly.     I  doe   imploy  foote  fcouts,  of  my whoe  doe   bringe   me  what  I 

know,  but  I  mayntayne  my  friends  and  fcouts  upon  my  owne  purfe,  which  will  not  hould 

out  long ;  and  I  humbly  conceive  there  is  a  great  fear  of  infurreftions  ;  our and 

wee  muft  prepare  to  defend  the  people  here  and  ourfelves ;  and  I  dare  not  raife  a  man, 
untill  your  highnt  fs  gives  me  order.     I  defire  but  2  dayes  time  to  raife  a  troope  of  horfe^ 

-  or 
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A.  D.  1654.  or  a  good  partie  of  foote,  foe  I  knew  how  to  pay  them  ;  and  'tis  the  defire  of  all  the  good 
L/VXJ  people,  that  thofe  whoe  caufe  our  troubles  ane  charges  might  bare  the  burthen  now.    Here 

is  not  one  gentleman  come  in  yet,  and  trewly,  my  lord,  but  2  that  was  frighted  in  thurf- 

day  night,  and  are  fince  gon  home  -,  but  I  have  a  fecond  forte  of  men,  that  will  not  faile. 

I  humbly  crave  your  pardon  for  beinge  foe  tedious.     If  they  come,  I  will  fell  my  life  at  as

WHo  faith,  that  on  thurfday  morning  laft  he  received  two  letters  from  major  Thomas 
Carnaby,  one  of  them  to  himfelf,  and  another  to  Thomas  Cowld,  wherein  this 
informant  was  invited  to  a  wedding  and  head-wafhing  at  Duddo  ;  and  goinge  thither  in 
the  evening,  he  found  men  there  with  every  of  them  piftolls  about  them,  to  the  number 
of  feventy  or  thereabouts  -,  and  that  the  report  was  among  them,  that  that  party  would 
enter  upon  Sandgate  that  night,  and  that  another  party  of  three  troops  under  the  com- 
mand of  one  Delavall  was  to  come  in  at  Weftgate,  and  another  party  under  th^  command 
of  Willoughby  or  Cholmley  to  come  in  Gatefide  to  take  Newcaftle  ;  and  flaying  there 
from  eight  of  the  clock  till  eleven,  then  came  major  Thomas  Carnaby  with  one  Pattifon, 
major  Hebburne's  man,  with  others  from  Newcaftle,  having  a  white  led  horfe  there  ;  and 
confulting  with  fome  of  the  reft  about  a  horfe,  they  then  marched  away  Weftward.  And 
.further  this  informant  faith,  that  Edward  Bell  of  Duddo  told  this  informant,  that  he  was 
to  be  in  a  plott  about  twenty  days  ago  ;  and  alfo  faith,  that  there  was  one  called  a  cap- 
taine,  which  brought  fifty  horfe  with  blew  capps  with  him,  which  he  thinks  to  be  Gawen 
Snawden.

which  are  all  true  coppyes  of  intelligence  fent  us  upon  or  fince  the  8th  inftant ;  fince 
which  tyme  the  honeft  party  in  this  cytty  have  beene  upon  their  guard,  efpecially  in  the 
night  tyme,  the  firft  guard  being  commanded  by  myfelfe,  as  one  of  the  flierriffes  of  the 
cytty  ;  and  other  well  afFedled  perfons,  formerly  officers  off  the  army,  undertake  to  goe 
on  with  the  fame  duty,  untill  further  direftions  be  fent  for  the  putting  off  us  into  a  pofture 
off  defence.  Wee  having  at  prefent  the  countenance  and  affiftance  of  mr.  mayor  as  to 
his  intereft  in  the  cytty,  as  alfo  from  lieutenant  Andrewes,  the  officer  at  prefent  command- 
ing the  caftle,  who  herein,  as  in  his  former  deportment  fince  his  coming  hither,  hath 
aproved  himfelfe  very  faithfull  and  diligent.  I  fhall  not  fiarther  mention  the  particulars  of

whereof  I  have  already   fent  unto  colonel  Henry   Brooke,    colonel   Crockfton,   colonel 
Duckinfield,  lieutenant  colonel  John  Brooke,  and  fome  others,  that  I  know  to  be  faith- 
full  and  pcrfons  of  intereft  -,  and  fhall  humbly  make  it  my  requeft,  that  fuch  perfons  may 
fpeedily  be  authorized  in  all  thefe  adjacent  partes  for  the  fudden  cheque  of  thofe  wicked ' 
brood  ;  for  although  fome  of  thofe,  as  fir  Thomas  Middleton,  fir  George  Booth,  &c.  in 
fome  things  poffibly  were  unfattisfyed,  yet  againfl:  the  cavilleers  intereft  you  may  as  fafely 
tnift  them  as  ever ;  and  it  will  not  bee  convenient  to  fleight  perfons  of  eminency  and  intereft 
in  their  country,  being  affured  of  their  fidellity.

I  Having  had  intelligeance  from  good  chriflian  frendis  this  day  of  a  rifeing  in  Wales,  I

I  Have  received  the  letter  of  your  eminence  of  the  13th  of  this  month,  that  hath  con*  Vol.  xxir, 
firmed  me  in  what  I  declared  to  my  commiffioners  in  my  laft  conference,  that  the  pro-  P-  '7°- 
tedor  muft  not  think  of  any  treaty,  if  he  would  not  oblige  himfelf  not  to  affifl  the  ene- 
mies and  rebels  of  his  majefty ;  and  not  receiving  from  them  any  fatisfa6tion,  I  have 
demanded  audience  to  take  my  leave.  I  will  continue  to  purfue  it,  if  fo  be  they  do  not 
refolve  to  put  in  writing  the  verbal  proteftations,  which  my  commiffioners  made  unto  me. 
They  did  not  forget  any  expreffion,  which  might  induce  me  to  confide  in  what  the  lord 
protedlor  would  fay  unto  me  of  it,  if  I  would  receive  them  ;  but  although  I  am  perfuad- 
ed,  that  he  is  of  that  opinion,  yet  becaufe  his  refolutions  do  govern  themfelves  according 
to  his  intereils,  and  do  alfo  change  often  enough  to  have  infilled  upon  aft  alTurance  in  writ- 
ing, or  elfe  that  he  would  be  likewife  contented  to  take  the  word  of  his  majefty  in  lieu  of 
the  fecret  article  ;  this  overture  was  received  no  better  than  the  relative  claufe  in  the  ancient 
treaties,  which  they  found  worfe  than  a  formal  expreffion  of  affifting  the  enemies  and  re- 
bels. All  reafon  will  have  this  to  be  preferred  before  a  rupture ;  yet  however  the  lords 
of  the  council  themfelves  do  publiffi  the  treaty  to  be  broke  off ;  and  that  general  Blake 
hath  orders  to  return  to  guard  the  narrow  feas.  Want  of  provifions  will  alfo  oblige  him 
fhortly  to  quit  the  Streights.  They  are  equipping  of  Ihips  here  to  fend  to  general  Penn, 
who  is  faid  to  be  arrived  at  Barbados.  They  threaten  here  Portugal  for  not  having  done 
according  to  the  treaty,  the  ratification  whereof  is  come  out  with  foqie  fmall  alteration. 
I  cannot  yet  affiire  your  eminence  of  any  thing  concerning  the  levies ;  colonel  Cooke  doth 
ilill  promife  to  perform  as  foon  as  thefe  jealoufies  are  once  over.

We  have  fince  heard,  that  there  were  endeavours  of  rifing  in  other 
places  at  the  fame  time,  as  you  may  fee  by  the  inclofed.  We  do  not  doubt,  but  you  have 
profecuted  with  effeft  the  direftions  you  have  already  received :  however  we  have 
thought  it  necefiary  to  fend  the  party  himfelf,  who  gave  the  information,  and  was 
amongft  them  at  Rugford,  who  knows  the  parties  mentioned  in  the  information,  and  like- 
wife  their  dwellings.  It  will  be  of  great  ufe  unto  us,  that  this  bufinefs  be  followed  home, 
and  examined  to  the  bottom ;  for  which  purpofe  I  defire  you  to  go  upon  the  place,  and 
examine  the  people  of  the  inn,  and  other  perfons,  who  may  probably  give  you  information 
therein  ;  and  as  you  find  or  fufpedl  any  to  be  of  their  party,  forthwith  to  feize  them, 
their  arms,  and  horfes.

Information  of  Edmund  Turner. 

npHE  information  of  Edmund  Turner  of  Morpeth  in  the  faid  county,  taken  at  Morpeth 
-*■  the  1 2th  day  of  March  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1654,  who  upon  his  oath  faith,  that 
prefently  after  the  apprehending  of  fufpe6ted  perfons  for  the  late  plot,  this  informant  was 
told  by  one  Edward  Bell  the  elder  of  Duddon  in  the  faid  county,  that  there  would  be  a 
plot  throughout  England,  to  furprize  the  troops  in  their  quarters ;  and  afked  this  infor- 
inant,  if  he  would  be  one  in  that  plot,  who  utterly  denied  the  fame  ;  but  afterwards  the 
faid  Bell  fent  to  this  informant, "to  tell  him,  that  his  mother  was  not  well  ;  and  to  come 
to  her  his  mother  upon  thurfday  at  night,  being  the  8th  day  of  this  inftant  march  ;  and  to 
call  at  Duddon  as  he  went,  to  fpeak  with  him ;  who  when  this  informant  came,  the  faid 
Edward  Bell  told  him,  that  the  party,  that  was  then  at  Duddon,  being  about  threefcore  and 
tea  horfemen,  armed  with  fwords  and  piftols,  were  to  go  to  Newcaftle,  where  one  Delavall 
was  to  meet  them  with  three  troops  of  horfe  out  of  the  weft  of  this  country  ;  and  alfo 
they  Were  to  meet  with  forces  coming  out  of  Biffioprick  at  Newcaftle,  which  fhould  have 
fallen  into  the  town  by  Gatefide  ;  and  that  the  party  at  Duddon  commanded  by  major 
Thomas  Carniby,  fi^ould  have  fallen  into'Newcaftle  at  Sandgate,  and  Delavall's  troops 
at  Weftgate  ;  and  that  there  Was  in  the  faid  party  at  Duddon,  as  he  heard  them  named* 
mr.  Henry  Widdrington  of  Ritton,  and  one  Gawen  Snawdon,  whom  they  called  captain, 
5  who 
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who  brought  into  Duddon  about  50  horfe,  and  that  the  faid  party  ftayed  at  Duddon  from 
feven  of  the  clock  that  night  until  eleven  of  the  fame,  about  which  time  came  major 
Thomas  Carniby,  and  one  with  him,  whom  they  called  major  Hebburne's  man,  with 
orders  from  Newcaftle,  as  he  had  heard  them  relate,  who  faid,  that  there  was  three  hundred 
fail  of  fhips  come  into  Newcaftle,  for  fear  of  whom  they  durft  not  fall  upon  Newcaftle 
at  that  time  -,  and  after  eonfultation  had  in  private  by  fome  of  the  cliief  there  prefent,  the 
party  thereby  commanded  marched  weftward  into  the  country  ;  and  the  informant  did 
then  leave  them,  refufing  to  march  with  them.

INCE  my  laft  our  intelligence  was,  that  the  enemy  (haveing  notice  of  our  readinefs  yoj. 
and  preparation  againft  them)  had  wholy  difperfed  themselves,  which  made  us  almoft  p.  i 


fecure  ;  but  laft  night  came  notice  from  a  very  good  hand,  that  theire  defigne,  notwith- 
ftanding  what  difcovery  was  already  made,'  would  be  attempted  very  fuddenly  ;  and  that 
it  was  generally  layd  in  England,  Scottland,  and  Ireland,  and  in  thofe  partes  moft  efpecially 
againft  Chefter,  Sallop,  and  Chirke,  which  made  mee  this  laft  night  to  doubte  my  guard 
(in  this  cytty)  which  I  have  attended  every  night,  fave  one,  fince  the  firft  difcovery  •,  and 
purpofe  by  the  blefllng  of  God  to  continue  the  fame,  untill  either  this  bufinefs  bee  over,  or 
further  direftions  come  from  his  highnefs.  For  although  feverall  perfons  (formerly  officers 
in  the  army)  would  freely  have  aflifted  me,  yet  I  find  the  cittizens  generally  averfe  to  ferve 
a  ftraunger  (as  they  call  them.)  I  befeech  you  therefore,  that  alderman  William  Wright 
may  bee  apoynted  to  command  the  foote  in  this  citty  ;  his  intereft,  eftate,  fidellity,  &c.

Notwithftandinge  the  laft  letters  from  England  of  the  2d  inftant,  fpeakingc  all  there  in 
quiet,  yet  will  not  this  people  beleeve,  by  reafon  of  what's  writ  them  from  Flanders,  France, 
and  Holland,  but  that  C.  S.  is  certainely  landed  in  fome  part  of  England,  and  lyes  there 
perdue,  till  his  partie  appeare  for  him.  By  fome  veffels  hence  for  London  fince  laft  poft, 
1  gave  you  an  extraft  of  a  letter  then  received  from  Colonia,  diredted  to  the  poft-mafter 
at  Gravefend,  to  haft  to  you ;  but  I  doubt  they  got  not  out  of  this  river,  the  wind  cominge 
contrary  -,  yet  may  probably  come  on  e're  theife,  the  winds  beinge  now  more  favourable. 
This  inclofed  is  a  copie  thereof.  If  you  can  find  one  of  the  two  difguifed  perfons, 
much  may  be  difcovered  by  them,  as  likewife  by  Day,  if  he  have  beene  falfe  to  his 
truft,  I  fuppofe  Paul  Roll  hath  writt  to  you  of  it,  and  what  other  matters  he  could 
difcover.  Your  order  concerneinge  him  I  expedl.  I  cannot  yet  heare  from  the  expreffe  I 
fent  to  Berlin  -,  foe  conclude  him  either  mifcarried  or  falfe  to  his  truft.  This  day  I  fen3 
my  fecretary  after  him.  Certaine  it  is,  that  great  leavies  are  on  foote  in  theife  parts  by  the 
kinge  of  Sweaden,  both  horfe  and  foote,  draweinge  towards  Pomerania  and  the  ports  on 
the  Baltique  fea  ;  and  that, he  equips  a  great  fleete;  but  moft  conclude  that  hedefignes  all 
againft  the  Pole,  in  or  about  fome  part  of  Pruffia.  His  refident  gave  me  a  late  vifit ; .  an4 
then  I  gathered  foe  much  from  him,  which  is  alfoe  the  general]  opinion  here.  The  duke^ 
of  Brandenburgh  alfoe  raifeth  men,  but  that's  moft  like  to  be  for  his  owne  defence, 
findinge  the  other  to  arme  foe  powerfully.  I  hope,  there's  noe  caufe  to  feare  any  harme  to 
you  from  thefe  parts,  efpecially  if  you  fecure  well  at  home.  However  I  will  endeavour 
to  founde  thofe  preparations  to  the  bottome.  There  were  five  ftiipps  this  laft  weeke  taken 
on  heere  for  the  tranfport  of  foldiers  to  Gottenburgh,  but  there's  now  a  countermand  come, 
and  to  haft  the  men  by  land  to  Pomeren.  Here's  a  ftory  from  Paris,  from  whence  many 
fuch  come,  that  the  quondam  queene  and  duke  of  Yorke  had  taken  their  leave  there,  to 
meete  C.  S.  in  England ;  at  leaft  to  lye  wayte  about  Callis  and  at  Dunkirk.  The  Holland 
merchants  were  foe  confident  of  what  they  defired,  that  they  off'erred  their  goods  to  fale,  to 
be  paid  for  them,  when  C.  S.  fhould  raigne  in  England.  For  the  bufines  of  the  companie,

felfe  to  be  true  (although  not  many  of  the  particulars  formerly  fent  either  to  us  or  you) 
for  that  there  was  a  reall  plott^  and  generally  layd,  is  not  denyed  by  feveral  perfons  now  in 
cuftody  i  the  execution  wherof  was  prevented  by  the  fpeciall  providence  of  God  direfting 
fome  to  difcover,  and  others  upon  notice  to  prepare  for  the  prefervation  off  xht-  peace 
under  the  prefent  government.  A  copy  of  the  defigne,  as  it  is  given  by  one  of  the  party, 
with  a  copy  alfo  of  his  owne  letter  unto  a  gentleman  of  worth  and  fidellity,  I  have 
hereui  inclofed  fent  you  ;  both  which  I  received  yefterday  from  his  owne  hands,  to  whom 
it  was  fent.  If  any  perfon  in  thefe  parts  were  authorifed  to  apprehend  and  examine  fufpefted 
perfons,  you  might  fuddenly  have  a  better  accompt ;  but  at  prefent  I  finde,  that  20,  30, 
40,  or  50  cavilleers  have  lately  been  very  frequent  at  theire  meetings,  and  given  fufficient 
caufe  of  offence,  but  no  perfons  here  being  in  power  to  apprehend  them,  in  order  to 
their  further  accompt,  they  difperfe  themfelves,  adting,  as  they  fay,  nothing  tending  to 
the  breach  of  the  publique  peace,  although  I  doubt  not  the  contrary  might  eafily  be 
made  out,  if  well  inquired  into.

T  Know  you  are  foe  full  of  weighty  afFayres,  that  I  ftiall  very  unwillingly  give  you  the  y^i  ^xiv, 
-*-  leaft  trouble  ;  only  give  mee  leave  to  retourne  unto  you  my  harty  thankes  for  all  the  care  p,  221. 
and  aboundant  love  you  fhewed  mee  in  my  bufineffe.  I  ihall  faye  noe  more  as  to  that,  but 
that  you  have  obleedged  one,  that  will  faythfuUy  ferve  his  highneffe  in  any  thinge  that 
comes  within  the  compaffe  of  my  poore  power.

I  Received  his  highnefs  my  lord  proteftor's  letters  of  Intelligence,  and  yours  of  the  izth, 
inftant  by  one  a  clock  this  day,  and  foone  difpatched  the  lame  meflenger,  that  brought 
them,  to  Norwich  (who  wil  be  there  by  morning,  I  doubt  not)  with  inftrudions  to  the 
officers  there  to  conforme  to  thofe  I  received ;  and  there  care  therein  I  doe  not  queftion. 
Synce  when  I  fent  to  fir  Thomas  Honywood,  col.  Cooke,  major  Templer,  and  others  of 
good  affedtion  in  theife  parts,  to  meet  heere  in  the  morne,  to  agree  what  to  doe  in  order 
to  the  fecuryty  of  the  county.  I  gave  them  coppyes  of  the  intelligence  I  had,  to  provoke 
them  the  more  to  expedition.  An  account  of  their  refults  uppon  their  meeting  I'll  tranf- 
mitt  to  you  with  all  fpeed.  I  fent  alfo  to  Ipfwich,  Sudbury,  and  Berry,  and  gave  them 
a  hint  alfo,  in  which  county,  if  col.  Fortergill  of  Sudbury  had  a  commiffion  for  a 
foote  regiment,  and  major  John  Moody  for  a  major  of  fome  horfe,  there  alfo,  it  would 
doe  exceeding  well.  They  are  perfons  both  knowne  and  interefled  much,  and  of  very 
good  affeftion  -,  but  I  fubmitt  it.  I  purpofe  this  night  to  fly  about  for  malignants  and 
their  horfes  •,  but  there  are  but  few,  that  have  engaged,  though  many  of  ill  afFeftion, 
Papifts,  and  others  up  and  downe ;  the  earle  of  Oxford,  firFrauncisCammock,  Sir  Benjamin 
AylofF;  and  all  theife  parts  yet  quyett,  but  not  to  be  trufted.

I  am  fure  Merfey  ifland  is  not  a  hundred 
part  that  confideration,  as  this  place :  if  therefore  that  companie  might  be  fent  hirher, 
if  we  remove,  it  may  fecure  the  maine  chance ;  elfe  I  feare,  if  we  goe  hence,  the  thou- 
fands,  that  are  fitt  to  bare  armes,  and  extreemly  malignant,  as  any  I  came  amongft,  may 
doe  mifcheife.  I  feare  them  not,  whyle  we  ftay.  The  towne  is  not  to  be  trulted  with 
armes :  if  they  Ihould,  the  country  gentlemen  would  be  troubled,  leaft  they  Ihould  turne 
them  uppon  the  beft  freinds  of  the  publique.  I  pray,  fir,  one  word  thereof,  if  it  be  not 
too  great  boldnefs  to  divert  you  from  your  more  weighty  occafions.  I  fliall  carefully 
communicate  all  intelligence  that  comes  to  hand.  In  the  meane  tyme  begg,  that  you 
would  account  me  for.

Simon  Barnefather,  coachman  to  Penifton  Whalley,  efq-,  examined  faith,  that  upon 
thurfdaylaft  mr.  Pen.  Whalley,  and  Geo.  Clayton,  his  boy,  rode  forth  about  10  in  the 
morning,  and  the  examinate  heard  they  went  that  night  to  Barlor,  and  believes  it  to  be 
true,  becaufe  he  faw  his  mafter  there  the  next  day  at  a  greyhound  match.  And  farther  faith, 
that  on  thurfday  night  aforefaid  about  6  a  clock  he  this  examinate,  with  Edward  Dovey, 
another  fervant  of  mr.

Whalley 
came  not  home  to  Screton  untill  the  fatiirday  night  following,  but  denies  he  faw  him  at 
RufFord  aforefaid.

Edward  Dovey,  fervant  to  Penifton  W^halley,  efq;  examined,  faith,  that  on  thurfday  laft,  a 
little  before  dinner  time,  his  mafter  aforefaid,  with  his  boy,  went  forth  on  horfeback,  and  the. 
examinate  heard  his  mafter  fay,  that  he  intended  to  go  that  night  to  Barton  to  mr.  Leache 
Verill's  houfe,  and  he  did  not  return  till  faturday  night;  and  faith,  that  on  thurfday  about  day 
light,  that  he  the  examinate,  with  Simon  Barnefather,  his  mafter's  coachman,  took  two 
horfes  out  of  the  ftable  of  mr.  Whalley,  one  a  bay,  which  the  examinate  rode,  and  the 
other  an  iron-grey  mare,  which  Simon  rode ;  and  they  both  marched  to  Thirgaton  to  mr. 
John  Cooper's  houfe,  where  they  found  two  of  the  Baldwins,  one  mr.  Thomas  Naylor, 
and  one  Binns,  and  they  all  marched  together  to  RufFord  Abby,  and  alighted  at  an  inn 
there,  where  they  found  divers  gentlemen,  fome  coming  in,  and  others  going  out ;  and  the 
examinate  about  1 2  a  clock  faw  a  cart  laden  with  arms  come  to  the  door  of  the  inn, 
but  prefently  the  company  difperfed  ;  and  denies  he  knew  any  of  the  company,  faving  as 
aforefaid.

WHereaS  col.  Robert  Gibbon,  governor  of  our  ifland  of  Jerfey,  hath  reprefented  unto  Vol.  xxii?i 
us,  that  for  the  better  fafegaurd  of  the  faid  ifland  and  accommodation  of  the  foldiers  P-  219* 
now  in  garrifon  there,  that  the  caftles  and  forts  {landing  thereon  be  not  only  repaired, 
but  that  fome  addition  of  building  be  rhade  thereto,  and  that  beds  and  coverlids  be  pro- 
vided for  the  ufe  of  the  faid  foldiers,  as  alfo  carriages  and  other  materials  for  the  great  guns 
there  -,  and  a  confiderable  ftore  of  provifions,  as  well  of  war  as  viftuals  and  other  neceflaries, 
be  laid  in  the  faid  callle  ;  leafl  any  attempts  be  made  upon  the  fame  by  any  our  enemies 
whatfoever  -,  we  have  taken  the  fame  into  our  confideration,  and  being  willing,  that  what 
is  neceffary  and  convenient  Ihould  be  done  therein,  do  therefore  refer  the  fame  to  the  care 
and  prudence  of  the  commilTioners  appointed  for  making  compofitions  with  the  iflanders, 
or  any  two  or  more  of  them,  who  are  hereby  authorized  and  enabled  to  do  therein,  what 
fhall  feem  to  them  to  be  needfull  and  requifite  for  the  ends  aforefaid ;  and  who  are  alfo 
impowered  to  iflTue  orders  from  time  to  time  under  the  hands  of  them,  or  any  two  or  more 
of  them,  for  the  payment  of  fuch  monies,  as  they  fhall  judge  neceffary  to  be  expended 
about  the  fame,  out  of  the  monies  arifing  upon  compofitions  with  the  iflanders,  and  fuch 
money  as  our  receiver  general  of  the  faid  compofitions  fhall  iffue  forth  upon  the  orders 
given  as  aforefaid.  The  refpeftive  officers  of  our  exchequer  are  hereby  required  and  au-* 
thorized  to  allow  the  fame  upon  his  account  accordingly.

L/'V~\J      1^     In  the  latter  you  informe  me  of  the  diffolution  of  the  parliament,  with  the  grounds 
p    22r  'i.nd  confequents  of  it.  I  was  not  much  furprized  with  the  intelligence  ;  the  flow  proceedings 

and  awkeward  motions  of  that  aflembly  giving  great  caufe  to  fufpedt  it  would  come  to  fome 
fuch  period  -,  and  I  cannot  but  exceedingly  wonder,  that  there  fhould  yet  remaine  fo  ftrong 
a  fpiritt  of  prejudice  and  animofity  in  the  minds  of  men,who  profes  themfelves  moft  afFedlionate 
patriots,  as  to  poftpofe  the  neceflary  wayes   and  meanes  for  prefervation  of  the  common- 
wealth, efpecially  in  fuch  a  time  of  concurrence  of  the  mifchievous  plots  and  defleins  both 
of  old  and  new  enemies,  tending  all  to  the  deftruftion  of  the  fame.     But  bleffed  be  the  Lord, 
who  hath  hitherto  delivered,  doth   ftill  deliver  us  ;   and  I  truft  will  continue  foe  to  do, 
although  he  be  very  much  tempted  by  us.     Sir,  in  my  laft  unto  you  I  gave  you  notice 
of  our  intention  to  faile  out  of  the  roade  of  Leghorne  to  Trapanoe,  and  thence  to  Tunis  5 
but  upon    intelligence  after  given  us  of  the  foden  meeting  of  the  Algier  and  other  men 
of  war  in  Tunis-bay,  bound   into  the  Levant  for  the  fervice  of  the  grand  fignor  (which 
intelligence  proved  to  be  untrue)  we  hafted  away  towards  Tunis  diredlly,  and  fomewhat 
fooner  then  did  well  ftand  with  the  ftate  of  our  provifions  at  that  tyme.     After  our  arrival 
there,  which  was  the  7th  of  February,  I  did  forthwith  fend  afhore  unto  the  dye  of  Tunis 
a  paper  of  demands  for  reftitution  of  the  fhip  Princeffe,   with  fatisfaftion  for  loffes,  and 
enlargement  of  captives,  according  to  the  particular  inftruftion,  which  I  received  for  that 
purpofe.     After  fome  anfwers  and  replyes  commiffioners  of  both  fides  were  agreed  upon  to 
capitulate,  which  met  abord  our  fhip ;  but  the  meeting  proved  altogether  fruitles,  they  re- 
fufing  to  make  a  reftitution  or  fatisfa6tion  for  what  was  pafl,  but  pretending  an  earneft 
defire  to  conclude  a  firme  peace  for  the  future.    Hereupon   we  failed  away  before  Porto 
Farina,  not  farre  off  where  theire  fhips  of  warr  lay,  being  kept  in  by  a  party  of  our  frigats 
fent  thither  before.     At  our  coming  before  the  place,  we  perceived  their  fhips  to  be  drawne 
up  as  neere  the  fhore  as  they  could,  Jightned  and  unrigged ;  their  guns  planted  upon  divers 
batteries  upon  the  land,   and  a  kind  of  formed  campe,  confifling  of  fome  thoufands  of 
horfe  and  foote,  as  if  they  feared  fome  invafion.     Some  debate  we  had  amongfl  ourfelves, 
whether  we  fhould  faile  into  the  port  with  our  fleete,  andattaque  theiic  fhips  where  they  were ; 
to  which  there  feemed  to  be  a  willing  inclination  in  all ;  but  entering  upon  confideration 
of  the  beft  ways  how  to  effedl  it,  we  found  the  enterprize  to  have  much  difficulty,  in  re- 
gard of  a  ftrong  caftle  within,  before  which  we  muft  anchor  with  our  great  fhips  at  halfe 
mufkett  fhot,  and  the  port  too  narrow  for  our  fleete  to  turne  in  it,  efpecially  at  that  time. 
It  was  judged    to  be  an  attempt  unreafonable  and  defperate,  there  being  not  in  the  fleet 
above  5  dayes  liquor,  and  a  great  fcarcity  of  bread.     And  here  I  hold  it  feafonable  to  let 
you  know,  that  we  are  not  fully  fatisfied  as  touching  the  power  given  in  that  particular 
inftruftion,  authorifing  us,  in    cafe  of  refufal  of  right,  to  feize,  furprize,  finke,  and   de- 
ftroy  all  fhips  and  veffels  belonging  to  the  kingdome  of  Tunis,  that  we  fhall  meet ;  which, 
as  it  doth  not  expreffely  forbid  us  to  enter  their  ports  to  that  end,   fo  neither  doth  it  ex- 
prelTely  impower  us,  efpecially  being  compared  with  that  part  of  the  generall  inftruftion, 
concerning  Turkifh  pirates,  limiting  us  in  fuch  cafes  only  to  block  up  theire  harbours  for 
fome  dayes.     This  I  write,  as  wifhing  that  the  intent  of  this  and  other  inftrutftions  of  this 
nature  might  be  more  cleare  and  explicit,  and  more  plainely  fignificant  as  to  our  duty  -,  but 
upon  the  forementioned  confideration  we  defifted  from  the  enterprize  at  that  prefent,  and 
failed  direftly  for  this  place,  leaving  the  Plimouth,  Kent,  Newcaflle,  Mermaid,  Taunton, 
Forefight,  to  attend  that  fervice.   At  our  arrivall  in  this  place,  we  found  the  Langport  and 
the  other  three  fregatts  fent  out  of  Leggorne  roade  to  ply  between  Majorca  and  Cape 
Paul,  which  brought  in   with  them  a  new  French  frigat  of  15  gunns,   but  one  that  will 
beare  more  ;  another  fhip  of  war,  called  the  Percy,  an  Englifh  vefTel,  well  knowne,  of  30 
guns,  they  forced  afhore  at  Majorca,  where  not  able  to  pofTeflTe  themfelves  of  it,  being  alfo 
extreemly  battered  and  fpoiled,  they  tooke  3000  dollars  of  the  governor  of  that  place  for  it, 
who  was  likewife   upon  agreement  to  be  at  the  charge  of  fending  home  all  the  French 
in  her,  which  were  300  in  number.     This  morning  I  fent  the  Langport  and  Diamond  to 
Majorca,  to  take  in  what  bread  they  can  gett,  and  fo  to  range  as  farr  as  Alicanet,  and  thence 
to  go  to  Genoa,  to  meet  with  the  Maidilon,  and  Hamplhire,  which  I  have  ordered  to  faile 
thither  to  make,  cleane,  and  alfo  to  gett  a  fupply  of  bread.     We  were  alfo  this  morning 
under  faile  with  the  reft  of  the  fleete,  the  Hope  fly-boat  only  excepted,  which  is  to  remaine 
here  to  make  provifion  of  bread,  till-  further  order.     But  it  proving  firft  calme,  and  then 
the  wind,  which  was  contrary,  we  came  againe  to  anchor.    Our  intention  is  to  faile  hence 
with  the  firft  opportunity  to  the  Bay  of  Tunis,  to  put  an  end  to  the  bufinefs  there,  which 
we  fhall  endeavour  to  doe  with  all  the  refolution  and  circumfpedlion  which  we  can,  as  Go4 
fhall  direftus,    it  being  a  bufines  of  manifold  concernments  and  interefls,  and  fubjed  to 
•  I'  divers 
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divers  confequents  and  conilnidions.  Of  the  ifllie  thereof,  with  all  the  particular  paflages,  I  A.  D.  1654; 
will  hereafter  (the  Lord  willing)  give  you  an  account.  Sir,  the  commands  of  his  highnes  L/'VNJ 
the  lord  proteftour  writt  with  his  owne  hand,  of  which  you  gave  me  an  intimation  in  yours, 
I  have  received,  and  here  made  bold  to  returne  an  anfwere  thereto  in  writing,  which  I  defire 
you  to  prefent,  together  with  my  moft  humble  and  faithfull  acknowledgements  of  duty  and 
fervice  for  all  the  favours,  which  for  many  years  I  have  received  in  a  very  large  meafure 
from  his  highnes.  You  will  hereby  very  much  endeare  mee,  and  continew  to  add,  as  you

raifed  forces,  and   are   now   in   aftual  rebellion  in  feveral  parts  of  this  nation,  robbing, 
plundering,  and  fpoiling  the  good  people  thereof;  and  we  holding  ourfelf  obliged  by  our 
truft  to  take  care  of  the  peace  of  this  commonwealth,  and  of  every  part  thereof,  we  have 
therefore,  by  advice  of  our  council,  conltituted  and  appointed,  and  by  thefe  prefents  do  con- 
ftitute  and  appoint  you  the  faid  fir  Francis  Ruffel,  John  Difbrowe,  John  Thurloe,  George 
Glapthorne,   Triftram  Diamond,  Francis  Underwood,  Richard  Staine,  captain 
Mofes,  and  Henry  Farrar,  or  any  three  or  more  of  you,  to  be  commiflioners  for  the  militia

5.  Whereas  many  arms  were  raifed  and  provided  by  the  authority  of  the  late  militia 
and  other  occafions,  which  remain  difperfed  into  feveral  places,  whereof  there  may  be  a 
dangerous  ufe  made,  to  the  difturbance  of  the  peace  of  this  commonwealth,  for  preven- 
tion whereof  you  are  to  take  fpecial  care,  that  all  the  arms,  fo  as  aforefaid  raifed,  and  all

very  requifite  to  redrefs  fuch  diforders,  and  to  make  it  appear  to  your  trueft  friends,  that 
fuch  illegal  aftions  are  not  countenanced  by  the  government.     I  am  well  informed,  that 
the  private  men  of  war  aft  ftill  by  virtue  of  the  commifTions  ilTued   out  in  November 
1652,  whereof  a  copy  is  here  inclofed  -,  and  leave  it  to  your  own  judgment  to  confider 
the  confequcnces  thereof,  and  to  what  conftruftions  it  is  fubjeft,  that  almoft  a  year  after 
the  conclufion  of  a  peace,  fuch   commiffions  are  not  repealed  and  annihilated,   at  leaft  as 
far  as  is  concerning  the  United  Provinces  •,    and   affuring  you,   that  I  have  as  great  a  re-  .

Nicholas  T.  Hoem,  Peter  Kneght,  Peter  Groot,  and  Cornelius  Boes,  merchants  of  Edam 
in  Holland,  and  owners  of  fome  fait  pans  in  the  faid  town,  where  they  make  white 
fait  of  French  fait,  have  humbly  fhewn  to  the  lords  the  ftates  general  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, that  to  their  great  lofs  and  inconveniency  their  fhip  called  the  Sheep,  whereof  is 
mafter  Jacob  Janfen  Shaep  of  Aeckfwyck,  coming  with  a  fait  lading  from  Cheutres  in 
France  for  their  account  towards  Edam  aforefaid,  hath  been  taken  and  feized  at  fea  near 
Portland,  by  a  private  man  of  war  of  this  commonwealth,  under  pretence,  that  the  faid 
fait  lading  doth  appertain  to  French  fubjedls  •■,  whereas  indeed  it  was  folely  bought  and 
laden  for  the  faid  four  merchants  of  Edam  aforefaid,  every  one  having  for  his  own  account 
a  fourth  part  of  it,  for  to  employ  it  in  their  aforefaid  falt-pans,  having  paid,  as  appeared 
by  the  bill  of  exchange,  for  the  faid  fait,  in  banco  two  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fix  and 
twenty  guilders  Holland  money.  And  confidering  by  fuch  proceedings  the  free  trade  and 
navigation  is  difturbed,  and  the  people  of  the  United  Provinces,  contrary  to  the  peace 
and  amity,  prejudiced  and  damnified  extremely,  the  faid  lords  the  ftates  general  have  by 
their  letters  of  the  ~y  of  this  inftant  given  exprefs  and  fpecial  order  to  the  fubfcribed 
embafifador,  that  he  fhould  reprefent  moft  ferioufly  the  faid  proceeding  to  his  moft  ferene 
highnefs,  and  defire  in  their  name  moft  inftantly,  that  his  highnefs  be  pleafed  to  give  order, 
that  the  faid  ftiip  with  the  fait  lading  aforefaid  be  forthwith  releafed,  and  that  the  captain 
and  owners  of  the  private  man  of  war,  which  hath  taken  and  detained  the  fame,  be  ordered 
to  allow  the  faid  merchants  juft  and  reafonable  fatisfaftion  for  their  cofts  and  damages.

I  have  fent  two  letters  to  your  highnef?,  to  let  you  ynderftand  what  condition  we  are  in 
here.  We  want  armes  and  ammunition.  I  am  at  e?:traordinary  charge?  in  raifing  thefe  men, 
and  fending  meffengers  and  fpies  abroad,  that  I  might  be  fi^rniftied  with  intelligence,  which 
is  the  guide  of  all  our  adlions.  And  throiigh  the  afliftanqe  of  God  \  Ihall  lofe  no  tirne  to 
be  fervicable  to  your  highnefs  and  the  publique  good  of  this  place  and  nation.  All  the 
men  I  have  lifted  are  upon  duty. 

The  enemie  is  not  yet  up  neere  me,  but  a  fcout  of  mine  (an  honeft  man)  being  out  in  the 
night  in  the  country,  hearing  a  party  of  horfe  coming,  gott  behind  a  quick  headg,  and 
hidd  himfelfe ;  who,  as  they  paft  by,  heard  them  fpeake  thefe  words  qne  to  another ;

I  Shall  make  bold  to  communicate  unto  you  what  hath  lately  happened  in  thefe  partes,  vol.  xxiv. 
On  tuefday  laft,  about  two  in  the  morninge,  captain  Pike,  poft  mafter  of  Crewkerne,  p.  [208.] 
gave  us  an  allarme  at  Ilminfter,  afllireinge  us,  that  M.  G.  WagftafFe,  C.  Penruddock,  and 
neer  a  thoufand  more  of  the  late  king's  party,  were  inbodied  at  Sarum,  where  they  tooke 
the  judges,  and  did  much  mifchief,  and  were  then  come  to  Sherburne  ;  whereupon  I  hafted 
to  this  towne,  where  I  mett  col.  Pine,  col.  Ceely,  fir  Thomas  Wroth,  C.  Georges,  major 
Sampfon,  C.  Barker,  and  diverfe  gentlemen  more,  with  a  confiderable  company  of  fuch  as 
were  formerly  of  the  militia ;.  and  indeed,  for  ought  I  could  difcerne,  they  came  with  very 
cheerfull  refolutions  to  engage  their  all  againft  this  upftart  crew,  and  had  the  Lord  feen 
it  good,  our  ftrength  in  reafon  had  been  more  than  fufRcient  to  have  accompliftit  their 
vitter  downfall  -,  but  I  had  not  been  long  here,  before  I  faw  my  hopes  of  their  ruine  quite 
fruftrated,  which  I  muft  very  much  impute  to  the  unhandfome  carriage  of  C.  Gorges  towards 
col.

L^'\r\J  abouts,  being  refolved  to  alarum  the  enemy,  who  then  lay  at  Chard  (or  at  leaft  more  per- 
feftly  to  learne   their  number  and  condition)  cominge  to  the  outguard  of  the  towne  was 
denied  paffage  by  the  guard,  they  alleadging,  that  C.  Gorge  hath  foe  given  order,  that  none 
muft  paffe  without  his  licence ;  whereupon  wee  halted  there   about  a  quarter  of  an  hour, 
and  in  the  mean  time  fent  to  know  of  C.  Gorge,  what  his  meaninge  was,  who  then  gave 
a  ticket  for  our  paflage,  which  C.  Ceely  tooke  foe  unkindly,   he  being  the  older  colonel], 
that  he  refufed  to  march  by  the  other's  leave  ;   and  by  this  meanes  we  were  altogeather  dis- 
appointed of  what  in  probability  might  have  been  eafily  effedled ;  I  meane  the  ruine  of 
our  enemies,  who  were  not  in  number  above  1 60,  as   I  am  fince  very  certeinly  informed ; 
and  in  a  very  tremblinge  pofture.     Their  horfe  are  many  of  them  very  good,  but  the 
riders  very  ill  accoutred  for  the  moft  parte  ;  yet  notwithftandinge  thefe  difcouragements, 
their  purpofe  is,  to  purfue  to  morrow  with  what  horfe  they  can   make,  and,  if  poflible, 
joyne  with  the  fheriffe  of  Devon  (to  whome  they  have  wrytten  to  that  purpofe)  that  foe 
they  may,   being  united,  if  not  take  them,  at  leaft  difperfe  them  ;  which  I  heare  they 
begin  to  doe  already.    Tniely,  fir,  I  am  hartily  forry,  to  fee  thefe  divifions,  that  are  amongft 
us  ;  and  truely  though  I  cannot  fay  that  C.  Pyne  and  the  others  fully  comply  with  the  prefent 
government ;  yet  I  am  verily  perfwaded,  that  they  were  very  harty  in  this   prefent  worke ; 
and  I  am  fure  have  been  formerly  very  good  inftruments  for  the  fecureing  thefe  partes,  and 
for  any  publique  good  -,  and  therefore  I  cannot  but  be  troubled,  that  C.  Gorge,  a  man  but 
of  yefterday,  who  hath  not  foe  fully  borne  teftimohy  againft  the  cavaleirs  in  former  times, 
fhould  foe  much  infult  and  greive  the  fpirits  of  thofe  gentlemen.     I  obferved  further 
yefterday,  that  C.  Gorge  tooke  fome  diftafte  at  C.  Bovett,  for  that  he,   upon  the  alarum, 
entered  the  caftle  of  Taunton,  and  fecured  it  with  fome  of  the  company,   that  formerly 
ferved  him  in  the  militia,  and  refufed  to  turne  out  his  men  againe,  and  deliver  the  pofleflion 
thereof  to  C.  Gorges.

or  all  of  the  great  peices  being  rott  and  deftroyed  ;  the  magazine  in  that  condition  for  want 
of  repairing,  as  that  little  ftore  there  is  can  hardly  be  kept  dry.

-■■  Paldwin,  and  mr.  Scott,  of  Nottingham,  came  to  his  mafter's  houfe,  where  they  ftay'd  p.  [214.  j 
until  night ;  and  this  examinate  was  called  to  go  away  with  a  cart  loaden  with  4  or  5  facks, 
and  two  hampers  of  piftols  and  arms,  to  the  green  near  Rufford  abby.  He  accordingly 
went,  and  carried  them  thither^  and  there  he  fpoke  with  his  mafter,  the  faid  mr.  John 
Cooper,  who  faid  to  him,  he  could  not  tell  what  they  muft  do  with  thefe  things.  He  faith, 
he  faw  mr.  Gregory  Paldwin  there  at  Rufford ;  but  knows  not  whether  he  faw  mr.  Thomas 
Paldwin,  or  not.

Vol,  x.xiv.  T  H  A  D  given  you  an  account  of  the  enemy's  aflion  at  Salifbury  by  mundaye's  poll,  had 
p.  [215].  X  }^gp  not  departed  (notwithftanding  I  charged  him  otherwife  myfelfe)  whilft  wee  were 
fpeakeing  with  fome  friends,  and  looking  after  others,  whoe  came  thence  that  day,  and 
were  amongft  them.  But  fl  fuppofe  you  had  the  particulars  therof  as  foon  as  wee,  only 
I  prefume  it  may  not  be  unneceffary,  if  the  poft  have  a  checque  given  him,  leaft  in  other 
cafes  of  danger,  which  may  happen,  hee  ferve  us  foe  againe,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  com- 
monwealth. 

Monday  night  wee  heare  the  enemy  quartered  at  Shaftfbury  fome,  and  at  Sherborne 
others,  and  foe  in  parties  at  divers  places,  to  inforce  their  numbers  what  they  can  in  that 
difaffefted  county  of  Dorfet,  then  which  there  is  not  one  greater  in  England.  Tuefday 
they  were  at  Dorchefter,  broke  upp  the  gaoles,  and  horfed  the  jayle  birds  ;  and  it  is 
fayd,  that  from  thence  they  went  to  Weymouth,  wher  they  reported  they  expedled 
the  landing  of  fome  amunition  and  armes  from  France,  though  I  rather  thinke  it  is  (if 
k  bee  foe)  to  looke  amunition  in  fuch  a  port  towne.  For  their  numbers  wee  cannot 
get  a  particular  account,  all  wee  have  being  from  travaylers ;  and  you  know  how  uncertayne 
for  the  mod  part  is  fuch  intelligence,  Ther  were  not  100  horfe  of  them  in  Salifbury, 
and  yet  report  brought  them  1000.  They  are  fayd  now  to.  bee  by  fome  2000,  others  1000, 
fome  500  ;  they  have  noe  particular  rendezvouzes,  but  difperfe  themfelves,  and  lye  beyond 
meafure.  Wee  alfoe  heare,  that  many  went  with  them  out  of  Sherborne  and  other  places, 
and  that  in  and  aboute  Taunton  honeft  men  are  imbodying  together  againft  them  ;  and  from 
one  of  Road,  nere  Phillip's  Norton,  underftand  that  by  this  tyme,  as  hee  fuppofeth,  300  horfe 
of  friends  are  ther  together,  whoe  hee  fay th  intend  to  march  after  the  enemy.  And  what  hath 
been  here  done,  you  have  had  and  will  have  account  of  from  other  hands  ;  though  I  muft 
tell  you,  with  that  eye  you  cannot  underftand  nor  judge  impartially  of  the  condition  of 
this  place.  I  fhall  fay  noe  more,  becaufe  we  have  lately  feen  an  unexpefted  ifllie  on  our  re- 
prefentations  of  danger,  which  were  noe  dreames  or  fancys.  Wee  know,  what  wee  wrote, 
though  the  hand  hath  been  turned  againft  us.  This  rifeing  wee  hope  is  only  the  refidue 
of  the  plotters  dilcovered  by  Stradling,  whoe  fearing  apprehenfion  and  other  juft  reward, 
■  have  defperately  put  themfelves  into  this  hoftility ;  though  wee  feare  it  hath  a  larger  extent, 
not  only  becaufe  of  the  univerfall  laying  of  their  defignes,  but  in  regard  the  monday's  poft 
is  not  yet  come  hither,  nor  any  newes  of  him.  One  from  the  Devizes  aflures  us, 
that  major  Boteler  with  four  troopes  marched  out  thence  yefterday  at  7  in  the  morning 
towards  the  enemy  ;  but  of  thefe  things  I  fuppofe  you  have  a  particular  account  j  and  there- 
fore I  fhall  not  add  further,  but  that  I  am.

commiffions  might  be  fent  to  col.  Fothergill  and  major  Moody  ;  but  I  ftiall  ufe  noe  more 
arguments  in  it.     Our  Eflex  gentlemen  have  in  purfuance  of  their  former  refolutions 
ordered  three  companyes  of  fir  Thomas  Honywood's  regiment,   in  and  neare  Colchefter, 
to  mufter  on  fryday  next,  and  major  Templer  hath  appointed  his  troope  to  mufter  the  fame 
day  at  the  fame  place,  and  purpofeth  to  keepe  them  together  4  dayes,  and  then  difcharge 
them,  in  cafe  he  receive  noe  further  orders,  becaufe  the  fouldiers  are  to  have  but  4  dayes 
pay  of  the  owners  of  the  armes,  and  longer  then  they  are  payed  they  will  not  ftaye.     I  am 
confident  this  colleftion,  if  we  fhould  not  have  more,  will  fecure  theife  parts.     However 
they  have  alfo  refolved,  that  on  faturday  following  all  the  other  companies  of  foote  of  both 
regiments,  and  the  reft  of  the  horfe,  ftiould  mufter  in  their  refpeftive  divyfions,  and  I  hope 
Rich  an  appearance  wil  be^  as  ftiall  daunt  the  fpiritts  of  thofe,  who  have  purpofed  to  putt 
in  execution  their  defignes  in  theife  parts.

Honourable  sir^ 

WEE  fent  you  an  exprefle  tuefday  night,  it  beinge  to  entreate  his  highnes  for  a  com- 
miflion  to  inable  us  to  put  ourfelves  in  a  pofture  of  defence  in  this  tyme  of  danger; 
but  doubtinge,  that  our  packquet  may  mifcarry,  wee  have  fent  this  exprefle,  that  wee  might 
be  fure  of  an  anfwer,  and  alfoe  to  bringe  us  intelligence,  how  all  thinges  goe  in  the^upper 
parts  of  the  nation  ;  for  that  we  have  not  heard  one  word  from  London,  neither  have  any 
poll  come  from  thence  fince  faterday  laft.  Wee  are  quiet  here,  foe  is  Wales,  foe  far  as  we 
heare  •,  as  alfoe  Gloucefler,  Hereford,  and  Worcefter.  Thofe  roauges,  that  rofe  up  at  Sa- 
rum,  weare  at  Blanford  on  tuefday,  where  they  proclaymed  Charles  the  fecond,  and  reade 
their  commiflion  to  take  up  armes  for  him. 

'Tis  credibly  informed,  the  fherifFe  of  Devon  is  in  a  good  pofture  to  give  them  a 
checque,  if  they  goe  that  way.  They  are  gotten  into  the  moft  rotten  and  corrupt  places 
of  the  nation,  as  Blanford,  Sherborne,  and  Evill,  &c.  but  wee  hope  major  Butler  is  in 
purfuite  of  them.  Wee  cannot  here  of  any  perfons  that  are  gone  in  to  them  out  of  thefe 
partes,  and  doe  verely  believe  they  will  miffe  of  thofe  numbers  they  pretende  to  meete 
withall. 

Wee  are  upon  the  beft  means  wee  can  for  our  defence,  making  the  ftrongeft  guards  we 
can,  and  have  lifted  all  our  horfe,  and  doe  randevouze  them  this  day,  and  have  fent  into 
the  county  of  Somerfet  to  acquainte  them  with  our  refolutions,  and  the  pofture  wee  are  in, 
whom  wee  underftand  waite  for  a  commiflion  from  his  highnes,  to  inable  them  to  raife  the 
county.  Sir,  if  our  former  letter  to  his  highnes  be  mifcarried,  which  was  from  the 
mayor,  aldermen,  and  common  counfell,  then  wee  make  it  our  humble  requeft  to  your 
honour,  that  you  would  pleafe  to  move  his  highnes  for  a  commiflion  to  be  granted  to 
the  cittie,  as  he  doth  to  the  cittie  of  London,  or  elfe  to  particular  perfons,  accordinge  to 
fuch  a  lilt  as  was  given  you  at  Whitehall,  or  as  in  his  highnes  wifdom  fhall  be  thought 
fit.  The  cittie  is  extreamly  naked  for  want  of  armes,  which  hath  beene  taken  away  feverall 
tymes  heretofore.

And  though  I  know  I  aft  a  part  in  obedience  to 
his  highnes  and  your  commands,  that  never  profited  any  man,  wherein  if  a  man  deals 
ever  fo  faithfully,  yet  once  difcovered,  he  becomes  an  objed:  of  revenge  ;  neverthelefs  I 
Ihall  truil  God  and  you  therewith,  and  doe  what  I  doe  with  that  fmcerity,  as  fhall  beare  me 
out  before  the  mofl  high  God,  and  not  fpare  the  difcovery  of  any  thing  may  conduce  to 
the  benefit  or  detriment  of  his  highnes  and  the  commonwealth. 

Sir,  when  I  wrote  to  you  from  Portfmouth,  I  told  you,  how  eafily  that  foare  was  cured 
Ven.  Pen 

betweene  V.  and  P.  whofe  demeanor  mutually  towards  every  other  at  fea  was  fweet 
and  hopehall ;  but  the  lafl  of  thefe  two  gentlemen  is  too  apt  to  be  taken  with  fuch  con- 
cepts ;  but  I  trull  all  will  be  well ;  onely  I  feare,  that  going  hence  without  our  ftores, 
fome  occafion  will  arife  of  difturbance  between  the  land  and  fea  forces.  The  Lord  God 
prevent  it  in  much  mercy.  I  onely  fpeake  my  feares,  but  fhall  endeavour  againfl  it  with 
all  my  might ;  but  we  have  touched  foe  much  upon  fupplies  in  our  general  letter  to  his 
highnes  (and  noe  more  thereto  is  requifite)  as  I  fhall  forbeare  any  further  thereabout. 

When  we  came  to  Barbados,  which  was  the  29th  of  Jan.  wee  found  all  things  out 
of  order  upon  the  place :  our  Englifh  merchants  neglefted,  a  free  trade  entertayned  with 
ftrangers ;  and  though  a  feifure  was  made  fome  tym^e  before  we  came  upon  fome  flrangers 
eflate,  as  trading  contrary  to  the  flatute,  and  the  governor's  afhflance  required,  it  was  by 
him  referred  to  a  tryall  at  comon  law,  where  all  the  atturneys  of  the  court  were  taken  up 
for  the  flrangers,  and  none  could  be  procured  for  the  flate ;  but  the  Englifh  merchants, 
that  pleaded  the  flate's  caufe,  did  it  thoroughly,  being  fufhciently  able.  Yet  nevertheles, 
though  the  aft  of  the  3d  of  Oftober  50,  which  you  fent  with  us,  and  the  other  of  9th  of 
Ocfbober  51,  were  both  pleaded,  the  jury  found  for  the  flrangers  againfl  parliament  and 
{late,  grounding  all  upon  the  articles  of  Barbadoes.  Hereupon  there  was  great  joy  and 
rejoycing  on  the  one  fide,  but  the  poore  Englifh  merchants  forced  to  fend  fome  of  their 
principals  to  flop  their  hands,  which  hindered  many  thoufand  pounds  worth  of  goods 
from  coming  hither,  not  being  regarded,  who  lay  here,  and  fpent  themfelves  to  the  ruine 
of  fome  of  them.  On  the  contrary,  the  Dutch  were  courted,  and  highly  prized,  and  fent 
home  in  a  triumphant  manner,  to  invite  them  freely  to  the  trade  of  Barbados  •,  by  which 
means  many  more  of  them  are  expefted  before  the  end  of  May  next.  And  truly,  unlefs 
we  can  leave  a  fhip  here  to  make  feifure  of  them,  as  they  come  in,  his  highnes  friends 
are  confident,   the  new  commifTioners  will  not  be  able  to  carry  on  their  worke.     All  our

hope  isj  that  V  having  new  molded  o:  zx;  yx;  Gxin,  and  we  requiring  their  affiflance. 

Gov.  of  Barbados 
it  will  be  that  way  prevented.      As  for  the  rSHREARE.  BS,  ON,E,ON,^N,F, 
his  demeanour  herein  hath  been  very  ftrange  and  wary,  leaving  to  himfelfe  in  his  owne 

he 
apprehenfion  a  fiarting  hole  in  every  cafe  :  V.  R.  referrs  this  to  a  tryal  at  law,  and  yet  when 
the  aforefaid  verdift  was  brought  in,  defires  his  protefl  may  be  entered  againfl  it,  which 
accordingly  is  done,  as  he  informes  us ;  but  when  we  came  hither,  and  had  made  feizures 
upon  the  Dutch  and  other  merchant  flrangers,  who  for  the  mofl  parr  plead  and  fwear 
licence  from  him,  then  to  us  he  pleads  the  articles  of  Barbados  againfl  both  the  aforefaid 
adls,  our  inflruftions  as  commifTioners  (notwithflanding  the  oath  he  hath  taken  thereupon, 

the  protedtor 
and  his  perfonal  letter  alfo   from  A)    infomuch  as  in  plaine  tearmes  he  refufeth  tojoyne 
with  us  in  commiffion  in  any  thing  belonging  to  the  feizures  by  us  made,  upon  any  of  them, 
Vol.  III.  3  S  or 
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A.  D.  1654.  or  inanycommifllons,  inftruftions,  declarations,  Sec.  thereabouts.  And  when  we  demand 
^y^'^^""^  reafon,  he  tells  us,  his  hand  was  to  the  articles  of  the  place ;  and  therefore  cannot  give  it  againft 
them.  The  Ikippcrs  fometimes,  yea  for  the  moft  part,  fweare  they  had  not  traded,  but  by  his 
leave  to  trade ;  he  denies  not  but  he  gave  them  free  leave  to  trade,  but  in  the  tail  of  all  he  tells 
them,  if  they  trade  againft  the  laws  of  England,  at  their  peril  and  fortune  be  it ;  infomuch  as 
now  they  complaine  exceedingly  of  him,  and  one  of  them  hath  produced  a  lycence  under  his 
hand  and  feale,  whereof  a  true  copy  is  fent  herewith ;  but  I  feare  the  great  gifts  he  is  faid  to 
have  received  from  them,  have  been  a  fnare  unto  him.  'Tis  ftrange  to  fee  how  generaly  they 
dote  upon  the  Dutch  trade,  the  Englifh  merchants  protefting  they  will  give  more  for  a  worle 
comodity  to  the  Dutch,  than  for  a  better  to  themfelves  ;  foe  that  you  may  hereby  gueffe,  how 
unwelcome  we  are,  for  that  we  made  feifure  of  them.  And  indeed  the  counfell  and  affembly 
were  very  much  grieved  at  it,  and  at  our  coming  hither,  fome  of  them  flew  out  againft 
col.  Muddiford,  as  the  caufe  of  all  this,  and  ftick  not  to  call  him  traytor  to  the  ifland,  in- 
fomuch as  fome  of  us  were  neceffitated  to  excufe  him ;  but  the  very  truth  of  it  is,  no 
man  hath  more  clofely  adheared  to  us,  and  fo  much  fijrthered  our  defigne,  as  he  j  nor  is 
any  man  able,  he  being  mailer  of  more  reafon  than  half  the  ifland,  if  not  all ;  which  is 
no  fmall  crime  in  other  parts,  as  well  as  here,  efpecialy  amongft  perfons  of  ordinary  edu- 
cation. He  was  the  man,  that  perfwaded  the  affembly,  being  their  fpeaker,  to  give  the 
fixty  horfe  to  his  highnefs  for  the  prefent  expedition :  he  convinced  them,  how  good  it 
was  for  them  to  lett  us  beate  up  our  owne  drums  for  men,  telling  them,  they  were  all  un- 
done, if  they  did  it  not  with  cheerfuUnefs ;  for,  faid  he,  if  the  commiffioners  hold  but  up 
their  fingers,  all  our  fervants  will  leave  us ;  and  then  we  are  undone  indeed.  Briefly,  the 
gentleman  fetts  himfelfe  to  the  utmoft,  to  fee  how  he  may  endeare  himfelfe  to  his  high- 
nefs ;  how  he  may  recover  his  loft  reputation ;  and  for  this  alfo  he  is  not  a  little  envied. 

And  whereas  you  told  us  of  a  great  parcell  of  fugar  was  ready  for  our  ufe,  which  was 
due   upon    the  prizes  taken  by  fir  Geo.  Afcue,  we  found  not  a  penny  in  readynefs,  bur 
abroade  in  fuch  hands,  as  were  not  well  aff^efted  for  nothing ;  having  had  the  ufe  of  laro-e 
fums  for  thefe  three  yeares,  and  have  upon  that  foundation  raifed  fine  eftates,  which  they 
are  fo  loath  to  part  withall,  as  I  feare  you  will  find  them  to  be  moft  ill  aff^edled,  when  they 
either  pay,  or  muft  have  thofe  debts  leavied  upon  their  eftates,  which  muft  be  forthwith 
done  to  difcharge  our  engagement.     The  reafon  wherefore  col.  Morris  will  not  goe  with 
us,  is,  becaufe  he  hath  fo  lovely  an  eftate,  which  he  fears  may  be  feized  for  fome  other  debts, 
after  he  is  gone.     At  firft  he  told  us,  he  hoped  we  would  forgive  him  a  fmall  debt  he  owed  the 
ftate,  in  regard  of  former  good  fervices  he  had  done  them,  and  lofles  fuftained  for  them. 
To  this  we  feemed  willing,  provided  he  went  freely,  knowing  how  neceflary  an  inftrument 
he   might  prove.     This  we  found  to  be  twenty  fix  thoufand  nine  hundred  weight  of 
fugar.     Afterwards  he  told  us  in  plaine  terms,  if  we  would  give  him  an  hundred  thoufand 
weight  of  fugar,  that  fo  he  might  pay  his  debts,  and  leave  his  eftate  cleere  to  his  wife, 
then  Lewis  Morris  would  fpend  his  blood  for  us.     We  told  him,  it  was  beyond  our  com- 
miflion  -,   and  general  Venables  told  him,  if  he  fhould  off^er  up  his  commifTion,    he  durft 
not  accept  it,    becaufe  it  was  fent  by  his  highnefs,  who  expedied  fo  much  fervice  from 
him  ;  befides  what  he  demanded  was  as  much  as  all  the  field-officers  of  the  army  had ;  and 
it  would  make  them  thinke  they  were  veiy  much  undervalued.     After  all  this  he  came  to 
me  and  faid,  there  was  another  way,  whereby  we  might  enable  him  to  goe  with  us,  and 
preflt  me  to  move  it  to  general  Venables,  and  the  reft,   viz.  the  people  of  this  ifland 
(faith  he)  never  look  for  pay  for  their  quartering  the  foldiers.     Now  if  we  would  beftow 
that  on  him,    it  would  ferve  his  turne.     This  I  told  him  I  would  move,  at  his   requeft, 
but  was  fure,  that  the  general  and  commiflloners  more  prized  their  honour,   than  to  do 
it.     So  this  we  rejefted  alfo ;  and  the  truth  is,  he  confefleth  he  never  was  where  we  in- 
tend firft  to  pitch  and  fett  downe ;  fo  at  laft  he  told  us,  he  would  conceale  his  intention, 
and  march  his  men  on  board  the  fhip,  for  which  we  gave  him  thankes ;  but  all  thefe  things 
are  private  as  yet ;  but  the  commiffioners  of  the  prize-office  have  fummoned  him  .to  pay 
in  his  debt  to  the  ftate,  or  fliew  caufe.     The  truth  is,  he  prizeth  himfelf  at  fo  high  a  rate, 
as  if  the  expedition  could  not  goe  on  without  him,  which  made  fome  of  us  in  a  loving 
way  tell  him,   we  fhould  be  glad  of  fo  experienced  an  inftrument  as  he  was ;  but  withall 
let  him  knowe,  our   truft  and  relyance  was  not  on  him,  but  on  God ;  and  if  the  Lord 
would  be   pleafed  to  ufe  us  as  inftmments  in  his  right  hand,  and  owne  us  as  fuch,  which 
we  hoped  he  would,  we  doubted  not,  but  we  fhould  be  able  to  give  a  good  account  of  our 
proceedings  ;  and  thus  ftands  the  cafe  betwixt  him  and  us. 

As  for  the  1500  mufl<;etts  we  are  promifed  we  fhould  receive  here  (which  I  ever  wanted 
faith  to  believe)  'tis  credibly  reported,  that  about  fix  weeks  before  our  arrival  (information 
came  hither  from  London  of  our  intended  voyage,  and  that  they  were  appointed  for  our 
fervice)  by  way  of  anticipation  they  were  difpofed  of,  infomuch  as  we  had  very  few  of 
them,  as  we  mentioned  in  our  general  letter  to  his  highnefs  ;  but  a  great  fear  feems  to 
be  upon  them,  left  their  fervants  fhould  rife,  when  the  fleete  is  gone,  becaufe  fo  many 
of  their  freemen  goe  with  us ;   and  if  things  be  not  better  ordered,   before  we  depart,  as 

2  to 
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to  the  fafetie  of  the  place,  they  moft  juftly  feare  it;  for  all  places  of  tmfl:  are  difpofed  A.  D.  1654. 
off  by  favour,  and  not  by  a  founde  judgenrient ;  for  few  aftive  able  men  are  in  power,  l./'VNj 
that  may  prevent  fuch  a  mifchief,  or  provide  for  their  fafetie  ;  and  I  hope  it  will  be 
placed,  I  mean  the  military  power,  in  fuch  hands  as  will  doe  both  :  they  have  1 500  horfe, 
viz.  the  ifland,  whereof  the  one  half  of  them  may  be  brought  to  fervice.  The  riches 
of  the  ifland  far  exceeds  England's  apprehenfion,  the  Dutch  having  hitherto  reaped  all 
the  effefts  of  the  peace;  and  if  we  lay  not  a  command  upon  the  militia  to  be  aiding  to 
the  commiflion-office,  I  verily  believe,  when  we  are  gone,  we  fhall  have  them  ftopt  by  an 
injunftion  from  the  governor,  and  the  cafes  referred  to  the  common  law  ;  and  my  reafon 
is,  becaufe  thefe  words,  or  the  like,  have  many  times  come  from  him  ;  what  ferves  my 
power  for,  I  received  firft  from  the  councell  of  ftate,  which  was  afterwards  renewed  againe, 
and  fince  confirmed  by  his  highnefs  under  the  broad  feal  in  July  laft  ;  and  fince  that 
by  letter,  as  governor  of  this  ifland  ;  befides  all  this,  he  had  his  power  from  the  prize- 
office  in  England,  and  is  all  this  nothinge  ?  To  vv^hich  he  hath  received  many  and  fufficient 
anfwers ;  but  I  perceive  not,  that  he  is  fatisfied  ;  and  for  their  tryals  at  law,  'tis  worth 
your  obfervation,  the  laws  of  this  place  are  generally  made  in  favour  of  the  debtor 
and  the  delinquent,  whereas  in  other  places  the  law  gives  every  man  the  poffeffion  of  his 
owne,  &c.  and  this  is  the  complaint  of  many  of  their  owne  to  us,  who  feeme  to  groane 
under  the  burthen  of  it. 

'Tis  true,  that  at  the  requeft  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  ifland,  when  we  had  fpent  many 
days  in  debate  concerning  the  prefent  expedition,  to  perfwade  them  by  all  the  arguments 
we  could  ufe,  what  gayners  they  above  all  men  would  be  thereby,  yet  after  all  we  were 
forced  to  blufter,  and  let  them  knowe,  that  general  Venables,  whofe  carriage  therein, 
and  foe  all  along,  deferves  a  good  teftimony,  wasgeneraliffimoof  alltheEnglilh  in  America, 
and  foe  of  this  ifland  ;  and  fo  he  had  command  of  all  their  forts  and  forces ;  and  this  be- 
came effeftuall,  and  upon  this  they  condefcended  to  the  beating  up  our  drums,  nay  pray'd 
us  to  do  it,  and  raife  our  men  ourfelves.  And  fince  they  mufl  be  weakened  by  the  lofTe  of 
foe  many  men,  and  quartering  of  foe  many  foldiers,  they  prai'd  us  to  mediate  for  them 
with  his  highnels,  to  give  the  Dutch  licence  to  bring  thither  goods  of  their  owne  grov/th, 
of  their  owne  manufadure,  horfes,  and  negroes,  as  in  our  general  letter ;  but  I  thought 
it  my  duty,  though  I  am  tedious  therein,  to  lett  you  underftand  the  fpirit  of  the  place, 
that  fo  his  highnefs  and  the  right  honourable  the  counfel,  to  whom  I  pray  you  prefent  the 
remembrance  of  my  moft  humble  duty  and  hearty  fervice,  may  the  better  knowe  how  to 
demean  themfelves  towards  them.  Yet  truly,  fir,  withall  take  notice,  they  are  great 
fufferers  by  us  at  prefent,  and  therefore  we  may  and  doe  beare  with  them  in  many  things ; 
and  I  fhall  be  glad  to  heare,  that  his  highnefs  is  fenfible  of  it,  fo  as  the  people  here  rnay 
fee  his  care  of  and  for  them  fome  way  or  other. 

Our  want  of  "tnore  commiffioners  is  very  great.     We  are   like   to  have  little  affiftance 
captain  Butler 

from  PN:  cs.  OE:  GYRE,  though  we  all  perfwade  ourfelves  he  is  very  hoheft;  but 
hope,  yea  perfwade  ourfelves,  he  will  take  with  the  better  fide  in  cafe  of  diff^erence  in 
judgement.  I  befeech  you,  in  cafe  any  be  fent,  let  us  have  men  of  fuch  principles,  as 
\vill  neither  fcmple  to  give  or  take  an  oath.  For  my  part,  I  looke  upon  an  oath  as  an 
ordinance  of  God,  and  as  an  effential  part  of  government,  the  very  bond  of  focietys  ; 
yea  fo  neceflary,  as  without  it  the  rnagiftrate  will  not  be  able  determine  betweene   man 

G.  Pen 
and  man.  But  if  this  particular  be  fpoken  of,  I  fhall  lofe  J.  from  whom  I  have  and 
doe  receive  much  love,  and  owe  him  alfo  a  great  deale  of  refpeft  for  the  well  performance 
of  his  truft.  However  after  I  had  fpoken  as  full  to  him  as  I  have  written  about  it,  I  never 
heard  more  of  it.  We  have  mett  with  the  Dutch  governor  of  New  Netherland,  with 
three  fhips  under  his  command :  he  is  commander  in  cheife  of  all  the  parts  in  America, 
under  the  ftates  command.  This  man's  bufinefs  was  to  fettle  a  faire  trade  between  the 
Netherlands  and  this  place ;  but  we  fpolled  the  fport.  He  hath  bin  under  the  embargo 
ever  fince  we  came  ;  and  the  rather  becaufe  he  told  us,  he  had  bufinefs  with  the  Spanifh 
plantations,  and  we  are  in  more  feare  of  him  for  the  difcoveryng  our  raw  and  defective 
forces,  than  all  the  world  befides.  And  yet  if  ever  thofe  provided  come  to  us,  we  fhall 
be  gayners  by  the  fame,  fo  as  we  be  fettled  before  they  come  ;  but  don  Alonzo  is  not 
worthy^e  name  of  an  ambaflador,  if  by  advife  to  Dunkerke  he  hinder  not  thofe  from 
ever  coming  to  our  hands ;   and  yet  he  fhall  doe  no  more  then  God  will  lett  him. 

This  Dutch  governor  undertooke  to  pleade  the  caufe  of  his  countrymen,  and  hath  out 
anfwer  in  writing ;  and  if  I  can  gett  it  copied  out,  I  will  now  fend  them  ;  for  what  with 
drawing  the  general  letter,  and  writing  and  coppying  my  owne  to  his  highnefs  and  your 
felfe,  I  am  brought  behindhand  more  than  all  the  reft.  Major  general  Haynes  defired 
me  to  entreate  you  to  remember  his  duty  to  his  highnefs  and  his  fervice  to  yourfelfe  ; 
but  to  tell  you,  he  will  not  write  a  line  to  England,  till  we  have  engaged  our  enemies. 
I  hope,  fir,  that  my  fallary,  according  to  promife,  is  fettled  upon  the  exchequer,  and  that 
you  will  fend  us  fome  very  able  minifters.  I  befeech 
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A.  D.  1654.  I  befeech  you  confider  the  place  we  intend  by  God's  blelTing  to  fettle  upon,  the  many 
C/'WJ  townes  built  upon  it,  befides  the  many  citties,  and  each  muft  be  quitted  and  refettled  by 
us ;  and  truly  how  to  doe  leffe  than  fettle  a  minifter  in  each,  I  Icnow  not ;  only  entreate 
my  lord  to  remember,  that  the  fettlement  of  the  proteftant  religion  is  one  of  the  grounds 
he  goeth  upon.  Sir,  I  have  been  very  tedious  in  my  writing  to  yow  -,  and  if  it  be  a  fault, 
I  pray  you  deale  plainely  with  me  ;  but  I  did  it  purpofely,  that  his  highnes  might  under- 
ftand  the  place  as  fully  as  if  he  had  beene  here ;  and  upon  that  account  I  rather  chofe  to 
write  three  words  too  much,  than  one  to  litde,  I  Ihall  be  glad  to  heare  of  your  perfect 
recovery.  Oh !  what  would  we  give,  and  how  do  we  long  to  heare  from  England  of 
the  conclufion  of  the  parliament  with  his  highnes ;  and  foe  what  fettlement  is  made  in 
the  nation.  I  befeech  you,  when  you  have  occafion  to  write  and  fend  to  us,  let  us  not 
be  ftrangers  to  England's  condition ;  but  impart  fuch  news  to  us,  as  the  tyme  affords.  I 
befeech  you  alfo  prefent  my  humble  duty  to  the  lord  Richard  and  the  lord  Henry  ;  and 
let  me  beg  one  further  favour,  that  you  will  be  pleafed  to  doe  the  like  to  the  lord  St.  John,, 
my  deare  friend.  I  hope  you  have  feated  the  lord  chiefe  baron  long  before  this  tyme.^ 
His  hearty  prayers  for  you  and  yours,  who  defireth  the  like  from  you,  and  is,

May  it  please  your  highnes, 

THIS  day  I  received  your's  of  the  14th  inftant,  and  In  obedience  to  your  comands 
I  have  drawne  to  this  towne,  and  hereabouts,  four  hundred  horfe  and  foote,  and 
upwards  ;  out  of  which  I  fhall  fend  one  hundred  horfe  and  dragoons  to  Gloucefter,  to 
obey  fuch  commands,  as  they  fhall  receive  from  major  Creed,  or  thofe  that  command  the 
horfe  there,  and  the  reft  of  this  party  to  quarter  in  this  town,  being  upon  the  borders 
of  Hereford  and  Gloucefterfhire,  to  afTift  as  occafion  fhall  be  offerred,  or  as  your  high- 
nes fhall  otherwife  command.  I  have  two  hundred  more  of  horfe  and  foote  in  readines, 
lying  in  fuch  places  of  this  county,  as  I  think  moft  convenient  for  the  fafety  therof  I 
have  fecured  the  moft  conliderable  perfons,  as  the  honeft  people  did  judge  moft  dangerous 
in  this  county,  in  Chepftow-caftle,  according  to  your  orders-,  and  have  already  fecured  fome 
horfes  and  armes,  and  am  upon  fecuring  the  reft,  which  I  hope  will  be  effedled  fuddenly- 
The  good  people  are  generaly  as  one  man,  willingly  afting  in  this  bufines.  The  greateft 
ftraight  we  are  in  is  want  of  armes  for  foote  and  horfe ;  two  hundred  would  make  us 
complete.  lunderftand,  that  Vavafor  Powell  have  difcovered  fome  part  of  the  plott 
in  North  Wales,  and  fecured  the  perfons  himfelfe,  and  brought  them  to  Red-caftle  ;  and 
likewife  Jenkin  Jones  of  Breconfhire,  with  the  good  people  in  that  county,  offers  them- 
felves  to  ferve  your  highnes  in  this  fervice.  I  fhall  wait  your  highnefs's  further  commands, 
and  remaine

Vol.  xxiv.      TDEING  given  to  underftand  by  lieutenant  col.  Kellfe,  that  it  was  your  highneffe's 
p.  255.  J^  pleafure,  that  I  fhould  accompany  him  in  the  prefent  fervice  he  is  upon,  I  did  ac- 

cordingly, but  now  am  returned  to  my  command,  to  execute  an  order  for  the  fecuring 
of  fome  horfes  of  the  duke  of  Richmon  att  Cobbham,  and  the  laft  night  I  marcht  thither 
with  a  partie  of  horfe,  and  tooke  an  account  of  the  faid  horfes,  which  are  16  in  number,, 
9  of  them  very  gallant  younge  horfes,  five  years  owld  a  peece,  with  an  ould  ftallion,  and 
4  ordinary  geldes,  with  two  colts  2  years  owlde  a  peice  ;  and  this  morning  I  have  fent  for 
them  to  be  brought  to  the  crowne  at  Rochefter.

Honywood,  muftered  at  this  place,  and  had  a  verie  good  appearance,  where  alfo  P-  257- 

there  muftered  major  Templer's  owhe  troop,  who  had  about  fourfcore.  The  foote  are 
difmiffed  with  a  charge  to  be  ready  at  an  houre's  warning.  The  horfe  the  major  purpofeth 
to  ftay  heere  with  foure  dayes,  and  then  to  difcharge  them,  in  cafe  he  receives  noe  further 
orders  from  your  highnefs.  On  the  morrow,  being  faturday,  the  reft  of  the  foote  belong- 
ing to  the  two  regiments  of  fir  Thomas  Honywood,  and  col.  Cooke,  and  the  other 
troopes  of  horfe  under  the  command  of  major  Templer  are  to  mufter  in  their  ferverall 
divilions,  and  to  return^  home  with  the  like  warning  to  be  ready  at  an  houre's  call.  Truly 
there  hath  bin  fuch  a  forwirdnefs  by  the  gentlemen  before  named  in  this  aftion,  and  noe 
leffe  ready  complyance  in  the  country  alfoe,  as  could  not  have  bin  expefted.  Wherefore  if 
your  highnefs  ftiall  pleafe  to  fignifie  your  good  acceptance  thereof  to  fir  Thomas,  &c.

ARthur  Vaughan  of  Treherwin  in  the  county  of  Montgotnery,  gentleman,  aged  25  y^j  ^^i^^^ 
years,  or  thereabouts,  being  examined  the  day  and  year  abovefaid,  faith,  that  on  p.  25 S. 
wednefday  the  7th  day  of  March  paft  this  examinate  was  fent  for  from  his  father's  houfe 
by  Thomas  Rogers  of  Burgedin  to  come  to  fpeak  with  Ralph  Kynafton  at  Kanamunouch  ; 
and  not  finding  the  faid  Kynafton  there,  this  examinate  faith,  that  he  Went  into  Pena 
Park  in  Mulbrooke,  and  there  found  the  faid  Kynafton  at  an  alehoufe,  with  one  — — - 
Thrufton,  and  about  7  or  8  men  more,  which  the  examinate  faith  he  knew  by  fight, 
but  not  their  names ;  and  this  examinate  faith,  that  the  faid  Kynafton  afked  this  exa- 
minate, whether  he  heard  of  a  plot  againft  the  lord  proteftor  :  this  examinate  faid  he 
heard  of  no  fuch  plot.

fome  barley  to  make  into  malt,  which  the  faid  Cureton's  wife  was  to  buy  of  this  deponent's 
father.

Ralph  Kynafton,  coming  to  a 
place  called  Llanamuay,  upon  wednefday  laft  in  the  afternoon,  and  he  hearing,  that  this

ExtraB  out  of  the  refolutiom  of  the  lords  the  fates  of  Holland  and  Weft-Frieflandj 

take?!  in  their  afjembly. 

Wednefday,  March  17,  1655. 

'T^HE  lords  of  the  council  have  caufed  the  lord  penfionary  de  Witt  to  propound  to  the  Vol.  xxiv-. 
■■■  affembly  of  the  faid  lords  the  ftates,  that  they  were  informed  by  the  common  report,  P-  ?66. 
that  king  Charles  had  undertaken  to  come  into  this  province,  and  efpecially  that  he  flioiild  at 
this  prefent  uphold  himfelf  at  Teyling  by  the  princefs  royal,  the  relicft  of  the  lafl  deceafed 
lord  prince  of  Orange  his  fifter  -,  and  although  the  faid  lords  of  the  council  had  no  certainty 
thereof,  they  have  notwithflanding  thought  it  their  duty,  to  give  notice  of  the  fame  to 
the  faid  lords  the  ftates,  to  the  end  that  their  lordihiips  may  make  fuch  a  refleftion  on  the 
fame,  as  they  fl:iall  think  fitting  and  requifite  for  the  fei-vice  of  the  commonwealth.  Upon 
•which  having  deliberated  and  confidered  the  9th  article  of  the  treaty  of  peace  made  in 
the  laft  year  with  the  commonwealth  of  England,  as  alfo  taken  notice  of  the  contents  of 
the  refolution  of  the  aforefaid  lords  the  flates,  dated  the  30th  July,  as  alfo  the  2d  and  4th 
ofAuguft,  all  of  the  year  1653,  mentioning  the  coming  in  of  the  faid  king  and  other 
great  perfons  within  this  commonwealth,  without  leave  of  the  ftates  general  of  the  united 
provinces,  and  efpecially  within  this  province,  without  permifTion  of  the  faid  lords  the 
flates  of  Holland  ;  it  is  thought  fit,  that  on  the  behalf  of  this  affembly,  a  ferious  letter 
be  written  to  the  princefs  royal  aforefaid,  to  make  her  acquainted,  that  the  faid  lords 
the  ftates  of  Holland  are  advertifed  by  the  common  report,  that  the  faid  king  fhould 
have  betaken  himfelf  within  the  diftridi;  of  this  ftate,  and  efpecially  to  abide  at  prefent 
at  the  houfe  of  Teyling  :  and  although  the  faid  lords  the  flates  of  Holland  can  in  no 
manner  believe  or  expecl  from  the  wifdom  of  the  faid  king,  that  the  fame  would  or  fhould 
dare  to  undertake  contrary  to  the  treaty  of  peace,  and  direftly  againft  the  particular  or- 
ders of  the  faid  lords  the  ftates  of  Holland,  contained  in  their  before-mentioned  refolu- 
tion, and  the  letters  fent  to  that  purpofe  accordingly  to  the  faid  princefs  royal ;  that  yet 
for  feveral  good  reafons,  and  for  their  abfolute  fecurity,  the  faid  lords  the  ftates  have 
found  fit  and  convenient  to  reprefent  the  premifes  unto  her,  defiring  and  requiring  her 
highnefs  in  all  fpeed  to  certify  to  the  faid  lords  the  ftates  of  Holland  the  fincere  and  very 
truth  thereof  -,  and  admonifliing  her  highnefs  alfo,  that  by  all  good  endeavours  Ihe  will 
be  pleafed  as  much  as  fhe  is  able  to  prevent,  that  the  faid  king  do  not  undertake  to  come 
within  the  diftrift  or  territories  of  the  faid  ftates  general  of  the  united  provinces.

WHAT  is  above  is  acoppie  of  my  laft  to  your  honour,  to  whom  I  confirme,  that  Vol.  xxiv. 
the  fixth  of  laft  moneth  I  went  to  the  chancellor  of  the  poffefco  office,  Aimao  p.  268. 
Juanuich,  in  manner  as  is  above  related  \  that  at  my  arrival  to  that  office  I  found  him  there, 

where 
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A.  D.  1654.  whefe  after  fome  civill  compliments  he  afked  me,  if  I  had  the  provifions,  which  his  majefty 
5*/*^"*^  did  allow  me  ;  that  if  I  wanted  any  thing,  it  fhould  be  fupplied  to  me  :  to  which  having 
given  him  a  fatisfaftory  anfwer,  I  demanded  of  him,  if  his  I.  M.  had  appointed  his  lord- 
fhip  commiflioner  (this  I  did  to  have  from  his  owne  mouth  what  I  had  the  day  before  by 
rny  preftave)  to  heare  me,  and  to  receive  from  me  fuch  writings  as  I  would  give  him. 
He  replyed,  that  he  was ;  then  I  fpoke  to  him  as  followeth : 

That  his  highnefs  lord  proteftor,  &c.  with  the  lords  of  his  honourable  counfell  did 
jfnuch  wonder,  that  the  Englifli  merchants  (who  were  the  firft  that  introduced  the  com- 
merce into  this  country  by  the  poll  of  Archangel,  and  had  continued  it  fo  many  years 
to  the  weak  and  great  benefit  of  this  empire,)  Ihould  be  fent  away  in  this  manner,  as 
they  were  from  Mofcow  and  other  parts  within  land,  and  permitted  no  further  ingreffe 
into  thefe  dominions  than  Archangel,  where  the  other  natives  had  free  permiflion  to  traf- 
fique  to  Mofcow  and  elfewhere  in  this  empire,  that  were  more  modern  in  thefe  parts,  than 
ours,  and  this  without  caufe  given  by  our  merchants,  at  leaft  in  England  noe  caufe  knowne  : 
if  there  were,  and  that  it  pleafed  his  imperial  majefty  to  nominate  any  one  or  more  of  them, 
that  had  committed  offence,  to  have  meritted  the  expulfion  done  them,  that  if  any  fuch  were 
to  be  found  in  England,  he  or  they  Ihould  receive  punifhment  according  to  their  demerit. 

I  had  reduced  into  a  few  lines  the  ift  caufe^  for  which  the  emperor  of  that  tyme  granted 
bur  merchants  the  priveleges  they  then  had  confermed  by  the  emperor's  fucceffors,  and, 
ratified  by  his  I.  M.  prefent  at  his  entry  into  his  happy  reign,  of  fome  good  offices  done  to 
this  empire  by  our  nation,  fignal  and  beneficial  fervices  by  the  merchants,  which  I  de- 
livered his  lordfhipp  in  that  writing. ,  The  copy  of  it  is  noted  {A),  which  I  defired  him  to 
have  tranflated  into  his  owne  langwidge,  and  referre  the  contents  to  his  I.  M. 

I  alfbe  delivered  him  another  writing,  (which  is  that  noted  B)  of  fuch  demands,  as  I 
fupplicated  the  emperor  to  grant  our  merchants,  in  which  I  needed  not  further  to  dif-. 
courfe,  but  referred  my  felfe  to  it.  Moreover  I  delivered  him  the  petition  of  widdow 
Dorothy  Digby  and  company,  that  they  by  me  did  prefent  to  his  majefty,  concerning  his 
patent  granted  them  for  the  making  of  pot-afhe  in  this  country  ;  to  which  petition  I 
alfoe  referre   my  felfe,  and  is  that,  which  is  mentioned  in  the  7th  article  in  paper  B. 

Having  finifhed  what  concerned  the  merchants  bulineis,  I  defired  his  iordlhip  would" 
heere  me  in  the  fubfequent  particulars  : 

That  heretofore,  when  England  was  governed  by  kings,  and  they  did  fend  an  agent  or 
gentleman  meffenger  to  thefe  emperors,  at  their  firft  audience,  when  their  I.  M^  did 
demand  of  the  health  of  the  king,  they  were  pleafed  to  rife  from  their  throne,  and  ftand, 
as  did  alfoe  their  lords,  that  affifted  their  majefties,  ftand,  and  were  uncovered.  That  cere- 
mony was  not  ufed,  when  I  had  the  honor  to  deliver  his  highnefs  the  lord  prote(5tor'S' 
letter  to  his  majefty,  when  he  demanded  of  his  highneffe's  health.  That  although  the 
commonwealth  of  England  hath  altered  and  reformed  the  government  of  ftate,  it  hath  not 
for  that  diminiftied  any  thinge  of  it's  greatnefle  and  condition,  but  is  rather  augmented, 
if  the  juft  conqueft  and  addition  of  countrys  be  an  augmentation  to  a  ftate  in  feveral 
wayes.  That  the  kings  of  France,  Spain,  Portugall,  and  other  princes  and  republicks  of 
Chriftendom,  that  have  fent  their  ambaffadors  to  his  highneffe,  have  deferred  unto  him  the 
«  like  ceremonys  and  refpeft,  as  fuch  ambaffadors  did  formerly  to  the  kings  of  England  ;  and 
that  his  highneffe  ambaffadors  the  laft  yeare  to  the  crowne  of  Sweeden,  and  other  princes, 
had  like  reception  and  entertaynment,  as  formerly  was  ufed  to  the  kings  of  England  am- 
baffadors ;  fo  that  his  highnefs  reafonably  cannot  expeft  leffe  from  his  imperial  majefty, 
then  fuch  ceremonies,  as  heretofore  have  bein  ufed  to  thofe  kings  in  their  minifters.  That 
I  did  not  advance  this  as  a  complaynt,  but  an  advertifement  to  his  lordfhipp,  to  be  humbly 
reprefented  to  his  imperial  majefty. 

That  I  had  feene  feveral  of  the  greateft  courts  in  Chriftendom,  and  had  had  the  honour 
to  be  employed  before  now  by  a  great  prince  to  other  princes,  but  never  faw  nor  heard  of 
fuch  proceedings,  as  I  fynde  here ;  as  when  I  was  fent  for  to  go  to  his  I.  M.  I  was  in  the 
name  of  his  lordfhip  commanded  by  my  preftave  to  leave  my  fword,  who  alfb  taketh 
the  right  hand  of  me.  Such,  aftions  are  accounted  very  uncivil  in  princes  courts  of  other 
countrys  ;  and  for  fuch  perfonages  as  have  been  fent  by  thefe  emperors  into  England,  they 
have  found  a  cleane  contrary  courtefye  and  civility  ufed  towards  them,  as  the  laft  that  was 
fent  from  his  imperial  majeftie  may  have  certified  ;  and  if  he  have  not  done  it,  he  hath 
done  wrong  to  his  majeftie,  and  to  our  republicke,  for  that  a  publick  minifter  ought  to- 
referre  to  his  prince  the  truth  of  all  matters  in  his  imployment. 

For  a  conclufion  I  told  him,  that  the  prefent  warr  his  I.  M.  hath  againft  the  king 
of  Poland,  the  caufes  of  it  were  fpoken  in  the  courts  of  other  princes  in  divers  man- 
ners, according  to  the  paffions,  intereft,  or  affedion  of  the  relators.  That  therefore  if 
it  pleafed  his  I.  M.  to  lett  me  have  the  honour  to  know  the  real  motives  of  the  faid 
warr  (which  if  I  had  by  his  majeftie's  command  I  fhould  efteeme  them  true)  whereby  to 
make  a  relation  of  them  to  his  highnefte,  credit  will  be  given  to  that,  which  would 
not  be  to  other  narratives.  That  I  did  not  infinuate  myfelfe  in  makinge  this  demande  to 
know  more  then  what  his  I.  M.  was  willinge  to  imparte. 

2.  The- 
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The  chancellor  made  me  anfwer,  that  to  all  what  I  had  fpoken  and  given  in  writing,  A.  D.  1654. 
he  wouFd  make  a  perfeft  and  true  relation  to  his  majefty,  and  I  fhould  receive  his  anfwer.    L/^oL) 
All  was  done  by  the  interpretation  of  John  Hebden,  and  as  he  fpoke  it  in  Rufs,  two  fecre- 
tarys  that  were  by  tooke  it  in  writinge. 

The  7  th  currant  came  advice,  that  the  Pole  hath  regayned  a  great  cittie,  that  was  taken 
from  him  the  laft  yeare  by  the  Ruffe,  putt  all  them  to  the  fword,  and  quarter  given  onlye 
to  the  ftrangers.  That  newfe  was  caufe,  that  all  the  (Irangers,  officers  and  foldiers,  that 
were  here,  were  forthwith  all  fent  away  to  their  quarters  and  randevouz ;  but  are  all 
gone  difgufted,  by  reafon  of  their  fmall  paye,  and  that  payed  the  greateft  part  in  a  new 
coyne  of  bafe  money,  which  none  will  take  but  by  conftraint. 

Sundaye  nth  currant,  in  the  morning  very  betimes,  my  preftave  fent  to  me  to  be  ready 
about  eight  of  the  clock  to  goe  to  the  emperor.  So  about  that  tyme  my  preftave  came, 
and  at  nine  we  were  at  the  poffefco  office  conduced  as  formerly  ;  but  no  companies  of  fol-r 
diers  ftood  as  before,  they  being  departed  to  the  army,  according  to  their  affignment ; 
where,  having  ftayed  about  an  hower,  came  notice,  that  the  emperor  was  gone  to  church, 
and  that  I  muft  ftay  till  his  retorne ;  and  then  'twas  paft  mid-day,  when  I  was  fent  for  to 
go  to  his  majefty. 

I  had  audience  in  the  fame  hall  I  had  the  firft  time,  where  the  emperor  was  in  his  throne, 
and  his  nobles,  counfellers  fat  at  the  lower  end  of  the  roome,  as  they  did   the  firft  tyme. 
There  was  this  tyme,  more  than  at  the  other,  two  Tartar  princes  of  the  Ruffe  religion,  the 
one  a  Syberfky,  the  other  a  Cafimerfky,  that  fatt  at  the  upper  end  of  the  hall.     The  em- 
peror's brother-in-law  ftood  on  his  right  hand,  and  his  father-in-law  on  the  left ;   and  the 
chancellor  went  to  and  from  his  majefty  to  me,  as  formerly  I  have  narrated.  "When  I  came 
before  the  emperor,  he  told  me  by  the  chancellor,  that  I  had  brought  him  great  lord  em- 
peror   and  great    duke  Alexfea  Michaylouich   felfeupholder  of  the    greater    and   leffcr 
Ruffia,  and  of  many  other  dominions  lord  and  monarch,  a  letter  from  Oliver  Vladitela, 
that  is,    fole  direftor  of  the  ftate  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  and  other  lands, 
to  which  he  had  made  an  anfwer,  and  did  there  deliver  it  me.     His  majefty   then  com- 
manded  the  chancelor  to  take  the  letter,  which  was  in  a  window  by  him,  and  I  was  bid  goe 
to  the  emperor  to  receive  it ;  which  I  received  from  his  majeftie's  owne  hand  ;  and  being 
returned  with  it  to  the  place,  where  I  firft  ftood,  and  delivered  it  to  one  of  my  gentlemen, 
the  chancellor  fpoke  to  me  agayne,  faying,  that  for  fuch  matters,  as  I  had  delivered  ia 
writing,  I  ftiould  have  an  anfwer  likewife  in  writing  ;  and  then  I  fliould  returne,  the  way 
that  I  came ;  to  which  I  replyed,  that  my  order  was  from  his  highneffe  lord  proteftor, 
that  as  foone  as  I  had  his  majefty's  letter,  I  was  to  retorne  over  land,  with  as  much  con- 
venient expedition  as  I  could  make.     Hebden  then  fignifyed  foe  much  (as  he  fayeth)   and 
for  an  anfwer  from  the  chancellor,  that  I  fliould  not  fpeake  of  that  matter  there.     Then 
the  emperor  putt  his    hands  on  his  lyps,    and  moved  a  little  up  from  his  throne,  and 
faid  unto  me,  that  I  fliould  remember  him  to  Vladitela,  to  whom  he  wiflied  good  health. 
Whilft  his  majefty  fpake  thefe  words,  the  two  princes  at  the  one  end,   and  the  nobles  that 
were  at  the  other  end  of  the  roome,  ftood,  and  were  uncovered  ;  which  ceremony  for  cer- 
taine  would  not  have  beene  done,  had  I  not  ufed  to  the  chancellor  the  difcource  above 
mentioned  touching  this  matter.     After  this   the  emperor  by  the  chancelor  and  Hebden 
told  me,  that  he  did  favour  me  and  my  fowre  gentlemen  to  kiffe  his  hand  ;  which  being 
done,  and  returned  to  our  places  agayne,  the  chancelor  told  me,  that  the  emperor  did 
grace  me  with  his  dinner,  foe  as  his  highneffe  fervant  and  meffenger.     I  thankt  his  majefty 
for  my  entertaynment,  of  which  as  of  what  I  had  treated  of  I  would  give  his  highneffe 
a  particular  and  true  relation  -,  and  auguring  his  majefty  all  profperity,  I  was  difmiffed. 
When  I  came  neere  the  door  to  goe  forth,  I  bowed  to  the  noblemen,  who  rife  up  un- 
covered, and  did  the  like  to  me,  which  they  did  not  doe  at  my  firft  audience. 

As  foon  as  I  was  come  forth  from  the  emperor,  a  meffenger  from  the  duke  of  Coland 
went  to  his  majefty,  and  had  his  difpatch  and  returnes  by  Riga,  the  waye  he  came. 

That  faunday  about  four  of  the  clocke  his  majefty,  accompanied  with  this  patriarch, 
fome  bifliops,  and  other  clergymen  afoote,  departed  this  cittie,  having  at  the  gate  where  he 
went  forth  received  many  bleffmgs,  holy  water,  and  a  great  many  croffings  from  fome 
bifliops,  placed  on  fcaffolds  on  each  fide  of  the  gate,  for  that  purpofe  ;  and  foe  went  fo  fare 
as  the  river  (which  is  a  pretty  diftance  from  the  gate,  where  he  mounted  on  horfebacke, 
with  a  number  of  nobles  and  gentlemen,  600  fouldiers  on  horfebacke,  and  300  mufqueteers 
on  foote,  with  20  led  horfes  for  his  perfone,  and  foe  went  that  night  to  a  houfe  of  his 
about  two  miles  of  this  citty,  and  the  next  morning  continued  on  his  journey  to  Smo- 
lenfco.  The  newes  of  the  taking  the  cittie  above  mentioned  by  the  Poles,  and  their 
growing  ftrong,  made  his  majeftie  to  departe  from  hence  fooner  than  he  would  have 
done,  and  putts  them  in  fome  confufion. 

The  fuperfcription  of  the  emperor's  letter  to  his  highneffe  is,  as  it  is  interpreted 
to  me,  to  Oliver,  protedtor,  or  fole  diredor,  of  the  ftate  of  England,  Scotland,  and 
Ireland,  and  other  lands. 

Vol.  III.  3  U  Munday 
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Monday  morning  the  12th  I  fent  to  the  chancellor  to  tell  him,  that  being  the  day  before 
he  told  me,  that  I  fliould  not  there  fpeake  to  the  emperor  more  than  I  did  of  my  going 
over  land  by  Riga,  according  to  my  order  from  his  highnefle  lord  protector,  I  therefore 
did  now  fend  to  know  of  him,  if  I  could  have  thofe  anfwers  in  writing,  that  were  pro- 
mifed  me,  and  my  full  difpatch,  to  goe  that  waye.  I  had  for  anfwer,  that  the  emperor 
had  decreed,  that  I  Ihould  goe  by  Archangel  ;  and  that  the  chancellor  could  not  alter 
what  his  majefty  had  determined.  And  for  the  anfwers  in  writing,  that  they  were  full  of 
bufinefs  for  the  prefent,  but  I  fhould  have  them  in  tyme  convenient  to  goe  downe  ;  but  this 
anfwer  not  giving  me  fatisfaftion,  I  writt  him  a  letter  (coppie  of  it  is  here  inclofed)  to  which 
yet  I  have  no  anfwere. 

I  cannot  imagine,  what  the  true  reafons  or  caufes  be,  that  the  emperor  will  not  lett  me 
departe  now  over  land  by  Riga.     I  underftand  by  Hebdeu  and  by  my  preftave,  to  whom 
I  have  told,    that  his  highnefle    lord    proteftor  cannot  take   well    this   my  detention, 
that  his  ma.jefty  cloth  it  for  my  good,  for  that  winter  is  now  paft,  or  will  be  before  I  can 
be  farre  from  hence  •,  and  then  the  fnow  being  liquified,  the  waters  will  be  foe  great  for  a 
month,  that  there  will  be  no  travelling  ;  and  that  might  take  me   on  the  waye   in  fuch  a 
place,  where  I  could  have  no  other  than  bad  accommodation.     Moreover  the  dangers  on 
the  waye  for  incurfions,  that  may  be  made  by  his  majefty's  enemys,  whereby  I  might  receive 
damage,  and  be  robbed,  are  the  confiderations  his  majefty  hath  made,  and  would  not,  that 
in  his  itate  I  lliould  receave  wrong,  but  returne  out  of  it  with  fafetye,  and  as  hitherto  I  have 
bine.     Thefe  are  plaufible  reafons,  but  I  believe  none  of  them.     I  rather  conjefture,  that 
the  emperor's  letters  to  his  highnefs  will  not  give  fatisfaftion  ;  and  the  anfwers,  that  I  expedt 
in  writing  (which  it  may  be  I  fnall  not  have  till  farre  in  fummer,  to  fee  what  progrefs  his 
majefty  may  make  in  his  warrs  againft  the  king  of  Poland)  will  be  given  me,  according 
as  they  fhall  fee  occafion  fower  or  five  months  hence  ;  and  by  that  tyme  they  imagin  to 
have  advice  of  fome  alteration  of  fome  of  the  affayres  in  England,  as  here  fome  doe  hould 
them  in  opinion  ;  and  this  I  take  to  be  the  tme  caufes  of  my  detention.     The  treaty  of 
his  highneffe  in  difcourfe  from  the  emperor,  and  the  fuperfcription  of  his  letter,  in  my 
judgment,  is  in  too  playne  and  low  a  ftyle.     I  have  employed  perfons  to  procure  me  a 
coppie  of  it,  and  his  highnefle  letter  to  the  emperor,  as  it  is  tranflated  into  Rufs.     This  is 
as  much  as  for  the  prefent  I  can  advertife  your  honour  to  my  employment. 

I  am  to  befeech  your  honour,  for  what  concerns  my  owne  particular,  to  take  notice,  that 
by  my  goinge  downe  to  Archangell,  I  Ihall  be  fix  or  feven  months  in  my  employment 
more  than  was  expedled  I  fhould  be,  when  I  came  out  of  England  ;  and  likewife  come  to 
a  farr  greater  expence  for  his  highneflfe's  reputation,  (the  company  in  that  have  had  too 
little  regard,  as  well  in  their  inftrudtions  given  me,  as  in  their  allowance  for  expences ;)  and 
if  I  had  not  at  Archangel,  and  fince  carryed  myfelfe  in  another  porte,  than  what  they  in- 
tended, I  Ihould  not  have  had  a  boate  there  nor  entertaynment  on  the  waye  ;  noe  nor  de- 
livered his  highnefle's  letter  to  the  emperor,  as  I  have  done,  which  would  have  bin  no 
fmall  indignity  to  his  highnefle.  And  therefore  your  honour  will  be  pleafed  to  fend  for 
the  governor  and  fome  of  the  company,  and  order  them,  that  by  the  ihipps  they  will  fend 
this  yeare  to  Archangell,  they  remitt  me  moneys  to  difcharge  fuch  debts,  as  I  Ihall  be  forced 
to  make  for  my  expences  in  fo  many  months,  as  I  fhall  be  extraordinary  ■,  and  for  my 
owne  paynes  and  travil  foe  long  time,  I  leave  that  till  it  pleafe  God  I  returne  to  England. 

This  is  what  I  have  for  prefent  to  advertife  your  honour  of.     So  I  humbly  take  leave, 
and  remayne

HONOURE  D    SIR, 

IN  anfwer  unto  yours  received  by  the  fpeciall  meffenger  yefterday  about  5  a  clock  in  the  Vol.  xxiv, 
afternoone,  you  may  be  pleafed  to  underftand,  that  in  complyance  to  what  you  wrltt  p-  fzS;,] 
about  manning  out  a  veflel  to  ftopp  the  paffage  of  the  enemy  over  the  water,  I  did  effec- 
tually move  concerning  the  fame,  and  prefently  obteyned  a  concurrence  ;  infomuch  that 
this  evening  that  veifel  falls  downe,  and  will  fett  fayle  with  all  expedition  may  be  fitt  for 
the  fervice  to  be  employed  about.  We  fent  away  alfo  a  difpatch  to  the  officers  at  Mine- 
head,  and  Uphill,  and  other  places  about  the  coaft,  to  give  notice,  that  they  feize  all  veftels 
and  paffing  boats,  and  fuffer  none  to  palfe  in  them.  This  day  we  had  intelligence  by  two 
feveral  perfons,  which  came  out  of  Exeter  on  thurfday,  that  the  fherrife  of  Devon  with 
the  forces  thereabouts  had  taken  between  50  and  60  prifoners,  and  many  more  horfes,  and 
that  party  of  the  enemy  thereabouts  wholy  difperfed.  We  have  received  my  lord  proteftor's 
commiffion,  and  inftruftions,  for  fettling  the  militia  in  this  citty,  and  in  purfuance  thereof 
have  mett  feveral  tymes  for  the  furthering  of  that  fervice.  I  am  very  much  engaged  to 
his  highnefs  and  to  your  honour,  in  thinking  me  worthy  of  foe  great  a  truft  and  command, 
when  as  there  are  others  in  this  place  very  willing,  more  able  and  deferving  of  fuch  an 
imployment.  1  Ihall  with  your  honour's  leave  informe  you,  that  fince  this  r,  ew  rifing  at 
Salift)ury,  by  the  helpe  of  coll.  Tyfen,  major  ColHns,  major  Harper,  capt.  Grigg,  major 
Yeomens,  capt.  Pope,  capt.  Kelly,  capt.  Blackwell,  and ,  fome  other  honeft  and  faithful] 
citizens,  this  place  hath  been  putt  into  the  beft  pofture  -of  defence  v/e  could,  by  raifing  of 
horfe,  and  fecuring  the  ports  by  good  gi.mrds,  and  that  without  the  helpe  of  coll.  Higgett, 
major  Gierke,  and  that  party,  the  management  of  which  bufinefs  without  them  I  doe  affure 
you  was  exceeding  acceptable  to  the  people  here,  who  now  underftanding,  that  they  come 
to  be  intrufted  in  the  chiefeft  command  againe,  arc  far  more  difatisfied  and  troubled ;  in- 
fomuch as  I  cannot  but  humbly  lett  your  honour  knowe,  that  I  doe  much  doubt  there  is 
foe  great  a  difcontent  upon  this  among  the  people  (though  very  conformable  to  the  pre- 
fent  government,  and  who  would  facrifife  their  lives  for  prefervation  of  the  citty  againft 
the  common  enemy)  as  the  two  regiments  will  hardly  be  completed,  or  the  inhabitants 
perfwaded  to  march  after  them,  looking  upon  them  (as  plainely  reputed)  to  be  great  friends 
to  quakers,  and  levellers,  and  difafFeftors  of  the  civill  government  here.  Many  well  affeded 
perfons  fay,  the  number  gayned  by  intrufting  thefe  two  commanders  will  be  very  incon-

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A.  D.  1654.  fiderable,  to  the  number  that  will  be  difatisfied  and  difingaged  by  it.  Truly,  fir,  in  the 
^/"S^'KJ  relation  I  have  not  in  the  leaft  meafure  any  refFerrence  to  my  felfe.  My  aime,  indeed  is 
to  a  publick  good.  One  regiment  will  be  enough,  aud  fully  fufficient  for  this  citty ;  and 
we  do  much  doubt  there  will  not  be  found  perfons  chargable  here  for  men  and  amies  to 
compleat  two  regiments  of  6  companies  in  each,  nor  men  fitting  and  qualified  for  bearino- 
armes  in  two  regiments,  befides  the  exceeding  charge  in  raifing  and  paying  inferior 
officers  •,  and  therefore  doe  propofe,  that  both  colonel  Higget,  major  Gierke,  and  myfelfe 
may  be  lay'd  aflide,  and  one  regiment  only  appointed  for  fome  of  thofe  officers  before- 
mentioned,  which  for  fome  years  have  had  the  command  of  the  people  here,  and  are  ftill 
very  faithfull,  and  well  affefted,  and  zealous  in  prefervation  of  this  citty.  For  my  owne 
part,  I  Ihall  moft  willingly  fubmitt  (if  foe  thought  fitt,  on  this  publick  good  account)  to 
refign  up  my  commiffion,  with  the  confideration  of  the  weakneffe  of  my  body,  and  my 
unexperience  in  fuch  military  afFayres ;  yet  am  willing  ftill  to  the  utmoft  to  prove  a  faithfull 
■  fervant  to  the  commonwealth;  and  ffiall  proceed,  as  much  as  poffibly  I  can,  in  fettlin.o-  the 
militia,  as  now  ordered,  till  it  fhall  be  thought  fitt  by  his  highnefs  to  be  otherwife  difpofed 
of,  or  putt  into  other  hands.  Thus  craving  leave  for  troubling  your  honour  with  fuch

p.  285.  _|_  to  be  lieutenant  colonel  to  mr.  Robert  Aldworth  ;  which  though  I  hartily  embrace  as  to 

the  thinge  itfelfe,  as  being  willinge  to  pledge  all  I  have  for  the  publique  good,  yet  fuch 
is  my  imperfedlion  of  health  and  infufficiency  tor  this  fervice,  having  not  been  exercifed  in 
armes,  that  I  doe  make  it  my  moft  earneft  requeft,  that  your  honour  will  favour  me  foe 
farre,  as  to  procure  a  commiffion  in  my  fteade  unto  mr.  Jonathan  Blackwell,  a  man  of  as 
unqueftionable  faithfijllnefs  to  his  highnefs  and  commonwealth,  as  any  I  knowe,  and  of 
credit  and  intereft  in  this  place.  Sir,  I  doe  not  this  to  flip  my  necke  out  of  the  bufinefl^e 
but  I  profeffe  to  doe  it  for  the  moft  publique  advantage  of  the  place,  and  in  knitting  too-a- 
ther  the  honeft  intereft. 

There  are  feveral  honeft  men  amongft  us,  that  have  upon  all  occafions  fhewed  them.felves 
for  the  common  caufe,  and  have  beene  captains  and  other  commanders  over  the  people 
and  have  an  intereft  in  the  affeftions  of  the  people  ;  and  as  there  is  caufe,  can  ingadge  the 
greateft  part  of  the  inhabitants,  of  which  the  abovenamed  is  one  ;  and  did,  when  th&  Scotts 
were  at  Worcefter,  rayfe  and  arme  a  company  at  his  owne  coft,  and  did  draw  out  and  arme 
the  greateft  guard  in  the  cittye  in  this  jundture,  and  one,  who,  if  the  commiffioners  of 
militia  had  had  their  choyce,  would  have  had  him.  Therefore,  fir,  I  befeech  you  to  take 
foe  much  trouble  at  my  requeft,  that  a  commiffion  may  be  fent  by  the  next  poft. 

Mr.  Robert  Aldworth,  intending  to  have  written  you  per  this  poft,  is  fuddenly  taken 
ill,  and  therefore  defires  me  to  intreate  your  excufe  till  next.  Had  he  beene  well,  he  had 
joyned  with  me  in  this  requeft.  For  my  ov/ne  part,  I  ffiall  be  able  to  doe  better  fervice 
in  other  capacities  than  in  this. 

Sir,  if  I  may  be  foe  bould,  I  could  humbly  defire,  that  a  commiffion  may  be  fent  downe 
to  major  John  Harper  to  be  captaine  of  the  troop  of  horfe.  When  the  bufinefs  was  at  Wor- 
cefter, he  commanded  the  troope  under  col.  Scroope.  We  have  lifted  them,  and  al- 
though the  militia  commiffioners  may  give  a  commiffion,  yet  I  know  the  bufines  will 
not  be  animated  without  it. 

His  highnes  hath  expreffed  a  good  confidence  in  the  cittie,  by  trufting  them  with  the 
militia,  which  I  hope  will  be  an  obligation  on  them  to  anfwer  the  fame  ;  but  the  makeino-e 
of  two  regiments,  and  placeinge  of  fome  perfons  in  commiffion  foe  much  laid  affide  in  the 
affediions  of  the  people,  I  doubt  will  occafion  extreeme  jarrs,  and  much  interfering  upon 
the  grounds  I  have  formerly  written  you.  For  my  particular,  my  principle  is  not  to 
devide  with  any  man,  if  he  will  be  faithfull  to  the  good  old  caufe,  againft  the  curfed 
cavileers ;  and  as  to  religion,  I  difclayme  all  morofity  towards  any,  that  are  fbber  minded,, 
however  they  difFerr  ;  but  this  quakerifme  is  the  grounde  of  great  divifion,  and  will  be 
the  title  of  the  regiment.  I  doubt,  let  us  doe  what  we  can,  you  will  finde  ail  interefls 
will  not  be  grafped  handfomely  in  this  bonde.  Sir,  I  humbly  pray  your  pardon  for  this 
abruptnes.  We  are  made  glad  by  the  good  newefe  of  taking  foe  many  rougues  nere  Exon.

A  letter  of  information  from  John  Price. 

Right  worshiitull, 

I  HAVE  inteligence  of  one  mr.  Burnet,    minifter,   alias  a  profane  paridi  priefl.   of  A.  D.  1654.. 
Burmafh,  about  three  myles  from  Hieth,  that   he  hath  beene  lately  in  France.     His  (-/"VXJ 
maid  lett  fall  words  to  this  purpofe  •,  that  being  demanded  by  a  friend  of  her's,  where  ^^''oa^"'' 
her  mafter  was,  faid,  hee  was  gone  to  France,  and  would  returne  with  an  army  againft  the  ^' 
round-heads ;    that  hee  was   expefted  every   day   there.     Captain  Knott,    governor  of 
Sandgate-caftle  neere  Hieth,  gave  order  to  your  late  officer,  Philip  Littlewodd  of  Flieth, 
to  apprehend  him,  who  was  not  foe  wife  as  he  ihould  in  fecrefie ;   but  I  underftand,  the 
faid  Burnett  is  come  over,  and  how  in  London,  a  verie  dangerous,  knowing,   and  fubtle 
man,  fuppofed  to  have  efpecial  bufines  in  thefe  wicked  commotions.     I  have  made  it  my 
work,  but  cannot  yet  finde  where  he  lodgeth.  I  heare,  that  thofe  countrymen  doe  ordinarily 
lodge  at  the  king's  head  in  Love-lane,  neere  Billingfgate.     It's  pofible  hee  may,  if  wifely 
managed,  bee  heard  of  there,  of  at  the  ftarre  on  Fifti-ftreete-hill.  He  was,  as  I  heare,  a  cap- 
tain in  the  late  king's  army,  and  hath  his  living  ftill,  and  hath  putt  in  a  fellow  in  his  roome, 
during  his  prefent  abfence.

I  Thought  it  my  duty  at  this  junfture  of  time,  humbly  and  briefely  to  reprefent  to  you  vol.  xxiv 
fomewhat  of  the  ftate  of  our  part  of  the  cbuntrey  about  Alton,  giving  you  hereby  to  p.  287. 
underftand,  that  diverfe  (upon  this  late  rifing  at  Salifbury)  of  a  very  notorious  and  dan- 
gerous quality,  taking  their  horfes,  left  their  houfes,  and,  as  is  generally  conceived,  and 
indeed  undoubtedly  believed,  repayred  to  the  randevouz  nerfe  Salifbury  \  fome  of  which 
are  fince  returned.  Some  others  we  yet  hfeare  not  of  Now,  fir,  my  humble  motion 
is,  in  behalfe  of  myfelfe  and  my  honeft  countrymen^  that  it  would  pleafe  his  highnes  to 
vouchfafe,  that  fome  further  enquiry  may  be  made  after  fuch  dangerous  fellowes,  that 
fuch  courfe  may  be  taken  with  them  for  the  fiiture,  as  may  conduce  to  the  countrey's  fafety 
and  peace,  and  the  encouraging  thofe  that  feare  the  Lord  to  goe  on  refolutely  in  all  fuch 
wayes,  as  tend  to  the  promoting  of  truth,  unity,  and  peace ;  and  in  cafe  it  be  required, 
there  will  be  fome  about  us,  that  will  be  ready  to  give  in  the  names  of  divers  fuch  perfons, 
as  abovefaid.

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A.  D.  1654.  in  purfuance  of  your  laft  orders  I  have  fecured  feverall  difaffefted  perfons,  and  feazed 
L/^VNJ  many  ferviceable  horfes.  Col.  Birch  coming  hither  now  in  the  midle  of  the  affizes  (the 
city  being  very  full  of  all  fortes  of  people)  gave  out  before  the  judges,  as  they  themfelves 
told  me,  that  the  prefent  infurreftions  (Salifbury  and  the  reft)  did  not  confift  of  cavaliers^ 
but  a  company  of  filly  quakers,  with  fome  other  difcontented  perfons.  He  alfo  told  mc 
the  fame,  and  added  further,  that  the  greateft  matter  was  our  owne  jealofies  and  feares. 
Confidering  this,  and  what  we  knowe  of  his  carriadge,  when  the  Scots  were  in  Worcefter, 
and  his  behaviour  of  late,  I  feared  fuch  fpeeches  were  coales  caft  abroad  to  kindle  divifions 
among  the  good  people  here,  and  to  hinder  their  uniting  againft  the  comon  enimy.  I 
thought  it  my  duty  for  the  fafety  and  peace  of  thefe  partes,  and  agreeable  to  your  former 
orders,  to  fecure  him  ;  which  I  have  done,  and  as  his  fword  was  taking  fi-om  him  (he  re- 
fijfing  to  deliver  it)  faid,  though  my  fword  is  fhOrt  now,  it  may  be  long  enough  within 
a  while  (the  fword  hanging  by  his  fide,  being  a  little  fhort  fword)  and  very  angrily  afked 
me,  whether  I  had  orders  to  fecure  hirn.  I  anfwered,  if  I  have  not,  you  will  queftion 
me.  He  replied,  yes,  that  I  will.  I  faid  againe,  I  beleive  it.  So  we  parted,  and  he  is 
in  cuftody.  I  have  fent  a  party  to  polTefs  his  moated  houfe  (which  I  finde  is  very  ftronge 
with  draw-bridges,  it  is  alfoe  well  provided)  leaft  at  this  tyme  it  might  be  furprized  and 
manned  againft  your  highnefTe,  and  be  a  great  fcourge  to  this  country.  I  befeech  your 
highnefs  fpeedy  order  concerning  this  perfon  and  his  houfe,  whither  I  fhall  continue  a  guard 
there,  or  make  it  untenable.  There  is  to  be  in  Worcefter  city  very  fhortly  one  of  the 
greateft  horfe  faires  in  England.  There  are  now  no  forces  in  that  county.  It  may  be  of 
concernment,  if  your  highnefs  appoint  a  good  party  of  horfe  to  lye  thereabout  Major 
Creede  hath  fower  troopes  now  in  Glocefter.  Thus,  craving  pardon  for  this  long  trouble,

I  received,  and  to  the

1 1  contray  gentlemen  prifoners,  who  are  fufpefted  perfons ;  and  I  exfpedt  more  to  be 
fent  in  this  day.  Wee  have  two  companyes  in  this  garrifon,  confifting  of  70  men  in  a  com- 
pany. Yefterday  I  fent  thirty  men,  comanded  by  captain  Simpfon,  to  fecure  the  caftle, 
untill  130  men,  who  are  on  their  march  from  Barwicke,  come  to  fecure  the  towne  alfoe. 
Wee  were  on  the  third  night's  duty  before  I  fent  this  party  away  j  and  indeed  this  place  is 
as  cold,  ftanding  into  the  fea,  as  any  place  I  ever  came  to,  which  caufes  our  foldiers  to 
falle  ficke,  and  will  weaken  us  much,  if  the  centinells  go  on  every  third  hour,  as  nowe 
they  doe.  Lord's  day  laft  a  party  of  the  caveleares,  about  60,  were  in  armes  neere  Morpeth, 
and  yefterday  captain  Lilburne  was  upon  his  march  to  fall  upon  a  party  of  caveleares,  got 
together  at  Barnye-caftle.  All  thefe  things  confidered,  I  thought  it  my  duty,  to  requefl  you 
to  acquaint  his  highnefs  therewith,  that,  if  it  feeme  good,  a  greater  number  of  men  may 
be  allowed  to  fecure  this  place,  for  here  was  never  foe  fmall  a  number,  untill  the  yeare 
52,  in  all  the  late  warrs.  I  hope  our  God  will  owne  his  people  ftill;  for  our  enemyes 
witts  are  good,  but  they  want  hearts  to  adt  their  diabollycall  defignes.

May  it  please  your  highnesse, 

'T^HIS  evening  I  received  intelligence,  that  the  enemy  was  routed  on  wednefday  night  A.  D.  1654. 
-*-  laft  at  Moulton  in  the  county  of  Devon  ;  feverall  prifoners  taken  and  carried  to  Exon  ^-/"V^NJ 
goale  ;  but  I  fuppofc  the  particulars  are  more  fully  fent  to  your  highneffe  than  is  yet  come 
to  my  hands  ;  and  therefore  I  doe  by  thefe  humbly  acquaint  you  of  my  intentions  as  to 
further  fervice,  by  dividing  thefe  troopes  with  me  into  feverall  plapes,  where  they  may  lye 
convenient  for  the  apprehending  of  thofe  that  are  fled,  viz,  jny  own  troope  to  Bemifter, 
captain  Scotton's  at  Bredport,  major  Blackmore's  at  Crookehorne,  captain  Wallington's  at 
South  Petherton,  and  major  Jenkins  at  Somerton,  and  to  keepe  a  guard  at  Lamport :  ma- 
jor Butler's  troopes,  two  to  Salifbury,  and  two  to  Marlborough ;  and  the  two  troopes  of 
colonel  Twif?lton's  to  returne  to  Alton  and  Farnham,  all  to  attend  your  highnefs's  further 
pleafure.  I  have  written  to  the  refpedtive  fheriffs  of  Wilts,  Dorfet,  Somerfett,  Devon, 
and  Cornewall,  to  ufe  their  utmoil  endeavours  for  the  apprehending  of  all  fufpitious  per- 
fons,  that  may  be  thought  to  have  had  a  hand  in  this  infurredlion  ;  and  have  alfo  written 
to  tlaejuftices  of  the  peace  of  thofe  refpedtive  countys,  to  ftiake  diligent  enquiry  what 
perfons  have  been  abfent  from  their  habitations  within  the  fpace  of  ten  dayes  laft  paft,  and 
upon  examination  to  deale  with  them  as  to  juftice  fhall  appertaine. 

I  purpofe  (God  willinge)  forthwith  to  ride  to  Exon,  there  to  fpend  two  or  three  days  in 
examining  thofe  prifoners  taken,  from  whom  fomthing  may  be  obtained  for  the  advantage 
of  the  commonwealth.

YOUR  meffenger  (mr.  Cook)  with  the  packitts  unto  major  colonel  Duckenfield,  col.  Vol.  xxir, 
Croxton,  and  myfelfe  is  fafe  come  hither,  and  is  now  fpeeding  away  to  col.  Ducken-  P'  ^5'' 
field  and  col.  Croxton,  to  the  end  you  may  receive  a  fatisfaftory  accompt  thence.  By  the 
blefling  of  God  upon  our  vigilancey  there  are  not  now  any  vifible  party  of  the  enemy  in 
thofe  parts,  that  dare  keepe  their  ftation,  other  than  fome  fkulking  partys,  who  meete  in  the 
moft  obfcure  places,  and  upon  notice  of  our  readinefs  difperfe  themfelves  ;  for  fince  our 
firft  intelligence,  wee  have  been  upon  our  guard  heere,  as  captain  Picke,  captain  Taylor, 
and  feveral  others  have  been  in  North  Wales  ;  and  upon  all  occafions  we  have  had  rccourfe 
to  each  other,  and  have  taken  feverall  perfons,  fome  whereof  have  confeffed  the  reallity  of 
their  own  treacherous  defigne,  one  whereof,  which  came  to  my  hands,  I  have  here  inclofed  ;

Indeed  I   hope   the  fnare  is  broke  in  thefe  parts,     I   hope  you  have  an 
account  of  fuch  prifoners  as  have  been  taken.     I  fent  thofe  we  had  towards  London  ;

WORTHIE    SIR, 

SIthence  your  departure  from  us,  I  have  had  maney  fudden  unexpe6led  troubles.  It  clearly 
appeareth,    there  was  a  damnable   rebellious   rifeing  and  plott   intended   by   many 
thouiand  difafe£ted,  malignant,  and  defperate  wicked  men,  to  putt  all  the  nation  into  a 
flame,  and  to  involve  and  imbroyle  us  into  a  fadd  warr  and  divifion.     Through  God's  mercy 
and  gracious  providence  of  our  good  God,  who  ordereth  all  things  according  to  the  councell 
of  his  owne  will,  as  alfo  by  the  prudence  and  vigilancie  of  the  lord  protedor,  in  many 
places,  the  enemeys  are  difipated,  and  their  plotts  and  councells  efiatuated,  bleflTed  be  the 
Lord  of  heaven   for  his  love  to  his  people  and   to  our  nation.     Sir,  upon  wenfday  laft 
commifiary  generall  Reynolds,  by  order  from  his  highnes  the  lord  protestor,  came  to  me, 
and  defired  me  to  give  notice  to  our  bretheren,   that  he  defired  a  treaty  with  us  ;   and   to 
obferve  our  reality  and  good  aff^eftion  to  the  republique,  acquainting  us,  that  he  had  order 
to  withdrawe  the  forces  you  left   in  towne,  to  march  to  Wofcefter ;  and  that  we  fliould 
prefently  fett  the  citie  in  a  pofture  of  defence,  and  that  we  ftiould  raife  three  companeys 
under  the  command  of  lieutenant  col.  Phipps,  major  Beake,    captain  Brownell.     I  have 
taken  the  care  and  charge  of  the  fafety  and  fecurity  of  the  citie  upon  me  ;  upon   which  I 
had  the  keyes  redelivered  to  my  care  and  charge.     I  have  caufed  watch  and  ward  day  and 
night,  and  have  taken  much  paines  day  and  night  for  the  prefervation  of  our  poore  citie. 
Sir,  at  the  commiflTary  his  goeing  from  Coventry,  he  gave  me  a  lift  of  maney  difafefted 
perfons  to  be  brought  in  and  fecured,  which  is  performed  accordingly,   fome  of  them 
difpofed  to  one  place,  fome  to  another,  we  having  as  yet  neither  ma'rfhall  or  prifon  to  fe- 
cure  them.     The  moft  trouble  is,  col.  Hacker  of  Lefcefter   hath  fent  divers  priflibners  to 
be  fecured,  who  were  direfted  to  the  comander  in  chiefe  of  the  forces  in  Coventry.     The 
captaine  beinge  marched  away,  they  are  put  upon  us.     We  are  almoft  at  our  witts  end  to 
know  what  to  do  with  them.     I   wifti  heartily,  we  were  difcharged  of  them.     Sir,  this 
day  we  have  raifed  three  compleate  companeys  under  the  command  of  the  gentlemen  before 
mentioned,  who  are  all  unanimus  to  ferve  the  publique.     This  I  conceive  will  not  hold  to 
be  under  command  long  without  pay.   We  do  not  know  how  or  which  way  to  raife  it.  I  am 
as  good   a  hufljand  for  the  citie,  as  polTible  I  can,  in  the  prefervation  of  our  repute, 
money  is  expended,  doe  what   I  can.     Sir,  my  fervice  and  cordial!  refpeiSts  to  you  and 
col.  Purefoy.    Thus,  as  briefly  as  I  could,  I  have  given  you  an  account  of  our  prefent

S  I  R, 

IT  is  no  fmall  contentment,  that  I  was  encouraged  to  prefent  an  account  of  affaires  unto  Vol,  xxJv;. 
you,  when  I  was  difpatched  into  thefe  parts,  where  fmce  my  coming  I  have  enquired  P-  295. 
with  diligence  into  the  ftate  of  the  countrey,  and  of  the  affedtions  of  the  people,  and  arh 
exceedingly  fenfible  of  the  confequence  of  this  place,  which  if  furprized  would  have 
proved  in  all  likelihood  once  more  the  founeteineof  a  warre.  The  young  governour  hath 
behaved  himfelfe  verry  difcreetly  and  faithfully,  and  will,  I  hope,  receive  encouragement 
in  thefe  his  hopefull  beginings.  Since  my  coming  feverall  militia  companyes,  being  quar- 
tered here  and  at  Wrexam,  have  offerred  the  continuance  of  their  fervice  upon  the  pay 
of  his  highnes ;  but  having  acquainted  them  with  the  greate  want  of  money,  and  that 
feme  forces  of  your  ftanding  army  were  fent  to  preferve  the  peace,  whereby  they  might 
be  eafed  of  the  hazard  and  trouble,  which  duty  would  bring  upon  them,  they  are  gone 
to  their  feveral  habitations.  Col.  Crowne  continues  lifting,  and,  I  beleive,  will  have  a 
regiment  verry  fpeedily  completed.  His  defires  are,  that  the  countrey  may  be  charged  with 
the  pay  of  the  private  fouldiours  2  dayes  in  each  month ;  whereby  he  may  be  enabled  to 
draw  them  forth  upon  thofe  dayes  to  difcipline  them.  This  is  humbly  tendred  to  be 
confidered.  Both  thefe  and  thofe  at  Wrexam  are  gone  Home  with  refolutions  to  randel^ 
vous  upon  occafion,  and  with  greate  chearfullnefs  and  fatisfadiion.  The  armes  are  laide 
up  in  fafe  places. 

i  received  no  pofitive  orders  concerning  the  feizing  upon  malignants,  and  difarming  all 
the  difafefted,  but  am  fenfible,  that  if  it  bee  not  now  done,  fome  plott  will  come  to  more 
maturity ;  and  then  it  will  be  too  late.  I  judged  the  removall  of  combuftible  matter  verry 
neceffary,  when  a  fire  is  begun  not  farre  of  ^  and  to  this  purpofe  I  have  fent  into  the  feve- 
rall countyes,  where  I  have  a  prefent  charge  of  horfe,  that  all  perfons  fufpefted  to  have 
a  hand  in  the  prefent  defigne  of  a  generall  rifing,  or  likely  to  do  mifchiefe,  be  taken 
into  cuftody,  untill  further  order  from  his  highnes.  If  fome  promiffary  engagement  of 
obedience  and  fubmiffion  to  the  governement  were  offerred  to  all  thofe  who  are  feized 
upon  in  the  nation,  befides  fecurity  by  obligation,  it  wOuid  be  a  tie  upon  them  (if  any 
thinge  can  bind  an  ingratefuU  people)  or  at  leaft  a  cleare  conviftion  againft  them,  when 
they  rebeil,  as  certainely  they  intend  to  doe ;  and  I  much  fufpeft  thofe,  that  are  incredulous 
of  any  plot,  being  like  the  Irilh,  who  never  beleive  their  enemy  deade,  till  his  heade  be 
off.     To  fuch  perfons  puniftiment  feemes  more  adue  than  perfwafion. 

The  examinations  of  thofe,  who  are  found  guilty  of  the  furprifall  intended  at  this  place 
fhall  be  fent  you  fpeedily,  and  feveral  proofes  againft  one  captain  Kinefton  and  others,  who 
lifted  men  in  the  day  time  publiquely  for  Charles  the  2d.  If  a  commiiTion  Were  fent  to 
try  them,  I  conceive  it  would  prevent  much  future  evill,  and  be  a  meanes  to  fatisfy  many. 
This  is  likewife  humbly  tendred  to  be  confidered.  I  {hall  expeft  his  highnes  farther 
pleafure,  which,  fo  farre  as  the  Lord  ihall  enable  me,  none  fliall  with  more  good 
affedlions  and  diligence  purfue,  than.

TReturne  you  many  thanks  for  your  favour  in  prefenting  me  to  his  highnes,  and 
V'^O^  J.  hope  you  weare  pleafed  fmce  to  acquaint  him  with  my  hufband's  letter,  that  fo  his 
highnes  might  not  ftrange  at  my  waiteing  of  him  fo  lonely,  the  diilemper  of  my  head 
feazing  foe  fadly,  that  my  fpirits  weere  made  uncapable  to  acquaint  his  highnes  or  your 
honour  of  my  condition  for  my  deare  hufband,  and  that  honeft  and  godly  party  joyning 
with  truth,  although  the  lead  in  number,  yet  the  greateft  in  faithfullnes  to  his  highnes 
and  this  prefent  government ;  and  thoes  of  the  companye  that  fears  God,  and  are  confi- 
dant he  is  pleafed  to  one  them,  and  letts  out  much  of  comfort  to  uphould  ther  harts 
amongft  a  perverfe  people  in  thiefe  fad  tymes,  theire  enemies  boiling  both  heare  and  at

DEpofeth,  that,  one  told  him  that  fir  Thomas  Eaton  had  fent  to  borrow  a  pair  of  pots  Vol.  \xh\ 
and  a  pack  faddle  to  fetch  things  from  Watling-ftreet  to  his  houfe,  which  were  P-  3°*' 
brought  from  London  ;  and  upon  the  Lord's  day  before  this  town  was  to  be  furprifedj  being 
the  4th  inftant,  the-  faid  fir  Thomas  fent  to  one  Edward  Jones  to  Wellington,  to  know 
whether  he  had  been  with  the  lord  Newport,  to  know  whether  the  hunting  did  hold  at 
Tongue,  or  at  what  hour  he  fhould  rrieet  my  lord  at  Watling-ftreet ;  and  the  monday  fol- 
lowing in  the  morning  fir  Thomas  and  his  two  men  Were  feen  going  into  Watling-ftreet 
to  one  Fewtrell's  houfe,  where  they  continued  a  great  part  of  that  day.  On  thurfday  fol- 
lowing mr.  Thornes  and  his  fon  came  to  fir  Thomas  his  houfe,  and  ftaid  about  two  hoursj 
and  after  went  in  company  with  fir  Thomas  to  a  little  alehoufe  called  the  Sheabridge  by  a 
woodfide  near  his  houfe ;  and  whither  they  went  after  this  deponent  knoweth  not.  Upon 
friday  following  fir  Thomas  and  his  men  went  very  early  to  the  aforefaid  Fewtrell's  houfe 
in  Watling-ftreet,  and  there  ftaid  moft  part  of  the  forenoon.  And  this  deponent  further 
faith,  that  he  heard  the  fame  day,  that  when  fir  Thomas  was  gone,  the  fervants  of  the 
houfe^hid  all  the  arms  that  were  in  the  houfe.  Likewife  on  wednefday  laft  the  faid  fir 
Thomas  fent  two  of  his  horfes  to  his  houfe  at  How  Hall,  or  that  way  to  be  fecured,  as 
he  conceiveth.

Kynafton  came  to  his  father's  houfe 
Ky^'f^J  '*■  at  Mafbrooke,  and  called  there  ;  and  that  this  deponent  came  unto  the  door,  and 
thereupon  mr.  Ralph  Kynafton  afked  him,  whether  he  would  go  along  with  him.  This" 
deponent  replied,  that  he  could  not  be  abfent  for  any  long  time,  becaufe  of  this  bufinefs  ; 
whereupon  mr,  Kynafton  replied,  that  he  ftiould  go  no  farther  than  he  went  -,  and  this  de- 
ponent then  heard,  that  mr.

Vol.  xxiv.      I  AM  now  almoft  come  to  the  blunt  refolution  of  Luther,  expreffed  in  as  blunt  Latine, 
p.  304.  A  vadat  mundus  ficut  vult,  nam  vuU  vadere  ftcut  vult  •,  onely  give  me  leave,  I  befeech  you, 

to  trouble  your   honor   and  myfelfe  with  publik  affaires.     I   hope,   by  the  blefling  of 
God,  the  feare  of  thofe  wretched  foules,  who  thirfted  for  blood,   is  pretty  well  blown  over ; 
and  that  fome  of  them  ftiall  drinke  of  that  cup  they  intended  for  others.     But,  fir,  whaC 
advantage  of  peace  abroad,  if  trouble  and  difienfion  at  home  ?  Surely  you  have  lent  us. 
down  commiffions  to  raife  and  fettle  maUtiam  rather  than  militiam   in  our  citie  by  youf 
fuperadded  officers.     It  may  be  his  highnes  thinks  hee  hath  ingaged  the  more  unto  him  ; 
but  truely,  fir,  hee  hath  much  fadned  all  your  beft  friends  -,  and  if  your   heartie  affeftion 
and  fervice  be  any  thing  worth,  hee  will  lofe  by  it.    The  men  are  not  fo  confiderable,  nor 
foe  refpefted,  as  to  have  many  followers,  but  by  force,  which  will  much  difcourage  and' 
difcontent,  if  it  doe  prevaile.     And  truely,  fir,  I  muft  needes  tell  your  honour,  that  hee  or 
they  were  much  miftaken,  or  fomewhat  worfe,  that  fuggefted  to  you,  that  they  were  fuch 
honeft  meni,  as  you  write  •,   for  as  for  the  col.  if  to  be  a  cavileer  with  cavileers ;  if  to  be 
imployed  from  from  hence  to  Oxford  for  commiffions  or  patents  from  the  king  ;   if  to  be 
a  prefbiter^  when  prefbitery  is  tippermoft,  to  be  an  "independant  with  independants,   an'

The  propofition  I  made  laft  was  to  come  and  make  myfelf  the  lord  proteftor's 
prifoner,  it  being  impolTible  for  me  to  ferve  your  friend  fo  well  at  this  diftance,  as  I  am 
fure  I  could  do  if  I  were  in  London  -,  which  you  may  eafily  conceive,  if  you  confider,  that 
in  defigns  of  this  nature  the  refolutions  change  every  day,  and  confequently  that  nothing 
can  be  of  greater  advantage,  than  to  be  duly  advertifed  of  every  thing  that  pafTes.

fent  me  a  commiffion  for  the  examining  of  witneffes,  and  had  pleafed  to  let  me  knowe,  if 
you  had  prefented  my  addreffes  of  the  9th  of  Jan.  and  the  13th  of  Feb.  with  the  nar- 
ratives to  his  highneffe.  However  I  iliall  not  doubt  of  their  being  ready  to  produce, 
when  there  fhall  be  tyme  to  take  my  adverfaries  charge  into  confideration.  I  am  truly  glad, 
you  have  fo  farre  difcovered  and  fecured,  as  that  you  apprehend  the  defigne  of  Ch.  Steward 
and  his  partie  in  a  faire  way  of  utter  difappointment.  The  Lord  afift  you  to  efFeft  it ; 
yet  I  can  aflure  you,  that  the  people  of  thefe  partes  have  other  thoughts  and  e)q)e(ftations. 
This  day  a  friend,  whom  I  know  both  loves  and  honours  his  highneffe,  did,  upon  en- 
gagement to  conceal  his  name,  affure  me,  that  the  great  preparations  on  foote  at  prefent, 
and  in  rayfmg  in  the  empire,  Sweden,  Denmarke,  and  other  circumjacent  parts,  were 
rif  ftill  they  be  not)  intended  for  the  affiftance  of  C.  S.  againft  the  commonwealth  of 
England.  Sir,  you  know  how  ftates  ufed  to  keep  their  faith  of  allyance.  I  pray  God 
we  be  not  deceived  in  fome  of  our  pretending  friends.  I  truft  the  Lord  will  direft  your 
counfells,  to  fruftrate  all  the  expeftations  of  your  enemies,  who,  whilft  they  wifh  and 
feeke  your  ruine,  can  give  you  fmooth  language  enough,  and  it  may  be  proteft  as  deeply 
as  thefe  difafedled  merchants  have  done  in  their  remonllrance,  calling  God  to  witneffe  their 
untruths,   with  an  impudence  that  faceth  heaven. 

This  day  an  envoy  from  the  prince  of  Tranfilvania  gave  me  a  vifit, ,  palTmg  over  land 
to  his  highneffe.  His  name,  quality,  and  the  name  and  titles  of  his  mafter,  you  have  in 
the  inclofed  note.  He  departeth  this  day  in  haft.  The  common  report  here  at  prefent  is, 
that  C.  S.  is  now  with  the  duke  of  Friefland  ;  but  I  thinke  it  is  not  certainlie  knowne, 
where  he  is,  by  any  in  thefe  parts,  that  will  dilcover  it.

In  my  laft  I  wrote 
you  of  fome  fhipps  taken  on  here  to  carry  foldiers  for  Gottenburgh,  at  leaft  foe  pre- 
tended ;  and  of  their  beinge  againe  difcharged.  Koningfmarke  (whom  I  heare  is  noe 
friende  to  his  highneffe)  hath  great  leavies  afoote  in  thefe  parts,  for  the  crowne  of  Sweaden, 
both  horfe  and  foote.  I  pray  God  there  be  no  more  in  the  general  arming  of  all  princes 
and  ftates  about  you,  than  only  to  fcuffle  among  themfelves.  I  like  it  not,  that  the  French 
nod  fo  much  with  their  treaty.  Some,  who  thinke  they  have  good  intelligence,  are  of 
opinion,  that  France  and  Spaine  are  not  foe  farre  from  a  reconciliation,  as  may  be  gathered 
by  their  great  preparations  againft  the  next  campaine.  If  they  clofe,  the  ftorme  muft 
fall  fomewhere ;  but  I  fhall  not  trouble  you  further  with  my  apprehenfions  and  conjeftures 
of  men ;  not  doubting  but  the  lord  will  ftill  affift  you  in  the  needfull  time,  as  'tis  heartily

mr.  Bernard  Waite,  minifter,  with  whom  this  informant  fell  into  difcourfe,  and  afking 
the  informant,  whether  he  was  a  clergyman,  the  informant  told  him,  yes  ;  and  then  afl<ing 
where  he  lived,  the  informant  told  him,  in  the  weft  of  Somerfetftiire.  Then  mr.  Waite 
faid,  he  was  once  his  neighbour,  and  was  minifter  of  Exford  in  the  faid  county  of  Somerfet, 
and  his  name  was  Bernard  Waite,  and  had  right  ftill  to  it,  but  was  thruft  out  of  it  by  col. 
Pyne  ;  but  colonel  Pyne  was  out  of  favour,  and  I  am  much  favoured  by  colonel 
John  Gorges,  and  I  doubt  not  but  by  his  afTiftance  I  fhall  be  placed  in  the  parfonage  again  j 
and  that  he  was  going  to  London  about  the  gaining  again  of  his  faid  living,  and  hoped  to 
obtain  it  at  the  next  afllzes.  Upon  which  difcourfe  this  informant  knew,  that  the  faid 
Waite  (having  feen  him  once  before)  was  a  perfon,  which  he  often  heard  was  reputed  to 
be  an  enemy,  and  difaffedled  to  the  commonwealth  -,  and  thereupon  afked  him,  where  he 
dwelt  now  :  he  the  faid  Waite  replied,  his  dwelling  was  not  certain,  but  for  the  moft  part 
he  refided  in  and  about  Andover ;  upon  which  this  informant  faid,  certainly  you  can  make 
fome  relation  touching  thofe  unhappy  gentlemen,  that  lately  rofe  thereabouts  ;  to  which 
he  replied,  that  their  unhappinefs  arofe  by  reafon  of  an  error  in  the  king  of  Scots ;  for  if 
he  had  fent  them  commiffions,  they  might  have  gone  on  more  courageoufly ;  and  that 
then  they  might  have  faid  to  the  people,  wherever  they  had  gone,  come,  go  along 
with  us,  we  will  bring  you  to  your  king  •,  we  will  fhew  you  the  face  of  your  king.  Then 
this  informant  faid,  why  then  the  people  would  have  faid,  where  is  our  king .?  where  fhall 
we  fee  his  face  ?  Then  the  faid  Waite  faid,  they  might  have  faid  (meaning  the  cavaliers) 
he  is  in  the  north  parts  of  England  -,  whereupon  this  informant  replied,  if  he  (meaning 
the  king  of  Scots)  were  there,  he  might  incur  the  fame  mifery  his  father  did.  There- 
upon the  faid  Waite  replied,  he  (meaning  the  king  of  Scots)  the  faid  king  was  innocent 
from  crimes,  which  might  endanger  his  life,  or  bring  him  into  mifery  -,  or  words  to  the 
fame  effedl.  Then  this  informant  anfwered,  that  the  faid  king's  adverfaries  would  fay, 
that  the  faid  king  was  guilty  of  high  mifdemeanors,  as  by  bringing  in  of  the  Scots  army 
to  Worcefter,  and  fought  againft  the  parliament's  army.

I  Heartily  thanke  you  for  the  account  you  were  pleafed  to  give  me  of  the  Lord's  gratlous  Vol.  xxi^^. 
dealinge  in  his  beginning  to  manifeft  himfelf  once  more  in  our  behalfe.  He  is  the  p-  33^- 
fame,  and  he  changeth  not.  We  are  here  in  a  quiet  condition.  I  have  raifed  and  nowe 
well  fettled  a  troope  of  60  horfe,  befides  their  officers.  The  towne  alfo  hath  raifed  fome 
foote  for  their  defence.  We  have  fome  perfons  in  cuftody  on  Verry  good  grounds  of  fuf- 
pition,  and  fhall  yet  fecure  them.  There  is  much  riding  to  and  fro  in  the  night  in  the  vil- 
lages neer  us  •,  but  as  yet  I  cannot  learne  any  certaine  place  of  their  meeting,  foe  keep  a 
continual  guard,  and  hope  that  fome  good  fervice  towards  the  publique  peace  hath  been 
cffedted  by  our  coming  ourfelves  :  the  of  the  county  have   mett,  are   backward 

and  cold,  but  fomething  we  have  gotten  them  to  engage  for  towards  the  rayfing  of  fome 
troopes.  Had  I  a  blank  commiffion  or  two  for  horfe,  I  could,  as  I  fuppofe  on  good  grounds, 
raife  a  troope  in  Barkfhire,  fundry  good  minifters  and  others  having  been  with  me  to  affifl 
you  to  that  purpofe,  if  you  thinke  it  neceffary  to  have  the  worke  goe  on,  as  furely  it  is  j 
at  leaft  to  engage  men  in  fuch  a  citie  as  this,  wherein  felf-prefervation  helps  on  the  pub- 
licke  intereft.  Pray  fend  me  downe  one  or  two  commiffions  to  the  purpofe.  One  thing  I 
muft  needs  trouble  you  :  there  are  in  Barkfhire  fome  few  men  of  mean  quality  and  condi- 
tion, rafh,  heady,  enemys  of  tiths,  who  are  the  commiffioners  for  the  ejefling  of  minifters.

May  it   please  your  highnes, 

ON  fatterday  laft  I  came  to  Cranebrooke  in  the  Weld  of  Kent,  where  I  ufed  my  interefl 
in  fuch  of  the  well  afFefted  as  I  could  meete  with,  and  lent  to  others,  foe  that  on 
monday  I  had  in  a  body  three  troopes  of  horfe,  and  ryders  for  another  troope,  who  came 
out  of  their  good  affeftion,  but  had  no  horfes.  Of  the  number  that  appeared  there  were 
divers  officers  formerly  in  commiffion  in  the  county,  and  of  a  confiderable  interefl  therein  ; 
and  had  it  not  beene  at  the  affize  time,  I  am  confident,  I  fhouW  have  had  one  hundred 
more  there.  One  thing  chiefely  to  be  taken  notice  of  is,  that  there  hath  not  been  fuch  an 
union  amongft  honed  men  of  feveral  judgments  in  theife  parts  for  thefe  many  years  ;  for 
they  came  in  generally,  and  were  very  loving  and  friendly,  and  refolved  to  ftick  together 
againft  the  common  enemy.  In  my  way,  as  I  came,  I  tooke  care  with  captain  Browne  of 
Orpington,  that  fomethinge  might  be  done  in  thofe  parts,  and  alfo  at  Tunbridge  ;  from 
which  lafc  place  I  have  fince  receiv^ed  a  lift  of  feveral  horfe.  I  am  at  prefent  at  Maidftone, 
but  by  reafon  of  the  affizes  here  fhall  goe  to  Canterbury  and  Afliford,  to  promote  the  bufi- 
nefs  there,    and  in  that  part  of  the  countiy. 

May  it  pleafe  your  highnefs  to  take  into  confideration  the  burthen,  that  will  be  upon 
the  beft  affefted,  if  they  muft  goe  upon  their  owne  charge,  which  will  much  difcourage 
them  ;  to  prevent  which  I  humbly  offer,  that  your  highnefs  will  be'  pleafed  to  grant  an 
order,  authorizing  us  to  fend  to  the  feveral  perfons  formerly  charged  with  horfe  and  armes, 
to  fend  them  in,  with  pay  for  them,  as  they  were  ordered  to  doe  in  the  late  militia,  and 
which  they  nowe  again  looked  for  ;  by  which  means  the  ill  affefted  will  beare  the  charge 
as  before ;  and  we  fhall  be  enabled  to  putt  well  affefted  men  to  ride  their  horfes,  which 
may  be  up  for  as  fhort  or  as  long  a  time  as  your  highneffe  conceives  neceffary.  1  defire 
to  receive  your  highneffe's  commands  therein,  as  foon  as  poffible,  which  will  much  expe- 
dite the  work,  and  encourage  the  well  aflFedled.     I  am,

confefiTed,    that  feveral   ftrangers  were  there,   viz.   mr.  Temple,  that  had   been   three   or 
four  days  there  -,  one  mr.  White,   who  came  thither  on  monday  or  tuefday  ;    mr.  Cole,  a 
prifoner  at  Chefter,  who  was  there  many  weeks  ;  mr.  Prefton  of  Rixam,  who  came  there 
on  thurfday  the  8  th  inftant. 

That  the  fame  day  he  was  fent  by  his  mafter,  fir  Thomas  Harris,  to  his  mafter's  bailiff 
at  Levotwood,  to  bid  him  to  come  to  him  ;  and  hearing,  that  there  was  a  troop  of  horfe 
fent  down  by  orders  from  his  highnefs  the  lord  proteftor,  returned  back,  and  went  not 
unto  the  bailiff;  that  he  came  not  into  the  houfe,  but  went  immediately  to  Rixam  ;  that 
he  went  to  Meale  in  one  hour,  but  was  four  hours  coming  back,  and  ftaid  not  by  the 
way  ;  that  he,  going  from  Boreafton  towards  Rixam,  ftaid  at  Wike  all  that  night,  about 
a  mile  from  Boreaclon,  and  went  not  to  bed.  He  faith,  that  he  only  drank  there,, 
and  did  not  eat.  The  next  morning  betimes  he  went  to  Rixam,  and  lighted  at  the 
Red  Lyon,  from  whence  he  went  to  one  Baker'c  houfe,  where  he  and  captain 
Baker,  and  one  Davis,  living  near  Elfmore,  drank  together  about  half  an  hour,  and 
after  parted.  He  faith,  that  he  gave  captain  Baker  notice,  how  that  his  mafter,  fir 
Thomas  Harris  was  taken.  This  examinate  went  into  the  fair,  to  fell  his  horfe,  who 
belonged,  as  this  deponent  faith,  to  mr.  Paul  Harris,  fir  Thomas  Harris's  brother.  He

be  as  vigilant  as  I  can  to  finde  out  their  plottings  in  theife  parts,  whereof  I  have  not  the  leaft 
footefteps,  unlefs  the  appointing  foe  many  malignants,  and  fuch  as  have  engaged  againft 
us  of  the  grand  jury  for  this  countye,  have  any  fignifycancy  in  it.  The  like  hath  not  bin 
fince  forty  eight,  when  the  ryfing  was  in  the  countye  \  and  their  bufynefs  paft  and  formed 
at  the  afTizes.  I  have  notice  hereof  by  verie  good  hands,  and  therefore  purpofe  to  fend  one 
of  theife  troopes  heere  thither  to  attend  the  judges  the  tyme  of  their  fittiiig,  and  iiiall,  God 
willing,  be  upon  the  place  Inyfelfe  to  obferve  them.  All  is  quyet  in  Norfolke,  where  my  lord 
Saint  John  now  is  attended  with  a  troope  from  Norwich,  accordinge  to  former  order.  The 
like  in  Suffolke,  where  the  gentlemen  of  the  new  militia  intend  to  meete  on  the  morrow 
at  Burie  to  carry  it  on  in  that  countye.  When  I  underftand  their  refolutions,  as  I  am 
promyfed  I  fhall,  by  two  of  the  gentlemen  in  that  commifTion,  that  weare  .  heere 
to  advyfe  in  that  affayre,  I  fhall  fignifie  it  to  you  with  the  firft.  I  exceedingly  want  di- 
reflion  about  the  pryfoners  in  cuftodie.  I  fuppofe  your  fylence  bidds  me  continue 
them  under  guard ;  yet  the  moft  of  them  being  of  the  towne,  and  very  poore,  I  have 
advyfed  the  mayor  to  take  good  fecurity  for  their  peacable  demeanor.  If  I  have  erred  in 
it,  I  pray,  fir,  fignifie  it  in  the  next,  and  I'll  feize  them  againe  •,  for  they  are  juft  under 
my  eye.  The  inclofed  lyft  is  of  fuch  as  are  apprehended  moft  dangeroufe,  and  to  have 
I  intereft, 
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intereft,  being  of  good  eftates,  andfuch  as  were  aftive  in  the  bufinefsof  Colchefter;  theife  A.  D.  16^4. 
I  keepe  in  my  owne  cuftodie  in  an  inne  ■,  and  would  faine  difcharge  myfelfe  of  them,  L/'W'\J 
if  I  might.  The  regiments  of  foote  and  horfe  have  muftered  and  appeared  reafonably 
full,  and  the  greateft  defed  was  in  their  arms.  They  were  ftriftly  warned  to  be  in  a  better 
readynefs  at  a  day's  warning  ;  and  I  am  confident  will.  A  few  lines  from  his  highneffe 
to  fir  Thomas  Honeywood,  &c.  were  exceedingly  obliging  for  the  future.  Major  Templer 
Hayed  with  me  in  this  place,  with  about  80  horfe ;  and  finding  noe  orders  from  above, 
hath  difcharged  his  troope,  charging  them  to  be  at  an  houre's  warning.  Noe  one  what- 
ever will  further  engage  to  ferve  his  highneffe  and  this  commonwealth  :  he  merits 
exceedingly  for  the  ftedfaftnefs  of  his  affedlion  and  refolution  in  thefe  wavering  tymes. 
I  may  not  delay  you  from  your  more  weighty  affayres ;  therefore  humbly  beg  your 
pardon  for  theife,  and  remayne

*HOMAS  Jacob,  of  Warrington,  profeflbr  in  Surgery,  being  examined,  further 
freely  confeffeth  and  faith,  that  upon  funday,  being  the  nth  of  this  inftant,  he  went 
along  from  Warrington  to  Wigan,  about  eight  of  the  clock  at  night,  with  a  gentleman, 
a  ftranger,  that  called  himfelf  mr.  George  Liflbn,  and  who  came  poft  out  of  Yorkfliire,  and 
left  his  horfe  at  mr.  Hotham's,  the  parion  of  Wigan,  and  had  a  horfe  from  mr.  Hotham, 
with  which  he  rode  many  miles  up  and  down  the  country,  in  purfuance  of  railing  Ibme 
tumults  in  the  country.  And  this  examinate  further  faith,  that  the  faid  Liflbn  was  at  mr.

A.  D.  1654.  O INCE  the  attempts  at  Salifbury  wee  of  this  county  did  hope  for  fome  commands  from 
l>^"NOJ  i^  his  highnes,  for  the  pofturing  of  this  county  for  prefervation  of  the  honeft  intereft 
p^'iyo^'^*  ^^''^'  ^""^  ^^^  '^^  quenching  of  the  like  flame,  if  it  fliould  (and  that  not  improbably) 
have  broken  out  amongft  us.  Here  are  many  honeft  hearts  and  hands  entire  to  the 
prefent  goverment,  which  wanted  nothing  but  diredlions  j  and  yet  thought  it  theyr 
duty  to  appeare  in  fecuring  the  perfons  and  horfes  of  fuch  as  might  probably  bee  dan- 
gerous :  but  fince  it  hath  pleafed  God  in  much  mercy  to  remove  the  prefent  danger, 
by  fupprefling  that  infurredlion  in  the  Weft,  and  by  difperfing  others  elfewhere,  w& 
are  now  at  a  ftand,  and  doe  proceed  noe  farther,  unlefle  particular  commands  doe  come  unto 
us  for  it.

I  P-  375- 
finde  the  honeft  people  willinger  to  engage  againft  the  common  enemy,  then  was  expefted  v 
but  the  great  queftion  is  among  them,  how  and  by  whom  the  charge  ihall  be  borne  •,    not  " 
but  that  they  will  upon  any  exigent  be  ready  to  manifeft  their  good  affeflion   to   the 
utmoft  of  sheir  ability.     It  is  apprehended  by  many  of  the  well  affeftedj  that  the  fettling 
of  the  militia  in  fome  of  their  hands,  where  formerly  it  was,  with  fome  addition  of  new 
ones,  might  conduce  much  to  the  peace  and  fafety  of  the  county,  and  fpeedy  rayfing  of 
the  intended  forces.

I 
conceive,  and  am  of  opinion,  that  unlefs  you  prefs  on  your  part,  they  will  find  out  ways 
to  keep  you  where  you  are.  I  cannot  believe,  neither  do  you  give  me  it  otherwife  than  as 
a  difcourfe,  that  the  lord  embaffador  hath  undertaken  to  offer  up  the  forces  of  the  king 
his  mafter  in  Flanders  to  the  lord  proteftor  ;  and  if  he  do  it,  the  lord  proteftor  will  re 
ceive  that  compliment  as  a  piece  of  the  theatre.  It  is  you,  my  lord,  that  do  fhew  an 
affecftion  of  a  real  perfeverance  in  endeavouring  to  make  peace  with  him  at  a  time,  when 
the  clouds  do  gather  together,  prognofticating  fome  ftorm  to  befall  him.  I  am  of  your 
opinion,  that  thofe  little  infurreftions  will  make  for  his  eftablifhment. 

The  lords  of  Holland  do  very  much  fear,  that  fome  inconvenience  will  happen  to  their 
trade,  if  our  accommodation  be  not  made.  The  wifeft,  when  they  fpeajc  with  me,  do 
confefs,  that  the  faid  difficulty,  which  you  make,  is  invincible  ;  that  they  muft  give  you 
fatisfaftion  therein  ;  but  withal  that  it  is  likewife  to  be  confidered,  that  it  came  too  late, 
and  after  you  were  agreed.  I  do  not  want  of  pertinent  anfwers  for  them  as  to  that.  That 
which  you  write  me  of  the  embaffador  of  Spain  doth  caufe  me  to  tell  you,  that  Don 
Eftevan  de  Gamarra  hath  not  feen  the  princefs  royal,  to  whom  he  only  fent  his  fon  with  a 
compliment.  Every  one  doth  admire  at  this  omilTion  in  (o  civil  and  courteous  a  man  as 
he  is,  efpecially  with  the  ladies ;  and  it  is  thought,  that  it  is  out  of  complacency  to  the  lords 
of  Holland,  or  it  may  be  through  refpeft  to  the  lord  proteftor.  I  have  here  inclofed  fent 
you  a  copy  of  the  letter,  which  the  lords  of  Holland  fent  to  the  princefs  royal,  upon  the 
report  that  was  here,  that  the  king  of  England  was  at  Teyling.  She  returned  no  anfwer 
in  writing,  but  faid  only  to  the  melTenger,  that  the  king  her  brother  was  not  at  Teyhng. 
Now  we  do  not  certainly  know  where  he  is.  Many  Englifh  fay,  that  he  is  gone  for  Eng- 
land ;  but  I  cannot  believe  it,  and  it  doth  feem,  that  the  lady  princefs  his  fifter  did  fpeak 
to  me  in  fuch  terms  as  ought  to  give  me  this  opinion. 

In  thefe  provinces  the  divifions  in  the  provinces  of  OveryfTel  do  not  tend  to  an  accom- 
modation. Yea,  it  is  believed,  that  both  parties  will  at  laft  fo  irritate  one  another,  that 
they  will  come  to  open  arms.  The  province  of  Holland  doth  feem  to  be  difpofed  to 
affift  Deventer  againft  the  other  party,  which  hath  chofen  the  prince  of  Orange  for  gover- 
nor, and  prince  Wilham  for  lieutenant. 

The  inclofed  is  from  the  lord  D'Avangour,  who  will  advife  you  the  news  of  Sweden. 

I  had  a  letter  from  Rome  of  the  13th  of  the  laft  month,  where  nothing  was  then  done 

for  the  eleftion  of  a  pope  ;  and  the  embaffador  of  Spain  had  had  audience  of  the  cardi-

Upon  the  next  day  monfieur  de  Lyonne  was  to  have  the  like  audience,  to  inform  the  con- 
clave, that  the  faid  marquis  doth  demand  of  the  duke  a  place  of  furety  in  his  territories.

May  it   please  your  highnes, 

I  Received  you  lordfhip's  commiffion  for  a  horfe  regiment  on  the  laft  Lord's  day,  and  fent 
an  anfweare  theirto  imediately  •,  but  the  meflenger  was  gone  before  from  Chefter 
towards  London,  which  occafioned  thefe  lynes,  to  give  your  lordfhipp  an  accompt,  that 
I  dare  not  as  yet  accept  of  the  faid  commiffion,  for  many  reafons  ;  firft  becaufe  my  en- 
deavours this  way  formerly,  though  verry  fucceffefuU,  have  beene  taken  in  ill  part  ;  and 
this  county  efpecially  is  foe  wonderfully  impoverifhed,  as  without  deftroying  of  it,  not 
many  fouldiers  can  be  raifed  theirin  in  the  way  you  intend. 

2.  Becaufe  that  the  extreames  that  the  levelling  party  do  run  furioufly  upon,  doth,  as  I 
humbly  conceive,  drive  your  highnes  upon  direil  contrary  extreames  ;  and  I  defire  to 
imitate  Caleb  and  Jofua  in  the  wildernes,  as  neare  as  may  be,  and  not  to  feeke  a  con- 
federacy with  thofe,  who  limitt  God  to  their  paffions,  and  againft  whom  God  hath  an 
evident  controverfy,  &c.  I  beleive  firmely,  that  the  roote  and  tree  of  piety  is  alive  ia 
your  lordfhip,  though  the  leaves  theirof,  through  abundance  of  temptations  and  flatte- 
ries, feen:e  to  mee  to  be  withered  much  of  late  ;  yet  I  hope  time  and  experience  will  have 
a  good  influence  upon  your  lordfhip  (Deo  juvente)   ^c. 

I  praife  the  Lord  for  his  extraordinary  mercy  to  mee  this  way,  that  I  am  not  much  moved 
with  the  adlings  of  men,  though  of  the  better  fort ;  nor  doe  I  regard  preferment  much. 
Yet  to  doe  this  commonwealth  a  pleafure,  I  am  content  to  leave  my  private  and  obfcure 
condition,  wheirwith  I  am  much  delighted,  for  a  feafon  to  accept  of  fome  hanfome  mili- 
tary command,  if  your  lordftipp  thinke  well  theirof;  foe  as  the  men  that  I  ferve  with  may 
not  be  caft  of  afterwards  unrequited  ;  and  that  they  be  feledled  in  the  beft  way  from  fuch, 
as  be  your  fuperficiall  and  diffembling  freinds,  whom  I  know  well,  and  will  have  little 
to  doe  with  them,  unlefs  forced  theirto.  I  am  [not  affraid  of  my  life,  or  eftate,  and  to 
improve  the  talent  I  have,  I  fhould  be  glad  to  ferve  your  lordfhip  in  any  forraine  war 
within  the  continent  of  Europe,  rather  then  within  this  nation. 

I  humbly  conceive  further,  that  thefe  remote  corners  of  this  nation  are  foe  corrupted  of 
late,  by  the  fubtilties  of  the  jefuited  party,  as  few  of  them,  that  will  be  intrufted  with 
armes  by  the  new  militia  committees  in  thefe  parts,  will  be  found  faithfiall  to  your  intereft, 
in  cafe  of  neceftity  or  danger.  Theirfore  I  think  it  would  be  an  excellent  courfe,  to  raife 
about  2000  horle  equally  out  of  all  the  counties  on  the  north  fide  Trent,  and  to  impofe 
the  charge  of  maintaineing  and  finding  them  onely  upon  fuch  as  are  convifted  or  fufpeded 
notoriouQy  for  malignancy.  -  Wheirby  your  highnes  would  doe  a  very  juft  and  feafible 
aft,  without  putting  your  felfe,  or  any  one  elfe,  that  be  innocent  or  well  affefted,  to  any 
great  charge  about  them.  The  clamours  of  moft  men,  that  you  punifh  the  innocent  pro- 
mifcuuofiy  with  the  nocent,  will  be  taken  away  by  this  meanes.  Charles  Stewart  hath  500 
freinds  in  thefe  adjacent  counties,  for  every  one  freind  to  you  amongft  them,  and  he  doubts 
not  of  finding  you  worke  enough,  whilft  hee  lives.  I  humbly  beg  pardon  for  this  boldnes, 
it  proceeding  really  from  the  wel-wifhes  of  your  lordfhip's  very  faithful!  and  humble

Honourable  sir. 

Vol.  xxiv.      T  AM  afliamed  to  overcharge  you  with  unneceflTarie  lynes,  as  I  have  done  alredy,  and  doQ 
p.  420.  j[  acknowledge  your  honour's  greate  condefcention  in  vouchfafeinge  me  anfwer  in  what 

was  expreffed  in  Aldworth's  letter.   I  am  many  wayes  ingaged  to  his  highnes  formerly,  and 
in  particular  for  his  good  opinion  of  me,    foe  as   to  put  me  in  a  commiffion  for  the  recri- 
ment,  in  which  and  in  all  other  thinges  within  my  poore  intereft  fhall  ftudy  and  indeavour 
in  all  faithfullnes  to  ferve  his  highnes  and  the  publique  weale  ;  but  as  to  the  perticular,  in 
which  I  am  foe  exceedinge  unfit  in  all  refpefts,   I  doe  againe   renew  my  requeft  to  your 
honour,  that  my  commiffion  may  be  transferred  to  captain  John  Pope,  who  hath  beene  a 
captain  formerly,  and  a  man  of  quallitie,  and  good   intreft,  and   one   whome    the  other 
officers  are  well  fatisfyed  in,  and  one  I  beleve  mr.  Aldworth  would  gladly  have.     I  pro- 
pounded  to  you  mr.  BlackweU  before,  but  he  beinge  the  younger  perfon,  it   is  thought 
fit  rather  to  put  in  mr.  Pope.     Wee  are  extreamely   obliged  to  his   highnes,  that  is 
pleafed  to  gratefie  the  place  accordinge  to  their  defires  ;  for  truth  is  two  regiments  are  to 
much  for  this  place  ;  and  as  to  the  difference  with  colonel  Hagget   and  fome   others,  it 
doth  not  lye  in  matter  of  honeftie  and  abilitys,  but  in  a  prudentiall  way,  how  it  is  poffible 
to  cement  people  together,  when  the  fewde  is  grounded  upon  differences  of  another  na- 
ture, infomuch  as  people  will  not  bee  commanded  by  them.

AFTER  marchinge  my  one  troope,  and  that  troope,  which  was  my  late  colonel's,  to  A.  D.  1654. 
Gloucefter,  and  from  thence  backe  agalne  to  this  place,  then  to  Shrewfberry,  and  Ly'V^'\J 
from  thence  to  this  place,  to  wayte  upon  the  judges  at  the  affifes,  in  which  march,  accord-  ^'"^' 
Inge  to  orders  from  commiflary  general  Reynoldes  and  major  Creede,  there  hath  beene 
feafed  the  perfons  of  feverall  ould  cavalleres,  there  horfes  and  armes  ;  yefterday  haveinge 
information,  that  Sherrington  Talbot,  who,  I  am  credibly  informed,  was  with  the  cavil- 
leres  at  Salfeberry,  was  come  home  to  his  one  houfe,  I  fent  my  leeftenant  with  a  partye  to 
apprehend  him,  but  he  was  not  to  be  found  there  -,  yett  I  hope  within  this  three  dayes  to 
have  him  in  fafe  cuftody.  The  face  of  affares  femes  (in  this  malignant  place)  to  promife 
peace  and  quietnes  at  prefent,  there  beinge  a  terror  from  the  Almightye  faullen  upon  them, 
who  are  the  Lord's,  your  highnes,  and  his  peoples  enemyes.  The  judges  are  gone  from 
hence  to  Bridgenorth,  where  captain  Coulfton  doth  attend  them  with  the  troope  at  prefent 
under  his  commande,  who  is  to  fee  them  fafe  out  of  Staffordfhire,  and  then  to  march  the 
latter  end  of  the  next  weeke  to  this  place,  where  a  greate  fayre  for  feverall  dayes  is  kepte.  It 
hath  beene  my  indever,  accordinge  to  your  highnes  orders,  to  complete  my  troope  to  a 
hundred  -,  for  that  purpos  I  fent  into  Darbyelhire  to  ingage  what  foldyers  I  could,  that  had 
hearetofore  beene  in  fervis,  and  others  that  weare  well  affefted  ;  but  by  reafon  of  thofe 
difcoragements,  that  they  receved  from  perfones  difafefted  to  your  highnes,  and  that  are 
enemyes  to  the  peafe  of  the  nationes,  it  was  not  foe  facill  a  worke  as  was  expefted  ;  yett 
there  are  manye,  that  are  ackted  from  a  good  prinfipall,  that  have  lifted  themfelves,  and 
beyond  there  abilletyes  have  layd  out  what  they  could  procure  from  frendes  to  furnifh 
themfelves  with  horfes  and  armes,  there  beinge  fome  troopes  in  the  intrim,  that  have  lifted 
none.  My  humble  defire  is,  that  fuch  as  have  inlifted  themfelves,  and  notwithftandinge 
thefe  difcorragements  they  have  mett  with,  have  fhewed  themfelves  willinge,  may  receive 
that  incorragement  from  your  highnes,  that  may  anfwer  their  coft  and  labores,  and  prove 
them  faulfe,  who  have  and  dow  tell  them,  that  they  lliall  fhortly  bee  fett  afide,  without 
anye  reward  of  there  good  afFeftion  and  fervis.

T  Receaved  your  highnes  pleafure  in  a  letter  from  your  felfe,  wherein  I  am   required  to 
-*-  ufe  diligence  in  finding  out  the  prefent  complotters  in  thefe  parts.  I  am  almoft  afhamed, 
that  fo  little  fruite  of  our  paines  doth  yet  appeare  ;  for  although  we  find  a  cleare  fatisfaftion 
to  our  judgement,  that  all  the  malignants  in  thefe  5  countyes  were  combined  with  thofe  of 
North- Wales,  and  both  with  thofe  of  the  three  nations;  yet  proofe  is  not  foe  evident,  as  I 
wifh  it  were.     We  finde  that  col.  Gerard  held  correfpondency  in  this  countrey,  and  that 
this  is  from  the  begining  one  general  plott,  which  feemes   to  be  like  a  rat  running  behind 
ftooles,  which  although  feene  plainely^  yet   a  full  blow  cannot  be  made  at  him.     I  doubt 
not,  that  fomething  confiderable  will  howfoever  be  difcovered.     I  have  fet  fome  at  worke 
in  all  countyes,  where  any  forces  or  wel-affefted  perfons  are  -,  but  fome  of  the  moft  know- 
ing malignants  refufe  to  be  fworne,  others  are  not  yet  taken.     I  hope  it  will  not  be  unfit 
to  make  them  fpeake  forcibly,  by  tying  matches,  or  fome  kind  of  paine,  whereby  they 
may  be  made  to  difcover  the  plott,    although  we  fhall  not   interrogate  in  that  manner 
concerning  themfelves,  if  it  be  allowed  in  refpedt  of  others  ;  in  which  I  defire  to  receive 
diredlions  fpeedily.     Having  an  inftmftion  to  endeavour  to  informe  my  felfe  of  the  ftate 
of  the  countrie,  I  have  been  verry  inquifitive  concerning  the  prefent  ftate  thereof,   and 
fo  hold  it  my  duty  to  reprefent  the  danger  likely  to  fall  upon  the  nation  by   the  unfet- 
tlement  of  Wales,  where  there  are  two  fuch  extremes  in   good  and  bad,  if  any  extreme 
can  be  fo  called,  that  the  like  is  not  any  where.    In  taking  armes  there  will  be  little  be- 
nefit, if  order  be  not  provided  for  -,  and  thofe,  who  are  not  cavilleires,  but  go  under  the 
name  of  the  godly  party  (and  I  hope  many  are  fuch,  although  deluded)  are  altogether  un- 
willing to  aft  by  commifTion,  infomuch  as   it  will  be  difficult  forming  a  militia  in  North- 
Wales.     I  have  conferred  with  feverall  members  of  the  church  of  Wrexam  ;  and  although 
their  finall  anfwer  is  not  returned,  yet  I  feare  there  will  not  be  many,  who  will  aft  under 
the  governement  amongft  them ;  but  I  am  told,  their  late  journey  hither  hath  caufed  better 
fatisfaftion  than  formerly.     If  fir  Thomas  Middleton  were  commifTioned  to  raife  a  regi- 
ment, it  is  the  opinion  of  mr.  Gibert  and  fome  other  folidly  honeft  men,  that  he  would 
do     good     fervice  in   Denbighfhire    and    thofe   parts  of  North- Wales.     Major  general 
Mitton  and  mr.  Simon  Thelwell  are  likewife  propofed  as  fitt  to  be  reprefented  to  his 
highnes  for  commifTions.     Be  pleafed  to  fignifye  his  highnes  pleafiire  by  the  next,  whether 
the  depofitions  fhall  be  fent  up,  or  kept  here  ;  whether  fecurity  fhall  be  taken  for  fuch  as 
no  evidence  comes  againft,  but  are  knowne  cavilliers,  and  enemies  to  the  governement ; 
whether  the  fettlement  of  the  country  againft  another  rifing  fhall  not  be  fecured   by  com- 
pleting the  forces ;    and  what  allowance  fhall  bee  given  upon  the  dayes  of  mufterino- ; 
likewife,  if  it  be  not  too  much  prefumption,  that  I  may  know  how  long  I  fhall  be  con- 
tinued in  thefe  parts,  becaufe  I  would  difpofe  of  my  occafions  accordingly.     Sir,  an  an- 
fwer hereunto  is  the  earneft  fuite  of,  fir.

humbly  ofFerred  ;    but  feeing  his  highnefs  is  ftill  pleafed  to  continue  foe  great  a  truft  upon 


me,  I  fhall  (though  truly  contrary  to  my  judgment  I  do  accept  thereof)  faithfully  endeavour 
to  give  the  beft  account  I  am  able  in  this  fervice.  Indeed,  fir,  the  thoughts  of  fuch  a 
place  never  entered  into  my  confideration,  foe  as  to  defire  or  wifh  for  it  -,  and  much  lefs 
upon  diverfity  of  principles  in  others,  to  lay  them  afide  for  advanceinge  of  myfelfe. 
For  my  owne  judgment,  it  is  well  knowne  to  thofe  acquainted  with  me,  I  deHght  not  in 
widening  divifions,  have  pradlifed  a  forbearance  towards  all,  and  perfwaded  others  to  the 
like.

SHeweth,  that  the  feid  garrifon  is  very  ruinous,  efpecially  the  citadel  and  many  parts  of 
the  caftle,  and  the  draw-bridge,  by  reafon   there  have  been  no  repairs  fince  colonel 
Fitch  commanded  it  (which  is  three  years  and  a  half)  except   in  fome  things  of  greateft

neceffity ;  for  payment  of  which  the  faid  major  hath  been  neceffitated  to  lay  money  out  A.  D.   j^j-. 
of  his  purfe.  LrV^^' 

That  by  reafon  of  the  ruinous  condition  of  the  citadel  and  caftle,  the  foldiers  are  con- 
flrained,  moft  of  them,  to  be  quartered  in  the  city,  which  is  not  fafe  in  thefe  dangerous 
times. 

That  becaufe  the  foldiers  do  not  lodge  in  the  caftle  and  citadel,  it  is  of  neceffity, 
that  more  men  are  kept  upon  the  guards  than  elfe  there  would  need  ;  by  which  means  the 
foldiers  are  at  every  fecond  night's  duty,  efpecially  now  when  there  are  many  prifoners  fend 
in  thither  fi^om  all  parts  of  Cumberland  and  Weftmorland  upon  this  bufinefs  of  the  late 
rifing,  which  hard  duty  caufeth  many  of  the  foldiers  to  fall  fick. 

That  if  the  faid  garrifon  be  not  repaired  this  fummer,  it  will  be  very  ruinous,  and  will 
coft  much  the  more  to  repair. 

That  there  is  money  lying  in  the  hands  of  one  mr.  George  Faunt  of  LeicefterHiire, 
which  was  appointed  by  the  parliament  for  repair  of  the  faid  garrifon,  v/hich  comes  to  be 
as  followeth  : 

It  was  ordered  by  the  parliament,  the  2 2d  of  May,  1649,  that  it  be  referred  to  the 
committee  of  Haberdafhers-hall,  to  fend  for  mr.  Faunt,  to  examine  the  bufinefs  touching 
the  1 500 1.  by  him  difcovered,  and  to  give  order,  that  foe  much  of  it  as  belongs  to  the 
ftate  be  paid  to  the  ufe  of  the  garrifon  of  Carlifle,  to  fuch  perfon,  as  fir  Arthur  Haflerigge 
(hall  appoint,  and  the  acquittance  of  fuch  perfon  to  be  a  fufficient  difcharge  to  the  trea- 
furers  for  the  fame. 

Col.  Fitch,  the  then  governor  of  the  faid  garrifon,  was  appointed  by  fir  Arthur 
Haflerigge  to  receive  the  faid  1500 1,  who  did  accordingly  demand  it;  but  mr.  Faunt 
having  not  ready  money,  did  grant  the  col.  a  ftatute  to  fecure  it;  and  in  May,  1651^ 
mr.  Faunt  paid  col.  Fitch  500 1.  in  part,  and  the  other  loool.  refts  ftill  in  mr.  Faunt's 
hands,  except  he  be  allowed  a  5th  part,  according  to  the  ordinance  for  difcoveries,  and 
then  there  will  reft  but  700I.  which  700  1.  mr.  Faunt  oifers  to  pay  upon  delivery  up  of 
the  faid  ftatute,  which  ftatute  is  in  the  cuftody  of  col.  Fitch,  and  is  left  by  hirn  with  his 
wife,  who  lives  in  London. 

It  is  therefore  humbly  defired,  that  your  highnefs  will  give  order  to  col.  Fitch,  to 
deliver  and  aflign  the  faid  ftatute  to  major  Tolhurft,  or  to  whom  elfe  your 
highnefs  fhall  think  fit ;  and  that  the  faid  order  may  difcharge  col.  Fitch  from 
the  money  remaining  due  upon  the  faid  ftatute,  it  being  not  received  by  him  ; 
by  which  means  the  garrifon  may  be  fpeedily  repaired  and  kept  in  the  better 
fecurity.

wicke,  lord  ^^  ^^  ^'^'^1  exped  to  fee  fome  effeft  of  fo  many  propofitions  concerning  the  levies  ;  and 
high  chancel-  we  ought  at  laft,  once  for  all,  to  be  at  fome  certainty,  what  we  may  expeft.  I  much 
lor  of  Great-  wonder,  they  do  not  Ipeak  unto  you  of  the  fhip  feized  upon  at  Toulon  ;  for  afTuredly 
Bntain.  x}s\txt  is  exprefs  order  not  to  releafe  it.     And  if  the  claimers  will   have  it,  they  muft

delay,  although  it  doth  Teem,  that  they  have  given  you  leave  here  to  come  av/ay,  if  yoii 
fail  to  conclude,  in  regard  that  the  earl  of  Brienne  told  me,  that  the  regret  of  a  rupture 
would  fuddenly  feize  on  him,  who  doth  declare  his  intentions  for  a  rupture.  And  monfieur 
Servien  himfelf,  when  I  lirft  met  him  yefterday,  told  me,  that  peace  is  very  defirable,  and 
doth  not  condemn  your  overture,  to  infert  in  the  article  the  word  deprefentemeHt,  whereof 
he  made  ufe  himfelf  in  the  treaty  of  the  emperor,  fince  it  is  to  avoid  by  that  word  a  kind 
of  declaration,  which  would  feem  to  be  of  a  league  offenfive  and  defenfive,  which  he  doth 
not  judge  reafonable  to  explain,  fince  it  is  not  controverted.     He  did  afllire  me,  that  he 
would  maintain  that  thefis,  if  his  eminence  fhould  fpeak  to  him  of  it.  He  doth  Very  much 
confider  the  advantages,  which  are  to  had  for  both  parties  in  the  peace ;  and  doth  think 
it  ftrange,  that  it  fhould  not  be  accepted  of,  for  fuch  confiderations  of  fo  little  confequence. 
Monfieur  de  Brienne  doth  very  much  defire,  that  you  fhould  finifh  with  good  fuccefs,  and 
cannot  relifh  the  impatiencies,  and  doth  very  much  blame  the   complaints   made  of  your 
condud: ;  the  which  however  will  not  be  judged   good  or  bad,  but  by  the  events.    And, 
according  to  the  ordinary  maxims  of  the  court,  he  told  me,  that  his  eminence  doth  be- 
lieve, that  you  are  always  perfuaded  by  your  commilTioners  of  the  juftice  of  the  reafons 
of  the  proteftor,  for  all  things  which  are  propofed  in  his  behalf,  or  that  he  doth  rejeft 
your  propofitions  •,  and  that  on  the  contrary,  to  conceive  a  good  opinion,  and   to   per- 
fuade  you  to  believe  the  fame  juflice  and  reafons  of  your  demands  or  denial,  that  you  do 
aft  with  quietnefs,  without  maintaining  with  force  and  refolution  that,  which  is  necefTary 
not  to  be  departed  from,  or  yielded  unto.     Monfieur  de  Brienne  told  me,  that  you  com- 
mitted a  grofs  fault  in  one  of  your  letters  to  his  eminence,  in  that  you  did  give  to  un- 
derfland  all  the   reafons  of  the  protedtor,  and,   as  proceeding   from  the  commiflioners, 
and  at  the  fame  time,  you  gave  to  underftand  the  things  to  be  at  that  pafs,   as  they  will 
come  to  in  time  ;  and  that  on   the  contrary  you  ought  to  write  the  reafons  as  coming 
from  yourfelf ;  and  fuppofing,  that  the  proteftor  or  the  commifTioners  might  fay  fuch 

things,  and  caufe  always when  that  you  fhall  know  how  the  affairs,   and  irt 

what  point  they  will  end,  that  of  your  felfe  you  can  bring  them  to  that  end,  for  to  infufe 
into  him  always  a  belief,  that  the  difficulties  or  the  overtures  of  the  accommodation  are 
of  your  labours  and  invention.  Behold  here  a  judicious  tablature,  which  you  are  to 
pradife  hereafter,  to  the  end  that  you  be  not  taken  in  that  net,  which  monfieur  de  Brienne 
hath  obferved,  who  doth  give  matter  to  his  eminence  to  make  the  lefs  account  of  your 
conduft.

HAVING  not  fince  my  coming  from  you  on  fatiirday  night,  nor  in  the  letter  from 
the  councelJ,  which  I  found  at  my  coming  home  the  fame  night,  received  cer- 
taine  dircdlion,  whether  I  ihould  returne  imediately  out  of  Effex  ;  and  if  I  miftooke 
not,  fome  particular  direftions  were  fpoken  of,  to  fignifye  the  pleafure  of  his  highnes 
therin ;  and  withall  it  may  perhaps  bee  convenient,  for  the  fatisfaftion  of  my  affociats, 
who  yet  expeft  my  company,  to  th'  end  of  the  circuite,  that  fomething  bee  fignified  to  mee 
touching  this  bufines  at  Chelnsford'  before  Thurfday  next ;  for  which  purpofe  I  thought 
good  to  give  you  this  trouble,  that  if  you  thinke  fitt  fuch  fignification  may  bee  given, 
with  the  tyme,  that  is  intended  for  our  departure  hence,  and  for  fitting  upon  the  comiflion 
in  the  countrey.

Vol.  xxxvi.     T  Formerly  gave  you   account  of  the  takeinge  of  fir  Richard  Maleverer,  and  fecureing 
P-  "75-  X  him  a  prifoner.     I  muft  now  give  you  an  account  of  his  efcape.     Yefterday  I  was  en- 

joyned  to  attend  the  commiffioners  for  the  city  of  Northwich,  wheere  appeared  of  the 
commiffioners  for  the  militia,  col.  Henry  Brooke,  col.  Thomas  Croxton,  mr.  Marburyj 
•mr.  Hyde,  mr.  Dutton,  col.  Henry  Bradfhaw,  lieutenant  col.  John  Brooke,  and  major 
Peter  Brooke,  All  of  whom  afted  very  freely,  except  major  Peter  Brooke,  who  very  much 
obflrufted  it,  as  farre  as  in  him  laye,  by  declareinge  againft  raifeinge  any  horfe  or  foote  at 
all  •,  and  affirminge  his  thoughts,  that  his  highnelTe  had  fome  other  defigne  therein  then 
the  late  infurreftions,  with  other  aggravations  ;  but  they  took  not  with  the  reft,  who 
fetled  a  regiment  of  foote  under  command  of  colonel  Croxton,  but  refpited  the  horfe  till 
further sdiredlion.  And  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour  before  my  return  to  Chefter,  fir  Ri- 
chard under  colour  of  his  devotion,  to  which  he  had  accuftomed  himfelfe  often  every  day, 
and  by  the  helpe  of  a  woman,  who  is  gone,  and  not  yet  heard  of,  and  by  the  helpe  of 
her  appareil,  as  is  thought,  notwithftandinge  a  ftrift  guard  at  the  doore  of  his  chamber, 
and  a  great  light  therein,  efcaped  forthe  at  a  windowe  downe  into  the  ftreete  (in  which 
■•  aftion  he  muft  needs  greatly  hazard  his  life)  and  after  him  went  mr.  Walter  -,  which  was 
prefently  difcovered  by  their  abfence,  and  the  breach  in  the  window ;  and  upon  my  come- 
inge  home,  mylelfe  and  others  interefl^ed  have  been  as  diligent  as  pofllble,  by  makeinge 
out  parties,  fearches,  fendinge  out  hu-on  cryes  and  ports  to  all  partes,  and  myfelfe  been 
forth  all  night  and  all  day  ;  but  at  prefent  cannot  effeft  our  defires  of  his  recaption,  nor 
follace  ourfelves  with  the  hopes  thereof;  neverthelefs  we  Ihall  leave  no  means  unattempted. 
Truly,  fir,  their  was  as  much  care  and  dilligence  in  fecureinge  them,  as  to  our  apprehen- 
fions  might  be  conceved  neceffary.  But  the  countrey  is  much  fatisfyed  (by  this  his  defperate 
attempt)  of  the  defperateneffe  of  the  guilt  hee  and  others  had  contracted  againft  the  peace 
of  a  well  fetled  comonwealth  ;  who  what  for  their  own  private  refpefts,  and  the  unhan- 
fome  difcourfe  of  fuch  perfons  as  major  Peter  Brooke,  wee  find  apt  enough  to  be  incre- 
dulous of  any  necelTity  to  their  charge.

Sir, 

THIS  fignall  and  eminent  appearance  of  the  Lord,  in  fo  ftrangly  fcattering  our  Vol.  xxxvi. 
enemies  in  England,  is  no  other  then  his  doings  alone,  and  it  ought  to  be  marvellous  p.  701. 
in  our  eyes.  The  Lord  affe6t  our  harte  with  a  due  fence  thereof,  and  teach  us  to  walke 
humbly  and  clofely  before  him,  whofe  prefence  alone  muft  keepe  and  preferve  our  peace, 
as  well  as  he  hath  againe  given  it  unto  us.  I  defire  wee  may  walke  with  a  conftant  awe 
of  his  great  name,  leaft  he  be  provoked  to  withdraw.  I  fhould  be  glad  to  heare  the 
people  of  the  Lord,  who  have  fo  fignall  a  mercy  in  this  deliverance,  may  walk  more  in 
love  one  to  another.  Upon  the  receipt  of  your's,  finding  fo  many  confiderable  perfons 
were  engaged  in  this  bufines,  I  did  fend  to  all  the  ports  to  fecure  all  fufpitious  perfons  that 
come  out  of  England.  I  am  fending  into  all  the  precindhs  to  give  them  notice  of  this 
great  mercy,  and  for  fetting  fome  time  apart  for  praife,  as  well  as  prayer.  The  very 
popre  Tories  were  much  lifted  up  in  the  hopes  of  the  enemies  fuccefTe  in  England.

May  it  please  your  highnesse, 

ACcordinge  to  your  commands,  inclofed  is  a  lift  of  the  prifoners  in  the  feveral  countyes 
and  the  places,  where  for  the  prefent  they  are  fecured.  I  doe  underfland,  that  many 
of  them  doe  pretend  to  inocency,  as  the  lord  Paulett  and  one  mr.  Tent  of  Somerfettfhire, 
and  the  marquefs  of  Harford  in  Wilts,  The  informations  I  have  had  fince  my  comeinge 
into  thefe  parts  concerning  them  is  nothinge  of  new  or  late  aftinge,  though  I  am  very 
confident  they  generally  knew  of  the  late  rebellion.  Their  be  many  in  every  county  as 
bade  or  worfe  in  their  affedlions  to  the  cavilere  party,  that  are  not  fecured,  for  they  are 
of  a  meaner  quality,  and  I  did  conceive  it  not  convenient  to  feafe  more  then  I  know  what 
to  doc  withall  ;  for  truly  I  am  humbly  of  opinion,  that  haveinge  two  many  of  them  to^ 
getther,  might  give  them  an  advantage  of  knowinge  one  another's  minds  more  then  now 
they  can,  beinge  I  am  forced  to  keepe  them  for  the  mofl  part  in  inns,  not  haveinge  any 
other  places,  where  is  any  accommodation  for  them.  But  if  it  be  judged  needfuU,  I  can 
caufe  as  many  as  your  highnefs  plcafe  to  be  taken  up  more  ;  but  I  humbly  conceive,  thefe 
allready  fecured  will  be  fufHcient  to  proced  with,  and  to  make  a  patterne  for  all  the  reft.

I  MOST  humbly  thanke  you  for  mentioning  my  fuite  to  his  highnefs  ;  and  whiles  he  Vol.  xxiv, 
thinkes  my  ftay  in  theife  parts  needfull,  I  thinke  fo  too,  and  fhall  very  cheerfiilly  p.  458. 
comply  with  his  commands.  I  fhall  away  to  Salifbury,  and  advife  with  your  fherrifF  about 
the  returning  of  their  juries.  I  am  exceeding  gladd  to  fee  juftice  at  the  heels  of  thofe,  whofe 
feete  were  lately  fo  fwift  to  fhedd  the  bloud  of  faints.  Becaufe  fentence  agaifift  an  evill  worke 
is  not  fpeedily  executed  ;  therefore  is  (and  I  am  fure  hath  been  in  our  late  dayes)  the  harts 
of  fuch  men  fully  fett  in  them  to  doe  evill.

I  have  had  an  high  fufpition  of  him  this  5  or  6  fix  dayes  -,  and  have  at  length 
found  my  gentleman  really  guilty,  as  you  may  fee  by  this  coppy  of  the  information  I  have 
fent  up  ;  but  he  was  fo  cunning  to  be  at  church  both  noones  on  the  funday^  and  went 
not  out  till  about  the  eveninge,  and  met  mr.  Mafon  and  others  at  ten  in  the  night,  and 
came  back  from  that  fitfl  rendezvous,  referving  his  further  appearance  till  fuccefs  fhould  in- 
vite it,  as  many  others  did,  who,  Itrufl,  in  ty me  will  be  difcovered,  as  well  as  he.  I 
intend  to  fend  him,  or  take  him  with  me  to  Salifbury  ;  and  there  committ  him  to  his 
partners,  that  he  may  fhare  in  their  punilhment,  as  well  as  in  the  fin.

Mafon  and  his  man,  who  were  then  go-  ?•  462- 
ing  to  the  rendezvouz  at  Old  Sarum,  did  at  a  place  called  Bottle's  Hill  4  or  5  miles  from 
Hungerford,  meet  there  about  ten  or  twelve  other  perfons  about  ten  a  clock  the  fame  night, 
among  whom  was  fir  Seamour  Pyle,  mr.  Mafon,  and  mr.  Deane,  and  one  Thomas  Curr, 
all  whom  this  informant  well  knew  and  faw  there,  which  was  a  place  appointed  for  their

The  agent's  mother  called  me  to  her,  and  tould  how  God  had  bin 
pleafed  to  make  her  fonn  an  inftrument  to  convert  many  into  that  religion  out  of  the  citty 
of  London,  fince  his  coming  over,  and  that  now  he  is  gon  to  Linckoilnefhire,  to  difpofe 
of  feme  commiffions,  which  he  and  two  more  brought  from  king  Charles  out  of  France , 
and  when  her  fon  came  home,  I  Ihould  have  a  pardon  for  my  lady  and  myfelfe.  She  gave 
me  thefe  two  things,  and  fhewed  me  many  picktures,  which  he  brought  with  him  from 
Rome.

Kynafton,  now  a  prifoner  in  Shrewlbury  ;  and  that  he  this  deponent  was  fpoken  unto   by 
the  faid  Ralph  Kynafton,  who  fent  for  him  to   an  alehoufe  on  wednefday  the  7th  inftant, 
and  defired  him  to  go  along  with  him.     He  this  deponent  afked  him  whither  he  would 
have  him  go,  he  replied  to  a  rendezvous  in  one  of  the  Clanomuny-fields  on  thurfday  in  the 
evening  following,  where  he  faid  fir  Arthur  Blany  would  meet,  and  that  thence  they  were 
to  go  to  fir  Thomas  Harris  his  park,   and  thence   to  Shrewsbury.     He  further  faith,  that 
he  heard  Ralph  Kynafton  fay,  that  fir  Thomas  Harris  was  to  be  commander  in  chief ;  and 
that  he  the  faid  Ralph  Kynafton  promifed  to  come  within  two  days  after,  but  could  not  go 
with  them  in  regard  of  his  wife's  illnefs,  but  would  bring  him  and  the  reft  of  the  men  who 
went  along  with  him  to  fir  Thomas  Harris's.    Being  afked  who   were  engaged  under  the 
faid  Ralph  Kynafton,  he    faith,  that  he  faw  going  to  the  rendezvous  on  thurfday  in   the 
evening  David  Owen,   Edward  Owen  who  had  a  fword,   Roger  Geno  with  a  rapier,  John 
Jones  with  a  fword,  and  that  captain  John  Tongue  met  them  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
of  the  place  of  rendezvous  as  they  were   upon   the   way,   and  told  them,   that  the  men, 
who   were   engaged  under  Kynafton,  fliould  turn  about  and  go  to  fir  Thomas  Harris's 
party,  faying,   come  to  our  party,  and  there  you  will  be  fafe,  otherwife  they  would  be 
loft  \   and  he  heard  Tongue  give  no  reafon  for  it,  but  hath  fince  heard   that  new  bridge 
was  fecured  by  a  party  from  Montgomery.   Every  one  of  them  went  to  their  feveral  habi- 
tations except  Tongue,  who  went  towards  Boreafton,  but  whither  he  afterwards  went  this 
deponent  knoweth  not.     Being  afked  what  money  was  given   by  Ralph  Kynafton  to  him- 
felf  or  any  of  the  reft  who  were  to  go  with   him  ;  he  faith,  that  he  faw  him  give  one 
fhilling  to  Philip  Sheloock,  but  he  remembers  not  of  any  more  given  to  the  reft.    Being 
demanded  what  commilTion  Ralph  Kynafton  had  to   raife  men,   he  faith,  that  he  heard 
he  was  to  have  a  captain's  place  under  fir  Thomas  Harris,  but  knows  not  the  fame  certainly.

My  lord, 

OUR  eminence  will  be  informed  by  my  letter  to  the  earl  of  Brienne,  of  the  new  vol.  xxiv, 
obftacle,  which  hath  been  formed  within  thefe  three  days,  againft  the  conclufion  of  p.  440. 
the  treaty.  I  did  of  late  threaten  to  be  gone,  and  took  fuch  courfes,  as  might  perlliade 
them  to  believe,  that  I  was  in  earneft,  and  that  I  would  be  gone,  if  I  had  not  fatisfaflion 
given  me.  Now  they  hold  the  like  difcourfe  unto  me  ;  and  if  the  letters  of  France 
do  not  arrive,  before  that  the  commiffioners  come  to  treat  with  me,  I  know  not. what  to 
do.  I  judge  by  the  difcourfe,  which  my  fecretary  had  with  them  to  day,  that  the  con- 
ference to  morrow  will  be  rather  to  prolong,  than  to  advance  the  peace.  It  is  hard  to 
give  them  upon  that  point  any  other  fatisfadlion,  than  that  which  they  ought  to  have 
already  received  by  the  difowning  of  the  faid  general  feizure,  and  affurance  of  a  difcharge; 
if  it  be  done  as  foon  as  the  accommodation  is  refolved  on.  I  have  alfo  fignified  unto 
them,  and  convinced  them  of  the  little  foundation,  which  their  complaints  have,  after 
all  thefe  afts  of  hoftility,  which  have  been  exercifed  againft  France,  in  the  taking  of  the 
fleet  of  Dunkirk,  in  the  conjunftion  of  Blake  with  Spain,  and  in  the  taking  of  the  forts 

of 
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of  America.  The  faid  commiffioners  had  nothing  to  reply,  but  the  lord  protedlor,  by 
reafon  of  the  war  between  France  and  Spain,  doth  not  fear  to  anfwer  and  adl,  as  if  the 
power  of  the  one  and  the  other  crown  were  not  of  any  confideration  unto  him.  I  cannot 
yet  attribute  this  fiercenefs,  which  they  declare  towards  us,  to  any  thing  elfe  than  an 
affeftation,  and  not  a  refolution  of  a  breach.  If  it  were  with  that  defign,  the  prote6lor 
would  have  expefted  a  confirmation  of  the  feizure,  which  this  day's  letters  would  have 
brought,  had  it  not  been  for  the  bad  weather.  Without  doubt  he  will  make  a  noife, 
and  affeft  great  zeal  for  the  merchants  •,  yet  their  complaints  fhall  not  hinder  me  to  prefs 
to  morrow  for  fatisfad:ion  to  be  given  me  upon  the  difficulties,  which  do  yet  remain 
to  be  decided,

HAVI N  G  within  thefe  two  days  fent  to  prefs  the  refolution  of  my  lord  proteflor, 
the  fecretary  of  ftate  and  one  of  my  commiffioners  fent  me  word,  that  his  high- 
nefs  had  advice  of  a  general  arreft  upon  all  the  fhips  and  goods  of  the  Engliffi,  which 
are  in  the  ports  of  France ;  and  till  fuch  time  as  he  ffiould  be  fully  informed,  he  would 
not  proceed  any  further  in  the  treaty. 

The  faid  fecretary  did  write  a  word  or  two  to  me  upon  that  fubjeft,  and  fent  me  the 
merchants  petition,  which  did  confirm,  that  their  goods  were  feized  on,  and  that  at 
Havre  they  had  unladen  fome  of  their  merchandifes.  Thefe  complaints  and  this  anfwer 
caufed  me  to  let  them  know,  that  I  had  no  advice  of  the  faid  feizure ;  that  the  king  be- 
ing to  fet  forth  a  fleet  might  have  caufed  his  ports  to  be  ffiut,  as  is  ufually  done  in 
other  ftates ;  but  that  the  Engliffi  were  no  more  interefted  in  it  than  other  nations. 
And  although  that  thefe  reports  were  true,  they  ought  rather  to  advance  than  retard 
the  accommodation,  to  the  end  that  all  fubjeft  of  bitternefs  might  be  removed ;  and  if 
fo  be  they  ffiould  pretend  under  fome  one  pretence  or  other  to  delay  me  here,  there 
needs  nothing  more  be  done  than  to  fend  me  a  pafs.  One  of  my  faid  commiffioners  took 
upon  him  to  make  report,  without  giving  me  any  hope  of  an  anfwer.  Till  that  the 
poft  arrive,  I  cannot  tell  what  to  refolve  ;  but  that  being  come,  I  will  make  an  end  one 
way  or  other  within  four  and  twenty  hours  ;  after  the  minifters  of  this  ftate  publiffiing 
and  likewife  declaring  to  me,  that  it  doth  concern  them  in  honour  to  have  fatisfad:ion  be- 
fore they  conclude  any  thing,  to  the  end  it  may  not  be  faid,  that  they  were  made  to 
agree  by  this  means. 

To  cure  this  fcruple,  I  told  them,  that  his  majefty  doth  not  pretend  to  force  them  to 
a  peace ;  but  though  he  ffiould  have  feized  on  the  goods  of  the  Engliffi,  it  would  be 
with  more  juftice  than  there  was,  when  his  ffiips  of  war  were  taken,  and  his  forts  in 
America.  And  fince  he  had  no  preliminary  reparation  made  him  of  thofe  acfts  of 
hoftility,  fo  likewife  this  government  could  not  expedl  any,  and  ought  to  be  contented  to 
have  their  goods  difcharged,  after  that  the  peace  is  concluded,  which  1  could  affijre  them 
would  be  done.  In  my  laft  audience  I  gave  them  to  underftand  the  condition  France  was 
in,  and  how  that  we  needed  not  to  apprehend  England.  It  is  true,  they  might  difturb 
our  trade  •,   but  we  ffiould  be  able  to  do  them  no  Izk  prejudice  in  point  of  commerce. 

All  the  prifons  are  full  here  of  the  royal  party  :  it  doth  pafs  for  current  here,  that  the 
lord  Fairfax  had  agreed  with  the  king  to  rife  for  him  ;  and  had  caufed  the  lord  Wilmot 
to  come ;  but  finding  the  defign  not  likely  to  take,  did  difcover  the  whole  bottom  to 
the  proteftor.  They  pretend  they  will  try  their  prifoners  at  the  common  courts  of  judi- 
cature. Here  are  lately  dead  two  famous  perfons,  the  duke  of  Richmond,  and  fir 
Theodore  Mayerne ;  the  firft  died  this  afternoon,  and  the  other  fome  few  days  fince, 
aged  83  years,  and  had  his  fenfes  to  the  very  laft.

My  lord, 

T  STILL  find  my  felf  deceived  in  my  expe6tations.  My  commiffioners  fent  me  word 
•*-  to  night,  that  they  would  fpeak  with  fome  of  my  attendants.  I  fent  unto  thera  the 
fecretary.  The  two  commiffioners  declared  unto  him,  that  his  highnefs  had  ordered  them 
to  fignify  unto  me,  that  he  would  not  proceed  any  further  in  the  treaty  till  fuch  time  that

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the  king  had  given  fatisfaflion  for  the  general  feizureof  the  fhips  and  goods  belonging  to  A.  D.  1655. 
the  Englifh.  I  charged  my  fecretary  not  to  receive  any  word  whatfoever ;  but  if  the  L/*V"NJ 
commiffioners  would  charge  him  with  it,  that  he  fhould  excufe  it.  And  withal  I  bid  him 
to  tell  them,  that  after  I  fhould  have  received  an  anfwer  from  the  lord  protedlor,  I  had 
nothing  further  to  do,  but  to  take  my  leave  of  them,  if  fatisfaftion  were  not  given 
me.  I  thought,  I  Ihould  have  had  an  anfwer  ere  now  in  writing,  or  elfe  that  they  would 
have  brought  it  themfelves.  This  difcourfe  did  produce  another  meffage.  An  hour  after 
word  was  brought  me,  that  the  commilTioners  would  come  to  a  conference  with  me  at 
two  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon.  This  conference  may  be  followed  with  my  departure  ; 
fo  that  I  fee  myfelf  nearer  than  ever  to  go,  and  make  by  word  of  mouth  all  the  compli- 
ments, which  you  would  have  wrote  ;  and  the  breach  doth  pafs  already  for  fo  certain,  that 
my  merchant,  in  the  apprehenfion  of  a  feizure  of  all  the  effedls  of  the  Englifli,  hath 
refufed  to  furnifh  me  with  money,  fince  the  arrival  of  this  news  •,  which  doth  a  little 
trouble  me.  If  I  muft  be  gone,  I  fee  no  other  courfe,  but  to  fell  my  plate  to  the  pre- 
judice of  my  reputation.  I  cannot  yet  judge,  whether  this  proceeding  of  the  proteftor 
be  afFe(5led  to  declare,  that  he  fets  but  a  little  value  upon  France;  or  whether  he,  having 
little  inclination  to  the  peace,  would  make  ufe  of  this  pretence  to  break  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  publick,  whofe  intereft  is  confiderable  unto  him,  fince  it  doth  make  for 
his  eilablifhment.  Let  happen  what  will,  I  am  refolved  not  to  ftay  any  longer  ;  and 
although  the  precipitation  fhould  be  prejudicial,  I  cannot  difpenfe  with  it  in  the  condi- 
tion, wherein  my  domeftick  affairs  are  at  prefent,  without  money  here,  and  without  land 
at  Paris,  to  acquit  my  bills  of  exchange.

Pen- 
ruddock  difcourfed  of  the  aforefaid  bufinefs,  when  Penruddock  told  him,  that  colonel 
Bennet  and  fome  other  of  their  partie  were  taken  at  London,  which  had  difappointed 
them,  and  their  day  was  put  off;  but  faid  the  ejfanlinate  fhouldheare  of  it,  when  another  day 
was  appointed.

He  faith,  that  he  had  a  third  meeting  at  the  houfe  of  this  examinate.  Mr.  Penruddock 
and  his  brother  came  to  hym  and  told  hym,  that  the  bufinefs  was  much  dafht,  but  that 
they  filould  knowe  more  very  fhortly  •,  and  faith,  that  they  fhould  have  mett  at  a  great 
horfe  race  to  have  beene  at  Salifbury  about  the  15th  of  February,  but  that  being  forbid- 
den they  were  difappointed  in  that. 

He  faith,  that  the  examinate  went  to  the  houfe  of  rrir.  Penruddocke  on  friday  before 
the  rifing,  and  then  Penruddocke  told  hym,  that  aU  was  ready,  and  they  were  to  rife  upon 
monday  after,  and  aflvt  him  whether  he  had  furniflit  himfelfe  with  armes  ;  and  this  exa- 
minate anfwered  him,  that  he  had  not,  in  refpeft  he  thought  the  bufinefs  was  over  ;  but 
Penruddock  prelTed  him  to  goe  home,  and  get  ready ;  and  foe  he  did,  and  pro- 
mifed  him  to  meet  him  upon  monday,  which  he  did  accordingly,  and  came  to  therri  before 
they  came  to  Blandford,  and  went  with  them  to  Sherborn,  and  there  left  thern. 

He  faith,  that  Penruddocke  was  before  this  with  Grove  and  feveral  others  in  Wiltfhire^ 
and  fir  Henry  More,  to  have  fallen  upon  the  horfe  at  Marlborough ;  but  the  horfe 
keeping  ftrong  guard,  they  were  difcouraged  ;  and  their  defign  was  to  have  12  men  gon 
in  in  a  cart,  and  they  to  have  feized  upon  the  horfes  in  the  ftables,  whilft  thofe  without 
fell  on,  and  faith,  that  Mack  of  Salifbury  was  to  have  been  chiefe  in  the  bufinefs, 
and  it  was  to  have  been  fome  weeks  before. 

He  faith,  that  when  they  were  at  Blandford,  they  fpake  of  feveral  gentlernen,  who 
they  faid  would  come  inj  and  fent  to  mr.  Butler  of  Hanley,  and  went  to  his  houfe  and 
forne  others,  but  found  hym  not. 

He  further  faith,  that  the  marqueffe  of  Hertford  v/as  expefled  with  them,  and  that  mr. 
Penruddocke  told  him,  that  the  marquefie  was  engaged,  and  that  the  lady  Phillips,  as 
he  faid,  told  him  foe.  And  being  afked,  whether  mr.  Penruddocke  did  not  tell  him,  he 
had  beene  with  the  m.  of  Hertford,  he  faith,  he  did,  as  he  remembers,  when  he  firffc 
fpake  with  hym.  And  being  further  alkt  about  it,  he  faith,  Penruddocke  told  hym,  that 
he  knew  of  his  owne  knowledge,  that  the  m.  of  Hertford  was  engaged^  and  bid  hym  take 
his  word  for  it,   and  faith,    that  he  told  hym  he  had  beene  with  hym.

BEING  afl<:ed,  where  he  was  on  funday  and  monday  the  nth  and  12th  of  this  inliant  Vol.  xx^,- 
March,  when  the  rebellion  broke  out  at  Salifbury,  faith,  that  he  was  at  efquire  P-  49'* 
Willoughby's  houfe,  and  came  thither  on  funday  at  night,  and  there  remained  until  wed- 
nefday  ;  and  this  examinate  further  faith,  that  night  he  came  to  efquire  Willoughby's,  he 
was  not  at  home,  and  that  he  was  at  Salifbury  :  and  further  faith,  that  William  Breman, 
one  of  mr.  Willoughby's  fervants,  did  take  this  examinate^s  horfe  out  of  mr,  Willoughby's 
liable  at  Knoyle  the  funday  night,  and  did  ride  him  away  to  the  rebels,  as  the  faid  Bre- 
man told  this  informant,  at  Salifbury,  and  was  there  with  the  rebels  that  did  rife  on  mon- 
day morning ;  and  this  examinate  further  faith,  that  mr.

Cleyton,  born  in  Chefliire,  lately  come  out  of 
t^^/'^s/^Sj  J^  France  and  Holland,  as  he  himfelf  faith,  about  two  months  before  that  time,  met 
Vol.  xxiv.  j.|^is  informant  upon  the  way,  betv/een  Chirke  and  Weftonkhyng,  and  after  fome  re- 
f'  ^^^'  newing  old  acquaintance,  he  afked  him,  whether  he  knew  or  had  heard  any  thing  of  a 

defign  of  rifing  in  England,  to  which  this  informant  replied,  that  he  heard  not  of 
any  fuch  •,  whereupon  he  afked,  in  cafe  he  could  fhew  a  probable  way  of  prevailing, 
whether  I  would  not  engage,  to  which  I  replied,  that  my  condition  was  altered  fmce  my 
firft  acquaintance  with  him,  and  that  I  had  a  wife,  and  partly  a  family,  and  that  I  would 
not  engage  ;  upon  which  he  urged,  that  if  I  knew  what  preparations  there  were,  I  would 
not  deny  rifing.  Thereupon  I  demanded  what  probabilities  there  were  of  that  defign  ; 
he  then  told  me,  that  there  was  a  party  to  appear  in  the  north,  and  another  in  the  weft, 
and  in  feveral  other  places  of  the  nation.  I  demanded,  what  garrifons,  or  places  of 
refuge,  would  be  fecured  \  he  faid,  that  there  was  or  would  be  by  the  time  of  rifing. 
I  afked,  if  garrifons  failed,  what  would  then  become  of  the  party,  which  would  rife ;  he 
replied,  that  fix  regiments  of  the  army  were  engaged,  and  would  appear :  being  afked  the 
names  of  the  colonels,  he  anfwered,  that  he  knew  them  not.  "When  I  feemed  to  paufe 
upon  the  difcourfe,  he  told  me,  that  he  would  not  court  me  unto  it,  but  that  if  I  liked 
of  it,  he  would  be  at  Wrexham  on  monday  following,  and  would,  if  I  came  thither,  give 
me  as  much  knowledge  of  the  defign  as  he  had  :  this  time  appointed  was  three  days  before 
the  fair  at  Wrexham.  Upon  my  engaging  under  hand  to  go  along  with  him,  he  then 
told  me,  that  he  was  going  into  Chefhire,  where  he  knew  that  there  were  at  leaft  fix ; 
and  if  but  ten  or  tv/elve  would  engage  with  him,  he  knew  that  he  could  pafs  fecurely  to 
the  party  in  the  north,  whither  he  intended  to  go.  I  afked  him,  who  would  head  the 
party  ;  to  which  he  anfwered,  that  as  good  men  as  were  in  England  would  appear  ;  and 
going  afterwards  to  a  houfe  which  ufed  to  fell  ale,  but  there  then  being  none,  thereupon 
parted  j  and  fince  that  time  I  heard  not  from  him.

THIS  deponent  being  afked,  whether  he  had  no  knowledge  of  a  rifing  intended 
in  this  county,  faith,  that  he  hath  mentioned  all  the  knowledge  he  had  thereof 
in  his  information  preceding :  being  demanded,  whether  he  was  not  acquainted  with 
fome  attempt  intended  by  fir  Thomas  Harris  and  a  party  upon  Shrewfbury,  upon 
thurfday  the  8th  inftant,  he  faith,  that  he  was  not  acquainted  with  any  fuch  purpofe  or 
defign,  but  doth  believe,  that  there  was  an  intention  of  rifing  in  this  county,  and  in  moft 
parts  of  England.  Being  afked,  who  this  mr.  Cleyton  was,  who  is  mentioned  in  this 
deponent's  information,  he  faith,  that  he  knew  him  in  the  late  king's  army,  and  that  he 
had  been  a  quarter-mafler,  but  was,  when  he  knew  him,  a  horfeman  in  fir  Thomas  Howard's 
regiment  and  troop,  and  pretended  to  fcholarfhip,  and  afterwards  he  belonged  to  a  knight 
in  London,  and  went  to  the  north,  and  came  with  duke  Hamilton  into  Lancafhire ;  after 
whofe  defeat  this  deponent  faw  him  in  Chefter,  and  immediately  after  went  beyond  the 
feas,  and  returned  about  Midfummer  laft,  or  before,  into  South-wales,  and  went  back  into 
France  and  Holland  j  and  about  two  months  before  the  meeting  mentioned  in  the  in- 
formation of  this  deponent,  he  the  faid  Thomas  Cleyton  returned  into  South-wales,  being, 
as  he  faid,  imployed  upon  fome  bufinefs  of  fecrecy.  What  fince  became  of  the  faid 
Thomas  Cleyton,  this  deponent  cannot  tell,  further  than  is  mentioned  in  his  faid  infor- 
mation.

Kynafton's  of  Brangwynn  to  fpeak  in  his  behalf  concerning  tythes  ;  and  the  fame  ^°''  ''*'*' 
time  mr.  Kynafton  of  Pentrehelin  aiked  this  examinate  what  was  the  news  ;  and  this  exa- 
minate  faith,  that  he  told  him  that  he  had  none.  And  further  faith,  that  the  faid  mr.

THE  commiffioners  now  further    Confidering    the  propofal   of  the  commanders  of 
the   three  regiments  now  raifed  in  this  city  and  liberties,   that   the  commiflioners 
would  allow  the  exercife  of  arms  in  the  Artillery-garden,  London,  did  refolve  and  order, 

1.  That  the  citizens  of  London,  fuch  as  are  defirous,  and  fliall  be  approved  and  allowed  by 
the  commiffioners  for  the  militia,  or  any  feven  of  them,  ftiall  be  admitted  to  exercife  arms 
in  the  Artillery-garden,  London,  as  an  artillery  company,  obferving  fuch  rules  and  di- 
reftions,  as  they  fhall  from  time  to  time  receive  from  his  highnefs  the  lord  protedtor,  or  the 
rommiffioners  for  the  milida.

I  HAVE  received  yours  of  the  6th  inftant.  Since  my  laft  to  you  I  have  had  fome  of 
thofe  gentlemen,  that  Lovelace  nominated  in  his  difcovery,  amongft  whom,  young 
mr.  Tregonwell  I  have  examined,  and  finde,  upon  good  proofe,  that  he  and  his  fervants 
never  were  out ;  and  that  Lovelace,  when  they  were  brought  face  to  face,  did  not  Icnowe 
the  gentleman ;  foe  I  finde  mr.  John  Tregonwell  clcere  as  to  this  bufinefs  :  he  hath  en-

Sir,  I  underftand  a  commiffion  of  oyer  and  terminer  is  ifllied  out  for  tryaU  of  the 
rebells  in  the  Weft ;  and  ther  is  a  miftruft  of  my  under  flierifFe.  Sir,  I  refolve,  that 
not  one  man  ftiall  be  returned  in  the  one  or  other  jurys,  but  fuch  as  may  be  confided  in, 
and  of  the  honeft  well  affefted  party  to  his  highnefs  and  the  prefent  government.  Yf  there 
be  but  enough  to  be  found  of  them  throughout  the  whole  county  (which  I  hope  there  is)

themfelves  to  aft  for  his  highnefs.     Therefore  due  care  mult  be  had  of  that. 

For   the  fecond  place,  againft  fuch   as  are  knowne  to  be  of  implacable  fpirits  in  the 
country,  and  moft  difafeded  to  his  highnefs  and  the  prefent  government.    And  in  the  third  ' 
place,  againfl:   fuch  as  thinke   to   efcape  by  favour,   and  may  remayne  as  neft  eggs,   to 
cherifli  others  hereafter,   that  may  prove  a  peft  to  his  highnefs  and  the  commonwealth.

1  feare  fome 
may  ilop  the  fendinge  one  hither,  on  pretence  of  eafe  to  the  country.  Be  confident, 
that  if  it  be  delayed,  it  may  prove  dangerous.

Mr.  Longland,  agent  at  Leghorn,  to  fecretary  Thurloe. 
Right  honourable, 

IHAV  received  your  letter  of  the  26th  of  February,  which  fhould  have  com  to  Vol.  xxiv, 
hand  laft  week  with  the  reft  of  the  letters  from  London  of  that  date,  and  then  I  P-  467- 
had  fav'd  the  charge,  which  now  I  muft  be  at,  to  fend  an  expres  with  the  inclofed  letter 
for  general  Blak.  His  pinnas  departed  hence  fix  dayes  fince  with  what  letters  I  then 
had  for  him.  I  hope  to  get  the  French  pryz  unladen  in  two  dayes,  when  I  Ihal  difpach 
her  away  unto  him  imediatly  ;  and  this  is  the  only  faf  conveyance  I  can  at  prefent 
fynd  to  fend  your  letter  unto  the  general,  wherin  you  may  pleas  to  be  affured,  all  poffible 
celerity  and  dilligence  is  and  fhall  be  ufed.  What  I  formerly  writ  you  of  the  arryval 
of  the  7  fail  French  fhips  at  ToUon,  which  wer  chaft  into  Lifbon  by  general  Blak, 
is  moft  certainly  true  ;  the  lyk  of  1 5  Spanifh  fhips  arry ved  at  Naples  ;  but  for  the 
Portugal  fleete  to  com  into  thes  feas,  althoh  much  talkt  of,  yet  uncertain,  except 
the  pope  (not  yet  made)  prov  French,  and  way  made  by  that  king  to  receiv  the 
Portugall  ambaffadors  at  Rom :  in  fuch  cafe  no  doubt  but  king  John  wil  fend  a  po- 
tent fleete  to  fhew  his  greatnes.  I  know  not  whether  I  may  er  or  no,  but  in  my 
beft  judgement,  thes  few  years  of  good  government,  which  that  nation  has  had  fince 
theyr  feparation  from  Spayn,  has  made  them  as  confiderable  by  fea,  as  either  Spayn 
or  France.  Yefterday  arryved  here  a  bark  from  Marfellia  in  twenty  four  howers,  from 
whence  the  general  vois  is,  that  a  war  with  Ingland  is  very  nere  proclaiming,  and 
that  Inglifh  fhips  are  deteyned.  Six  fhipps  and  fix  gallyes  ar  redy  to  put  to  fea  with 
foldiers  and  amunition,  given  out  for  Rofas  in  Cattalogna  -,  but  moft  thinke  theyr  defyn 
was  to  hav  brauht  men  for  Itally  to  hav  helped  the  duke  of  Modena ;  but  'tis  now 
nedles,  for  that  duke  has  made  a  fhift  himfelfe  alone  to  beat  home  the  Spanifh  forces 
for  Millan.  This  duke  of  Modena  pretends  to  the  citty  and  territorryes  of  Ferara, 
which  pope  Urban  tooke  from  him  as  feodary  to  the  church  ;  and  now  in  this 
fede  vacante,  as  the  general  report  goes,  this  duke  has  fom  hopes  of  recovery  of  fayd 
ftate,  and  on  this  fcore  he  has  raifed  about  ten  thoufand  men  ;  whereupon  the  Spanyard, 
as  lord  paramount  of  Itally,  pretended  to  cal  him  to  account,  enters  his  country  with  an 
army,  and  was  wel  beaten  back  hom  to  his  dores,  with  the  los  of  a  frontier  caftel. 
The  great  duke,  as  I  underftand,  treats  for  an  accomodation  betwixt  them.  The  Spanifh 
.fhips  of  war  at  Naples  are  fitting  to  be  redy  for  the  fea  next  month.  They  wil  mak 
them  up  20  fail  and  1 8  fail  of  gallyes.  The  Dutch  here  report,  they  are  to  furnifh  the 
king  of  France  with  40  fail  of  fhipps  for  this  fomer's  fervis,  and  that  his  hynes  the  pro- 
teftor  requires  of  them  the  lyk  quantity,  which  they  deny ed.  We  do  not  hear  difcover  any 
integrity  in  that  nation  fince  the  late  war.  The  chief  defyn  of  the  Spanifh  fleete  is 
to  tranfport  men  for  Barfalona  from  Naples,  and  to  obferv  what  the  French  fleete 
does,  efpetially  againft  Itally.  We  hear  noe  certain  newes,  what  paflTes  betwixt  the  Spanyards 
and  the  Genowes,  but  fuppofe,  according  to  that  nation's  gravity,  they  wil  tyre  them 
out  with  a  tedious  treaty,  which  in  conclufion  fhal  fignifie  nothinge. 

Two  dayes  fince  I  received  a  letter  from  Cales,  from  the  gentleman  I  fent  thither  by 

your  command  (mr.  Bartholomew  Harris.)     He  wryts  me,  his  4  monthes  fallery  is  exhauft

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with  the  tyme,  and  that  it  is  not  poflible  for  him  to  fubfift  under  two  peices  of  eight 
(or  dollars)  a  day  in  that  deare  countrey  •,  which  I  humbly  recommend  unto  your  con- 
fideration.  I  doubt  not  but  when  he  fhal  have  received  your  inftruftions,  he  will  faith- 
fully and  dilligently  anfwer  all  your  commands.  I  am  moft  humbly  thankfuU  for  the 
frendly  affillance  you  promis  in  recommending  my  petition  to  his  highnes.  I  am  very 
fenfibe  of  what  you  fay,  that  ther  is  no  prefident  of  fuch  a  grace  or  favour  :  however 
your  good  patronage,  I  dout  not,  but  wil  bringe  the  defyred  iffue  (a  reparation  of  my 
loffes  in  thes  feas  by  the  French)  and  fmce  I  underftand  it  is  his  highnes  wil,  what  is 
taken  from  that  nation  be  diftributed  to  the  fufferars,  it  would  perpetually  oblige  me  unto 

you,  that  general  Blak  might   hav   order  to  pay  me  my  loffes,    being   fta'. out 

of  what  he  has  taken  from  the  French :  by  this  means  I  may  hav  hopes  to  fe  my  country 
the  fooner,  and  ther  your  worthy  felfe,  to  render  you  all  due  thankes  for  foe  great  a  favour. 
I  hartilly  rejois  at  the  tymly  difcovery  and  prevention  of  the  difturbers  of  our  peace 
at  hom,  by  fecuring  theyr  perfons.  Here  hav  bin  great  alarums  made,  as  if  al  Ingland 
had  bin  loft  ;  but  now  the  world  may  fe  (not  babes,  but)  the  fons  of  nobles  ar  our  go- 
vernors. You  will  fe  here  inclofed  what  was  writ  from  Holland  this  week  to  one  in  this 
town.  Al  poffible  dilligence  is  and  ftial  be  ufed  in  procuring  his  hynes  Neapolitan  horfes  ; 
but  the  truth  is,  I  would  hav  non  but  the  very  beft,  and  thos  that  hav  them  are  as  loath 
to  part  with  them.     You  fhall  fuddenly  hav  a  good  account  of  this  bufmefs  from,

My  lord, 

THAT  which  you  were  pleafed  to  write  to  me  of  the  affairs  of  England  hath 
deftroyed  a  great  number  of  informations  and  advice,  which  were  given  here  of  the 
great  fuccefs  of  the  affairs  of  the  king  of  England.  A  man  muft  be  very  cautious  in 
giving  credit  to  their  reports,  their  zeal  having  made  them  fo  blind,  that  they  are  foon 
perfuaded  into  belief  of  good  lliccefs. 

I  blefs  God  from  my  heart,  that  your  negotiation  is  renewed,  I  cannot  but  think  well 
of  it,  fince  there  doth  remain  nothing  more  than  the  difference  mentioned  in  your  letter. 
I  hope,  that  the  lord  protedtor  hath  as  much  intereft  as  we  have,  not  to  leave  any  hope 
to  thofe,  who  henceforward  lliould  frame  new  revolts  under  new  pretences.  The  form  of 
the  prefent  government  of  England  doth  feem  more  expofed  to  that  ficknefs  than  ours. 
In  fhort,  I  did  hold  your  treaty  as  good  as  done.  I  will  not  fail  of  a  compliment,  which 
is  really  due  to  the  good  offices  of  monfieur  Nieuport ;  and  I  give  you  thanks,  my  lord, 
for  giving  me  advice  thereof;  but  I  conceive  it  will  be  more  convenient  to  ftay  till  the 
next  week  before  I  do  it,  for  then  it  may  be  done  more  largely,  when  we  flaall  fee  the 
effects  of  his  labours. 


An  information  of  mr.  Robert  Wifeman  concerning  mr.  Read. 

Sir, 

Vol.  xxiv.        A  BOUT  a  fortnight  after  Chriftmas,  there  came  one  mr.  Read  to  my  houfe,  to  defire 
P-  '97*  XjL  me,  I  would  take  in  cure  his  foare  legg,  faying  withall,  that  hee  had  been  a  great 

while  under  the  hands  of  thofe  of  my  profeffion,  and  was  never  the  better.  His  foare 
legge  I  undertooke,  and  had  well  nigh  cured  itt,  when  hee  was  committed  to  the  Tower, 
where  after  the  faid  Read  had  been  3  or  4  dayes  a  prifoner,  hee  fent  for  mee  to  come  and 
dreffe  his  legge  by  one  Steere,  a  warder  of  the  Tower,  and  his  keeper.  The  firft  time  this 
Steere  came  to  my  houfe,  I  was  dreffing  a  patient  in  our  ftreett ;  and  when  my  fervant  tould 
mee,  that  mr.  Read's  keeper  defired  to  fpeake  to  mee,  I  bidde  him  to  give  the  faid  Steere 
a  peice  of  emplaifter  for  mr.  Read,  and  to  denie  him  the  fpeaking  with  mee.     The  next 

daye 
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daye  the  faid  Steere  comes  to  mee  againe,  and  brings  mee  a  note  from  mr.  Read,  which  was  A.  D.  165;. 
to  defire  mee  earneftlie  to  come  and  dreflfe  his  legge,  and  foe  did  the  faid  Steere,  telling  mee,  L/''V\J 
there  was  noe  danger  in  itt  -,  I  had  the  lieutenant's  leave  :  it  was  a  thinge  very  ordinary,  and 
could  bringe  noe  prejudice  to  mee.  I  replyed,  it  was  true,  mr.  Read  had  been  my  patient, ' 
and  was  my  debtor  for  what  I  had  donne  ;  yett  I  was  a  houfekeeper,  and  rnr.  Read  a  cri- 
minall,  and  I  would  not  doe  any  thinge  that  might  drawe  the  leaftdifrepute  upon  mee;  and 
foe  in  fhorttold  him,  I  would  notgoe.  Notwithftanding  this  the  faid  Read  fends  mr.Deane's 
man  the  next  morning,  to  whom  I  returned  the  faid  anfwer  as  formerly.  The  next  day 
came  mr.  Steere  againe,  and  preft  mee  very  earneftly  from  mr.  Read  to  goe,  telling  mee, 
he  was  very  ill  ;  upon  which  I  told  him,  fince  he  affured  mee  there  was  noe  danger  in 
going  to  him,  I  would  not  faile  to  fee  him  the  next  daye.  The  next  daye  about  three  a 
clock  I  went  to  the  Tower,  enquired  for  mr.  Steere,  whoe  came  to  mee,  and  conduced 
mee  to  mr.  Read,  and  was  prefent  during  my  ftay  there  :  there  paffed  little  difcourfe  be- 
tweene  us,  fave  that  he  defired  mee  to  fpeake  to  mr.  Thomas  Mackworth  for  money 
that  he  owed  him,  and  to  keepe  it  in  my  hands  for  his  ufe.  When  I  tooke  my  leave  of 
him,  he  defired  to  fee  mee  oft ;  I  tould  him,  once  in  eight  or  ten  dayes  would  bee 
enough,  I  leaving  him  emplayfters  in  the  interim  to  dreffe  himfelfe.  During  his  jmpri- 
fonment  I  was  not  with  him  more  than  three  or  four  times.     The  laft  tyme  I  was  with  ^    ' 

him,  I  had  not  emplayfters  enough  in  my  boxe  to  leave  him  to  dreffe  himfelfe  with,  but 
tould  him  I  would  fend  him  fome  the  thurfday  following  ;  as  alfoe  a  dofe  of  pills,  which 
I  did  accordingly  by  my  fervant.  The  funday  following  the  lieutenant  of  the  Tower  fends 
for  mee  to  come  to  him  by  two  a  clocke,  which  when  my  fervant  acquainted  mee  with,  I 
haftened  dinner,  and  foe  imediately  I  went  to  the  Tower  attended  by  my  fervant.  In 
Cannon  Streete  I  meett  a  fervant  of  my  lord  Crayford  (whoe  knewe  that  I  ufed  to  come  to 
Read)  whoe  afked  mee,  whither  I  was  going  ?  I  tould  him  to  the  Tower.  He  replyed, 
I  faith  you  will  bee  held  faft,  for  Read,  whoe  you  ufed  to  come  to,  hath  been  attempting 
his  efcape,  and  is  in  irons.  I  replyed,  what  was  that  to  me  ?  And  foe  made  noe  flop,  till  I 
came  to  the  Tower  ;  where  after  a  while  T  was  brought  to  the  lieutenant,  who  accufed  mee 
of  having  fent  that  aqua  fortis  to  Read.  I  enquired  when  it  came  •,  the  lieutenant  re- 
plied, on  thurfday  laft  at  three  of  the  clocke  in  the  afternoone.  I  told  him,  my  fer- 
vant had  been  there  that  day  at  eleven  a  clock  with  pills  and  emplayfters  j  and  foe  I  called 
in  my  fervant  to  the  lieutenant,  whoe  examined  him,  and  after  he  had  taken  my  examina- 
tion, I  was  difmiffed,  and  foe  I  returned  to  my  houfe,  and  continued  the  following  my  voca- 
tion till  the  1 2th  of  March,  being  tuefday,  and  then  about  one  of  the  clock  coming  home, 
my  fervant  tould  me,  that  Steere,  mr.  Read's  keeper,  was  drinking  att  the  Anchor,  and 
defired  to  fpeake  mee,  to  whom  I  prefently  went.  Aft^^ing  his  bufinefs,  he  gave  mee  a 
note,  which  when  I  begun  to  read,  hee  faid  itt  defired  privacy.  I  replyed,  come  to  my 
houfe,  and  read  it ;  foe  taking  him  into  a  ufuall  rome,  I  read  the  note,  and  was  extreemly 
furprized,  gave  Steere  the  note  againe,  and  alkt  him,  if  he  was  refolved  to  carry  mr. 
Read  awaye.  He  anfwered,  yes.  I  fell  into  a  paflion,  and  afkt  him,  why  mr.  Read 
fhould  fend  him  to  mee  •,  I  had  noe  obligation  to  him  att  all ;  I  had  taken  much  paines 
in  cureing  him,  and  was  as  yett  unpaid  :  mr.  Read  had  already  putt  mee  to  much  trouble  ; 
I  would  have  nothinge  to  doe  with  this  ;  I  would  not  hazzard  my  libertie  for  him.  Steere 
then  defired  me  to  advife  him  :  I  afked  Steere,  if  hee  apprehended  no  hazzard  in  the  at- 
tempting of  the  efcape.  Hee  tould  mee,  yes.  I  wifht  him  to  have  a  care  what  hee  did  ; 
for  my  part  he  had  frightned  my  fenfes  with  the  very  mention  of  it.  1  could  not  tell 
what  to  advife  ;  but  if  hee  would  come  the  next  day  at  1 2  a  clock,  I  would  confider  of 
itt,  and  advife  him.  The  faid  Steere  afked,  if  I  had  noe  good  newes  to  cheere  him  up  with. 
I  anfwered,  yes  -,  there  is  ftrange  newes,  if  trew  :  'tis  reported,  that  judge  Rolls  is  taken 
prifoner  att  Salifbury,  and  the  country  is  up.  Do  do  heare  nothing  of  it  ?  Yes,  replyed  hee. 
I  replyed,  I  will  fend  him  the  5 1.  he  fends  to  me  for  ;  and  I  praye  you  ftirr  not  in  the  bufi- 
nes,  till  you  fpeake  with  mee  to  morrowe.  The  faid  Steere  preft  me  earneftly  to  writ;e  to 
Read.  I  denied  him  feveral  tymes ;  yett  at  laft  tooke  a  little  bit  of  paper  lying  by  rne,  anc^ 
writt,  as  I  remember,  thus  ;  Sir,  thofe  paines  you  complaine  of  will  eafily  difcuffe,  and  foe 
will  that  paine  in  your  head,  without  the  taking  of  any  cource  of  phyfick  ;  and  foe  without 
fetting  my  name  to  itt,  I  gave  it  him,  telling  him,  I  had  written  fomething  I  knov/e  not 
■what  •,  yet  was  it  truth,  and  in  anfwer  to  that  part  of  his  letter,  which  concerned  mee. 
Soe  away  goes  Steere,  leaving  mee  to  my  confiderations,  which  was  thefe  ;  th^t  if  Steere 
fhould  carry  away  Read,  I  having  been  already  fufpefted,  'twas  tenne  to  one,  but  the 
lieutenant  would  trouble  mee  for  it.  Againe,  fhould  they  be  taken  in  the  attempt  by 
Steere's  or  Read's  confeffion,  I  fhould  be  a  partie,  and  foe  again  be  troubled,  -^f,  on  the 
other  fide,  to  free  myfelfe,  I  fhould  difcover  their  intentions  to  the  lieutenant,  it  would 
cleere  mee,  but  ruine  my  reputation  amongft  thofe  of  the  royall  partie,  in  whom  my  live- 
lyhood  confifted  -,  to  avoyd  which  I  refolved  upon  a  thirde  way,  which  was,  that  mr. 
Steere  fhould  with  good  languadge  cleere  him,  and  foe  lett  the  lawe  take  its  courfe.  And 
this  I  told  Steere,  when  hee  came  the  next  day  -,  and  withall  forbid  him  my  houfe,   telling 

3  him. 
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A.  D.  165;.  him,  I  would  have  nothinge  to  doe  with  itt ;  and  that  when  I  had  a  defire  to  fpeake  with 
C^^'V^  him,  I  would  fend  for  him  :  fo  bidde  him  farewell.  This  impudent  fellowe  preffes  mee  to 
write  a  word  or  twoe  to  Reade  ;  that  otherwife  Read  would  not  beleeve  hee  had  been 
with  mee  ;  upon  which  I  called  for  a  peece  of  emplayfter,  and  writt  upon  a  bitt  of  paper 
thus  :  Sir,  this  peice  of  emplayfter  will,  I  hope,  finifti)  the  cure,  and  foe  I  fhall  not  trouble  you 
further.  I  am  your  fervant,  R.  Wifeman.  In  this  paper  I  rowled  up  the  emplayfter,  and 
foe  fent  him  packing  -,  and  I  take  God  to  witnes,  this  is  all  I  ever  writt  to  Read  during 
his  imprifonment  ;  and  that  night,  when  I  thought  myfelfe  freeft,  was  I  fetched  to  the 
Tower  out  of  my  bedde  betwixt  twelve  and  one  at  night,  and  my  houfe  fearched  for  armes 
and  letters  ;  but  of  thofe  I  was  as  innocent  as  of  the  former.  As  to  the  bottle  of  aqua 
fortis,  I  vowe  to  Almighty  God,  I  knewe  not  of  it,  till  my  lord  Crayford's  man  firft,  and 
then  the  lieutenant  of  the  Tower  told  mee  of  itt. 

On  faturday  March  the  24th,  betwixt  8  and  9  of  the  clock,  Steere,  the  warder  of 
the  Tower,  knockt  att  my  chamber  doore,  to  whom  I  opened  it,  and  demanded  his 
bufines  with  mee.  Hee  replyed,  hee  came  to  fee  mee,  and  that  mr.  Read  defired  to  bee 
remembered  to  mee,  and  began  to  tell  me  fom^ething  -,  but  I  imediatly  replyed,  that 
I  would  heare  nothinge  of  Read,  nor  would  I  have  any  difcourfe  with  him  ;  telling  him, 
that  by  his  bafe  mifinformation  I  was  imprifoned.  I  dared  him  to  faye  (before  the  gentle- 
man that  laye  in  bedd  by  the  doore,  where  wee  difcourfed)  whether  I  ever  afl<;ed  him, 
what  hee  was  to  have  from  Read,  for  the  carrying  of  him  away  ;  or  whether  I  ever  pro- 
ferred  him  100 1.''  He  faid,  noe.  I  afked  him,  whether  ever  I  had  fpoken  any  braving 
languadge  to  him,  of  fetching  Reade  out  with  a  high  hand  ?  Hee  faid,  noe.  I  aflced 
him,  whether  he  had  ever  carryed  any  letters  from  me  to  Reade,  fave  twoe  little  papers, 
and  the  one  with  emplayfter  in  itt  ?  He  faid,  noe  •,  and  withal  hee  faid,  truely  if  hee 
might  be  called  face  to  face,  hee  could  and  would  cleere  me.  This  I  defired  major 
Harries  to  take  in  writing,  and  give  mee  under  his  hand ;  which  hee  prefently  did,  and 
I  have  it  to  fhewe  ;  as  alfoe  another  to  that  purpofe  from  another  prifoner  belowe  •,  for 
when  Steere  faw  I  would  not  admitt  any  difcourfe  with  him,  hee  takes  his  leave  ;  and  I, 
o-lad  that  I  was  rid  of  him,  made  my  felfe  ready,  and  came  downe  ftaires,  and  there  I 
fawe  Steere  drinking  with  the  keeper,  whoe  called  mee  to  him,  and  defired  mee  to 
drinke  with  him,  and  told  mee,  hee  had  a  note  for  mee,  which  I  told  him  I  would  not 
meddle  with  ;  and  withall  defired  the  keeper,  that  a  captain  of  a  guard  might  bee 
fetcht  to  feize  this  Steere,  and  carry  him  before  mr.  fecretary.  My  keeper  refufed  itt ; 
upon  which  I  prefently  writt  a  letter  to  acquaint  mr.  fecretary  Thurlowe  of  his  being 
here,  and  that  he  would  pleafe  to  fend  for  him,  and  examine  him ;  but  my  letter  could 
not  be  received  foe  foon,  but  that  Steere  was  gonne  ;  and  in  truth  I  have  no  certainty, 
that  my  letter  ever  came  to  the  fecretarie's  hands ;  yet  was  it  left  with  the  doore-keeper, 
whoe  promifed  the  delivery.  And  thus  have  I  given  you  a  true  relation  of  my  pro- 
ceedinge  with  Steere.

Vol.  xxiv.      TXr^  thanke  you  for  your  affectionate  care  of  this  county.     We  do  upon  many  con- 
p.  507.  VV     fiderations,  but   efpecially   from  intelligence  fent   us  by  col.  Whetham,  and  the 

lieutenant  governor  of  Portfmouth,  major  Monford,  conceive  ourfelves  to  be  in  a  greate 
deale  of  danger,  both  in  this  citty  of  Chichefter  and  county  of  Suflex,  not  only  in  refpedl 
of  home-bred  confpiracys,  but  foreign  invafion  alfo  •,  fince  the  French  have  laid  an  im- 
bargo  upon  our  fhips.  Be  pleafed  to  quicken  mr.  fecretary  Thurloe  in  difpatching  the 
militia  of  Suflex ;  for  if  we  have  our  militia  to  forme,  and  our  foldiers  to  raife,  when 
there  is  either  an  infurredtion,  or  an  invafion,  or  both,  and  muft  fend  as  far  as  London  for 
orders,  when  the  enemy  is  at  our  gates,  we  are  certainly  loft.  Portfmouth  will  be 
diftreffed,  London  endangered,  the  nation  quickly  enflaved  and  ruined.  We  have  abun- 
dance of  cavileers  galantly  mounted  and  appointed.  Wee  know  where  armes  lay  ready, 
but  we  have  men  enough,  that  are  faithfijll  and  valiant,  if  they  were  but  encouraged 
and  directed  to  gett  into  the  fame  pofloire  of  defence,  in  which,  by  the  providence  of 
God  you  are  fettled  in  the  great  city.  We  need  add  noe  more,  but  that  we  are  cordially 
the  city  of  London's  fervants,  and  yours,

Right  honourable, 

ABOUT  twelve  daies  fince  I  wrote   to   you  by  capt.  ColJens,  wherein  I  gave  you  A.  D.   ibj^-. 
a  large  account  of  our  proceedings  in  this  iland  of  the  Barbados  ;    how  that  by    L/^VX^ 
God's  blefiing  we  attayned  our  pafiage  in  5  v/eekes,  made  the  2500  men  we  landed  6000  ;  ^'°''  '''^^*^- 
and  becawfe  our  ftores  for  the  army  are  not  as  yet  come  up  clofe,  we  ihould  lofe  the  drie  ^'  ^°^' 
feafon,   and  my  lord's  honor  fuffer  thereby,   have  fcrabled  up  fo  many  arms,  as  to  make 
J  500,  we  hither  brought,  6000,  or  neer  thereabout :  that  we  rayfed  two  fmall  troopes  of 
horfe  upon  the  ifland  -,  and  gotten  fuch  and  fo  many  other  ftores,  as  we  are  to  fett  faile 
this  evening  from  the   place  :   we  thought  to  have  gone  the  24th  inftant,   but  could  not 
attaine  thereunto.     Since  which  time  came  in  capt.  Haffefield  of  London,   and  tells  us  of 
the  Great  Charity,   that  fhe  was  at  fea  with  him  ;  but  faies,    that  fhe  with  many  others 
in  company  were  forced  back  by  the  fowle  weather.  This  gentleman  was  above  two  moneths 
from  Falmouth  hither,  and  tells  us,  our  ftore-fhips  were  in  the  Downes,    with  a  fafe  con- 
voy,  and  beleeves  they  will   be  heer  fpeedily ;  but  truly,  fir,  we  are  fo  weary  of  wayt- 
ing,  and  the  feafon  fo  neer  Ipent,  as  we  are  refolved  to  caft  ourfelves  into  the  arms  of 
Almighty  God,  whofe  providence  we  truft  will  be  ever  for   good,  and  will  owne  us  as 
inftruments  in  his  right  hand,  to  execute  his  determined  vengeance  upon  that  tyrannous, 
idolatrous,  and  bloudy  nation,  that  hath  inflifted  fo  many  cruelties  upon  the  nations  of  the 
earth,  in  their  diftreffed  members,  and  not  the  leaft  upon  ours.    We  haVe  agreed  to  order 
the  Great   Charity  to  ftay  heer  till   our  ftores  come  up,  and  then  to  convey  them  to  us. 
The  general  hath  fetled  the   militia  of  the  iland,  and  given  commiffion  to  fowr  regiments 
of  horfe  and  4  of  foote,  and  made  the  governor  his  lieutenant  generall,  and  coll.  CoUifon 
major  generall  of  this  ifland. 

I  hope  it  will  conduce  to  the  publick  weale  of  the  place.  We  have  made  bold  to 
refer  our  commifTioners  to  make  ufe  of  their  excife  office,  whereof  the  governor  had  a  3d, 
which  3d  we  ftill  leave  him  to  pofleffe  ;  but  whereas  they  call  upon  their  articles,  I  tell 
them,  they  have  broken  that  article  :  for  whereas  they  were  to  pay  the  publick  debts 
of  the  iland  therewith,  they  have  received  all  thofe  two  yeares  profitts  paft,  and  we  none 
at  all,  and  now  we  fhall  reape  the  cropp  of  this  3d  yeare,  but  with  a  greate  deale  of  indig- 
nation to  many.  We  aflce  them  how  long  his  highnes  fhall  waite  their  pleafure  to  receive 
his  royalties.  We  have  fuch  a  body  of  bufines  to  goe  thorough  this  day,  that  I  feare  I  ftiall 
not  be  able  to  write  over  my  letter  anew.  If  it  fo  fall  out,  I  had  rather  fend  you  a 
blotted  paper  then  a  note,  and  write  amongfl:  a  crowd  of  people,  as  I  do  here,  than  not  to 
write  at  all :  and  I  truft  your  honor  will  bury  it  amongft  the  reft  of  my  infirmities,  which 
is  the  earneft  defire  of,

It  feems  the  dy  or  kino-  of 
Tunis  would  com  to  no  agreement,   nor  giv  no  manner  of  fatisfaftion  for  the  iniuryes 
don  our  nation,  but  rather  incenft  and  increaft  'um  by  telling  or  fending  the  general  word 
if  he  would  fyht,  he  fhould  fend  his  men  afhore,  and  they  wer  redy  for  'um.     By  what 
I  underftand  from  others,   and  by  difcourfe  with  this  bark,    for  letters  from  the  fleet  I  hav 
non)  the  general  intends  to  fend  the  conful  of  Tunis  (a  difcreet  gentleman,  one  mr.  Browne 
nowe  aboard  his  fieete)  with  a  frigat  for  Conftantinople,  to  lament  to  the  great  Turk  of 
the  dy,  which  may  hapily  mak  them  repent  theyr  infolent  behaviour ;   for  what  els  was  it 
to  fhoot   at  our   fkifs  going  a  fhore,  as  is  reported  ?  5000   Turkes  keepc   al  that  o-reat 
country  in  fubjeclion.     This  is  what  occurs.     The  fleet's  want  of  bread  maks  me   believ 
they  ar  gon  ether  for  Naples,  Trapana,  or  Callari.     I  am,

^  I  went  thither  on  wednefday  laft  with  your  letters  of  the  ift  of  this  month,  where- 
with he  remained  very  well  fatisfied,  and  in  great  impatience  to  know  the  confequence ;  but 
through  misfortune  the  Englifh  poft  is  not  yet  arrived.     He  fent  me  prefently  with  your

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letter  for  his  eminence  to  Bois  de  Vincennes,  where  I  could  not  fpeak  with  his  eminence  A.  D.   iejj. 
myfelf,  by  reafon  that  the  queen  was  newly  arrived  there  ;  fo  that   I  was  fain  to  deliver  t/V~\J 
them  to  the  captain  of  the  guard.     By  the  next  your  lordlhip  may  exped  an   anfwer.     It 
will  be  this  week  firft  before  his  eminence  doth  return  to  this  city. 


Cardinal  Mazarin  to  Bordeaux,  the  French  embaffador  in  England. 

My  lord, 

I  SEE  by  your  laft  letter,  which  is  of  the  firft  of  this  month,  that  they  do  ftill  dally  ^-  '"'^'  P'  '• 
with  you  in  the  place  where  you  are,  with  the  fame  artifices,  which  they  have  ufed  for 
a  long  while  together,  framing  continually  new  difficulties,  having  no  mind  to  conclude. 
Some  days  fince  they  would  write  nothing  of  the  moft  effential  articles  of  the  whole 
treaty,  although  they  do  confefs  the  fame  to  be  juft  :  now  you  write  me  word,  that  they 
are  wjUing  to  add  to  it  the  word  prefentment,  which  would  render  it  ufelefs,  and  if  one' 
may  fay  fo,  ridiculous  •,  and  the  moft  that  I  find  in  it  is,  that  they  fay,  that  it  is  you  that  have 
propofed  unto  them  for  expedients  the  moft  part  of  the  things,  which  have  been,  and 
which  are  in  conteft  between  them  and  us  ;  and  that  when  they  have  accepted  of  them, 
they  did  admire  that  you  would  not  agree  unto  them  the  next  day.  And  in  truth,  they 
have  fome  reafon  to  complain  of  that,  but  that  is  none  of  our  fault  •,  on  the  contrary, 
if  you  had  kept  yourfelf  firm  and  conftant,  to  what  we  writ  you  from  hence,  either  the 
bufinefs  had  been  finifhed  e're  now,  or  elfe  you  had  been  returned  back  into  this  kingdom 
long  fince,  whereby  we  had  received  lefs  prejudice  than  by  the  delay,  which  hath  been 
ufed  in  the  negotiation,  without  concluding  any  thing.  I  am  forry  to  fee,  that  we  can- 
not doubt  of  their  ill  intention,  by  the  care  which  they  take  to  leave  fome  tail  in  the 
treaty,  which  will  give  them  an  opportunity  to  afiift  our  enemies,  and  to  do  us  harm,  when 
they  liiall  think  fit,  with  fome  likelihood  of  juftice,  that  the  fame  was  permitted  to  them 
by  the  treaty. 

In  fhort,  there  is  no  better  witnefs  than  yourfelf  of  what  we  have  fuffered  hitherto  fot' 
want  of  concluding  a  good  accommodation,  and  to  infiife  this  into  the  mind  of  the  lord 
proteftor,  that  we  do  ad:  fincerely.  I  do  again  reply  unto  you,  and  fo  you  fignifyunto  him, 
that  if  fo  be  the  article  that  is  in  conteft  (befides  that  there  is  not  an  example  of  the  like 
difpute  in  any  treaty  that  was  ever  made)  were  not  the  fundamental  point  of  the  whole 
treaty,  I  had,  and  ftill  would  employ  my  whole  credit  with  his  majefty  to  depart  from 
it,  in  the  conjun6ture  of  all  thofe  rumours  and  reports,  which  have  pafied  in  England,  to 
the  end,  that  it  may  ferve  to  declare  more  and  more  to  the  proteftor  the  defire,  which 
we  have  here  to  live  with  him  in  a  perfeft  amity,  and  that  we  are  not  to  be  perfuaded  to 
be  interefted  in  all  thofe  attempts,  which  are  made  to  weaken  his  authority. 

I  defire  you  only,  whether  that  you  conclude,  or  whether  that  you  return,  to  take  an  oc- 
cafion  to  declare  to  them,  that  we  would  never  hearken  here,  direftly  or  indireftly,  to  any 
propofitions  of  commotions  in  England.  This  I  believe  the  lord  protedlor  will  do  us  fo 
much  right  as  to  give  credit  unto,  fince  we  never  meddled  nor  engaged  in  any  thing  to 
his  prejudice  hitherto. 

As  for  monfieur  de  Villere,  'the  king  is  willing  to  grant  him  a  pafs  to  return  into  Italy, 
without  refiding  in  his  kingdom  ;  this  is  all  he  can  do  at  prefent.

NOtwithftanding  that  information  I  had  againft  fir  Seymour  Pile  (a  coppy  whereof  I" Vol.  xxxvi, 
fent  you  by  the  laft  poft)  and  the  confidence  of  the  prizoner  to  wittnefs  the  fame  P-  ^^'" 
to  his  face,  yet  I  thinke  it  will  prove  utterly  falfe.     For  I  have  examined   feverall  credible 
perfons  that  do  affirme,  and  are  ready  to  make  oath,  that  fir  Seymour  was  in  bedd  at  that 
very  hov/re,  and  ftirred  not  out  of  the  houfe  fiirther  then  to  church  all  the   day  before. . 
Alfo  I  have  fent  to  the  fheriff  to  examine  thofe  prizoners  now  in  Sarum,  that  my  prizoner 
faies  were  at  the   rendezvous  with  fir  Seymour  ;  and   they  deny   that  they    faw   him,  or 
heard  of  his  being  there :  and  I  now  feare  the  ground  of  my  information  was  hopes  of  li- 
berty to  the  informant  thereupon  •,  yet  I  have    taken   very  good   bayle  for  fir  Seymour 
his  forthcominge.     I  writt  to  you  a  week  fince,  to  know,    if  you  might  have  any  thing 
againft  one  collonel  Bennett  (formerly  of  the  king's  party)  whom  I  fecured  upon  fufpition, 
and  would  willingly  let  goe  free,  if  I  knew  his  highnefs's  pleafure  therein.

Vol.  xxiv.  QINCE  my  laft,  I  have  vifited  fome  freinds  at  Norwich  and  elfewhere,  andfinde,  that 
P-  [205.]  O  malignants  are  exceedingly  exafperated  every  where,  and  my  L.  P.  whoe,  while  their 
hopefull  parliament  fate  was  very  good  with  them,  is  now  much  undervalued  by  them ; 
and  fome  are  not  backward  to  talke  broadly  of  my  lord  ;  infoemuch,  that  asl  heare  two  men 
are  committed  for  words  againfl:  my  lord.  What  the  words,  or  how  confiderabie  the  men 
are,  I  cannot  tell.  The  godly  party  are  generally  well  fatisfyd,  and  the  5th  monarchy  men 
alfoe,  till  the  imprifonment  of  Harrifon  and  Rich,  at  which  they  feeme  to  be  much  amazed, 
and  many  alfoe  good  men  not  of  their  judgement  wonder  at  it,  that  (as  they  fay)  my  lord 
fhould  imprifon  fuch  men  without  a  caufe.  But  the  mifery  is,  that  all  will  be  llatefmen, 
and  meddle  to  judge  at  fuch  a  diftance,  whether  they  know  the  truth  or  circumftances  of 
any  thinge  or  noe  ;  and  as  I  have  had  occafion  to  difcourfe  with  any  of  them,  I  finde  they 
are  as  eafily  taken  off  from  their  cenfures  as  may  be. 

How  our  parliament  men  behave  themfelves  at  home,  I  cannot  tell ;  but  they  would  not 
be  drawne  to  aft  publiquely  about  the  afielTments  by  any  meanes,  but  openly  declined  it ; 
which,  if  all  the  reft  had  done,  might  have  brought  a  great  inconvenience  uppon  us. 

The  commiffioners  for  afTefTments,  when  they  mett  about  it,  (whether  it  was  fuggefted 
by  any  of  our  parliament  men,  or  noe,  I  know  not)  were  ready  to  putt  it  to  vote,  whether 
they  fliould  aft  or  noe  ;  but  they  refolved  to  aft,  and  then,  whether  their  warrants  fhould 
be  to  defire  or  require  •,  and  the  reafon  was  this,  becaufe  it  was  only  an  order  of  my  lord's 
and  the  counfell,  and  noe  ordinance  -,  for  faid  fome,  my  lord  will  not  meddle  with  the 
legifiative  power  himfelfe,  but  put  it  uppon  us,  and  wee  mufl  by  aftion  eftablifh  it  a  lawe, 
and  foe  may  be  fued,  and  may  prove  a  fhip-mony-caufe.  But  they  overcame  it,  and 
are  in  a  readynefs  and  pofture  of  peacable  aftion  ;  and  here  is  amongit  us  noe  other  ac- 
count, but  quietly  to  pay  it.  Here  is  much  enquiry  about  the  militia,  and  many  wonder, 
why  it  goes  not  on  •,  for  wee  feeme  foe  naked  and  unfitt,  uppon  occafion,  to  doe  any  fer- 
vice. Here  is  much  fpeakinge  about  fir  John  Hubbart's  being  of  the  counfell,  &c.  There 
was  in  the  fift  for  our  county,  captaine  Steward  put  in  for  the  foot ;  but  he  defires  to  be  in 
the  horfe  •,  and  indeed  I  beleive  he  will  doe  rather  better  fervice  for  the  horfe.  Major 
general  Skippon  knows  the  man,  and  his  ufefiillnefs.  My  moft  humble  fervice  prefented, 
I  reft.

p.  479.  X#  the  officers  of  the  admiralty  did  exceed  that,  which  was  fent  them  firft  for  the  fliut- 

ting  of  the  ports  of  this  kingdom  -,  in  purfuance  whereof  they  had  proceeded  to  t\\t  {^\- 
zure  of  foreign  fhips,  namely,  of  thofe  of  the  Englifh,  as  if  it  had  been  to  have  coun- 
terpoifed  the  prizes,  which  have  been  taken  from  the  French  in.  the  place;  whereas  his 
majefty's  intention  did  extend  no  farther,  than  JX)  hinder  a  great  number  of  his  fubjefts 
from  fheltring  themfelves  aboard  of  ftrangers  Ihips,    to  avoid  the  fervice  which  his

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majefty  doth  defire  from  them.  By  this  order  you  will  fee  clearly,  that  we  have  no  in-  A.  D.  1655. 
tention  to  make  any  breach.  This  you  are  to  make  ufe  of,  in  the  place  where  you  are,  to  L/'VNJ 
finifh  that  which  you  have  begun,  if  it  be  poffible  to  be  done.  I  do  expeft  with  impati- 
ence to  hear  from  you.  Quefnoy  hath  been  relieved.  The  Spaniards,  with  the  lofs  of 
their  reputation,  are  retreated  out  of  the  territories  of  the  duke  of  Modena  ;  and  it  is  to 
be  believed,  that  that  which  the  king  told  fo  handfomly  and  firmly  to  the  lords  of  the 
parliament,  will  caufe  their  affemblies  to  ceafe  ;  which  they  began  under  pretence  to  exa- 
mine the  edi(fls,  though  it  be  feared  they  treated  of  other  affairs.

A  letter  of  information  to  major  general  Lambert. 
My  lord, 

YEfterday  I  gave  your  lordfhipp  an  account  of  ten  gentlemen,  who  travelled  fouthward.  Vol.  xxiv. 
all  well  mounted  and  armed.  Since  then  I  tooke  my  horfe,  and  fcouted  about  the  P-  S"- 
country,  to  finde  out  the  younge  tinker,  who  gave  my  friend  notice  of  it.  Late  laft 
night  I  found  him  •,  he  is  a  fubtil  and  crafty  younge  man,  at  times  pretending  much  fim- 
plicity,  but  one  of  a  notable  dexterity  in  all  forts  of  games,  as  dice,  &c.  and  knavery. 
He  hath  frequented  all  the  gentlemen's  houfes  weftward  from  hence ;  and  I  perceive  hath 
run  with  them  on  huntinge,  and  hath  been  kindly  received  into  their  houfes ;  and  there 
hath  of  late  fixed  their  armes  for  them,  and  hath  knowne  of  their  late  meetings,  as  he 
broadly  hinted  unto  me  before  Michael  Dawfon  and  his  wife.  He  gave  me  a  diftindt  account 
of  feveral  of  thofe  gentlemen.  He  particularly  nominated  Ramfden  of  Langleyhall, 
fir  John  Key,  major  Beaumont  of  Whitleyhall,  fir  John  Armitage  of  Kirleas-newhall,  at 
whofe  houfe  they  all  were  wednefday  evening.  There  were  two  or  three  Lancafhire  gentlemen, 
which  the  informant  hath  feene  at  fir  John  Key's,  and  are  his  kinfmen.  There  were 
alfo  three  with  vizards  upon  their  faces ;  one  he  fully  defcribed,  having  feen  his  face  bare, 
the  wind  blowing  off  his  hood ;  he  was  very  tall,  of  a  black  vifage,  full  lipped,  a  longe 
arme,  carrying  one  fword  drawne  in  his  hand,  and  another  hanging  by  his  fide  ;  he  had 
many  fide  piftoUs  about  him,  and  under  his  coate  privy  armes ;  for  drawing  forth  one 
pifloU,  he  heard  itjarre  and  rattle  upon  the  armour.  They  enquired  for  Stumpe-crofTe  and 
(having  made  diligent  fearch)  they  did  not  call  at  Battlefhail,  but  went 
further  ;  it's  probable  to  a  houfe  of  Ramfden's,  not  farre  from  Ferry-briggs.  'Tis  plain, 
our  wefterne  gentlemiCn,  and  thofe  of  Lancafhire,  were  a  guard  to  thofe  three  with  vizards. 
Jack,  faid  fir  John  Key  to  the  tinker,  keep  a  good  tongue  in  your  head-,  and  he  with 
others  gave  him  6  or  7  fliillings ;  and  indeed,  had  not  the  tinker  gott  a  little  ale,  he  would 
not  have  opened  his  budgett  foe  freely.  I  perceive  he  cannot  eafily  be  compelled  to  any 
informations.  I  did  promife  to  write  to  col.  Lilburne  for  him,  that  he  might  be  a  trooper, 
which  he  kindly  embraced,  and  hath  promifed  this  day  to  goe  towards  him,  and  I  have 
given  the  col.  his  further  information  -,  and  alfoe  that  the  tinker  overheard  one  of  them 
faying  to  fir  John  Armitage,  we  will  be  at  the  houfe  back  againe  next  tuefday.  He 
further  told  me,  that  as  any  of  the  knights  came  by  him,  who  had  the  drawn  fword, 
they  putt  of  their  hatts,  and  did  him  honour  ('twas  the  tinker's  owne  expreflion)  They 
keepe  noe  high  way,  they  are  exceeding  well  mounted,  and  ride  in  the  dead  of  the  night. 
I  have  no  more  at  prefent.  What  I  can  further  gather  fhall  be  fpeedily  fent  to  your

SAITH,    that  about   the  loth    of  February  laft  paft,    one   mr.  Beefton,  of  New-  Vol.  xxir. 
College  in  Oxford,  did  fend  a  letter  to  the  faid  Sacheverell,  defiring  that  he  would  p-  51a. 
meet  him  at  Great-Tue  ;   and  there  did   defire    the  faid  Sacheverell  to  take  into  his 
houfe  to  fojourn  one,  that  he  faid  his  name  was  Standley,  a  Kentilh  man,  being  fome- 
Vol.  HI.  4  P  what 
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A.  D,  1655.  what  tall,  and  of  a  fpare  vifage,  and  of  a  brown  hair,  and  the  faid  gentleman  did  alfo 
U</'V%J  name  himfelf  Standley,  and  went  by  that  name  ;  and  the  faid  gentleman  did  goe  fome 
time  to  Banbury  and  elfewhere.  He  did  meet  at  Banbury  mr.  Walker,  a  captain  for- 
merly on  the  king's  fide,  and  fir  Thomas  Chamberlayne  was  in  the  fame  roome  with 
the  faid  captain,  and  two  others.  The  faid  Standley  did  fend  out  one  of  his  fervants  feveral 
times  into  Hampfhire,  as  this  examinate  conceived,  and  at  the  return  of  the  faid  fervant, 
he  brought  word  of  the  rifing  at  Sali'fbury,  and  that  the  affize  was  over  at  Winchefter, 
at  which  the  faid  Standley  was  very  merry.  All  the  time  that  he  continued  at  the  fai4 
Sacheverell's  houfe,  he  was  very  tiill  of  money,  and  very  generous.  And  Sachevereli 
faith  further,  that  three  days  after  he  heard  of  the  rifing  at  Salifbury,  he  went  towards 
Hampfhire,  and  ftaid  by  the  way  at  mrs.  Oldife's  at  Whitford,  and  fo  went  forward.  At 
the  time  of  the  faid  Standley's  being  at  the  houfe  of  the  faid  Sachevereli,  major  Moore 
and  Martin  Juftin  came  to  the  faid  Standley,  and  were  in  company  with  him,  both  hav- 
ing been  of  the  King's  army  formerly.  At  the  going  away  of  the  faid  Standley,  he 
changed  his  name,  and  faid,  he  was  the  fon  of  efq-,  Wallop  in  Hampfhire  ;  but  the  faid 
Beeftcn  faid,  that  he  was  the  fon  and  heir  of  the  faid  efq-,  Wallop  ;  which  Beefton 
did  keep  the  faid  efquire's  fon  company,  for  the  moft  part,  whilft  he  lay  at  the  houfe 
of  the  faid  Sachevereli.  And  he  faith,  that  the  faid  efquire's  fon  was  given  to  ranting 
and  drinking  fometimes.  And  further  faith,  that  he  had  a  cafe  of  horfe  piftols  with 
holfters,  that  he  did  fee ;  and  had  two  fervants  to  attend  him,  and  four  horfes ;  and 
mr.  Beefton  had  two  horfes.

Vol.  xxiv,     '-pHAT  the  chaplain  of  the   marquifs  of  H6rtf6rd  had  been  oftentimes  at  mr.  Pen- 
p.  513.  X    ruddock's  of  late,  and  mr.  Pennlddock  told  him,  that  he  had  had  much  correfpondence 

with  him  about  the  rifmg  •,  and  that  his  chaplain  was  to  be  with  him  upon  the  fatur- 
day  night  before  the  rifing,  and  by  him  was  to  learn  from  the  marquis  of  Hertford, 
what  ftrength  he  would  bring,  and  how  the  bufinefs  was  to  be  managed.  And  faith, 
that  the  lord  Winchelfea  was  to  rife  in  Kent,  and  to  keep  Rochefter,  and  after  to  feize 
upon  Colchefter,  where  a  great  party  was  to  rife  with  him.  And  this  he  faid  the  marquifs 
of  Hertford  had  fent  him  notice  of. 

That  there  was  a  great  meeting  at  Salifbury,  either  at  the  lady  Phillips  her  houfe, 
or  at  the  King's-arms,  where  was  the  fame  mr.

And  this  informant  further  faith,  that  upon 
the  Lord's  day  was  three  weeks,  the  faid  Simonds  fent  for  him  this  informant  to  his  houfe, 
and  when  this  informant  came  thither,  he  found  one  Thomas  Bradford,  a  bailiff  under  the 
iheriff  of  Middlefex,  and  one  White,  the  faid  bailiff's  follower,  who  vs^ere  drinking  in  the 
faidSimond's  houfe  -,  and  after  this  informant  came  thither,  four  more  perfons,  viz.  Henry 
Lucas,  another  bailiff,  and  Ralph  Anthony,  and  one  Baker,  being  either  bailiffs  or  bailiffs 
followers,  came  in  thither,  who  fat  drinking  in  the  faid  Simonds's  houfe  all  the  fermon 
time  in  the  forenoon  ;  and  alfo  one  mr.  Guy,  a  coroner,  was  there  drinking  with  them. 
And  this  informant  further  faith,  that  in  the  afternoon  of  the  fame  day,  at  fermon  time, 
all  the  faid  company  met  there  again,  and  fat  drinking;  and  that  this  informant  paid, 
of  the  reckoning,  three  fhillings  in  the  morning,  and  four  fhillings  in  the  afternoon.  And 
this  informant  further  faith,  that  it  is  an  ufual  cuftom  at  mr.  Simonds's  houfe,  to  en- 
tertain company  to  drink  on  the  Lord's  day.

May  it  please  your  highnes, 

ON  thewfday  night  the  20th  of  this  inftant  March,  I  did  caufe  fower  fufpicious  perfons  y^j  ^^ 
to  be  apprehended,  as  being  part  of  thofe  that  were  in  the  late  infurredion.  There  p.  29. 
examination  did  render  them  a  great  deale  more  fufpicious,  as  will  appcare  to  your  highnes 
and  your  honorable  council  by  thefe  inclofed.  I  findeing  of  them  foe  fufpicious,  haveing 
not  one  word  of  truth  from  them  upon  the  account  they  gave  mee  of  the  places  of  their  abode 
in  the  North  cuntry,  for  they  be  places  that  I  know  as  well  as  I  know  t*he  towne  wheare  I 
hve,  and  know  the  gentry  that  live  in  the  townes,  and  thofe  that  live  all  about  them  ;  they 
could  give  me  no  accounte  of  any  perfons  but  one,  which  was  a  colonel  in  the  king's  army ; 
and  I  further  findeing  them  foe  various  in  their  examinations,  I  committed  tkem  to  cuftody 
to  the  conftable  to  keep  them  fafe,  'till  he  fhould  receive  orders  from  your  highnes,  your 
honorable  council,  or  myfelf,  for  their  enlargement.  I  had  intended  to  have  fent  oa 
Wednefday  morning  to  your  highnes,  to  have  known  your  highnes's  pleafure,  what  I

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A.  D.  1655.  fhould  have  done  with  them  ;  but  colonel  Ingoldfby  fending  of  me  word  on  tuefday 
C/^^'NJ  night,  that  he  would  be  at  home  on  the  wednefday,  I  thought  good  to  ftay  and  advile 
with  him,  which  on  wednefday  night  accordingly  he  came,  and  we  did  advife  together, 
and  we  did  conclude  to  fend  them  on  the  morrow  morning  with  a  ftrong  guard  to  your 
highnefs  -,  for  two  *  of  them  did  feem  to  be  perfons  of  great  quality,  for  they  had  very 
rich  cloathing  in  their  portmanteauSj  which  might  become  perfons  of  great  quality  to 
wear  ;  but  on  wednefday  night  the  conftable  did  take  the  engagement  of  the  innkeeper, 
where  they  lay,  (becaufe  the  innkeeper  was  loth  to  have  them  removed  out  of  his  houfe,) 
for  the  fafe  keeping  of  them  till  the  morrow  morning,  he  fhould  come  and  deliver  them 
up.  But  when  the  conftable  came  in  the  morning,  he  found  the  innkeeper  had  let  the 
two  chief  efcape,  and  take  all  their  rich  apparel  with  them,  and  left  their  horfes  and  their 
two  men  behind  them  ;  one  of  them  is  a  poor  countryman,  which  they  took  up  to  ride 
afore  a  portmanteau,  and  the  other  is  a  Frenchman,  which  I  can  get  nothing  out  of  -,  but 
truly,  the  innkeeper  is  a  very  untoward  fellow,  and  will  abufe  all  authority,  fo  far  as  in 
him  lies  ;  for  when  I  fent  to  apprehend  thefe  men  as  fufpicious  perfons,  being  purfued  by 
a  countryman,  which  came  and  gave  me  intelligence,  the  innkeeper  came  to  me  in  my 
own  houfe,  and  told  me,  the  conftable  and  his  guard  ftiould  not  fetch  one  man  out  of  his 
houfe  without  a  warrant.  I  thought  good  to  give  your  highnefs  an  account  of  my  pro- 
ceedings concerning  this  buffines,  hoping  that  your  highnefs  or  your  honorable  council 
will  be  pleafed  to  call  this  conftable  and  innkeeper  to  an  account  for  thefe  perfons,  for  I 
am  perfwaded  it  was  either  for  affeftion  or  for  a  reward,  that  thefe  two  perfons  were  let 
efcape.

AT  the  firfl:  noyfe  of  thefe  late  intended  rifinges  and  feazinge  of  gentlemen  and  their  Vol.  xxr. 
horfes,  I  did  (by  the  advice  of  an  officer  of  this  place)  render  my  felf  (to  avoyde  P-  47- 
beinge  troubled  by  ftranger  or  marchinge  troopes)  to  the  commifiioners  appoynted  by  the 
proteftor  for  the  militia  of  this  country  •,  who  were  pleafed  (havinge  nothing  to  laye  to 
my  charge)  to  give  mee  this  inclofed  proteftion  and  pafle.  Notwithftandinge  which,  a 
troope  belonginge  to  generall  Lambert,  under  the  command  of  capt.  Spillman,  hathe 
made  mee  a  prifoner,  and  taken  all  my  horfes  ;  yet  profefles  he  hathe  nothing  to  faye 
againft  mee,  more  than  that  I  am  a  fufpefted  perfon.  I  tender  him  his  choyfe  of  any  fe- 
curity  in  this  towne,  to  be  a  true  prifoner  to  my  one  houfe,  which  will  not  ferve,  but  I  am 
kept  in  an  inne,  at  the  charge  of  foldiers  for  a  garde,  and  my  horfes  and  fwords,  which 
are  all  thearmesi  have  (except  two  birdinge  pieces,  which  they  have  likewife  taken)  kept 
from  mee.

A  letter  of  intelligence  from  mr.  Manning  to  fecretary  Thurloe, 

From  Berghen,  neere  Dunkirke,  April  tV,  1655. 
Sir, 

SINCE  J  received  your  letters  I  have  wrott  two  to  you,  one  dated  the  2d  inftant,  the 
other  the  loth,  and  therein  gave  you  as  good  an  accompt  as  I  could  in  that  haft  and 
hurrie  I  was  in  att  that  time.  If  I  have  bin  too  briefe  in  any  thing,  and  not  exaft,  you 
muft  impute  itt  to  the  reafon  .of  my  not  receiving  your  commands,  and  more  efpecially 
the  cipher,  an  unfufpicionable  addreffe  unto  you,  as  alfo  fome  bills  for  money.  Sir,  I 
affure  you,  it  is  my  earneft  defire  to  ferve  you  ;  and  if  you  thinke  I  may  be  ufeful,  and  as  I 
have  dealt  frankely  with  you,  and  really  runn  much  hazard  in  doeing  it,  I  begg  the  favoure, 
that  you  would  deale  as  freely  with  me  without  faile  by  the  next  poft  -,  for  I  have  made  an 
excufe  to  the  king,  to  come  and  attend  this  way  on  fome  bufines  that  concerns  me  for  8 
or  10  dayes ;  and  longer  I  cannot  ftay,  being  of  an  old  fayeing,  between  two  ftooles 
2  there 
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there  is  nde  depending  ;  and  for  every  letter  I  write  to  you,  I  run  a  hazard  of  being  A.  d.  j6,-j, 
ruined,  for  want  of  the  cipher  and  addrefs  ;  befides,  to  indeavour  an  avoiding  of  itt,  O^-V^Nj 
1  have  bin  att  the  charge  of  fending  purpofely  a  fei-vant  nere  30  leagues  a  time,  to  put  my 
letters  into  the  male.  Sir,  I  fhall  not  hold  you  longer  in  this  difcourfe,  only  tell  you,  accord- 
ing to  your  promiffe,  I  exped  to  be  noe  lofer  ;  and  in  purfuance  of  that,  which  I  have  af- 
fured  you  of,  I  affure  you,  I  will  moft  faithfully,  effedlively,  and  moft  confiderablyferveyou, 
if  you  thinke  fitt  to  command  me,  and  I  will  not  faile  doeing  itt  what  way  you  fliall  ap- 
pointe.  If  foe  be  you  would  conferre  with  me  yourfelf  in  London,  fend  me  a  paffe 
in  any  name  as  a  marchant,  I  will  finde  fome  bufinefs  to  be  emploied  by  the  king 
in,  and  under  that  pretence  come  to  you  in  a  fhort  time  ;  but  I  mull  have  foe  much  time 
as  to  fpealce  with  him  firft  ;  or  if  you  would  have  me  conferre  with  any  perfone  abroade, 
or  that  you  may  fend  over,  I  will,  and  give  him  that  accompt,  that  I  dare  not  committ 
to  paper ;  and  however,  if  you  thinke  I  may  ferve  you  here,  I  will  not  faile  to  give  you 
a  juft  accompt  weekely  of  all  things,  and  fhall  leave  myfelf  for  recompence  wholy  to- 
yourfelf.  Sir,  I  am  thus  tedious,  being  I  would  have  you  clearely  underftand  me,  and  being 
I  know  not  when  I  may  have  the  fame  oportunity  of  writing,  and  Ihall  defire  you  would

This  I  can  affure  you,  for  I  parted  with  him  att  the  boate,  that  was  to  carry  him  to  Dort, 
which  you  may  be  affured  of  and  relye  on,  notwithflanding  all  reports  of  his  being  in 
England,  for  he  never  was  further  then  Zealand,  and  fome  ten  or  twelve  that  he  ufed 
there  in  difpatches,  only  knew  itt.

My  Son, 
UST  now  I  have  received  two  of  your  packets,  after  which  we  did  {0  much  long,  by  Vol.  xxiv-; 


reafon  the  pofts  did  not  arrive  upon  their  ufual  days,  and  that  gave  caufe  to  pretend  p-  482 
the  rupture  of  your  treaty,  for  the  reafons  mentioned  in  your  letter  of  the  8th ;  and 
which  did  oblige  me  to  leave  Ruell,  where  I  flayed  a  few  days,  to  come  to  Paris,  to  fo- 
licit  the  council  and  his  eminence  to  take  off  the  feizure,  which  was  laid  upon  the  Englifh 
I  fhips,  which  Was  ordered,  and  fent  to  all  the  ports  of  France,  before  we  were  informed  of 
j  the  difcontent  of  the  council  of  England,  the  Hollanders  having  the  like  caufe  of  com- 
!  plaint  ;   fo  that  if  there  be  only  that  pretence   to  hinder  the  conclufion  of  your  treaty^ 
i  you  will  foon  remove  it.     I  faw  his  eminence  yefterday  at  the  Bois  de  Vincennes  :   he  de- 
;  clared  to  me  to  have  very  little  fatisfaftioh  in  your  conduft,    and  doth  not  believe,    that 
I  you  will  be  able  to  effeft  your  treaty,  fince  that  the  protedlor  doth  make  fcruple  to  explain 
roundly   and  clearly  his  intentions,  by  an  article,   whereof  the  fincerity  ought  to  be  the 
foundation,  and  efpecially  to  contradl  that  particular  amity,   which   I    mentioned  in   my 
former.    His  eminence  doth  ftill  declare  to  be  very  much  defirous  of  peace,  and  this  pri- 
vate union,   fo  that  although  that  you  have  order,  and  likewife  an  intention  to  break  and 
return,  I  am  ftill   of  the  opinion   of  the  earl  of  Brienne,  that  your  delays  of  returning 
will  not  be  ufelefs  •,  and  fince  that  with  fo  much  precaution  they  have  taken  off  the  feizure^ 
"which  was  laid  upon  the  Englifh  fhips,  you  may  judge  of  the  defign  of  peace  defired  by 
us.     The  earl  of  Brienne  told  me  laft  night,  that  the  council   had  very  much  approved 
of  the   offers,  which  you  had  made   to  your  commiflioners,  to   fign  out   of  hand   the 
treaty  of  peace^  without  any  other  conditions  or  propofitions  ;  and  that  by  their  refufing 
and  delaying,  they  did  conceive  here,  that  there  was  fome  treaty   with  Spain,   the  ad- 
Vantages  being  fo  great  for  the  proteftor  to  agree  with  us,   that  unlefs  he  were  not  affured 
of  an  affiftance  and  union  from  Spain,  it  were  impoffible  for  him  to  break  with  us.     If  {d 
be  there  do  happen  a   breach,   his  eminence  told   me  the  Englifh  would  fuffer  more 
than  we.     We  are  here  altogether  in  peace  ;  our  armies  are  quiet,   and  the  Spaniards 
low  and  weak.     The  commiflioners  of   Bretagne,  Normandy,   Poiftou,  and  Bifcay  do 
folhcit  here  daily  to  have  permifllon  to  arm  againft  the  Englifli.     They   do  promife  to 
themfelves  a  great  number  of  ftiips  to  do  their  bufinefs,   where  it  doth  clearly  appear,- 
that  the  difpofitions  of  the  people  here   are  for  a  war  with  England^  being  provoked 
thereunto  by  their  continual  loffes.

y  J  iryi  my  laft  I  gave  you  an  accompt  of  the  unhappy  efcape  of  fir  Richard  Malleverer, 

p_  g'^_  '  J3  for  the  retaking  of  whom  neither  charge  nor  paynes  hath  been  wanting,  although  not 
fuccefsfuU  anfwerable  to  defire  ;  only  my  friend,  whom  I  fent  poll  to  York,  hath  appre- 
hended one  Ellis,  who  pretended  to  be  a  fervant  of  his  ;  but  fince  upon  examination  (as  I 
am  informed  by  my  friend)  hath  confefTed  himfelf  to  be  captain  lieutenant  to  fir  Richard, 
and  that  he  hath  and  is  able  to  difcover  as  much  of  the  defigne  and  the  partyes  therin  con- 
cerned, as  fir  Richard  himfelfe  .could  do  ;  for  that  all  his  bufinefs  therein  was  managed 
by  this  Ellis  -,  an  accompt  whereof  I  doubt  no't  you  will  receave  from  collonell  Lilburne, 
unto  whofe  cuftody  my  man  delivered  him.  I  have  alfo  fent  two  of  his  fervants  to  the  com- 
mon goale,  where  they  remayne  at  my  charge,  as  there  mafler  and  the  reft  did  during 
theire  flay,  for  they  flayed  not  to  call  for  a  reckoning.  I  pray  let  mee  knowe  how  you 
would  have  thefe  two  difpofed  of ;  they  are  meane  inconfiderable  perfons.  Yellerday  I 
receaved  a  letter  from  colonel  Ireland,  grounded  upon  an  exprefs  from  his  highnefs,  for  the 
apprehending  of  collonell  Robert  Werden,  which  accordingly  I  forthwith  did,  and  com- 
mitted him  to  the  cuflody  of  captain  Spillman,  (captain  lieutenant  to  my  lord  Lambert) 
who  hath  undertaken  his  fecurity.  He  hath  alfo  feized  mr.  Thomas  Smith,  eldeft  fon  to 
fir  Thomas  Smith,  and  captain  Edward  Morgan  of  Gulgrian  in  Flintfhire,  all  whom  are 
kept  'till  his  highnes's  farther  pleafure  be  knowen.  Our  militia  at  prefent  proceeds  not 
at  all  in  the  county,  and  but  (lowly  in  the  city,  without  which,  or  the  continuance  of 
fome  of  the  army  with  us,  we  may  not  yet  expe6l  ourfelves  to  be  fafe  ;  for  although  the 
army  (by  God's  great  mercy)  be  well  abated,  yet  not  calmed  in  the  fpirritts  of  many  men, 
of  whom  I  hope  fome  exadl  account  will  be  required,  which  is  the  defire  of,

Vol  XXV.       'TT^HAT  he  was  beyond  the  feas  this  winter  at  Bologne,  and  went  thither  to  put  off 
p.  99.  \_     four  horfes  he  carried  from  hence  :  that  he  met  with  the  lord  Gerard,  one  Bowers, 

and  fome  other  Englifh  gentlemen,  but  he  had  not  much  difcourfe  with  them,  only  Ge- 
rard faid,  that  there  was  a  defign,  and  he  perceived  that  Bowers  had  not  long  fince  fled 
from  England  for  being  in  John  Gerard's  defign,  for  which  he  was  executed,  and  be- 
lieves there  was  a  real  intention  of  executing  that  defign. 

That  he  was  acquainted  with  the  bufinefs  in  the  beginning  of  the  laft  parliament  by 
Richard  Pyle  a  chirurgeon,  and  which  was  agent  for  the  king  in  the  Weft  ;  he  faith,  that 
this  Pyle  ufed  to  lodge  at  mr.  Chace's  an  apothecary  in  Covent  Garden,  or  at  the  fign  of 
the  four  Fifhes. 

That  three  days  before  the  rifing,  Pyle  told  him  of  the  rendezvous,  and  that  feveral 
gentlemen,  as  mr.  Penruddock  and  others,  would  meet  him,  as  they  did,  and  alfo  fir  Jofeph 
Wagftaff,  who  told  him,  that  the  marquifs  of  Hertford  was  engaged  in  it,  and  that  the 
duke  of  York  would  alfo  be  in  Cornwall,  and  faid,  that  he  and  the  lord  Wilmott  parted 
from  him  in  France  very  lately,  and  that  they  came  for  England,  and  landed  at  Margetts, 
and  that  the  duke  of  York  went  into  Normandy.  He  told  him  alfo,  as  Pyle  did  before, 
that  the  levelling  party  in  the  army  would  alfo  join  in  with  them,  and  make  difturbances 
in  the  army,  and  they  were  much  troubled  that  Wyldman  was  taken. 

That  Pyle,  after  he  faw  there  was  no  greater  appearance,  faid,  it  was  the  bafenefs  of 
thofe  who  had  engaged  themfelves,  and  failed.  That  Pyle  told  him,  that  colonel  Gardner 
was  engaged  :  that  he  met  Pyle  at  one  Pyle's  houfe  in  Wallop  in  Hampfhire.  That  they  did 
all  expeft  the  marquifs  of  Hertford  very  earneftly  ;  and  that  Wagftalf  faid,  he  would  meet

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them  at  Blandford,  that  the  faid  Pyle  was  very  much  acquainted  with  one  Read  that  is  now  A.  D.  165;. 
in  the  Tower.  That  Pyle  informed  them,  that  a  great  party  would  rife  in  Kent,  the  North,  Vb/~VNj 
and  in  Wales,     Said,   that  Scotland  and  Ireland  was  to  rife  alfo  at  the  fame  time. 

That  when  he  was  in  France,  which  was  a  little  before  Chriftmas  lafb,  there  was  the 
cardinal's  regiment  brought  down  thither ;  and  it  was  reported  there,  that  the  French 
were  to  help  the  king  to  his  crown ;  and  the  governor  of  BoUogne  faid,  that  he  wiihed 
he  were  in  England  with  2000  fuch  horfe  as  his  were. 

That  Plymouth  was  the  place,  where  the  Duke  was  to  land. 

That  Pyle  mentioned  lord  Willoughby  of  Parham,  and  fir  William  Waller,  to  be 
engaged. 

That  when,  by  the  rifing  in  the  Weft  and  North,  they  had  drawn  the  army  from 
London,  then  they  were  to  have  rifen  here  in  London  and  the  parts  about.

This  vacation,  which  is  one  of  the  two  long  vacations,  I  have  hafted  the  direftions  to  you. 

Sir, 

HERE  hath  litle  of  publicke  concernement  occurred  fince  my  laft  :  Ch.  St.  cannot  yet  Vol.  xxv. 
be  difcovered :  the  laft  news  of  him  was,  that  about  a  fortnight  fince,  he  was  feen  goe  P-  87- 
to  the  water  fide  to  take  fhiplng,  intending,  as  he   gave  out,  for  England  ;  but  hearing 
nothing  of  him  fince,  it  is  fuppofed  his  plott  with  you  is  foe  throughly  difcovered,  that 
he  fteeres  his  courfe  fome  other  way.    Wilmott,  with  fome  others  of  his  crew,  about    14 
in  company,  went  fince  the  difcovery  of  the  plott  in  a  dlfguife  through  this  towne,  and  took 
fliipping  in  the  Balticke-fea  for  England,  where  he  certainly  hath  been  arrived  about  a 
'  month,  letters  having  been  received  from  him  thence  by  fome  here  in  Germany,  however 
he  conceales  himfelf  from  being  difcovered.     The  levys  by  the  princes   of  Germany  and 
the  circumjacent  parts  goe   on   apace,  efpecially  that  of  the  Swede  ;  and  this  day  I  was 
affured  by  a  very  intelligent  man  of  great  note,  and  much  affeded  to  his  highnefs,   that 
all  the  preparations  of  this  empire  were  intended  againft  the  commonwealth  of  England, 
if  their  refolution  be  not  altered,  which  is  rather   conceived   to  be  onely  deferred.    The 
Swede,  above  all  other  princes  in  thefe  parts,  is  moft  conliderable,  and  is  moft  deep  of  any 
of  the  reft  (notwithftanding  the  pretended .  league)  in  his  ingagments  to  C.  S.     They 
had  hired  5  ftiippes  in  the  Elve  here,  to  carry  fouldiers  from  the  Stifte  of  Breem,  as  they 
gave  out,  to  Gottenburge  ;  which  all  the  world  looked  on  but  as  a  flam,  having  men  and 
fhipps  enough  of  their  owne  nearer  hand  ;  but  it  too  plainely  appears  now  ;   for  fince  the 
great  difcovery  of  the  plott  in  England,  they  have  turned  off  thofe  fliipps  with  halfe  pay. 
One  that  has  better  reafon  to  know  than  I  am  willing  to  commit  to  paper,  affures  me,  that 
Richard  Harrifon  and  all  that  party  had  a  hand  in  this  plott,  and  made  tearms  with  Charles 
Stewart,  though  with  foe  great  privacy  on  both  fides,  that  particulars  cannot  yet  be  proved. 
I  forbear  to  repeat  any  thing  of  my  laft  about  the  tithe  of  Wedington  woods,  having  there 
fully  ftated  that  buifneffe.

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A.  D.  1655.  TTERE  are  great  preparations  for  war,  and  taking  on  of  fouldiers  for  Germany,  Sweden 
\yy^\J  JlX  and  Denmark  ;  and  while  they  have  been-  pretending  war  with,   and  fending  envoys 
Vol.  XXV.      jjj^g  |.Q  another,  I  am  affured  from  good  hands,  they  have  been  combining  and  intending  a 
^*  ^^'  confederacy  againft  us.     Sweden  is  deep  as  any  of  them  :  I  have  feen  a  copy,  and  had  the 

tranflating  of  a  congratulatory  letter  writ  from  the  new  king  of  Sweden  to  C.  St.  giving 
him  all  his  titles  as  k.  of  England,  Scotland,  France,  and  Ireland.  Koningfmark,  the 
Swedes  general  before  Breme,  and  an  inveterate  enemy  to  our  nation,  is  raifing  in  the 
Stifte  of  Breme  a  great  army  of  horfe  and  foot,  which  were  certainly  intended  for  Eng- 
land or  Scotland,  had  not  the  difcovery  of  tlie  plot  in  England  prevented  them ;  for  I 
believe  their  intentions  rather  deferred  than  altered.  Wilmot  hath  been  in  England  fome 
weeks,  however  difguifed.  Some  eminent  perfons  are  in  hold  with  you,  as  having  a 
hand  in  this  plot  under  difguifed  names,  of  which  O  Neal  is  one.  I  am  afiured  from 
fome  near  C.  St.  that  Rich.  Harrifon,  and  all  that  party  had  been  trucking  with  them, 
and  obtained  terms  from  C.  St.  though  I  cannot  hear  what  they  were.  This  plot  hath 
been  hatching  ever  fince  his  efcape  from  Worcefter.  The  Swedes  intend  a  very  great  fleet 
this  fummer,  wherever  it  falls,  and  have  many  gallant  Ihips  lye  ready  in  the  Baltick-fea, 
whence  they  intend  to  fet  out.  I  hke  not  that  the  French  do  nodd  fo  in  their  treaty  with 
us.  Some  intelligent  men  think  France  and  Spain  not  to  be  foe  irreconcileable  as  their 
great  preparations  againft  the  next  campaign  would  fpeak  them  to  be  ;  if  they  fhould  clofe, 
the  ftorm  muft  fall  lomewhere.  I  verily  believe  there  is  no  nation  under  heaven  loves  us 
cordially ;  yet  if  we  are  beloved  of  the  God  of  heaven,  I  know  we  may  do  well  ;  and 
though  the  nations  of  the  earth  lay  a  confederacy,  yet  he  that  weighs  them  in  the 
balance,  turns  the  fcales  which  way  he  pleafes,  who  hath  delivered,  yea,  who  will  deli- 
ver, if  we  have  but  faith  to  truft  in  him  alone,  and  not  in  our  felves.

Vol.  XXV.  T  H  AVE  received  the  two  letters,  which  your  eminence  did  me  the  honour  to  write  to 
P-  127.  J^  i^e^  the  one  of  the  3d,  the  other  of  the  loth.  Your  eminence  will  be  pleafed  to  give 
me  leave  to  refer  myfelf,  for  as  much  as  concerneth  the  ftate  of  my  negotiation,  to  the 
letter  of  the  E.  of  Brienne.  I  fhall  alfo  humbly  beg  of  your  eminence,  before  that  you 
condemn  me  for  having  propofed  the  word  prefentement,  to  caft  your  eye  upon  what  I  did 
think  fit  to  write  unto  you,  to  deface  this  imprelTion  which  hath  no  ground,  neither  in 
my  letters,  nor  in  my  difcourfe  to  the  minifters  of  this  ftate,  nor  likewife  in  the  publick 
reports.  And  I  fhouldthinki  had  forgot  myfelf,  if  I  fliould  happen  to  take  that  term  for 
an  expedient ;  it  did  always  appear  to  me  for  a  reftriftion,  which  would  alter  the  whole  ; 
and  when  my  commifTioners  did  propofe  it  at  any  time,  I  did  rejeft  it,  giving  them  to 
underftand  the  inconveniencies,  which  it  would  produce.  I  will  confefs  however,  that  after 
a  long  conteft  upon  that  point,  I  entered  into  the  overture,  which  they  made  me,  to 
defign  the  houfe  of  Auftria  and  their  adherents,  or  thofe  who  ftiould  be  fo  hereafter, 
by  favouring  the  interefts,  or  depending  on  their  party,  under  what  pretence  foever, 
upon  condition  that  the  article,  in  regard  of  the  rebels,  fhould  remain  in  the  terms 
which  I  had  propofed ;  that  if  by  accepting  of  this  provifo,  I  have  exceeded  my  orders, 
it  was  through  a  belief  I  had,  that  the  king,  by  thefe  exprefllons,  might  be  affured,  yea  for 
the  time  to  come,  that  the  forces  of  England  fhould  not  traverfe  his  defigns,  after  I  had 
loft  the  hope,  that  this  government  v/ould  be  brought  to  a  nearer  amity  with  France, 
prejudicial  to  the  treaty  made  by  the  proteftor  with  other  ftates ;  amongft  others,  the 
united  provinces.  I  had  confidered  the  rebels  otherwife  than  enemies,  and  when  difficulty 
was  made  upon  the  obligation  not  to  affift  them,  I  did  fubmit,  after  I  had  confidered  the 
inconveniences,  which  the  reftriftion  would  produce  at  this  prefent  time,  to  pafs  the  article 
as  it  was  offered  unto  me,  if  there  could  be  found  an  example  in  any  other  treaty.  So 
likewife  my  commiffioners  did  propofe  not  to  fpeak  of  rebels,  but  to  name  the  prince 
and  his  adherents,  as  well  now  as  hereafter :  I  did  not  agree  to  it ;  and  fince  that  the  orders 
of  his  majefty  do  prefcribe  to  infift  upon  the  article  in  general  terms,  I  fhall  not  reft. 

There  is  one  thing  more  remaining,  wherein  I  am  to  fatisfy  your  eminence,  and  that  is,  that 
I  propofe  expedients,  and  when  my  commiffioners  have  accepted  of  them,  that  the  next  day 
I  will  not  agr;e  to  them.  It  is  true,  this  complaint  was  made  by  the  fecretary  of  ftate  in  two 
rencounters  j  the  one,  and  the  moft  confiderable,  did  regard  the  article  of  the  arbitrage,  and

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the  other  the  banifhing  of  perfons,  whom  I  had  named  in  my  memorandum  to  be  banifhed  A.  D.  16,-5.

The  conteft  about  this  laft  point  did  proceed  from  a  fubtiJty  of  the  fecretary  of  flate, 
who  pre-fuppofed,  that  I  being  reduced  to  the  agents  alone  of  the  prince  of  Conde,  I 
ought  not  to  infift  upon  the  two  commiflioners  of  Bourdeaux.  I  know  they  have  endeavour- 
ed to  draw  fome  advantage  from  thence,  but  I  do  believe,  that  if  your  eminence  will  be 
pleafed  to  call  to  mind  all  that  hath  paffed  upon  thofe  two  fubjecls,  there  will  not  be  much 
caufe  made  to  appear,  whereby  to  reproach  my  conduft.

My  lord, 

I  LET  pafs  the  lafl  ordinary,  without  giving  me  the  honor  to  write  to  you  ;  for  having  vol.  xxi^. 
nothing  to  write  to  you  but  the  continuation  of  the  delay  on  the  behalf  of  this  flate,  p.  103. 
under  pretence  of  the  general  feizure  made  in  France  upon  all  the  merchandize  and  fhips 
of  the  Englifh,  my  commiflioners  came  themfelves  to  me,  to  demand  fome  fatisfaftion, 
and  to  receive  information  thereof,  adding  withal,  that  there  fhould  not  be  proceeded  in 
the  treaty  any  further.  In  the  mean  time  I  told  them,  that  I  had  no  advice  of  the  faid 
feizure,  and  did  prefs  my  commiffioners  to  give  me  a  lafb  refolution  upon  the  difficulties 
which  do  hinder  the  accommodation  at  prefent  ;  and  I  did  take  away  all  hope  from  them, 
that  I  would  pafs  the  claufe,  which  doth  regard  the  afllflance  of*  enemies  and  rebels,  in 
other  terms,  than  what  was  agreed  upon.  They  told  me,  that  they  had  no  order  to  fpeak 
of  that  bufinefs,  and  that  as  foon  as  they  fhould  be  informed  of  the  truth  and  motives  of 
the  feizure,  I  fhould  receive  an  anfwer.  Since  this  conference,  which  ended  in  protefta- 
tions,  that  it  was  not  any  longer  in  my  power  to  fuffer  myfelf  to  be  delayed,  I  let  pafs 
three  days  without  following  the  bufinefs,  believing  that  the  letters  from  France  would 
have  diffipated  the  reports  of  the  feizure,  whereof  nothing  was  writ  me  from  Paris.  And 
although  that  the  news  of  the  8th  of  this  month  did  not  give  me  any  further  information, 
yet  I  fent  the  day  before  yeflerday  to  my  commiffioners  and  the  fecretary  of  flate,  to 
demand  a  laft  refolution :  not  receiving  it,  I  fent  them  word  yeflerday  at  night,  that  if  to 
day  it  were  not  given  me,  I  would  write  to  the  lord  protedlor  to  have  audience  to  take 
leave,  or  at  leaft  a  pafs.  And  as  the  letter  of  the  loth  was  delivered  to  me  this  morning, 
I  fent  to  one  of  them  to  advertife  him,  that  his  majefly  could  not  refufe  his  fubje6ts  the 
feizure  of  the  Englifh  fhips,  but  that  no  hurt  fhould  be  done  to  the  merchandize,  and 
that  all  fhould  remain  entire,  'till  fuch  time  as  they  fhould  hear  of  our  accommodation, 
which  I  had  order  to  conckide  or  to  retreat.  He  fent  me  word,  that  this  day  was  defigned 
for  my  bufinefs,  and  fome  few  hours  afterwards  the  lord  Nieuport  came  to  fee  me.  I 
thought  it  was  to  make  fome  new  overture  unto  me,  or  to  know  whether  I  was  in  a  real 
refolution  to  be  gone  ;  but  he  remained  upon  general  exprefTions  of  the  defire,  which  as 
well  himfelf  as  his  fuperiors  have,  to  fee  a  happy  end  of  my  negotiation,  infinuating  unto 
me,  that  it  would  have  been  convenient,  to  have  avoided  our  differences,  not  to  have  made 
any  mention  of  rebels.  He  did  alfo  mention  the  feizure  unto  me,  and  told  me,  that 
the  fecretary  of  flate  had  told  him,  that  was  the  chief  obftacle  in  the  treaty,  and  a  fign  of 
the  little  dil'pofition,  which  we  had  to  the  peace.  It  was  no  difficult  thing  for  me  to  con- 
vince the  faid  ambaffador,  that  his  majefly  had  not  forgot  any  thing  to  eflablifh  the  fame 
between  the  two  nations,  and  could  not  deny,  upon  the  complaints  of  his  fubjefts,  the 
feizure  of  the  Englifh  fhips,  'till  fuch  time  that  the  afts  of  hoflility,  which  the  Englifh  do 
exercife  againfl  them,  do  ceafe.  And  as  for  that  of  the  rebels,  he  did  only  maintain  his 
opinion  upon  the  confidence,  which  we  ought  to  have  in  the  good  faith  of  this  govern- 
ment. 

I  read  to  him  iny  letter,  and  he  was  prefently  fatisfied,  that  I  could  not  pafs  in  filence 
the  faid  rebels.  I  have  nothing  more  to  do,  if  all  proteflations,  declarations,  and  per- 
fuafions  will  not  prevail,  but  to  take  leave,  and  not  to  defer  it  any  longer.  I  fent  this 
night  to  the  fecretary  of  flate ;  he  prefently  fent  word  by  my  man,  that  the  council  had 
been  together  'till  pall  two  in  the  afternoon  upon  that  bufinefs,  and  that  to  morrow  I 
fhould  Icnow  their  refolution.  This  difcourfe  in  moderate  terms  was  followed  by  another 
of  a  different  nature,  and  full  of  reproaches  of  the  faid  ff  izure ;  of  the  preparations,  which 
had  been  made  in  France  to  tranfport  forces  into  England  at  the  time  of  the  late  rifing, 
particularizing,  that  the  regiment  of  his  eminence  was  fent  upon  that  defign  towards  the 
coafl  •,  that  the  lord  proteftor  had  certain  advice,  that  the  duke  of  York  was  to  com- 
mand them.  And  after  they  had  compared  our  feizure  to  that,  which  was  made  in 
Denmark  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  with  the  flates  general,  and  as  we  had  begun  the 
diford^jr^  and  depredations,  fo  we  would  begin  the  war,  he  made  an  end  in  faying,  that 
•'''■'''•■'-  ^2  he 
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A.  D.  1655.  he  did  wonder,  that  I  would  pretend  proteftion  in  England,  and  that  to  morrow  I  fhould 
t/"V\«'  have  news.  This  ill  humour  came  to  be  provoked  through  the  complaints  of  the  mer- 
chants trading  into  France,  to  whom  he  had  offered  permifTion  to  feize  the  effedts  of  the 
French  merchants,  which  they  have  refufed,  defiring  rather,  that  the  lord  proteftor  would 
defire  and  oblige  me  to  write  into  France  upon  that  fubjed.  The  faid  fecvctary  promifed 
them,  that  there  fhould  be  care  taken  about  it.  I  am  alfo  informed  by  another  hand, 
that  the  difpute  was  high  in  the  council,  and  the  faid  feizure  might  be  compared  to  the 
laft  remedies,  which  are  ufed  in  defperate  difeafes.  My  negotiation  did  not  feem  to  be  in 
that  condition  ;  for  all  the  information  that  hath  been  given  me,  and  that  conduft,  which 
hath  been  ufed  of  late,  hath  declared,  that  they  were  difpofed  to  an  accommodation. 
To  maintain  their  minds  in  the  fame  difpofition,  I  have  lately  fent  to  fpeak  to  my  chief 
commiffioncrs  upon  all  that  had  been  faid  by  the  fecretary  of  ftate  ;  and  it  may  be,  this 
prefent  may  inform  his  majefty  of  the  refolution  which  hath  been  taken  upon  the  com- 
plaint of  the  merchants,  and  upon  my  inftances  for  the  conclufion  of  the  treaty.

Cholmley's,  at  dinner,  about  a 
month  agone,  he  faw  colonel  Booth,  who  came  in  by  accident,  as  he  conceiveth,  and  dined 
with  them,  but  there  did  not  any  difcourfe  pafs  between  him  and  the  faid  colonel  Booth, 
or  with  any  other  perfon,  about  the  late  infurredlions ;  and  further  faith  not.

I  Cannot  depart  from  the  opinion,  which  I  have,  but  that  the  proteftor   will   yet  cJofe  ^- ^-   '655. 
with  France,  and  not  fufFer  you  to  go  away  unfatisfied,  it  being  his  intereil  to  have  peace  xVf'^*'''"^ 
with  France.     I  did  very  much  doubt,  that  the  feizure,  whereof  I  had  advice,   but  not  p.°  \^^^' 
from  the  court,  would  put  fome  ftop  to  your  treaties.     It  was  ill  advifed  to  make  any 
flop  of  their  Ihips  -,  but  I  believe  it  is  taken  off  again,  and  that  will  pacify  the  proteftor.    ' 
That  which  he  told  the  merchants  of  London  is  very  confiderable  againft  Spain,  but  all 
that  he  faith  fo  publickly  is  very  fufpicious.     I  cannot   forbear  to   fear,  but  the   Englifh 
have  framed  fome  grand  defign  upon  the  Havanna,  or  fome  other  place  of  importance, 
under   colour  of  fome  old  pretences ;  but  it  may  be  this  is  but  a  chimera  of  my  own. 

It  is  ftrange  we  hear  yet  of  no  preparations  in  Brabant  for  this  campaign  ;  they  write 
irom  thence,  that  they  are  as  quiet  there,  as  if  they  were  at  peace  with  France.

SINCE  my  laft  letter  I  have  received  your  packets  of  the  5th  and  8th  of  this  month.  I  fent  ^-  ^  '^s;- 
away  prefently  that  to  his  eminence,  who  fent  for  me  next  day  to  come  to  him  at  Bois  v'^T*^*'''^^ 
de  Vincennes,  where  he  confirmed  what  he  had  formerly  told  me.  He  feemed  to  be  troubled 
at  the  order,  which  was  fent  for  the  feizing  of  all  Englifh  fhips  and  goods  ;  and  after  he  had 
read  your  letter,  he  fent  away  an  exprefs  prefently  to  have  them  difcharged,  and  withall 
he  told  me,  that  he  had  fent  an  exprefs  to  you  into  England  with  an  order  of  affurance  to 
the  lord  proteftor,  that  the  intention  of  the  king  was  not  to  trouble  him  through  the 
faid  feizure,  nor  to  make  ufe  of  any  advantages  at  a  time  of  confpiracies  and  rifings  in 
this  country;  and  tojuftify  this  adtion,  that  in  cafe  you  had  already  made  the  rupture,  or 
that  it  fhould  happen  between  the  two  ftates,  that  however  they  would  not  deny  to  rellore 
the  faid  fhips  and  goods  feized  by  virtue  of  the  faid  ordinance.  And  his  E.  charged  me 
thrice  in  the  prefence  of  the  marfhal  of  Grammont,  and  the  procureur  general  Fouquet, 
that  I  fhould  write  this  unto  you,  and  order  you  to  promife  fo  much,  and  to  fign  it, 
and  that  he  would  engage  his  life  and  his  honour,  notwithftanding  the  rupture,  that  he 
would  rellore  all  the  faid  fhips  and  goods  feized  upon.  He  added  withall,  that  he  would 
write  to  you  himfelf,  and  gave  order  in  my  prefence  to  his  fecretary  to  draw  up  a  letter 
containing  the  faid  order,  which  was  fent  yeflerday  by  an  exprefs.  This  fudden  fending  of 
this  exprefs,  and  the  difcharging  of  the  faid  fhips,  doth  argue,  as  the  earl  of  Brienne  doth 
obferve  very  judicioufly,  thit  the  cardinal  hath  no  intention  to  break  ;  and  that  you  had 
good  reafon  to  ufe  your  endeavours  to  prevent  it.  I  fhewed  him  your  letter  of  the  12th, 
which  I  had  newly  received,  wherein  you  give  fome  hope  of  an  accommodation,  whicji 
he  was  exceeding  glad  to  hear.  You  do  very  well  to  extend  your  power  and  terms  to 
make  a  good  end  and  conclulion,  and  not  to  render  your  voyage  fruitlefs  ;  and  that  is  the 
opinion  of  the  earl  of  Brienne  ;  and  I  believe  a  little  longer  forbearance  and  patience, 
where  you  are,  will  render  all  things  to  your  content,  and  you  will  be  fo  happy  in  cafe 
of  a  rupture,  that  none  can  blame  you  for  it  ;  for  every  one  will  conceive  it  to  be  occa- 
fioned  through  the  faid  feizure,  which  is  blamed  and  condemned  by  all  in  general  ;  and 
if  you  conclude  the  treaty  of  peace,  it  will  be  the  more  to  your  honour,  and  every  one 
will  acknowledge  your  great  conduct  and  forbearance  to  obtain  it. 

Yeflerday  arrived  here  the  eledion  of  a  new  pope,  cardinal  Chigi,  and  now  named 
Alexander  the  VTIth.  They  are  very  glad  of  it  here  at  this  court ;  and  in  regard  he 
was  nuncio  and  embafTador  at  Munller,  where  he  declared  great  inclination  to  the  peace, 
it  is  hoped  that  he  will  endeavour  to  effed  the  fame.

■*■  lords,  gentry,  lawyers,  and  divines,  who  have  intereft  in  all  counties.  The  perfons  I  P-  4^7 ■" 
cannot  name,  but  have  a  care  of  Strafford,  Earle,  Pofromor  and  Vaughan,  lawyers,  who 
defigne  all  things.  Perfons  employed  are  fworne  not  to  difcover  any  of  them,  and 
feldome  any  of  them  know  more  then  one,  and  thofe  hardly  one  another.  They  fitt 
fomtimes  in  the  Temple,  and  fometimes  in  London.  The  firft  care  was,  to  fix  in  every 
countie  fome  confiderable  and  aftive  perfons  -,  this  don,  then  to  provide  armes  ;  which 
don,  then  to  treate  with  fome  perfons  of  the  army  and  late  parliament  party  ;  which 
C.  Grey,  fir  H.  Benet  and  Brown,  were  ordered  to  doe.  The  account  they  gave  was,  that 
the  levellers  would  engage,  and  Fairfax  with  his  party  by  States  i  1  d  o  m  a  n.

Vol.  XXV.       T  Have  herewith  fent  the  depofitions  taken  in  thefe  parts  concerning  the  late  defigne,  which 
p.  SI 4;  J-  is  to  be  thence  coUefted  more  generally  laide  than  is  yet  difcovered.     There  are  verry 

many  perfons  fled  from  their  houfes,  and  by  a  former  oath  of  fecrecy,  fuch  as  do  fweare, 
judge  themfelves  abfolved,  efpecially  where  it  makes  againft  themfelves,  the  firapleft 
countryman  being  lawyer  enough  to  know  the  little  difference  between  treafon  and  mif^ 
prifion  of  treafon.  Sir  Thomas  Harris  hath  made  an  overture  to  difcover  his  knowledge 
of  the  plot  upon  hopes  of  pardon,  which  I  durft  not  afTure,  or  give  him  aflfurance  of  my 
promife  •■,  but  if  it  be  judged  fit,  mr.  Gilbert  (a  godly  preacher  in  this  county)  will  draw 
forth  the  whole  upon  fuch  a  promife,  or  if  nothing  of  his  owne  confelTion  may  make  againfl 
him  upon  a  triall,  he  was  propounded  by  a  freind  of  fir  Thomas  Harris's  to  go  to  him, 
but  his  unwillingnes  to  undertake  the  emploiment  without  fome  hopes  of  a  pardon  to 
anfwer  his  expeftation  hath  delaied  for  the  prefent  fuch  an  affay  :  until  it  be  knowne, 
whether  you  want  cleare  information  of  the  plot,  without  torture,  or  hopes  of  pardon,  it 
will  not  be  confefTed  by  any,  who  know  the  bottom  of  the  defigne. 

Sir,  I  received  his  highnes  command  firom  you,  and  Ihall  in  obedience  thereunto  bee  in 
London  (if  God  permit)  on  thurfday  ;  in  regard  I  come  not  poft,  it  will  not  be  fooner, 
and  I  hope  it  is  foone  enough.  Although  I  fhould  equalize  any  of  your  melTengers  in 
haft,  when  I  am  commanded,  yet  I  am  well  content  to  go  foberly,  when  I  may  be  per- 
mitted by  my  bufines.  I  hope  things  are  fetled  enough  at  prefent,  but  the  affaires  of 
thefe  parts  will  deferve  confideration.  DiflTatisfaftion  and  difkffeftion  are  words  hard 
enough.  I  fhall  not  detaine  you  any  longer,  but  humbly  kilTing  his  highnes  hands,  and 
befeeching  the  Lord  long  to  continue  him  a  nurfing  father  to  the  good  people  of  the  three 
nations  under  his  highnes  happy  governement,  and  a  terrour  to  all  his  enemies,  I  take

THE  fubfcribed  extraordinary  embafTadorof  the  lords  the  flates  general  of  the  United  A.  D.  i5j;. 
Provinces  hath  lately  received  efpecial  order  of  the  faid  lords  the  ftates  general,  C/'VNJ 
whereby  it  is  defired,  that  he  ihould  ufe  his  beft  endeavours  to  obtain  from  his  mod  ° ^^^^' 
ferene  highnefs  the  fame  proteftion  for  fome  of  their  fubjedts,  as  merchants  and  fadtors 
refiding  here  in  London,  and  being  members  of  the  fociety  of  the  entercourfe,  as  they 
have  always  enjoyed  under  former  governments  \  or  that  at  leaft  nothing  may  be  decreed* 
order'd,  or  innovated  to  their  prejudice,  'till  his  moft  ferene  highnefs  and  the  faid  lords  the 
ftates  general  do  both  confider  and  agree,  concerning  the  court  of  the  merchants  adven- 
turers in  the  faid  United  Provinces,  and  alfo  of  the  faid  fociety  of  the  entrecourfe  here  in 
London  ;  and  befeecheth  therefore  moft  inftantly,  that  it  may  pleafe  his  moft  ferene 
highnefs  feriouQy  to  ponderate  the  contents  of  the  annexed  petition,  and  gracioufly  to 
order,  that  the  foldiers  quartered  in  their  feveral  dwelling  places  may  be  removed,  and  that 
thofe,  that  are  charged  with  the  coUeftion  of  the  laft  aflTeffment  and  parifh  offices,  being  a 
meer  novelty,  and  never  praftifed  before,  may  be  difcharged  thereof  ;  aflfuring  his  moft 
ferene  highnefs,  that  no  fuch  proceedings  are  ufed  in  the  faid  United  Provinces  againft 
any  of  the  people  of  this  commonwealth.

The  humble  petition  of  the  merchants  of  the  entercourfe  born  in  the  United  Provinces  of 
the  Netherlands  and  their  fadtors,  refiding  in  London. 
Sheweth, 

THAT  by  feveral  treaties  between  this  nation  and  the  princes  of  the  Netherlands  and  Vol.  xxv. 
their  fucceflbrs  (chiefly  diatof  ann.  149I.)  the  petitioners  have  been  exempted  from  p.  223. 
all  perfonal  taxes  whatfovever  -,  and  being  affeffed  amongft  others,  immediately  relieved 
by  privy  feal  and  otherwife,  'till  thefe  late  times,  notwithftanding  the  feveral  changes  of 
government  in  both  countries. 

And  the  merchants  adventurers  of  England  refiding  in  one  town  of  the  Low  Countries 
have  likewife  enjoyed  the  fame  privileges  and  immunities,  yet  in  a  more  ample  and  larger 
manner,  they  paying  nothing  at  all  for  importation  of  their  cloth  ;  and  all  other  Englifh 
merchants  (not  free  of  that  fociety)  living  in  the  fame  countries  and  elfewhere  are  treated 
equally  with  the  natives  thereof,  and  have  been  always  protedted  in  their  perfons  and  eftates, 
notwithftanding  the  wars  •,  whereas  the  petitioners  living  in  London,  as  alfo  all  foreigners  in 
this  commonwealth  pay  double  cuftom  of  their  goods  and  merchandizes  exported,  and  one 
fourth  part  more,  of  goods  imported,  than  the  natives,  befides  divers  taxes  to  the  city 
of  London,  from  the  which  the  natives  are  exempted.  This  being  indeed  the  ground 
of  fo  long  continuance  in  exemption  from  perfonal  taxes,  they  are  moft  confident,  that 
your  highnefs  will  not  fuffer  they  ftiall  be  abridged  thereof,  but  rather  continue  your  favour 
towards  them  in  relation  or  refpedl  of  the  late  reunion  between  both  ftates  •,  but  if  your 
highnefs  were  pleafed,  they  might  be  ufed  in  all  refpedls  equal  with  the  natives,  they 
would  deem  themfelves  happy,  and  willingly  do  as  they  do,  which  would  be  but  equity. 

That  fome  of  the  petitioners  have  been  lately  chofen  colledtors  of  affeflTments  and  parifh 
offices,  a  novelty  never  pradtifed  before,  and  impertinent,  to  impofe  on  foreigners,  that  know 
no  more  how  to  behave  themfelves  in  the  due  execution  thereof  than  meer  Itrangers. 

That  the  petitioners  are  likewife  molefted  anew,  by  quartering  of  foldiers  on  them,  for 
non-payment  of  arrears  of  affeflTments,  how  unequal  foever  (if  due)  impofed  on  them. 
The  petitioners  finally  prefent  themfelves  and  their  cafe  to  your  highnefs,  and  do  moft 
humbly  fubmit  their  faid  claim  to  be  examined  by  your  highnefs  and  your  council,  to 
ftand  and  fall  as  fliall  appear  from  the  treaties  ex  una  {ff  altera  parte^  and  all  pradlice  and 
ufage  all  along  on  both  parts ;  and  humbly  befeech  your  highnefs's  protedtion,  clemency 
andjuftice  (according  to  the  faid  entercourfe,  and  the  feveral  confirmations  thereof, 
'till  thefe  later  times)  againft  any  rigorous  proceedings  againft  them  and  their  fadtors, 
in  relation  of  affeffments  or  otherwife,  'till  the  affair  be  fully  underftood  and  determined 
by  your  highnefs  and  your  council  ;  and  that  in  the  mean  time  fuch  foldiers,  as  are 
quartered  on  the  petitioners,  may  be  immediately  witlidrawn.

rejoice  in  the   late  fignall  mercyes  of  God,  which  doe  confirme  me  in   my  refolutions  of 
being  fteadily  your  moft  devoted  fervant  ;  and  I    humbly  thank  you  for  your  kinde  ex- 
preffions  and  affurances  to  me.     Sir,  not  to    interrupt  your  moft   ferious   thouo^hts    att 
prefent  take  this  accompt  ;  the  laft  poft's  newes  foe  ftartled  the  gentleman  I  laft  mentioned 
that  he  refolved  on  as  fecreti  a  retrate  to  his  German  quarter,  as  was  his  flight  from  thence  ■ 
and  accordingly  on  thurfday  laft  he  tooke  his  journey,  and  left  all  but  a  fervant  or  two  in

Sir, 

According  to  your  direftions  I  fent  to  baron  Thorpe,  who  came  immediately  and  con-  Yo\ 
ferred  with  the  other  judges,  and  by  this  inclofed  you  may  perceive  how  the  cafe  p.  235 
ftands.  And  I  muft  tell  you,  I  finde  them  all  of  opinion,  that  they  cannot  well  proceed 
to  any  purpofe  before  the  next  tearme  overtake  them :  that  is  one  reafon  ;  and  indeed  ano- 
ther is,  as  I  obferve,  a  doubtfulnes,  whether  in  point  of  law,  this  matter  of  fade  can, 
according  to  law,  bee  declared  by  them  to  be  treafon.  I  am  loath  to  fay,  they  are  doubt- 
llil,  whether  you  have  throughly  weighed  all  fcruples,  or  taken  fuch  advice  as  is  neceffary, 
that  is  to  fay,  confulted  with  the  judges  in  this  weighty  cafe,  wherein  if  there  fhould  be

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A.  D.  1655.  any  lamenes,  or  fo  much  knottines,  that  the  naile  cannot  bee  driven  into  the  head,  it 

'•'•'''V^NJ  were  better  not  to  enter  upon  it  in  this  way. 

Thefe  and  fome  other  thinges  I  am  goeing  to  conferre  with  mr.  folhcitor  about,  before 
hee  come  into  this  country,  that  if  he  bee  not  fatisfyed  with  the  clearnes  of  them,  they 
rather  advife  his  forbearance  fome  time  longer,  then  to  appeare  in  the  country,  and  not 
bringe  thinges  to  a  feafonable  iffue.  I  thinke  to'meet  the  follicitor  at  Bautry  or  Scruby 
on  thurfday,  and  to  take  mr.  Barnarde  with  me,  if  he  come  to  night,  or  to  morrow  by 
twelve  a  clocke,  with  fuch  matter  of  fad  as  can  bee  made  out  againft  any  of  thofe  rebells, 
and  from  thence  give  you  a  further  accompt. 

As  for  jurors,  happily  the  law  may  give  liberty  to  choofe  them  without  the  liberties  of 
this  citty,  both  fadt  and  aft  rifeing  in  the  county,  and  then  we  fhall  doe  pretty  well ;  but 
if  otherwife,  there  fhall  bee  no  diligence  or  care  wanting  to  picke  upp  fuch  as  are  rio-ht ; 
though  I  have  given  his  highnes  a  hinte  of  the  temper  of  the  magiftrates  here,  that  are 
to  doe  that  worke  ;  and  I  am  ftill  doubtful  fome  are  in  commifllon,  for  all  the  care  you 
tooke,  that  are  not  only  lukewarm,  but  indeed  parties,  againft  whom  there  are  fome  in- 
formations ;  nor  have  you  pitched  upon  fome  councell,  that  I  dare  pafle  my  word  for,  will 
bee  cordiall  to  you  in  this  affaire,  and  to  put  truft  in  any  to  ad:  againft  their  judgment, 
and  that  may  betray  fuch  a  caufe  as  this  in  fuch  a  junftureof  time,  you  may  eafily  judo-e 
the  confequence.  Certainely  mr.  Shaftoe  is  not  principled  any  manner  of  way  for  this 
worke,  though  I  am  loath  to  expreffe  it  -,  but  if  you  will  have  him,  there  is  time  enough 
to  fend  to  him.  Mr.  Hewly,  I  thinke,  is  well  aftefted  and  ingenious,  and  I  hope  will  doe 
well  ;  but  then  you  muft  put  him  out  of  commifllon.  Your  lift  of  prifoners  will  be  much 
enlarged,  and  many  befides  that  are  fled  will  be  proceeded  againft.  If  you  pleafe  to  fend 
an  expreffe  in  anfwer  hereof,  happily  it  may  reach  the  follicitor  or  mee  at  Doncafter  on 
Friday,  and  from  thence  we  may  fend  to  barron  Thorpe  to  meet  us  peradventure  at  the 
high  ftieriffe's,  that  we  may  confider  altogether  a  little  further  of  this  weighty  matter, 
wherein  if  we  ftiould  be  foiled,  we  had  better  do  nothing.  But  this  take  for  granted, 
there  is  no  intention  to  proceede  until  fifteen  dayes  fummons.  What  the  judges  will  doe  in 
the  interim,  I  know  not.  Since  my  writeing  the  former  part,  mr.  Barnarde  is  come, 
and  I  have  been  with  the  judges  with  him,  and  have  confidered  of  fending  him  to 
morrow  to  Grantham,  to  give  the  follicitor  an  account  of  the  judges  opinion  and  advice, 
from  whom  I  doubt  not  but  you  will  hear  fpeedily,  and  then  may  diredt  further  in- 
ftruftions,  as  ftiall  be  thought  fit,  wherein  there  may  be  noe  lofs  of  time,  either  as  to  mr. 
follicitor,  or  mr.  Barnarde  -,  for  if  the  follicitor  fend  an  exprefs  to  the  judges,  and  give 
advice  to  them  to  iffue  out  precepts,  it  will  be  done  ;  but  I  heartily  wifh,  whoever  is 
intrufted  in  this  matter,  may  be  thoroughe  paced.

mee  (as  a  corrupt  and  feduced  perfon)  to  have  infringed  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the

Honoured  sir, 

IConceaved  it  neceffary,  as  often  as  dccafion  was  offered  for  conveyance,  to  give  you  aii  VoJ.  xxr. 
accompt  of  our  proceedings  here.  Yefterday  wee  fpent  the  whole  day  in  agreeing  againft  p.  253 
whome  proceedings  fliould  bee,  for  what  offences,  and  in  what  manner  ;  the  refult  whereof 
you  will  fee  in  the  lift  inclofed.     Diverfe  of  thofe,  which  wee  receaved  from  you,  were  and 
are  at  large,  whome  wee   intend  to  indidt,  and  to  proceed  againft  them  to  the  utlary. 
Some  of  thofe  in  your  lift  are  not  foe  much  as  knowne  here,  their  names  nor  perfons  ;  foe 
as  thofe  wee  are  neceflltated  to  omitt.     Others  though  wee  finde  in  prifbn  here,  yet  wee 
cannot  prove  any  offence  againft  them  in  this  county  ;  but  they  were  fent   hither  by   the 
Ibuldiers  ;   and  the  offences  (if  any)  were  committed  in   the  county  of  Dorfet.     Others 
wee  finde  fo  inconfiderable  in  theire  perfons,  judgments,  and  eftates,   as  that  by  Confent  of 
the  juftices  of  the  peace   (who  have  been  very  adiive  in  preparing  evidence,  and  affifting 
ns  with  theire  beft  advice  and  direftion)   and  the  officers   of  the  army   here,   wee  have 
thought  fitt  not  to  proceed  againft  them,  but  rather  referve  fome  of  them  for  teftimony, 
who  accufe  diverfe  perfons,   that  denyed  themfelves  to  have  been  in  this  aftion  ;  and  wee 
have  in  the  place  of  thofe  omitted,  putt  in  diverfe  others,  who  by  confent  of  the  juftices 
of  peace  and  the  officers  of  the  army,  are  agreed  to  bee  Ihirdy  and  notorious  offenders, 
and  that  it  were  a  good  fervice  to  quit  the  country  of  them.     Wee  did  likewife  conceave 
it  neceffary,  though  we  could  have  proceeded  againft  all  for  treafon,  yet  to  make  examples 
of  all  forts,  fome  for  breaking  the  goale,  and  thereby  letting  free  many  felonious  offenders  j 
others  for  Burglaryes,  breaking  houfes,  and  taking  away  horfes  ;  others  for  robbing  upon 
the  highway  ;  others  for  treafon  •,  and  others,   if  the  evidence  will  come  to  it,   for  mifpri- 
lion  of  treafon.     The  indiftment  wee  have  agreed  \  it  Was  left  with  mr.  baron  Nicholas, 
who  hath  appoved  of  it  likeWife  ;   but  I  am  afraid  of  my  lord  chief  juftice.     Wee  expeft 
the  judges  here  this  night,  and  wee  are  ready  for  the  proceedings  to-morrow.     I  have  not 
farther  to  trouble  you,  but  to  fubfcribe  myfelfe

There  is 
iki/'V~\J  nothing  in  the  world,  which  we  love  fo   much  as  peace,  and  nothing,  which  we  do  more 
religioufly  obfei-ve,  than  the  obedience  due  to  thofe,  whom  God  hath  fet  over  us.    We   do 
believe,  that  the  rebellion  and  difobedience  againft  the  higher  powers  cannot  be  followed 
but  with  divine  malediftion,  and  that  thofe  that  are  guilty  of  it  ought  to  be  had  in  exe- 
cration with  all  good  fouls.     In  this  opinion  we  fhould  judge  our  felves  unworthy  of  theirs, 
if  we  were  fallen  from  our  obedience,   as  we  are  charged  in  the  patent  of  amnefty,   which 
hath  been  prefented  unto  us.     Againft  which  we  do  always  proteft  before  God  and  the 
world  our  innocency,  having  not  a  drop  of  blood,  which  we  are   not  willing   to  fpill 
for  a  pawn  of  our  fidelity  and  obedience  to  our  prince.  Although  that  in  the  fame  amnefty 
which  the  clemency  of  his  moft  chriftian  majefty  hath  procured  of  his  royal  highnefs  in 
our  behalves,  we  do  fee  many  conditions  built  upon  fome  prefuppofitions,  which  cannot  be 
allowed  of,   when  things   ftiall  be  nakedly  laid  open,   hoping  that   they  will  not  make 
many  ill  imprelTions  upon  the  mind,  fince  that  we  can  proteft  before   God   and  his  holy 
angels,    that  it  is  with  a  very  great  regret,  that  we  were  forced  to  take  up  arms  to  op- 
pofe  thofe,  who  againft  his  intention  have  burnt  our  houfes,  and  fo  ftrangely  defolated  our 
families,  and  to  endeavour  to  turn    them  out  of  the  inheritances  of  our  fathers,  which 
their  anceftors   did   get  with  fo  much  pains,  and  as  well  as  ourfelves,  fweat  blood   to 
fupport  all  the  charges ;   protefting   that  it  was  never  our  intention  to  take  them  lip 
againft  his  royal  highnefs,  and  that  we  are  ready  to  change  them  into   mattocks,  if  it 
pleafcth  the  goodnefs  and  equity  of  his  royal  highnefs,  to  remit   all  things  to  the  fame 
'   condition,  wherein  they  were  put  and  prcferved  by  his  moft  ferene  predeceffors  of  glorious 
•   memory,  as  he  was  pleafed  to  promife  us  by  the  decree  which  he  granted  unto  us  of  the 
laft  of  September   1653,  which  is  likewife  all  that  we  demand,   having  never  had  the 
prefumption  to  proceed  any  further.  There  is  only  required,  that  fome  perfons  of  integrity 
may  be  had  to  judge  thereof  at  the  reading  of  the  conceffions  ;   yea,  of  the  teftimonies, 
which  all  adjacent  roman  catholicks  have  given  upon  them,  of  the  regifters  of  the  com- 
munalties,  and  all  other  publick  afts  and  proofs,  the  moft  authentick  which  c-an  be  exafted, 
which  we  have  often  produced  and  remitted.    We  ftiall  accept  and  receive  with  profound 
refpeft,  whomfoever  his  majefty  ftiall  be  pleafed  to  depute  for  that  end  -,   and   we  ftiall 
earneftly  and  humbly  pray,   that  all  things  may  be  examined  at  the  meeting  of  the  lords 
embafliidors  of  all  other  powerful  fovereigns,  who   do  us  likewife  the  favour  to  intereft 
themfelves,   and  to  interpofe  for  us,  without  the  participation  of  whofe  counfel  we  are 
not  at  liberty  to  do  any  thing,  not  being  able  firft  to  refolve  to  accept   the  habitation 
only  in  the  territories  named  in  the   patents,    which  are  newly  communicated  unto  us, 
,  wherein  the  famewas  never  reftxained,  whilft  that  the  fame  is  forbidden  us  in  many  other 
territories,  where  we  had  always  equal  right  and  uiage,  nor  to  deprive  us  of  the  right 
legally  obtained  to  rebuild  feveral  churches,  which  can  in  no  wife  be  juftly  dilputed  with 
us,  and  yet  forbidden  in  the  faid  writing.     We  do  therefore  moft  humbly  beg,  that  time 
and  place  unfufpeiled  may  be  appointed,   where  we  may  fafely  confer  with  the  lords  the 
mediators,  give  them  to  underftand  our  ancient  rights  and  privileges,  to   which  we  have 
always  held,  and  do  ftill  hold ;  and  the  great  hurts,  which  we  pretend   to  have  received 
againft  the  intention  of  their  R.  H.    of  whofe  goodnefs  and  clemency  we  have  fuch  a 
perfuafion,    that  we  are  afllired,  that  they  never  had  an  intention,  that   we   fhould  be  fo 
dealt  withal ;  leaving  the  decifion  of  all  to  the  faid  mediators,   and  pafTionately  defiring 
nothing  more,  but  that  we  may  peaceably  ferve  God   and  our  fovereigns   in  all  fidelity 
and  humility ;  praying  for   this  effed:    moft   humbly  and  moft   earneftly,   as  much  as  is 
poffible,   that  his  moft  chriftian  majefty  would  be  pleafed  for  the  love  of  God   not  to 
defift  from  his  worthy  undertaking,  'till  that  bufinefs  be  firft  known  and  decided.     He 
will  receive  thereby  glory  before  God  and  the  whole  world,  and  we  will  not  ceafe  to  pray 
for  the  profperity  of  his  facred  perfon,   of  his  ftates,   his  arm3>  and  his  royal  houfe,  and 
for  that  of  your  excellency  in  particular. 

My  -lord,  we  do.  give  you  infinite  thanks  for  all  your  good  care,  and  do  pray  you  to 
prefs  and  haften  this  good  work  ;  but  fo  that  there  may  be  more  fafety  for  the  following 
treaties,  than  there  hath  been  hitherto  ;  for  there  was  never  yet  any  conference  for  a  truce 
or  peace  fince  tlije  beginin'g  of  thefe  troubles,  but  at  the  fame  time  they  did  endeavour 
to  furprize  us  -,  and  no  longer  ago  than  yefterday,  whilft  that  your  fecretary  made  a  great 
inftance  to  have  on  the  one  fide  all  the  chiefeft  and  the  moft  of  our  people  to  Ipeak 
unto  them  on  the  behalf  of.  the  king  and  your  excellency,  they  did  all  that  they  could 
on  the  other  hand  to  endeavour  to  deftroy  what  was  left  of  ours,  and  to  burn  the  remain- 
der of  our  houfes. 

For  conclufion  of  this  prefent,  wc  are  ready  to  accept  with  all  pofllbie  acknowledgment 
the  peace,  which  the  clemency  of  his  R.  H.  doth  agree  unto  us,  through  the  effi- 
cacious interpofition  of  his  moft  chriftian  majefty,  provided  that  fuch  things  may  be 
obferved  and  kept,  which  his  faid  majefty  and  the  lords  embaflfadors  of  other  powers,  who 
do  intereft  themfelvcs  for  our  good  (after  we  have  been  heard)  ftiall  judge  juft  and  equitable ;

My  son,  , 

SAW  this  morning  his  eminence,  who  doth  expeft  with  impatience  the  return  of  the  Vol. 

exprefs,  which  he  fent  tinto  you,  to  know  how  that  hath  been  received.  He  told  me,  that  p.  293 
he  believed  you  would  finifh  the  peace,  in  regard  you  had  orders  to  defift  from  all  that 
the  court  here  flood  fomuch  upon  ;  and  as  I  have  formerly  writ  oftentimes  unto  you,  you 
are  not  to  break  with  precipitation,  and  that  you  fhould  delay  all  that  you  can,  to  come 
to  a  good  conclufioru  This  did  the  earl  of  Brienne  likewife  afflire  me,  that  it  would  make 
more  for  the  advantage  of  France,  and  you  would  gain  more  honour  in  delaying  your  bu- 
finefs  than  by  breaking  off  ofi  the  fudden. 

I  faw  this  morning  monfieur  Arifte,  who  told  me,  that  you  have  two  orders,  the  one, 
to  conclude  or  to  break  fuddenly,  the  other,  to  demand  audience  to  take  your  leave,  in  cafe 
of  a  rupture  ;  and  in  regard  I  did  reprefent  unto  him,  that  they  might  delay  you  for 
fome  time  before,  they  gave  you  your  audience,  and  that  his  eminence  had  told 
me  eight  days  ago,  that  if  fo  be  they  did  refufe  to  give  you  audience,  that  you  were  to 
come  away  without  leave,  after  you  had  declared  it  to  your  commiflioners  ;  the  faid 
monfieur  Arifte  did  then  declare  unto  me,  that  it  was  very  true,  you  had  an  order  of  the 
king  fent  you  to  brealc,  and  another  order  to  demand  audience  to  take  your  leave  ;  but  in 
cafe  they  did  deny  you  the  faid  audience,  that  before  you  were  to  take  the  refolution  of  your 
departure,  you  were  to  give  advice  thereof,  to  have  the  order  of  the  king  upon  it,  which 
is  to  be  your  fole  difcharge.  I  believe  you  will  be  no  more  troubled  to  come  to  thefe  ex^ 
tremities,  fince  that  your  treaty  is  renewed,  and  that  the  conclufion  thereof  is  fo  much 
defired  by  this  court.

IT  feemes  colonell  John  Birch,  after  the  defolution  of  the  laft  parliament,  was  pleafed  to  Vol.  xxv. 
caufe  feverall  -tranfcripts  to  be  made,  as  the  houfe  had  agreed  for  the  fettlement  of  the  p.  269. 
government,  which,  as  I  am  informed,  were  to  be  fpread  where  he  thought  fitt  to  difpofe  of 
them  ;  amongft  which  there  was  one  nlember,  that  ferved  for  Ireland,  who  was  diffatif- 
fied,  brought  one  of  them,  and  lending  it  to  an  officer  of  this  army  at  Chefter,  who  not 
well  underftanding  what  the  intention  Of  it  might  be,  gave  it  unto  me,  and  Ihall  keep  it 
by  me.  There  was  feveral  bookes,  the  fubjeft  whereof  was  diffatisfaftion  to  the  prefent 
government.  The  perfon,  to  whom  they  were  fent,  was  fo  honeft  as  to  informe  con- 
cerning them,  and  fo  I  'have  fuppreft  them.  I  Ihould  be  very  glad  to  heare,  that  this  late 
fignall  appearance  of  the  L,ord  might  have  this  effeft  upon  us  all,  to  teach  us  to  walk  in 
more  humility  and  dependence  upon  him,  and  with  love  one  to  another.  J  know  not 
what  is  intended  as  to  affairs  in  Ireland  -,  but  in  particular  as  to  that  of  reducement,  if 
any  thing  of  that  nature  be  intended,  and  not  fuddenly  refolved,  it  will  be  a  great  pre-

IPrefume,  that  mr.  attorney  general!  doeth  upon  all  occifions  give  you  an  accoftipt  Vol.  xW. 
of  our  proceedings  heere.  I  find  noething  to  the  contrarie,  why  all  things  fhould  not  p-  265, 
goe  according  to  your  expeftation  in  the  bufynes  we  are  now  upon.  Wc  find  in  this 
place  a  great  and  full  appearance,  befydes  the  lord  commifTioner  Lyfle,  the  lord  chief 
juftice  RoUe,  baron  Nicholas,  juftice  Wyndham,  mr.  ferjeant  Glyn,  and  mr.  feijeant 
Steele,  there  are  of  Hamplhire,  Wiltfhire,  and  Dorfetfhire,  commiffioners  of  oyer  and 
terminer  about  twelve  or  thirteehe.  Heere  appeared  about  twentie  juftices  of  the  peace  of 
this  countie ;  three  and  thirty  gentlemen,  that  were  returned  of  the  grand  jury  ;  three 
and  twenty  of  them  were  fworne.  I  doe  heartiely  wiih,  that  we  had  found  here  fomd  of 
thofe  that  are  accompted  the  mofb  confiderable  perfons ^  that  appeared  in  the  late  infurredion, 
this  being  the  place,  where  they  fhewed  themfelfes.

Vol.  XXV.        ^^OUR  letter  of  15th  of  Feb.  came  to  my  hands  but  the  third  of  this  month.     It 
P-  301-  X     hath  layne  longer  then  ordinaryly  on  the  way :  by  it  I  perceive,    that  your  honor  has 

received  my  feverall  letters,  and  of  his  highnes's  favourable  acceptance  of  my  zeale  and 
afFedtion  to  his  fervice,  and  to  my  native  country ;  moft  pleafing  and  welcome  newes  unto 
ipee.  And  therefore,  obeying  your  commands,  I  write  this,  and  will  continue  correfpond- 
inge  with  your  honor,  unleffe  I  receive  your  order  to  the  contrary,  dureing  my  abode  in 
this  court ;  though  I  know,  that  I  put  myfelfe  into  an  afTured  danger  of  imprifonment, 
if  not  of  loofeing  my  life,  in  cafe  any  of  my  letters  unto  your  honor  ftiould  fall  into  the 
hands  of  thefe  minifters,  as  in  my  former  I  have  written  you :  but  I  depend  and  build  my 
fafety  upon  the  promife  your  honor  gave  unto  my  brother,  as  he  writt  me,  that  his  highnes 
would  take  me  into  his  proteftion,  and  free  me  of  any  danger  I  might  fall  into.  But  my 
danger  is,  that  before  it  can  come  to  his  highneffe  notice,  fo  fuddayne  a  refolution  may  be 
taken  agaynft  me  heere,  that  my  head  may  be  cutt  off,  before  his  highnes  can  have  notice 
of  my  being  in  prifon ;  and  then,,  although  he  would  take  fatisfadtion  for  me,  by  cutting 
off  other  heades  ther,  none  would  be  found  to  fitt  my  Ihoulders. 

This,  Sir,  I  leave  to  his  highneffe  and  his  difcreete  councell's  confideration,  for  don  Alonfo 
de  Cardenas  ther  will  not  be  backeward,  to  fearch  out  what  correfpondent  you  have  heere. 
What  doth  your  honor  thinke  in  fending  to  me  his  highnes  letter  of  credencie  ?  the  which 
if  you  command  me  to  keepe  private,  I  Ihall  not  make  it  knowne  to  any  man  liveing, 
until  I  finde  my  felfe  in  danger  of  being  imprifoned,  or  loofeing  my  life,  by  fome 
fecrett  command,  as  I  have  knowne  fome  hath,  being  once  fufpefted  by  this  ftate  for 
intelligencers. 

As  for  your  fleete  fent  out  under  the  command  of  general  Penn,  it  hath,  as  yow  fay 
in  your  letter,  occafioned  many  imaginations  and  confults  heere,  whether  it  may  be  gone. 
Some  fay,  to  the  iQand  of  Santo  Domingo,  others,  to  the  Havana,  others  to  Buenos 
Ayres  en  el  Rio  de  la  Plata,  or  to  the  ifland  of  San  Lorenfo.  Thefe  laft  is  confeffed 
will  caufe  no  breacli,  being  beyond  the  equinoftiall  line,  but  not  the  other  too  places, 
unlefs  it  be  becaufe  they  finde  themfelves  heere  foe  weake,  and  foe  environed  with 
enemies  on  all  fides,  that  they  muft  paffe  by  and  put  up  any  thinge  that  yow  will  doe 
againft  thein.  And  although  yow  may  have  no  intention  to  medle  with  ther  plate-fleet, 
now  dayly  expecfted  from  the  Indias,  yet  they  dare  not  affure  themfelves  therof ;  and 
certaynely,  yf  it  be  not  come  out  of  the  Havana  before  they  fhall  receive  advize  of  your 
fleete  goeingc  upon  thofe  coafts,  they  will  not  adventure  to  put  to  fea,  wherby  this  king's 
affayr§  wil  be  raightely  hindered,  for  all  his  hopes  are  upon  the  monies  expe6ted  by  the 
fleete.  They  have  heere  bin  jealous  of  your  fendinge  your  fleete  to  the  Weft-Indias  thefe 
many  months,  and  fo  long  flnce  gave  their  orders  to  all  the  porte  tov/nes  in  the  Indias, 

to 
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to  provide   themfelves  with  all  things  necefTary   for  ther  defence,  and  to  receive  yow.  A.  D.  1655. 

Ought  elfe  they  cannot  doe ;  for  fhippinge   to  encounter  with  yours  they  have   not,   as   L/'~V~Ns!> 

fuppofeing  themfelves  the  bell  Chriftians,  they  truft  much  in  God's  proteftion,  hopeing 

that  yow  will   finde  both  windes,  feas,  and  the  Indians  thenifelves  redy  to  hinder  your 

difembarkeinge  ther.     The  fleete,  that  yeerely  ufeth  to  goe  from  Spaigne  to  the  tndias 

is  commanded  to  departe  in  all  this  month  from  Cadiz.     In  the  meane  time  fome  advize 

may  come  of  what  your  fleete  hath  attempted,  and  accordingly  they  will  governe  tliem- 

felvs  in  ther  defignes.  It  feems  yow  expedl  from  hence  an  extraordinai-ie  ambafTador.  It  hath 

bin  faid  heere  thefe  many  months,  that  the  marquefs  de  Leyden  was  to  goe  from  Flanders. 

Thefe  people  loofeth  themfelves  by  delayinge  too  long,  and  I  beleeve,  that  they  are  led 

away  with  fome  vayne  report  of  an  appearance  of  niew  trobles  in  England  ;   for  within 

thefe  J  dayes  came  advice  from  France,  that  the  king  of  Scotts  was  embarked  for  England, 

and  that  Hull  was  to  be  delivered  up  to  him,  and  Farfax  to  rayfe  an  armie  for  him.    Of 

this  I  thought  fitt  to  give  your  honor  advize,  though  I  prefume  it  is  needleffe  more  then 

to  lett  yow  know,  that  though  thefe  people  be   no  Jewes,  yett    they  live  contentedly,  in 

hopes  of  the  comeing  of  a  faviour,  for  to  free  them  out  of  ther  many  miferies,  that 

they  have  plunged  themfelves  into  for  want  of  good  government. 

They  have  now  began  ther  cortes  or -parliament ;  the  7th  of  this  month  was  the  firf? 
day  of  meeteing  in  the  king's  pallace,  his  majeftie  prefent  as  ufually,  the  fecretary  of  the 
Reyno  read  the  propofitiones,  the  which  were  to  let  them  knov/,  the  great  expence  his 
majeftie  hath  bin  at  thefe  many  yeeres,  to  defend  himfelfe  agaynft  his  home  and  forraigne 
enemies;  and  that  God  had  bin  pleafed  to  affift  him  for  the  retakeing  from  the  French. 
Barcelona,  and  other  feverall  townes  of  importance  in  Flanders ;  and  alfo  of  his  want  of 
monies  to  profecute  the  warre,  wherby  to  oblige  his  enemies  to  an  honorable  peace. 
Wherfore  he  hopes,  that  they  would  finde  fome  meanes  to  affift  him  v/ith  the  needfull  ; 
and  that  it  might  be  with  the  leffe  burthen  poffible  to  his  poor  fubjefts. "  Wee  fliall  now 
foone  fee  what  courfe  they  will  take  to  fuppiie  his  majeftie's  wants. 

The  fweareinge  of  the  prin^efa  was  not  in  the  propofitiones,  as  it  was  once  refolved  on. 
The  queen,  it  feemeth,  hath  hindered  it ;  yet  her  majeftie  proveth  not  with  childe.  God 
graunt  fhee  may,  and  of  a  fonne,  for  their  majeftie's  coitiforts,  and  good  of  ther  kingdoms. 
Within  three  daies  they  goe  both  to  Aranxues,  a  houfe  they  have  7  leagues  off.  Ther 
they  will  remayne  fome  20  dayes,  for  the  heates  comeing  in,  it  is  unhealthfull.  In  my 
former  letters,  I  have  given  your  honor  notice  of  the  imprifoning  of  an  alcade  de  corte 
for  feverall  fowle  accufations  layd  and  proved  agaynft  him  ',  yet  becaufe  he  was  a  judge,  the 
reft  of  his  companions  hath  favoured,  all  poffible  they  have  bin  able,  his  caufe  ;  but  at  laft, 
by  expreffe  command  from  the  kinge,  they  have  given  a  fentence,  but  not  yett  publifhed, 
nor  wil  be,  'till  the  kinge  is  gone  out  of  Madrid  to  Aranxues  -,  fo  wee  know  not  certaynely 
what  it  is.  The  reporte  is,  that  he  is  condemned  to  perpetuall  imprifonment,  and  incapa- 
ble of  any  honors  or  publicke  employments ;  the  falfe  wittneffes,  that  he  had  made  ufe 
of,  to  the  gallies  for  ther  lives. 

Sir,  I  muft  now  befeech  your  honor  to  doe  me  the  favour,  as  to  prefent  my  moft  humble 
thankefullneffe  to  his  highneffe  for  the  letter  he  hath  vouchfafed  to  write  to  this  kinge  in  my 
behalfe,  that  fatisfaftion  may  be  given  me  for  what  his  majeftie  is  oweing  unto  me ;  the  which 
faid  letter,  beareing  date  the  2  3d  of  February,  I  received  the  6th  prefent ;  and  after  makeing 
don  Luis  de  Haro  acquainted  therwith,  and  defireing  his  leave  to  give  it,  I  gave  it  the 
7th  into  his  majeftie's  hands ;  and  I  hope  it  will  move  him  to  command,  that  fatisfaftioh 
be  given  me,  whereof  I  fhall  give  your  honor  an  account,  that  you  may  know  what  effe^l 
his  highnes  letters  doth  worke  with  this  kinge  and  his  minifters.  To  your  honor  alfo  I 
give  moft  hearty  and  humble  thanks,  that  you  have  bin  pleafed  to  procure  the  faid  letter 
for  me  ;  and  I  befeech  yow  to  continue  me  in  your  favours.  I  am  refolved  to  fpeake  to 
all  the  coiinfellors  of  ftate,  and  to  give  to  each  one  my  juft  demands  in  writeing. 

The  difference  'twixtt  Spaigne  and  Genoua  is  not  yet  agreed  on  -,  and  it  is  doubted,' 
that  they  may  at  lafte  breake  out  into  a  warre.  The  ambaflador  fpeaketh  of  goeing  from 
hence.  The  Portuguefes  maketh  dayly  incurfions  into  this  kingdome,  and  have  lately 
carried  away  above  fixe  thoufand  head  of  cattle,  great  and  fmall,  out  of  Eftramadui-a. 
He  hath  no  armie  of  importance ;  fo  befeegeth  no  towne ;  neither  have  we  fouldiers 
fufficient  in  the  frontiers  to  hinder  him  from  makeing  incurfiones  both   by  Badaxos  and  > 

Cividad  Rodrigo.  Sir,  being  you  command  me  to  write,  I  finde  that  I  am  obliged  to 
let  yow  know  what  here  paffeth,  wherby  yow  may  be  capable  of  the  inclination  or  difpofi- 
tion  of  thefe  people  to  his  highnes  good  fucces,  though  peradventure  they  have  no  great 
grounds  for  what  they  reporte  ;  it  is,  that  his  highnes  hath  bin  pleafed  to  give  liberty  of 
confcience  to  the  roman  catholicks  in  England  ;  that  don  Alonfo  Cardenas  hath  writt  it 
to  this  kinge.  It  is  not  credible  how  great  joy  and  contentment  all  men  of  all  fortes  and  con- 
ditions have  received  therat,  extolling  his  highnes,  and  praying  for  his  good  fucceffes,  and 
truly  I  thinke  from  their  very  heartes.

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A.  D.  1655.  nr*  HE  Former  written  is  the  copie  of  my  letter  to  your  honor,  fent  by  the  way  of 
t>i^/-\j  A  France,  under  cover  to  my  brother  Nathan  Wright ;  but  in  regard  yefterday  came 
advice,  that  the  French  had  proclaymed  a  warre  agaynft  England,  and  made  an  arreft  on 
all  Englifh  men's  goods  in  France,  I  feare  that  my  faid  letter  niay  not  finde  paffage  that 
way.  Wherefore  I  thought  fitt  to  fend  to  your  honor  its  coppie  by  a  fliip  goeing  from 
Bilbua  to  London.  I  have  little  more  to  ad  themnto,  more  then  to  lett  yow  know, 
that  I  have  bin  informed  this  day,  that  the  differences  'twixtt  Spaigne  and  Genoua  are  in 
a  maner  agreed  on.  God  graunt  they  be  ;  for  it  will  be  good  for  both.  In  my  lad 
I  tould  your  honor,  that  I  would  vifitt  the  councellors  of  ftate,  as  I  have  done,  thinkeinge, 
that  his  majeftie  would  have  remitted  his  highnes  letter  to  that  councell,  whether  indeed 
it  ought  to  have  gone  ;  but  he  hath  remitted  it  to  don  Luis  de  Haro,  to  be  feene  in 
his  junta,  from  whence  I  expeft  no  good  effed,  bemge  now  1 1  dayes  fince,  and  hath 
not  bin  feene,  by  my  vifliteinge  of  themi.  I  perceive,  yow  will  receive  no  extraordinary 
ambaffadour  from  hence  as  yett,  and  fome  other  things  not  fit  to  truft  to  paper.

Vol.  XXV.       y  HAVE  received  within  thefe  two  days  your  two  letters  of  the  14th   and   i^thj  and  as 
p.  309.  J^  many  from  the  earl  of  Brienne,  all  which  I  intend  to  anfwer  by  his  exprefs,  who  Ihali 

go  away  to  night  or  to  morrow  morning  at  the  fartheft,  time  enough  to  get  to  Paris  be- 
fore the  poll,  who  will  bring  you  this.  You  will  fee  by  my  letters,  that  I  had  pacified  the 
noife,  which  the  general  feizure  had  occafioned,  before  ever  I  knew  that  it  was  taken  off  j 
and  that  I  have  accomplifhed,  as  well  the  orders  of  the  court,  as  thofe  of  his  eminence, 
in  the  conference  I  had  yefterday  with  my  commiffioners,  to  whom  I  Ihewed  the  dif- 
patches  of  the  court,  and  efpecially  that  of  his  eminence,  and  gave  full  affurance,  that 
although  we  Ihould  enter  into  a  war,  there  fliould  be  kept  neither  Englilh  fhips  nor 
goods.  This  difcourfe  was  held  in  purfuance  of  a  declaration  of  rupture  made  by  them, 
to  give  me  fatisfaftion  upon  the  article  of  enemies,  fo  that  it  cannot  be  attributed  to 
meannefs  of  fpirit,  but  to  generofity  •,  and  I  believe  I  have  a6ted  according  to  the  inten- 
tion of  my  fuperiors  in  all  the  fequence  of  this  accident,  which  hath  delayed  the  concki- 
lion  of  the  treaty  for  fome  days  ;  yet  it  is  not  fo,  that  although  this  obftacle  be  removed, 
that  the  conclufion  of  the  treaty  can  be  warranted,  but  at  leaft  I  have  been  able  to  fee 
clearly  into  the  defigns  of  this  government. 

There  can  be  nothing  added  to  the  proteftations,  which  they  made  unto  me  yefterday, 
of  the  protedor's  inclination  to  the  peace  ;  however,  I  do  not  yet  find,  that  their  pro- 
ceeding doth  correfpond  with  it ;  there  is  ftill  fome  jealoufy  to  be  had  of  the  bufmefs.  I 
fear  that  the  protestor  hath  ftill  a  mind  to  delay  us.  We  have  brought  it  thus  far  already, 
there  want  now  but  two  words  to  finifti  it,  which  my  commiffioners  cannot  contradid;. 

I  was  this  night  to  have  received  a  negative  or  an  affirmative  refolution,  but  it  would 
be  contrary  to  their  cuftom,  if  the  fame  were  given  me  fo  fpeedily  ;  and  likewile  I  did  not 
think  fit  to  precipitate  the  execution  of  my  orders,  but  to  delay  them  for  fome  time.

PErceivinge  by  his  highneffe  letters  to  the  juftices  of  this  county  for  the  fettinge  of  Vol. 
watches,  that  the  greateft  danger  was  upon  the  fea-coafts,  I  gave  private  direftions  p.  ^■, 
to  John  Mullet,  an  officer  of  the  cuftomes  in  this  county,  to  fearch  diligently  in  all 
veffels  for  letters  and  papers,  and  more  efpecially  in  any  veffel,  that  fhould  bringe  over 
from  France  one  Rofe  of  Lewes,  who  often  goes  betweene  England  and  France,  and  is 
fufpefted  to  be  a  papift  ;  and  this  morninge  I  received  a  letter  from  Mullet  with  the  fe- 
verall  letters  and  papers  heerwith  fent  you.  Thofe  that  are  open  were  opened  bv 
him,  for  beinge  direfted  to  perfons  of  greate  honor  and  quality,  I  durft  not  have  adven- 
tured to  have  done  any  thing  of  that  nature,  haveinge  no  authority  enablinge  me  thereunto.. 
The  gentleman  that  brought  the  letters  from  France,  I  fuppofe  to  be  a  papift,  and  one 
that  is  much  employed  by  them.  Whether  the  letters  themfelves  may  be  of  confequence 
worthy  your  perufall,  I  know  not,  but  comeing  thus  to  my  hands,  I  held  it  my  duty  ro 
difpatch  them  to  you,  as  alfo  mr.

SAITH,  that  he  went  out  of  England  upon  the  eigth  day  of  March  laft  in  a  bark  of  Vol.  xxv. 
Rye  belonging  to  one  Keyes  living  in  that  town,  and  that  he  entered  into  200I.  bond  P-  3'g- 
with  the  officers  there  to  appear  at  Whitehall  before  the  lord  protestor  upon  fumimons. 
He  further  faith,  that  he  landed  at  Dieppe,  and  thence  went  the  ftreight  way  to  Paris, 
where  he  was  employed  in  making  up  accounts  with  fome  merchants  there,  as  aJlb  to 
attend  fir  Charles  Hatton  (there  called  the  lord  Hatton)  for  the  figning  of  a  deed  for  fale 
of  a  fmall  parcel  of  lands  lying  in  Northamptonfhire,  which  he  not  obtaining,  the  exa- 
minate  returned  to  Diepe  the  7th  day  of  this  inftant  April,  where  he  ftaid  three  days  for 
his  paffage  into  England.  Being  willing  to  take  the  firft  opportunity  of  reairning  becaufe 
of  the  embargo  in  France,  he  came  away  in  a  French  Ihallop,  and  landed  at  Suffex  the 
10th  of  this  inflant  April.  Fie  further  faith,  that  it  is  believed  by  the  Englifh  at  Diepe, 
that  the  embargo  of  the  Englifh  veffels  in  France  is  like  to  be  continued,  and  that  this 
French  fhallop  was  fent  out  as  a  coy  duck  to  fetch  in  more  company,  which  he  is  the 
more  induced  to  believe,  becaufe  when  the  governor  of  Diepe  had  by  proclamation  upon 
monday  or  faturday  laft  declared  the  king's  order  for  the  taking  off  the  embargo,  the 
lieutenant  of  the  admiralty  in  that  town  immediately  laid  on  a  reftraint  upon  all  veffels 
as  well  Englifti  as  others,  by  order  of  the  duke  de  Vendofme  high  admiral  of  France, 
which  reftraint  was  to  continue  'till  500  mariners  were  raifed  for  the  king  of  France  his 
fhips,  which  the  examinate  looked  upon  only  as  a  pretence,  becaufe  he  did  not  fee  any 
courfe  taken  for  the  prefent  levying  of  men.  He  further  faith,  that  the  duke  of  York 
was  in  Paris  when  he  was  there,  and  that  he  was  in  very  great  efteem  with  the  French  no- 
bihty  and  gentry  ;  and  that  it  was  generally  difcourfed  and  believed  in  France,  that  the 
king  of  Scots  was  refiding  \Vith  his  fifter  privately  in  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Low 
Countries  ;  and  that  the  ftates  challenging  her  for  entertaining  him,  fhe  denied  his  being 
there.  He  alfo  faith,  that  he  received  thefe  letters  from  the  lord  Aubigny's  fervant 
May  about  8  or  9  days  before  he  came  from  Paris,  to  be  delivered  as  direfted,  and  further 
to  follicite  the  bufmefs  about  the  honor  of  Aubigny  with  the  duke  of  Richmond  accord- 
ing to  the  direftions  given  him  in  writing.

p.  515.  '  A,  B,  C,  D,  &c.  together  with  a  great  eumber  of  other  men  to  the  number  of  two  hun- 
dred to  the  faid  jurors  yet  unknown,  as  falfe  rebels  and  traitors  againft  the  faid  lord  pro- 
teftor  and  the  government  of  the  commonwealth  aforefaid,  not  having  the  fear  of  God 
in  their  hearts,  but  being  moved  and  feduced  by  the  inftigation  of  the  devil  ;  and  their

I  Received  both  yours  of  the  9th  and  loth  inflant.  Mack  is  already  iii  the  common  v-ol.  xxsi^i; 
goale,  and  the  indiftment  drawne  againfl  him.  The  judges  are  all  here.  My  lord  p.  365. 
com.  Lifle,  baron  Nicholas,  juftice  Wyndham,  fergeant  Glyn,  and  fergeant  Steele,  came 
all  yellerday ;  my  lord  Rolle  not  till  this  morning  about  nyne  of  the  clock :  untill  his 
comeing,  it  "v^as  not  held  convenient  to  have  a  publique  meeting  to  agree  upon  the  in- 
dictment, though  fergeant  Glynne  approved  it.  What  I  doubted  in  my  laft  proved  true. 
After  a  pretty  long  debate  amongft  us  all,  that  it  might  bee  foe  done  as  to  fatisfie  all,  it 
was  at  length  agreed,  it  fhould  bee  only  for  leavying  of  warre  ;  the  reafons  whereof  I  muft  .  ^ 
acquaint  yow  with  hereafter,  I  preffed  to  have  it  otherwife  ;  but  I  muft'fubmitt  tothofe 
that  were  to  bee  my  judges.  Though  they  were  not  foe  inclined ;  yet  rather  then  to 
make  a  difference  in  this  greate  fervice,  were  contented  to  fubmitt.  Wee  fate  not  till 
the  afternoone,  where  was  a  good  appearance  of  the  commiffioners  and  juftices  of  peace  j 
of  the  grand  jury  32  appeared,  whereof  23  were  fworne.  My  lord  chief  juftice  intends 
to  goe  from  us  on  fryday,  and  foe  doeth  mr.  Juftice  Wyndham  ;  but  they  fay,  they  will 
meete  us  againe  at  Exceter :  the  reft  intend  to  goe  through.  Collyer  and  Waftfield 
(whome  yow  fent  downe)  have  appeared  before  me,  and  been  examined,  and  prove  to 
bee  foe  materiall  witneffes,  as  wee  had  been  lame  without  them  ;  and  indeed  I  was  ne- 
ceflitated  to  refpite  proceedings  againft  fome  of  the  prifoners,  or  elfe  I  could  not  have  ap- 
plyed  this  rebellious  aftion  to  the  moft  active  perfons ;  for  though  I  could  in  generall 
prove  there  was  a  rebellion,  yet  that  fuch  perfons  were  adlors  in  it,  I  could  not  have 
done  it,  but  by  plowing  with  theire  owne  heyfars.  But  for  the  principall  ones,  we 
have  not  a  thought  of  fparing  them.  For  the  highway  men,  they  were  foe  cunning,  as 
to  confeffe,  they  went  after  this  party,  thereby  hoping  to  have  drawne  us  on  to  accufe 
them  for  that,  and  foe  not  to  have  queftioned  them  for  the  robbery ;  but  having  noe 
©ther  evidence  but  their  owne  confeffions,  which  they  might  deny  at  the  tryall,  wee 
thought  fitt  rather  to  proceed  with  them  upon  the  other.  For  altering  the  manner  of 
execution,  it  is  not  legally  to  bee  done,  but  by  warrant  under  the  great  feale  of  England  \ 
or  if  done  by  any  other  warrant,  to  bee  pardoned  aftei-wards.  For  mr.  Harrifon,  it  is  true 
hee  is  here,  and  came  downe  at  the  fame  tyme  wee  did  ;  and  I  feare  one  mr.  Turner  of  the 
Middle  Temple  is  likewife  come  ;  but  not  he,  who  was  the  late  parliament  man,  I  heare 
hee  comes  in  relation  to  major  Gierke,  who  is  his  brother-in-law.  I  cannot  advife  that  to 
be  done  to  mr,  Harrifon,  as  is  mentioned  in  your  letter  ;  for  I  ame  moft  confident,  hee 
can  doe  his  highneffe  noe  differvice,  hee  is  foe  inconfiderable.

Wee  have  been  nigh  3  houres  giving  evidence  againft  Lucas  -,  the  length  of  it  was  oc- 
cafioned,  becaufe  wee  were  neceffitated  to  make  proofe  of  the  firft  defigne,  the  outrages  in 
Salifbury,  the  proclayming  the  king  at  Blanford,  and  the  routing  them  at  Molton. 
His  owne  examination  proved  and  acknowledged  was  fufficient  in  itfelf ;  befides  diverfe 
other  witneffes  applyed  it  to  him.  The  evidence  was  full  -,  the  court  gave  full  and  cleare 
direftion  in  point  of  law  -,  wee  have  adjorned,  and  expeft  a  verdid  this  afternoone ;  and 
then  goe  on  with  the  reft. 

Hee  produced  noe  witneffe,  had  little  to  fay  for  himfelfe,  only  pretended  hee  was  forced 
thither.

noone,  when  the  charge  was  given  by  mr.  juftice  Wyndham  (23  being  fworne  of  the  grand 
inqueft)  wherein  after  his  apologie  of  this  unexpedted  call  to  that  fervice,  in  regard  of  the 
perfonall  concernment  of  my  lord  chief  juftice  and  mr.  baron  Nicholas  in  the  bufineffe  in 
hand,  he  proceeded  to  declare  the  nature  of  the  horrid  and  unheard  of  crime  in  queftion  ; 
which  as  well  by  the  common  law,  and  the  ftatute  laws  both  ancient  and  moderne,  was 
adjudged  treafon  to  leavy  warre  againft  the  chiefe  magiftrate  ;  aggravating  the  fame  with 
the  circumftances  of  tyme,  place,  and  perfons  of  the  judges  i,  the  delay  of  juftice,  and  the 
damage  of  the  people,  and  taking  away  the  commifTions  from  the  judges.  Hee  likewife 
declared  the  great  obligation  lying  on  the  people  to  his  highnefle,  for  direfting  this  offence 
to  be  tryed  bycommilTion  in  the  ordinary  legall  way,  and  not  by  extraordinary  commiffionsj 
as  hee  might  have  done  in  tymes  of  fuch  imminent  danger  ;  wherein  hee  manifefted  his 
carefull  defire  to  mainteyne  the  lawes.

guilty  of  high  treafon.  After  that,  wee  proceeded  againft  three  in  the  lift  (againft  whome 
wee  had  noe  evidence  to  convift  them  of  this  rebellion)  for  robbery ;  and  the  petty  jury 
found  them  all  guilty.  Then  the  grand  Jury  brought  in  hilla  vera  for  treafon  againft 
Robert  Mafon,  Thomas  Curre,  John  Deane,  Gabriell  Pyle,  John  Saint  Loe,  and  John 
Kenfey ;  but  as  to  fir  John  Moore,  ignoramus.  Of  thofe,  wee  had  only  in  cuftody  Deane 
and  Kenfey.  Deane  was  the  only  fonne  and  childe  of  his  mother,  a  young  man,  whome 
fome  of  the  court  and  myfelfe  had  a  mind  to  have  made  an  objeft  of  your  mercy,  and 
I  for 
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for  that  purpofe  did  even  woe  him  to  have  confefled  the  indicSlmentj   but  it  feemas  the  A.  D.  r6^c. 

London  counfell  had  otherwife  prevayled  with  him,  though  his  friends  both  in  private  and  L/^'^SJ 

publique  were  defirous  of  it,  and  preffed  him  to  it ;  but  hee  ftanding  it  out,  wee  proceeded 

to  tryall,  and  the  fame  petty  jury,  that  were  upon  Lucas,  went  on  them,  and  found  them 

both  guilty  of  high  treafon,  and  fo  wee  clofed  this  day  between  8  and  9  at  night.    My  lord 

chief  juftice  Rolle  went  hence  this  afternoon  ;  his  fonne  and  his  daughter  being  come  hither, 

he  went  to  his  owne  houfe  with  them.    Wee  fhall  put  all  the  reft,  againft  whome  we  intend 

to  proceed,  in  one  inditement ;  and  foe  we  hope  to  make  an  end  to  morrow  about  noone, 

and  the  next  day  to  beginne  our  journey  towards  Exceter,  and  to  lodge  at  Dorchefter  oa 

the  fabbath  day.     Indeed  I  am  fomewhat  troubled  concerning  Macke ;  I  have  examined 

him,   and  can  difcover  noe  more  then  what  he  hath  informed  you,   and  doe  really  beleeve 

hee  knowes  noe  more  •,  but  having  your  pofitive  order  to  proceed  againft  him,  wee  cannot 

yet  refolve  what  to  doe.   Wee  know  hee  was  the  firft  that  came  in,  and  a  very  honeft  man 

of  this  town,  that  hath  been  aftive  and  faithfull,  is  very  prefling  to  preferve  him,  declaring 

that  he  thinkes  himfelf  partly  engaged,   and  the  other  hath  merited,  in  that  he  hath  dif- 

covered  a  greate  number  of  piftolls  and  other  armes,  which   hee  thinks  were  defigned  for 

mifchief,  and  by  his  only  meanes,   hath  gotten  them  into  his  pofteffion.     Mr.  Hill  and 

mr.  Graves  prefent  theire  fervice  unto  you.     Our  great  work  wil  be  at  Exceter,  where  the 

principall  offenders  are,  and  wee  have  concluded,  as  very  neceflary,  to  carry  feverall  witnefTes 

from  hence  and  from  Blanford  to  Exceter,  where  wee  muft  bee  able  to  make  appeare  the 

feverall  adlings  in   thofe  places,  as  to  the  whole  defigne.     And  I  fhall  (with  your  leave) 

make  bold  with  your  fteward  to  give  charges  to  fome  honeft  poore  men,  that  muft  be  car- 

ryed  thither  as  witnefTes,  as  the  ferjeant  at  Blanford,  who  abfolutly  refufed  to  proclaym  the 

king,  and  fome  fuch  like   honefl  people.     Wee  have  now  (I  hope)  broken  the  ice,    and 

fhall  with  lefs  difficulty   (I  alfo   hope)  wade  thro'   the   reft.     The  confefTions  made   by 

Macke  cannot  be  made  ufe  of,  becaufe  taken  at  London,  and  none  heere  to  make  oath 

of  it ;  and  I  am  afraid  wee  fhall  be  at  the  like  lofTe  at  Exeter  by  thofe  taken  by  generall 

Difbrow  ;  for  wee  make  ufe  of  none  but  fuch  as  wee  fweare  a  juftice  to  the  truth  of  them.

Aving  received  a  letter  from  the  judges,  a  copy  whereof  I  have  here  fent  you,  the  vol.  xxr.

originall  beeing  inclofed  in  my  letter  to  his  highnes,  I  have  refolved   to  ftay  attp.  327, 
Grantham,  untill  I  receive  his  highnes  further  commands  ;  for  until  the  time  of  meeting 
Vol.  III.  5  C  bee 
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A.  D.  165  J.  be  agreed  upon,  my  going  to  Yorke  (as  I  conceave)  wil  be  rather  a  dilTervice,  then  any 
t/'N^Nj  advantage  to  the  bufinefle.  If  15  dayes  time  between  the  fummons  and  the  fitting  bee 
of  abfolute  neceffity,  as  I  perceave  the  judges  opinions  are,  that  it  is,  it  wil  bee  worth  con- 
fideration,  how  this  buffineffe  and  the  terme  can  agree  together.  In  the  next  place  I 
perceave  by  mr.  Barnard  (whoe  hath  been  very  dilligent  and  adlive  in  this  bufineffe,  and 
will  informe  you  of  all  perticulars)  as  alfo  by  the  judges  letter,  that  the  evidence  will  not 
be  foe  cleare  and  plaine,  as  I  did  apprehend  it  would  have  been.  And  if  the  evidence  bee 
by  thofe  only,  that  were  adtors  in  the  defigne  and  plott,  unlefle  they  have  good  affurance 
that  they  fhall  not  bee  proceeded  againft,  I  doubt  there  evidence  wil  be  but  lame,  and 
not  to  bee  relied  on.  If  that  bee  granted,  we  have  had  late  experience  what  Hudfon  did 
att  the  late  high  court  of  juftice,  whoe  denyed  all  there,  that  hee  had  confeffed  before 
upon  oath  ;  neither  will  the  teftimony  of  thofe  bee  foe  prevayling  with  a  jury  as  perfons 
not  ingaged.  Tlie  teftimony  in  this  cafe  ought  to  bee  very  cleare  and  evident  of  the  plott, 
defigne,  and  intention,  of  thofe  men  -,  els  a  jury  wil  be  hardly  perfwaded,  that  meeting 
togeather,  though  in  fuch  a  manner  as  they  did,  and  going  away  without  efFecfting  more, 
is  high  treafon.

Vol.  XXV,       'TT^  HIS  week's  ordinary  from  France  has  brauht  in  two  letters  from  you,  to  fay,  of 
P-  349-  X     ^^  ^S'^  ^"^  ^9'h  o^  March,  which  wer  very  welcom,   in  that  they  brauht  the 

good  newes  of  difperfing  the  cavalliers,  which  were  newly  rifen.  Som  letters  from  Paris 
•  advyfed  hether  with  much  aflTurance,  that  the  king  of  Scots  was  in  Ingland  in  the  head 
of  7000  foldiers  j  fo  that  had  not  thes  your  letters  come  fo  fefonably,  t'other  newes 
had  paft  for  current  al  Itally  over  ;  nether  wil  al  yet  believ  the  contrary,  fo  blynd  ar 
men's  judgments,  to  believ  whatfoever  fimpathyzes  with  theyr  affedion,  how  unlyk 
foever  it  be  unto  the  truth;  I  hav  lykwys  fully  informed  the  great  duk's  court  herof, 
and  the  improbabillity  of  fuch  advys  as  is  given  him  by  others,  who  would  put  al  Ing- 
land again  in  a  flam.  God  be  thanked  for  this  happy  prevention.  I  hope  the  wifdom 
of  his  hynes  and  councel  wil  fo  fettle  the  militia  in  each  county,  that  no  more  fuch 
alarums  be  given  him. 

The  Spanyards  pretend  to  fet  out  about  twenty  fail  of  fhips,  and  fifteen  gallyes  from 
Naples,  but  they  go  floly  forward.  The  lyk  do  the  French  from  Toulon,  yet  this  fomer 
muft  bring  both  lieets  into  the  fea.  The  Spanyard  is  only  on  the  guard  of  his  own 
dominions,  which  if  he  wer  able  wel  to  do,  he  were  a  myhty  prince.

He  has  writ  to  the  vice  king  about  thes  horfes,  on  which  letter  ther  is  no  dout 
of  theyr  fre  exportation.  Seventeen  dayes  fince  generallBlak  was  at  Trapana,  a  port  on  the 
weft  end  of  Scicilia.  I  underftand  he  intends  to  go  once  more  to  Tunis,  to  try  what  can 
be  don  to  mak  a  peace  with  that  prince.  He  has  fent  two  frigatts  for  Algier  to  buy 
bifkett.

BEING  examined,   faith,  that  a  party  of  horfe,  upon  funday  laft,  being  at  Newftead  Vol.  xxv. 
Abbey,  he  the  faid  Lancelot  Brecknock  was  fent  for  to  the  faid  abbey,  a  boy  coming  P-  339- 
from  W.  Moore  to  acquaint  him,  that  the  faid  foldiers  had  broken  open  fome  doors,  whereof 
the  faid  examinate   had   the  keys,  which  keys   the   faid  examinate   received  from  one 
mr.  Afhton,  fervant  to  mr.  Flower,  and  hath  kept  the  keys  for  the  fpace  of  one  whole 
year  or  thereabouts,  fave  only,  that  about  a  quarter  of  a  year  agone,  according  to  his 
remembrance,  there  came  one  Monfieur,  fervant  to  mr.  Byron,  and  took  away  the  keys, 
and  brought  the  keys  again  the  fame  night  to  the  faid  examinate's  houfe.     And  the  ex- 
aminate further  faith,  that  when  he  firft  received  the  faid  keys,  that  there  were  no  trunks 
in  thofe  rooms ;  and  when  or  how  the  trunks  came  there,  the  faid  examinate  knows  not, 
nor  what  was  in  them.

with  them,  and  fo   fealed  up  the   trunks  again,  taking  nothing  elfe  out  thereof     And 
further  faith,  that  he  knows  not  whofe  the  trunks  are,  or  how  long  they  have  been  in  the 
faid  houfe  -,    yet  that  he  heard  one  mr.

P-  353-  Jl     delivery  for  the  county  of  Wilts,  did  finifh  there  buffinefle  in  this  place  aboute  8 

in  the  morning,  and  are  proceeded  towards  Exeter,  where  they  fitt  on  wednefdaye  next 
to  diftribute  the  fame  juftice  they  have  done  heere.  Fifteene  perfons  are  here  condemned, 
whereof  eight  for  felonie,  and  feaven  for  high  treafon  -,  but  two  of  the  eight  were  in  the 
rebellion,  and  did  ad  therein,  yett  becaufe  the  evidence  laye  clearer  for  felonie  and  take- 
ing  (I  mean  ftealeinge)  of  horfes  for  that  horrid  defigne,  therefore  they  have  been  pro- 
ceeded againft  accordingly.  Upon  the  whole  matter,  indeed,  judges,  counfell,  and  juries 
have  fo  adted  theire  parts_  in  the  difcharge  of  theire  duties  refpeftivly,  that  I  believe  (if  his 
highnefs  be  not  over  mercifull)  people  will  hereby  be  fufficiently  terrifyed  from  the  like 
defperate  defigns ;  yet  fome  fit  objefts  of  mercy  I  conceive  there  are  ;  and  that  it  will  be  ex- 
tended to  them  accordingly  ;  but  I  hope  without  affigneinge  any  caufe  of  relation,  as  tenants, 
or  feduftion  of  fuperiors,  or  primarie  offences,  &c.  leaft  remiffion  to  one  offender  prove  an 
encouragement  to  many  to  become  foe.

Vol.  XXV,        A  T  Sarum  appeered  moft  of  the  gentelmen  in  the  commiflion.  Had  it  not  ben  for  the 
P-  357'  xjL  zeale  of  my  lordLifle,  the  recorder  of  London,  and  ferjeant  Glinn,  I  thinkenot  a 

man  had  been  condemned,  barron  Nicholas  lips  being  tyed  faft  as  his  condition  flood  ; 
major  Ludlow  and  mr.  Hey  ley  of  this  towne,  two  honeft  godly  men,  whilpers  me  thus  ; 
here  hath  been  fuch  dabing  and  knavery  in  flubering  over  matters  in  examination  againft 
gilty  perfons,  by  mr.  Tucker  a  juftis  of  peace  for  Wilts,  and  by  mr.  Swanton  the 
alTife  clarke,  that  many  men  were  brought  to  tryal.  Major  Wanfey  and  others  of  the 
militia  officers  tould  me,, that  thofe  two  juftices  made  it  theire  worke  to  extenuate  offenders 
faults.  Mr.  Ludlow  after  the  firft  day  was  left  out,  and  not  fent  to,  to  exam^in  perfons 
3  whici,

lately  from  beyond  the  feas  into  this  towne,  was  a  fecret  agent.  One  of  thefe  brothers 
married  Swanton's  filler's  daughter,  the  agent  fled.  This  horfe  is  poorely  curried  in  thefe 
parts.  The  fherife  examined  divers  brought  in  on  high  fufpicion  feecretly  in  his  cham- 
ber, the  do  re  being  kept  fliut.  The  friday  before  the  rifeing,  a  fervant  of  Penruddock's 
the  elder  went  over  a  pas  or  ford  of  this  river  with  a  gray  hound,  and  told  a  countriman 
in  the  way,  he  was  goeing  with  that  dog  to  the  marques  of  Winchester,  as  a  toaken  from 
mr.  Penruddock.  This  major  Ludlow  tould  me.  The  w£ll  affefted  of  thefe  parts  his  heighnes 
faithfull  fervants  ar  fad,  that  fo  many  ingaged  knaves  are  foe  paft  over,  and  not  brought 
to  punifhment  or  to  trial.  Thefe  things  I  could  not  but  fend  you.  Here  be  divers  of  us 
in  the  commiffion  do  heartily  beg,  that  none  of  thefe  may  be  pardoned  now  condemnedy 
but  Macke  of  this  town.

YEfterday  the  grand  jury  for  this  county  having  found  another  bill  of  high  treafon  y^j  ^ 
againft  Henry  Zouch,  Edward  Zouch,  John  Thorpe,  Henry  Laurence,  John  Fryer,  p°36i 
William  Willoughby,  and  Edmond   Mack,    in   cuftody,    and  Thomas  Chivers,   John 
Seamour,  Richard  Greene,  and  John  Cotterell,  at  large  ;  the  petty  jury  have  acquitted  the 
two  Zouches,   though  the   evidence   was  fufficient  to   have   convifted  them,  efpecially 
Henry  Zouch.    They  have  likewife  acquitted  Willoughby,    againft  whome  we  had  noe 
evidence  befides  his  owne  confeffion ;   but  Thorpe,  Laurence,  and  Fryer,  they  have  found 
guilty.     It  appeared  upon  the  evidence,  that  Laurence,   being  inveigled  by  mr.  Penrud- 
docke,  his  landlord,  came  into  the  company  of  the  rebells,  and  fome  other  circumftances, 
.  which  may  render  him  capable  of  mercy.     Edmond  Macke  acknowleged  the  faft  upon 
his  arraignment  -,  and  this  morning  all  the  prifoner^,  which  were  caft,  received  their  judg- 
ment.    Sir,  wee  are  now  hafting  our  journey  towards  Exceter,  from   whence  you  ftiaU  re- 
ceive an  account  (as  occafion  offers)  of  this  fervice  ;  and  I  ftiall  defire  you   will  pleafe  by 
the  next  opportunity  to  fend  me  direftions,  what  ftiall  be  done  with  fuch  as  are  in  cuftody, 
and  againft  whom  we  do  not  proceed  ;  prifoners  in  the  gaols  of  Exeter  and  in  Somerfet- 
Ihire,  and  what  prifoners  ftiall  be  fet  at  large  after  the  afllzes.    It  will  be  very  neceflary  for 
you  to  confider  of  it,  for  the  judges  expeft  it  from  me.     And  having  given  you  this  ftiort

I  crave  your  excufe  for  this  writinge,  beinge  in  very  great  haft,  goeinge  out  of  towne. 

Some  of  the  prifoners  for  treafon  acknowleged  theire  offences  by  petition  before  judg- 
ment, and  the  horridnefs  of  it,  which  were  publickly  read.  Dean  confeft,  he  had  con- 
feft  it  upon  the  indiftment,  but  that  mr.  Harrifon  did  advife  him  not  to  be  guilty  of  his 
owne  blood  by  confeflion. 

I  am  neceffitated  to  carry  divers  perfons  from  hence  to  Exeter,  fuch  as  are  in  prifon  and 
at  large  ;  for  otherwife  I  ftiall  want  evidence  to  prove  many  of  the  prifoners  there  to  have 
beene  in  armes.  - 

Thofe  in  prifon  heare  are  bailed  to  appeare  att  next  afllzes,  if  further  evidence  may 
come  againft  them.  The  twoe  Zouches  are  to  give  very  goo4  fecurities  for  their  good 
behavioures  for  a  yeare  before  they  be  difcharged.

A.  D.  1655.  T  Received  yours  of  the  13th  inftant  by  this  meffenger.     In  the  firfl:  place,  I  begge  youf 
C/'V'VJ  •*-  pardon  for  the  ill  writinge  of  the  letter  I  fent  you  yefterday,  for  it  was  done  in  fuche 
Vol.  XXV.       jj^ft,  as  I  had  hardUe  time  to  thinke  of  what  I  wrote,  beinge  foe  late,  as  the  judges  were 
^■'^'5"  gone  out  of  towne  whileft  I   was  givinge  direftions   for  Exon,  and  writinge  that  letter. 

Judgement  was  not  given  until  yefterdaye  in  the  morninge,  and  then  was  done  by  mr. 
juftice  Windham.     Att  our  firft  meetinge  wednefday  morninge,   it  was  agreed,  he  fliould 
give  the  charge,  and  manage  the  triall  againft  them,  and  mr.  ferjeant  Glynn  att  Exeter, 
and  mr.  recorder  at  Chard,  which  I  well  liked,  the  greateft  nomber  and  the  word  offenders 
being  in  thefe  prifons ;  my  lord  chiefe  juftice  and  baron  Nicholas  beinge  unwilling  to  do  it, 
in  regard  of  the  injuries  and  affronts  offered  them.  Baron  Nicholas  is  nowe  with  us,  but  my 
lord  Rolle  went  away,  as  I  have  written  you ;  and  Windham  went  away  yefterdaye,  but 
hath  appointed  to  be  at  Exon.     I  hav-e  herewith  fent  you  a  copie  of  the  indidment,  upoti 
which  the  traitors  are  convidled,  which  is  the  fame  I  delivered  you  in  London,  only  two 
claufes  omitted,  which  you  will  herewith  receive  alfo,  otherwife  there  is  noe  alteration. 
What  paffed  at  the  debates  upon  the  indiftment  cannot  well  be  imparted  in  a  letter ;  and 
the  work  being  foe  well  done,  upon  this,  I  defire  you  will  not  enquire  further  after  it,  nor 
make  any  fearch  more  of  it,  untill  my  return,  and  then  it  will  be  necelTary  you  know  it ; 
but  in  the  mean  time,  it  cannot  be  any  prejudice  to  his  highenes  nor  the  iervice.     The 
maine  reafon  why  it  went  upon  this  fingle  point  was,  becaufe  all  agreed  to  juftify  that 
to  be  treafon  by  all  lawes  -,  and  yet,  if  you  obferve  it,  they  are  the  very  words  of  my  lord's 
ordinance,  and  this  hath  paft  current,  without  difpute  or  objedlion  againft  it.     Mr.  Nuttley 
IS  not  heare  with  us,  but  gone  to  Exon,  to  prepare.    Mr.  Francis  Swanton,  and  one  mr. 
Richard  Hill,  a  juftice  of  the  peace  in  Salifburie,  have  been  very  faithful  and  adlive  in 
this  buffmeSj   and  were  very  much  afliftinge  unto  me,  and  I  had  greate  helpe  and  direftions 
from  them.     I  yefterdaye  fent  you  by  an  exprelTe  a  lift  of  all  the  prifoners,    that  were 
convifted  and  attainted,  and  their  feverall  offences ;  but  left  that  ftiould  mifcarry,  I  have 
herewith  fent  you  another.     I  likewife  with  that  fent  you  a  lift  of  fuch  as  were  found  by 
the  grand  jury,  but  were  at  large,  and  againft  whom  we  muft  proceed  unto  the  utlawiy. 
^    There  is  noe  certaine  time  appointed  for  execution.     The  caufe  given  out  was  in  re- 
gard the  flieriffe  was  to  go  into  Devon  with  us,  and  it  was  thought  fitting  he  fhould  be 
prefent ;  but  the  true  caufe  was,  that  his  highnes  pleafure  might  be  knowne,  which  is 
defired  may  be  as  foone  as  his  highnes  fhall  think  fitt.     For  a  certificate  concerninge  the 
prifoners,  I  communicated  that  part  of  your  letter  unto  them,  and  they  are  not  willinp  to 
make  any,  in  regard  the  letter  was  to  me,  and  noe  direction  to  them  ;  but  thus  much  i  am 
to  inform  from  them,  that  they  conceive  Henry  Laurence  to  be  a  fit  objeft  for  his  high- 
nefs  to  fhew  mercie  unto,  being  only  a  poor  tenant  to  Penruddock,  and  drawn  in  by  him, 
and  a  perfon  of  noe  quality  or  ability  to  do  mifchief  I  am  alfo  to  reprefent  Edmond  Macke 
from  them,  as  fit  for  mercy  :  it's  conceived,  ill  offices  are  done  him  by  fome  at  Salifljury, 
yet  fome  honeft  people  fpoke  to  me  for  him,  to  have  fpared  proceedinges  againft  him 
though  mr.  Richard  Hill,  the  juftice,  were  one  of  them.    Your  havinge  fignified  my  lord's 
pleafure  in  it,  I  believe  you  v/ill  have  enough  to  interceed  for  the  prifoners  condemned. 
I  fhall  fay  nothing  for  any  of  them.    By  direftions,   I  fend  you  copies  of  theire  petitions 
which  were  prefented  by  themfelves  in  court,  and  openly  read  ;  indeed  I  dare  not  of  my 
felf  give  a  charafter  upon  thofe  perfons,  as  to  be  a  guide  to  my  lord's  judgment  •,  only  thus 
muche,  I  may  fay,  by  the  report  of  all,  that  John  Thorpe,  who  was  formerly  keeper  of 
the  prifon  there,  and  now  aftive  in  breaking  up  the  prifon,  getting  away  the  prifoners,  and 
breaking  open  the  ftables,  and  taking  away  horfes,  and  riding  along  with  them,  is  not  fit 
for  mercy  ;  neither  is  John  Woodward,  a  ftubborne  froweard  man,  aftive  in  this  bufines, 
and  riding  with  them   and   the  horfes,   for  which  he   is  convifted,    were   taken  for 
that  fervice.     Willou^hby  was  tried  by  the  petty  jury,   and  acquitted  ;   and  I  could 
not  but  fay,  they  did  juftice  in  it ;  for  havinge  married  Green's  fifter,  who  is  to  be  pro-     1 
fecuted  to  the  utlawry,  he  made  it  appear,  he  was  defired  by  Green's  mother  to  go  after     ' 
him,  to  bring  him  backe  \?ith  him,  whom  he  overtook  at  Blandford,  but  not  prevailing 
with  him,  he  returned  that  night  to  his  own  houfe.    Befides,   it  was  teftifyed  by  the 
fheriff  and  others,  he  was  fumoned  to  come  to  Salifbury,  to  be  of  the  grand  jury.    Upon 
this  evidence,  the  court  was  fatisfyed  he  was  not  guilty;  but  I  cannot  acquitt  that  jury, 
for  acquitinge  Henry  Zouche,  whom  I  profecuted,  having  clear  evidence  againft  him,  and 
being  a  bold  confident  young  fellow,  and  likely  to  engage  in  fuch  aftions  and  highway 
robbing.     I  referved  Lavington  and  Hey  ward  out  of  your  lift,  for  this  fellow,  and  fome 
others,  whoe  teftified  fully  and  pofitively  againft  him,  and  foe  did  Weftfield,  whom  you 
fent  from  London,  and  in  my  chamber.  Collier,  that  you  fent  downe,  and  one  Tarrant, 
that  major  Butler  produced,  affirmed  the  fame ;,  but  the  two  Jaft  minced  their  evit^nce  ac

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the  barr,  faying,  they  were  much  miftaken,  if  they  faw  him  not.  This  brought  a  jealoufie  A.  D.  1657: 
upon  the  reft  •,  but  if  thofe  had  not  been  produced,  the  others  without  them  would  have  CyV^»U 
convidled  them  ;  but  labouring  it  feems  too  much  in  it,  and  endeavouring  to  make  it  very 
clear,  becaufe  upon  theire  examinations  they  denied  them  to  be  in  the  companie  of  the 
rebells,  and  declared  in  what  other  particular  place  they  were,  though  they  offered  not  one 
tittle  of  proof  to  any  one  place,  yet  the  jury,  fome  of  them  being  neighbours  unto  him, 
acquitted  them ;  in  all  other  thinges  did  well.  I  fhall  not  put  his  highnefs  to  much  charge 
about  witneffes  -,  all  thofe  that  are  fufpefted  to  be  in  the  rifing,  I  make  to  beare  their  own 
charges.  I  have  bound  divers  to  appeare  at  Exeter  that  knowe  the  prifoners  there.  I  will 
give  you  a  little  account  of  fome  paffages  this  day  at  church.  Mr.  Gower,  in  his  prayer 
after  fermon,  bleffed  God  for  fupprefling  thofe  people,  and  prayed  the  Lord  to  dired; 
the  judges,  that  juftice  might  be  done.  Mr.  Bence,  in  his  prayer  in  the  afternoon  faid, 
that  a  treafon  was  plotted^  but  bleffed  the  Lord,  that  nothing  came  to  execution  but  the 
traitors.  In  my  laft  I  wrote  unto  you  for  diredlion,  what  ffiould  be  done  with  thofe  pri- 
foners, againft  whom  noe  indidlment  ffiall  be  framed,  the  commiffion  being  to  deliver 
the  gaole.

IS  A  W  E  your  letter,  that  you  fent  by  this  meffenger  to  mr.  attorney  generall,  whereby  Vol.  xxv. 
I  perceive  you  have  received  an  accompt  of  our  proceedings  at  Salifbury,  where  the  p-.  418- 
grand  and  the  pettie  juries  behaved  themfelfes  well,  only  one  mr.  Zouch  pafte  them  a 
litle  too  eafie  -,  but  I  doe  not  blame  them  foe  much  as  the  evidence,  that  fomewhat  fhmnke 
from  their  former  examination.  Judgment  is  given  againft  them  all,  but  wee  referred 
the  fheriffe  of  Wiltes  to  receive  his  direftion  for  the  tyme  of  execution  from  us  at 
Exeter,  where  hee  is  to  attend  to  give  evidence.  This  wee  did,  that  wee  might  give  op- 
portunity to  his  highneffe  to  receive  an  accompt  of  our  proceedings,  and  that  wee  may 
have  his  diredtion,  if  his  pleafure  bee  to  reprive  any.  But  indeed  I  hould  not  fit  to 
delay  the  execution  of  fuch  as  mufte  fuffer,  longe  ;  therefore  you  will  doe  well  to  difpatch 
it  as  foone  as  conveniently  you  may,  but  by  all  meanes  before  wee  depart  from  Exon. 
It  falles  to  my  charge  to  manage  the  affayres  at  Exeter,  where  I  believe  there  will  bee 
worke  enough.  I  hope  God  will  ftrengthen  mee  to  performe  my  duty  there,  accordinge 
to  the  talent  hee  hath  beftowed  upon  mee.  I  thinke,  that  county  beinge  difpached,  there 
will  not  much  remaine  of  the  principall  buffmeffe  to  bee  afted  in  Summerfetfhire  ;  and 
therefore  I  hope  to  obteyne  leave  to  goe  ftreight  from  thence  to  London,  which  I  purpoffe 
to  doe,  without  I  receive  a  command  to  the  contrary  (which  I  hope  I  fhall  not)  and  leave 
Summerfetfhire  to  the  other  commiffioners.

Good  Mr.  Edes, 

Vol.  XXV.      7  Should  not  have  troubled  you  at  this  time,  nor  upon  this  occafion,  but  that  I  conceive 
p.  426.  -I-   there  is  an  obligation  lying  on  mee.     There  is  one  mr.  Mack  of  this  city,  who  ftands 

condemned  for  being  in  the  late  rebellion ;  he  went  forth   fom   while  after  the  reft,  had 
noe  hand  in  the  mutinies  afted  in  this  towne,  as   in  taking   away  horfes,  furprifing  the 
fheriffe,  judges,   &c.    hee  was  in  company  with  the  rebells  but  three  houres,  and  then  re- 
turn'd  i  hee  made  known  his  returne  to  me  and  mr.  Huly,  difcovered   the  weaknes  and 
confufion  of  the  enemy,  which  was  a  very  great  refrefhing  to  honeft  men,  that  before 
were  much  fadded,  and  under  great  feares.     Wee  gave  notice  thereof  unto  the  judges  then 
in  towne,  and  by  their   approbation,'  fent   him  up  to   my   lord.    He  acknowleged   his 
offence,  confefs'd  all  that  hee  knew  of  the  matter,  and  receiv'd  his  highnes  gracious  pro- 
teftion  both  of  perfon  and  goods.     And  truly  I  am  perfwaded,  hee  is  as  worthy  of  mercy 
as  any  one  in  the  company ;  but  fince,  upon  a  grudge  the   IherifF  hath  conceived  againft 
him,  hee  hath  caufed  his  brother,  col.  Gravenor,  to  incenfe  his  highnes  againfl  him,  as  is 
conceived,  as  if  hee  had  not  revealed  all  that  hee   knowes ;    and  thereupon  (notwith- 
ftanding  his  highnes  former  favour)  he  was  .indidled  and  condemned.     I  have  dealt  with 
him  in   private,  and  truly  I  am.  fully  perfwaded,  that  hee  hath  dealt  ingenuouQy,  and 
confefs'd  all  that  hee  knowes.     I  have  great  hopes  of  his  true  remorfe,  nor  can  I  learne, 
that  the  fheriff  hath  any  other  ground  for  his  bitternes  againft  him,  but  for  that  hee  did 
not  make  ufe  of  him  as  a  mediator  to  the  lord  proteftor,  and  for  that  he  made  a  dif- 
covery  of  fom  arms  to  mr.

without  taking  leave.     I  am  refolved  not  to  lofe  a  moment,  and  you  may  affure  the  earl 
of  Brienne,  or  his  eminence,  if  you   fee   them,  que  comme  prefentement  il  ne  s'agift 
plus  de   furmonter  aucune  difficulte,  la  conclufion  ou  mon  depart  ne  tireront  plus  en 
longeur,  I  have  troubled  myfelf  to  penetrate  into  the  motives  of  thefe  delays,  and  hitherto 
there  hath  not  appeared  any  thing  confiderable  nor  certain.

But 
it  may  be  all  this  may  be  forged  and  have  nothing   of  truth  in  it,  and  that  thefe  reports 
are  only  fowed  to  make  men  beheve  his  voyage,  which  is  faid  to  be  deferred,  til]  that  they 
hear  from  the  fleet  of  Penn.     I  have  formerly  writ,  that  the   protector  hath  not  received 
any  tidings,  unlefs  it  were  by  that  veiTel  of  Diepe,  whereof  you  writ  me  word   to  day, 
"We  know  lefs  of  it  than  you  do,  but  every  one  doth  believe,  that  it  is  gone  for  Mexico  ; 
and  I  faw  this  night  a  merchant  who  is  to  undertake  to  carry  refrelhments  -,  he  faith,  that 
the  ftate  doth  treat  with  him  to  make  that  voyage.     Here  is  no  other  news,  but  that 
fome,  that  rofe  lately  for  the  king,  are  condemned  to  die  ;  others  fay  (which  I  am  told  of 
a  certain)  that  the  jury  would  not  find  thofe  guilty,  who  were  brought  before  them.

T  Received  a  letter  laft  night  from  mr.  Hewley  a  lawyer,  who  lives  att  York,  who  writes  Vol.  xxr. 
■*-  to  me,  that  he  is  named  a  commiflioner  in  the  oyer  and  terminer  fhortly  to  be  fitt  upon  P-  455* 
at  York  ;  and  that  he  hath  alfoe  received  a  letter  from  yow,  to  be  of  counfell  with  his 
highnes  the  lord  protedlor  againft  the  prifoners  ;  but  thinks  he  cannot  performe  the  latter, 
becaufe  he  is  named  a  commiflioner.  I  thought  it  my  duty  jto  give  you  advertifement 
hereof,  that  in  cafe  mr.  Hewleye's  a6ting  as  an  advocate  herein  be  thought  neceffary,  then 
he  may  be  putt  out  of  the  commiflion  -,  or  if  that  be  not  deemed  fitting,  that  then  fome 
other  be  appointed  to  performe  that  part  of  an  advocate,  which  was  intended  to  be  done 
by  him.  I  write  this,  leaft  the  fervice  might  fuffer  any  prejudice  upon  this  occafion,  and

Sir, 

[R.  folicitor  and  I  mette  at  Grantham  on  the  lord's  day  laft,  being  the  15th  inftant;  Vd.  xxy, 
from  thence  we  writ  our  letters  to  the  judges  and  col.  Lylbourne,  to  meet  us  this  p-  459- 
night,  being  the  1 7th  inftant,  at  Yorke  ;  but  contrary  to  our  expedlation,  we  found 
mr.  juftice  Nudigate  and  ferjeant  Hutton  at  Doncafter  on  thire  way  to  London,  where 
they  and  we  yet  are,  they  not  being  willing  to  goe  to  Yorke  'til  they  fpeake  with  baron 
Thorpe,  who  is  written  to  be  heere  forthwith,  and  feeme  to  hould  opinions,  which  differ 
in  the  foundations ;  I  mean  about  the  ordinance  for  treafon  ;  and  if  I  may  be  allowed 
to  conjefture,  they  expeft,  that  mr.  barron  Thorpe  ^will  be  of  the  fame  mind.  I  have 
fpooke  with  the  high  fheriffe,  who  will  have  litell  to  doe  in  the  bufinefs,  all  being 
within  the  county  of  the  citye.  I  have  done  the  beft  I  can  to  pofTefs  the  judges  with  the 
great  concerne  of  the  bufTmefs  in  hand,  but  the  difficulty  as  yet  feems  incurable.  Truly 
I  am  forrie  to  find  things  in  the  pofture  I  doe.  I  have  yet  no  hopes,  but  to  returne  imme- 
diately from  hence  to  London  re  infe£ia,  for  we  cannot  agree  in  principles.  If  baron 
Thorpe's  coming  hither  to  morrow  and  col.  Lylbourne's  produce  any  thing  better, 
I  fhall  be  glad  to  alter  my  opinion  •,  but  the  face  of  thinges  are  yet  very  ill,  and  I  look  for 
noe  better.  I  will  writ  to  none  this  poft  but  your  felfe,  that  you  may  impart  it  to  his 
highnefs  and  my  lord  Lambert ;  and  at  my  coming,  which  will  be  with  the  firft,  when 
I  fee  noe  more  hopes,  I  will  make  out  moft  fully,  what  now  I  doe  but  point  at ;  that 
foe  you  may  the  better  make  a  judgment  of  what  we  fhall  bring.  My  moft  humble 
duty  and  fervice  to  his  highnefs,  my  beft  refpefts  to  your  felfe.

A.  D.  1655.  npHE  other,  that  goeth  herewith,  is  a  duplicate  of  my  lafl.  I  have  fince  that  time  received 

Kyy/'\J    -*■    vford  from  the  chancellor  Almas  luanuick,  that  fuch  anfwers  as  he  will  give  me  in 

Vol.  XXV.       writing,  by  the  emperor's  command,  I  fhall  have  them  when  I  have  my  order  to  go  down 

^'  *  ^*  to  Archangel,  and  not  before  -,  neither  have  I  anfwer  to  my  letter  written  to  the  chancellor  j 

which  makes  me  continue  in  my  firft  opinion,  that  they  (and  the  emperor's  letter  I  have 

already  for  his  highnefs  lord  proteftor)  will  give  little  fadsfaftion  to   our   demands   made 

them  ;  except   the   Pole  get  fome  advantage  in  the  war  againft  this  people  this  enfuing 

fummer :  then  the  emperor  may  abate  of  his  prefent  pride.  He  hath  carried  with  him  two 

millions  of  dollars  for  the  ufe  of  his  army. 

If  it  ftand  with  his  highnefs's  likeing,  that  at  Archangel  1  open  the  emperor's  letter,  to 
have  it  there  turned  into  Englifh  by  Thomas  Bryan,  the  Englifh  merchant,  that's  here, 
and  will  be  there  at  the  mart,  who  is  my  confident,  well  verfed  in  the  Ruffe  idiome, 
I  believe  he  will  do  it  better  than  any  in  London.  This  (landing  with  his  highneffe's 
pleafure,  I  mufl  have  your  honor's  commands  by  the  fhips  the  Mufcovy  company  will 
lend  this  year  to  Archangel,  which  will  depart  the  Thames  about  the  end  of  June. 

The  laft  year,  the  day  that  I  arrived  to  Archangel  (with  permiffion  of  that  govern- 
ment) I  took  a  cook  and  fcullion.  Ruffes,  and  kept  them  'till  yefterday,  that  the  chancel- 
lor fent  to  me  to  turn  them  off,  he  having  fuch  exprefs  order  from  the  patriarch,  and 
that  they  Ihall  receive  punifhment  for  ferving  me  •,  that  the  governor  of  Archangel  could  not 
give  them  permiffion  to  ferve  me,  being  he  knew  'twas  contrary  to  the  emperor's  order, 
publifhed  laft  year. 

I  have  the  houfe  where  I  am  for  my  prifon  (I  term  it  fo,  being  I  have  no  permiffion  to 
go  forth  of  it)  and  this  under  the  fpecious  pretext,  that  the  emperor  is  abfent,  and  the 
city  not  governed  now  as  it  was  when  he  was  here,  fo  that  I  might  receive  affronts  and 
injuries  by  wicked  perfons,  in  going  abroad. 

The  crown  of  Sweden's  commiffary  (we  do  mutually  vifit  one  another  by  our  gentle- 
men) hath  fent  unto  me,  to  be  excufed,  that  he  comes  not  himfelf  in  perfon  to  fee  me, 
which  he  would  do,  though  his  indifpofition  is  fuch,  that  he  cannot  ftand  on  his  legs  ;  but 
if  he  Ihould  come  unto  me,  he  fears  there  would  arife  fome  great  inconvenience  to  him 
by  it ;  fo  moft  humbly,   and  with  all  refpeftive  reverence,   I  take  leave  and  remain.

Right   HONOxrRABLE, 

'HE  above  written  is  a  copy  of  my  laft.  Thefe  will  give  your  honor  advertifment, 
that,  at  my  departure  from  London,  Robert  Canning  (a  merchant  and  member  of 
the  Ruffia  company)  by  this  remembrance,  requefted  me  to  procure  payment  of  760 
rubbles  (two  rubbles  is  counted  a  pound  fterling)  that  Vaffilly  Shorin,  fen.  (a  Rufe 
merchant)  oweth  him,  by  his  bill,  contrafted,  it  fhould  feeme,  in  Archangel  in  1651.  and 
payable  in  1652.  which  bill,  from  that  time  'til  my  arrival  to  this  city,  remained  in  the 
hands  of  one  Valentine  Daives,  a  Lieflander,  and  fubje£t  to  the  crown  of  Sweden,  and 
then  delaid  me,  according  to  Canning's  order.  V/hilft  the  bill  was  in  Daives's  hands,  he 
ufed  all  diligence  poffible  that  he  could,  as  well  in  his  own  name,  as  being  the  creditor 
of  Canning,  as  alfo  his  attorney  ;  but  in  no  ways  could  obtain  payment,  nor  juftice 
againft  Shorin.  Some  five  or  fix  days  before  the  laft  departure  of  the  emperor  from  this 
city,  I  fent  to  the  chancellor.  Almas  luanuick,  the  copy  of  Shorin's  bill,  and  defired  juftice 
to  be  done  me  of  that  fum,  and  caufe  payment  to  be  made  me,  now  Canning's  attorney,  and 
that  if  I  could  not  for  the  prefent  have  the  fum  contained  in  the  bill,  at  leaft  I  might  have 
400  rubbles,  that  1  had  contrafted  with  Canning  in  England  to  receive  of  Daives,  if  he 
had  received  the  contents  of.  the  bill  from  Shorin  ;  and  if  not,  then  from  himfelf:  which 
I  fum  of  400  rubbles  was  towards  my  charge  in  this  journey,  and  for  ib  much  that  I  had  paid 
Canning  in  England  ;  but  if  Shorin  did  pay  all  the  760  rubbles,  I  would  deliver  him  up 
his  bill,  and  give  him  a  final  acquittance.  I  had  for  anfwer  from  the  chancellor,  that 
he  could  do  nothing  in  the  matter,  until  he  had  communicated  it  to  the  emperor.  V/hilft 
the  emperor  was  here,  I  could  have  no  other  anfwer  in  this  affair.  But  fince  his  majefty's 
departure  on  the  28th  of  laft  month,  I  had  from  the  chancellor,  that  Shorin  ftiould  pay 
that  bill  of  760  rubbles  out  of  2000  rubbles  he  pretends  to  be  creditor  from  other  Englifh 
merchants,  and  in  particular  from  one  Pye,  that  died  fome  years  before  the  debt  due  to 
Canning  by  Shorin  was  made. 

Alfo 
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Alio  the  28th  of  laft  month,  about  an  hour  after  I  had  delivered  my  letters,  that  went  A.  D.  165^. 
by  that  conveyance  that  then  departed,  my  preftave  came  with  fome  men  and  order  from  t/VNj 
the  chancellor  to  .fetch  away  my  cook  and  fcullion  Ruffes  (I  had  paid  them  the  day 
before  two  Ihillings,  that  I  was  owing  them  for  a  full  reft  of  their  wages,  and  dismift 
them)  and  fearching  for  them  in  my  houfe,  and  not  finding  them,  on  that  the  foldiersof  my 
guard,  and  others  that  came  with  the  preftave,  having  notice,  that  they  were  in  a  little 
room  that  is  adjoining  to  the  yard  of  my  houfe,  and  in  my  precinfts,  where  they  had  hid 
themfelves,  were  there  found,  and  forthwith  all  carried  to  the  Poffeflcy  office,  and  put  in 
irons.  As  foon  as  they  were  there,  the  chancellor  told  them,  they  fhould  not  be  burnt 
for  ferving  me,  but  they  ftiould  have  the  long  lafh  (a  terrible  kind  of  whipping.)  The 
preftave,  which  came  with  me  from  Archangel  (who  is  now  a  writer  in  the  office)  was 
by  the  chancellor  examined  about  them,  who  having  referred,  that  they  ferved  me  by 
permiffion  of  the  vayvode  of  Archangel,  had  for  anfwer,  that  the  preftave  and  vay vode 
alfo  might  for  it  be  treated  as  the  prifoners  were. 

Prefent  upon  the  cook  and  fcullion's  carrying  away  prifoners^  I  writ  a  billet  to  the 
chancellor  (copy  of  it  I  fend  your  honor  herewith)  and  fent  it  by  my  fervant,  who  deli- 
vered it  into  his  own  hands,  the  which  John  Hebden  rehjfed  to  tranflate  into  Ruffe^ 
thereby  thinking  to  more  indear  himfelf  into  the  emperor's  favour,  and  ftiew  himfelf 
■a  faithful  and  devoted  fervant,  pretending,  that  his  imperial  majefty  was  difrefpefled  by 
the  contents  of  it ;  but  the  chancellor  commanded  him  to  do  it,  telling  him,  that  let  it 
contain  what  it  will,  it  was  I  that  writ  it,  and  not  he ;  on  which,  he  tranflated  it,  but 
whether  right,  or  no,  I  know  not. 

The  29th  ditto,  the  chancellor  fent  me  the  prime  writer  of  the  office,  which  I  brought 
into  my  chamber.  The  firft  thing  he  faid  unto  me  was,  that  I  feemed  to  be  very  me- 
lancholy.    I  told  him,  that  I  had  occafion  given  me  for  it  : 

Firft,  for  that  I  had  not  permiffion  to  go  over  land  by  Riga,  when  I  had  his  majefty's 
letter  ;  and  then  alfo  I  might  have  had  the  anfwers  in  writing,  that  are  promifed  me, 
and  have  then  departed  as  well,  and  with  as  much  fecurity,  as  the  duke  of  Courland's 
meffenger,  that  departed  hence  the  1 8  th  of  March,  with  his  majefty's  convoy. 

Secondly,  the  chancellor  denied  me  juftice,  to  my  juft  demand  of  the  400  rubbles  frorh 
Shorin,  in  part  of  his  bill  due  to  Robert  Canning,  an  Englifti  merchant. 

Thirdly,  my  cook  and  fcullion  taken  and  made  prifoners  for  ferving  me,  and  that 
folely  at  the  inftigation  of  my  preftave ;  for  that  thofe  poor  men  did  not  give  him  their 
wages  that  they  had  earned  for  fome  months  (which  they  could  not  do)  to  buy  him  a 
coat,  and  a  prefent  he  would  have  had  from  them  on  his  name-day  (a  cuftom  they  have 
here,  on  their  name-days  they  look  to  be  prefented  from  their  kindred,  friends,  and  thofe 
that  may  have  occafion  of  them)  and  thus  exceffe  ufed,  though  they  ferved  me  with 
permiffion  from  the  vayvode  of  Archangel. 

I  then  demanded  of  him,  if  he  had  brought  me  anfwer  to  what  I  had  written  the  chan- 
cellor ;  the  anfwers  in  writing,  that  were  promifed  me  by  his  imperial  majefty  (for  that  the 
chancellor  faid,  they  were  ready),  and  whether  I  had  permiffion  to  go  forth  of  doors,  to 
vifit  a  friend,  and  take  the  air,  accompanied  with  the  foldiers  that  I  have  for  my  guard. 
His  reply  was,  that  he  had  brought  me  no  anfwer  nor  refolution  to  what  I  demanded,  and 
that  I  had  not  permiffion  to  go  forth  of  doors ;  but  that  he  had  brought  me  from  the 
chancellor  a  prefent  of  a  number  of  fables,  that  his  imperial  majefty  (then  he  recited  all 
his  titles)  did  grace  me  with ;  and  with  that  called  in  the  fervants  that  brought  the 
prefent.  I  told  him,  that  I  was  fo  dealt  withall  in  thofe  particulars,  that  I  had  narrated 
unto  him,  that  I  could  not  accept  of  his  majefty's  favour,  nor  any  more  of  his  allow- 
ance, but  I  would  be  at  my  own  charges. 

That  when  I  had  the  anfwers  in  writing  that  are  promifed  me,  1  would  then  refolve,' 
whether  I  would  accept  of  his  majefty's  grace,  yea,  or  no  ;  that  it  was  the  cuftom  in- 
other  princes  courts,  when  they  did  favour  a  publick  minifterwith  a  prefent,  it  was  given 
him  at  his  departure,  and  not  before,  and  that  I  was  yet  like  to  remain  a  prilbner  fome 
months  longer  than  I  had  been  already. 

The  true  Englifti  approve  of  my  proceedings,  but  it  may  be,  not  the  Englifti  Ruffes,  ' 

and  that  for  their  ov/n  intereft. 

It  hath  been  told  me,  the  intention  was  to  have  taken  away  the  allowance  I  had  from- 
the  emperor,  prefent  after  the  delivery  of  the  prefent,  if  I  had  received  it;  but  this  I  da 
not  write  of  a  certainty. 

The  preftave  ftiews  himfelf  to  be  of  a  very  bafe  condition,  being  that  for  the  time- 
he  waited  on  me  (which  was  whilft  the  emperor  was  here,  and  three  or  four  days  after)  I 
fent  him  fifteen  dollars.  Four  bottles  of  ftrong  waters  T  had  given  him  before,  which 
were  worth  four  dollars  more  (efteemed  to  be  a  reward  very  fufficient)  and  yet  this  fellow 
came  to  me  every  other  day,  craving  for  more  guifts,  which  put  me  a  little  out  of  pa- 
tience. 

The 
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A.  D.  1655.  The  fecond  current  in  the  morning,  fomthing  betimes,  Johannes  de  Rodes,  the  crov/ri 
O^'VNJ  of  Sweden's  commiffary,  gave  me  a  vifit  (he  came  at  fuch  a  time  to  avoid  that  none  of 
thefe  minifters  might  come  to  the  knowledge  of  it)  and  amongft  the  occurrences  that  we 
treated  of,  this  was  one  that  he  told  me  ;  that  the  day  I  had  my  firft  audience  of  the 
emperor,  as  foon  as  I  was  difmifled  the  commiflary  had  his,  and  that  afternoon  he  went 
to  EUa  DanieHuich  (the  emperor's  father-in-Jaw)  upon  occafion  of  bufinefs  with  him, 
where,  after  their  finifhing  of  treating  of  affairs,  you  know,  fays  he,  that  before  you  had 
audience  of  his  imperial  majefty,  the  Englifh  embaffador  had  his,  who  as  foon  as  he  was 
come  into  the  room,  the  emperor  and  all  others  had  our  hearts  fo  great,  that  they  were 
in  our  mouths ;  and  it  wanted  but  little  he  was  not  fent  forth  of  our  prefence,  for  to  fee 
one  come  from  a  man,  that  cut  off  his  king's  head  ;  but  we  did  diffemble  to  hear  him  ; 
but,  fays  Elia  to  the  comm.iffary,  as  foon  as  you  appeared  before  us,  our  hearts  were  fettled, 
and  vifages  compofed  with  ferenity,  and  our  arms  open  to  receive  and  welcome  you.  The 
commiffary  told  me,  he  knows  very  well,  that  that  was  but  an  adulatory  fpeech ;  that 
they  wifli  noe  better  to  his  king  and  himfelf  than  they  do  to  his  highnefs  lord  proteftor 
and  me  -,  and  if  they  grant  us  any  favourable  anfwer  to  our  demands,  it  will  be  more  for 
fear  of  us,  than  for  any  good  will  they  bear  us. 

He  is  requefted,  by  the  merchant  of  Hamburgh,  that  trades  into  thefe  parts  by 
Archangel,  that  defires  very  earneftly  to  be  informed  particularly  how  I  am  entertained 
here  -,  for  that  if  it  fhould  not  be  to  his  highnefs  lord  proteftor's  content,  and  the  EngHfh 
merchants  fatisfaftion,  they  of  Hamburgh  and  Holland  would  think  the  commerce  to 
Archangel  would  be  interrupted  by  Englllh  fhips  of  war.  Moreover  he  told  me,  that  his 
king  would  have  ready  this  enfuing  month  of  May  near  40,000  men  in  arms,  com- 
manded by  general  Konningfmark,  and  to  be  the  greateft  part  in  Pomerland  ;  but  what 
the  king  his  mailer's  defign  is  as  yet,  he  knows  not.  That  a  great  part  of  the  levies  are 
made  voluntary  at  the  particular  charges  of  that  king's  fubjefts. 

That  extraordinary  ambaffadors  were  to  be  here  this  year  from  Sweden.  He  before  cer- 
tified me,  that  he  knows  for  truth,  that  this  emperor's  patriarch,  and  generally  all  his  ma- 
jefty's  counfellors  do  repent  themfelves  for  beginning  the  prefent  war  againlt  the  Pole, 
and  would  be  gUd  of  an  accord  with  reftitution  of  what  he  hath  taken.  That  if  the  ge- 
neral Moloffkaes  Coffake  fhould  revolt  from  the  emperor,  and  agree  with  the  king  of 
Poland,  his  imperial  majefty  would  have  the  worft  in  this  war,  infomuch  that  this  city, 
and  a  great  part  of  the  traft  of  the  country  would  be  fack'd,  burnt,  and  ruinated,  and 
this  deemed  inevitable.  The  caufe  of  the  war  is  chiefly,  if  not  folely,  about  titles  the 
emperor  pretends  from  the  king  of  Poland,  which  he  will  not  give  him. 

Alfo  the  fecond  current  the  chancellor  caufed  the  battawe  (that  is  laid  down  on  the 
ground,  and  beaten  on  the  back  and  legs  with  ftaves)  to  be  given  my  cook  and  fcullion, 
and  then  let  them  go,  with  order  not  to  ferve  me  any  more  in  Lent  without  any  further 
diftindjon,  whether  he  muft  ferve  me  out  of  Lent.    ■ 

The  fourth  current  in  the  morning  the  chancellor  fent  me  my  preftave  to  tell  me,  that 
he  had  befought  the  patriarch,  that  the  cook  and  fcullion  might  return  to  knre  me,  but 
could  not  obtain  permifTion  ;  and  1  fent  the  chancellor  anfwer  by  the  preftave,  that  although 
the  cook  and  his  mate  had  permiffion  to  ferve  me,  I  would  not  accept  of  them,  except 
they  were  fent  me  by  his  order,  and  brought  me  by  the  preftave  or  fome  other  fuch  man, 
with  fatisfadion  for  the  affront  done  me,  in  taking  them  away  as  they  were,  and  putting 
them  in  irons,  and  punifliing  them  for  ferving  me  ;  and  fo  much  he  fliould  tell  the  chan- 
cellor from  me. 

.  The  tenth  current  the  chancellor  fent  me  word,  that  I  might  go  abroad  and  vifit  any 
perfon  that  I  had  defire  to  fee  •,  that  the  prohibitions  that  were  formerly  made  me,  was  for 
refpedt  and  care  they  had  for  my  perfon,  that  no  hurt  fhould  come  unto  me  ;  but  who 
knows  not,  that  this  is  an  excufe  to  colour  their  incivility  towards  me  ? 

The  laft  week  the  Dutch  merchants  here  received  mifTives  and  the  printed  occurrences 
from  Amfterdam,  wherein  is  advertifed  from  London  of  the  26th  of  February  and  loth  of 
March  of  great  changes  and  removes  in  England  ;  of  a  new  confpiracy  difcovered  againft 
his  highnefs  the  lord  protedlor,  that  he  is  departed  Whitehall  with  fome  regiments  of 
foldiers  into  the  city  of  London  ;  the  landing  of  the  king  of  Scots  in  England,  and 
many  other  advices  of  new'  forts  of  religion,  and  of  things  tending  to  revolutions  in  the 
commonwealth ;  and  of  all  is  given  information  to  thefe  minifters.  The  Englifh  mer- 
chants here  have  received  no  letters  at  all  out  of  England,  nor  have  had  any  of  a  frelher 
date  than  the  loth  of  December. 

Upon  Eafterday  was  with  me  again  a  gentleman  of  the  governor  of  Archangel,  who 
affured  me  for  a  verity,  that  his  lord  had  certain  advice,  that  the  king  of  Sweden's  levies 
of  foldiers  and  preparatives  for  war,  were  defigned  againft  this  emperor,  and  fo  much  is 
written  him  by  that  government. 

Two  days  paft  I  was  with  the  commiffary  of  Sweden,  when  he  told  me,  that  he  knew 
not  certainly,  whether  it  might  be  true,  what  the  vayvode  of  Archangel  had  written  this 
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emperor  touching  the  king  of  Sweden's  defign,  but  there  is  a  great  appearance  of  it.  A.  D.  165^. 
However  that  majelly's  extraordinary  ambafladors  may  be  here  before  the  end  of  the  next  ^»yV\J 
month,  and  goe  to  the  emperor  at  Smolenfko,  and  then  the  certainty  will  be  known. 

The  news  we  have  from  Smolenfko  is,  that  a  great  part  of  the  provifions  that  have  been 
fent  from  hence  this  laft  winter,  have  been  intercepted  and  taken  by  the  Poles,  fo  that  in 
that  city  there  is  a  great  want  of  all  neceffaries  of  food,  both  for  men  and  horfe.  That 
the  Pole  is  ftrong  within  ten  or  fifteen  miles  about  that  city,  and  from  it  and  ,  the  em- 
peror's other  quarters  thereabouts,  they  do  not  adventure  to  go  forth  but  very  flrong,  and 
yet  ordinarily  return  with  much  lofs  of  men.

BEING  one  of  the  leaft  of  your  fervants,  I  conceived  it  my  duty  to  advife  your  in  the  pofleffi- 
highnefs  fo  eminent  a  peece  of  news,  as  is  the  lo.lTe  of  the  admiral!  of  the  South  on  of  che 
Sea,  called  the  Jefus  and  Mary,  on  the  iSth  of  O£tober  lafl,    neare  cape  Saint  Ellens, '''g'^t  honour- 
in   three  degrees  of  fouth  latitude.     Before   fhe  funcke  downeright,  they   brought  her  ^^^^  h   d^ 
into  foure  fathome  water,  by  which  meanes  all  the   plate  will  bee  faved,  beeing  eight  wicke,  lord 
millions  of  peeces  of  eight.     This  hath  fo  detained  the  gallones,   that  at  prefent  here  is  high  chancel- 
no  feartainty,   when  they  may  be  expedled  ;   and  the  rather  in  regard   the  feare  of  your  'of  of  Great- 
fieete  may  deteine  them.     The  king  is  now  difpatching  a  fmall  gallon  and  pinnace  to  ^'■'"»"' 
command  them  to  come  away,  his  occafions  not  brookeing  their  flay.     The  gallon  is  to 
goe  direftly  for  the  Havana,  and  to  fend  away  the  pinance,     when   they  are  pafl  the 
Carribby  Ifiands,  for  Carthagene.     In  one  of  thefe  ports  gallones  will  bee,   if  not  come 
away ;  until  whofe  arrivall  this  commerce  is  at  a  fland,  the  fad  efedls  of  which  will  bee 
feene  in  all  the  exchanges  in  Chrifliandome,  and  in  all  princes  courts,   friends  and  confe- 
derates to  the  crowne  of  Spaine.     It  is  to  bee  feared,  the  king  this  fummer  will  bee  able  to 
put  no  army  into  the  field,  neither  in  Flanders,   nor  Catalonia,  which  before  this  beene 
fwal  lowed  up  by  the  French,    had  not  your  highneflTe  fleete  kept  them  from  goeing 
to  fea.     How  far  thefe  afts   of  providence  may  have  influence  on  thofe  greate  afaires, 
which  God  is  working  by  your  hand,  I  dare  not  ihute  my  boult  further,   then  in  prayers 
for  your  highnefTe  profperity,  and  fubfcribe.

Sir, 

Vol.  XXV.       TVyr^  ^^^  unto  you  was  from  this  place  of  14  March,   fince  which  tyme  I  have  not 
P-  5^3-  xVa  had  any  opportunity  of  fending  unto  you,  by  rcafon  of  our  various  motions,  and 

the  ftopp  which  hath  beene  put  uppon  us  in  thofe  places,  where  was  noe  meanes  of  con- 
veyance by  contrary  and  ftormy  winds,  fuch  as  have  fcarcely  been  knowne  in  thofe  parts. 
In  that  letter  I  gave  you  fome  accompt  of  what  had  paft  betweene  us  and  thofe  of  Tunnis, 
refiifeing  to  doe  us  any  juftice  in  order  to  my  demands,  according  to  the  particular  in- 
flmdions  I  received  to  that  purpofe.     Allfoe  of  our  withdrawing  from  that  place  for  a 
while,  with  an  intention  to  returne  thither,  which  wee  did  uppon  the  i8th  of  that  moneth. 
After  our  arrivall  wee  found  them  more  willful  and  untraftable   then  before,  adding  to 
theyre  obftinacy  much  infolence  and  contumely,  denying  us  all  commerce  of  civility, 
and  hindering  all  others  as  much  as  they  could  from   the   fame.     Thefe  barbarous  provo- 
cations did  foe  far  worke  uppon  our  fpirits,  that  wee  judg'd  it  neceflary  for  the  honor  of 
the  fleet,  our  nation,  and  religion,  feeing  they  would  not  deale  with   us  as  friends,  to 
make  them  feele  us  as  enemyes ;  and  it  was   thereupon  refolved  at  a  councell  of  warre,  to 
endeavour  the  fireing  theire  fhips  in  Porto  Farino.     The  better  to  effeft  the  fame,  wee 
drew  off  againe  and  failed  to  Trapani  (our  occafions  likewife  agreeing  thereunto)  that  foe 
they  might  be  the  more  fecure.     After  the  Hay  of  fome  dayes  there,  we  fet  faile  back  for 
Porto  Farino,  'where  wee  arrived  the  third  inftant  in  the  aftemoone,  and  mett  againe  at  a 
councill  of  war,  at  which  it  was  refolved  by  the  permiffion   of  God,  to  put  in  execution 
our  former  intentions.     Accordingly  the  next  morning  very  early,  wee  entered  with  the 
fleet  into  the  harbor,  and  anchored  before  their  caftles,  the  Lord  being  pleafed  to  favour 
us  with  a  gentle  gale  off"  the  fea,  which  cafl:  all  the   fmoake  upon  them,  and  made  our 
work  the  more  eafie  ;  for  after  fome  houres  difpute,  we  fett  on  fire  all  theire  Ihips,  which 
were  in  number  nyne,  and  the  fame  favourable  gale  ftill  continuing  wee  retreated  out 
againe  into  the  road.     Wee  had  twenty  five  men  flayne,  and  about  forty  hurt,  with  very 
little  other  lofs.     It  is  alfo  remarkable  by  us,  that  fhortly  after  our  getting  forth,  the  wind 
_  and  weather  changed  and  continued  very  ftormy  for  many  dayes,  foe  that  we  could  not 
have  effected  the  bufmes,  had  not  the  Lord  afforded  that  nick  of  tyme,  in  which  it  was 
done.     And  now,  feeing  it  hath  pleafed  God  foe  fignally  to  juftify  us  herein,  I  hope  his 
highnes  will  not  be  offended  at  it,  nor  any  who  regard  duely  the  honor  of  our  nation, 
although  I  expeiSt  to  heare  of  many  complaints  and  clamors  of  interefl:ed  men.     I  confeffe, 
that  in  contemplation  thereof,  and  fome  feeming  ambiguity  in  my  infl:ru6tions  (of  which 
I  gave  you  a' hint  in  my  laft)  I  did  a  while  much   hefitate   myfelfe,  and  was  ballanced  in 
rny  thoughts,  until  the  barbarous  carriage  of  thofe  pyrats  did  turne  the  fcale.    I  have  fent  a 
perfed:  accompt  of  the  whole  bufines  unto  fir  Thomas  Bendilh  at  Conftantinople,  by  the 
comander  of   the  Merchant's  Delight  of  London,  which  vras  then    by   providence   in 
the  road  of  Goletta.     You  will  alfoe  herewith  receive  copies  of  all  the  particular  paffages 
between  us.     Wee  are  even  now  fetting  fayle  to  go  for  Algier,  that  being  the  only  place 
in  the  Straites,  that  can  afford  us  a  confiderable  fupply  of  bread  and  flefhe,  if  they  will  j 
otherwife  wee  are  likely  to  be  brought  into  great  neceffity,  being  difappointed  of  the  hope 
wee  had  out  of  England,  according  to  an  offer  made  us  long  ago  by  the  commiffioners  an 
Whitehall.    From  Algier  wee  intend,  if  God  enable  us,  to  fayle  to  Mayorca,  and  from

homeward,  as  long  as  our  vitftualls  will  admitt,  they  now  drawing  very  neare  expiration.  L/^/~\J 
As  touching  the  Neapolitan  horfes  and  mares,  mr.  Longland  writes  me,  that  they  are  at 
high  and  exceffive  rates  ;  howbeit  I  have  fent  the  Succeffe  to  Naples  to  attend  there,  for 
the  tranfportation  of  them,  in  lieu  of  the  Elias,  which  having  in  her  a  good  quantity  of 
beverage  wine,  and  I  hope  fome  bread  for  the  fleet,  I  have  ordered  to  come  to  us  at  Mayorca. 
Sir,  I  have  noe  more  at  prefent  to  trouble  you  with,  only  defire  you  to  prefent  my  hum- 
ble fervice  and  duty  to  his  highnes  the  lord  proteftor.  Recommending  you  to  the  Lord.

INFORMATIONS. 

Thefe  are  informations  I  have  had  of  late,  foe  that  I  have  not  yet  had  time  to  make  a 
farther  examination  ;  but  to  morrow,  or  on  monday  at  the  farthefl,  God  willing,  it 
fhall  be  don. 

MR.  Giles  Pawlet,  who  is  now  in  London,  hath  reported,  that  he  doth  know  enough  Vol.  xxv, 
by  efquire  Windam  to  ruine  him  and  his  father's  whole  family  for  ever ;  meaning  P*  427- 
concerning  the  late  infurreftion,  or  words  againft  the  lord  proteftor.  And  mr.  Roger 
Pawlett  of  Pildfon  can  relate  fom  of  it,  and  doth  know  where  his  brother  mr.  Giles 
Pawlett  is,  which  Giles  faid,  he  would  acquaint  the  lord  protedlor  therewith.  The  in- 
former is  Thomas  Hazzerd,  who  liveth  near  to  fir  Hugh  Windam,  and  doth  defire  he 
may  not  be  difcovered,  unles  there  be  a  necefllty,  for  he  fath,  fir  Hugh  is  fuch  an  en- 
vious man,  there  will  be  no  liveing  for  him  nere  him  ;  but  he  is  confident  the  other  will 
not  deny  it. 

Mr.  John  Bryne  of  Bemeller,  who  is  the  fole  inftrument  of  all  the  informations  I  have 
hitherto  met  withall,  informes  me,  that  about  the  middle  of  June  there  was  a  great  feaft 
at  mr.  John  Stroud's  of  Parnham,  where  were  the  lord  Pawlett  and  feverall  other  llrange 
gentlemen. 

Mr.  Anian,  minifler  of  Stoke  Abbot,  reported  to  mr.  William  Gudge  of  the  fame  par-      - 
rifh,    that  parfon   Paul's  mother  faid  to  him,  though   fir  Hugh  Wyndam   had   accufed 
her  fon  (the  aforefaid  parfon)  yet  he  would  not  accufe  fir  Hugh.   I  have  fent  for  the  parfon, 
but  as  yet  he  is  not  to  be  found. 

The  aforefaid  mr.  Anian  alfoe  told  mr.  Edward  Butler,  a  juftice  of  the  peace  in  Dorfett^ 
that  a  littel  before  the  rifing  of  the  late  rebells,  he  did  gather  by  the  aforefaid  parfon  Paul'.s 
words,  that  there  would  be  very  fuddenly  fom  rifing  of  the  cavelere  party. 

Mr.  William  Gudge  of  Stoke  informed  me,  that  mr.  John  Gallopp  of  North  Boowood 
faid,  that  he  would  not  refer  the  umperage  of  a  deference  betweene  himfelf  and  Thomas 
Gudge  of  Stoke  Abbot  into  the  hand  of  any  man,  that  would  allow  of  any  thing  that 
the  flate  had  taken  by  fequeftration  ;  and  further  the  faid  Gallopp  faith,  that  the  par- 
liament had  undone  England  by  fequeflring  men's  eftates.  The  difference  this  informant 
faith,  was  about  rent  paid  into  the  ftate  by  the  faid  Thomas  Gudge,  by  an  order  from 
the  committee  of  Dorfett  upon  the  fequeftration  of  Paul  Goodwin  for  delinquency  ;  but, 
this  informant  defires  the  faid  Gallopp  may  not  be  meddled  withall,  'till  after  the  affizes, 
by  reafon,  as  he  faith,  of  a  triall,  that  Gallopp  and  this  informant  is  then  to  have.

3.  If  any  man  hath  named  to  the  fheriff  any  one  of  the  jurors  remaining  by  any 
(faving  his  fworn  officers,  whofe  duty  it  is)  and  if  two  can  prove  it,  the  indidment  and 
proceedings  may  be  avoided  by  ftatute  11  Hen.  IV.  chap.  9.

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A.  D.  1655.      4.  We  "mufl  not  immediately  upon  the  reading  of  the   indiftment  plead  not  guilty, 

1^*N/*NJ  for  then  we  can  have  no  council  allowed,  nor  be  admitted  afterwards  to  plead  the  illegality 

x)f  the  indiflment  ;  but  fo  foon  as  we  have  heard  the  indidment  read,  we  may  fay,  we 

■conceive  the  indiftment  not  fufRcient  in  law,  and  that  therefore  we  defire  council!  to  fpeak 

for  us  at  law,  and  this  before  we  fay  not  guilty. 

5.  If  the  judge  afk  us,  why  the  indiftment  is  infufficient,  feeming  to  deny  us 
council,  we  mull  fay,  it  is  neither  grounded  on  the  common  law,  nor  ftatute  ;  and  the 
judges  are  fworn  to  execute  only  the  laws. 

6.  If  the  indidment  (as  it  will)  do  call  the  jury,  jurors  for  the  lord  proteftor,  then  again 
let  us  alledge,  that  we  are  not  legally  indifted,  for  there  are  no  fuch  perfons  by  the  law  of 
England  ;  for  neither  the  common  law,  nor  a6bs  of  parliament,  do  know  or  acknowledge 
any  jurors  for  the  lord  protedtor. 

7.  If  any  alteration  be  made  in  the  indiftment  by  the  judges,  then  defire,  that  the  evi- 
dence to  the  grand  inqueft  may  be  given  at  the  bar  in  open  court. 

8.  If  one  of  the  grand  inqueft  ftands  outlawed,  it  makes  void  the  indiflment  •,  and 
If  we  know  any  fuch,  we  may  challenge  them,  and  demand  the  indidment  to  be  vacated 
by  virtue  of  a  ftatute,  1 1  Hen.  IV.  cap.  9.  and  if  the  judges  bid  us  prove  them  to  be 
outlawed,  we  may  demand  time,  and  we  will  bring  it  under  feal.

Lilburn,  and  the  now  judges  Nicholas  and  ferjeant 
Maynard  were  council  for  capt.  Rolph,  when  he  was  accufed  for  treafon  againft  the  king. 

13.  If  the  judges  require  it,  give  the  exceptions  in  writing,  but  expunge  what  makes 
againft  us,  if  feen,  and  ftill  obtain  council,  and  urge  Humphrey  Stafford's  caufein  the  i  ft 
of  Hen.  VII.  for  precedent. 

14.  If  after  arguing  the  cafe  by  council,  or  before,  the  judge  overrule  the  plea,  then 
infift  upon  the  fame  plea  to  the  jury,  and  put  it  upon  their  confciences,  that  God  hath 
made  them  our  judges  to  judge  between  us  and  the  judges  _;  and  that,  if  we  be  found 
guilty  by  the  jury,  our  blood  will  lie  upon  the  jury,  and  the  judges  be  acquitted  ;  but  if 
the  jury  find  us  not  guilty,  the  jurors  are  innocent,  if  we  die. 

1 5.  If  |he  jury  feems  fearful  to  clear  us  abfolutely,  tell  them  the  judges  have  overruled 
them  ;  that  it  is  fafeft  for  the  jury  to  find  a  fpecial  verdid,  which  leaves  the  point  in  law 
to  all  the  judges,  whether  or  no  it  is  treafon,  whereby  alfo  the  jurors  will  leave  all  the  dan- 
ger that  can  follow,  and  all  the  bloodftied  on  the  judges.

Let  every  prifoner  allow  of  one  juror,  whom  another  perfon  hath  challenged,  and  chal- 
lenge him,  whom  another  prifoner  hath  allowed,  whereby  every  one  of  us  ftiall  have  almoft 
a  whole  diftind  jury  for  himfelf,  which  juries  poflibly  will  differ  in  their  opinions,  at  leaft 
it  will  puzzle  the  profecutors  to  get  fo  many  feveral  juries  ;  therefore  let  every  prifoner 
have  pen  and  ink  ready  to  note  the  names  of  the  feveral  jurors  for  feveral  perfons,  who  for 
one,  and  who  for  another. 

18.  They  cannot  indid  and  try  us  all  in  one  day,  as  it  is  in  Kelloway,  foh  159,  6, 
which  the  lord  chief  juftice  Rolle  declared  to  be  law  in  the  cafe  of  the  Portugal  am- 
baffador's  brother. 

19.  If  they  indid  us  for  felony,  we  may  fay  it  is  no  felony,  except  it  be  done  with  a 
felonious  intent  ;  and  the  country  knows,  we  did  not  intend  to  fteale,  but  only  to  borrow 
the  horfes,  which  is  ufual  now  a-days,  and  as  the  foldiers  did  now  at  London  and  elfe- 
where,  who  came  againft  them ;  and  the  ftieriff"  of  the  county  was  prefent,  when  divers 
horfes  were  feized,  and  did  himfelf  feize  fome,  which  were  none  of  ours. 

20.  Alfo  afk  the  profecutor  upon  the  trial,  whether  he  can  take  his  oath,  that  we 
took  the  horfes  with  a  felonious  intent  ;  and  if  he  will  not  fwear  it,  then  afk  the  jury, 
whether  they  can  take  it  upon  their  oaths  we  ftole  the  horfes,  where  the  profecutor  him- 
felf will  not  fwear  it. 

2 1 .  Afk  the  profecutor,  whether  he  came  voluntarily  to  profecute  againft  us  j  and  if  he 
did  not,  but  was  forced,  then  defire  the  jury  to  judge,  whether,  they  that  are  come  hither 
from  London  purpofely,  have  not  an  intention  to  take  away  our  lives. 

2  22.  If 
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22.  If  they  indi6t  us  as  traitors  by  any  aft  of  the  long  parhanaent,  it  will  be  for  trea-  A,  D.  1655; 
ion  againft  the  king,  or  againft  the  commonwealth^  and  keepers  of  the  liberty  ;  we  have  C/'VXJ 
done  nothing  againft  either  of  them,  and  let  them  prove  it. 

23.  If  they  ground  the  indiftment  on  any  aft  or  ordinance  fince  the  long  parliament 
was  diflblved,  which  was  April  20,  1653,  deny  it  to  be  an  aft;  for  the  two  laft  parlia- 
ments made  no  afts  at  all  concerning  treafon,  and  there  can  be  no  treafon  by  an  ordinance. 
Therefore  leave  it  upon  the  confcience  of  the  jury,  whether  there  be  any  laws  to  guide  them 
in  their  verdift,  befides  common  law  and  afts  of  parliament. 

24.  Tell  the  jury,  that  if  the  king  had  formerly  with  his  council  made  a  proclamation^ 
order,  or  ordinance,  declaring  fomething  to  be  treafon,  which  neither  the  common  law 
nor  any  aft  of  parliament  had  fo  declared,  that  no  jury  hereupon  durft  have  found  any 
man  guilty. 

Trefillian,  fir  Robert  Belknappy,  and  other  judges 
in  II  Rich.  II.  who  gave  their  opinions,  that  other  fafts  were  treafon  than  what  had 
been  declared  by  authority  of  parliament^  and  did  it  to  pleafe  the  then  prefent  governor, 
were  attainted  of  treafon  for  their  opinions,  and  by  the  parliament  following  1 1  Rich,  were 
made  examples  for  their  treafon.  And  in  the  2 1  Rich  II.  the  judge^  giving  the  like 
opinion,  had  no  other  excufe  to  avoid  the  attainder  of  treafon  in  parliament  the  i  Hen. 
IV.  than  that  they  durft  fay  no  otherwife  for  fear  of  death  ;  but  it  was  hereupon  enafted^ 
that  no  juftice  or  other  perfon  whatever  fhall  from  thenceforth  be  admitted  to  fay,  that 
they  durft  not  for  fear  of  death  fpeak  the  truth  ;  fo  that  no  force  nor  fear  can  excufe  any  per- 
fon, if  he  fhall  now  declare  any  faft  to  be  treafon,  which  cannot  be  warranted  by  autho- 
rity of  parliament.  Therefore  leave  it  upon  the  confcience  of  the  jury,  whether-  they  do 
believe  we  are  indifted  for  any  breach  of  any  common  law,  or  aft  of  parliament ;  and ' 
if  for  neither,  whether  they  can  in  confcience  take  our  blood  upon  their  heads. 

26.  If  the  judge  pretend,  that  we  alledge  not  matter  of  law  fufficient  for  affignment  of 
council,  then  urge,  that  the  ordinance,  whereupon  the  indiftment  is  grounded,  is  not  pur- 
liied  :  that  at  the  time  of  the  indiftment  there  were  not  two  lawful  accufers  or  wit- 
nefles  to  the  grand  jury,  which  ought  to  be  by  the  law.  Or  a  prifoner  may  alledge,  he  is  not 
rightly  named  in  the  indiftment,  or  hath  not  his  right  title  or  addition,  or  the  faft  is  not 
fet  down  with  fufficient  certainty,  and  by  fome  or  all  thefe  we  may  get  councill  afligned. 

17.  If  the  indiftment  be  for  levying  war,  alledge,  that  there  is   no  fuch  open  deed  fet  i 

down  as  is  fufficient  in  law,  and  in  fuch  cafe,  defire  council  to  argue  it,  and  endeavour  to 
make  our  bearing  of  arms  only  a  riot  or  unlawful  affembly,  and  not  a  levying  of  war  i 
for  every  bearing  of  arms  in  a  warlike  manner  is  not  by  the  law  a  levying  of  war,  as  was 
adjudged  in  the  earl  of  Northumberland's  cafe,  5  Hen.  IV. 

28.  If  we  could  fay  we  met  together  upon  fome  private  revenge  againft  the  fheriff, 
or  fome  private  man,  and  not  for  the  deftruftion  or  reformation  of  any  law  of  the  land, 
or  to  oppofe  any  lawful  authority,  then  unlefs  two  witnefTes  fhall  fwear  that  we  did  declare 
fome  other  end,  the  cafe  muft  be  refolved  in  law,  whether  it  be  a  levying  war  ;  yet 
this  point  muft  not  be  infifted  on,  until  the  grand  point  in  law  be  overuled  by  the 
court,  viz.  that  the  indiftment  is  fufficient  in  law,  notwithftanding  it  is  not  grounded  upon 
the  common  law,  or  any  aft  of  parliament  -,  for  we  ought  to  lofe  ground  by  inches. 

29.  If  they  proceed  upon  the  indiftment  to  give  evidence  againft  us,  infifting  upon  it,  that 
the  matter  of  faft  be  proved  by  two  fufficient  lawfull  witnefles ;  then  let  their  witneffes  depofe 
openly  in  court  face  to  face,  for  the  law  exafts  two  lawfull  witnefies  in  cafe  of  treafon  by 
ftatute  I  Edw.  VI.  and  5  Edw.  VI.  cap.  li.  and  i.  and  2.  Ph.  &  Mar.  cap.  11.  Let  the 
witneffes  be  ftriftly  examined,  and  put  to  fwear  punftually  to  the  faft,  &c.  charged  in  the  / 
indiftment  as  the  open  deed,  declaring  and  levying  of  war  ;  and  that  both  witneffes  fwear 

to  the  fame  faft,  and  at  the  fame  time  and  place,  elfe  they  are  but  fingle  teftimonies  to 
two  fafts  of  the  fame  nature. 

30.  Infift  upon  it  to  make  them  prove  the  aft  or  ordintoce  is  a  true  copy  of  the  parlia- 
ment roll,  and  examine  them  upon  oath,  whether  they  examined  it  by  that  roll  ;  (for  'tis 
poffible  they  may  have  forgot  to  do  it,)  alledging  that  we  are  not  to  be  tried  by  every 
private  or  printed  paper,  and  demand  it  may  not  be  read  or  given  in  evidence,  'till  it  be 
pro'v'ed. 

31.  If  they  offer  to  prove  by  any  intercepted  letters,  whereof  they  have  copies,  that  we 
levied  war,  then  deny  thofe  copies,  and  demand  the  originals  •,  and  if  the  originals  could 
"(which  cannot)  be  produced,  they  can  never  prove  them   to  be   any  of  our  hands,  if  we 

put  them  to  it. 

32.  If  the  commiffioners  that  try  us  be  ferjeant  Glynne  or  recorder  Steele,  or  any  other, 
who  are  not  the  ordinary  judges  at  Weftminfter,  tell  the  jury,  that  thefe  are  not  the  fworri 
judges  of  the  law,  but  praftitioners  and  pleaders,  fervants  to  the  lord  proteftor,  and  are 
made  judges  only  for  this  purpofe,  to  take  our  lives  contrary  to  law,  becaufe  the  fworrt 
judges  refufed  it.  If  baron  Thorpe  comes,  he  is  a  fworn  judge. 

33.  If  the  judges  fay,  that  the  lord  proteftor  is  inverted  with  the  fame  power,  that  the 
late  governors,  whethei"  king  or  parliament,  were  inverted  with,  tell  the  jury  boldly,  that

34.  Tell  thejury>  that  'tis  now  our  cafe,  and  they  know  not  how  foon  it  may  be  their 
own,  for  many  were  zealous  for  the  prefent  government,  as  the  jury  now  can  be,  who  have 
already  felt,  and  others  like  to  feel,  the  effeft  of  their  new  ordinances  :  how  fafe  and 
honourable  it  is  for  them  to  ftick  to  the  law,  rather  than  take  our  blood  upon  them ;  and 
inftance  in  John  Lilburne's  feveral  juries  •,  and  if  not  to  acquit  us,  yet  to  acquit  themfelves, 
by  finding  a  fpecial  verdift,  which  leaves  us  to  law,  and  lays  the  guilt  of  our  blood  upon 
the  judges  ;  and  efpecially,  how  dangerous  it  is  for  the  jury  to  prove,  by  fliedding  our 
tilood,  that  the  lord  proteftor  hath  a  legiflative  power,  and  that  his  ordinances  are  laws, 
when  the  late  reprefentative  of  the  whole  people  in  parliament  refufed  to  acknowledge 

them. 

35.  If  indifted  for  treafon  upon  the  25  Edw.  III.  for  levying  war  againft  the  king, 
demand  the  ftatute  to  be  read,  beg  the  jury  to  obferve  when  it  is  read,  and  then  remember 
how  all  kingly  gpvernment  and  authority  was  abolilhed  by  the  aft  1649.  of  the  long  par- 
liament ;  and  the  proteftor  himfelf  in  feveral  fpeeches  declared,  he  was  not,  nor  would 
be  king.  If  they  bid  us  Ihew  the  fpeeches,  where  he  faith  fo,  it  is  in  the  late  fpeech, 
Jan.  22,  1654,  page  24,  and  in  his  declaration  in  April,  1653,  where  he  faith,  hedefired 
the  long  parhament  to  prevent  monarchy.

IT  was  nine  or  ten  of  the  clocke  on  thurfday  morning,  before  I  was  fet  on  fliore,  foe  Vol.  xxrj 
that  though  I  made  all  the  hafte  I  could,  it  was  impoflible  for  mee  to  bee  here  Ibone  p.  519, 
enough  laft  night  to  fpeake  with  182.  This  morning  I  fent  to  him,  but  hee  was  gone 
by  feven  of  the  clocke  with  his  wife,  fome  fourteene  leagues  out  of  towne,  to  fee  a 
howfe,  which  hee  is  about  to  buye,  and  as  I  am  tolde,  will  not  be  heere  againe  before 
tuefday  next.  I  am  extreamely  troubled  at  it,  fmce,  if  it  bee  foe,  I  ftiall  not  only  bee 
hindred  this  pofte,  but  alfo  the  next  too,  from  giving  you  any  perticular  account  of  the 
bufmefle.  I  have  fent  to  him,  to  let  him  know  I  am  come,  and  to  defire  him  to  make 
all  the  haft  hither  that  hee  can.  In  the  meane  time  I  intend  to  lye  heere  private,  that  I 
may  not  ftiew  my  felfe  to  176  before  I  have  concerted  all  things  with  182.  Heere  are 
many  flying  reports  of  the  generall  peace,  which  they  fay  is  to  be  made  by  the  mediation 
of  this  new  pope,  who  intends  to  make  it  his  bufllnefle,  and  of  feverall  great  defignes 
towards  other  parts,  when  France  and  Spaine  fhall  bee  agreed.  But  I  cannot  thinke  fitc 
to  trouble  you  with  them,  fince  I  fhould  bee  unwilling  to  fay  any  thing  to  you,  that  I 
could  not  alTure  you  to  bee  true.  I  fend  you  heere  inclofed,  a  bill  of  exchange  for 
the  fumme  you  did  me  the  favour  to  help  mee  to  at  my  comming  away,  for  which 
I  give  you  humble  thankes,  and  defire  your  pardon  for  the  liberty  I  tooke  in  making 
ufe  of  it.  I  hope  by  the  next  to  bee  able  to  give  you  fome  proofes,  that  I  am  not 
miftaken  in  what  I  have  fayde  to  you,  as  well  as  that  I  am  very  reall  in  the  profeflions 
J  make,  of  being  the  reft  of  my  life,   moft  truly  and  moft  entirely,

A.  D.  1655.  T  HAVE  not  of  late  received   any  directions  from   you  concerninge  oure  prifoners, 
U^^^XJ  X  which  hath  beene  much  expedted  by  my  felfe  and  the  judges,  in  anfwere   to  what  I 
Vol.  XXV.       wrote  you  from  SaUfburie  and  Dorchefter.      I  have  forborne  writinge  unto  you,  becaufe 
^'  ^^  '  generall  Deibrowe  faid  he  would  doe  it,  and  give  an  account  of  paffages  here,  and  hath 

undertaken  to  doe  the  Hke  againe,  which  makes  me  be  the  fhorter.  The  juries  we  finde 
very  well  affefted,  and  wilhnge  to  difpatche  the  cavaliers ;  and  the  difference  amongeft 
them,  is  to  agree  moll  fpeedilie.  We  are  upon  our  laft  bill  againft  the  prifoners 
heare.  A  lift  of  them,  and  of  thofe  already  tried  and  convifted,  you  will  hearewith 
receive.  Our  work,  I  believe,  will  not  be  great  att  Chard  ;  but  what  care  is  taken 
to  have  good  jurymen  there,  I  knowe  not.  My  lord  Rolles  went  hence  yefterdaie,  and 
will  not  be  att  Chard  ;  and  mr.  ferjeant  Glynn  faies,  that  there  is  a  neceffity  of  his  beinge 
in  London  before  the  terme,  and  foe  thinkes  he  Ihall  be  but  litttle  att  Chard.  Juftice 
Windham  is  expefted  to  meete  us  there,  and  I  believe  baron  Nicholas  will  ftaye  with 
us.  Mr.  Recorder  is,  as  I  wrote  you  in  my  laft,  to  give  the  charge,  and  manage  the 
trials  there  :  from  thence  I  fuppofe  we  Ihall  all  come  to  London  togeather.

Vol.  XXV.        T^  obedience  to  your  command,  I  humbly  certify  your  honor,  that  the  grand  jury  here 
P- 527.  X  although    they   firft   made  diverfe  fcruples  upon  the  bills  of  high  treafon,  the  chiefeft 

whereof  was  concerning  the  ftatute  laws,  againft  which  the  offence  is  alleaged  to  bee  com- 
mitted, what  thofe  ftatutes  were,  and  then  how  they  could  bee  meant  of  his  highnefTe 
the  lord  proteftor  •,  and  they  having  the  old  ftatute  of  25  Edw.  III.  and  the  late  ordinance ; 
and  it  being  given  given  in  charge  by  mr.  ferjeant  Glynne  very  learnedly  and  fully,  that 
by  the  ftatute  25  Edw.  III.  and  the  common  law,  the  levying  warre  againft  the  chief 
officer  of  the  commonwealth  (lett  the  name  be  whatfoever)  was  high  treafon,  and  by 
the  word  king  in  that  ftatute  muft  be  meant  the  chief  officer  (and  the  beareing  of  that 
office)  the  major  part  of  the  grand  jury  were  quicklie  fatisfied.  I  was  with  them  all  the 
tyme  to  manadge  the  evidence,  and  untill  they  privately  debated  the  matter  amongft  them- 
felves.  Divers  of  the  honeft  men  amongft  them  privately  blamed  to  mee  the  peevilh- 
neffe  of  theire  fellowes  in  making  doubts  where  there  was  noe  caufe,  and  particularly  of 
theire  foreman,  whofe  name  is  Cerrington  Savory ;  and  truly  I  found  him  at  firft  fomwhat 
wilfull,  as  hee  was  fcrupulous  ;  but  hee  was  overpowered  by  the  reft.  They  have  found 
three  bills  againft  all  thofe  prifoners  named  in  the  lift,  which  mr.  attorney  hath  now  fent 
to  your  honor.  One  of  the  prifoners,  namely  Thomas  Helliard,  at  his  tryal  carryed 
himfelf  very  infolently  in  the  face  of  the  court,  faying,  what  he  did  was  noe  other  then 
what  he  was  fworne  to  doe,  profelfing  his  allegeance  to  Charles  Stuart,  the  fon,  as  well 
as  the  father  ;  and  that  there  was  noe  law  againft  it.  I  obferved  none  of  them  to  ex- 
prefTe  any  remorfe  at  all,  foe  much  hardened  are  they  even  as  Pharaoh,  as  was  expreffed 
by  the  ferjeant  in  his  charge.  The  people  here  are  well  plcafed  with  thefe  proceedings 
againft  the  rebells.  The  ferjeant  in  his  charge  obferved  their  ingratefull  returne  after 
an  aft  of  oblivion  pafTed,  ingratitude  being  condemned  by  the  very  heathen ;  and  theire 
reftleiTe  fpirits  to  fet  up  an  intereft,  which  God  by  foe  many  fignes  and  wonders  had 
fought  againft.  Hee  likewife  obferved  the  care  of  his  highnefTe  to  preferve  the  people  in 
theire  lives,  liberties,  and  propertyes,  and  that  this  was  the  only  end  of  his  highnefTe,  not 
any  private  end  to  himfelfe.     Mr.  attorney,  in  his  manadging  the  evidence,  would  often

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inculcate  to  the  people,  that  they  might  now  fee,  who  were  the  caufe  of  theire  taxes,  and  A.  D.  165;, 
the  neceffity  of  continuing  them.

thence.  From  Doncafter,  on  thurfday,  his  Lordftiip,  mr.  follicitor,  and  col.  Lilburne, 
thought  fitt  to  fend  me  backe  to  this  place,  here  to  refide  untill  munday  next,  to  the  end 
it  may  not  be  thought  the  profecution  of  this  buflines  does  grow  cold  upon  their  hands,, 
and  that  there  is  much  probability,  that  feverall  of  the  confpirators,  that  are  fled,  may 
be  apprehended  before  the  commillion  be  proceeded  in  any  further ;  and  that  they  may  be 
all  at  once  tryed  for  theire  treafon,  which  I  have  accordingly  given  out ;  yefterday  I  attend- 
ed Alderman  Dickenfon  to  declare  this  to  him,  and  he  told  me,  he  had  apprehended 
feaven  more  confpirators  in  this  defigne,  and  hath  committed  them  to  the  gaole,  upon 
fufpicion  of  high  treafon.  Of  this,  and  of  the  matter  of  theire  executions,  he  tells  me, 
he  will  give  your  honor  an  account  by  this  retorne. 

Col.  Lilburne  haveing  accompanied  my  lord  Strickland  and  mr.  follicitor  from  Doncafter 
towards  Grantham,  is  retorned  to  Yorke,  and  is  goeing  to  his  houfe  five  miles  hence, 
leaveing  a  fervant  to  receave  your  letters  (if  any)  to  him.  I  have  delivered  him  a  note 
of  two  perlbns,  viz.  Henry  Agar,  fervant  to  mr.  LefTon,  and  Thomas  Thompfon, 
fervant  to  fir  Richard  Malevorer,  to  be  examined  as  to  the  whole  matter  ;  for  they  fay 
(as  is  told  me)  they  were  both  at  HefTum-More.  Thefe  have  fpoken  freely  in  difcourfe 
to  fbme  honefl  men  here,  confelTmg  they  were  unadvifedly  infnared  by  theire  mafters. 

I  intend  (upon  the  agreement  in  opinion  of  my  lord  Strickland,  mr.  follicitor,  and  col. 
Lilburne  at  Doncafter)  to  come  for  London  on  munday  next :  my  being  here  is 
grown  publique,  and  foe  more  expenfive,  and  I  have  not  in  commiffion  whereby  to  ferve 
you  'till  further  orders. 

I  have  not  prefumed  to  break  into  particular  relations  of  what  hath  pafifed,  fmce  I  came 
from  you,  leaft  I  anticipate  what  wil  be  delivered  to  you  within  a  few  howers  after  you 
receive  this  by  his  lordfliip  and  mr.  follicitor.     I  am

A  letter  from  mr.  H.  Daubne  at  Cadiz. 
Sir, 

SINCE  I  had  the  happynefs  to  receive  one  from  you  (which  was  not  'till  about  a  month  y^j  ^^^ 
fmce,  and  the  only  comfort  now  in  a  whole  year,  that  I  have  received  from  England)  p.  539. 
I  return'd  you  prefent  anfwer  by  the  Exeter  merchant,  and  a  duplicat  of  the  fame  by 
the  Benjamin,  both  which  I  hope  are  by  this  come  fafe  to  your  hands.  The  truth  is,  that  I 
expefted  you  would  before  this  time  have  taken  fome  efpecial  order  for  my  neceffary  fupply 
all  this  while  here,  and  my  better  difpofition  for  your  fervice  elfwhere,  according  to  the 
frequent  defiers  and  advifes  I  have  given  you  in  all  my  former  letters,  which,  as  it  feems, 
to  my  no  little  amazement,  have  for  the  moft  part  been  unhappily  mifcarried  ;  fo  I  muft 
content  myfelf  with  that  misfortune,  and  the  hopes,  that  under  this  new  addrefs,  which  you 
have  given  me,  our  correfpondence  may  be  more  fecure  for  the  future.  I  have  very  little 
to  add  to  what  I  fent  you  in  my  laft,  but  that  wee  have  had  this  v/eek  a  fad  avifo  from 

the 
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A.  D.  1655.  the  Indys,  that  the  galeons,  which  as  I  have  always  told  you  in   my  former,  were  long 
.  t/'V'"^  before  this  expefted  here,  cannnot  polTibly  arrive  with  us  'till  Auguft  or  September ;  fo  we 
are  all  at  a  ftand,  but  moft  efpecially  I,  what  we  fhall  doe  with  ourfelves  in  the  mean  time. 
This  unhappy  retardment  has  been  occafioned  by  a  fad  diflafter  fallen  upon  their  fleet  in 
the  South  Sea,  by  the  cafting  away  of  the  admiral  of  the  Armada,  wherein  were  no  lefs, 
as  wee  heare,  than  eleven  or  twelve  milhons ;  but  the  moft  part  of  the  plate  and  merchan- 
dize will  be  faved,  though  it  has  thrown  the  privat  adventurers  that  were  abord  into  a 
very  great  diforder  and  confufion,  fome  of  whome  have  been  drowned  endeavouring  to 
fwimm  alhore  overladen  with  theyr  gold  •,  but  upon  the  whole,  the  king  is  like  to  be  no 
great  loofer  ;  for  every  wife  man,  uppon  the  happening  of  that  mifchance,  prefently  con- 
feft  his  plate,  and  entered   it  into  the  king's   regifter,  which  they  thought  before  to   be 
concealed,  and  fo  faved  the  twenty  in  the  hundred  which  is  his  due.     By  this  means  like- 
wife  the  other  galeons,   that  were  here  ready  when  I  writ  my  laft  to  fetfail  from  hence,  are 
commanded  to  ftay.  This  has  fallen  out  very  unfortunately  for  the  king's  and  this  country's 
occafions,  which  atprefent  wee  know  require  no  fmall  fumme  of  money  to  be  advanced ;  and 
no  lefs  for  all  us  merchants  heer,  for  neyther  you,  nor  any  of  our  principalis  there,  can  ex- 
peft  any  confiderable  returns,  till  that  fleet  (hall  come  in  ',  but  as  for  the  king,  he  can  fhift 
well  enough  to  fupply  his  occafions  out  of  all  the  privat  purfes  of  his  people,  as  he  is 
now  very  bufyly  about  it ;  and  what  mony  is  in  Spayn,  he  is  fure  to  command  it,  for  his 
fubjedls  are  his  affes  to  beare  what  burthens  he  fhall  pleafe  to  impofe.  Our  condition  though 
will  be  very  miferable  in  the  mean  time,  and  myn  is  like  to  be  more  neceffitous  then  any 
man's  elfe,  as  you  may  very  well  imagine,  if  you  doe  not  very  fpeedily  take  order  to  releeve 
it.     Heer  came  in  the  other  day  a  catch  from  Portfmouth  with   fome  letters  and  orders 
for  generall  Blake,  which  made  no  ftay  heer,  but  went  out  immediately  to  finde  him,  who, 
as  wee  are  informed  heer,  lys  with  part  of  his  fleet  before  Tunis,  and  part  before  Tripoly, 
and,  but  that  I  ftrongly  prefume,  this  vefTel  came    forth  uppon  a  very  fuddayn  difpatch  of 
ftate,  and  was  not  certayn  to   put  in  heer,  I  fhould  have  very  much  wondered  not  to 
receive  fome  orders  from  you  likewife  ;  which  till  you  fhall  pleafe  to  fend  to  me,  I  fhalJ, 
as  I  am  obliged  by  your  commands,  abide  heer,  though  truly  the  place   is  very  narrow 
for  our  bufynes,  but  large  enough  for  expences  as  any  in  Spayn,   as  I  have  in  my  former 
fufficiently  informed  you,   and  defired  likewife  to  be  tranfplanted  into  fome  fphere  of 
greater  aftivity,  Howfoever,  I  doe  humbly  fubmit  that,  with  all  things  elfe  concerning  me 
and  my  bufynefs   (which  is  likewife  your  own)  to  youF  better  judgment,  to  confider  and 
difpofe,  and  fhall  make  ufe  of  all  occafions  here  to  ferve  you  in   the   mean   time   as 
far  as  the  latitud  of  this  poor  place  will  permitt.     Wee  are  all  overjoy'd  heer  with  the 
news  of  a  breach,  that  is  like  to  be  between  our  ftate  and  France,   which  the  Spaniards 
are  not  lefs  pleafed  withall  then  wee  ourfelves,  as  a  thing  as  much  conduceing  to  their 
advantage  as  ours  (for  intereft   holdes   the  afcendant  with  them,  as  well  as   with  other 
people)  infomuch  that  they,  I  meane  the  people  of  this  place,   have  changed  on  a  fuddayn 
theyr  former  darke  countenances  into  all  lightfomnefs,  and  theyr  jealoufys  they  had  before 
of  our  ftate's  defignes,   into  great  honors   and  loud  acclamations,  to  the  gloiy  of  his 
highnefs,  in  applaus  of  his   magnanimity,  and  of  our  whole  nation.    And  truly  I   am 
confident,  that  they   will  prove   very  reall,    faythfuU  and  cordiall  freinds  to  our  ftate. 
Howfoever  I  doubt  not  but  his  highnefs  great  prudence  will  thinke  fitt  to  have  an  eye  to 
the  two  fpring  heads  of  theyr  poHcy,  which   I    have  fufficiently  inftanced  in   my  former, 
where  the  double  dealing,  if  any  is,  or  ever  fhall  be  intended,  muft  be  difcovered,  and 
not  in  thees  remote  quarters.     This  people  likewife  feeme  to  be  no  lefs  pleafed  with  that 
fayr  liberty  of  confcience,  which  they  heare  is  given  in  England  to  theyr  religion,  as  well 
as  others,  which  is  lookt  upon  by  all  heer,  as  one  of  the  moft  wife,  pious  and  Chriftian 
actions,  that  this  age  has  produced. 

My  freind  heer,  whome  you  well  knowe  to  be  much  your  fervant,  for  want  of  better 
employment,  has  written  fome  politicall  difcourfes  in  order  to  the  paft,  prefent,  and  future 
government  of  England,  which  he  thinkes  may  be  fomewhat  feafonable  for  the  fatisfadbion 
of  fome,  if  fpeedyly  publifhed ;  and  he  would  requeft  your  advife,  whether  he  fhould 
fend  his  copy  to  you  there,  or  keep  it  with  him  'till  he  come  himfelf  to  kifs  your  hands. 
He  is  likewife  about  a  Latin  trad,  concerning  all  forreign  negotiations  by  ambafl^adours, 
refidents,  agents,  &c.  theyr  qualities,  dutys,  and  priviledges,  which  if  he  be  to  ftay  any 
time  in  thes  parts,  he  means  to  imprint  heer,  but  not  in  his  own  name,  and  dedicate 
to  his  highnefs,  if  you  fhall  fo  thinke  convenient.  Thus  in  his  vacancies  from  other  bufynes 
he  is  fayn  to  fpend  his  time,  though  he  could  wifli  he  might  be  fo  happy  as  to  employ 
it  more  profitably  to  your  fervice,  being  defirous  I  am  fure  of  nothing  more  in  this  world, 
then  to  be  better  knowne  to  you,  as  myfelf  likewife  to  be.

for  the  late  king   throughout  the   whole  war.  _^^Saith,   he  was  told   by   Pyle,   the  agent, 
on  his  firft  engagement  in  this  late  rebellion,  that  there  were  three  feveral  agents,  one  :

THE  pope  continues  to  do  adions,  which  caufe  him  daily  to  be  more  and  more  ad-  Vol.  xxv. 
mired  -,  he  is  very  pliable  to  all  that  is  juft,  and  hath  fet  at  liberty  the  count  Mar-  P-  S^?- 
chio,  mr.  Bruningo,  and  fome  others,  which  had  been  perfecuted  during  the  late  ponti- 
ficate, and  hath  thruft  his  fteward  out  of  door  for  receiving  a  prefent.  He  hath  granted 
the  difpenfation  of  wedlock  into  the  firft  and  fecond  confanguinity  for  2000  crowns, 
which  is  the  tax,  which  had  been  eftabliftied  by  the  pope  Pius  V.  inftead  that  by  the  laft 
pontificate,  it  was  ufual  to  give  for  thofe  favours  ten  or  twelve  thoufand  crowns,  and  be- 
fides  that,  beftow  feveral  prefents.  This  order  has  been  made  by  reafon  of  a  Portugal, 
who  (having  during  the  laft  pontificate  offered  ten  thoufand  crowns  for  fuch  a  favour, 
which  had  been  refufed  him)  is  at  prefent  returned  hither ;  and  having  offered  7000 
crowns,  his  holinefs  hath  regulated  the  price  according  to  the  loweft  tax,  which  has  been 
made  thereof,  and  caufed  the  favour  he  demanded  to  be  granted  him,  for  thofe  2000 
crowns.  His  hohnefs  giveth  pubhck  audience  to  thofe,  who  demand  it,  every  funday  noon 
after  his  devotions,  and  doth  diftribute  his  favours  with  much  generofity  to  all  perfons  of 
merit  and  honefty,  no  others  being  credited  by  him.  He  doth  particularly  confider  the  poor 
cardinals,  intending  to  let  each  of  them  have  at  leaft  6000  crowns,  having  to  that  purpofe 
re-eftablifhed  cardinal  Cecchini  in  his  penfion  of  poor  cardinal,  which  had  been  taken 
away  from  him  by  Innocent  the  tenth  ;  but  his  generofity  has  more  particularly  ap- 
peared, in  giving  the  archbifhoprick  of  Spoleto  to  cardinal  Fachinetti,  who  was  one  of 
the  great  oppofers  to  his  eledtion,  and  yet  more  in  granting  unto  the  two  cardinals  of  Me- 
dicis  upon  the  king  of  Spain's  nomination  all  the  benefices  of  late  cardinal  Pimentelli, 
which  had  been  abfolutely  refufed  them  by  Innocent  the  Xth. 

His  holinefs  has  this  week  received  the  difmiflion  of  the  charges  poffelTed  by  the  princes 
Pamphilio,  Ludovifio,  and  Juftiniani,  namely  the  firft,  of  the  charge  of  general  of  the 
church,  the  fecond,  of  that  of  Caftelain  of  thecaftle  of  St.  Angelo,  and  the  third,  of  that 
of  general  of  the  church,  his  holinefs  having  abolifhed  the  firft  and  third,  by  reafon 
they  were  of  too  great  coll,  and  deftinated  the  profit  thereof  for  the  Venetians. 

Dona  Olimpia  hath  done  a  prudent  aftion  in  fending  to  the  pope,  by  cardinal  Gualtieri, 
all  the  writs  fhe  had  had  of  Innocent  the  Xth,  with  intreaties,  that  he  ftiould  difpofe 
thereof  according  to  his  will  and  pleafure,  which  hath  much  pleafed  his  holinels,  who  has 
fincc  told  Pamphilio,  to  reconcile  himfelf  with  his  mother. 

It  is  remarked,  that  the  vice  king  of  Naples,  who  detained  a  prieft  againft  the  nuncio's 
intention,  did  put  him  at  liberty  as  foon  as  he  heard  the  news  of  the  pope's  eledion.

A.  D.  165;^      Cai'dlnal  Montalto  is  dead  of  a  glutonifh  difeafe  ;  he  has  left  the  cleareft  of  his  means 
it^^KJ  to  one  of  his  fervants.     The  pope  did  much  comfort  him  in  his  difeafe,  having  given  the 
charge  of  vice-gerent  to  his  favorite's  brother,  and  having  moreover  given  him  leave  to 
make  his  will,  and  difpofe  of  part  of  his  benefices.

The  French  troops ' 
begin  to  come  back  hither  from  their  quarters,  to  begin  the  field ;  and  it's  thought, 
that  as  much  on  this  fide  as  in  the  Modenefe,  there  will  be  at  leaft  15000  men,  without 
Comprizing  the  troops  of  the  duke  of  Modena.  The  governor  of  Milan  makes  great 
preparations,  obliging  the  nobility  of  the  Milanefe  to  contribute  each  according  to  their 
power.

relation  to  the  condemned  perfons,  as  alfo  to  the  reft  of  the  prifoners.  The  gaole  here  is 
very  full.  Judgment  was  given  upon  26  this  morning  for  high  treafon  ;  and  there 
are  30,  befides  thofe  that  remayne  in  prifon  upon  the  fame  infurreftion,  and  befides  the 
country  prifoners,  which  are  many  likewife  •,  and  the  hott  weather  now  comeing  on,  if 
they  ftiould  any  long  tyme  continue  there,  it  might"  caufe  an  infeftion  and  a  difeafe  both 
in  city  and  country.  Mr.  ferjeant  Glyn  is  this  morning  gone  for  London,  and  intends 
(God  willing)  on  fryday  night,  as  foon  as  he  comes  thither,  to  wayte  on  his  highnefle ; 
from  whome  you  may  expedt  and  receive  a  more  exa6t  accompt  of  all  the  paflages 
and  proceedings  in  this  circuit,  than  can  be  communicated  by  letter.  According  to 
his  highnefle  dire6tions,  fignifyed  by  your  felfe,  all  the  perfons,  that  were  in  prifon  upon 
the  accompt  of  high  treafon  in  the  gaol  of  Exon,  are  continued  there,  until  farther 
order  from  his  highnefle,  as  well  thofe  acquitted,  as  thofe  not  tryed,  and  thofe  condemned  ; 
and  for  thofe,  that  were  fett  at  liberty  at  Salift)ury,  having  then  not  received  diredtions 
to  the  contrary,  it  was  according  to  the  courfe  of  proceedings  in  like  cafes,  done  there  5 
but  if  it  fliall  be  judged  meete,  and  directions  ftiali  be  given  accordingly,  they  may  be 
all  retorned  to  prifon  againe,  within  the  compafle  of  one  day  ;  but  it  will  be  held  a 
little  hard,  fince  I  bailed  fome  of  them  there,  to  give  in  evidence  againft  the  prifoners 
there,  and  bound  them  over  by  recognizances  to  appeare  at  this  fefllon,  to  give  in 
evidence  againft  the  prifoners  here,  which  they  did  accordingly,  and  I  could  not  well  have 
wanted  their  teftimony.  Upon  receipt  of  your  letter,  I  fent  for  Duke,  but  his  fifter  came 
not  neare  mee.  I  let  him  know  the  caufe,  why  I  would  fpeake  with  him ;  and  upon  dif- 
courfe  and  examination,  all  that  he  could  fay,  more  then  what  was  conteyned  in  his  for- 
mer examination  (which  was  only  in  generall  as  to  the  defigne,  which  moft  of  the  reft  knew 
and  fpake  of)  is  in  the  paper  inclofed.  General  Difbrow  has  been  with  us  ever  fince  our 
coming  into  this  country,  and  to  him  hath  been  communicated  the  way  and  manner 
of  our  proceedings,  and  the  caufe  of  alteration  of  the  indidlment  ;  and  from  him  we 
have  receaved  the  fenfe  you  had  there  of  our  proceedings  at  Saliftjury,  wherewith  (as 
we  beheve)  he  is  well  fatisfyed  -,  foe  we  doubt  not  but  you  will  receave  a  good  accompt 
from  mr.  ferjeant  Glyn,  as  alfo  from  the  reft  of  us,  when  we  return  to  London,  We 
have  this  day  liberty  to  take  a  little  air,  and  to-morrow  goe  on  towards  Chard  ;  as  foone 
as  wee  have  difpatched  ourbufllnes  there,  from  thence  towards  London.

I  fliaU  add  this,  that  Rofe  hath,  by  fome  French  and  Scotch,  that  knew  not  his  name, 
been  called  RofTe  ;  but  he  alwaies  writt  his  name  Rofe,  and  fo  did  his  father,  and  fo  doth 
his  brothers,  to  my  knowlege.  If  you  fufped,  that  any  dangerous  perfons  fhould  go  from 
thefe  parts,  the  beft  way  to  prevent  it,  were  to  appoynt  two  nimble  fmall  veflels,  that 
might  fearch  the  fhallops  at  fea  i  for  there  will  be  fo  many  fhallops  upon  thefe  coafts 
to  buy  mackerel,   that  it  will  be  impofllble  to  watch  all  places..

WH  O  faith,  that  about  the  year  1 643,  he  went  over  into  France,  and  at  Diepe  and  Vol.,  xxv. 
Roan  he  lived  thirteen  months,  and  was  fent  thence  by  mr.  Thomas  Sackvile  to  P-  553* 
Dartmouth,  a  garrifon  of  the  late  king's,  to  fetch  three  horfes  he  formerly  left  there,  the 
horfes  being  fiill   of  the  farcy,  and  the  gentleman,  in  whofe  cuftody  they  were,  being 
unwilling  to  fend  them,  the  examinate  being  fent  by  his  friends,  to  get  a  livelihood, 
took  pay,  and  was  entered  an  cnfign  in  the  garrifon  of  that  town,    where  he  con- 
tinued till  the   garrifon  was  taken  by  the  parliament  forces,   and  ever  fince  that  time, 
he  hath  refided  at  Lewes,  where  he  now  dwelleth ;  and  for  the  two  years  laft  paft,  he 
having  the  French  tongue,  and  trading  being  dead  here,  hath  endeavoured   to  drive  a 
fmall   trade  into  France,  for  his  fubfiftence  and  of  his  wife  and  children.     He   further

p.  557.  '        V  V    came  in  at  Newhaven  upon  mr.  Rofe's  account,  and  he  himfelf  with  two  other 
paffengers  came  in  the  fame  fhallop,  and  that  evening  there  came  three  ftrangers,  and 
lodged  at  an  inn  in  that  town,  kept  by  one  mr.  Fehx  Sterne.     The  examinate  faw  two 
of  the  gentlemen  and  had  converfe  with  .them,  Who  afked  him,  if  a  merchant  fhould 
defire  to  bring  in  or  carry  out  any  prohibited  commodities,  whether  money  would  not  blind 
the  officers,    to  which  this  examinate  replied,  that  there   were  no   fuch  officers  in  that 
place,  and  fo  their  conference  ended.    One  of  them  was  of  a  middle  ftature,  between  30 
and  40  years  of  age,  clad  in  a  black  cloth  fuit,  between  a  white  and  brown  complexion  ; 
the  other  was  a  tall  man  with  huge  black  hair,  and  a  faddilh  grey  cloth  fuit  and  coat  ; 
•  the  third  kept  clofe  in  his  chamber,  and  went  Iby  the  name  of  the  lawyer,  but  him  the 
examinate  did  not  fee.     Upon  wednefday  laft  the  i8th  of  this  April,  about  fix  a  clock  in 
'     the  afternoon,  the  fame  fhallop  went  out  again  empty,  and  ftood  to  the  eaft  towards  Sea- 
ford  road  'till  it  grew  dark,  fo  that  we  loft  fight  of  her  ;  then  the  examinate  being  fufpi- 
cious  that  the  Ihallop  might  turn  towards  the  weft  upon  fome  ill  defign,  he,  with  William 
Ince,  and  four  more,  at  the  requeft  of  the  officers,  went  under  the  cliff  upon  the  coaft 
till  they  came  to  New-way,  two  miles  diftant  from  the  haven's  mouth,  there   they  met 
fiftiermen,  who  told  them,  the  Ihallop  was  gone  weftv/ard  ;  fo  the  examinate  defired  his 
company,  and  he  went  with  them  accordingly  'till  they  came  in  fight  of  the  fhallop,  who 
lay  near  the  fhore  at  anchor ;  then  the  examinate  and  his  company  lay  clofe  under  the  cliff 
for  near  three  hours,  it  being  about  three  a  clock  in  the  morning ;  then  the*  mift  increafino-, 
they  lofing  the  fight  of  the  faid  fliallop,  thought  fit  to  go  further  to  the  weft,  and  about 
half  a  mile  off,  looking  up  the  cliff  Moreftade,  efpied  a  man  leading  a  horfe  with  a  lio-ht 
match  in  his  hand,  who  defcried  the  company,  knowing  him  to  be  Samuel  Rofe  of  Lewes  :

I  have  alfo  fent  you  a  relation,  that  came  but  two  days  fince  from  Naples,  of  the  brave 
a6ls  of  general  Blake,  who  hath  here  gained  immortal  fame  both  to  the  honour  of  the 
proteftor  and  glory  of  our  nation.  Little  other  news  here,  faving  that  they  talk  of  a 
great  league  making  by  the  petty  princes  of  Italy  and  the  Venetians  againft  the  Spa- 
niard, which  I  believe  will  come  to  nothing.

A  letter  from  Nifmes. 

Sir,  and  most  honored  brother, 

"V'OURS  hath  prevented  me  ;  it  is  fome  time  fince,  that  I  thought  to  ^write  to  you.  Vol.  xxv, 
-*-  The  fynod,  which  is  affembled  in  this  city,  hath  hindered  me  till  now  from  execut-  P-  575- 
ing  my  defign  ;  I  have  had  the  honour  to  be  prefident  thereof,  or  moderator,  after  I  had 
been  joined  to  the  laft.  All  did  pafs  with  great  union,  and  our  rules  do  remain  in  their 
vigour.  We  expeft  with  impatience  the  iffue  of  the  negotiation  of  mr.  Dury  •,  we 
pray  to  God,  that  having  rather  regard  to  his  glory  than  to  our  troubles,  he  would  advance 
this  work.     The  motives  of  this  bufmefs  are  univerfally  approved  of  by  all  honeft  men. 

You  Ihall  underftand  in  the  mean  time,  our  ftate  and  our  fufferances,  by  an  hiftorical 
and  very  favourable  narration,  which  I  am  going  to  make  of  what  paffeth  here  in  the 
midft  of  us.  There  hath  been  a  Ihew  made,  as  if  they  would  caufe  the  edid:  to  be  exe- 
cuted ;  they  fent  into  the  province  mr.  de  Boucherat,  counfellor  of  ftate,  and  mr.  Efcor- 
biac,  counfellor  in  the  chamber  of  the  edifts  at  Caftres ;  but  you  muft  obferve,  that  they 
were  nominated  at  the  felicitation  of  the  commiffioners  of  the  ftates  of  this  province 
our  capital  enemies  and  of  the  clergy  of  France;  and  that  in  their  c^Dmmifllon  there  is 
this  claufe  •,  that  in  cafe  of  parting,  the  bufmefs  ftiould  be  referred,  not  to  the  chamber  of 
the  edi6t,  but  to  the  council  of  his  majefty ;  a  clear  fign,  that  fince  the  faid  commiffion 
did  offend  the  edifls,  that  there  was  more  caufe  to  fear  than  to  hope,  and  that  we  could 
not  expeft  any  good  to  come  of  it.  V/herefore  this  church  was  of  opinion  to  delay  it, 
and  to  oppofe  it  by  a  publick  aft  •,  but  through  misfortune,  our  opinion  and  judg- 
ment was  not  followed  -,  and  now  experience  doth  fhew  unto  us,  that  we  had  right  and 
reafon.  I  fpeak  of  this  bufmefs,  as  having  negotiated  it,  conferred  with  thefe  gentlerrien, 
and  treated  with  them  jointly  with  other  commiffioners.  They  promifed  us  mountains  and 
wonders  ;  they  fed  us  with  hopes,  all  the  requefts  which  we  fhould  reprefent  were  to  be 
favourably  anfwercd  ;  in  fhort,  they  offered  us  nothing  but  favours  and  graces,  but  in 
the  end,  the  event  hath  difcovered  the  "cheat,  and  all  thefe  fair  words  have  been  but 
■words  in  the  air. 

Firft,  the  caftle  of  Fortes  is  a  kind  of  inquifition  ;  there  is  a  pfifoner  of  our  religion, 
an  honeft  man  and  without  reproach,  kept  under  ridiculotis  pretences  ;  but  there  is  only 
his  belief,  which  doth  render  him  guilty,  and  the  courage,  which  he  hath  fhewn  for  the 
maintaining  of  the  church,  which  is  the  caufe  of  his  captivity  •,  the  chamber  of  the 
edift  hath  fo  acknowledged  it.  The  fentences,  which  they  have  given  in  his  behalf,  have 
been  in  vain.  This  poor  man  hath  been  kept  there  thefe  five  or  fix  months,  nor  his  wife 
nor  children  fuffered  to  fee  him.  Of  late  a  man  of  the  neighbourhood  was  impriforied  in 
the  fame  place,  under  pretence,  that  he  hindred  his  wife  from  going  to  hear  mafs;

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A.  D.  165;.  before  they  took  him,  they  feized  upon  his  father,  a  poor  old  man  very  decrepid  ;  although 
t/'VNi  they  had  nothing  to  fay  againft  the  poor  innocent,  and  that  his  age  ought  to  have 
moved  them  to  pity,  they  baftinadoed  him  and  brought  him  in  fight  of  the  caftle  •,  in 
the  end,  not  being  able  to  march  any  further,  they  left  him  upon  the  place  half  dead  . 
with  blows  and  the  long  march.  As  for  his  fon,  the  prifoner,  he  was  kept  fifteen  days 
in  a  dungeon,  where  he  could  not  fee  any  light  at  all,  obferving  a  rigorous  faft,  whick 
neither  the  religion  nor  the  phyfician  had  appointed.  There  was  no  body  could  get  to 
fee  him,  or  to  adminifter  any  food  unto  him.  We  prefented  a  petition  to  thefe  gentle- 
men for  his  enlargement,  but  they  put  us  off  with  delays,  and  our  cares  were  in  vain. 

They  made  a  Ihew  as  if  they  would  eflablifh  the  exercife  of  our  religion  atVille  Neufve 
de  Kerck,  in  Vivares ;  their  anfwer  to  the  petition  prefented  feemed  to  be  favourable  : 
convinced  by  the  right  of  thefe  poor  perfecuted  men,  they  ordered,  that  two  counfellors 
of  the  prefidial  of  Nifmes  fiiould  tranfport  themfelves  thither,  and  re-eftablifh  the  ex- 
ercife ;  but  they  added  this  claufe  :  l^he  catholicks  beard  for  a  former.  So  that  what  they 
gave  on  the  one  hand,  they  took  away  with  the  other. 

■  The  earl  of  Rieux  hath  perfecuted  the  church  of  Vals  of  late,   carrying  away  thofe  of 
our  religion  by  force,   and  fending  them   to    the  war ;  he   hath  fold  them,  and  made  50 
livres  of  each  •,    that  if  any  one  of  them  revolted,  he  was  fent  back  to  his  houfe.     We 
have  fpoken  aloud  of  this,  and  have  prefented  a  petition,  but  they  would  not  grant  us  a 
commiffion  to  inform  bur  felves,  but  have  fent  us  to  the  king.     Who  doth  not  fee    but 
that  is  a  meer  delufion  and  denial  of  juftice  ?    I  fhould  be  too  long,  if  I  fhould  relate  all 
the  injuftice,  which  they  have  done  to  the  church  of  Alez,  and  to  that  of  St.  Giles,  and 
many  others  ;  but  there  is  one,  which  doth  cry  for  vengeance,  and  which  is  able  to  make 
fome  defpair.     Florenfao,  a  little  city  .near  Montpellier,    hath  polTeffed    the  exercife   of 
our  religion  fince  the  year  1564.     Our  laft  war  was  the  occafion,  that  it  was  driven  from 
thence.    Never  any  church  had  more  authentick  titles  than  that  hath.  They  were  afhamed 
to  do  it  injuftice  publickly,  but  behold  here  the  depth  of  Satan;  there  was  a  fuit  at 
law  with  the  papifts  -,    the  chamber  of  the  edi6t  had  made  a  partage  ;  thefe  gentlemen  go 
to  Caftres,  where  they  decide  the  partage  to  our  advantage  ;  the   fynod  is   met ;   it  is  re- 
folved  to  fend  thither  a  commiflioner  of  our  prefidial  to  examine  the  faid  arreft,  and  re- 
inftate  the  exercife  •,  a  minifter  of  our  body  is  fent  thither  ;  they  preach  without  any  noife  ; 
the  minifter  continueth  his  charge ;  all  things  feemed  to  be  quiet ;  but  on    funday  laft, 
when  it  was  time  to  preach,  the  papifts  met  and  feized  upon  the   place  where  they  were 
wont  to  preach,  and  thruft  away  thofe  that  reprefented  themfelves,  and  fo  hindered  the 
exercife  of  piety.     A  perfon  of  reputation  of  the  city,  who  had  the  minifter  in  his  houfe, 
would  pacify  the  tumult,  but  in  vain.     At  laft,  thofe  of  our  religion   were  to   take  the 
houfe  of  the  faid  gentleman,  and  refolved  to  preach  and  pray  there  in  his  houfe  -,  they 
broke  open  the  doors,  and  plundered  all  what  they  could  meet  withall  below  ftairs  ; 
they  broke  a  gentlewoman's'  arm  ;   they  beat  the  gentlewoman  of  the   houfe  fo  much, 
who  was  big  with  child,  that  fhe  mifcarried ;  they  fought  after  the  minifter,   and  having 
found  him,  they  tore  off  his  cloaths,  the  hair  of  his  head,  they  gave  him  many  blows  ; 
at  laft  a  counfellor  took  him  by  the  collar,  and  led  him  with  much  ignominy  out  of  the 
city.     Thus  it  is  that  the  arrefts  are  holy  ;  thus  they  obey  the  fovereign  magiftrates ;   but 
who  is  the  occafion  of  all  thefe  diforders,  but  thefe  gentlemen  }    for  in  drawing  up  the 
arreft,  they  made  no  mention  of  the  duke   of  Uzes,  lord  of  Florenfac,  who   is  of  the 
party  of  thofe  of  our  religion  ;  fo  that  by  a  profound  artifice  they  omitted  that,  which 
was  moft  effential  -,  whereby  it  happened,  that  the  officers  of  the  faid  duke  had  recourfe 
to  the  chamber,  and  have  obtained  fome  letters  from  the  chancery,   which  doth  ftop  the 
bufinefs.     Whereupon  monfieur  d*Vies  hath  neither  been    heard    nor  condemned.     Irt 
the  mean  time,   this  bufinefs  maketh    a  great  noife  •,  every  body  is  alarmed  at  it,  and  fe- 
veral  almanacks  are  made  upon  it ;    the  people  are  angry,  and  I   know  not   how  we 
Ihall  remedy  it ;  we  fhall  do  all  that  we  are  able  to  join  prudence  with  zeal,   and  obtair» 
of  his  majefty  that,  which  his  commiffioners  have  denied  us  with  great  injuftice.   In  regard 
we  faw,  that  they  did  nothing  but  delay  us,  we  were  at  laft  conftrained  to  follow  our 
advice,  and  to  oppofe   this  commiffion,  which  was  done  a  little  too  late.     This   is  the 
true  condition  wherein  we  are  at  prefent ;  and   to  lay  before  you  further,   that  they  did 
only  to  amufe  us,  they  went  from  city  to  city,  but  they  paffed  as  a  lightening ;   inftead 
of  remedying  upon  the  places,  our  complaints,  they  would  not  fo  much  as  hear  them  \ 
they  only  lay  at  Vies,  and  coming  to  this  city,  they  arrived  here  at  two  of  the  clock  in 
the  night,  and  went  away  the  next  day  before  day.     Thus  they  do  ufe  us,    though  they 
promiled  to  fojourn  amongft  us,  and  to  pacify  fome  foregoing  murmurs  and  complaints  ; 
and  from  the  exercife  of  the  edift,  it  may  be  they  feared,  that  we  fliould  fignify  unto 
them  our  oppofition. 

Pamiers,    in  the  county  of  Foix,  is  cruelly  perfecuted,  againft  the  tenor  of  the  proper 
arrefts  of  the  council ;  however,  having  had  recourfe  to  thefe  gentlemen,  to  re-eftablifh 

2  our 
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our  religion  according  to  the  edifts  of  his  majefty,  our  fathers  had  no  other  anfwer,  only,  A.  D.  lojj. 
that  they  were  fent  to  the  king.     Is    not   this   to  laugh   at  people,   and  ought  fuch   an    L/~V^NJ 
anfwer  to  be  given  us  by  commiffioners  fent  to  execute  the  edi(5ts  of  the  king  ?    God 
foften  the  heart  of  our  king,    to   the  end,  he  may  fuddenly  remedy  and  redrefs  the  in- 
fuftice  that  is  done  us.

WE  are  come  unto  Chard,  and  upon  enquirie  doubte  wee  fhall  not  be  able  to  Vol.  xxv. 
proceede  againfl:  many  of  the  s-prifoners  heare,  becaufe,  though  we  can  prove  P-  583- 
them  to  have  beene  in  armes  in  other  places,  yet  in  this  county  we  cannot ;  ■  they  only 
paft  through  this  county,  and  did  not  any  notable  aftes ;  and  were  taken  only  by  the 
country-people  as  ftraglers,  and  were  not  taken  in  armes.  But  as  againft  the  chiefe  we 
lliall  proceed,  and  hope  to  have  cleare  evidence  againfl  them  •,  and  for  the  reft,  we  fhall 
not  give  them  an  acquittal  -,  but  if  heareafter  they  fhall  be  thought  fitt  to  have  a  pro- 
ceeding againft  them,  they  may  be  removed  to  Salifbury,  where  it  will  be  fuUie  proved. 
It's  heare  reported,  the  prifoners  will  petition  to  be  banifhed,  and  that  the  petition  is 
draweinge ;  but  of  this  I  have  not  any  certeintie  -,  only  twoe  have  this  dale  brought  me  a 
petition  to  that  purpofe.  I  defier  you  will  deliver  this  letter  to  mr.  ferjeant  Glyn,  whoe 
will  waite  upon  you  for  it.  The  grand  jury  is  fworne,  but  we  are  not  foe  confident  of 
them,  as  in  the  other  countyes;  therefore  We  beginne  only  with  captain  Hunt,  againft 
whom  there  is  cleare  evidence.

IN  my  laft  I  did  acquaint  you,  that  lieutenant  general  Ludlow  was  fuddenly  to  come  Vol.  xxv. 
for  England ;  and  though  I  had  no  orders  to  the  contrary,  yet  feareing,  that  his  highnes  P-  5^9- 
might  judge  it  inconvenient  for  his  prefent  comeing  into  England,  he  hath  renewed 
his  former  parole  to  the  loth  of  September  next,  but  he  hath  fome  concernments  of  his 
owne,  by  reafon  of  his  being  out  of  pay,  and  the  breaking  up  of  his  familye.  I  \iefire 
to  know  his  highnes  pleafure,  whether  I  may  not  difpenfe  with  him  for  fome  moneths, 
to  goe  into  England  -,  but  whilft  he  doth  remaine  heere,  I  thinke  I  can  doe  no  les  than  give 
him  halfe  pay  during  his  detainment,  haveing  nothing  in  this  nation  but  his  cuftodium  : 
I  fhould  be  glad  to  receave  direftions  heerein.  I  have  one  requeft  to  you,  that  the  under 
places  to  the  foure  courts,  which  wee  have  power  by  our  inftruftions,  may  not  be  dif- 
pofed  of  to  any  in  England,  for  that  there  are  many,  who  have  ferved  the  ftate,  and  on 
the  reducement  of  the  civill  lift,  and  others  that  are  out  of  imployment,  and  deferving 
in  this  nation,  wil  be  whoUye  difappointed,  if  not  provided  for  in  the  places  belonging 
to  the  courts  ;  for  many  may  crowde  into  places  for  Ireland,  which  may  be  thought  un-

'T'HAT  about  a  fortnight  before  Chriftmas,  I  undertook  the  cure  of  mr.  Read,  now  pri-  Vol.  xxv. 
-*■    foner  in  the  Tower,  and  at  the  time  of  his   commitment  had  well  nigh   perfected  P-  S^?' 
it.     That  fome  three  or  four  days  after  Read's  confinement  in  the  Tower,  he  fent  for  me 

by'         ^ 
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A.  D.  1655.  by  one  Steers  a  warder,  to  drefs  him,  which  I  declined,  and  only  ordered  my  fervant  to 
{.y^TSJ   fend  him  fome  emplafter  ;   but  he  not  being  fatisfied  therewith,  the  next  day  by  the  faid 
Steers  fent  me  a  note,  earneftly  preffing  me  to  go  to  him,  which   I   totally  declined,  and 
had  continued  that  refolution,  had   not  the  faid  warder   afterwards  earneftly  prefied   me 
thereto,  telling  me,  that  I  had  the  lieutenant's  leave,  and  that  it  was  very  ufual,  and   the 
like ;  whereupon  I  promifed^  and  the  next  day  accordingly  I  did  go  to   the  Tower,  and 
was  by  the  faid  Steers  conducted  to  mr.  Read,  did  drefs  him,  and   had  fome  common  dif- 
courfe  with  him  in  the  prefence  and  hearing  of  the   faid  Steers,   and   at  my  departure, 
was  deRred  by  mr.  Read  to  receive  fome  money  for  him  of  fir  Thomas  Mackworth    that 
was  indebted  to  him,  with  order  to  retain  it  into  my  hands  for  his  ufe  ;  which  I  was  the 
rather  induced  to  do,  in  order  to  my  fatisfaftion  for  my  cure,  mr.  Read  being  a  prifoner 
to  whom  I  had  no  obligation:     That  I  was  not  with  him  above   four  times,  and  only  in 
relation  to  his  cure  -,  and  that  I  once  fent  my  fervant   with  emplafter   and  pills,  touching 
which  I  fuppofed  both  myfelf  and  fervant  had  given    the   lieutenant  of  the  Tower  fatif- 
fadtion  when  we  were  firll  examined  and  by  him  difmiffed,  to  which  I  muft  refer.     That 
upon  my  return  home  I  applied  myfelf  only  to  my  calling  and  praftice,  not  fo  much  as 
fufpefting  any  farther  trouble  or  difcourfe  about  Read,  or   any  thing  in    relation    to  the 
ftate  ;  but  contrary  to  my  expeftation,  upon  the  12th  of  March  the  faid  Steers  brought 
me  a  note  from  Read,  which   he  faid   required  privacy,  whereupon  reading  it,  I  was  fo 
extremely  furprized,  that  I  fcarce  knew  what  to  do  or  fay  ;  but  recolledting  rnyfelf,  I  afked 
Steers,  if  he  was  refolved  to  carry  mr.  Read  away,  who  anfweredyes  ;  at  which  my  pafllon 
greatly  increafed,  and  I  demanded  of  him,  why  mn  Read  fhould  fend  him  to  me,  I  had 
no  obligation  at  all,  I  had  taken  much  pains  in  curing  him,  and  was  yet  unfatisfied ;  fur- 
ther telling  him,  that  mr.  Read  had  put  me  to  too  much  trouble,  and  brought  me  under 
a  fufped:  already,  and  therefore  for  my  part  I  was  refolved  not  to  hazard  my  liberty  any 
farther  in  relation  to  him.     Then  Steers  defired  me   to  advife  him  :  I  afked  him,  if  he 
apprehended  no  hazard  in  the  attempting  an   efcape,  he   told  me  yes  ;  I  wiflied  him    to 
have  a  care  what  he  did  ;  for  my  part  he  had  furprifed  my  fenfes  with  the  very  mention 
of  it,  that  1  could  not  tell  what  to  advife  -,  but  if  he  would  come  the  next  day  at  twelve 
of  the  clock,  I  would  confider  of  it,  and  advife  him  -,  whereupon   the   faid  Steers  (as  is 
evident)  having  defigned  by  all  means  pofTible  to  enfnare  me,  began  to  enquire  of  me  of 
news  ;  whereupon  I  told  him  what  was  reported  touching  the  rifing  at  Salifbury,  which  I 
had  from  common  fame  and  printed  papers,  and  not  by  reafon  of  any  particular  know- 
ledge of  the  defign.    Then  the  faid  Steers  prelTed  me  to  write  to  mr.  Read,  which  I  often 
denied  ;  but  at  length  to  be   rid  of  his  importunity,  I  delivered  him  5 1.  which  I  had  re- 
ceived for  mr.  Read,  and  on  a   fmall  piece  of  paper  I  writ  (as  I  remember)  thus ;  Sir, 
thofe  pains  you  complain  of  will  eafily  difcufs,  and  fo  will  that  pain  in  ypur  head,  without 
the  taking  a  courfe  of  phyfick  ;  and  fo  without  fetting  my  name   to   it,  I  gave  it  him, 
faying,  that  there  was  an  anfwer  to  fo  much  of  the  note  as  concerned  me  ;  whereupon  he 
departed,  leaving  me  to  my  confideration,  which  was  as  followeth  ;   ift,  I  confidered,  if 
Steers  fhould  carry  away  Read,  I  having  been  under  a  former  queftion,  fhould  ftill   lye 
under  fufpeft,  if  not  be  troubled  by  the  lieutenant.     2.  That  they  might  be  taken,  and 
then  their  confeflion  wojild  render  me  guilty.     3.  That  if  on  the  other   fide  I  fhould  dif- 
cover  their  intention  to  the  lieutenant,  although  it  would  clear  me,  yet  it  would  prejudice 
me  in  my  praftice  which  was  my  livelihood. 

Thus  finding  myfelf  infnared,  I  was  at  a  lofs  how  to  get  out  of  the  toil :  at  laft  I  refolved 
not  to  have  to  do  in  the  bufinefs,  and  accordingly,  when  Steers  came,  I  advifed  him  to 
chear  Read  up,  and  to  let  the  law  take  its  courfe  ;  pofitively  telling  him,  I  would  have 
nothing  to  do  with  him,  or  the  bufinefs ;  and  therefore  forbad  him  any  more  to  come  to 
my  houfe  ;  further  faying,  when  I  had  any  bufinefs  with  him,  I  would  fend  for  him. 
But  the  faid  Steers,  in  farther  profecution  of  his  defign  to  enfnare  me,  would  not  be  fa- 
tisfied, but  that  I  muft  write  to  mr.  Read,  otherwife  he  pretended  it  would  not  be  believed 
he  had  been  with  me.  Whereupon  I  wrote  upon  a  piece  of  paper  ;  Sir,  this  piece  of 
emplafter  will,  I  hope,  finifh  this  cure,  and  fo  I  fhall  not  trouble  you  farther.  I  am 
your  fervant,  R.  Wifeman.  And  that  the  contents  of  thefe  two  notes  are  all  that  ever 
pafTed  betwixt  the  faid  Read  and  myfelf  upon  any  account  fince  he  hath  been  my  patient 
or  before,  I  do  call  the  great  God  to  witnefs,  and  fhall  venture  my  life  upon  that  iffue, 
whatever  great  crimes  are  fuggefted  againft  me  by  the  defigners  of  my  ruin. 

That  fince  my  imprifonment,  the  faid  Steers  hath  been  with  me  to  profecute  his 
defign,  although  his  declarations,  in  the  hearing  of  credible  witnefTes,  tended  to  my 
clearing  •,  the  particulars  whereof  are  too  long  to  infert,  but  in  due  time  will  be  pro- 
duced. 

That  I  have  been  about  a  month  a  prifoner,  have  totally  loft  my  praflice,  and  my 
family  muft  fubmit  to  an  irrecoverable  ruin,  if  this  imprifonment  be  continued  upon 
me,  for  a  punilhment  for  a  failing,   into  which  I  was  defigncdly  drawn  ;  although  I  have

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caufe  to  hope,  that  my  ignorance  in  concealing  a  pretended,  but  never  intended  defign,  A.  D.  1655, 
fhall  not  be  made  ufe  of  to  my   ruin  ;   neither  that  upon  fuppofitions  grounded  upon   ^.''''VX^^ 
my  former  relations,  I  fhall  be  concluded  guilty. 

I  therefore  moft  humbly  pray  jrour  honour,  to  take  the  premifes  into  your  ferious 
confideration  •,  and  that,  if  it  ftand  with  your  wifdom,  I  may  be  freed  from  this 
chargeable  reftraint  upoti  fecurity,  as  well  to  anfwer  any  crime  that  can  legally 
be  proved  againft  me,  as  that  I  fhall  do  nothing  to  the  publick  prejudice.

And  the  faid  mailer  there  dying,  Cornelius  Frederickfon  became  mafter  of  the 
faid  fliip,  and  failed  with  the  faid  Ihip  and  negroes  to  Martinna  (being  a  French  planta- 
tion in  America)  where  the  faid  negroes  were  landed  and  djfpofed  of,  and  fome  fmall 
quantity  of  goods  there  taken  in,  for  the  faid  account ;  and  afterwards  the  faid  fhip  fet 
fail  for  Amfterdam,  being  the  port  of  her  difcharge,  there  to  unlade  the  fame  ;  and  in 
her  paflage  touched  at  St.  Chriftopher's,  to  look  for  company;  and  there  the  faid  Cor- 
nelius Frederickfon  dying,  the  company  were  forced  to  ftay  there  fome  fmall  time  xjQ 
bury  the' faid  mafter;  which  being  done,  and  another  mafter  provided,  as  alfo  fomefrefli 
water  taken  in  there,  the  faid  Ihip  departed,  in  company  of  two  other  Ihips ;  and  during 
the  faid  time  of  her  being  there,  the  faid  Ihip  did  not  at  all  trade,  buy,  fell,  or  barter 
any  thing.  _ 

That  the  faid  fhip,  in  her  courfe  homeward,  was  by  foul  weather  feparated  from  the 
faid  other  two  fhips,  and  coming  for  Amfterdam,  the  mafter  and  company  miftook  their 
courfe,  through  darknefs  of  the  weather,  and  fo  were  put  into  St.  George's  chanell  and 
then  difcovering  where  they  were  ;  and  their  fails  and  tackle  being  torn  with  ftorms, 
and  their  vidtuals  and  provifions  all  {pent,  they  went  with  the  faid  fhip  for  Briftol  (being 
a  friend's  port)  there  to  procure  vi£tuals,  provifions,  and  neceflaries,  without  which  they 
could  not  fail ;  intending  (being  fo  fupplied)  immediately  to  depart  with  the  faid  fhip 
and  lading  for  Amfterdam. 

That  upon  the  faid  fhip's  arrival  in  Kingroad,  the  faid  fhip  and  lading  (which  is  fmall) 
were  feized  at  Briftol,  by  one  mr.  Gill,  an  informer,  upon  or  about  the  5th  of  December 
1654,  upon  feigned  fuggeftions,  that  the  faid  fhip  had  traded  at  St.  Chriftopher's,  and  all 
her  company  landed  out  of  her  ;  and  is  ftill  detained  under  the  faid  feizure,  to  the  pre- 
judice of  the  faid  duke,  the  lofs  of  the  voyage  homewards,  and  the  undoing  of  the  com- 
pany of  the  faid  fhip.  ■  "' 

That  your  highnefs,  taking  the  premifes  into  confideration,  would  be  pleafed  to  order, 
that  the  faid  fhip  and  lading  aboard  her  be  releafed  from  the  faid  feizure,  that  fo  fhe  may 
with  her  lading  fail  to  her  defigned  port  of  Amfterdam,  &c.

Extradi  of  a  letter  from  Lyons,  dated  May  8,  1655.  ^'  ^' 

THE  perfecutors  having  at  the  firft  alTault  of  the  Piemontefe  loft  moft  of  their  Vol.  xxr- 
men,  through  the  couragious  refiftance  of  ours,  they  loft  all  hope  of  effefting  their  p-  609- 
defign  by  open  force.  Their  general  diffembled  his  ill  will,  ar^d  pnade  a  fliew,  as  if  he 
had  received  order  from  his  prince  to  fpare  thofe  poor  people,  and  to  promife  them,  on 
his  behalf,  abolition  of  all  that  was  paffed,  provided  that,  for  the  future,  they  would  be 
more  retired  and  better  fubje6ts,  and  upon  condition  that  they  would  prefently  give  way 
for  the  quartering  of  the  troops  as  well  of  his  majefty  as  of  his  royal  highnefs,  in  their 
valleys,  which  lay  near  Pignerol ;  whereupon,  thofe  of  the  Valleys  having  confulted,  they 
were  advifed  to  accept  of  this  unhappy  condition,  which  they  did ;  and  as  foon  as  thofe 
troops  were  got  into  the  places,  that  were  defigned  them  for  quarters,  they  had  orders  to 
feize  upon  all  the  paffages  and  to  deftroy  ours,  which  they  were  ready  to  execute,  by  reafon 
of  the  plunder  which  they  expefted ;  fo  that  they  killed,  deftroyed  and  plundered,  all 
that  they  met  withall,  without  any  diftinftion  of  women  or  children-  Mr.  Saul  de  Rofuane, 
as  godly  a  man  as  ever  I  knew,  with  three  more  elders  of  the  church,  were  hanged  up  in 
the  Tour ;  1 8  men  were  carried  prifoners  to  Turin,  arnongft  whom  is  mr.  Gros,  $ 
minifter.  Thofe,  that  could  efcape  this  defolation,  faved  themfelves  upon  the  territo? 
ries  of  Dauphine,  where  they  are  expecting  a  favour,  and  liberty  to  return  horne,  which 
js  made  them  to  believe,  they  Ihall  receive  from  the  prince.

In  the  poffeffi-  'T^HE  marquifs  of  Pianefe  having  oftentimes  reiterated  to  the  commiflloners  of  the 
on  of  the  X  churchcs  with  aflfeveration,  as  they  affirm  it,  that  upon  the  parole  of  his  royal 
right  honour-  highnefs,  and  his  own  ftiewing  a  fign  of  confidence  and  obedience  in  the  reception  of 
f'^d  H  d*  fon^s  regiments,  there  ftiould  be  no  difpleafure  done  unto  them,  he  was  fuff^ered  to  come 
wicke,  lord  in  without  any  refiftance  whatfoever,  hoping  fo  much  the  more,  in  regard  thofe  places 
high  chancel-  were  comprehended  in  the  order  publiflied,  and  no  wife  difputed  for  habitation,  but  thofe 
lor  of  Great-  of  St.  John,  who  had  all  their  goods  and  families  at  Angrogne,  and  for  whom  there 
Britain,  ^^  ^^  quarter,  fled  thither  to  fave  their  wives  and  children,  which  thofe  of  Angrogne 

did  likewife,  who  prefently  perceived  the  treafon,  and  how  they  obferved  their  faith  to 
pretended  heretics.  They  alfo  kept  prifoners  the  commiflioners  of  St.  John  and 
Angrogne,  who  went  to  fpeak  with  him  upon  his  parole.  For  as  the  troops  agreed 
unto  did  march  that  way  that  was  ordered,  three  or  four  thoufand  men  more  fell  in  on 
the  other  fide  of  La  Tour,  firing  and  killing  all  that  they  could  meet  withal,  and  caufing 
the  houfes  of  Angrogne  to  flame  before  that  the  reft  were  arrived  in  the  centre  of  An- 
grogne, which  they  had  chofen  for  their  quarter.  The  fame  did  the  other  troops  on  the 
fide  of  St.  John  towards  Bricheras,  and  in  many  places  of  that  of  La  Tour,  as  long  as 
they  could  fee.  Amongft  fo  many  violent  aflaults,  fo  many  attacks,  deceits,  and  fuch 
black  treachery,  and  all  the  houfes  and  churches  flaming  or  fmoking,  there  was  heard 
nothing  but  cries,  and  lamentable  groans  and  fobs,  rendered  the  more  pitiful  through  the 
multitude  of  echoes,  which  are  in  the  rocks.  The  mother  hath  loft  her  fucking  child, 
the  brother  his  brother,  the  hufl^and  his  wife  ;  fome  were  miferably  mafl^acred  whilft 
they  were  bufy  to  fave  fome  little  of  their  goods,  others  loft  upon  the  tops  of  the  moun- 
tains, were  flung  down  into  the  hollow  places  of  the  rocks,  and  many  women  with  child 
were  found  dead  with  their  fruit  for  want  of  food. 

The  next  day  the  21ft  the  boutefeux  and  murtherers  were  not  idle.  A  frier  of  the  Fran- 
cifcan  order  and  a  prieft,  who  would  have  the  honour  to  be  the  chiefeft  incendiaries,  with 
their  artificial  fires,  being  able  to  do  it  at  their  eafe,  did  not  fail  to  burn  the  church  of 
St.  John,  and  almoft  all  that  did  remain  of  the  reft  of  the  houfes,  a  part  of  Angrogne, 
and  the  reft  of  La  Tour ;  and  where  they  found  any  thing,  that  had  efcaped  the  firft  firing, 
they  prefently  caufed  it  to  be  wholly  burnt  down  j  and  the  bloody  and  cruel  foldiers 
2  got 
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got  upon  the  higheft  rocks,  which  did  feem  inacceffible,  to  dcftroy  all  human  creatines  A  U  165J. 
which  they  fhould  meet  withall,  though  they  made  no  refiftance  whatfoever,  and  might  L/^'''\J 
have  caufed  with  their  tears  the  arms  to  have  fallen  out  of  the  hands  of  the  moft  barbarou^i 
Tartars  and  Canibals.  Only  at  Tailleret,  a  village  fituated  upon  one  of  the  higheft  hills  . 
of  La  Tour,  they  did  put  a  thoufand  reproaches  upon  150  women  and  children,  and  after- 
wards they  cut  off  all  their  heads ;  they  caufed  fome  of  them  to  be  boil'd,  and  eat  the 
brains,  but  they  difcontinued  faying,  they  were  too  taftlefs,  and  made  them  fick  at  heart. 
They  cut  fome  pieces,  which  they  afterwards  flung  at  one  another,  from  a  poor  woman, 
who  got  away  from  them,  and  who  is  ftill  living,  but  miferably  ufed  by  them ;  they  took 
her  fucking  child,  and  went  and  flung  it  down  a  precipice  with  many  others.  There  was 
likewife  a  great  number  which  were  torn  and  cut  off  by  the  middle  between  two  foldiers. 
Many  prifoners  were  ftript  ftark  naked  without  diftinftion  of  age  or  fex,  and  they  cut  them 
after  a  manner,  which  dothcaufe  one  to  tremble  to  recite  it-,  and  afterwards  put  fait  and  pow- 
der upon  them,  and  then  put  on  their  fliirts  again  ;  and  afterwards  fet  fire  to  the  powder^ 
and  fo  burnt  thofe  poor  martyr'd  bodies.  Others,  all  naked,  had  their  heads  tied  between 
their  legs,  and  rolled  off  of  high  precipices,  without  exempting  one  Peter  Symon,  who 
was  a  hundred  years  old,  nor  his  wife,  ninety-five  years  old.  Many  were  burnt  in  their 
houfes,  whom  they  would  not  take  the  pity  to  kill  beforehand,  though  they  did  beg 
it  upon  their  knees.  Others  had  their  breafts  openfd,  and  their  hearts  taken  out  alive. 
Many  had  their  private  parts  cut  off,  and  their  entrails  pulled  out.  Several  women  were 
moft  wickedly  abufed  by  them,  'till  they  died.  Others  were  hanged  up  in  trees  by  the 
feet,  and  there  left  to  die  in  that  pofture,  had  ftakes  thruft  in  at  their  fundaments,  &c. 
Of  thofe,  who  were  conducted  alive  before  the  marquis,  who  would  not  abjure  their 
religion,  a  good  number  were  brought  to  Turin,  and  amongft  the  reft,  mr.  Gros  and 
mr.  Aggit,  paftors ;  and  that,  after  they  had  feen  with  aftonifliment  the  admirable  con- 
ftancy  of  Paulais,  and  Clement  a  poor  countryman,  the  latter  an  ancient  deacon  of  the 
church  of  La  Tour,  the  former  having  chofen  the  gibbet  before  the  mafs,  the  other  two 
were  brought  after  him,  to  frighten  them  ;  but  as  he  was  on  the  top  of  the  ladder, 
and  that  the  emiffaries  did  renew  their  exhortations,  faying,  that  there  was  ftill  time, 
if  he  would  turn  catholick,  he  bid  the  hangman  do  what  he  was  ordered  to  do  ; 
praying  to  God  to  pardon  thofe  murtherers  ;  adding,  that  he  faAV  as  prefent  the  vengeance 
that  God  would  take  for  fo  much  innocent  blood  that  had  been  fpilt.  The  pen  doth  fall 
out  of  my  hand  in  writing  thefe  things  ;  yea,  by  only  bringing  of  them  into  my  mind, 
my  whole  body  doth  tremble,  my  hair  ftands  an  end.  A  heart  of  diamond,  a  hand  of 
fteel,  and  pen  of  iron,  could  not  exprefs  half  of  the  horrid  prodigies  of  the  cruelty  and 
pitiful  fpeftacles  which  were  feen,  unheard  of  in  antiquity  the  moft  barbarous.  You 
might  have  feen  here  the  leg  of  a  woman,  the  head  of  a  child,  fometimes  the  private 
members  of  a  man,  the  entrails  of  another,  the  thighs  of  another,  which  the  beafts  had 
not  devoured.  The  tears  do  blind  my  fight,  and  the  fobs,  that  fall  between,  do  hinder 
me  from  making  an  end.  Of  the  fpoil,  that  was  made  of  provifions,  of  wine  fpilt  by 
them  in  abundance,  of  the  beafts  and  the  plunder  we  do  not  ilpeak  a  word.  French, 
Irifh,  Piedmontefe,  banillied  and  guilty  perfons  have  fhared  that  amongft  them  ;  and 
that  which  could  not  be  carried  away,  was  burnt.  And  they  are  almoft  as  miferable  the 
one  as  the  other,  in  the  vallies  of  Peroufe,  Cluffon  and  Keiras ;  fome  wandring  with  their 
wives  and  children  in  a  miferable  condition,  and  others  lamenting  the  lofs  of  theirs, 
Val  Lucerne,  which  isdeftroyed,  did  comprehend  three  churches,  each,  except  Rocheplate 
and  Roras  which  were  fmaller,  compofed  of  three  or  four  thoufand  men.

My  lords,  the  confuls  and  governor  of  the  city  of  Pragela, 

I  WRITE  to  you  thefe  lines,  to  let  you  know,  that  his  royal  highnefs,  being  unfatif- 
fied  of  fome  inhabitants  of  the  valley  of  Lucerne,  not  only  for  oppofing  his  orders, 
but  alfo  for  making  others  direftly  contrary  unto  them,  by  an  attempt  full  of  infolence, 
hath  refolved  to  have  that  obedience,  that  is  due  unto  him  •,  and  in  regard  the  inhabitants 
are  of  the  reformed  religion,  and  that  poffibly  they  might  demand  of  you  fome  private 
afliftance,  I  have  to  tell  you,  that  if  you  flaould  therein  offend  the  firft  coufin  germafi 
to  the  king,  and  who  is  in  his  interefts,  yoti  would  incur  his  majefty's  indignation.  After 
this  confideration,  all  others  feem  ufelefs.  I  ftiall  not  fail  to  let  his  majefty  know,  ho-vv 
you  ftiall  behal^e  your  felves  herein,  believing  that  you  will  continue  to  oblige  me  to  be 
your  affeftionate  to  ferve  you.

p.  619.  ±\,  new  hopes  of  a  conclufion,  which  is  as  much  defired  by  this  court  as  by  ourfelves. 

They  make  no  doubt  here  but  all  things  will  end  to  your  content. 

The  embaffador  of  this  court,  who  is  defigned  for  England,  is  preparing  himfelf  to  depart 
very  fuddenly  -,  and  every  body  here  is  preparing  likewife  for  the  campaign.  The  king  of 
Sweden  himfelf  will  not  be  long  here.  His  armies  both  by  fea  and  land  being  now  in  a  rea- 
dinefs,  one  may  now  declare,  without  any  fear  or  fcruple,  that  the  defign  of  the  Swedes  is  in- 
tended againft  Pruffia.  They  do  hold  their  conqueft  fo  fure,  that  what  offers  foever  fnould 
be  made  unto  them  from  Poland  for  an  accommodation,  will  hardly  be  accepted  of,  they 
imagining  to  themfelves  a  greater  advantage  by  a  rupture,  than  any  that  can  be  obtained 
by  a  peace.  So  that,  my  lord,  I  perceive  all  our  offices  for  that  end  have  been  in  vain, 
and  we  muft  expeft  another  conjundure  to  employ  the  mediation  of  the  king.  This  de-i 
fign  will  make  you  to  judge  of  the  neceffity  and  intereft,  which  the  crown  of  Sweden 
hath  to  make  a  ftrift  league  with  England,  and  to  afliire  themfelves  of  their  power  to 
oppofe  others,  that  might  be  jealous  of  them,  and  that  would  undertake  to  intermeddle.

YOURS  I  received  by  the  laft,  and  now  we  are  all  here  by  them  and  other  letters  fa- 
tisfied,  that  R.  C.  his  defigns  are  come  to  nothing,  and  all  the  rifers  taken  or  purfued. 
God  knows,  our  news  not  long  fince  have  been  quite  otherwife,  as  I  writ  you,  but  now 
omnes  conclamant  infelkem  R.  C.  cum  omnibus  fuis. 

Here  is  very  little  news  lince  my  former.  Of  the  coronation  of  the  archduke  Leopold 
here  is  very  little  appearance,  the  differences  are  fo  many  and  fo  great,  as  I  writ  to  yoa 
in  my  former  letters.  The  proteftants  and  the  catholicks  cannot  agree,  which  difpleafeth 
highly  the  emperor. 

To  morrow  his  imperial  majefty  is  to  go  a  hunting  to  a  houfe  fome  three  leagues  from 
PrefiDurg,  belonging  to  count  Palfi  Palatin,  called  Marec.  The  Spanilh  embaflador  goes 
with  him,  who  lately  feafted  moft  gallantly  all  the  principal  nobles  of  Hungary. 

The  count  of  Schomberg  endeavours  to  engage  many  perfons  of  quality  in  the  Pa-«' 
latinate  for  the  fervice  of  the  king  of  France. 

Prince  Rupert  expeds  the  monies  from  Italy  promifed  to  him.  for  the  levies  he 
makes  for  the  duke  of  Modena.

Sir, 

T  Underftand  by  the  relation  of  that  gentleman,  whom  I  this  morning  fent  unto  yourfejf  vd.  xxv. 
•*■  and  my  lords  the  commiflioners,  to  the  end  that  they  would  be  pleafed,  according  to  that  p-  637. 
aflurance  that  they  had  given  me  on  thurfday  laft,  to  give  me  a  meeting,  and  fo  to  put  an 
end  to   the  treaty,  that  inftead  of  anfwering   my  expe<5lation  in  that  particular,  they  had 
thoughts  of  changing  one  article  which  before  we  had  fully  agreed  to,  and  wherein  alio 
it  is  not  in  my  power  at  all  to  make  any  alteration. 

This  proceeding  of  theirs  having  made  me  fomething  apprehenfive  of'  fome  new  delays 
(which  the  commands  that  I  have  received  from  France  by  the  difpatchesof  this  day  will 
not  at  all  permit  me  to  confent  to)  I  thought  myfelf  obliged,  for  prevention's  fake,  to  give 
you  to  underftand,  that  fince  my  accommodating  myfelf  to  thofe  very  expreffions,  which 
his  highnefs  defired,  viz.  in  thofe  articles,  which  were  in  debate,  and  my  agreeing  to  fuch 
conditions  as  were  not  to  be  found  in  any  treaties  of  a  ftridl  alliance,  and  alfo  fuch  as  were 
derogatory  to  the  laws  of  the  kingdom  of  France,  obferved  by  other  nations  for  above  a 
hundred  years,  and  from  which  we  have  never  departed  in  any  treaty  made  with  Eng- 
land ;  as  alfo  that  compliance,  which  the  king  my  mafter  has  ftiewed  for  the  fatisfaftion  of 
his  highnefs,  and  the  great  defire,  which  he  has  teftified  of  eftablifhing  a  perfedl  under- 
ftanding  witli  England,  has  produced  no  other  effedt  than  fuch  daily  pretenfions,  which 
may  not  unfitly  be  termed  unjuft,  fince  tliat  they  arc  both  contrary  to  the  cuftoms  obferved 
between  France  and  their  allies,  and  alfo  to  that  demand,  which  was  lately  made  to  me, 
and  the  refolutions  taken  in  the  laft  conference. 

I  cannot  look  upon  thefe  motions  of  the  lords  the  commiflioners  about  this  matter,  as  any 
other  than  a  meer  pretence  for  the  delaying  and  prolonging  of  the  taking  of  my  leave  of 
his  highnefs;  and  I  hope  that  his  highnefs  will  not  believe,  that  I  have  wrote  unto  you  for 
the  palTing  of  the  article  as  it  has  been  propofed  unto  me  by  reafon  and  example,  without 
mentioning,  thofe  ftates  which  treat  upon  equal  terms,  and  receive  a  reciprocal  advantage 
by  the  peace  ;  but  for  the  fulfilling  of  his  majefty's  commands,  whofe  affairs  and  honour  - 
would  be  much  prejudiced  by  my  long  delay  in  England  without  accommodation,  and  by 
a  treaty,  which  would  hinder  him  of  an  opportunity  of  difadvantaging  his  enemies  •,  of 
which  I  would  alfo  intreat  you  to  certify  his  highnefs,  to  the  end,  that  if  his  highnefs 
think  it  for  his  intereft  to  comply  with  thofe  offers  of  amity,  which  have  been  made  unto 
him  by  the  king  my  mafter,  he  would  not  recede  from  his  own  voluntary  forwardnefs  in 
that  particular,  fo  much  to  the  prejudice  of  France  ;  and  alfo  give  order  to  the  lords  the 
commiflioners  to  make  a  final  deterrainaton  'of  the  faid  treaty.

CArdinal  Montalto's  death  hath  caufed  many  proceffes  to  be  made  touching  his  fuc-  Vol.  xxv. 
ceflion  ;  but  the  greateft  lofers  are  his  creditors,  by  reafon  that  he  is  found  fo  niuch  p-  649. 
indebted,  that  his  means  will  not  fuffice  to  acquit  the  fame.  There  are  two  pretenders 
to  the  archbilhoprick  of  Montreal  in  Sicily,  which  is  empty  by  the  faid  cardinal's  death, 
namely,  cardinal  Savelly  and  cardinal  Aftalli :  it  is  thought  this  laft  will  carry  it  away, 
by  reafon  of  the  great  fervices  he  hath  rendered  to  Spain,  and  of  the  perfecution  he  hath 
endured  on  that  account  under  the  laft  pontificate. 

Cardinal  Spada  is  fick,  but  without  danger;  cardinal  An thoni  Barbarini  came  hither 
from  Loretto  on  thurfday  laft  ;  it  is  faid,  his  voyage  is  making  for  France,  to  have  the 
archbilhoprick  of  Rheims,  but  cardinal  Mazarin  is  not  thought  to  be  much  fatisfied  with 
Jiis  fubftituting  cardinal  Rapaccioli  in  the  Camerlingat.  Cardinal  John  Charles  of  Medicis 
is  upon  his  return  for  Florence,  but  the  old  cardinal  his  uncle  remaineth  here.  It  is  faid, 
the  pope  will  abfolutely  fend  mr.  Maflimi,  as  nuncio  to  Spain,  and  mr.  Corfini  in  France, 
faying,  that  he  is  not  obliged  to  fend  unto  crowns  perfons  of  their  own  choofing,  but 
this  is  not  yet  certain.  Great  rejoicings  were  made  yefterday  for  the  taking  poffeflion  of  St, 
John  of  Lateran.     The  pope  went  in  a  litter  by  reafon  of  his  indifpofition. 

Cardinal  Harach  had  refolved  to  return  for  Germany  to  his  archbilhoprick  of  Prague  ; 
but  he  hath  deferred  his  preparations  at  the  inftance  of  cardinal  Colonna,  and  of  the  con- 
ftable  his  brother,  until  the  return  of  the  poft  fent  by  this  laft  unto  the  emperor,  upon 
the  fubjeft  of  the  refufal  the  pope  makes  to  admit  him  as  embaflador  of  his  imperial 
majefty.  The  faid  cardinal  Colonna  feems  to  be  much  difcontented  thereat,  being  always 
in  the  country,  having  not  affifted  at  the  rejoicings  made  yefterday,  nor  unto  the  chapter 
which  was  held  before,  although  he  was  feen  to  walk  the  fame  day  in  Rome  incognito. 

What  difficulties  foever  the  pope  hath  made  hitherto  to  let  his  kindred  come  hither, 
yet  fo  many  reafons  have  been  Ihewed  him  for  their  coming,  that  it  is  thought  he  will  fend 
for  his  brother  and  two  of  his  nephews,  it  being  impoffible  for  him  alone  to  take  care  of 
the  government.  Others  do  neverthelefs  afllire,  that  he  doth  ftill  remain  in  his  firft  refo- 
lution.  They  ufed  to  put  in  the  pope's  chapel  clerks,  and  other  petty  officers,  who 
bought  thofe  charges,  giving  fums  of  money  for  them  according  to  their  value  ;  but  the 
pope  hath  changed  that  order,  to  put  therein  perfons  of  honefty,  and  of  the  fame  quality 
as  thofe,  who  enjoyed  the  firft  charges,  reimburfing  all  thofe,  who  had  bought  them  under 
the  late  pontificate.

the  management  of  the  caufe,  which  might  be  very  prejudiciall,  if  publiquely  known,  I 
have  writt  it  in  cipher,  for  which  trouble  I  know  I  may  with  freedom  afke  your  pardone. 
The  newes  here  is  much  in  expedations  from  the  fleet  now  with  Penn,  and  the  proceedings 
of  the  Swedifh  armey.  None  can  fay  any  thing  of  Penn,  for  one  weeke  the  exchanges 
Vol.  III.  5  O  nng 
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A.  D.  1 6;;.  ring  of  his  taking  French  plantations ;  the  next,  of  his  defigne  on  Cuba,  Hifpaniola,  or 
l/WJ  at  leaft  fecureing  the  Haven,  which  doth  not  a  Htle  perplex  the  Spaniard,  who  was  never 
lower.  The  wifeft  here  fay,  the  Swede  never  had  thought  of  affifting  him,  but  to  take 
Gulickeland  frome  the  dukes  of  Newburghe  and  Brandenberghe,  on  a  pretence  of  title  ; 
and  that  this  is  moft  probable,  appeares  by  his  draweing  that  way,  which,  if  true,  queftion- 
lefs  will  caufe  a  new  warre  in  Germany.  A  few  weekes  will  produce  the  truth.  The 
Spaniard  and  Hollander  ftrengthen  their  frontiers  towards  the  Rheine  ;  the  French  pre- 
pare amaine  for  the  campania ;  the  Spaniard,  as  my  Bruxells  letters  tell  me,  only  for  a 
defenfive  warre.  I  pray  let  me  hear  weekely  from  you,  for  by  the  next  I  fhall  be  fettled, 
and  you  may  expeft  then  the  fchedule  of  the  goods  I  told  you  of  from  Antwerp.  All  I 
fhall  fay  is,  lett  not  your  caufe  in  the  admiralty  fuffer  for  want  of  money  •,  and  by  the 
fame  hand  you  fent  the  laft,  as  you  fhall  thinke  fitt.  Many  charges  daily  thought  of  we 
muft  be  att,  to  manage  itt  to  the  mofl  advantage.  I  queflion  not  but  you  will  receive  a

p.  171.  ^^    the  liing  of  Swethland,  and  our  ratification  of  the  treaty  lately  made  and  con- 

writinz  oTfe-  eluded  at  Stockholm  betweene  the  plenipotentiarys  and  commilTioners  of  us  and  the  moft 

cretary  Thur-  ferene  and  potent  lady  Chriftina,  late  queene  of  Sweden,  and  fuch  other  papers,  as  fhall 

loe.  be  delivered  unto  you  by  our  fecretarye  of  flate,  you  fhall  without  any  delay  repaire  on 

board  the  fhip  appointed  for  your  tranfportation,  now  in  the  Downes ;  and,  as  fbon  as 

wind  and  weather  fhall  permitt,  fhall  faile  to  Hamborough,  where  you  fhall  dired  your 

courfe  to  fuch  places,  where  you  fhall  underftand  the  king  of  Swethland  to  be. 

2.  And  upon  your  arrivall  with  the  king,  you  fhall  defire  audience  of  his  majeflie  ; 
and  at  your  audience  fhall  falute  him  in  our  name,  exprefllnge  to  him  the  great  efteeme 
wee  have  of  his  friendfhip  and  amitie,  and  that  no  meanes  fhal  be  omitted  on  our  parte, 
which  may  give  him  demonflration  thereof.

to  afTure  him,  that  we  fhall  contribute  our  endeavours  for  contradling  a  nearer  union  and 
alliance  with  the  crowne  of  Sweden  ;  and  that  wee  doe  not  doubt,  but  to  finde  the  fame 
inclination  in  his  majeftie,  feeing  he  hath,  fince  his  accefTion  to  the  crowne,  exprefled  fo 
much  his  affedlion  to  us  and  this  commonwealth,  and  particularly,  that  he  hath  been 
pleafed  to  fend  unto  us  an  extraordinary  ambaffador,  who,  you  may  afTure  his  majeftie, 
is  welcome  to  us,  ufing  fuch  further  exprefTions  as  you  fhall  judge  fitt  of  our  good  will 
unto  his  majeftie.

Provinces  hath  with  feveral  papers  by  fpecial  order  of  the  faid  lords  the  fliates,  re-  p.  3 
prefented  heretofore  the  illegal,  nay  pyratical  feizure  of  a  fliip  of  Edam,  called  the  Schaep, 
Jacob  Janfen  Schaep  maflier,  by  one  captain  Cotterell ;  and  at  lafl:  it  hath  pleafed  his  moit 
ferene  highnels,  with  the  advice  of  his  council,  to  order  on  tuefday  the  3d  of  April,  that 
the  faid  fliip  with  all  fuch  her  lading,  tackle,  and  furniture  as  could  be  found,  in  whofe  hands 
foever  it  were,  fhould  be  forthwith  releafed  and  refl:ored  to  the  mafter  for  the  ufe  of  the 
interelTed,  And  according  to  the  fame  order  the  decree  of  the  judges  .  of  the  admiralty 
in  forma  hath  alfo  been  iffued  and  fent  down  to  them,  with  a  letter  of  the  commiffioners 
of  the  cuftom  and  excife,  whereby  they  permitted  the  fale  ,of  the  goods  that  could  be 
recovered  and  reftored.  Yet  notwithftanding  the  faid  mafl:er  having  with  the  affiftance  of 
mr-  Richard  Dolbery,  one  of  the  aldermen  of  Poole,  demanded  of  captain  Johnfon, 
colledtor  of  the  cuftoms  there,  the  goods,  which  had  been  plundered  out  of  the  faid  fliip 
of  Edam,  and  left  in  his  cuftody  by  the  faid  captain  Cotterell,  he  reflifed  it,  pretending 
that  he  had  received  a  writ  of  appraifement  out  of  the  exchequer  j  and  that  the  faid  goods 
being  appraifed.  accordingly  were  fold  by  him,  as  appeareth  by  an  original  letter  of  the 
faid  mr.  Richard  Dolbery,  dated  in  Poole  the  1 6th  of  April  laft  paft  ;  and  other  private 
perfons  having  fome  of  the  imbezzled  goods  in  their  hands,  refufed  likewife  to  reftore  the 
fame,  according  to  his  moft  ferene  highnefs's  efpecial  order,  and  the  decree  of  the  court  of 
admiralty,  both  before  mentioned.  Therefore  the  faid  embaflador  befeecheth  moft  inftantly, 
that  his  moft  ferene  highnefs  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  confider  the  fraudulent  proceedings 
of  the  faid  Johnfon,  the  coUeftor  of  the  cuftoms  at  Poole  aforefaid,  who  hath  very  well 
known  how  much  the  faid  mafter  Jacob  Janfen  Schaep  was  wronged  by  the  faid  captain 
Cotterell ;  and  that  the  goods  were  unlawfully  brought  afliore  by  the  takers,  and  not  by 
the  faid  mafter,  nor  the  proprietors.  And  that  it  is  therefore  a  wicked  invention  of  his 
to  inform  the  faid  exchequer,  that  the  duties  of  the  cuftoms  not  being  paid,  the  goods 
were  forfeited  to  his  highnefs,  the  mafter  and  interefled  not  having  the  leaft  difpofition 
thereof.  And  indeed  it  is  altogether  contrary  to  law,  equity,  and  reafon,  and  never  prac- 
tifed  in  any  well  ordered  government,  the  fliip  being  violently  feized,  and  the  goods 
wrongfully  and  by  force  taken  and  landed  by  the  feizers,  that  therefore  the  faid  goods ' 
fliould  be  forfeited.  And  whereas  it  appeareth  alfo  by  the  faid  letter  of  mr.  Richard 
Dolbery,  that  no  furrender  is  to  be  expedted  of  the  faid  goods,  nor  compenfation  for 
the  fame  but  by  compulfion  and  higher  authority,  the  faid  mafter  being  a  ftranger,  defti- 
tute  of  all  fuch  means  as  are  neceflary  to  make  the  faid  captain  John  Cotterell  and  others 
to  obey  the  faid  order  and  decree,  the  faid  embaflador  hoping,  that  his  moft  ferene  high- 
nefs will  be  fenfible  of  the  poor  man's  condition,  befeecheth,  that  fuch  able  and  honeft 
men  may  be  employed  therein,  that  the  faid  order  may  be  eff'eftually  executed,  and  that 
all  may  be  done  accordingly  ; .  and  that  juft  and  reafonable  fatisfadion  may  be  given  for 
the  coft  and  damages  fuftained  by  reafon  of  the  faid  unlawful  feizure  and  detention  of  the 
faid  fliip  the  Schaep  of  Edam  aforefaid.

A.  D.  1655.  1^  j^Y  kft  unto  your  honor  was  of  the  22  of  Aprill,  by  the  way  of  Biluao,  to  accom- 
LZ-V-NJ  ^y  J_  pany  the  copie  of  a  former  of  the   loth,   fent  by  the  way  of  France,  in  regard  it 
was  heere  reported,  that  all  Englifh  fhippes  and  goods  were  ther  embargued  ;  fo  I  doubted, 
that  my  letter  would  not  finde  paffage  that  way.     But  now  by  letters   from  Bourdeaux  of 
the  1 8th  pafte,  I  underftand,  that  letters  will  goe  falfe,  and  foe  I  adventure  to  truft  this 
by  that  conveyance,  to  lett  your  honor  know,  that  the  fhip  of  advife,  which  is  arrived  at 
Cadiz  from  the  Weft-Indias,  bringeth  newes,  that  the  admirall  Ihip  of  the  South  Sea,  that 
bringeth  the  plate  from  Lima,  to  embarke  in  the  plate-fleete   at  Porto-Velo  for  Spaigne, 
was  caft  away  upon  a  bancke  of  fands,  comeing  too  neere  the  fhoare,   but  the  men  were 
faved,  except  fome  few,  that  upon   the  ftrikeinge  of  the  fhip  lept  into  the  fea  out  of 
feare,  thinking  to   fwim  afhoare ;   but   all  the  plate  which  came  in  the  fhip  beinge  too 
millenes  of  ryalls  of  8,   for    the   kinge,  and  eight  millenes,  as  is  reported,  for  particular 
men,  wherof  onely  too  were  under  regifter,  fo  that  for  the  other  fixe,  they  came  to  com- 
pofition  with  the  king's  miniftres   ther.     By  this  mifchance  the  plate-fleete  will  not  be 
heere  untill  Augufte.     Heere  they  feeme  not   to  be  much  difcontented  at  the  delay,   fear- 
inge,  that  yf  it  had   bin  at  fea,   it  might  have  met  with  yours  ;   yet  the  not  comeinge 
thereof   accordinge   to  expedtation    will    mightily    hinder  this    king's    affayres  both  at 
hoame  and  abroade.     The  courtes,  which  I  have  advifed  your  honor  of  in  my  former 
letter  were  began,  have  yet  done  notheinge,  that  I  can  heare  of,  worth  your  notice,  more 
then  to  give  eare  to  many  arbitriflos,  that  giveth  in  papers  of  projedls,   to  rayfe  monies 
for  the  kinge.     In   my  lafl  I  tould  your  honor,  that    the  letter,  which  his  highnelTe  was 
pleafed  to  write  to  this  kinge  in  my  behalfe,  his  majeftie  has  remitted  to  Don  Luis  de  Haro 
to  be  feene  in  his  junta  ;  but   I  feeinge  that  a  month  was  paft,  and  no  junta  called,  nor 
any  refolution  taken  upon  the  letter,  I  refolved  to  goe   to  Aranxues,  wher  the  kinge  is, 
to  petition  his  majeftie,  that  his  highneffe  letter  might  be  remitted    to   his  councell   of 
ftate,    and  fatisfadlion  given    me,  accordinge  to   his   highnelTe    requeft;   whereupon   his 
majeftie  hath  comtnanded,  that  the  letter,  with  my  petitiones,  wherein  I  declare  the  juftnefTe 
of  my  demands,  be  remitted  to  the  faid  councell  -,  fo  that  now,  within  a  few  dayes,  I  fhall 
fee  what  refolution  they  will  take.   Yf  they  heere  refolve  to  continue  a  good  correfpondence 
with  his  highnelTe,    I  doubt  not  but  that  juftice  wil  be  done  me  •,  but  I  fee  they  are  very 
jealous,   that  your  fleete,  which  is  gone  towards  the  Weft-Indias,  will  fall  upon  fome  of  ther 
iflands  ther,  and  then  all  the  Englifh  that  are  in  Spaigne  will  fuffer. 

The  kinge,  queene,  and  infanta  are  yet  in  Aranxues,  but  wil  be  heere  the  14th  of  this 
month.  The  queene  is  reported  to  be  with  childe,  to  the  great  content  of  all  men.  God 
graunt  fhee  be,  and  of  a  fonne  ;  it  will  put  a  ftop  to  the  treatie  of  marriage  of  the  infanta 
with  the  duke  of  Savoye.  The  duke  of  Lorraigne,  prifoner  in  Toledo,  but  permitted 
to  walke  the  ftreetes  in  coach  with  his  guards,  thought  to  have  made  his  efcape ;  the 
maner  how,  as  yet  wee  know  not.  His  plot  was  difcovered  by  interceptinge  of  fome 
letters,  that  the  coachman  had  fecretly  put  into  the  coach  under  the  coufhin,  wher  the 
duke  fate  (by  the  guardo  mayor)  as  the  duke  tooke  them  out,  though  he  did  it  with 
much  diflimulation,  Wherupon  he  is  not  now  permitted  to  walke  the  ftreetes  as  he 
formerly  did.  Heere  they  are  very  well  pleafed  with  the  new  pope,  hopeing  that  he  will 
make  a  peace  'twixtt  Spaigne  and  France  :  yf  he  doth  not,  Spaigne  wil  be  mightely  put 
to  it,  for  want  of  men  and  monies,  for  in  the  Irifti  they  dare  not  truft,  they  haveino-  now 
againe  fhewne  ther  bad  intentions  at  Armentiers  ;  fo  that  I  thinke  they  will  at  laft  refolve 
to  employ  no  more  of  them  for  commanders. 

The  letters  yefterday  from   Cadiz,   of  the    2d  of  this  mont  hfayeth,  that  there  was 
^arrived  one  of  your  frigates  in  16  days  from  London,  6   dayes  before,   with   a   difpatch 
from  his  highnelTe  to  generall  Blake.     He  made  ther  but  li  tie  ftay,-fo  that   ere  this  I  dout 
not  but  he  is  with  him. 

They  are  heere  well  pleafed  to  heare  of  the  arreft  made  in  England  on  French  men's 
goods,  and  in  France  upon  the  Englifh  ;  and  with  reafon,  for  they  will  need  your  affiftance 
to  be  able  to  defend  themfelves  agaynft  the  French  in  Ittaly,  and  borders  of  Flanders. 

The  marques  de  Caracena,  that  entred  with  his  army  the  dukedome  of  Modena,  it  feemes 
is  retired  with  fome  lolTe,  though  heere  they  endevor  to  make  the  beft  of  it ;  but  they  had 
great  hopes  at  Caracena's  firft  entrance.    Sir,  I  have  not  for  the  prefent  more  to  advife  your 
honor  of,  feareinge  the  mifcarryinge  of  my  letter ;  and  therfore  I  crave  leave  to  remayne

In  the  poffeffion  ^T^  H  E  fplendor  of  the  glory  of  your  fovercign  highnefs,  which  on  every  fide  doth 
nourabie'phiiip  X  fill  the  world,  and  from  the  loweft  part  of  tlie  earth  doth  reach  to  the  heavens, 
i°'d  hrh^ch'^n'  ^^'■^  ^^^°  broken  through  the  bars  of  our  orient,  and  poured  forth  itfelf  upon  the  utmoft 
cdior  of  Great-  points  of  the  European  quarters,  as  far  as  the  iron  gates  or  portcullifes,  where,  with  the 
Britain.  fecutity  of  the  purer  Chriftianity,  the  faith  is  fhut  up  together.    In  fo  fpacious  a  boundary 

z  of 
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of  the  world,  illuftrated  by  the  brightnefs  of  your  fovereign  highnefs,  fome  are  gazing,  A.  D.  iC^-^ 
feme  fearing,  all  with  the  fame  fpirit  of  veneration  giving  worfhip.  For  it  feemeth  to  t,yVN»j 
all  men,  that  a  more  excellent  and  fairer  gift  cannot  by  God  himfelf  be  given,  than  a 
prince  of  holinefs,  and  who  is  likeft  unto  God.  Which  merits  do  even  by  the  enemies 
witnefles  crown  your  fovereign  highnefs  -,  fo  that  none  can  doubt,  but  muft  confefs,  that 
not  by  any  hidden  power  of  a  fate,  but  that  God  himfelf  hath  found  out  and  made  choice 
of  fuch  a  majefty. 

Which  being  laid  to  heart  by  the  mofl  high  prince  of  Tranfylvania,  my  moft  gracious

May  your  fove^ 
reign  highnefs  be  bleffed  with  all  happinefs,  and  an  eftate  of  a  continual  encreafmg  exulta- 
tion ;  more  efpecially  with  a  long  life,  profperous  years,  a  faithful  people,  peace  from 
within,  viAories  abroad,  and  in  all  atchievements,  not  with  the  felicity  of  Auguftus,  fuch 
as  the  ancients  were  wont  to  wifli  to  their  emperors,  but  with  a  celeflial,  and  fuch  as  may 
make  happy  the  ftate  of  chriftendom.

Which 
doth  oblige  his  highnefs  to  a  more  flri6t  obfervance  of  his  fovereign  highnefs,  as  having 
fo  truly  and  often  underftood,  that  all  thefe  defigns  are  directed,  not  to  a  private  intereft, 
but  for  the  pubHck  good.  And  as  his  highnefs  hath  been  hitherto  of  this  aflTured,  fo 
he  beleecheth  the  goodnefs  of  God,  that  thofe  weighty  intentions  may  be  bleffed  v/ith  a 
mofl  happy  progrefs,  that  may  end  in  the  increafe  of  the  Chriftian  churches.  Which 
wifhes  and  defires,  his  highnefs,  by  thefe  prefent  letters  of  his,  which  I  am  ready  with  all 
due  fubmifTion  to  exhibit,  will  alfo  make  known.

Avaugour  to  Bordeaux,  the  French  embaffador  in  England. 

Stockholm,  May  15,  1655.    [N.  S.] 
My  lord, 

I  CAN  tell  you  nothing  new  fmce  my  lafl  -,  and  I  have  only  to  thank  you  for  the  honour  Vol.  xxvi. 
of  yours  of  the  i6th  of  the  laft  month.  P-  38. 

The  departure  of  the  king  is  put  off  for  thefe  three  weeks  or  a  month,  and  the  flates, 
who  are  ftill  met  together,  will  ftill  keep  him,  and  do  reprefent  unto  him  upon  the  fub- 
jed:  all  the  fears,  which  they  ought  to  have  for  the  flate,  alledgirtg  the  flory  of  king  Gufla- 
vus,  whofe  death  had  like  to  have  ruined  all  Sweden.  It  is  alfo  a  fign  of  tendemefs  of 
his  people,  that  they  will  not  abfolutely  refifb  him,  nor  his  glorious  defigns.  They  flill 
expeft  here  the  embaffador  of  Poland  defigned  for  this  court.  His  name  is  monfieur  Go- 
raifky,  and  I  believe  he  will  come  time  enough  to  find  the  king  here.  Herfr  is  an  embaffa- 
dor 
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A.  D.  1655.  dor  arrived  from  Tartary  ;  he  hath  not  yet  had  audience.     He  comes  to  give  notice  of  the 
C/'V^  arrival  of  his  mailer  to  the  crown,  and  to  congratulate  that  of  this  king  to  his  •,  but  in 

regard  here  is  advice,  that  he  hath  made  a  league  ofFenfive  and  defenfive  with  Poland,  it 

is  likely  he  will  make  fome  declaration  of  it. 

Here  is  yet  nothing  concluded  between  Brandenburg  and  this  crown,  whofe  Commif- 

fioner  doth  daily  declare  the  alarm,  which  his  mafter  hath  of  the  defign  of  Sv/eden.

High  and  mighty   lords, 

MY  lords,  in  my  laft  I  made  mention  of  the  refolution  of  the  dates  concerning  the 
recalling  of  all  the  crown  domains,  as  well  of  thofe,  which  in  former  times  were 
afligned  for  the  keeping  of  the  king's  table,  but  are  now  alienated  from  the  crown  by 
gifts  of  the  former  kings,  as  alfo  of  thofe,  which  belonged  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
militia,  admiralty,  and  mines.  Befides  this,  every  one  without  exception  of  perfons  fhali 
be  obliged  to  reftore  to  the  crown  the  fourth  parts  of  all  fuch  eftates  that  were  given 
him,  being  of  another  nature  than  the  four  above  mentioned  whereby  it  is  believed,  the 
king's  revenues  will  be  yearly  encreafed  with  about  120,000  rix  dollars.  As  to  the  duty 
of  one  rix  dollar  on  each  fhippound  of  large  guns,  which  I  have  here  before  mentioned  to 
your  high  mightineffes,  this  feems  to  be  altered,  fince  I  hear  from  a  good  hand,  that  the 
king's  treafurer  fhews  an  order  from  his  majefty  in  writing,  to  feize  all  pieces  of  ordnance 
or  great  guns,  which  are  caft  here  in  the  country,  paying  to  the  founders  or  dealers  in 
cannons  eighteen  copper  dollars  for  each  fhippound,  of  which  coin  four  make  one  rix 
dollar.  If  this  order  is  brought  into  execution,  no  private  merchants  in  the  approaching 
war  will  have  any  liberty  to  export  or  to  buy  up  guns.  Yefterday  the  lord  field-marfhal 
Wittenbergh  fet  fail  for  Pomerania  ;  he  will  not  probably  be  above  two  or  three  days  at 
feaj  becaufe  he  has  a  very  favourable  wind.  This  day  or  to  morrow  fets  out  likewife 
from  thence  for  that  province  the  Danifh  lord  high  fteward  Corfits  Ulefeldt,  to  take  poC- 
felTion  of  the  bailiwick  of  Baerth,  which  he  has  bought  of  late,  to  make  his  refidence 
there  for  the  future.  Lately  are  arrived  here  fome  deputies  of  the  nobility  of  the  dutchy 
of  Bremen,  and  afterwards  by  water  fome  Tartarian  embafladors  ;  what  their  errand  is, 
we  muft  wait  for.  The  fenator  count  Nicholas  Tott  is  likewife  arrived,  having  finilhed 
his  tour  to  France  and  BrufTels.  The  Danifh  embaffador,  the  lord  Peter  Gull,  is  ready  to 
take  his  leave  from  this  court,  transferring  his  place  to  mr.  Erich  Gull,  who  is  now  here, 
and  will  ftay  here  for  fome  time  in  the  charadter  of  refident  of  the  faid  crown.  Al- 
though the  Swedifh  ftates  had  rather,  that  the  king  would  ftay  in  the  kingdom,  he  feems 
neverthelefs  refolved  to  afllft  in  the  next  campaign ;  however  it  is  thought  he  will  return 
before  the  winter,  the  rather  becaufe  it  is  certainly  believed,  that  the  queen,  who  is  to 
remain  here,  is  with  child.  Befides  the  army  in  Pomerania,  and  that  in  Livonia,  the 
general  Koningfmarck  is  to  command  a  third  feparate  army.  After  a  long  ficknels,  died 
this  week  here  the  fenator  Charles  Hoop,  having  lived  but  a  little  above  thirty  years  ; 
he  was  endowed  with  exceeding  fine  qualifications,  and  had  a  great  efteem  for  our  nation  j 
his  death  is  generally  lamented.  The  Ruffians  appear  very  numerous  on  the  frontiers  of 
Livonia,  which  haftens  not  a  little  the  preparations  here  againft  the  next  campaign.

THE  lord  councellor  penfionary  de  Witt,  according  to  their  high  mightineffes  refolution 
of  yefterday,  produced,  and  afterwards  in  the  affembly  caufed  to  be  read,  a  certain  pro- 
jedl  of  inftruftions  for  the  lords  their  high  mightineffes  deputies,  which  are  to  be  employed 
in  the  conferences  with  the  province  of  the  city  and  territories  of  Ommelands,  in  order 
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to  endeavour  there  to  fettle  and  adjufl  the  differences  and  difputes  which  are  rifen  recipro-  A.  D.  165;- 
cally  between  the  nobiHty  as  heritors,  and  the  deputies  of  the  body  of  the  lands.  Ac  i>''"V~Nj 
which  opportunity  was  alfo  refumed,  the  refolution  which  was  taken  yefterday,  touching 
the  fame  fubjedt  -,  which  being  dehberated  upon,  their  high  mightineffes  gave  thanks  to 
the  faid  lord  councellor  penfionary,  for  and  on  account  of  the  trouble  he  has  had  in  the 
drawing  up  of  the  faid  inftruftions.  Whereupon  the  faid  inftruftions  with  fome  few  altera- 
tions did  pafs,  and  accordingly  for  the  execution  of  the  faid  inftruclions  and  refolution^ 
were  commiflioned  and  required  hereby,  meffieurs  Schoock,  Lodefteynj  the  councellor 
penfionary  de  Witt,  Mauregnault,  vander  Hoolck,  Aylva,  Ripperda  and  Schulenborgh. 
The  faid  lords,  their  high  mightineffes  deputies,  fhall  have  power  to  choofe  themfelves 
two  clerks,  and  are  defired  to  fet  out  upon  their  journey  on  monday  next ;  whereof  notice 
fhall  be  given  to  my  lord  the  prince  William  of  Naffau,  as  lladtholder  of  the  province 
of  city  and  lands,  as  likewife  to  the  burgomafters  and  fenate  of  the  city  of  Groningen,  and 
to  both  parties  in  the  fo  called  Ommelands ;  which  notice  fhall  likewife  be  given  to  the 
lord  Aylva,  with  requefb  forthwith  to  fet  out  for  the  faid  purpofe,  for  Groningen.  And 
the  receiver  general  is  hereby  commanded,  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  the  lord  Schoock, 
a  fum  of  two  thoufand  guilders,  to  make  good  the  charges  of  the  faid  journey,  which  the 
faid  lords,  their  high  mightineffes  deputies,  in  due  time,  fhall  be  accountable  for.  Further, 
and  in  conformity  to  the  regulation  of  this  country,  thefe  refolutions  of  their  high 
mightineffes  fhall  be  dehvered  (together  with  the  difpatches  refulting  therefrom,  as 
alfo  from  the  infbruftions)  without  refumption.  Whereupon,  concerning  the  above- 
mentioned  conclufion,  as  far  as  it  relates  to  the  deputation  of  commifTioners,  which  was 
formed  by  the  lord  Ripperda,  who  prefided  laft  week,  the  lord  prefent  deputy  of  Friedand 
,  did  declare  not  to  confent,  that  out  of  the  province  of  Holland  two  lords  fhould  be 
employed  in  the  faid  commifTion,  protefting  againfl  the  prerogative,  which  the  lords  de- 
puties of  Holland  did  pretend  herein,  as  being  in  prejudice  of  the  equality  of  the  pro- 
vinces.

Right  honourable, 

TH  E  other,  that  goeth  herewith,  is  a  copy  of  my  laft.  Thefe  will  inform  your 
honour,  that  the  week  before  Eafter  this  people  with  much  fuperftition  make  Ihew  of 
great  devotion  •,  but  from  Eafter  day  to  the  end  ot  that  week,  they  are  no  lefs  truly  de- 
bauched in  drunkennefs  and  all  other  diffolutenefs,  than  devout  the  former  week  -,  infomuch 
that  they  believe,  they  fliould  fin  in  not  committing  thofe  exceffes  in  rejoicing  for  Chrift's 
high  chancel-  refurredtion,  as  they  fhould  offend  God,  in  not  performing  their  pretended  devotions  the 
Britain  ^^^^'  pi'^c^dent  week  for  his  fufferings  and  paffion  ;  and  this  not  only  the  vulgar,  but  the  pa- 
triarch himfelf,  bifhops,  fryers,  priefts,  nobles,  generally  all,  from  the  higheft  dignities 
and  offices,  to  the  meaneft  perfon.  Alfo  the  Eafter  week  they  mutually  give  and  fend 
prefents  of  eggs,  bread,  and  wine,  each  to  other.  My  preftave  did  that  to  me,  by 
fending  me  fuch  a  prefent  by  his  fervant,  which  I  refufed,  and  fent  him  back  to  his 
mafter  with  it ;  on  which  he  came  himfelf  with  his  prefent,  with  many  proteftations, 
that  he  was  not  the  caufe  of  the  difguft  given  me  by  taking  away  my  cooks,  and  ufing 
them  as  they  have  been  ;  and  therefore  defired  me  with  all  earneftnefs  and  adjurations 
to  be  his  friend,  and  accept  of  his  prefent :  that  he  had  already,  and  would  continue 
to  ufe  his  utmoft  endeavour,  that  I  fliould  have  fatisfaftion  to  the  affront  done  me  ;  fo 
that  I  accepted  of  his  excufes  and  prefent,  and  of  his  coming  to  me  again  at  his  piea- 
fure.  Two  days  paft  he  came  and  vifited  me,  when  he  told  me,  that  the  chancellor 
hath  been  with  the  patriarch  exprefly  to  entreat  him  to  give  order,  that  the  cooks  may 
be  fent  me  back  -,  who  thereupon  was  in  fuch  choler,  that  he  turned  away  the  chancellor, 
and  would  not  give  him  his  bleffing.  I  know  for  certain,  that  he  is  extremely  incenfed 
and  averfe  to  all  ftrangers,  but  more  to  our  nation  than  to  any  other.  He  takes  more 
upon  him,  as  well  out  of  the  church,  as  in  it,  than  doth  the  emperor  himfelf  I  am 
told,  that  the  four  nobles,  to  whom  the  emperor  hath  committed  all  affairs  here  in  his 
abfence,  fome  of  the  prime  officers  in  the  chancery,  and  chief  merchants.  Ruffes,  in 
this  city,  have  not  condefcended,  and  are  forry  for  the  affront  done  me  in  the  cooks  i 
and  all  is  put  on  the  patriarch. 

I  have  not  as  yet  more  light  of  the  anfwers  that  are  promifed  me,  nor  when  I  fliall 
be  difpeeded  to  go  down  to  Archangel,  than  when  the  emperor  went  from  hence. 

By  letters  from  Smolenflco,  of  the  5th  of  April,  is  written  from  an  Englifti  colonel, 
that  the  emperor  arrived  there  the  laft  of  March ;  that  his  majefty  hath  in  all  his  armies 
30  regiments  of  foot,  their  colonels  and  chief  officers  ftrangers,  but  all  their  foldiers 
Ruffes  :  every  regiment  is  from  fifteen  hundred  to  two  thoufand.  Three  of  thofe  regiments 
went  forth  of  Smolenfko  upon  fervice,  the  5th  of  April,  and  others  were  to  follow.  That 
the  Pole  is  ftarving.  This  is  what  I  know  merits  your  honour's  cognizance.  So  I  humbly

YOURS  came  even  now  to  me,  by  Which  I  fee  the  mifery  of  thefe  poor  men  R.  C 
embroiled  in  his  unfortunate  defigns  in  England.     It  were  better  he  were  dead,  than 
fo  many  fuffer  for  him.     Sure  they  will  be  weary  of  him  in  England,  after  this  finguJar 
2  and 
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and  fignal  ruin  of  his  and  all  his  ;   if  not,  they  will  be  as  unfortunate  as  he,  and  worfe,  A.  D.  1655. 
which  may  not  be.     Here  is  no  talk  of  R.  C.  or  his  affair,  but  every  one  admiring  his  LXV^NJ 
misfortune.     Heretofore  they  pitied  him  5  now  they  fay,   he  is  deftined  by  God   with  his 
family  to  ruin  for  ever.     This  is  all  the  difcourfe  we  now  have  of  him. 

The  news  from  Paffaw  by  the  lafh  letters  bring,  that  the  differences,  which  hindred  all 
proceedings  betwixt  the  catholicks  and  the  proteflants  in  this  tedious  diet,  are  in  fine  de- 
termined laft  funday  was  fevennight,  by  a  particular  advice  from  the  emperor,  which  he 
communicated  to  both  parties,  by  the  prince  of  Dieterichflein  and  Auperch ;  whereupon 
being  propofed  in  the  diet,  all  which  his  imperial  majeily  defired  was  gratefully  obferved, 
both  parties  accepted  without  altering  the  leaft  fyllable,  which  came  from  the  emperor. 
Since  they  begin  to  determine  other  publick  and  particular  affairs,  fo  that  it  is  believed, 
in  a  fliort  time  they  will  finifh  all  their  bufinefs  with  fatisfaftion  to  both  parties.  It  is 
not  doubted,  but  before  the  latter  end  of  this  month  the  eleftion  of  the  archduke  Ignatio 
fhall  be,  to  be  king  of  Hungary.  It  cannot  be  unknown  to  you,  how  he  and  the  king 
of  Spain  fent  to  the  faid  archduke  the  golden-fleece. 

The  levies  a  making  for  the  defence  of  his  majefly's  ftates  are  daily  encreafing.  The 
eleftor  of  Bavaria  continues  his  fortifications  in  the  city  of  Ingoldftat  by  2500  men  he  has 
there.  He  has  given  orders  in  fecret,  to  raife  feven  regiments  more  of  horfe  and  foot, 
and  commanded  in  all  his  territories  to  have  ready  a  quandty  of  carts  and  waggons,  to  carry 
viftuals  and  ammunition,  where  there  fliall  be  occafion. 

The  Swedes  are  falling,  praying,  and  mortifying  for  a  good  and  fortunate  fuccefs  to 
their  defigns ;  yet  incognito.  The  Poles  make  great  preparations  to  defend  themfelves. 
This  feafon  will  let  us  fee  what  yet  lies  hid.  Interim  pati^ntia^  which  is  this  week's  con- 
clufion.

Vol.  xxvi.       rr^HE  king,  queen,    the   cardinal,   and  the  whole  courr,  are   gone   from   hence  to 
P-  72-  X     Compiegne,    where  the  ceremonies  of    the  nuptials  are  to    be  obferved   between 

the  duke  of  Modena  and  madamoifelle  Martinozzi,  niece  to  the  cardinal.  The  prince 
Eugenio,  eldeft  fon  of  the  prince  Tomafo  of  Carignan,  hath  procuration  from  the  faid 
prince  of  Modena  to  reprefent  him  there.  Before  the  departure  of  the  king,  feveral  am- 
bafladors  took  their  leave  of  this  court ;  and  thofe  of  the  Hans  towns  have  effefted 
their  bufmefs  between.  A  treaty  is  faid  to  be  concluded  for  the  regulating  of  trade  and 
commerce.  I  fliall  fee  to  get  a  copy  of  the  articles,  and  fend  them  over  to  your 
high  and  mighty  lordfhips. 

They  write  from  Turin,  that  the  troops  of  the  duke  of  Savoy,  commanded  by  the 
marquis  of  Roanes,  have  wretchedly  aflaulted  and  mifufed  the  proteftants  formerly  called 
Vaudois,  who  were  retreated  to  the  high  mountains  and  vallies  of  Savoy,  where  thf=^y  had 
their  fubfiftence,  with  an  intention  to  preferve  themfelves  from  the  cruelty  of  the  Papifts, 
who  were  always  very  bitter  againft  them,  and  now  they  declared  againft  them,  as  rebels, 
and  fell  upon  them  in  the  faid  vallies  with  their  forces,  plundered  and  burnt  their  habita- 
tions, and  put  many  of  them  to  the  fword  in  their  fury  -,  and  fome  they  have  executed 
fince  by  way  of  juftice  upon  them  -,  and  two  minifters  they  hung  up :  many  prifoners  they 
have  carried  away  with  them,  and  as  much  plunder  as  they  fay  doth  amount  to  300000 
guilders. 

Don  Auguftus  Navarra,  fecretary  of  ftate  of  the  king  of  Spain  in  the  Netherlands, 
paft  through  this  city  on  monday  laft,  with  a  pafs  for  Spain,  after  that  he  had  firft 
the  honor  to  fpeak  and  falute  the  king,  queen,  and  cardinal. 

Here  is  news  come  from  Marfeilles,  that  the  Spaniards  are  before  Rofe  with  22  fliips 
and  fix  gallies.  That  likewife  the  Englifh  admiral  Blake  had  taken  in  about  Tunis  the 
harbour  and  port  called  Farino,  and  there  burnt  and  fired  all  the  Turkifh  fhips.

In  regard  of  the  reception  of  the  marquis  of  Leda,  and  other  occafions,  the  lords  here 
fay,  that  they  have  had  no  time  to  conclude  and  fign  the  peace  and  treaty  with  the  lord 
of  Bordeaux  ;  and  I  have  underftood  from  the  one  and  the  other  fide,  that  there  is  a  little 
difference  rifen  about  the  bufinefs  of  Canada  or  Nova  Francia  ;  thefe  lords  faying,  that 
the  faid  lord  embafTador  was  contented,  that  the  lord  protedor  fhould  declare  by  word 
of  mouth,  that  that  bufinefs  fhould  be  examined  amongfl  the  reft  of  the  arbitrators  of

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toth  fides  ;  and  the  embaflador  faith,  that  in  regard  both  parties  are  agreed  iipori  it  former  A.  D    1655. 
treaty,  it  ought  to  be  put  down  in  writing.     I  hope  this  accident  will  make  no  alteration.  L/'"V"Sj 
The  embaflador  growcth  impatient.     There  is  no  doubt  to  be  made  that  all  pofTible  endea- 
vours are  on  foot  by  the  Spanifh  fide  to  hinder  it ;  but  I    believe  they  will  not  go  back 
from  what  is  agreed  with  prance.     Your  honour  may  be  affurcd,  that  I  will  not  be  wanting 
in   my  endeavours  for  the  furthering  and  accompiifning  o[  the  treaty.     I  am  told,  that 
Francifco  Ferreira,  the  envoy  of  Portugal,  perceiving,  that  they  will  not  accept   here  of 
any  alteration  in  the  treaty  that  was  concluded  here,  nor  that  the  merchants  will  be  paid 
with  compliments,  is  making  ready  to  be  gone.

THE  laft  thirfday,  that  Is  May  the  tenth,  the  .fail  was  obferved  all  over  thefe  coun- Vol.  xxvL 
tries  for  the  Piemontois.  After  the  laft  fermon  they  collefted  in  this  city  almoft  500  P-  ^'i- 
pounds  fterling,  which  fhall  be  fent  to  Geneva  for  them,  as  foone  as  the  townes  and  vil- 
lages of  this  canton  have  fent  all  their  colleftions  hither.  The  fame  day  a  great  number 
of  fouldiours  pafled  by  this  city  toward  France,  of  which  I  told  the  principal!  fecretary's 
fubftitute,  as  foone  as  I  faw  him  that  day.  He  anfwered,  that  he  had  not  feene  nor  heard 
them  ;  that  they  could  not  be  of  the  canton  of  Swits,  as  the  people  talked.  They  might 
be  of  the  other  popifh  cantons.  But,  faid  he,  the  Suitenfes  have  newly  made  a  decree 
againft  that  renovation  of  the  league  with  France,  which  was  lately  figned  by  fome  depu- 
ties of  theirs,  protefting,  that  they  doe  not  hold  themfelves  obliged  by  it  at  all  ;  that  if 
their  delegates  be  fo  falfe  to  them,  as  wilfully  to  goe  beyond  their  inftruftions,  or  fo  filly 
as  to  fuffer  themfelves  to  be  over-reached  by  the  French  ambafladour,  yet  they  will  be  fo 
true  to  their  owne  refolutions,  and  fo  wife  as  to  refufe  to  ratify  it.  And  therefore  they  have 
fet  their  delegates  a  certaine  time  for  the  getting  of  that  inftrument  out  of  the  ambaffadour's 
hands  ;  and  have  added  fome  threats  what  they  will  doe,  if  they  have  it  not  by  fuch  a 
day,   &c. 

The  next  morning  very  early  the  younger  burgomafter  of  this  city  rode  out  towards 
Tirol,  three  dayes  journey  hence,  to  meete  with  Auftrian  deputies,  to  conferre  with  them 
about  giving  fatisfaftion  to  the  demands  and  grievances  of  the  cantons.  There  are 
many  documents,  records  of  agreements,  &c.  to  be  read  over,  fo  that  he  will  be  abroad 
a  good  while ;  and  therefore  M.  D.  tooke  his  laft  leave  of  him  the  evening  before,  as  re- 
folving  to  be  gone  hence  before  the  burgomafter  could  returne. 
May  12. 

This  afternoone  the  principal!  fecretary  of  this  canton  came  to  me,  and  fliewed  me  let- 
ters, which  they  had  received  this  morning,  written  to  tlie  burgo-mafters,  &c.  of  all  the 
1 3  cantons  from  cardinal  Mazarin,  and  dated  May  4.  new  flyle  ;  wherein  he  tells  them, 
that  they  could  not  be  ignorant,  that  the  inteftine  difquiets  of  France  had  hindred  the 
fatisfying  of  their  demaunds,  which  now  the  king  was  better  at  Icyfure  to  thinke  upon,  as 
they  fhould  percieve  by  his  majeftie's  letter  to  them,  which  he  thought  fit  to  accompany 
with  one  of  his  own,  to  aflure  them,  that  he  was  their  affeftionate  freind.  I  afl<eG  the 
fecretary,  whether  the  king's  letter  were  fuch  another  empty  paper  as  this.  He  anfwered, 
that  he  knew  not  what  it  was,  for  they  had  received  none  but  this  ;  fo  that  they  knew  not 
whether  there  was  any  fuch  letter  written  by  the  king  or  no  ;  or  whether  the  ambafladour 
at  Soloturn  kept  it  by  him,  to  fend  when  he  thought  beft.  I  aflced  him,  whether  they 
would  not  write  to  Soloturn,  to  know  what  was  become  of  the  king's  letter.  He  faid, 
no,  we  ftiall  try  v/hat  the  amibafladour  will  doe.  And  befides,  faid  he,  we  care  not  much 
what  becomes  of  it,  becaufe  we  fliortly  expeit  the  Icing's  anfwere  to  the  letter,  that  was 
lately  written  to  him  in  the  name  of  the  proteftant  cantons  alone,  calling  upon  him  for 
fatisfying  the  arreres  of  our  difmifled  captaines,  &c.  without  any  conditions.  It  was 
fent  about  a  fortnight  agoe  by  an  envoye  from  Zurich.  He  had  order  to  tarry  for  an 
anfwere.  I  then  tooke  occafion  to  fpeake  at  the  laft  aflembly  at  Araw.  He  faid,  that 
there  they  confulted  concerning  Piemont,  and  had  fecredy  reviewed  the  old  articles  of 
confederacy  among  themfelves,  which  muft  receive  fome  alteration  to  fit  them  better  for 
thefe  times.  That  of  old  they  ufed  once  in  ten  yeares  to  renew  their  oath  of  mutuall  de- 
fence, &c.  all  over  the '  1 3  cantons  ;  but  fince  the  reformation  of  religion  in  Switzerland, 
there  had  beene  no  general  renewing  of  their  oath,  becaufe  the  papifcs  would  have  all 
men  fweare  according  to  the  old  forme,  \By  God  and  all  his  faints]  which  the  reformed 
will  not  doe.  But  the  proteftant  cantons  have  now  beene  confidering,  how  to  amend  the 
defedls  of  the  articles  of  the  union  among  themfelves.     As  for  Piemont,  they  had  com- 

maunded 
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A.  D.  1655.  maunded  a  major  of  Berne  prefently  to  ride  pofte  to  the  duke  of  Savoy,  and  to  reprefen! 

t/V^^O  their  fenfe  of  his  cruelty  towards  their  brethren,  and  to  offer  their  interpofition  for  thofe 
that  are  yet  alive.  They  alfo  commanded  him  to  bring  back  as  full  informations  as  he 
could  get  concerning  their  prefent  eftate,  and  the  pretended  caufes  of  this  furious  pro- 
ceeding. I  told  him,  that  we  knew  allready  fome  of  their  pretenfions  -,  but  one  of  the 
true  caufes  was  the  efteeme  the  Savoy  had  of  the  proteftant  cantons,  looking  upon  them 
as  men  that  had  little  power,  and  no  courage  to  put  out  the  ftrength  that  they  have  ; 
ftanding  fo  much  in  awe  of  their  popifh  neighbours,  that  they  dare  not  budge  a  foote  in 
favour  of  any  proteftant  church,  leaft  the  popifh  cantons  fhould  fall  upon  them.  He  re- 
plied, that  their  concordia  difcors  had  hitherto  preferved  them.  For,  faid  hee,  had  we  beene 
all  of  one  religion,  we  could  not  have  beene  kept  from  intermedling  in  the  late  German 
warre,  that  undid  almoft  all  that  had  to  doe  in  it.  But  being  fo  divided,  wee  hindred  our 
neighbours  from  aflifting  the  emperour,  and  they  hindred  us  from  taking  the  contrary  fide. 
But,  faid  he,  the  truth  is,  the  popilh  cantons  are  no  leffe  in  amity  with  Savoy  than  wee  ; 
fo  that  we  cannot  hurt  him,  without  giving  them  occafion  to  fall  out  with  us.  We  have 
many  men,  that  at  the  reading  of  the  letters  concerning  Piemont,  feeme  to  thinke  of  nothing 
but  invading  Savoy,  or  maffacring  all  the  Savoyards  that  are  in  thefe  countries.  But  few 
of  them  confider,  that  we -are  not  able  to  finde  money  enough  to  make  us  fit  to  invade 
any  other  prince's  dominions.  And  indeed  it  is  the  onely  thing  we  want,  for  we  have 
men  inough  and  arm.es,  as  they  fhall  finde,  if  they  meddle  with  Geneva,  as  fome  feeme 
to  feare  they  will.  I  reply'd,  that  Geneva  might  be  eaten  up,  before  they  would  agree  to 
fuccourit.  He  faid,  that  the  pofts  were  fo  well  fettled,  that  in  thrice  24houres  Zurich  could 
have  newes  from  Geneva,  and  by  the  way  Bern  fhould  heare  it  fooner.  Their  militia  was  in 
fuch  a  good  order,  that  in  2  or  3  dayes  they  could  have  a  great  number  of  men  [trained 
bands]  whereof  every  one  brought  his  armes  with  him.  And  Geneva  is  very  well  fortified 
and  well  provided  for  all  things  requifite  for  the  enduring  a  long  fiege,  fo  that  they  can- 
not be  over-run  before  fuccours  come  to  them.  But,  faid  I,  if  Geneva  fhould  neede 
you,  would  not  the  greater  number  among  you  anfwere,  we  cannot  for  want  of  mony,  we 
dare  not  for  feare  of  our  popifh  neighbours  .?  He  faid  Geneva  being  fo  neere,  they  fhould 
ftraine  themfelves  very  much  for  fo  fhort  a  time,  as  feemed  fufficient  to  drive  away  any 
forces  that  fhould  come  to  attacque  it.  I  replyed,  if  you  had  never  fo  much  mony,  you 
might  ftill  pretend  a  feare  of  provoking  the  popifh  cantons.  No,  faid  he,  they  have  no 
mony,  nor  no  meanes  to  get  any  confiderable  fumme  :  we  have  had  mony,  but  extraor- 
dinary occafions  have  lately  fpent  it.  If  that  defeat  did  not  now  hinder,  we  fhould  not  looke 
upon  the  popifti  cantons  as  in  aquilibrio  with  ourfelves,  but  fhould  a  great  deale  more  rea- 
dily refolve  to  teach  the  duke  of  Savoy,  that  our  intercefTional  letters  and  our  freindlhip 
deferved  more  regard.  1  anfwered,  that  they  wanting  no  men  nor  armes,  every  man  hav- 
ing his  owne  armes,  and  their  magazines  well  ftored  with  all  forts  of  weapons,  &c.  leffe 
mony  would  ferve  their  turnes  to  begin  a  warre,  than  other  nations  that  have  nothing 
before  hand  but  the  great  purfe.  He  confelTed,  that  was  true,  but  to  keep  their  people 
from  difcontents  and  diforders,  they  muft  be  punftually  paid,  &c.  I  replyed,  that  when 
they  came  into  a  country,  where  they  meant  to  exercife  all  manner  of  hoftiiity,  they  muft 
make  their  enemies  beare  the  greateft  part  of  the  charge. 

I  fhould  tire  you  with  more  of  this  dialog,  if  the  pofte  would  give  leave.  I  mufl 
trouble  you  no  farther  at  this  time.  Yet  for  all  his  hafte  I  will  take  fo  much  time,  as  to 
fubfcribe  myfelfe.

Advice  from  Dantzick. 

May  22,  1655.    [N.  S.] 

I  Think,  that  it  will  not  be  thought  improper  to  lay  before  your  honours,  how 
affairs  go  in  thefe  quarters,  in  order  to  communicate  the  fame  with  the  greater  fecrecy, 
where  it  is  requifite.  In  Poland  they  firmly  beheve,  that  the  Cofacks  will  be  quieted 
with  granting  them  good  '  conditions  and  privileges,  but  they  will  have  alfo  the 
Ruffians  comprehended  therein,  which  will  hardly  be  done.  The  latter  have  now  clofely 
befieged  Dunenburch,  and  ftormed  the  fame  twice  already:  they  are  afraid,  that  after  the 
taking  of  the  fame,  Wilda  will  not  be  able  to  make  any  refiftance ;  fo  that  all  Lithuania 
will  be  loft.  All  the  reft  depends  upon  the  approaching  diet.  The  firft  and  chief 
point,  it  is  faid,  Ihall  be,  to  fend  an  embaflfador,  with  full  power  of  the  king  and  re- 

publick. 
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publick,  into  Sweden,  to  endeavour  a  peace  to  be  concluded,  if  they  do  not  come  too  A.  D.  165;. 
fate  ;  fince  the  likelihood  of  an  invafion  of  the  Swedes,  both  by  fea  and  land,  into  thefe  L/'VNJ 
countries  feems  daily  to  encreafe. 

The  copy  of  the  letter,  which  the  Swedifh  fenators  have  written  to  the  Polanders,  I 
do  not  queftion,  but  has  been  communicated  to  their  high  mightinefles ;  here  inclofed  goes 
the  anfwer,  which  the  archbifhop,  inftead  of  a  receipt,  has  fent  in  the  interim,  three 
days  ago,  to  Kock  the  Swedifh  agent  here,  as  an  excufe  for  the  long  tardinefs  of  the 
Polifh  embafly,  and  in  anfwer  to  the  faid  letter. 

The  nobility  of  Upper  Poland  and  Pruffia  encamp  on  the  frontiers  towards  Pomerania, 
to  make  refiftance  in  cafe  of  a  fudden  invafion. 

Here  in  this  city,  as  far  as  one  can  fee,  they  are  very  diligent,  by  augmenting  their 
troops,  exercifing  and  drawing  up  of  the  citizens,  and  efpecially  by  fortifying  the  circum- 
jacent mountains  to  make  a  good  defence,  though  for  making  any  refiftance  by  fea  they 
have  but  a  few  or  rather  no  fhips  at  all  ;  and  as  I  am  confidently  informed,  the  magil- 
trates  here  have  been  exhorted  as  well  by  the  king  of  Poland  as  others,  to  crave  affiftance 
from  their  high  mightinefles,  but  the  court  of  this  city  makes  difficulty  to  effeft  the  fame^ 
for  fear  of  any  reproaches  ;  and  that  in  return  for  the  faid  beneficence,  fome  conditions 
might  be  demanded  for  the  re-eftablifhment  and  confirmation  of  the  reformed  religion,  as 
alfo  for  the  abrogation  of  fundry  unreafonable  impofts,  wherewith  our  nation  is  charged 
here.  The  impofitions  upon  our  nation  here  are  chiefly  the  prohibition  of  keeping 
houfes,  the  anticipation  of  the  duty  called  Tallage,  and  the  demand  of  the  tenth  penny  in 
cafe  of  leaving  the  town,  or  in  cafe  of  death. 

They  difperfe  here  alfo  a  certain  printed  paper,  whereby  they  intend  to  prove  for  feve- 
ral  reafons,  that  the  Swedifli  defign  is  not  againft  this  country,  but  againfl:  Hamburgh. 
It  is  however  believed,  that  this  is  only  given  out,  to  make  the  people  fecure.  The 
magiftrates  here  take  away  and  call  in  as  many  of  them  as  they  pofllbly  can. 

Now  they  are  very  defirous  here  to  know,  in  cafe  this  country  fliould  come  into  troubles^ 
how  far  the  neighbouring  powers,  viz,  their  high  mightinefles,  Denmark  and  England 
will  concern  themfelves  in  their  intereft.

but  no  foreign  publick  minifters  are  to  affift  at  it. 

The  embafladors  of  the  Tartars  have  not  yet  had  any  audience,  nor  no  news  yet  of  the 
arrival  of  the  long  expefted  embaflador  from  Poland^  who  will  hardly  be  able  to  reach 
this  place  before  the  departure  of  the  king.

Sir, 

YO  U  R  S  I  received  with  the  reception  of  marquis  de  Lede,  as  many  others  have.  Vol.  xxvi, 
which  puts  cardinal  Mazarin  to  his  wits  end.  They  undertake,  that  mr.  Bordeaux  P-  9^- 
has  orders  from  Mazarin  thefe  two  pofts  paft  to  conclude  with  the  protedbor.  I  have  it 
from  a  good  author,  that  if  the  proteftor  vyill  now  aflault  Bordeaux  prudently,  he  will 
win  the  treaty  and  peace  to  his  mind.  I  have  given  feveral  hints  of  this  before.  Of  a 
general  peace  here  is  not  a  word,  but  ranting  of  fome,  it  muft  be  by  the  new  pope.  The 
king,  queen,  and  cardinal,  gave  a  compliment  to  fecretary  Navarre,  to  be  prefented  to 
the  king  of  Spain,  that  all  inclinations  in  France  are  for  a  general  peace  ;  but  this  is  no 
new  invention.  Every  Spanifli  m,inifter  that  pafles  through  France  is  entertained  with 
fuch  like.  In  my  time  many  of  them  paft  fo.  I  hear  one  Thomas  Talbot^  a  Francif- 
can  frier,  goes  from  R.  C.  to  Rome  •,  but  I  am  fure  he  will  do  no  good,  being  not  be- 
loved in  the  court  of  Rome.  Divers  proclamations  in  print  are  come  hither  from  Lon- 
don againft  priefts  and  friers,  with  an  oath  of  abjuration  for  the  laity.  Great  talk  is  of 
it.  The  divines  of  Sorbonne  fay,  they  do  not  believe  the  fecond  proteftant  in  England, 
or  in  the  world  befides,  will  take  it,  being  an  oath  not  to  be  prefented  againft  all  hberty 
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A.  D.  1655.  of  a  chriftian.     It  is   damnably  cenfured.     Count  Brienne,  fecretary  of  Hate,   fwore,  he 
t/"V\^  would  wager  half  his  eftate,  the  proteftor  nor  his  council  would  take  it. 

Here  is  nothing  more  of  news  at  this  time,  but  rumours  of  wonders  done  by  general 
Blake  againft  the  Turks.  I  have  not  the  particulars,  I  expeft  them  from  England  in  due 
time.     For  the  reft  I  refer  you  to  the  occurrents,  and  am,

Vol.  xxvi.       T  TAving  received  yours  by  this  poft.     According  the  conference  the  cardinal  had  laft 
P-  94-  XJ_  funday  with  the  firft  prefident  (as  I  writ  in  my  former)  touching  the  affembiies  of  ■ 

tire  parliament  about  the  edifts,  which  was  refolved  between  both,  that  his  majefty  con- 
fented  they  Ihould  meet  to  confider  of  the  edifts,  and  the  verifications  thereof  •,  only 
^hat  his  majefty  defired  them  to  have  a  little  patience  till  friday  of  the  next  week,  becaufe 
then  they  muft  alfo  meet  for  the  reception  of  a  new  counfellor,  fon  to  mr.  Catinat  ;  and 
tt\en  on  that  occafion  the  parliament  may  confider  of  the  verifications  of  the  edifts.  Then 
we  fhall  fee  what  fhall  be  done  ;  but  yet  fome  fay,  the  king  had  a  defire  to  return  hither 
once  alone  to  fit  in  parliament,  of  which  yet  nothing  certain.  Mr.  Navarre,  that  was 
fecretary  of  ftate  in  Flanders,  having  had  audience  (as  I  writ  in  my  former)  from  his 
majefty  and  eminence,  the  king  and  queen  defired  him,  as  foon  as  he  fliould  arrive  at 
Madrid,  to  aflure  his  majefty  of  Spain,  that  they  were  here  always  very  ready  to  make  a 
general  peace,  when  it  pleafes  his  majefty  to  think  or  confider  of  it.  It  is  written  by  the  laft 
poft  from  St.  Malo's,  that  a  veflel  arrived  there,  that  came  from  the  Indies,  which  brings, 
that  a  Spanifti  galleon  of  the  Spanifti  fleet  was  funk,  v/herein  was  eight  millions  of 
pieces  of  eight  -,  but  being  loft  near  the  land,  that  they  fiftied  four  millions  again,  and 
that  they  were  in  hopes  yet  to  get  more  of  it. 

They  bring  alfo,  that  the  Englifti  fleet,  commanded  by  general  Pen,  was  failing  to- 
wards the  ifle  of  St.  Dominick,  and  for  that  reafon  they  think  they  were  to  attempt 
fomething  againft  the  Spaniards.  Alfo  that  if  they  do  not  attempt  St.  Dominick,  that 
fure  they  will  Cuba  or  Cartagena. 

The  count  of  Harcourt  arrived  at  Chantilly  fince  the  king  parted  hence,  where  he  was 
received  by' their  majefty  and  eminence ;  he  is  come  upon  the  word  of  the  court,  without 
having  made  any  treaty.  Mr.  de  Charlevois  takes  an  employment  for  the  king's  fervice 
under  the  command  of  this  prince  Harcourt,  who  is  to  command  the  Lorain  troops, 
that  quitted  the  Spanifti  fervice  in  the  pay  of  Luxemburg. 

Laft  faturday  fome  body  ftole  from  the  cardinal'  out  of  his  cabinet  4000  piftoles,  for 
which  one  of  his  valets  de  chambre  is  made  prifoner,  and  another  woman,  being  fufpecft- 
ed,  &c. 

It's  reported,  that  the  duke  of  Mantua  will  arrive  here  next  week  :  what  may  be  his  de- 
figns  we  do  not  yet  well  know,  only  many  fay,  it  is  to  fell  all  the  goods  he  has  in 
France,  and  accommodate  with  the  cardinal  \  yet  the  Spaniards  are  afraid  his  voyage  will 
be  prejudical  unto  themfelves,  becaufe  they  think  he  comes  to  make  a  new  treaty  with 
France. 

I  think  I  writ  to  you  before,  that  the  king  named  mr,  de  Levy,  brother  to  mr.  duke 
d'Amvilles,  bifhop  of  Mirepoix,  the  biftiop  that  was  there  before  having  given  his  di- 
miflion  of  that  place  to  the  king,  who  gave  him  that  of  CarcaflTone,  and  by  that  means 
has  determined  the  great  difference,  that  was  betwixt  the  faid  Levy  and  marquis  de 
Mirepoix. 

The  bruit  we  had  laft  friday  it  feems  is  not  true,  that  our  peace  with  England  was 
concluded  ;  being  to  the  contrary,  that  mr.  de  Bordeaux  writ  hither  a  letter  dated  the 
1 2th  inftant,  by  which  he  fignifies,  the  protedtor  would  not  perform  what  he  pro- 
mifed  touching  the  conclufion  of  that  peace  ;  and  therefore  the  next  day  he  was  to  defire 
audience  to  take  his  leave,  and  return  hither.  This  letter  he  writ  to  his  father,  but  I  fee 
by  yours  he  is  yet  in  London. 

All  hopes  we  have  of  a  general  peace  is  by  the  afliftance  of  God  and  this  new  pope  ;  but 
we  are  afraid  of  a  new  peace  to  come  between  England  and  the  Spaniard  by  the  means 
of  marquis  de  Lede. 

Yefterday  our  letters  from  England  were  retaxed  again  in  a  manner';  a  fmall  letter  of 
12  fols  came  to  24  fols,  which  is  the  ftrangeft  thing  that  ever  was  feen,  about  which  was 
a  great  quarrel  between  the  merchants  and  the  poftmafter,  having  returned  all  their  letters 
to  the  poft  again ;  but  all  will  not  ferve,  and  if  it  continues,  very  few  will  be  able  to  pay 
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for  their  letters.  Your  proclamation  is  moil  cmel  againft  catholicks ;  and  it  is  not  a  way  A.  D,  1655. 
to  make  amity  or  friendfhip  with  catholick  princes.  All  the  world  thinks,  that  no  man  {y^T'SJ 
ihould  force  another  for  his  confcience,  he  iiimfelf  not  being  fure  of  his  own  ways  of 
falvation.  You  defire  to  be  protedor  of  all  hugonots,  and  affift  them  when  there  is 
need  ;  but  there  is  no  catholick  prince,  that  defires  the  like  againft  the  hugonots  ;  and 
therefore  it's  thought  France  or  any  other  catholick  prince  will  not  grant  the  like  article 
in  a  conclufion  of  a  peace.  I  heard  general  Blake  does  miracles  againft  the  Turks,  which 
is  all  the  news  known  at  prefent  to,

My  Son,  ^ 

HAVE  been  to  fee  monfieur  Servien  atMeudon,  to  whom  I  communicated  the  whole  Vol.  xxvi, 
ftate  of  your  negotiation  according  to  your  two  laft  letters.     He  is  perfuaded,  that  you  P-  '"• 
will  not  be  able  to  conclude  any  thing,  and   that  they  are  affefted  delays  -,  and  in  regard 
he  doth  altogether  aim  at  the  honour  and  glory  of  this  ftate,  he  cannot  brook  any  longer 
the  proceedings  of  the  government  where  you  are ;  and  yet  notwithftanding  that  by  your  or- 
ders you  are  writ  unto  to  return,  if  fo  be  they  will  not  give  you  fatisfaftion,  he  doth  efteem, 
that  as  often  as  any  overture  is  made  unto  you,  that  it  is  more  convenient  to  continue  the 
negotiation  than  to   break,  in  regard  we  have  bufmefs  enough  without  engaging   in   a 
new  war  ;  afluring  me,  that  if  fo  be  you  had  orders  from  hence  to  demand  audience    to 
take  your  leave,  that  it  was  done  with  an  intention  to  advance  the  treaty,  and  not  a 
breach,  upon  a  belief  we  had  here  that  the  lord   protedtor  would  not  let  it  come  to  this 
laft  extremity,  in  regard  of  the  effential  reafon  of  their  own  good.     And  yet  in   regard 
it  is  very  dangerous  to  give  you  any  certain  advice  upon  this  refolution  of  rupture  or  con- 
tinuation, upon  which  I  pray'd  him  to  give  me  his  counfel  and  opinion,  he  did  freely  con- 
fefs  to  me  as  my  friend,  he  did  advife  me  to  infpire  into   you   rather  a  continuation  of 
abode  a  longer  time  with  lawful  pretences  of  an  overture  and  accommodation,  than  a  re- 
folution of  returning,  which  he  told  me  could  not  be  but  very  difadvantageous  to  thofe, 
who  did  procure  a  publick  good  through  their  fervice  ;  and  that  it  was  but  juft  to  recom- 
pence  the  minifters  of  ftate  ;  and  likewife  that  it  was  ufual  to  lay  the  fault  upon  them,  if 
bufinefs  fucceed  otherwife  than   is  expefted.     And  withal  he  added,    that  he  would  take 
care  to   fecure  you  your  affignations  for  your  re-imburfement,    that  fo  you  might  not 
fuffer  too  great  a  lofs  that  way  in  cafe  of  bad  fuccefs.     If  there  be  any  faith  to  be  given  to 
his  promife,  you  are  like  to  have  your  money.     He  withal  did  conceive,  that  you  ought 
to  fignify  to  the  protedor,  that  if  he  will  obferve  \les  mefures  d'honneur]  the  methods  of 
honour,  which  ought  to  be  among  fovereigns,  that  he  ought  not  to  have   delayed  the 
iigning  of  the  treaty  or  the  rupture  till  the   arrival  of  the  embaflador  extraordinary  of 
Spain  ;  and  that  it  is  to  make  you  ferve  for  his  triumph  ;  and  by  this  proceeding  he  will 
give  far  greater  offence  to  the  king  your  mafter  ;  and  that  your  delays  and  bearing  of  fe- 
veral  injuries  might  have  altered  his  inclinations,  but  they  are  not  fo  injurious  as  to  alter 
them.     He  likewife  told  me,  that  upon  the  two   new  propofitions,   the   one   about  the 
merchants  and  contraband  goods,  and  the  other   for  the  liberty  of  merchants,   that  you 
may  for  the  firft  agree  to  have  it  reciprocal  -,  and  as  for  the  other,  it  was  an  exception, 
which  could  not  be  granted,  becaufe  fuch  a  permifllon  cannot  be  given  to  the  merchants, 
but  by  confent  of  the  fovereign  ;  and  confequently  that  it  would  be  the  fame  thing,  as  if 
he  himfelf  did  affift  our  enemies.     He  charged  me,  that  I  ftiould  write   you  word,  that 
you  muft,  upon  the  firft  article  of  equal  power  agreed  to  the  Hollanders  by  our  treaties 
of  contraband  goods,  tell  the  commiffioners  or  the  protedor  himfelf,  if  it   be  poffible, 
that  he  ought  not  to  defire  to  lee  his  people  in  the  condition  of  the  Hollanders,  who  are  ren- 
dered fo  powerfull  amongft  themfelves,  that  they  do  trade  and  deal  with  all  nations  with- 
out fubmitting  themfelves  to  the  laws  of  the  countries  where  they  come  ;  and  that  it  would 
be  unhappy,  if  within  his  authority  the  merchants  flaould   have  this  faculty  to  treat  for 
their  freights  and  ladings  without  his  orders  and  permifllon.     He  alfo  added,  that  to  fave 
the  honour  of  your  treaty,  you  were  to  infift  to  have   the  articles  figned,  as  they  are  re- 
folved   and   agreed  on ;    and  by   private   articles  confent  and  promife  the  two  laft  de- 
mands, provided  they  be  reciprocal.     This  is  that,  which  I  got  out  of  him  ;  you  may  do 
herein  as  you  fhall  think  fit.     You  may  make  your  refledions  upon  what  he  hath  told  me  ; 
for  my  part,  I  judge  it  more  convenient,  that  you  ftiould  execute  the  orders  of  the  court, 
rather  than  expofe  the  ftate  to  fo  many  indignities,  which  are  faid  to  be  received  through 
your  weaknefs  and  refidence  there,  without  any  fruit  or  fatisfadion  either  for  yourfelf  or 
for  us.

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Letter  of  convocation  of  the  lords  the  Jiates  of  Holland, 

Honourable,  &c. 

TH  E  lords  the  ftates  of  Holland  and  Weftfriefland  did  lately  part  with  a  firm  be- 
lief, that  the  members  could  not  take  upon  them  to  give  their  abfolute  confent  to 
the  colledling  of  the  known  augmentation  of  convoys  to  make  good  the  charges  of  the 
new  intended  equipment  ;  and  therefore,  that  they  would  apply  for  the  faid  confent, 
within  the  Hmited  time,  and  comply  with  the  iffue  thereof,  where  and  as  it  be- 
hoves. But  whereas,  againft  expectation,  a  letter  is  fent  to  us  from  the  burgomafters 
and  governors  of  the  city  of  Amfterdam,  bringing  the  faid  confent  on  the  one  fide,  but  on 
the  other  fide  abfolutely  putting  off  the  raifing  of  the  fo  called  laft:  en  veyl  gelr,  for  the 
motives  and  reafons  expreffed  in  the  faid  letter,  a  copy  whereof  goes  here  inclofed  ;  and 
in  order  to  put  a  Hop  to  the  intentions  of  the  faid  lords,  and  to  make  them  alter  their 
refolution,  we  have  decreed  for  that  purpofe  a  fpecial  deputation,  but  all  to  no  purpofe  ; 
fo  that  no  more  can  be  done  by  us  therein.  And  becaufe  the  faid  affair  is  of  great 
weight,  and  of  a  momentous  confequence,  for  the  fervice  of  the  country,  we  did  not 
think  it  proper  to  leave  the  fame  undecided  any  longer ;  and  therefore  we  have  thought 
it  necelfary,  to  fummon  an  alfembly  of  the  faid  lords  the  ftates  of  Holland  and  Weft- 
friefland, to  meet  together  on  tuefday  the  firft  of  the  enfuing  month  of  June,  to  deliberate 
and  refolve  upon  the  faid  fubjed:,  and  what  belongs  to  the  fame  ;  very  friendly  and  ear- 
neftly  defiring,  that  your  honours  would  be  pleafed  to  fend  your  deputies  hither  againft  the 
faid  day,  with  fuch  inftruftions,  whereby  the  fervice  of  this  ftate  may  be  promoted  and 
confidered  :  which  we  depend  upon.

YOURS  of  the  2  2d  of  laft  month  I  received,  by  which  manifeftly  I  fee  the  proteftor 
is  as  he  was  ever  wonted,  viftorious,  and  poor  R.  C.  for  ever  undone.  Poor  fools, 
that  rife  for  him,  muft  hang  •,  and  that  is  the  ufual  pay  of  royal  armies  now  adays.  Yet 
fome  royalifts  here  will  have  a  general  peace  prefently  made  by  this  pope,  and  R.  C. 
quarrel  undertaken  by  the  univerfaHty  of  catholicks ;  but  this  is  not  the  firft  vain  tofs  they 
have  had  here  of  this  nature.  It  matters  not ;  but  fince  my  laft  I  can  tell  you  fomething 
more  folid  touching  the  peace  betwixt  the  two  crowns  ;  for  this  pope  is  really  refolved  by 
all  the  means  he  can  to  have  it  done,  and  that  with  as  much  expedition  as  may  be.  To 
which  purpofe  he  writ  lately  to  the  kings  of  France  and  Spain  to  forbear  being  too  forward 
in  their  treaty  with  the  protedtor ;  in  anfwer  to  which  letters  are  expefted  in  due  time. 
An  exprefs  is  fent  to  Spain,  becaufe  there  is  no  nuncio  there,  but  not  to  Paris,  only  a 
letter  in  the  nuncio's  way,  one  being  refident  there.  This  pope  being  a  familiar  acquaint- 
ance of  the  emperor's,  has  a  great  affeftion  and  refpeft  to  him,  and  writ  much  to  him 
of  this  peace.  Time  will  let  you  know  I  fpeak  truth,  and  that  great  endeavours  fhali  be 
for  the  faid  peace.  This  pope  ftudies  much  how  to  make  bifhops  in  Portugal,  but  with- 
out prejudice  to  the  king  of  Spain,  which  is  a  difficult  work.  There  is  no  more  of  it  here 
at  prefent.  His  holinefs  has  fent  to  the  duke  of  Modena  to  make  his  peace  with  Spain  ; 
and  it  is  thought  by  the  means  of  the  Barbarinis  he  will  prevail,  they  being  the  greatefl  with 
him.  Great  preparations  are  making  in  Naples,  which,  'tis  thought,  will  march  againft 
Modena,  if  a  reconciliation  be  not  made.     There  are  now  four  red  caps  vacant. 

I  hear  prince  Camillo  Pamfilio  is  abfolved  from  his  title  of  general,  but  none  as  yet  in 
his  place.  The  Venetian  embaffador  came  hither  to  congratulate  his  holinefs  ;  to  morrow 
he  is  to  execute  that  office,    . 

It  is  certain  the  pope  gives  to  the  ftates  of  Venice  all  the  profits  attributed  to 
the  offices  of  being  general  to  the  church,  general  of  the  gallies,  and  all  forts  in  his  terri- 
tories ;  as  alfo  of  Chaftelain,  caftle  of  St.  Angelo,  &c.    In  the  mean  time  he  ordered  the

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troops  he  raifed  for  the  fervice  of  that  commonwealth,  to  march  to  Ferrara,  frorfi  whence  A.  D.  1655. 
they  fhall  be  fent  to  Venice.  ■  ;  .  t-Z'VNJ 

They  talk  here  of  a  marriage  to  be  betwixt  prince  fibrghefe  his  nephew,  and  a  niece  of 
this  pope's.  Jliquid  carnis  i^  fanguinis.  None  of  his  hohnefs's  friends  are  yet  permitted 
to  come  to  court. 

His  holinefs  ordered  to  examine  the  caufe  of  imprifohment  of  rnonfieur  Savelli  and 
others  committed  by  the  late  pope.  They  are  all  after  by  his  holinefs's  commands  fet  at 
liberty.  It  was  remarked,  his  holinefs  having  a  mind  to  buy  fome  of  the  houfe  furniture 
belonging  to  the  late  deceafed  cardinal  Montalto,  all  thofe,  that  have  had  intereft  in  the  faid 
goods,  endeavoured  to  make  a  prefent  to  his  holinefs  of  what  he  had  a  mind  to  buy, 
which  he  reflifed,  and  paid  more  than  the  value  for  as  much  as  he  bought. 

Many  cardinals  parted  from  hence  lately  ;  fome  to  their  archbilhopricks  and  bifliopricksi 
others  to  their  other  ftationS,  being  thereto  required^  And  fo  you  have  this  lail  week's 
news  from,  fir.

Sir, 

THIS  is  to  inform  you  of  the  mainlevee  pure  and  fingle  granted  unto  me,  for  part  Vol.  xuh 
of  the  feizures  made  upon  us  at  St.  Malo,  which  I  thought  fit  to  follow  apart  fince  P"  '^7° 
your  departure.  I  have  already  received  the  decree  thereof-,  it  orders  me  charges, 
damages,  and  interefts,  which  I  will  caufe  to  be  taxed,  amounting  to  above  loooo  livres 
Tournois.  It's  a  great  prejudication  for  all  the  reft.  We  perceive  well  the  effedt  of  a 
good  going  on  of  the  affairs,  and  of  the  protedion  you  have  given.me  to  underftand. 
The  count  of  Brienne  has  alfo  difpatched  the  three  letters  de  cachet  of  the  king,  whereof 
you  had  hopes  given  you  by  the  laft  orders,  to  fuperfede  the  fuit  in  law  our  parties  thought 
to  have  made  in  your  abfence  againft  mr.  James  Thurfton,  our  countryman,  dwelling  at 
Bourdeaux.

ID  I D  expeft  to  hear  of  the  admiration,  whereof  you  write  me  word,  which  my  letter  Vol.  xxih 
did  occafion,  wherein  I  gave  notice  of  the  audience  I  had  demanded  to  take  my  leave.  P-  H°' 
1  do  no  lefs  admire  at  the  ftrange  proceedings  of  this  ftate,  whofe  intereft  I  always  did 
conceive  to  be,  to  agree  with  France.  If  my  conjeftures  are  falfe,  they  had  atleaft  very 
great  ground  j  and  it  is  not  a  crime  in  an  embaffador  to  penetrate  into  the  fecrets  of  thofe, 
with  whom  men  treat.  All  that  I  can  perceive  at  prefent  is,  that  they  will  endeavour 
to  delay  me  for  fome  longer  time.  They  promifed  me  a  refolution  this  day  -,  but  the 
lord  proteftor  and  moft  of  the  council  have  been  in  the  country  thefe  three  days, 
and  from  whence  they  returned  this  afternoon ;  and  my  chiefeft  commifTioner  is  remaining 
ftill  in  the  country.  However  I  did  not  fail  to  fend  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  who  fent  me 
word,  that  his  highnefs  had  taken  fome  refolution  upon  my  affairs  on  friday  laft ;  and 
that  it  fhould  be  fent  to  me  very  fuddenly.  This  anfwer  doth  not  afford  me  any  matter  to 
write  to  the  court  -,  therefore  you  may  be  pleafed  to  fignify  fo  much  unto  them,  in  re- 
gard you  know  I  will  not  give  them  any  hope  of  expedition,  having  been  deceived  fo 
often  -,  but  if  one  may  judge  of  it  by  the  difcourfe  of  the  minifters,  and  likewife  of  the 
lord  proteftor  himfelf,  one  might  confider  the  treaty  as  good  as  concluded,  and  ready  to 
be  figned.  However  I  have  advice,  that  they  will  ftill  delay  me  from  time  to  time  ;  but 
the  orders  of  the  court,  nor  my  domeftick  affairs,  will  not  permit  me  to  forbear  any 
longer.  Wherefore  I  will  not  defer  my  departure,  if  fpeedy  fatisfaflion  be  not  given  me ; 
and  if  the  minifters  of  France  be  of  another  mind,  they  ought,  without  lofs  of  time,  to 
explain  themfelves,  and  provide  at  the  fame  time  for  my  fubfiftence ;  for  life  is  the  founda- 
tion of  all  aftions.  If  I  have  not  wherewithal  to  maintain  it,  it  is  in  vain  to  think  of 
my  abode  here,  or  of  doing  any  good  fervice. 

The  Spanifh  embalTador  had  audience  on  friday  laft  :  his  overtures  are  not  yet  come 
to  my  knowledge :    he  doth  all  that  he  can  to  hinder  the  conclufion  of  our  treaty. 

They  are  ftill  freighting  of  fhips  to  fend  to  America.  Here  is  news  come,  that  the 
gallies  of  Spain  will  not  arrive  this  fummer,  at  which  the  merchants  are  very  much 
troubled.

matters,  and  do  follow  your  high  mightinefles  good  intention,  as  much,  as  Hes  in  our 
power.

In  thepcffef-  "'KT'OUR  lordfhip  will  receive  herewith  coppies  of  two  letters,  which  I  received. the  lall 
A    weeke,  whereby  you  will  fee  the  condition  the  poore  proteftants  are  in  in  the  dominions 
of  the  duke  of  Savoy,     There  is  noe  queftion,  but  all  our  popifh  neighbours  have  the 
fame  minde,  and  will  fall  to  the  like  worke,  as  they  have  opportunitie.     And  I  doe  affure 
your  lordrtiip,  the  government  heere  want  not  fence  of  thefe  proceedings,  and  I  hope  will 
expreffe  a  jull  zeale  therein,  as  the  Lord  affords  them  meanes.     In  the  meane  tyme  letters 
will  be  writ  on  their  behalfe.  The  French  army  is  takeinge  the  field ;  the  king  will  comaund 
it  in  perfon,  and  it's  fayd  to  be  very  ftronge,  at  leaft  37000  ftronge  ;  the  Spanyard  feemes 
to  be  in  noe  wyfe  able  to  refift  hym,  and  therfore  muft  probablie  be  upon  a  defenlive 
pofture.     All  the  difcourfe   now  is  concerninge  the  Swede,  who  is  with  an  army  of 
50000    in  Pomerland,   marchinge   towards  Pruffia ;    and,   as  is  fayd  particularly  againft 
Dantzicke,  which  is  under  the  proteftion  of  the  kinge  of  Poland  ;  and  if  he  mailers  this 
place,  it  will  be  more  worth  to  hym  then  all  his  kingdome  of  Sweden.     He  will  by 
this  have  the  comaund   of  all  the  trade  in  the   Baltique  fea,  haveinge  befides  a  good 
fleete  of  36  men  of  warre,  with   which   he  will  befeidge  the  fayd  towne  at  fea.     The 
fiates  generall  are  very  apprehenfive  of  this  defigne  of  the  Swede,  which  they  have  great 
reafon  for,  in  refped  all   their  trade  in  thofe  parts,  which  is  very  great,  will  be  brought 
under  the  power  of  the  Swede.     Wee  cannot  yet  conclude  with  France  :  fometymes  wee 
are  neare  a  clofe,  but  at  other  tymes  very  farre  afunder ;  in  the  meane  tyme  wee  have 
had  heere  a  Spanilh  extraordinary  embaflador  from  Spayne  about    10  dayes.     He  hath 
made  fome  tender  of  an  allyance  upon  extraordinary  termes;   what  they  are   like  to 
come  to,  you  may  eafily  judge  :  Our  old  enemies  have  not  yet  quit  their  hopes  ;  they 
are  upon  new  defignes,    and  that  which  they  moll  intend  now  is  the  murder  of  the 
proteftor.     I  thinke  their  will   be  a  neceflitie  to  deale  with  that  generation  of  men,  as 
the  Irilh  are  dealt  with  in  Ireland.     It  is  certeyne  they  are  reftlefle  in  their  attempts ;  it  is 
certeyne,  Middleton  is  gone  out  of  Scotland  beyond  fea ;  foe  that  wee  hope  that  countrye 
may  be  fettled  this  fummer.     And   when  the  comon  enemie  is  downe,    I  wifh  our  old 
friends  doe  not  give  trouble :    but  I  trull  the  I^ord  will  in  his  owne  good   tyme  make 
peace  amongft   his  own  people.     Your  Lordfhip  need  not  feare,  that  places  and  offices 
to  be  fettled  in  Ireland  Ihall  be  fupplyed  heere.     I  doe  affure  you,    that    there  is  noe 
fuch  intention,  but  to  leave  that  to  your  lordfliip  ;   nor  will  they   be  hailie  heere  to 
fend  you  judges,  before  you  are  acquainted  with  them.     I  have  not  further   to  trouble

We  do  hope  a  good  accommodation 
will  be  made  with  the  Coffacks,  and  it  may  be  likewife  with  the  Mufcovites,  whofe  armies 
are  miferably  ruined  through  the  plague.

Sir, 

YOU  RS  I  received  by  this  poflr,  by  which  I  fee  you  have  no  great  news  in  England,  Vol.  xxvi. 
all  being  quiet.     The  audience  of  the  Spanifh  ambaffador  is  no  fmall  trouble  to  us.  P'  '°^ 
We  fear  much  he  will  obftrud  our  peace  with  the  proteftor,  with  giving  cities  and  forts 
to  the  protedlor,  as  I  writ  formerly  j  but  fome  at  council  here  certainly  aver,  the  king 
of  Spain  will  never  do  it.     However,  mr.  Bordeaux  wants   not  new  inftigations  every 
week  to  proceed  and  conclude  in  this  treaty,  of  which  you  will  know  more  there  in  time. 

Several  relations  are  here  from  Savoy  touching  the  Hugonots. 

I  have  feen  a  letter  from  Turin  of  the  12th  inftant,  which  imports  thus  :  That  the 
principal  circumftances  confirmed  from  Vallee  de  Lucerne  are,  that  3000  Hugonots  were 
flain  and  periihed  in  the  fnow.  Alfo  that  1500  catholics  were  flain  upon  the  place. 
That  there  were  3000  houfes  of  the  Hugonots  burnt  with  all  their  places  of  devotion. 
It  is  confirmed  alfo,  that  300  children  of  the  Hugonots  were  taken  by  the  catholics, 
and  are  now  entertained  and  inftrufted  by  them  in  that  religion. 

The  Val£e  of  St.  Martin,  which  was  fortified  by  the  hugonets  that  fled  away,  is  fur- 
rendred,  and  the  booty  the  catholicks  took  from  the  Hugonots  came  to  1 5000  beftials, 
befides  quantity  of  gold  and  filver,  with  other  riches,  which  is  the  laft  news  from  Savoy  ; 
and  what  further  I  can  learn  you  Ihall  have  fince  you  fo  earneftly  defire  it. 

Our  recruits  of  Switzers  this  feafon  are  6000,  all  in  their  march  to  Champaigne  to 
join  with  Turenne. 

Our  recruits  from  Bretagne  being  4000  are  in  their  march  to  Picardy,  and  the  marquis 
of  Caftlenau  meets  them  the  laft  of  this  month  at  Abbeville.  All  the  volontiers  are 
gone,  and  you  have  now  no  more  from.

Sir, 

TH  E  laft  letters  from  Nantz  bring  us,  how  Marefchal  de  la  Ferte  arrived  there  with  Vol.  xxvi; 
his  wife,  who  had  her  received  moft  gallantly  both  by  his  army  and  the  townfmen.  p.  158. 
Firft  he  caufed  all  his  troops  to  advance  within  1 2  leagues  to  that  city,  where  they  were  in 
order,  as  if  they  were  to  give  a  battle ;  by  which  Ihe  was  received  with  great  honour 
and  refpeft,  and  marched  in  her  company  three  leagues  from  that  place,  where  they  met 
all  the  dames  of  Nantz,  both  in  coaches,  and  the  moft  part  a  horfe-back,  and  in  order 
as  the  troops  that  conveyed  her  before.  They  all  came  and  complimented  highly  this 
lady,  finging  and  dancing,  having  people  with  them  with  their  inftruments  to  that 
effeft.  They  gave  her  a  royal  collation,  after  which  they  marched  all  in  order,  till  they 
were  within  half  a  league  to  the  city,  where  they  found  all  the  burghers  in  arms,  which 
faluted  her  feveral  times  with  their  mufkets  and  the  artillery  of  the  city  playing  during 
their  falutations  •,  and  between  both  the  gates  of  the  city  they  met  with  the  citizens,  who 
made  long  and  eloquent  fpeeches  before  that  lady,  great  fires  in  all  the  ftreets,  fountains  of 
wine  given  out  the  town  ;  befides  made  her  a  prefent  of  filver  plate  for  her  table 
gilded  with  gold,  worth  5000  piftoles,  with  a  little  calket  of  100  piftoles,  wherein  wasf 
worth  300  piftoles  of  fine  laces  and  rare  little  things.  The  faid  marefchal  has  given  to 
mr.  de  Roiffelau,  uncle  to  his  wife,  the  government  of  Mirccour,  the  charge  and  lieute- 
nancy of  gens  d'armes  to  chevalier  de  Fourville,  another  friend  of  her's,  which  is  all 
of  that  ftory. 

The  rendezvous  of  marefchal  Turenne's  army  will  confift  of  277  companies,  and  his'- 
horfe  of  150  companies ;  and  the  army  of  marefchal  Senneterre  will  be  in  number  loooo 
men,  who  will  have  his  rendezvous  near  Stenay  ;  and  befides  them,  mr.  le  Bar  will  com- 
mand a  flying  party  of  5000  horfe.  Some  fay  the  king  will  go  in  perfon  with  that 
army  of  Turenne. 

Laft  faturday  fome  of  the  parliament  were  refolved  to  make  their  alTemblies  againft 
the  firft  prefident's  advice,  which  was  like  to  be  troublefome ;  but  were  preffed  fo  by 
the  faid  firft  prefident  and  many  others  in  the  behalf,  and  efpecially  mr.  de  Grandmont, 
who  was  refolved  to  go  unto  that  affembly  himfelf,  and  bring  with  him  1 5  companies  of 
the  guard,  which  ftaid  here  on  purpofe  for  that  occafion  ;  in  fine,  that  they  were  as  yet 
deferr'd,  'till  further  orders,  and  the  1 5  companies  of  the  guard  are  gone,  away  yefterdaya 
by  reafon  they  faw  nothing  to  be  in  that  matter.

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Tiie  duke  of  Orleans's  wife  and  daughter  parted  ]aft  thurfday  for  Blois,  where  they 
will  flay  about  eight  or  ten  days ;  and  yefterday  madam  de  Guife  parted  hence  to  meet 
them  at  Orleans,  to  fign  the  accommodation  of  their  differences,  which  you  heard  of 
before. 

Madammoifelle  Martinozzi  parted  hence  laft  thurfday,  to  meet  the  Icing  at  Compiegne ; 
and  to  that  purpofe  thofe  that  fing  for  the  king  are  gone  away  all  with  their  inflruments.' 
Her   marriage   was   publifhed  laft  funday  in  the  parifli  of  St.  Germain  de  Leurenois. 

The  cardinal  got  the  4000  pifloles  ftolen,  for  which  he  imprifoned  one  of  his  valets  de 
chambre,  and  another  woman  ;  but  we  do  not  yet  hear  how  he  got  it. 

It's  written  from  Languedoc,  that  count  de  Rieux,  fecond  fon  to  the  duke  of  Elbeuf, 
taking  the  air  at  Privas  one  day,  a  certain  gentleman  paffing  by  him,  who  did  not  falute 
him  (as  fome  fay)  becaufe  he  did  not  fee  him  ;  however  the  faid  count's  men  advertized 
their  mafler  of  it,  who  prefently  ran  after  the  gentleman,  to  offend  him  ;  upon  which 
the  gentleman  drew  his  fword,  to  defend  himfelf  •,  but  the  count's  men,  feeing  of  that, 
beat  well  the  gentleman,  who  being  known  in  town,  the  people  rofe  in  his  behalf,  and 
did  not  fpare  either  the  count  or  his  men,  which  were  all  wounded,  and  two  made 
prifoners ;  but  the  conful  came  and  accommodated  the  bufinefs  next  day,  and  fet  the  two 
men  at  liberty.  •  » 

The  bifhops  deputed  here  from  the  clergy,  of  Languedoc  have  orders  frorn  that  province, 
to  enquire  a  bifhoprick  for  the  abbot  Beauregard,  heretofore  a  general  agent  for  the  clergy ; 
and  to  reprefent  to  his  majefly,  that  every  one  that  had  the  like  commifTion  before  him, 
was  recompenfed  by  the  king  with  a  bifhoprick. 

Lafl  thurfday  four  gazetteers  were  committed  to  prifon,  for  feUing  privately  in  print- 
the  copy  of  cardinal  de  Retz  his  letter  to  the  clergy  of  France,  two  or  three  months  ago, 
as  you  heard  of  before. 

The  Rates  of  Bretagne,  which  were  to  meet  the  6th  of  next  month,  are  deferred  yet  to 
the  15th. 

The  marriage  of  monfieur  the  grand  mafirer  of  the  artillery,  is  deferred  alfo  till  after  this 
campaign ;  yet  his  majefty  continues  his  affeftion  for  his  miffrefs  ftill. 

We  are  afraid  our  treaty  with  England  will  be  deferred  by  the  means  of  that  extraor- 
dinary embaffador  from  Spain  ;  and  the  wife  of  our  embaffador  there  is  refolved  to  go 
for  England,  thinking  her  hufband  mufl  flay  yet  longer  than  he  thinks. 

Our  letters  are  here  of  late  fo  high  taxed,  that  we  fhall  not  be  able  to  pay  the  poft. 
And  I  am  fure  many  will  give  oyer  correfpondency  by  reafon  of  that,  which  is  alfo 
wilhedby.

Paris,  -14  May,  1655. 

THE  king  and  the  whole  court  parted  on  lafl  faturday  from  Chantilli  for  Compiegne, 
where  he  arrived  at  night.  The  ceremonies  of  mademoifelle  Martinozzi's  wed- 
ding with  the  duke  of  Modena's  fon,  (who  will  be  reprefented  by  the  prince  Eugene, 
prince  Thomas's  fon)  are  to  be  performed  there  to  day  or  to  morrow  ;  and  the  faid  lady 
will  in  confequence  be  led  unto  her  fpoufe  by  mr.  de  Noailles. 

The  duke  of  Mantua  is  expefted  here.  He  will  be  lodged  in  the  Louvre,  and  feafled 
8  days  at  the  king's  charges.  This  prince's  voyage  caufeth  many  difcourfes,  and  .one  can 
hardly  guefs  the  motive  thereof:  time  will  bring  it  to  light. 

All  the  troops  march  to  their  rendezvous,  and  mr.  de  Turenne  is  gone  to  the  Quefnoy, 
to  give  orders  there  until  the  forces  be  affembled.  The  enemys  do  alfo  gather  together. 
It's  written  from  Bruxells,  that  mr.  le  prince  will  command  towards  Luxembourg,  the 
earl  of  Brouy  upon  the  river  of  Lis,  and  Fuenfaldagna  another  body  j  that  they  hope  to 
have  a  great  number  of  horfe,  but  very  few  foot. 

The  count  of  Broglio  parted  lafl  week  for  Modena,  and  all  the  troops  of  Dauphine  and 
Provence,  which  are  to  ferve  in  the  Milanefe  and  for  the  duke  of  Modena,  march  fo, 
that  the  campaign  will  doubtlefs  be  fine  in  thofe  parts,  Mr.  de  St.  Andre  Montbrun 
will  command  under  prince  Thomas,  as  alfo  mr.  de  Refuge,  an  old  and  experienced  cap- 
tain, who  fome  years  fince  had  had  no  impJoyment. 

The  diet  of  Hungary  continueth  ftill,  and  the  divifions,  which  were  therebetween  the 
papifts  and  proteftants,  have  hitherto  hindered  the  conclufion,  as  well  as  the  crowning  of 
the  emperor's  fon. 

The  Swedifh  armaments  continue,  and  their  defigns  are  io  fecret,  that  all  Germany  is  in 
pain  thereof,  but  cannot  yet  difcover  it.

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The  baron  of  Navarre  coming  from  BruxelJs  for  Spain,  as  you  have  heard,  hath  con-  A.  D.  1655. 
ferred  here  with  fome  of  our  minifters  of  ftate  at  the  count  of  Brienne's  houfe,  and  hath  iy'^r'\J 
exhorted  them  to  a  general!  peace.  , 


Another  letter  unto  the  faid  mr.  Petit  by  one  of  the  deputies  of  the  religion,  of  the 

fame  date. 
Sir, 

My  lafl  will  have  informed  you  of  the  extreame  ftralght,  wherein  our  poor  brethren  Vol.  xxvi, 
fubjeds  to  the  dutchefs  of  Savoy  are  reduced  by  her  violence.  Thofe  that  are  done  p.  166. 
unto  us,  do  daily  give  us  caufe  to  humble  ourfelves  before  God,  and  to  pray  him  for  the 
profperity  of  my  lord  protedlor.  I  pray  you  confider,  how  we  have  been  dealt  with  at  Flo- 
renfac,  foon  after  the  commiflioners  had  re-eftablifhed  there  the  exercife  of  the  religion, 
according  to  the  king's  will  -,  the  papifts  having  hindered  thofe  of  the  religion  from 
meeting,  and  driving  them  from  the  place  where  they  were  to  affemble,  and  feeing  that 
moft  part  of  them  were  in  a  neighbouring  houfe,  they  broke  open  the  doors,  beat  both 
men  and  women,  and  plundered  it.  The  minifter  being  taken,  and  endeavouring  to  fave 
himfelf  over  the  houfes,  was  drawn  along  by  the  hair,  and  put  out  of  the  city,  with  pro- 
hibitions not  to  return  thither  under  penalty  of  life  ;  all  this  being  done  by  the  confuls 
themfelves  at  the  head  of  the  people.  We  hope  that  the  peace  between  thefe  two  ftates 
being  once  ended,  will  ferve  for  a  bit  unto  our  enemies,  by  reafon  they  will  be  obliged  to 
confider  us  more  than  ever,  and  that  our  perfecutors  will  fear  to  become  the  fubjeft  of  a 
new  mifunderftanding,  efpecially  if  the  profperity  of  England  do  but  increafe  according 
unto  our  wiflies,  and  the  likelihood  his  highnefs's  vigorous  government  gives  thereof. 


From  Turin  ±1- May,  1655. 

*HE  count  of  Brogllo  arrived  here  about  the  end  of  the  laft  -^eek,  and  will  Ihortly  Vol.  xxvS. 
pafs  into  Modena  with  a  body  of  an  army,  which  is  to  be  fliipped   in  the  armada  p.  168. 
now  preparing  in  Provence. 

The  forces  affemble  in  thefe  parts  to  begin  the  campaign  about  the  latter  end  of  next 
month.  The  governor  of  Milan  hafteneth  his  preparative?  both  for  his  defence  on  his 
fide,  as  alfo  towards  Modena.  The  proteftants  of  the  valley  of  Lucerne  have  gathered 
themfelves  to  the  number  of  800,  and  have  cantoned  themfelves  in  the  hills,  from  whence 
they  come  down  unawares,  and  do  not  only  plunder  all  that  they  can  find,  but  alfo  commit 
unheard  of  cruelties  againft  all  the  papifts  they  can  light  on.  For  which  purpofe  his 
royal  highnefs  is  refolved  to  fend  thither  3000  horfe  to  hinder  their  courfes.

Mallo's,  Nance,  Tholloone,  yee  moft  of  his  ports  and  governors,,  are.  as  many  petty 
kings,  whom  he  fears  to  check,  till  the  contract  of  our  amitie  bee  fyned,  which  makes 
him  abfolut.  I  have  returned  .thanks  to  the  cardenalL  by  letters  ;  for  the  byafling  of  infe- 
ours  ought  not  in  equity  and  juftice  leflen  my  refped  and  fyvillitie  to  him,  who  is  fenfable 
of  the  troble  given  mee,  in  which  hee.  lufFers,  and  mufi:,  untill  England  and  France  bee 
friends.  The  crowned  Lyon  is  now  my  next  worke,  which  I  hope  will  com  ofFe  eafier, 
now  thoes  parties  fee  I  aft  not,  but  on  grounds,  which  rauft  dilhonour  ther  ftate  to  refufe 
mee. 

From  Tholoone  they  writt  mee,  that  generall  Blake  hath  bin  refufed  provifions^  by  2 
ports  of  the  Spaniards  on  the  Turkey  fhore,  and  fo  is  gonn  to  Arger  for  them,  and  tlien 
whom. 

Du  Poll,  commander  ia  cheefe  un^r  the  duke  of  Vandome,  will  rejoyce  atr  his  ab- 
fence,  ife  itt  prove  trew.  Wee  are  here  modeftly  unfyvill  with  the  king  :  he  commanded 
the  parlament  of  Paris  not  to  aflemble,  "and  to  pafs  his  edids.  They  have  aflembled, 
and  voted  the  edids  may  not  pafs  for  manie  reafons,  which  his  majefty  is  to  bee  defired 
to  take  into  confideration,  and  to  dired  for  tyme  to  com  in  die  accuftomed  :  in  Englifli 
thus,  the  king  will  have  his  will  ther  law  ;  and  this  parlament  will  give  it  a  bridle,  and 
curb  to  reafon  and  publicke  good. 

Wee  have  it  from  good  hands,  as  they  fay,  that  the  trettey  with  France  is  fyned  ;  my 
vote  is  for  that,  many  reafons  mee  indufing,  and  yett  making  refleftion  on  the  Spaniards 
grav  complaint  and  greate  coft  to  gaine  his  interreft  on  us.

I  Cannot  giv  you  any  certain  advys,  whether  Spayn  and  the  Genowes  ar  agreed,  being  Vol.  xjctl 
here  affirmed  both  wayes.  However  tis  uncertain,  whether  theyr  plate  fleet  bearryvd;  p.  J  90. 
and  if  it  fhould  want  but  one  year,  that  king  wer  undon,  for  that  pollitick  Machiavillian 
way  of  government  is  fo  pernicious  to  mankynd,  that  his  country  is  voyd  of  people, 
and  without  mony  he  can  rais  no  men.  The  general  language  of  Jewes  in  al  places^ 
wher  I  hav  bin,  is  Spanifh,  which  fhewes  they  ar  com  moft  from  thence  ;  and  I  by  ex- 
perience hav  feen  many  hundreds,  if  not  fom  thoufands,  landed  here.  A  fhip  feldom 
corns  from  Spayn,  but  fhi  brings  many  Jewes  hether,  amongft  whom  the  affaires  of  al 
the  Spanifh  dominions  is  very  wel  known.  A  doftor  of  fifick  of  that  nation  told  me 
3  dayes  fmce,  that  theyr  learned  Rabbins  fay,  a  great  king  of  Europ  muft  fhortly  fly  into 
the  Weft  Indyes,  whom  they  tak  to  be  the  king  of  Spayn,  dryven  by  his  neceflltyes. 
I  hope  general  Vennables  will  fhar  with  him  there.  I  hav  not  heard  any  thing  from 
generall  Blak  fince  the  14  April.  'Tis  fuppofed  the  fleet  is  gon  forArgier.  10  French 
fhips  of  war  and  fom  gallyes  ar  latly  gon  out  of  Tollon  with  3000  foldiors  fuppofed  for 
Cattalonia.  The  Spanyard  is  fending  6  fhips  from  Naples,  with  the  fam  comodity 
likwys  for  Cattalonia.  My  correfpondent  at  Naples  has  hetherto  found  only  one  mare  to 
his  lyking.     I  am.

Vol.  xxvi.       rj^ HERE  being  come  advice  from  Rochell,  that  thofe  of  Bifcay  continue  their  piracies 

p.  119.  X     upon  the  Ihips  of  this  ftate,  they  have  refolved  to  complain  of  it,  and  to  write  to 

the  admiralties  to  advife  about  it.     And  the   provinces  are  required  to  declare  themfelves 

favourably,  and   without  any  delay,  upon  the  twelve  hundred  thoufand  guilders  for  the 

24  fhips,  which  are  defired. 

There  came  yefterday  more  exprefs  advice  concerning  the  defeat  (fome  call  it  a 
maffacre)  of  4000  Vaudois.  And  they  are  very  angry  againft  the  embaffador  Boreel, 
for  not  mentioning  one  word  of  it ;  which  doth  renew  and  confirm  the  opinion,  which 
his  enemies  have  of  him,  that  he  is  too  paffionate  for  France,  and  that  he  never  writes 
any  thing,  which  doth  concern  or  trouble  that  crown. 

There  hath  been  a  new  inftance  made  for  the  fending  of  forces  upon  the  Yflel  and  the 
V  Rhine  ;  but  the  councell  of  State  (except  the  Lord  Raefvelt  and  thofe  of  Holland) 
being  the  moll  part  affefted  to  the  prince's  party,  do  procraftinate  their  advice  through 
cunning  and  craftinefs  ;  to  caufe  to  depart  in  the  mean  time  the  lords  Ripperda  and 
Hoolck  (being  to  go  to  Groningen)  and  fo  to  weaken  that  party,  which  doth  favour 
Deventer ;  and  after  this  manner  they  do  difpofe  and  difpute  of  employing  the  militia, 
not  according  to  the  exigency,  but  according  to  the  affedtion,  faftion,  and  interells  of 
the  faftious ;  for  thofe  of  Deventer  will  and  pretend  to  fortify  themfelves  by  this  means  ; 
and  the  other  party  would  fooner  weaken  them,  faying,  that  there  is  no  danger  nor  fear 
>        of  the  Gei-man  levies  and  forces,  and  that  that  only  ferveth  for  a  pretence. 

The  lord  Nieuport  hath  writ  a  particular  letter,  wherein  he  giveth  to  underftand,  or 
rather  doth  judge  the  Englifla  do  not  proceed  fmcerely  for  a  conclufion  of  the  treaty  with 
France  -,  and  it  feemeth,  that  the  taking  of  20  Holland  fhips  by  Penn  hath  provokt  him  to 
anger,  judging  the  Enghfh  to  be  more  inclin'd  againfl  France,  than  for  that  crown. 

The  Lord  Huygens  and  other  commifTioners  of  ftates  general;,  as  alfo  of  the  counfellors 
of  the  prince  of  Orange,  have  confulted  with  the  embaffador  of  Spain  for  the  payment 
of  the  arrear  of  the  faid  prince.  But  that  being  a  debt,  which  never  coft  the  faid  prince 
any  thing  but  only  a  liberality,  the  king  of  Spain  would  wrong  his  interelts,  if  he  were 
too  hafty  in  making  fatisfaftion  j  and  Holland  will  be  very  glad,  that  the  faid  prince 
be  kept  under  and  low. 

This  day  it  was  refolved,  not  to  fpare  the  Lorrainers,  but  to  treat  and  ufe  them 
with  ho.ftility,  when  they  offer  any  hoftility  •,  for  the  the  king  of  Spain  hath  difowned 
them :  they  will  alfo  write  to  the  ftates  of  OveryfTel  by  duplicates  (for  there  are  two 
bodies  of  the  ftates  of  OveryfTel)  to  name  fomebody  for  the  chamhre  mipartie. 

The  letter  of  the  Rhinegrave,  making  complaint  of  the  troops  and  extorfions  of  the 
Lorrainers,  he  doth  alfo  add  fome  complaint  againft  Stevenfweert ;  and  upon  the  firft  is 
vigoroufly  refolved,  fending  the  execution  thereof  to  the  councill  of  ftate.  The  fecond 
point  will  be  only  matter  to  fpeak  of  to  the  embaffador  of  Spain. 

Prince  William  fiath  procured  the  prolonging  of  the  aflembly  at  Groningen  'till  the 
~\  of  June,  unlefs  that  the  difference  be  compofed  in  the  mean  time.  In  what  manner  he 
left  the  difference  is  faid  in  the  inclofed  letter,  a  little  old,  but  not  frorn  the  purpofe. 

The  31ft  is  to  be  an  affembly  in  Zealand,  where  the  difference  of  Toolen  will  be  difcuft, 
and  the  lord  Haerfolte,  with  the  fecretary  Bredael,'  is  alfo  going  thither,  on  the  behalf  of 
the  ftates  of  Overyffel. 

The  prince  of  Tarente  hath  fignified  to  the  ftates  general  by  the  prefident,  that  the 
princefs  his  wife  ia  brought  to  bed  of  a  young  prince.  The  ftates  general  did  require  the 
lord  prefident  and  the  lord  de  Gent  to  make  him  a  compliment,  to  congratulate,  and  to 
offer  him  the  ofRce  of  the  ftates  general  to  be  godfather  at  the  chriftning. 
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The  advice  of  the  council  of  flate  having  been,  that  at  Deventer  there  ought  to  be  three  A.  D.  16,;. 
troops  of  horfe,  befides  them,  which  are  in  Overyffel,  the  ftates  general  have  confirmed  L/'N^NJ 
the  faid  advice  ;  but  thofe  of  Twent  and  Deventer  have  declared,  that  thofe  troops  of 
horfe,  which  are  in  the  country  of  Overyffel,  •  are  fufpefted  by  them,  and  that  they  cannot 
truft  them,  defiring  the  companies,  which  are  without  partiality  and  without  faftiofi. 
And  in  regard  that  would  not  be  agreed  unto,  they  have  protefted,  that  they  Ihall  be 
obliged  to  make  a  new  levy,  declaring  that  it  is  impoffible  for  their  citizens  and  country- 
men to  bear  any  longer  this  burthen. 

Thofe  of  Holland  have  companies  enough  (and  likewife  of  horfe)  upon  their  pay  and 
repartition  -,  and  the  faid  Twent  and  Deventer  have  folicited  them'fufficiently  to  promife, 
or  let  them  have  fome  of  their  repartition.  But  Holland  doth  fo  much  fear  the  breaking 
of  union,  or  order,  which  was  made  in  the  great  affembly  in  the  year  1651,  that  they 
durft  not,  yea  they  durft  not  fo  much  as  promife  it  ;  but  however  in  the  end  they 
will  be  forced  to  do  it,  or  otherwife  no  body  in  the  other  provinces  will  adhere  unto 
them. 

In  the  bufinefs  of  Brandenburg  there  hath  been  nothing  further  done.     They  have  fufpi- 
cion,  that  Sweden  and  Brandenburgh   do   treat   to  equal  their  rights  and  impofitions  in 
Livonia   and    Pruffia,    charging  the    ftrangers  with  a   third   more   tiian  their  fubjefts,     ^ 
which  will  be  of  very  great  prejudice  to  the  commerce  of  this  ftate. 

May  26. 

On  the  9th  of  June  there  will  be  a  day  of  failing  and  prayer,  to  give  God  thanks  for  the 
peace  and  profperity  of  the  ftate,  and  to  pray  him  for  the  continuance  of  the  fame. 

Yefterday  they  refolved  to  write  to  all  the  members  of  Overyffel,  to  the-  end  they  might 
fend  commiffioners  to  a  certain  place,  and  there  to  agree  together,  what  troops  are  to  be 
given  for  the  fecuring  of  the  city  of  Deventer  •,  and  if  they  cannot  agree  upon  it,  that 
then  they  are  to  write  back  to  the  ftates  general. 

'In  Zealand  the  two  magiftrates  at  Tolen  do  jar  and  divide  the  province  into  two: 
Middleburgh  and  Zirickzee  are  for  the  one  party ;  and  in  cafe,  that  the  others  making 
the  plurality  will  make  and  choofe  a  ftadtholder  to  fortify  their  party,  then  it  will 
be  the  fame  comedy  which  is  in  Overyffel. 

Men  do  expeft  at  Goes  the  fame  play  and  game,  as  at  Tolen ;  and  this  towards  the 
25th  of  June. 

The  lord  embaffador  Boreel  having  confirmed  the  maffacre  of  the  Vaudois,  it  hath 
highly  offended  this  ftate.  And  the  proteftor  hath  alfo  fpoken  to  the  lord  embaffador 
Nieuport  about  it,  although  that  his  publick  letters  do  not  make  any  mention  of  it.  And 
fome  here  for  pure  zeal  to  the  religion,  and  others  to  Ihew  themfelves  zealous,  do  declare 
great  difpleafure  thereat-,  and  France  might  chance  to  lofe  their  credit  for  it.  There  were 
fome  that  did  propofe  to  have  the  embaffador  of  France  fpoken  to  about  it ;  but  they 
left  the  bufinefs  to  the  embaffador  Boreel  to  manage.  They  did  alfo  conclude,  that  the 
lord  Nieuport  hath  done  very  well  for  having  had  nothing  to  do,  or  taking  any  notice  of 
the  envoy  of  Portugal. 

Upon  the  alliance  with  Brandenburgh  there  hath  been  a  conference  held,  but  only  to 
confider  the  retroaSta^  .and  the  fervor  on  either  fide  is  not  very  great. 

Alfo  the  ftates  of  the  country  of  Cleve  do  reprefent  in  particular,  and  require,  that 
for  this  treaty  the  cities  of  the  country  of  Gleve  may  not  be  evacuated,  being  provided 
at  prefent  with  garrifons  of  this  ftate  ;  and  alfo  to  be  fecured  in  the  privileges.  • 

The  refident  of  Denmark  fa'ith,  that  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  of  alliance,  when  this  ftate, 
will  fend  fome  men  of  war  towards  the  Sound,  they  are  to  declare  it  three  weeks  before  ; 
and  in  regard  it  is  much  faid  now,  that  it  is  intended  to  fend  a  great  fleet  to  the  Sound, 
that  they  would  impart  it  unto  him;  upon  which  nothing  is  yet  refolved. 

Baron  Guftavus  Spar  of  Sweden  is  already  arrived  at  Amfterdam,  going  to  the  queen 
Chriftina;  and  from  thence  he  is  to  return,  here,  to  make  a  compliment  to  the  ftates 
general  without  any  more. 

In  what  manner  the  project  of  conclufion  is  in  Holland,  is  to  be  feen  in  this  extrafh 
concerning  Overyffel,  wherein  Amfterdam  efpecially  was  difBcult.  But  at  laft  however 
Holland  muft  come  to  it ;  otherwife  they  will  abandon  their  own  intereft.  And  in  the 
mean  time  they  do  embark  hereby  little  and  little  into  a  civil  fadtion,  which  after  a  fmoak 
will  at  laft  break  out  into  a  flame. 

At  Gorcum  there  hath  been  likewife  a  predominant  party.  Thofe,  that  are  domineered 
over,  had  recourfe  to  the  provincial  court,  who  fent  the  lords  Dorp  and  Goes,  who  found 
little  obedience  -,  on  the  contrary,  when  they  would  have  departed,  they  found  themfelves 
arrefted.  .  .

They  do  make  a  fharp  complaint  of  the  faid  maffacre  ;  do  invite  this  ftate  to  help  and  aflift 

thofe  poor  banilhed  men  with  a  fubfidy.     Whereupon  they  have  refolved  to  write  to  the 

duke  of  Savoy,  notwithftanding  that  there  were  fix  regiments  of  French. 

There  was  this  morning  a  conference  With  the  lord  Wyman,  rounfellor  of  the  eleftof 
of  Brandenburgh,  concerning  the  alliance  to  be  made  between  this  ftate  and  Branden- 
burgh;    whereof  I  know  not  yet  any  thing,  only  that  he  will  make  report  thereof.

Noble  and  mighty  lords, 

MY  lords,  by  the  deputies  of  this  city,  that  have  been  at  the  affembly,  we  are  informed 
at  large,  of  what  has  been  tranfadted  in  their  noble  and  great  mightineffes  affem- 
**'  '°^'  bly,  concerning  the  armament  at  fea  for  the  fecurity  of  the  fame ;  as  alfo  the  funds  to  be 

found  for  that  purpofe  ;  and  that  at  laft  the  advices  of  the  members  did  generally  con- 
clude, that  inftead  of  the  directions  money  of  one  and  two  per  cent,  upon  goods,  as  alfo 
of  the  laft  money,  a  tax  ftiould  be  confented  to,  of  one  third  part  of  convoy  money,  agreed 
to  in  the  year  1651,  and  that  this  affair  was  brought  fo  far,  that  it  was  refolved  upon  in 
the  faid  affembly :  but  whereas  the  faid  deputies  had  no  inftruftions  for  that  purpofe^ 
they  took  upon  themfelves  to  bring  over  a  report  thereof  to  their  principals,  to  have 
their  refolution  hereupon  entered  in  writing.  On  the  fame  day  was  alfo  delivered  to  us  an 
extradl  out  of  the  refolutions  of  their  noble  and  great  mightineffes  thereunto  belonging.  For 
which  purpofe  we  caufed  the  common  council  of  this  city  to  meet.  When,  confidering  the 
neceffity  there  is  that  the  fea  be  fecured,  not  only  for  the  fake  of  the  commerce,  but  alfo  for 
the  good  and  reputation  of  our  country  in  the  prefent  conjunflures,  when  almoft  all  the 
power  of  Chriftendom  fit  out  great  naval  armaments,  fo  that  the  faid  fea  ought  not  to  be 
abandoned  by  this  ftate  -,  it  being  befides  this  confidered,  that  fome  extraordinary  funds 
ought  to  be  found,  whereby  at  leaft  part  of  the  faid  armament  might  be  made  good  ;  it 
was  thought  neceffary,  and  refolved  by  the  common  council,  to  give  alfo  their  confent 
for  the  raifing  of  the  faid  tax,  fo  as  the  faid  confent  is  hereby  prefented  to  their  noble 
mightineffes.  Provided  however,  that  the  prefent  tax  of  one  and  two  per  cent,  as  alfo 
the  laft  money,  ftiall  ceafe  on  the  firft  of  June  next  enfuing,  and  that  by  their  noble  migh- 
tineffes the  matter  be  thus  direcfled,  that  by  a  refolution  of  their  high  mightineffes,  the 
tax  of  the  faid  one  third  part,  by  heightening  the  ordinary  convoy  money  as  above-men- 
tioned, be  introduced  and  talce  place  on  the  fame  day. 

The  neceffity  we  think  there  is,  that  the  faid  tax  cannot  any  longer  be  permitted,  has  been 
debated  and  demonftrated  by  the  deputies  of  this  city  in  fuch  a  manner,  and  proved  with 
reafons,  which  could  not  be  anfwered,  viz.  that  the  fame  caufed  here  not  only  a  general 
,  prejudice  to  trade,  whereby  the  navigation,  trade,  and  commerce,  and  alfo  the  revenue  of 

/,  the  admiralty  here  in  this  city  was  hurt,  but  if  continued  would  entirely  be  ruined.  Add  to 

this  the  negled  of  other  members,  efpecially  in  the  northern  quarter,  who  did  moderate, 
difpenfe,  nay,  even  entirely  remit  the  faid  tax  according  to  their  pleafure,  when  here 
in  this  city  with  fincerity  and  zeal  more  was  done  than  could  be  borne  ;  fo  that  if  the 
fame  had  been  thus  executed  every  where,  the  faid  debts,  as  we  firmly  belieye,  would 
have  been  paid  even  before  the  limited  time,  at  leaft  in  Holland,  For  as  to  Zealand,  we 
can  affert  nothing  as  a  certainty,  for  we  have  no  knowledge  of  the  faid  tax  there,  than 
barely  what  they  fay  themfelves  ;  but  as  we  are  on  the  other  hand  well  informed  the  faid 
tax  is  not  praftifed  there,  neither  is  the  edidfc  of  their  high  mightineffes  iffued  in  the  year 
1653,  concerning  a  general  declaration  of  the  goods,  even  fo  much  as  begun  to  be  put  in 
pradlice,  without  which  it  is  not  poffible  to  prevent  frauds.  Neither  has  there  been  to  this 
very  day,  of  the  produce  thereof,  any  account  delivered  in  the  general  chamber  of  ac- 
counts, although  the  fame  ought  to  have  been  done  from  fix  to  fix  months,  the  more 
♦  fince  they  intend  to  receive  the  money  for  the  payment  of  their  debts  from  the  direftion 
in  Holland,  And  although  no  body  could  oblige  us  by  any  reafon  in  the  world  to  the 
continuation  of  charging  our  citizens  and  inhabitants  under  fuch  an  unequal  tax  ;  yet  out 
of  a  zeal  and  affedtion  for  the  publick  good,  we  have  thus  continued  the  fame,  that  we 
have  received  fo  much,  wherewithall  not  only  the  debts  made  and  contracted  here  by  the 
I  '  diredlion 
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direction  of  this  city  can  be  paid  off,  but  are  likewife  able  to  pay  oft  the  greatcft  part  of  A.  D.   1655. 
the  incumbrances  and  debts  contraded  by  the  direftion   of  the  northern  quarter,  where-  ^^-'''V'NJ 
with  we  have  acquainted  the  magiflrates  of  the  refpeftive  tov/ns  by  our  letters  to  them, 
in  order  to  pay  the  fame  next  week  into  the  hands   of  their  direftors.     At  the  fame  time 
vre  recommend  moft  earneftjy  to  their  noble  mightineffes,  that  in  cafe  any  repartition  of 
the  faid  armament  Ihould  be  propofed,  that  none  may  be  rated  higher  than  what  probably 
can  be  well  paid  out  of  their  revenue.     For  we  muft  tell  you  as  a  preadmonition,  that  for 
the  future  it  is  no  ways  our  intention,  to  levy  this  tax  clofe    and  fincerely  here,  and   to 
fuffer  that  others  difpenfe  therein,  or  that  the  money  raifed  thereby,  by  the  direction  of 
this  city,  fliall  be  employed  for  the  payment  of  what  others  fall  /hort.     We  muft  needs 
own,  that  we  can  hardly  be  brought  to  the  belief,  that  other  members  will  proceed  herein 
with  the  like  fincerity,  by  reafon  of  the  ill  praftices  we  daily  obferve,  that  are  ufed   in 
other  places.     Thofe  of  Enckhuyfen  have  fuffered  the   lean   cattle  to   pafs    by  without 
.paying  any  thing  to  the  direftion.     At  Medenblick  arrived  laft  week  a  rich  fliip  from  the 
Streights,  configned  to  one  John  Marees  a  merchant  of  that  city,    which   was  there  un- 
loaded, and  the  merchandizes  imported  here   under    inland  paffes,  without  having  made 
-any  entry  thereof,  as  it  ought  to  have  been  done  according   to  their  high   miglitineiTes 
edift,  touching  a  general  declaration  as  above-mentioned,  at  the  board  of  admiralty  of 
the  northern  quarter  ;  neither  has  any  thing  been  paid   there  to   the  directory  on  that  ac- 
count, whereof  the  college  of  admiralty  has  alfo  made  its  complaints  by  their  deputies. 
Your  noble  mightineffes  may  eafily  fee  by  thefe  few  inftances,  how  little  an  equahty  of 
pradlice  is  to  be  depended  upon,  efpecially  if  it  be  confidered  what  little  refpefl  is  paid  by 
fome  members,  to  the  authority  of  their  noble  and  great  mightinelTes,  in  keeping  the  de- 
faulters up  to  their  duty. 

Neverthelefs,  confidering  the  faid  tax  is  agreed  to  here,  we  are  refolved  to  execute  the 
fame  fincerely  among  us  ;  and  are  further  of  opinion,  that  we  fhall  be  able  thereby  to  fit 
out  and  maintain  eight  men  of  war  at  lea,  without  being  any  ways  troublefom  to  their 
noble  and  great  mightineffes,  or  any  body  elfe  on  account  of  the  charges  thereof  Pro- 
vided that  their  high  mightineffes  think  proper  to  authorize  the  college  of  admiralty  at 
Amilerdam,  to  furnifn  the  direftions  here,  by  way  of  lending,  with  four  hulks  of  ihips  and 
guns  thereunto  belonging.

My    LORD, 

THE  lord  proteftor  has  received,  fince  my  laft,  yet  further  information  touching  the  y^j 
cruel  proceedings  againft  the  poor  reformed  inhabitants  of  Angrogne  and  other  p.  i ; 
Vallles  of  Piedmont,  and  has  requefted  the  lord  de  Bordeaux  Neufville,  in  the  laft  con- 
ference, by  his  commiffaries,  that  he  would  be  pleafed  to  do  his  utmoft  endeavours,  that  by 
the  interpofition  of  the  king  and  court  of  France  the  faid  inhabitants  might  be  reftored 
to,  and  maintained  in  the  privileges,  which  they  have  fo  long  enjoyed  in  thofe  Vallies, 
which  he  has  promifed  to  recommend  in  the  ftrongeft  manner.  This  day  I  am  told  by 
a  good  hand,  that  the  articles,  which  are  adjufted,  are  copied  fair,  in  order  to  be  fign'd 
forthwith  by  both  parties ;  and  that  his  highnefs  the  lord  protedor  is  refolved  to  contribute 
what  he  can  in  behalf  of  the  faid  oppreffed  proteftant  inhabitants  of  the  Vallies  of  Pied- 
mont, not  doubting  but  their  high  mightineffes  will  take  this  affair  likewife  to  heart.  I 
have  here  before  written  concerning  the  fame,  but  never  received  any  anfwer  upon  it  for  my 
information.  Their  high  mightineffes  formerly  did  not  think  it  improper,  to  caufe  letters 
to  be  anfweredfrom  time  to  time  ;  and  I  think,  with  fubmiffion,  that  there  is  now  as  much 
reafon  for,  as  ever  was.  Mr.  Thurloe  told  me  to  day,  that  the  declaratory  aft  concerning 
the  decifion  of  the  Eaft  India  differences  was  fent  this  day  to  the  lords  commiffioners  of 
the  great  feal,  and  that  fome  few  words,  which  we  had  drawn  up,  touching  the  acquittance 
paffed  by  the  private  interreffed  in  the  affair  of  Amboyna,  were  inferted  therein.  His 
honour  affured  me  likewife,  that  within  a  few  days,  all  my  complaints  relating  to  fundry 
private  fhips  fhould  be  confidered  ;  and  that  alfo  fundry  articles  concerning  a  regulation 
of  trade  and  navigation,  fhould  be  delivered  to  me  in  writing.  However,  by  daily  do- 
meftick  accidents,  thefe  gentlemen  are  often  diverted  from  their  intentions.

My  lord, 

HAving  received  your  letter  of  the  21ft  of  this  month,  wherein  I  am  fiilly  informed 
of  the  ftate  of  your  negotiation,  I  am  much  afraid,  that  this  will  not  find  you  at 
London.  All  men  here  believe,  that  the  lord  proteftor  ought  not  to  let  flip  this  opportu- 
nity of  concluding  with  France  ;  but  it  pleafeth  God  fometime  to  eclipfe  the  thoughts  of 
the  wifeft,  and  the  embaffy  of  the  marquifs  of  Lede  is  not  to  make  any  ordinary  propo- 
fitions.  The  confidence,  which  the  Spaniards  have^  that  they  will  be  hearkened  unto,  per- 
fuades  us  at  leaft,  that  they  are  not  without  fome  great  advantages  for  the  proteftor  ;  and 
from  thence  we  are  to  hold  our  accommodation  as  doubtful. 

I  fee  here  fome  wife  men,  who  do  not  believe,  that  we  ought  much  to  apprehend  the  being 
deprived  of  the  amity  of  the  lord  proteftor  -,  and  yet  I  believe,  that  whereas  the  king 
hath  not  omitted  any  thing  through  your  miniftry  for  the  obtaining  of  a  good  agreement, 
we  ought  to  defire  it,  as  long  as  there  is  any  likelihood  of  obtaining  it  of  divine  provi- 
vidence.  If  that  doth  difpofe  of  it  otherwife,  we  are  to  accommodate  our  counfels  to  his 
will.  In  truth  I  am  glad  to  fee,  that  by  the  next  poft  we  fhall  know  abfolutely,  what  the 
iffue  will  be  of  your  bufinefs  ;  and  I  pray  God  we  may  have  caufe  to  rejoice  in  a  good 
conclufion. 

At  laft  my  lord  Beverning,  who  is  now  fettled  in  this  court,  came  to  fee  me  yefterday. 
The  vifit  was  long  and  very  familiar.  He  hath  a  great  refpeft  for  you,  and  that  without 
any  diffimulation.  We  had  a  large  difcourfe  of  affairs  that  are  paft.  He  is  not  well  fa- 
tisfied  with  monfieur  de  Baas  :  he  afkt  me,  when  I  heard  from  him,  and  what  was  become 
of  him.  I  told  him  I  had  received  but  two  letters  from  him  fince  his  return  into  France, 
and  could  give  no  accompt  of  him.  The  faid  lord  Beverning  doth  conceive,  that  you  will 
not  conclude  any  thing  till  you  fall  down  the  Thames  as  low  as  Gravefend.  He  fpeaks 
very  well  of  the  lord  protec^tor,  but  as  a  man  free.  I  am  glad  we  have  renewed  our  ac- 
quaintance.    I  ftiall  take  care  to  preferve  it. 

The  bufinefs  of  the  Swedes  doth  ftill  trouble  this  ftate  ;  for  if  they  fufFer  the  power  of 
the  Swedes  to  encreafe  upon  the  Baltick  fea,  it  will  very  much  diminilh  and  decreafe  the 
commerce  there  ;  and  befides  it   is  no   fmall  enterprife  to  put   themfelves  in   danger  of 
breaking  with  Sweden,  by  relieving  and  affifting  Dantzick  or  the  Pillauw. 

You  have  heard,  my  lord,  that  the  king  hath  concluded  at  Paris  a  treaty  with  the  com- 
miffioners  of  the  Hans  towns,  wherein  they  are  very  favourably  dealt  withal.

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The  province  of  Holland  being  adjourned  for  fome  fhort  time,  is  now  met  together  A.  D.  16554 
iagain,  to  provide  money  for  the  fetting  forth  of  a  fleet  of  twenty  fix  men  of  war,  to  be  C/'VNJ 
employed  in  the  Mediterranean,  in  the  Streights,  and  in  the  Narrow.

J  HAVE  none  of  yours  to  anfwear,  nor  doth  hereoccurr  any  thinge  worth  your  notice.  Vol.  xxv?. 
As  I  wroate  you,  the  duke  of  Glofter  is  gone  to  his  brother  at  Ceullen,  attended  with  P-  2°°* 
feverall  Inglifh  and  Scoch  gentlemen  :  chancelor  Hide  followed  this  week  with  his  family, 
and  fome  other  Inghfh  gentlemen.  They  begin  to  aflemble  themfelves  ;  and  moft  talke 
of  fettlinge  themfelves  at  Ceullen,  T/here  'tis  generally  thought  C.  S.  will  remayne,  untill 
he  have  another  promifinge  defigne  to  invite  him  for  England,  except  you  and  France 
difagree.  Thefe  itates  are  in  the  higheft  perplexity  concerninge  the  great  arminge  of  the 
Sweeds  ;  whoe,  as  'tis  generally  reported,  intend  to  befiege  Danfick,  and  which  will  be 
prejudiciall  to  thefe  in  cafe  they  take  it.  Confultations  have  bin  concerninge  a  means  how 
to  prevent  it ;  and  'tis  now  fayd,  they  are  refolved  to  fend  de  Ruyter  with  24  fhipps  into 
the  Sounde,  to  affift  the  Dean  in  keepinge  the  Sounde  open,  in  cafe  the  Sweed  made  any 
attempt  on  the  fame.  But  this  is  not  believed  by  the  prudent  politicians,  becaufe  it  mays 
prove  of  worfe  confequence  to  thefe  to  offend  the  Sweed,  then  affift  the  Dean.  They  are 
fitting  24  of  their  belt  fhipps,  whither  they  are  defigned,  I  hope  to  advertife  you  by  the 
next.

I  Came  from  Vienna  hither  laft  week,  which  is  the  reafon  I  received  none  of  yours  this  Vol.  xxvii„' 
fortnight  paft.     Now  we  fhall  return  fhortly   to  Vienna,  I  hope  our  correspondence  p.  389. 
will  hold  the  better. 

Here  is  no  great  talk  at  prefent  of  England  or  of  their  affairs  •,  we  have  enough  of  our 
own ;  and  our  news  are,  that  to  morrow  will  be  the  eleftion  of  the  king  of  Hungary.  In 
the  mean  time  they  prepare  all  neceffaries  for  the  coronation  of  the  Emprefs,  which  will 
be  the  6th  of  next  month,  and  the  coronation  of  the  emperor  will  be  three  days  after ; 
and  immediately  after  the  emperor  refolves  to  return  to  Vienna  -,  but  before  his  majefty 
departs,  the  ftates  defign,  that  the  forces  of  the  kingdom  fhould  be  fent  to  garrifon  in 
the  forts  and  towns  upon  the  frontiers,  pretending  the  faid  forts  cannot  be  trufted  to 
ftrangers  ;  and  it  is  thought  it  will  be  confidered  in  general  terms. 

Some  fpies  are  taken  here  from  the  Turks,  that  were  to  fire  this  place,  and  will  fuffer 
for  it.  The  Swedifh  forces  do  march  ftiil,  without  undertaking  any  thing.  It  is  believed 
they  will  attempt  Pruffia ;  and  that  makes  Poland  inclined  to  give  honourable  content- 
ment. 

The  Mufcovites  and  CofTacks  are  there  to  make  a  league  with  feveral  princes  againfl 
the  Swedes,  CofTacks  ;  Dantzick  is  in  great  fear,  and  daily  fortified.  Another  way  the 
king  of  Poland  has,  for  he  fent  an  embaffador  to  the  king  of  Swedeland,  with  power  to 
agree  upon  the  articles  indifferent  in  the  affembly  at  Lubeck,  which  were  all  the  advan^ 
tage  of  the  Swedes :  the  king  of  France  is  to  be  mediator  in  this  bufinefs. 

Others  conftantly  fay  and  think,  that  the  war  againft  Poland  is  but  a  pretext  ;  and 
that  the  Swedes  defign  is  to  fall  upon  the  emperor,  where  the  catholicks  are.  Others  fay 
the  Swedes  will  take  Holland  ;  nay  others  fome  againft  England  j  fo  that  we  muft  have 
patience,  for  time  will  clear  all  fhortly,  and  I  am  dearly

iHE  prince  of  Conde  is  now  with  his  army  and  their  rendezvous  near  Rocroy, 
which  is  in  a  condition  to  defend  itfelf,  there  being  2000  men  in  it,  and  a  good 
number  of  officers.

SAITH,  that  he  came  out  of  the  county  of  Corke  in  the  province  of  Munfler  in 
Ireland,  and  landed  at  King's  Road,  near  Briftol,  in  February  laft,  but  cannot  tell, 
at  what  time  in  the  faid  month  of  February.  And  being  further  examined  faith,  he 
did  not  land  in  February  lafl,  as  above  expreffed,  but  did  land  at  King's  Road  in 
April  laft ;  faying,  that  when  he  faid  he  landed  in  February  laft,  it  was  his  miftake. 
And  further  faith,  that  the  firft  night  after  his  landing,  as  above,  he  lay  at  Briftol, 
and  the  fecond  night,  at  Badmanton,  about  ten  miles  from  Briftol  aforefaid.  .  And  being 
defired  to  declare,  whether  his  lodging  was  above  ftairs,  or  below  ftairs,  at  Badmanton 
aforefaid,  faith  he  will  not  anfwer  ;  but  afterwards  faith,  it  was  above  ftairs  that  he  lodged 
at  Badmanton  aforefaid,  as  far  as  he  remembereth.  And  further  faith,  that  he  doth  not 
know,  what  day  of  the  faid  month  of  April  he  landed  as  aforefaid,  nor  doth  he  know 
what  week  of  the  faid  month  he  landed  as  above.  And  further  faith,  that  he  was  a 
foldier  in  the  king's  party  in  Ireland,  in  the  condition  of  a  lieutenant  colonel,  under 
the  command  of  the  lord  Mufgrey,  about  two  years  fince  ;  and  that  he  was  a  foldier  in 
the  faid  late  king's  party  in  England,  in  the  capacity  of  a  major,  in  the  regiment  of 
fir  James  Smith  of  Devonfliire,  until  the  faid  late  king's  army  laid  down  their  arms  in 
Cornwall.  And  further  faith,  he  was  not  in  the  late  infurreftion  in  this  nation,  which 
was  in  oppofition  to  the  prefent  government  thereof  And  further  faith,  that  his  bufmefs 
is  from  hence  to  Durham,  to  vlfit  a  friend,  who  liveth  near  Durham  ;  but  what  place  he 
knoweth  not,  whofe  name,  as  he  thinketh,  is  John  Smith,  a  country  gentleman,  living 
about  two  miles  from  Durham.  And  further  faith,  that  the  perfon  now  apprehended 
with  him  this  examinate  is  a  poor  gentleman,  and  fervant  to  him  this  examinate,  whole 
name  is  Arthur  Berry,  he  being  an  Irifhman.  And  further  this  examinate  faith,  that  his 
pafs,  bearing  date  the  twenty  feventh  day  of  April,  1655,  was  fubfcribed  by  the  governor 
of  Cork  in  Ireland,  the  fame  day  and  year.

We  finde,  that  Hunt  had  two  fiflers, 
Elizabeth  and  Margery,  that  evening  in  his  chamber  :  he  goes  with  Elizabeth  in  womens 
apparcll  out  of  the  prifon,  through  the  watch  ;  the  other  fifler,  Margery,  lieth  in  Hunt's 
bedd  that  night ;  and  the  efcape  of  the  prifoner  not  knowne,  till  the  next  morninge,  beinge 
thurfday,  which  day  it  feemeth  he  had  been  to  be  executed ;  the  fcaffold  being  up,  and  all 
ready  for  that  purpofe.  It  appeares  to  us  that  Hunt  had  noe  irons  on,  through  the  goaler's 
negleft.  It  alJb  appears  to  us  by  feveral  teflimonies,  that  the  fheriffe  had  often  tymes 
earneftly  fent  unto  him  to  fecure  the  prifoners  with  all  fafety  ;  and,  upon  the  imprifon- 
mente  of  the  perfons  committed  for  treafon,  had  ilTued  under  his  feale  of  office  a  warrante 
for  a  flrickt  watch  upon  the  prifon,  day  and  night.

WE  have  but  little  news  by  this  ordinary.  The  court  is  at  Compiegne,  where  I 
hear  that  the  betrothings  of  cardinal  Mazarin's  neice  with  the  duke  of  Modena's 
eldeft  fon  being  accomplilhed,  the  count  de  Noailles  hath  taken  the  conduft  of  her  to  her 
huft)and,  with  a  promife  of  above  two  millions  his  eminency  giveth  her  for  a  dowry  ; 
after  which  the  laid  earl  will  pafs  to  Rome,  to  render  unto  the  new  pope  in  his  majefty's 
behalf  the  ufual  obediencies.  Our  forces  march  continually  towards  the  rendezvous,  and 
we  hear  from  Peronne,  that  the  enemies  are  reinforcing  their  garrifons. 

There  is  ftill  fome  difcontentment  among  the  merchants  here,  caufed  by  the  prejudicial 
introdu6tion  of  the  copper  coining.  They  were  to  renew  their  complaints  thereof  unto 
his  majefby,  before  his  departure,  who  gave  them  many  good  words  -,  but  they  were  no 
fooner  out  of  his  prefence,  but  many  courtiers  blamed  them  for  difturbing  the  king's 
pleafure  about  that,  which  he  underftood  not,  telling  the'm,  that  they  fhould  have  made 
their  addreffes  unto  his  faid  majefty's  minifter.

Of  a  general  peace  we  have  nothing.  Of  any  fleet  to  prejudice  you  at  fea  there  is  no- 
thing, nor  will  be  this  feafon. 

Some  here  fear  yet  their  treaty  with  the  proteftor  fhall  not  take  effeft.  The  being 
there  of  marquis  de  Leda  amufeth  this  whole  court  ;  yet  I  know  mr.  Bordeaux,  if  he  fees 
the  Spaniard  near  a  clofe  with  the  protedor,  has  orders  to  conclude  his  treaty  ;  fo  that 
we  are  ftill  in  hopes  our  treaty  with  England  may  be  ended,  which  is  all  I  hear  of  it  at 
prefent. 

The  duke  of  York  is  always  here,  and  is  not  yet  difpofed  to  go  into  any  campaign 
in  France,  till  we  hear  what  the  end  Ihall  be  of  our  treaty  with  his  highnefs,  left  it  might 
happen  to  be  againft  fome  of  the  articles,  if  he  had  ferved  here. 

They  do  boaft  much  here  of  great  matters  they  will  do  this  fummer  againft  the  Spa- 
niard. Your  curiofity  to  know  the  ftature  of  the  king  of  France  at  prefent,  I  aflure  you, 
he  is  pretty  well  taller  than  yourfelf,  and  a  ftout  gallant  prince.  Great  expectations  may 
be  of  him,  if  he  be  not  given  too  much  to  his  pleafure,  which  Mazarin  keeps  him  to 
clofe.

Sir, 

HERE  we  have  but  little  of  news  fince  my  former.     The  levies  made  by  mr.  de  laVoI. xxvi. 
Barde  in  Swiflerland  for  France  are  come  into  the  country,  and  arrived  at  St.  JeanP-  216. 
de  Laune  the  1 6th  of  this  prefent  month,  where  mr.  Tireman  commilTioner  from  the  king 
received  them,  being  in  number  2500  Swiflers,  which  fhall  have  their  rendezvous  about 
the  end  of  this  month  at  Amiens. 

Prince  Thomas  is  to  meet  Modena  at  Saccon  in  the  territories  of  Genoa,  to  confer 
together,  whether  they  will  think  themfelves  able  this  year  to  attempt  the  city  of  Milan. 

The  duke  of  Mantua  is  expefted  here  only  about  the  next  St.  Jean.  Some  think  cer- 
tainly he  has  a  fecret  treaty  to  be  made  with  the  king,  as  to  join  with  the  duke  of  Mo- 
dena, and  does  as  he  does  in  all  interefts  -,  and  that  it  was  for  that,  count  de  Monafter  made 
a  voyage  hither,  and  mr.  Dantilli  made  two  voyages  from  Turin  to  Cafal  by  the  king's 
orders. 

It  was  remarked  here  laft  week,  that  no  holy  orders  were  given  in  the  archbifhoprick 
of  Paris,  which  never  happened  fo  before  about  fuch  times. 

Monfieur  de  Here,  mafter  of  the-  requefts,  has  a  commifllon  to  go  to  Nantz,  and  make 
the  procefs  of  thofe  that  are  yet  prifoners,  for  cardinal  de  Retz  his  efcape  out  of  the  caftle 
of  Nantz.     What  ftiall  become  of  them,  we  ftiall  hear  in  due  time. 

Mr.  count  de  Noailles,  captain  of  the  king's  guard,  and  his  wife,  are  chofen  to  convoy 
mademoifelle  Martinozzi  to  Modena,"  whofe  contract  and  agreement  was  made  at  Com- 
piegne  laft  thurfday,  and  the  marriage  will  be  to  morrow  in  the  fame  place.  Some  fay, 
that  the  bilhop  of  Conftance  goes  with  them  alfo. 

It  is  not  yet  believed,  that  his  majefty  will  part  from  Compiegne  fo  foon  to  advance  his 
troops  to  any  aftion,  they  being  not  yet  together  -,  and  thofe  that  came  to  the  appointed 
place  were  fent  with  a  convoy  into  Quefnoy,  which  prevailed  without  any  alTiftance  of 
the  enemies.  Ours  left  in  Quefnoy  this  laft  time  900  bolls  of  wheat,  60  pieces  of  wine, 
with  quantity  of  other  provifion  ;  and  as  foon  as  our  army  will  come  together,  they  will 
furnilh  Quefnoy  with  all  things  neceffary,  that  they  will  little  care  for  their  adverfaries. 
Some  letters  from  the  frontiers  of  Picardy  bring,  that  the  Spaniards  made  great  offers  of 
late  to  mr.  deMontejeu  governor  of  Arras,  for  the  delivery  of  that  town  to  themfelves, 
they  hearing  the  governor  to  be  difpleafed  with  the  court  i  but  we  have  from  good  hands, 
that  he  would  not  hear  nor  anfwer  therh  ;  and  therefore  it  is  fuppofed,  he  fhall  have  what 
he  demands  from  the  court.  We  hear  from  Provence,  that  mr.  de  Vendofme  was  ex- 
pefted  at  Aix  laft  faturday,  and  mr.  de  Mercoeur  parted  from  Toulon  with  five  fhips  of 
war  commanded  by  mr.  Gabaret,  an  old  fea  captain,  and  a  man  of  great  experience  ;  alfo 
fix  gallies  commanded  by  mr.  chevalier  de  la  Ferrier,  all  gone  towards  Rofes. 

Yefterday  morning  the  parliament  affembled,  and  refolved  to  fend  fome  of  the  king's 
men,  which  refide  always  in  the  parliament,  to  court,  with  a  tres  humble  remonjirance,  de- 
firing  his  majefty  not  to  put  his  edidts  to  execution,  till  they  fhall  have  time  to  confider 
of  them.     We  expedt  the  king's  anfwer  to  them.     Some  of  our  troops  that  went  to

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A.  D.  1655.  convey  the  convoy  into  Quefnoy,  took  50  carts  of  the  enemies  full  of  provifion  coming 
C/''V%J  from  Valenciennes  to  Landrecy  ;  as  alfo  to  give  relief  in  their  way  to  50  men  of  the  ene- 
mies, that  are  in  a  fort  called  la  Fore's  near  Cambrecy. 

Mr.  Turenne  will  arrive  at  Compeigne  this  night,  and  next  week  will  go  to  la  Ferre, 
where  the  artillery  is  a  making  ready  to  march  to  the  field.  Here  is  Tome  prophecy, 
that  we  fhall  have  three  popes  this  year  ;  and  that  this  pope  we  have  now  will  die  before 
the  26th  of  the  next  month  ;  and  that  his  fucceffor  will  govern  only  three  months.  We 
fhall  fee  all  by  the  time. 

We  are  in  hopes  this  next  campaign  to  matter  our  enemies,  except  Swedeland  comes  to 
them.     We  expedled  many  of  the  late  rifers  there  tofuffer  ;  but  it  feems  his  highnefs  is 
more  merciful  than  people  think  ;  yet  the  catholicks  fay,  they  cannot  fay  fo  much  at  ■ 
fhefe  times,  but  rather  the  contrary.     Which  is  all  I  have  at  prefent,  but  that  I  am.

Vol.  xxvi.  "OY  the  laft  1  received  yours,  by  which  I  fee  the  noble  reception  of  marquis  de  Leda, 
p.  2ZO.  j^  ^  good  beginning  -,  if  he  can,  finifh  fo  his  negotiation,  it  will  be  very  acceptable  here, 

as  there  is  reafon  for  it. 

You  write  no  news  from  England,  but  the  execution  of  fome  of  the  late  rifers,  and  the 
protecftor's  mercy  to  moft  of  them ;  but  we  have  among  the  cavaliers  other  news,  that  moft 
of  all  the  country  in  England  refiife  to  pay  taxes  by  any  authority  from  the  proteftor  or 
his  council  :  but  becaufe  you  write  nothing  of  it,  I  give  no  credit  to  it.  Of  a  general 
peace  here  is  not  a  word,  but  the  common  bruit,  that  the  new  pope  will  fuddenly  procure 
one. 

They  fear  much  here  France  and  you  will  agree,  and  Spain  muft  fall  into  war  with 
you.  I  am  of  opinion,  the  marquis  of  Leda  will  not  flay  long  with  you,  if  he  proceeds 
not  in  his  negotiation  to  contentment.  I  have  fome  reafons  to  be  of  this  opinion  more 
than  ordinary. 

The  archduke  is  flill  here  ;  fo  is  the  queen  of  Swedeland,  and  duke  Francis  of  Lorraine.' 
The  prince  of  Conde  parted  wednefday  laft  to  his  army  at  Philipville  near  Rocroy, 
and  all  our  army  is  marched  to  the  confines.  Yet  I  cannot  fee  how  they  can  do  more  than 
to  defend  what  they  have,  for  no  appearance  of  any  Swedes  to  come,  as  was  ftrongly  re- 
ported in  ore  omnium,  but  I  could  not  from  the  beginning  (as  I  writ)  find  any  ground 
for  it.  The  Swedes  have  fomething  elfe  in  hand.  It  is  faid,  count  Fuenfeldagna  will 
Ihortly  be  commanded  from  hence  to  the  good  liking  of  all  thefe  countries. 

There  was  laft  week  like  to  be  murdered  here  count  de  Menghem,  by  a  fhot  of  a 
piftolet,  pafTing  the  ftreets  in  his  coach.  He  is  brother  to  count  Bafigny ;  and  he  that 
fhot  him  was  apprehended  foon  after,  being  a  Frenchman,  come  exprefly  from  Paris 
with  intent  to  kill  the  faid  count ;  but  he  miffed,  and  therefore  may  pay  for  his  attempt. 

The  Spanilh  troops  march  all  to  St,  Amant,  whither  the  archduke  will  fhortly  go  with 
all  the  court. 

The  Condeans  and  Lorainers  with  Wittenberg  troops  march  towards  Luxemburg,  to 
poft  themfelves  in  convenient  places  for  obfervation  of  the  French  army's  motions. 

The  count  Fuenfeldagna  goes  towards  Brouas  upon  the  river  of  L,ys  to  obferve  there. 

The  laft  letters  from  Madrid  bring  no  news  of  the  Spanifh  ifleet's  arrival  j  fo  that  report 
is  vanifhed. 

The  fame  letters  import  the  full  agreement  concluded  betwixt  his  catholick  majefty 
and  the  ambaffador  of  Genoa.  Alfo  that  the  feveral  kingdoms  of  Spain  have  partly 
and  are  to  acknowledge  the  infant  of  Spain  as  inheretrix  of  this  king's  dominions. 

It  feems  there  are  no  hopes  left  of  any  iflfue  to  be  had  by  this  king  and  queen.  She 
twice  mifcarried,  and  the  doftors  refolved,  fhe  will  conceive  no  more. 

Your  letters  from  Vienna  now  you  have ;  but  by  this  poft  I  received  nothing  from 
Cologne,  to  my  admiration.  The  next  will  fhew  the  caufe  :  which  is  all  I  have  to  fay 
at  prefent.

Honeywood, 
hot-headed  people,  are  in  Holland.

My  Son, 

I  Came  to  this  city  on  the  29th,  with  your  letter  of  the  24th,  which  giveth  no  afTurance.  Vol.  xxvl. 
I  fhewed  it  to  the  earl  of  Brienne,  who  found  your  terms  and  your  negotiations  very  p.  231. 
much  embroil'd,  and  told  me,  he  would  fee  his  eminence,  to  fignify  unto  him  the  prefent 
ftate,  and  that  he  thought  my  reception  would  be  none  of  the  beft,  and  that  I  fhould  find 
his  difpofition  of  mind  very  much  altered  upon  thefe  delays.  Now  this  morning  I  faw  his 
eminence,  who  did  not  fail  to  declare  his  anger,  and  to  befpatter  your  conduft  -,  and  he 
told  me,  that  he  had  writ  often  enough  unto  you,  having  advice  from  fome  particular  per- 
fons, that  they  did  but  deceive  you  where  you  are,  and  that  they  made  no  efteem  of  you 
nor  your  condu6l :  and  as  I  was  going  to  reply  unto  him,  he  told  me,  that  the  marefchal  of 
Villeroy  was  gone  into  his  chamber,  where  he  ftaid  to  fpeak  with  him.  He  bid  me  to 
come  to  him  again  to  morrow  morning ;  and  juft  as  he  was  going  from  m.e,  one  came  and 
told  him,  that  there  was  a  great  SwifTer,  who  defired  to  fpeak  with  his  eminence,  and  to 
make  propofitions  unto  him  about  the  means  to  make  and  linifh  the  peace  with  England. 
Whereupon  he  caufed  him  prefently  to  be  fent  for ;  and  whilft  his  eminence  was  withdrawn 
to  fpeak  with  the  faid  Marefchall,  I  took  my  time  to  inform  myfelf  of  his  propofitions. 
I  told  him,  that  I  was  the  father  of  the  embaflador,  and  that  I  had  order  from  his  emi- 
nence -,  whereupon  he  fhewed  unto  me  all  his  letters  in  charader,  and  the  overtures,  which 
Vol.  III.

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A.  D.  1655.  he  pretended  to  make  to  his  eminence  ;  and  withall  he  told  me^  how  you  had  employed 
t/'VNJ  the  Holland  embaiTador  to  renew  your  treaty  ;  and  that  the  refolution  of  the  proteftor 
was  to  affift  the  Hugonots  in  Savoy,  who  are  driven  out  of  that  country  by  the  duke  ; 
and  that  he  vv^ould  fend  an  exprefs  to  demand  their  re-eftablifhment,  and  have  a  general 
colledion  made  for  them  in  all  the  three  kingdoms  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland  ; 
and  likewife  that  he  would  give  lands  in  Ireland  to  thofe  that  are  banifhed,  to  inhabit. 
His  eminence  coming  in  interrupted  our  difcourfe  :  he  took  him  with  him,  and  was  at 
leaft  an  hour  in  private  with  him  ;  and  in  regard  I  was  defirous  to  know  the  end  of  the 
conference,  I  fpoke  to  the  Swifs  as  he  came  out  of  the  chamber,  and  he  told  me,  that 
his  eminence  had  charged  him  to  treat  with  monfieur  Ondedei,  whereby  you  may  judge, 
that  it  is  not  with  you  that  he  would  have  him  to  treat  -,  and  that  in  this  miilruft  of 
your  condudt  he  doth  feek  all  other  overtures.  I  believe  that  they  are  ridiculous  propo- 
fitions,  and  on  defign  to  get  money  out  of  the  cardinal ;  and  yet  in  regard  this  Swifs  is 
one  of  the  commifTioners  of  the  cantons,  they  may  chance  to  hearken  to  his  advice.  I 
will  inform  myfelf  during  five  or  fix  days,  which  the  court  is  to  (lay  here,  what  there 
fhall  pafs  between  him  and  monfieur  Ondedei.     I  recommend  fecrecy  unto  you. 

I  have  feen  fince  the  earl  of  Brienne,  to  whom  I  gave  an  account  of  the  above-men- 
tioned ;  and  he  doth  laugh  at  all  the  ridiculous  propofitions  -,  and  whereas  I  prefl:  him  to 
fend  you  a  precife  order  for  your  return  or  abode,  he  referred  me  to  the  foregoing  letters, 
which  had  been  fent  you. 

Roze  told  me,  that  it  doth  pafs  for  ridiculous  not  to  fee  any  conclufion  ;  and  that  it  is 
clearly  feen,  that  you  would  have  the  honour  of  concluding  the  treaty  of  peace,  and  that 
you  ruin  all  upon  this  ufelefs  hope  :  wherefore  make  an  end  and  return.

NEED  not  tell  you,  by  whom  prince  Rupert  was  turned  from  court  ;  yet  perhaps  you  Vol.  xxv!. 

have  not  known,  that  Hyde  then  offered  Charles  Stuart  50,000  men  fliould  be  in  arms  p.  236. 
in  England  before  a  year  went  about,  if  he  would  quit  the  queen's  court  and  the  prince's 
party.  Henry  Seymour  and  colonel  Edward  Villiers  went  about  that  time  in  Paris,  and  of 
this  junfto  in  thofe  offers  the  lafl  engaged  his  prime  agent  in  England  mr.  Henry  Penruddock 
the  late  fix  clerk.  By  the  lafl  letters  it  doth  feem,  as  if  prince  Rupert  had  an  intention  to 
fee  Cologne  before  Modena  •,  and  if  he  can  break  Hyde's  neck  here,  it  may  alter  his  defign, 
and  make  him  ftay  with  the  king,  which  he  hath  moft  mind  of.  This  in  a  fortnight  I  fhall 
be  able  to  give  you  an  account  of  Gerard  is  going  to  Heidelberg  to  court  the  eledor, 
and  another  into  France.

Sir,  and  most  honoured  brother, 

BY  yours  of  the  loth  inftant  I  have  feen  the  propofition  made  by  his  highnefs  the  lord  In  thepoffeffi- 
proteftor,  to  give  feme  lands  in  Ireland  to  our  poor  exiled.     I  confefs,  v/hen  at  firft  °"  °^  ^^^ 
I  heard  of  the  maffacre  made  among  them,  1  had  that  thought,  that  thofe  that  had  efcaped  "^^^  ph°i-°"''' 
that  butchery,  ought  to  go  and  fettle  themfelves  elfewhere,   not  feeing  any  likelihood  for  loi-d  Hard- 
tliem  to  return  home,  or  to  live  peaceably  there.     But  having  imparted  the  matter  to  wicke,  lord 
the   paftors  of  thofe  churches,   that  are  now  dlfperfed,    they  have  reprefented  unto   me,  ^'S*^  chancel- 
that  they  ought  not  to  yield  fo  eafily  to  thofe,  who -little   by  little  do  mutilate  and  con-  g"^.  °.^  ^^^^t- 
fume  the   body  of  our  churches,   having  deftroyed  thofe  of  Calabria  in  the  year  1650, 
thofe  of  the  marquifate  of  Saluces  in   1597  ^'^^  'i-^oz  \  and  thofe  of  the  Valley  of  Bar- 
cellonne  within  the  dominions  of  the  duke  of  Savoy  in   1623.     That  if  they  Ihould  for- 
fake  fo  eafily  thofe  quarters,  the  adverfaries  would  thereby  be  encouraged  to  take  a  refo- 
lution  to  deilroy  us  fo  one  after  another,  under  feveral  pretences.     That  we  ought  not  to 
forfake  thofe  churches,   who  can  prove  their  fuccelTion  from  the  very  time  of  the  Apofties  ; 
Claudius  Taurinenfis,  archbifhop  of  Turin,  who  had  been  counfellor  to  Charles  the  Great, 
having  highly  erefted  there  the  llandard  of  the  truth  long  before  the  Waldenfes  came 
thither.     That  thofe  churches  are  a  good  bulwark  to  thofe  of  Dauphine.     That  in  the 
faid  Vallies  there  are  feveral  places,  that  are  ftrong  by  nature.     That  there  are  yet  great 
numbers  of  our  brethren  under   arms,    who   have   taken  up  heart  again,  and  were  en- 
tered again  into  part  of  the  inheritance  of  their  fathers,  having  wholly  routed  the  Irifh, 
who  had  taken  poffefTion  of  it.     That  they  are  able  to  maintain  it,  being  fecretly  affifted 
by  the  forces  of  the  neighbouring  provinces,  if  but  furnifhed  with  money.     That  there- 
fore the  chiefeft  work  was  to  provide  them  with  a  fufHeient   proportion  -,  fo  in  all  likeli- 
hood the  adverfaries  fhall  be  at  length  forced  to  confent  to  their  re-eflabliftiment ;  whereas 
if  our  churches  lofe  that  only  quarter  they  have  in  thofe  parts  of  Italy,  they  will  triumph 
and  glory,  that  they  have  compaffed  their  defign  of  routing  all  the  reformed  out  of  Italy. 
That  afterwards  they  will  not  tail  to  attempt  upon  the  neighbouring  villages  of  Dauphine. 
In  the  mean  while  thofe  churches  are  very  much  beholding  to  his  highnefs  the  lord  pro- 
teftor  for  his   charitable  offers,  and  do  return  him  their  hearty  thanks.

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A.  D.  1655.  bad  neighbours  to  feme  accommodation,  wherein  Ifdppofe  France  will  be  forward^  fince  we 
ly^VNJ  hear  from  Paris,  that  the  court  hath  not  approved  of  what  hath  been  done  -,  and  that 
they  fear  the  dangerous  confequence  of  thofe  proceedings.  Vie  do  not  know  yet  what 
fuccefs  the  interpofition  of  the  proteftant  cantons  will  have,  who  have  fent  fome  deputies 
to  Turin  to  his  highnefs.  We  hope,  that  monfieur  de  St.  Andre  de  Montbrun,  v/ho  fliall 
command  the  king's  army  in  Italy,  will  endeavour  the  fettling  of  that  poor  perfecuted 
people.

SINCE  our  fugitives  are  come  again  into  this  country,  the  enemies  do  endeavour  to  en- 
tangle them  in  a  treaty.  Therefore  it  is  high  time,  that  from  your  parts  they  might  be 
protefted.  It  would  be  both  a  glorious  and  advantageous  thing  to  aft  therein  fpeedily,  and 
fpeak  high,  for  it  is  not  convenient  to  aft  by  way  of  fupplication.  The  adverfaries  are 
now  frighted,  and  find  no  men,  that  will  ingage  to  fight  againft  defperate  men  in  thofe 
places,  where  now  there  is  nothing  to  be  gotten  but  blows.  After  fo  many  breaches  of 
word,  fo  many  treafons,  and  deceits  fo  abominable,  our  men  can  hardly  refolve  to  fub- 
mit  themfelves  again  under  the  government  of  the  duke  of  Savoy,  and  to  enter  into  a 
treaty  with  him  -,  wherein  yet  they  will  receive  fuch  good  counfel,  as  fliall  be  given  them. 
But  in  fuch  a  cafe  it  would  be  neceffary,  that  our  brethren,  who  fo  much  fuffered  in  their 
perfons  and  goods,  fhould  be  fettled  in  a  full  poffeffion  of  their  liberties,  in  all  fuch  places 
where  they  inhabited,  and  namely  in  thofe,  from  which  they  have  been  expelled  by  the 
fieur  Gaftaldo,  by  virtue  of  the  orders  he  then  publiflied  ;  and  that  their  conceflions  lliould 
be  confirmed  by  the  chamber  and  the  fenate.

BY  your  two  lafl  and  fome  other  letters  we  received  from  London,  we  have  feen  the 
effeft  of  your  holy  zeal,  and  your  unwearied  care  for  the  poor  remnant  of  the  Italian 
churches.  And  all  other  churches  in  thofe  parts  have  received  a  joy,  that  cannot  be  ex- 
prefTed,  and  do  all  blefs  the  holy,  generous,  and  heroick  refolution  of  his  highnefs,  the 
lord  proteftor,  who  fhews  to  be  fo  fenfible  of  the  perfecutions  of  thofe  poor  floclcs,  and 
who  undertakes  their  proteftion.  By  fuch  a  glorious  aftion  he  approves  himfelf  the  pro- 
teftor of  all  thofe,  that  are  perfecuted  for  righteoufnefs  fake,  and  wins  to  himfelf  the 
affeftion  of  all  opprefTed  people,  chiefly  of  our  brethren  now  in  trouble,  and  all  others 
interefted  in  their  re-eftablifhment,  and  who  do  all  together  inceflfantly  offer,  and  will  ftill 
offer  unto  God  their  moft  fervent  vows  for  his  profperity. 

France  cannot  deny,  but  that  their  forces  have  been  imployed  in  that  aftion.  All  the 
French  foldiers,  that  were  there,  do  witnefs  flill,  that  fix  regiments  of  the  French  army, 
namely,  Grancey,  Amboife,  Carignan,  Montpezat,  De  Ville,  and  the  Irifh  regiment, 
have  been  made  ufe  of  therein.  And  the  French  Gazette,  printed  at  Paris  the  8th  of  May 
1655,  with  privilege,  relating  the  news  from  Turin  of  the  24th  of  April,  doth  confirm  it, 
faying,  that  with  the  guides,  and  with  fuch  orders  as  they  received  from  the  count  de  Quin- 
cey,  who  commands  the  French  army,  they  came  into  the  vallies  by  almoll  inaccefTible 
places. 

Befides  the  cruelties  you  have  heard  formerly,  I  have  been  lately  informed  by  thofe 
that  faw  it,  that  thofe  maffacrers  have  ripped  the  bellies  of  women  with  child,  and  took 
the  infants  upon  the  point  of  their  halbards ;  and  that  they  have  nailed  divers  perfons 
upon  the  branches  of  trees,  and  fo  made  them  cruelly  die.,  They  have  carried  away  a 
great  number  of  children,  whom  they  have  facrificed  to  the  idol.  They  do  torment  the 
prifoners  in  a  ftrange  manner,  to  force  them  to  change  their  religion ;  and  if  they  refufe 
it,  they  put  them  to  death  in  the  prifons,  where  they  have  ftrangled  many,  or  make  them 
languifh  and  linger,  ftarving  them,  and  giving  them  but  four  ounces  of  bread  and  a 
little  water. 

The  deputy  of  the  canton  of  the  Switzers  could  never  obtain  the  deliverance  of  the 
prifoners  ;  yea  and  he  never  could  prevail  to  have  liberty  to  fpeak  to  any  of  them,  nor 
even  of  thofe,  that  have  changed  their  religion,  whom  the  perfecutors  know  to  have 
apoftatized  by  mere  force,  and  therefore  they  keep  them  prifoners  ftill ;  and  if  any  of 
them  comes  again  to  profefs  the  truth,  they  do  infiift  very  rigorous  pains  on  thenj. 
Such  as  they  could  not  catch,  they  have  banifhed  them  by  publick  edift,  printed  at 
Turin  the  23d  of  May  1655,  having  fet  a  price  upon  the  heads  of  any  of  them,  and 
3  promifed 
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promifed  rewards  to  thofe,    that  would  murther  any  of  them.     Upon  the  mountains,  or  A-  O.   165?. 
clifts  of  the  rocks,  divers  perfons  are  daily  found  ftarved,  either  by  cold  or  famine.  tar   v~\J 

Thofe  of  our  brethren,  who  are  come  again  into  their  poffeffions,  have  retaken  the 
ftrong  paffes  of  the  Vallies  at  Angrogne,  Val  St.  Martin,  Prumell,  and  other  places.  ,  The 
enemies  have  but  a  fmall  fort  in  the  mountain  at  Mirebouc,  and  in  the  plain  Bricheras, 
la  Tour,  and  the  town  of  Lucerne,  part  whereof  was  lately  burnt  by  ours  ;  but  lijpplies 
coming  to  the  enemies,  our  men  are  necelTitated  to  quit  that  place,  which  is  in  the  plain. 
Our  men  have  alfo  taken  and  burned  St.  Second,  Savillande,  Mirandol,  Oface,  and  other 
places,  that  their  bad  neighbours,  who  had  burnt  all  their  temples  and  houfes,  might  feel 
the  fruits  of  the  war,  and  be  paid  in  the  fame  coin. 

The  Vallies  being  wholly  deftroyed,  the  enemies  having  burnt  all  the  houfes,  and  what- 
foever  they  could  not  carry  away,  our  men  are  in  a  moft  extream  want  and  need,  be- 
ing forced  to  buy  very  dear  what  they  lack,  which  they  receive  from  other  places  ;  fo 
that  unlefs  they  be  powerfully  relieved,  it  is  impoffible  for  theln  to  fubfift  long. 

We  do  moft  humbly  intreat  you  to  prefs,  as  much  as  you  can,  that  they  might  fpeedily 
be  relieved. 

Since  the  deputy  of  the  cantons  hath  not  been  able  to  prevail,  we  think  they  will  fend 
an  embaflador.  But  as  we  are  fure,  that  they  fhall  not  fucceed,  unlefs  it  be  by  theatnings, 
,  and  by  a  mere  force,  it  is  thought  that  the  intervention  of  his  highnefs  the  lord  proteftor 
will  be  the  moft  powerful,  and  that  if  he  will  fpeak  high  and  big,  they  will  be  frighted, 
and  will  be  afraid  to  anger  him.  Therefore  it  would  be  m.oft  convenient,  that  his  high- 
nefs fhould  fpeedily  fend  fome  to  fee  and  conlider  the  ftate,  wherein  are  our  poor  brethren, 
and  to  advife  together,  what  is  beft  to  be  done  now  -,  it  being  impoffible  that  fuch  a 
bufinefs  be  well  managed  by  letters.  If  his  highnefs  refolves  to  fend  fome  body,  as  it 
is  moft  needfull,  to  treat  here,  we  wifh  extreamely  he  would  charge  you  with  that  com- 
miffion,  which  we  are  confident  you  will  worthily  difcharge ;  and  we  hope  you  will  not 
fhun  the  pain  of  that  voyage,  whereby  you  might  be  very  ferviceable  for  the  confolation 
and  re-eftabliftiment  of  thole  poor  perfecuted  Chriftians,  &c.

Good  friend, 

YOU  may  think  it  ftrange  I  took  fo  great  a  journey,  as  by  this  you  will  fee  I  have,  Vol.  xxvi, 
and  not  given  you  a  vifit  before  departure.  Surely  it  was  not  for  want  of  refped:  ;  p.  291. 
but  to  fpeak  plain,  for  fear  of  being  catched  by  fome  of  his  highnefs's  blood-hounds, 
who  for  fome  weeks  lay  in  wait  for  me  ;  and  if  catched,  muft  have  done  as  others,  I 
think  as  innocent  as  myfelf,  have  fuffered  a  long  and  tedious  imprifonment,  to  prevent 
which  I  went  where  I  am  ;  and  for  what  I  have  received  of  you  to  keep,  I  according  to 
your  defire  put  it  out  for  a  year  ;  but  feeing  you  have  need  of  it,  I  will  fo  order  my  con- 
cernment to  have  it  paid  to  you  in  a  fhort  time  ;  and  had  not  your  mother  and  fifter, 
who  I  thought  had  been  wifer,  with  others  fallen  fo  high  a  railing  at  me,  you  had  had  it 
before  now.  And  truly,  Hannah,  I  cannot  but  tell  you,  I  am  not  a  little  troubled,  that 
for  my  kindnefs  I  fhould  be  fo  ill  regarded.  Surely  I  have  not  deferved  it  at  none  of  your 
hands.  It  feems  I  am  made  the  abettor,  inventor,  and  chief  aftorofthat  bufmefs,  which 
how  foolifh,  God  and  your  own  confcience  can  witnefs  ;  fo  contrary  was  that  to  me  j  and 
God,  who  is  the  fearcher  of  all  hearts,  knows  I  would  have  given  a  100 1.  out  of  my  own 
purfe  (in  that  I  lay  at  my  houfe)  it  hath  not  been  done,  and  in  that  my  occafions  have  not 
permitted  me  to  write.  His  highnefs  it  feemeth  may  be  petitioned  about ;  and  fome  per- 
fons judge  my  friends  threatened  for  them  to  be  punifhed  for  me  by  fome  of  your  rela- 
tions. I  hope  your  fpirit  is  of  another  temper,  as  if  I  were  the  verieft  rogue  that  lived, 
and  intended  to  cheat  you.  No,  1  blefs  God,  I  can  fay  I  fcorn  fuch  an  equivocation, 
though  muft  tell  you  by  all  that  know  me^  as  well  as  myfelf,  would  have  been  counted 
(as  well  as  fhould  have  been  indeed)  a  fool  to  venture  perpetual  imprifonment  to  come  to 
give  you  your  money,  which  you  know  you  had  ordered  me  to  put  out  but  a  month  before. 
But  to  conclude,  I  do  affure  you,  you  fhall  be  paid  what  I  owe  you  within  three  or  four 
months.  I  fhall  fay  no  more,  but  you  fhall  find  me  as  heretofore  your  true  friend  j  and 
fo  tell  your  relations,  according  as  they  ufe;  me,  they  fhall  find  me

Sir, 


SINCE  my  laft  ft)  you  laft  week,  this  immediate  paft  faturday  at  ten  o'clock  at  night 
four  perfons  entered  with  falfe  keys  in  the  convent  of  the  Auguftines,  where  finding 
one  man  alone,  drew  him  down  the  flairs,  cut  off  both  his  hands,  broke  his  head,  and  cut 
his  body  into  fmall  pieces. 

Exaft  fearch  is  made  after  the  murderers,  but  yet  none  can  be  found. 

The  Hugonots,  that  fled  from  the  Vallies  to  Dauphine,  and  thereabouts,  are  httlj  re- 
turned about  one  thoufand  of  them  to  attempt  a  place  called  St.  Second,  where  near 
half  the  number  were  murdered,  they  pretending  to  get  into  the  place  by  force  (where 
marquis  de  Pianezza  left  one  hundred  and  fifty  foldiers  to  guard  the  place  ;)  at  length 
treated  with  the  garrifon,  and  a  compofition  was  made,  fo  far  that  the  foldiers  opened  the 
gatej  for  the  Hugonots,  who  as  foon  as  they  got  in,  fell  upon  the  catholicks  both  great  and

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fmall,  and  without  any  quarrell  deftroyed  all  with  great  cruelty.  This  caufed  the  lafl: 
niefday  his  royal  highnefs  to  fend  monfieur  MarolleS,  lieutenant  general  of  his  infantry, 
with  his  regiment  and  the  fquadron  of  SaVoy  to  hinder  fuch  diforders,  and  to  chafe  ^11 
the  Huo'onots  out  of  the  Vallies,  and  treat  them  as  they  have  the  catholicks.  But  it  is 
thought  he  can  do  but  little  harm  to  the  Hugonots,  having  their  retreats  to  the  territories 
of  France,  and  fome  inacceflible  places,  where  the  troops  of  Savoy  cannot  follow  them. 

In  the  mean  time  two  deputies  out  of  the  canton  of  Bern  in  Switzerland  arrived  here 
laft  week  to  treat  with  his  highnefs  for  accommodation  for  the  faid  Hugonots.  They  re- 
prefented  the  caufe  :  his  highnefs  anfwered,  he  would  communicate  their  bufmefs  to  his 
council,  and  after  give  anfwer  -,  and  in  the  mean  time  defired  the  deputies  to  go  and  ap- 
peafe  the  faid  Hugonots,  to  which  they  are  gone,  and  we  exped  their  return  from  them 
liiddealy  to  accommodate  them  befides. 

Here  you  have  the  frefheft  news  of  thofe  Hugonots  in  this  country,  I  affure  you,  from

Y  laft  unto  you  was  of  the  25th  paft  from  Tolon,  eight  leages  from   hence ;  when  Vol.  xx?!. 


gave  you  notice  I  was  theare  to  procure  of  admirall  Vandoifme  the  releafment  of  our  P-  294 
Englifh  fliips,  the  which  hee  immediately  accorded,  teUing  mee,  that  the  day  before  hee 
had  received  an  exprefs  from  the  court  for  that  purpofe. 

Since  my  arrivall  heare,  I  have  noe  further  advife  of  gen.  Blake,  then  that  he  was  ftill 
at  Argeirs,  where  hee  have  been  furnifht  with  all  things  hee  needed  to  content.  Monfieur 
de  Merkure's  Ikadron  of  fhips  and  gallys  hath  furnifht  Roza  with  provifions,  and  from 
thence  is  gone  to  a  place  called  Port  Vendoe,  which  is  neare  Cape  de  Quires,  and  hard  by 
Roza  alfo.  The  faid  place  they  have  befeidged  by  land  with  the  foldiers  they  carried  with 
them  ;  and  batters  it  by  fea  with  theire  fhips  and  gallys,  infomuch  it's  fupofed  in  a  very 
Ihort  time  they  will  have  it,  in  regard  it's  a  place  but  indifferently  fortified.  Theare  is  2 
Spanifh  gallys,  which  they  have  befeidged  alfo  with  2  berganteines,  which  in  probability 
they  will  have  alfo.  Monfieur  de  Merkure's  gallys  going  for  Roza  took  an  Englifh  fhip 
laden  with  lead,  tynn,  and  other  goods  bound  for  this  place  :  they  have  not  yett  fent  her 
for  Thollon.  When  Ibe  arrives  theare  we  hope  the  admirall  will  releafe  her.  The  Por- 
tegall  men  of  warr  not  yet  arrived  att  Thollon.  So  for  at  prefent  humbly  take  leavcj 
and  remayne

SINCE  my  former,  the  duke  of  Longueville  returning  from  the  waters  of  Bourbon,  vol.  xxvi. 
paffed  throvigh  Orleans,  where  he  met  his  royal  highnefs,  who  made  much  of  him,  p.  298. 
and  received  him  very  honourably  :  he  is  now  at  Montruebellay.  Madam  de  Longueville 
did  not  pafs  that  way,  being  yet  at  Bourbon.  Madam  de  Guife  arrived  laft  wednefday  at 
Orleans,  being  welcome  to  their  royal  highnefs,  to  whom  flie  prefented  the  next  day  in 
the  afternoon  the  tranfadtions  made  upon  the  arreft  of  the  accounts  betwixt  the  duke  of 
Orleans  and  his  daughter,  which  before  they  did  fee  it,  have  figned  it  ;  and  after  being 
read,  the  daughter  was  not  fatisfied,  being  in  hopes  of  more  before  that  was  judged.  The 
accounts  which  the  father  ow'd  to  the  daughter  amounted  to  about  1,200,000  livres,  upon 
which  the  judges  rebated  400,000  livres  for  the  poffeffion  of  the  lands  the  daughter  had 
before  fhe  came  to  her  due  age,  of  which  ihe  received  the  profit  of  the  reft.  She  is  to  be 
paid  within  three  years  by  her  father  equally  in  three  times,  but  the  father  being  fo  good, 
is  thought  will  content  her  wholly  of  what  fhe  defires,  if  fhe  will  but  have  patience.  There 
are  many  circumftances  in  that  procefs,  but  I  fee  them  not  worth  the  pains  of  writing, 
being  not  to  your  purpofe. 

The  duke  of  Orleans  and  his  wife  parted  from  Orleans  monday  laft,  and  went  to  Blois  -, 
Mademoifelle  went  the  fame  day  to  St,  Fargeau,  and  in  like  manner  parted  madam  de 
Guife  for  Paris.

LO^NJ       We  have  alfo  from  Rome,  that  his  holinefs  refufed  the  abbot  de  la  Riviere  the  bulls 
of  his  bifhoprick  of  Langres  ■■,  but  that  is  not  certain. 

I^ft  week  a  man  being  accufed  of  blafphemy  here  was  whipt  thorough   the  ftreets  of 
this  city,  and  afterwards  had  the  favour  to  carry  the  king's  arms,  being  two  flower  de  lis. 

The  parliament  commanded  all  the  prevofls  here  to  put  in  execution  the  king's  orders 
againft  the   laquies  not  to   carry  any  fword,  for  which  one  was   four   days  ago  whiptx 
thorough  the  ftreets,  and  had  been  hanged,  were  it  not  he  made  them  believe,  he  came 
then  out  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Marquis  de  Thiange  marries  this  day  madam  de  Mortemart,  and  fo  does  mr.  de 
Villequier  mademoifelle  de  Villeroy. 

This  morning  the  king  reiterated  his  orders,  and  had  them  printed,  and  affixed  to  the 
walls  of  Paris,  that  all  the  officers  fhould  come  to  their  rendezvous  in  the  field  this  very 
day,  upon  pain  to  lofe  their  places  ;  and  his  majefty  knowing,  that  many  v/ill  not  obey, 
commanded  all  governours  and  generals  to  command  them  out  timely,  upon  pain  to  lofe 
their  places  and  honours.  In  the  mean  time  mr.  Turenne  endeavours  to  do  what  he  can 
in  gathering  all  his  troops  together  towards  Chauny,  and  the  court  intends  towards  la  Fere 
in  Picardy.  It  is  not  yet  well  known,  how  we  fhall  begin  our  campaign.  The  armies 
of  the  faid  mr.  Turenne  will  be  compofed  of  337  companies  of  foot,  and  292  companies 
of  cavalry,  which  will  come  to  the  number,  as  fuppoled  10,000  men,  without  compre- 
hending the  regiment  of  guard  and  the  king's  horfe.  Some  fay  they  will  befiege  Lon- 
drecy,  if  they  be  not  near  it  already. 

It  is  written  from  Verdun  of  the  28th  laft  month,  that  marquis  Duflelles  was  arrived 
without  his  baggage,  to  gather  all  his  troops  that  fhali  compofe  the  Lorrain  army  there- 
abouts ;  and  that  the  Spanifh  army  that  is  upon  the  river  of  Muze,  begins  to  remove  ; 
upon  which  river  they  made  a  bridge  at  Guiet,  to  pafs  when  they  fee  occafion.  Likewife 
that  mr.  count  de  Duraze  was  at  Philipville,  and  marquis  de  Perfan  at  Marienburg,  to  or- 
der in  fome  troops  to  Rocroy,  where  there  are  already  2000  foot,  which  are  working  a 
fecond  counterfcarpe,  hearing  the  French  were  to  befiege  it. 

The  ceremonies  of  the  prince  de  Modena  and  mademoifelle  Martinozzi  were  folem- 
nized  laft  funday  at  Compiegne.  Yefterday  they  were  to  depart  from  Modena,  conveyed 
by  mr.  count  de  Noailles  and  his  wife,  who  will  difburfe  all  for  their  voyage,  till  they 
come  thither,  and  will  be  recompenfed  when  they  reairn  hither.  The  duke  of  Savoy 
•  hearing  that  the  Hugonot  cantons  of  Switzerland  fent  their  complaints  to  his  majefty  of 
France,  for  the  affronts  done  to  the  Hugonots  of  Valle  de  Lucerne  and  St  Martin,  fent 
a  courier  himfelf  to  the  French  court,  defiring  not  to  give  any  proteftion  to  the  faid 
Hugonots. 

Mr.  Fabry,  brother  to  the  chancellor's  wife,  died  laft  friday  in  the  morning,  being 
more  indebted  than  he  was  worth.  We  hear  our  treaty  with  you  can  take  no  effeft,  and 
that  the  extraordinary  Spanifti  embaflador  will  retard  it.  We  hear  nothing  from  your 
fleet  at  fea,  and  lels  from  our  own  as  yet  j  which  is  all  the  news  known.

Vol.  xxvi.      TT'OURS  I  received  by  this  poft  barren  of  news  ;  only  the  protestor's  mercy  to  moft  of 
p.  30Z.  j[     the  late  rifers,  which  truly  they  deferved  not ;  however  his  highnefs's  indulgence  is 

commendable.  We  fee  here  our  treaty  with  his  highnefs  is  retarded,  which  gives  us  the 
greater  jealoufy  of  marquis  de  Leda,  though  fome  have  written  hither  by  the  laft  poft 
from  London,  that  marquis  de  Leda  would  foon  return  into  Flanders  re  infetla.  Here 
fince  my  laft  we  have  no  other  news,  but  what  you  have  in  the  occurrents  annexed. 

Becaufe  you  are  fo  curious  after  the  bufinefs  of  the  Hugonots  of  Savoy,  I  am  inquifitire 
of  that  matter ;  and  yefterday  I  have  feen  a  letter  from  Turin,  the  manfion  city  of  the 
duke  of  Savoy  of  the  19th  of  May,  which  imports  thus  : 

That  the  troops  in  that  country  begin  their  meetings,  and  troops  of  France  there  in 
,    their  march. 

The  1 8th  day  of  May  two  Hugonot  minifters,  with  58  others,  were  converted,  and 
made  abjuration  of  their  herefy  publickly  before  his  highnefs  in  the  great  church  of  that 
city  ;  and  immediately  one  of  the  minifters  preached  againft  the  religion  he  profefled 
before. 

Thurfday  before  the  date  of  this  letter  four  hundred  of  the  Hugonots  Savoyan,  that 
fled  into  France  out  of  St.  Martin,  and  other  places,  marched  in  arms  to  the  Valley  of 
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St.  Martin,  where  they  burnt  the  prevofle  of  Pery  and  that  of  Mizolo,  and  returned,  A.  D.  1655. 
■after  having  taken  with  them  all  they  could  meet  in  their  way.  And  friday  following  be-  C^V^ 
ing  encreafed  to  the  number  of  600,  they  came  to  St.  Seconde,  where  they  entered  into  a 
houfe  of  the  catholick  reformed  fathers  de  la  mijfwn,  flew  a  prieft,  a  lackey,  and  a  boy 
of  15  years  old  at  his  prayers  before  the  altar.  After  they  took  away  all  they  could  find 
in  the  church  and  houfe,  and  returned.  As  they  were  rigorouQy  dealt  with  by  the  catholicks, 
fo  they  deal  with  them,  where  they  are  ftrongeft.  Thefe  letters  bring,  that  they  kill  all 
children  they  can  catch,  and  cut  off  their  heads  ;  but  that  may  be  partiality  in  the  writer 
of  the  letter  or  fome  other,  for  fure  they  are  not  fo  inhuman  as  to  do  fuch  things.  How- 
ever it  is  fo  prefented  at  the  duke's  court.  Wherefore  his  highnefs  fent  count  de  Cam- 
pillione  with  a  body  of  the  army  to  fupprefs  them.  What  further  fhall  come  of  it  you  fhall 
know  as  foon  as  I  can,  for  I  intend  to  enquire  after  it,  being  you  fo  much  defire  it,  from.

My  son,  - 

WRIT  to  you  in  my  laft  what  I  had  underilood  fmce  my  arrival  at  court.  All  that  Vol.  xxvi. 
__  the  Swifs  propofed  and  declared  to  monfieur  Ondedi  of  his  relation's  defigns  and  offers  P'  3o8. 
concerning  the  affairs  of  England,  hath  been  reported  to  his  eminence  by  the  faid  Ondedi  j 
whereof  1  have  not  had  yet  any  communication  given  me.  I  verily  believe  it  is  done  out  of 
defign,  and  to  caff  fome  kind  of  contempt  upon  your  proceedings.  And  in  regard  all 
things  pafs  here  with  much  intricacy,  I  have  difcovered  that  his  eminency  hath  fome 
other  correfpondents  in  England  befides  yourfelf  But  coming  yefterday  to  fee  the  earl 
of  Brienne,  being  very  much  troubled  about  your  affairs,  I  found  him  in  private  with 
his  eminence ;  and  flaying  till  he  came  out  from  him,  feeing  me  fomewhat  melancholy, 
he  told  me,  he  had  fome  good  news  to  tell  me  ;  that  he  had  received  letters  of  the  con- 
clufion  of  your  treaty  •,  and  that  by  the  next  we  fliould  hear,  that  it  was  figned.  At  my 
return  home  I  found  your  packet,  wherein  you  give  me  advice,  that  you  were  agreed 
upon  all  the  articles  with  your  commiffioners,  and  that  there  was  order  given  for  the  en- 
groffing  of  them.  I  wifla  you  may  fend  us  by  the  next  the  good  news  that  they  are 
figned,  and  that  no  longer  delays  may  be  fuggeflied  for  the  keeping  of  you  in  England. 
However,  as  long  as  you  fee  there  is  any  hopes  of  concluding,  never  come  away  ;  for  it 
is  better  to  hazard  3000 1.  more  than  to  lofe  the  fruits  of  all  your  labours  and  expences. 
I  know  you  are  hardly  put  to  it  to  find  money  for  your  fubfiftence  ;  and  I  confefs,  if  I 
had  it  at  prefent,  I  would  willingly  furnifli  you. 

On  monday  next  the  king  and  the  court  doth  remove  from  hence  for  la  Fere,  and 
from  thence  to  his  armies  ;  fo  that  I  Ihall  fuddenly  return  to  Paris,  where  I  fliall  expeft 
your  letters ;  and  in  the  mean  time  L  would  have  you  to  obferve  very  punftually  the  orders, 
which  fliall  be  fent  you  from  the  court.

YOURS  I  received  this  week,  by  which  I  fee  all  is  quiet  in  England,  and  barrennefs  of  yoj_  j^jj^jj 
news  as  now  we  have  almofl:  here.  You  heard  formerly  how  the  duke  of  Gloucefl:er  p.  30. 
arrived  here,  and  lodges  at  court  in  Ormond's  lodgings.  He  learns  Italian,  as  his  brother 
does ;  for  they  intend  to  have  a  bout  with  Rome.  It  is  faid  R.  C.  will  change  his  houfe, 
being  too  fmall  for  his  retinue,  and  all  that  follow  him  being  inchned  to  it  ;  for  within 
a  Abort  time  the  young  princefs  royal  with  her  young  prince  will  be  here,  and  then  we 
Ihall  have  a  formal  court,  with  all  ceremonies.  To  augment  this  court  already  colonel 
Stephens  and  other  gentlemen,  who  were  in  England,  came  fafe  hither  with  the  duke. 
I  do  not  hear  what  is  become  of  Wilmot ;  yet  after  came  hither  chancellor  Hyde,  fir 
George  Hamilton,  and  fome  others.  The  lord  Wentworth  and  many  more  are  coming, 
as  they  fay  ;  but  how  they  fliall  all  live,  God  knows,  for  I  am  fure  I  do  not. 

Saturday  lafl:  arrived  here  from  Paris,  fent  by  the  quondam  queen,  one  mr.  Thomas  Tal- 
bot, and  one  other  gentleman  with  him.  They  were  with  the  king  the  firfl:  day,  and 
next  with  Ormond.  They  come  to  confult  of  fending  fome  perfons  to  Rome,  and  fay 
fome  other  plot  is  now  found  out  for  R.  C.  far  beyond  any  that  yet  he  had  in  excellency. 
What  I  can  learn  further  of  it,  you  fliall  have  as  foon  as  I  can.

he  complains,   that  the  merchants  do  not  obferve  the  treaty  made  in  the  year  1649.    The 
lords  of  Holland  have  ordered  the  fame  to  be  examined. 

The  Swedilh  preparations  do  caufe  the  greateft  difficulties.  It  is  credibly  affirmed, 
that  their  defign  is  againft  Pillauw  and  Elbing,  to  take  away  the  toll,  that  is  put  upon 
corn.  Holland  would  not  willingly  engage  againft  Sweden  ;  yet  they  cannot  well  futier, 
that  the  Swedes  Ihould  become  mafters  ;  wherefore  they  do  daily  confiilt  how  to  prevent 
it.  Letters  are  fent  into  England  and  France  to  their  embaffadors,  to  confider  how  the 
fame  may  be  accommodated. 

At  Amfterdam  feveral  men  of  war  are  making  ready  to  convoy  the  merchants  (as  is 
faid)  through  the  Sound. 

They  do  confer  with  the  minifter  of  Brandenburgh  about  a  treaty  for  preferving  of 
thofe  few  places,  which  he  doth  poiTefs.

p.  386.  *  VV     fad  condition  of  the   fervants   of  the  Lord  in  Piedmont,  called  the  Waldenfes, 

upon  the  informations,  that  have  hitherto  come  to  us.  Sad  tidings  are  thefe,  that  the 
precious  fons  of  Sion,  comparable  to  fine  gold,  fhould  be  efteemed  as  an  earthen  pitcher, 
the  work  of  the  hands  of  the  potter  ;  Lam.  iv.  2.  Let  it  not,  my  lord,  be  as  nothing  to 
you  and  us  that  ftand  by,  when  we  hear  fuch  a  relation,  and  cannot  behold  any  forrow 
like  unto  that  forrow,  which  is  done  unto  them,  wherewith  the  Lord  hath  afflifted  them  in 
the  day  of  his  fierce  anger.  Let  us  all  refolve  to  put  on  garments  of  heavinefs  with 
them,  and  fay  as  formerly  the  church.  Lam.  ii.  11.  Our  eyes  fail  with  tears,  our  bowels 
are  troubled,  our  livers  are  poured  upon  the  earth,  for  the  deitrudion  of  the  daughter  of 
our  people,  becaufe  the  children  and  fucklings  are  fpoiled  in  the  ftreets. 

As  to  the  tranfadtions  of  your  affairs  with  foreign  ftates,  we  rather  defire  to  truft  the 
wifdom  of  the  Lord,  by  which  we  hope  you  aft,  than  to  take  the  confidence  to  pry  into 
them  i  and  therefore  Ihall  not  in  the  leaft  prefume  to  interpofe  with  our  advice,  but 
■  rather  humbly  to  beg,  that  thefe  and  other  diftreffed  proteftants  in  the  world  may  continue, 
as  we  hope  they  are  already,  much  upon  your  heart,  that  thefe  nations  may  not  fit  down 
in  quiet  and  contentment,  as  if  they  were  in  a  blefl^ed  condition,  when  the  4iftreffed  and 
afflifted  people  of  God,  have  fo  bitter  a  portion,  even  a  cup  of  aftonifhment  put  into 
their  hands  to  drink,  by  that  fcarlet  ftrumpet,  who  makes  herfelf  drunk  with  the  blood  of 
the  faints,  becaufe  they  refufe  to  drink  of  the  wine  of  her  fornication.

THE  court  is  flill  at  Compiegne,  where  the  betrothing  of  the  duke  of  Modena's  Vol.  xxvs, 
eldeft  fon  with  the  lady  Martinozzi  has  been  accomplifhed  on  thurfday  laft.  The  P-  3'3- 
ceremonies  of  the  wedding  were  made  on  the  funday,  there  being  both  balls  and  mafks, 
each  one  ftriving  to  teflify  by  his  joy  the  part  they  took  in  that  of  his  eminence,  who 
hath  never  fhewed  himfelf  fo  joyful.  It  is  thought  the  king  will  depart  from  thence  on 
friday  next  for  la  Fere.  Marfhall  of  Turenne  having  call  a  convoy  into  Quefnoy,  was 
yeflerday  to  caft  a  fecond  therein,  whilfl:  all  the  troops  deflinated  for  his  army  arrive  from 
all  fides  to  their  rendezvous.  There  runneth  alfo  a  rurriour,  that  Landrecy  is  invefted, 
but  I  believe  not.  The  enemies  fortify  all  other  places.  Yoii  may  fee  by  the  here  an- 
nexed copy  of  a  letter  from  Verdun,  which  cometh  from  a  perfon  of  quality  and  em- 
ployment, which  will  inform  you  of  the  ftate  of  the  affair  of  the  frontier  of  Champagne. 
It  is  thowght  the  duke  of  Mantua's  voyage  is  broken,  or  that  it  is  put  off  for  a  while. 
The  differences  between  the  duke  of  Orleans  and  mademoifelle  his  eldeft  daughter,  touch- 
ing the  adminiftration  he  hath  had  of  her  means  during  her  minority,  have  been  ended  by 
the  arbitrators,  which  had  been  nominated  by  the  dutchefs  of  Guife,  to  whom  they  had 
wholly  remitted  themfelves.  Mademoifelle  hath  not  received  the  advantages  fhe  promifed 
herfelf  thereof ;  and  I  believe  that  all  things  being  well  compenfed,  they  will  remain  re- 
ciprocally quitted. 

It  is  written  from  Rome,  that  amongft  the  reformations  made  by  the  pope,  he  hath 
caufed  a  command  to  be  given  unto  all  the  whores  that  are  there,  to  go  out  of  the  faid 
city,  and  out  of  all  ecclefiaftical  land,  under  penalty  of  corporal  punilhment  •,  whereupon 
hath  been  found  written  upon  the  Pafquin,  Laudate  pueri  dominum.

downefall  of  that  intereft,  which    is  fo  diametrically  oppofite  unto  that,  which  wee  may 
call  truely  our  Lord  Jefus  his  worke  and  defigne,  which  wee  may  with  aflTurance  be  per- 
fwaded it  will  be  fullfilled  in  it's  time  and  feafon.     I  confefs  I  am  not  without  my  hopes, 
that  his  highnefs  may  be  particularly  raifed  up  for  fuch  a  day  as  this  is,  in  being  a  fhelter  to 
thofe  poore  perfecuted  proteftants   in  forraine  parts.

My  lord, 

V.  1,  p.  331.  T  HAVE  received  with  your  lafl:  letter  of  the  29  of  May,  that  of  his  eminence  and  of 
X  the  earl  of  Brienne,  which  declare,  that  fome  had  given  to  the  court  advice,  which  did 
differ  much  from  that  you  had  at  Paris ;  for  the  court  was  affured,  that  it  depended  on  me 

only 
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only  to  conclude,  and  that  the  proteftor  complained,  that  the  king  had  no  other  defign^.  D.  1655. 
but  to  amufe  him  ;  and  you  underftood,  that  it  was  this  government,  which  endeavoured  OOrXJ 
nothing  elfe  but  to  deceive  me.  I  will  not  tell  you  my  opinion  upon  thefe  two  advices  ; 
but  only  I  will  aflTure  you,  that  it  muft  be,  that  I  am  very  ftupid  for  not  obferving,  that  they 
did  endeavour  here  to  delay  my  negotiation.  In  my  mind  I  conceieve,  that  all  my  letters 
have  ftill  declared  fo  much,  and  you  may  anfwer  in  my  defence,  when  you  hear  any  body 
Ipeak  of  it,  that  I  can  fee  as  well  as  thofe  who  are  at  Paris,  and  that  I  govern  my  condud; 
according  to  my  orders.  I  expeft  upon  my  letter  of  the  laft  week  fome  kind  of  anfwer. 
I  would  have  the  court  to  take  their  laft  refolution  as  well  upon  this  day's  letter,  as  upon 
that  which  the  lord  proteftor  faith  he  will  fend  by  an  exprefs.  If  the  court  doth  write 
precifely  in  their  letter,  which  I  expedl,  I  will  foon  difpatch  my  bufmcfs  here,  being  very 
weary  of  ftaying  here  any  longer  with  fo  little  fatisfaftion  ;  befides  I  do  ingenioufly  confefs, 
I  do  find  them  now  not  to  deal  fincerely  with  me.  However  I  do  earneftly  entreat  you  to 
do  all  what  you  can  to  procure  me  fome  money,  in  cafe  it  be  my  misfortune  to  make  anv 
longer  abode  in  this  country,  that  fo  I  may  have  wherewithal  to  fubfift.  Without  doubt 
the  ill  humour,  which  the  news  of  this  day  will  produce,  will  render  my  purfuances  lefs 
favourable  •,  but  it  may  be  after  the  firfh  motions  they  will  confider,  that  there  is  not  any 
thing  to  be  laid  to  my  charge  ;  that  I  have  not  been  wanting  in  my  cares  and  endeavours  ; 
and  if  that  there  hath  been  fo  much  diverfity  in  my  advice  within  this  month,  it  hath 
been  occafioned  through  the  different  words,  which  have  been  given  me  ;  and  unlels  I 
would  make  falfe  relations,  I  could  not  write  otherwife.  But  the  court  may  remember, 
that  I  have  always  hinted  in  my  letters,  that  the  intention  of  the  prote6lor  and  this  go- 
vernment was  always  to  amufe  us,  and  not  to  conclude  till  the  very  laft :  and  this  doth 
appear  by  what  the  fecretary  of  ftate  hath  fent  me  this  evening,  inftead  of  the  treaty, 
which  he  promifed  to  fend  me  after  it  was  writ  out  fair :  he  hath  fent  me  word,  that 
his  highnefs  would  firft  fend  an  exprefs  to  the  king,  with  a  letter  in  favour  of  the  pro- 
teftants  of  Savoy,  who  fuffer  great  perfecutions  ;  that  they  would  fend  me  to  morrow  the 
copy,  and  defire  a  pafs  of  me.  This  pretence  of  delaying  is  a  little  coloured  ;  befides, 
they  could  not  find  any  other,  in  regard  all  the  conditions  are  agreed  on,  and  this  govern- 
ment,  it  may  be,  doth  think  to  render  themfelves  agreeable  to  the  people  of  England  by  fuch 
offices  ;  and  that  the  rupture  with  France  would  pafs  for  a  war  for  religion  fake  -,  but  the 
people  is  difabufed,  and  have  learned  more  wit,  having  had  experience  enough  of  this 
fallacy  in  their  own  wars.  And  the  people  of  condition  and  underftanding,  and  foreign 
nations  will  not  find,  that  after  three  years  delay,  the  juftic^;,  though  never  fo  vigo- 
rous, which  the  duke  of  Savoy  doth  exercift,  ought  to  produce  upon  good  ground  a  war 
between  France  and  England.  Befides  I  can  hardly  believe,  that  the  lord  proteflor  doth 
know  himfelf  fo  ill,  that  the  power  of  the  king,  and  the  weaknefs  of  Spain,  can  caufe 
him  to  hope  any  advantage  from  a  war  with  the  one,  and  from  a  ftrift  league  with  the 
other :  however  the  wifeft  may  fail  -,  and  then  it  is  hard,  that  the  conjeftural  reafonings,  ■ 
fuch  as  mine  are,  fhould  not  be  falfe.  If  I  had  not  particular  advice,  I  would  not  rely 
fo  much  upon  that,  which  to  my  thinking  ought  to  be,  and  that  which  every  body  doth 
believe  ;  and  the  defign  of  their  fleet,  which  is  gone  for  America,  is  a  fufficient  argument 
to  induce  every  body  to  believe  it. 

They  have  imprifbned  fome  here  on  fufpicion  of  a  defign  againft  the  perfon  of  the  pro- 
teflor. The  lawyers,  who  are  in  prifon,  fay  not  a  word,  and  the  caufes  of  their  clients  are 
put  off  till  a  further  hearing. 

I  had  hoped,  that  my  exprefs  would  have  brought  you  the  articles  figned  ere  now  -,  but 
now  you  muft  not  any  longer  exped:  them,  unlefs  they  alter  their  mind  here,  which  is  not 
likely.  I  could  wifh  this  might  find  you  at  Compiegne,  that  fo  you  might  fend  me  word 
more  particularly  how  you  find  the  minds  of  the  minifters  ;  and  that  governing  my  con-  - 
duft  upon  their  intrinfical  motions,  I  might  not  expofe  myfelf  to  be  accufed  hereafter  of 
precipitation,  or  of  too  much  patience  •,  and  that  you  might  according  to  the  refolutions, 
which  the  court  fhall  take,  follicit  fome  orders  for  my  particular  interefts.

My    LORD, 

Vol.  xxvi,      T  T  will   require  no  fmall  time  to  learn  the  humours  of  this  government,  their  way  of 
P-  323-  ■*-  proceedings  being  altogether  ftrange  and  different  from  others  :  this  will  appear  unto 

you  to  be  truth,  if  you  will  confider  but  this  one  paffage.  About  two  months  fmce  we 
were  agreed  upon  all  the  articles  -,  and  at  the  time  when  I  expefted  my  commiffioners  to 
fign,  they  formed  a  difficulty  upon  that  of  the  tranfporting  of  the  goods  of  enemies. 
After  that  I  had  yielded  to  their  defire  upon  the  word,  which  the  lord  embaffador  of  the 
United  Provinces  brought  me  on  their  behalf,  of  a  fpeedy  conclufion,  they  came  to  me 
with  articles  altogether  differing  from  thofe,  upon  which  we  were  agreed  in  writing, 
mentioning  old  queftions  having  no  ground  to  uphold  them  ;  neither  would  they  have 
made  any  ftir  about  it,  or  invented  fo  many  pretences,  had  their  defign  not  been,  that  they 
had  a  mind  to  flay  for  the  embaffador  of  Spain,  to  hear  what  he  had  to  propound.  After 
this  happened  fome  domeftick  troubles,  which  gave  them  fome  further  matter  to  furnifh 
me  with  new  put-offs.  Nothing  could  be  refolved  upon  concerning  my  affairs  during  that 
time  ;  and  now  it  is  about  eight  days  fince,  that  my  commiffioners  gave  me  pofitive  word 
not  to  defer  it  any  longer,  I  have  preft  them  ever  fmce  to  fign  the  treaty  ;  they  have 
feemed  ftill  to  defire  the  fame,  caufing  the  treaty  to  be  writ  over  fair ;  and  having  kept 
me  in  this  hope  till  this  afternoon,  having  fent  to  know  in  the  morning  how  affairs  ftood, 
the  fecretary  of  ftate  gave  me  the  fame  hopes,  which  my  commiffioners  had  done  ;  but 
fmce  he  hath  altered  his  tone,  and  fent  me  word,  charging  my  man  to  tell  me,  that  his 
highnefs  being  moved  at  the  cries  and  lamentations  of  the  poor  proteftants  of  Savoy,  had 
refolved  firft,  before  he  would  fign,  to  fend  an  exprefs  to  the  king  in  their  behalf;  adding 
many  proteftations,  that  it  was  no  pretence  to  hinder  the  accommodation ;  but  that  the  great 
cruelties,  which  were  exercifed  againft  their  confraters,  whereof  the  news  cam^e  but  to  day, 
and  the  great  authority,  which  the  king  hath  upon  the  duke  of  Savoy,  did  oblige  my  lord 
prote6lor  to  do  them  this  office  •,  and  that  he  could  not  fign  a  treaty  in  fuch  a  rencounter 
as  this.  I  confefs  I  was  furprized  at  this  alteration ;  if  one  do  confider  the  reafons  I 
have  for  it ;  firft  the  advantage  this  government  will  find  in  the  amity  of  France ; 
fecondly  the  affurance  my  commiffioners  gave  me  of  an  accommodation.  And  thirdly  the 
defign  of  their  fleet  in  America  againft  the  Spanifh  poffeffions  there. 

I  know  not  now  to  what  I  ffiall  attribute  this  proceeding  fo  contrary  to  all  expedtation. 
The  zeal  of  religion  certainly  is  not  able  to  fhake  the  defign  of  the  lord  Proteftor.  It  is 
true,  that  Spain  hath  employed  feveral  agents  to  fpread  this  news  up  and  down,  to  pro- 
voke the  people  to  compaffion.  All  that  I  am  able  to  fay  is,  that  the  fending  of  this 
exprefs  with  a  letter  to  the  king  doth  give  great  jealoufy  of  miftruft,  and  that  it  is  a  mere 
pretence,  on  purpofe  to  delay  the  conclufion  of  the  treaty ;  and  in  cafe  they  do  not  alter 
their  refolution,  I  ftiall  make  my  retreat,  unlefs  I  am  ordered  to  the  contrary.

HERE -is  this  week  arryved  an  Inglilh  Ihip  from  the  Eaft  Indyes,  cal'd  the  Jonathan,  A.  D.  le^j. 
laden  with  peper  from  Bantam,  fom  fu^ar,  and  a  little  ginger.     This  is  the  fecond  (-/'"V^Nj 
fhip,  that  in  my  tym  has  come  to  this  place  direftly  from  the  Eaft  Indyes.     Shi  has  had  a    "vJ?"'"'' 
Guick  voyage,  not   being  abov  ii-|-  monthes  fince  fhi  departed  Ingland.     Upon  the  coafl  ' 

of  Spain  flii  met  with  a  fquadron  of  6  Argier  men  of  war,  who  tould  her,  that  general 
Blak  was  departed  from  Argier  towards  the  coaft  of  Provence  ;  and  that  his  fleet  had 
fownd  as  free  entertainment  ther,  as  if  they  had  bin  in  Ingland.  'Tis  not  improbable, 
but  wi  fhall  in  few  dayes  hav  fome  letters  from  the  fleet.  At  Genoa  has  bin  publiflit  a  free 
trade  for  the  ftate  of  Millan,  and  at  Naples  has  bin  taken  off  the  fequeftration  layd  on  the' 
Genewes  eftates,  all  which  fpeaks  an  ajuftment  betwixt  Spayn  and  them.  In  the  mean 
rym  the  duke  of  Modena  goes  on  in  levying  foldiors,  being  countehanc't  by  France,  and 
connyved  at  by  the  pope.  The  ould  cardinal  Medici  is  returned  to  Florence,  being,  as 
reported,  fom  diftaft  betwixt  the  pope  and  him.  The  pope  begins  to  be  myndful  of  his 
kindred,  having  made  his  brother  captain  of  the  guard,  and  begins  to  bi  myndful  of 
die  reft  of  his  kindred.  A  fmall  Inglifti  fhip  arryved  here  2  dayes  fince  from  Genoa  met 
with  8  Spanifli  gallyes  going  from  Naples  for  Finale  with  foldiors.  They  ar  lykwys  pre- 
paring to  fend  fom  fhips  from  Naples  with  foldiors  for  Cattalonia.  All  the  world  is  in 
expectation  what  defyn  generall  Pen's  fleet  is  gon  on.  Som  fay  Hifpagniola,  others  Cuba, 
Vera  Cruz,  Nombre  de  Dios,  Cartagena,  and  Porto  Bello.  This  latter  by  very  knowing 
men  would  prov  m.oft  advantagious,  bicaus  it  would  comand  the  trade  and  treafure  of 
Peru.

THIS  is  the  ipth  day  that  his  highnefs  parted  from  BrufTels.  That  which  did  oblige  y^^^  ^xvi, 
him  to  part  fo  foon  was  the  rumour  that  went,  that  Rocroy  was  to  be  befieged  j  and  p.  335. 
in  regard  he  would  not  negleft  any  thing  for  the  welfare  of  his  own  places,  as  well  as  of 
thofe  of  his  majefty,  he  came  in  all  hafte  to  Philipville,  where  was  the  rendezvous  of 
his  troops,  which  are  now  all  together,  and  in  a  very  good  condition.  The  enemy  hath 
put  within  thefe  two  days  a  new  convoy  into  Qiiefnoy.  Turenne  was  at  the  head  himfelf 
with  200  horfe  •,  he  found  no  refiftance,  the  generals  of  Spain  being  all  at  BruflTells,  and 
his  highnefs  not  having  forces  enough  to  oppofe  him,  in  regard  he  had  put  almoft  all  his 
forces  into  feveral  places,  and  that  his  horfe  was  not  then  arrived.  There  happened  a 
day  fince  a  very  fad  accident  at  Mariemburgh  ;  the  whole  magazine  was  blown  up,  and 
half  the  town  burnt,  many  were  killed.  As  foon  as  his  highnefs  had  notice  of  it,  he  fent 
prefently  two  regiments  of  horfe  and  one  of  foot  with  ammunition  j  fo  that  the  place  is 
out  of  danger  of  being  furprized.

My  lord, 

IF  you  were  not  in  a  country,  where  there  doth  fall  oftentimes  many  things  between  the 
cup  and  the  lips,  I  fhould  be  fare,  that  the  next  exprefs  would  bring  me  the  news  of 
the  figning  of  the  treaty.  I  do  expeft  it,  but  I  ftill  forbear  to  make  ready  the  compli- 
ment, which  I  owe  unto  you  upon  this  occafion,  in  regard  I  would  be  certain  of  the 
event  of  your  negotiation.  I  am  glad  to  underftand  by  your  letter  of  the  28th  of  the 
laft  month,  that  they  fpoke  to  you  fo  moderately  about  the  bufinefs,  that  had  happened  in 
Savoy  •,  for  it  is  not  credible,  what  a  deal  of  do  they  have  made  about  it  here.  The  pulpits 
have  thundered  it  out  to  fome  purpofe ;  and  they  accufed  us  for  giving  of  the  counfel, 
and  caufing  the  fame  to  be  executed.  In  fhort,  thofe,  that  do  not  love  us,  triumphed  fuffici- 
ently  for  fome  days.  Now  they  begin  to  be  informed  of  the  fad:,  they  will  be  fome- 
what  fatisfied  ;  but  the  people  are  ftill  enraged  about  it. 

They  are  bufy  with  a  minifter  of  the  duke  of  Brandenburgh,  to  contrive  fome  defenfive 
league  between  them  -,  but  it  proceeds  very  flowly. 

I  do  very  well  believe  what  you  write  me,  that  the  lord  proteftor  hath  given  leave  to  the 
Swedes  to  raife  6000  Scots  ;  but  I  ftiall  not  be  the  only  perfon,  that  doth  admire,  where 
Sweden  will  have  money  to  pay  thofe  levies,  after  fo  many  expences  which  they  have  been 
at  of  late  years. 

My  lord,  I  have  one  requeft  to  make  unto  you,  which  I  make  no  doubt  but  you  will 
be  willing  to  grant.  Monlieur  Servien  having  given  me  order  to  build  a  pleafure-boat  here 
for  the  king  to  take  his  pleafure  in  upon  the  river  Seine,  the  fame  being  built  in  the 
name  of  the  lord  embaffador  Boreel  in  France,  but  the  thing  being  difcovered,  now 
the  queftion  is,  how  to  fend  it  in  fafety.  If  your  treaty  be  concluded,  there  is  no  danger 
of  the  Englifti ;  but  if  not,  it  will  be  neceffary,  that  we  fhould  have  a  pafs  from  the  lord 
proteftor,  who,  in  my  opinion,  will  not  deny  to  give  it  for  a  pleafure-boat.  And  although 
your  treaty  be  not  concluded,  this  boat  being  acknowledged  by  my  lord  Boreel  to  belong 
to  him,  I  make  no  doubt  but  monfieur  Nieuport  will  do  you  the  favour  to  get  you  a  pafs. 
I  pray  let  this  pafs  be  had  as  foon  as  may  be.

Vol.  xxvi.      T^HE  earl  of  Stlerumb  hath  caufed  to  be  reprefented,  that  being  required  on  the  behalf 
p.  263.  A     of  the  king  of  Sweden,  to  raife  a  regiment  of  horfe,  and  for  him  to  ferve  a  cam- 

pain  as  colonel,  he  hath  well  begun  to  raife  the  regiment,  but  will  not  engage  in  the 
fervice,  without  leave  of  this  ftate,  defiring  permiffion  at  leaft  for  fix  months.  And  the 
commiffioners  of  Zutphen  faid,  that  daily  the  taverns  at  Zutphen  were  full  of  cavaliers 
and  Swedifti  officers,  drinking  to  the  health  of  the  king  of  Sweden. 

In  the  mean  time  that  they  are  here  in  great  jealoufy  of  the  faid  king  or  his  defign,  there 
was  but  one  province,  which  durft  refolve  in  the  negative  ;  all  the  reft  did  receive  it,  and 
took  time  to  confidpr  of  it.  But  in  regard  they  have  given  leave  to  ferve  elfewhere,  as 
well  the  king  of  France,  as  the  eleftors  of  Brandenburgh,  Heidelburgh,  &c.  they  can 
hardly  deny  it. 

There  will  be  further  notice  given  to  the  lord  Rofenwing,  that  they  do  not  find,  that 
his  requeft  or  demand  is  in  any  wife  grounded.

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May  30. 

It  feemeth,  that  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general  they  are  very  angry  at  thofe  ac-  a  d  5 
cidents  in  the  Vallies  of  Piedmont  ;  and  after  what  manner  they  have  writ,  is  to  be  feen  L^\r\j 
by  the  enclofed,  it  being  already  refolved  and  agreed  on  to  write  fo,  yea,  before  the  let- 
ter of  Zurich  was  arrived.  They  did  not  think  fit  to  write  to  the  king  of  France,  be- 
caufe  there  was  already  writ  about  it  to  the  lordBoreel.  I  faw,  that  one  of  the  ftates  gene- 
ral (formerly  a  good  Frenchman)  in  good  company  did  drink  to  the  health  and  good  fuccefs 
of  the  marquis  of  Caracena,  to  the  end  that  he  may  foundly  beat  thofe  troops  of  the 
duke  of  Savoy  ;  and  withal  faid,  that  they  regard  and  efteem  the  French  by  doing  of 
fuch  a  thing  not  a  hair  better,  yea  worfe  than  the  Spaniard  ;  fo  that  the  lord  Nieuport 
will  do  well  not  to  endeavour  fo  much  for  the  good  of  Frahce. 

May  31. 

There  are  fome  letters  from  the  commiflloners  at  Groningen  of  the  26th,  advifing 
that  they  were  ftill  bufy  in  pneliminaHbus,  and  that  either  party  did  endeavour  to  lay  and 
ground  their  right.  The  commiffioners  did  endeavour  to  induce  the  parties  to  fubmit 
the  difference. 

They  deliberate  to  afllft  the  banilhed  Piedmontefe  with  a  fubfidy  by  way  of  a  general 
tolleftion. 

There  hath  been  likewife  under  hand  a  complaint  of  thofe  of  the  reformed  religion  in 
the  country  of  Juliers  and  Berges,  how  that  the  duke  of  Newburgh  doth  deal  with  them 
fo  rigoroufly,  by  taking  from  them  their  churches,  and  by  hindering  of  them  to  preach. 

The  Danifh  minifters  do  ftill  infift  to  be  indemnified  for  their  lofs  fuftained  ;  and  a  new 
conference  is  appointed. 

In  Zealand  the  office  of  calling  the  ftates  together  doth  belong  to  the  council  of  ftate  ; 
now  it  doth  happen,  that  moft  of  the  council  are  for  'Holland  party,  who  do  delay  the 
convocation,  and  will  hinder  it,  if  they  can,  till  after  St.  John,  to  fee  how  the  eleftion 
will  go  at  Goes. 

June  i. 

There  is  come  a  letter  from  the  admiralty  of  Amfterdam,  containing,  that  they  haVe 
very  much  advanced  the  Ihips  defigned  for  the  convoys  towards  the  Mediterranean  fea  j 
fuch  a  name  they  give  it.  But  whether  at  prefent  they  will  make  ufe  of  them  before  any 
thing  elfe,  to  go  and  look  to  the  Sound,  will  be  feen  upon  this  fudden  affembly  of  Holland. 

Accidentally  alfo  will  be  mentioned  in  this  affembly  the  cafe  of  Gorcum,  two  of  the 
magiftrates  having  been  here  to  complain  to  the  council,  how  the  court  of  Holland  (which 
ought  not  to  manage  any  other  bufinefs,  but  the  juftice)  hath  interpofed  in  a  difference  be- 
longing purely  to  the  ftate,  declaring,  that  the  court  hath  attempted  upon  their  privileges. 

The  faid  council  hath  fent  this  complaint  to  the  cities  to  come  inftru6ted  upon  it  ;  and 
in  all  likelihood  the  moft  part  will  be  for  the  magiftrate,  and  will  not  have  the  court  to 
meddle  with  affairs  of  ftate. 

They  are  fully  refolved  to  do  good  to  the  poor  exiled  Piedmontefe  ;  but  they  have  writ, 
whether  they  do  defire  it  in  corn  or  in  money.  They  would  alfo  willingly  have  it,  (at 
leaft  it  hath  been  fpoken  in  the  affembly)  that  the  protedor,  who  is  powerful  at  fea,  ftiould 
give  fome  blow  to  the  duke  of  Savoy,  or  his  territories  and  harbours. 

In  Zealand  the  council  cannot  yet  agree  about  the  day  of  the  affembly  5  and  that  is 
done  to  favour  the  Holland  party  at  Goes. 

June  2. 

The  accident  of  the  Piedmontefe  doth  ftill  jog  on,  there  having  be^n  deliberation  td 
order  a  coUedlion  to  be  made  for  them  ;  upon  which  the  lords  of  Holland  have  promifed 
to  declare  themfelves.  And  there  being  printed  here  in  the  weekly  intelligence,  that  the 
Piedmontefe  through  the  maffacring  of  two  capuchins  had  occafioned  their  own  ruin,  thofe 
of  Holland  caufed  the  printer  to  be  found  out,  call'd  Breeckvelt,  to  know  of  whom  he 
had  that  news  :  he  abfented  himfelf,  and  is  not  to  be  had.  It  is  fuppofed,  that  the  em- 
baffador  of  France,  or  the  council  of  that  nation  Janot,  did  caufe  it  to  be  printed.  The 
lord  Nieuport  hath  writ,  that  the  treaty  between  France  and  England  is  fully  concluded. 
I  do  perceive,  that  the  cleareft  fighted  do  conceive  at  prefent  fome  jealoufy  from  that,  and 
would  be  willing,  that  that  treaty  might  not  be  ended  i  for  they  do  imagine,  that  France 
and  Sweden  are  agreed  to  prejudice  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  and  that  the  chlefeft  defign  of 
the  Swedifti  preparations  is  againft  Auftria.  And  the  lord  Nieuport  will  have  no  great 
thanks  given  him  for  helping  to  conclude  the  treaty  between  England  and  France.

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A.  D.  1655.      The  affembly  of  Holland  doth  only  flay  for  the   raet  penfionary  De  Witt,  who  will 
L/^VXJ  be  here  to  night. 

In  Zealand,  before  they  call  the  aflfembly,  the  council  will  make  a  journey  to  Tolen, 
to  endeavour  to  accommodate  the  difference  there. 

June  3. 

The  raet  penfionary  De  "Witt  arrived  here  yefterday  from  Gronlngen  ;  and  although 
the  bad  Hollanders  have  publilhed,  that  thefe  commilTioners  of  the  generality,  chiefly  the 
Hollanders,  were  gone  thither,  more  to  embroil  and  egg  on  the  bufmefs  (to  the  end  to 
difcover  the  weaknefs  of  a  ftadtholder)  than  to  accommodate  it  •,  however  he  hath  done 
much  good,  and  hath  had  good  fuccefs,  having  been  bufy  the  laft  day  from  nine  of 
the  clock  in  the  morning  till  palt  one  at  night,  having  made  an  agreement  by  pro- 
vifion  ;  the  refl  remaining  to  finifh  the  bufmefs.  Good  part  of  this  morning  was  fpent 
with  this  report  •,  as  alfo  with  the  report  of  the  arrears  of  thofe,  who  are  come  from  Brazil  ; 
item,  about  the  bufmefs  of  Limborch  and  Outremeufe.  They  have  alfo  propofed  again 
to  make  a  colleftion  for  the  poor  banilhed  people  of  Piedmont,  wherein  nothing  is  yet 
refolved,  in  regard  thofe  poor  people  have  not  yet  writ  hither  ;  and  all  that  hath  been 
refolved  here  hath  been  of  their  own  accord.  And  they  would  be  glad  to  fee  here,  that 
the  protedtor  would  undertake  the  re-eftablilhment  of  thofe  poor  people. 

As  for  the  alliance  with  Brandenburgh,  fome  prefs  it ;  however,  I  am  alTured  by  a  good 
hand,  that  on  the  behalf  of  Brandenburgh  they  do  remain  ftill  cold  and  irrefolute,  which 
doth  confirm  the  fufpicion,  that  Brandenburgh  is  agreed  with  Sweden.  Likewife  they  do 
here  very  much  admire,  that  the  city  of  Dantzick  doth  remain  fo  fecure  ;  or  that  it  doth 
not  make  any  addrefs  to  this  ftate,  to  demand  alTiflance  in  omnem  eventum  :  but  the  truth 
is,  that  in  the  year  1 65 1  this  flate  did  ufe  that  city  a  httle  rudely,  inciting  the  king  of 
Denmark  againfl  the  city  ;  and  fince  during  the  war  with  the  Englifh,  the  private  men 
of  war  have  ufed  great  infolence  againft  all  the  Eafterlings,  infomuch  that  the  city  of 
Dantzick  doth  make  no  addrefs  to  this  ftate. 

The  minifter  of  Denmark  doth  ftill  continue  here,  but  they  do  likewife  continue  not 
to  do  any  thing  in  what  he  demandeth. 

And  the  commifTioners  have  orders  to  make  a  projefted  anfwer,  which  will  be  a  ne- 
gative one.

My  lord, 

YOUR  letter  of  the  26th  of  the  laft  month  doth  give  us  hope,  that  through  your  Vol.  xxvi. 
patience  you   have   at  laft  overcome  all  the  difficulties,  which  you  had  met  with ;  p.  279- 
and  that  in  the  end  the  conditions  of  the  treaty  being  agreed  on,  there  remained  nothing 
but  the  appointing  of  a  day  and  hour  for  the  figning  of  them. 

I  confefs  to  you  ingenuoufly,  that  I  am  very  impatient  to  receive  your  next  letters. 
The  bufinefs  ought  not  to  be  left  fo  long  at  an  uncertainty  :  but  whofoever  knoweth  the 
Englifti,  doth  know,  that  whofoever  will  treat  with  them  muft  arm  themfelves  with 
much  patience.  There  could  not  be  better  anfwered,  than  what  you  have  done  to  the 
demand  of.  your  commifTioners,  who  would  pafs  for  men  altogether  ignorant  of  the 
affairs  of  the  world,  if  they  had  been  ignorant,  that  the  prince  of  Savoy  is  a  fovereign 
prince,  and  one  that  doth  difpofe  of  the  condud:  of  his  ftate,  as  he  thinks  fit.  But  hav- 
ing employed  .the  forces  of  France  to  chaftife  the  obftinacy  and  rebellion  of  his  fubjefts, 
(I  repeat  the  proper  terms,  whereof  he  maketh  ufe)  it  doth  give  occafion  to  intercede  for 
thofe  poor  miferable  creatures  ;  and  I  dare  believe,  that  if  the  protedlor  is  fatisfied  with 
what  hath  been  demanded  of  you,  that  they  may  inhabit  thofe  places,  which  have  been 
granted  unto  them,  I  make  no  doubt  but  it  will  have  its  effecft  ;  for  the  duke  of  Savoy  - 
cannot  well  deny  to  pleafe  his  majefty  therein.  For  my  part  I  believe,  that  the  faid 
people  are  in  the  wrong,  by  the  relation  which  I  have  feen  of  what  paft  upon  the  fubjed:  of 
this  bufinefs  ;  and  befides  through  the  knowledge  I  have  of  thofe  that  profefs  the  pro- 
teftant  religion,  they  are  always  inclined  to  meddle  ;  and  the  minifters  among  them  never 
get  any  reputation  amongft  them,  but  when  they  are  ftirring  them  up  to  fedition,  and 
that  they  themfelves  are  lookt  upon  as  zealots  for  their  religion. 

We  have  caufe  to  believe,  that  the  embafladors  of  the  catholick  king  did  fpeak  with 
fmcerity  enough  to  the  embaflfador  of  the  ftates  general,  that  there  will  be  very  little  for 
them  to  do  in  England,  which  they  have  confefled  without  declaring  it,  by  the  refolution 
taken  by  the  marquis  of  Lede  to  return  home,  and  to  leave  the  bufinefs  to  the  manage- 
ment of  the  cardinal. 

I  Ihall  forbear  to  add  any  thing  more,  in  regard  I  fuppofe  it  will  be  in  vain  ;  for  either 
you  have  figned,  or  elfe  you  are  upon  breaking.  Therefore  what  I  have  further  to  add 
Ihall  be  fignified  unto  you  by  next.  In  the  mean  time  I  hope  you  have  obferved  fuch 
orders  in  your  agreeing  to  the  articles,  as  have  been  given  you  from  hence.

High  and  mighty  lords, 

MY  lords,  fince  my  laft  preceding  letter  of  the  28th  of  May,  I  have  not  been  idle  Vol.  xxvi. 
to  inform  myfelf  further  of  the  cruelties  committed  againft  the  inhabitants  of  the  p-  338- 
Vallies  of  Piedmont ;  and  I  am  more  and  more  confirmed  in  the  occurrences  and  cir- 
cumftances,  as  I  have  related  the  fame  in  my  preceding  letter. 

This  affair,  by  fome  papifts  here  (as  I  likewife  underftand,  that  they  do  in  the  Nether- 
lands) is  coloured  under  pretence,  that  this  faid  mafTacre  has  been  made  as  a  well  deferved 
punifhment  for  a  great  crime,  committed  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  Vallies  ;  namely, 
that  a  papift  in  the  faid  Vallies  being  a  rich  man,  happening  to  die,  had  left  by  his  will 
and  teftament  his  whole  eftate  to  the  monks  of  the  milTion,  upon  this  exprels  condition, 
that  they  Ihould  make  a  monaftery  of  the  deceafed's  houfc,  there  to  receive  and  lodge 

fuch 
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A.  D.  1655.  fuch  miftionarles  and  other  priefts  of  the  Roman  clergy,  that  fhould  happen  to  pafs  there  *, 
^'''VNJ  which  houfe  being  finifhed,  thofe  proteftants  that  hved  at  the  faid  place  are  faid  to  have 
rifen,  and  falling  upon  the  faid  father  miflionaries  had  very  much  abufed  the  fame  ;  and 
that  after  having  murdered  them,  they  had  fkinned  them,  and  put  their  flcins  upon  fticks, 
and  carried  the  fame  in  procefTion  from  place  to  place  throughout  the  Vallies,  to  the 
greateft  fcorn  and  affront  of  the  Roman  religion.  That  fome  of  the  proteftants  of  the 
faid  Vallies,  who  detefted  this  pretended  faft,  had  fent  to  Turin  to  excufe  this  great  crime  ; 
and  that  his  royal  highnefs  had  fliewn  them  that  he  was  inclined  to  pardon  them,  but  that 
it  was  impoffible  to  leave  the  fame  unpuniftied,  and  thereupon  it  had  thus  happened. 

High  and  mighty  lords,  from  all  thofe  that  pretend  to  know  very  well  all  that  has  hap- 
pened'in  the  Vallies,  I  cannot  hear  that  there  is  any  thing  at  all  in  the  pretended  will, 
the  murther  of  the  miflionaries,  the  expofing  of  their  excoriated  Ikins,  and  the  deputa- 
tion fent  to  the  court  of  Turin  to  excufe  the  fame. 

Before  this  they  gave  out  here,  that  a  certain  inhabitant  of  the  Vallies,  (I  mean  a  pri- 
vate man)  out  of  a  perfonal  hatred,  had  killed  a  Roman  prieft  ;  and  that  thereupon  the 
faid  juft  punifhment  had  fallen  upon  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  Vallies  -,  but  at  prefent 
they  are  hence  fo  much  afhamed  of  the  untruth  of  the  faid  faft,  that  they  ftumble  from 
one  thing  tp  another  as  it  feems  to  difguife  this  cruel  example. 

It  is  gone  fo  far,  that  above  two  hundred  Switfers  (among  whom  alfo  thofe  of  your 
high  mightinefles  houfe  here)  are  fuddenly  gone  from  hence  to  Switferland,  in  order,  as 
they  fay,  to  help  to  revenge  the  faid  cruelty.  Now  comes  here  a  further  advice  from 
Grenoble,  which  fays,  that  the  exiled  Waldenfes  have  retired  out  of  Piedmont  into 
Dauphine,  and  Pregelas,  where  the  lord  duke  of  Lefdiguierres,  governor  of  Dauphine, 
had  promifed  them  his  protedlion.  However  that  they  were  attacked  in  an  hoftile  man- 
ner, as  alfo  the  reformed  inhabitants  of  Pregelas,  by  the  baron  or  marquis  of  St.  Do- 
main (being  aftually  in  the  king's  fervice)  with  French  troops,  who  after  having  killed 
fome  had  fet  fire  to  a  village  there,  which  was  done  by  the  faid  St.  Domain's  French  troops  ; 
whereupon  thofe  of  Pregelas  and  other  adjacent  Vallies  of  Dauphine,  having  taken  up 
their  arms,  had  repulfed  the  faid  St.  Domain  and  his  French  troops  back  into  Piedmont, 
from  whence  he  had  made  an  irruption  upon  the  French  territories.  I  muft  leave  the 
truth  hereof  to  the  further  advices,

Vol.  xxvi.      Ti  ^Y  lords,  on  monday  laft  four  Scottifh  lords,  who  have  been  here  In  the  tower  ever 
p.  330.  XVJL  fince  the  battle  of  Worcefler,  in  the  year  1651,  were  carried  fomewhere  elfe,  two 

in  a  coach  by  land,  and  two  in  a  barge  by  water ;  their  wives  and  fervants  could  not  obtain 
leave  to  follow  them.  About  the  fame  time,  two  or  three  Englifh  gentlemen  were  like-, 
wife  fent  from  thence  to  another  place.  They  have  for  fome  days  again  talked  of  a  new 
plot,  whereupon  a  ftrift  fearch  has  been  made  in  the  houfes  in  and  about  Covent  Garden, 
where  my  lord  Byron  and  fome  other  gentlemen  have  been  fecured.  Your  high  mightinelTes 
have  heard,  without  doubt,  by  the  way  of  Leghorn,  that  general  Blake  has  burnt  nine  men 
of  war  in  the  harbour  of  Tunis,  and  cannonaded  the  Moors  violently  in  their  forts.  The 
merchants  of  the  Turkey  company  here  are  afraid,  that  perhaps  it  may  be  revenged  upon 
them  ;  but  in  general  this  aftion  is  praifed,  and  they  wifh,  that  for  the  future  the  fhips  of 
your  high  mightineffes,  as  well  as  of  this  ftate,  might  be  employed  to  deftroy  the  naval 
forces  of  thefe  and  other  Corfairs.  Some  minifters  and  elders  of  fundry  churches  in 
London  have  been  with  the  lord  proteftor,  and  have  petitioned  with  many  moving  ar- 
guments, that  his  highncls  would  take  to  heart  the  mournful  condition  of  the  poor 
reformed  inhabitants  of  fome  Vallies  of  Piedmont ;  for  which  he  has  thanked  them,  and 
declared,  that  he  was  Ihocked.in  the  higheft  degree  at  the  inhuman  cruelties,  which  are 
pradlifed  there.  Yefterday  morning,  before  I  received  your  high  mightinelTes  letter  of  the 
27th  of  May  laft  paft,  I  was  told,  that  his  highnefs  had  received  a  further  and  circumftantial 
information  of  what  has  happened,  fent  him  from  out  of  thofe  quarters  •,  whereat  he  was 
aftoniftied  to  the  utmoft,  as  likewife  was  the  whole  council,  hearing  the  relation,  in  what 

manner 
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maimer  thofe  poor  wretches  were  butchered;  that  many  women  and  virgins,  after  Be- •A.  D.  165;; 
ing  fcandaloufly  raviflied,  were  murthered,  and  their  bodies  ripp'd  open,  and  numbers  of  Cy^V^ScJ 
infents  daflied  againft  the  rocks.  In  the  afternoon  your  high  mightineffes  above  mentioned 
letter,  with  the  other  inclofed  papers,  being  come  to  hands,  I  immediately  demanded  au- 
dience of  the  lord  proteftor,  which  was  given  me  in  the  evening  between  7  and  8  o'clock. 
His  highnefs  having  heard,  how  much  your  high  mightineffes  were  concerned  at  thofe  in- 
human murdersj  and  in  what  ftrong  terms  you  had  written  to  the  duke  of  Savoy  con- 
cerning the  fame,  declared,  that  he  was  exceeding  glad  to  obferve  your  high  mightineffes 
geeat  zeal  and  affedlion,  to  intercede  for  thefe  poor  innocent  people,  affuring  me  that  he 
was  moved  at  it  to  his  very  foul,  and  that  he  was  ready  to  venture  his  all  for  the  pro- 
tedlion  of  the  proteftant  religion  as  well  here  as  abroad  ;  and  that  he  mod  readily,  with 
your  high  mightineffes,  in  this  caufe  would  fwim  Or  perifh,  trufting  that  the  almighty- 
God  would  revenge  the  fame  ;  that  the  example  of  Ireland  was  ftill  in  frefh  memoryj 
where  he  told  me,  that  above  two  hundred  thoufand  fouls  were  maffacred  ;  that  he  would 
confider  further  what  I  had  propofed  him  in  the  name  of  your  high  mightineffes,  and  do 
in  this  opportunity  whatever  fhould  be  judged  needful  and  of  fervice.  Laft  tuefday  letters 
eame  here  from  the  fleet  of  general  Pen,  importing,  that  they  were  under  fail  the  31ft 
of  March,  to  put  their  defign  into  execution,  being,  befides  the  failors,  above  ten  thou- 
fand land  forces  ftrong  :  they  wait  here  impatiently  for  the  fuccefs  thereof.  They  affure 
me,  that  there  are  28  good  fliips  ready  to  reinforce  the  firft  fleet  with  men,  ammunition, 
and  other  neceffaries.  The  marquis  of  Argyle,  whofe  fon,  with  feveral  other  officers  in 
Scotland,  has  made  his  compofition,  is  expedled  here  very  foon.  The  impoft  of  cuftoms 
and  excife  will  be  introduced  in  Scotland  and  Ireland  very  fpeedily,  on  the  fame  foot  as 
it  is  here.  .

From  Nieuport,  the  Dutch  embajfador  in  England^ 

My  lord, 

I  AM  informed,  that  mr.  Coyet,  in  his  laft  audience,  has  defired  leave  in  the  name  of  '^'^o'-  xxvi. 
the  crown  of  Sweden,  to  raife  fix  regiments  of  foot  in  Scotland  of  one  thoufand  men  P-  3+'. 
each  ;  but  that  the  fame  being  very  fufpicious  for  feveral  reafons,  would  not  be  permitted. 
This  day  I  have  received  from  the  hands  of  the  lords  of  the  great  feal  of  England  the 
known  aft  of  declaration  and  acquittance,  both  of  them  according  to  the  form  fent 
over.  On  the  other  hand  mr.  Peter  van  Dam,  advocate  and  commiffary  of  the  Nether- 
land  Eaft  India  company,  has  dehvered  the  accepted  afllgnations  and  bills  of  exchange^ 
to  the  fum  of  eighty  five  thoufand  pounds  fterling,  to  the  aldermen  fir  Thomas  Viner  and 
others,  who  with  confent  of  the  EnglifhEaft  India  company,  were  authorifed  by  the  lord 
proteftor  to  receive  the  faid  money.  Their  high  mightineffes  aft  for  the  delivery  of  the 
ifland  Poleron  is  exhibited  likewife  to  the  faid  commiffaries,  fo  that  the  known  decifion 
is  now  entirely  complied  with.  I  have  made  alfo  this  afternoon  a  requeft  to  mr.  Thurloe, 
concerning  the  fettling  of  the  frontiers  of  New  Netherland  betwixt  England  and  the 
United  Provinces.  He  told  me,  that  he  would  fearch  for  the  papers  ;  and  that  thofe  of 
the  Englifli  fide  had  fent  him  as  yet  no  informations  at  all  ;  and  that  upon  the  fole  alle- 
gations from  one  fide,  the  lord  proteftor  having  no  knowledge  of  thofe  affairs  and  cir- 
cumftances,  could  not  be  defired  to  decide  the  fame  pofitively.  Hpwever  I  intend,  God 
willing,  to  make  my  further  applications  the  beginning  of  next  week  -,  and  in  cafe  I  fee  that 
it  cannot  be  done  otherwife,  I  will  infift  upon  this,  that  the  direftors  or  agents  of  both 
fides  of  the  northern  coaft  of  America  may  be  commiffioned  and  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pofe.  I  have  alfo,  in  obedience  to  their  high  mightineffes  refolution  of  the  24th  of  May 
laft  paft,  touching  the  letter  of  interceffion  in  favour  of  theEnglilh  cloth,  dated  Oftober  26^ 
Ihewn  to  the  faid  mr.  Thurloe  the  authentick  copies  of  fundry  letters  of  the  late  kings 
of  England,  and  defired,  that  the  faid  lord  proteftor  writing  to  their  high  mightineffes 
might  not  treat  them  with  lefs  refpeft  than  the  faid  ferene  kings  have  always  done. 
"Whereupon  his  honour  declared  to  me,  that  his  highnefs  never  had  done  otherwife  ;  and 
that  to  the  kings  of  France  and  Spain,  the  queen  of  Sweden,  the  kings  of  that  realmy 
and  of  that  of  Denmark,  the  letters  were  never  direfted  any  otherwife,  without  any 
one's  having  fliewn  any  diflike  againft  it ;  that  it  was  more  than  a  fuperfcription,  and 
that  underftood,  Celji  &  potentes  domini,  under  which  he  figned  his  name.  However,  in 
Vol.  III.  6  F  eafe 
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A.  D.  1655.  cafe  their  high  mightinefles  thought  themfelves  prejudiced  thereby,  he  believed  that 
t/'N^NJ  his  highnefs  would  infift  on  no  ceremonies,  at  a  time,  which  ought  to  raife  the  one  and 
the  other  to  other  thoughts  -,  and  that  he  therefore  had  direfted  accordingly  the  let- 
ter, which  his  highnefs  had  thought  proper  to  write  to  their  high  mightineffes  relating  to 
the  troubles  of  thofe  of  the  proteftant  religion  in  the  Vallies  of  Piedmont.  He  told  me 
likewife,  that  the  lord  proteftor  had  fent  an  exprefs  with  a  letter  to  the  king  of  France  on 
that  fubjeft,  as  he  affured  me,  written  in  the  moft  civil  and  Chriftian  like  terms  ;  and  as  I 
obferve,  an  anfwer  to  the  fame  will  be  expefted,  before  the  treaty  with  the  lord  embafla- 
dor  de  Bordeaux  Neufville  will  be  figned.

MY  lafte  unto  your  honor  was  of  the  nth  of  May,  accufeinge  a  former  of  the  2 2d 
of  April  by  the  way  of  Biluao,  both  which  with  another  in  anfwere  to  that  which 
your  honor  was  pleafed  to  write  unto  me  of  the  primo  of  February,  I  hope  will  come 
falfe  unto  your  hands,  and  that  you  will  vouchefafe  to  lett  me  know  it  by  a  letter  from  your 
honor  for  my  better  fatisfaftion.  Now  I  Ihall  lett  you  know  of  the  arrivall  at  Rofas  in 
Catalunia  of  a  parte  of  the  fleet  the  French  had  in  Toulon,  beinge,  as  is  faid,  fix  gallies, 
twelve  fiiippes,  and  fome  other  fmall  veflTells,  and  in  them  came  too  thoufand  fouldiers, 
which  they  landed  ther  with  feverall  provifiones,  and  fo  departed  to  Cadaques,  the  which 
place  they  befeeged  by  land  and  fea  ;  and  it  is  doubted,  that  they  will  carry  it  fuddenly, 
for  we  have  neither  an  armie  at  land  nor  on  the  fea  as  yet  to  oppofe  them. 

The  galeones  that  are  in  Cadiz  makeinge  redy  for  the  Weft  Indias,  are  to  goe  prefently 
for  Barcelona,  to  joyne  with  thofe  that  are  ther  ;  for  as  yet  the  gallies  and  fome  Ihipes,  that 
are  expefted  from  Naples,  are  not  arrived.  The  Ihipes  alfo  that  are  att  paflfage  in  Bifcay 
are  making  ready  with  all  expedition  to  goe  into  the  Medeteranea  fea,  for  ther  the 
French  wil  be  ftronge  in  fhipinge  this  fummer,  as  it  is  reported.  I  pray  God,  they  doe 
not  the  greateft  parte  of  their  buifnes,  before  wee  be  in  a  pofture  to  refift  them  ;  for  it  is 
not  to  be  beleeved,  how  backeward  wee  are  in  all  things  necefl~ary  to  encounter  them.  The 
not  comeinge  home  of  the  plate  fleete  from  the  Weft  Indies,  as  was  expected,  hath  caufed 
great  fcarcetie  of  monies,  the  which  hath  very  much  hindered  all  our  defignes.  There  is 
lately  arrived  at  Cadiz  a  ftiip  of  advize  from  Santo  Domingo  ;  Ihee  departed  thence  the 
18th  of  March,  but  bringeth  no  newes  of  your  fleete  under  the  command  of  generall  Penn, 
to  have  appeared  on  thofe  coafts  ;  fo  that  wee  hope,  that  your  defigne  is  not  for  that  ifland, 
nor  that  of  Cuva,  notwithftandinge  wee  ftill  live  in  great  feare. 

The  pope's  nuntio,  that  did  affift  in  this  court,  departed  from  hence  towards  Rome  the 
22d  of  the  lafte  month;  and  28th  of  this  the  nuntio,  which  hath  bin  thefe  14th  months 
in  Spaignc,   but  deteyned  in  the  kingdome  of  Valencia,  and  not  permitted  to  come  to  this

Sir, 

BY  the  laft  I  did  not  write,  having  not  much  to  fay.     Since  1  have  only  to  tell  you.  Vol.  xxvii 
that  the   dutchels  royal  fell  into  a  convulfion  apopleftic,  which   made  her  fpeech-  P>  478. 
lefs  for  half  an  hour,  but  now  fhe  is  well  again. 

The  French  embaflador,  that  refides  here,  has  received  ftrift  orders  from  his  mafter,  to 
endeavour  by  all  means  pofllble  to  reconcile  the  Hugonots  of  the  Valley  to  their  prince. 
In  the  mean  time,  the  Hugonots  continue  their  ordinary  courfes  in  the  confines  of  the 
Vallies.  They  have  chofe  among  them  a  chief,  called  Jayere,  who  was  a  butcher,  and 
Cakes  upon  him  the  title  of  chevalier  of  Genevae,  prince  of  the  Vallies,  and  defender  of  the 
Chriftians  of  the  faid  Vallies.  He  commands  as  an  abfolute  prince.  They  have  two  principal  • 
officers,  that  take  a  particular  care  to  recolledt  all  the  dead  bodies  of  their  brethren, 
which  they  fet  in  a  catalogue  of  their  martyrs.  They  endeavoured  this  week  newly  to 
attempt  about  Lucerne,  but  they  were  repulfed;  they  burnt  notwithftanding  22  houfes. 
They  endeavoured  alfo  to  take  the  poll  of  Miraboque,  being  a  place  of  great  impor- 
tance ;  where  they  flew  eight  foldiers,  but  retired,  feeing  they  could  not  gain  the  poll. 
They  were  purfued  by  a  party  out  of  Lucerne,  fent  by  monfieur  de  Marolles,  but  they 
could  not  be  overtaken  before  they  recovered  the  mountains.  Of  this  particlar  bufinefs 
I  hear  no  more  at  prefent :  for  other  news  here  betwixt  us,  Modena  and  Milan,  I  prefume 
you  will  have  better  from  Paris,  than  from.

A  new  embaflador  of  Venice  is  come  incognito.  He  that  is  here  prepares  himfelf  for  his 
return. 

They  fay  here,  that  in  cafe  the  peace  be  concluded  betwixt  England  and  France,  that 
the  duke  of  York  fhall  go  to  Rome,  in  his  brother's  name,  for  to  pray  the  pope,  as  the 
common  father  of  the  Chriflians,  to  make  a  peace  between  the  two  crowns,  and  to  oblige 
the  catholick  kings  and  princes  to  aflift  him  with  all  their  forces  to  conquer  again  his 
kingdom  and  his  dominions. 

There  is  a  report,  that  a  part  of  the  army  of  the  king  hath  befieged  Landrecy ;  others 
fay,  it  is  but  inverted. 

Quefnoy  hath  been  newly  viflualled  by  the  marefchal  of  Hocquincourt. 

The  laft  letters  of  La  Fere  in  Picardy  do  fay,  that  all  the  waggons  and  carts  were  a  pre* 
paring  to  depart,  and  that  all  did  go  to  Landrecy. 

IVJoflfieur  deMonjus,  governor  of  the  city  of  Arras,  having  hindred  monfieur  of  Ville- 
mohtay,  whom  the  king  had  fent  thither,  from  making  informations  of  his  ill  demeanor 
againft  the  inhabitants  and  neighbours,  the  king  being  warned  of  it,  hath  fent  mr.  de 
Crequi,  knight,  with  a  commiflion  to  lay  hold  on  the  governor,  who  having  difcovered 
this  defign,  caufed  them  to  go  out  of  the  city ;  likewife  three  companies  of  the  garrifon, 
which  he  fufpefted.  The  prince  of  Conde  hearing  of  this,  hath  fent  two  trumpeters  to 
this  governor,  whereof  the  court  miftrufting,  doth  go  to  Amiens  to  provide  for  the  fe- 
curity  of  the  faid  place. 

'Tis  likely  they  will  be  here  at  odds  with  the  pope,  becaufe  he  will  have  no  wars  in 
Italy,  and  hath  commanded  the  duke  of  Modena  to  lay  down  his  arms,  becaufe  that  he 
doth  alfo  favour  the  cardinal  de  Retz.  Mr.  de  Lionne  having  carried  to  the  pope  a  packet, 
containing  the  informations  againft  the  abovefaid  cardinal  de  Retz,  his  holinefs  forefeeing 
■what  it  was,  would  not  receive  it. 

The  prince  of  Conde  is  not  in  a  way  of  encountering  any,  but  only  of  defending  him- 
felf. 

'Tis  thought  the  French  will  make  a  great  progrefs  this  year  in  the  ftate  of  Milan, 
which  is  fet  upon  by  our  beft  troops. 

The  king  is  fallen  in  love  with  the  lady  Manchini,  the  cardinal's  niece.  His  love  may 
tend  to  a  marriage,  to  which  nothing  in  France  will  oppofe  itfelf.  Every  body  is  ill 
contented,  and  no  body  ftirs.

TH  E  letters  are  come,  but  I  have  not  received  yours  ;  this  night  I  fhall.    All  the  let-  y^]  ^xvii. 
ters  are  come  to  cardinal  Albifio.     For  news  from  hence  this  week,  ftate  afiairs  are  p.  4.79. 
in  the  fame  pofture.     The  pope  goes  with  leaden  feet,  but  will  really  labour  for  a  gene- 
ral peace  ;  of  which  there  is  no  more  faid  yet  than  what  you  had  in  my  former  letters. 
The  courier  from  Madrid  is  not  yet  returned. 

His  holinefs  received  very  ill  news,  that  monfieur  count  de  Broglio  was  expedled  at 

Modena  with  French  troops  and  monies,  and  had  high  words  with  cardinal  de  Efte  and 

monfieur  Lionne,  faying  fuch  bufinefs  would  produce  no  good,  but  bring  new  obflacles 

againft  the  general  peace  i  fo  that  Modena  goes  on  ftill,  notwithftanding  his  holinefs's  re-

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A.  D.  i6;;.fentment.  Cardinal  Truulfio  is  going  to  Milan,  to  afllft  the  counfellors  of  marquis  de 
O^rSj  Caracena,  as  alfo  for  his  particular  affairs.  Cardinal  Antonio  Barberini  upon  a  fecond  re- 
folution  parted  to  go  to  the  court  of  France,  and  to  that  end  the  commonwealth  of 
Genoa  fent  to  him  a  galley  to  Civita  Vecchia,  that  fhall  tranfport  his  eminency  as  far  as 
Toulon.  The  pope  has  mofl  earneflly  recommended  to  him  to  be  afTiflant  for  the  general 
peace  ;  and  he  has  inflruftions  for  it  at  large.  After  all  was  faid,  it  is  found  necefTary, 
that  at  leafl  one  of  the  pope's  nephews  fhall  be  called  to  court  to  afTifl  his  holinefs  -,  and 
'tis  thought  foon  he  will  be  here  ;  but  the  pope  gave  orders  to  three  cardinals  to  confi- 
der  what  revenue  in  confcience  a  pope  ought  to  give  to  his  nephew  :  he  fhall  not  want 
be  fure  of  it. 

In  the  confiflory  that  was  this  day  fe'nnight,  the  pope  created  the  archbifhop  of  Corinth 
the  coadjutor  to  the  archbifhop  of  TarantefTe  ;  and  in  the  end  of  that  confiflory  the  pope 
gave  the  title  of  cardinal  to  cardinal  de  Retz,  who  is  very  well  in  favour  with  his 
holinefs. 

Cardinal  de  Medicis  was  ready  to  depart  for  Florence  ;  but  being  fallen  into  his  ordinary 
indifpofition  of  the  gout,  has  deferred  his  voyage,  and  fent  away  the  two  gallies  come  for 
him  to  Civita  Vecchia,  but  with  orders  to  return  within  fifteen  days.  Monfieur  Cajetano 
is  in  his  journey  from  Spain  to  Rome,  and  monfieur  de  Maffimi  is  in  his  journey  to  Madrid 
to  be  nuncio  in  his  place. 

Cardinal  of  Harach  and  HefTe  are  to  depart  very  foon.  Yefterday  as  yearly  accuflomed 
by  the  pope  to  give  dowries  to  diflrefTed  virgins,  this  pope  provided  for  four  hundred. 
Yeflerday  two  Jews  were  baptized  here  with  much  ceremony,  cardinal  Allalli  was  their 
godfather. 

The  letters  of  Naples  bring,  that  all  the  goods  of  thofe  of  Genoa  feized  upon  in  this 
kingdom  are  now  fent  from  thence,  according  to  the  late  treaty  made  with  the  king  of 
France  -,  alfo  that  they  have  fhipped  in  Naples  into  nine  gallies  two  regiments  of  foot 
to  be  fent  to  Finale,  and  from  thence  to  Milan,  and  five  other  regiments  of  Spaniards 
which  paffing  by  fhall  be  left  in  the  garrifons  of  Tufcany.  Of  general  Blake  we  hear 
nothing  lately,  but  we  mofl  long  to  hear  what  defign  the  great  fleet  with  general  Venables 
has.  Here  are  no  other  news  ;  fo  I  mull  end  at  prefent,

Sir, 

T  H  A  V  E  not  much  fince  my  former  of  news.  The  Hugonots,  that  were  defeated  by 
"■•  the  troops  of  the  duke  of  Savoy  in  the  Vallies  of  Lucerne  and  St.  Martin,  fled  away 
to  Geneva,  to  Switzerland,  part  alfo  to  Dauphine  •,  but  having  correfpondencies  together 
fent  hither  two  deputies,  of  which  one  was  a  minifter,  who  came  to  their  brethren  of 
the  religion,  and  openly  to  the  minifler  called  Drelincourt,  to  whom  he  recounted  all  that 
pafTed  betwixt  themfelves  and  the  catholicks,  which  was  the  mofl  part  of  the  difcourfe  of 
the  faid  Drelincourt  lafl  funday  preaching  at  Charenton  ;  and  monday  following  had  an 
affembly  in  Paris  of  thofe  of  his  own  religion,  of  whom  he  defired  afiiflance  and  pro- 
tedion  for  their  banifhed  brethren.  Alfo  they  refolved  to  have  it  fpoken  of  in  court  by 
mr.  de  Ruvigni  their  deputy  general  ;  and  in  the  mean  time  to  raife  among  themfelves 
great  contributions  for  their  aforefaid  brethren  in  this  their  extremity. 

Madam  Martinozzi  parted  from  Compiegne  the  firft  of  this  month,  and  arrived  here 
lafl  wednefday  in  the  evening,  where  fhe  was  unknown,  without  fpeaking  to  any  man, 
till  fhe  parted  yeflerday  for  Modena,  accompanied  with  the  count  and  countefs  de  Noailles. 
His  eminence  has  given  her  with  her  hufband  900,000  livres,  of  which  600,000  in  hand, 
and  the  refl  he  is  obliged  to  pay  her  within  fix  months. 

Madam  Martinozzi  her  mother  is  gone  with  her  as  far  as  Marfeilles,  and  from  thence 
fhe  will  to  Rome,  finding  not  this  air  good  for  her  health. 

The  cardinal  writ  a  letter  to  the  marquis  Palavicino,  refident  of  Genoa,  that  he  might 
be  pleafed  to  write  to  his  commonwealth  to  fend  two  gallies  to  Marfeilles  to  convey  his 
niece  to  Modena,  which  the  faid  refident  did,  and  fent  an  exprefs  with  the  letter  a 
purpofe. 

In  the  treaty  at  Compiegne  they  called  the  duke  of  Modena  high  and  powerful  feigneur. 

It  is  written  from  Rennes  in  Bretagne,  that  mr.  de  Meilleraye  was  expecfled  there,  as 
alfo  his  fon  mr.  Grand  Maiflre,  who  is  to  take  poflefTion  of  the  furvivance  of  the  govern- 
ment of  his  father,  before  they  go  to  the  flates  of  Vitray. 

The  cardinal  fent  mr.  Bravefi  an  Italian  to  comphment  his  holinefs.  The  king  fent 
an  exprefs  to  cardinal  Antonio,  defiring  him  to  flay  in  Rome,  and  not  come  to  France, 
as  he  pretended.

The  Hugonots  here  are  printing  what 
paffed  betwixt  themfelves  and  the  catholicks  at  Vallees  de  Lucerne  and  St.  Martin  ;  when 
it's  printed,  you  may  have  it. 

Our  army  is  marching  towards  Landrecy,  which  may  be  is  to  give  the  enemies  a  falfe 
alarm,  and  turn  another  way  afterwards.  I  have  nothing  more  to  acquaint  you  of  only 
that  I  am  not  well.     However,  I  am,  '

Information  againji  mr.  Rogers. 

May  28.    At  Thomas  Apoftles. 

In  his  prayer  thefe  and  fuch  like  paflages : 

HAften  the  time,  when  al  abfolute  power  ftial  be  devolved  into  the  hand  of  Chrift  ; 
when  we  flial  have  no  lord  protedlor  but  our  Lord  Jefus,  the  onely  true  proteftor         *^''** 
and  defender  of  the  faith.     Let  our  faith  have  fo  much  of  the  graine  of  rauftard-feed,  ^"  ^'' 
as  to  fay  to  that  great  mountain,  be  removed,  and  it  ftial  be  removed. 

Look  in  mercy  upon  thy  faints  att  Windfor,  that  are  imprifoned  for  the  truth  and  the 
teftimony  of  Jefus :  be  thou  their  freedome  and  enlargement,  &c. 

Remember  thy  handmaid,  who  is  brought  to  town,  and  threatned  by  the  worldly 
powers,  who  crucify  Chrift  Jefus  in  the  fpirit  every  day.  Heare  the  blafphemies  of  the 
court,  and  regard  their  ridiculous  pomp  and  vanity.  And  now  Chrift  Jefus  is  proclaimed 
kinge,  pour  forth  thy  vials  upon  the  worldly  powers,  the  powers  of  Antichrift. 

Then  he  bleffed  God,  that  had  yet  referved  himfelf  a  remnant,  who  had  not  bowed  their 
knees  to  Baal. 

He  named  his  text  out  of  the  vth  chap,  of  the  letter  of  Matthew,  25th  v.  Agree  with 
thine  adverfary  quickly.  By  the  adverfary,  he  faid,  was  meant  Chrift,  whome  the  apoftate 
profeffors  and  wicked  ones  of  this  world  had  made  their  adverfary.  And  foe  made  this 
his  dodrine  :  'Tis  the  concernment  of  al  adulterous  apoftate  profelTors  to  make  a  fpeedy 
agreement  with  their  adverfary.  And  becaufe  the  kingly  office  of  Chrift  was  att  this 
prefent  time  moft  eminently  oppofed,  he  would  fpeak  to  the  prefent  powers,  who  are  the 
oppofers  of  it  in  their  government,  in  their  priellhood,  in  their  armies. 

The  apoftate  profeffors  of  this  age  have  openly  broken  al  God's  commandments,  as  I 
Ihall  Ihew  in  their  order.

I.  To  the  fiirft.    lam  the  Lord  th^  God,,  that  brought  thee  out  of  Egypt -,  iheu  /halt  have 

S^yr\J  no  other  Gods  but  me.     But  as  Ifrael  of  old  made  themfelves  calves,  and  faid,  Lo  thefe  are 

our  gods,  which  brought  us  out  of  Egypt ;  fo  the  men  of  this  generation  fay,  lo  this  and  lo 

that ;  lo  our  ftrength,  and   lo  our  armies,  have  brought  us  out  of  bondage  from  under 

monarchical  government,  &c. 

2.  Tboujhalt  not  make  to  thyfelf  any  graven  image.  But  the  prefent  powers  have  fet  up 
graven  images,  that  is  to  fay,  the  works  of  men's  imaginations.  They  have  lately  fet  up 
Triers  att  Whitehal,  a  new  fet  of  dodors,  worlhippers  of  the  inventions  of  man  :  a  new 
commifTion  court,  to  give  out  tickets,  and  feals,  and  inftruments,  and  picklocks,  to  open 
houfes,  and  pulpits,  and  pigfties,  and  henroofb,  to  fetch  thence  eggs,  and  geefe,  and  pigs, 
and  tithes :  a  moft  fottifli  and  ridiculous  foppery,  nay  meer  idolatry.  'Tis  an  horrible  fin 
in  any  to  own  them,  or  receive  commifTion  from  them.  The  laft  parliament  would  have 
proved  a  reformer,  and  have  pulled  down  this  image;  but  that  the  powers  of  this 
world  interpofed.  And  I  beleeve  one  day  they  muft  give  a  fad  account  for  it.  If  any 
have  received  fuch  commifTion  from  them,  let  them  return  it,  and  quickly  agree  with  the 
a,dverfary. 

3.  ^hon  fhalt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Lord  thy  God  in  vain.  But  the  men  in  prefent 
power  have  eminently  taken  God's  name  in  vain,  by  applying  his  attributes  to  finifter  ends. 
Their  pretenfions  were  for  the  honour  of  God,  for  the  intereft  of  Chrift  •,  what  more  fre- 
quent in  their  mouthes .?  Wei,  God  took  them  att  their  words,  gave  them  many  a  vidory 
in  truft,  to  fee  what  they  would  doe  with  it,  after  fo  many  promifes  and  pretences.  But 
at  lafl,  what  God  gave  them  onely  in  trull,  for  the  advancement  of  his  glory,  they  have 
purloined  and  abufed  to  the  advancement  of  themfelves,  breaking  al  oaths,  promifes,  co- 
venants, engagements,  declarations.  When  they  goe  to  fight  another  battle,  they  can- 
not give  that  for  a  word  any  more.  No  king  but  Jefus  -,  a  word,  which  won  them  more 
then  their  fwords.     No,  they  have  fet  up  now  a  king  of  their  own. 

4.  Remember  thou  keep  holy  thefabbath.  They  are  guilty  of  the  breach  of  this  comand- 
ment,  who  doe  their  own  works.  Thofe  who  have  no  foul-reft  cannot  keep  a  fabbath. 
Such  are  they  that  gape  after  court-honour,  priviledges,  preferrments,  advantages. 

5.  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother.  To  obey  the  world  before  God,  makes  us  guilty  of 
this  commandment.  God  wil  fay  to  the  men  of  this  generation,  go  to  your  governour, 
go  to  your  proteftor.     If  I  be  a  father ^  where  is  my  honour  ? 

6.  thoujhalt  do  no  murder.  There  is  a  heart-murder  ;  thofe  that  hate  the  fpirit  in  the 
faints,  are  murderers.  Thofe  who  have  it  in  their  intent  and  defire  to  murder  the  faints, 
though  for  fome  refpeds  of  their  own,  they  refrain  from  the  outward  adt,  they  are  mur- 
derers before  God.  Some  in  the  prefent  power  are  guilty  of  this  murderous  intent.  Before, 
nothing  but  the  laws  of  Chrift  and  the  intereft  of  Chrift ;  but  now  'tis  a  particular  and  per- 
fonal  intereft,  the  intereft  of  a  man,  the  caus  of  a  man.  Thofe,  who  were  fiain  for  the 
caus  of  Chrift,  their  blood  cries  aloud,  let  Chrift  reign  -,  but  thofe,  who  fay^  let  us  reign, 
make  themfelves  guilty  of  that  blood,  and  fo  are  murderers. 

Then  he  converted  his  difcours  againft  fpies  and  talebearers,  recounting  out  of  the  book 
of  martyrs  and  other  ftories  God's  remarkable  judgments  againft  them. 

7.  thou  fhalt  not  commit  adultery.  There  is  a  heart-adultery,  as  Chrift  alfo  expounds  it. 
He  that  looks  upon  pleafures,  and  honours,  and  profits,  and  lufts  after  them,  this  luft  of 
the  heart  is  adultery.  The  prefent  powers  have  committed  adultery  with  al  interefts,  with 
the  cavaleer  party,  with  the  army,  with  the  clergy. 

8.  Thou  fhalt  notjleale.  They  are  thieves  and  robbers,  which  take  away  violently  that 
which  is  not  their  right,  that  which  does  not  belong  to  them.  We  have  great  thieves 
and  rich  thieves,  army  thieves  and  clergy  thieves.  A  poor  pirate  was  brought  before 
Alexander  the  Great,  for  robbing  ;  and  being  demanded  the  reafon,  the  pirate  anfwered 
him,  this  is  the  fole  difference  'twixt  you  and  me ;  you  are  the  great  thief,  and  I  am  but 
the  little  one.  Doe  violence  to  no  man,  faid  John  the  Baptift  to  the  fouldiers ;  but  our 
fouldiers  doe  violence  to  all  men.     What  right  have  thofe  men  in  the  throne  to  it  ?    The 

-cavaleer  party  wil  fay,  Charles  Stuart  has  a  right  •,  but  I  fay,  there's  no  man  breathing 
has  more  right  to  it  than  the  meaneft  child  that  walks  the  ftreets  ;  the  kingdome  is  the 
Lord's  and  his  Chrift's.  They  which  detaine  what  they  have  unjuftly  taken,  are  thieves. 
Why  doc  they  not  make  reftitution  of  their  ftolne  powers,  their  ftolne  thrones  and  dignities  ? 
reftore  them  to  the  faints,  whome  they  defpifed  and  caft  out,  under  the  name  of  fift  mo- 
narchy men.  They  that  make  unlawfull  haft  to  be  rich  are  thieves  and  robbers.  (Then 
he  dircdted  his  fpeech  to  my  lord  protestor.)  Certainly  he  is  in  a  defperate  condition.  No 
wonder  we  heare  fo  much  of  plots,  two  or  three  already ;  though,  for  my  part,  'tis  the 
defire  of  my  foul,  that  he  may  not  be  taken  of  by  any  of  them,  but  rather  that  he 
may  repent,  and  God  recover  him  again  to  himfelf  Becaus  he  hath  opprefTed  and  for- 
faken  the  poor,  becaus  he  hath  violently  taken  away  a  houfe,  which  he  builded  not,  furely 
he  Ihal  not  feel  quietnes  in  his  belly,  he  fhal  not  fave  of  that  which  he  defired.   Job  xx.  19. 

Othou 
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O  thou  black  Whitehal !  thou  black  Whitehal !  fah,  fah,  it  ftinks  of  the  brimflone  of  A.  D.  i6j;. 
Sodom,  and  the  fmoke  of  the  bottomlefs  pit.  The  flying  roule  of  God's  curfes  Ihall  over-  l/VNJ 
take  the  family  of  that  great  thief  there  ;  he  that  rob'd  us  of  the  benefit  of  our  praiers, 
of  our  tears,  of  our  bloud,  the  bloud  of  my  poor  hufband,  will  the  widow  fay,  the  bloud 
of  my  poor  father,  will  the  orphan  fay,  the  bloud  of  my  dear  friend,  will  many  fay.  Thes 
fhed  their  bloud  for  the  caufe  of  Jefus  Chrift,  and  for  the  intereft  of  his  kingdom ;  but 
that  which  they  purchafed  att  fo  deare  a  rate,  is  taken  from  us  by  violence  :  we  are  rob'd 
of  it,  and  the  caufe  of  Chrifl  is  made  the  caufe  of  a  man. 

He  would  have  proceeded  to  the  two  other  commandments,  but  that  time  prevented 
him. 

At  the  conclufion  of  his  difcourfe,  he  produced  a  letter  from  mr.  Feak  at  Windfor, 
giving  a  large  account  of  what  betided  him  there ;  how  he  had  preached  to  fome  foldiers 
of  the  guard,  and  that  they  were  much  affedted  with  what  he  fpake  ;  how  he  was  remand^ 
ed  to  his  chamber  by  the  governour,  and  a  long  dialogue  betwixt  them  on  that  occafion. 
Al  which  he  diftinaly  read  to  the  people,  being  a  very  numerous  affembly.  And  thus 
clofed  all :  in  fum,  my  dear  friends,  you  may  Ihortly  expedt  a  new  book  of  martyrs  ;  the 
faints  are  worfe  dealt  with  by  the  powers  of  this  age,  than  they  were  by  the  Heathens  of  old. 
Paul  was  fuffered  to  preach  at  Rome  ;  but  they  now  are  forbid  to  preach  the  gofpel. 

Afterwards  a  hymn  was  fet,  compofed  for  the  occafion ;  which  the  people  fung  very 
affedlionately.  It  began  thus  :  Come,  glorious  king  of  Zion,  come  to  defend  thy  caufe 
againft  all  earthly  powers,  and  to  work  deliverance  for  thy  captives  ■■,  and  much  to  that 
purpofe.  . 


A  letter  to  the  protestor  concerning  mr.  Rogers. 

May  it  please  your  highnesse, 

HAving  for  theife  5  or  6  yeares  had   more  oppirtunityes   to  reade  mr.  Rogers  then  Vol.  xlvii, 
many  others,  1  humbly  conceive  it  not  altogether  improper  (efpetially  at  this  tyme)  P-  25. 
to  give  your  highneffe  as  true  a  charadter  of  him,   as  his  adlings  and   my  (lender  obferva- 
tions  thereupon  hath  ledd  me  to  ;  which  I  the  rather  prefume  to  acquaint  your  highnefle 
with,  becaufe  as  a  man  is   not  eafily  knowne  to  himfelf,  fo  lead   of  all  to  thofe   from 
whom  he  is  moft  remote  :  for  as  a  king  at  chefTe  ftands  upon  his  guard,  fo  man  bridleth 
and  contrafts  himfelfe  ;  feare,  Ihame,  and  other  paflions  makes  him,  when  abroad,  a<5l 
that  parte  which  is  commonly  feene  ;  but  to  knowe  a  man  truly,  one  muft  look  into  {lis 
inner  parte,  his  privy  chamber,  and  there  not  how  to  day,  but  every  day  he  carryes  him- 
felf ;   for  a  man  is  oft  different  in  his  houfe  from  what  he  is  abroad  in  the  pallace  or 
markett  place  -,  another  perfon  amongll  his  domefticall  friends  from  that  he  is  amongft 
ftrangers.     When  man  goeth  out  of  his  houfe  into  Weftminfter  Hall,  or  any  publick  place, 
he  goeth  as  one  to  aft  a  comedy.     Therefore  if  I  would  give  any  judgment  of  a  man,  I 
would  not  look  on  him  there,  for  it  is  not  he  that  playeth,   but  another  man.     Now  that 
your  highneffe  may  know  mr.  Rogers  of  Thomas  Apoftle's  from  that  man,  which  he  de- 
fcribes,  and  would  have  others  to  thinke  him   to  be  by  his  booke  called  a  'Tabernacle,   I 
Ihall  in  as  few  words  as  I  can  difcover  more  of  the  man  then  the  Chriffian  in  him,  that 
fo  your  highneffe  may  in  fome   meafure  difcerne  him  from  fome  others,  and  that  before 
the  change  of  government,  againft  which  mr.  Rogers  with  a  pretended  zeale  of  God  < 
hath  fo  furioufly  appeared. 

About  6  yeares  fince  mr.  Rogers  marryed  fir  Robert  Paine's  daughter  late  of  Hun- 
tingtonfhire,  who  was  the  relift  of  mr.  Smyth  of  St.  Neots  ;  wherefor  fome  time  he 
taught  fchoole,  and  from  whence  by  providence  he  was  called  to  a  living  at  Purleigh  in 
Eflex,  worth,  as  I  have  byn  informed,  above  200 1.  per  ann.  where  the  people,  as  in 
many  other  places,  being  but  children  in  underflanding,  and  fuch  as  I  have  heard  him 
fay,  did  not  know  how  to  vallew  men  for  their  abilities,  the  faid  mr.  Rogers  (I  fear  over- 
prizing his  guiftes)  did  thereupon  turne  non-refident ;  and  hyring  another  to  fupply  his 
place  at  Purleigh,  he  came  to  London,  and  indeavouring  to  gett  a  lefture,  which  in 
Ihort  tyme  he  obteyned  at  Thomas  Apoftle's,  thus  neglefting  his  charge  at  Purleigh 
about  33  myles  off  London,  it  pleafed  God  to  flirr  up  the  patron  and  parrifh  againft  • 
him,  fo  that  he  was  ejefted  thence. 

Mr.  Rogers  heereat  beinge  exceedingly  troubled,  petitioned  the  lords  comniilTioners  for 
a  reftoration  ;  from  whom  not  obteyning  his  defires,  and  meeting  therein  with  oppofition 
from  ferjeant  Maynard,  he  thereupon  as  incenfed  againft  lawyers,  writt  a  pamphlett  ;  and 
how  he  vented  his  fpirit  in  that  quarrell,  I  prefume  your  highneffe  is  not  only  a  ftranger  to. 
After  the  lofs  of  Purleigh,  mr.  Rogers  follicites  hard  for  the  reftory  of  Martyn's  in  the 
feilds  ;  and  to  that  end  endeavoured  the  removing  of  one  mr.  Sangar,  a  godly  man,  and 
being  afl<;t  why  he  would  doe  fo,  he  replied,  that  mr.  Sangar  had  a  living  of  100 1,  a 
Vol.  III.

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A.  D.  1655.  year  in  the  country,  forgetting  that  it  was  lately  his  own  cafe  in  Purleigh,   when  yet  he' 
V,/'V~^J   had  a  ledure  in  London,  and  lived  here.     But  not  feeking  a  way  of  God,  his  endeavours 
heere  alfo  proved  abortive. 

Whereupon  nir.  Rogers  puts  forth  a  book,  called  a  'Tabernacle  for  the  Sunn,  and  accord- 
ing to  the  dedication  of  it  prefents  one  to  your  highneffe,  not  doubting  but  that  this  book 
would  have  attrafted  your  highneffe  efpeciall  favour  to  him  •,  but  the  Lord  (who  weighes 
the  fpirits,  and  ponders  all  men's  goings)  did,  for  ought  I  know,  caufe  your  highneffe  to 
fee  more  of  mr.  Rogers  then  he  could  of  himfelfe.  Whether  a  difappointment  herein  hath 
not  byn  a  ground  of  mr.  Rogers  his  difcontent  (that  I  fay  not  malice)  I  will  not  pofitively 
affirm,  yet  fear  (as  the  Apoftle  fpeaks  of  a  young  novice)  that  he  hath  byn  lifted  up  of 
pryde,  and  fallen  into  the  condemnation  of  the  devill.  For,  faith  the  fame  Apoftle,  The 
fervant  of  the  Lordmuft  not  Jirive,  but  be  gentle  unto  all  men,  apt  to  teach,  patient  in  meeknefsy 
inJlruSling  thofe  that  oppofe  themfelves,  &c.  My  lord,  I  could  fay  much  fnore,  but  am  un- 
willing to  trouble  your  highneffe  :  only  I  befeech  your  highneffe  to  permit  me  to  fpeake 
my  heart  in  one  thing,  which  is  this,  viz.  That  if  your  highneffe  fhould  ftuddy  to  pleafe 
mr.  Rogers,  you  cannot  doe  it  in  a  more  dyreft  lyne  then  by  impryfoning  of  him  •,  not  that 
I  believe  he  hath  any  principle,  wherewithall  truely  to  glory  before  God,  nor  doth  he  fimply 
delight  in  being  reftreyned  •,  but,  my  lord,  by  this  meanes  he  gets  great  ftore  of  mony, 
having  many  viffitants,  and  fome  of  quallity.  Wherefore,  my  lord,  I  humbly  fubmitt 
it  to  your  highneffe  confideration,  whether  after  a  fober  and  fharpp  reproofe,  it  would  not 
be  well  to  give  him  his  liberty  -,  for,  my  lord,  in  reallity  and  trueth  his  defigne  is  not  for 
the  fifth  monarchy,  but  how  to  gett  mony.  And  to  that  end  he  hath,  for  above  theife' 
two  yeares  given  it  out,  that  it  hath  been  ftronge  uppon  his  heart,  that  he  fliall  dye  a 
martyr,  though  I  feare  none  of  thofe,  whom  Chrift  hath  as  yet  owned.  And  therefore 
what  other  comfort  he  hath  by  impryfonment  then  getting  money,  I  underftand  not ;  for 
certeyne  it  is,  he  afts  not  in  the  fpiritof  Jefus  -,  and  being  not  conformable  to  Chrift  in 
his  death  and  fufterings,  furely  the  fpirit  of  glory  nor  of  God  doth  not  reft  upon  him. 
Wherefore,  my  lord,  I  befeech  you  confider,  whether  it  would  not  be  beft  yet  a  little 
longer  by  gentleneffe  and  meekneffe  to  heap  up  coales  of  fyre  upon  his  head  ;  and  if  he 
turn  not  at  fuch  a  reproof,  which  God  ufually  takes  upp  to  reduce  fynners,  then  certeynly 
the  Lord  hath  not  called  your  highneffe  to  bear  the  fword  in  vaine  ;  and  yet  if  he  perfifl: 
in  the  forwardneffe  of  his  heart,  I  hope  when  the  parliament  fitts,  they  will  call  him  to  an 
account  -,  which  I  confeffe  I  had  rather  they  fhould  doe,  then  your  highneffe,  of  whofe 
uprightnefs  I  hope  the  Lord  will  bear  further  witneffe  to  notwithftanding  all  gainefayers. 

I  defired  to  know  of  mr.  fecretary,  whether  all  commers  might  be  admitted  to  mr, 
Rogers,  who  told  me,  that  he  had  no  dyreftions  at  all  therein.  The  laft  Lord's  day  I  atn 
informed,  that  there  was  at  the  leaft  a  hundred  perfons,  that  went  to  fee  him  ;  neither 
can  I  reftreyne  them,  untill  your  highneffe 's  pleafure  be  knowne  herein.

Manley  poft  mafter,  in  regard  I  had  no  di- 
redion  of  mr.  Hartleb's  habitation,  which  now  knowmg,  I  fhall  for  the  future  obferve 
your  commands  in  adreffing  my  letters  to  him.     Since  my  Jaft  the  duke  Merkure  is 

returned 
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i-eturned  to  Thollon  with  his  6  Ihips,  having  fuccored  Roza,  and  taken  the  caftle  or  fort  ^-  ^-  '^55- 
ofF  Cape  de  Qiiies,  a  thinge  of  fmall  confequence,  yett  they  loft  above  400  in  taking  it  :  l-^'v^^ 
the  gallys  not  yett  returned,  only  one,  whofe  maft  was  fhott  doiine  by  the  caftle,  and  3 
ftips  very  much  battered  alfo.  The  admirall  Vandoifme  his  father  is  att  Thollon,  efta- 
blifhing  his  officers  on  the  fhips,  and  will  be  heare  in  5  dayes.  Hee  fitts  up  the  fleete 
with,  all  dellegence  poffible,  but  they  may  not  bee  ready  under  5  weeks  att  leaft.  Thear 
3S  noe  likelyhood,  that  any  lliips  are  to  come  from  Portugal  to  joyne  with  them.  The 
-  fleete  may  confift  in  about  1 8  Ihips,  and  7  or  8  gallys  att  moft.  There  defigne  is  not 
yett  fully  knowne,  but  generally  fupofed,  either  for  Barcelona  or  Naples  ;  it  is  moft  pro- 
bable for  Barcelona,  in  regard  already  is  entred  into  Cattaolonia  10,000  foldiers,  whereof 
5000  horfe,  and  more  horfe  followes,  and  as  yett  thear  is  not  any  army  drawing  towards 
the  fleete  -,  although  heare  is  late  advife,  that  a  new  rumor  is  in  Naples,  and  that  the  vice- 
king  hath  beene  forc't  to  retire,  but  thear  is  noe  certainty  theareof.  L.aft  night  a  barke  of 
this  place  arrived  from  Mayorke,  who  brings  advife,  that  general  Blake  with  his  fleete 
was  about  Iverfey,  and  that  3  of  his  frigatts  neare  Mayorke  had  taken  2  Hamburgers 
and  a  Dutch  ftiip,  that  came  hence  loden  with  feveral  forts  of  comodities  :  one  of  the 
Hamburgers  was  bound  for  Hamborough,  the  other  for  Roan  in  France,  and  the  Fleming 
for  Allecant  ;  faid  fliip  with  the  other  bound  for  Hambrough  was  lett  free,  but  they 
detayne  the  other  that  was  bound  for  Roan,  with  a  fmall  Frenfh  frigatt,  that  was  in  there 
company,  who  alfo  landed  here  and  was  bound  for  Lift)one. 

In  my  laft  I  gave  you  notice  the  admirall  Vandoifme  had  releafed  Englifh  fliips  in  thole 
parts  ;  but  2  dayes  after  hee  contradided  the  faid  order,  fo  that  our  fliips  remaynes  in  the 
fame  condition,  to  the  greate  prejudice  of  our  nation,  in  regard  they  are  laden  with 
perifhable  comodities.  As  foon  as  hee  arrives  heare,  I  fhall  repayre  againe  to  him  for 
theare  releaftment ;  butt  by  all  circumftances  nothing  wil  be  done,  untill  they  fee  a  certainty 
of  a  peace  with  our  ftates,  fuch  delayes  are  ufed.  The  Englifli  fhip  I  gave  you  notice  of 
in  my  laft,  that  was  taken  by  the  French  gallys,  is  brought  into  Thollon.  She  was 
taken  under  the  French  flagg,  pretending  belonged  to  France  ;  notwithftanding  thear  is 
as  little  probability,  and  rather  lefs  of  her  reieafment,  then  if  had  beene  taken  under  the 
Englifli  flagg.

My  requeft  is,  that  in  cafe  nothing  can  be  done 
ere  then,  that  yow  will  pleafe  to  give  me  your  advice  before  that  tyme,  whether  I  iliould 
lay  downe  the  place  of  deputy  (which  yet  would  anfwcr  their  aymes  and  deiires)  or  leave 
them  to  their  owne  procedure  ;  that  if  that  partie  doe  prevent  me  (as  I  am  very  confi- 
dent they  will,  if  a  check  come  not  before  the  eleftion  day)  they  may  be  the  more  inex- 
cufeable,  though  I  fit  downe  with  the  greater  affront.

highnelTe  therewith,  that  fome  courfe  may  bee  taken  therein.  There  are  amongft  others 
one  lieutenant  Purdie,  George  Windram,  and  lieutenant  Robert  Hamilton,  who  were 
notorious  moffers,  lately  fent  back  from  the  Barbadoes  ;  and  (as  I  am  told)  lodge  att  the 
figne  of  the  three  Horfe-fhoes  on  the  back-fide  of  the  Round  Court  neere  Covent- 
Garden.  Itt  were  good,  they  were  apprehended,  and  examined,  how  they  came  away,  and 
what  their  bufinefTe  is  att  London.

SINCE  my  former  we  have  but  little  of  news  here  ;  only  it  is  confirmed  from  Rome,  A.  D.  1655. 
that  in  the  laft  confiftory,  and  in  the  other  before  it,  cardinal  de  Efte  prefented  two  L/'V"NJ 
or  three  fupplications  in  the  behalf  „of  Abbe  de  la  Riviere,  to  give  him  a  brevet  of  the  ^°''  ''^^'' 
bilhoprick  of  Langres,  which  you  know  he  was  refufed  ;  but  upon  this  laft  application  ^'  ^^^' 
cardinal  de  Efte  made  for  him,  the   pope  writ  only  in  the  latter   end  of  it  thus,  ToUat 
Symoniam,  et  mutet  mores,   which  was  all  the  anfwer  he   gott.     It  is  written  from  the 
frontiers  of  Flanders,  that  mr.  de  Bouteville  was  killed  in  a  party  in  the  county  of  He- 
nault,  but  yet  there  is  no  certainty  of  it. 

The  king  parted  from  Compiegne  laft  monday,  and  the  cardinal  the  day  before,  and 
Went  to  Noyon,  and  are  now  at  la  Fere  ;  but  the  reafon  the  cardinal  went  before  was  to 
confer  with  mr.  de  Turenne,  to  begin  fome  great  fiege,  which  is  thought  will  be  Cam- 
bray.  In  the  mean  time  they  fent  into  Quefnoy  a  great  convoy  lately  3000  facks,  of 
meal,  and  many  other  provifions,  in  a  manner  that  there  is  there  provifion  for  a  whole  year. 
The  faid  convoy  was  conduded  by  mr.  Clainvilliers  lieutenant  general  of  mr.  Turenne's 
^army  ;  and  a  little  before  that  convoy  entered,  mr.  de  Beauneau,  governor  of  Quefnoy, 
commanded  out  of  the  town  a  party  of  horfe  and  foot,  which  brought  with  them  into 
the  tov/n  out  of  the  enemy's  countries  150  horfes,  and  above  200  cows,  and  ours  left  in 
the  place  of  the  men,  that  conduced  the  faid  convoys,  120  horfes  to  run  over  the  countries. 

The  prince  of  Conde  fearing  ours  Ihould  attempt  Rocroy,  augmented  the  garrifon  to 
gooo  men. 

Mr.  Tellier,  fecretary  of  ftate,  arrived  here  from  court  laft  monday,  to  confer  with  the 
furintendants  des  finances,  to  furnifti  mr.  de  Turenne  with  the  monies,  that  fhall  be  neceffary 
for  the  fiege  he  is  to  undertake  very  foon. 

Monday  in  the  afternoon  the  princefs  of  Modena  was  complimented  by  the  provoft  de 
marchands  and  the  citizens  of  this  town,  as  they  received  orders  from  the  king  to  do  her     ~ 
that  honour,  and  give  her  the  ordinary  prefents,  as  two  dozen   of  boxfes  of  confits,  as 
many  bottles  of  hypocras,  and  two  dozen  of  torches,  for  which  fhe  gave  them  thanks, 
and  offered  fcrvice  in  any  occafion. 

Sunday  laft  the  jubile  is  come  to  my  lord  nuncio  from  this  new  pope  ;  but  feeing  the 
bifliops  and  archbiftiops  are  not  here,  but  fome  in  court  and  elfewhere,  it  is  thought  it 
will  not  be  given  out  fo  foon. 

The  abbot  de  la  Rouquette  arrived  here  laft  tuefday,  and  yefterday  from  Catalonia, 
being  fent  by  the  prince  of  Conti  with  the  news,  that  he  has  taken  a  place  called  Cape  de 
Query,  being  furrendered  upon  compofition,  having  defended  themfelves  very  gallantly 
before  they  yielded.  The  compofition  being  thus  ;  the  foldiers  were  to  be  prifoners 
of  war,  as  alfo  their  officers.  We  bought  the  place  dear  enough,  many  of  ours  being 
killed  and  wounded,  and  of  quality  ;  among  which  wounded  mr.  de  Bellefont  lieutenant 
general,  mr.  de  Bougy  lieutenant  of  the  cavalry,  and  mr.  de  Hargoufes,  who  com- 
manded the  chevaux  legers  of  prince  Conti,  having  the  foldiers  all  bfoken  ;  and  it  was 
remarked  in  the  attempt,  that  prince  Conti  marching  in  the  fuburbs,  laying  his  hand  upon 
one  called  de  Laurier,  that  the  faid  de  Laurier  was  killed  before  the  prince  took  off  his 
hand  from  his  Ihoulders.  The  particulars  of  that  bufinefs  we  expedt  yet,  this  abbot  being 
the  firft  that  came  from  thence. 

The  duke  de  Efpernon  parted  hence  yefterday  for  Guienne,  to  vifit  his  houfes  in  that 
province,   though  yet  he  expefts  not  the  government  of  it. 

Princefs  de  Carignan  gave  a  gallant  fupper  laft  funday  to  the  princefs  of  Modena,  and 
befides  honoured  her  with  the  right  hand. 

We  have  from  Charlemont  upon  the  river  of  Meufe,  and  in  the  pais  of  Luxemburg, 
that  mr.  Allemany  being  fent  thither  by  the  archduke  to  take  care  of  the  place  jointly 
with  the  governor,  that  the  governor  prefently  thinking  the  faid  Allemany  to  be  lent 
exprefsly  to  feize  upon  his  perfon,  upon  pretence  of  going  to  mafs,  retired  himfelf  to  the 
pais  of  Leige,  Some  fay  the  governor  fold  the  place  to  the  French,  though  he  had  not 
time  to  deliver  it,  and  to  receive  his  monies  for  it. 

They  write  hither  certainly  from  London,  that  our  peace  with  you  is  concluded  and 
agreed  wholly,   but  not  yet  figned,  which  you  know  beft  there. 

Of  your  fleets  at  fea  we  hear  nothing  ;  neither  have  I  any  thing  at  prefent,  but  that  I 
am,  as  you  know,

Sir, 
A.  D.  1655.  npHE  count  de  Broglio  hath  brought  from  France  one  hundred  thoufand  crowns,  to 
^■^^00    J-     give  unto  the  duke  of  Modena,  to  be  employed  about  the  expenccs  of  his  army.  The 
faid  count  doth  daily  expeft  the  return  of  a  poft  he   hath  fent  to  the  court  of  France  for 
bufmefs,  which  could  not  be  before  difcovered. 

Prince  Rupert  Palat'n  is  expefted  here  with  the  two  German  regiments  he  hath  raifed 
for  the  duke  of  Modena.     The  French  army  is  already  defcended  into  Piedmont.     It  is 
thought  it  will  be  of  ten  thoufand  men,   and  that  it  will  be  in  the  field  the  twentieth  of 
this  month.     In   the  interim   the  marquis  Ville,   general  of  their  highnefs's  horfe,  hath 
advanced  tovards  None   in   the  Milanefe.     Laft  faturday  fome  of  his   highnefs's  troops 
were  fent  towards  Lucerne,  where  thofe  of  the  reformed   religion  having  on  friday  night 
broke  the  bridge  of  the  little  river  Peleze,  whilft  the  guards  were  fleeping,  and  won  the 
baricadoes,  they  made  irruption  into  the  place  •,  but  the  catholicks  being  awakened  timely 
enough,   had  time   to   put  themfelves  in   a  defenfive  pofture,  and    repulfed  the  Hugo- 
nots  ;   but   forty  of  ours   were  killed,   but   very  few  proteftants,   which    receive   great 
relief  from  Geneva,  from  whence  there  hath   been  fent  them  about  2000  piftoles,  and 
they  have   alfo  received  as  much  from  the  canton  of  Berne  in  Switzerland.     The  Hugo- 
nots  of  Dauphine  fend  them  the  like  relief  with  an  exceeding  great  zeal,    there  having 
been  fome  particular  men,  who  have  given  one  hundred  piftoles.     They  punctually  pay  a 
crown  a  week  to  every  fingle  foldier,  and  a  piftole  to  each  captain.     It  is  faid,   that  two 
kinfmen  of  the  family  Montbrun  are  come  to  their  relief.     When  they  were  at  ?it.  Se- 
conde,   as  you  have  heard,  they  fired  the  houfe,  which  was  there,  and  killed  40  miffionary 
priefts,  only  one  of  them  having  efcaped  named  father  Aubert,   who  having  caft  himfelf 
out  of  a  window,  run  amongft  the  papifts  to  confefs  thole  which  were  dying ;  and  after  he 
had  received  two  mufket  fhots,  and  been  made  prifoner,  the  Hugonots  rendered  him, 
after  feveral  inftances  to  them  made   by  the  miffionary  of  Pignerol,  and  he   is  now  here. 
The  deputies  of  the  canton  of  Berne  have  been  towards  the  rebels  Hugonots,   which 
have  anfwered  them  highly,  that   they  would  have  no  agreement.     Whereupon  thefe  de- 
puties are  returned  re  infe£ia^  after  they  had  demanded  of  marquis  Pianeze  a  relation  of 
all  that  hath  been  done  in  the  Vallies,  which  hath  been  granted  them.

Vol.  xxvi.      T  Underftand  whaf^^  happened  in  Lucerne  is  as  well  the  fubjed  of  the  coramon  difcourfe 
p.  425.  X  in  England  as  in  France  :   it  is  hard  to  fend  a  relation  clear  from  paffion,  where  both 

the  parties  pretend  fo  great  an  intereft,  yet  I  prefent  this  that  appears  moft  authentick. 

The  duke  of  Savoy  granted  to  his  proteftant  fubjefts  liberty  of  confcience,  and  a  free 
exercife  of  religion  ;  yet  referved  to  himfelf  a  full  power  of  fending  catholick  preachers 
into  that  diftrift  poffeffed  by  the  proteftants.  Some  Capuchins  under  the  wrrrant  of 
that  article  went  thither,  and  were  cut  in  pieces  by  the  contrary  faftion.  It  is  reported, 
•what  exafperated  the  proteftants  was  the  converfion  of  a  minifter,  who  loft  almoft  at  the 
fame  time  his  life  and  his  religion.  The  duke  by  diflembling  fo  publick  an  injury  would 
either  have  feemed  to  approve  the  faft,  or  to  have  wanted  a  power  to  have  punilhed  it. 
Some  forces  were  fent  to  revenge  the  publick  violation  of  the  treaty. 

The  proteftants  were  already  in  a  body  not  to  recant  but  to  maintain  the  aftion.  The 
dulcc  was  viftorious,  and  pretends  to  have  puniftied  nothing  but  rebellion,  as  the  pro- 
teftants urged  they  fought  only  for  religion.  Whether  the  duke  erred  in  the  fuppofed 
juftice  of  his  caufe,  I  know  not  ;  yet  it  is  not  improbable  there  might  be  fome  fault  in 
the  execution.     The  excefs  of  violence  is  natural  to  the  fword. 

The  army  here  hath  not  yet  done  any  thing,  they  are  drawn  towards  the  frontiers  of 
Flanders.

THE  cardinal  parted  faturday  from  Compiegne  for  la  Fere.     Their  majefties  followed  A.  D.  165JS 
him  the  next  day  in  the  afternoon,  lay  that  night  at  Loyon,  and  arrived  at  la  Fere  h^(^^^''^ 
on  monday,  when  themarefchal  of  Turenne  (who  hath  caft  a  fecond  convoy  intoQuefnoy)  ^    'J'r  ^'' 
is  to  render  himfelf  with  mr.  Faber  to  hold  a  council  of  war,  and   to  confer  with  his 
eminency.     Some  fay  the  king  will  go   to  SoifTons,  others  fay  to  Spain  ;  but  I  think  it 
depends  of  the  place,  which  fliall  be  aflaulted.     The  court  is  jealous  of  mr.  de  Montdejeu 
governor  of  Arras. 

The  enemies  have  placed  all  their  foot  foldiers  in  the  garrifons,  and  divided  their  horfe 
in  three  bodies  -,  whereof  the  chiefeft  is  towards  St.  Amand, 

The  princefs  of  Modena  is  to  part  within  a  day  or  two  to  go  find  the  prince  of  Modena, 
mr.  de  Noailles  and  his  lady  being  to  ufher  her  thither.  The  gentlemen  of  this  town- 
houfe  were  on  monday  to  falute  and  compliment  the  faid  princefs,  as  alfo  to  prefent  her 
with  the  ufual  gifts  of  the  city  on  fuch  an  occafion,  which  are  fweat  meets,  hypocras,  and 
white  wax  torches.  They  had  received  order  to  do  it  by  a  letter  de  cachet  from  the 
king. 

Prince  Rupert  makes  levies  in  Germany  for  the  duke  of  Modena,  having  to  that  pur- 
pofe  received  great  funis  of  money. 

It  is  written  from  Cologne,  that  the  elector  had  conferred  with  the  ejeftdr  of  Treves 
and  Mentz,  and  fome  other  princes  of  the  empire  about  the  Spanifh  armada,  whofe  naval 
army,  compofed  of  about  eighty  fhips,  is  to  fet  fail  about  the  beginning  of  this  month. 
This  army  giveth  a  great  alarm  to  all  Germany,  and  caufeth  the  beholding  of  all  Chriften- 
dom  to  fee  where  it  will  fall.  Sorpe  think  it  will  be  againfl  Dantzick,  others  that  it  is 
againft  the  duke  of  Newburgh  ;  but  time  will  inform  us  thereof.  Some  informations 
mention  the  death  of  prince  Charles,  brother  to  the  king  of  Poland. 

There  arrived  monday  a  poft  from  Catalonia,  who  paffed  by  Paris  to  go  to  Compiegne. 
He  bringeth  the  news  of  the  taking  of  Quadaguiers  by  the  prince  of  Conti,  who  had 
befieged  it  by  land,  and  the  duke  of  Mercoeur  by  fea.  It  hath  been  taken  by  affault ; 
mr.  Bellefont  hath  been  wounded  in  this  occafion  ;  Rofes  is  fecured  by  this  prize. 

It  is  faid  we  had  fome  intelligences  in  Charlemont,  which  hath  been  difcovered,  and 
that  the  commander  of  that  place  hath  faved  himfelf 

The  Spaniards  thinking  to  draw  four  or  five  thoufand  men  from  the  French  court, 
prince  of  Conde  had  written  into  the  faid  country,  that  he  would  fend  fix  or  feven  thou- 
fand horfe  to  efcort  them.  But  this  their  hope  hath  failed  them,  being  the  Franchecomtois 
have  renewed  their  alliance  with  the  French,  yea  paid  their  contributions. 

Our  other  news  from  Germany  inform  us,  that  the  king  of  Swedeland  hath  given  to 
underfland,  that  he  had  nothing  to  fay  unto  the  king  of  Denmark,  nor  to  the  princes  of 
Germany  ;  and  that  the  marquis  of  Brandenburg,  with  the  advice  of  mr.  de  Lombre,  de- 
legated from  France,  doth  offer  paffage  unto  the  faid  king  to  follow  the  defigns  of  Gufta- 
vus,  and  hinder  the  empire  from  being  hereditary  in  the  houfe  of  Auflria.  It  is  faid, 
the  faid  king  entreateth  queen  Chriftina  his  coufin  to  return  into  Swedeland  ;  but  what 
will  be  her  anfwer  is  yet  unknown. 

Advices  are  come  from  Pignerol  in  date  of  the  44  May,  that  the  governor  of  that 
place  hath  given  to  underfland  unto  the  king  by  an  exprefs  the  inconveniences  for  his 
majefty  caufed  by  the  maflfacres  committed  to  the  Vallies  of  Lucerne,  St.  Martin,  Angrogne, 
&c.  by  reafon  that  the  marquis  of  St.  Damien,  fon-in-law  to  marquis  of  Pianezze  a 
Piedmontefe,  after  he  had  caufed  the  people  of  the  faid  Vallies  to  be  maflacred,  had  a- 
new  with  his  banditti  thought  to  furprize  the  Vallies  of  Pregela,  thinking  to  put  the 
faid  banditti  therein,  which  would  have  been  a  means  for  them  to  render  themfelves 
maflers  of  the  faid  Pignerol,  the  faid  banditti  being  wholly  Spaniards  and  enemies  of 
the  French,  the  faid  governor  having  thereupon  intreated  his  majefly  to  take  heed,  that 
which  is  pafl  being  an  affair  of  ftate  more  than  a  bufinefs  of  religion.  The  marquis 
having  given  the  alarm  unto  the  neighbouring  people  of  the  Vallies,  they  put  themfelves 
under  arms,  and  gave  chace  to  him  and  his,  which  were  fharply  charged  by  captain 
Jayx.

THE  barbarous  maflacre  of  the  poor  Vaudois  in  the  Valley  of  Piedmont  is  very  much 
taken  to  heart  here  both  by  the  ecclefiaftical  and  temporal  government.  ; 

The  ftates  of  Holland  are  now  met  together,  and  are  bufy  about  annulling  the  ordi- 
nance for  fafe  condu6t  money,  in  regard  it  doth  too  much  prejudice  the  commerce  ;  like-, 
wife  to  fend  troops  with  lixteen  men  of  war  to  convoy  the  merchant  men  to  and  again  in 
the  Eaft  fea.  They  do  likewife  treat  with  the  envoy  of  Brandenburg  for  the  making  of  a 
defenfive  alliance,  which  it  is  thought  will  be  fuddenly  finifhed.  Sweden  doth  very 
much  fear  the  power  of  the  Mufcovites.  The  differences  between  Poland  and  Sweden  may 
yet  end  in  an  accommodation.  The  differences  in  the  provinces  of  Groningen  are  as  good 
as  accommodated,  but  thofe  in  Overylfel  do  ftill  continue.

Our  old  prefident  is  returned  to  his  Academicall  Tufculan.  The  Proto-biblioth,  and 
fome  other  old  faces  remembred  you  the  laft  night.  Dr.  Sarum  Hen.  did  me  the 
favour  yefterday  to  remember  you  at  my  chamber.  Your  poore  *  *  *  here  dayly  expefted 
a  rout  from  the  new  commiffioners  (of  whom  I  fuppofe  this  enclofed  tells  you.)  I  wifii  I 
could  fend  you  what  is  done,  and  who  is  undone  this  day ;  for  they  fitt  on  thurfdayes.

to  the  ftipends  of  thofe  who  fhall  tranfgrefs  the  fame,  efpecially  to  the  minifters  of  Edin-  L/'VXJ 
burgh  and  St.  Andrews  ;  and  in  the  mean  time  you  are  to  fee  mr.  John  Hog,  miniller  of 
I.eith,  poflefTed  in  his  church  of  Leith  for  performing  of  divine  worfliip  there,  in  regard 
Jie  hath  defifted  from  praying  for  the  king,  and  he  and  his  parifhioners  willing  to  give 
fecurity  for  their  peaceable  deportment  in  time  to  come  ;  and  that  the  garrifon  of  Leith 
Ihall  be  free  of  any  prejudice  by  their  having  the  liberty  of  their  church  of  Leith,  and 
the  exercifes  of  the  worfhip  of  God  there. 

Sixthly,  in  regard  there  be  a  great  many  hofpitals  and  other  mortifications  in  Scot- 
land ;  you  are  therefore  to  take  fpecial  notice  and  confideration  of  the  fame,  and  fee  the 
fame  particularly  employed  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  and  other  pious  ufes,  for  which 
they  were  firfl:  appointed  ;  and  herein  you  are  not  to  fail  to  caufe  a  particular  account  to 
Be  given  from  all  thefe  feveral  counties  in  Scotland,  and  to  obey  every  other  thing  elfe 
for  the  help  and  relief  of  the  poor  in  the  feveral  parifhes,  that  fo  none  go  a  begging,  to 
the  fcandal  of  the  Chriftian  profeffion,  but  each  parilh  to  maintain  its  own  poor. 

Seventhly,  you  are  to  give  particular  orders  unto  the  commiffioners  for  vifitacion  of 
colleges,  and  planting  of  churches,  that  they  go  carefully  about  the  planting  of  the  va- 
cant churches  with  honefl  and  faithful  able  minifters,  who  upon  the  call  of  the  major  part 
of  each  congregation,  if  the  major  part  be  the  melior  part,  and  if  not  upon  the  call  of 
the  minor  part  of  the  melior  part  of  each  congregation,  and  that  without  any  relation 
or  refpeft  had  to  any  former  order  granted  to  mr.  Gilafpye  and  others,  that  none  fhall  be 
admitted  without  their  recommendation,  which  was  rather  for  their  own  eminency  than 
the  good  of  the  work,   as  it  now  appears. 

Eighthly,  you  are  after  conference  with  fome  of  the  moft  eminent  of  the  njiniflers, 
and.  evidences  had  from  them  of  their  peaceable  good  deportment,  you  are  to  permit 
them  the  full  and  free  liberty  for  the  exercife  of  their  church  difcipline  in  fynods,  prefby- 
teries,  and  church  feffions,  provided  they  a6t  nothing  in  prejudice  of  the  government, 
and  of  the  liberty  of  the  people  of  God  relating  to  worfhip. 

Ninthly,  in  regard  of  the  great  advantage  is  probable  by  the  blefling  of  God  may 
come,  not  only  to  the  gofpel,  by  taking  off  the  tyranny  of  the  inquifition  of  Spain,  but 
alfo  unto  this  whole  commonwealth,  for  relief  of  the  burthens  there  by  this  expedition  of 
the  Weft  Indies,  wherein  we  are  moft  willing  that  the  nation  of  Scotland  be  partakers  ; 
you  are  therefore  with  all  diligence  and  carefulnefs  to  call  before  you  the  whole  fheriffs  of 
the  feveral  counties,  and  governors  of  the  feveral  garrifons,  and  appoint  them  to  call  be- 
fore them  the  feveral  heritors  and  freeholders  within  and  under  their  feveral  commands  and 
jurifdiftions,  and  require  them  not  only  to  give  up  a  lift,  but  alfo  to  take  and  apprehend  by 
the  affiftance  of  the  feveral  governors  and  their  forces,  all  mafterlefs,  idle  vagabonds, 
and  robbers,  both  men  and  women,  within  their  feveral  bounds,  that  the  fame  lb  taken 
And  apprehended  may  be  delivered  by  them  unto  the  feveral  Iheriffs  and  governors  of 
garrifons,  and  others  to  be  appointed  by  us,  to  be  tranfported  and  carried  along  into  the 
"Weft  Indies  or  elfewhere  they  fhall  be  ordered  by  us  ;  by  doing  whereof,  not  only  fhall 
the  county  be  rid  of  robbers  and  thieves,  and  other  unprofitable  inftruments  fit  for  no- 
thing but  to  be  aftors  of  mifchief ;  but  alfo  they  Ihall  be  employed  for  the  furtherance  of 
the  abovenameed  expedition,  fo  much  tending  to  the  advantage  of  the  whole  common- 
wealth. And  that  the  aforefaid  courfe  may  be  the  more  effedlual,  you  are  to  certify  all 
fherifFs,  governors,  and  heritors,  within  the  nation  of  Scotland,  that  whatever  perfon 
they  fhall  conceal,  and  not  give  in  the  lift,  that  are  known  to  be  thieves,  robbers,  vaga- 
bonds, and  other  unprofitable  inftmments,  that  they  fhall  not  only  be  liable  to  what  injury 
the  country  fhall  hereafter  fuffer  by  thefe,  but  alfo  fhall  be  holden  and  reputed  as  enemies 
to  the  ftate  in  all  time  hereafter.  And  further  to  the  effedl,  that  thieving  and  robbery 
may  be  banifhed  out  of  that  nation  in  all  time  to  come,  you  are  to  impofe  a  fix  pence

TH  E  underwritten  embaflador  of  Spain  being  informed,  that  the  colonels  Spanekfis 
and  Bruninck  have  endeavoured  of  late  to  frame  in  this  country  a  private  party 
for  France,  and  defign  to  furprize  fome  frontier  place  belonging  to  the  king  his  mafter, 
having  already  gained  to  be  of  their  party  to  aflift  them  in  their  defign,  colonel  Balfell, 
Caron,  and  Van  Dyck,  with  fome  600  and  120  foldiers,  all  reformed  officers,  who  are  to  find 
all  things  neceffary  for  the  carrying  on  of  this  defign,  whereof  he  the  embaflador  could  not 
defer  any  longer  to  give  notice  to  their  high  and  mighty  lordfhips,  whom  he  doth  verily 
believe  to  be  ignorant  thereof  But  in  regard  the  fame  is  fo  much  tending  againft  the  pub- 
lick  peace,  and  the  fafety  thereof ;  and  in  regard  the  fame  is  managed  by  officers  and 
colonels  of  this  country  newly  difbanded ;  he  doth  defire  their  high  and  mighty  lordfhips, 
in  the  name  of  the  king  his  mafter,  that  the  confequence  of  fuch  a  defign  may  be  prevented, 
and  that  no  affiftance  whatfoever  may  be  given  to  the  enemies  of  my  mafter  under  any 
pretence  whatfoever.

IW  A  S  not  extraordinarily  much  furprized  at  what  you  were  pleafed  to  write  to  me  iri 
your  letter  of  the  4th  of  this  month.  The  lord  protedor  doth  not  make  any  ac- 
commodation with  us,  but  becaufe  he  feareth  to  engage  too  far  againft  France  ;  and  as 
long  as  he  can  delay  it  without  giving  us  caufe  wholly  to  abandon  the  negotiation,  he  will 
do  it.  The  pretence,  which  he  hath  taken,  is  in  fome  manner  very  fpecious  in  his  regard  ; 
but  in  ours  it  is  of  fo  bad  a  confequence,  that  there  can  be  no  other  caufe  of  delay  which 
can  be  of  greater  prejudice  unto  us.  Wherefore  as  far  as  I  can  judge  of  a  bufinefs,  whereof 
I  know  not  the  bottom,  you  take  a  very  wife  refolution  to  retire  yourfelf.  You  have  to 
do  with  men  very  prudent  in  truth,  but  very  irrefolute.  It  muft  be,  they  fee  themfelves 
at  the  point  of  declaring  without  delay,  if  they  will  or  will  not.  If  they  take  to  the  laft 
againft  fo  many  reafons,  which  ought  to  make  them  to  fear  it,  we  fhall  know  that  there 
was  little  alTurance  in  the  other  •,  thanks  be  to  God  we  do  not  fear  them. 

My  lord  Nieuport  hath  writ  a  letter,  that  he  had  an  extraordinary  audience  of  the  lord 
proteftor  upon  the  bufinefs  of  Savoy  ;  wherein  he  did  handle  the  fame  to  the  beft  advan- 
tage, that  he  made  the  protedlor  fo  fenfible  by  reciting  the  barbarifms  com.mitted  upon 
their  brethren,  and  through  the  intereft  of  the  religion,  that  he  was  wonderfully  moved, 
and  prefently  promifed  great  matters,  and  concluded  upon  his  amity  with  the  Hollanders, 
that  he  would  fink  or  fwim  with  them.  You  cannot  believe,  my  lord,  how  malicioufly 
thofe  that  hate  us  have  laid  hold  of  this  occafion  to  do  us  all  the  mifchief  they  can  ; 
and  who  will  annex  the  fortune  of  their  ftate  to  that  of  the  proteftor,  by  reafon  of  the 
common  hatred  againft  the  houfes  of  Stuart  and  Orange.  All  the  minifters  have  made 
very  ftrange  exclamations  thereof  in  their  pulpits  ;  and  many  do  publifh  it,  that  they 
were  advifed  and  fet  on  to  do  it  by  the  French,  who  made  this  trial  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, to  fee  whether  the  world  would  fuffer  that  the  like  mafTacre  fhould  be  undertaken 
upon  the  Hugonots  of  France. 

I  make  no  oppofitions  at  all  to  thefe  ridiculous  fuppofitions,  which  do  run  amongft  the 
people  with  the  violence  of  the  ftream,  being  affured,  that  truth,  that  will  not  lie  hid 
very  long,  will  difpute  all  thefe  foolifh  opinions.  In  ftiort,  my  lord,  we  are  here  in  a 
ftate  half  popular,  where  every  one  doth  pretend  to  be  a  great  politician,  and  few  are 
fo  in  effedt. 

They  treat  here  for  an  alliance  with  the  eleflor  of  Brandenburgh,  The  preparations 
of  the  Swedes  do  very  much  trouble  this  ftate,

THERE  being  heard  the  report  of  the  lords  Huygens  and  others  their  high  and  Vol.  xxviL 
mighty  lordfhips  commiflioners  for  the  affairs  of  the  fea,  according  to  their  fore-  p.  9. 
going  refolution  concerning  the  equipping  of  five  men  of  war,  to  be  commanded  by  vice 
admiral  Ruyter,  it  is  herewith  refolved  and  agreed  unto,  that  the  faid  refolution  of  the  2d 
of  April  laft  Ihall  be  fent  to  the  college  of  Amfterdam,  with  an  earneft  requeft  and  defire, 
that  they  will  draw  up  fuch  inftruftions  for  the  faid  vice  admiral  de  Ruyter,  as  they,  ac- 
cording to  time  and  occafion,  think  moft  fit  for  the  advantage  of  the  fervice  of  the  ftates  ; 
and  that  being  done,  that  they  would  therewith  fend  the  faid  de  Ruyter  hither  to  be  con- 
cluded by  their  high  and  mighty  lordfhips.

May  it  please  your  highness, 

BY  feverall  former  miffives'to  your  highnefe  from  the  right  honourable  the  generall  Vol.  xxvi. 
and  commiffioners  for  the  management  of  your  highnes  expedition  into  America,  P-  ^^4' 
I  doubt  not  butt  your  hignes  have  received  a  perticuler  accompt  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
faide  commiffioners  in  this  ifliand,  and  of  theire  departuer  with  the  fleete  and  army  from 
hence  the  end  of  March  laft,  towardes  Hifpaniola,  the  place  by  them  heare  pitched  on  firft 
to  be  attempted  to  be  gained,  as  moft  advantagious  in  order  to  your  highnes  and  your 
councell's  further  defigne  on  the  Spaniard  in  this  part  of  the  world.  Ere  this  come  to 
hand,  I  hope  your  highnes  will  have  receved  fome  accompt  from  thence,  what  God  hath 
done  by  them  in  the  faide  fervice.  As  the  motives  enducing  your  highnes  to  foe  high 
and  eminent  an  undertakeing  were  drawne  from  righteous  andjuft  principles,  foe  the  fucc.effe, 
it's  hoped,  will  through  mercie  and  the  providence  of  God  attending  the  endeavours  of 
the  inftruements,  be  anfwerable  to  your  highnefs  and  the  commonwealth's  expeftations. 

Since  the  fleete's  departuer  hence  heare  hath  arrived  feverall  of  the  ftoare-lhips  ap- 
pointed for  the  faide  fleete  and  army,  viz.  the  Recovery,  the  William,  the  Edward,  the 
Auguftine,  and  the  Morning  Starre.  The  fower  former  I  have  difpatched  hence,  and 
are  gonn  after  the  fleete,  to  Hifpaniola  ;  the  latter,  viz.  the  Morning  Starre,  being  fome- 
what  defeftive,  by  extremity  of  weather  in  their  paflage  to  their  place,  and  loaden 
partly  with  marchants  goods  for  this  ifland,  and  partly  with  ftoares  for  the  fleete  and 
army,  which  was  on  board  her  for  the  faid  fleete  and  army,  I  caufed  to  be  loaden  on  the 
Auguftine  and  Edward,  unto  the  filling  up  of  them,  and  the  remainder  on  board  a  veffell, 
which  was  lately  feized  on,  and  fecured  by  the  commiffioners  for  prize  goods  from  the 
Dutchy,  and  is  now  redie  to  faile.  Wee  heare  nott  any  thing  of  the  Ihipps,  the  Little 
and  Create  Charity,  in  whome  the  remainder  of  the  ftoares  are.  When  it  Ihall  pleafe  God 
they  arrive  with  us,  I  ftiall  haften  them  after.  Dureing  the  time  of  general  Venables 
being  heare,  came  to  my  hands  a  pattent  from  your  highnes  •,  dated  at  Weftminfter  the 
31ft  of  July  laft,  for  my  continuing  in  the  government  of  this  place  for  the  terme  of 
three  years   from   the  date   thereof,  according  to  the  tennor  of  faide  pattent ;    which

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A.  D.  i6;5.haveing  communicated  to  the  councell  and  affembly  of  free-houlders  of  this  iiland,  much 
^^''''V^  allackraty  and  demonilrations  of  chearfull  obedience  to  your  highnes  and  to  the  power 
and  authority  therein  given  appeared  in  them,  as  allfoe  for  that  your  highnes  was 
therein  pleafed  to  confirme  unto  them  theire  former  and  ancient  priviledge  for  the 
eleftion  of  free-houlders,  as  the  reprefentative  of  this  ifland,  to  give  theire  confents  heare, 
in  the  malceing  fuch  cosiftitutions,  ordinances,  and  by-lawes  (not  repugnant  to  the  iawes  of 
the  commonwealth)  as  may  be  thought  fitt  for  the  good  and  well-being  of  this  collony. 
The  truft  your  highnes  hath  bin  pleafed  to  committ  unto  me  therein,  I  Ihall  labour, 
through  the  affiftance  of  grace,  foe  to  difcharge,  as  therein  not  to  be  found  negligent 
nor  unfaithfuU. 

By  former  commiffions  and  powers  to  mee  given,  as  well  from  your  highnes  as  from 
the  parhament,  the  former  fupreame  authority,  I  have  exercifed  the  government  of  this 
place  from  the  time  of  its  furrender,  as  well  in  the  millitary  as  civill  authority  ;  as  being 
the  charge  and  duty  of  the  truft  devolved  on  mee  and  the  councell  heare  to  performe  •,  and 
doe  humbly  judge  and  conceive  your  highnes  commands  on  mee  by  vertue  of  faide 
pattent  is  of  noe  leffe  extent,  your  highnes  therein  requiering  mee  to  doe  and  execute, 
lor  the  orderly  and  peaceable  government  of  this  place  and  people,  all  things  to  the 
office  of  government  in  dew  manner  appertaining.  Butt  may  it  pleafe  your  highnes ; 
the  ri<^ht  honourable  generall  Venables  haveing  heare  receved  from  us  fome  additionall 
forces  off  foote  and  horfe  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  ifland,  to  the  noumber  of  fome  three 
thoufand  five  hundred,  and  fome  2000  armes,  my  felfe  and  councell  on  fome  debates 
concerning  the  condition  of  the  place,  and  the  waye  of  ordering  and  fettling  our  militia 
for  the  prefervation  of  the  peace  and  faftye  of  the  ifland,  when  the  faide  forces  fhould 
be  withdrawne  from  us,  determined  to  take  the  fame  into  confideration,  and  foe  to  fettell 
the  militia  thereof  by  your  highnes  power  and  authority  given  to  my  fellfe  and  councell 
^  for  the  government  of  the  ifland,  as  to  give  an  accompt  off,  and  to  be  refponfable  unto 

your  highnes  for  the  fame. 

General  Venables  was  pleafed  to  declare  the  authority  of  the  militia,  the  trained  bands, 
and  forces  of  this  ifland,  to  be  in  himfellfe  by  thofe  collatterall  powers  your  highnes 
was  pleafed  to  give  unto  him  ;  and  accordingly  hath  granted  forth  his  commiffions  heare 
to  perfons  boeth  for  the  command  of  our  foote  and  horfe  for  the  fafety  of  this  place, 
and  my  felfe  heare  to  adl  as  his  leftennant  generall ;  which  hath  occafioned  fundrie  de- 
bates and  difputes  in  the  general  affembly  of  this  ifland,  and  given  diffatisfadion,  that 
two  powers,  the  one  for  the  millitary,  the  other  for  the  civill,  fhould  be  heare  extant,  as 
two  diftinft  authorities  over  them,  the  one  from  your  highnes  to  my  felfe  as  governor, 
by  vertue  of  your  highnes  pattent,  which  is  by  faide  generall  Venables  conftrued  to 
inveft  mee  only  with  the  civill  authority  of  this  place ;  the  other  from  generall  Venables 
for  the  military  authoritye.  Att  a  meetinge  of  the  faide  affembly  of  free-houlders  with 
my  felfe  and  councell,  the  cuntrie  made  theire  requefts  unto  mee,  that  it  maight  be 
humbly  reprefented  to  your  highnes,  that  the  mihtia  of  this  ifland  maight  be  managed, 
and  from  time  to  time,  as  occafion  fhall  require,  for  the  defence  and  fafetye  of  this 
place,  fettled  and  regulated,  by  that  authority  your  highnes  hath  or  fhall  be  pleafed  to 
fettell  heare  (as  from  the  firft  fettelment  of  this  collony  hath  bin  donne)  and  it  is 
humbly  conceived,  your  highnes  pattent  to  my  fellfe  and  councell  chofen  is  full  and 
ample  authority  and  power  for  us  to  continue  to  aft  by,  as  well  in  the  military  as  to  the 
civill  authority.  But  general  Venables  haveing  conftituted  and  regulated  our  militia 
by  authority  and  power  from  himfellfe  derived  from  your  highnes,  hath  thereby 
made  voyde  all  power  and  commiffions  by  me  granted  as  governor.  Empowered  alfo 
thereto  by  your  highnes  authoritye  to  my  fellfe  and  councell,  I  have  in  all  humility  judged 
it  neceffarye  for  fatisfaftion  to  this  people,  as  allfoe  that  I  maight  underfl:and  your 
highnes  will  and  pleafure  therein,  to  give  your  highnes  the  accompt  thereof.  This  being 
what  at  prefent  offers,  I  humbly  fubfcribe  myfellfe

Vol  xxvi.      "Ill /"Hereas  Edmond  Caflbn  was  in  the  year  1646  fent  over  to  Algier,  as  agent  for 

p.  289.  VV     the  parliament  of  England,  and  was  refident  until  the  fifth  day  of  December  laft, 

at  which  time  he  died  in  Algier  aforefaid ;  after  whofe  death,  as  hath  been  informed,  the 

Duanna  of  Algier  did  caufe  the  goods  of  the  faid  Edmond  Caffon,  and  what  elfe  was  in  his 
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hoilfe  at  the  time  of  his  death,  to  be  inventoried,  and  committed  to  the  cuilody  of  John  A.  D.  ,65;. 
Roach  and  Abraham  Smedmore,  his  fervants,  who  yet  remain  there,  who  were  ordered  by  L/^/^KJ 
the  faid  Duanna  not  to  dehver  the  fame  to  any,  but  to  fiich  as  fhould  be  impowered  from 
this  commonwealth  to  receive  the  fame.  And  when  Ehzabeth  Bagnall  widow,  the  onlv 
fifter  of  the  faid  Edmond  Caflbn,  hath  taken  letters  of  adminiftration  of  the  o-oods  and 
chatties  of  the  faid  Edmond  her  brother  deceafed,  and  thereby  is  accordino-  to  the  laws 
of  England  entituled  to  all  the  eftate  of  the  faid  Edmond  CafTon,  and  hath  humbly 
befought  us,  that  wee  would  vouchfafe  unto  her  our  gracious  letters  of  recommendation 
unto  the  faid  Duanna,  to  the  end  fhe  may  receive  the  goods  and  debts  belonging  unto 
her  faid  brother  at  the  time  of  his  death  ;  we  therefore  out  of  our  defire,  that  all  the 
people  of  the  commonwealth  may  enjoy  their  rights,  have  thought  fit  to  fignify  unto  the 
laid  Duanna  our  refentment  of  their  great  care  and  endeavour,  that  juflice  might  be  done 
in  the  premifes  ;  and  do  hereby  defire,  that  the  faid  Duanna  would  be  pleafed  to  give 
order,  that  all  the  goods,  and  what  elfe  did  belong  to  the  faid  Edmond  CafTon  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  as  alfo  fuch  debts  as  were  juftly  owing  there  unto  him,  may  be  deli- 
vered over  and  paid  unto  Richard  CafTon,  whom  fhe  hath  herewith  fent  over,  and  authorifed 
for  that  purpofe.  So  fhall  the  faid  Duanna  perfect  their  former  good  intentions,  and  do 
a  refpeft,  which  will  be  acceptable  unto  us,  who  fhall  be  ready  to  return  the  like  upon 
all  occafions.

Sir, 

SINCE  my  former  the  letters  from  Bafil  in  Switzerland  bring,  that  the  nth  of  the  lafl 
month  1000  Switzers  newly  raifed  parted  from  I^ucerne  to  come  thorough  Burgundy 
to  join  with  Turenne's  army  ;  and  now  they  are  in  Burgundy,  and  in  their  march  towards 
the  faid  marefchal.  Alfo  that  the  proteftant  Switzers  are  much  againfl  the  troops  of  Savoy, 
by  reafon  of  the  mafTacres  in  the  Vallies  of  Lucerne  and  St.  Martin,  within  three  leagues 
of  Pignerol,  The  fame  letters  bring  alfo,  that  two  deputies  from  the  duke  of  Modena 
treated  in  Bafil  with  prince  Rupert  Palatine  to  raife  three  regiments  for  the  fervice  of 
their  mafter. 

It  is  written  from  Warfaw,  that  prince  Charles  Fetdinand,  only  brother  to  the  king  of 
Poland,  was  dead,  of  which  we  expeft  the  confirmation. 

Since  the  accommodation  of  the  duke  of  Orleans  with  his  daughter,  (as  you  have  heard 
of  before)  mr.  Nau  int-^ndant  of  Orleans's  houfe  pretends  to  fhew  a  great  error  in  his 
mailer's  accounts  ;  noi  comprehending  notable  fums  of  monies,  which  amounts  to  800  or 
900,000  livres,  of  which  there  was  not  a  word  fpoken  as  yet.  Mr.  Goulas  firfl  fecretary 
of  his  highnefs  is  here  thefe  two  days,  and  thought  about  that  bufinefsj  of  which  more  in 
time. 

The  report  we  had  of  the  death  of  mr.  de  Bouteville  in  our  former  letters  is  falfe,  as 
we  have  now  the  contrary. 

The  now  dutchefs  of  Modena  departed  home  thurfday  lafl  with  her  mother  for  Modena, 
accompanied  with  the  count  de  Noailles  and  his  wife,  as  I  writ  before. 

Mr.  de  Tellier  fecretary  of  State,  who  was  here  for  the  levies  of  fome  infantry,  as 
alfo  to  procure  money  for  the  next  occafion,  parted  hence  to  return  to  the  court  yefterday. 

Befides  the  3000  facks  of  corn  and  meal  mr.  de  Turenne  fent  to  Quefnoy,  he  fent  alfo 
more  wine  than  the  city  or  garrifon  are  able  to  buy,  which  is  much. 

Their  troops  were  yet  the  7th  inflant  in  their  quarters  about  Chauny  and  Moile,  where 
the  king  arrived  from  la  Fere  exprefsly  to  fee  the  faid  army  thurfday  lafl  in  the  morning, 
with  a  body  of  an  army  of  above  5  or  6000  horfe.  In  the  mean  time  the  refl  of  the  court 
remained  at  la  Fere,  from  whence  they  write,  that  the  bufinefs  of  Arras  betwixt  the  go- 
vernor and  court  is  accommodated,  the  court  having  received  all  the  afTurance  and  fidelity, 
that  could  be  had  from  mr.  de  Montdijeu  governor  of  the  place,  both  by  the  letter  he 
■writ  to  the  cardinal,  as  alfo  for  the  refufal  he  gave  to  the  enemies  mefTenger,  with  his 
great  and  high  offers  ;  yet  the  court  defires  him  only  to  alter  fome  of  his  officers,  who 
tormented  the  court  with  fuch  falfe  informations,  that  the  governor  was  fufpefted  to  have 
had  intelligence  with  the  enemies  -,  and  the  court  gives  the  faid  governor  all  the  afTurance 
to  make  him  marefchal  de  France  after  this  campaign. 

We  expeft  only  la  Fere  with  his  forces  to  join  with  marefchal  de  Turenne,  to  form  a 
confiderable  fiege  •,  and  after  that  conjundtion  we  hope  our  army  will  be  of  the  number 
of  26  or  28,000  men. 

The  marquis  de  St.  Andree  Montbrun,  an  hugonot,  parted  hence  monday  lafl  to  ferve 
in  quality  of  a  lieutenant  general  under  prince  Thomas. 
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The  Franchecomtois  have  renewed  their  neutralities  with  France  of  late^  and  the  par- 
liament of  Dol  have  nobly  oppofed  the  levies  of  400,  that  the  Spaniards  pretended  ir\ 
their  dominions,  though  great  part  of  the  nobility  confented  unto  it  already.  The  firl^ 
prefident  of  their  parliament  refufeth  to  depute  towards  the  king,  and  excufes  himfelf  nq% 
to  come  with  their  remonftrances,  knowing  well  they  will  not  be  agreeable  to  the  court. 
Their  deputies  are  not  yet  named. 

It  is  written  from  Provence,  that  duke  de  Vandofme  arrived  at  Toulon. 

Yefterday  a  commiflary  went  by  orders  to  certain  places,  where  they  fell  images,  where 
he  feized  upon  an  original  from  England,  which  reprefented  the  protestor  Cromwell  on 
horfeback,  over  which  were  written  ten  verfes  extraordinarily  infolent  and  injurious  both 
to  the  church  and  all  monarchies.  The  copies  of  which,  which  were  felling  pubiickly, 
were  feized  upon  in  all  places  where  they  could  find  them];  fo  the  proteftor  Cromwell  re- 
ceives the  affront  every  where.  Therefore  let  him  clear  himfelf  the  beft  he  can,  which  is

YOURS  by  the  laft  of  the  4th  inftant  I  received  ;  and  therein  the  high  refcntment? 
of  my  lord  proteftor,  and  generally  of  all  the  proteftants,  for  the  maffacres  done  \i\. 
all  the  Vallies  of  St.  Martin  and  Lucerne.  It  is  no  lefs  in  the  United  Provinces.  We  are 
glad  here,  that  the  French  had  a  hand  in  it,  in  hopes  the  marquis  de  Lede's  negotiation 
fhall  have  the  better  fuccefs.  The  faid  marquis  in  his  laft  letter  to  count  Fuenfeldagn^ 
intimates  fome  flownefs  in  his  negotiation  with  the  protedor,  which  troubles  a  little  th? 
chief  minifters  here.  The  news  from  hence  are  not  many.  The  city  of  Arras,  as  we 
hear,  is  to  be  furrendered  to  the  archduke  by  the  governor  ;  but  I  have  no  afl'urance  of 
it,  yet  am  fatisfied,  that  the  governor  is  difcontcnted,  and  fome  employed  to  him  by  the 
archduke,  who  parted  from  this  city  funday  laft  in  the  afternoon  with  a  great  train.  Th? 
fame  day  departed  count  Fuenfeldagna,  the  firft  for  Tournay,  the  fecond  to  Valenciennes  ; 
but  now  I  hear  they  are  both  in  Tournay.  The  queen  of  Swedeland  beftowed  on  the  arch- 
duke a  ftately  horfe,  as  black  as  jet,  with  all  furniture,  a  cafe  of  piftols,  &c.  The  furni- 
ture was  embroidered  with  gold,  precious  ftones,  and  very  rich.  She  alfo  prefented  tp 
the  archduke's  officers  and  gentlemen  very  good  things.  The  faid  queen  is  ftill  here  ;  fo 
is  as  yet  duke  Francis  of  Lorain,  who  will  foon  follow  to  the  field.  You  hear,  I  prefume, 
what  accident  happened  to  Marienburgh  by  powder,  which  took  fire  ;  but  a  worfe  fire 
was  like  to  be  lately,  for  Cambray  was  like  to  be  loft  by  treachery,  a  burning  match  being 
left  in  the  magazine ;  and  when  it  gave  fire  to  the  powder  within  fuch  a  time,  3000 
French  were  lodged  to  enter  and  take  what  Ihould  be  left  undeftroyed.  But  all  is  hap- 
pily prevented  ;  by  what  means  I  know  not.  Spaniards  were  in  the  treafon.  You  may 
hear  more  of  it,  if  they  filence  it  not,  and  make  the  punifhment,  ahfque  JirepitUy  as  they 
do  in  fuch  cafes. 

Some  here  talk  of  a  ceflation  for  fix  weeks  with  the  French  ;  but  I  give  no  credit  to  it, 
nor  have  I  more  to  add  this  week  ;  always  perfevering.

YOURS  of  the  7th  inftant  I  received  with  this  poft,  with  little  of  news,  but  the  ge- 
neral refentment  of  all  in  England  for  the  maffacres  committed  in  the  Vallies  of 
Lucerne  and  St.  Martin.  The  hugonots  here  and  moft  catholicks  do  the  fame.  You 
have  now  a  relation  of  it,  as  the  lord  chancellor  here  had  it ;  but  it  is  old,  and  fo  it  may 
be  you  will  not  look  upon  it.  The  Irifh  regiment  faid  to  be  there  was  the  earl  of 
Briftol's  regiment,  a  fmall  and  weak  one,  moft  of  them  being  Englifti.  I  hear  npt  fuch 
complaints  of  them  as  you  fet  forth.

The  court  of  France  is  much  troubled  for  thefe  maflacres,  not  becaufe  they  are  done,  A.  d.  i6;^ 
but  that  it  hurts  them,  for  now  they  are  fatisfied  it  retards  their  peace  with  the  proteftor  ■■,  t/^r\J 
and  a  greater  trouble  they  have,  that  by  thofe  means  the  marquis  de  Leda  has  leifure   to 
proceed  in  his  negotiation.     Of  this  I  gave  you  account  in  former  letters. 

Certainly  the  king  of  France  will  eafily  anfwer  the  proteftor,  that  the  duke  of  Savoy  is 
an  abfolute  prince  of  himfelf,  &c.  Time  will  difcover  more  of  it. 

I  underftand  in  fecret,  that  the  armies  of  this  king  yet  on  the  borders  of  Flanders  are 
To  balanced  with  them  of  the  a,rchduke's,  that  there  is  no  likelihood  of  any  confiderabie 
aftion  of  either  fide,  if  they  come  not  to  battle,  the  event  of  which  is  fo  uncertain,  and 
the  lofs  fo  great,  as  neither  party  will  willingly  hazard  it.

Blake  and  his  fleet  are 
now  before  Cadiz.  For  what  money  or  goods  you  confign  hither  may  be  in  good  fafety. 
I  would  not  have  you  to  adventure  your  own  perfon,  for  your  creditors  will  be  very  inqui^ 
fitive  after  youj  and  therefore  by  all  means  avoid  it.

If  they  undertake  to  affault  us,  it  is  refolved  only  to  defend  ourfelves 
this  fummer.  The  queen  of  Sweden  will  not  depart  from  hence  for  her  journey  into 
Italy  till  September  next.  J5y  the  next  I  will  fend  you  a  cypher.  In  the  mean  time  ber

HoNOU  RE  D   SIR, 

BE  pleafed  to  excufe   thefe  rude  lines  of  mine,    fince  they  are   intended  only  to 
expreffe  (in  fome  meafure)  my  gratitude  for  thofe  favours,  which  by  your  mediation 
1  have  received.     I  muft  confeffe  the  crime  confiddered  with  the  aggravation  of  my  rela- 
tion to  his  highnefs,  might  juftly  have  ftopt  your  eares   to  thofe  petitions  made  in  my  be- 
halfe.     Yet  your  candid  receiveing  them,  and  his  highnefs's   gracious  favour  thereby  ob- 
tained, make  not  only  his  mercy  and  your  pitty  more  illuftrious,  but  it  hath  oblig'd  me 
to  fpend  what  further  time  fliall  be  given  me,  in  all  dutifull  obedience  to   his  highnefs, 
and  with  all  refpedfull  fervice  to  yourfelfe.     Thofe,  who  rightly  underftand  me,  can  affure 
you,  that  I  am  not  of  foe  obftinate  and  unrelenting  a  nature,  as  to  neede  the  forrowes  of 
a  long  reftraint,  or  the  continued  threats  of  death  to   worke  out  of  me  any  thing  that 
may  conduce  to  his  highneffe's  fervice,  or  might  give  him  farther  fatisfaftion  -,  but  fuch  is 
my  unhappineffe,  that  what  I  have  allready  faid  as  to  the  fa6l  itfelfe,  as  like  wife  in  my 
promifes  of  future  fidellity,  cannot  obtaine  that  credit  with  his  highnefs,  as  to  make  me 
reputed  an  ingenuous  and  gratefull  perfon.     To  you  therefore  I  addrefs  myfelfe,  in  hopes 
you  will  be  ftill  inftrumentall  in  procureing  from  his  highnefs,  if  not  a  farther  favour  to- 
wards me,  yet  at  leall  an  oblivion  of  this  unhappy  aftion,  for  which  I  now  juftly  fuffer, 
and  of  thofe  afperfions,  which  have  beene  fince  caft  uppon  me.     To  that  end,  I  aflure  you, 
that  in  my  confeflion  made  to  his  highnefs  and  your  honourable  felfe,  I  was  foe  free  in  all 
things  that  came  to  my  knowledge,  that  to  fave  my  life  I  can  fay  no  more  -,  and  I  do  now 
proteft,  and  uppon  the  honour  of  a  gentleman  declare,  there  is  nothing  in   my  breaft 
worthy  your  knowledge,  which   I  have  not  already  revealed  ;  fo  that  if  the   faith  and 
honour  of  a  gentleman  hath  not  loft  that  reputation,  which  it  ever  had  amongft  men,  I 
prefume,  I  ftiall,  in  your  opinion,  ftand  upright,  and  will  not  doubt  of  your  endeavours 
to  vindicate  me  to  my  lord  proteftor,  who  by  reafon  of  ftrange  furmifes  and  falfe  fuggef- 
tions  of  fuch  as  wifti  me  ill,  cannot  yet  be  perfuaded  to   have  a  right  underftanding  of 
me  -,  neither   ftiould  I  wonder  at  his  diftaift  of  me,   weare  thofe  calumnies  true,  with 
which  I  am  afperfed.     For  I  underftand  by  fome  of  my  freinds,  that   the  fcandall  of  a 
highwayman  or  notorious  robbar  hath   beene  caft  uppon  me,  on  purpofe  to  deprive  me 
of  his  highnefs's  mercy,  by  rendring  me  a  perfon  moft  unfitt  to  live,  as  indeed  I  weare, 
could  my  guiltinefs  of  foe  unworthy  and  diftionourable  aftions  be  evident  to  him.     But  I 
would  defy  the  whole  world,  and  with  much  innocence  (as  to  any  fuch  bafe  and  unworthy 
adtion)  fcorn  their  reproaches,  if  I  could   but  expiate  this  grand  offence  againft  his  high- 
nefs, for  which  I  ftand-  condemned.     I  ftiall  therefore  humbly  defire  you  to  have  a  favour- 
able opinion  of  me,  and  to  continue  your  mediation  to  his  highnefs  for  a  pardon,  by  which 
you  will  moft  highly  oblige  me  and  my  poore  family  to  pray  for  his  highnefs  and  your 
honour's  profperity,  and  ever  remaine

A  letter  from  Jamaica. 
Jamico,  June  3,  1655. 

BY  captain  Collins,  who  carried  the  ftate  letters  in  the  Malligo  merchant,  the  1 7th  March 
laft,  I  writt  you  from  Barbados  of  all  paflages  to  that  day,  &c.  att  which  time  our 
general  and  commiffioner  being  difpleafed  with  the  delayes  of  account  fo  often  promifed, 
and  then  lamely  brought  in,  feeing  the  neceffity  of  an  auditor  general,  as  well  for  civill  as 
martial  affaires,  imediately  with  one  confent  voted  that  needfull  place,  and  unanimoufly 
eftabliftied  myfelf,  they  commanding  my  fpeedy  execution  thereof;  which  in  one  weeke's 
time  I  performed  to  the  advantage  of  the  ftate  above  1 700  1.  fterling,  difcovered  from  dark 
puzling  accounts,  to  the  great  content  of  the  commiflioners,  relief  of  the  army's  quarter 
charged  on  the   treafurers,  and  honour  to  myfelf,  which  (as  yet)  I  hope  to  continue  with

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love  and  faithfulnefs  to  every  relations.  Saturday  31  March,  difpairinge  of  our  fdiefe  A.  D.  1655, 
from  England,  haveinge  borrowed  a  few  unferviceable  armes  from  the  ifland,  wee  fhipped  tX^\/^^0 
about  60  faile,  and  5000  foldiers,  and  that  night  waighed,  the  next  day,  weathringe  St. 
Vincente,  E.  S.  E.  onely  inhabited  by  infidel]  and  canibalJs  ;  and  one  monday  2d  April 
about  noone,  came  to  anchor  about  the  middle  of  St.  Lucia  for  councelJ,  and  giveinge 
orders ;  where  many  off  our  men  landinge,  and  others  with  fmale  galliots  efpying,  cold 
difcover  noe  plantation  or  inhabitants,  faveinge  wild  and  venomous  creatures,  in  that 
craggy  defart.  Tuefday,  3  Aprill,  neare  noone,  wayhed,  and  that  eveninge  weathered  Marti- 
nico,  inhabited  by  French,  againft  which  ifland  dyed  our  gcnerall  eldeft  captaine  Difney 
in  the  Beare.  Wenfday,  4  Aprill,  wee  lay  becalmed,  fouth  off"  Dominica,  an  infidell  ca- 
niball  nation,  great  enymes  to. our  nation  ;  where  captain  Leigh's  wife  was  kept  prifonner 
3  yeares,  her  hufband  and  many  Englifh  barboroufly  flaine  by  thofe  bold  people  -,  who 
now  perceiveing  fome  of  our  veffels  to  drive  nere  there  fhore,  a  few  off  them  in  a  cannoo 
comeinge  (friendley  counterfeits)  nere  the  fhip's  fide,  darted  fome  arrowes  amongft  our 
men,  gazeinge  and  admireing  their  hardy  infolency,  and  quick  as  thought  retreated, 
Thurfday  5  wee  paffed  fouth  by  Guardelupa,  a  fmall  French  ifland,  about  which  N.  lyes 
Cafath,  and  4  or  5  little  iflands,  with  around  Cox  ifland  uninhabited  N.  E.  Friday 
6th  wee  paffed  Montferat,  planted  by  Englifh  and  Irifln,  off  which  E.  lyeth  a  fmale 
ifland  uninhabited,  and  about  noone  cleared  Mevis  -,  and  at  2  afternoone  made  St.  Kitts, 
where  the  French  gave  us  bien  venu  from  all  theire  forts  and  gunnes,  above  30  great  fhotc 
for  falutes ;  and  att  eveninge  comeing  to  our  Englifli  plantations,  befides  theire  generall 
falute,  our  councill  fent  formerly  thither  coll.  Fortefcue,  coll.  Holding,  and  capt.  Butler 
(haveing  made  fure  peace  with  the  French'  with  6  or  7  faile,  and  1 000  foldiers,  came 
welcome  to  our  fleete,  in  which  interval!  I  ftepped  afhore  for  two  howres,  viewing  the 
adjacent  plantations,  which  indeed  I  faw  foe  indufl:rious  neatly  manur'ed,  that  I  thought 
I  was  in  the  French  gardens,  every  acre  affording  a  famelly  fubfifliance,  noe  corne  wafted, 
yet  the  ground  decaying  and  over-ftocked  ;  noe  townes  nor  fit  entertainment  for  our  nom- 
jjers.  About  8  ith'  eveninge  wee  filled  fails,  and  faturday  7th  of  April  ith  morneinge  we 
paffed  Saby,  a  fmale  Dutch  ifland,  from  which  7  leagues  N.  lyes  St.  Martin's,  where 
Spanyards  make  fake  ;  and  afternoone  we  were  becalmed  fouth  weft  of  Saby  ;  a  high 
and  unihnhabited  ifland.  The  8th  off  Aprill  wee  were  comanded  by  the  lee  towards 
fome  Ihips  afterne,  hoping  from  England,  and  in  6  howres  came  up  with  us  the  Adam 
and  Eve,  which  told  us  off  another  Ihip,  fcarfe  vifible  in  her  fterne,  to  which  wee  loofed 
with  all  failes  ;  and  at  6  in  the  eveneinge  came  up  with  us  the  Marygold,  another 
dumb  beaft  lag'd  behind  from  St.  Lucia  (which  wee  towed  to  the  fleet)n  The  9th  of 
Aprill  wee  paffed  St.  Cruz,  an  Englifli  iflande,  fome  6  yeares  paft  all  flaine  (with  capt. 
Philips  the  commander)  moft  barbouroufly  by  the  Spanyard,  who  now  have  itt.  The 
loth  of  Aprill  wee  paffed  St.  John's,  a  rich  plentifull  ifland,  Porto  Rico  beeinge  theire 
harbour,  a  very  fafe  rydinge  and  ftronge  garrifon,  one  off  the  Spanyards  beft  ftrength. 
Wenfday  and  thurfday  wee  hovered  of  Spaniola  in  counfelle,  and  concluded  the  certaine 
poffeflion  thereoff  without  blowes ;  fliareinge  the  lyon's  liveing  fl<in  with  fuch  affurance, 
as  I  verily  beleeve  much  difpleafed  our  gratious  God,  that  hitherto  hath  brought  us  fafe, 
and  by  commiffioner  V/infloe's  (alwaies  unrefiftable)  affirmitive,  ordereth  death  for  any 
foldier  to  plunder  or  deminifh  the  leaft  vallue  -,  which  beeing  proclaymed  at  the  landinge, 
proved  fatall  to  the  army.  One  regiment  of  feamen  joyned  with  us  our  beft  counfells  to 
run  into  the  harbour  and  towne  off  St.  Domingo  fuddenly  before  knowledge  of  our  ap- 
proach, had  fertainly  carried  our  bufines,  but  mr.  Winfloe  (who  would  not  be  contra- 
didled)  feringe  any  to  have  fpoile  fave  himfelfe,  pretendinge  all  for  publick  treafure,  would 
not  fuffer  itt  j  whereby  wantinge  certaine  guides  for  a  neerer  landinge  place,  itt  was  con- 
cluded to  land  att  Caffado  bay  with  6  regiments  and  a  halve  ;  the  other  halfe  regi- 
ments off  coll.  Holdip's  and  coll.  Bullet's hover  about  the   harbour,  to  amufe 

the  enemy,  while  the  maine  army  landed,  which  on  faturday  was  done  fafe  and  without 
blowes.  The  feamen  noe  fooner  hereinge  proclaimed,  noe  plunder,  laid  downe  armes,  and 
foe  moft  of  the  army  by  the  example  ;  and  though  much  fweetnefs  ufed  by  the  generall 
and  ofRcers,  noe  cordialls  could  mittigate  that  poifonn  ;  yet  feeminge  cheerful!,  they  march- 
ed that  day,  funday  and  monday,  through  rough  woods,  fome  favannaes,  and  rich  valleys  ; 
a  plentiful  ifland,  but  very  fcarfe  watered  ;  which  with  the  heat  and  hard  marching  parched 
all  with  drought.  Monday,  17th  of  April,  coll.  Buller's  regiment,  with  500  of  coll  Hol- 
dip's, landed  in  a  bay  fafe,  neere  a  ftronge  fort,  where  fir  Francis  Drake  formerly  landed, 
about  10  miles  from  the  towne  Domingo,  and  approaching  that  forte,  the  enemy 
quitted,  leaveing  two  great  gunnes  difmounted,  and  walles  (what  foe  fuddenly  they 
could  difmantled)  which  made  coll.  Buller  purfue  his  march  towards  the  towne,  through 
the  narrow  paffes  off  the  wood,  by  a  guide  mifled  to  fome  plantations  vacant  and  water- 
leffe,  nere  a  ftronge  forte  3  miles  off  the  towne.  No  fooner  was  coll.  Buller  marched  from 
Drake's  landing,  paft  call  or  view,  but  the  general  with  the  maine  army  'after  30  miles 
tedious  weary  march)  came  hungry,  thirfty,  tired,  and  beeinge  informed  by  a  meffage 
Vol.  III.

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A.  D.   1655.  from  reare  admirak,  who  rode  there,  to  fecure  that  forte,  landinge  place,  and  watering ; 
{yV\J   that  coll.  Buller  was  marched  to  the  towne,  and  they  beeing  come  into  the  pafle  off  the 
river,  forded  by  coll,  Buller,    which  the  army  cold  nott   then  find  fordable,   the  generaJl 
immediatly  marched  along  the  river  to  a  fugar  worke,  lodeging  that  night  upona  favanna, 
without  water,   7  miles  from  coll.  Buller  ;  and  next  day,  tuefday  i8th,   marched  and  mett 
with  coll.  Buller,  neere  the  ftronge  fort  in  the  towne  road,   where  the  enemy  had  am- 
bufcadoed  and  lyned   the  wood,  fell  on  our  forlorn,    killed  adjutant   generall   Walters, 
capt.  Jenninges,  commander  off  the  reformade,  capt.  Watts  off  the  fea  regiment,  capt. 
Cox  of  the   fyerlockes,  the    generall's  fecretary  mr.   Temple,    the  commiffioners  fubfe- 
cretary  mr.  Murfurd,  who  all  with  the  generall  feareleffely  expedted  no  fuch  falutes  ;  yett  by 
God's  mercy  and  providence  his  excellency  was  miraculouily  preferved.     The  army  then 
enraged  beat  the  enemy,   tooke  his  ground,  and  recovered  all  the  bodyes  ;  and  had  not 
extremity  of  thirft,  hunger,  wearinefs  and  night  refilled,  wold  that  night  have  entred  the 
towne  ;  but  necefTity  hath  noe  lawe,  all  impatiently  cryed  water,  and  many  fainted,  which 
regretfully  caufed  a  retreat  att  tenn  at  night,  and  noe  knowne  water  nerer  then  Drake's 
landing  place  (with  a  ftrong  rare  guard  to  preferve  ;the  fainty  ficke  men)   came  wenfday 
to  the  faid  river  and  forte,  to  the  Ihipinge,  and  there  refrefhed  our  wearied  limbes  and 
fainting  fpirrits  in  confultatione,  untill  tuefday   the   25th  of  Aprill.     The  fea  generall  all 
this  while  hoveringe  before  the  towne  4  or   5  leagues  off  the   forte,  where   mr.  Winfloe 
beeing,   no  confultations  cold  come  to  account  without  his  and  generall  Penn's  ftamp, 
which  made  our  noble  and  unwearied  generall  to  have  fo  many  dangerous  paffages  in  little 
brigateenes  to  loofe  windward  for  theire  confenting  advife,  which  every  tyme  differing,, 
caufed  foe  much  delay,  embafed  the  foldiers,  encouradged  our  enemy,  and  gave  them  tyme 
for  all  poffible  refiftance,  to   encreafe    theire  number,    effed  theire  counfel,  and  efpy  our 
weaknes,   wee   havinge  noe   intelligence,    knowledge  of  the   country,  our  cheife  guide, 
capt.  Cox,  flaine,  feeding  on  the  worft  falteft  beefe  unwatered,   withall    the  moldy  brown 
dirty  bilkett,  allowing  us  noe  brandy  or  comfortable  licquor,  caufed  fuch  imoderate  c!fe- 
fire  off  water,  which  (that  river  coming  from  a  copper  mine)  afforded  rather  to  encreafe 
then   quench  thirft,    and   the   raines    nightly  powring,    with   fogges   and  dewes  along 
river,   foe   foaked  our    bodyes   with  flux,   and   none  efcaping  that   violence,    that   our 
refrefhment  proved  a  weakeninge,  inftead  of  fupport.    However   another  march  was  re- 
folved,  a  fmale  morter  peece  (borrowed  at  Barbados)  with  ten  Ihells,  two  fmale  drakes,  and 
fome   blunderbuffes,  got  afhore  •,    a  very  little  proportion  off  brandy  to  chere  our   men 
(which  a  good  fpoone  might  have  held  one  (hare)  then  highly  fluxing,  noe  harneffe  nor 
horfes  to  draw,  but  all  drawne  by  foldiers  ;  mattockes  and  fpades  carried  by  other  fol- 
diers, which  with  there  callabafhes  off  water,  fnapfackes,  bad  armes,  &c.  fpent  our  ftrono-eft 
men,  and  rendered  the  weake  unferviceable.     Tuefday,  25th  of  Aprill,  wee  marched,  lay 
that  night  in  the  woods.     Wenfday,  the  26th,  adjutant  generall  Jackfonn,  commandinge 
400,    its   forlorne  advanced  neere  the  forte  to  the  towne,  where  difobeyinge  his  orders, 
to  have  two  winges  in  each  fide  the  wood,  for  difcovering   the  ambufcadoes,  and  cowardly 
negledtinge   the  duty  off  his  place  (I  doubt  treacheroufly)  to  lead  the  party  (put  captain 
Butler  (a  ftout,  but  unexperienced  foldier  for  fuch  a  defigne)  to  lead  the  forlorne,  who  in- 
nocently fell  into  theire  ambufcado  ;  but  moft  bravely  behaveing   himfelfe  with  his  divi- 
tion,  fought  itt  to  death,  and  very  orderly  brought  up  his  men  till  flaine.     Soe  did  capt. 
Powlet  of  the  fyerlockes  fight  to  death  ;  which  Jackfon  feeinge  fall,  inftead  off  reliefe, 
faced  about,  and  moft  baffely  run  away.     Thereupon   imediatly   all    the   forlorne,  like  a 
torrent  in  a  narrow  paffage  ftraitned,  or  a  fudden   or  a   furious  wave  in  a  rough  fea, 
nay  indeed    lightninge,    the  whole   forlorne  tumbled  into   the  reformade  ;    they  all  as 
fuddenly  into  the  horfe,  they  all  mixt  like  a  maffe  in  foe  narrow  a  paffe,  nott  able  to  con- 
taine  above  fix  abreft  (the  clofe   thicke  woodes  encompaffmge  the  fides  where  the  enemy 
was  lodged  to  flanke  us)    and    the  great  fort  gunnes  loaded  with  fmale  fhot,   bitts   off 
iron,  broken  piftoll  barrels,  and  all  fuch  mifchiefe,  had  full  power  and  fure  ayme  all  alonge 
that  narrow  paffe ;  which  foe  routed  all  them,  they  in   the   fame  moment   the   generall's 
owne  regiment.    Never  was  any  thinge  fo  wedged  as  wee,  which  made  the  enemy  weary 
with  killinge  ;  and  had  not  the  reare  parte  off  major  generall  Haynes's  regiment  drawee 
into    the  wood,  and  foe  counterflanked  (beating  backe  the  enemy  to  the  fort,  regaineinge 
all  the  ground,  bodies  and  ambufcadoes,  even   under   and  befide  the  very   forte,  which 
was  mantained  all  night)  our  whole  army  had  beene  in  that  fudden  motion  difordered  and 
confufed.    Jackfon  fneakt  into  the  bulhes,  like  an  old  fox,  and  faved  himfelfe.     Our  moft 
gallant,  noble,  and  valliant  major  generall  Haynes,  with  whome,  and  nere  hisperfon  (by 
his  own  great  defire)  I  was  myfelfe  all  this  while,  was  flaine,  launced  through  the  body, 
yet  regained   and  brought  of  by  his  owne  regiment.     This  was  a  great  loffe,  as  the 
major  generall  his   lieutenant  coll.  Clarke  dyeing  of  thofe  wounds,  the  moft  expert  foldier 
and    beft  major  Ferginfon  to   the  generall's  regiment,  captain  Butler,   captain  Powlet, 
captain  Hinde,   captain  Hancocke,  and  many  lieutenants,  enfignes,  and  aU  the  reformade, 
gnely  17  excepted,   that  got  into   the  woods,  and  many  hundred  foldiers,  with  loffe  off 
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•^  coleurs,  that  is^the  reformade's,  captain  Powlet's  firelocks,  the  generall's  regiment  5,  A.  D.  165 j. 
and  major  generall's  2,  to  the  great  diflionour  of  ourfelves  and  nation  ;  yett  what  God  t-'^VNj 
will  muft  be  done,  and  this  our  affliftion,  I  hope,  will  turne  to  mercyes,  if  wee  bee 
humbled  as  wee  ought.  Thurfday,  27th  of  Aprill,  early  ith  morneinge,  our  generall  de- 
maunded  from  captain  Hughes,  whether  he  could  play  the  morter  peece  ?  who  anfwered 
noe,  for  the  fort  had  fuch  comand  over  all  thofe  places,  that  wold  beate  them  from 
it:  this  I_ heard  him  fay  and  confefle  ;  whereupon  confideringe  the  foldiers  weakneffe, 
want  of  viftuals,  and  moft  of  water,  as  alfo  the  former  difcouragement,  a  retreat  was  pri- 
vately concluded,  a  ftronge  reare  guard  appointed,  the  10  morter  Ihells  neatly  buryed, 
our  morter-peece,  drakes,  fpades,  fhovels,  and  all  drawne  off,  and  wee  fafely  that  day  all 
gott  our  old  landing  place  and  forte.  Here  wee  ftayed  our  generalls,  many  goeing  to) 
general  Penn  and  m.r.  Winfloe,  and  every  returne  created  new  counfelle  ;  the  raines 
encreafinge,  our  men  weakninge,  all  even  to  death  fluxinge,  the  feamen  aboard  negledling, 
that  forced  us  to  eate  all  our  troope  horfes  (the  enemy  denying  all  releife,  triumphinge) 
and  thefe  miferies  encreafmg,  our  counfelle  refolved  by  feekinge  God  to  purge  the  army. 
Firft  JackfoH,  found  guilty  of  cowardife,  had  his  fword  broke  over  his  head  for  a  coward, 
his  commiffion  taken  away,  and  expulft  the  army,  and  to  bee  fwabber  to  hofpitall  Iliips 
off  ficke  people,  which  was  accordinge  done.  Some  women  found  in  mens  apparel 
were  punifht,  and  all  fufpedled  whores  (Barbados  and  thofe  plantations  yeilding  fewe 
elfe)  narrowly  fought  after;  all  officers  and  foldiers  ftricktly  commanded  to  obferve  duty, 
upon  greateft  paines  ;  one  of  major  generall  (now  Fortefcue)  foldiers,  proved  to  run  away, 
hanged ;  and  indeed  like  a  wife  prudent  generall  all  thinges  by  him  ordered  ;  yett  out 
ficknes  encreafmg,  itt  was  refolved  againe  to  Ihip,  and  foe  direftely  for  Jamico,  where 
God  hath  owned  us.  I  cannott  omitt  to  exprefle  fomethinge  concerneing  this  great 
bufmes,  which  lame  fure  the  world  will  miftake  in  reportingc ;  but  myfelfe  beeinge  a 
prefent  eye  wittnes  there  on  the  place,  and  amongft  the  crowd,  in  the  midft  off  danger, 
near  major  generall's  perfonn,  I  have  not,  neither  fhall  I,  relate  any  thinge  but  what  I 
know  for  certaine  truth.  I  know  a  threefold  cord  cannot  bee  eafily  broken  ;  but  where 
they  tv/ift  not  equally  together,  they  many  tymes  cut  one  another  ;  and  this  lame  fure, 
that  in  martiall  affaires,  where  commands  execute  like  lightninges,  and  thofe  variable  as 
the  windes,  accordinge  as  the  prefent  emergency  requires,  and  not  for  confent  off  others, 
to  the  loffe  off  all,  I  well  know  his  highnes  wold  never  fubmitt,  in  all  his  paft  aftions, 
to  fuch  curbs,  nor  can  brave  defignes  ever  fucceed  with  fuch  bridles,  which  I  hope  to 
bee  amended.  The  uncharitablenes  of  our  reare  admirall  will  not  fuffer  my  fylence,  for 
att  that  tyme  weere  by  order  fhipped  from  Efpaniola,  hee  did  furioufly  and  moll  un- 
chriftian  like  fay,  before  good  wittnes,  where  are  there  cowardly  Spanyards  now .?  Will 
they  nott  come  and  cut  off  theis  army  rouges,  that  wee  may  noe  more  bee  troubled  with 
them  ?  And  his  owne  leuetenant,  my  former  acquaintance,  beeing  by  accident  aboard  the 
fhip  where  I  came  into  weake  and  foe  ill  nott  able  to  ftand,  after  falutes  and  fome  dif- 
courfe,  told  mee  to  my  face  (like  to  his  profeffion)  wee  were  all  over-board,  that  they 
might  be  rid  of  us  againe ;  fpeakeing  the  very  fame  words  to  captain  Fincher  in  his 
extremety  off  weaknefs,  and  alfoe  to  others.  And  many  fuch  vile  unworthy  expreffions 
have  many  off  that  religion,  I  mean  anabaptifts,  expreil  againfl:  us  and  the  power  wee 
a6l  under,  domineering  becaufe  off  their  prefent  commands  at  fea,  takeing  liberty  to 
talke  what  they  pleafe,  as  indeed  wee  find  by  their  aftions,  accordinge  to  their  powers 
againfl,  &c.  And  I  muft  needs  acknowledge  it  a  very  great  mercy,  that  God  did  us  ir^ 
Efpaniola,  in  comparifon  of  this  ifland  wee  are  now  in  ;  for  that  beeinge  much  bigger 
then  England,  mofl  or  all  off  itt  woode  and  mountaines,  and  many  enemies  difperfedley 
fcattered,  that  our  fmall  nombers  cold  not  feperate  to  beate  them  quite  of,  nor  bee 
able  to  plantt  the  one  thoufand  parte  ourfelves,  and  itt  lyinge  foe  much  windward  from 
Cuba,  this  place,  and  efpecially  the  maine,  wee  fhould  never  bee  able  to  loofe  it  up 
againe  for  any  provifion,  or  with  prizes  ;  whereas  this  ifland  abounds  more  in  all  fertillity, 
and  not  one  quarter  foe  bigge,  but  lyes  in  the  very  heart  off  the  Spaniard  to  gall  him.  The 
3d  off  May  wee  parted  from  Efpaniola,  and  thurfday,  loth  of  May,  anchor'd  in  theis 
harbour  off  Jamico,  a  fafe,  fecure  ridinge  for  500  faile  of  the  greateft  fhips,  landlockt 
fufficient.  That  night  wee  landed  all  our  army  in  the  teeth  of  the  enemy  at  his  very  forte, 
where  he  had  9  peece  ordnance  feverally  placed,  with  500  defendents,  who  feeinge 
our  refolution,  moft  cowardly  forfooke,  and  gave  us  all  without  any  bloodfhed,  with- 
two  fmale  veffells  near  the  forte.  The  nth  May  we  entred  this  towne  Jamico,  they 
haveinge  conveyed  all  theire  portable  riches,  with  wives,  children  and  fervants,  into  the 
mountaines,  from  whence  thinking  wee  came  (as  coll.  Jackfonn  formerly  did)  to  viftuall,-. 
plunder,  and  foe  be  gone,  they,  I  lay,  fent  divers  perfons,  pittifuUy  complayning,  defiring 
to  know  our  wants,  and  humbly  begging  a  treaty  ;  which,  confidering  the  weaknes  off  our 
army,  unfixt  and  unferviceable  armes,  never  a  horfe  to  purfue,  our  men  faint  and  tired 
much  worfe  by  pittifuU  ufage  on  fhip-board,  the  enemy  horfe  all  in  full  ftrenght,  and 
knowing  the  country,  itt  was  refolved  to  treat ;  and  they  by  pre-contraft  brought  us  in  as 
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A.  D.  1655.  need  required  cattle  enough.  This  held  a  full  weeke,  and  being  concluded,  figned  af»d  Tealed 
i>^VNJ  by  all  the  treators  and  the  Spanifh  governor  to  boote,  he  with  three  cheifes  more  are 
hoftages  for  performance  ;  but  when  the  articles  were  fente  to  theire  campe  to  come  in, 
lay  downe  armes,  bee  tranfported  to  Spaine,  with  nothinge  but  clothes  on  theire  bacices, 
leaveinge  all  manner  of  their  goods,  wealth,  and  riches,  to  us,  denyed  obedience,  are 
fled  fcattring  to  the  mountaines,  faying,  they  were  all  borne  here,  have  noe  acquaintance 
or  friends  in  Spain  to  relieve  them,  and  foe  refolved  rather  to  dye  here  then  begg  there, 
which  will  put  us  to  fome  troble  to  expell  them  -,  like  your  tories  in  Ireland,  or  moffe 
troopers  in  Scotland,  whoe  may  mifchiefe  our  ftragglers,  but  dare  not  face  the  fmaileft 
party,  and  will  keepe  us  wakeinge  to  mind  our  duty  as  foldiers,  and  humble  ourfelves 
before  God,  that  hee  give  us  not  into  theire  hands.  This  ifland  farre  exceeds  all  others 
in  America  for  fertilliry  in  all  manner  of  thingse,  fruits  and  cattle,  horles  foe  good  as  any 
in  England,  and  I  thinke  farre  more  plcntyfull,  and  beene  by  millions  not  to  bee 

numbred,  the  Spanifh   fleete  vidtualling  here  allwayes  ;  fome  good  fugar  workes,   Indian 
come,  rice,  and  all   fortes   of  rare  fruite  in  abundance ;,  but  the  cafado  for  bread  onely 
.     planted  for  their  owne  nombers,  which  untill  wee  encreafe  to  our  nombers   is  moft  wee 
fhall  want  i  fake  all  alonge  the  (bore,   moft  white  and  fine  that  ever  I  faw,   makes  itfelf ; 
infinite  and  moft  plentifuU  of  fowle  and  fifh,   many  brave  rivers,  rich  paftures,  woods, 
and  indeed  in  all  thinges  farre  exceeding  any  place  I  faw  or  read  of,  onely  a  little  heat, 
which  is  finely  tempered  with    coole  breezes,  moft   troubles  us   yet   at  firft  ;    tobacco, 
none  better  in  the  world,  grows  here  ;   but   the  lazy  Spanyard  cares  onely  for  himfelf, 
and  improves  no  further,  which  I  hope  now  will  bee  better  manured,  to  the  greater  bene- 
fite  of  ourfelves  and  nation.     Wee  are  informed,  cloves,  nutts,  and  mace,  and  cinnamon 
grows  here.     Tame  fure  I  fee  and  have  cafTia,  tamerine,  and  cocoa-nutts,  with   all  fruits 
imagined,  and  fome  fay  gold  and  filver  mines ;  all  which  I  thinke  probable,  nature  deny- 
ing in  grofs  nothinge  here,  which  fhee  hath   fcattered  in   all   other  places  by  parcells  v 
and  the  richeft  wines  in  the  world  may  grow  here,  iff  wee  had  plantes  ;  onely  iron,  lead, 
and   flint,  we  wante,    with   manufaftures  for  cloathing.     Certainly  filke  wormes  wold 
profper  bravely.     I  fball   hereafter,    when  I  better  know   the  nature  off  the   country, 
give  further  advice.     Wee  have  houfes,  lands,  meate,  water  fufiicient,  and  want  fervants 
to  plant  and  manure  it.     This  my  friend,  mr.  Hardwick,  the  fhip  jufi  reddy  to  goe,  I 
can  enlarge  noe  more,  but   muft  of  necefTity  put  this  trouble  upon  you,   that  you  caufe 
to  be  write  feveral  copyes,  and  fente  as  followeth  :  one  to  my  wife,  if  ftie  bee  at  London, 
you  will  find  or  heare  oif  her  att  my  cofen  mr.  Nathaniel  Stirrop's  howfe  in  Alderfgate- 
ftreet,  otherwife  at  her  howfe  in  Ipfwich  -,  another  copy  to  my  brother,  coil.  William  Da- 
niel, governor  of  St.  Johnfon's  in  Scotland  ;  another  copy  to  my  mother,  mrs.  Chriftian 
Daniel,  at  her  howfe  Tably,  neare  Knottsforde  in  Chefhyer  ;  and  to  write  every  one  of 
them  particularly  the  reafon  of  my   not   writing   to   them,  having  noe  tyme,  the  fhip 
beeing  juft  goeing  i  but  I  fhall  to  all  of  them  by  other  fhips  that  goe  for  England  next, 
making  choife  of  you  now,  as  I  ever  have  done,  for  owne  of  my  beft  and  chiefeft  friends. 
You  muft  alfo  either  give   my  cofen  Stirrop  a  copye  hereof,  or  lett  him  have  tyme  la 
write  one  himfelfe  -,  and  fatisfye  him,  that  the  oportunitys  are  more  fpeedy  for   my  lord 
proteftor's  view,  then  his  can   bee,  and  this  may  chance   give  his   highnefs  fome   fatis-- 
faftion  of  the  affaires  here,  thoe  from  fo  unworthy  a  penn  as  myne.     I  have  not  elfe  but 
my  deareft  refpeds  to  yourfelf  and  your  fweet  bedfellow,  and  all  other  friends  that  wifh

YOURS  are  come  fafe  by  this  poft,  by  which  I  fee  all  is  quiet  in  England,  which  is 
now  confefTed  here  ;  and  the  protedlor's  gallant  proceedings  in  all  his  affairs,  for 
which  he  is  recommended  here  by  moft.  But  that  tranlplantation  in  Ireland  carries  more 
clamour  than  is  fit  to  be  fpoken,  fo  I  leave  it.  Of  a  general  peace  nothing  fince  my  for- 
mer. The  pope  is  become  man  ;  for  by  fome  private  friends,  that  houfe  of  pleafure  of 
cardinal  of  Montalto  in  Frefcati  is  lately  bought.  Alfo  the  palace  of  the  faid  cardinal 
Montalto  in  this  city  is  upon  buying  by  another  fecret  friend  of  his  holinefs,  which  gives 
fubjefts  of  feveral  difcourfes  in  this  city,  that  all  is  done  for  his  holinefs  ;  for  few  are 
able  to  buy  fuch  places,  or  to  make  ufe  of  them,  when  they  have   them  ;   and  therefore 

concluded  all  is  bought  by  the  pope  for  his  nephews, 
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Four  marquifles  are  come  hither  from  Vienna,  named  embafTadors,  to  congratulate  the  A.  D.  ir^^i?. 
pope's  eledlion,  which  the  duke  of  Florence  takes  not  well,  being  his  fubjefts.     Yet  not  L/^ST^O 
to  difpleafe  the  pope,  he  is  content  it  may  pafs  fo  now  without  precedent,  conditionally 
that  his  own  refident  in  the  court  of  Rome  introduce  them  to  his  holinefs,  as  it  was  ac- 
cordingly done.  ' 

Cardinal  de  Harrach  is  returned  to  his  refidence  at  Prague. 

The  governor  of  Milan  moves  not  againfl  Modena,  feeng  that  duke  ftirs  not  yet. 
The  duke  of  Parma  got  12,000  piflols  from  the  Spaniards  upon  his  guards  in  cafe  Mo- 
dena fliould  attempt  a  paflage  through  his  eftates.  The  faid  duke  of  Parma's  palace  here 
has  up  both  the  king  of  Spain's  and  the  emperor's  arms,  which  is  all  che  news  at  this 
time,  from,

May  it  please  your  highnesse, 

H Oping  you  have  received  long  before  this  the  exaft  account  wee  fent  you  by  captain  y^]  ^ 
Collins  from  the  Barbados,  as  well  of  all  our  tranfadlions  there,  as  of  our  extraor-  p.  67. 
dinary  wants  of  feveral  things  moft  neceffary  to  be  had,  (which  we  cannot  but  be  confi- 
dent, you  will  fupply  very  fpeedily,  fince  they  daily  encreafe  more  and  more  upon  us) 
wee  thinke  it  convenient  to  begin  there,  where  wee  then  ended ;  and  fo  continue  the  narra- 
tive of  our  proceedings.  According  to  our  refolution  intimated  to  your  highnefs  in  our 
Vol.  hi.  6  O  letter. 
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A.  D.  1655.  letter,  we  departed  from  Barbados  within  few  days  after  the  date  thereof,  and  in  our  way 
L/'^VSJ  pafllng  by  Chriftophers,  we  took  up  a  regiment  there,  and  the  14th  day  from  our  weighing 
anchor  arrived  at  Hifpaniola,  where  we  landed  without  delay  -,  but  by  reafon  of  the  abfence 
of  our  guide,  fo  far  off  of  the  town,  that  it  made  our  attempt  thereon  unfuccefsful ;  for  ic 
being  thirty  long  miles  march,  both  officers  and  foldiers,  what  through  want  of  water, 
what  through  the  exceffive  heat  of  the  climate,  (which  was  the  more  intolerable,  by  rea- 
fon  that  our  march  lay  all  the  way  through  clofe  tall  woods,  that  kept  all  manner  of  breeze 
from  us)  and  what  through  eating  of  oranges  or  other  fruits  by  the  way,  were  moll  of 
them  fo  far  fpent  and  tired,  that  they  could  hardly  ftand  upon  their  legs,  being  for  the 
mod  part  troubled  with  violent  fluxes,  hundreds  of  our  men  having  dropt  down  by  the 
way,  fome  fick,  others  dead,  fo  that  we  loft  no  inconfiderable  number  in  that  march,  be- 
fides  our  giving  time  to  the  enemy  to  fortify  themfelves  in  the  town,  and  offir  driving  no- 
fmall  part  of  them  before  us.  Nor  could  this  poffibly  be  prevented,  our  only  guide  Cox 
being  difpatched  away  before  to  fcout  for  intelligence,  and  returning  too  late,  by  reafon 
of  contrary  winds,  that  kept  him  from  us  -,  nor  could  we  pofubiy  get  any  intelHgence, 
either  of  the  ways,  or  of  the  ftate  of  the  town,  none  of  the  negroes  coming  in  to  us, 
and  the  enemy  keeping  fo  clofe,  that  none  of  them  could  poffibly  be  furprized,  at  leaft 
of  fuch  as  could  give  us  any  good  account.  Thus  in  want  of  guides,  intelligence,  water, 
we  made  a  Ihift,  though  heartlefs  and  fpiritlefs,  to  creep  (for  fo  it  may  be  juftly  fciied) 
within  a  mile  of  the  fort,  where  we  met  with  our  guide  Cox,  who  was  killed  the  very 
firft  bout  by  an  ambufcade  -,  fo  that  miffing  of  water  there,  where  Cox  promifed  to  find 
us  out  fome,  we  were  forced  to  retreat  back  (both  men  and  beafts  perifhing  through  want 
thereof)  to  the  river  Hyne,  fome  fix  miles  from  thence,  where  we  endeavoured  for  two 
or  three  days  to  give  our  men  fome  refrefhment,  as  well  of  viftuals  from  the  fleet,  as 
water  from  the  river  ;  but  they  were  too  much  fpent  to  be  put  in  heart  fo  foon  again. 
Yet  lefl:  we  fhould  give  the  enemy  too  much  time,  we  put  ourfelves  upon  a  fecond  march, 
adjutant  general  Jackfon  having  the  command  of  the  forlorn,  confifting  of  about  400,  who 
behaved  himfelf  fo  unworthily  both  in  difobeying  of  his  orders,  and  difcouraging  of  his  men, 
by  keeping  in  the  rear,  when  he  fliould  have  been  in  the  van  (for  which  he  was  cafhiered 
by  a  council  of  war)  that  the  greatefl:  part  of  them  were  cut  off  by  another  ambufcade ; 
they  flying,  and  difordering"  by  their  tumultuous  and  confufed  flight,  two  of  the  reo-i- 
ments,  that  followed  them,  it  being  in  a  narrow  lane,  where  three  or  four  only  could 
march  abreaft.  At  this  fecond  bout  we  loft  major  general  Heane,  major  Fergifon,  and 
feveral  other  prime  officers  •,  whereby  the  foldiers  were  fo  much  diftieartned,  that  there 
was  no  poffibility  of  drawing  them  on  any  further ;  fo  that  it  was  unanimoufly  agreed 
upon  by  the  officers,  and  affented  unto  by  the  commiffioners,  that  fome  other  place  ihould 
be  thought  upon ;  and  accordingly  we  pitched  upon  Jamaica,  where,  through  God's  bleffing, 
we  now  are,  but  in  none  of  the  happieft  conditions,  the  enemy  lurking  in  the  woods,  and 
keeping  the  cattle  'and  other  provifions  from  us,  but  only  what  we  gain  from  day  to 
day  at  the  point  of  our  fwords.  And  though  we  could  get  flefli  at  an  eafier  rate,  yet  the 
continual  apprehenfion  we  are  in  of  the  want  of  bread,  which  daily  diminilheth  confi- 
derably,  cannot  but  trouble  us  extremely ;  for  though  two  of  our  ftore-ffiips  (through  a 
very  feafonable  mercy  and  providence)  arrived  hither  lately,  yet  the  bread  they  brought 
us  is  fo  inconfiderable,  that  it  will  but  ferve  the  army  for  22  days  at  half  allowance  -,  and 
to  fay  the  truth,  the  remainder  of  all  the  provifions  of  the  fleet,  by  neareft  computation, 
is  but  three  months  viftuals  for  them  alone.  As  for  New  England,  though  we  are  a 
difpatching  thither  with  all  fpeed  for  a  fupply,  we  are  affuredly  informed,  that  what  we 
are  like  to  receive  from  thence  will  be  altogether  inconfiderable  to  the  number  of  mouths 
we  are  to  feed.  The  want  we  have  been  in  hitherto  of  bread  (we  not  being  able  to  be 
fuddenly  fupplied  therewith  out  of  the  fleet,  or  our  ftores,  through  want  of  waggons  and 
other  conveniencies  for  tranfportation  thereof)  joined  with  the  drinking  of  water,  hath 
already  caft  both  officers  and  foldiers  into  fuch  violent  fluxes,  that  they  look  more  like 
dead  men  crept  out  of  their  graves,  than  perfons  living  -,  and  this  fo  generally,  that  we 
have  not  above  two  colonels  in  health,  three  majors,  fome  feven  field  officers  in  all ; 
befides  many  have  been  already  fwept  away  with  this  difeafe  ;  fo  that  we  extremely  fear, 
left  we  fhall  fuddenly  want  officers  fit  to  command  our  foldiers.  As  for  this  ifland  of 
Jamaica  (that  we  may  acquaint  your  liighnefs  with  every  thing  that  is  material ;)  by  its 
fituation  it  lyeth  more  advantageoully  for  annoying  the  Spaniard  on  every  fide,  than. 
Hifpaniola  ;  neither  is  it  interiour  in  itfelf,  fof  we  find  it  to  abound  with  ftore  of  fifli, 
fowls,  cattle,  fruits  of  all  forts  ufual  in  thefe  parts ;  and  are  informed  further  by  one  of 
the  chlefeft  and  oldeft  inhabitants  of  the  country,  that  there  is. a  filver  mine  here,  as  alio 
one  of  copper,  lately  difcovered,  befides,  fome  grains  of  gold  have  been  found  likewife. 
The  climate  is  more  temperate  than  that  of  Hifpaniola,  by  reafon  of  its  lying  more 
open  to  the  eaftern  breeze  ^  nor  is  it  lefs  fruitful  in  any  refpe<5t.  The  pofture  we  ftand 
in  for  the  prefent  iu  relation   to  the  enemy,  is   this;   upon  our  approach,  they  fled 
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with  their  wives,  children  and  goods  into  the  mountaids,  leaving  the  bare  town  to  our  A.  D.  1655- 
pofleflion  ;  but  not  long  after  we  were  entered,  they  fent  feme  of  their  chief  men  to  treat  L/V\^ 
with  us.  Yet  they  haying  broken  their  promifcs  and  engagements  made  to  us,  we  fent  out 
a.  party  to  fetch  in  their  governor ;  whereupon  we  made  them  to  fubfcribe  to  the  like 
articles  with  thofe  they  gave  us  at  Providence.  But  though  we  have  their  governor  and 
other  chief  men  of  the  ifland  in  our  cuftody,  as  hoftages,  they  have  neverthe'cfs  treacheroudy 
broken  with  us,  and  have  driven  away  their  cattle,  putting  us  by  that  means  to  a  hard 
Ihift,  and  cutting  us  out  a  great  deal  of  work,  by  forcing  us  at  once  to  provide  for  our 
felves,  and  purfue  them  ;  notwithftanding  we  hope  to  I'educe  them  perfectly  e're  it  be 
long  (having  already  fent  out  ftrong  parties  for  that  purpofe)  for  they  are  not  in  any  con- 
dition to  ftand  out,  but  feed  themfelves  with  hopes  of  efcaping  to  Cuba,  which  we  will 
endeavour  to  prevent  by  fending  away  of  brigantines.  The  reafon  of  our  difmiffing  part 
of  the  fleet  home  is,  that  we  feared,  that  we  Ihould  never  be  able  to  vidua!  them  all ;  ft> 
that  we  judged  it  bell  to  retain  only  fome  of  the  fwifteft  failors  here  with  us,  fending  the  reft 
away.  We  had  almofl  forgot  to  acquaint  your  highnefs,  that  we  loft  mr.  Winflow, 
very  fuddenly  in  our  failing  towards  this  ifland,  of  a  fever.  Now  having  reprefented 
unto  your  highnefs  the  whole  ftory  of  our  proceedings,  we  fliall  expect  your  further  com- 
mands and  direftions  for  what  we  are  to  do,  as  being

My  lord, 

THE  letter,  which  you  were  pleafed  to  write  to  me  the  ninth,  caufed  me  to  read  over  Vol/xxvli, 
my  laft  letters  to  the  court,  to  fee  whether  they  gave  full  hope  and  aflurance  of  a  fpeedy  p.  75. 
conclufion  ;  and  I  find,  that  all  thofe,  that  do  fpeak  favourably  of  it,  do  end  with  fome 
miftruft,  that  this   government  would  ufe  all   manner   of  ways    to  prolong  the  fame  j 
and  if  you  have  a  copy  of  the  laft,  which  contained  the  news,  that  the   articles   of  the 
treaty  were  refolved  on,  and  that  my  commiflloners  had  fent  me  word,  that  they  would 
fign  as  foon  as  the  articles  were  writ  out   fair,  you  will  find,  that  I  gave  great   fufpicion, 
that  under  the  pretence  of  the  diforders  happened  in  Savoy,  the  lord  proteftor  might 
chance  to  delay  a  while  longer  my  negotiation,  and  that   I  demanded  precife  orders  in 
that  cafe.     But  it  feems,  that  the  lords  of  the   court  do  take  what  they  pleafe  out  of 
my  letters,  and  forget  the  reft,  to  have  a  little  to  reproach  me,  that  I  do  advife   them^ 
that  their  bufinefs  is  done,  which  did  never  yet  happen  to  be  fo  ;  neither  could  I  write 
it,  unlefs  I  would  fpeak  againft  my   own  judgment.     But  I  could  not  forbear  giving  an 
account  every  week,  to  make  a  relation  of  the  refult  of  the  conferences,  which  I  had  had 
with  my  commiflloners  ;  whereof  the  laft  have  given  place  to  the  whole  v/orld,  to  believe 
the  peace  to  be  concluded.     And  unlefs  a  man  could  penetrate  into  the  fecrets  of  the  mi- 
nifters  of  this  ftate,  or  narrowly  examine  their  proceedings  towards  me,  it  would  be  very 
hard  not  to  be  deceived.     So  likewife  I  do  not  wonder,  that   his  eminence  hath  advice 
from  feveral  parts  j  yet  however  I  do  not  believe,  that  he  hath  better  advice  than  mine  ; 
at  leaft  it  hath  not  appeared  to  me  hitherto.     You  know  by  the  rules  of  policy  one  muft 
affeft  fometimes  to  be  well  informed  ;  and  likewife  to  have  different  opinions  from  thofe 
of  the  under-  minifters,  to  the  end  that  in  all  events  they  may  fay,  that  they  were  better 
informed.     But  without  doubt,  if  they  will  do  me  the  favour  as  to  read  over  my  letters, 
they  will  find,  that  I  did  forefee  all  that  would  happen  in  my  treaty,  and  then  I  make  no 
doubt,  but  right  lliall  be  done  me.     And  if  my  laft  letters  did  give   more  hope  than 
they  fhould  have  done,  it  was  after  they  had  given  me  fo  many  pofitive   anfwers,  and 
many  reafons,  which  did  concur  to  make  me  believe  them  to  be  fincere.     Befides,  I  had 
word  fent  me  to  retreat,  if  there  were  no  hope.     And  I  am  ftill  perfuaded,  that  it  is  the 
intereft  of  this  government  to  accommodate.     If  they  will  ftill  ufe  delays  after  the  anfwerj 
which  the  proteftor  expeds  from  the  king,  and  the  court  do  not  approve  of  my  treaty, 
I  fliould  be  glad  I  might  have  precife  orders  fent  me  for  my  retreat  ;  and  as  foon   as  J 
have  them,  I  will  prefently  be  gone.     And  I  do  alfo  intend  to  write  to  his  eminence  and 
the  earl  of  Brienne  about  my  own  bufinefs  in  the  fame  terms,  as  you  defire  of  me,  both 
for  my  money  and  my  future  fubfiftence."

TTPON  fryday  laft   beeing  June  the   2(^\:\\^  I  received  your  highnes  two  letters   by 
P  83.  \J    mr,  Dewell,  mrs.  lilborne's  father  ;  and  upon  fatterday  he  and  I  went  to  Mount 

Neyville  Caftle,  where  lieutenant  collonel  Lilborne  and  his  father-in-lawc  and  myfelfe  had 
a  long  difcourfe  with  him,  but  to  litle  purpofe  ;  foe  wee  rode  out  againe  the   monday 
following.     Thefe  are  to  give  your  highnes  an  accompt,  but  not  fuch  a  one  as  I   wifh  I 
could  ;  for  I  cannot  but  report,  that  he  is  the  very  fame  man  as  formerly  ;  I  fee  no  altera- 
tion,  though  endeavored  by  the  honeft  ould  gent'lman  his  father-in-lawe,  and  afterward 
tryed  by  myfelfe,  to  fee  what  complyance  there  would  be  in  him  to  his  freinds  defires. 
He  protefted  againft  all  wayes,  and  faith,  he  will  owne  none  for  his  liberty,  but  by  the 
waie  of  the  lawe  ;  and  that  was  the  fumme  of  all  that  his  father  or  myfelfe  could  have  of 
him.     His  father  was  faying  to  him,  as  though  your  highnes  was  fpeaking  of  removing 
him  to  the  ide  of  Wight  •,  to  that,  he  faid,  he  would  affent  unto,  and  that  was  all  that  he 
complyed  with  his  father-in-law,  as  I  remember.  And  truly  I  have  this  to  fay  for  that,  that 
I  conceive  it  the  liklyeft  way  to  bring  his  fpirit  to  be  meek  and  quiet,  is,  that  he  beeing  in 
fome  garrifon  there,  or  elfewhere,  neare  home,  that  fome  of  his  foberefl  and  wifeft  freinds 
might  come  to  him  and  deale  with  him  by  arguments  and  perfwafions  one  after  another ; 
for  to  his  temper  I  fee  none  but  fuch  a  waie  will  do  any  good,  nor  prevaill  with  him,  for 
ought  I  can  fee.     Poffible  your  highnes  may  thinke,  that   I   fpeake  this  to   be  quitt   of 
him  out  of  this  place.     No  trewly,  my  lord,  I  do  not  ■■,  but  I  fpeake  it  from  my  foule,  I 
thinke  it  the  bell  way,  and  that  nothing  elfe  in  my  apprehenfion  will  prevaile  with  him  (if 
that  do)  though  indeed  I  have  caufe  enough  to  defire  him  remooved  from  this  place,  for 
he  is  more  trouble  then  tenn  fuch  as  Afhburnham.     Befids,  I  have  fuch  a  people  to  deale 
withall  here,  that  you  would  commiferate  me,  did  you  fee  there  conditions,  and  my  foul- 
diers  many  diforders,  notwithftanding  I  have  punilhed  divers  of  them ;  fo  that  I  dare  fay, 
there  is  never  a  three  garrifons  in  England  have  the  trouble  I  have  here  ;   but  I  queftion 
not  in  keeping  them  clofs  to  the  Englifh  intereft,  and  with  God's  affiftance  to  go  through 
the  worke,  and  in  fome  tyme  to  have  things  in  a  more  quiet  pofture.     I  had  forgot  one 
thing,  that  he  had  faid  upon  his  father-in-lawe  prefling  him  to  forbeare  determyneing  to 
have  all  things  his  owne  way,  and  to  refrayne  his  reproachful  words,   he  replied,  the  lawe 
was  his  way,  but  yet  he  would  referr  the  difference  (as  he  called  it)   between  your  high- 
nes and  himfelfe  to  my  lord  Rowles  and  my  lord  St.  Johns,  or  to  fowre  underftanding 
Chriftians.     I  afk'd  him,  what  then,  would  he  fett  down  by  it  ?  He  fayed,  aye.     But  I  do 
much  queftion  it.

THE  Swedilh  forces  in  thefe  parts  have  now  received  orders  to  march  (as  it's  faid)  Vol 
for  Pomerania,  whence  their  generall  rendevouz  is  ftill  appointed.  We  long  to  fee  p.  207. 
them  a  little  further  off,  and  to  know  their  reall  defign,  which  is  fo  varioufly  interpreted 
here,  as  that  we  know  not  which  to  give  credit  unto.  Some  are  ftill  of  opinion,  their 
intentions  are  only  againft  Prufia  ;  others  are  perfuaded  to  believe  they  will  make  ufe  of 
this  fair  opportunity  to  prefs  their  aftion  upon  the  lands  of  Culick,  Cleve,  and  Berghe, 
and  that  their  head  defign  is  againft  Silefia  and  the  reft  of  the  Emperor's  hereditary 
dominions.  And  there  want  not  thofe  alfo,  who  dare  boldly  affirm  their  real  intention  to  be 
tojoine  with  Denmark  in  oppofition  to  the  ftates  of  Holland,  to  exclude  them  wholly  out 
of  the  Sound.  But  this  of  any  feems  to  be  fartheft  from  reafon,  nor  can  we  fhew  any  great 
warrant  for  either  of  thefe  opinions,  which  are  not  to  be  grounded  upon,  untill  the  adion 
itfelf  confirms  the  truth  of  one  another.

Do  not  wonder  at  what  you  write  me  in  your  letter  of  the  8th,  concerning  the  inclinations  Vol.  xxvii. 

of  the  lord  embalTador  Nieuport.    I  have,  had   time  enough  to  learn  them  ;  and  in  p.  115. 

fome  rencounters  he  was  not  able  to  conceal  his  opinion.  But  that  is  no  great  harm  for 
France  •,  for  though  they  fhould  happen  to  break  with  us,  yet  we  ftiall  not  be  thereby 
much  incommoded.  It  is  more  to  be  wondered,  that  the  ftates  general  fhould  ftand  fo 
much  upon  their  pundlilios  ;  and  that  they  fhould  make  a  halt,  who  fhall  execute  it.  I 
can  aiTure  you,  that  the  lord  proteftor  doth  not  approve  of  this  conduct.  He  fpoke  to 
me  this  afternoon  very  openly,  and  well,  in  other  terms  than  monfieur  Nieuport  doth  ufe 
in  his  letters  to  his  fuperiors.  He  difowneth,  that  he  ever  found  fault  at  the  leifure  made 
in  France,  nor  at  our  conduft,  which  we  held  in  their  regard,  and  doth  formalize  himfelf 
no  lefs  than  we  of  their  inclination  to  favour  the  affairs  and  commerce  of  Spain.  This 
declaration,  confirmed  by  the  orders,  which  he  gave  very  exaftly,  to  ftop  all  fhips,  which 
come  or  go  for  the  Canaries,  and  by  the  proceedings  of  the  admiralty  court  here,  the  mer- 
chant fhip  called  the  morning  ftar,  which  came  lately  from  St.  Cruz  in  Tenerif,  was  taken, 
and  brought  into  Milford  harbour  ;  for  the  clearing  whereof  the  ftates  general  have  very 
much  infifted  •,  yet  the  fame  will  run  a  hazard  of  being  condemned.

A.  D;  1655.  Q  I  R,   yellerday  being  the  4th  of  inftant  came  in  advyce  boate  from  the  fieate  ;   which 
^»/''V''NJ  i3  news  hath  begott  a  very  fad  fpiritt  through  up  our  whole  ifland,   their  fucceffe  be- 
ing fo  exceedingly  contradiftorilye  to  all   expectations  in   their   attempts  upon  Santo  Do- 
mingo,  the  uttermoft  of  v/hofe  forces,  as  by  good  inteligence  both  here  given  them,  as  alfo 
by  one  that  came  emediatly  from   them  whom  they  met  with  att  St,  Chriftophers,  as  alfo 
by  feverall  that  came  unto  them  at  their  arivall  att  Hifpaniola  -,  all  whom  did  conceive  that 
there  force  there  exceeded  not  3000  men  in  all,   Whites,  Negroes,  and  Indians  •,   and  that 
they  expefted  them  not  till   they  faw    them:  there  unhappineffe   was  that  they  fay  led    7 
days  before  the  ifland,  before  they  recovered  there  port,  by  which  time  the  Spaniards  had 
knowledge  of  them,  and  made  provifion  for  them,  and  funcke  fhips  in  the  road,  whereby 
they  weare   denied  fpedy  pafTage  unto  them  ;  and  then  the  unhapineffe  of  there  refolves 
weare,   they  failed    10  leages  from  them,   when  they  might  have  with  much  fafeti,  with 
a  little  hazard  landed  within  too  ;  where  fome  men  thei  did   land,  and  upon  the  new 
refolves  toucke  aboard  agayne  with    little  hazard  ;  but  landing  fo  farr  weare   forced  to 
march  thirtie  miles  on  ihoare  to  meete  the  enimie,  who  was  not  refolved  to  march  towards 
them  out  of  the  towne.     Our  Forlorne  Hope  marched  on  under  the  command  of  adjctant 
Jackfon,   who  did  not  mannage  them  with  fufficient  valeor,  but  brought  them  of  with 
an  unhandfome  retreate  upon  there  referves,  who  they  alfo  difordered  to  more  then  a  re- 
treating pofture,  never  firing  ;  but  before  this   general  Venebles,  with  captain  Cox,  one 
mr.  Temple  and  Murford,  the  one  his  fecritary,    goeing  to  view  the  towne,  and  fort, 
and  avenewes,  for  the  better  conducing  of  there  forces  upon  them,  weare  fett  on  by  a 
fally  from  the  towne,  where  Cox  was  killed,  and  the  2  before  named  gentlemen,  and  the 
general  hardly  efcaped.     This,  I  beleave,   did  ftricke  a  dampe  upon  the  fperitts   of  the 
folders,   togather  with  the  removall  of  there  objed,   Vv^hich  was  hope   of  plunder  ;   the 
proclamation  of  the  forbidding  ot   which  att  the  head   of  each  rejement  was  not,  I  feare, 
^feafonably  done  :   for    as  by   privete  hands,  I  am    informed,    they   did  much    murmer 
againft  it.     In  this  firft  attempt  was  major  general  Haynes  ingaged,  whom  when  all   run 
from  him,  and  fome  few  officers  would  not  fly  from  it,  but  himfelfe  ingaged  8  perfons, 
flewe  one  in  the  place,  who  was   found  dead   by  him,  wounded  the  reft,  by  whom  he 
himfelf  was  alfo  killed.     He  cried  out,  that  if  but  6  would  ftand  with  him,   he  doubted 
not  to  put  them  all  to   a  fhamefull  retreate,  but  thei  would  not  ftand.     The  forces,  that 
thus  putt  the  Ihame  upon  our  army,  yow  may  judge  the  nomber  of  them,   when  capt. 
Haines  his   fon  with   twentie  horfe  routed  them,  and  fetcht  of  his  father's  dead  bodi. 
The  preflfoners    toucke  report,  they  weare  not  above  300,  that  did  this  exploit  upon  us. 
By  the  mafter  of  the  advyce  boate  and  fome  others  it  is  reported,  that  the  feamen  and  the 
Barbadoes  regiment  have  defired  to  paffe  upon  the  dutye,  and  either  to  the  towne  carry 
or  lay  there  bones  there.     But  I  do  perfeve  by  the  generall's  letters  they  ar^   drawne   off 
from  the  towne  and  defigne  for  Jemeco  -,   and  to    that  purpofe  have  order'd  all  fhipes 
there  to  feecke  them  ;   but  Goodfonne  and  others  writt  doubtfully,    whether  thei   will 
io  doe  ore  noe  -,  but  I  hope,  that  the  fhipes,  all  of  whom  thei  expe6b  by  this  time,  are  fafli 
arived  with  them;  and  I  hope  Webberliand  others  within  few  houres  after  this  advyce 
boat's  departure  from  them,  which  was  6th  of  May;  I  fay,  the  arivale  of  all  thofe  fhipes, 
I  hope,  will  begctt  frefh  corage  and  new  refolves  in  them ;  efpecially  when  thei  fhall  fee 
that  arive   with   there   laft  difpatches   ordered  to   be   left  here,  and  fent  for  England 
(viz.)  there  artilerie  and  ordinances,    and   there  provifions  of  warr  and  all   other  there 
nefifari  provifions.     But  I  doe  perfceive  the  generall  is  much  difcoraged  with  his  common 
foldfrie  for  there  cowardice.     Indeed  it  is  generally  by  all  privitt  letters  and  perfons,   that 
have  come  hether,  reported  and  fayd,  our  men  weared  with  there  long  march,  and  faint- 
ed with  there  exceeding  thirft  for  want  of  water  -,  infomuch,  that  many  fell  downe  by 
the  way  in  there  march  ;  and  foe  with  one  drame  of  brandye  recoveryed  ftrenght  to  crawle. 
I  fhall  not  condemn  any  for  the  conduft  ;  but  it  is  much  fenfured  by  mani,  in  that  thei 
marcht  fo  great  a  bodi,  not  lefTe  by  there  mufter  roles  then  loooo  men,    horfe  and  foote, 
in  fo  fmale  a  battalia,  even   but  10  abreft,  by  which  meanes  there  forlorne  rowted  there 
referve,  and  there  referve  there  maine  batalia,  which  had  thei  marcht  in  winges,  the  one 
might  have  fupplied  and  afTifted  the  others.     The  totall   accompt  of  the  bufines  I  doe 
prefhume  you  will  have  an  accompt  of  before  this  by  a  fhipe  difpatched  from  the  fleete 
for  England,  for  the  purpafTe ;  to  which  larger  accompt  I  referre  yow. 

For  the  perticuler  buffines  coll.  Goodfon  hath  ordered  all  the  goods  not  fent  to  him, 
and  yett  in  poit,  fhall  be  unlhipped  and  difpofed  here  ;  to  which  purpofe  he  hath 
made  his  requcft  to  the  governor  for  that  purpofTe,  who  hath  ordered,  that  all  the  goods 
that  Vv^eare   taken  out  of  the  Morning   Star,  and  put  into  the  prize  fhipe  now  goeing 

2  downe. 
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downe,  fhall  ftay  till  fuch  time  he  hath  rumaged  and  delivered  all  fuch  goods,  wherein  A.  D.  i6;;; 
yow  are  conferned,  be  deliveryed  aflioare  here  upon  this  idand  ;  of  which  I  prelhume  he  IXVNJ 
will  give  yow  an  accompt  att  large.  I  prefented  to  him  mr.  Nailor,  who  is  the  agent  for 
the  difpolTing  of  them,  or  capt.  Jame  Beecke,  a  very  honeft  man,  and  a  man  of  a  large 
creditt  and  trade,  who  is  coll.  Goodfon's  atturni  both  for  yourfeJfe  and  him,  in  bufTmes  of 
yours  before  in  his  cuftodye,  from  whom  I  prefhume  yow  will  refceive  a  perticuler  ac- 
compt of  him.  I  alfo  prefented  the  governer  for  the  difpoffall  of  cargoe  here^  of 
whom  I  am  confident  yow  will  refceve  an  honeft  and  faithfull  accompt  of  what  of 
yours  ftiall  come  to  his  hands;  but  the  governer  hath  not  acquainted  mee  with  ani 
refolves,  what  farther,  or  how  he  will  doc  or  difpoffe  of  your  buffi nes  ;  for  which  I 
Ihall  refferr  yow  unto  his  perticuler  advife.  This  onli  (brother)  ferves  to  accompanie  this 
perticuler  fhipe,  by  whom  I  thought  meet  to  write,  having  not  but  my  former  matter ; 
but  this  occation  prefenting,  by  which  I  fhall  onli  ade  thus  farther,  with  my  affedionate 
refpedls  to  your  felfe  and  fifter.  I  comitte  yow  to  God,  and  reft,

Since  the  writting  of  this,  the  governer  hath  ordered  capt.  Beecke  to  refceive  all  the 
goods  not  cary'd  by  the to  coll.

HAV I N  G  received  an  order  of  reference  from  your  highnefs,  and  your  rhofi  ho 
nourable  council,  of  the  tenor  enfuing: 

Tuefday,  5th  of  June,    1655.  P'  ^'°' 

At  the  council  at  Whitehall. 

Whereas  the  fum  of  eighty  five  thoufand  pounds,  which  was  payable  by  the  Dutch^ 
by  virtue  of  an  award,  made  by  the  commiflioners  appointed  on  both  parts,  in  purfuance 
of  the  30th  article  of  the  treaty  betwixt  his  highnefs  the  lord  protedlor  and  the  lords  the 
ftates  general  of  the  united  provinces  of  the  Netherlands,  is  (by  and  with  the  confent 
of  the  prefent  governor  and  many  members  of  the  Eaft  India  company)  depofited  in  the 
hands  of  fir  Thomas  Viner,  knight,  and  alderman  Riccard.  And  whereas  feveral  difi^erences 
have  arifen  between  the  parties  interefi^ed  in  the  feveral  ftocks  of  the  Eaft  India  company^ 
concerning  diftribution  of  the  faid  monies. 

Ordered  by  his  highnefs  the  lord  proteftor  and  the  councill,  and  by  and  with  the  like 
confent  as  aforefaid,  that  it  be,  and  hereby  ftands  referred  to  do6i:or  Walter  Walker, 
doftor  William  Turner,  doftor  John  Exton,  William  Thompfon,  aldermen  of  London, 
and  Thomas  Kendall,  of  London,  merchant,  or  any  three  of  them,  to  receive  the  feveral 
claims,  fhail  be  to  them  exhibited,  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  perfons  concerned  in  any  of 
the  faid  ftocks,  and  upon  confideration  thereof,  and  of  what  fliall  be  alledged  or  off^ered 
on  behalf  of  them,  or  any  of  them,  and  examination  of  the  grounds  of  their  feveral  and 
relpeftive  claims  and  pretences,  to  compofe  and  end  the  faid  differences,  and  to  make  fuch 
final  award  and  determination,  in  and  touching  the  premifes,  and  accordingly  allot  and 
defign  to  them  refpeftively,  fuch  feveral  proportions  of  the  faid  money,  as  they  fhall  find 
to  ftand  with  juftice,  and  to  report  the  fame  to  his  highnefs  and  the  council,  that  diredlions 
may  be  given  for  payment  of  the  money  accordingly. 

And  whereas  fome  queftion  hath  alfo  arifen,  to  whom  the  right  and  title  of  the  ifland 
of  Poleron  doth  belong,  the  faid  referees,  or  any  three  of  them,  are  alfo  authorized  and 
impowered  to  confider  of  all  fuch  claims,  as  fhall  be  exhibited  unto  them,  as  well  on  be- 
half of  the  commonwealth,  as  of  the  perfons  interefted  in  any  of  the  faid  ftocks,  pre- 
tending title  thereunto ;  and  upon  due  examination  thereof,  to  make  and  fet  down  their 
final  award  and  determination  therein,  and  report  the  fame  to  his  highnefs  and  council,  as 
aforefaid.

And  having  in  obedience  thereunto  met,  heard  and  debated  the  differences,  arifen  be- 
tween the  parties  intereffed  in  the  feveral  ftocks  of  the  Eaft  India  company,  concerning  the 

diftribution 
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A.  D.  165;.  diflnbtttiCn  of  the  faid  eighty  five  thoufand  pounds ;  and  reported  our  opinions  to  youh 
i./'VNJ  iiio-hnefs,  touching  the  fame,  and  as  touching  the  intereft  of  the  ifland  of  Poleron, 
having  (for  the  reafons  expreffed  in  our  faid  report)  referved  the  fame  to  be  efpeciaily 
reported  by  itfelf,  we  your  highnefs's  commiffioners  appointed  for  the  hearing  and  deter- 
mining the  differences  between  the  fubjedbs  of  your  highnefs  and  thofe  of  the  ftates  of  the 
United  Netherlands,  do  hereby  moft  humbly  prefent  our  report  touching  the  intereft  of 
the  faid  iQand  as  foUoweth  : 

Upon  debate  before  us  and  the  Dutch  commiffioners  of  the  right  and  intereft  of 
the  EngUfh  Eaft  India  company,   againft  thofe  of  the  Dutch  Eaft  India  com- 
pany, who   had  de  fa£lo    gotten   poffeffion  of  the  ifland  of  Poleron,  it  was 
evidenced  unto  us,  on  the  behalf  of  the  Englifh  company, 
That  the  Orankeys  or  princes  of  the  ifland  of  Poleron  by  an  inftrument,  written  in  the 
Malayan  tongues    (and  tranflated  into  Englifh)  having  made  furrender  or  ceffion   of  the 
faid  ifland  to  the  Englifti ;  covenant  to   fend   the  king  of  England  a  bough  of  nutmegs 
yearly,  acknowledging  King  James  to  be  king  of  Poleron,  and  promife  to  fell  the  fruits 
of  the  faid  ifland  to  none  but  the  king  of  England's  fubjecls.     This  contraft  they  make 
with  Nathaniel  Courthope  and  other  merchants  in   the  fervice  of  the  Englifli  Eaft  India 
,    company  (in  whofe  hands  the  faid  ifland  then  partly  was)  who  alfo  contraft  to  buy  the 
faid  fruits  of  them  as  by  the  faid  tranflated  inftrument  was  manifefted  unto  us. 
-     And  it  was  further  evidenced  unto   us,  by  the  depofitions  of  feveral  witneflfes,  taken 
fome  in  the  admiralty  and  fome  before  us,  that  the  faid  Nathaniel  Courthope,  a  minifter 
Cart.  Reg.     or  agent  of  the  Englifli  Eaft  India  company,  (to  whom  the  whole  trade  of  the  Indies,  by 
fol.  it.  patent  under  the  broad  feal,   was  granted  by  king  James,  anno  1609)  took   poflfeflion  of 

the  faid  ifland  by  virtue  of  the  faid  furrender,  and  was  chief  of  the  Englifli  there,  and  the 
firft  governor  thereof,  and  received  fruits  of  the  ifland  of  and  from  the  Orankeyes,  by 
way  of  taking  poflfefllon  of  the  ifland,  and  that  immediately  after  the  laid  furrender  and 
taking  poftefl"ion,  the  Englifti  (in  fervice  of  the  faid  company)  built  and  planted  feveral 
forts,  which  commanded  the  roads  and  towns,  and  continued  In  quiet  polfefllon  of  the 
faid  ifland  four  years  and  more,  namely  from  the  23d  of  December  1616,  to  the  6th  of 
March  1620. 

That  during  this  time  of  quiet  poffeflion  by  the  Englifli  Eaft  India  company,  upon  a  treaty 

in  1619,  between  certain  counfellors  of  ftateand  others  appointed  by  king  James,  and  others 

appointed  by  the  ftates  of  the  Netherlands  to  accommodate  fome  differences  betwixt  the  faid 

Treaty  of      two  companies,  it  was  a,greed,  "  That  the  forts,  as  well  on  the  one  part  as  the  other,  fliall 

1619.  "  remain  in  the  hands  of  thofe,  who  poflfefs  them  at  prefent." 

I'hat  this  long  and  quiet  poflfefllon,  gotten,  and  mentioned  by  the  minifters  of  the  faid 
Englifli  Eaft  India  company,  being  violated  by  the  Dutch,  anno  1620,  it  was  upon  another 
treaty  between  feveral  lords  of  the  council  appointed  by  the  faid  king,  and  others  by  the 
faid  ftates,  anno  1622,  thus  agreed:  viz.  touching  Poleron,  thofe  of  the  Netherlands  do 
faithfully  promife,  that  if  fo  be  they  are  in  the  poffeflion  of  the  ifland  Le  Forts  Poleron, 
or  if  they  fliall  have  been  taken  diredly  or  indireftly  by  them,  or  by  their  minifters,  or 
by  any  other  in  their  name,  to  abandon,  give  over,  and  force  them,  and  to  reftore  them 
to  thofe  of  the  Englifli  company,  in  the  fame  ftate  and  condition  they  enjoyed  them 
during  the  time  of  the  treaty. 

The  Englifli  Eaft  India  company,  by  their  prefidcnt  and  committees,  in  the  Eaft 
Indies,  in  December  1623,  by  John  Hunter,  their  agent,  in  March  1638,  proteft  againft 
the  Dutch  there,  for  not  delivering  up  the  faid  ifland  to  the  reft  of  the  faid  Englifti  Eaft 
India  company,  according  to  the  faid  article. 

Upon  confideration  of  which  premiffes,  and  forafmuch  as  king  James  never  affumes  to 
himfelf  (for  ought  appears  to  us)  any  other  intereft,  by  the  faid  furrender,  or  upon  the 
the  treaty  aforefaid,  than  an  acknowledgment  only  of  the  fovereignty  over  the  faid  ifland, 
leaving  the  poffeflion  and  profits  thereof  to  the  faid  Englifli  company,  who  managed 
the  fame  at  their  fole  cofts  and  charges,  and  by  their  own  fervants  and  minifters : 

We  your  highnefs's  faid  commiffioners,  with  the  unanimous  concurrence  of  the  Dutch 
commiffioners  (induced  by  the  fame  reafon,  did,  by  our  award,  order  and  decree  the  faid 
ifland  of  Poleron,  to  be  delivered  by  the  faid  Dutch  Eaft  India  company  to  the  Englifli 
company  in  the  fame  ftate  and  condition  it  was  in  at  the  time  of  the  faid  award,  ftijl 
relerving  unto  your  highnefs  all  fuch  dominion  and  fovereignty  over  the  laid  ifland,  as 
was  ever  invefted  by  the  faid  furrender  in  king  James. 

In  conformity  to  which  award,  the  Dutch  Eaft  India  company,  in  anfwer  to  the  proteft 
of  the  Englifli,  for  non-payment  of  the  eighty  five  thoufand  pounds,  at  the  time  appointed 
by  the  award,  fay,  that  they  have  given  order  for  reflitution  of  the  faid  ifland  to  the 
Englifli  Eaft  India  company  accordingly.

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This  being  the  cafe  ftated  for  advantage  of  the  Englifh  Eaft  India  company,  doaor  A.  D  ,6?? 
Walker,  advocate  general  for  his  highnefs  the  lord  proteftor,  conceiving  himfelf  obliged  L/"V-\J* 
in  duty  to  rcprefent  (in  purfuance  of  the  order  of  reference)  what  occured  to  him  to 
make  a  title  to  his  highnefs  to  the  faid  ifland  of  Poleron,  doth  humbly  on  his  highnefs's 
behalf  aver,  that  upon  perufal,  as  well  of  the  depofitions  of  the  witneflfes,  as  of  the  copy 
of  the  furrender  produced  by  the  Eaft  India  company,  it  appeareth  thereby,  that  the 
faid  ifland  was  furrendered  unto  the  then  king's  majefly  of  England,  with  all  that  was 
thereon ;  and  no  word  or  mention,  that  any  furrender  wds  made  to  the  Eaft  India  company^ 
or  in  any  other  wife  (fave  only  to  the  king  of  England.)  By  which  furrender,  the  crown 
of  England  being  once  inverted,  it  could  never  be  divefted  of  it  by  the  Eaft  India  com- 
pany, or  any  fubjefts  of  the  fame  crown,  but  only  by  grant  under  it,  and  that  not  unlefs 
by  fpecial  words.  And  not  finding  >any  grant  produced,  that  had  fpecial  words  in  it  to 
grant  it  away,  his  highnefs's  faid  advocate  offers  it,  that  it  muft  neceflarily  remain  ftill  un- 
granted,  and  confequently  is  now  inverted  in  his  highnefs.  And  albeit  the  Eaft  India 
company  do  offer  many  things  in  refped  of  their  charge,  expence  and  trouble,  and  per- 
haps fome  lofs  and  damage  by  them  fuftained,  which  may  perchance  in  equity  move  his 
highnefs  to  confer  grace  upon  them,  touching  the  faid  ifland  -,  they  pretending  alfo,  that 
unlefs  they  enjoy  it,  the  trade  thereof  will  be  loft  to  this  nation,  and  the  ifland  alfo ;  yet 
his  highnefs's  faid  advocate  humbly  reprefents,  that  all  thefe  will  not  amount  to  make  a 
punftual  right,  but  rather  to  be  good  arguments  for  his  highnefs's  grace  and  favour  in  it 
to  the  faid  Eaft  India  company.     And  to  his  highnefs's  grace  he  humbly  fubmits  it.

Bir  B.  Wright  to  fecretary  Thurloe, 

Right  honorable, 
Y  larte  unto  your  honor  was  of  the  5th  of  June,  by  the  way  of  Bolirdeaux ;  now  y^j^  xxy„_ 


I  fliall  lett  you  know,  that  the  conde  de  Penaranda,  which  aflifted  in  Munrter  for  p.  ng. 
plenepotentiario  for  the  kinge  of  Spaigne,    is  named  for  to  goe  from  hence  embaiTadour 
extraordinary  to  Rome,  as  beinge  thought  the  fitteft  man  for  the  employment,  in  re- 
gard  the  acquayntance   he  hath  with  the  pope,   who  then  likewife  affirted  ther  for  the 
lafte  pope's   legate,   to  treate  of    the  peace  'twixtte  Spaigne  and   France,   and  is  to 
carry  with  him  ample  power  from  the  kinge  to  treate  anew  of  the  faid  peace,  the  pope 
haveinge  defired  it.     He  may  departe  from  hence  in  all  the  month  of  Auguft.     To  oblige 
him  to  acceptt  of  this  ihiployment,  the  kinge  hath  given  him   many  mercedes  ;  viz. 
he  hath   made  him  a  gentilhombre  of  his^  bed-chamber,  with  prefent  exercife ;    a   title    . 
of  conde  for  the  primogenito  of  his  houfe,   he  himfelfe  being  a  conde  but  by  his  wife, 
liiee  comeing  to  inherite  by  the  death  of  many  hey  re  males,  for  10  yeers   fince   he  was 
but  Don   Gafpar  Bracamonto,    and  Aletrado   of   the    confexo  real.     And  towards  the 
expence  of  the  jorney  is   given  him   fiftie  thoufand  crouns  in   filver,  and   three   thou- 
fand  crouns  per  month,  for   the  time  that  he  fhal  be  abroad.     They  have  heere  great 
hopes,  that  by  the  meanes  of  this   pope,  they  fhall   be   able   to  conclude  a  peace  with 
France,   the  which  now,  more  than  ever,   they  defire  ;   feareinge  your  forces  at  hoarhe 
and  abroad.     Eight  dayes  fince  came  hether  newes  by  the  Way  of  France,  that  your  fleete 
under  command  of  general  Penn  was  in  the  ifland  of  St.  Chriilopher's,  and  from  thence  is 
imagined  would  goe  to  the  Havanah ;  and  they  fticke    not    now   to  fay,   that  yf  it 
&<  meeteth  with  the  plate-fleete,  that  you  will  take  it,  yf  you  can.     And  fome  dayes  fince 
K  came  a  cbrreor  from  the  governor  of  Cadiz,    to  advize  that  generall  Blake   was  come 
^B  thether  with  his   fleete  out  of  the  Straights,  and  demanded  leave  to  enter  into  the  parte 
Hpto  give  careen  to  fome  of  his  lliipes  ;  but  it  was  refufed  him,  untill  orders  from  hence, 
which  is  now  given,  though  this  much  trobleth  them  heere  ;  for  they  fay,  that  it  is  with 
Vol.   III.  6  Ct  ^" 
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A.  D.  1655.  an  intention  to  remain  on  thofe  coaftes,  to  attend  their  plate-fleete,  in  cafe  that  yours  in 
^^'^>^'^  the  Indias  miffe  of  it.  This,  fir,  is  the  common  reporte  of  all  men.  In  my  laft  I  ad- 
vized your  honor,  that  parte  of  the  fleete  the  French  had  in  Toulon  was  come  with  men 
and  provifions  to  Rofas,  and  had  befieged  Cadaques  by  fea  and  by  land.  Now  you  may 
pleafe  to  take  notice,  that  they  have  taken  it,  and  fo  the  fleete  is  retorned  to  Toulon, 
to  joyne,  as  is  thought,  with  the  remayner  there,  and  fo  to  goe  to  meete  with  the  fleete 
of  fliipes  and  gallies,  that  the  Spaniard  expefts  from  Naples  to  Barcelona,  with  men,  &c. 
and  then  be  able  to  hinder  their  arrivall  in  Catalunia.  The  French  may  doe  what  they 
pleafe  ther  this  fomemr. 

Wee  have  heere  newes,  that  CafTall  de  Monferate  is  delivered  up  by  the  duke  of 
Mantue  to  the  French;  the  which  wee  much  refent.  Sir,  in  my  letter  of  the  nth  of 
May,  I  advized  your  honor,  that  I  had  given  to  this  kinge  a  petition,  defiringe  that  his 
majeflie  would  be  pleafed  to  remit  to  his  councell  of  ftate  the  letter  which  his  high- . 
nefle  vouchfafed  to  write  in  my  behalfe,  beinge  in  the  junta  de  Don  Luis  de  Haro, 
whether  it  was  remitted.  No  refolution  was  taken  theron  in  4  Weekes,  the  which  his 
majeftie  did,  and  after  it  had  bin  feene  ther,  it  is  retorned  to  the  Junta  de  Don  Luis  de 
Haro  agayne,  wher  it  remayneth,  and  as  yett  worketh  notheinge  towards  the  giveino^e 
me  fatisfadlion  for  what  his  majeftie  hath  fo  contrary  to  juftice  taken  from  me  now  7 
yeeres  fince,  whereof  I  thought  fitt  to  give  your  honor  notice,  that  you  may  know  how 
his  highnefle  recomendation  is  efteemed  heere  by  this  kinge  and  his  minifters  ;  that  yf 
you  thincke  fitt  to  fignifie  it  unto  the  Spanifh  embafladours,  you  haveinge  now  ther 
an  extraordinarie  and  an  ordinarie,  wherby  they  may  give  notice  therof  to  this  kinge  ther 
mafter,  it  would  ftir  up  his  majeftie  to  give  me  the  better  fatisfadtion ,  Could  Iprefume  to 
beg  this  favour  from  his  highneflfe  by  your  honor's  intercelTion,  you  will  further  increafe 
my  obligations  to  your  honor,  and  oblige  me  to  fpend  my  life  and  eftate  in  his  highneffe's 
fervice ;  and  although  my  abilitle  is  but  fmall,  yet  my  zeale  for  his  good  fucceflfe  is  very 
great.  Sir,  I  am  fo  confident  of  your  noble  inclination  to  afTifte  the  diftreflTed,  that  I 
affure  my  felfe  to  obteyne  this  my  requeft ;  wherby  thefe  people  may  fee,  that  his  highneflfe 
was  pleafed  to  honor  me  with  his  letter  upon  good  confiderations,  and  not  upon  fuch 
groundes,  as  is  heere  imagened  by  fome  of  the  cheef  minifters,  perfwaded  therunto,  as  I 
doe  fufpeft,  by  an  agent  don  Alonfo  de  Cardenas  hath  heere,  that  hath  lived  with  him 
many  yeeres  in  England.  And  my  fufpicion  is  not  without  good  caufe,  and  fo  are  alfo 
my  demands  for  fatisfadlion  from  this  kinge ;  for  I  trufted  him  not,  but  upon  good 
fecuritie,  that  he  gave  me  in  his  revenewe ;  though  he  hath  with  his  kingly  authoritie 
taken  from  me  my  afllgnationes,  and  might,  with  as  much  juftice,  have  taken  away  the 
goodes  and  mony  I  had  in  my  houfe.  I  have,  writt  to  my  brother,  to  petition  his 
highneflTe,  that  -a  meflfage  may  be  fent  to  the  abovefaid  embafladours,  that  they  write 
hether  for  fatisfaftion  to  be  given  me,  accordinge  to  juftice,  and  that  his  letter  may  be 
looked  upon  as  a  letter  from  his  highneflfe,  &c.  I  befeech  your  honor,  as  you  were 
pleafed  to  favour  me  in  the  procureinge  for  me  his  highneflfe  letter,  that  you  will  doe 
the  like  in  this  my  abovefaid  requeft,  and  I  fhall  ever  remayne,

Vol.  xxvii.    OI-'^^^  ^  ^^^  ^°  happy  as  to  receive  that  one  letter  from  you,  I  have  written  to  you 
p.  131.  O  divers  ;  but  have  ftill  found  as  uncomfortable  returnes  as  to  all  my  former  mifcarry'd 

letters ;  which  has  been  truly  one  of  the  greateft  affliftions  that  in  my  life  I  have   been 
fenfible  of  (though  I  have  been  knowing  not  to  a  few,)  for  to  be  parted  from  wife,  chil- 
dren, freinds,  efpecially  fo  deer  a  one  as  your  felfe,  nor   fo   much   as  heare  one  word 
•  from  any  of  them,  in  fo  long  time,  cannot  but  be  efteemed  fome  tryall  of  patience.  And 

now  I  finde  myfelf  almoft  impofllbilited  to  keepe  a  currant  correfpondence  with  you,  for 
all  my  fellow  merchants  are  uppon  theyr  flight,  fome  by  land,  others  by  fea,  leaving 
theyr  eftates  behinde  them,  to  fecure  theyr  perfons,  for  heer  is  like  to  be  very  dangerous 
dwelling.  But  poore  I  ame  fo  ty'd  by  the  legg,  by  your  occafions  and  comands,  that  I 
tnuft  not  flinch  for  any  feare  whatfoever.  Generall  Blake  has  layn  off^  heer  with  his  fleet 
about  a  week,  which,  with  the  buzzing  between  our  merchants,  has  putt  no  little  feares 
and  jealoufies  into  the  heads  of  the  people,  which  are  now  confirmed  by  the  fudda^n 
departure  of  one  James  Wilfon,  who  has  long  taken  upon  him  heer  to  beapublick  minifter, 

and. 
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and  fo  did  negotiat  as  an  agent  with  the  duke  of  Medina,  and   governour  heer   upon  all  A.  D.  1655. 

occafions,  though  I  beleeye  without  commiflion  from,  I'me  fure  without  afFeftions  to,  our  U/'VXJ 

prefent  ftate.  With  his  flight  are  all  the  reft  of  our  top  merchants  terrifyed,  and  preparing 

for  theyrs.     You  may  eafyly  apprehend  the  dangerous  condition  that  I  am  like  to  be  in^ 

for  allready  none  of  our  nation  dare  fhew  theyr  heads  in  the  ftreets,  and  I  in  my  retyrment 

ame  like  to  be  wors  putt  to    it,  having  fo  many  enemys  within  my  dores,  as  are  fadd 

wants  and  diftreffes,  with  which   attendants  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  proceed   to  any 

great  adlion,  as  I  have  given  you  notice  in  all  my  fornrer  letters  ;  as  allfo  how  that  this 

place  cannot  afford  bufynefs  fufficient  for  our  expeftations,  being  the  fagg  end  of  this 

vaft  country,    and  doeing  nothing  but  by  orders  from  above  •,-  and  to  turne  the  courfe 

of  a  river,  wee  fhould  regularly  beginn  at  the  fpring-head  ;   but  howfoever  I  fubmitt  all, 

as  I  ame  in  duty  bound,  to  your  better  difpofition,  and  prefume,    that  you  will  order  all 

things  to  your  beft  advantage,  nor  fuffer  me  to  make  an  unprofitable  hazard  of  my  life 

and  fortunes  for  you.     I  can  add  very  little  news  to   what  I  have  written  in  my  former, 

but  that  heer  is  a  very  fad  change  of  faces  heere,  and  I  fear  harts,  fince  poffeft  with  thees 

unhappy  apprehenfions ;   but  the  Lord,  I  doubt  not,  will    turne   all  for  the  beft.     Heer 

was  an  avifo  from  the  Indys  taken  by  the  Turkes  clofe  under  this  Ihore.     Some  of  thees 

people  impute  the  permiffion  of  it  at  leaft  to  our  fleet,  but  a  Hollander  that  fpoke  with 

him  at  fea  tells  us,  that  the  galleons  may  be  expefted  heer  within  thees  6  weeks.     They 

are  the  richeft,   that  have  come  from  thence  thees  many  yeers  -,   but  if  they  fhould   mif- 

carry,  as  now  the  Spanyards  themfelves  beginn  to  feare   they  may,  this  countiy  v/ill  be 

utterly  ruined,  and  all  trade  heer  for  ever.     I  have  not  more  than  half  an  houer's  time  to 

give  you  this  flight  fervice  ;  but  I  conceive  it  matters  not  much  ;  for  what  more  newes  this 

place  will  afford,  the  many  merchants  that  I  heare  are  paffengers  upon  this  fliipp,  will  give 

you  a  more  particular  account.     Litle  I  beleeve  will   be  more  done  heer "  till  the  returne  of 

the  poft  from  Madrid,  who  is  now  fent  exprefs  thither.     So  as  opportunity  fliall  prefent, 

you  Ihall,  if  I  can  pofllbly  finde  opportunity,  heare  further  from.

THE  court  is  at  la  Fere,  where  the  king  was  in  great  danger  of  being  killed  ;  for  as  Vol.  xxvii. 
they  were  marching  over  the  bridge,  it  broke  under  the  feet  of  the  coach  horfes,  P-  «27- 
whereby  one  was  drowned,  and  the  other  with  the  poftilion  was  faved.  The  fear  was 
greater  than  the  hurt,  as  it  happened.  His  eminence  hath  declared  to  the  marfhal 
of  Turenne,  that  he  fhould  have  the  quality  of  generaliffimo  ;  whereunto  the  faid  mon- 
fieur  de  Turenne  would  not  confent,  and  told  him,  that  he  would  fooner  quit  the  fervice. 
Others  were  founded  upon  this  fubjeft,  and  all  made  fome  objeftion  againft  it,  that  it 
caufeth  the  moft  trouble  at  court.  The  brief,  which  the  pope  hath  fent  for  a  jubilee, 
direfted  to  the  great  vicars,  named  the  cardinal  de  Retz,  archbifhop  of  Paris.  This  is 
found  to  be  direftly  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  king,  who  hath  put  out  all  thofe  great 
vicars,  and  caufed  others  to  be  named  by  the  chapters.  Monfieur  le  Tellier  is  here  for 
this  bufinefs,  and  hath  had  feveral  conferences  with  the  pope's  nuncio.  This  bufinefs  will 
likely  caufe  fome  new  trouble.  There  is  yet  nothing  determined  in  it,  and  fome  further 
orders  from  the  court  are  expedted  about  it.

A.  D.  J 65; J.  "\7'OURS  of  the  nth  inftant  I  received  by  this  pofl,  with  your  few  occurrents  ',  for 
C>^V\J  I  which  I  have  returned  you  fome  of  my  letter  of  occurrents.  As  for  other  news 
D°i«c''^"  ^"^  what  you  have  in  them,  here  are  few.  At  court  and  in  this  city  they  do  much  ad- 
mire at  the  prote£bor's  letter  to  the  king  of  France  ;  and  that  his  highnefs  fliould  retard 
the  peace  (or  rather  fruftrate  it,  as  it  is  feared)  for  the  maflfacres  committed  in  Savoy,  with 
which  the  king  had  nothing  to  do.  And  truly  I  do  believe  the  king  is  innocent  of  that, 
as  of  many  other  foul  adlings  executed  by  the  commands  of  cardinal  Mazarin,  who,  to 
ingratiate  himfelf  to  the  new  pope,  and  fliew  a  great  zeal,  is  likely  to  have  given  orders 
to  the  French  regiments,  that  were  in  Savoy,  to  do  as  they  have  done. 

The  king's  anfwer  to  the  protedtor's  letter  will  tell  more  of  the  bufinefs  than  now  I 
can  ;  but  it  is  certain  in  court,  they  conclude,  that  if  the  protestor  had  not  this  for  excufe, 
he  had  found  fome  other  to  put  off  the  figning  of  the  treaty.  And  thus  they  talk  with 
very  opprobrious  language  to  his  highnefs.  Yet  there  are  not  wanting  in  court  and  city 
catholicks  in  great  number,  that  cry  up  his  highnefs  for  his  great  zeal  to  all  thofe  of  his 
religion  ;  and  our  princes  are  afhamed  at  it,  as  they  difcourfe  frequently. 

The  laft  letters  from  Spain  hither  bring,  that  queen  to  be  quick  with  child,  for  which 
they  feem  to  make  great  joy  in  this  court. 

Of  the  general  peace  nothing  but  the  pope  will  do  it,  &c.  Some  talk  again  of  a  cefla- 
tion  with  Spain,  at  leaft:  with  Flanders  ;  but  I  have  no  ground  for  it,  nor  any  other  news ;

Vol.  xxvii.      "^^OU  are  on  fight  hereof  to  make  your  prefent  repair  (with  the  feveral  companies  un- 
p.  481.  j|[     (^gj.  your  command)  to  the  garrifon  of  Inverloughee,  and  the  facie  inftrudlions,  which 

you  had  from  his  highnefs  the  lord  proteftor  for  the  commanding  of  thofe  forces,  which 
you  condudted  out  of  Ireland  into  Scotland,   you  are  alfo  to  obferve  for  the  party  fent 
hence  for  Inverloughee,  and  they  are  alfo  hereby  required  to  obey  you  accordingly.     And 
in  regard  thofe  parts  of  the  highlands  adjacent  to  the  garrifon  of  Inverloughee  are  far 
remote  from  any   court  of  judicature,  either  civil  or  criminal,   and  the   inhabitants  fo 
barbarous,   that  publick  juftice  cannot  be  executed  there,  which  hath  been  the  caufe,  that 
the  people  thereof  have  infefted  a  great  part  of  this  nation  with  their  frequent  murthers  and . 
robberies,  which  they  commit  openly  by  force  of  arms,  juftifying  the  fame  as  lawful,  they 
never  having  as  yet  been  fubjeft  to  the  laws  of  Scotland,  otherwife  than  as  they  were  com- 
pelled by  arms.  For  the  remedying  of  which  diforders,  and  civilizing  of  the  faid  people,  I 
do  therefore  (with  the  approbation  and  advice  of  the  right  honourable  the  commiflioners  for 
adminiftration  of  juftice  in  Scotland)  authorize  you  to  apprehend,  or  caufe  to  be  apprehended, 
the  perfon  or  perfons  of  any,  who  are  inhabitants,  or  have  relation  to,  or  fhall  be  found  in  the 
feveral  bounds  of  Loughaber,  the  breas  thereof,  Appine,  Glenna,  Rannach,  Glengairy,  Kno- 
diart,  Ardmuchy,  and  Ardgowre  ;  and  that  are  or  Ihall  be  fufpedled  or  accufed  to  have

Si  r, 

IN  my  laft  I  had  fomewhat  concerning  fate  and  the  fymtomes,  upon  which  rational!  and  \'ol.  iii. 
fober  men  might  relinquifh  endeavours  for  the  prefervation  of  ther  countrcy.  When  P-  201. 
I  hinted  this  in  my  lafl,  itt  was  but  in  notion  -,  fince  itt  hath  inlarged  itfelf  to  confi- 
deration  \  and  I  mull  fcann  that  flory  of  Solon  I  then  gave  you,  who,  when  Pififtratus  had 
taken  Athens,  and  hee,  in  his  judgment,  faw  all  endeavours  for  libertie  loft,  layes  downe 
his  armes,  and  departs  to  fitt  ftill  att  home  for  the  future.  'Tis  polfible  hee  may  be  ap- 
plauded, but  affuredly  his  deferting  the  publick  in  itts  neceffity  was  unworthy  a  wife  man  •, 
his  laying  downe  his  armes,  an  ad  of  much  arrogancye,  timerous  and  bafe  •,  his  refolution 
to  fitt  ftill  for  the  future,  felf  intereft ;  and  his  conclufions,  that  all  endeavours  would  be 
vaine,  prophane,  an  injuftice  to  thofe  gods  he  adored,  and  a  leffening  and  determining 
of  the  divine  powers.  I  wifli  to  many  have  not  made  fuch  conclufions  upon  miftaken 
grounds  •,  though  I  mufl  confefs  the  fymtomes  of  the  laft  fate  of  our  country  have  been 
very  vehement ;  and  if  we  fiiall  refleft  upon  what  paft  at  prefent  (I  am  confident)  if  the 
love  of  your  countrey  bee  deere  unto  you,  I  know  you'l  profefs  (though  by  the  way  I 
muft  tell  you,  many  of  thofe  generall  laws  terminate  in  our  particulars,  moft  men  refpeft- 
ing  the  publick  but  in  order  to  ther  private  good,  and  wee  have  a  cuftome  of  bemoan- 
ing the  generall  calamities,  not  becaufe  wee  are  really  fenfible  of  them,  but  becaufe 
itt  gaines  unto  us,  in  fome  or  all  we  converfe  with,  an  opinion  of  being  truly  zealous, 
charitable,  and  well  minded  towards  the  country)  you  muft  tremble  at  the  confidera- 
tions  of  thofe  many  prodigies  in  the  aire,  in  the  lea,  in  the  land  •,  befides  thofe  many 
earnefts  of  God's  wrath  in  the  frequent  fires  lately  happened,  the  prefent  mortallity 
your  pamphletts  lament,  and  your  prefent  plenty  (I  am  informed)  is  not  accounted  by 
many  the  lighteft  curfe  -,  all  the  prodromies,  I  feare,  of  an  utter  defolation.  But  this  is 
Vol.  III.

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A.  D.  1655.  beyond  your  feares.  Your  armies  are  great,  your  navies  viftorious,  your  cauneells  intire; 
^"^^"^  and  unlefs  I  can  chalk  out  the  way,  all  I  have  laid  concerning  deftruclion  is  rediculous. 
Truely  I  muft  conceede  unto  you,  that  the  wayes  of  God  are  unfearcheable ;  and  what 
wee  leaft  now  imagine,  may  interveene  to  the  cffe£llng  all  thofe  miferies  wee  deferve  and 
may  expe6t.  For  if  itt  be  lawfull  to  guefs  att  what  God  will  doe,  by  what  God  hath 
done,  wee  may  feare  the  dreggs  referved  for  us,  wee  having  little  reafon  as  I  know 
to  conclude  ourfelves  the  righteous  ones.  Ireland  hath,  Scotland  hath,  men  and  nations 
have  fuffered,  and  from  thence  wee  may  inferr  England  fnall  -,  and  I  pray  to  God  thefe 
unhappy  divifions  may  not  terminate  in  the  very  fubverfion  of  the  nation  ;  for  anlmofityes 
are  not  fuffocated  with  blood  ;  and  oportunity  will  att  one  time  or  other  enliven  them  to 
rage  and  madnefs ;  and  hee'l  bee  happieft  can  firft  bring  a  ftranger  to  deftroy  his  neigh- 
bour. You  may  remember,  fir,  wee  have  fometime  in  our  melancholy  difcours't, 
that  drowning  men  catch  hold  on  any  twigg  to  fave  themfelves.  After  all  this  I 
know  you  may  in  defence  urge  fcripture  for  government  and  power,  and  confequently 
obedience  ;  'tis  true,  but  you  cannot  be  ignorant,  how  itt  hath  been  acquired,  which  may 
abfolve  every  pious  man  •,  and  really  I  wifh  the  finns  in  the  acquifition  may  not  prove 
nationall.  I  Ihall  forbear  to  renumerate  them  •,  this  hint  will  bring  in  the  chaine  of  thoughts. 

Ther  is  a  portion  of  fcripture  your  felfe  and  I  have  fometime  bandied,  I  being  ever  an 
ill  gloffer,  you  would  not  reach  mee  yours  to  underfland,  but  wifhed  mee  to  follow  the  ex- 
preflions.  'Tis  in  the  xxvii""  of  Jeremiah,  the  firft  part  of  which  hath  refped:  to  all  the  . 
neighbouring  princes,  but  in  the  ii""  verfe  his  commands  ....  Zedekiah  the  king,  and  the 
peculiar  tribe,  and  that  they  alfo  muft  bring  ther  necks  under  the  yoke  of  the  king  of 
Babylon,  to  ferve  him,  and  his  people.  And  in  the  1 3  he  falls  into  a  pathetick  expoftu- 
latlon  with  them  -,  why  will  yee  die,  thou  and  thy  people  by  the^  [word,  by  the  famine,  and 
by  the  peftilence,  as  the  Lord  hath  fpoken  againji  the  nations  that  will  not  ferve  the  king  of 
Babylon  ?  where  you  beleive  mee  fecurer  •,  but  this  cafe  is  farr  different  from  ours  ;  for 
heere  is  the  pofitive  command  of  God  by  the  prophett  for  ther  obedience,  and  condi- 
tions, alfo  propofed,  as  in  the  ii"",  that  thofe  nations  that  doe  ferve  him,  fhall  by  his  pro- 
tedtion  remaine  in  ther  owne  land  ;  they  fhall  till  itt,  and  dwell  therin ;  which  when 
you  fhall  make  evident  to  bee  in  our  cafe,  I  fhall  acquiefce  and  forbear  (indeed)  to 
fight  againft  God. 

I  having  received  fomewhat  from  Collen,  doe  here  give  itt  you  -,  and  it  is  an  ac- 
compt  of  the  late  undertaking  of  the  Scotts  king,  which  hee  was  precipitated  upon 
by  the  paffions  of  fome  amongft  you  in  England.  Ormond  and  O  Neale  having  re- 
ceaved  in  Flanders  the  ftate  of  the  whole  thing  from  fome  deputed  for  that  purpofe, 
found  the  bafis  foe  unfteddy,  that  O  Neale  befeecht  his  majeftie  on  his  knees  not  to 
ingage  himfelf  upon  itt.  Ormond  did  the  fame  ;  the  chancellor,  like  a  wife  man, 
fufpended  -,  fecretary  Nicholas,  fiall  of  hopes,  was  point  blank  for  his  ingageing.  The 
king  himfelf  gave  the  bufinefs  for  loft  -,  yett  fmce  his  motion  was  urged,  and  he  had 
promifed  hee  would  goe,  that  they  and  the  whole  world  might  finde  him  ready  and 
forward  imbracing  ought  in  order  to  his-  bufmefs,  that  thofe  many  imputations  of  re- 
miffnefs  in  him  have  beene  the  fuggeftions  and  calumniations  of  malice ;  the  journey 
was  undertaken  with  expence  of  20000  dollars,  a  fumm  not  readily  repaired  by  that 
prince,  whom  the  whole  world  hath  almoft  relinquifht.  Middleton  was  expefted  at 
Collen  ten  days  fmce,  having  paft  Munfter,  which  is  but  2  fmall  dayes  journeys  from 
that  place.  Since  hee  hath  not  been  heard  of,  in  foe  much  that  hee  is  given  for  loft, 
itt  being  conceived  he  may  be  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  fouldiers  (of  which  the  country 
is  full)  for  'tis  not  imaginable,  but  hee  muft  be  heard  off,  if  alive.  Gerard  went  moone- 
day  laft  to  prince  Rupert  to  Heidelbergh.  'Tis  conceived  hee  will  take  command  un- 
der that  prince,  who  is  bufy  in  leavies  for  the  duke  of  Modena,  the  French  having 
advanced  the  monies. 

The  Sweeds  are  not  as  yett  advanced.  Were  his  defignes  publick,  happily  many  a  fmall 
Germaine  prince  would  reft  quiettly ;  for  'tis  not  imaginable  that  great  eagle  will  catch  att 
flyes  :  however  they  are  all  in  armes. 

I   cannot    gett  a  perfed  knowledge  of  the  violence  offered   to    the   proteftants  by 

the  duke   of  Savoy,    nor  doe  wee  meet  with  itt  but  in  your  newes  books ;   wherefore  1 

fufpeft  'tis  fome  ftate   foift.     I  have  nothing  more  at  prefent,  this  being  indeed  more  than

'T'HE  lords  of  Holland  have  this  morning  difbanded  the  earl  of  Stierum,  captain  of 
■*•  horfe,  for  having  taken  fervice  under  the  Swede,  notwithftanding  that  he  married 
the  niece  of  the  princefs  of  Orange  ;  and  in  the  mean  time  there  are  feveral,  who  have 
taken  fervice  under  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh,  and  notwithftanding  do  hold  their 
charges  here. 

From  Flanders  (it  is  faid  from  Malines,  but  I  believe  from  Bruffels,  from  him,  who 
doth  ufually  write  to  prince  Maurice)  therein  being  come  advice,  that  the  defign  of  the 
Swedes  is  upon  the  province  of  Overyffel,  they  have  admonifhed  and  defired  the  com- 
miffioners  of  ftate  to  draw  up  an  advice,  in  what  manner  they  Ihould  provide  againft  it, 
if  it  be  ;  whereupon  the  council  have  appeared  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general,  and 
■did  advife,  that  they  ought  to  draw  from  fuch  and  fuch  places  about  70  or  80  companies, 
and  put  them  in  garrifon,  or  a  flying  body,  in  two  places  upon  the  Rhine  and  the  Iflel, 
to  be  commanded  by  two  heads,  who  are  not  yet  named.  But  there  is  yet  nothing  con- 
cluded. Likewife  I  believe,  that  thofe  of  Brandenburgh,  who  thought  to  draw  fome 
advantage  from  this  fudden  advice,  have  met  with  the  contrary.  They  did  believe,  that 
by  this  report,  they  ftiould  oblige  Holland  fo  much  the  more  to  conclude  the  alliance  with 
Brandenburgh  ;  but  on  the  contrary  thofe  of  Overyffel  and  Gelderland  are  afraid  to  offend 
Sweden  by  fuch  an  alliance  ;  infomuch  this  day  neither  Holland,  nor  the  prefident,  nor 
any  other  province  made  any  mention  of  the  alliance  with  Brandenburgh  -,  fo  that  one  can 
conjefture  nothing  elfe,  but  that  the  treaty  will  not  take  effecft;  for  the  affembly  of  Holland 
is  parting,  and  they  muft  either  conclude  the  treaty  at  prefent,  or  do  nothing  ;  and  we 
Ihall  fee,  whether  any  thing  will  be  moved  about  it.  Now  it  is  clearly  feen,  that  fjpecie 
recufantisi  the  eleftor  hath  defired  the  treaty  moft  flagrantly. 

June   14. 

Yefterday  after  the  fermon  in  the  forenoon,  and  after  the  evening  fermon,  there  was  a 
meeting  with  the  commilTioners  of  ftate,  concerning  the  defence  of  the  frontiers  ;  and 
that  upon  the  report  or  advice,  which  was  faid  to  be  come  from  Brabant,  that  the 
Swedes  had  a  defign  upon  this  ftate  ;  and  that  therefore  there  ought  an  oath  to  be  taken 
(fee  the  Reftored  Lyon,  fol.  390,  391.)  upon  this  bufmefs  ;  and  that  the  lord  Ripperda 
and  the  lord  Knyf,  two  that  are  newly  come,  did  refufe  this  oath,  pretending  likewife, 
that  it  could  not  be  kept  (a  fair  commendation.)  However,  after  a  long  debate,  they 
would  have  them  either  to  take  that  oath,  or  to  go  out  of  the  affembly,  fo  that  the  lord 
Knyf  took  it.  Ripperda  abfented  himfelf  All  the  bufinefs  was  only  to  frame  a  regifter 
of  the  companies  of  foot  and  horfe,  to  the  number  of  about  eighty  companies,  to  put 
into  bodies  of  flying  armies  upon  the  Rhine  and  IflTel,  under  the  marfhal  de  camp  and 
prince  V/illiam  ;  and  by  this  means  endeavour  to  remove  their  friends  out  of  fuch  garrl- 
lons,  as  are  bad  or  inconvenient  ones  ;  which  contrary  to  the  oath  at  the  affembly  in  Zea- 
land, thofe  of  Zieirixee  would  not  appear,  faying,  that  they  muft  firft  redrefs  the  bufi- 
nefs of  Tolen  in  priftinum  ftatum. 

The  embaffador  of  France  hath  been  to  fee  the  prefident  for  this  week,  only  recom- 
mending to  him  the  bufinefs  of  a  prieft  of  Maeftricht. 

This  morning  they  at  laft  agreed  upon  the  manner  and  number  of  companies,  who 
fhall  have  patents.  They  are  to  march  towards  Groningen  and  Friefland  ;  and  if  need 
be,  they  are  to  make  two  bodies,  whereof  one  fhall  be  commanded  by  the  marfhal  de 
camp,  and  the  other  by  prince  William.  Thofe  of  Friefland  have  very  much  oppofed 
the  choice  of  thofe  two  heads,  and  the  making  up  of  the  body,  to  fignify,  that  they  will 
not  have,  that  the  marfhal  de  camp  fhould  come  and  command  in  the  faid  provinces ;

grounded.     The  propofition  of  baron  Sparr  was  read  this  morning  •,  and  it  is  already  re-  L/'VXJ 
folved,  that  an  anfwer  fhall  be  returned  in  very  civil  terms.     And    to   the  end  to  oblige 
and  honour  him  the  more,  they  have  appointed  the   lord  Ripperda  of  Guelderland,  the 
lord  Waveren,  and  the  prefident  for  the  week,  to  treat  him  at  a  folemn  feaft  on  wednel- 
day  next, 

June  15. 

This  morning  was  read  the  projefted  treaty  with  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh  •,  but  they 
advanced  no  further  than  to  the  14th  article;  upon  the  occafion  whereof  the  queRion 
was  very  much  debated,  how  far  this  ftate  hath  right  and  is  obliged  to  free  and  fecure  the  pri- 
vileges and  liberties  of  the  Itates  of  the  country  of  Cleve,  and  by  this  means  that  treaty 
maketh  but  a  flow  progrefs. 

The  lord  Huygens  was  to  confer  this  day  with  the  embaflador  of  Spain,  upon  his  me- 
morandum more  particularly. 

June  16. 

This  day  there  pafTed  nothing  confiderable.  There  hath  not  been  any  thing  faid  of 
the  treaty  with  Brandenburgh.  They  have  difpatcht  the  patents.  The  reafon  why 
thofe  of  Friefland  did  not  defire  to  have  any  nomination  of  heads,  is,  becaufe,  that  if 
there  had  been  none  named,  tacitly  it  would  have  been  prince  William,  that  would  have 
commanded,  by  reafon  that  all  thofe  troops  will  be  in  the  province  of  his  government. 

June  17. 

The  commifTioners  of  the  Hates  general  at  Groningen  have  writ,  that  they  have  made 
an  end  of  examining ;  and  that  in  purfuance  thereof  thofe,  that  have  been  admitted, 
have  made  the  diflribution  of  offices  and  charges  according  as  they  could  agree  by  plu- 
rality of  voices  ;  and  thereupon  the  government  of  the  province  is  re-eftabli(hed  to  a 
being,  which  formerly  was  divided.  On  the  14th  of  this  month  the  fame  commiffioners 
were  to  make  a  provifion  for  a  rule,  according  to  which  for  the  time  to  come  the 
ftates  of  the  Ommelands  were  to  govern  and  eftablifh  their  government.  Vv^e  fhall  fee 
whether  they  will  embrace  it. 

Yefterday  they  feafted  the  baron  Sparr.  This  day  the  prince  of  Tarante  feafts  him. 
He  complains,  that  the  embaffador  of  France  did  not  give  him  fo  good  a  reception  as 
him  of  Spain.  The  flates  general  have  already  agreed  upon  an  anfwer  in  Latin,  which 
is  to  be  given  him  upon  his  propofition.  And  if  he  hath  nothing  elfe  to  propofe,  he 
wants  only  a  recredential  in  thie  ordinary  form  to  return. 

This  day  again  was  read  the  projefted  treaty  with  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh  ;  and 
the  plurahty  of  voices  hath  declared  upon  the  13th  or  14th  article,  that  this  iTate  doth 
pretend  the  obfervation  of  the  treaty  of  Xanten,  and  the  effeft  of  fecuring,  which  are 
to  be  feen  in  the  book,  called  a  Relation  of  the  Netherland  Treaties  of  Peace,  fol.  235,  and 
242.  And  in  regard,  that  the  lord  plenipotentiary  of  his  highnefs  the  eleftor  of  Bran- 
denburgh both  declare,  that  he  cannot  admit  of  it,  the  treaty  I  believe  will  fleep. 

June  18. 

Concerning  the  treaty  with  Brandenburgh,  another  conference  is  to  be  held  with  the 
plenipotentiary  of  his  highnefs  the  eledlor  of  Brandenburgh,  upon  the  above  mentioned 
ciaufe  -,  but  it  is  prefumed  already,  that  he  will  not  hearken  to  it.     I  am

frend  be  a  marchant,  yet  he  profeffes  fom  Ikil  in  horfmanfhip  -,  befyds  which,  he  has  had 
the  beft  advys  in  Naples.  I  hope  they  wil  prov  every  way  anfwerable  to  his  hyhnes  ex- 
peftation.  I  gav  order  to  the  man  I  lent  over  for  Tripoly  to  rediem  the  Inglifh  captives, 
to  bring  a  mare  thence,  which  he  did;  but  'twas  fo  fmall  a  thing,  gentile  and  thin,  the 
legs  litle  bigger  than  a  hynd's,  that  I  thouht  not  worth  your  acceptance  ;  for  a  good 
mare  to  breed  fhould  be  as  wel  tal  and  large,  as  clean  limb'd  and  handfom.  I  know 
not  yet,  whether  1  ftial  fpeed  in  the  comiffion  I  gav  to  Aleppo  for  a  horfe ;  but  if  I  do, 
I  am  confident  the  world  has  not  better  horfes  than  that  place  afFourds. 

Som  ftiipps  arryv'd  here  this  week  faw  gen.  Blake's  fleet  off  Cape  de  Gat,  going  weft- 
ward  towards  the  Streits  mouth,  as  is  fuppofed,  to  meet  his  vittellers,  wherof  his  muft  be  in 
fom  want,  althouh  he  has  had  good  fupply  at  Argier ;  but  that  is  not  meat  to  keep. 
Here  has  not  arryv'd  a  vefTell  from  Provence  this  40  days,  becaus  of  the  imbargue,  til 
theyr  fleet  be  maned.  I  was  in  fom  hopes,  that  the  6  fhips  and  gallyes,  that  departed  a 
month  fince  with  men  for  Cattalonia,  might  hav  fain  into  gen.  Blake's  hands,  but  they 
hav  landed  theyr  men,  and  are  retorned  from  Tollon,  with  an  Inglilh  merchant's  Ihip, 
which  they  met  with  coming  from  Barfalona.  This  laft  week  the  great  duk  called 
fom  Inglilh  to  him,  who  wer  at  Florence,  and  demanded  in  what  manner  the  late  kings 
of  Ingland  did  giv  audience,  and  receiv  ambalTadors  extraordinary  from  other  kings,  for 
(faid  the  duk)  the  moft  feren  protedbor  did  fcarce  mov  his  hat  at  receit  of  the  marques 
de  Leida.  Hearing  of  this  paflage,  I  thoht  it  my  duty  to  advys  you  of  it,  that  his 
hyhnes  may  know  what  p'recys  obferrers  ar  about  his  court.  *Tis  reported  and  believ'd 
at  the  great  duk's  court,  that  prince  Rubert  coms  to  ferv  the  duk  of  Modena  with 
2500  men,  at  which  I  wonder,  feing  his  brother  is  as  it  wer  a  creature  to  the  emperor. 
How  he  can  difpence  to  ferv  againft  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  I  know  not. 

It  fiems  fom  few  proteftants  in  Savoy,  who  efcapt  the  late  maflacre,  having  received 
fom  countenance  and  fuccour  from  the  Cantons,  Geneva,  and  the  French,  ar  now  in  arms 
upon  thos  mountains  fom  2000,  and  as  they  fynd  opportunity,  revenge  the  death  of 
theyr  frends.  A  proteftant  war  in  Itally  has  not  hitherto  bin  known.  What  fyre  this 
fpark  may  kindle,  I  know  not, 

'Tis  fom  tyme  fince  I  was  bould  to  prefer  an  humble  petition  to  his  hyhnes  the  pro- 

teftor   by  your  worthy   hands,  for   repayment  of  my  lolTes  by  the  French  in  thes  feas ;

THEIR  high  mightinefles's  letter  and  refolutions  concerning  the    1 7  or  1 8  Netherland  Vol.  xxvH: 
Ihips,   feized  by  the  Englifh   fleet  under  the  generals  Pen  and  Venables,  near  Bar- P-  '75' 
bados,  as  alfo  in  relation  to  the  maflacre  committed  lately  upon  thofe  of  the  true  re- 
formed religion,  till  then  living  in  Vallies  of  the  Piedmont,  both  dated  on  the  7th  infl;ant, 
came  to  hands  lafl:  night.     On    the  firfl:  fubjedl  I  difcourfed  fome  days  ago  with  mr. 
Thurloe,  who   told   me,  that  I  had  befl:  to  draw  it  up  in  writing,  and  that  he  moft: 
willingly  would  deliver  the  fame  to  his  highnefs  the  lord  proteftor.     And  fome  failors 
coming  over  here  with  an  Englifh  fliip  from  Barbados,  having  given  me  fome  account  of 
the  fliip  called  the  Currycomb  of  Rotterdam,  I  caufed  them  to  be  examined  on  oath 
upon  fome  interrogatories,  and  defired  the  reftitution  thereof  by  a  written  memorial, 
lince     the   faid  fliip,    coming  from  Carcao,    a  Netherland   plantation,  with  4    horfes 
and  about  60  goats,  was  taken  at  fea  beyond  the  Englifti  iflands.     Yefl;erday  I  delivered 
likewife  a  memorial  in  writing  concerning  the  Sea-horfe  and  Parrot,  two  fhips  of  Flufh- 
ing,    being  informed,   that  one  of  the  ftiips  was   taken  at  fea,   full  two   miles    from 
the  fhore,  which  the  evening  before  came  to  an  anchor,  and  was  feized    the  next  day 
following,  without  any  one  of  both  fliips  having  been  on  fliore.     And  whereas  in  a  few 
days  fome  fhips  are  going  to  Barbados  and    the  faid  fleet,    I   think   that   their   high 
mightinefles  will  not  take  it  ill,  if  I  demand  forthwith  a  general  reft:itution  and  difcharge 
of  all  the  fhips  and  goods,  or  at  leaft,  that  orders  may  be  given,  that  the  fhips  and 
goods,  as  far  as  pofTible,   may  be  preferved,  or  otherwife,  that   the  produce  thereof  may 
not  be  alienated  or  perplexed,  and  this  in  two  feparate  written  memorials,  the   firft  dated 
on  the  25th  of  May,  and  the  other  on  the  15th  of  June.     I  have  alfo  demanded  relaxation 
of  the  fliip  called,  the  Hare   in  the  Field  of  Middelburgh,  and  of  the  cargo  thereof, 
being  taken  at  fea,  failing  from  Havre  de  Grace  to  Cadiz  in  Spain,  laden  with  rich  goods  > 
and  the  council  has  found  good  thereupon,  that  the  faid  memorial,  together  with  fome 
inftruftions  which  were  annexed  thereunto,  fhould  be  delivered  to  the  commifTioners  of 
fea  affairs  and  the  fleet,  with   order  that  they  fhould  make  an  exaft  report  thereof  on 
yeilerday.     This  morning  I  underftood,  that  the  faid  gentlemen  had  been  ready,  but  that 
the  council,  treating  upon  publick  affairs,  the  time  was  fpent  therein.     I  am  told  under 
hand,  that  proof  can  be  made,  that  part  of  the  cargo  belongs  to  French  merchants.     I  will 
further  do  my  utmoft  endeavours,  that  a  fpeedy  and  favourable  refolution  may  be  given 
upon  my  faid  memorials.     As  to  the  contents  of  their  high  mightinefTes's  letter  and  re- 
folution,   relating  the  aforementioned  maffacre  committed  in  the  Vallies  of  Piedmont,  I 
informed  mr.  Thurloe  likewife  of  their  high  mightinefTes's  Chriftian  zeal  and  cordial   in- 
clination for  the  re-eftablifhment  of  the  faid  poor  people;   and   told  him,    that  I  was 
charged  to  talk  further  about  it  with  the  lord  protedtor ;  whereupon  he  related  to  me,  that  , 
he  had  jufl  before  received  letters  from  mr.  Moreland,  envoy  to  the  duke  of  Savoy,   men- 
tioning that  he  had  delivered  his  highnefs's  letters  to  the  king  of  France,  and  to  my  lord 
cardinal  at  la  Fere,  and  that  the  count  de  Erienne  had   fent  him  the  anfwer  of  the   faid 
lord  the  king,  with  a  very  civil  letter,  but  that  as  yet  there  had  been  no  time  to  open  the 
faid  letter.     And  further  he  told  me,  that  he  would  procure  me  an  opportunity  to  difcourfe 
further  upon  it  with  his  highnefs  himfelf :   accordingly  he  fent  me  word  this  morning,  that 
his  highnefs  would  exped:  me  this  afternoon  at  three  o'clock,  and  at  that  time  waiting  on 
my  lord  proteftor,  I  acquainted  him  with  their  high  mightinefTes's  faid  refolution,  and  all 
that  their  high  mightinefTes,  fmce  my  lafl  audience,  had  already  refolved  concerning  the 
perfecution   and  maffacre   aforementioned,  and  what  order  their  high  mightinefTes's  had 
lent  to  the  embafTador  Boreel,    and  in   what   terms  they  had  written    to   the   king  of 
France,  to  the  proteflant  Cantons  of  Switzerland,  and  to  the  regency  of  Geneva  •,  and 
that  further   their  high  mightinefles  were  not  unwilling  to  fend  a  fpecial  deputation  to 
the  duke  of  Savoy,  to  intercede  with  his  highnefs  in  behalf  of  the  faid  perfecuted  brethren, 
his    fubjeds.     Whereupon  I    defired  to  know,  whether  his  highnefs  would  not  like-

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AD.  1655.  wire  think  it  Ht  and  femceable,  to  give  the  like  orders  for  him,  to  the   end  that  thus 
tyV*^  the  faid  endeavours  of  interceffion  niiglit  be  of  the  greater  efficacy,  and    be  brought  the 
fooner  to  bear.     The  lord  protedlor  anfwered  me,  that  it  was  exceeding  pleafing  and  ac- 
ceptable to  him,  to  obferve,  that  their  high  mightinefles,   with  fuch  a  great  and  Chriftian 
zeal,  took  this  affair   to  heart ;  and  that  he  ftill  affured  me,  that  he  was  ready  to  hazard 
his  life  and  all  that  was  dear  and  valuable  to  him  in  this  world,  in  fuch  a'caufe,  and 
for  the  defence  and  free  exercife  of  the  proteftant  religion,  and  for  the  difappointment 
of  all  whatever  the  papifts  might  devife  againft  the  fame,   or  for  the  oppreflion  thereof; 
not  (as  he  told  me)  out  of  any  v/orldiy   confiderations,  but  becaufe    he  was  of  opinion, 
that  he  and  all  other  good  Chriftians  were  obliged,   before  God  and  in  their  confciences, 
to  oppofe  all  the  like  perfecutions.     Further  he  told  me,  that  he  thought   it  ferviceable, 
that  their  high  mightinefles  would    likewife   fend    one   thither,  fince  he  had  difpatch'd 
already  a  gentleman  to   the  duke  of  Savoy  for  that  purpofe,  and  would  willingly  fend 
orders  after  him  to  concert  matters,  and  correfpond  with  him,  whom  their  high  mighti- 
nefles  flaall  think  fit  to  fend    thither,    to  promote  the  faid  affair  and  interefl,  and   tp 
bring   the  fame  to  a  happy  conclufion.     Laflly,    he  defired  me  to   aiTure   your   high 
mightinefl'es,  in  his  name,  that  he  was  ready  to  contribute  every  thing  to  what  their  high 
mightineffes  fhould  think  proper  and  of  fervice.     He  told  me  further,  that  he  had  received 
an  anfwer  to  his  letter  from  France  ;  but  that  he  was  affured  from  feveral  parts,  that  with- 
out the  concurrence  of  fome  miniflers,  and  the  troops  of  that  crown  under  the  count  de 
Quincy,  it  never  would  have  been  committed.     I  replied  thereupon,  that  the  faults  of 
miniflers  and  officers  ought  to  be  enquired  into,  and  that  their  high  mightinefTes  had  de- 
manded the  fame  ;  and  that  I  hoped,  that  the  treaty,  which  was  agreed  upon  with  France, 
for  that  reafon  would  not  be  delayed  any  longer  ;  and  that  I  was  obliged  further  to  repre- 
fent  to  him  the  intolerable  injuries,  that  were  done  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  Provin- 
ces,   as  appeared  by  daily  complaints  made  by  private  perfons,  under  the  pretence  of 
reprifals  againft  the  French  •,  that  he  had  given  repeated  orders,  and  promifed  generally 
to  make  fuch  regulations,  that  all  complaints  fhould  ceafe  ;  but  that  experience  fhewed, 
as  long  as  thofe  diforders  lafted,  that  it  never  would  be  remedied  •,  and  that  neverthelefs 
private  hardfhips  continued  in  fuch  a  ftate  as  that  of  the  United  Provinces,  did  upon  all  oc- 
currencies  inflame  the  minds  of  the  people  anew.     The  lord  protedor  anfwered,  that  he 
had  not  been  in  the  fault,  but  all  the  circumftances  in  the  faid  affair  of  Piedmont,    in  re- 
lation to  the   intention  of  France,  gave   him  great  fufpicion  :  however,  as  to  the  com- 
plaints of  their  high  mightinefTes  fubjefts,  that  he  would  give  his  orders  to  remedy  the  fame, 
and  that  I  had  no  occafion   to  make  any  fcruple,  from  time  to  time,  in  cafe  any  thing 
happened,  to  fpeak  to  him  about  it.     I  told  him  hereupon,  that  I  had  received  fome 
further  informations  touching  the  Netherland  Ihips,  which  were  feized  near  the  Caribbee 
iflands,   and  that  I  thought  them  fufflcient  to  prove   the  illegality  of  thofe  proceedings, 
defiring,  that  commifTaries  might  be  appointed,  to  lay  open  before  them  what  has  hap- 
pened in  that  refpeil,  to  the  end  that  forthwith  the  neceflary  orders  might  be  iffued  for 
the  reftitution  and  reparation  of  damages  and  lofTes  they  have  fuffered.     He  promifed  that 
he  would  nominate  commifTaries  for  that  purpofe,  and  defired  mr.  Thurloe,  who  alone 
was  prefent,  to  remember  him  of  it.     I  afTure  your  lordfhip,  that   I  will  do  my  utmofb 
endeavours   for  the  good  of  the    interefted.     After  having  written   thus  far,    the  lord 
embalTador  of  France  came   to  me,   and  communicated    with  many  civil  exprelTions 
the    anfwer  of  his   majefty  to  the  known   letter  of  the  lord  proteftor,   wherein   he  is 
affured,  that  his  majefty  had  written  already  about  it,  and  had  given  further  orders,  not 
only  to  difpofe  the  duke  of  Savoy  to  reftore  the  faid  inhabitants  of  the  Vallies  of  Piedmont, 
but  alfo  to  confirm  them  in  the  free  exercife  of  their  rehgion,  even  with  this  ampliation, _ 
that  they  fhould   have    the  liberty  to  pofTefs  free  lands  and  eftates  beyond  their  ancient 
limits,  in  other  parts  of  the  dominions  of  the  faid  duke  of  Savoy,   not  queftioning,  but 
the  fame  would  be  regulated  according  thereunto.     The   faid  gentleman   acqijainted  me 
likewife,  that  he  had  defired,  that  a  time  might  be  appointed  for  the  figning  of  the  ad- 
jufted  treaty  •,  and  that  he  was  anfwered,  that  it  was  impofTible  to  have  any  confultations 
on  that  head,  before  next  monday  :  meffleurs  Fiennes  and  Strickland  have  been  the  com- 
mifTioners  in  the  faid  negotiation,  they  are,  fome   days  ago,  gone  into  the  country,  the 
wife  of  the  firft  named  being  brought  to  bed,  and  the  latter  has  accompanied  his  lady 
into  Wales  in  England  to  the  houfe  of  their  only  daughter  ;  however  both  the  faid  gentle- 
men  are  daily  expeded  home  again  ;  when  I  hope,    that   the  faid  treaty  will  be  con- 
cluded and  figned.

TH  E  two  armies  of  Turenne  and  de  la  Ferte  are  joined.  They  have  not  yet  under-  Vol.  xxvii. 
taken  any  thing,  and  their  troops  are  round  about  Guife,  where  they  make  great  p-  191  • 
preparations.  Some  fay  they  have  a  defign  upon  Landrecy,  others  Rocroy,  But  to  tell 
you  the  truth,  we  cannot  yet  certainly  tell  their  defign,  till  we  fee  them  upon  their  march. 
The  two  forementioned  are  very  well  provided  both  with  men  and  ammunition.  We  do 
perfuade  ourfelves,  that  they  are  very  much  troubled  to  refolve  what  place  they  had  befl: 
fet  upon,  elfe  they  would  not  have  delayed  thus  long  before  fom  thing  had  been  done 
by  them.  And  we  are  not  like  to  do  any  thing  but  defend  ourfelves  this  campagne,  to 
which  end  we  have  ftrongly  manned  and  fortified  all  our  garrifons.

SINCE  my  laft  of  the  nth  I  have  not  any  from  you.     The  laft  money  I   charged  on  v.  xxvii. 
mr.  Upton  is  come  to  my  handes,  for  which  I  humbly  thanke  you.     Thefe  are  now  p-  165. 
preparinge  both  by  land  and  water  to  oppofe  the  Sweads,  in  cafe  they  come  uppon  their 
frontiers.     They  have  iflfued  out  orders  for   100   foote  companys,  and   30  troopes  of 
Vol.  III.  6  T  horfe. 
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Pi.  D.  1^55.  horfe,  to  reinforce  their  garrifons  in  Groenningen-land,  in  Overiflel,   and  the  land  of  Cleave. 
W''^^r\J  There  are  ah'b  16  fhipps  makinge  ready,  which  fhall  goe  under  the  commaund  of  Tromp 
for  the  Sound,  and  20  preparinge  for  de  Ruyter  to  commaund,  which  they  give  out  fhall 
goe  into  the  Streights  ;  but  I  am  informed  they  are  all  defigned  for  the  Sound, "to  keep 
that  paflage  cleare,  in  cafe  the  Sweed  makes  any  attempt  on  Dantzick  ;  whereupon  they 
waytt,  and  fhall  receave  their  commiffions  accordingly.     There  is  a  great  feare  in  thefe 
parts,  leafb  the  Sweed  fhould  march  this  waye  •,  and  the  more  becaufe   the  provinces  are 
at  great  diiFerences  one  with  the  other,  and   the  townes  difagree  -,  neither  doe  they  knowe 
whoe  to  cheufe  to  commaund  their  forces,  for  Breedroode   is  very  ill  of  the  dropfie,  yet 
will  not  fubceed  to  any  other.     Count  Maurice  of  Naffawe  their  lieftenant  general  of  horfe 
and  made  prince  by  the  emperor,  will  not  be  commanded    by  Breedroode  •,  nor  will  the 
lord  of  Beverwaert  their  major  general   fubmitt  to   him  ;   and  Holland  will  not  confent,, 
that  prince  William  of  Friefland  commaund  in   chief,  left  he   fhould  feduce   the  armye, 
and  declare  for  the  young  prince  of  Orange.     Indeed  thefe  countryes  are  fick  of  difcon- 
tents,  and  apparently  will  be  ruined  by  them.     Trade,  which   is  the  only  prop  that  up- 
holdes  them,  growes  every  day  worfe  and  worfe,  whereof  I   heare  all    men  compJayne> 
Here  is  arrived  4  fiiipps  from  the  Eaftlndyes,  and  9  more  expefted,  the  which  revives  them. 
They  fear  we  fhall  gett  the  trade  of  the  Weft  Indies  from  them,  from  whence  is  expedted 
great  newes  concerning  general  Penn's  fleet.    Sir  Richard  Malleverer  is  gone  to  Ceullen,  to 
make  his  report  to  C  S.    He  fayes,  that  he  hopes  to  gett  moft  of  his  eftate  againe   out 
of  your    handes ;  to   which   purpofe  his   lady  is  now  folicitinge  at  London.     He  hath 
brought  letters  of  creddit  for  400 1    and  expefts  6  horffes  from  Ingland,    2  of  which  are 
in  the  handes  of  lord  Willoughby  of  Parham,  which  ftill  gives  mee  a  jealoufie,  that  he 
was  acquainted  with  the  laft  plott.     I  prefume  'tis  he,  that  is  to  defire  a  pafs  for  his  horfTes, 
whereof  you  may  make  ufe,  as  you  fee  occafion.     He  fayeth,  that  if  they  had   gone  to 
York   with   thofe  few  men,  they  might   have  had  the  towne  delivered,   where  iaye   40 
thoufand  poundes  ready  for  the  profecutinge  of  the  defingne      He  left  Armorer  in  London, 
and  Darcy  within  10  myles  coming  up,    where  they  make  their  rendezvous.     There  is  a 
great  fault  in  your  oHicers  at  Dover  -,  for  the  cavaliers  faye,  any  of  them  can  pafs  there 
for  20s.   but,  muft  take   the  opportunitye,  when  Dutch  fhipps  come  over.     Therefore  if 
ftrift  fearch  wear  made  in  them,  you  would  meet  with  our  enemyes.     I  am  at  a  place  at 
prefent,  where  I  can  neyther  get  good  papers  or  pen ;  therefore  you  will  pleafe   to  excufe 
my  fcribblinge.

Vol.  xxi.        T  Humbly    acknowledge  my  unworthines,  I  fhould  prefume  to  withdrawe  your  highnes 
p.  169.  A  thoughts  from  your  farre  more  waihty  confiderations,    to  take  notice  of  any  thinge  my 

weake  apprehenfions  can  meete  withall.     Yet  in  cafe  of  but  a  fufpicion  of  the  Jeaft  dainger 
to  the  publique  welfare  foe  happily  fetled  under  your  highnes  proteftion,  (the  prefent  con- 
dition of  this  county  ftandinge  as  it  doth,)  I  thought  it   my  duty  to   give  your  highnes 
information  of  fome  late  tranfaftions,  which  have   within   thefe   fewe  days  come  to  my 
knowledge  neere  the  place  where  I  live.     Allthough  it  hath  pleafed  the  Lord  in  mercy  in 
fuch  an  unexpefted  manner  to  difcover  the  late  plotts  of  the  common  enemie,  for  which 
the  hand  of  juiftice  in  fome  mefure  hath  light  upon  them  ;  yet  it's  feered  they  will  not  yet 
ceafe.     Upon  thurfday  laft  (beinge  but  two  dayes  fmce)  a  meetinge  (to  the  number  of 
aboute  20  perfbns)  was  taken  notice  of  at  the  houfe  of  one  mr.  Kinafton's  of  Oatley  (an 
efq-,  of  this  country  of  confiderable  meanes  and  command  in  his  neighbourhood,  having 
bine  in  armes  for  the  late  king,  and  lately  fecured  (though  fmce  enlarged)  as  one  of  fir 
Thomas  Harrys    his  confederacys  in   the  late  plott)    amongft  which  company  was  one 
major  Cole,  who  was  prefent  with  fir  1  homas  Harrys  at  the   tyme  of  his   apprehenfion, 
and  tied,  yet  nowe  prefumes  againe  to  fhew  himfelfe.

T  Gave  your  honour  an  account  in  my  lafl,  of  the  good  fuccefle  wee  had  at  the  court  Vol  xxvJi 
•*•  of  France,  which  I  fent  with  all  the  expedition  I  pofTiblie  could,  together  with  the  p.  163. 
king  and  cardinall's  letters  to  his  highneffe,  and  count  Brienne's  to  your  felfe,  by  the 
meffenger,  that  I  tooke  up  at  Dover ;  which  I  hope  is  arrived  e're  this  at  London  ;  as 
alfo  of  that  refpeft,  which  was  fhewn  us  by  his  majeftie  at  our  departure,  by  fending  with 
us  a  convoy,  confiding  of  the  captaine  and  5  others  of  his  majeftie's  ov/n  guard,  21 
Enghfh  miles ;  and  befides  that  one  of  the  chiefe  courriers  of  his  cabinett  to  condudl  us 
throughout  the  whole  journey,  in  cafe  wee  found  it  neceffary.  Hee  has  already  accom- 
pany'd  us  to  the  court  of  Paris,  which  place  I  entered  in  a  difguife,  and  where  we  are 
very  privatly  •,  and  where  wee  have  provided  our  cloths  and  other  neceflaryes  for  our 
journey.  And  indeed  I  doe  plainly  find  upon  enquiry  and  ferious  confideration,  that  as 
hitherto  wee  could  hardly  have  paffed  fo  much  as  one  ftage,  for  want  of  horfes,  without 
him;  fo  neither  can  wee  proceed  on  in  our  journey,  if  we  want  his  afli fiance.  For  my  owii 
particular,  fince  firft  fetting  out,  I  have  feen  fuch  remarkable  providences,  not  onely  in 
our  fuccefle  at  the  court  of  France,  but  alfo  in  our  manie  deliverances  from  very 
eminent  daingers  (the  particulars  whereof  to  recite  would  bee  too  tedious)  that  I  doubt 
not  but  his  highnefle  and  your  honour  will  in  the  iflue  receive  abundant  fatisfaftion  in  all 
things,  fave  onely  in  the  expedition  and  expence  of  our  journey.  As  for  the  firft  of 
thefe,  I  am  afraid  your  honour  expefts  wee  fhould  have  been  further  onwards  in  our 
journey  •,  but  T  truft,  when  your  honour  fhall  confider  the  impofTibilitie  of  getting  poft- 
horfes  between  Calais  and  the  court,  and  our  avoyding  the  common  road,  with  thofe 
other  accidents,  which  ufually  attend  fuch  a  voyage,  it  will  bee  fome  fatisfaftion.  And 
as  to  the  other,  namely,  the  expence  hitherto,  although  it  has  been  much  more  then  the 
council  or  your  honour  did  expedt,  yet  when  the  particulars,  v/hich  I  have  here  inclofed, 
fhall  bee  confidered,  with  their  circumftances,  both  of  the  increafe  and  almoft  the  doubling 
of , our  number  allotted  us,  and  that  necefTarily  ;  together  with  thofe  gratuities,  which  wee 
apprehend  unavoydable  in  all  ingenuity,  and  having  refpeft  to  the  honour  of  my  lord 
protedlor,  I  truft  alfo  that  our  behaviour  may  admitt  of  a  favourable  conftruftion  ;  at 
leaft  the  excefTe  thereof  may  be  imputed  to  our  weaknefle,  rather  then  any  wilfull 
negligence,  prodigalitie,  or  diftioneft  dealing.  As  to  that  part,  which  followes  of  our 
journey,  wee  find  upon  enquiry,  that  it  is  from  Paris  to  Turin  164  leagues,  which  is  82 
ftages,  at  every  of  which  wee  muft  pay  for  every  horfe,  according  to  the  king's  own  order, 
(,which  is  a  known  and  conftant  price)  20  fols,  which  is  in  Englifti  money  is.  8  d. 
Now  wee  being  fix  in  companie,  muft  bee  forced  to  take  2  guides  (according  to  the 
cuftom  of  the  country)  for  fo  many  horfes,  .which  will  bee  therefore  8  in  number  ;  and  fo 
every  ftage  will  amount  to  13  s.  4d.  for  horfe-hire,  befides,  the  two  guides  muft  have 
ten  fols  apiece,  which  is  is.  8  d.  which  being  added  to  13  s.  4  d.  makes  1 5  s.  the 
whole  horfe-hire  for  one  ftage  ^  fo  that  for  82  ftages,  according  to  this  account,  our 
horfe-hire  from  Paris  to  Turin  will  amount  to  61 1.  10  s  And  fuppofing  that  wee  fhall 
be  10  dayes  (which  will  bee  the  leaft)  in  riding  it,  wee  finding  dyet  extraordinary  deare 
in  this  country,  and  even  double  to  what  it  is  in  England  -,  and  having  with  us  a  fer- 
vant  of  the  king's,  cannot  think  to  come  of  for  lefle  than  25  s.  and  fometimes  much 
more  •,  which  will  come  to  12  or  14I.  more  at  the  leaft.  Befides  all  this,  wee  heare  wee 
muft  have  a  convoy,  when  wee  come  into  Savoy,  being  the  French  army  is  thereabouts. 
Upon  the  whole  it  appears  by  our  bills  wee  have  but  50 1.  3  s.  9  d.  left  of  300 1.  which 
wee  have  already  received  ;  and  wee  have  out  100  1  more  allowed  to  take  up  ;  which  in 
all  is  150 1.  whereof  75  1.  or  Sol.  will  be  fpent  ere  wee  arrive  at  the  court  of  Turin.  Where- 
fore 
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A.  D.  1655.  fore  wee  doe  earneftly  entreat  your  honour,  to  the  end  that  wee  may  not  run  the  hazard 
C/'V"^  of  any  extremitie  or  inconvenience,   to  fend  us  fo  foon  as  pofllble  bills  of  credit,    with  fuch 
referves,  that  wee  may  lake  up  what  moneyes  wee  fhall  find-neceffary,  to  mr.  Heufch  ■,  and 
I  have  taken  order  with  him  to  convey  them  to  us  at  Turin ;  as  alio  wee  intreate  your  par- 
ticular orders  concerning  what  gratuity  my  lord  proteftor  will  bee  pleafed  to.  give-  the 
king  of  France  his  gentleman.     I  fuppofe  hee  expefts,    if  he  goe  through  with  us  and. 
back  againe,  no  leffe  then  100  piftolls.     However  that  I  leave  wholly  to  my  lord  protedlor 
,    and  your  honour's  order ;   which  I  fhall  endeavour  to  follow  precifely,  as  in   all  things 
elfe.     I  have  wrote  a  duplicat   of   this  letter,  but  leafl  they  fhould  both  mifcarry,  I  have 
entreated  my  merchant  mr.  Heufch  to  give  us  a  bill  of  credit  for  50  piftolls  more,  befides 
what  you  ordered  by  exchange  to  receive  at  Turin ;  for  which  he  has  engaged  mee,   to 
entreat  your  honor  to  give  order  for  the  payment  of  thofe  50  piftolls   to  mr.  Lucas  Luce 
at  London.     Wee   are   now  haftning  our  journey.     I  trufl  the  Lord  is  with  us.     I  am 
willing  to  hazard  all  that  is  deare  to  mee  in  the  caufe.

WEE  exped  here  daily  the  lord  Belcarres,  who  is  in  the  way,  and  when  he  comes,  fome- 
thing  will  be  attempted.  He  comes  with  inftruftions  for  a  full  reconciliation  'twixt 
the  queen  and  194.  The  lord  Wentworth  is  now  returned  hither,  where  he  hath  but 
little  credit.  Wilmot  is  yet  in  England,  and  Middleton  is-  n©w  at  Munfter,  coming  hi- 
ther. His  great  crony  fir  Edward  Hyde  hath  fent  thither  the  lord  Newburgh,  fir  William 
Fleming,  fir  George  Hamilton,  and  William  Armorer  the  engineer,  and  Genhos  the 
trumpet  to  convey  him,  as  if  he  had  deferved  a  triumph.  The  lord  Gerard*  is  gone  to 
Heidelburg  to  make  his  condition  with  prince  Rupert  to  go  into  Italy.  Juft  now  mr. 
Brienne,  formerly  a  captain  in  France  under  lord  Digby,  and  mr.  Williams,  one  of  mr. 
Afcham's  murderers  in  Spain,  are  come  hither  from  England.

I  CAME  hither  but  this  morning,  and  in  poft  from  Prefburg  ;  but  one  is  come  in  tw» 
days  lefs  than  I,  who  brings  for  certain,  that  the  young  archduke  Ignatio  Leopoldo  is 
elefted  king  of  Hungary  by  univerfal  applaufe  the  i6th  inftant,  which  is  the  great  news 
of  thofe  parts,  and  welcome  hither.  This  is  of  great  concernment,  and  much  difficulty 
was  to  bring  it  to  the  pafs.     Many  will  be  drunk  before  night  about  it. 

The  king  of  Swedeland  afTures  the  emperor,  that  he  will  not  undertake  any  thing  againft 
him  or  the  empire,  but  perform  the  treaties  of  peace  made,  notwithftanding  the  em- 
peror arms  and  recruits  daily  his  old  ftanding  regiments.  The  emprefs  was  crowned  the 
6th  of  this  month. 

Some  fay  the  Swedes  will  agree  with  the  Polander,  and  give  them  relief  againft  the 
Mufcovites.  Others  not,  but  that  Swedeland  will  downright  fall  upon  Poland  ;  fo  yet 
no  certainty.

YOURS  I  received  by  this  poft,    by  which  I  fee  all  is  quiet  with  the  proteflor  and  his 
government.     I  have  not  writ  to  you  laft  week  being  indifpofetl,  and  having  little 


matter.   For  news,  we  have  not  much. 


This  little  court  lives  ftill  in  fome  fplendor ;  and  I

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proteft  I  wonder  by  what  means,  for  it  cannot  be  the  ftipend  which  France  allows,  that  A.  D.  i6^^. 
fupports  it;  and  the  monies  given  by  the  empire  are  long  fince  exhaufted  •,  fo  that  certainly  ^-'''V^J 
they  have  fome  other  fecret  ways  to  get  monies  ;  and  what  they  be  I  know  not. 

Here  has  been  lately  from  France  (as  I  am  told  by  a  good  author)  one  monfieur  Fon- 
tanelles,  fent  very  fecretly  by  Mazarin  to  confer  with  R.  C.  and  take  it  from  me,  at 
prefent  they  have  fome  treaty  in  hand  ;  my  authors  affure  me  of  it,  and  that  the  principal 
part  is  for  R.  C.  to  marry  one  of  the  cardinal's  nieces.  Some  more  of  this  matter  you 
may  fhortly  hear  by  fome  other  way.  .It  is  no  new  matter,  for  it  was  contrived  in  Paris 
blSQfe  the  late  rifing  in  England  betwixt  R.  C.  and  Mazarin  -,  but  the  little  queen  gave 
interruption  to  it.  Now  it  is  frelhly  retreated.  They  talk  here  of  a  new  defign  in 
England.  R.  C,  and  his  brother  Gloucefter  are  very  well,  and  their  whole  court.  I  be- 
lieve the  princefs  royal  will  be  foon  here  ;  to  which  end  her  brother  has  taken  the  whole 
houfe  where  he  lived,  when  your  friend  was  here  -,  and  the  lady  of  that  houfe  has  taken 
another  for  her  own  dweUing  near  it.  General  Middleton  came  to  Munfter  in  Weftphalia 
yefterday  or  the  day  before.  The  lord  Newbury,  fir  George  Hamilton,  and  feveral  others 
are  gone  thither  to  condudt  him  hither.  I  hear  the  noble  cavalier  came  over  in  a  low 
condition.  Ormond,  Daniel  O  Neil,  young  Belinge,  fecretary  Lane,  with  one  or  two 
more  did  lately  vifit  the  duke  of  Newburg  by  R.  C.'s  orders.  They  made  no  longer 
ftay  than  for  one  dinner. 

The  prince  of  Stabulo  did  lately  vifit  R.  C.  here,  and  was  received  with  as  much  ho- 
nour as  his  perfon  and  quality  requires. 

Mr.  Talbot  parted  from  hence,  but  whither,  I  do  not  know  ;  he  has  fome  officious 
b\i£ine{s  pr<£  mani^us,  one  blind  plot  or  other  •,  but  fure  they  are  wifer  now  in  England,  than 
further  to  ruin  themfelves  for  a  known  curfed  generation,  or  elfe  they  are  equally  curfed. 

The  lord  Wentworth  is  come  hither ;  but  Wilmot  is  ftill  abroad,  vivus  aut  mortuus  nefcio. 
As  I  hear,  my  lord  Gerard  will  (hortly  go  for  France. 

But  I  have  no  affurance  of  it,  nor  what  his  bufinefs  may  be.  Here  is  nothing  elfe,

cardinal  de  Retz  -,  but  he  gave  no  further  anfwer,  till  he  fhould  know  the  king's  pleafure. 
But  the  cardinal  de  Retz's  pleafure  and  command  is  now  known.  The  men  appointed  for 
vicars  by  him,  as  well  as  thofe  whom  the  king  formerly  appointed,  have  notice  thereof ; 
they  are  all  fworn  to  canonical  obedience  to  their  archbifhop.  What  will  be  hereupon 
done,  we  look  after,  as  much  as  fome  in  London  do  after  Coney's  caufe.  By  that  time 
you  let  me  know  the  iffue  of  the  one,  I  may  be  able  to  tell  you  the  event  of  the  other. 
The  news,  which  I  moil  look  after,  is  the  proceedings  of  the  treaty  with  monfieur  de  Bor- 
deaux, for  the  confequence  thereof  will  concern  fome  of  your  friends.

Sir, 

OUR  army  on  the  frontiers  of  the  Spanifli  Low  Countries  lies  as  yet  without  aftion.  Vol.  xxvil. 
and  Paris  without  news  from  thofe  parts.     You  have  perhaps  already  heard,  that  the  P-  ^zs- 
king,  queen,  and  duke  of  Anjou  were  all  in   the  fame   danger,  as  well  as  in  the  fame  • 

coach.  The  two  firfthorfes  had  already  precipitated  themfelves  befide  the  bridge  ;  the  reft 
were  following  ;  but  feveral  of  the  footmen  leaping  fuddenly  to  the  wheels,  held  the 
coach  till  the  traces  were  cut,  and  fo  the  diafter  prevented.  The  kmg's  countenance  not 
To  much  as  changed  -,  for  though  his  perfon  was  nigh  the  danger,  his  courage  was  above 
the  fear.  In  Catalonia  the  prince  of  Conti  hath  done  fomething,  a  town  called  Cap  de 
Quiers  rendered  after  Ipme  fix  days  fiege.  Viftories  are  ftill  reprefented  'with  advantage. 
It  is  reported,  that  this  town,  though  little,  is  of  great  importance,  as  facilitating  much  the 
commerce  between  Languedock  and  Catalonia. 

As  for  what  concerns  the  proteftants  in  Savoy,  the  king  difowns  the  aftion,  as  done 
without  all  order  from  him,  as  having  his  proteftion  to  all  that  are  retired  into  his 
dominions.

My  lord, 

T  COULD  have  been  eafily  perfuaded  not  to  have  returned  any  anfwer  to  your  letter  of  Vol.  xxvii. 
-*-  the  9th  of  .this  month,  which  was  delivered  me  yefterday  in  this  town,  becaufe  in  my  P-  237. 
foregoing  the  king  had   fufficiently  declared  himfelf,  what  were  his  intentions,    and  how 
gladly  he  had  received  what  was  propofed  to  him  on  the  behalf  of  the  proteftor,  which 
both  his  letter  and  the  reception  fhewn   to  the  gentleman  will  bear  witnefs  thereof;  fo 
that  we  may  have  caufe  to  believe  that  the  treaty  is  figned. 

My  lord  embaffador  Servien  hath  writ  me  word,  that  the  duke  of  Savoy  having  takerj 
into  confideration  the  counfels  of  his  majefty,  had  gracioufly  anfwered  to  the  commiflloners 
of  the  proteftant  cantons,  who  had  been  to  fpeak  with  him  about  that  bufinefs  ;  to  whom 
he  made  it  appear,  that  it  was  not  out  of  hatred  to  their  religion  that  he  caufed  his  fub- 
jefts  to  be  punifhed,  but  for  rebelling  againft  his  commands,  and  breaking  his  laws  feveral 
times  ;  and  for  coming  into  thofe  places,  where  he  had  not  given  them  leave  to  inhabit  j 
and  had  they  kept  in  their  bounds,  he  would  not  have  aflaulted  thofe  miferablfi  creatures  ; 
but  they  would  not  be  contented  with  what  they  had,  but  came  and  made  inroads  into  his 
country,  which  he  was  refolved  not  to  fufFer.  If  this  being  faid  will  advance  the  figning 
of  the  treaty,  you  may  do  it. 

We  do  believe  here,  that  the  marquis  of  Leda  hath  already  taken  his  leave,  and  is  upon 
his  way  home,  having  received  orders  to  that  purpofe.  We  are  certainly  informed,  the 
enemy  is  refolved  to  ftand  upon  their  defenfive  this  fummer.  This  is  enough  to  juftify 
their  weaknefs.  We  are  ready  to  go  upon  fome  defign  -,  our  generals  are  already  gone 
upon  it  -,  but  I  cannot  yet  affure  you,  what  it  is  ;  but  we  intend  to  make  war  in  the  heart 
of  the  country,  they  having  no  forces  on  foot  fufficient  to  withftand  us.  It  doth  highly 
concern  the  intereft  of  his  majefty's  affairs  at  prefent  to  fee  an  end  of  your  treaty.

YO  U  will  be  informed  of  the  intentions  of  the  king  by  the  letters  of  the  earl  of 
Brienne,  to  which  I  refer  my  felf  I  am  perfuaded  that  at  prefent  the  people  in 
England  do  begin  to  fee  the  wrong  they  have  been  in,  by  giving  too  much  credit  to  the 
reports  of  the  bufinefs  of  Lucerne  •,  fince  they  will  have  heard,  that  as  foon  as  his  ma- 
jefty  had  been  advertifed  of  what  had  paft  in  thofe  parts  againft  the  proteftants,  he  fent 
prefently  thither  to  intercede  for  them  -,  and  gave  his  orders  to  monfieur  Lefdiguieres,  to 
receive  them  in  Dauphine,  which  is  altogether  publick,  and  long  before  the  arrival  of 
the  envoy  of  the  lord  protedlor.  In  fhort  and  in  truth,  he  is  a  fovereign  prince,  and  no 
ways  depending  upon  the  king,  who  would  chaftife  fome  of  his  fubjefts,  whom  he  had 
declared  rebels,  and  who  .without  explaining  his  defigns  to  the  troops  of  the  king,  who 
were  marching  over  the  mountains  to  go  to  the  relief  of  the  duke  of  Modena,  did  only 
alTigri  them  their  quarters  in  the  vallies  of  Lucerne,  and  Angrogne,  whofe  inhabitants 
making  profeflion  of  the  proteftant  religion  refufed  to  receive  the  faid  troops.  This 
denial  having  caufed  the  foldiers  to  quarrel  with  the  faid  inhabitants,  there  were  feme 
fifty  of  them  killed,  without  any  other  cruelty  exercifed  upon  them,  unlefs  they  were  thofe 
which  they  exercifed  themfelves  -,  for  they  committed  a  hundred  times  worfe  cruelties 
upon  the  catholicks.     This  is  the  true  matter  of  fadt.

IN  purfuance  of  your  order  of  the  7th  inftant,  we  have  informed  our  felves  of  the 
matters  of  fact  concerning  the  [topping  of  9  pence  per  week  out  of  the  pay  of  the 
Irifli  foot  now  in  England ;  and  do  find,  that  fmce  OiSfober  1653,  the  foot  foldiers  in 
Ireland  have  been  paid  5  s.  3d.  to  each  per  week,  of  which  they  receive  weekly  three 
ihiilings  and  fix  pence  in  money,  one  brown  .George  valued  at  i2d.  and  the  remainino- 
9  d.  per  week  hath  been  flopped  to  buy  for  each  of  them  one  fuit  of  cloaths  yearly. 
That  the  Irilh  foot  now  in  England  were  fo  paid  from  the  faid  month  of  October  1 6^  ^, 
untill  the  day  of  their  landing  in  England,  being  the  15th  of  January  laft;  and  each  of 
them  in  Oftober  laft  had  one  fuit  of  cloaths  delivered  to  him. 

That  by  an  order  of  his  highnefs  and  the  council,  bearing  date  the  2d  day  of  March 
following,  the  foot  forces,  that  came  out  of  Ireland,  are  ordered  to  be  paid  from  the 
1 5th  of  January  (the  time  of  their  landing  in  England)  equally  with  the  forces  in  England  ; 
that  fince  that  time  they  have  received  for  each  foot  foldier  five  {hillings  and  one  penny 
per  week ;  and  the  remaining  nine  pence  hath  been  refpited  for  clothes  ;  fo  that  there 
remaineth  due  to  each  foot  foldier  of  them,  that  have  been  in  the  fervice  fiiice  Oftober 
laft  unto  this  day,  for  the  faid  time,  being  8  months,  at  the  rate  of  9  d.  per  week,  twenty- 
four  Ihillings  i  and  fo  proportionably  to  each  of  them  that  hath  been  lifted  fince.

Vol.  xlvii.      TT  is  no  new  thing  in  me  to  defire,  that  occafions  fliould  offer,  when  I  may  ferve  you, 
p.  241.  ■"■  and  to  defire  to  know  of  your  health,  and  to  advife  you  (as  I  now  do)  of  the  eftate, 

which  things  feem  to  have  at  prefent  betwixt  this  kingdom,  and  that  commonwealth, 
I  wrote  you  days  paft  by  fea  twice,  and  depending  on  the  favour  you  always  fhew  me,  I 
defire  you  to  put  an  end  unto  my  bufinefs ;  for  the  fears,  which  we  have  at  prefent,  do  ra- 
ther promife  difcord  than  agreement,  by  reafon  of  the  coming  of  Blake's  fleet  (about 
thirty  fail)  when  we  were  with  much  confidence  fending  of  an  advice  to  the  Havapna, 
that  the  galleons  might  fecurely  come  without  fear  of  any  hurt  from  the  Englifh,  which, 
tis  faid,  are  gone  thither.  Then  Blake  came  again  to  the  Canvelo's,  and  was  there  about 
eight  days,  where  having  refrelhed  himfelf,  and  the  general  holding  worfe  correfp  n-

dencies  than  he  ought  with  fuch  a  gentleman  as  the  duke  of  Medina  Celi,  who  lives  at  A.  b  ,655. 
the  port,  and  offered  him  the  port  freely  ;  but  having  provided  all  he  would,  he  put  to  Lr^r\J 
fea  again,  leaving  two  fliips  behind  him  to  bring  his  reverage  which  he  wanted,  and  car- 
ried with  him  James  Wilfon,  who  was  agent  in  Cadiz  for  the  parliament,  befides  others, 
which  he  brought  along  with  him  from  Malaga,  who  were  employed  in  making  fome 
provifions  for  the  Englifli  fleet  •,  and  as  it  appears  this  fleet  is  come  from  the  Levant,  with 
a  defign  to  wait  for  our  galleons,  and  to  carry  them  ;  for  very  often  they  repart  themfelves 
in  three  fquadrons,  and  the  Englifh  merchants  of  thefe  parts  procure  to  embark  them- 
felves for  England.  The  duke  of  Medina  Celi  hath  been  in  the  bay  of  Cadiz,  feeking 
fhips  of  war  to  put  to  fea  about  fourteen  or  fixteen  fail ;  and  hath  fent  to  Seville  for  ar- 
tillery, and  hath  ordered,  that  the  fleet  for  new  Spain  do  not  proceed,  but  to  retire  to 
Puntall,  where  it  is  ordered,  that  a  claim  may  be  made  for  fecurity,  until  new  order  fhall 
come  from  the  council. 

There  came  three  Flemilh  fhips  into  Cadiz  fix  days  paft,  who  brought  a  Turkifh  prize ; 
and  they  told  for  news,  that  they  met  the  avifo,  which  came  from  Carthagena  ;  but  in 
chafing  their  Turkifh  prize,  they  lolt  the  avifo  ;  and  this  day  it  is  reported,  that  the 
faid  avifo  is  arrived  at  Ayamonte  (with  many  dead  Turks,  which  they  killed  out  of  three 
Turkifh  fhips  that  they  encountered)  and  it  is  faid,  that  the  Engflh  fleet  arrived  at  Car- 
thagena, where  the  galleons  were  in  aflfault.  The  Englifh  loll  thiee  thoufand  men,  by 
which  means  the  galleons  will  ftay  until  a  fleet  go  for  them.  This  news  I  cannot  affirm,, 
being  uncertain,  in  regard  I  have  not  talked  with,  nor  feen  any  that  came  in  the  fliip.

Sir, 

T  is  thought  that  the  bargain  made  by  mr.  Scotti  of  cardinal  Montalto's  country-houfe  Vol.  xxvii. 

will  be  ineffe6hjal,  by  reafon  his   holinefs  will  not,  becaufe  of  the  judgment  every  one  P-  ^^7' 
would  make,  that  this  acquifition    was  bought  for  his  hohnefs's  family,  which  makes  us 
conjefture,  that  his  holinefs  is  not  yet  difpofed  to  call  for  any  of  his  kindred,  what  necef- 
fities  foever  be  reprefented  unto  him  thereupon. 

Cardinal  de  Efte  is  upon  his  departure  for  Modena,  where  he  will  remain,  whilft  the 
duke  his  brother  fliall  be  in  the  field,  where  he  goeth  to  command  his  troops. 

The  Venetian  embafTador  continues  his  inftances  to  obtain  from  his  holinefs  the  forces, 
which  have  been  raifed  a  while  fince  for  the  fecurity  of  the  ecclefiaftical  ftate  ;  but  his 
holinefs  cannot  give  it  this  campagne,  by  reafon  of  the  war  with  Modena,  which  obligeth 
him  to  maintain  fome  troops. 

The  Spaniards  here  are  fomething  aftonifhed  at  the  taking  of  Cap  de  Quieres  in  Cata- 
lonia, as  alfo  at  the  marriage  of  cardinal  Mazarin's  niece  with  the  prince  of  Modena, 
which  makes  them  think  the  French  will  fuccour  the  duke  of  Modena.  A  great  diforder 
was  like  to  happen  fome  days  fince  in  the  datary  ;  and  to  make  an  exemplary  punifhment 
thereof  upon  all  the  guilty  they  have  fent  for  all  the  foldiers,  and  ferjeants,  and  ufhers  ; 
but  it  hath  been  only  a  miflake  made  of  an  old  cuftom,  which  is,  that  in  all  the  expedi- 
tion of  the  coadjutories  of  benefices,  fituated  beyond  the  mountains,  they  are  ufed  to  an- 
tedate the  bulls  of  two  months,  for  fear  that,  in  the  length  of  the  time  there  muft  be  to 
obtain  them,  the  poiTefTor  of  the  benefice  fhould  come  to  die,  as  it  happeneth  very  often.

There  is  nothing  as  yet  of  what  the  parliament  in  Poland  hath  concluded.  This  day 
two  embafladors  are  expefted  thence,  bound  for  Sweden,  with  inftrudions  for  accommoda- 
tion ;  the  one  a  Pole,  Leffenlky  by  name  (one  of  the  greateft  families  in  Poland)  and  the 
other  a  Littower,  from  Riga.  They  write,  the  Mufcovites  are  beaten  from  Dimenberg, 
and  that  the  Swedes  march  that  way,  to  free  that  ftream,  which  would  be  good  for  Riga. 
The  ficknefs  continues  ftill  amongft  the  Mufcovites,  who  have  not  yet  took  the  field.

arrefted  there,  the  duke  of  Vendome  having  releafed  all  thofe,  which  were  kept  from 
us  here,  he  hath  two  days  after  caufed  them  to  be  of  new  arrefted  ;  and  hath  told 
me,  that  he  would  releafe  none,  untill  the  articles  of  the  peace  with  our  common- 
wealth be  figned  ;  fo  that  we  muft  wait  for  that  good  news,  before  any  of  them  can  go 
out ;  although  I  have  to  that  purpofe,  befides  the  publick  order,  a  particular  one  of  his 
majefty,  which  the  faid  duke  would  not  look  upon,  having  told  me,  that  he  would 
anfwer  unto  the  king  for  his  a6lions.  In  all  likelihood  the  fleet  of  Toulon  is  going 
either  to  Naples  or  to  Barcelona.  Eight  Ihips  are  preparing  to  carry  foot  Ibldiers  to 
Barcelona.

OINCE  the  putting  of  the  eight  Latin  verfes  mentioned  in  my  laft  from  the  pifture, 
p-  ?7'-  O  which  was  diftributed  here  of  his  highnefs  the  lord  protedor,  to  gratify  the  defire  of 

the  people  to  hear  the  explication  of  the  fame,  they  have  been   turned  into  French  verfes. 
a  copy  whereof  I  do  fend  you  here  inclofed  -,  that  if  you  think  it  fit,  you  might  get  them 
printed  there,  none  daring  do  it  here.     But  if  you  fend  them  hither  afterwards,  you  will 
•   ~  greatly  oblige  all  honeft  men  here.     For  I  can  affure  you  as  of  a  moft  real  truth,  that  his 

highnefs's  pifture  and  his  praifes  thereto  adjoined  have  caufed  here  a  very  great  terror  to 
all  the  enemies  of  the  truth.  All  good  men,  and  efpecially  the  godly,  that  are  under 
the  oppreflion,  do  blefs  him  and  look  upon  his  highnefs  as  upon  their  deliverer  fent  by 
God  to  deliver  his  people  from  the  hard  yoke  of  the  Babylonian  captivity.  They  pray 
inceflantly  to  God,  that  he  would  pleafe  to  preferve  and  protedl  his  highnefs,  that  he 
might  be  inftrumental  in  the  preferving  and  advancing  of  God's  work  as  glorioufly  as  by 
his  divine  grace  he  hath  begun.  A  great  many  here  do  revere  his  highnefs  with  their 
very  heart,  even  his  enemies  are  forced  to  confefs,  that  he  is  an  extraordinary  perfon.

The  men  of  warre,  that  are  in  Cadiz  and 
Ihould  have  gone  for  Barcelona,  as  in  my  former  I  advized  your  honor,  are  now  makeinge 
redy  with  all  fpeede  with  fome  other  fliipes,  that  the  .comercio  of  Sevill  fetteth  forth^ 
to  goe  meete  the  plate  fleete,  as  alfo  fome  8  fhipes  of  warre  that  are  in  paflage  neere  San 
Sevaflian.  They  may  be  in  all  fome  16  to  20  fhipes,  and  yf  thofe  they  expeft  from 
Naples  come  in  time,  they  fhall  goe  alfoe,  for  our  feare  is  farr  greater  then  I  can  expreflTe 
it.

^HE  deputyes  fent  from  Berne  towards  the  duke  of  Savoy,  to  whdme  att  firll  hee  Vol.  xxvi. 
^  anfwered,  that  he  would  advife  thereupon  with  his  council!,  having  bin  towards  P- 4^1  • 
the  faid  proteftants,  have  found  them  refolved  to  give  eare  to  noe  agreement,  faying  they 
canne  find  noe  fecurity  with  people,  who  thinck  that  perfidie  is  not  only  permitted  them^ 
but  that  it  is  alfo  an  effecft  of  zeale  ;  foe  that  with  the  help  they  have  already  received 
from  feverall  places,  they  Ihew  what  their  difpaire  and  juftice  canne  doe  by  all  poffible 
crueltyes  j  it  being  certaine  that  feverall  Dauphinois  and  proteftants  of  France  are  gone  to 
•  joyne  them,  without  that  any  notice  be  taken  thereof  here.  NevertheleiTe  in  the  hopes 
our  adverfaiyes  have  of  a  mifunderftanding  betweene  France  and  England,  it  feemeth, 
that  the  maflacre  of  our  breathren  doth  animate  againft  us  the  falfe  zeale  of  many  places.

Mareftial  of  Sthomberg  hath  4  days  fmce  cafliiered  25  officers  ahd  inhabitants  of 
this  cittye,  by  reafon  they  had  not  affifted  unto  the  bonefires  by  him  made  for  the  ex- 
altation of  the  pope,  and  thofe  alfo,  which  were  out  of  the  citty,  although  the  papifts 
which  were  abfent  have  bin  preferved.  The  rumour  was,  after  that  within  3  dayes  all 
fliould  bee  maffacred.  The  preceeding  funday  the  Jefuites  affefted  to  faften  an  alter 
before  the  minifter's  houfe^  and  another  under  a  croffe  neare  the  temple,  where  a  curate 
endeavoured  to  make  thofe,  who  pafled  there,  pull  of  their  hatts,  and  ftayed  feverall  per-^ 
fons  before  the  faid   alters,  which  had  almoft  bin  the  occafion  of  coming  to  blows. 

It  is  much  to  be  feared,  that  thofe  violences  will  increafe,  unlefle  that  be  ftayd  by 
fome  mighty  confideration.  It  hath  bin  impoffible  to  obteine  the  changing  of  the 
decree  given  in  the  chamber  of  the  edidl  of  Paris  againft  a  poore  man,  who  hath 
withdrawn  himfelfe  before  their  facrament,  which  doth  in  part  oblidge  the  depute  general! 
to  goe  to  court  to  complaine  thereof  There  is  noe  certaine  newes  of  any  fiedge  j  but 
all  the  preparations  for  fome  fuch  deffigne  are  gone  from  hence.

*T*  H  E  king  hath  not  been  at  Laon,  as  has  been  thought,  but  his  eminency,  who  held  Vol.  xxvH.-

marquis  of  Faber,  who  rendered  themfelves  there.     The  laft  refolutions  about  the  cam- 
pagne  were  taken,  in  confequence  whereof  the  armies  begun  to  march.     All  the  letters 
from  Guife  and  St.  Quintin  bear,  that  Landrecy  has  been  inverted  ;  but  as  that  place  is  well 
provided  of  all  neceffaries,  that  fiege  is  not  thought  to  be  undertaken.     The  prince  of 
Conde  is  with   a  great   body  of  horfe  near  our  army^  to  obferve  its  defigns,  as  alfo  tb 
crofs  them,   if  he  can.     Their  majefties  are   ftill  at  La  Fere.     Marefchal  of   Grammont 
hath  been  fent  by  his  majefty  to  Guife,   that   he  might  ftay   there,   and  give  order,  that 
the  army  may  want  nothing.     He   is  to  have   the  fame  imployment  as   had  laft  year 
mr.  de  TelHer  at  Peronne  during  the  fiege  of  Arras.    Mr.  de  Mercoeur  is  returned  to 
Toulon  with  his  galleys  and  ftiips,  having  left  Rozes  in  a  good  condition.     The  7th  of

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A.  D.  1655.  this  inftant,  being  upon  the  port  of  Toulon  with  the  duke  of  Vendofme  his  father, 
L/■^^NJ  there  broke  an  engine,  which  ferves  to  ftir  Ihips,  which  did  almoft  kill  them  both. 
Mr.  de  Mercoeur  was  caft  down  thereby,  two  feamen  killed  at  his  feet,  and  feveral 
others  wounded.  The  affair  of  cardinal  de  Retz  is  ftill  in  the  fame  pofture.  His  ma- 
jefty  difpatched  lafh  week  unto  his  holinefs  upon  this  fubjed.  Yefterday  arrived  a  poft 
from  Rome  fent  by  mr.  de  Lionne,  which  has  been  but  ten  days  coming ;  but  the  caufe 
of  this  voyage  is  yet  unknown. 

The  emperor  raifed  25  new  regiments;  which,  befides  the  19  he  had  prefent  after  the 
'  peace  of  Germany,  will  make  an  army  of  30000  men.     All  the  other  princes  of  Germany 

are  in  arms,  the  Swedes  defigns  being  kept  fo  clofe,  that  each  one  fears  to  be  furprifed* 
His  Swedifh  majefty  was  expected  at  Stetin  in  Pomerania  about  the  25th  pail.  He  is 
to  be  accompanied  in  the  field  by  fix  fenators.  Dantzick  fortifieth  itfelf  The  king  of 
Denmark  is  fetting  forth  a  fea-army.  I  think  we  Ihall  in  a  ihort  time  fee  clear  in  the 
bufmefs.

defire  to  gaine  by  civillity  ;  but  the  wants  and  diforders  (which  ufually  accompany  them)  ^°'"  ''^^"* 
of  the  fouldiers  are  fome  rubbs  in  the  way  ;  the  removing  and  punilhing  of  which  hath  ^  ^  ^■' 
beene  this  daye's  tafk.     Yefterday  general  Pen  gave  mee   notice,  that  he  refolved  to  re- 
turne  for  England  to  morrow,   by  whom  I  could  not  omitt  to  kiffe  your  highnefs  hands^         ^ 
though  in  a  weake  condition,  humbly  craveing  a  fpeedy  fupply  of  fhips  and  provifions 
of  all  forts,  with  planting  tooles.     We  have  about  2000  men  ficke :  they  dye  daylye 
through  want  of  bread  and  brandy,   both  which  ftores  fall  infinitely  Ihort  of  what  was 
informed  to,  and  beleeved  by.

Honorable  Sir, 

SINCE  my  laft  wee  have  onely  taken  fome  few  prifoners  ;   the  reft  continue  in  the  Vol.  xxvii. 
mountaines,  wanting  houfes,  bread,  &c.    willing  to  fubmitt,  if  not   awed   by  a  few  P-  3°S- 
and  difcouraged  by  fome  fouldiers,  that  are  unruly  occafioned  by  extreame  wante,  which 
to  redreffe  was  the  worke  of  this  day  ;  and  wee  hope  to  make  them  good  fubjefts,  being 
moft  of  them  Portuguezes.     The  Spaniards  wee  fhall  remove,  and  endeavour  to  gaine  all 
of  them  by  our  civillity.    Wee  ftruggle  with  all  difficultys,  about  2000  men  ficke.     Wee 
falle  fhort  both  in  bread,  brandy,   &c.  of  what  was  promifed,   and  wee  beleeved  was  pro- 
vided for  us.     We  have  not  a  three  weekes  bread,  and  little  caffavy  in  the  countrey,  of 
which  the  enemye  fteales  a  fhare.     Our  men   dye  daylye,  eating   rootes  and  frefh   flefli 
(when  any  food  is  gott)  without  bread,  or  very  little,  wee  not  dareing  on  a  fuddaine  to 
take  them    from  bread,  but  by  degrees  accuftom  them   to  want  that,  which  none  will 
have  five  weekes  hence  at  half  a  bifl<et  a  man  per  diem.     There  muft  fome  block-houfes 
be  erefted  at  the  harbor's  mouth,  were  our  men  able  to  worke  at  fuch  hard  labour,   which 
indeed  I  feare  will  not  plant  caffavy  to    feed  them,  or  other   neceflarys   to  preferve  life, 
many  preferring,   nay  defireing  death  rather  then  life.     Though  they  have  recovered  their 
hearts  (courage  I  cannot  fay  they  had)  which  they  loft  at  Hifpaniola  ;   yet  I  am  confident 
they  muft  not  bee  the  men   muft  carry  on  this  defigne  in  the   feild,  it  may  be,  they 
may  in  countrey  by  plantinge,  for  I  am  confident  had  wee  rayfed  men  all  over  England  at 
adventure,  wee  fhould  have  beene  better  fitted  then  by  thofe   affigned  us.     Thofe  with 
fome  other  reafons  have  moved  the  counfell  of  warre  to   defire  mee   (if  the  Lord  give 
health)  to   prefent  our  condition   to  his  highneffe  and  counfell,  with  fome  expedients, 
which  at  prefent  are  not  refolved  upon  ;  neither  am  I  able  to  enlarge,  haveing  quite  fpent 
my  fpirits  to  give  fome  competent  accompte  by  generall  Pen,  who  yefterday  vifited  mCj 
and  tould  me  he  refolved  for  England  to  morrow,  a  warning  too  fhort  for  mee  to  be  large, 
■who  am  fo  weake  after  a  five  weeke's  fiuxe,  onely  fome  few  dayes  intermiffion.     The  in- 
clofed  is  a  true  accompt  of  this  ifland,  which  for  commoditys,   ayre  at  leaft  equalleth, 
and  in  fcituation  to  annoy  the  Spaniard,   exceedeth  Hifpaniola  in  the  judgment  of,

Account  of  J  A  MA  I  CA. 

TH  E  ifland  Jamaica  belongeth   properly  to  the  duke  of  Veragua,  who  is  lineally  Vol.  xxvil, 
defcended  from  Chriftopher  Columbus,  the  difcoverer  of  the  Indies,  and  not  to  the  p«  659. 
duke  of  Medina,  as  was  by  fome  conceived. 

The  length  of  the  ifland  is  computed  to  be  from  Punta  Morante  eaft,  to  Punta  Ne- 
grillo weft,  to  be  fifty  leagues  -,  and  the  breadth  from  the  port  of  Caguaya  fouth,  or  St. 
Jago,  to  the  port  of  S"  Anna  SeviHa  (where  in  time  paft  the  town  was)  towards  the  north 
about  twenty  leagues.

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A.  D.  1655  The  chief  ports  of  thisifland  are  i.  Caguaya  before  named,  which  ferves  to  the  towri 
^^'"VNJ  of  St.  Jago  de  la  Vega,  or  St.  J^mes  of  the  Plain,  from  whence  it  is  about  2  leagues 
diftant.  The  fecond  port  of  any  note  on  that  fouth  fide  is  *  Efquyvell,  which  is  about 
3  leagues  diftant  from  the  former  towards  the  weft,  which  though  the  channel  be,  as  of 
the  former,  difEcult  to  find,  is  within  a  commodious  haven  ;  and  in  refpedt  of  an  arm 
of  the  fea,  which  affords  the  commodity  of  building  of  fhipping,  within  it  is  of  fin- 
gular  commodity  to  the  ifland.  This  arm  of  the  fea  extends  itfelf  a  full  league  within 
the  land,  where  it  admits  into  it  a  fmall  frefti  brook,  called  El  Rio  de  la  Puente,  which 
arifing  within  two  leagues  of  the  town  of  St,  Jago,  and  paffing  pleafantly  through  the 
favanas,  is  received  by  the  arm  before  defcribed,  which  is  called  Guavagera.  The 
land  between  the  town  of  St.  Jago  and  this  place  is  for  the  moft  part  open,  and  favana- 
land  well  ftored  with  cattle  and  horfes.  From  thence  to  Maccario,  which  is  about  6 
leagues  diftant,  the  coaft  is  good  and  fit  for  anchoring,  but  affords  no  port  or  .harbour 
nearer  than  f  Panda  Botellio,  which  is  a  round  mountain,  about  a  league  to  the  weft  of 
which  a  river  called  Mantinefs  difcharges  itfelf  into  the  fea.  This  river  arifes  about  a 
league  or  a  league  and  half  within  the  land,  and  abounds  in  fifh,  and  is  well  ftored  with 
cattle  upon  the  neighbouring  hatos  and  favanas  of  Yama  and  Guatibacoa,  Thence 
paffing  along  the  coaft,  the  next  place  of  goodnefs  of  land  or  conveniency  of  anchoring, 
and  about  8  leagues  diftant  from  Paccaria,  is  Punta  de  la  Goftas,  which  is  in  the  hato  of 
Pereda,  which  is  one  of  the  beft  and  largeft  pieces  of  favana  of  the  whole  ifland,  it  being 
four  leagues  in  length  and  more. 

From  Pereda  to  El  Conde,  another  little  port,  is  5  leagues  ;  between  which  two 
places  falls  into  the  fea  the  great  river  of  Caobana,  which  arifing  in  the  mountains,  paffes 
tlirough  favanas  of  the  fame  name  well  ftored  with  ^attle,  and  leaving  the  open  land 
about  a  league  from  the  fea,  runs  through  woody  and  manguey  or  mangrove  grounds, 
and  is  from  the  very  favana  of  depth  fufficient  for  moft  ordinary  ftiipping,  but  narrow, 
as  being  overgrown  by  the  mangroves  for  want  of  ufe  or  clearing,  yet  contained  in 
the  narroweft  about  60  or  70  foot  of  breadth.  At  the  mouth  this  river  receives  into  it 
certain  fmall  brooks  of  frefh  water,  but  of  no  other  confideration  than  for  fifhing  only, 
whereof  it  affords  a  plentiful  commodity.  The  mouth  of  this  river,  by  reafon  of  the 
fmalnefs  of  its  fall,  is  barred  with  fands  ;  fo  that  unlefs  at  fome  times  of  confiderable  floods 
it  hath  not  depth  above  four  foot  upon  the  faid  bar  ;  but  without  it  anchoring  good 
enough  in  the  open  road,  but  harbour  none.  Next  about  2  leagues  diftant  is  El  Eaido, 
which  is  a  hato  of  fome  fmall  favanas,  but  very  great  plenty  of  cattle  abiding  in  the 
woods,  which  the  Spaniards  call  ganados  fimarones,  or  wild  cattle,  as  being  not  marked 
nor  belonging  to  any  one  proprietor  other  than  the  chief  lord  and  owner  of  this  hato.  In 
this  hato  is  a  fmall  port  called  Porto  del  Conde  of  no  great  value  or  confideration.  Thence 
to  Punto  Negrillo  is  no  other  port  or  harbour  whatfoever  ;  but  paffing  by  land  is  a  hato 
called  Cabonico,  large  and  well  ftored  with  fowls  both  wild  and  tame.  Thence  next  is 
called  the  favana  of  the  fea,  which  reaches  to  the  cape  Negrillio  from  the  Puerto  de 
Caguaya,  towards  the  eaft,  is  the  hato  de  Lyguany,  which  is  at  the  eaft  fide  of  the 
port  itfelf,  and  prefents  to  the  harbour  a  large  and  well  ftored  favana,  with  an  arm  of  the  port 
extending  to  it,  commodious  for  the  building  of  fhipping  there,  being  ftore  both  of 
cedars  and  other  fort  of  timber  convenient  for  that  purpofe.  Next  eaftward  land  to  this 
of  Liguany  is  Lezama,  a  narrow  traft  of  plantable  land  between  the  fea  and  the  mountains, 
containing  fome  fmall  favanas,  but  no  habitation,  nor  any  cattle  but  wild  ;  and  is  about  two 
leagues  in  length.  Then  is  the  hato  Ayala  full  of  tame  cattle,  and  hath  much  com- 
modity of  planting  or  eredfing  of  fugar  engines  of  water,  by  reafon  of  two  convenient 
rivers,  which  it  hath  running  through  it  fit  for  that  purpofe,  but  is  dangeroufly  open  to 
"  the  incurfion  of  pirates,  who  there  have  too  much  commodity  of  landing  in  two 
fmall  coves  or  bights  of  the  land,  the  one  of  which  is  called  Los  Anaones  towards  the  weft 
of  this  hato,  and  to  the  eaft  la  Cruz  del  Padre.  Next  is  the  hato  of  Morante,  which  is 
8  leagues  diftant  from  Caguaya,  which  is  all  a  dangerous  coaft,  and  no  good  anchoring 
but  at  the  houfe  it  felf  which  belongs  to  the  hato,  and  is  called  Morante.  This  Morante 
is  a  large  and  plentiful  hato,  being  four  leagues  in  length,  confifting  of  many  fmall 
favanas,  and  wild  cattle  and  hogs  in  very  great  plenty,  and  ends  at  the  ||  mine,  which 
is  at  the  cape  or  point  of  Morante  it  felf,  by  which  towards  the  north  is  the  port 
Anton. 

*  Near  to  this  port  in  a  mountain  called  Mefcher  Cornoufwe,  we  are  informed  by  a  Portuguefe,  is  a  very  rich 
mine,  and  they  were  juft  beginning  to  dig  it. 

+  Two  leagues  from  Panda  Botellio  is  the  mountain  of  Manati,  by  which  to  pafs  towards  the  weftern  parts  of 
this  ifland,  is  but  one  ftony  narrow  way  about  eight  foot  in  breadth,  and  no  other  way  to  the  well  of  the  ifland.

2.  Cedar,   the  beft  in  all  the  Indies,  ufeful  for  all  purpofes,  as  oak  in  England. 

3.  Cawobena,  a  tree  of  fix  fathom  about,  a  fine  red,  excellent  good  for  beds,  tables,  or 
buildings. 

4.  Kittawo,  of  a  yellow  cdlour,  of  a  fathoni  about,  excellent  for  dying,  called  iri 
Englifh  yellow  fuftick. 

5.  Brafil  and  Brafilletto,  excellent  for  dyeing,  fold  in  thele  parts  at  one  pound  feveh- 
teen  and  fixpence  per  hundred. 

6.  Guaiacum,  good  for  bed-fteads,  bowls,  and  chairs,  and  phyfical  ufeSj  3  foot  over,  the 
bark  fold  at  Carthagene  for  2  fhillings  per  pound. 

The  country  affords  feveral  fruits: 

1.  Pepper,  fmelling  like  cloves,  the  north  fide  of  the  ifiand  full  of  it  Wild,,  good  few 
chocolatto,  fold  here  at  fixpence  per  pound ;  the  leaf  diftilled  makes  excellent  good 
water,  much  efteenied  of  by  the  Spaniards  at  Carthagene. 

2.  Pine,  the  beft  to  my  palate  of  any  fruit  that  ever  I  eat  •,  in  feafon  almofl  all  the 
year  long,  fold  at  fix  pence  per  piece. 

3.  Nifpero,  eftemed  the  beft  fruit  in  the  Indies  by  the  Spaniards  j  in  feafon  in  July 
and  Auguft. 

4.  Mamefuppote,  taftes  like  marmalett ;  in  feafon  part  of  June,  July  and  Auguft. 

5.  Avocatas,  a  wholefom  pleafant  fruit;  in  feafon  in  Auguft,  fold  for  3d.  pet 
piece. 

6.  Cocao,  in  great  plenty,  of  which  they  make  chocolate ;  fold  ordinarily  for  three 
fliillings  per  buftiel. 

7.  Cattao,  a'  very  fweet  lufcious  fruit,  green  of  colour,  and  much  like  a  mulberry  in 
fhape  and  bignefs. 

8.  Limes,  limons,  oranges,  guavers,  bonanas,  plantaines,  papaas,  melons  of  all  fortSj 
land  very  good  cucumbers,  gourds,  &c.  and  the  largeft  potatoes  my  eyes  ever  beheldi 

9.  Tobacco,  which  at  Carthagene  bears  the  beft  rate  there.

the  Englifh  have  fuftained  by  the  piracies  of  that  place,  and  the  fuccefTe  it  hath  pleafed  J^^y"»  ^%' 
God  to  give  in  the  attempt  you  made  upon  their  fhippinge,  after  their  pofitive  refiifall 
to  give  you  fatisfaftion  upon  your  juft  demands.  And  as  we  have  great  caufe  to  acknow- 
ledge the  good  hand  of  God  towards  us  in  this  aftion,  who  in  all  the  circumftances  thereof 
(as  they  have  beene  repfefented  by  you)  was  pleafed  to  appeare  very  fignally  with  you  5 
ios:  I  thinke  myfelf  obliged  to  take  notice  of  your  courage  and  good  condudt  therein,  and 
doe  efteem,  that  you  have  done  therein  a  very  confiderable  ferVice  to  this  commonwealth. 
I  hope  you  have  received  the  former  difpatches,  which  were  fent  unto  you  by  the  way

hence  about  the  28th  of  Aprill.  With  this  comes  further  inftruftions  concerninge  your 
difpofinge  of  the  fleet  for  the  future,  whereunto  wee  doe  referre  you.  Befides  which 
wee  haveinge  taken  into  confideration  the  prefent  defigne  wee  have  in  the  Weft  Indyes* 
have  judged  it  necelTary,  that  not  only  the  kinge  of  Spayne's  fleets  comeinge  from  thence 
be  intercepted  (which  as  well  your  former  inftruftions,  as  thofe  now  fent  unto  you  authorize: 
and  require  you  to  doe)  but  that  we  endeavour  alfoe  as  much  as  in  us  lyes  to  hinder  him 
from  fending  any  reliefe  or  afTiftance  thither.  You  are  therefore  dureinge  your  abode 
with  the  fleet  in  thofe  feas,  to  informe  yourfeife  by  the  beft  meanes  you  can  concerninge 
the  goeinge  of  the  kinge  of  Spaine's  fleet  for  the  Weft  Indies ;  and  ihall  accordinge  to 
fuch  infer marion  as  you  can  gaine,  ufe  your  beft  endeavours  to  intercept  at  fea,  and  fight 
with  and  take  them,  or  otherwife  to  fire  and  finke  them  j  as  alfo  any  other  of  his  ftiips, 

which 
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A.  D.  1655.  which  you  fhall  underftand  to  be  bound  for  the  Weft  Indies  with  provifions  of  warr  or 
t/*VNJ  men  for  the  aide  and  affiftance  of  his  fubjefts  there,  carrying  yourfelf  towards  other  of 
his  fhips  and  people  as  you  are  direded  by  your  general!  inftruftions.

Vol.  xxvii.     "DEING  on  board  the  Elizabeth  frigott  with   mr.  John  Afhburnham,  as  his  conduct, 
p.  299,  fj  he  finding  me  very  civill  to  him,  would  often  enter  into  difcourfe  with  me  ;  but 

moft  of  his  difcourfe  tended  to  the  change  of  the  government,  faying  that  himfelfe  with 
other  wife  men  had  caft  about  all  the  wayes  they  could,  and  could  not  find,  that  the  king 
of  Scotts  right  in  England  could  be  kept  from  him  ;  things  being  before  the  laft  rifeing 
at  foe  good  a  ftate,  that  had  they  fate  ftill  one  yeare  or  twoe,  he  had  undoubtedly  come 
to  the  crowne,  blameing  thofe  very  much,  that  had  a  hand  in  that  buifneffe,  for  as  much 
as  it  had  altered  the  ftate  of   affaires  fomewhat.     Then  I  returned  anfwer,  that   feeing 
foe   many  thoufands  had   engaged  warre  againft  his  father  and  himfelfe,   he  muft  re- 
folve  to  cutt  a  pafTage  through  all  their  lives,  before  he  could  attaine  to  it.     To  that  he 
replyed,  that  it  would  be  the  king's  wifdome,  after  an  aft  of  oblivion  paft,  to  make  ufe 
of  this  very  army,  both  officers  and  foldiers,  and  to  continue  them  in  pay  ;  and  that  he 
fhould  noe  fooner  endeavour  to  putt  a  flight  upon  any  part  of  them,  by  bringing  in  any 
of  his  old  party,  but  it  would  be  the  ready  way  to  ruine  himfelfe  and  his  intereft.     To 
which  I  anfwered  againe,  that  myfelfe  with  others  being  foe  fenfible  of  what  could  hap- 
pen after  one  yeare  at  the  moft,  there  would  not  be  a  perfon  left  in  the  army,  that  had  beene 
any  way  reall  to  the  prefent  government.     To  which  he   replyed  againe.  Ah  !  poor   cap- 
tain, if  that  day  were  come,  I  would  provide  for  thee.    I  enquireing  what  meanes  the  king  of 
Scotts  had  to  live  upon,  he  tould  me,   that  he  had  fomething  of  that  which  was  allowed 
his  mother  by  the  French  king,  and  fome  fmall  matter  out  of  England,  which  doth  not 
amount  to  above  a  thoufand  pounds  a  yeare,  which  he  faid  was  allowed  him    by  fome 
private  friends  here.     He  would  often  fpeake  of  the  duke  of  Yorke  as  to  his  being  lieu- 
tenant generall  of  all  the  French  forces,  and  the  efteeme  he  had  amongft  the  French,  doubt- 
ing not  but  within  a  few  yeares  he  would  be  the  greateft  captaine  in  Europe.     This  is  aU

Vol.  xxvi.      T  H  A  V  E  written  with  the  laft  poft  to  my  cofTen  Walter  Drake  according  to  my  promis 
P-  392.  X  ^'^^  his  defire,  concerning  that,  which  he  commanded  my  to  comunicat  to  fir  Luke 

Fizgerald  for  the  confolation  of  his  good  mother,  which  he  foe  much  wiftiet,  as  he  offers 
at  al  tymes  his  promptnes  in  transfering  what  he  wil  fend  hence  to  hir,  as  himfealfe  con- 
firmed in  my  letter  to  him.     And  if  it  by  tymely,  I  belive  it  will  by  fent  with  his  one 
coflen  colonel  Fiz-Williams,  which  goes  for  Ireland  within   this  13  dayes,  with  whome 
alfoe  I  intend  to  goe  as  a, fervant,.  and  he  a  courtier  to  my  lorde  Harye  Crumwel,  lord 
liftenant  of  Ireland,    whofe   baggage   are  alreadie   gon,  which   his  lordftiip  felowes,  and 
wee  that  are  of  his  traine  a  day  or  two  after.     Soe  as  I   hope  to  have  a  fafe  voyage  as  hi- 
therteo  I  have  had,  more  by  divine  then  human  affiftance.     My  coflfen  Fiz- Williams  is  the 
only  man  of  our  nation  heere "  in  requeft  ;    he  has  got  a  grant  of  his  eftate  totallie,  and  I 
hope  will  obtaine  it  for  others.     He  promifeth  my  pafs  and  repafs,  as  alfo  licence  to  goe 
for  all  parts  of  Ireland  for  his  afaires,  of  which  I  hope  to   make  ufe,  though  our   contrie 
by  more  miferable  then  ever  wee  beleved  there.     Sir  Luke's  ladie  writes  from  Rathfarn,

As  yeat  noe  profeffor  of  our  religion  is  found  in  any  confpiracie,  as  I  hope  wil  not.  To 
morrow  wee  fail  and  praye  for  our  brothers  kilt  in  Savoye,  which  is  foe  taken  to  hart 
by  my  lord  protedbor,  as  he  ordayned  falling,  prayers,  and  great  fums  of  monys  to 
by  collefted,  I  believe  not  to  by  given  for  theire  fouls  deying,  as  they  did,  but  to  relive 
the  reft  that  are  alive.  The  Frence  ambafador  defired  his  highnes  to  publis  the  ftorie  of 
theire  deaths,  as  it  hapned,  but  wou'd  not  bycaufe  they  deferved  a  wours,  for  feeing  manie 
of  them  daylie  converted  by  the  prifts  and  friers,  that  lived  to  that  purpofe  amongfl  them, 
theire  miniilers  defired  fom  to  cutt  them  off,  which  was  performed,  for  in  one  night  7 
of  them  were  killed  ;  on  which  the  duke  fent  his  commiiTions  to  examin,  but  they 
would  receave  them  not,  naie  deadly  wounded  one;  on  which  he  fent  his  armie,  and  defired 
the  Frence  and  Iris  to  healpe  him,  they  being  7  or  8000  in  armes  againeft  him  -,  fo  they 
fought,  but  had  the  wours,  and  on  *  *  *  *  blood  there  was  not  much  mercie  nor  comple- 
ments thy  fay  betwixt  them  and  the  Iris.  My  lord  of  Leada  gave  his  adiue  yefterday  to 
my  lord  protedor,  which  fent  his  one  coach  of  fix  white  horfes,  I  beleeve  neither  had 
better  horfes  or  coach.

I  AM  forry  I  was  not  able  to  doe  yow  the  fervice  (I  wiflit  and  doe  true  owe  your  fingu- 
lar  favors  to  mee)  in  the  afFayres  of  Ireland  •,  but  now  I  hope  to  fuply  my  owne  difabi- 
lity  by  acquaintinge  yow,  that  the  earle  of  Totnes  his  books  are  now  come  after  the 
death  of  fir  Thomas  Stafford,  into  the  hands  of  Cornelius  Bee  at  the  King's  Armes  in 
Ducke-lane,  and  amongfl  them  40  or  50  volumes  of  the  tranfadtions  of  Ireland  in  the 
whole  fetlement  thereof  after  the  rebellion  in  the  queene's  tyme,  and  the  whole  country 
map't,  and  their  townes  and  countyes  cxellcntly  devided  and  fett  out.  I  find  they  are 
originalls  collefted  by  the  earle,  when  he  was  deputy  by  the  name  of  fir  George  Carew, 
and  only  fitt  for  a  publique  hand.  I  am  become  like  an  old  gamfter  in  a  boulJing  alley,

ASfoon  as  I  heard  of  the  exploit  in  Savoy  againft  the  poore  protefiants,  I  made  fom 
complaint  of  it  to  a  correfpondent  of  myn  at  Rom,  as  if  it  had  bin  don  by  fom 
command  or  connyvancy  at  left  of  the  pope  ;  but  he  protefts  the  contrary,  and  that  the 
fault  proceeded  from  themfelves.  How  true  it  is,  I  cannot  yet  learn.  My  laft  letters  from 
Naples  tel  me  the  6  horfes  and  mares  wer  al  laden  aboard  the  Succes,  captain  Smith, 
who  was  to  depart  thence  the  14th  of  this  month  direftly  for  London.  The  captain  has 
don  il  to  tak  in  marchants  goods  ther,  by  which  meanes  he  is  not  able  to  tak  in  more 
then  two  monthes  provifion  for  the  horfes  ;  in  which  tym  I  much  dout  this  fomer  fefon 
he  wil  not  get  horn  ;  and  in  Spayn  he  wil  hav  a  bad  recruit  of  hey  and  barley,  for  ther 
tis  dear  and  fcarfe  •,  and  then  we  do  not  know  upon  what  terms  we  fl:and  with  that  na- 
tion, in  regard  of  generall  Pen's  fleet  invading  them  (as  *tis  here  believed)  in  the  Weft 
Indyes.  Difcourfing  latly  with  fome  Itallians,  who  had  underftood  the  Spanifn  extraordinary 
ambafiador  in  Ingland  had  but  cold  entertainment  in  relation  to  his  matter's  intereft,  and 
that  his  hyhnes  the  protedor  was  lykly  to  clofe  with  France,  did  not  ftick  to  fay,  that  the 
Spanyard  would  fynd  fom  pryvat  revenge,  inftancing  the  bifnes  of  Harry  the  fourth 
of  France,  confidering  theyr  way  (both  Spanyard  and  Itallian)  is  altogether  Jefuitical  and 
Machiavillian.  I  thoht  good  (althoh  at  fo  greate  a  diftance)  to  \tt  you  know  of 
thes  words,  how  flyght  foever  they  may  feem  to  be,  not  douting  but  that  greate  hand  of 
providence  wil  ftil  preferve  his  hyhnes  for  the  good  of  his  pipk- 
in few  dayes  is  expefted  the  fleet  from  Tollon  with  fix  tnoufand  foldiors,  which  they 
ar  to  land  in  Porto  Spetie  in  the  Genowes  ftate,  within  14  legues  of  this  place,  whence 
they  ar  to  march  into  Modena  to  ferv  that  prince  againft  the  Spanyard  or  the  ftate  of 
Millan.  A  neecc  of  cardinal  Mafiarin  corns  along  with  this  fleet  to  be  marryed  to  the 
duke  of  Modena's  fon  and  heir.  They  ar  to  pas  fom  litle  way  throh  the  greate  duk's 
ftate,  who  has  fent  down  and  made  greate  preparations  to  entertain  them.  Cardinal  An- 
tonio Barbarini,  who  has  bin,fo  latly  in  France,  and  very  gratious  in  that  court,  was  de- 
fyned  back  again  thether  by  the  pope  to  treat  on  fom  great  affaires  -,  but  Maflfarin  has  for- 
bid his  coming  thether,  fearing,  as  is  fuppofed,  that  he  might  becom  a  fliarer  with  him 
in  that  government.  Here  is  no  other  newes  of  generall  Blak's  fleet,  but  that  he  is  gon 
towards  Cales,  to  fynd  his  vitellcrs.  We  hear  not  of  any  revenge  the  Turk  has  taken  on 
our  nation  trading  in  his  dominions,  for  burning  theyr  fhips  at  Tunis,  althoh  twas  much 
feared.

My  lord. 

Give  you  many  thanks  for  the  pafs  you  fent  me  for  our  fmall  veflel.  I  will  take  the  Vol.  xxvia 
like  from  the  embaflador  of  Spain,  to  the  end  it  may  pafs  with  fafety.  In  my  opinion  p-  aes- 
thete being  once  an  end  of  all  pretence  to  delay  you  any  longer,  they  will  then  refolve 
to  fign  your  treaty,  which  we  hope  to  hear  by  the  next  poft.  It  is  impoffible  it  can  be 
deferred  much  longer,  unlefs  it  be,  that  the  protedlor  will  give  fome  new  form  to  the 
government,  and  alter  the  title  thereof;  and  that  he  will  not  fign,  till  fuch  an  alteration 
be  made.  The  bufinefs  of  Savoy  hath  made  fuch  an  impreflion  againft  us,  that  notwith- 
ftanding  the  apparent  truth,  it  is  not  able  to  break  forth,  to  pacify  the  minds  of  the  people. 
If  fome  other  accident  happens,  it  will  turn  their  fancies  another  way.  They  are  very 
much  troubled  here  at  the  conquefts,  which  the  king  of  Sweden  is  preparing  to  make 
in  Pruffia ;  for  if  he  get  to  be  mafter  of  the  ports  of  that  province,  he  will  give  the 
law  to  the  trade  of  the  Baltick  fea,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  thefe  provinces.  I  am  told 
of  a  certain,  that  my  lord  Nieuport  is  ordered  to  inform  the  lord  proteftor  of  the  con- 
fequence  of  their  defign,  to  the  end  he  may  refolve  to  aflift  the  Polanders  or  the  city  of 
Dantzick,  if  need  be ;  and  in  cafe  the  lord  protedlor  do  incline  to  do  it,  thefe  provinces 
will  join  with  him,  to  hinder  the  progrefs  of  the  Swedilh  arms.  The  letter  of  the  marquis 
d'Avaugour  will  let  you  fee  the  ftate  of  the  court  of  Stockholm,  ready  to  embark.  The 
glory  of  great  Guftavus  is  a  very  great  fpur  to  this  young  prince.  Certain  it  is,  that  this 
ftate  is  in  a  dangerous  condition :  befides  foreign  wars,  it  hath  many  divifions  within 
itfelf. 

The  treaty  with  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh  is  at  a  ftand ;  no  likelihood  of  having  it 
accomplifhed.  They  are  fending  more  troops  towards  the  frontiers  ;  they  are  very  jealous 
of  the  Swedes.

Formerly  there  hath  been  often  fpoken  of  the  equipment  towards  the  Mediterranean  Vol.  xxvii. 
Sea,   and  efpecially  what  was  there  to  be  done  with  or  againft  thofe  of  Salle.    About  p.  243. 
this  buHnefs  and  the  confequences  thereof,    here  came  hither  monfieur  de  Wildt,  fecretary 
and  chief  director  of  the  college  of  the  admiralty  of  Amfterdam,   to  frame  an  inftruftion 
and  defign  of  the  fleet  to  the  weft ;  but  under  this  pretence  there  will  be  likewife  fpoken 
of  the  equipment  to   the  Eaft,  how  far  it  is  advanced,  what  fhips  are  gone,  what  ready, 
and  what  unready  •,  but  all  this   hath  not  nor  will  have  any  perfeftion,  before  fomething 
hath  been  treaced   and  concluded  with  England  and  Denmark,  who  both  have  fhips,  for 
the  ekdtor  of  Brandenburgh  hath  not  fo   much  as  a  fhallop  •,    and   that   is   one   of  the 
reafons,  why  they  do  very  quietly  decline  the  treaty  with  Brandenburgh,  though  outward- 
ly they  do  feem  to  continue  the  bufinefs.     But   in   effedt  the  lord  Wyman  doth  begin  to 
perceive    their  cold   difpofition  to  it ;  and  thert  hcin^  put  in  the  injirumentum  f^deris  the 
claufe,   that  this  ftate  will  referve  the  treaty  of  Xanten  in  its  force,   as  alfo  the  aft  of  fecu-       ' 
rity,  that  paffed  upon  it,   the  faid  lord  Wyman,  inftead  of  dernanding  new  particular 
3  conferences. 
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A,  D.  1655. conferences,  hath  demanded  publick  audience,  and  in  that  (as  I  hear)  doth  intend  to 
^-^'*^^'^**J  thunder  againft  the  faid  treaty  and  a6t  of  fecurity  -,  and  having  faid,  that  he  will  racijer 
burft  than  admit  of  fuch  an  article  or  claufe,  it  is  to  be  believed,  that  this  prel'cnt 
treaty  will  not  take  efFedl.  And  more  and  more  I  perceive,  that  the  only  private  defign 
of  prince  Maurice  was  to  revive  and  finifh  this  treaty  ;  and  to  this  end  and  efteft  he  hath 
been  labouring  with  the  city  of  Amfterdam,  (for  from  thence  this  treaty  had  its  hrll:  rile 
at  prefent,)  as  the  great  refort  and  firft  motion  of  Holland,  and  the  invitation  to  the 
Chriftning,  and  all  thefe  fine  things,  have  been  only  artifices  to  advance  the  bufinefs, 
and  they  might  eafily  cry  up  the  defign  of  the  Swedes  againfb  Pruffia.  But  the  deiign  of 
Brandenburgh  is  no  other  than  the  conqueft  of  Juliers  and  Bergues,  which  Holland 
fmelhng  caufed  to  be  inferred  in  the  faid  inftrument  a  limitation  to  the  territories 
•which  the  eleftor  doth  poflefs  at  prefent  ;  whereas  the  lord  Wymans  doth  defire,  that 
the  eledlor  be  maintained  in  his  rights  to  Juliers  and  Bergues,  as  well  as  to  Cleves,  Marck, 
&c.  Likewife  Holland  hath  caufed  to  be  inferred,  therein  to  be  comprehended  or  taken  the 
protestor.  All  thefe  are  fuch  things,  which  the  elector  is  very  averfe  unto,  and  hath  very 
much  laboured  to  have  this  omitted.  But  either  I  am  deceived  very  much,  or  Holland 
(which  hath  Zealand,  yea  Utretcht,  yea  likewife  others  on  their  fide)  will  not  let  o-o, 
and  by  this  means  I  fee  no  other,  but  that  this  treaty  is  quite  off  for  this  time. 

June  21. 

The  commilTioners  having  been  at  Groningen  are  come  back,  and  are  to  make  report 
to  morrow.  From  the  one  party  are  come  the  lord  Gruys,  Sickinga,  and  Dois,  who  will 
urge,  that  a  certain  projeft  of  rule  or  government  may  be  confirmed  by  the  ftates  gene- 
ral, ex  authoritate.  On  the  behalf  of  the  contrary  party  is  come  one  called  Renfen,  who 
hath  demanded  audience,  and  will  make  a  fpeech  againfl:  it.  I  perceive,  that  neither 
the  one  nor  the  other  is  pleafing  to  prince  William,  and  the  affairs  in  the  province  of 
Groningen  are  ftill  full  of  thorns. 

The  Rhynegrave  perceiving,  that  they  drew  many  companies  out  of  Maeftricht,  did 
reprefent  this  morning  the  danger  thereof,  and  that  he  hath  fo  many  enemies  v/ithin 
namely  all  the  citizens  being  papifl:s,  and  hath  defired,  that  he  might  be  rather  reinforced 
than  weakened  in  his  garrifon.  But  they  did  perfift  in  the  refolution  already  taken.  The 
projed:  of  the  education  of  the  young  prince  doth  come  from  Zealand,  and  is  only 
communicated  in  particular,  it  not  being  publickly  propofed,  and  thofe  of  Holland  and 
the  like  laugh  at  it. 

Of  the  treaty  with  Brandenburgh  there  was  nothing  fpoken  to  day. 

They  write  to  the  provinces,  to  the  end  they  would  confent  for  a  colleftion  for  the 
Vaudois.  Holland  is  refolved  for  the  colledlion,  but  will  not  do  any  thing,  unlefs  the 
other  provinces  do  the  fame  likewife. 

June  22. 

Thofe  of  Weefel  have  writ  a  fecond  letter,  making  great  complaints,  how  that  the 
council  of  the  eleftor  hath  again  impofed  a  contribution  upon  tne  ftates  of  Cleve,  and 
efpecially  upon  their  city,  being  a  notorious  breach  of  their  privileges  ;  for  the  mainte- 
nance whereof  this  ftate  is  obliged  by  the  treaty  of  Xanten  and  the  aft  of  fecurity  paft 
upon  it  the  13th  of  December  1614.  Whereupon  it  is  refolved,  that  a  conference  fhall 
be  held  about  it  to  morrow  by  commiffioners  ;  and  that  the  lord  Copes,  refident  for  his 
highnefs  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh,  Ihall  be  admitted  into  the  conference,  to  propofe 
unto  him  this  complaint,  and  to  declare,  that  this  ftate  is  bound  to  maintain  its  privi- 
leges, and  afterwards  to  make  report  thereof. 

The  lord  Wickell  hath  made  report,  to  have  put  into  the  hands  of  the  lord  Wyman, 
plenipotentiary  of  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh,  the  inftrument  of  the  alliance,  which  he 
the  faid  Wyman  doth  propofe,  and  is  making  an  inftrument  againft  it.  The  greateft 
oppofition  is  againft  the  intromilTion  of  the  lord  proteftor,  article  18,  faying,  that  his 
mafter  the  eledor  doth  abhor  him.  Befides  they  differ  about  the  infertion  of  the  treaty  of 
Xanten,  and  particularly  that  the  fame  fhould  be  inferred  after  the  13th  article.  But  he  doth 
endeavour  to  propofe  expedients  to  leave  out  the  name  of  proteftor,  or  to  make  him  pro- 
pofe the  king  of  Denmark.  Item  he  is  labouring  for  an  expedient  againft  the  fecurity  ;  for 
the  faid  eledor  hath  a  great  mind  to  conclude  that  treaty.  Item  they  do  difi^er  about  the 
fmalnefs  of  the  afliftance.  The  lord  Huygens  hath  made  report  concerning  the  payment 
of  the  officers  that  are  come  from  Brazil.  The  fecretary  de  Wildt  is  returned  from  Am- 
fterdam. 

They  have  agreed  upon  an  inftruftion  for  Ruyter  to  go  for  Salle,  but  he  will  not  go 
yet  fo  foon,  but  they  will  caufe  to  ftay  the  five  or  fix  Ihips  defigned  to  go  with  him 
to  the  Mediterranean,  until  fuch  time  as  they  fhall  difcover  the  Swedifh  defigns  ;  and  to 
that  efi^eft  fix  ftiips  Ihall  likewife  go  under  Tromp  to  the  coafts  of  the  eaft.

June  23. 

The  monies  defigned  to  buy  new  fhips  of  war  do  come  in  fo  flowly,  that  the  colJege  a.  D.   1655. 
of  the  admiralty  of  Amllerdam  was  refolved,  and  had  fignified  to  the  ftates  general,  that  {y\'^\J 
they  would  fell  three  fhips,  and  employ  the  proceed  thereof  to   the    finifhing  of  the  reft  ; 
but  the  ftates  general  did  forbid  it,  and  did  write  thereupon  to  thofe  provinces,  which  are 
behind  hand  in  their  Ihares,  to  furnifti  the  fame  with  all  fpeed. 

The  droffard  Itterfum  had  made  new  complaint  of  the  abufes,  as  plundering,  ftealing, 
and  the  like,  which  the  Spaniards  and  the  Lorrainers  committed  in  the  country  of 
Outremeufe.  This  is  referred  to  the  council  of  ftate  to  difpofe  of  it.  Thofe  of  Holland 
have  declared  not  to  confent  in  the  conclufion. 

The  droffard  of  Valkenburg  hath  writ  about  the  placarts,  which  Spain  hath  fixed  and 
put  forth  to  the  prejudice  of  the  proteftants.  They  have  returned  him  an  anfwer  to  pull 
down  all  fuch  placarts. 

This  morning  there  was  yet  no  report  made  in  the  bufinefs  of  the  Omeland,  by  reafon 
of  the  feveral  letters  that  came  from  France,  England,  and  Sweden,  which  are  read. 
The  chiefeft  is  that  from  Sweden  they  fliould  write,  that  the  defign  would  be  upon 
the  Pillauw. 

Upon  the  letter  and  complaint  of  Weefell  is  heard  the  refident  Copes,  who  has  faid, 
that  the  lord  Wyman  was  a  privy  counfellor  of  the  prince  Eledor,  and  could  anfwer 
better.  To  morrow  the  retroadls  are  to  be  feen. 

There  being  at  Maeftricht  fome  children  expofed  in  a  place,  where  thofe  of  St.  Servaas 
pretend  jurifdidtion,  the  magiftrate  defired,  that  the  canons  would  keep  thofe  children, 
which  they  refufed,  and  upon  this  are  come  letters  and  complaints. 

June  24. 

This  morning  there  was  report  made  of  the  negotiation  of  the  commiflioners,  who 
have  been  at  Groningen,  whereof  the  chiefeft  is  the  proje<5t  of  the  government,  to  which 
the  Omelands  are  to  govern  themfelves  henceforward. 

The  lords  Gruys,  Sickinga,  and  Duys,  commiflioners  for  the  ftrongeft  party,  are  here 
to  urge,  that  this  government  may  be  confirmed  by  the  ftates  general.  But  the  lord. 
Renfen  commlffioner  for  the  weakeft  fide  doth  oppofe  it.  And  the  ftates  general  have 
not  yet  refolved  any  thing  about  it,  but  have  taken  it  ad  deliberandum.  They  have  alfo 
propofed  a  projeft,  according  to  which  the  officers  that  are  come  from  Brazil  ftiould  be 
paid,  but  not  yet  agreed  upon  •,  neither  is  the  refolution  yet  agreed  upon  to  folicit  the 
lord  proteftor  to  a  new  alliance  with  Denmark  and  this  ftate  againft  the  defigns  in 
Pruflia.  However  it  is  likely,  that  to  morrow  they  will  write  to  the  lord  Nieuport  about 
it.     Of  the  affairs  of  Brandenburgh  and  Cleve  there  was  nothing  mentioned  this  morning. 

June  25. 

This  morning  the  affairs  of  the  Omelanders  were  again  had  in  difcourfe.  The  one 
party  doth  urge  and  prefs  very  much  for  the  refolution  and  eftablifhment  of  a  certain 
projedled  government ;  but  the  other  party  faith,  that  would  be  a  means  to  put  all  the 
authority  into  the  hands  of  a  ftadtholder  ;  and  defireth,  that  to  morrow  both  parties  may 
be  once  more  heard  in  tJjU  affembly.  And  to  the  end  to  fatisfy  both  parties,  they  have 
thought  fit  to  appoint  that  time,  and  to  hear  once  more  the  bufinefs  in  full  affembly, 
and  that  to  morrow.  That  party,  which  doth  believe  themfelves  to  be  the  ftrongeft  in 
the  Omelanders,  doth  threaten,  in  cafe  they  be  not  difpatcht,  according  to  defire,  that 
they  will  return  ;  and  being  clearly  the  ftrongeft,  they  will  help  themfelves,  that  is,  by 
a  ftrong  hand. 

In  Zealand  the  party  of  the  prince  hath  got  much  advantage.  At  Middleburgh  there 
was  a  minifter  called  Van  Toom  (called  in  common  Broer  Cornells,  being  like  that  old 
Broer  Cornells  in  his  perfon  and  manner  of  preaching)  who  did  preach,  that  the  peace  made 
with  England  was  unjuft  and  abominable,  praying  to  God,  that  the  mifchief  may  fall  upon 
the  authors  thereof,  and  not  upon  the  commonality. 

In  the  bufinefs  of  Weefell,  the  treaty  of  Xanten,  whereof  feveral  retroafts  have  been 
read  and  confidered,  there  is  yet  nothing  refolved  on  ;  but  it  was  deferred  till  to  morrow, 
when  they  will  refolve  upon  them. 

As  for  the  foliciting  of  the  proteftor  to  draw  him  into  a  new  alliance  with  Denmark 
and  this  ftate,  there  is  not  yet  any  thing  concluded  j  and  it  doth  feem,  they  do  meet 
with  fcruples  more  and  more. 

The  baron  Sparr  demanded  this  morning  recredentials,  and  will  have  them  ;  fo  that  he 
will  go  hence  without  having  any  thing  more  to  fay  or  to  do  here.     I  remain

Romer,  the  Dutch  refident  at  Hamburgh,  tn  the  fiates  general. 

High  and   mighty  lords, 

'Y  lords,  fince  my  laft  of  the  -/t  inftant  the  deputies  of  this  city  are  come  home 
again  from  Rendeftjorg  the  night  before  laft :  they  are  not  to  make  their  report  in 
the  full  fenate  before  next  monday.  According  to  what  1  underftand,  nothing  of  any  con- 
fequence  has  happened  in  the  cafe,  fomething  from  the  one  and  the  other  fides  occurring, 
which  caufed  the  fulpenfion  of  this  affair  to  another  time. 

The  Swedifti  troops  in  the  Dutchy  of  Bremen  are  broke  up,  and  arrived  the  day  before 
yefterday  near  Boxtefoede,  two  miles  from  here  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Elbe,  where  I 
fav/  them  incognito^  and  heard  the  orders  read,  how  they  ftiould  behave  themfelves  in  their 
march,  with  good  order  and  difcipline,  that  they  Ihould  wrong  no  body,  &c.  They  are 
to  crofs  the  Elbe  in  three  fevcral  places,  at  Atterenbergh,  Ruyfeborg,  and  Domitz  :  they 
confift  of  four  regiments  of  foot  and  three  in  horfe,  making  out  about  feven  thoufand 
men :  there  are  many  fine  troops  among  them,  and  to  prevent  their  deferting,  they  were 
lodged  that  night  in  the  church  at  Boxtefoede.  The  duke  of  Luneburgh  Zell  has  been 
in  his  own  perfon  at  Narburgh,  right  over-againft  this  city,  where  he  has  feen  them  pafs 
through  the  faid  town  and  about  the  fame,  meeting  and  following  them  as  far  as  Winfen,  all 
in  the  diftrift  belonging  to  his  ferene  highnefs.  They  fay  that  at  Stade,  Boxtefoede, 
Feerden,  and  other  places  in  the  Dutchy  of  Bremen,  but  few  troops  are  left ;  but  as  I 
hear,  there  are  four  new  regiments  (with  whom  they  have  capitulated  already)  ordered 
thither,  to  recruit  and  compleat  themfelves  :  fome  fpeak  of  ftill  more  regiments.  The 
faid  marching  troops  had  a  great  train  with  them,  and  above  400  artillery  horfes.  The 
ftates  of  Pomerania  have  been  perfuaded  by  fweetning  fpeeches  to  grant  1000  rixdoliars 
for  the  faid  armament  and  march  :  what  further  will  be  done  with  them,  fome  fufpend  their 
judgment  yet  for  a  while ;  but  others  are  of  opinion,  that  they  will  be  encamped  on  the 
frontiers  of  Poland,  in  order  to  treat  with  them  fuh  dypeo.  The  Polifh  embaflador  is 
arrived  at  Dantzick,  from  whence  he  is  to  go  to  Stetin  or  Sweden,  according  to  the  news 

,  he 
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he  iliall  receive  of  the  king's  departure  out  of  Sweden  ;  and  whereas  the  Swedifli  letters  A,  D.  1655:. 
advife,  that  the  king  perhaps   may   not  break   up  yet  this  3  or  4  weeks,  which  makes  'L/V^O 
feme  people  beheve,  that  for  this  time  he  will  not  fet  out  at  all   from  Sweden,  the  laid 
ambaffador,   as  they  v/rite  from  Dantzick,   is  to  go  by  lea  to  Sweden. 

The  king  of  Denmark  is  fafely  arrived  at  Copenhagen,  and  is  faid  to  have  given  im- 
mediate orders  for  the  fitting  out  of  his  fleet  with  all  expedition.  They  have  ftill  under 
.  deliberation,  fome  troops  fliall  be  raifed,  or  whether  the  militia  only  as  yet  to  be  brought 
into  the  field.  The  affembly  of  the  ftates  at  Copenhagen  doth  begin  on  the  i\  inftant 
the  propofition,  made  by  the  Swedes  to  the  faid  crown,  and  according  to  the  report,  are  faid 
to  raife  thence  fome  penfive  and  troublefom  thoughts. 

At  Gottorp  is  arrived  the  Landgrave  of  Darmftat,  the  fon-in-law  of  the  duke  of  Hol- 
ftein,  with  his  confort,  and  a  prince  of  Anhalt :  they  are  very  much  invited  by  the  queen 
of  Sweden  to  take  a  trip  thither,  and  to  pay  her  a  vifit :  they  intend,  as  it  is  faid,  to  go 
thither  or  to  fend  a  compliment. 

The  dyet  of  Poland  doth  ftill  continue.  They  write  varioudy  from  thence,  fo  that  no- 
thing certain  as  yet  can  be  told  of  the  event  of  the  fame.  Prince  James  Radzivill,  high 
general  of  Lithuania,  has  made  his  report  in  the  full  aflembly  of  what  has  happened  in 
Lithuania,  with  many  circumftances  and  complaints,  that  they  had  left  him  with- 
out help.  And  afterwards  he  prefented  to  the  king  60  colours  and  52  prifoners,  among 
■whom  were  three  RulTia  waywods,  which  he  fince  had  taken  from  the  enemy  by  his 
fmall  forces,  and  after  fome  refillance  ;  whereupon  he  was  publickly  thanked  in  the  name  of 
the  king  by  the  other  Lithuanian  general,  and  in  the  name  of  the  fenate  by  the  archbilhop 
of  Gnefna,  and  in  the  name  of  the  nobility  by  the  deputy  marfhal  -,  but  he  received  all 
very  coolly,  and  without  change  of  temper,  which  vexed  the  king  very  much.  The 
Turk  offers  his  afliftance  againft  the  ColTacks.  The  Tartarian  deputies  demand  troops 
and  money  at  leaft  four  German  regiments,  and  the  imperial  minifher  infifts  upon  the 
reilitution  of  the  Sipfer  towns,  or  both  principalities  of  Oppelen  and  Ratibor,  and  without 
any  recompenfation,  fince  the  income  thereof  exceeds  by  far  the  fums  borrowed  upon 
them.  It  is  faid  alfo,  that  his  imperial  majefly,  as  foon  as  the  coronation  of  the  emprefs 
at  Prelburgh  is  over,  will  come  perfonajly  to  Drefden.  The  emperors  levies  are  faid  to 
be  for  50,000  men.

High  and  mighty  lords, 

MY  lords,  fince  my  laft  of  the  ^^  inftant,  there  is  arrived  here  by  fea  out  of  Poland  an  Vol.  xxvii, 
envoy,  fent  hither  by  the  ftates  of  that  kingdom  three  days  ago :  he  had  his  au-  P-  395- 
dience  of  the  lord  chancellor ;  his  propofitions  chiefly  confift  in  acquainting  them,  that 
an  embafTy  is  coming  hither,  to  be  here  at  court  within  a  few  days,  to  make  a  beginning 
of  the  negotiations  touching  the  differences,  which  have  happened  on  both  fides.  How- 
ever it  is  not  expeftedj  that  to  ftay  for  the  fame,  the  king  will  be  diverted  from  his  in- 
tended voyage,  the  more,  becaufe  they  think  that  the  faid  negotiations  for  the  pre- 
fent  time  can  be  carried  on  with  more  convenience  in  Pomerania  or  Pruflia,  than  in  this 
kingdom.  The  day  before  yefterday  the  Tartarian  deputies  took  their  leave  at  court. 
On  the  fame  day  fet  out  alfo  from  hence  mr.  Chriftian  Bonde,  to  proceed  in  his  embafTy 
to  England,  but  as  yet  will  hardly  be  able  to  get  at  fea,  by  reafon  of  the  contrary  winds. 

The  forementioned  embaflfy  to  RufTia  goes  on  likewife  within  a  few  days.  Yefterday 
about  noon  came  an  order  and  command  from  court,  that  all  the  men  of  war,  which 
hitherto  have  lain  near  the  town,  fhould  fall  down  further  towards  the  fea,  and  there 
wait  for  what  they  ftill  wanted,  in  cafe  they  are  not  yet  entirely  provided  with  all  neceflfa- 
ries.  This  fleet  is  to  confift  in  35  or  36  men  of  war,  befides  fome  fmall  craft.  His 
majefty's  departure  is  very  much  delay'd  by  the  long  continuance  of  the  diet ;  and  where- 
as there  is  no  great  likelihood  to  come  for  this  time  to  a  firm  conclufion  of  all  propofitions, 
fome  affairs  may  very  probably  be  put  off  and  delay'd  till  the  next  diet ;  the  more  fince 
the  beft  part  of  the  fummer  is  loft  fruitlefs  to  his  majefty,  and  the  quartering  of  the  troops 
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A,  D.  1655.  in  Pomerania,  begins  to  be  troublefom  to  the  inhabitants ;    thetefore,    on   his  majeflry's

p.  387.  \     (je  l^eda's  negotiation  is  fo   fecret,  that  few  can  penetrate  it ;  but  here  is  a  report, 

he  will  foon  return.  We  are  pleafed  the  French  in  Savoy  gave  occalion  to  retard  your 
peace  with  France.  The  proteftant  rubric  makes  much  of  that  ugly  bufinefs ;  but  none 
fo  much  as  the  protestor  ;  for  which  he  is  to  be  commended  highly,  as  he  is ;  for  in 
truth  it  was  a  moft  cruel,  horrid,  and  inhuman  adlion  ;  and  certainly  God  will  revenge  it. 

I  did  not  write  to  you  lafl  week,  becaufe  I  had  nothing  for  you  from  Vienna  or  Cologne; 
and  here  was  nothing  worthy.  Landrecy  is  befieged  by  the  French,  being  flrong.  Our 
army  is  near  them,  but  nothing  yet  done.  Some  fay,  ours  will  go  and  befiege  fome 
other  place  ;  but  I  fee  no  great  appearance  of  it.  Landrecy  is  well  defended.  Count 
Garzias,  a  Spaniard  and  general  of  the  foot  here,  was  left  to  feek  in  the  Abbey  Marchieue ; 
and  after  carried  to  Doway,  where  he  died.  If  Fuenfeldagna  were  fo,  it  would  better 
pleafe  the  army  and  country. 

The  arch-duke  caufed  a  town  called  Conde  to  be  re-fortified  now.  The  duke  of  Lorrain 
this  fame  day  parts  from  hence  towards  the  army.  4000  men  are  come  to  him  from 
Germany  for  the  new  levies. 

E're  yefterday  came  hither  in  great  hafle  mr.  Talbot  from  Cologne.     I  faw  him.     He 
ftaid  not  above  half  an  hour  in  this  city.     He  told  me,  he  would  foon  return ;   and 
in  a  word,  that  R.  C.  had  a  great  defign  in  hand,   which  is  all  that  I  could  get  from 
•  him. 

It  is  written  from  Breda  hither,  that  the  Swedes  intend  war  againft  Holland,  and  gave 
orders  to  fome  of  their  forces  to  march  that  way ;  but  of  this  we  have  no  great  affurance. 
Some  talk  ftill  of  a  ceffation  betwixt  Spain  and  France  ;  but  I  fee  no  great  grounds  for  it. 
So  I  leave  it,  and  conclude.

Sir, 

YO  U  will  fee  by  the  Gazette,  how  our  troops  have  befieged  Landrecy  the  \^  of  this  Vol.  xxvii. 
inftant,  in  hopes  to  render  themfelves  mafters  of  the  fame  towards  the  middle  of  P''1"'S- 
next  month,  although  its  garrifon  be  of  3000  men.  The  enemies  join  together  to  hin- 
der it  -,  but  the  lines  being  ended  ever  fmce  monday  laft,  marefchal  Turenne  may  eafily 
oppofe  their  defigns,  by  reafon  that  the  king's  army  is  very  great  and  in  good  condition. 
The  overfeer  of  mr.  le  Prince's  army  hath  been  taken  ;  his  name  is  Guyonet,  being 
counfellor  in  the  parliament  of  Bordeaux.  He  is  to  be  brought  to  the  Baftille.  I  am 
alfo  informed,  that  a  great  convoy  entered  yefterday  morning  from  Guife  into  our 
camp.  The  court  is  ftill  at  la  Fere,  where  the  Dutch  embaflador  has  had  audience  five 
days  fince  about  the  bufinefs  of  Savoy,  in  which  I  can  aflfure  you,  that  we  have  had  no 
hand  here.  The  king's  letter  to  my  lord  protedtor,  as  alfo  his  eminency's  upon  that 
fubjedt,  are  fatisfaftory  ;  his  majefty  having  alfo  writ  into  Savoy  to  obtain  what  his 
highnefs  doth  defire,  nothwithftanding  the  hindrance,  which  the  common  enemies  ftudy 
to  bring  forth  to  hinder  the  good  fuccefs  of  our  treaty  with  England.  I  fend  you  here  in- 
elofed  the  copy  of  a  letter  written  on  this  occafion  by  the  king  unto  the  duke  of  Lefdiguiers 
governor  of  Dauphine.

The  pope's  nuncio  hath  agreed  to  the  putting  the  affairs  of  the  Jubilee  off  for  24 
days,  until  the  return  of  a  poft  difpatched  by  his  majefty  unto  the  pope  ;  and  by  reafon 
they  have  been  informed,  that  the  pope  hath  given  the  pallium  unto  cardinal  of  Retz  in 
quality  of  archbifhop  of  Paris,  the  king  hath  caufed  reproaches  to  be  made  thereof  unto 
that  nuncio,  who  hath  anfwered,  that  it  could  not  be  refufed  to  his  quality ;  and  I  hear, 
that  his  majefty  hath  written  unto  his  embaflador  at  Rome  to  make  inftances,  that  the 
pope  fhould  name  commiffioners  to  make  the  faid  cardinal's  procels.

My  lord, 

I  HAVE  now  no  other  bufinefs  or  news  to  write  to  you  of  my  negotiation,  unlefs  it  be, 
that  at  prefent  I  demand  either  to  have  my  treaty  figned,  or  leave  to  be  gone.  My 
commiffioners,  who  returned  at  the  end  of  the  laft  week,  do  declare,  that  the  lord  pro- 
teflor  is  inclined  to  the  firft,  but  in  fuch  terms  as  one  may  eafily  perceive,  that  they 
have  ftill  a  mind  to  delay  it.  And  in  regard  I  have  orders  very  precife  to  withdraw,  if 
tliey  continue  to  delay  me,  I  cannot  prevent  any  longer  my  taking  of  leave,  although  it 
doth  feem  to  me  very  probable,  that  they  will  not  let  me  go.  Yet  this  government 
afting  by  fome  particular  confiderations,  which  cannot  be  eafily  looked  into,  I  cannot 
Warrant  any  thing  -,  neither  dare  I  go  beyond  my  orders.  And  it  may  be,  that  thefe 
falfe  reports  and  advice,  which  is  given  them  here,  that  this  pretended  perfecution  of 
Savoy  will  arm  all  the  proteftants  of  France,  and  it  may  be,  the  defire,  which  the  pro- 
tcflor  hath  to  gain  credit  amongft  thofe  of  that  profelTion,  as  well  here  as  elfewhere,  will 
induce  him  not  to  conclude  any  thing,  till  he  fliall  fee  that  fire  quite  out.  And  in  regard, 
that  I  do  not  write  to  the  court,  you  may  let  them  know,  that  I  will  try  what  effect  my 
demanding  of  audience  to  take  my  leave  will  work  upon  them  ;  and  that  the  marquis 
of  Leda  departed  hence  this  morning  with  the  fame  train,  that  conduced  him  in  at  his 
arrival.  They  ftill  continue  feizing  the  lords  and  gentlemen,  that  formerly  ferved  the 
king.  Here  is  a  gathering  making,  which  will  produce  a  very  confiderable  fum  for  the 
rebels  of  Savoy,  who  pafs  here  for  perfecuted  people  in  hatred  of  their  religion.

1HAVE  bine  thorough  mercy  very  gracioufly  preferved  in  this  march.  Wee  have  bine 
through  a  very  goodly  pleafant  countrey,  where  thorough  mercy  there  is  great  peace 
and  quietnes  ;  and  where  I  am  perfwaded  his  highnes  hath  as  many  faithfull  and  afi^ec- 
tionate  fervants  as  in  any  part  belonging  to  his  government.  I  doe  not  find  diflatisfaftion 
on  any  man's  fpirit  to  the  prefent  government,  which  makes  mee  perfwaded  there  is  much 
true  heartednes  to  his  highnes  in  thofe  who  ferve  him  heere.

YOURS  1  received,  as  accuftomed,  barren  of  newes  ;   but  wee  are  not  foe  here  ;  Vol.  xxvli. 
for  if  wee  have  not  real  newes,  wee  make  them  by  R.  C.'s  authority.  p.  538. 

From  hence  you  may  underftand,  that  this  court  does  increafe  daily  by  the  arrivall  of 
divers.  Wilmot  is  ac  length  come  hither  a  few  dayes  fince.  So  is  general  Middleton, 
with  fome  Scotifli  officers;  foe  that  nowe  this  court  is  full  of  Englifh,  Scotts,  and  fome 
fewe  Irilh  forces.  Their  number  encreafeth  not.  The  princefs  royal,  they  fay,  will 
come  hether  foone,  but  I  have  noe  certaintie  of  it.  They  ftill  boaft  here  of  greate 
defignes  yet  on  foot,  which  cannot  fayle ;  but  wee  are  never  without  them  ;  alwayes 
doeinge,  and  yet  wee  doe  noethinge. 

I  writt  to  you  before,  that  Fontanel,  a  French  gentleman,  was  fent  from  cardinal 
Mazarin  to  R.  C.  who  was  with  R.  C.  in  treaty  •,  but  I  cannot  penetrate  what  it  is  about, 
but  a  marriage  betwixt  C.  R.  and  Mazarin's  neece. 

The  eleftor  of  this  place  gave  3000  dollars  to  R.  C  beinge  the  greateft  courtefie  he 
did  yett  to  him. 

In  fefto  fan£fi  Anthonii  de  Padua^  R.  C.  his  brother  Glocefter,  and  all  the  cavaliers,  were 
in   compline  with  the  minorites,  heareinge  muficke,  &c. 

One  count  Monte-Cuculi  pafled  hether  from  Vienna  in  8  dayes  pofteinge,  and  followed 
the  fame  courfe  to  the  archduke  Leopold. 

It  is  nowe  believed,  the  Swedes  intende  againft  Pruffia  and  Dantzick.  Some  of  the 
eleftor  of  Brandenburgh's  forces  march,  as  tis  fayd,  to  aflift  the  king  of  Poland  ;  but  I 
believe  it  not,  as  fhortJie  you   may  heare. 

The  bilhop  of  Munfter  and  the  citie  are  yett  in  dangerous  difputes,  and  matters  not 
ended,   as  was  believed. 

The  duke  of  Newborg  is  well,  and  agreed  with  his  ftates  here  to  returne  to  his  duke- 
dome  of  Newborg,  where  he  fliall  refide  for  3  yeares,  upon  condition  thefe  ftates  fliall 
punftualie  fende  to  him  all  his  revenues  ;  and  the  firft  yeare's  revenue  he  is  to  receive 
in  hande,  to  putt  him  in  equipadg  for  his  journey. 

Several  colJonels  were  here  rayfeinge  men  for  France,  Spaine,  and  others  ;  but  there 
came  commiflioners  from  the  emperor  to  rayfe  50000,  which  caufed  all  the  other  officers 
to  be  goeinge  away,  their  labours  beinge  in  vaine.     This  is  this  week's  colledtion  from.

THE  lords  the  ftates  of  Zealand,  taking  into  their  deliberation  for  the  fecond 
the  propofition  of  the  lords  of  Overyffel,  made  lately  in    their  noble  mightineffes 
affembly  •,  and  taking  a  particular  obfervation  of  their  reqiieft,  contained  in  five  articles  ; 
and  confidering  on   one  fide,  that  the  gentlemen    of  Deventer  being  the  oppofing  and 
adverfe  party,  have  not  been  heard  upon  it  ;  arid  on  the  other  fide  obferving  and  confider- 
ing, that  the  province  of  Overyffel  is  miferably  and  grievoufly  divided,  and  that  by  thus 
difagreeing  from  one  another,  an  entire  anarchy  and  abolition  of  government  is  obfei-ved 
there,  good  policy  for  the  greateft  part  being  dormant,  the   finances  in  confufion,  and 
the  militia  keeping  their  garrifons  there  without  laws  and  difcipline  •,  and    that  all  this  by 
continuance  and  delay  of  time  muft  grow  from  worfe  to  worfe,  and  might  at  iaft  prove 
very  eafily  the  total  fubverfion  of  that  good  province  :   For  this  reafon  it  is,  that  the  faid 
lords  the  ftates  of  Zealand,   being  moved  with  bowels  of  companion  at  the  deplorable 
Hate  of  their  faithful  allies,  and  confulting  fuch  means  of  remedy,  which    might  not  be 
prejudicial  to   the   one  or  the  other   party  in   their   afl'ertions,  after  mature  deliberation 
have  thought  good,  that  the  rents  and  breaches  of  the  faid  province  muft  be  healed,  and 
the  regency  confolidated  and  united  without  any  delay  ;  and  in  order  to  obtain  this  falutary 
aim  and  purpofe,   their  noble  mightineffes  judge  it  to  be  beft   (every  thing  for  as  yet  re- 
maining in  the  fame  condition  it  is  now)  that   both  parties  in  the  charafter  of  ftates,  and 
under  a  due  aft  of  fecurity,  fiiould  meet   together  at  Deventer,  or   in  any  other  neutral 
place  in  the  fame  province  within  the  term  of  one  month  at  furtheft,  where  at  the  feme 
,  time  fliall  appear  a  deputation  of  their  high  mightineffes,  one  out  of  each  province,  to 
endeavour,  by  all  fuitable  means,  to  accommodate  the  depending  differences,  and  to  bring 
over  the  parties  to  a  mutual  good  harmony  and  unity  ;  and   in  cafe  the  fame  could   not 
be  brought  about  within  a  term  of  fourteen  days  or  a  month  at  furtheft,  they  ftiall  do 
all  poffible  endeavours,  that  the  differences  may  be  compromifed  and  \th  to   the  arbitra- 
tion of  their  poble  mightineffes,  who  in  fuch  a  cafe  fhall  be  likewife  obliged,  within  the 
term  of  two  or  aj.  fartheft  four  weeks,  to  bring  in  their  final  and  peremptory  award  and 
decifion,  and  aftel-  the  fame  is  pubhlhed,  to  procure  an  amnefly  of  all  reciprocal  offences. 
And  if  againft  expedlation  it  Ihould  happen,  that  the  one  or  the  other  party  fhould  be 
averfe  to  appear  there,  or  make  exceptions  or  prs-conditions,  or  appearing  there  ihould 
fhew  any  unwillingnefs  in  the  opinion  of  the  lords  commiffaries,  to  contribute   to  an  ac- 
commodation and  compofition  of  differences,  or  refijfe  to  fubmit,  the  fame  fhall  be  taken 
as  an  averfion  and  diflatisfaflion  to  peace.     And  having  made  their  report '  in  the  affem- 
bly of  their  high  mightineffes,    the   faid  deputies  fhall  declare,  that  the  fovereignty  of 
the    province   of  Overyffel   fhall  provifionally  be  reprefented  by  thofe   members,    that 
have  the  legal  majority  of  votes  on  their  fide.     Thus  done  in  the  affembly  of  die  faid 
lords  the  ftates  in  the  court   of  Middleburg,  June  29,   1655.    [N.  S.]

V.  xxvii.       OINCE  my  former,  Iaft  faturday  here  was  a  council  held  touching  the   bufinefs  of  car- 
P-  473-  O  dinal  de  Retz,  where  were  the  chancellor,  mr.  Gard  de  Sfeaux,  mr.  Bignon  advocate 

general,  and  mr.  L'Abbe  Ondedei.  The  firft  prefident  was  not  there,  though  he  was 
fent  for.  We  hear  all  was  about  the  courier  fent  by  mr.  de  Lionne,  who  paffed  here 
to  court  Iaft  monday  was  fev'nnight,  as  I  writ  before,  for  the  harfh  words  the  pope  has 
given  to  cardinal  de  Efte  and  mr.  de  Lionne  about  the  wars  of  duke  de  Modena,  of 
which  they  fpoke  in  that  council  ;  as  alfo  of  cardinal  de  Retz's  bufinefs  concerning  the 
Jubilee  ;  but  they  refolved  nothing  yet,  only  to  begin  again  that  affembly,  which  will 
be  this  day  or  to  morrow.  Both  the  bufineffes  are  troublefom  at  thefe  times,  and  efpecially 
that  of  cardinal  de  Retz,  for  fear  the  people  fhould  remove  for  having  not  the  Jubilee  in 
due  time  •,    of  which  more  by  the  next,  God  willing. 

The  letters  from  la  Fere  of  the  26th  inftant  bring,  that  the  day  before  prince  Conde 
was  at  Fort-Somme  with  13000  horfe,  and  8000  foot  ;  upon  which  we,  feeing  him  fb 
near  and  confidcrable,  we  fent  into  Guife  1200  men,  and  1600  into  St.  Quintin,  to  defend 
thofe  piacc?,  in  cafe  of  any  accident.  As  befides  that  mr.  Roncerolles  lieutenant  general 
came  and  pcfted  himfelf  on  this  fide  of  the  river  Somme,  to  mark  the  fituations  of  our 

2  garrifons 
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garrifons  about  the  faid  rivers,  the  prince  being  in  the  other  fide.     Thofe  of  Corbie  were  A.  D.  1655^ 

much  afraid,    but  now  we  fear  Montreuil   more   than   any  other  place.     However  the  L/'^VNJ 

grand  convoy,   that  was  near  Guife,  of  which  in  my  former,    arrived  at  our   camp  before 

Landrecy  without  any  refiftance  ;  and  becaufe  all  the  horfes  and  mules  of  the  court  v/ere 

employed  by  the  faid  convoy,  they  expeft  but  their  return  to  la  Fere  for  to   depart  and 

come  to  Soiffons,  where  yefterday  the  court  was  expefted,  they  being  not  well  provided 

for  at  la  Fere,  by  reafon  of  the  courfes  of  the  army  abouf  the  place.     But  be  fare   of  it, 

if  the  prince  had  come  to  le  Fere,    he  might  have  before  this  time   both   king,  queen, 

and  court  together,  and  that  in  one   day's  time  ;   for  they  had   only  four  companies  of 

the  guard  in  all  to  oppofe  any  enemy  ;  and  all  here  wonder  much,  the  prince  not  come  to 

la  Fere,  he  knowing  well  how  things  were  difpofed  there.     But  we  do  much  admire  at 

the  council  to  hazard  our  king  in  that  manner,  at  which  many  friends  here  are  not  well 

pleafed.     We  have  from  Guife  of  the  27th  inftant,  that  the  garrifoh  of  Landrecy  fallied 

out  2000  of  them  with  two  pieces  of  artillery,  their  drums  beating  ;  and  in  that  manner 

made  bold  upon  a  party  of  ours,  where   they  killed  300,  among  which  mr.  Magalotti, 

lieutenant  in   the  regiment  ot  the   guard.     They  fay  fome  of  the  enemies  are  prifoners 

with  ours,  but  yet  it  is  not  certain.     An  Irilh  regiment  is  there  within,  and  we  may  have 

fome  of  them  very  foon.     Some  other  encounters  a  party  of  ours  had  with  the  enemies 

in  another  place,  where  (as  fome  fay)  marquis  de  Sucerac,  fon  to  mr.   de  Harpajon,  was 

taken  prifoner,  and  brought  to  Rocroy.     Mr.    count   de  Vivonne,  fon  and  heir  to  the 

duke  of  Mortemart,  and  firft  gentleman  of  the  king's   chamber,  met  another  party  of 

the  enemies,  where  he  hazarded  himfelf  moft  of  all ;  and  it  was  reported  he  was  killed  ; 

but  it  is  not  fo,   as  we  have  by  frefh  letters,   but  that  he  is  retired  wifely  without  any 

harm,  of  which  the  king  is  very  glad,  he  being  one  of  his  favourites. 

The  court  fent  of  late  an  exprefs  to  England  to  our  embaffador  mr.  'de  Bordeaux,  that 
he  might  declare  to  the  protestor,  he  had  orders  from  the  king  to  return,  if  the  treaty 
were   not  figned  within  the  latter  end  of  this  prefent  month. 

It  is  written  from  Vitray  in  Bretagne,  that  the  dates  do  well  in  all  affairs,  having 
already  offered  to  the  king  1,200,000  livres,  mr.  Grand  Maiflre  of  the  artillery  being 
parted  to  come  to  court.  Alfo  that  the  faid  flates,  and  the  parliament  of  the  province 
were  not  yet  agreed  upon  their  differeut  points.  The  trenches  of  Landrecy  were  opened 
two  days  ago,  and  mr.  Turenne  hopes  to  be  mafler  of  Landrecy  within  twenty  days, 
though  ftrong  it  be,  which  is  all  the  news  known  at  prefent  to,

SINCE  the  king's  army  has  laid  fiege  to  Landrecy,  it  being  impofTible  for  the  prince  Vol.  xxvii 
of  Conde  to  caft  any  relief  in  the  place,  he  had  ported  his  army  between  landrecy  p-  465. 
and  Guife,  thinking  to  hinder  feveral  convoys,  which  were  fent  to  our  camp  ;  but  after 
fome  little  hindrance,  they  have  pafTed  by  very  happily  by  the  vigilancy  of  the  duke  of 
Grammont,  who  has  at  his  return  cafl  1500  men  into  St.  Quintin,  and  two  regiments  into 
Corbie,  this  lafl  being  threatened  a  fiege  by  the  enemies,  which  are  ftrong  chiefly 
in  horfe.  And  if  the  Spaniards  phlegm  doth  not  flop  mr.  le  prince's  courage,  there  is  no 
doubt  but  he  will  undertake  fome  confiderable  thing.  In  the  interim,  the  court  hath  not 
thought  good  to  flay  longer  at  la  Fere,  and  was  yeflerday  to  go  to  Soiffons  for  greater 
fecurity.  The  queen  and  the  duke  of  Anjou  are  gone  firfl,  and  are  to  be  followed  within 
a  day  or  two  by  the  king  and  his  eminency,  unlefs  the  prince  fhould  attempt  upon  fome 
place  ;  in  which  cafe  the  king  will  flay  at  la  Fere,  to  be  nearer  his  army.  The  lines  of 
Landrecy  being  ended,  the  trench  was  opened  the  night  of  the  44^  tt?  where  few  were 
killed,  and  none  of  quality,  fave  mr.  de  Bogemare,  captain  of  the  guards.  The  rumour 
was  yefterday,  that  mr.  le  prince  had  defeated  a  little  convoy,  in  which  feveral  gentlemen 
had  been  killed  ;  but  that  nevv's  is  not  true  ;  for  the  laft  letter  from  la  Fere  and  from  Guife 
make  no  mention  thereof.  The  befieged  make  feveral  faUies  of  little  confequence.  That 
which  I  write  unto  you  is  that,   which  is  the  moft  conftant  and  the  moft  certain.    ■ 

The  news  from  Catalonia  advife,  that  the  prince  of  Conti  hath  befieged  Caftillon,  and 
that  he  was  very  near  being  taken  by  the  enemies  in  making  the  approach  of  that  place  ; 
his  horfe  fell  in  a  ditch,  out  of  which  he  could  hardly  be  got.  That  prince  had  received 
fome  harm  thereby.  'Tis  thought  our  armado  of  Toulon  is  defigned  againft  Barcelona. 
It  is  fhortly  to  go  laden  with  many  foot  foldiers. 

The 
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A.  D.  1655,  The  opening  of  the  ftates  of  Bretagne  was  the  14th  inftant.  Themarefchal  de  Meille- 
L>^V"NJ  raye  and  the  great  mafter  his  fon  made  a  very  fine  fpeech,  to  perfuade  that  aflfembly  to 
grant  unto  the  king  the  fums  he  hath  demanded.  They  have  offered  fifteen  hundred 
thoufand  hvres  ;  but  the  court  underftands,  that  they  fhould  give  a  great  deal  more.  The 
deputies  of  the  parliament  did  not  meet  there,  becaufe  of  the  mifunderllanding  between 
thofe  two  bodies.  The  next  day  was  reprefented  the  importance  of  the  edifts  fent  by 
the  faid  parliament  unto  the  flates,  concerning  the-  feal  of  the  king's  domain,  the  im- 
pofition  of  32  fols  upon  each  piece  of  cloth  of  one  hundred  yards,  and  fuch  other  money- 
bufineffes. 

The  keeper  of  the  great  feal  of  France  fent  fome  days  ago  for  a  certain  preacher  in 
controverfy,  chiding  him  for  having,  againfl  his  majefty's  will  and  edicts,  held  fome 
difcourfe  tending  to  fedition  againft  thofe  of  the  religion;  and  for  reprefenting  in  a 
pifture  one  of  the  moll  famous  perfons  of  chriftendom  hanged ;  with  threatnings  to  fend 
him  to  the  Baftille,   if  ever  he  did  fo  again. 

The  lieutenant  civil,  upon  the  complaints  made  unto  him  by  feveral  proteftants,  that 
there  was  in  this  city  a  certain  man  clothed  in  blue,  who  went  preaching  along  the  ftreets, 
only  to  ftir  up  the  people  againfl  the  faid  proteftants,  and  make  a  fedition  through  Paris  ; 
the  faid  lieutenant  has  ordered  the  commiffaries  of  the  quarters  to  feize  upon  that  perfon, 
and  in  cafe  they  do  it  not,  when  he  fhall  preach,  that  they  Ihall  anfwer  for  it  in  their  own 
perfons.

The  court  is  impatient,  that  the  proteftor  will  not  permit  the  articles  concluded  upon 
for  a  peace  betwixt  France  and  England  to  be  figned,  and  much  talk  there  is  of  it ;  fo  that 
at  court  (as  my  beft  intelligence  gives  me,  and  to  be  free  with  you)  the  moft  part  would 
have  no  peace  with  you.  They  fay  you  are  too  infolent  and  unworthy  of  an  alliance  with 
France,  being  upftarts,  and  many  fuch  reviling  fpeeches.  They  fay,  they  fhall  get  more  by 
a  war  with  you  than  a  peace.  Marquis  de  Leda's  negotiation  is  not  now  fo  much  fufpefted 
to  them  •,  the  reafon  I  do  not  know. 

There  has  been  long  fince,  as  I  writ  to  you,  a  treaty  betwixt  R.  C.  and  cardinal  Maza- 
zin,  that  the  firft  Ihould  be  married  to  one  of  Mazarin's  nieces,  for  he  has  yet  two  in 
ftore  •,  the  one  for  Rex  Gallia^  and  the  other  for  R.  C.  You  may  be  affured,  there  is  at 
prefent  a  treaty  betwixt  R.  C.  and  cardinal  Mazarin  to  this  purpofe,  which  is  renewed, 
being  begun  in  Paris  when  R.  C.  was  there  ;  for  you  may  judge,  what  otherwife  Mazarin 
projeds,  whilft  he  diffembles  a  peace  with  his  highnefs.  As  time  will  let  us  fee  in  the 
particulars,  more  of  this  you  may  have  by  next.  I  have  no  more,  but  what  you  have  in 
the  occurrents  from,

Sir, 
VI  XX  ••      CINCE  my  laft  I  received 'two  of  yours,  but  they  were   too   long  by  the  way.     I  am 
P  cSq   "■      '^  come  hither  from  the  leaguer,  being  indifpofed.     Our  lines  are  finiihed  about  Tan- 
drecy,  and  indeed  the  beft  that  ever  I  did  fee.     There  are  twenty  thoufand  foot  withm 
the  line  aftually  doing  duty,  and  fix  thoufand  horfe.     The  reft  of  the  horfe  are  attending 
the  enemy's  motion,  and  to  cope  with  marquis  de  Caftelneau  upon  any  occafion.     The 
enemy  is  encamped  within   two  leagues  of  our  camp  in   Chateau  Cambrefis.     Yefterday 
morning  they  took  in  a  place  called  Bolme,  midway  betwixt  this  town  and  Landrecy. 

This  day  we  expeft  this  place  to  be  befieged.    Marftial  Grammont  has  here  4000  foot  and 

1000  horfe.  A  world  of  the  gentry  are  flocking  hither  to  defend  it.    The  court  is  at  la  Fere

A  letter  from  mr.  Muddiford  at  Barbados. 
June  20,  1655. 

SINCE  my  laft  the  fcene  is  much  changed,  we  having  been  lately  advertifed,  that  a  Vol.  xxvii. 
panick  fear  feized  upon  our  foldiers  at  their  firft  attempt  upon  Hifpaniola,  whereby  P-  S07- 
300  men  drove  9000  to  retreat  \  which  took  fo  deep  an  impreffion  in  them,  that  no 
exhortations  could  make  them  approach  that  place  again,  where  they  received  their  affront ; 
fo  that  they  took  up  refolution  for  Jamaica  as  a  place  more  fuitable  to  their  courage, 
though  no  way  anfwerable  to  their  number.  If  God  hath  given  them  their  hearts  again, 
you  will  hear  they  are  fettled  tliere,  fooner  from  themfelves  than  we  fhall.  The  great 
Charity  arrived  here  but  three  days  fince,  and  is  now  going  down  to  them,  by  whom  are 
alfo  fent  two  Dutch  men  loaden  with  manatee,  which  were  feized  on  for  trading  contrary 
to  the  account  of  the  30th  of  Oftober  1 650,  which  was  fent  by  us,  for  fear  the  natives 
will  drive  away  their  cattle,  and  that  vidtualls  will  be  their  great  (pray  pod  it  be  not  their 
mortal)  want.  I  fear  nothing  will  prejudice  the  defign  but  that.  It  would  have  grieved 
your  foul  to  fee  how  lamely  and  fcatteringly  their  fupplies  came.  Certainly  had  the  king 
of  Spain  but  half  the  intelligence  in  our  councils,  which  by  his  penfioners  he  had  in  the 
time  of  former  princes,  he  might  eafily  have  furprized  them  all  •,  but  (God  be  pralfed) 
they  are  all  (though  late)  fafely  paft  this  illand,  the  lirfl  going  hence  the  26th  of  April, 
but  was  not  with  them  the  third  of  May,  which  was  the  time  (we  are  advifed)  they  de- 
ferred Hifpaniola.  And  though  I  was  much  troubled  at  that  unexpeded  affront  we  re- 
ceived there  ;  yet  I  am  not  at  all  forry  they  are  gone  to  Jamaica,  but  could  heartily  have 
wifhtit  had  been  their  firft  attempt,  that  it  might  have  feemed  rather  choice  than  necelTity. 
It  is  apparently  (feeing  they  would  have  an  ifland)  far  more  proper  for  their  purpofes 
than  the  other  or  Porto  Rico,  as  the  fituation  in  the  maps  will  make  more  vifible.  It  hath 
an  excellent  harbour,  and  is  accounted  the  moll  healthful  and  plentiful  of  them  all.  It 
will  be  fooner  filled,  and  is  far  more  convenient  for  attempts  on  the  Spanifh  fleet,  and 
more  efpecially  the  Carthagena  fleet,  which  muft  halt  within  light  of  it,  as  they  go  to  the 
Havanna.  And  believe  it,  this  will  more  trouble  the  court  of  Spain  than  ten  of  the 
other  j  and  therefore  it  muft  be  expefced  more  attempts  will  be  by  the  Spaniards  to  fup- 
plant  them.  If  therefore  you  have  an  opportunity,  prefs  his  highnefs  and  the  council  to 
fend  fpeedy  and  great  fupplies  of  men,  arms,  ammunition,  and  clothes ;  among  which  be  fure 
not  to  forget  the  long  pikes  and  good  corfelets,  that  fecurity  of  an  army,  which  I  doubt 
was  the  want  at  Hifpaniola  ;  and  alfo  faddles  and  compleat  arms  for  a  good  proportion 
of  cuiraffiers.  I  hope  our  nation  will  not  draw  back,  having  thus  far  entered  ;  for  I  am 
moft  confident,  that  if  this  place  be  fully  planted,  which  in.  three  or  four  years  may 
with  eafe  be  done,  his  highnefs  may  do  what  he  will  in  the  Indies.  Truly  if  the  men 
on  fhore  be  well  armed,  and  a  handibme  number  of  frigats  be  kept  at  fea,  with  God's 
blelTing,  there  is  no  fear  of  fuccefs.  I  had  gotten  near  one  hundred  families,  that  would 
have  gone  from  hence  to  Hifpaniola,  and  do  hope  ftill  to  induce  them  for  the  other  place, 
when  we  fhall  have  advice  of  their  fettlement.  All  men  muft  ftrive  to  fettle  and  fill  the 
places  with  fpeed ;  and  his  highnefs  muft  order  the  commilTioners  to  encourage  what 
pofTible.

I  E  hear  by  a  letter  from  Middleton,  that  the  king  of  Spain  is  gone  to  St.  Lucar,  and  Vol.  xxva^ 

'     is  forming  a  great  army  and   fleet  for   thefe  parts.     Truly,   if  he  fhould   attempt  ?•  S'S- 

Barbados,  he  will  find  us  in  an  unfettled  condition  •,  for  though  we  have  men   enough, 

and  fome  number  of  horfe,  and  they  pretty  well   armed,  yet  they  want  conduft,  and  a 

mind  to  reduce  us  to  unity  -,  for  fuch  uggly  divifions  are  nourifht  and  underhand  fo-

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A.  D.  165;.  merited  amongfl  US,  that  you  would,  were  you  here,  wonder  at  it;  and  all  grounded  upon 
ty'^OO  that  malicious   apprehenfion  they  have  againft  this  fettlement  in  the  Indies,  fearing  (for- 
footh)  it  will  make  iligar  cheap,  and  thin  this  iiland    of  people,  which  when  the  wood  is 
gone  (and  that  cannot  be  long  firft)  muft  fall  of  itfelf.     From  hence  the  militia   fixt  and 
fettled  by  the  commifTioners  Is  oppofed,  the  levies  and  perfection  of  it  infinitely  impeded, 
upon  pretence  that  none  but  their  own  governor  muft   appoint  their  militia,  and  that  not 
without  confent  of  the  affembly,  that  his  power  and  authority  is  eclipfed  by  this  way. 
Thefe  have  a  party  in  the  affembly,  and  there  voted  Bayes  (the  old  firebrand)  to  go  home 
with  a  petition  to  his  highnefs,  chiefly  defiring  that  our  governor  may  receive  orders 
from  no  man  but  immediately  from  his  highnefs,  againft  which  Francis  Raynes,  William 
Vaffall,  Peter  Kent,  and  myfelf  have  drawn  our  diffent,  and  fhewed  our  reafons,  and  do 
hope  they  will  prevail.     The  party  is  fo  much  countenanced,  that  the  governor's  council 
have  joined  with  them.     One  of  them  told   John  Colliton,  the  reafon  was,  becaufe   ge- 
neral Venables  faid,  they  were  a  company  of  geefe.     I  know  no   way  to   help  this  evil, 
but  fome  fmart  orders  from  his  highnefs,  confirming  what   his  commifTioners  have  done, 
requiring  a  ftrift  obedience  to  it. 

Since  the  Writing  of  the  above  we  have  met  at  the  affembly  •,  and  being  they  could 
not  carry  their  petition  and  defires  as  they  would,  they  made  a  motion,  that  the  affembly 
had  fat  long  enough,  being  twenty  two  months,  and  therefore  defired  the  governor  would 
diffolve  it,  which  (every  man  being  willing  of  eafe)  was  confented  to,  and  the  defire  al- 
lowed of  by  the  governor  ;  fo  that  now  there  is  no  affembly  in  the  Barbados.  I  thought 
good  to  enclofe  a  copy  of  our  reafons.

Reafons  why  ive,  whofe  names  are  underwritten^  cannot  confent  fo  the  inJiruBicn 
and  defire^  whereby  his  highnefs  is  to  be.,  requejied,  that  no  commands  jhould  be 
laid  on  our  governors^  but  fuch  as  come  immediately  from  himjelf 

i.T>Ecaufe  they  think   it  unfit  to  circumfcribe  or  limit  the   fupreme  magiftrate  in  a 
XJ  matter  of  fo  great  a  confequence,  and  fo  high  a  nature  as  this  is,  viz.  to  confine 
him  to  a  fingle  perfon,  feeing  his  liberty  and  undoubted  prerogative  is  to  employ  whom 
God  fhall  pleafe  to  direft  him, 

2.  It  feems  very  difconfonant  to  reafon,  to  tye  him  up  from  employing  men  under  his 
command  of  parts,  tempers,  and  difpofitions  fuitable  to  the  prefent  occafion  ;  which 
time,  and  place,  and  other  circumftances  may  offer. 

3.  It  is  impoffible  his  highnefs  can  difpatch  all  bufinefs  himfelf,  or  indeed  take  notice 
or  account  of  all  difpatches  ;  and  therefore  muft  of  neceffity  do  it  by  fecond  perfons,  or 
elfe  leave  the  bufinefs  undone,  which  may  prove  very  prejudicial  to  the  country. 

4.  The  fubfcribers  conceive,  that  this  will  be  looked  on  rather  as  a  bold  capitulation,  than 
an  humble  requeft  ;  and  fo  may  be  a  means  to  give  his  highnefs  difpleafure,  whereby  a 
jealoufy  may  be  begot  to  the  bringing  of  fome  curb  on  this  place. 

5.  This  will  be  a  great  hinderance  to  his  highnefs's  affairs  in  thefe  parts,  in  begetting 
fome  difRculties  in  procuring  the  affiftance,  which  we  may  without  prejudice  yield  to  his 
highnefs's  minifters  •,  and  therefore  to  prevent  the  great  prejudice,  which  this  defire  may 
bring  on  this  country,  they,  according  to  the  trufl  repofed  in  them,  utterly  diffent  from 
the  fame  ;  thereby  defiring  to  be  adjudged  free  of  the  ill  confequences  of  the  fame.  In 
■witnefs  whereof  they  have  hereunto  fet  their  hands. 

The  diffolving  the  affembly  hindred  the  progrefs  of  this  debate  ;  but  I  believe  they 
will  find  fuch  an  one  as  will  agree  to  fend  it  ;  for  I  find  them  fo  much  inclined,  that  I 
am  refolved  not  to  be  of  it.

pleafe  to  bleffe  and  profper,  will  make  this  nation  of  much  happynes  to  future  genera- 
tions. The  earle  of  Weftmeath  and  moft  of  the  confiderable  gentry  of  Lemfter  were 
there  •,  and  that  done  by  us  in  order  to  theire  fettlement  will,  I  hope,  (for  the  future, 
as  well  as  it  feemed  to  doe  for  the  prefent)  give  them  fatisfadion.

A.  D'  1655.  O  IN  CE  my  comming  downe,  I  have  donne  my  endeavours  to  putt  your  commands  in 
tv^V^NJ  O  execution.  Thor,  whoe  you  irtrufted  with  me,  to  fecure  the  malignants,  I  have 
n  In't''*"'  "^^^^  with,  and  we  have  imprifoned  ail  the  moft  dangerous,  and  taken  bond  off  the  reft  of 
the  difaffefted  in  thefe  northerne  parts.  Thear  are  feverall,  whoe  I  wifh  might  be  fentt  to 
the  Barbadoes,  both  men  off  fortunes  and  others,  beying  fuch,  whoes  principles  and  tem- 
per fitt  them  for  difturbance  upon  any  opportunity.  The  militia  troopes  are  in  a  for- 
wardnes,  the  captaynes  and  lieutenants  goyng  cheerfully  on  in  thear  work  •,  but  the 
cornetts,  that  is  to  fay,  Babingdon  for  Northumberland,  and  Langhorne  for  Cumberland, 
have  both  refufed  :  the  firft  I  beleeve  thinks  the  place  below  him,  the  other  will  not  under- 
take any  fouldiers  imployment,  though  adtive  in  your  highnes  fervice  otherways.  I  doe 
therfore  humbly  offer  capt.  Atkinfon,  who  is  apoynted  quarter-mafter  to  the  Cumberland 
troop,  that  he  may  be  cornett  to  it,  beyng  unwilling  to  accept  the  other  place,  and  one 
capt.  Bewly,  whoe  hath  been  always  a  faythfull  man,  that  he  may  be  quarter-mafter. 
Befides  thes  I  have  fent  names  to  mr.  fecretary  for  the  Northumberland  troop,  and  defire 
your  highnes  pleafure  concerning  them  all  by  the  next  poft,  by  reafon  it  will  be  fome 
obftruftion  in  the  work,  if  the  officers  be  not  fettled  againft  the  day  of  mufter.  I  hope 
I  need  not  fay  any  thing  to  make  your  highnes  beleeve,  that  I  am  and  fhall  be  diligent

England. 

The  fecretary  of  ftate  defended  himfelf  for  a  week,  through  the  abfence  of  my  com- 
miffioners  ;  and  fince  their  return  I  have  been  delayed  from  day  to  day,  without  any 
pretence,  which  hath  forced  me  to  afk  audience  to  take  my  leave ;  for  I  muft  confefs,  I 
dare  not  ftay  any  longer,  having  received  precife  order  not  to  admit  of  any  further  delays, 
nor  continue  my  abode  any  longer  in  England  -,  for  if  I  fhould  venture  to  ftay  a  while 
longer  without  effeft,  I  might  be  juftly  blamed.  Befides,  it  is  a  very  hard  matter  to  get 
to  underftand  the  fecrets  of  this  government.  The  faid  fecretary  and  my  commiffioners  do 
only  excufe  themfelves,  that  they  have  no  order  ;  and  I  was  informed  by  one  not  long  fince, 
that  the  fecretary  of  ftate  told  him,  that  the  treaty  would  be  figned  within  a  few  days, 
without  any  delay  •,  and  he  likewife  declared  unto  me,  that  he  was  well  informed,  that 
my  lord  prote<5tor  did  expedt  no  other  thing  from  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  than  he  would  give 
his  proteftant  fubjefts  leave  to  live  according  to  the  edifls,  which  have  been  formerly 
agreed  unto  them  -,  but  I  believe  this  is  not  all,  I  do  miftruft  fomething  elfe.  The  col- 
le6tion,  which  is  made  here  for  them,  will  amount  to  a  very  confiderable  fum,  fjfficient  to 
maintain  feveral  troops  :  the  certain  fum  which  hath  been  gathered  is  not  yet  known, 
but  muft  needs  amount  to  a  vaft  fum  -,  for  every  body  gave  fomething  to  feem  charitable, 
and  the  minifters  have  plaid  their  parts  to  fome  purpofe,  to  ftir  up  the  people  to  affift 
their  perfecuted  brethren.  Coll.  Fiennes,  one  of  my  commiffioners,  was  fent  for  out  of 
the  country,  not  to  fign  my  treaty,  but  rather  to  receive  the  oath  for  his  eftabliHiment  of 
one  of  the  lords  commiffioners  of  the  great  feal,  there  having  been  lately  a  very  great 
alteration  made  in  the  courts  of  judicature,  there  being  feveral  judges  that  have  delivered 
up  their  commiffions,  becaufc  they  would  not  afl  againft  the  laws  of  the  country.

Sir,  ■     ' 

IW  R I  T  T  you  a  hafty  letter  fome  few  days  fince,   giving  you  notice  of  the  fuddayri  Vol  xxvii. 
and  great  confufion,  that  fell  among  all  my  fellow-merchants  heer  upon  the  apprehen  ■  P-  54'- 
fion  of  the  imminent  danger  of  theyr  perfons  and  eftates  in   this  country,  which  feemed 
to   be  threatned   by   general  Blake's   manner  of  appearing  and  demeanour   uppon  this 
coaft  ;    but  moft   of    all   confirmed  by  the   over  hafty  goeing  away  of  the   ridiculous 
pretended  agent  James  Willfon,  after  whorrle  moft  of  our  nation  fledd   abord  likewife. 
But  feeing  afterwards  the  civil  deportment  of  this  people  heer  towards  them,  and  that 
the  danger  was  not  fo  neere  theyr  dores  as  they  irnagined^  they  moft  of  them  returned 
agayn,  and  emptying  all  theyr  warehoufes   have  fo  difpofed   of  theyr  eftates,  that   now 
they  have  nothing  to  doe  but  to  fecure   theyr  perfons,  which  they  are   now  all  refolved 
to  doe  by  this  ftiipping,  that  lyes  off  ready  to  receive  them,  which  are  the  very  ftiipps,  that 
brought  general  Blake  his   provifions  fo   lately  from  England.     Now  whether   our  ftate 
have  any  hoftil  intentions  againft  this  nation  or  no,  mr.  Willfon's  fo  fuddayn  and  uncivil 
goeing  away  can  never,  in  my  opinion,  be  excufed  by  himfelf  or  any  man  els,  not  onely 
for  expofeing  the  lives  and  eftates  of  all  his  countrymen  heer  to  unneceflary  danger,  buC 
allfo  the  very  defigne  itfelf  (which  it  is  manifeft  his  highnefs  there  would  have  had  car- 
ryed  on  with  all  fecrecy)  to  an  over  early  difcovery  ;  and   fo   if  any  prevention   be  made 
heer,  it  will  be  playn  who  is  to  be  thankt  for  it,    as  now  they  are  very  bufy  about  fet- 
ting  forth  of  an  armada  of  50  fayle,  which  they  fay  themfelves  (but  I  beleeve  it  is  but 
talke)  by  the  middle  of  this  month  ftiall  be  ready  to  fett  fayle  to  guard  theyr  coaft,  and  fe- 
cure home  theyr  galleons.     They  have  in  the  mean  time  difpatched  divers  avifos,  which 
are  likewife  to  goe  feverall  ways,  if  poftible  to  meet  them,  and  direft  them   to  putt  into 
fome  other  ports.    Certayn  it  is,  that  imediately  uppon  Willfon's  goeing  away,  the  Nova 
Hifpania  fleet,  that  was  lading  ready  to  goe  out,  are  now  unlading,  and  all  ihipping  of 
trade  putt  into  a  warlike  pofture  ;  nor  did  this  man's  folly  or  knavery  (chufe  you  which) 
content  himfelf  with  bare  running  away,  but  foe  foon  as  he  was  abord,  writt  a  letter  to 
the  governor  heer,  wherein  he  acquainted  him,  that  he  was  commanded  to  doe  what  he 
did  by  the  generall,  and  advis'd  a  weeke  before  they  came  hither  by  captain  Bodilo  from 
Gibraltar,  that  he  Ihould  prepare  for  a  fpeedy  efcape;  afluring  him,  that  there  was  a  fud- 
dayn breach  intended  to  be  made  with  Spayn,  as  allfo  giving  fufficient  intimations  in  good 
time  to  guard  theyr  galleons,  and  throwing  durt  in  divers  particulars  uppon  the  government 
in  England  ;  but  that  is  no  newes  to  thofe,  that  knowe  his  converfation  heer,  howfoever 
for  his  own  ends  he  pretended  publick  imployment  heer,  being  wholly  animated  with 
a  parliamentarian  and  prefbyterian  fpirit.     Thus  I  have  made  bold  to  trouble  you  with 
a  long  ftory  of  an  idle  perfon,  not  that  he  is  worth  it,  but  becaufe  you   and   the   whole 
exchange  may  know  how  things  have  been  carryd  heer.     It  would  be  a  more  endlefs  peecd 
of  impertinence  to  trouble  your  patience  yet  further  with  the  recitall  of  all  the  obloquys 
and  opprobrious  languadge,  that  this   people  in   theyr  paftion   caft  uppon  our  nation  in 
generall,  taxing  the  whole  ftate  with  infidelity  and    ingratitude,  to  returne  their  courtefys 
with  fuch  injurys,  and  in  the  very  time,  when   they  are  treating  of  a  more  firme  peace, 
and  coming  hether  to  furnifti  themfelves  with  beveridge   and  other  neceffarys,  to  imploy 
their  provifions  to  theyr  own  puniftiment  ;  moreover  paying  conftantly,  as  they  fay,  fuch 
great  fumes  of  money  into  England  to  purchafe  our  proteftour's  frendfhipp.     But  this  is  < 

but  the  languadge  of  the  gentlemen  heer  only;  for  it  is  fayd,  that  the  king  and  his  counfell 
will  not  yet  be  perfwaded,  that  the  Englifti  have  any  ill  intentions  towards  them  •,  and 
though  the  commercio  of  Sevill,  St.  Lucar,  and  this  place  have  offered  at  theyr  own  coft- 
and  charges  to  fett  out  this  great  armado,  as  yet  they  have  no  peremptory  orders  for  it 
Vol.  III.

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A.  D.  1 65 5 -from  the  court,  but  only  a  letter  from  the  king  ;  if  they  needs  will,  they  may,  if  they

pleafe,  imploy  his  fhipping  that  lys  heer  in  theyr  fervice,  though  for  his  own  part  he 
declares  himfelf  thoroughly  fatisfyd  in  the  reality  of  the  Englifli  friendlhipp.  The  peo- 
ple heer  doe  likewife  tax  general  Blake  in  this  particular  of  very  much  difcourtefy  and 
uncivillity  in  his  carriage  heer  towards  the  duke  of  Medina  at  Port,  and  Conde  our 
governor  heer  in  not  anfwering  theyr  love,  as  they  call  it,  though  but  complement,  with  equal 
kindeneffe,  and  weighing  anchor  from  hence  without  giving  them  notice,  or  taking  a 
civil,  at  leaft  ceremonious  leave  :  but  they  lay  the  higheft  imputation  of  all  uppon  him  in 
giving  ihelter  to  the  Turks  of  Algier,  who  fayling  by,  through,  2nd  fometimes  in  his 
fleet,  are  fo  imboldned  to  ly  heer  uppon  theyr  coaft,  and  have  efiedually  taken  divers 
veflells  of  theyrs,  and  doe  put  all  the  fliipping  of  other  nations  in  fo  great  a  feare,  that 
they  dare  not  ftirr  forth.  Some  there  are,  and  none  of  the  meaneft  of  this  place,  that  will 
not  be  perfwaded,  that  the  generall  does  any  thing  of  this  by  order  from  my  lord  pro- 
teftor,  but  that  he  does  intend  to  revolt  from  him,  and  having  ceized  the  riches  of  the  gal- 
leons into  his  hands,  means  to  make  a  prefent  of  it  with  his  whole  navy  to  the  pretended 
king  of  England,  theyr  declared  enemy  and  his.  But  thees  are  fome  particular  men's  fancys 
only,  and  which  they  are  the  more  eafyly  induced  to,  being  formerly  pofleft  with  fo  favourable 
an  opinion  of  our  ftate,  and  fo  honourable  a  confidence  they  had  m  the  friendfhipp  of  his 
highnefs  in  England.  And  truly  I  thinke  there  was  never  in  the  world  vifible  fo  ftrange 
and  fuddayn  a  change  of  faces  and  affeftions,  as  now  is  to  be  feen  throughout  this  towne 
and  country.  All  this  I  thought  neceffary  to  give  you  notice  of,  that  you  may  not  onely 
knowe  how  things  pafs  heer,  but  that  you  may  likewife  acquaynt  all  your  freinds  there 
with  it,  and  alltogether  joyne  to  feek  the  Lord,  to  turne  all  this  prefent  tumult  and  con- 
fufion  of  our  trade  to  the  bell  advantage  of  his  own  glory,  and  the  good  of  our  whole 
ftate  ;•  and  if  the  whole  be  a  gayner,  wee  may  be  fure  particular  men  cannot  be  loofers, 
there  being  fuch  confcience  and  integrity  in  thofe  that  fitt  at  the  fterne.  But  in  the  mean 
time  my  cafe  is  like  to  be  the  moll  miferable  of  any  man's  heer,  for  whilft  all  others  can 
difpofe  of  themfelves  into  fome  fecurity,  I  onely  ame  bound  to  abide  the  brunt  of  the 
ftorme  enfueing  in  an  open  boat,  and  yet  have  neyther  anchor,  rudder,  or  ragg  of  fayle  to 
help  myfelf  withall.  Certaynly  I  need  fay  no  more  to  you  of  this  particular,  for  you 
muft  needs  be  as  knoweing  of  my  condition  as  myfelf  ;  and  now  I  mufl  confefs  I  am  at  a 
Hand  to  imagine  how  you  will  be  able  to  releeve  me,  unlefs  by  getting  your  freind  there 
to  make  ufe  of  fome  forreign  merchants  afliftance  to  conveigh  both  letters,  &c,  hither. 
So  with  a  fomething  fadd  and  a  litle  diftrafted,  but  a  truely  dutyfuU,  and  never  defpayring 
hart,  I  remayn  Hill  heer,  as  I  mull,  till  you  fhall  otherwife  command  and  difpofe  of.

High   and   mighty   lords, 

Vol.  xxvii.    TV^Y  lords,  on  faturday  laft,  June  26,  the  lord  Nathaniel   Fiennes,  and  the   lord  com- 
P-  553'  XVX  miflary  Lifle,  took  feflion  in  the  court  of  chancery,  and  after  that  the  firll  named 

had  mentioned  the  reafons,  which  had  induced  the  lord  protedor  and  the  council  to 
draw  up  a  new  regulation  and  order  touching  the  proceedings  in  the  faid  court  of  chancery,  - 
he  caufed  the  faid  regulation  to  be  read  openly ;  and  after  the  reading  he  commanded 
every  one,  follicitors  as  well  as  others,  that  for  the  future  they  fliould  in  every  refpedt 
regulate  themfelves  accordingly.  The  fees  and  profits  of  the  judges  and  council  are 
greatly  leflened  thereby.  The  great  feal  itfelf,  as  I  am  informed  by  a  good  hand,  is  not 
yet  altered,  though  it  is  known  that  another  was  making.  On  monday  lafl  the  lord 
marquis  of  Leda,  accompanied  by  two  lords  of  the  council,  and  attended  by  a  vaft  many 
coaches,  was  conduced  to  the  Tower  wharf,  and  accompanied  from  thence  by  fir  Oliver 
Flemming  and  fome  other  gentlemen  went  in  feven  barges  down  to  Gravefend,  from 
whence  in  his  own  coaches  he  went  to  Dover.  In  the  lafl  vilit  I  received  from  that  lord, 
he  told  me  again,  that  he  was  come  over  only  to  make  a  compliment,  and  having  done 
this,  he  had  no  reafon  to  flay  here  any  longer.  And  that  don  Alonzo  de  Cardenas  was 
and  remained  inflru6led  and  authorifed  for  thofe  affairs,  that  were  to  be  negotiated  be- 
tween  both.      The  colledion  for   the  oppreffed  Waldenfes   was   finifhed  lafl  funday, 

according 
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according  to  the  regulation,  I  heretofore  acquainted  your  high  mightineffes  with  ;  and  as  A.  D.  1655. 
I  am  informed  of  this  affair,  a  very  confiderable  fum  of  money  has  been  gathered,  and  L/'V'N^ 
a  good  regulation  is  making  to  have  the  fame  fafe  brought  hither  to  London  out  of  the 
provinces  and  far  diftant  places.  The  officers  of  the  army  in  Scotland  have  drawn  up  a 
paper  to  general  Monck,  wherein  they  mention,  that  having  underftood  the  bloody 
perfecution  carried  on  againft  thofe  of  the  reformed  religion  '  in  the  Dutchy  of  Savoy,  it 
went  very  much  to  their  heart,  and  therefore  they  could  not  help  declaring  their  deep  and 
fad  refentment  at  thofe  barbarous  and  inhuman  cruelties,  as  alfo  their  hearty  compafllon. 
And  therefore  they  had  thought  fit  to  affure  his  excellency,  that  in  cafe  it  Ihculd  pleafe 
God  to  come  to  an  account  of  the  blood  that  has  been  fpilt,  and  to  revenge  there  the  caufe 
of  his  people,  and  his  excellency  fhould  call  them  or  any  one  of  them  for  that  purpofe,  they 
were  ready  in  fuch  a  caufe  to  hazard  their  lives  and  fortunes  with  all  chearfulnefs  and 
willingnefs.  The  laft  advices  from  Scotland  bring  likewife,  that  GJengary  has  at  laft  ac- 
cepted alfo  the  propofitions,  which  were  made  to  his  commiffaries  ;  fo  that  at  prefent  no 
body  in  Scotland  appears  any  more  in  arms  againft  this  government.  In  Ireland  the  fol- 
diers  of  the  refpedlive  regiments  are  put  into  pofleflion  of  fuch  lands,  which  fall  to  them 
by  lot,  and  they  take  vaft  pains  to  bring  that  country  again  under  a  good  culture.  This 
week  we  have  had  no  news  from  the  fleets  ;  in  the  mean  while  they  continue  here  with 
great  application  to  get  feveral  fhips  and  frigats  ready.  There  are  alfo  at  Chatham  and 
other  places  feveral  new  fhips  and  frigats  building.  The  new  cavalry  in  all  the  counties 
of  England  upon  fuch  pay  and  regulation,  as  I  have  heretofore  mentioned  to  your  high 
mightinefles,  is  entirely  compleat,  as  alfo  the  militia  of  foot  foldiers  under  fuch  officers  as 
are  appointed  by  the  lord  proteftor  himfelf.  The  marquifs  of  Hertford  and  feveral  other 
noblemen  in  the  country  have  been  fecured  fmce  my  laft,  but  they  fay,  will  foon  be  releafed 
again,  and  thatit  was  done  only  to  prevent  new  troubles.

MY  lords,  juft  now  I  am  informed  by  a  perfon  of  diftinftion  in  the  government,  that  the  Vol.  xxvil. 
lord  proteftor  has  acquainted  the  council  about  an  hour  ago,  that  a  merchant, mr.  Noel,  P-  557- 
who  is  a  great  trader  to  the  Englifh  plantations  in  the  Weft  Indies,  had  received  news  from 
St.  Chriftopher's,  that  general  Venables,  on  the  28th  of  May  old  ftyle,  with  loooo  foot 
foldiers,  befides  failors,  had  landed  in  Hifpaniola,  and  that  he  had  made  himfelf  mafter 
of  the  town  of  St.  Domingo.  The  faid  merchant  is  very  well  known,  and  therefore 
this  news  is  believed  to  be  true,  by  thofe  that  have  any  knowledge  of  the  defign.  The 
fame  gentleman  told  me  likewife,  that  the  lord  proteftor  had  received  letters,  that  the  fleet 
under  admiral  Blake  was  arrived  in  the  road  of  Cadiz ;  but  whether  the  fame  was  to  re- 
main there  or  thereabouts,  or  whether  fhe  was  to  come  home,  was  as  yet  kept  a  fecret.  The 
lord  protedtor,  after  he  had  communicated  the  faid  news  as  aforementioned  in  council,  is 
gone  with  the  lord  prefident  and  mr.  fecretary  Thurloe  to  Hampton-court.

Sir, 

YOURS  I  received  of  the  25th  of  laft  month,  for  which  I  have  not  much  from  hence  vol.  xxviL 
to  return  at  prefent.     Landrecy  is  ftridlly  befieged.     Our  army  muft  fuddenly  relieve  p.  537, 
it,  or  'tis  loft.     Some  fay,  the  prince  of  Conde,  with  the  flower  of  our  army,  will  befiege 

2  fome 
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A.  D.  1655.  fome  of  the  enemies  garrifons,  and  not  attempt  the  relief;  which  fliallbe  done,  or  what,' 
^^^^^y^  we  ftiall  jfhortly  know. 

The  arch-duke,  Fuenfeldagna,  prince  de  Ligne,  Carolo  Campi,  with  the  reft  of  our 
army,  are   this  fide   of  Landrecy,  and  prince  Conde  with  his  army  is  on  France  fide, 

I  am  afraid  the  town  will  be  loft.  There  is  one  Irifti  regiment  within  it,  colonel 
Murphy's.  There  were  in  the  town  above  2000  foot  and  fome  400  horfe  -,  but  I  doubt 
they  are  now  ftiort  of  that  number  -,  and  for  all  other  things  the  town  is  very  well  fur- 
niftied  with  all  forts  of  martial  provifion. 

Prince  de  Ligne  doth  as  yet  exercife  the  office  of  count  Garzias  deceafed,  as  I  wrote  to 
you  in  my  laft  but  this.  The  French  boaft  their  king,  queen,  and  cardinal  are  very  defirous 
to  fee  BruiTeis  this  year,  and  to  kifs  the  queen  of  Swedeland's  hands.  Let  them  do,  if  they  can. 

The  archbiftiop  of  Mechlin  died  here  the  laft  of  the  laft  month:  his  corps  were 
tranflated  to  Mechlin.  We  do  not  like  here  of  marquis  de  Leda's  fudden  return  -,  and 
the  Englifti  merchants  upon  it  are  packing.  We  long  to  hear  of  your  fleet  in  the  Weft 
Indies.  Here  paffed  an  exprefs  from  the  emperor  to  the  archduke  Leopold  ;  his  bufinefs 
I  do  not  yet  know. 

We  have  here  ftrange  news,  that  in  England  three  ftiowers  fell  lately,  the  firft  of  ftones, 
the  fecond  of  blood,  and  the  third  of  dogs.  This  you  wrote  nothing  of,  as  you  had 
reafon,  being  I  am  fure  lyes. 

We  begin  to  fufpecft  much  now  a  war  with  England.  I  hear  the  marquis  de  Lede 
landed  in  Dunkirk,  and  is  now  in  the  way  hither ;  which  is  the  relation  of  this  week, 
from.

Bid 
her  be  cheerfull  and  rejoice  in  the  Lord  once  and  again ;  if  ftie  knows  the  covenant 
thoroughly  fhe  cannot  but  doe ;  for  that  tranfadion  is  without  her  fure  and  fteadfaft 
between  the  father  and  the  mediator  in  his  blood ;  therefore  leaning  upon  the  fon,  or 
looking  to  him,  thirfting  after  him,  imbracing  him,  we  are  his  feed,  and  the  covenant 
is  fure  to  all  the  feed  ;  the.  compadt  is  for  the  feed;  God  is  bound  in  faithfulnefs  to 
Chrift,  and  in  him  to  us ;  the  covenant  is  without  us  (a  tranfadtion  between  God  and 
Chrift)  look  up  to  it ;  God  ingageth  in  it  to  pardon  us,  to  write  his  law  in  our  heart, 
to  plant  his  fear,  that  we  fliall  never  depart  from  him.  Wee  under  all  our  fins  and  in- 
firmities can  dayly  offer  a  perfect  Chrift,  and  thus  we  have  peace,  and  fafety,  and  appre- 
henfion  of  love,  from  a  father  in  covenant,  who  cannot  deny  himfelf :  and  truly  in  this 
is  all  my  falvation  ;  and  this '  helps  me  to  bear  my  great  burthens. 

If  you  have  a  mind  to  come  over  with  your  dear  wife,  &c.  take  your  beft  opportunity 
for  the  good  of  the  pubiick  and  your  own  convenience.  The  lord  blefs  you  all.  Pray 
for  me,  that  the  Lord  would  diredl  and  keep  me  his  fervant.  I  blefs  the  Lord,  I  am  not 
my  own,  but  my  condition  to  flefti  and  blood  is  very  hard.  Pray  for  me,  I  do  for  you  all ; 
commend  me  to  all  friends.     I  reft,

Mr.  Thomas  Peerce  to  fecretary  Thurloe, 

WOERTHYSIR, 

IT  greeves  mee  to  the  hart,  that  his  hihnefs  and  your  honor  are  fo  incenfed  againft  mee  A.  D. 
for  my  faithful!  duty  to  his  hihnes.  Your  honor  knowes  thear  is  not  the  ieafl  thing  ^-/~^' 
in  thoes  papers,  but  I  did  acquaint  you  with.  When  you  were  pleafed  at  firfl  to  receive  ^°'-^'""'"' 
mee,  I  acquainted  your  honor  to  the  full  in  what  I  had  comitted  and  what  I  Icnew  :  with  ^'  ^  '^"  - 
your  honor's  adries  I  went  over,  and  met  with  mr.  Armorer  at  Antwerp,  Hee  was  glad 
to  fee  mee,  and  afked  about  my  efcaep  :  that  I  will  let  aloen.  I  had  ftudyed  what  to  fay^ 
that  I  might  knowe  what  thear  intentions  were  againft  his  hihnes's  perfon  and  the  com- 
monwealth. I  tould  him,  that  I  had  frinds,  that  would  willingly  ferve  the  king,  if  they 
might  doe  it  with  fafety.  Hee  afked  mee,  what  they  were.  I  put  down  foem  merchants 
in  a  noat,  which  is  in  my  fyfor ;  but  truly  it  was  to  fiend  their  full  intentions,  and  de- 
fiered  I  mieght  have  the  affiftance,  which  they  thought  fitt  to  murther  his  hihnes.  Mr. 
Armorer  went  with  mee  two  days  jurney  to  meet  my  lord  Wilmoeth  and  fir  Edward 
Hyed,  and  acquainted  them,  what  I  had  fayed.  They  were  very  well  pleafed  at  it,  but 
would  not  by  any  means  have  any  atempt  as  yet  upon  his  hihnes  perfon.  Thoes  pakets, 
which  I  broeght  overr,  fhould  have  coem  to  my  hand  loong  befoer  I  was  taken,  which  I 
aquainted  your  honor  of  all  -,  and  that  letter,  which  is  for  mr.  Dampert,  by  your  orther  I 
was  to  keep  till  he  caem  to  town.  I  tould  you  of  the  particulars  of  it  then  ;  for  their 
inftru6tions  how  I  fhould  treat  with  as  many  as  I  could  waeriely,  and  they  thinck 
my  father  and  brother  will  bee  a  great  afiftance  to  mee.  I  am  fhuer  my  father  v/ill  cary 
it  difcreetly,  if  occafion  weor  for  his  hihnes  advantage.  I  did  intend  when  I  had  coem  to 
your  honor  to  take  your  advies,  whether  I  fhould  make  him  aquainted  with  mr.  Morton, 
or  not.  I  am  fertain  hee  will  bee  faithfull  in  what  hee  undertakes.  Then  I  acquainted 
you,  I  muft  wriett  what  I  thought  would  bee  for  his  hihnes,  which  you  bid  me  doe. 
You  wear  of  the  opinion,  when  I  caem  over,  that  they  had  a  plott  upon  his  hihnes  perfon. 
I  could  not  beleeve  it,  by  reafon  I  am  fhure  I  fhould  have  bin  one  of  the  firft  in  it.  To 
bee  better  informed,  I  writt  that  the  greateft  of  my  freinds  weor  dead,  and  thoes  that  were 
alive  wear  very  fearfull,  by  reafon  his  hihnes  and  the  counfell  had  taken  fuch  a  ftrait  orther, 
and  foe  great  a  malifha  rayefed,  that  they  would  not  meddle  but  upon  good  grounds  ; 
and  I  tould  him,  theer  was  but  fmall  hopes  at  prefent  to  deal  with  any  of  the  army  by 
land  or  fea,  till  his  hihnes  wear  cut  off.  In  anfwer  to  it  hee  would  by  noe  meanes,  till 
he  had  fpak  with  the  reft  of  his  frinds,  hoe  hath  full  power  from  them  to  treat  with 
mee  in  all  things ;  and  in  his  laft,  which  I  have  not,  his  man  hath  it  to  fhoe  mr.  Rankert 
and  mr.  Clee,  that  he  may  get  horfes  from  them  •,  but  all  that  is  in  it  is  to  difpatch  his 
man  away,  and  mr.  V/atters  with  all  fpeed,  for  now  is  the  time  to  treat.  This  laft  letter 
I  could  not  aquaint  you  with,  but  I  did  it  with  all  partickelers  of  the  reft.  If  your 
honor's  bufnefs  will  make  you  forgetfuU  of  this  which  I  aquainted  you  with,  I  have  not  ; 
and  when  your  honor  pleafes  to  fpare  foe  much  tiem,  I  will  rehears  all  partickulars  in  all 
what  I  tould  you,  which  will  be  doen  in  Tower.  I  have  not  had  the  inftruclions  of  the 
gentleman,  which  came  with  mr.  Armorer's  man  on  fatterday.  I  fhould,  but  I  was  pre- 
vented by  my  imprifonment.  What  letters  I  received  you  have,  and  what  I  fent  I 
faithfully  aquainted  your  honor  with,  and  what  I  had  from  oethers  I  fhoed  you,  and 
fent  them  away  by  fhiping,  which  I  aquainted  you  with.  Wheather  they  be  goen  or  noty 
I  canot  tell.  I  hope  this  imprifonment  will  not  mifinable  at  all  to  lerve  his  hihnes  : 
if  it  doe  privatly,  it  fhall  not  doe  publykly  to  death.  Thofe  letters  which  I  brought 
you  knoe  in  oen  packett,  was  for  mr.  Moerton,  one  for  doftor  Wyeld,  one  for  mr.  Clee^ 
which  I  proteft  is  all,  and  that  to  Damport  and  mrs.  Gree,  which  I  had  from  a  merchant. 
I  was  to  haften  mr.  Morten  and  doftor  Wild  and  Clee  to  follow  ther  bufnes  ;  but  they 
find  all  people  floe^  and  have  done  nothing  as  yet,  unlefs  mr.  Morton  hath,  which  I  fliall 
knoe  to  the  full,  when  I  meet  with  him.  Your  honor  was  pleafed  to  tell  mee,  that  you 
would  have  mee  deal  ingeanioufly  with  you,  which  I  did  and  will  to  death.  I  am  fhuer 
where  any  of  them  coems  over  upon  an  atempt,  I  fhall  have  the  fecuering  of  them,  and 
his  hihnes  and  your  honor's  difpofing,  and  then  it  will  doe  well,  that  I  fliould  bee  put  up 
for  a  tiem,  and  a  little  feverly  uefed.  Your  honor  and  I  agreed  upon  all  this.  You 
knoe  what  a  confidence  they  have  of  mr.  Firkark,  which  they  think  gives  mee  intelli- 
gence, and  thereupon  I  defiered  the  pas  to  keep  him  and  I  in  credit  with  them  ;  and  it 
would  not  be  amis,  if  hee  did  not  wryet  foemthing,  and  let  it  bee  fent  over  with  mr. 
Armorer's  man.  They  have  a  good  opinion  of  mee  yet;  and  I  defiered  them  they  fhould 
provide  for  mee  theor,  for  fear  I  fhould  be  forfed  to  leave  this  countrey.  Since  I  was 
received  by  your  honor,  I  vow  to  Almighty  God,  and  as  I  defier  to  bee  faved  at  the  day 
of  judgment,  and  by  my  Saviour  that  fuffered  for  mee,  I  wriett  noething  to'you  but  the 
trueth  of  my  proceedings,  nor  afted  either  in  thought,  or  deed,  againft  his  hihnes,  thecoun-

and  tould  her,  they  wondred  how  I  durft  goe  abroad  -,  but  they  fwor  by  their  faith,  they 
would  quickly  {et  mee  faft  enoue.  I  can  fay  noe  more,  but  leave  all  to  the  Almighty 
God,  with  my  prayers  to  his  hihnes,  and  your  honor.     I  will  continue  till  death

Major  general  Haynes  to  fecretary  Thurloe. 

HONOU  RE  D    SIR, 

SYNCE  my  laft  to  my  lord  Lambert  (wherein  I  gave  him  a  briefe  underftanding  of 
what  the  gentlemen  of  theife  fowre  counties  had  done  in  profecution  of  his  highnefs 
inftrudlions)  there  hath  come  to  their  hands  fome  further  account  of  thofe,  that  weare 
apprehended  uppon  their  feverall  orders  •,  the  perfons  of  greateft  quaUity  are  found  abfenc 
from  their  homes  :  a  perfeft  lyll  of  fuch  as  are  taken,  with  the  places  to  which  they  are 
fent,  as  alfo  the  names  of  thofe  that  we  could  not  apprehend,  with  what  information 
we  can  gett  of  their  now  refpeftive  abodes,  you  fliall  receive  foe  foon  as  the  whole  comes 
in.  In  the  meane  time  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  informe  you,  that  my  lord  Maynard  playd 
leaft  in  fight,  and  hidd  himfelfe  (as  we  have  caufe  to  feare)  for  he  was  at  home  but  a  little 
before  our  party  came  to  his  houfe  ;  and  hearing  that  he  was  efcaped  to  my  lord  of  Suf- 
folk's, they  followed  him  thither,  but  miffed  of  him,  he  being  (as  they  underflood)  gone 
thence  direftly  to  London.  In  his  houfe  were  found  fundry  armes  well  fixed,  and  newly 
fitted  for  fervice  above  20  foote  armes,  and  1 2  cafe  of  piftolls,  and  proportionable  fur- 
niture for  foe  many  horfes,  befides  eleaven  carabines,  with  halfe  a  hundred  halberts  and 
javelllngs,  all  which  are  fafely  brought  to  Colchefter.  My  lord  Lucas  dwelleth  in  Com- 
mon Garden,  and  my  lord  Rivers  in  London,  but  the  certaine  place  I  cannot  learne. 
The  gentlemen  heere  haveinge  putt  their  inftrudlions  in  full  execution,  doe  now  moft 
earneftly  defire  their  liberty,  haveing  had  little  to  doe  for  this  weeke,  and  have  noe  other 
fatisfaftion  in  their  prefent  ftay,  but  that  thereby  they  performe  their  promife  to  his 
highnefs,  that  one  of  a  county  would  abide  uppon  the  place  to  be  in  reddinefs  to  perfue 
any  further  inftruftions  his  highnefs  Ihould  tranfmitt  to  them-  Pleafe  therefore  to  mynde 
his  highnefs  thereof,  that  foe  his  pleafure  may  be  knowne  therein,  which  I  am  fully  per- 
fwaded  wil  be  by  them  obferved  with  all  chearfuUnefs,  wherein  alfo  Ihall  not  be  wanting 
the  beft  endeavours  of,

[June  22,  1655.] 

ALexander  Michahlowich,  by  the  mercy  of  God   great  lord  emperor   and   great  duke  A.  D.  165;. 
of  all  the  greater  and  lefiTer  Ruffia,  felf  upholder  of  Mofkokeof,   Uladomer,  Novo-  ^r^^^''^'^ 
gorod,  emperor   of  Cazan,  emperor  of  Aftracan,  emperor  of  Syberia,  lord  of  Pfzafelko,  p.^jg-, 
and  great  duke  of  Smolenfko,    Twerlko,    Ugorflco,    Perafko,   Vatfko,    Bulgarflco,    and 
others  ;  lord  and  great  duke  of  Novogorod  in    the   lower  lands,  Charnegodfko,  Rezanfk, 
Polotfk,  Roftonefko,  Vereftaveflco,  Belozerfko,  Oodorfko,  Obdorfl-io,  Condinfko,  Weep- 
tepflco,  Muftis-Lanfko,  and  commander  of  all   the  northern  parts,  and  lord   of  Everfke 
lands  of  the  Kurtolmiflce,  and  Gruzinfko  princes,  and  Kebardinfl<;y  lands  of  the  Cherloflce 
and  Egorlko  dukes,  and  many  other  empires   and  countries   in  the  eaft,  weft,  and  north, 
fucceffor  of  his  father  and  anceftors,  lord  and  commander.     His  imperial  majefty's  chan-- 
cellor  of  the  embafladors  office,  and  prince,   counfellor,  Almaze  Juaneue,  his   anfwer  to 
"William  Prideaux,  meffenger  from  Oliver  proteftor   of  the  commonwealth,  of  England 
Scotland,  and  Ireland,  and  other  lands,  which  are  added  to  them. 

In  the  prefentyear  716:?,  and  the  28th  day  of  February,  you  being  in  the  embaflador's 
ofFxe  fpake  with  me,  and  gave  me  in  writing,  viz.  That  Oliver  protestor  of  England 
and  all  his  council  ordered  you  to  fpeak  to  his  imperial  majefby,  that  he  would  be  pleafed 
to  renew  and  confirm  the  former  gracious  privileges  to  the  merchants  of  the  Englifh 
company,  which  were  given  to  them  formerly  by  his  imperial  majefty,  and  that  his  ma- 
jefty  would  be  pleafed  to  name  the  number  of  them,  that  they,  their  heirs,  and  their 
fervants,  that  they  fend  into  his  majefty's  dominions,  may  freely  trade  without  any  cuftoni 
or  other  impoft  on  themfelves  or  their  goods  as  formerly,  and  that  it  was  advifed  of  by 
the  proteftor  and  all  his  council,  why  the  Englifh  merchants  were  fent  out  of  his  majefty's 
dominions,  and  were  commanded  to  come  no  further  than  the  city  of  Archangel. 

Anfw.  In  the  four  paft  years  in  the  days  of  the  former  emperors  of  RufTia,  and  in  the  days 
of  the  great  lord  duke  and  great  emperor  Michael  Phederowich  of  all  RufTia,  lord  and  com-  ' 

rnander  of  many  countries,  the  father  of  blefTed  memory  of  his  prefent  imperial  majefty, 
there  was  given  to  them  his  majefty's  gracious  letter  upon  the  defire   of  the  former  lords ' 
of  famous  memory,  James  and  Charles,  kings  of  England,  and  order   given   to  them  to 
trade  in  RufTia  freely  beyond  all  other  nations  without  cuftom  ;  and  they  by  that  his  ma- 
jefty's grace  of  trading  free  and  without  cuftom,  were  to  bring  into  his  majefty's  domi- 
nions all  forts  of  goods,  velvets,  fatins,  damafks,  taffeta's,   cloth,  gold,   filver,   pewter^ 
brafs,  filk,  and  all  other  outlandifh  wine,  fpices,  powder,  lead,   and  all  other  goods  to 
be  good  as  formerly.    And  whatfoever  goods  they  bring  to  Archangel,  or  to  Mofco,  and 
that  there  were  need  of  any  of  thefe  goods  for  his  majefty's  ufe,  they  were  to  give  thofe 
goods  into  his  majefty's  treafury  at  their  prizes  they  coft  in  England  without  any  profit  ; 
and  thofe  Englifh  merchants    that   traded   in  RufTia   heretofore  by  his  imperial  majefty's 
grace,  traded  many  years  without  cuftom,  and   by  that  free   trade   without  cuftom  grew 
very  rich,  and  got  great  eftates,  and  brought  their  goods  and  delivered  them   into   his 
majefty's  treafury  at  the  true  price  without  any  addition.     And  when  thofe   former  mer- 
chants left  off  trading,  there  were  in  their  places  other  Englifh   merchants,  and   they  by 
his  imperial  majefty's  grace  traded,  but  brought  few  goods,  which  were  needful  in  his  im- 
perial majefty's  treafure,  and  never  gave  them  at   the   true  Englifh   price,  but  fet  them 
not  only  at  the  Englifh  price,  but  much  dearer  than  the  Dutch  ;  and  becaufe  of  their  fo 
dear  prices   for  many   years  goods  were  taken   into  his  majefty's   treafure,  not  of  the 
Englifh,  but  of  the  Hamburghers  and  Hollanders,  becaufe  the  Hollanders  fold  their  goods 
into  his  majefty's  treafure  a  great  deal   cheaper   than  the   Englifli  ;  and   what  goods   the 
Hollanders  had  not  were  taken  into  his  majefty's  treafure   of  the  Englifh  merchants, 
it  was  at  excefTive  rates,  and  a  great   deal  dearer   than   the  Hollanders  goods,   and   from 
thence  much  damage  was  done  to  his  majefty's  treafure.     Therefore  the  taking  away  of 
the  privileges  came  from  themfelves  ;  and  the  Englifh^  merchants,  to  whom   the  privilege 
was  given  by  his  imperial  majesty's  father  of  blefTed  memory  Michael  Phederowich  of  all 
RufTia  felf  upholder,  are  now  near  all  dead ;  and  there  traded  in   their  places  other  mer- 
chants,   faftors,    and  call   themfelves   by  their  names  ;    and    thefe   merchants   brought 
fecretly  into   RufTia   and   carried    fecretly   out  of    Ruflia    forbidden    goods,    and   they 
took   from   other   ftrangers   much   outlandifh   goods,    and   brought   thofe   goods   from 
Archangel  to  Mofco,    and   never   entered  thefe  goods  in    the  cuftom-houfe  at  Mofco, 
or  any  other  city,  but  fold  them  as  their  own  goods,  and  at  Mofco  and   other  cities 
bought  Rufs  goods  for  many  ftrangers,   as  if  it  had  been  for  themfelves,   and  carried 
them  to  Archangel  without  cuftom,  and  fent  them   fecretly  as  their  own  goods  beyond 
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A.  D.  1655.  feas.  By  this  falfe  trade  much  damage  was  done  to  his  majefly's  treafure  ;  and  of  thefe 
k,/^W\J  things  they  were  often  told,  but  they  would  not  defift  from  their  falfe  dealing.  There- 
fore his  imperial  majefty  commanded,  that  for  thofe  their  faults  they  fhould  be  graced  no 
more.  And  he  commanded,  that  thofe  Englifh  for  their  much  fahhood  fnould  go  be- 
yond fea  with  all  their  eftates,  and  that  they  fhould  trade  in  Ruffia  with  all  kind  of 
goods  from  beyond  fea  to  Archangel,  and  cuftom  to  be  taken  of  their  goods  as  from 
other  ftrangers,  but  over  much  cuftom  not  at  all  to  be  taken  of  them.  And  for  the  fu- 
ture his  majefty's  order  concerning  the  Englifh  merchants,  by  the  defire  of  Oliver  proteftor 
of  England,  &c.  Ihall  be  fitly  given  concerning  friendihip  and  amity.  But  now  in  reo-ard 
his  imperial  majefty  hath  fo  much  warlike  aifairs  in  hand,  he  cannot  fo  fuddenly  give  any 
order. 

And  that  it  ftands  in  your  writing,  that  the  Englilh  hath  heretofore  been  affiflant 
to  the  former  emperors  of  Ruffia  by  men,  arms,  and  money,  and  to  their  fubjefls  by 
corn. 

Jnfw.  Becaufe  the  Englilh  nation  in  the  time  of  war  did  any  friendihip  to  the  former  empe- 
rors of  Ruffia,  therefore  thofe  emperors  graced  thefe  merchants  to  trade  here  many  years 
freely  without  cuftom  beyond  all  other  ftrangers ;  and  by  that  trade  they  got  themfelves  great 
eftates,  and  therefore  they  ought  to  know  and  remember  that  grace  of  our  emperors. 
And  that  it  is  written,  that  corn  was  brought  out  of  England  in  the  time  of  the  great 
emperor  of  famous  memory,  Michael  Phederowich  of  all  Ruffia,  fent  by  their  late  lord 
king  Charles.  Therefore  by  the  order  of  the  faid  emperor  corn  was  fuffered  to  be  fent 
from  hence  for  England  at  a  low  rate,  without  any  profit  -,  and  had  it  not  been  fent  from 
hence  by  his  majefty's  order,  a  great  dearth  of  bread  had  been  among  them. 

And  that  it  ftands  in  the  writing,  that  you  defire,  that  the  Englilh  merchants  may 
have  their  debts  on  his  majefly's  fubjedts,  which  are  due  to  them. 

Jnfw.  By  the  order  of  his  imperial  majefty  it  is  comm.anded,  that  his  fubjefts,  that  are 
indebted  to  the  Englifh  merchants,  fhould  fuddenly  and  with  all  conveniency  pay  their 
debts  ;  but  there  appears  much  falfliood  among  the  Englilh  merchants  concernino-  their 
debts,  they  having  received  their  money  by  bills,  kept  thofe  bills  by  them,  and  o-ave 
receipts  under  their  hands  of  the  payment  of  the  money,  and  afterwards  petitioned"  for 
payment  the  fecond  time  on  the  faid  bills,  as  it  was  told  yourfelf,  and  a  copy  of  the 
receipt  given. 

1  And  it  ftands  in  your  writing,  that  what  debt  an  Englifhman  makes  in  Ruffia,  it  may 

not  be  reckoned  upon  all  the  Englifh,  but  that  he  that  made  the  debt  may  pay  it,  and 
not  any  others  but  thofe  that  are  fecurity  for  it. 

Jnfw.  The  fubjefts  of  his  imperial  majefty,  or  thofe  Englifh  merchants  that  are  indebted 
one  to  another  of  a  long  time,  they  are  to  account  together  according  to  their  bills.  If  the 
debtor  be  not  prefent,  the  debt  is  to  be  demanded  of  their  fervants  that  are  prefent  ;  and 
his  majefty's  order  concerning  debts  is  to  the  Englilh  on  his  fubjefts,  fo  it  is  to  his  fubjeds 
on  the  Englifh  ;  and  thofe  that  are  indebted  one  to  another  by  new  debts,  that  they  make 
an  end  together  amongft  themfelves,  and  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  other  men's  bills. 

And  that  it  ftands  in  your  writing,  that  his  imperial  majefty's  gracious  letter  concern- 
ing the  making  of  pot-afti  was  given  to  the  Englifh  agents,  Symond  Digby's  wife,  and  to 
their  coufin  John 'White,  an  Englifhman,  for  ten  years;  and  that  bufinefs  being  taken 
away  from  John  White,  was  damage  to  them  alone  4000  rubles. 

Anfw.  That  John  White's  defign  of  making  pot-afh  was  not  of  much  confequence,  and  it 
was  in  company  with  his  imperial  majefty's  colonel  Alexander  Crawford,  and  all  of  it  was 
not  for  a  thoufand  rubles,  therefore  it  could  not  be,  that  much  damage  fhould  arife.  And 
it  is  well  known  to  his  imperial  majefty,  that  that  Enghfh  man  was  indebted  to  colonel 
Alexander  Crawford,  and  he  fat  up  that  making  of  pot-afh  on  gentlemen's  lands  ;  and 
Alexander  Crawford  on  his  debt,  and  thofe  gentlemen,  on  whofe  land  the  pot-alh  was 
made,  petitioned  to  his  imperial  majefty  many  times,  that  the  Englifhman  John  White 
paid  not  Alexander  Crawford  his  debt,  nor  them  for  their,  lands  and  trees,  and  all  necef- 
fary.     Therefore  that  bufinefs  "was  taken  from  John  White,  it  arofe  from  his  falfe  dealing. 

And  it  ftands  in  your  writing  after  a  lofty  manner  concerning  your  cook  and  Rufs  fer- 
vants, which  were  taken  out  of  your  houfe  in  the  holy  great  Lent,  and  that  therefore 
you  would  not  receive  his  imperial  majefty's  grace  of  fables  and  allowance,  but  took  it 
as  a  great  affront. 

Anfw.  Thofe  cooks  v/ere  taken  out  of  your  houfe,  becaufe  they  were  runagates,  and 
would  not  live  at  their  own  homes,  and  would  not  pay  his  imperial  majefty's  fubfidies ;  and 
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concerning  their  running  away,  many  of  their  own  friends  petitioned  to  his  imperial  majefty,-  A.  D.  1655. 
and  upon  their  petition  they  were  taken  and  fent  with  fecurity  to  their  former  place  of  C/'VNJ 
living,  there  to  pay  their  part  of  contribution.  And  moreover  thofe  cooks  were  taken 
away,  becaufe  it  was  the  time  of  the  holy  Greek  Lent  •,  and  according  to  our  true 
Chriftian  faith  and  Greek  religion, "at  that  time  we  are  to  eat  no  flefh  of  any  kind,  neither 
could  they  boil  any  fiefh  ;  and  in  the  room  of  thofe  cooks  it  was  commanded,  that  other 
people  fhould  be  lent  you,  but  you  would  not  accept  of  it. 

Remarks  of  mr.  Prideaux. 

A.  TT  is  true,  that  the  chancellor  gave  me  a  copy  of  the  receipt,  but  the  contents  arc 
_£  therein  contrary  to  what  he  fayeth  ;  for  that  Thomas  Woodcock  the  Englifh  mer- 
chant by  that  receipt  difcharges  the  Ruffes,  that  were  his  debters,  for  the  fum  contained 
in  it ;  and  by  virtue  of  that  acquittance  they  may  receive  up  their  bills  that  v/ere  put  in 
the  office  before  the  acquittance  was  made.  The  chancellor's  error  I  made  appear  to  him 
the  next  day  after  I  was  with  him,  when  that  I  h.ad  the  acquittance  tranflated  out  of  Ruffe 
into  Englifh ;  but  it  feems  the  anfwers  he  hath  given  me  were  made  before  that. 

B.  The  excufes  he  makes  for  the  taking  away  my  cooks,  are  altogether  moft  falfe  and 
frivolous  ;  for  when  they  were  taken  prifoners,  led  to  the  embaffador's  office,  and  then 
put  in  irons,  it  was  then  told  them  by  the  chancellor  (as  I  have  already  written)  that  they 
were  punifhed  for  ferving  me  his  highnefs  lord  proteftor's  meffenger  ;  and  that  it  was 
done  in  that  refpeft  may  plainly  appear  by  this,  that  as  foon  they  were  freed  out  of  pri- 
fon,  they  ferved  in  the  Sloboda  twoEnglifli  merchants  for  cooks,  and  ferve  them  to  this, 
day.  And  well  it  is  known  to  the  chancellor,  and  nothing  is  faid  unto.  them.  They  are 
both  of  them  poor  young  men,  and  under  their  parents,  and  cannot  pay  any  thing  to  the 
emperor  except  it  be  for  their  perfons.

T  HAVE  fent  your  letter  of  the  28th  to  my  lord  your  father  at  Genetoy,  where  he  ftill  vol.  xxvH, 
•*•  refides,  and  doth  make  account  to  flay  there  fome  longer  time.  p.  583. 

The  court  was  forced  to  remove  in  fome  diforder  from  la  Fere  to  Soiffons  through 
the  approach  of  the  prince's  forces.  The  fiege  of  Landrecy  proceedeth  very  well  ;  the 
trenches  are  opened  ;  a  fortnight's  time,  it  is  thought,  will  make  us  mailers  of  that  place. 
In  purfuance  of  the  cardinal  de  Retz's  letter  to  the  two  priefts,  they  have  taken  upon 
them  for  the  funftion  of  great  vicars,  which  hath  very  much  difpleafed  the  king,  who  hath 
fent  them  to  come  to  him.  This  bufinefs  doth  caufe  fome  alteration  in  the  minds  of 
people,  and  may  be  in  the  end  of  fome  bad  confequence.  Endeavours  are  ufed  in  the 
mean  time  to  accommodate  the  fame.

What  I  writ  in  two  former  letters,  that  p-  589- 
there  is  a  prefent  and  late  treaty  betwixt  cardinal  Mazarin  and  R.  C.  for  a  marriage,  is 
true.  R.  C.'s  mother  would  never  confent ;  but  R.  C.  unknown  to  her  has  paffed  his 
word  to  cardinal  Mazarin.  What  further  Ihall  be  of  it  will  appear  -,  and  if  this  be  as  true, 
as  it  is  faid,  what  peace  can  his  highnefs  expeft  from  France  ?  Our  treaty  with  you  is 
at  a  fland  on  your  part,  yet  we  are  confident  it  fhall  be  foon  concluded. 

You  have  a  letter  from  your  friend  in  the  army,  to  which  I  refer  you  for  news  in  thefe 
parts  1  having  not  elfe  at  prefent.

My  lord, 

I  HAVE  received  your  letter,  wherewith  you  were  pleafed  to  favour  me  of  the  7  th  of  the 
laft  month  ;  and  now  I  fhall  anfwer  you  by  the  way  of  Holland,  which  I  find  to  be  the 
fafeft.  I  hope  that  the  pretence,  which  the  prote6lor  takes  to  defer  the  figning  of  your 
treaty  upon  the  bufinefs  of  the  Vallies  of  Savoy,  will  fuddenly  ceafe,  fince  monfieur  Ser- 
vien,  embaffador  for  the  king  at  Turin,  hath  writ  me  Vvord,  that  he  hoped  to  accommo- 
date the  fame  in  a  fhort  time,  according  to  the  orders,  which  he  had  received  from  the 
court,  although  it  is  not  a  war  for  their  religion,  but  a  pure  revolt  againft  their  prince. 

This  court  is  ftill  barren  of  fuch  news  as  is  worthy  to  be  fent  to  you.  The  great  bu- 
finefs, which  we  have  here,  and  that  which  doth  take  up  my  time  at  prefent,  is  that 
about  the  cardinal  de  Retz,  whom  the  king  would  have  to  be  fufpended,  having  recouife 
for  that  to  the  juflice  of  the  pope.  The  difficulty,  which  doth  hinder  us  at  prefent,  is, 
that  I  have  demanded  of  his  holinefs  to  have  French  canons  for  commiffioners,  according 
to  the  cuftom  of  France.  His  holinefs  is  willing  to  give  commiffioners,  but  he  will  fend 
from  hence.  This  is  in  Ihort  the  bufinefs  in  difpute.  I  expedt  further  orders  from  the 
court.

I  SHALL  be  lefs  furprifed  at  the  rupture  with  England,  if  it  happens  according  to  the 
advice,  which  you  have  given  to  mr.  Chanut,  than  at  the  figning  of  a  treaty,  which 
hath  been  delayed  from  time  to  time  upon  fuch  weak  pretences.  That  which  they  take 
at  prefent,  doth  fufficientfy  declare  the  little  good  will  they  have  at  prefent  to  an  accom- 
modation ;  but  it  doth  ftill  juftify  more  and  more  the  good  intention  of  France  to  a 
peace.  But  I  ffiall  forbear  to  publiffi  any  thing  till  I  hear  further.  This  court  is  now 
bufy  in  confulting  about  the  choice  they  are  to  make,  whether  of  peace  or  war  with  Po- 
Jand,  and  the  refolution  will  bq  taken  within  few  days.  Here  are  arrived  two  extraordi- 
nary embaffadors  from  Poland.  They  only  fignified  their  arrival  half  a  day's  journey  off 
this  place,  where  they  do'  receive  embaffadors.  The  king  of  Sweden  doth  make  an  ac- 
count to  part  the  next  day  after  their  firft  audience,  and  to  take  them  with  him,  either 
to  treat  with  them,  or  to  advance  his  army,  being  not  willing  to  lofe  any  more 
time. 

We  are  here  in  fufpence  till  this  bufinefs  be  ended.  I  have  orders  to  follow  the 
king. 

The  affembly  of  this  kingdom  is  to  end  to  day.  All  things  are  paft  to  the  king's 
Content  \  and  that,  which  could  not  be  ended  here,  is  referred  to  the  next.

"IITE  have  at  prefent  no  news  from  Landrecy,  fave  that  the  enemies  have  to  no  purpofe  y  1 
•*  ftrove  to  caft  a  relief  therein  ;  and  that  they  have  pofted  themfelves  two  leagues  p.  6,T 
from  our  camp,  to  incommodate  our  army.  The  queen  and  his  majefty's  brother  are  at 
Soiflbns,  where  his  majefty  is  expedted  with  the  cardinal.  There  is  a  rumour,  that  an 
exprefs  from  Rome  is  come  to  court,  with  order  to  fpeak  only  unto  the  king,  who 
thinking  to  fend  him  unto  his  cminency,  the  faid  exprefs  hath  refiifed  to  fee  him,  and 
will  deliver  the  pope's  pacquet  to  none  but  unto  his  majefly. 

The  abbot  Ondedei,  fent  here  by  the  court  to  watch  over  the  affairs  of  the  clergy, 
having  founded  here  the  chapter  of  the  archbifhoprick,  to  know  if  the  vicars  hereto- 
fore eftablifhed  by  the  king,  inftead  of  thofe  of  cardinal  de  Retz,  would  receive  that 
quality,  the  great  dean  hath  anfwered  him  in  the  behalf  of  the  company,  that  if  the 
faid  command  was  renewed  by  a  decree  of  the  council,  it  fhould  be  obeyed. 

The  chancellor,  the  keeper  of  the  great  feal,  the  overfeer  of  the  exchange,  and  the 
attorney  general  named  Bignon,  have  met  of  late  upon  the  notice  received,  that  the  pope 
will  name  twelve  cardinals  as  commiflloners  to  examine  cardinal  de  Retz. 

Procefs  with  nomination  is  pretended  here  to  belong  unto  the  king,  and  the  appro- 
bation thereof  unto  the  pope.  The  faid  chancellor  hath  caufed  command  to  be  made  in 
his  matter's  behalf  unto  xwo  curates  of  our  parifhes,  St.  Magdalen  and  St.  Severin  to  go 
to  his  majefty.  The  firft  has  obeyed,  but  the  fecond  was  gone  out  of  town,  the  fubjeft 
whereof  yet  unknown.  One  named  Berthet,  fecretary  of  the  king's  clofet,  and  a  perfon 
well  beloved  of  cardinal  Mazarin,  was  fet  on  by  fome  perfons  appointed  by  the  duke  of 
Candale,  .as  he  pafled  by  the  Louvre  in  a  chair,  which  perfons  cut  his  hair,  his  beard,  and 
tore  his  linnen  and  his  clothes,  for  faying  in  a  company  of  ladies,  that  the  faid  duke,  his 
fine  apparel  and  his  perriwig  laid  afide,  was  not  handfomer  than  another  man.

T  HAVE  but  little  of  news  fmce  my  former.     It's  written  from   our  camp  or  fiege  y^^j  ^xvii 
-'-  about  Caflillion  in  Catalonia  of  the  i8th    of  lafl   month,    that  prince  Conti   conti- p.  roc, 
nues  always  the  faid  fiege  very  hot ;  he  himfelf  both  night  and  day  on  horfe-back,  to  ob- 
ferve  the  defigns   and  march  of  don  John  of  Auftria,  who  was  then  within  two  leagues     ^ 
of  that  place  with  3000  horfe  and  4000  foot,  being  equal  to  the  number  of    our  army 
there.     Don  John  is   watching  to  relieve  the   place  the   beft  he  can,  having   received 
exprefs  orders  from  his  majefty  of  Spain  to  that  purpofe  ;  and  it  is  thought,   that  this 
fiege  will  hold  till  the  beginning  of  July.     By  the  next  you   may  hear  fomething  of  it. 
It  is  written  from  the  camp  of  Landrecy  of  the  30  laft  month,  that  the  convoy  laft  entered 
to  that  camp,  met  with  200  horfe  of  the  enemies,  which  were  beaten  by  the  dragoons  of 
mr.  la  Ferte,  which  killed  feveral  of  them,  and  took  prifoners  above    80  of  them ;  of 
which  the  mofl  part  are  Lorainers,  and  of  which  about  80  took  party  with  ours ;  as  alfo 
their  commander.     That  the  prince  Conde  marched  with  8000  men  towards  the  river  of 
Somme  fide,  and  the  refl  of  the  Spanifh  army  marching  after,  and  very  near  him,  being 
certainly  14000  horfe  and  above  8000  foot,  all  the  Spanifh  army  being  comprehended, 

except  . 
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A.  D.  1655  ■  except  thofe  of  duke  Francis  of  Lorain,  being  but  a  fmall  number,  which  did  not  yet 
L/'VNJ  join  the  body  of  the  army,  and  another  little  body  of  1000  men,  that  are  yet  about  the 
river  of  Lys.  However  the  whole  Spanifh  army  are  now  within  6  leagues  of  la  Fere, 
and  lefs  to  the  camp  of  Landrecy,  which  torments  ours  highly,  knowing  not  their  defigns. 
However  it  will  not  be  long  before  they  will  undertake  fomething.  What  it  may  be 
is  not  yet  known.  The  king  came  laft  wednefday  from  Soiflbns,  to  vifit  the  queeri  aad 
his  brother,  but  returned  to  la  Fere  next  day  again,  where  the  court  continues  as  yet. 

The  court  fent  laft  funday  letters  de  cachet  'to  the  two  grand  vicars  made  here  lately 
by  cardinal  de  Retz,  commanding  them  to  follow  the  king,  and  come  to  him,  where  he  is, 
that  they  might  fatisfy  his  majefty-  about  their  proceedings  in  Paris,  fince  they  received 
commiffions  from  cardinal  de  Retz.  He  of  St.  Severin  obeyed,  but  the  curate  of  St.  Mag- 
dalen was  not  found  within,  though  feveral  of  the  commiffioners  looked  for  him.  How- 
ever the  abbot  Ondedei,  firft  fecretary  to  the  cardinal,  who  was  here  about  that  bufinefs, 
parted  on  thurfday,  and  is  gone  to  court. 

Laft  monday  mr.  Berthet,  fecretary  of  the  king's  cabinet,  was  met  by  10  or  12  cavaliers 
near  St.  Thomas  at  the  Louvre.  They  entered  the  fecretary's  coach,  their  piftols  in  their 
hands,  and  one  of  them  drew  out  a  razor,  and  cut  the  fecretary's  beard  and  hair,  for 
which  the  fecretary  having  informed  againft  fuch  people,  not  knowing  what  they  were,  it 
was  found  out  at  laft,  that  that  piece  was  played  by  monfieur  de  Candale,  of  whofe 
hair  the  fecretary  had  fome  impudent  difcourfe  before  a  certain  lady.  We  have  from 
la  Fere  of  the  30th  laft  month,  that  the  prince  has  taken  a  fort  or  two  of  ours,  called 
Bouchain  and  Catdllion,  in  hopes  ours  would  raife  the  fiege  of  Landrecy,  or  that  that 
would  hinder  relief  from  the  camp  ;  but  he  is  rniftaken,  for  ours  have  enough  of  provifion 
in  the  camp  for  thefe  30  or  40  days  to  come ;  fo  that  he  can  but  hinder  our  convoys,  or 
befiege  fome  other  place.  The  cardinal  is  a  little  indifpofed  of  a  colick,  which  caufed 
him  to  be  let  blood.  The  gentlemen  fent  to  Savoy  by  the  proteftor'of  England  arrived 
at  Lyons  6  days  ago,  being  conveyed  along  by  8  of  the  king's  body  guard,  which  is 
more  civility  (as  they  fay)  than  ever  the  protedor  fhewed  to  his  majefty  of  France  as  yet. 
It  is  not  believed  here,  that  the  protestor  has  broken  o«t  with  Spain  as  yet,  notwith- 
ftanding  marquis  de  Leda's  return,  which  is  all  at  prefent.  By  the  next  you  njay  hear 
more  from.

It  is  written  from  Marfeilles  of  the  22d  of  laft  month,  that  duke  Vendofme  arrived 
there,  where  he  was  gallantly  received,  and  within  two  days  after  returned  to  Turin,  to 
prepare  his  fleet  to  go  to  fea.  We  know  not  yet  to  what  defign,  only  thought  he  mufl 
fail  towards  Italy  or  Catalonia. 

The  grand  mafter  of  artillery  parted  yefterday  hence,  going  to  court,  where  it  is 
thought  his  marriage  will  be  concluded  with  the  cardinal's  niece. 

The  duke  of  Parma  granted  us  the  pailage  for  our  troops  to  pafs  in  his  territories,  of 
which  he  made  fome  difficulties  hitherto.

It  is  reported  here  of  late  this  fame  day,  that  admiral  Blake  came  near  Tunis, 
where  he  demanded  the  liberty  of  fome  Englifh  fiaves  there,  which  he  was  refuled,  and 
there  funk  a  great  quantity  of  their  fliips  that  were  in  that  port,  as  you  had  before.

pleafe  God  to  take  him  away,  none  being  nominated  or  authorifed  to  fucceed  him  in 
Vol.  III.  7  I  point 
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A.  D.  i655.pclnt  of  command.  And  we  having  good  experience  of,  and  being  well  fatisfied  aa 
^-''""^'^'''""^  to  your  wifdom,  vigilancy,  fidelity,  fitnefs,  to  manage  and  fupply  the  faid  place 
and  truft,  do  by  virtue  of  a  power  derived  to  us  from  his  highnefs  commiflion  and  in- 
ftniftions,  eleft,  nominate,  authorize  and  appoint  you  the  faid  major  general  Fortefcue, 
to  be  commander  in  chief  of  his  highnefs's  army  now  in  the  ifland  of  Jamaica,  and  the 
fame  to  command  and  govern  in  as  full  and  ample  manner  (and  do  all  things  elfe  in  re- 
ference to_  the  faid  army)  as  the  faid  general  Robert  Venables  did  or  might  have  done  by 
virtue  of  his  place  and  charge,  for  the  advancement  of  his  highnefs's  fervice  in  America, 
till  his  pleafure  be  further  known  and  certified  touching  the  fame.

1.  You  are  to  take  into  your  charge  and  command  the  fquadron  hereafter  particularly 
to  be  mentioned  ;  that  is  to  fay,  the  Torrington  and  all  other  fhips  hereafter  following 
and  arriving  in  thefe  parts,  unlefs  fome  other  be  commifTionated  for  the  fame  by  Riperiors. 

2.  You  fhall  ufe  your  beft  endeavours  (by  all  opportunities  prefenting)  to  feize,  fur- 
prize,  and  take  all  (hips  and  veflfels  belonging  to  the  king  of  Spain,  or  any  ot  his  fubjeits 
in  America,  or  of  any  other  who  fhall  aflift  or  aid  him,  or  fhall  be  enemies  or  rebels  to 
the  commonwealth  ;  together  with  the  tackle,  apparel,  ordnance,  and  ammunition,  and 
all  and  fmguiar  the  goods,  wares,  merchandizes,  and  monies  -,  and  in  cafe  of  refiflance, 
to  fink,  burn,  and  deftroy  all  fuch  fhips  and  vefiels  ;  and  require  all  perfons  under  yoi  r 
command  to  do  the  fame. 

3.  You  fhall  take  care,  that  fuch  goods,  fhips,  monies,  wares,  and  merchandizes,  to- 
gether with  all  their  cockets,  bills  of  lading,  invoices,  accounts,  and  writings  whatfoever, 
that  fhall  be  found  in  them,  or  belonging  to  them,  which  you  fhall  take  and  feize  upon 
by  virtue  of  the  power  given  unto  you  by  thefe  infbruftions,  be  preferved  without  em- 
bezzlement, and  delivered  to  his  highnefs's  commilTioners,  that  fo  they  may  come  in  ac- 
count to  the  flate.

detain,  and  in  cafe  of  refiftance  to  fink,  burn,  and  deftroy  all  fuch  fhips  and  vefTels  of 
the  French  king,  or  any-  of  his  fubjefts,  which  you  fhall  meet  with  -,  together  with  theij 
tackling,  apparel,  ordnance,  and  ammunitions,  and  all  and  fingular  the  goods,  monies,

THE  23d  current  I  received  from  you  by  your  writer  the  400  mbles.  In  part  of 
Shorine's  debt  to  Robert  Caning,  as  alfo  the  emperor's  anfwers  to  my  fpeech  made 
unto  him,  and  writings  delivered  you  the  28th  of  February  laft ;  in  which  anfwer  there 
is  nothing  mentioned,  whether  our  merchants  may  have  free  commerce  to  Archangel  and- 
further  into  this  country.  Wherefore  I  defire  you  to  let  me  have  in  writing,  whether  they 
may  come  free  and  with  fecurity  to  the  faid  port  and  city,  Colmegro,  Vologda,  Yearlflane, 
Mofco,  and  other  parts  of  his  majefty's  dominions,  as  other  ftrangers  merchants  do ; 
and  on  what  conditions  our  merchants  fhall  commerce;  for  this  is  moft  neceffary  tQ 
know,  that  according  to  the  anfwers  I  fhall  have  from  you,  I  may  order  thofe,  that  at  pre- 
fent  are  in  thefe  countries,  to  difpofe  of  themfelves  and  their  effefts.  I  did  verily  believe, 
that  that  particular  would  not  have  been  omitted  in  the  anfwer  I  have  read. 

The  bufinefs  about  the  debts  of  Enghlh  to  Cafsles,  and  of  them  to  Englifh,  was  by 
the  emperor  at  the  beginning  promifed,  that  it  fhould  have  a  fpeedy  end  ;  and  that  his 
imperial  majefty  would  give  fatisfadtlon  of  his  proper ;  but  it  is  near  feven  years  fince 
that  affair  hath  been  in  agitation.  There  is  yet  ho  end  made  thereunto.  Therefore  I  defire 
to  know,  when  that  bufinefs  fhall  be  fihifhed  -,  whereby  I  may  give  an  account  thereof  at 
my  return  into  England,  where  it  will  be  expefted  from  me. 

I  pray  you  to  write  the  vay  vode  of  Archangel,  that  the  Englifh  imbarres  there  may  be 
emptyed  of  his  majefly's  corn,  whereby  the  merchants  may  have  their  goods  under  covert, 
and  not  be  expofed  to  rain  and  ill  weather,  as  they  were  laft  year.  Alfo  to  write  him,  that 
two  bridges  be  made  at  the  landing  and  lading  places,  as  heretofore  was  the  cuftom  to 
do,  the  better  to  avoid  any  accident  of  fire,  that  may  happen.  Moreover  to  give  the 
cuftomer  order,  that  our  merchants  may  receive  their  difpatches,  when  they  demand  them, 
which  was  not  done  the  laft  peace  ;  by  which  means  they  were  like  to  lofe  their  paffage 
for  England. 

I  pray  you  let  me  have  your  anfwer  with  expedition,  that  I  may  depart  for  Archangel.

My  lord, 

YOUR  father  is  flill  at  Genitoy,  whither  I  have  fent  your  letter  of  the  firfl  of  this  Vol.  xxvii. 
month.     The  furmtendants  went  from  hence  the  day  before  yefterday  to  the  court  P-  703- 
at  Soiffons.     It  is  thought,  my  lord  your  father  may  come  hither  for  two  or  three  days 
in  the  mean  time,  but  he  faith  not. 

Here  is  no  news  from  the  camp  before  Landrecy,  only  the  taking  care  of  monfieur  de 
la  Feuillade.  Some  fay  he  is  killed.  It  happened,  as  he  was  going  to  the  camp  with 
fifteen  or  twenty  horfe,  that  he  was  fet  upon  by  a  party  of  the  enemies,  who  were  llronger 
than  they,  and  fo  was  forced  to  yield  after  fome  difpute. 

The  prince  of  Conde  hath  been  fince  fent  unto  for  his  releafe  -,  but  he  fent  word  back 
again,  that  he  could  not  fend  him  in  the  condition  he  was  in,  being  dead  of  his  wounds. 

It  is  thought  that  the  town  cannot  hold  out  longer  than  till  the  15th  or  20th  of  this 
month  at  the  furtheft.

Of  his  highnefs's  meffengers  gone  to  Turin   I   hear  nothing  -,  fome  fay  they  will  be 
received  honourably,  others  not  at  all  j  but  the  laft  I  believe  not,  though  many  will  prefs 
hard  for  it. 

Of  our  treaty  I  hear  nothing  at  all  lately  •,  there  is  fome  filence  of  it. 
We  fear  not  the  Spaniards  agreeement  with  you  much.     It  was  much  feared  here  that 
St.  Quintin  would  be  befieged  by  the  prince,     I  muft  tell  you  truth  in  fecret,  our  army  is 
in  a  fad  condition  before  Landrecy  for  want  of  provifion,  which  the  enemy  ftreightens  of 
all  fides.

THE  underwritten  embaflador  of  Spain  having  underftood  by  common  report,  not 
without  a  very  great  admiration,  that  the  lords  ftates  general  at  the  requeft  of  fome 
receivers  or  officers,  which  they  have  eftablifhed  in  the  country  of  Outremeufe,  had  in 
fome  fort  refolved  to  ufe  retorfion  upon  the  dukedom  and  country  of  Limburg,  which 
he  can  hardly  give  credit  unto,  nor  prefume  fuch  an  unreafonable  proceeding  from  the 
ordinary  equity  of  their  high  and  mighty  lordlhips  :  however  he  doth  think  it  his  duty  to 
fignify  unto  them  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  king  his  matter,  that  fuch  an  attempt 
upon  a  country,  which  doth  purely  belong  to  his  majefty,  without  any  controverfy  or 
difpute,  could  not  be  fufFered,  nor  otherwife  taken,  than  for  an  aft  of  hoiftility  ;  efpe- 
cially  without  having  given  any  communication  of  the  reafon,  which  might  have  induced 
their  high  and  mighty  lordfhips  to  fuch  a  llrange  novelty,  and  much  lefs  requifite  to  juftify 
a  proceeding  fo  evidently  contrary  to  the  peace,  which  is  incompatible  with  fuch  enter- 
prizes  and  violences.  Wherefore  he  doth  defire  their  high  and  mighty  lordfhips  to  recall,  or 
at  leaft  fufpend,  this  refolution  (if  any  fuch  hath  been  taken,  which  he  hopes  not)  and  all 
others,  which  may  in  the  leaft  alter  the  correfpondence,  which  his  majdly  hath  fo  devoutly 
preferved  with  this  ftate  •,  and  in  cafe  their  high  and  mighty  lordfhips  have  any  reafon  to 
complain,  that  they  would  be  pleafed  to  let  him  know  it  by  their  lords  their  commif- 
fioners,  to  the  end  he  may  procure  them  fuch  fatisfaftion  as  fhall  be  juft.

ALL  the  curates  in  this  city  have  decreed  in  an  aflembly  by  them  heldj  not  to  admit  Vol.  xxvU.

dered  hair,   nor  thofe  alfo  that   come  with  naked  breafts,  be  they  never  of  fo  great 
quality. 

One  of  the  faid  curates,  as  you  have  heard,  went  to  court  according  to  the  chanceU 
lor's  orders,  having  been  referred  there  by  the  king  unto  his  eminency.  The  faid  curate 
has  refufed  to  fee  him,  having  declared,  that  his  archbiffiop,  namely  cardinal  de  Retz^ 
having  fent  him  the  pope's  bull  to  publifh  it,  had  eXprefsly  charged  him  to  fpeak  thereof 
only  unto  his  majefty. 

On  St.  Peter's  and  St.  Paul's  holiday,  the  curate  of  this  laft  church  caufed  cardinal  de 
Retz  arms  to  be  put  up  there,  giving  him  the  title  of  archbifhop  of  Paris  ;  whereof 
the  governor  of  the  Baftille  having  had  notice,  he  fent  for  the  faid  curate,  under  pretence 
of  vifiting  a  fick  body,  to  detain  him  prifoner  ;  but  this  curate  miftrufting  the  bufinels, 
would  not  go,  but  lent  his  firft  vicar.

formerly  fupplied  from  hence,  and  fuch  others  as  he  fhall  think  fit  to  make  ufe  of.

Cologne,  [Julys,  1655.    N.  S.J 
-     Sir, 

•npHIS  day  being  the  8th  of  July  1655,  are  come  letters  from  the  king  of  Sweden,  the  Vol.  xxvli. 
-*■    marquis  of  Brandenburgh,  and   general  Wrangel  to  Charles   Stuart.     None   knows  p-  749- 
the  contents  but  Charles  Stuart.     He  is  very  jocund  on  the  receipt  of  them.     Thefe,  as 
I  faid,  are  affeftionately  his  friends  :  what  they  mean  you  fhall  in  due  time  know. 

Alfo  came  letters  from  prince  Rupert,  that  give  advice,  that  Bardy,  the  duke  of  Mo- 
dena's  agent,  was  come  to  him,  and  had  removed  all  doubts,  which  he  made  of  not  going 
that  journey,  fo  that  now  in  honour  he  muft  go.  He  offered  the  lord  Gerard  to  be  his 
lieutenant  general.  Craven  to  be  general  of  his  ordnance,  and  Maffey  to  be  his  lieutenant 
general  of  them.  This  is  very  private  here.  Much  hopes  Charles  Stuart  hath  from  the 
king  of  Swedes,  as  to  have  foreign  forces.  Major  James  Halfey,  who  came  with  Wil- 
mot,  he  is  about  35  years  of  age,  round  face,  in  fhort  hair,  or  a  perriwig,  and  a  round  - 
man,  with  one  of  Afcam's  murtherers,  who  went  in  Spain  by  the  name  of  Arnet  a 
Scot,  but  an  Englifhman,  and  was  the  younger  Halfey's  fervant,  about  33  years  of  age, 
lame  of  the  one  hand,  his  hair  hanging  ftrait,  with  the  mellenger  I  mentioned  in  my 
laft,  went  tuefday  evening  lafb  for  England.  I  could  wifh  I  had  a  cypher  with  the  go- 
vernor of  Dover,  for  thefe  things.  I  can  affure  you,  that  murdering  of  the  proteftor  is 
flill  endeavoured  for  all  your  fevere  proceedings  ;  and  the  adlors  have  confiderable  fums 
of  money  in  hand  to  manage  it. 

One  captain  Philip  Curtis  is  come  this  day  from  England  hither.  Let  Lambert  have  a 
care  of  himfelf,  for  it  is  whifpered  here,  that  he  goes  often  to  Wimbleton  flenderly 
guarded.     I  am  entirely  yours.

An  intercepted  letter. 
Thurfday,  January  28,    [1655.] 
My  dearely  loved  and  honored  freind, 

WHEN  I  have  the  happineffe  to  heare  next  from  you,  I  hope  I  fliall  heare  you 
have  received  the  bill  for  10 1.  which  was  to  be  payd  you  upon  fight  by  mr.  Wild- 
gofe.  As  yet  your  freind  mr.  Savage  and  his  brother  are  in  Jlatu  quo  ;  but  every  funday 
waite  their  change.  It  is  very  much  feared  here,  the  bufineffe  of  Savoy  is  nothing  as  it 
has  been  firft  reprefented  ;  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  doftor  Duncan's  letter  and  larger 
relation,  and  the  deane's  fmart  cenfure  in  briefe,  which  were  far  and  neere  communicated, 
the  maffacre  would  have  gained  little  beleefe  from  thofe  of  our  principles  ;  and  however  it 
beginns  now  much  to  coole,  by  reafon  of  fome  printed  relations  among  us  (that  taft  in- 
deed of  a  Romifh  penn)  which  hugely  heighten  the  occafion,  and  leffen  the  faft. 

If  you  will  pardon  the  bulke  of  fending,  I  will  give  you  here  a  preface,  which  an  ac- 
quaintance of  mine  made  to  a  publique  fermon  of  his  the  funday  after  the  humiliation^ 
as  it  was  taken  in  (hort  hand  from  him,  which  they  fay  has  done  the  exercife  of  the  li- 
turgy fome  good  at  Whitehall. 

But  I  have  a  courtefey  to  begg  from  you,  which  if  you  can  do  fhall  be  requited  with 
a  very  choyce  booke  from  hence  :  it  is  a  few  choyce  cutts  of  the  old  and  new  teflament  to 
be  bound  in  a  large  foho  bible  of  the  Roman  letter.  Wee  have  newly  come  abroad  the 
hiftory  of  the  late  king,  written  by  mr.L'Eftrange  ;  and  to  morrow  comes  out  a  new  piece 
of  do^or  Taylor,  both  which  fhall  be  fent  you  with  the  fooneft  to  requite  your  cutts. 

I  have  not  of  late  weekes  nor  monthes  feen  any  of  your  freinds.  The  fearch  and  taking 
up -of  lords,- gentry*  and  even  meaner  perfons,  continues  every  night  and  day,  which  makes 
us  all  ftand  amazed  -,  and  fome  are  not  afrayd  to  whifper  it  the  fecond  part  of  Piedmont. 

I  ftirr  little  abroade,  and  it  was  brought  me  an  hower  fince,  that  the  protedpr  had 
feafted  this  day  all  the  high  fheriffes  of  England  and  the  lord  mayor  of  London  ;  but 
another  is  come  tomejuftnow,  and  affures  me,  it  was  not  this  day,  but  wil  be  for  cer- 
taine  to  morrow.     Then  we  fhall  know  our  doome. 

The  times  are  fo  ticklifh,  that  I  take  little  delight  in  writing  letters,  even  where  they 
are  much  due.  If  therefore  a  poftfcript  may  not  paffe  for  an  incivility;,  prefent  I  pray

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Nieuport,  the  Dutch  embajj'ador  in  England,  to  the  Jlafes  general 
High  and  mighty  lords, 

MY  lords,  fince  the  fending  of  my  laft,  I  am  informed)  that  the  town  of  St.  Domingo,  A.  D.  i6c;. 
in  the  ifland  of  Hifpaniola,  was  taken  by  the  EngHfh  not  on  the  28th  of  May,  but  Ky^TSJ 
on  the  28th  of  April,  the  gentleman  who  communicated  that  news  to  me  having  named  ^°'-  ^xvii. 
one  month  for  the  other.  I  have  heard  further,  that  near  500  Frenchmen  of  the  ifland  of  P'  ''^5" 
St.  Chnftopher  did  join  the  Englifh  with  fome  fhips,  in  the  faid  expedition,  and  that 
one  of  thofe  fmall  velfels  had  brought  the  liiid  news  to  the  ifland  of  St.  Chriftopher.  -It 
is  alfo  believed  for  truth,  that  the  fleet  under  the  admiral  Blake  is  arrived  from  the 
Mediterranean  in  the  road  of  Cadiz,  having  made  a  treaty  with  thofe  of  Tripoli  and 
Algiers ;  and  not  only  redeemed  in  the  laft  place  the  proteftant  flaves,  but  alfo  above 
40  Netherlanders.  I  am  told  by  a  perfon,  who  has  pretty  good  knowledge  of  the  affairs 
that  happen  here,  that  a  large  quantity  of  provifions,  ammunition,  and  other  neceflfaries, 
are  fent  to  the  faid  fleet,  fo  that  they  conclude  therefrom,  that  the  faid  fleet  is  not  to 
come  home,  but  fliall  aftually  keep  and  ferve  abroad,  whilft  the  other  fleets  carry  on 
the  defigns  againft  the  Spanifh  Weft  Indies.  Yefterday  I  was  informed,  that  the  18  fhips, 
which  are  laden  with  men  and  all  forts  of  necefl"aries  to  afllft  the  fleet  under  admiral  Pen, 
are  failed  the  beginning  of  this  week  under  the  command  of  major  general  Sedgewicke. 
Some  days  ago  arrived  here  two  fhips  out  of  the  Eaft  Indies,  one  called  the  Chriftopher, 
belonging  to  the  Eaft  India  company,  and  the  other  a  frigat,  called  the  Allum,  fitted 
out  by  fome  private  perfons ;  the  latter  is  a  fmall  veffel,  but  as  I  hear  much  richer  loaden 
than  the  other,  having  on  board  a  vaft  many  filks  and  other  ftufFs ;  a  third  fhip,  called 
the  Jonathan,  fitted  out  likewife  by  private  perfons,  and  not  by  the  company,  is  failed 
direftly  for  Leghorn,  to  fell  there  her  cargo,  which,  as  they  tell  me,  is  not  very  well 
Hked  here,  notwithftanding  the  owners  offer  to  pay  the  duties  and  cuftoms  for  the  fame. 
The  money,  which  is  gathered  here  for  the  perfecuted  Waldenfes  in  Piedmont,  is  daily 
fent  up  hither  out  of  the  refpedlive  provinces,  and  they  fay,  that  a  confiderable  fum  will  be 
brought  together,  fince  this  nation  in  general  is  very  much  concerned  for  thofe  poor 
wretches.  The  day  before  yefterday  the  judges  were  nominated  to  hold  the  aflizes  in 
the  circuits  of  the  feveral  provinces.  In  and  about  this  city  they  have  fecured  this  week 
my  lord  Coventry,  my  lord  John,  the  fon  of  the  marquis  of  Winchefter,  my  lords  May- 
nard,  Petre,  and  Lucas,  who  are  all  imprifoned  in  feparate  places;  a  great  many  other 
gentlemen  that  were  of  the  king's  party,  but  of  a  leffer  quality,  are  likewife  confined  in 
the  refpeftive  provinces,  in  their  houfes  or  other  places.  The  gentleman,  who  has  the 
commifljon  to  carry  the  ratification  to  Sweden,  is  not  yet  fet  out.  And  the  Swedifh 
minifter  here  looks  out  for  a  houfe  for  the  extraordinary  embalTador  of  that  crown,  but 
will  take  it  no  longer  than  for  three  months.  Mr.  Thurloe,  fince  his  return  from  Hampton 
Court,  finds  himfelf  indifpofed,  and  has  let  blood  again  to  day  ;  fo  that  I  have  not  been 
able  to  fpeak  with  him  thefe  two  days.

July  3,  1^55-    [N.  S.j 

THIS  morning  had  audience  the  general  of  the  fhips  that  came   this   time  from  the  V.  xxvij, 
Eaft  Indies.     He  did  fpeak  of  a  great  advantage,  which  the   Hollanders   have   had  P-  ^'9- 
upon  the  Portuguefe,  having  deftroyed  them  three-fcore  fhips,  whereof  40  were  eaft  away 
upon  the  Ihore,  and  the  reft  burnt,  &c.  faith  that -China,  the  moft  part  of  it,  is  ftill  under 
Vol.  m.  7  M  the 
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A.  D.  1655.  the  Tartars;  and  withall  that  there  is  a  king,  who  is  turneil  a  Chriftian,  and  had  fcnt  to 
L/'^/'^J  the  pope  •,  and  that  that  king  doth  ftill  maintain  hi mfelf.  Likewife  mr.  Van  Dam,  advo- 
cate of  the  Eaft  India  company,  having  been  in  England,  is  returned,  and  hath  exhibited 
unto  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  general  the  ratification  of  the  protedor  upon  the  agree- 
ment made  concerning  the  differences  of  the  Eaft  India  companies.  In  regard  that  thofe 
of  Embden  are  not  yet  come  to  exhibit  towards  the  ift  of  July  in  their  accounts,  ac- 
cording to  the  refolution  of  the  28th  of  April,  they  have  refolved  to  write  unto  them 
again,  fummoning  them  to  appear  here  •,  otherwife  they  will  fall  upon  the  bufmefs  in 
their  abfence,  with  thofe  of  the  ftates  their  adverfaries.  There  hath  been  a  great  new 
complaint  againft  thofe  of  Overyffel,  for  not  fending  fomebody  to  the  Chambre  mipartie  \ 
but  the  mifchief  is,  that  Deventer  doth  pretend,  that  the  turn  (fince  the  lord  of  Sallick 
h^th  been  on  the  behalf  of  the  nobility)  doth  belong  unto  Deventer;  and  on  the  contrary 
thofe  of  the  other  quarters  do  pretend,  that  the  turn  is  ftiil  in  them,  in  regard  that  the 
lord  of  Sallick  was  never  in  the  employment.  The  lord  Veth  did  propofe,  that  provi- 
,  fionally  they  ought  to  appoint  mr.  Vrierfen  (although  one  of  Friezland,  but  yet  an  old 

civilian)  to  officiate  in  the  place  of  him  of  Overyflel  ;  but  it  had  no  fucccfs.  The 
lords  Haerfolte,  Vriefen,  and  Breda,  commiffioners  of  Overyffel,  having  been  in  Zealand, 
are  come  back,  having  obtained  a  refolution  almoft  as  they  demanded  it  by  their  pro- 
pofition  ;  which  is  printed  and  publickly  fold. 

Thefe  of  Goes  have  propofed  to  the  affembly  of  Zealand  by  exprefs  orders  of  their 
principals,  that  for  pregnant  reafons  Zealand  ought  to  choofe  the  prince  of  Orange  at 
prefent  for  ftadtholder,  and  prince  William,  during  his  minority,  to  exercife  the  charcre. 
They  did  refer  it  to  the  next  meeting,  the  other  members  not  being  inftrufted  about  it ; 
and  in  all  likelihood  (if  the  refped  of  the  proteftor  doth  not  withhold  them)  they  will 
make  that  eledlion  ;  for  at  Middleburgh  itfelf  the  common  fort  of  people  doth  begin  to 
be  very  hot  for  that  eledlion  ;  and  the  magiftrates  dare  not  oppofe  them. 

The  regulation  of  the  Omlanders  hath  been  again  debated,  but  not  refolved  on  ;   and 
there  are  new  commiffioners  come   from    the  Omlanders,  namely,  the  lords  Tamminp-a 
Ripperda,  and  Wychel.     They  will  have  audience  on  Monday.     They  are  of  the  ftrono^-ft 
party,  with  whom  prince  William  doth  hold. 

Julys,  "^^SS- 

The  lord  Wyman,  plenipotentiary  of  the  eledlor  of  Brandenburgh,  hath  had  audience. 
Having  run  through  the  inftrumentum  fcederis  between  this  ftate  and  the  faid  eleftor,  and 
upon  every  thing  or  article  contrary  or  fufpefted  by  him,  he  faid  what  muft  be,  or 
what  he  had  to  fay,  and  efpecially  concerning  the  treaty  of  Xanten,  he  did  '  very  much 
contradift.  In  all  likelihood  the  provinces  will  fee  it,  and  provifionally  it  will  be  put  into 
the  hands  of  commiffioners  appointed  for  the  affairs  of  Brandenburgh  ;  and  thofe  of  Holland 
will  delay  him,  till  their  affembly  be  together.  This  afternoon  here  arrived  out  of  Eno-- 
land  the  lord  de  Bye,  refident  tor  Poland,  who  in  all  likelihood  will  alfo  interpofe  in  this 
bufinefs.  Thofe  of  Zealand  have  propofed,  that  they  are  of  opinion,  that  a  day  of  prayer 
ought  to  be  obferved  for  the  Vaudois,  and  do  confent  for  a  colledion  to  be  made  for 
them. 

They  do  ftill  remain  refolved  to  fend  a  publick  minifter  to  refide  in  Switzerland, 
who  ffiall  go  in  his  paffage  to  fpeak  with  the  Duke  of  Savoy  ;  and  they  have  appointed 
one  out  of  each  province  to  draw  up  his  inftrudtions.  The  fon  of  the  lord  Zuylichem  is 
likely  to  have  this  employment.  From  Zealand  are  likewife  come  commiffioners  on  the 
behalf  of  the  directors  for  fafe  condu6t-money  erefted  during  the  war  with'  England. 
And  in  regard  that  trade  was  lower  than  in  any  other  part ;  fo  likewife  Zealand  was  more 
indebted  than  any  other  province,  and  knows  not  how  to  get  out  of  their  debts  than  by 
the  continuation  of  the  faid  fafe  conduft-money ;  which  Holland  is  very  much  againft, 
^  faying,  that  that  is  capable  to  deftroy  all  trade.     In  Ihort  Holland  and  Zealand  will  have 

many  a  difpute  about  it. 

In  the  bufinefs  and  difference  of  the  Omlandes  nothing  is  yet  concluded.  It  feems 
it  is  delayed  till  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland.  The  lord  de  Bye  is  returned 
without  any  anfwer,  and  without  having  taken  his  perfonal  leave  of  the  proteftor,  hav- 
ing only  a  fingle  pafs. 

July  6. 

This  morning  was  moft  of  it  fpent  in  the  bufinefs  of  the  Omlandes.  The  one  party 
doth  begin  to  decline  almoft  altogether  the  decifion,  yea  of  the  ftates  generall,  being 
willing  to  maintain  a  kind  of  league,  which  hath  been  obferved  there  hitherto,  fpeaking 
likewife  of  delaying  the  bufinefs. 

The  lord  de  Bye  faith,  he  could  not  prevail  to  obtain  an  anfwer  upon  his  propofition 
tending  to  incite  the  protedlor  againft  the  Mufcovites  j  that  feeing  himfelf  delayed,  he 

thought 
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thought  it  beft  to  fignify  to  mr.  Thurloe,  that  he  did  intend  to  make  a  voyage  into  A.  D.  1655- 
Holland,  and  that  he  would  return  again  afterwards.  So  that  he  came  away  with  a  pafs  t/V%J 
figned  on  the  top,  Oliver  P.  without  any  fubfcnption,  either  by  the  proteftor  or  fecretary, 
or  fealed.  The  lord  Nieuport  (with  whom  he  communicated  all  his  bufinefs)  advifed  him 
(to  render  himfelf  agreeable)  to  invite  the  proted:or  to  the  mediation  ;  but  he  told  him, 
that  he  had  exprefs  order  not  to  invite  him,  yea  to  decline  him.  He  faith,  that  the 
faid  Nieuport  is  one  of  the  intimates  of  the  protedlor  ;  that  the  treaty  with  France  is 
not  yet  figned  ;  but  that  France  did  fhew  themfelves  more  inclined  than  England  -,  and 
that  it  was  not  true,  that  France  had  recalled  their  embaffador  -,  that  on  the  contrary,  France 
did  expeft  with  a  great  defire  the  affault,  which  Pen  and  Venables  would  make  upon  the 
iftands  of  the  Weft  Indies  belonging  to  the  king  of  Spain ;  and  that  there  was  a  rumor, 
that  Hifpaniola  fhould  be  taken  already.  .  ^ 

The  lord  Wyman  hath  exhibited  his  obfervations  upon  the  alliance  with  Brandenburgh. 

July  7. 

This  morning  there  was  a  great  deal  of  ftir  about  the  lord  Henry  de  la  Cap  .11,  being 
firft  in  the  commiffion  of  the  treaty  of  alliance  with  the  eleftor  of  Brandenbur^^h. 

Thofe  of  Holland  have  produced  a  refolution  of  the  year  1624,  by  which  it  is  faid, 
whofoever  is  in  the  fervice  or  oath  of  a  foreigner,  is  not  capable  to  appear  here  in  the 
ftates  general.  Now  it  is  fo,  that  the  faid  lord  de  la  Capell,  having  fome  eftate  in  the 
country  of  Cleve,  did  appear  in  the  aflfembly  of  the  ftates  of  Cleve.  Ergo,  that  he  ought 
to  abfent  himfelf  out  ot  the  afferably  of  the  ftates  general ;  and  chiefly  or  at  leaft  that 
he  ought  not  to  have  accepted  of  the  commiffion  to  treat  upon  the  alliance  with  Bran- 
denburgh. Whereupon  there  hath  been  a  great  difpute.  The  lord  de  Capell  did  confefs, 
that  he  was  one  of  the  ftates  of  Cleve ;  but  faid,  that  he  never  gave  his  oath  to  the  eleflor  i 
and  the  moft  part  of  the  provinces  were  for  allowing  of  him,  but  Holland  faid,  that  they 
could  not  enter  then  upon  any  fuch  bufinefs  with  him  ;  and  by  this  means  this  will  ferve 
to  retard  and  delay  the  treaty  with  Brandenburgh. 

The  bufinefs  of  the  Omlandes  hath  been  debated,  and  they  did  ferioudy  endeavour  to 
accommodate  the  fame,  or  at  leaft  to  refolve  upon  it ;  fo  that  I  believe  there  will  be  fome 
final  refolution  taken  in  it. 

July  8. 

Yefterday  all  the  afternoon  till  midnight  there  was  a  particular  meeting  about  the 
differences  of  the  Omlandes,  where  the  lord  penfionary  de  Wit  did  behave  himfelf  moft 
gallantly  to  difpofe  the  parties  to  a  fubmiffion  ;  and  that  fubmiffion  being  paflfed,  they  did 
labour  fo  well,  that  they  did  conclude  and  pronounce  a  regulation,  according  to  the  pro- 
jeft  formerly  made  ;  and  not  to  lofe  any  time,  they  would  not  give  up  till  all  was  writ 
fair,  and  figned  by  all  the  commiffioners  and  interefted  ;  which  being  done,  the  faid  lord 
penfionary  was  fo  generous  (although  it  be  very  well  known,  that  neither  he  nor  any 
other  of  the  commiffioners  would  not  receive  the  leaft  treat  of  wine  in  recompence)  as  to 
invite  all  the  company,  as  well  of  the  commiffioners,  as  of  the  ftates  general  and  the 
Omlandes,  being  at  leaft  20  or  3operfons,  to  dinner  •,  fo  that  in  lieu  of  getting  anything, 
he  will  fpend  30  or  40  pound  upon  them,  refuting  feveral  who  did  difcourfe,  that  the' 
Hollanders  did  only  foment  the  divifion  in  the  provinces.  They  have  alfo  caufed  tne 
commiffioners  to  fign  an  aft  of  oblivion. 

The  commiffioners  of  the  ftates  of  Eaft  FrieP  md  have  this  morning  propofed  a  ferious 
complaint,  how  that  thofe  of  Embden  did  ftill  /orbear  coming  hither  ;  in  the  mean  time 
they  are  now  come,  and  will  fall  to  work. 

They  were  refolved  to  write  to  the  lord  Frife  refident  in  the  Sound,  to  the  end  to  re- 
prefent  to  the  king  of  Denmark  the  prefent  ftate  and  condition  of  the  preparations  of 
the  Swedes  ;  and  to  found  him,  whether  he  would  not  give  his  helping  hand  to  put  all 
things  in  a  condition  to  prevent  any  alteration  in  the  Baltick  Sea  ;  but  for  fear  of  giving 
offence,  they  thought  fit  to  forbear  yet  a  while,  to  ftay  and  fee  where  the  Swedifh  defign 
will  fall. 

July  9,  1655. 

Thofe  of  Zealand  have  propofed,  how  in  their  laft  afifembly  of  the  ftates  of  Middle- 
burgh,  the  lords  Haerfolte,  Vriefen,  and  Breda,  commiffioners  of  the  ftates  of  OverylTell, 
did  addrefs  themfelves,  making  complaint  how  that  thofe  of  Deventer  and  Twent  did  fepa- 
rate  and  keep  themfelves  fo  from  the  body  of  the  ftates  of  OverylTel,  declaring  the  reafons, 
and  requiring  the  aid  and  interpofition  of  the  other  provinces,  and  efpecially  that  of  Zea- 
land, that  thereupon  the  ftates  of  Zealand  did  declare  themfelves  inclined  and  ready  to 
endeavour  for  the  faid  confolidation,   defiring  that  the  ftates  general  would  declare  them- 

4  felves 
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A.  D.  1655.  felves  likewife.     Thereupon  thofe  of  Holland  faid,  that  the  next  week   there  fhould  be 
t/"VNj  a  meeting  of  their  principals,  and  that  in  the  mean  time  they  defired,  that  the  fame  might 
be  fufpended. 

The  lord  Capell  doth  flill  fcruple  to  be  turned  out  of  his  commiflion  for  the  treaty 
with  Brandenburgh,  believing  that  it  is  againft  his  reputation.  But  they  have  propounded 
an  expedient  under  hand,  that  inftead  of  managing  that  treaty  by  one  of  every  province, 
itfhall  be  only  put  into  the  hand  of  three  or  four  commiffioners,  and  by  this  means  the 
lord  de  la  Capell  may  be  eafily  difcharged  without  any  difreputation.

1  eJJ  me,  whether  I  fhall  fend  to  you,  which  I  hope  you  will  be 
careful  of  ;  but  I  perceive  the  fear  of  our  breaking  with  Spain  makes  you  have  many 
troublefom  journeys  to  get  in  your  debts,  which  you  do  very  wifely  ;  for  I  am  confident 
that  you  know  well  enough,  that  your  credit  here  will  not  be  charged  with  a  fmall  fum, 
and  the  longer  it  is  of  doing  the  worfe,  for  intereft  runneth  high  ;  befides  thofe  of  your 
creditors,  that  are  content  to  have  patience,  confiding  in  your  honefty,  may  in  time  with 
much  tampering  be  brought  to  think,  it  will  be  their  befl  courfe  to  join  with  thofe  incon- 
fcionable  people,  that  perfecute  you,  leaft  they  lofe  all.  But  I  need  not  give  you  counfel 
or  caution.  I  fhall  only  tell  you  the  news  we  have  here,  general  Venables  hath  taken  Hif- 
paniola  and  St.  Domingo.

May  it  please  your  highness, 

HAveing  received  y6ur  letter,   a  coppie  whereof  this  bearer   is  to  prefent  unto  your 
highnefs,  I  thought  it  my  duty  imediately  to  call  the  council,  to  advife  what  ought 
to  bee  concluded  in  reference  to  your  commands  ;  and  accordingly  I  the  prefent  governor, 
with  the  refl  of  the  council,  doe  humbly  fignifie  to  your  highnefs,  that   this  countrey  of 
Virginia  did  never  intermeddle,  or  owne  the  buifnefs,  which  hath  lately  happened  betweene 
thofe  men  of  Severne,  and  my  lord  Baltimore  his   officers  in  Maryland  •,  but  what  hath 
beene  afted  therein  was  by  Richard  Bennett  and  collonel  William  Claiborn,   efqrs;  com- 
mifTioners  authorifed  by  the  parliament,  and  without  the  confent  of  the  council,  or  afTem- 
bly  of  Virginia  ;  and  that  the  faid  mr.  Bennett  one  of  the  commiffioners  is  now  in  Eng- 
land, imployed  as   agent  for  Virginia,  and  ready  to  anfwer  this  particular  buifinefs  afted 
by  him,  as  by  commiffion  aforefaid  ;  and  wee  further  humbly  concive,  that  the  counte- 
nancing of  either  party  might  occafion  more  blood  fhed,  to  prevent  which  we  thought  it 
not  fit  to  intereft  ourfelves  in  the  bufineffe,  untill  your  highnefs  fhould  be  more  fully  in- 
formed in  all  the  proceedings,  which  we  doubt  not  will  effeftually  be  performed  by  the 
faid  mr.

writt  me  word,  that  you  defired  to  be  informed  by  me  of  the  bufinefs  of  the  p.  807. 
Vallies  of  Piedmont ;  in  purfuance  whereof  I  muft  tell  you,  my  lord,  that  I  have  en- 
deavoured to  fatisfy  you  beforehand  by  a  letter,  which  I  diredled  a  fortnight  fince  to 
monfieur  de  Brienne  for  you  ;  and  to  the  end  that  you  may  be  the  more  fully  inftrudled, 
I  here  inclofed  fend  you  a  copy  of  the  declaration,  which  the  duke  of  Savoy  hath  fet  forth. 
I  do  likewife  fend  you  a  copy  of  the  letter,  which  I  wrote  to  the  E.  of  Brienne,  which 
pofTibly  may  ftand  you  in  ftead  to  anfwer  to  that,  which  may  be  faid  in  England  upon 
the  relation,  which  mr.  Morland,  who  is  ftill  here,  may  fend  over,  or  make  at 
his  return.  If  I  can  get  a  copy  of  the  juftifications,  which  will  be  given  him  by  the

My  lord, 

NOW  at  laft  is  the  negotiation  begun  between  Sweden  and  Poland  -,  and  if  the  end  Vol.  xxvii. 
do  anfwer  the  beginning,  there  is  fome  caufe  to  hope,  that  it  will  not  be  unhappy,  P-  ^"• 
at  leaft  if  the  honours  and  civilities,  which  are  fhewn  to  the  embaffadors  of  Poland  at 
their  arrival,  if  the  fweetnefs  and  moderation  of  the  firft  conference  on  both  fides,  and 
if  the  choice  of  commiffioners  may  be  any  good  omen.  They  made  their  entry  on  mon- 
day  the  5th  of  this  month,  after  they  had  been  brought  from  the  place,  where  they 
had  left  their  Ihip,  in  a  galliot  of  the  king's,  accompanied  with  a  great  many  of  the  no- 
bility here,  and  by  two  fenators.  At  their  entrance  the  citizens  in  arms,  and  all  the 
troops  that  were  here,  were  in' battle  array,  in  a  place  where  their  lodging  was  prepared  for 
them,  moft  richly  furnifhed  ;  where  they  likewife  found  the  cloth  laid,  and  good  cheer. 
This  embaffy  however  doth  not  alter  the  refolution  of  the  king  to  depart  •,  yea  it  doth 
rather  feem  to  advance  it.  '  He  doth  expedt  to  go  aboard  the  fleet  to  morrow,  and  there 
expedl  a  wind.  There  is  fuch  haftning  away,  my  time  to  day  is  altogether  taken  up  in  taking 
Vol.  III.  7  N  leave 
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A.  D.  1655.  leave  of  thofe  that  go  away  to  morrow,  that  I  have  hardly  time  to  do  the  duty  of  corre- 
^"^''^^'^  fponding.  Yet  I  mufb  not  leave  you,  my  lord,  before  I  have  told  you,  that  after  their 
publick  audience,  wherein  they  did  very  much  fatisfy  all  the  court,  they  have  had  a  con- 
ference with  the  comminioners,  which  the  king  fent  them  the  fame  day,  to  hear  their  pro- 
pofitions  ;  where  every  one  being  called  upon  to  fpeak  the  firft,  and  the  one  not  daring 
to  demand,  and  the  other  not  daring  to  offer,  it  is  yet  in  difpute,  who  fhall  break  the 
ice.  And  in  regard  the  faid  embaffadors  have  a  great  defire  to  begin  the  work,  and  to 
make  a  fpeedy  conclufion,  they  have  propofed  to  the  Swedilh  commiffioners,  that  it 
.would  be  requifite  to  have,  if  not  a  mediator,  fince  the  court  doth  declare  not  to  admit 
of  one,    at  leaft    fome  third  body,  as  an  interpofitor,    to   caufe  the   parties  to  explain 

..  '  themfelves,   and  to  moderate  that,  which  might  be  too  rough  in  treating  face  to   face. 

And  I  have  been  propofed  by  them,  as  having  the  honour  of  being  the  minifter  of  a 
great  king.  This  the  Swedifh  commiffioners  have  taken  ad  referendum  ;  upon  which  their 
anfwer  is  expedled  to  proceed  in  the  treaty,  and  to  bring  it  to  a  conclufion.  Thus  far, 
my  lord,  they  are  come  -,  from  whence  it  is  not  very  eafy  to  forefee  what  will  fucceed  : 
all  that  I  can  tell  you  is,  that  in  cafe  this  peace  be  made,  it  will  turn  this  great  army 
both  by  fea  and  land  another  way  ;  it  being  certain,  that  Sweden  will  not  reft  with 
thefe  confiderable  forces  on  foot.  The  ftates  of  this  kingdom  have  defired,  that  the 
king  would  take  a  new  oath,  not  to  fuffer  any  Calvinifts  in  his  dominions,  and  not  to 
admit  of  any  henceforward  into  offices,  but  thofe  that  are  of  the  Lutheran  religion.  We 
think  my  lord  protedtor  ftiould  likewife  inform  himfelf  of  this  rigor  againft  thofe  of  his 
confeffion,  as  of  that,    which  happened  in  Savoy  againft  the  Vaudois. 

I  prepare  to  follow  the  court.  It  were  to  be  wifht,  they  would  defer  their  departure 
for  fome  days,  or  that  the  embaffadors  would  refolve  to  pafs  with  the  king  to  treat  in  the 
firft  convenient  place,  if  he  cannot  be  ftayd  any  longer  here  at  prefent ;  which  I  do  very 
much  endeavour  to  bring  about.

I  Make  bold  to  acquaint  you  with  whatt  happened  at  the  Rolles  this  afternoone,  where 
were  i4caufes  appointed  to  be  heard,  and  the  clyents  and  councell  attended,  and  the 
mafter  of  the  Rolles  to  be  there,  untill  paft  fower  of  the  clock,  waitinge  if  the  mafter 
of  the  court  would  come,  that  foe  he  might  proceede  in  the  hearinge  of  them  ;  but  none

your  highnefle  underftand,  that  it  was  the  refolution  of  your  commiffioners,  before  any 
fuch  motion  came  from  the  army  (the  army  intending  no  further  attempt  at  prefent)  to 
fend  home  the  fleet,  that  now  comes,  being  for  the  moft  part  heavey  faylers  ;  that  the  fri- 
gats,  which  remaine  behind,  by  taking  out  of  their  ftores  may  bee  in  a  capacity  to  flay  j 
otherwife  they  would  fpeedily,  through  want  of  viftualls  have  been  neceffitated  to  returne 
altogether  :  which  would  have  been  very  prejudicial!  to  your  fervice.

Right  honorable, 

Y  laft  to  your  honour  was  the  loth  of  Maye,  which  was  a  little  addition  to  a  duppli-  y^j  ^y^^•^■^l 
cate  of  my  former  of  i8th  April,  fent  under  covert  to  the  RufTia  company.    Since  p.  21. 


my  laft  I  have  not  bine  wanting  to  folicit  this  chancellour  of  th'  embaffador's  office.  Almas 
Juaniuich,  by  my  letters  and  elfe,  for  my  departure  to  Archangell,  giving  him  to  underftand, 
that  I  had  advife  from  England,  that  ftiipps  would  departe  from  thence  bound  to  that  porte 
fooner  then  they  did  former  yeers,  and  that  it  was  requifite  I  ftiould  bee  there  at  theire 
arrivall  -,  that  my  ftaye  here,  and  not  permitting  me  to  departe  the  middle  of  March  laft  in 
winter  waye  to  Riga,  hath  prooved  very  prejudiciall  to  his  highnefle  lord  proteftor's  afFayres. 
But  al  the  anfwers  I  could  have  was,  that  untill  order  did  come  from  th'  emperor,  I  could 
not  have  my  difpatch  and  departe. 

The  17  th  of  the  laft  moneth  came  a  pofte  from  th'  emperor  to  thefe  lords,  and  chan- 
cellor of  th'  embaflador's  office,  that  have  the  goverment  in  his  abfence  •,  foe  the  daye 
following  hee  fent  mee  my  preftave,  to  advertife  mee  to  bee  ready  to  goe  to  him  the  next 
morning,  as  I  did  •,  where,  after  fome  few  compliments,  he  told  me,  that  the  priveledges 
granted  by  thefe  emperors  to  the  Englifhe  merchants  was  only  to  twenty  three  perfones  ; 
then  he  ftiowed  mee  theire  names,  and  tolde  mee,  that  except  two  or  three  of  them,  the 
reft  dyed  many  yeares  paft,  and  whilft  they  lived  had  noe  trade  to  Archangell,  and  not  to 
theire  faflors  and  fervants  •,  notwithftanding  under  the  notion  of  the  23  nominated,  hun- 
dreds have  traded,  and  defrauded  th'  emperour  of  his  cuftomes  for  many  years,  which 
amounts  to  many  thoufands  of  rebles,  for  that  not  any  of  thofe  that  of  yeares  paft,  and 
now  doe  traffike  to  Archangell,  have  any  right  to  the  priveleges  granted  the  twenty  three. 

That  the  now  pretended  company  of  RufTia  merchants  in  England  have  bin,  and  are  ftill, 
caufe,  that  many  other  Englifhe  merchants,  that  would  traffike  to  Archangell,  and  paye  th* 
emperour  his  cuftomes,  have  bine,  and  are  ftill  foly  and  wholy  hindred  by  that  company  ; 
but  if  all  the  merchants,  that  are  in  England,  would  each  of  them  give  a  fumme  of  money 
to  fayed  pretended  company,  they  fhould  bee  admitted  into  that  fociety,  and  traffike 
under  the  names  of  the  twenty  three  nominated  in  th'  emperor's  priveleges,  and  that  to 
his  majeftie's  damage. 

That  the  Englifhe  merchants  and  factors,  that  lived  in  this  country  in  former  yeeres,  and 
enjoyed  the  priveleges  granted  by  the  emperour  (though  noe  right  unto  them)  defrauded  his 
majeftie  of  his  cuftomes,  not  only  of  theire  owne  merchandizes,  but  alfoe  by  difpceding  in 
theire  names,  ftrangers  and  Ruffes  goods,  by  which  thofe  Englifliemen  got  great  eftares.

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A.  D.  1655.  and  more  by  fuch  frauds  then  by  theire  owne  adventures,  and  commiffions  out  of  England, 
ly^V^^  and  this  proved  in  the  embaffador's  office  in   the  time  and  prefence  of  mr.  Symon  Digby 
agent. 

That  the  Englifhe  merchants  nominated  in  the  priveleges  were  by  them  bound  to  bring 
theire  cloth  and  other  goods,  good  and  warrantable  commodityes  ;  but  contrary  to  it,  theire 
eloth  hath  bine  and  is  ftretcht  in  length  and  breadth,  and  foe  adulterated,  that  the  gar- 
ments made- of  it  without  wetting  the  cloth  are  fpoyled,  and  in  wetting  it  the  fhrinking  is 
more  then  a  third  parte. 
^  The  Englifhe  company  by  the  priveleges  were  forbid  to  bring  into  this  country  pro- 
hibited commodityes  ;  yet  did  they  bring  in  tobacco  and  others  to  th'  emperor's  and  his 
fubjedts  damage. 

By  the  priveleges  granted  the  Englifhe  company,  they  were  obliged  to  fell  to  his  ma- 
jeftie  fuch  goods  as  hee  would  have  for  his  owne  ufe,  at  the  prifes  they  coft  in  England  j 
notwithftanding  they  made  his  majeftie  to  paye  exceffive  prifes  for  them,  and  20  per  cent, 
more  then  hee  payd  to  the  Hollanders  at  fame  tyme,  for  like  fpetie  of  goods,  and 
better  conditioned  then  thofe  had  of  the  Enghfhe. 

And  for  good  fervifes  the  company  pretend  to  have  done  the  emperor  and  his  fub- 
jefts,  when  that  a  want  of  come  was  here  ;  in  requitall  of  that  his  majeftie  caufed  to  bee 
folde  the  Englifhe,  on  tyme  when  they  wanted  corne,  at  a  doller  a  meafure,  when  others 
payed  three  dollers. 

That  the  particulers  above  narrated  were  the  caufes,  that  the  Englifhe  were  fent  awaye 
from  Mofco,  and  prohibited  to  come  noe  further  then  Archangell. 

To  the  premifes  I  anfwered  -,  that  if  the  Englifhe  company  of  merchants  trading  to 
thefe  partes  had  adled  as  the  chancellor  had  fayed,  I  v/ondred  that  his  majeftie  and  mini- 
fters  had  bine  foe  many  yeares,  and  not  till  how  made  any  complaynt ;  and  if  any  of  the 
company  had  bine  fownd  faulty  of  what  they  are  now  accufed,  his  majeftie  might  have 
punifhed  the  delinquents  when  fownd  in  fault,  and  it  would  not  have  bine  ill  taken  in 
England,  or  at  leaft  to  have  made  known  into  England  the  perfones,  and  the  fauts  co- 
mitted  by  them,  and  juftice  fhould  have  bine  done  there. 

I  then  defired  the  chancellor,  that  an  end  might  bee  made  to  thofe.  accounts  of  debts 
betwixt  Englifhe  and  Ruffes,  which  were  now  in  his  office,  and  had  bine  thele  feaven 
yeares  in  agitation. 

That  his  imperial  majeftie  would  bee  pleafed  to  make  a  iirme  and  irrevocable  decree, 
that  hereafter  noe  Engliftieman  fhould  bee  lyable  for  another  Englifhemane's  debt,  except 
were  bound  for  it :  hee  promifed  mee,  that  both  my  demands  fhould  be  accomplifhed  j 
and  with  that  affured  mee  to  fend  mee  my  difpatch  within  two  or  three  dayes. 

It  is  very  well  knowen,  that  all  the  above  denoted  layings  of  the  chancellor  proceed 
not  from  his  owne  intelligence,  or  other  Ruffes  information  ;  but  all,  and  more  then  what 
is  fayed  is  come  from  malignant  Englifhe  here. 

As  for  my  particuler  complaynts  for  my  long  ftaye  here,  the  keeping  mee  in  houfe  ten 
weeks  without  permifTion  to  goe  abroade,  the  denying  mee  payment  of  the  400  rebles, 
heretofore  advifed  off,  and  the  taking  awaye  my  cookes,  I  was  defired  by  the  chancellor, 
in  the  name  of  the  emperor  (making  flender  excufes  to  each  particuler,  needleffe  here  to 
bee  incerted)  to  forget  all,  and  accept  of  his  majeftie's  grace,  which  the  chancellor  did 
agayne  in  the  name  of  th'  emperor  offer  me  :  foe  I  toldc  him,  I  would  accept  thereof, 
and  with  that  I  tooke  leave  of  him. 

The  23d  ditto,  the  chancellor  fent  mee  the  prime  writer  of  his  office,  with  fuch  an- 
fwers,  as  your  honour  will  fee  herewith  tranflated  out  of  Ruffes  ;  alfoe  for  the  4.00  rebles 
that  I  demanded,  two  timber  of  fable  fkines  for  a  prefent  to  myfelfe,  5  payer  to  each 
on  of  my  fower  gentlemen,  and  two  payer  to  each  on  of  two  Englifhe  fervants,  that  went 
with  mee,  when  I  went  to  audience  to  the  emperor. 

I  have  fownd  the  chancellor's  anfwers  to  my  fpeech  and  writings  defedlive,  and  not  fiilly 
anfwered,  and  in  particular  not  declareing  whether  the  Englifhe  merchants  maye  come  into 
this  country  further  then  Archangell  ;  wherefore  have  written  him  a  letter  (coppie  of  it 
I  fend  your  honour  herewith)  but  as  yet  I  have  noe  anfwer  unto  it,  and  I  thinke  fhall  not 
before  my  departure  from  hence. 

A  Holland  merchant  here  hath  advife  from  thence,  that  the  ftates  were  aboute  to  fend 
a  perfone  to  this  emperor,  but  have  deferred  the  fame,  to  fee  what  reception,  entertayn- 
ment,  and  anfwers  will  bee  given  to  my  negociations.  Thefe  Dutch  merchants  wifhe,  if  the 
ftates  fend  any,  that  it  maye  bee  on  that  will  ftand  on  his  termes  for  the  honour  of  theire 
republike,  as  they  faye  I  have  done  for  his  highneffe  and  ours:  then  they  will  hope  of  a 
better  commerce  and  ufage  here  then  they  have,  and  bee  not  foe  much  undervalued  as 
they  are,  nor  obliged  to  give  fuch  great  prefents  to  thefe  lords  as  now  they  doe. 

Five  days  paft  was  difpeeded  from  hence,  by  thefe  lords,  a  writer  of  the  embaffador's 
office,  with  the  emperor's  letters  to  the  ftates  of  Holland.  The  writer  hath  noe  other  cha- 
radter  then  a  paffe  :  hee  is  accompanyed  with  an  interpreter  and  three  fervants.     I  ame  in-

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formed  that  he  hath  order  to  enquire  in  Holland  what  perfonage  (foe  they  fpeak)  my  A-  D.  1655. 

lord  protedlor  is  ;  the  emperor  he  pretending  to  be  ignorant  thereof,  not  giving  credit  to   t.*/'~V'~^ 

my  relations,    and  therefore  in  the  chancellor's  anfwers  to  me  (and   I  fuppofe  likewife  in 

the  emperor's  letter)  gives  not  thofe  titles  that  appertaynes  to  his  highnelfe,  notwithftand- 

ing  my  fpeech  to  the  chancellor  the  28th  of  February  laft.    I  perceave  the  caufe  that  wee 

were  foe  (lighted  is  in  parte,  that  the  emperor  is  held  in  opinion,  that  Charles  Stuart  maye 

come  to  the  crown  of  England,  and  therefore  if  that   fliould  come  to  paffe,   his  imperial 

majefty  might  receive   damage  for  his  correfpondency  with  his  highneffe  lord  proteftor. 

Moreover  the  emperor  will  fee  how  this  campagne  will  prove  agaynft  the  Pole  ;   if  he  be 

profperous,  his  pride  will  be  fuch,  as  cannot  be  imagined,  he  having  already  taken  a  motto 

in  his  ftandard,  Ifiee  high,  and  feare  me  body.     I  believe  Hebdenj   in  his  tranilations  and 

fpeech  of  what  I  have  written  and  fayed,  hath  willingly  omitted  the  words  highneffe  and 

lord,  fpeaking  of  the  lord  protestor.     If  he  have,  and  that  I  can  fynde  it  out,   I  fhall  call 

him    to  account  for  it  at  Archangell.     This  I  know,  that  he  is   not  well  affefted  to  the 

Ruffia  company,  and  is  more  a  Ruffe  then  Englifh  in  affedion. 

The  chancellor  hath  fent  me  a  verball  anfwer  to  my  letter  written  him,  viz.  that  what 
I  have  written  him  to  know  if  our  merchants  Ihall  come  furher  into  this  cuntry  then 
Archangell,  he  can  give  me  noe  playner  anfwer,  then  what  he  hath  done,  untill  he  have 
further  orders  from  the  emperor,  to  whom  he  will  write  about  it,  and  before  my  de- 
parture from  Archangel!,  I  maye  have  my  defire.  In  the  meane  tyme  he  will  write  that 
governor  to  free  the  Englifh  merchants  warehoufes,  and  to  ered  two  bridges,  and  order 
the  cuftomer  to  execute  according  to  my  requeft. 

We  have  advice  of  a  gentleman  fent  by  the  republick  of  Venice  to  this  emperor,  who 
is  already  in  this  ftate,  comeing  from  the  Nerva. 

Off  the  king  of  Sweeden's  extraordinary  embaffadors  to  this  emperor,  that  crowne's 
commiffary  here  refident  hourly  expefts  advice  of  theire  corning  forwards  diredly  hether, 
or  from  Plafco,  to  goe  the  neareft  way  to  the  emperor,  if  it  be  free  from  the  Pole's 
fouldiers ;  of  which  there  is  fome  doubt. 

The  advices  from  the  emperour's  armyes  are  fuch,  that  what  one  day  is  fayd  for 
trueth,  is  contradifted  the  next.  'Tis  judged,  he  makes  noe  great  progreffe  by  rea- 
fon  of  the  Ruffes  filence.  This  we  have  for  certayn,  that  10  dayes  pail,  he  was  noe 
more  advanced  into  duke  Roginel's  country,  then  he  was  two  or  three  dayes  after  his 
departure  from  Smolenfko,  and  that  the  Pole's  forces  have  befeiged  the  citty  Weelips,  be- 
longing to  Roginell,  that  was  taken  by  the  emperor  laft  year.  More  truer  and  frefher  ad- 
vices from  Dantzick  and  Hamburgh  of  thofe  warrs  may  go  for  England,  then  from  hence. 

To  morrow  I  intend  to  depart  hence  towards  Archangell ;  and  this  is  all  I  know  for 
prefent  that  merits  your  honour's  cognizance  ;  foe  doe  humbly  take  leave  and  remain,

Sir,  and  dear  friend, 

YOURS  of  the  29th  of  June  came  this  moment  fafe  to  my  hand.  For  it,  you  have  my 
true  thanks.  Since  the  firft  of  the  laft  have  received  none  from  you  till  now.  I  do 
affure  you,  no  endeavours  of  mine  have  been  wanting  to  have  done  what  I  was  about 
before  this,  but  God's  time  is  the  beft.  To  it  we  muft  fubmit.  I  have  been  thefe  three 
weeks  waiting  for  nothing  but  a  good  wind,  the  fliip  in  which  I  go  being  ever  fince 
ready,  and  God  hath  upon  the  receipt  of  yours  this  moment  given  one,  fo  that  I  am 
going  juft  now  aboard  ;  I  truft  it  will  continue  fo,  and  truft  in  God  to  be  again  with 
great  fpeed  to  follow  our  bufinefs  •,  for  it  is  not  good,  I  fee,  to  truft  fo  much  to  fer- 
vants,  feeing  faftors,  perfons  of  greater  credit,  as  would  be  efteemed,  pro^'ed  knaves. 
But  as  to  the  bufinefs  I  am  going  about,  when  come  there,  fhall  foon  difpatch  it,  I 
queftion  not,  and  then  ftiall  defire  your  further  advice  about  our  further  trade,  and  dif- 
pofal  of  what  I  have  of  yours  and  other  partners  in  my  hands.  I  hope  you  do  believe, 
I  Ihali  not  be  wanting  in  my  endeavours,  as  becomes  an  honeft  and  laborious  fervant  to 
ferve  you.  Therefore,  I  pray,  as  you  love  me,  and  defire  the  quick  difpatch,  good  and 
fpeedy  end  of  our  long  iaw-fuit,  \zt.  none  of  our  partners  come  to  twal  with  our  faftor, 
for  the  cheat  he  hath  put  upon  us,  'till  I  have  made  up  the  accompts,  and  got  the  money 
due  and  remaining  in  my  hands,  which,  God  giving  me  life,  queftion  not  to  do  within 
two  months  at  the  furtheft  ;  and  in  the  interim,  if  fome  witnefTes  ftiould  die,  or  others 
be  fubborned,  I  fhall,  by  the  teftimony  I  and  thofe  whofe  hands  will  be  to  the  accompts, 
make  good  that  lofs,  and  prevent  the  danger,  that  may  arife  there.

But  I  hope  God  will  keep  me  as  well  from  the  one  as  the 
other.  I  have  been  this  long  time  waiting  for  a  good  wind,  and  now,  I  praife  his  name, 
he  hath  given  me  one  ;  fo  that  I  muft  alk  your  pardon  for  not  inlarging,  I  being  juft  now 
going  on  Ihipboard,  and  have  only  borrowed  fo  much  time  as  to  tell  you,  i  have  re- 
ceived yours,  and  withal  to  beg  you  and  all  my  other  partners  in  that  cargafoone  of 
goods  that  bafe  wicked  faftor  cheated  us  of  (which  at  this  time  is  the  caufe  of  my 
journey)  that  you  go  not  to  trial  with  him  for  it,  or  any  part  of  it,  'till  I  have  caft  up 
this  accompt,  leaft  you  be  worfted.  I  fhall  make  all  the  hafte  I  can,  and  queftion  not, 
if  God  give  me  a  good  paffage,  to  be  here  again  within  two  months  at  the  furtheft. 
To  this  purpofe  I  have  written  to  my  other  partners  and  mafters.  I  pray  weekly  fail 
not  to  give  me  the  price  current  of  all  goods,  that  I  may  know  how  to  lay  out  the 
money  to  the  beft  advantage.  I  am  forry  to  hear  any  of  my  old  acquaintance,  that  were 
fo  honeft  traders  and  able  merchants,  that  might  and  would  have  been  helpful  to  me  in 
gaining  acquaintance,  are  made  unferviceable  to  themfelvesj  by  being  clapt  up  into  pri- 
Ion  for  debts.  Truly,  fir,  I  fee  men  fo  hard  hearted,  that  you  fliall  not  need  to  fear  I 
will  venture,  till  I  have  enough  to  difcharge  all,  and  have  a  little  to  do  fome  good  to 
others,  as  well  as  to  live  upon  my  felf,  which  queftion  not  in  a  ftiort  time  to  gain  ;  there- 
fore ftiall  take  your  advice.

Vienna,  June  23,  S.  V.  [1655.] 

THE  ftates  of  Hungary  at  Prefburg  fent  a  committee  to  his  imperial  majefty  the  i6th  Vol.  xxviii, 
prefent,  defiring  leave  to  make  choice  of  his  majefty's  fon  prince  Leopold  Ignatius  P-  ^°- 
for  their  king  ;  which  being  granted  them,  they  went  thereupon-  to  the  prince  himfelf 
to  have  his  acceptance,  who  difpatched  them  with  no  lefs  content  •,  fo  as  they  making 
relation  thereof  to  the  affembly,  within  few  hours  after  his  highnefs  was  moft  folemnly 
declared  king  of  Hungary  ;  which  being  publifhed  with  the  found  of  trumpets,  kettle 
drums,  and  canons,  great  acclamations  were  heard  of  vivat  Leopoldus  primus  Hungaria  rex.

From  hence  nothing  of  news,  but  that  about  40  fhips  with  fouldiers  are  gone  down 
to  the  DoUers,  waiting  only  for  a  fair  wind.  The  conclufion  of  the  Rix  day  is  now  in 
hand,  and  the  king  ftays  for  nothing  but  the  publifliing  of  the  fame,  it  being  believed, 
that  his  majefty  will  not  enter  into  treaty  with  the  Polifh  embaffador  here.

From  Stettin  it  is  written,  the  Swedifh  forces  out  of  the  Stift  of  Breme  were  fafely  ar- 
rived there  ;  and  that  thereupon  a  general  march  was  appointed  within  few  days  after. 
The  king  was  alfo  expedted  daily  with  the  land  folk  out  of  Sweden,  who  are  already  em- 
barked, and  the  ftiips  lying  at  the  Dollers  waiting  only  for  a  fair  wind.  However  it  is 
thought  they  will  not  ftay  for  them,  but  are  already  gone,  or  at  leaft  have  orders  to  go 
upon  their  defign  without  them,  of  which  more  per  next.

AVING  received  your  highneffe's  moft  gracious  letter  of  the    15th  of  June  to  the  y^j  ^^:^^

the  28th  following,  for  the   fettling  of  the  government  of  the  fellowfnip   for  the  year 
enfuing. 

Francis  Townley  and  his  partie  gave  your  highneffe's  letter  the  hearinge,  as  they  had 
done  feveral  letters  formerlie,  and  as  at  the  fame  time  they  did  to  a  letter  from  the  court 
of  the  company  at  London,  advifing  them  to  comply  with  your  highnefs's  pleafure,  and 
to  make  no  change  in  the  government  •,  and  they  gave  eare  alfoe  to  the  advice  I  gave 
them,  to  give  a  due  refpeft  to  the  favourable  admonitions  given  them  by  your  highneffe, 
minding  them  how  often  and  how  gracioufly  they  had  been  reiterated  with  much  for- 
bearance and  clejnencie  by  your  highnefs,  in  expectation  of  their  conformity  at  the  laft.

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A.  D.   1655.  But  when  they  had  done  that,  with  much  refolution  they  layd  your  highnefTe's  letter  afide, 
Vy*V\J  and  followed  their  own  counlells  and   determinations,   taken,  as  it  feemed,   before  their 
coming  there,  which  was  to  paffe  me  by  with  as  much  fcorne  as    they  could  devife,  re- 
flefting  on  me  with  many  bitter  and  malicious  expreflions  not  fit  to  trouble"  your  highnefs 
with  •,  and  to  eleft  the  faid  Francis  Townley,  their  ringleader,  to  the  place  of  annual  de- 
.    putie.     The  honeft  and  well  affected  partie  difwaded  and  oppofed  them  what  tliey  could, 
protefting  againft  their  proceedings,  but  all  was  in  vaine,  for  they  were  refolved  to  have  their 
wills,  though  it.  fhould  ruine  them  and  the  company,  as  one  of  their  greateft  confidents  and 
chiefe  abetter  at  London  did  lately  openly  declare  in  that  court,  and  as   themfelves  have 
often  done  here.     Accordingly  they  made  choyce  of  the  faid  Townley,  which  yet   they 
cafriedbut  by  two  hands  ;  who  that  he  might  mafke  over  his   defigne  and  furreptitious 
feeking  of  the  place,  feignedly  defired  to  be  excufed,  which  not  being  taken  well  by  fome 
of  his  partie,  who  knew  how  eameftly  he  had  laboured  it,  defired  him  to  explayne  him- 
felf  what  he  meant  by  fuch  his  excufe  •,  who  then  faid,  that  he  meant  not  thereby  to  re- 
je<5t  the  company's  refpeft  to  him,  if  they  thought  him  a  meete  man  to  ferve  them  ;  but 
yet  however  he  defired  tyme  to  confider,  whether  he   fliould  accept  of  the  place  or  noe  ;

whereupon  they  prefently  fent  to  me  to  acquaint  me,  that  they  had  it  in  confideration  to 
referr  the  choice  of  their  deputy  to  the  company  at  London,  with  limitation  to  a  third 
perfon,  defiring  my  aflent  to  it ;  to  which  I  gave  them  for  anfwer,  that  I  once  offerred  to 
refign  the  place  to  a  third  perfon,  if  the  company  at  London  approved  of  it  before  the 
next  eledlion,  that  it  might  be  my  voluntary  adl  for  peace  fake,  if  that  were  the  way  to 
it ;  which  they  did  not  approve  of,  but  defired  my  continuance  ;  and  therefore  to  do  it 
now,  after  they  had  a  fecond  time  foe  bafely  affronted  me  in  the  eyes  of  the  Dutch,  I 
neither  could  nor  would  afTent,  before  I  had  acquainted  your  highnefs  with  their  manner  of 
proceeding.

your  hands,  I  would  now  advife  with  you  of  a  way  how  to  compofe  the  prefent  differrences 
foe  unhappily  raifed  amonge  you,  to  which  you  folemnly  profeffed  yourfelves  both  realy 
and  affedionately  difpofed,  as  well  for  my  fatisfaction  as  your  own  future  peace  and  quiet. 
I  chearfully  affent,  being  defirous  to  do  all  good  offices  for   the  fellowfhip,   however  un- 
kindly I  have  beene  dealt  withall   by  any   particular   members  of  the  company.    Only  I 
muft  needs  fay,  it  would  have  been  much  more  futable  to  have  made  that  propo'fition  before 
you  had  layd  me  affide  the  fecond  time,  contrary  to  the  gracious  admonitions  of  his  high- 
nefs,  and  the  advice  of  the  company  in  London,    for  that  I  could  th^n  have  been   more 
fervicable  to  you  in  the  bufinefs.

profelTing  myfelfe  ready  to  give  it,  if  reafon  require  it ;  which  Chriftian  courfe  (hould  have 
been  taken  before  fuch  publique  affronts  were  putt  upon  me.  If  fuch  a  meeting  and  mode- 
rate debating  of  matters  in  difFerrence  make  way  for  a  better  underflanding  betwixt  the 
parties,  as  it  may  be  hoped  it  will,  it  may  then  be  futable,    in  the  next  place,    to  en- 
deavour a  thorough  reconciliation  and   cementing  of  the  company,  which  probably  will 
not  require  much  tyme  or  trouble  ;  for  if  the  caufe  were  once  removed,   it's  like  the 
efFeft  would  be  eafy,   and  peace  enter  by  the  fame  door  it  went  out  at ;  which  great  and 
necefFary  blelTing  to  the  company,  efpecialy  at  fuch  a  tyme  as  this,  if  it  fhall  pleafe  God 
to  give  it  by  this  way,  it  will  then,  in  my  apprehenfion,  be  moft  futable  and  feafonable  for 
you  to  proceede  to  the  elefting  of  a  deputie  for  this  refidency ;  and  this  the  rather,  becaufe 
it  feems  to  me,  that  you  have  refumed  the  place  into  your  hands,  to  fee  if  you  can  make 
up  the  breach  before  you  difpofe  of  it  again  ;    that  foe   whoever  you   choofe   may  come 
to  the  place  with  the  love  and  joynt  approbation  of  the  company  for   his  encouragement. 
If  you  fhall  thinke  fitt  however  at  this  tyme,  or  whenever  you  fhall  goe  upon  that  worke, 
I  defire  you  to  take  into  your  confideration  thefe  few  following  particulars,  which  I  con- 
ceive myfelf  obliged,  from  the  commands  that  lye  upon   me,  to  tender  unto  you  by  way 
gf  advice,  for  your  owne  good. 

1 .  That  as  it  becomes  Chriftians  and  difcreete  men,  who  apprehend  their  owne  welfare 
in  that  of  the  companie's,  you  would  impartialy  confult,  whether  the  laying  of  me  afide 
hath  realy  proceeded  from  any  juft  caufe  given  by  me  ;  and  that  it  is  for  the  good  of  the 
company  in  general,  that  you  foe  withdraw  your  refpefts  from  me  ;  or  if  it  be  not  rather 
the  defign  of  fome  particular  men  arifing  from  principles  of  felfe  and  will,  v/hofe  aftings 
are  knowne  to  you  as  well  as  to  me. 

2.  Whether  it  be  not  the  company's  concernment,  rebus  Jic  ftantibus,  rather  to  comply 
with  his  highnefs  gratious  admonitions,  in  whofe  favour  confifteth  the  well  being,  yea  (at 
leaft  in  my  apprehenfion)  the  very  being  of  the  company,  as  likewife  with  the  good  ad- 
vice of  the  court  of  London  to  make  no  more  change  in  the  government,  then  with  the 
defires  of  fuch  men  as  affed:  a  change. 

3.  "Whether  the  hopes  you  have  of  advantaging  yourfelves  by  another  deputie  may  in 
an  equal  ballance  outweigh  the  prejudice  you  may  probably  bring  upon  the  whole  company, 
by  fo  flighting  the  benigne  advertifements  of  his  highnefs  your  gracious  proteftor  and  be- 
nefaftor  in  foe  fmall  a  matter  ;  as  alfoe  whether  you  can  probably  promife  yourfelves  the 
enjoyment  of  that  peace,  which  at  prefent  you  want  and  feeke,  in  the  having  of  another 
deputie,  with  the  diflike  of  his  highnefs,  the  company  at  London,  and  many  of  yourfelves.

Sir,  and  honoured  friend, 

T  Writ  to  your  honour  from  St.  Sebaftian  all  that  I  had  obferved  worthy  of  your  know- Vol.  xxvHi. 
-■■  ledge.  In  this  city  (where  I  arrived  the  day  before  yefterday)  we  do  ftand  here  all  p-  76. 
trembhng,  as  for  fear  of  the  dcfign  of  general  Blake,  who  having  refrefhed  his  fleet  with 
water,  vicStuals,  and  other  neceffary  provifions,  by  leave  of  the  duke  of  Medina,  he  fet 
fail,  under  pretence  of  returning  for  England,  and  prefently  after  feated  himfelf  five  or  fix 
leagues  from  Cadiz,  and  in  fight  of  the  faid  port,  jufl  in  the  paflTage  where  the  fleet  is  to 
come  from  the  Indies.  This  caufed  the  king,  as  foon  as  he  heard  the  faid  news,  to  fend 
an  exprefs  to  the  faid  duke,  and  to  his  other  minifters  of  thefe  parts,  that  they  fhould  keep 
a  good  guard ;  and  efpecially  that  they  fliould  haften  and  make  ready  all  the  fhips  upon 
thcfe  coafts,  as  foon  as  is  pofTible,  to  defend  them,  if  need  be.  But  the  fleet  not  being 
yet  come,  and  the  moft  part  ot  the  foreign  merchants  that  are  interefted  therein,  throu-^h 
the.  fcay  and  rifl<;  thereof,  do  make  good  the  old  proverb,  that  between  words  and  efFeds 
there  is  a  great  diftance.  And  I  can  afTure  your  honour,  that  in  the  port  or  harbour  of 
Paffage,  a  league  from  St.  Sebaftian,  there  are  no  more  than  10  fliips,  great  and  fmalJ, 
and  that  the  biggeft  of  them  all  carries  not  above  45  pieces  of  ordnance,  and  that  there 
are  but  four,  which  deferve  a  better  name  than  good  barks  ;  befides  that  they  are  all 
unaccomm.odated  and  unprovided,  and  that  it  is  above  a  year  fince  they  were  ordered  to  be 
rigg'd  forth,  if  they  could  have  provided  money  enough  to  have  done  it  withal.  I  was 
told,  a  few  days  fince,  by  a  perfon  worthy  of  credit,  that  in  the  bay  of  Cadiz  there  are 
no  more  than  four  gallions,  and  fix  other  ordinary  merchant-men,  which  exped  the  com-

fall  in,  if  we  be  forced  to  break  with  the  Englifn,  although  we  fay  that  we  fiiall  be  able 
to  fct  forth  to  fea  forty  men  of  war,  and  that  we  will  go  and  af!<  Blake  the  rcaf  )r,  why  he 
continues  to  lie  fo  near  our  ports,  for  who  is  fo  blind,  that  cannot  L-e  oiir  wcakncfs  ai-.d 
poverty  ?  in  efFeft,  I  do  really  conceive,  that  if  the  Engliili  take  ths  fici-t,  they  cun 
never  fend  another  fleet  to  the  Indies,  unlefs  we  make  peace  v/ich  them  there,  which  they 
fay  they  cannot  obtain  of  the  lord  proteftor,  unlels  they  will  part  with  the  inqulfition,  and 
give  the  Englifli  a  port  in  the  Welt  Indies-,  a  bit  too  hard  of  digeflion.  Here  is 'very 
little  Ipoken  of  the  fleet  of  general  Penn,  either  by  reafon  we  do  already  hold,  that  he 
'  hath  executed  his  defign,  which  we  cannot  prevent,  or  remedy  ;  or  more  truly,  in  regard 
the  greatnefs  of  the  prefent  fear,  and  near  at  hand,  doth  ftupify  the  fenfe  of  that  which 
is  more  remote :  the  fpeech  and  prayer  of  the  common  people  is,  that  God  would  defend 
them  from  a  war  with  England,  forefeeing  a  ruin  and  an  unavoidable  defrruclicn  to  befal 
them,  if  it  be  not  prevented.  As  to  an  accommodation  between  the  two  crowns,  it  doth 
feem  as  if  the  zeal  and  fei-vor  of  his  holinefs  was  grown  very  cold,  it  may  be  through  the 
interceffion  of  fome  French  minifters  at  Rome. 

The  faftor  of  mr.  Peter  Bliflet  doth  humbly  defire  your  honour  to  fend  him  fpedily 
fome  monies,  for  his  fubfiflence  during  his  abode  in  thefe  parts,  in  regard  his  negotiation 
doth  put  him  to  great  charges,  in  travelling  from  place  to  place.  You  may  remit  the 
money  to  mr.  Francifco  Kerye,  merchant  at  St.  Sebaftians,  by  means  of  his  correfpondent, 
mr.  Roddon,  at  London.  I  am  going  in  all  hafte  to  Cadiz,  to  adjufl:  there  my  accompts 
with  fome  merchants,  from  whence  I  will  write  at  large  to  your  honour  of  all  things,  in 
the  mean  time  I  kifs  your  hand,  in  the  quality  of  your  moil  affeftionate  fervant,

Since  the  writing  of  my  .letter  here  is  news  come,  that  general  Penn  hath  taken  the 
ifland  of  the  Canaries,  and  other  places  adjacent  to  that ;  and  that  the  pope  doth  labour 
roundly  to  make  a  peace  between  the  two  crowns,  through  the  means  of  a  marriage  be- 
tween the  king  of  France  and  the  infanta  of  Spain  •,  fo  that  thofe  two  kingdoms  may 
join  their  forces  together  to  chaflife  (as  they  fay)  the  infolence  and  pride  of  the  Englifh ; 
to  which  end  it  is  faid,  that  his  holinefs  doth  offer  great  funis  of  money,  and  that  the 
emperor  will  join  all  the  ftrength  he  hath  likewife.  But  the  beft  of  all  is,  that  our  king 
will  treat  with  the  Turk,  to  induce  him  to  this  union  againft  the  Englifh  i  and  the  filver 
fleet  is  fafe  in  fome  good  harbour  (without  a  name)  in  the  Indies  ;  but  there  is  no  credit 
to  be  given  to  thefe  rumors.

A  letter  of  intelligence  to  mr.  Petit. 
Paris,  V*  July,  T^^SS- 

WE  have  been  fix  days  without  hearing  any  thing  from  the  fiege  of  Landrecy ; 
but  yefterday  night  I  faw  fome  letters  written  by  the  marefchal  of  Turenne  to  his 
lady,  from  the  camp,  dated  the  loth  in  the  morning.  They  bear,  that  mr.  de  Mont- 
pouillan  his  nephew  had  been  greivoufly  wounded  ;  and  that  he  had  fent  a  trumpeter  to 
mr.  le  prince  to  obtain  a  pafs,  that  his  nephew  might  be  carried  to  St.  Quintin.  And  as 
for  the  fiege,  he  writes  in  general,  that  it's  in  a  very  good  pofture,  and  that  he  hopes  to 
render  his  majefty  mafl:er  of  the  place  very  fuddenly.  His  fecretary,  which  wrote  the 
day  before,  faith,  that  the  7th  the  counterfcarp  was  gained  in  two  aflaults,  in  one  of 
which  was  the  regiment  of  Turenne,  and  in  the  other  that  of  Uxelles  ;  which  being 
done,  the  ditch  has  been  pierced,  and  the  mines  ready  to  be  grapled  into  the  baftion,  as 
he  writ.  It's  written  from  St.  Quintin,  that  mr.  de  Montpouillan  was  arrived  there 
extremely  wounded  in  the  eye,  throat,  and  thigh  ;  that  the  miners  were  grapled  £0  the 
body  of  the  place  -,  and  that  it  was  verily  thought,  the  faid  place  would  be  obliged  to 
yield  the  1 5th  or  1 6th  inftant.  That  a  great  convoy  was  preparing  at  Guife  and.  at  la  Fere, 
which  are  intended  to  pafs  into  the  camp,  as  much  to  refrefh  the  foldiers,  as  to  fortify  the 
place,  when  it  Ihall  be  taken.  It's  to  be  conducted  by  the  marefchals  of  la  Motheaudan- 
court,  of  Grammont,  and  Grancay ;  and  to  haften  the  march  thereof,  cardinal  Mazarin 
and  mr.  le  Tellier  have  come  to  la  Fere  ever  fince  funday  laft ;  and  mr.  le. prince  is  flil! 

incamped 
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incampcd  towards  Eftreu,  I'Efcheille,  Vandaucourt,  and  other  places.  Viduals  begin  to  be 
rare  in  our  camp,  but  as  the  place  is  at  its  laft  gafp,  it's  hoped,  that  the  pains  rhr.  le 
prince  has  ufed  to  hinder  our  convoys,  will  be  to  no  purpofe.  The  prince  of  Conti  has 
taken  Caftilion,  don  John  of  Auftria  not  daring  to  fuccour  it,  altiiough  he  made  a  fliew 
thereof,  having  marched  with  all  his  army  on  that  fide.  The  rumour  runneth,  that  we 
have  befieged  Valence  in  the  Milanefe,  which  I  hardly  believe,  by  reafon  that  place  is 
too  far  in  the  enemy's  countiy. 

Laft  week  mr.  Martarel  was  put  up  in  the  baftille.  The  caufe  is  unknown,  unlefs  it  be 
for  having  had  fome  intelligence  with  the  cardinal  of  Retz,  who  is  his  great  friend. 
This  is  all  I  can  inform  you  by  this  ordinary,  hoping  to  inform  you  by  the  next  of 
the  taking  of  Landrecy,  unlefs  mr.  le  prince  doth  attempt  to  fuccour  it.

T^HE  fiege  of  Landrecy  is  much  advanced.     It's  monfieur  de  Montpoiiillan^  brother  to  Vol.xxviii, 
-*■    the  marquis  of  Cugnac,  who  has  been  wounded  to  death,  and  not  the  marefchal  of  P-  ^i>'- 
la  Ferte  Seneterre,  as  had  been  faid.     Although  the  king's  army  be  exceeding  great,  yet 
neverthelefs  levies  are  making  to  put  in  the  place  of  thofe,  which  have  been  killed.     I 
hear  the  duke  of  York  is  gone  to  court. 

We  are  alfo  informed  from  Grenoble,  that  mr.  Lefdiguieres  is  making  levies  for  Italy. 
Some  write  from  Flanders,  that  queen  Chriftina  having  fent  to  Swedeland  to  demand  her 
penfions,  they  had  been  denied  her,  unlefs  Ihe  came  and  fpent  them  there.

TN  regard  we  are  not  the  friends  of  the  Vallies  of  Angrogne  and  Lucerne,  as  you  Englilh,  Vol  xxviii. 

who  do  take  their  bufinefs  to  heart,  therefore  we  are  not  fo  curious  to  enquire  after  P-  88. 
them,  nor  to  know  their  affairs,  nor  liberal  enough  to  alTift  them  in  their  afflidlions. 
But  now  you  do  defire  to  be  informed  thereof,  I  Ihall  make  it  my  bufinefs  to  give  you 
the  beft  advice  I  can  from  thence,  and  of  their  affairs,  which  fhall  be  by  the  next  poft. 
In  the  mean  time,  the  town  of  Landrecy  is  giving  up  the  ghoft.  We  do  expe6l  every 
day  to  hear,  that  it  is  taken.

Sir, 


YO  U  may  pleafe  to  remember,  that  I  gave  you  my   feares  and  thoughts,  that   the 
worke  of  tranfplantation  might  receave  fome  obftruftions  from  England,  thorough 
mifreprefentations,  and  that  you  may  not  be  deceaved  into  a  prejudice  againft   the  worke 
by  what  reports  may  come  from  hence,  by  reafon  of  fome  late  orders,   I  fhall  give  you 
a  breif  account  thereof,  that  upon  our  journey  we  found  the  officers  objefting  in  feveral 
places,  that  fome  of  our  own  orders   had  obftrufted  the  work  of  tranfplantation,  which 
were  made  on  the  behalf  of  fir  William  Fenton,  fir  Hardrefs  Waller,   and  other  Englifh 
proprietors.     The  words  of  the  order  were  fo  penned,  as  gave  them  libertie  to  keep  Irifh 
proprietors  on  there  eftates,  which  words  were  difowned   by  moft  of  the  councell,  not  to 
be  within  there  intentions  to  grant  ;  and  we  finding  thofe  orders  to    be   pretended   hin- 
derers  of  the  works,  wee  did  recall  them  ;  the  orders  themfelves  alfoe  giving  us  a  libertie 
therein,  they  being  but  till  further  order.     This  is  a  true  ftate   of  the  cafe  ;  and  though 
I  fhould  be  willing  to  incourage  and  gratifye  thefe  perfons  wherein  I  may,  yet  to  obftrudl 
fo  good  and  necefTary  a  work  for   my  particular  interefts,  it  would  be  againft  our  truft. 
I  clearly  fee,  that  we  muft  encounter  with  more  and  more  difficulties,  when  the  adventurers 
and  foldiers  are  in  poflTefTion,  Irifh  tenants  being  eafier  to  get,  and  of  more  prefent  profitt 
then  Englifh.     But  if  the  Lord  hath  not  a  further  fcourge  for  us  here,  he  will  ftrenghten 
our  hands  to  the  carrying  of  it  on.     We  intend  to  morrow,  if  the  Lord  pleafe,  to  fpend 
fome   time  thoroughout  this  nation,  in   the  behalf  of  the  poor  Waldenfes  ;  and  I  hope, 
confidering  our  povertie,  here  will  be  a  very  liberall  contribution.     I  defire   to  know  his 
highnefs  pleafure,  how  it  fhall  be  difpofcd  of  when  collected.     One  great  fear  is,  that  it 
will  be  mifimproved,  as   the  contribution  was  formerly  for  Ireland :  the  certaintie  of  the 
contrary  will  much  advance  the  bufinefs.     I  fhail  not  further  trouble  you,  but  that  I  am

My    LORD, 

HIS  majefty  and  the  whole  court  is  come  to  this  place,  where  I  have  reiceived  yours  Vol.  xxviij 
of  the  firft ;  in  anfwer  to  which  I  have  only  to  tell  you,  that  notwithftanding  the  p.  loo. 
alTurances,  which  are  given  you  of  the  good  intentions  of  the  lord  proteftor,  and  the 
aff'efted  excufes,  which  are  managed  to  delay  the  figning  of  your  treaty,  his  majefty  is 
refolved  to  be  no  longer  cklayed  therewith  ;  and  therefore  you  are  to  endeavour  to  conclude 
the  fame  one  way  or  other.  It  is  very  probable,  that  the  having  let  the  marquis  of  Leda 
go  away  unfatisfied,  and  not  having  concluded  any  thing  with  him,  that  orders  are  given 
to  Penn  to  damnify  the  Spaniards,  and  to  afTault  them  in  their  moft  fenfible  part  ;  for  if 
he  fhould  take  from  them  their  Indies,  or  only  render  the  navigation  more  uncertain,  - 
they  will  not  have  wherewithal  left  them  to  maintain  their  greatnefs,  fince  they  do 
draw  all  their  gold  and  wealth  from  thence  to  carry  on  the  war ;  and  one  might  conclude 
with  aflfurance,  if  that  the  proteftor  doth  intend  to  take  that  courfe,  that  he  vvfill  agree 
with  us,  to  the  end  he  may  the  better  carry  on  his  defigns,  the  Spanifh  forces  being  em- 
ployed to  defend  themfelves  againfl  us.  I  cannot  tell  you  any  certain  news  of  our  fiege, 
nor  what  pafleth  in  the  enemy's  army  ;  for  fince  the  3d  of  this  month,  we  have  not 
heard  any  thing,  and  the  lafb  advice  we  had  did  give  us  fome  hopes,  that  we  fhall 
march  into  the  place  within  few  days,  which  God  grant ;  the  confequence  whereof  is  well 
known  unto  us.

UPON  the  manifold  experiences,  that  I  have  of  your  favour  and  great  civility,  I  am 
emboldened  at  this  time,  with  my  humble  fervice  to  you,  to  prefent  you  with  thefe 
few  lines,  about  a  bufines,  that  concerneth  this  gentleman,  the  bearer  hereof,  dod:or 
Cummins.  He  hath  been  recommended  to  his  highnes  the  lord  proteftor  by  fir  John 
Reinolds  and  coll.  Goffe,  in  order  to  a  place  now  pofTeffed  by  coll.  White  in  the  Tower, 
upon  fuppofition  of  his  furrender.  His  highnes  was  by  thofe  gentlemen  fufficiently  afTured. 
of  his  fidelity,  only  required  fome  further  fatisfaftion  concerning  his  fitnes  for  fuch  a 
civill  employment,  he  having  been  bred  a  fcholar.  Now  the  gentleman  being  fo  well 
knowen  to  me  to  be  a  perfon  of  extraordinary  worth  and  ingenuity  (he  having  been  for-

A  Letter  of  intelligence  from  the  Hague. 
On  faturday  the  loth  of  July  1655.     [N.  S.] 

THE  defign  of  thofe  of  Zealand  concerning  thofeof  OverylTel  is,  that  there  ought  to  be  Vol.  xxvii. 
commiffioners  fent  thither  ;  and  to  this  effect  they  have  already  named  Wybergen.    P-  7^5- 

As  for  the  eledlion  of  a  ftadtholder  in  Zealand,  infaUibly  it  will  be  a  point  of  the  next 
affembly.     However  the  cleareft  fighted  do  think,  that  it  will  be  only  pro  forma. 

They  have  again  debated  to  write  to  the  refident  de  Vries,  to  the  end  to  fpeak  to  the 
king  of  Denmark,  and  to  found  him  concerning  the  preparations  of  the  Swedes,  and  that 
is  now  refolved  upon.  But  as  for  the  fhips  defigned  for  the  Sound  two  months  fince,  that 
remains  as  it  was,  and  nothing  further  done  in  it.  Vice  admiral  de  Ruyter  is  gone  to" 
wards  the  weft,  and  having  embarked  feveral  confiderable  and  curious  ones  of  Amfterdam 
will  fet  them  afhore  in  England  to  fee  the  proteftor  ;  amongft  the  reft  Witfen  the  bur- 
gomafter  of  Amfterdam  ;  item  the  Droffard  Bicker,  and  many  others. 

The  commiffioners  of  the  ftates  of  Eaft  Friefland  and  of  the  city  of  Embden  have  been 
this  morning  the  nrft  time  before  their  commiffioners,  and  are  to  give  in  on  monday  next 
every  one  their  accounts,  and  proceed  to  the  liquidation. 

This  feffion  v/ere  named  the  lords  Beverning,  StavenifTe,  Hoolck,  and  Vierfen,  (fe-* 
cretly  omitting  the  lords  Capelle,  Ripperda,  and  Schuylenburgh)  to  take  in  hand  the  inftru- 
ment  of  alliance  with  Brandenburgh,  in  regard  the  lord  Weyman  had  exhibited  it  -,  and 
to  hear  the  fald  lord  upon  it,  and  to  endeavour  to  adjuft  it  as  much  as  they  can  poflibly. 

July  12. 

Saturday  the  loth  was  likewife  a  conference  held  upon  the  treaty  with  Brandenburgh.  On 
the  behalf  of  this  ftate,  there  were  at  it  the  lords  Beverning,  StavenifTe,  Hoolck,  and  Vierfen, 
(the  lord  de  la  Capelle  remaining  privately  excluded  -,)  and  for  the  eledtor  was  the  lord  Wey- 
man. And  fince  that  thofe  of  Holland  had  declared  exprefsly,  that  they  would  not  appear  in 
the  conferences,  if  the  faid  lord  Capelle  were  prefent,  that  is  a  fign  that  the  lord  Weyman 
had  defired  him  to  give  way  for  the  love  of  the  eledlor  :  confequently  that  the  eledlor 
doth  greatly  defire  the  conclufion  of  the  alliance  -,  as  in  efFecft  he  in  this  laft  conference  (where 
were  read  the  two  laft  projects,  the  one  againft  the  other)  did  very  much  prefs  the  con- 
clufion of  the  alliance,  faying  that  to  morrow  was  a'poft  day  to  write  to  Berlin  ;  and  that 
it  did  very  much  concern  the  eledlor  to  know,  what  he  might  expeft  from  hence.  But 
the  lord  Beverning  faid,  that  he  was  to  make  report  thereof  to  the  affembly  of  Holland, 
which  was  ready  to  fit ;  fo  that  they  have  not  yet  adjufted  that  wherein  they  do  differ  ; 
and  above  all  the  lord  Weyman  did  oppofe  the  infertion  of  the  treaty  of  Xanten,  and  the 
guaranty  after  the  13th  article.  They  did  propound  to  him,  that  they  would  permit  to 
have  it  put  into  the  20th  article  -,  but  he  would  not  agree  to  it ;  as  alfo  concerning  the 
number  of  affiftance  to  be  given  they  are  not  yet  agreed. 

At  Gorcum  by  order  of  the  court  of  Holland  there  was  apprehended  one  of  the  burgo- 
mafters  by  the  proftor  general  ;  but  the  citizens  came  armed,  and  refcued  their  burgo- 
mafter  out  of  his  hands. '  One  or  two  of  the  ferjeants  or  affiftants  of  the  proftor  general 
were  wounded  in  the  exploit,  fo  that  he  is  returned  re  infe^la.  This  and  the  like  bufinefl"es 
do  awaken  the  hopes  of  thofe,  who  do  favour  the  prince  of  Orange,  faying,  that  fuch 
things  will  happen,  as  long  as  they  are  without  a  ftadtholder;  as  if  under  the  king  of  Spain 
they  had  not  a  ftadtholder,  and  yet  however  the  revolt  happened. 

Thofe  of  Deventer  having  feen  the  advice  of  thofe  of  OvcryfTel,  fay,  that  the  Zea- 
landers  are  bad  judges,  condemning  Deventer   before  they  have  heard  them.     There  is    . 
come  advice  from  the  lord  of  Brederode,  that  his  legs  are  ftill  fwelled,  and  that  he  is  ad- 
vifed  to  go  to  the  baths  at  Aken.

The  cities  of  Delft,  Rotterdam,  Schiedam,  Briel  have  taken  out  a  penal  mandate 
againft  the  city  of  Dort,  concerning  the  new  channel,  which  thofe  of  Dort  are  a  making 
on  that  fide  of  the  key  -,  but  thofe  of  Dort  do  not  give  over,  having  at  prefent  at  leaft 
2,600  men  at  work. 

July  13- 

There  being  come  yefterday  a  new  letter  from  the  proteftant  Switzers,  wherein  they  de- 
clare, that  they  will  fend  a  folemn  embaffy  to  the  duke  of  Savoy,  inviting  this  ftate, 
that  they  will  likewife  fecond  the  bufinefs  by  letters,  or  fending  an  envoy  •,  they  have 
this  day  refolved  to  fecond  the  Switzers  by  an  exprefs  deputation  of  one  of  the  ftates 
general,  namely  the  lord  Ommeren  of  Guelderland. 

It  is  faid,  that  the  provincial  court  of  Holland,  in  the  exploit  for  the  feizing  of  the 
burgomafter  at  Gorcum,  hath  committed  an  abufe.  So  likewife  the  penal  mandate 
againft  thofe  of  Deventer  will  be  nothing. 

July  15- 

Yefterday  was  refolved,  that  next  funday  (at  which  time  the  baptifm  of  the  young 
prince  of  Tarante  is  to  be  folemnized)  on  the  behalf  of  the  ftates  general  fhall  afTift  the 
firft  four  provinces,  and  in  their  behalf  the  lords  Gent,  Barendrecht,  Stavenifle,  and. 
Hoolck ;  and  at  night  to  the  feaft  fliall  alfo  come  the  lords  Wykell,  Ripperda,  and 
Schulenburgh.  They  are  to  give  in  the  chamber  (for  the  midwife,  nurfc,  and  dry-nurfe, 
&c.)  an  hundred  half  ryders  of  gold  ;  and  to  the  poor  in  the  church  one  hundred  gilders. 
As  for  the  prefent  to  be  given  to  the  child,  it  is  yet  held  in  deliberation. 

July  16. 

This  morning  a  conference  was  held  with  the  ■  minifters  of  Denmark,  by  the  lords  Be- 
verning  and  Wykell,  to  confult  with  them  concerning  the  defign  and  exploit  of  the 
Swedes  ;  and  if  they  know  nothing  of  it,  efpecially  if  they  do  not  know  what  monfieuf 
Dorel,  the  Swedifh  minifter  in  Denmark,  hath  propofed  there  -,  for  they  are  very  ill  fatis- 
fied,  that  the  refident  de  Vries  hath  not  writ  any  thing  of  it.  But  thefe  minifters  of 
Denmark  did  declare,  that  they  knew  nothing  of  it ;  yea  they  did  produce  and  read 
the  letters  which  they  had  from  Denmark,  which  mentioned  neither  Dorel  nor  the  de- 
fign of  the  Swedes, 

They  have  made  here  great  noife  of  ten  or  twelve  men  of  war,  that  ftiould  be  fent 
for  the  Sound  :  but  as  yet  there  is  not  one  gone.  With  much  ado  there  are  two  other 
fhips  under  Tromp,  which  do  tack  to  and  again  between  Jutland  and  Norv/ay. 

The  chamber  of  accompts  hath  made  report,  amongft  the  reft,  concerning  the  quantity 
of  lordftiips  mortgaged  in  the  Meyerie  of  Boifleduc  to  difingage  them,  and  to  (dl  them 
to  the  profit  of  the  generality. 

One  de  Raefvelt  having  commiffion  of  the  ftates  of  Overyflel  of  Deventer  to  be 
of  the  chamber  of  accompts,  hath  been  accepted,  notwithftanding  thofe  of  Zwoll  pre- 
tended to  be  the  true  ftates. 

Here  is  a  great  rumour,  that  the  lords  d'Ailva  andMareignault  (both  of  the  ftates  general) 
being  fent  commiiTioners  into  Flanders  upon  the  alteration  of  the  magiftrates,  were  fo 
grievoufly  fallen  out,  that  they  fent  challenges  to  one  another  to  fight  it  out  ;  and  they 
agreed  upon  the  place  without  the  gate  of  Sas.  One  was  already  come  to  the  place,  but 
they  fhut  the  gate  upon  the  other,  and  would  not  fuffer  him  to  go  out  of  the  town.

Yet  I  hope  it  is  none  of  thefe,  but  your  multitude  of  bufinefs,  that  hindereth  me  from 
having  that  honour  and  fatisfadlion  ;  for  I  expedl  your  commands  in  particular ;  and  let 
me  once  more  beg  them,  and  deal  plainly  with  me,  what  you  will  have  me  to  do,  for  now 
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by  the  laft  letters  from  France,  we  find,  that  Jermyn  hath  handled  the  bufinefs  .fo  dex- A.  D.  165?. 
teroufly,  that  he  hath  prevailed  at  court  for  the  duke  of  York's  being  admitted  into  L/*VNJ 
employment  this  campaign  ;  who  is  already  in  the  field,  and  hath  the  charge  of  the  con- 
voy and  recruits  going  to  the  army  now  before  Landrecy,  which  confifts  of  6000  horfe 
and  4000  foot.  His  going  is  againft  Ormond's  and  the  gown-men's  intereft  here  ;  for  now 
they  fear  a  breach  between  you  and  France,  which  if  it  be,  Charles  Stuart  will  foon  be 
there ;  then  they  would  be  laid  afide :  now  they  labour  all  they  can  to  eftablifh  in  the 
court  of  Spain  (thefe  having  none  in  France)  fo  that,  fliould  you  break  with  Spain,  they 
by  that  will  be  able  to  fupport  their  power  here,  otherwife  they  muft  fall  to  dirt.  The 
lord  Belcarres  treats  the  prefbyterians  intereft  here,  which  Middleton  quits,  and  comes  to 
hear  common  prayer.  The  conteft  between  thefe  two  is  yet  as  in  my  laft.  The  duke 
of  Newburgh,  whofe  intereft  is  the  chief  engine,  that  is  made  ufe  of  at  the  court  of 
Spain,  on  wednefday  laft  vifited  Charles  Stuart  here  ;  he  was  folemnly  received,  and  was 
two  hours  in  private  with  him  all  alone  in  his  cabinet.  He  is  a  moft  zealous  friend. 
The  intention  of  Charles  Saiart's  going  with  him  to  Bon  was  altered  by  the  duke's 
undertaking  that  bufinefs,  which  he  now  takes  in  his  way  for  Newburgh,  whither  he 
is  now  gone.  I  can  affure  you,  for  all  your  fevere  proceedings,  the  protedlor's  murther 
is  with  all  eagernefs  purfued  by  thofe,  which  have  been  fent  from  hence  about  it. 
I  have  been  moft  induftrioiis  in  giving  knowledge  of  it  from  time  to  time.  Not  knowing 
that  my  letters  come  to  your  hands  much  perplexes  me  ;  for  I  proteft  before  God,  you 
yourfelf  cannot  with  more  zeal  endeavour  his  prefervation,  than  I  do  ■■,  and  to  faithfully 
ferve  him,  in  whatever  commands  you  ftiall  impofe  upon  me,  I  will  never  be  failing  of.

My  lord, 

YEfterday  morning  I  received  your  letter,  being  the  day  that  the  town  of  Landrecy  was  Vol.  xxviiL 
furrendred  to  his  majefty.  I  confefs,  that  I  was  very  impatient  to  read  it,  but  after-  p.  172. 
wards  I  repented  my  felf  of  my  unquietnefs,  and  my  curiofity  was  not  fatisfied,  for  I  did 
believe,  and  with  much  reafon,  that  it  did  contain  the  figning  of  the  treaty,  con- 
fidering  the  thing  to  be  fo  much  for  his  intereft.  I  made  no  doubt  but  you  and  your  com- 
miftioners  had  figned,  and  that  you  had  fent  to  me  for  the  ratification  •,  but  perceiving, 
that  the  protestor  doth  ftill  delay  you,  and  that  I  am  deceived  in  my  expedlation,  I  did 
not  fail  to  acquaint  their  majefties  with  the  contents  of  your  letters,  who  have  commanded 
me  to  let  you  know,  that  they  do  heartily  defire  you  to  make  an  end,  to  eafe  them  of 
their  trouble  they  are  in  at  prefent,  in  order  to  your  negotiation.  And  for  the  bufinefs 
of  Savoy,  which  might  have  given  a  ftop  to  our  proceedings,  you  may  affure  the  pro- 
tedlor,  that  we  have  done  all  what  he  could  defire  of  us  ;  but  we  can  but  intreat,  and  not 
command  the  prince  of  Savoy  ;  certain  it  is,  that  his  fubjedls  had  very  much  forgotten 
their  duty.  God  be  thanked  for  the  profperous  fuccefs  of  his  majefty,  who  is  not  in  a 
condition  to  ftand  in  fear  of  the  armies  of  his  neighbours  ;  thofe  of  Spain  are  looked 
upon  to  be  in  a  very  low  condition,  by  thofe  that  have  the  condu6l  thereof.

TH I S  is  the  3d  night  that  I  have  fpent  without  fleeping  -,  and  truly  I  am  half  refolved 
never  to  write  any  more  news,  fince  I  have  caft  up  my  accompts .  fo  ill  about 
Landrecy.  Five  days  before  it  was  furrendered,  the  governor  and  the  mafter  of  camp, 
who  comnuiiidcd  the  outworlcs,  fent  word  to  the  archduke,  and  the  earl  of  Fuenfaldagna, 
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that  they  could  hold  out  three  weeks  longer;  and  in  regard  every  body  thought  they  A.  D.  16,- j. 
would  have  been  as  good  as  their  words,  I  thought  I  might  fafely  write  it  -,  but  it  feems   L/'''\r\^ 
we  are  all  deceived.     This  is  all  the  confolation  I  have:  hereafter  I  fliall  be  more   careful 
what  I  write,  for  I  do  not  love  to  be  looked  upon   as  a  forger  of  news.     The  lofs  of 
Landrecy  is  a  great  prejudice  to  our  affairs.

My  lord, 

I  HAVE  no  other  confolation  upon  the  letter,  which  you  Were  pleafed  to  write  to  me  Vol.  xxviii. 
of  the  9th  of  this  month,  only  that  the  prophecy  of  mr.  Beverning  may  have  its  P-  'So. 
cffedt,  and  that  you  will  not  go  out  of  England  without  a  happy  conclufion  :  if  it 
happeneth  otherwife,  the  good  intentions  of  the  king  and  your  conduft  being  juftified 
in  the  fight  of  the  whole  world,  we  will  try  our  fortune,  as  men  who  cannot  doubt, 
after  what  we  have  feen  for  thefe  5  or  6  years  laft,  but  that  they  are  in  the  fpecial  pro- 
teftion  of  God.  I  can  fwear  two  things  without  flattery  in  your  behalf,  and  without 
any  difparagement  to  the  government  of  England,  that  I  have  not  feen  any  body,  that 
hath  been  at  London  during  your  negotiation,  that  hath  not  highly  extolled  your  pru- 
dence, and  that  doth  not  admire  that  the  prefent  government  of  England  doth  treat  with  fo 
little  gentlenefs  with  the  reft  of  the  people  of  Europe.  Are  we  then  men  and  heirs  of 
the  good  qualities  of  our  fathers,  who  would  not  be  controuled  by  their  neighbours  ? 
I  do  now  expeft  fomething  certain  by  the  next,  for  I  cannot  believe,  that  the  only 
caufe,  which  they  do  objeft  unto  you,  will  be  received  in  the  council  of  the  king. 

The  lords  ftates  general  have  in  their  thoughts  a  bufinefs  of  high  confequence  in  the 
undertakings  of  the  king  of  Sweden  upon  Pruffia.  It  is  their  intereft,  it  is  the  foun- 
dation of  their  trade  -,  and  inftead  of  applying  themfelves  to  this  bufinefs,  they  amufe 
themfelves  in  fending  to  the  Swiffers  and  Vaudois.  One  of  the  ftates  is  named,  with 
orders  to  fpeak  high  to  the  duke  of  Savoy,  not  only  to  re-eftablifh  thofe  that  are  driven 
out  of  their  eftates,  but  to  fettle  them  fo  that  they  may  not  be  difturbed  for  the  future. 
I  am  told  that  the  provinces  would  not  purfue  this  with  fo  much  heat,  if  they  were  not 
fet  on  by  the  proteftor,  who  doth  take  that  bufinefs  to  heart. 

The  treaty  of  this  ftate  with  Brandenburgh  is  not  yet  concluded. 

I  cannot  omit  fignifying  unto  you  a  pleafant  paffage,  which  monfieur  Argenfon  coni- 
municated  unto  me.  The  fame  day,  or  the  next,  that  they  had  hung  up  by  the  foot 
the  noble  Cornaro,  guilty  of  correfpondence  with  the  embaffador  of  Spain,  monfieur 
Argenfon  coming  home  in  the  evening  found  the  gondola  of  a  Venetian  gentleman 
overturned,  and  this  gentleman  called  Dondo,  rlfing  again  upon  the  water,  he  got  hold 
of  his  head,  and  the  reft  of  his  men  pulled  him  out,  and  in  effeft  faved  his  life,  which 
was  going  to  be  loft,  the  people  prefently  publiftied  through  all  the  ftreets,  that  the 
Spaniards  had  corrupted  and  were  putting  to  death  their  nobility,  and  that  the  French 
had  faved  them.

From  Tunis  are  likewife  letters  come,  fignifying, 
that  he  the  faid  general  was  not  yet  accommodated  with  them  ;  but  on  the  contrary,  was 
very  much  threatned  for  the  burning  of  their  nine  fliips  in  their  port,  which  they  fay  did 
not  belong  to  them,  but  to  the  great  Turk.  Letters  of  the  27th  of  June  from  Venice 
do  not  fpeak  of  the  maflacre  of  the  Englifti  at  Pera. — The  treaty  between  France  and 
England  is  not  yet  figned.  The  lord  protedlor  doth  defer  ic  till  he  hears  from  Savoy,  in 
what  manner  that  court  will  treat  for  the  re-eftabhfhing  of  the  Vaudois  in  Piedmont.

you  the  beft  account,  in  reguard  that  I,  as  fpeaker  of  the  then  aflembly,  did  tranfadle  moft 
with  them,  and  alfo  as  one  deepely  affedted  to  the  defigne,  did  let  nothinge  paflTe  without 
my  fpecial  obfervation.  Soone  after  their  landing  they  defired  the  governour  to  diJpofe  of 
the  quarteringe  their  foldyers  in  fuch  manner,  as  might  be  moft  eafye  to  the  people,  which 
was  done  by  the  governour's  warrant,  with  an  engagement  to  pay  for  what  they  took,  which 
out  of  the  prize  office  will  be  accordingly  fatisfyed.  After  this  they  defired  a  conference 
with  the  alfemblie,  at  which  the  general  and  mr.  Winflow  very  efi^eftually  opened  the 
grounds  of  the  defigne,  and  clearly  fet  forth  the  great  advantages  the  nation  would  receive 
thereby,  and  concluded,  that  they  expedted  4000  men  from  hence,  and  did  defire,  that  to 
avoid  the  inconveniencys,  which  might  happen  by  their  foldierly  v/ayof  rayfing  them,  that  the 
aflembly  would  prefent  them  with  a  lift  of  the  names  of  the  freemen  and  unengaged,  that 
fo  they  might  take  no  others  to  go  on  in  this  defign,  they  exprefling  much  tendernefs  to- 
wards the  inhabitants,  and  their  unwillingnefs  to  injure  them  in  the  leaft'.  Being  returned  to 
the  houfe,  I  (that  thought  this  propofall  wonderfull  faire)  propofed  the  fame  to  the  reprefen- 
tatives,  fetting  forth  how  much  we  were  beholden  to  thofe  honourable  perfons,  for  their  care 
of  keeping  our  fervants   to  us,  and  fo  ingenuoufly  dealing  with  us ;  to  which,  inftead  of  a 

2  fayre 
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fayrccomplyance,  I  found  fuch  a  willfully  imbittered party,  thatinftead  of  debatingeealmely,  A.  D.  i6;f. 
they  fel  a  clamouringe  againft  the  quarteringe  foldyers  in  ther  houfes,  ther  rudenefle  and  mif-  ^^y~^(~\J 
demeanours,  and  would  come  to  noconclufionbutthis,  letthem  beat  updrumesand  take  ther 
ownecourfe,  we  wilnot  aflifte  them.  After  ther  heate  was  a  little  abated,  I  told  them,  that 
it  was  refpefle  to  us,  not  want  of  power  in  the  commiffioners  to  doe  it  themfeives,  that  made 
them  defire  our  afliftance  ;  and  withal  did  let  them  know,  that  we  were  abfolutely  in  the-r 
power  to  order  us  as  they  lifted,  and  that  therfore  it  were  a  great  imprudence  to  difpife 
the  favours  that  could  undoe  us  in  an  inftant.  This  produced  no  other  effefte  than  to  defire 
them  to  beate  up  drumes,  and  in  cafe  that  would  not  doe  it,  that  then  we  would  ufe  our 
endeavours  to  difcover  perfons  fitt  to  make  up  the  number.  The  commiffioners  were 
very  unwillinge  to  doe  it  that  way,  but  feeing  it  could  not  be  holpen,  told  us  plainly,  that 
we  forced  them  upon  that  courfe  againft  ther  judgments,  and  that  they  were  cleare  of 
the  diforders  and  injuryes,  which  might  happen  therby.  And  indeed  from  hence  grew 
our  loff*e  of  recruits  and  the  departure  of  endebted  men  off  the  ifland ;  for  though  the 
commiffioners  fent  out  ftrickt  warrants  to  ther  officers  not  to  lift  fervants,  yet  ther  in- 
dentures not  beinge  writt  in  their  foreheads,  they  were  by  fome  ignorantly,  and  by  others 
wilfully  received,  and  when  once  they  were  gott  into  the  huddle  there  was  no  findinge 
them.  The  maine  fticklers  in  this  were  Hook,  Johnfon,  and  Rowfe,  and  others  for- 
merly mentioned  to  you.  Notwithftandinge  this  the  commiffioners  did  reftore  al  fervants 
that  could  be  found,  and  alfo  all  endebted  men  that  they  had  information  of.  Gen.  Penne 
Jikewife  ordered  all  the  fliips  to  be  fearched,  and  many  were  on  that  fcore  returned  to  ther 
mafters.  But  before  thefe  things  happened,  I  did  prefTe  the  aflembly  with  the  remem- 
brance of  the  petition,  wherein  they  tendred  ther  lives  and  fortunes  to  further  his  highnes 
defignes  in  thefe  parts  •,  and  how  difagreeinge  to  that  profeffion  it  would  appeare,  if  we 
fhould  doe  nothinge  of  affiiftance,  in  order  to  the  great  buifnes  in  hand,  which  produced  from 
them  a  troope  of  60  horle,  which  coft  about  240"  of  Sug.  which  was  very  wel  accepted 
of  by  the  commiffioners,  and  was  raifed,  and  wel  mounted  and  fhipped  alonge  with 
them.  After  they  had  beene  here  about  a  month,  the  commiffioners  were  much  trowbled  at 
the  ftay  of  the  ftoreffiips  and  ther  loffe  of  time,  efpecially  the  time  of  raynes  fo  neare  ap- 
proaching ;  and  beinge  doubtefull  what  might  happen,  caufed  f  pikes  to  be  made  in  the  fe- 
veral  parifhes,  to  the  number  of  2500,  which  we  have  fince  paid  for,  and  alfo  borrowed 
1500  fier  armes  out  of  our  traine  bands,  for  which  alfo  we  are  a  paying.  Thefe  armes  they 
defired  the  affembly  men  to  fend  in,  the  proportions  being  laid  on  the  feveral  places 
which  they  ferved  for  ;  but  it  fo  happened  that  within  8  days  of  the  departure,  either  by 
the  falfe  retourne  or  the  hideinge  of  armes,  or  the  negligence  of  fome  perfons  imployed, 
the  number  came  not  in,  whereby  the  commiffioners  were  enforced  either  to  goe  unarmed, 
or  execute  ther  warrant  by  ther  owne  officers,  in  which  proceeding  fome  mifdemeanours 
were  committed  by  diverfe  of  the  foldyers,  but  every  man  that  complayned  was  righted, 
and  the  foldyers  punifhed.  From  hence  itappeares,  that  our  owne  obftinacye  was  the  caufe 
of  al  our  fufferings,  which  trewly  I  cannot  apprehend  to  bee  any  way  confiderable,  though 
it  feemed  very  ftrange  to  thofe,  that  had  not  formerly  beene  ufed  to  foldyers,  and  begott  fuch 
ftrange  curfmge  and  raylinge  at  thefe  men  after  they  were  gone,  that  it  would  have  trowbled 
your  eares  to  have  heard  it ;  but  it  came  onely  from  fuch  as  were  noted  deboyft  people,  and 
much  indebted  ;  for  the  firft  were  mightyly  difcountenanced,  and  put  or  left  out  of  al  places 
of  command,  and  the  latter  much  afrayd  of  ther  juftice  and  fevere  diredfions  for  givinge 
every  man  his  owne.  This  il  humour  after  the  difappointment  at  Domingo  appeared  in  the 
affembly,  headed  by  J.  Burch,  wherein  it  was  propofed,  that  J.  Bayes  ftiould  goe  home 
with  complaints  of  their  ufadge  by  the  commiffioners  ;  and  alfo  to  defire  the  protedtor,  that 
our  governour  might  be  under  no  command,  but  imediately  his.  Al  thofe  3  propofals  I 
oppofed  and  alleadged,  i.  that  Bayes  was  no  fitt  perfon  to  be  fent,  in  regard  he  was  pub- 
liquely  condemned  to  breake  his  truft,  when  he  was  officer  of  receipts  here,  and  alfo  for 
his  lart  il  offices  at  home.  2.  That  I  knew  no  caufe  of  complainte  againft  the  com- 
manders of  the  army  -,  and  that  the  fault  was  ours,  if  we  had  fuffered,  and  not  thers,  in 
regard  they  offered  the  buifnes  of  ther  levyes  and  armes  to  be  ordered  by  us,  which  we  both 
refufed  and  neglefted  ;  and  alfo,  that  they  did  alwayes  punifh  offenders  complayned  of 
and  convifted.  3.  That  it  would  be  apprehended  fawcineffe  in  us  to  circumfcribe  the 
fupreame  magiftrate  cither  to  perfons  or  the  way  of  his  command,  and  fo  defired  my 
diffent  to  be  entered.  Thefe  men  findinge  the  ftrength  of  thefe  reafons  to  be  fuch,  that  it 
would  not  be  carryed  cleare  in  the  howfe,  cunningely  moved  to  have  the  affembly  diffolved, 
and  a  new  to  be  chofe,  which  was  generally  agreed  to,  and  the  fame  readily  accepted 
of  by  the  governour  ;  and  the  day  of  new  eleftions  appointed,  where  we  mett  on  the  4th 
inftant,  and  there  I  was  publiquely  accufed  to  be  the  onely  man  that  procured  the  troope  of 
horfe,  and  this  was  fayd  to  bee  my  crime  by  mr.  Sweete,  one  of  the  governour's  councyl.  I 
replyed,  that  I  thought  it  a  virtue  in  me  to  affift  the  fupreame  magiftrate  in  what  I  could  ; 
but  feeinge  it  was  thought  a  fault,  I  would  not  take  it  on  myfelfe  alone,  for  2 1  of  the  affembly 
joyned  with  me  in  the  vote,  otherwife  it  could  not  have  beene  an  adt  i  and  alfo  the  gover- 
Vox.  III.  7  T  nour 
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A.  D.  1655.  nour  and  councel,  (among  whom  I  was  not)  confented  to  it-,  to  which  Sweete  rcplyed, 
that  the  councell  never  confented  to  it.  After  that  pretty  loud  whifpers  went  up  and  downe, 
that  I  had  afted  by  a  commiffion  of  bankrupts,  and  was  very  earneft  in  makinge  of  lawes, 
to  enforce  people  to  pay  ther  debts ;  al  which  I  confeffed  was  trew,  and  that  they 
fhould  not  chufe  me,  if  they  had  a  minde  to  keepe  more  than  was  there  own.  Sweete  that 
feales  thofe  commilTions,  and  Qiiintin  that  owes  many  a  100"  of  fug.  were  the  cheife 
fticklers,  and  fo  they  went  to  eledlion,  and  chofe  J.  Burch  and  Geo.  Martin,  vv^ho  had  20 
votes,  and  I  had  19  -,  of  which  I  was  very  glad,  as  wel  to  fee  fo  many  planters  of  my  fide 
that  feared  no  creditors,  as  alfo  that  I  was  freed  of  the  trowble  of  an  affembly  man. 
Geo.  Martin  was  alfo  very  glad,  and  at  that  inftant  publiquely  faid,  I  hope  the  knaves  wil 
not  now  bee  fo  buifye  with  me  for  the  goods  as  they  have  beene.  I  have  perfwaded  them 
much  to  moderation,  and  doe  hope  it  wil  worke  with  them  -,  if  not,  it  mull  fal  on  ther  owne 
heads.  I  am,  I  thancke  God,  free  of  them  both  in  perfon  and  minde.  This  is  our  prefent 
ftate,  and  v/hat  this  new  body  wil  produce  you  may  have  by  the  nexte.  Thus  you 
fee,  how  lam  difrellfhed  for  my  affeftion  to  obferve  his  highnesjuft  commands.  I  have 
a  principle  in  me,  which  I  hope  wil  alwayes  juftifye  me,  which  is  to  fticke  to  the  fupreame 
majiftrate  in  al  honourable  and  lawful  defignes,  and  efpecially  in  this  fo  much  for  the 
henefitt  of  the  nation.  I  have  formerly  advifed  you  of  the  fettlement  of  the  militia,  and 
fc-nt  you  a  coppy  of  the  commiffion,  as  alfo  a  coppy  of  my  advice  to  the  commiffioners. 
I  writt  you  alfo  of  the  difappointment  at  Domingo.  I  hope  you  have  heard  of  the  fettle- 
ment at  Jameyca,  which  I  looke  on  as  much  the  better  place,  and  doe  hope  the  lofTe  in  the 
firft  attempt  wil  redound  to  ther  benefitt  and  advantage  in  thefecond.  Trewly  I  could  wifh 
as  to  this  place  fome  directions  be  fent  from  his  highnes  and  councel  to  command,  that 
the  proceedings  in  the  law  courts  be  futable  to  the  lawes  of  England.  I  fhal  by  the  nexte 
write  you  of  ther  erronious  and  ineffectual  proceedings,  if  I  have  time.  Moft  of  the 
particulars  abovementioned  concerninge  the  tranfaftions  with  the  commiffioners  are  recorded ; 
-what  are  not  ffial  bee  fubftantially  proved,  of  which  be  affiired  from

An  intercepted  letter  to  mr.  Thomas  Hungerford. 
Sir, 

Vol.  xxvii.  XT'OURS  of  the  12th  inftant  came  fafe  to  hand.  I  am  very  glad,  that  the  Lord 
P-  C^?']  X  hath  fo  ordered  it,  that  you  are  going  your  journey.  I  wifh  you  a  profperous  voyage, 
and  lliould  be  glad  to  hear  of  your  fafe  arrival  at  the  place  defired.  I  fhall  punctually 
follow  your  order,  as  to  every  particular  of  your  letter  ;  and  for  mr.  Turner,  allure  your 
felf  he  fhall  have  all  due  refpefts  from  me  for  your  fake  ;  yet  fo  as  fhall  not  be  in  the 
leafl  any  detriment  to  your  affairs.  Pray  let  us  hear  pofitively,  how  our  affairs  go  there, 
trading  here  being  very  dead,  for  thefe  commodities  we  deal  in  are  now  a  very  drug. 
Therefore,  good  fir,  be  very  circumfpeft  what  you  buy,  left  they  lie  on  our  hands,  as  thofe 
do  bought  laft  year.  It  is  here  credibly  reported,  the  cavaliers  have  another  defign  in 
hand.  Surely  they  are  madmen,  that  cannot  difcern  the  Lord  hath  blafted  all  their 
projects  from  time  to  time.  There  are  divers  of  them  fecured.  I  defire  the  Lord  will 
fettle  us  in  peace,  that  we  may  get  in  our  eftates,  and  be  able  to  fatisfy  our  creditors  ; 
and  then,  if  there  be  but  little  left,  we  may  follow  our  imployments  quietly,  and  get 
•fomething  for  our  fubfiftence  comfortably.  Divers  friends  prefent  their  kind  love  to  you. 
They  wifh  you,  as  you  love  yourfelf  and  partners,  not  to  come,  till  you  have  got  a  con- 
fiderable  fum  together  to  ftop  the  creditors  rage.

Vol.  xxviii.     "TV /TY  lords,  the  term  of  law  trials  ended  here  this  week,  and  will  not  be  held  again 
p.  146.  IVX  before  All  Saints ;  fo  that  moft  all  the  nobility  and  gentry  are  gone  into  the  country. 

Mean  while  the  judges  are  likewife  fet  out  for  their  refpeCtive  provinces,  to  hold  their 
affizes  for  the  adminiftration  of  juftice  there,  as  well  in  criminal  as  alfo  in  fome  civil  caufes. 
Laft  tuefday  a  proclamation  was  publifhed  here,  whereby  it  is  prohibited,  that  no  body, 
againft  the  minifters,  that  are  confirmed  in  any  living  fince  the  beginning  of  the  parliament 
of  November  13,  1640,  by  the  order  of  the  faid  parliament,  or  by  the  prefent  govern- 
ment, fhall  move  any  law-fuit,  nor  give  them  any  trouble  concerning  thofe  livings 
and  benefices,  which  they  are  pofTefTed  of  on  that  account ;  and  that  all  thofe,  v/ho  are 
3  called 
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called   to  a  living  fince  the  ill  of  April   1653,  and  are  not  confirmed  therein,  nor  have  A.  D.   165J. 
got  any  approbation,   according  to  the  ordinance   lately  iffued,   ihall  be   obliged    to  re-  L/'V^'nJ 
linquifh  the  fame  before  the  laft  of  this   month.     Several  perfons   have  affured   me,  that 
the    colleftion  for  the  oppreffed  Waldenfes  in    Piedmont  doth  amount   to  above   one 
hundred  thoufand  pounds  fterling,  and  that  already  a  large  fum  was  remitted  thither. 
There  are  as  yet  no  letters  arrived  here  out  of  Savoy  from    mr.  Morland. 

The  fquadron  of  fliips  under  the  command  of  major  general  Sedgwicke  for  a  reinforcement 
of  the  fleet  under  admiral  Penn,  which  failed  laft  week,  is  feen  already  in  the  mouth  of 
the  Channel.  And  by  a  fmall  fhip  arrived  at  Kingfale  in  Ireland,  the  taking  of  St.  Do- 
mingo is  fufficiently  confirmed  with  the  fame  particulars.  The  lord  proteftor  has  erefted 
courts  of  juftices  in  Ireland  entirely  on  the  fame  foot  as  thofe  t'lat  are  eftabliHied  here  in. 
England,  and  has  appointed  alfo  fome  perfons  for  the  fame,  and  granted  commiffions  for 
the  management  of  the  finances  and  the  great  feal  there.  The  council  for  the  di- 
reftion  of  the  affairs  in  Scotland,  confifting  of  a  prefident  and  nine  perfons,  will  be  ap- 
pointed, as  I  am  informed,  within  a  few  days  -,  and  they  tell  me,  that  in  that  country  no 
body  doth  any  longer  openly  oppofe  this  prefent  government,  fince  all  the  Highlanders 
have  entirely  fubmitted  themfelves.  Befides  mr.  Bonde,  who  is  expected  here  as  extra- 
ordinary embaffador  of  Sweden,  they  expeft  every  day  likewife  an  extraordinary  em- 
balTador  of  the  republick  of  Venice. 

They  continue  ftill  with  great  diligence  the  fitting  out  of  fhips  and  frigates  defigned 
for  the  fquadron,  which  alTembles  in  the  Downs,  under  the  vice-admirals  Lawfon  and 
Bourne.

Nieuport,  the  Dutch  embajfador  in  England,  to  de  Witt. 

My  lord, 

THE  lord  embafTador  of  France  informed  me  fome  days  ago,  that  upon  his  ferious  sj^y  xxviiL 
requeft,  finally  to  conclude  and  fign  the  adjulled  articles,  the  late  commifTioners  had  p.  138. 
delivered  a  paper  to  him,  containing,  that  the  lord  protedior  would  fain  fee,  that  the  exiled 
Waldenfes  were  really  reftored  ;  and  whereas  the  king  of  France  had  declared,  that  he 
would  do  his  utmoft  by  his  intercefTion  for  that  purpofe,  he  the  lord  proteftor  would 
moft  heartily,  communicatis  confiUis,  contribute  to  it  on  his  fide.  And  that  the  faid 
lord  embafTador  has*  reprefented  hereupon,  with  many  reafons,  that  the  faid  conclufion  and 
figning  ought  not,  for  that  reafon,  to  be  delayed,  but  that  the  lords  commifTioners  had 
not  any  further  enlarged  upon  it.  Since  that  time  I  have  fpoken  to  feveral  lords  of  the 
council,  and  obferved,  that  they  are  willing  to  wait  for  letters  from  Savoy  and  Switfer- 
land.  In  the  mean  while,  having  received  the  complaints  of  fome  mafters  of  fhips  belong- 
ino"  to  the  United  Netherlands,  who,  coming  from  Havre  de  Grace  and  St.  Malo,  were 
taken  by  fome  private  commifTioned  vefTels,  and  alTo  by  fome  fhips  of  this  flate,  I  repre- 
fented the  fame  laft  wednefday  to  the  lord  proteftor,  in  the  moft  ferious  and  circumflan- 
tial  terms,  and  laid  open  to  him  particularly  the  ways  and  tricks,  which  are  made  ufe  of 
to  the  prejudice  of  the  fubjefts  of  their  high  mightinefTes.  He  Teemed  to  be  very  much 
furprized  at  it,  and  declared,  that  he  would  give  his  fpeedieft  orders  againft  it ;  and  that 
they  would  call  in  immediately  all  the  letters  of  reprifal  and  commifTions  granted  to 
private  perTons  ;  and  that  care  fhould  be  taken,  that  for  the  future  none  fhould  be  granted, 
but  with  his  confent  and  with  approbation  of  the  whole  council ;  that  he  alfo  would  fend 
for  the  judges  of  the  admiralty  and  the  commifTaries  of  the  fleet  and  feized  efFefts,  and 
let  them  know  in  ferious  terms,  how  difgufted  he  is  at  the  complaints  I  have  made  him 
in  the  name  of  their  high  mightinefTes.  I  infifted  particularly  upon  it,  that  the  fhip  called 
the  Hare  in  Field,  with  her  cargo,  according  to  my  two  Teveral  memorials  of  the  26th  of 
May  and  15th  of  June  laft  paft,  might  be  releafed.  I  delivered  likewife  to  him  their 
high  mightinefTes  letters  of  intercefTion,  granted  at  the  requeft  of  mr.  Peter  EeTe,  merchant 
of  Middleburgh,  and  acquainted  him,  that  I  had  delivered  in  that  behalf  a  memorial, 
with  feveral  proofs.  I  fpoke  likewife  to  him  about  the  fhip  coming  from  Amfterdam 
with  planks  and  deal-boards,  bound  for  Breft  in  Bretagne,  which  was  carried  into 
Dover ;  and  told  him,  that  I  had  made  and  drawn  up  a  memorial,  containing  the  matters 
which  I  now  had  declared  to  him  by  word  of  mouth,  all  which  I  intended  to  deliver 
to  the  hands  of  my  lord  fecretary  of  ftate ;  but  he  being  indifpofed,  I  fhould  be  glad  if 

his 
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A.  D.  1655.  i^'is  highnefs  would  be  pleafed  to  let  me  know  to  whom  I  might  beft  deliver  the  fame  : 
t/'VNJ  whereupon  he  told  me,  that  he  would  take  them  himfelf,  and  procure  that  I  fhould 
have  very  foon  an  anfwer  upon  the  fame  •,  adding  moreover,  that  he  fhould  always  be  well 
pleafed,  if  any  fuch  affairs  happened,  or  others,  concerning  the  fervice  of  the  United 
Provinces,  that  I  would  myfelf  acquaint  him  with  it ;  and  that  he  would  fhew  by  deeds, 
how  much  he  was  diffatisfied,  that  any  one  of  this  nation  iliould  injure  any  inhabitant 
of  their  high  mightineffes  dominions.  Yefterday  was  delivered  to  me  the  inclofed  refolu- 
tion  and  order  to  the  attorney  general,  to  draw  up  a  proclamation,  whereby  all  the  letters 
of  reprifals  are  to  be  called  in  -,  the  time  is  left  open  therein,  but  a  certain  lord  of  the  coun- 
cil has  informed  me,  that  their  intention  was,  to  name  the  ill  of  Auguft.  In  the  after- 
noon the  judges  of  the  admiralty  have  been  with  their  attorney  at  Whitehall,  where  the 
oommiffaries  named  in  the  faid  order  have  declared  to  them  in  the  moft  ferious  terms, 
that  the  lord  protedlor  and  the  council  require,  and  will,  that  they  fhould  as  foon  as  poffible', 
in  the  fpeedieft  way,  finifh  all  the  matters  of  the  inhabitants  of  their  high  mightineffes 
dominions,  and  caufe  that  thofe  complaints  for  the  future  may  be  prevented.  Where- 
upon they  declared  very  ofRcioufly,  that  as  far  as  it  lay  in  them,  they  would  not  be 
wanting  therein.  The  other  memorials,  which  I  delivered  to  the  lord  proteftor,  are  de- 
livered to  mr.  Jeffop,  one  of  the  clerks  of  the  fecretaries  of  the  council,  to  bring  in  his 
advice,  and  to  make  his  report  thereof  in  a  few  days.  I  will,  if  God  pleafes,  endeavour 
to  bring  thefe  affairs  to  a  good  conclufion,  and  likewife  bring  it  about,  if  pofTible, 
that  the  articles  of  the  marine,  which  I  have  delivered,  may  once  come  upon  the  carpet.

Vol.  jcxviii.  QAITH,  that  about  a  week  before  the  rifmg  at  Salifbury,  mr.  William  Erbury  of 
p.  130.  "  O  the  faid  town,  one  of  the  fons  of  rnr.  Edward  Erbury,  formerly  a  commifTioner  for 
the  late  king,  invited  this  examinate,  with  ten  others,  to  a  chine  of  beef  at'  a  miln  of 
the  faid  mr.  Erbury 's,  three  miles  diflant  from  the  town  of  Trowbridge.  He  further 
faith,  they  refolved  to  hunt  the  hare  by  the  way,  and  did  accordingly.  He  further  faith 
that  the  faid  mr.  Erbury,  as  he  believeth,  was  fecretary  to  the  lord  Seymour  in  the  time 
of  the  wars  between  the  late  king  and  parliament.  He  faith  further,  that  the  faid  perfons 
invited  to  the  faid  dinner  were  neighbours  to  this  examinate,  that  lived  in  and  about 
Trowbridge.  He  faith,  he  doth  not  know,  that  any  of  the  faid  party  were  in  arms  for  the 
king,  except  the  faid  mr.  Erbury,  as  he  was  fecretary  to  the  lord  Seymour,  and  faith, 
the  reafon  of  this  invitation  by  mr.  Erbury  was,  as  he  conceives,  by  way  of  anfwer  to 
civilities  received  from  them  of  the  like  nature.  He  faith  further,  that  after  they  had 
dined,  they  were  all  apprehended  and  carried  to  Briftol  by  a  party  of  major  Boteler's 
horfe,  who  fo  foon  as  he  had  fpoke  with  them,  after  taking  fecurity  for  their  appearance 
within  three  months,  examined  them,  and  difmilTed  them.  He  faith,  that  the  names  of 
the  perfons  fo  invited,  were  as  followeth  •■>  mr.  William  Erbury,  mr.  Edward  Erbury, 
mr.  John  Wallis,  mr.  Henry  Wallis,  mr.  William  Brewer,  mr.  John  Cooke,  mr.  Lovell* 
mr.  John  Adams,  mr.  Cottrell,  mr.  Henry  Sydenham,  mr.  Edward  Wayte,  mr.  Thomas 
Long,  all  then  living  in  Trowbridge,  except  mr.  Sydenham.  He  faith,  he  heard  two  of 
the  aforefaid  perfons  fay,  namely,  John  Wallis  and  John  Cooke,  they  had  ferved  the 
parliament.  He  faith  further,  mr.  Long,  mr.  Lovell,  both  the  Wallis's,  and  mr.  Syden- 
ham, are  kindred  to  the  faid  mr.  Erbury  ;  as  alfo  that  the  faid  Edward  Erbury  is  brother 
to  the  faid  mr.  William  Erbury.  He  faith,  he  doth  not  know  of  any  other  appointed 
meeting  of  the  faid  company.  He  faith,  that  there  was  nothing  ©f  any  pubjick  affairs 
mentioned  at  the  faid  meeting  ;  and  further  he  faith  not-  To  the  truth  hereof  he 
fetteth  his  hand  this  fixth  of  July  1655.

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A  letter   of  mr,  Harris  from  Madridi  .s*  " 

Sir  and  honored  friend, 

I  HAVE  adjufted  the  accompts  with  mr.  B.  D.  and  mr.  G.  F. This  is  my  third  from  a.  D.  165?. 
this  city.  In  my  laft  I  gave  you  an  account  of  all  what  I  had  to  impart  unto  you  of  lyVSJ 
importance  fince  my  departure  from  St.  Sebaftian.  At  prefent  I  can  afllire  your  honour,  Vol 
that  although  the  ftate  and  prefent  condition  of  our  affairs  here  doth  require  not  P"  ' 
only  much  ftrength,  but  likewife  conduft  and  expedition,  we  are  here  however,  as 
taken  with  a  palfy,  not  only  doing  nothing,  but  likewife  not  knowing  where  to  begin 
to  work  ;  in  regard  that  all  our  undertakings  and  oftentadons,  which  we  will  make  here, 
are  as  far  diftant  from  any  effedt,  as  the  giants  are  from  the  dwarfs,  although  that  it  be 
true,  that  precife  order  is  given  to  all  the  governors  and  officers  of  the  fea,  at  Seville, 
St  Lucar,  Cadiz,  and  other  places,  to  prepare  and  make  ready  all  the  fhips  and  harbours 
in  thefe  countries  to  defend  themfelves  if  need  be,  becaufe  that  general  Blake,  widiout 
having  made  any  demonftration  of  difguft,  had  placed  himfelf  juft  in  the  paffage  where 
our  fleet  muft  come  from  the  Indies  ;  and  that  fince  his  departure  from  Cadiz  the  faid  ge- 
neral had  reinforced  himfelf  of  twenty  fhips  of  war,  which  are  to  come  to  join  with  him 
in  fight  of  St.  Lucar,  where  he  lyes  viftualling  and  accommodating  his  fleet,  a  great 
caufe  of  terror  to  all  Andalufia  efpecially,  and  not  much  lefs  to  all  Spaiii,  where  no  other 
is  heard  but  fobs  and  lamentations  from  the  poor  people,  faying  geneially,  O  God,  if  the 
Englifh  break  with  us,  we  are  utterly  undone  and  ruined  for  ever. 

The  common  conjefture  is,  that  the  fleet  from  the  Weil  Indies  will  not  return  this  year, 
the  king  having  fent  an  order  unto  them,  not  to  put  out  to  fea  till  fuch  time  as  they  re- 
ceive further  order  from  him.  The  foreign  merchants,  being  the  moft  part  of  them  interefted 
in  that  fleet,  are  not  far  from  running  mad  and  defperate.  I  writ;  this  upon  friday  the 
i6th  of  July,  and  that  which  I  write  now  is  of  the  17th,  the  importance  whereof  is,  that 
twenty  fhips  of  war  are  to  come  in  all  haft  from  Naples  to  Cadiz  to  join  with  thofe  which 
are  in  thefe  parts,  to  the  end  they  may  have  a  powerful  fleet  to  go  out  to  affront  the 
Englifli,  and  to  convoy  our  fleets,  not  that  which  we  expeft  from  the  Indies,  but  others 
from  other  parts.  We  fay  here  that  that  fleet,  which  we  expeft  from  the  Indies,  hath 
faved  itfelf  at  Carthagena,  a  fecure  port  and  fafe  in  the  Indies.  But  for  the  truth  of  this 
there  is  no  other  ground  feen  than  art  and  policy,  becaufe  that  the  monied  merchants  wiU 
not  hearken  to  any  thing,  finding  themfelves  already  reduced  to  all  extremity,  partly 
through  their  lending  great  fums  to  the  king  in  time  paft,  and  likewife  by  being  deeply 
engaged  in  this  fleet. 

Our  armies  do  not  fucceed  well  in  Catalonia,  where  the  French  have  taken  three  places, 
the  which  although  of  iinall  importance,  yet  they  do  give  great  fame  to  their  progrefl~es, 
and  do  much  diminifh  ours,  although  that  fortune  doth  not  every  where  abandon  us,  for 
we  have  received  letters  by  this  poft  from  Valencia,  that  our  gallies,  after  they  had  fought 
with  the  French  gallies  in  the  Mediterranean,  had  taken  four  of  the  beft  of  them  ;  but 
of  this  good  news  we  expeft  the  confirmation  by  the  next.  Duke  of  Alva  is  defigned 
by  the  king  of  Naples,  in  the  place  of  the  earl  of  Caftiglio,  who  is  appointed  embadador 
to  the  pope.  The  reafon  of  this  alteration  is  publickly  pretended  for  the  government 
to  be  grounded  upon  certain  complaints  made  in  this  court  by  fome  Neapolitans,  of  the 
feverenefs  and  too  much  rigour  of  the  faid  earl.  But  the  true  intent  of  this  new  embaffy 
to  the  pope  is  faid  to  be  to  move  his  holinefs  to  undertake  with  a  more  lively  refentment 
and  zeal  the  definition  of  the  contefls  and  diffentions  between  this  and  that  crown  of 
France,  that  fo  this  monarchy,  being  the  moft  ftable  and  profitable  to  the  church,  in  this 
its  weaknefs  and  lownefs,  do  not  happen  to  fall  in  danger  of  being  a  prey  to  the  enemies 
thereof  by  the  means  of  the  general  confederacy,  which  is  treated  upon  (as  we  fay)  amongft 
them,  through  the  interceffion  of  the  protestor  of  England,  whole  power  and  profperity 
doth  render  the  whole  world  aftonifhed. 

Whilft  I  am  writing  this  a  merchant  of  good  reputation  tells  m.e,  that  befides  the 
twenty  fhips  of  war,  which  they  have  to  comie  from  Naples,  we  do  expeft  other  twenty  to 
come  from  Holland,  (that  is  twelve  of  war,  and  eight  merchant  men)  commanded  (as 
they  fay)  by  young  Tromp,  which,  under  pretence  of  being  employed  againft  the  Turk, 
are  to  ferve  againft  the  Englifli;  That  the  king  our  lord  in  this  ambiguous  ftate  of  affairs 
with  the  Englifli,  finding  himfelf  in  want  of  money  for  the  equipping  of  a  fleet,  is  en- 
forced to  make  a  levy  of  the  four  millions,  upon  the  kingdoms  of  Granada,  Seville,  and 
the  territories  of  Andalufia,  which  fum  is  to  be  granted  him  with  the  confent  of  the  mi- 
'  nifters  and  officers  of  thofe  kingdoms.  Now  all  the  difficulty  dothconfift  in  the  means, 
that  are  to  be  ufed  to  induce  them  to  pay  it,  to  which  end  the  counfellors  of  the  faid 
minifters  have  met  with  great  fedulity  for  fome  days  paft.  And  that  at  laft  the  foreign 
merchants,  that  are  fo  much  interefted  in  the  welfare  of  the  faid  fleet,  have  already  lent  his 
Vol.  III.  7  U  majefty 
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A.  D.  1655.  roajefty  one  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand  crowns  it  will  very  much  encourage  the  people  to 
t^'V^O  difpofe  themfel-j^es  with  all  pofiibility  to  advance  the  fervice  of  his  majefty.  I  could  not 
omit  to  advife  your  honour  of  all  thefe  paflages,  that  fo  you  may  conform  yourfelf  to 
fecurities.  We  are  refolved  here  to  make  the  greateft  oppofition  we  can  poflibly  at  the 
beginning,  and  amongft  all  this  fracas  we  do  not  fail  to  make  all  ufual  preparations  for 
the  fplendid  celebration  of  the  feaft  of  St.  Jago,  partly  it  may  be  to  recreate  the  queen, 
who  is  with  child,  and  five  months  gone,  and  partly  to  conceal  our  neceflities  from 
the  people. 

This  night  I.  go  for  Cadiz. 

Bar.  Har.  faftor  of  mr.  Pieter  Blefllil,  doth  humbly  defire  your  honour  to  do  him  the 
favour  to  let  the  faid  mr.  Pieter  know,  and  to  fend  him  fuddenly  money  for  the  time  he 
fhall  flay  here,  making  the  bills  of  exchange  payable  to  mr.  Francis  Cherie,  Englilh  mer- 
chant at  St.  Sebaftian,  by  the  means  of  mr.  Edward  Roddon  at  London,  and  writing  at 
the  time  to  the  faid  B.  Har.  a  letter  of  advice,  direded  to  mr.  Bartholomew  Harris, 
merchant  in  Cadiz,  where  he  will  expedt  fo  long  till  he  fhall  have  received  the  commands 
of  the  faid  mr.  Pieter,  and  when  you  will  have  me  to  go  from  one  place  to  another,  to 
take  an  account  of  mr.  D.  B.  or  G.  S.  you  may  alter  the  name  as  you  plcafe,  for  this  is 
the  fafefl  way  of  correfponding  in  thefe  parts.

Vol.  xxvh'L      /^Harles  Emanuel,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Duke  of  Savoy,  prince  of  Piedmont,   king  of 
p.  194.  v>l  Cyprus,  &c.  The  clemency  of  a  good  prince  doth  extend  fo  far  as  to  regard  with  an 

eye  of  compafTion,  the  calamities  and  miferies  of  fuch  as  have  provoked  his  punifh- 
ment  through  their  grofs  and  foul  failings,  and  who  without  reacknowledging  the  duty 
of  fidelity  and  obedience,  from  which  they  fell  at  the  beginning  through  the  continuation 
of  their  tranfgrefTions,  do  rather  deferve  that  of  rigor,  than  to  put  themfelves  in  a  con- 
dition of  obtaining  pardon.  However  being  defirous,  at  the  requeft  of  his  mofl  ChrifUan 
majefty,  who  hath  oftentimes  made  moft  powerful  inftances  unto  us,  and  to  declare  to 
the  whole  world  the  particular  refpedl  which  we  bear  unto  him,  to  ufe  the  fame  towards 
our  fubjefts  of  the  pretended  reformed  religion,  who  having  lately  difobeyed  our  orders 
tending  only  to  the  reparation  of  unobfervances  and  infraftions  of  the  edifts  and  decrees 
of  our  moft  ferene  predecefTors,  as  it  doth  appear  to  every  one  that  readeth  the  authen- 
tick  declarations,  reiterated  from  time  to  time,  have  fuffered  themfelves  to  be  perfuaded 
to  take  up  arms  againft  our  troops,  and  continue  againft  our  catholick  fubjefts  the  afts 
of  hoftility  and  cruelty,  which  are  known  to  every  one. 

By  thefe  prefents  of  our  certain  knowledge,  full  power  and  fovereign  authority,  and 
by  the  advice  of  our  council,  we  grant  to  all  particular  perfons  of  the  Vallies  of  I^uceme 
and  Angrogne,  likewife  to  the  catholicks,  pardon  and  remifTion  of  all  corporal  punifh- 
ment,  which  they  may  have  defe'rved,  as   well  for   having  taken  up  arms  againft  their 
fovereign,  as  for  all  other  excefTes  and  trefpalTes  of  ravifhment,  firing,  profaning  of  the 
churches  and  houfes,  murthers,  and  others  committed  of  confequence,  provided  they  re- 
turn to  thofe  limits  which  are  permitted  for  them  to  dwell  in,  and  for  the  exercife  of 
their  religion  ;  that  is,  namely,  Angrogne,  Villars,  Bobi,    and  Rorata,  giving  them  full 
remifTion  and  grace  of  all  confifcations  of  all  their  eftates,  which  they  have  in  the  faid 
four  places  and  other  territories,  wherein  they  may  inhabit  with  fafety,  and  exercife  their 
religion  without  any   moleftation,    according  to  the  favourable  concefTions,   which  they 
have  formerly  had  from  our  predecefTors,  efpecially  of  ours,  of  the  decree  and  anfwer  of 
the  2d  of  June,   1653,  provided  that  they  on  their  parts  do  obferve  the  conditions  con- 
tained in   the   fame   concefTions  and  ordinances  of  our  moft  fereae  predecefTors  without 
any  contravention  direftly  or  indiredly;  efpecially  that  they  do  not  oppofe  nor  give  any 
trouble  or  vexation  to  any  that  fhall  celebrate  the  holy  mafs,  or  fhall  ufe  the  catholick 
exercife,  which  is   to  be  eftablifhed  in  conformity  of  the  faid  orders,  in  all  thofe  places, 
where  the  exercife  of  the  proteftant  reformed  religion  is  to  be  made,  without  notwithftand- 
ing  that  thofe  that  profefs  it  be  conftrained   to   afTift  at  the  fame,  and  to  give  help,  or 
fliew  any  favour  to  thofe  that  fhall  celebrate  the  fame.     We  do  except  out  of  the  pardon

abovementioned  that  place  and  that  part  of  the  houfe  demoliftied  in  each  of  the  faid  A.  t>.  1655^ 
four  places,  which  will  be  necefTary,  and  which  are  chofen  by  us  for  the  conftruftion  of  L-OOvl 
the  church  and  houfe  in  which  the  catholick  exercife  is  to  be  made,  unlefs  that  they 
had  rather  in  the  faid  places  re-eftablifli  the  ancient  places  of  the  catholick  churches^ 
which  are  deftroyed.  We  do  moreover  grant,  that  they  may  re-edify  the  temples  in  the 
places,  and  as  many  as  are  permitted,  leaving  demolifhed  or  demolifhing  the  eleven  buik 
out  of  the  limits,  as  was  legally  proved  in  the  time  of  his  moll  royal  highnefs,  Vi6bor 
Amadeus,  of  glorious  memory,  my  lord  and  father,  and  by  him  ordered  at  laft,  that  in  all 
and  above  all  they  ought  to  repair  the  contraventions  made  by  thefe  of  the  pretended 
reformed  religion  in  the  orders  and  conceffions  of  our  foregoing  moil  ferene  predecefTors, 
and  obferve  in  their  behalf  the  laft  decree  of  June  1653.  As  for  our  fubjefts  of  the 
Valley  of  Peroufe,  which  is  fubjed:  unto  us,  of  that  of  St.  Martin,  and  of  the  places  of 
St.  Berthlemi,  Praruflin  and  Rocheplatte,  who,  though  we  gave  them  no  moleflation, 
did  take  up  arms  in  favour  of  thofe  of  L,ucerne  and  Angrogne  againft  us,  and  that  before 
they  received  any  harm  in  their  lives  and  their  eftates  by  the  means  of  their  arms,  they 
begun  the  firft  to  burn  the  churches,  demolifh  the  houfes  of  catholicks,  the  caftles  and 
palaces  of  their  immediate  lords,  and  to  kill  with  much  cruelty  a  good  number  of  the 
catholicks  of  the  faid  Vallies  de  la  Peroufe  and  St.  Martin,  who  did  not  dream  of  doing 
them  any  harm.  We  do  likewife  pardon  them  thofe  offences,  and  do  remit  them  all 
puniOiment  of  life,  and  confifcation  of  their  eftates.  And  alfo  to  all  thofe,  whofe  names 
are  fet  down  in  the  catalogue  of  the  banditti,  upon  condition  likewife,  that  expedients  be 
found  for  the  indemnity  and  fecurity  of  the  catholicks  inhabiting  in  the  faid  Valley, 
wherein  we  Ihall  endeavour  to  contribute  all  poffible  means.  And  withal  they  fhall 
obferve  the  conceulons  and  the  edifts  of  our  moft  ferene  predeceffors  -,  and  there  fhall  be 
provided,  that  none  fhall  be  debarred  of  the  liberty  of  embracing  or  continuing  the  catho- 
lick pi-ofeifion  ;  and  that,  as  well  in  the  Vallies  of  Lucerne  and  Angrogne,  as  in  them  of 
St.  Martin,  Peroufe,  and  other  abovementioned  places,  our  faid  fubjedts  fhall  be  bound, 
within  eight  days  after  the  publication  of  this  prefent  order,  to  accept  of  the  favour  of 
this  favourable  difpofition  and  pardon,  and  there  fhall  be  peremptorily  declared  within  the 
faid  term,  that  it  ihall  be  the  laft,  which  fhall  be  offered  them  by  our  bounty  and  good- 
nefs,  they  caufing  all  the  hoftility  to  ceafe,  which  fhall  be  likewife  done  on  our  part. 
And  afterwards  to  proceed  to  the  total  execution  of  the  contents  in  this  order,  with 
promptitude  and  convenient  precautions,  and  the  difcharging  and  releafing  of  prifoners. 
And  in  cafe  that  thofe  of  the  pretended  reformed  religion  had  rather  generally  fell  their 
eftates  in  our  territories,  as  well  thofe  which  they  have  gotten,  and  which  do  lie  out  of 
the  limits,  as  thofe  likewife  which  lie  within  the  limits  ;  fo  that  they  may  not  remain 
obliged  to  the  conditions,  which  tolerations  and  old  conceffions  do  hold  forth,  and  to 
which  the  prefent  order  doth  oblige  them,  we  do  not  only  give  them  leave  to  withdraw 
out  of  our  ftate,  notwithftanding  any  confifcation  that  may  be,  but  moreover  we  are 
wilUng  to  difburfe  the  price  of  their  faid  eftates  in  good  and  fpeedy  payments.  Given  at 
Rivoles,  the  17th  July,  1655.

Paris,  July  '-/,  i955- 

THE  V  inftant  the  governor  of  Landrecy  capitulated,  and  the  next  day  went  out  of  Vol.  xxviii. 
it  according  unto  his  compofition,  the  enemies  not  daring  to  attempt  to  fuccour  it,  P- 214. 
and  without  any  great  lofs  on  our  fide  for  fuch  a  canfiderable  fiege,    the  befieged  hav- 
ing made  but  one  fally,  as  you  may  fee  more  fully  by  our  prints. 

The  place  hath  held  but  1 8  days  of  open  trench,  and  it's  faid  for  certain  that  mr.  le 
prince  had  foon  after  decamped,  and  parted  his  army  in  three  bodies,  whereof  one  is 
gone  towards  Rocroy,  the  other  to  Bouchain,  and  the  third  to  Valenciennes.  The  king 
and  all  his  court  were  to  part  the  y  to  return  to  la  Fere,  from  whence  his  majefty  will 
go  to  Landrecy. 

They  continue  to  ajfirm  the  fiege  of  Valence  in  Italy  by  the  king's  troops.  But  we 
hear  ill  news  from  Marfeilles,  which  are,  that  the  knight  of  la  Ferriere  being  gone  to  fea 
ever  fince  laft  m.onth  with  live  of  his  majefty's  gallies  well  provided  with  all  neceffaries, 
the  tempeft  had  caft  them  in  the  gulf  of  Leon,  where  they  had  made  fhipwreck,  and  all 
the  men  therein  been  loft,  as  had  been  reported  by  the  two  barks  coming  from  Cambrc, 
one  of  which  had  I  rought  oars,  upon  which  the  faid  knights  arms  were  painted.  The 
which  lofs  would   be  very  great,  chiefly  by  reafon  of  the  great  number  of  galley  flaves  , 

which  were  in  them.

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It  is  written  from  Rome,  that  the  pope  doth  purfue  Dona  Olympia  for  the  reftitution  of 
feveral  milhons  of  livres,  which  had  been  put  in  her  hands  during  the  hfe  of  Innocent 
the  Xth.  And  we  hear  from  Turin  that  mr.  Courfelles,  who  commands  the  dulce  of 
Orleans's  regiment,  and  who  had  been  fent  by  their  highnefs  of  Savoy  towards  the  pro- 
teftants  of  the  Vallies,  having  at  his  return  made  a  report  of  all  the  cruelties  exercifed 
againft  them  and  by  them,  faying  moreover,  that  fome  Ihould  anfwer  the  fam,e  before 
God,  their  faid  highnefles  had  declared,  that  they  had  only  ordered  the  marquis  of 
Pianeze  to  make  thofe  proteftants  pay  the  winter  quarter  they  owed  unto  the  fquadron  of 
Savoy ;  whereupon  the  faid  marquis,  who  was  prefent  with  prince  Thomas,  having  re- 
plied, that  he  had  done  nothing  without  exprefs  order  from  their  faid  highneffes,  this  prince 
gave  him  the  lye,  and  a  box  on  the  face,  calling  him  traitor  and  Spaniard.  I  hear  my 
lord  prote6lor's  envoy  has  been  accompanied  to  the  faid  Turin  by  a  minifter  of  Grenoble, 
with  the  confent  of  the  duke  of  Lefdiguieres. 

The  provoft  of  merchants  of  Paris,  who  had  been  called  to  court,  is  come  back  with  or- 
ders to  keep  the  city  in  peace,  to  which  the  king  demands  fome  millions  for  the  fubfiftence 
of  his  armies.

My  lord, 

I  Know  not  whether  my  name  be  known  unto  you  ;  and  without  employing  any  other 
motives  I  may  implore  your  credit  to  do  me  juftice.  I  did  embark  my  felf  aboard  a 
veffel  of  David  Beliard,  who  had  two  or  three  certificates  to  fliew,  that  his  fliip  doth  be- 
long to  merchants  of  Ipfwich,  and  which  doth  fail  under  Englifh  colours.  Our  captain 
did  rely  upon  his  commiffion,  and  upon  his  being  a  citizen  of  Ipfwich.  From  Diepe 
(whence  we  weighed  anchor)  we  coafted  England  all  along  as  a  friend ;  and  at  laft  we  were 
met  by  fome  Englifti  Ihips,  whereof  two  faid  they  had  commiffion  from  the  ftate  to  take 
French  fliips ;  in  full  confidence,  that  they  would  let  us  have  their  company,  as  they  had 
promifed  us  at  Portland,  from  whence  the  ill  weather  forced  us  away  \  but  fince  we  arrived 
here,  they  have  put  us  out  of  our  ftiip  by  force,  and  they  do  quarrel  with  us  about  the 
80  French  paffengers,  who  are  going  to  the  French  iflands.  They  have  ufed  us  here  with 
much  rigor  ;  yea  fo  far,  that  general  Dift)rowe,  who  is  here  at  prefent,  hath  had  in  deli- 
beration, whether  he  fliould  ftay  me  upon  reprifal  of  fome  gentlemen,  who  they  fay 
are  to  be  kept  at  Breft ;  and  I  do  not  yet  know  what  they  will  do.  I  was  returning  to 
my  government  at  St.  Chriftopher's,  from  whence  I  came  a  year  ago,  fent  for  by  my 
uncle,  the  bailiff  of  Poincy  -,  and  to  fee  my  wife,  who  is  there.  I  do  expeft,  my  lord, 
that  you  will  employ  fome  of  your  credit  with  my  lord  protedlor,  to  get  our  ftiip  dif- 
charged,  that  fo  I  may  continue  my  voyage.

The  examination  of  Richard  Rowe,  of  Homifham  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  turner. 

Saith, 

'HAT  he  was  invited  by  efquire  "Willoughby,  of  Weftnowell  in  the  faid  county,  xsy 
come   to    his  houfe   to    make   trenchards,  &c.    about  which  work  he  was  em- 
ployed for  about  two  months  or   a  quarter   of  a  year  before  the  rifing  at  Salifbury  j  iri 
which  time,  about  14  days  before  the  faid  rifing,'  he  obferved  a  meeting  of  diverfe  gen- 
tlemen at  the  faid  mr.  Willoughby's  houfe,  to  hunt  the  fox,  which  meeting  continued  for 
the  fpace  of  a  week,  as  he  remembreth.     He  faith,  they  hunted  the  fox  in  the  day  time, 
and  danced  in  the  night,  having  a  fidler  with  them.     He  further  faith,  that  moft  of  them 
Wore  fwOrds  at  the  faid  meeting.    The  names  of  the  gentlemen  are  as  followeth :  captain 
Butler  of  Flenley  in  the  county  of  Dorfet,  and  his  brother  ;  mr.  Hoilis  of  Monfton  in  the 
county  of  Dorfet ;  mr.  Langford  in  the  county  of  Dorfet;  mr.  Hide  of  Hatch  in  the 
county  of  Wilts;  mr.  Green,  junior  of  Meere  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  in  the  late  rebelhon 
at  Salifbury  ;  mr.  John  Murvin,  of  Portwood  in  the  county  of  Wilts  ;  mr.  Dorrington  of 
Eaft  Burton  in  the  parifli  of  Meere.     He  further  faith,  that  he  obferved  the  faid  captain 
Butler,  mr.  Edward  Hide,  and  mn  William  Stowerton,  fon  of  the  lord  Stowerton,  to 
have  been  feverally  at  the   faid   mr.  Willoughby's   houfe  at  other  times  a  little  before 
the  faid  hunting  match.     This   examinate    further  faith,  that  the  faid  mr.  Willoughby 
bought  a  very  lufty  white  ftone-horfe,  of  a  great  price,  with   cropt  ears,  a  month  or 
fix  weeks  before  the  rifing,  which  we  heard  fay  was  to  be  rode  at  the  hunting  match.   But 
this  examinate  did  not  obferve,  that  the  faid  horfe  was  rode  by  any  body  at  the  faid 
match.

Willoughby  was  tried  for 
his  life,  as  being  one  of  the  rifers  at  Salifbury.     He  faith,  that  the  great  Itone-horfe  was 
from  home  during  the  time  of  the  rifing  at  Salifbury,  for  two  or  three  days;  and  that  mr. 
Willoughby,  who  came  home  on  monday  at  night,  the  day  the  rifing  was  (with  a  fword 
by  his  fide)  did  not  ride  home  on  the  fame  horfe  ;  but  the  faid  horfe  came  home  the  night 
following ;  and  whether  mr.  Willoughby  and  his  wife  rode  him  to  Salifbury,  he  knoweth 
not.     This  examinate  further  faith,  that  he  was  invited  by  mr.  Willoughby,  to  come  to 
his  houfe  the  evening  before  the  rifing  at  Salifbury,  being  the  fabbath  day,  upon  pretence 
to  go  along  with  him  to   look  upon  trencher-work  early  the  next  morning,  fome  twelve 
miles  off.     And  this  examinate  coming  accordingly,  mr.  Willoughby  was  gone  to  Salifbury 
two  hours  before  he  came ;  whereupon  this  examinate  {tx.  up  his  horfe  in  the  flable,  and  the 
fame  night  the  groom  run  away  with  this  examinate's  horfe  after  his  matter  to  Salifbury.

A  Letter  of  intelligence  from  the  Hague. 
Saturday,  July  17,  1655.     [N.  S.] 

THERE  was  none  but  Holland  alone  almoft,  that  was  againft  the  orders  of  the  council 
of  ftate,  for  making  retorfion  againft  the  country  of  Limburgh.  Holland  did  con- 
clude very  well,  that  the  retroafts  ftiould  be  pemfed  ;  and  that  in  the  mean  time  all  things 
fhould  remain  in  the  fame  condition,  but  the  orders  of  the  council  of  ftate  are  already 
fent ;  and  they  do  prefuppofe  that  thofe  orders  are  gone  far,  yea  that  they  are  already 
put  in  execution. 

They  will  finally  refolve  this  day  in  the  affembly  of  Holland  concerning  the  alliance 
with  Brandenburgh  ;  and  fearing  left  that  might  give  offence  to  the  proteflor,  they  have 
refolved  to  write  to  the  lord  embaffador  Nieuport  to  communicate  the  fame  to  the  pro- 
teftor,  and  to  let  him  know,  that  they  were  fain  to  do  it  to  countermine  the  defign  of 
Sweden,  and  to  invite  him  to  join  in  the  alliance  to  be  made  with  Denmark  againft  the 
defigns  of  Sweden. 

July  19. 

Thofe  of  Holland  (although  funday)  did  refolve  or  rather  conclude  in  the  affembly  of 
the  ftates  general,  (although  almoft  all  alone  without  the  confent  of  the  other  provinces) 
that  the  retorfion  againft  thofe  of  Limburgh  fhall  be  fufpended,  and  this  refolution  was 
infinuated  yefterday,  without  rcfumption,  to  the  prefident  of  the  council  of  ftate.  But  the 
faid  council  do  but  laugh  at  it,,  having  fent  away  their  orders  already  to  do  the  fame. 

There  hath  not  been  yet  any  thing  mentioned  to  day  in  the  affembly  concerning 
the  treaty  with  Brandenburgh,*  although  the  fame  was  preft  in  the  behalf  of  the  eleftor. 
Now  there  is  advice  come,  that  captain  Tromp  hath  five  ihips  under  him  at  fea,  failing

Houve,  Herberts,  and  fecretary  de  Wilde  :  they  have  had  audience  of  the  ftates  general,   L/'V'XJ 
and  made  complaint,  that  they  do  not  receive  any  money  to  finifh  the    building  of  the 
new  fhips,    demanding  252,000  guilders.     They  have  begun  to  debate  about  the  prefent 
to   be   given    to   the  young  prince  of  Tarante.     They  have  propofed  a  prefent  of  2000  *  *  200-],.  fterh 
guilders,  in  a  filver  bafon,   and   1000  guilders  per  ann.  Holland  fpoke  of  500  f  guilders  x  -qj  ^gj.^ 
per  ann. 

The  treaty  with  Brandenburgh  will  be  at  prefent  in  the  hands  of  thofe  of  Amfterdam. 
The  taking  of  St.  Domingo  doth  not  pleafe  thofe  of  Amfterdam.  Moft-  do  hold  it  for 
a  tale  •,  and  if  it  be  taken,  that  the  Englilli  will  not  be  able  to  keep  it. 

They  are  to  confer  again  with  the  lord  Rofenvinge,  concerning  the  Baltick  affairs, 

July  21.  , 

The  council  of  ftate  being  required  to  advife  upon  the  memorandum  of  the  lord  em- 
bafTador  of  Spain,  hath  drawn  up,  and  this  day  exhibited  a  very  long  writing,  contain- 
ing a  whole  narrative  and  deduction  or  reafoning  of  what  and  for  what  they  have  ordered 
to  make  retorfion  againft  thofe  of  Limburgh  -,  although  that  yet  the  fame  is  only  a 
fummons.  The  fubftance  of  the  narration  is,  that  before  God  and  men  they  are  obliged 
to  vindicate  the  right  of  this  ftate  by  the  retorfion.  The  time  failed  to  day  to  read  it, 
but  to  morrow  it  will  be  produced  to  be  read. 

Holland  likewife  hath  been  fummoned  to  declare  themfelves  concerning  the  treaty  with 
Brandenburgh.  Whereupon  thofe  of  Holland  made  anfwer,  that  to  morrow  they  fhould 
be  ready  to  produce  their  advice. 

Prince  Maurice  hath  been  heard  before  commiflioners,  and  hath  made  report  of  the 
bad  condition  he  found  the  horfe  in,  and  that,  in  a  word,  neither  the  men  nor  the  horfe 
were  worth  any  thing. 

To  thofe  of  the  admiralty  of  Amfterdam  thofe  of  Holland  have  fignified  and  promifed 
to  furnifti  the  necelTary  money  for  the  building  of  the  fhips. 

July  22. 

Concerning  the  education  of  the  young  prince  of  Orange,  thofe  of  Zealand  did  exhibit 
lately  a  writing.  Upon  that  thofe  of  Holland  did  anfwer,  that  therein  was  already  pro- 
vided, and  that  that  care  belonged  to  the  tutor  and  governeffes.  Item,  to  his  council 
ordinary  and  extraordinaiy ;  and  when  they  failed  of  their  duty,  that  there  were  god- 
fathers, who,  according  toChriftian  duty,  would  take  care. 

Holland  hath  alfo  named  commiflioners  to  examine  the  propofition  of  thofe  of  OveryflTel 
lately  made  unto  them. 

The  difference  of  Gorcum  is  as  good  as  accommodated.  There  are  certain  fatisfaftions 
(in  effeft  ceremonious  and  imaginary)  given  to  the  court ;  the  reft  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
gentlemen.  Cant,  Moons,  and  de  Raet,  to  accommodate  the  fame. 

The  lord  Beverning  hath  again  feen  the  lord  Rofenvinge,  communicating  unto  him, 
that  the  ftate  had  writ  to  the  lord  Nieuport,  to  found  the  proteffor  concerning  the  pre- 
parations of  the  Swedes,  and  that  they  did  ftill  defire  to  know  what  the  king  of  Denmark 
had  anfwered  to  the  Swedifh  minifter,  in  regard  he  had  admonifhed  the  king  not  to  fuffer 
any  foreign  fhips  in  the  Sound  ;  whereupon  the  lord  Rofenvinge  did  reiterate,  not  to  know 
properly  any  thing  i  but  that  the  king  his  mafter  hath  great  caufe  to  look  after  his  own 
bufinefs,  and  his  prefervation  •,  and  that  upon  this  ftate  there  is  fo  little  ground  to  be 
made,  in  regard,  that  having  refolved  to  fend  10  or  12  men  of  war  at  the  beginning  of 
April  and  May,  there  are  hardly  five  ready  at  prefent ;  and  that  it  were  better  to  keep 
thofe  five  where  they  are,  than  to  fuffer  them  to  be  beaten  by  the  Swedes. 

Yer  I  know  very  well,  that  the  Danes  do  incite  Holland  very  much  to  fet  forth  a 
great  fleet  to  maintain  Pruflla,  or  otherwife  that  the  Swedes  will  drive  all  the  trade  of 
Holland  to  the  Englifli  and  others,  in  giving  great  exemption  to  others,  and  by  laying  the 
burthen  upon  the  Hollanders.     ■ 

Thofe  of  Holland  and  Zealand  are  to  introduce  this  day  the  lord  prefident  Pau  into 
the  high  council. 

The  lord  of  Beverweert  is  appointed  to  accommodate  the  quarrel  between  the  earl  of 
Flodrof  and  monfieur  Dorp,  who  were  ready  to  go  to  cuflfs  on  funday  laft  before  the 
queen.

I  Cannot  fatisfy  myfelfwith  your  abode  any  longer  in  London  after  fuch  pofitive  orders  for 
your  retreat  -,  but  not  knowing  any  certain  news  of  the  intentions  of  the  court,  which 
I  fuppofe  may  be  altered  fince  your  laft  orders,  I  cannot  give  you  any  counfel,  you  muft 
take  it  according  to  the  knowledge  of  the  ftate  of  all  things,  and  I  conceive  that  you  ought 
to  confider  the  Iilence  of  the  king,  to  be  a  fufficient  ground  of  diftafte  againft  you  for  not 
following  direftly  the  orders  which  are  fent  you,  fo  that  you  do  pafs  in  their  opinions  for 
a  man  too  young  and  uncapable  of  the  management  of  fo  great  a  bufinefs.  In  Ihort  you 
are  generally  blamed  here  to  fuffer  fuch  delays  in  the  figning  of  your  treaty  ;  and  it  is 
ridiculous  for  you  to  give  fo  much  credit  to  their  difcourfe,  wherein  they  have  fo  oftea 
failed  you.     1  can  add  no  more  at  prefent,  having  been  from  home  thefe  five  or  fix  weeks.

I  THINK  I  omitted  in  my  former  letters  to  giv  you  notis,  that  I  fent  horn  alongfl:  with 
his  highnes  horfes  a  couple  of  Napollitan  groomes  to  dres,  govern,  and  look  to  them  by 
the  way,  for  which  they  ar  to  hav  nyn  Naples  duccats  a  man  per  month,  fo  long  as  they 
fhal  bi  deteyned  in  attendance  of  the  faid  horfes.  When  you  difcharge  them,  theyr  paflage 
is  to  bi  given  them  fre  for  Naples.  Thes  ar  mere  fallary  men,  and  in  no  other  man- 
ner you  may  pleafe  to  look  upon  them.  The  duccat  of  Naples  is  worth  about  5  s.  and  6d. 
by  exchange. 

The  Spanifh  affairs  in  the  duchy  of  Millan  grow  worfe  and  worfe.  The  French  and 
Modenes  ar  now  joined,  and  mak  up  nere  25,000  fyhting  men.  They  ar  within  3  myles 
of  the  citty  of  Millan.  The  Spanyard,  that  could  mak  ten  thoufand,  now  cannot  fynd 
fix  thoufand  foldiors  at  his  command.

'OUR  letter  of  the  15th,  which  came  to  hand  but  late  laft  night,  I  fhall  have  anfwered 
in  few  words,  having  only  to  tell  you,  that  by  my  laft  I  gave  you  to  underftand, 
that  his  majefty  doth  very  much  long  to  have  you  make  an  end  of  your  negotiation,  and 
cannot  fuffer  any  longer  delays  without  prejudice  to  his  honour,  nor  can  we  think  of  any 
provifoes  than  what  we  have  already  made  known  unto  you.  I  do  very  much  wonder 
that  the  lord  proteftor  hath  not  yet  had  any  news  of  his  envoy  into  Piedmont.  He  hath 
been  very  well  received  there,  likewife  he  did  fpeak  very  civilly,  and  it  is  likely,  that  the 
bufinefs  that  brought  him  thither  will  be  accommodated,  if  the  Hugonots  of  theVallies, 
who  are  driven  from  thence,  will  be  contented  with  reafon. 

The  king  goes  for  Guife  within  a  day  or  two.  We  fhall  know  what  will  be  refolved 
on  at  the  council  of  war,  which  is  to  be  held  in  his  prefence.  I  pray  do  me  the  favour 
to  obtain  the  freedom  of  monfieur  Lauviliers  Poincy,  coufin  to  the  general  de  Poincy, 
of  the  ifland  of  St.  Chriftopher,  who  was  taken  aboard  a  French  fhip,  and  is  brought 
into  Plymouth.

T  WILL  affure  you  likewife,  that  on  my  part  there  fhall  happen  no  interruption  in  our 
■*-  correfpondence  •,  and  to  the  end  that  it  may  be  the  freer,  although  my  abode  here  in 
England  is  very  uncertain,  I  will  not  fail  to  fend  you  a  charafter  by  the  next  poft.  I  caa 
in  the  mean  time  tell  you,  that  my  negotiation  is  ftill  in  the  fame  condition,  and  hindred 
by  the  fame  confiderations,  which  my  foregoing  have  fignified  unto  you.  And  that  the 
protedlor  doth  pretend  to  fend  into  Switzerland  to  confer  with  the  proteftant  cantons, 
about  the  means  to  re-eftablifh  with  fecurity  the  inhabitants  of  the  Vallies  of  Angrogne, 
&c.  before  he  will  come  to  a  conclufion.  It  may  be  his  offices  will  be  prevented  by  thofe 
of  his  majefty,  and  the  accommodation  will  be  made,  if  the  faid  inhabitants  do  become

We  have  here  yet  no  certain  news  of  the  landing  of  admiral  Penn.  The  reports  thereof 
are  various ;  fome  fay,  that  he  is  beaten,  others,  that  he  hath  taken  St.  Domingo.  Blake's 
being  upon  the  coaft  of  Cadiz  doth  likewife  give  jealoufy  there. 

As  for  the  affairs  of  England,  here  do  ftill  appear  fome  fmall  agitations,  the  chiefeft 
of  the  nobility  being  imprifoned,  the  meaner  fort  are  fent  out  of  the  town  20  miles 
from  hence.  Thefe  precautions  are  attributed  to  fome  confpiracy  difcovered  againft  the 
government.  In  the  mean  time,  men  do  expeft  with  impatience  to  know  the  in- 
tentions of  the  proteftor.  He  hath  feemed  to  recall  the  private  letters  of  marque  againft 
the  French,  and  this  in  favour  of  the  lords  of  Holland.  It  were  to  be  wilhed,  that  this 
revocation  were  general.

MY  lords,  fince  my  laft  feveral  lords  and  gentlemen,  who  were  fecured  in  fundry  A.  D.  1655= 
places,  are  difmiffed  to  their  houfes  and  habitations  -,  and  in  the  beginning  of  this  J->'''^'0^ 
week  came  out  the  inclofed  proclamation  or  ordinance  of  the  lord  protedor,  whereby  it  ° '  . 
is  ordered,  that  thofe  that  have  headed  the  party  of  the  king,  or  his  fons,  or  have 
affifted  them  willingly  and  knowingly,  fhall  withdraw  themfelves  from  London  and  Weft- 
minfter,  and  all  places  that  are  20  miles  round  about  the  lame,  and  repair  to  thofe  places 
where  they  are  born,  except  thofe  that  are  ufed  to  live  conftantly  with  their  famihes  in 
the  faid  places  and  diftrifts.  And  all  officers  are  earneftly  commanded  to  keep  conftant 
fearch,  and  to  make  a  ftrift  enquiry,  if  the  faid  ordinance  be  contravened,  and  thofe 
that  afterwards  fhall  be  apprehended,  fhall  be  punifhed  as  difturbers  of  the  publick  au- 
thority. I  am  informed,  that  letters  from  Tunis,  of  the  2d  of  July,  import,  that  the 
dey  and  bafhaw  have  at  length  fettled  affairs  with  fome  Englifh  merchants,  after  the  de- 
parture of  admiral  Blake;  and  that  one  mr.  Woodhoufe  is  again  admitted  there  as  conful 
of  the  Englilh  nation.  I  am  told  further,  that  the  Eaft  India  company  here  has  got  letters 
from  Perfia,  intimating,  that  a  certain  perfon  was  arrived  at  the  court  of  the  king  of 
Perfia,  who  pretends  to  be  an  embaffador  of  king  Charles,  to  demand,  as  it  is  faid,  the 
duties  of  the  toll  at  Ormus.  The  fame  was  called  formerly  fir  Henry  Band,  but  now  he 
is  titled  lord  Bellamont.  Among  the  merchants  here  at  the  Exchange,  there  is  news, 
that  the  ftay  of  admiral  Blake  upon  the  coaft  of  Spain  caufes  great  jealoufy  ;  and  fome 
are  afraid,  that  the  effefts  of  the  merchants  of  this  nation  will  be  feized  •,  but  they  are 
already  forewarned,  a  great  while  ago,  that  they  fhould  not  hazard  much  money  in  thofe 
parts.  Concerning  the  taking  of  St.  Domingo  in  Hifpaniola,  or  any  other  enterprifes  in 
the  Spanifh  Weft  Indies,  there  is  no  further  news  nor  confirmation  arrived  here  fince  my 
laft.  The  governor  of  Hull  has  written  to  the  lord  protedlor,  that  a  Swedifti  fliip,  having  ' 
on  board  fifteen  or  fixteen  horfes,  and  fome  of  the  baggage  of  the  lord  embaffador  Bonde, 
had  been  forced  by  ftorm  to  make  that  harbour. 

Major  general  Fleetwood  arrived  here  on  tuefday  laft.  And  by  this  prefent  eaft  wind 
it  is  daily  expefted,  that  the  faid  embaffador  will  be  here  very  foon  himfelf. 

Mr.  Coyet  told  me,  that  he  was  to  lodge  in  part  of  the  houfe  of  the  earl  of  Dorfet, 
which  he  had  hired  for  three  months. 

I  am  informed,  that  the  quarter-mafter-general  of  the  camp,  mr.  Downing,  is  to  fee 
out  one  of  thefe  days  for  Savoy,  to  fettle  a  certain  regulation,  concerning  the  diftribution 
of  the  money  coUefted  here  for  the  poor  Waldenfes ;  and  that  doftor  Whiftler  will  be  fent 
to  the  king  of  France.

or  the  court  of  admiralty  here,  and  found,  that  by  way  of  notification  only,  in  the 
court  of  admiralty  it  was  reported,  fome  days  ago,  that  captain  Thomas  Amyes,  being  a 
private  Ihip  with  a  commiffion,  had  carried  into  Guernfey  a  fhip  belonging  to  the  fubjeils 
of  France,  called.  Us  trois  Marchands^  without  any  thing  further  being  heard  of  it:  but, 
upon  nearer  application,  I  was  informed,  that  one  captain  Philips  here  was  the  chief  owner 
of  the  faid  commiffioned  veffel,  and  that  a  certain  young  man,  who  has  been  fuper-cargo  of 
the  aforefaid  fhip,  the  Houfe  of  Shuyden,  was  arrived  here.  That  the  fame  perfon  had  told, 
that  the  mafter  of  the  faid  fhip  had  pacified  the  faid  captor  with  a  fum  of  money  ;  and  that 
he  with  the  faid  fhip  and  cargo  was  releafed,  and  failed  to  purfue  his  voyage.  And,  in 
order  to  get  the  better  information  of  what  has  happened,  yefterday  a  particular  friend 
has  written  to  St.  Malo.  I  have  enquired,  for  two  days  running,  after  the  faid  captain 
Vol.  III.

\  Lthough  I  have  no  very  great  hopes,  that  this  fhall  come  to  your  hands,  yet  I  had 
J\,  rather  be  thought  impertinent  than  neghgent,  efpecially  by  yourfelf,  who  have  done 
fo  many  favours  for  me,  and  from  whom  I  exped  fo  much  conftant  employment  from  you 
abroad,  if  God  fend  you  and  your  eftate  well  home.  Your  promife,  I  hope,  you  will  not 
forget,  any  more  than  I  do  to  pray  for  our  profperity.  And  now  I  have  no  bufmefs, 
I  muft  crave  pardon,  if  I  trouble  you  with  a  little  of  our  country  news,  fome  of  which 
is  very  good,  as  the  banifhment  of  all  cavaliers  from  the  city  for  three  months,  and  the 
fecuring  the  chiefeft  of  them  in  the  countries ;  fo  as  'tis  hoped  now,  we  (hall  have  all 
peace  at  home,  and  with  our  next  neighbours  the  French  ;  but  the  Spaniard  will  be 
cozened,  if  he  thinks,  there  is  no  more  to  do,  but  to  go  to  the  Indies,  and  fetch  home 
gold.  I  have  no  more  to  prefent  you  with  at  prefent,  but  the  good  news  of  all  your 
friends  health.

Sir, 


July  13,  1655. 


I  Received  yours,  that  told  us,  you  were  jull  going  your  intended  voyage  for  the  per- 
fedling  all  accompts  with  your  creditors  in  Spain,  which  I  do  very  well  approve  of, 
and  fhall  be  very  glad  to  hear  you  end  well  there  -,  for  'tis  much  doubted,  the  breach  will 
be  fo  wide  there,  as  it  will  not  long  be  hid.  The  treaty  with  France  is  in  a  very  good 
forwardnefs,  and  expeded  fuddenly  to  end  in  peace  :  therefore  if  you  think  fit,  you 
may  order  your  trade  accordingly.  I  have  little  more  to  inform  you  than  what  I  wrote 
the  laft  week.  We  hope  our  trade  will  be  good,  becaufe  we  are  quiet,  and  hke  to  be  fo : 
for  his  highnefs  takes  a  fhort  way  to  prevent  all  difturbances ;  all  the  old  malignants  being 
either  in  cuftody,  or  confined  not  to  come  within  20  miles  of  London.  And  fure  all 
others  will  be  in  time  fatisfied ;  for  if  we  thrive  in  the  Weft  Indies,  as  it  is  much  hoped, 
there  will  be  enough  for  every  man.

of  the  Englifh  Ihips  at  Copenhagen,   coming  from  the  Baltick,   granted  in  the  year  1652, 
at  the  repeated  requeft  of  the  refpective  deputies  and  refident  of  your  high  mightineffes, 
Nanning    Keyfer,    and  Frederick  de  Vries,    out  of  which   faid  fhips    and    their  cargo 
thus  feized,  and  out  of  the  produce  thereof,  according  to  the  propofition  and  approbation 
of  the  faid  mr.  Keyfer  himfelf,   was  made  payment  and  brought  over  to  account  for  the 
lofs  and  damage   fuffered  by  the   fubjefts  of  his  royal  majefty  of  Denmark  and  Norway, 
&:c.  by  the  reprifals  of  the  Englifh,  during  the  war  between  the  two  republicks.     We 
were  in  confident  hopes,  that  your  high  mightineffes  would  have  granted  us  a  favourable 
anfwer  in  writing,  upon  our  faid  propofition,  for  a  final  liquidation  of  the  faid  pretenfions, 
and  in  order  to  prevent  all  mifunderftanding,  .and  what  further  may  refult  therefrom,  to 
•the  difturbance   of  the  mutual  good  underftanding  and  neighbourly  friendfhip  and  cor- 
refpondence  between  his  faid  majefty  our  moft  gracious  fovereign  and  this  ftate:   never- 
thelefs  we  obferve  not  without  furprife   and  forrow  the  contrary,  and  feeing  that  in  the 
laft  conference  with  their  high  mightineffes  deputies,  the  lords  Beverning,   the  counfellor 
penfionary  de  Witt  and  Vierffen,  were  delivered  to  us  certain  copies  and  extrafts  out  of 
fundry   documents  and  former  afts,  confifting  in  a  number  of  fifteen   pieces,   whereby 
their  lordfliips  intended  to  demonftrate,  that  his  faid  majefty  could   not  form   by  law  nor 
under  any  colour  of  reafon,  any  pretenfion  on  the  faid  Englifh  fhips  and  goods,    nor  on 
the  produce  thereof,   nor  on  what  is  out  of  the  fame  delivered  to  his  majefty 's  fubjefts,  in 
payment,   but  on  the  contrary,  that  his  majefty  was  obliged  to  make  a  full  and  punflual 
,j-e{l:itution  of  the  fame,  without   making   the  leaft  refleftion   how  and  from  whom    his 
majefty  was   to  take   his   fatisfaftion,  for  the  loffes  his  fubj efts  have  fuffered,  and  other 
things  which  the  faid  lords  deputies  endeavoured   to  prove  by  the  faid  documents.      But 
every  thing  being  well  examined  and  confidered  by   impartial  arbitrators,  fuch  an  un- 
charitable conftruftion  can  never  be  inforced  from  thence,   which  is  but  now  only  ftarted, 
after  the  conclufion  of  the  peace  with  England,  contrary  to  all  foregoing  pr6mifes,  pro- 
teftations,  and  at  feveral  times  reiterated,  and  even  by  their  high  mightineffes  themfelves 
ratified  aits  of  guaranty  and  indemnity,  endeavouring  at  prefent  to  lelTen  and  extenuatfe 
fuch  an  aft  of  friendfhip  and  confiderable  fervice,  fhewed  and  done  by  his  faid  majefty, 
by  fuch  a  refolute  ftep,  even  to  the  hazard  of  his  own   kingdoms,  and   with  the  utmoft 
ruin  and  deftruftion  of  innnmerable  fubjefts  and  their  commerce. 

However  in  order  to  demonftrate,  though  there  be  no  need  for  it,  by  particular  re- 
futations, that  the  faid  refpeftive  retroa£ta  and  documents  are  intirely  irrelevant,  the  fame, 
as  they  are  efpecially  and  orderly  diftinguifhed,  to  the  number  of  15  articles,  fhall  be 
^nfwered,  and  the  infufticiency  thereof  plainly  proved,  be  it  that  they  are  confidered 
either  feparately  or  jointly. 

Number  i,  2,  and  3. 

The  contents  therefore  of  number  i,  2,  and  3,  may  be  intirely  applied  in  favour 
and  behalf  of  his  royal  majefty,  fince  thereby  their  high  mightineffes  do  exprefly  con- 
firm, and  by  a  fpecial  refolution  approve  and  ratify  the  promifes  and  proteftations  of  the 
faid  mr.  Nanning  de  Keyfer,  that  their  high  mightineffes,  with  all  their  power  and  forces, 
fhall  and  will  affift  his  faid  majefty,  and  avert  all  that  any  ways  may  happen  to  his 
faid  majefty  of  Denmark,  for  and  on  account  of  what  he  fhall  do  in  the  premiffes. 
And  that  their  high  mightineffes  at  all  occurrences  will  endeavour  to  fhew  themfelves 
grateful  to  his  faid  majefty  for  that  fervice. 

Wherein  refpeftively  are  repeated,  and  ought  to  be  minded,  the  words,  all  that  any  waysy 

.which  naturally  and  properly  contain  a  general  fenfe,  nothing  in  the  world  excepted,  but 

.comprehending  all  emergencies,  without  diftinftion,  efpecially  fuch  cafes,  which  after  the 

faid  feizure  which  was  defired,  muft  unavoidably  follow,  and   which  already  happened, 

and  were  effeftually   exiftent,  by  the  detention  of  the   Danilh  fhips. 

So  that  the  ferioufnefs  and  earneftnefs  of  their  high  mightineffes  requeft  being  exprefly 
•declared  and  manifefted  by  their  guaranty  and  indemnification,  the   pretended  allegation, 
that  in  behalf  of  his  majefty  nothing  could  be  produced  in  writing,   for  the  juftification 
jof  his  demands  and  defire  of  liquidation,  doth  intirely  fall  of  itfelf. 

2  It 
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It  being  likewlfe  far  from  all  appearance  or  likelihood,    that  his  royal  majefty,'  -without  A.  D.  1655. 
affurance  of  guaranty,  would  or  could   have  afted    thus  only  and  merely  in  confideration   t./^/Sj 
of  their  high  mightineffes,  fince  the  appearance  of  the  ruin  of  many  merchants  and  fubjefts 
of  his  majefty  could  inevitably  be  forefeen. 

Befides  this,  the  faid  intervening  promife  of  indemnity,  as  being  grounded  upon  reafon, 
juftice,  and  equity,  even  without  any  previous  exprefs  Stipulation,  ought  to  have  been 
made  good  by  their  high  mightineffes  fince  it  cannot  be  prefumed,  that  any  body  to  his 
own  great  prejudice  and  lofs,  would  promote  the  advantage  and  profit  of  another,  efpecially 
becaufe  natural  equity  itfelf  dictates  to  the  contrary,  that  no  body  ought  to  be  a  lofer  by 
his  kindnefs  and  good  actions,  but  that  the  lofs  muft  be  borne  by  him,  to  whom  the  ad- 
vantage doth  devolve,  fmce  lofs  and  profit  are  relatively  reciprocal. 

Number  4. 

So  that  it  can  no  ways  be  fuflained,  that  the  offence  given  to  the  republick  of  England,  ^rid 
the  law  of  retorfion  or  reprifals  was  an  unforefeen  accident,  becaufe  the  fame  in  the  treaty  of 
guaranty  I  produced  under  numb.  4.  was  not  mentioned,  nor  any  fufficient  obligation  entered 
into  ;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  evident,  that  the  affirmative  promife  of  indemnity  was  the  only 
fundamental  caufeof  the  guaranty,  and  therefore  it  is  prefuppofed,  that  a  preceding  affurance. 
of  indemnity,  with  all  circumftances  and  accidental  incidents,  is  tacitly  comprehended  in  the 
faid  treaty,  at  leafh  the  efficacy  of  fuch   reiterated  and  formal  promifes  cannot   be  made 
illufive  or   fruftrated  by  any  following   confederation,  extended  generaliter  ^  per  modum 
relationis,    for  otherwife  the  faid    promife  of  guaranty  would    be  intirely  fruitlefs  and 
without  force,  which  would  involve  a  notorious  abfurdity.     And  the  reafon  why  the  faid 
point  of  indemnity  is  not  repeated,  or  exprefly  inferted,  in  the  faid  treaty,  was,  becaufe 
the  faid  mr.  de  Keyfer,   for  want  of  further  inftruflions,  was  pleafed  to  draw  Up  the  faid 
'  a6t  in  fuch,  and  no  other  form,  and  becaufe  his  majefty   (confiding  in  the  ufual  fmcerity, 
uprightnefs  and  gratitude  of  their  high  mightineffes,  and  being  affured  of  their  praife- 
worthy  punftuality  in  making  good  their  promifes)  did,  pracipitanter  &  bond  fide,  becaufe 
the  faid  de  Keyfer  urged  this  affair  fo  very  prefTingly,    proceed  to  the  conclufion  of  the  faid 
treaty.   And  by  a  plain  confequence  the  pretended  allegation  of  their  high  mightineffes  can 
noways  ftand  good  -,  that  they  by  virtue  thereof  are  not  obliged  to  indemnify  the  fubjects  of 
his  majefty,  and  to  make  any  fatisfaftion  for  the  intolerable  and  exceffive  loffes,  which 
they  have  fulfered  and  fuftained,  only  for  the  intereft  of  their  high   mightineffes  •■,    but 
that  their  high  mightineffes  were  only  obliged  thereby   to  help  with  all  their  power  to 
avert  any  hoftihties,  which  on  that  account  might  have  been  undertaken,  againfthis  majefty 
and  his  fubjefts.    For  befides   that  fuch  a  conftru6tion  and  interpretation  is  contradictory 
to  the  true  meaning  of  the  contraftants,  and  the  good   faith  required  among  allies,   it  is 
likewife  repugnant  againft   the  very  fenfe  of  the  words  thereof,    being  extended  quam 
geneidjjfime  &'  univerfaliter,  and  does  not  except  any  cafe  whatfoever,  nor  admits  of  any 
limitation  or  reftriftion.     Moreover  the  indemnity  which  is  claimed,  is  not  only  and  folely 
grounded  on  the  faid  treaty  of  guaranty,  but  alfo  particularly,  on  the  faid   repeated  and 
ratified  promifes  of  their  high  mightinefies,  feeing  that,  without  an  effectual  indemnity,' 
the  preceding  proteftations  and  affurances  of  guaranty,  made  in  favour  of  his  majefty's 
fubje6ts,  would  be  needlefs.     For  the  averting   of  hoftitilies,  claims   and  pretenfions,    is 
really  but  one  point,  properly  relating  to  the  ftate  of  Denmark,  and  a  confequence  and  ob- 
ligation, reciprocally  refultlng  from  the  faid  treaty,  fince  it  cannot  in  any  ways  be  applied 
to  the  particular    intereft  of  the   fuffering  fubjefcs,    without    the  fame  are  indemnified 
thereby. 

Number  5. 

From   the  memorial  delivered  by  the   faid  mr.  de  Keyfer  in  the  year  1653,  exhibited 
under  number  5,  nothing  can  be  inferred  to  the  prejudice  of  the  faid  juft   pretenfions,  , 

becaufe  the  faid  mr.  de  Keyfer  could  draw  up  the  faid  memorial  according  to  his  own 
v/ill  and  likeing,  and  the  fame  being  a  private  and  particular  draught,  can  in  no  man- 
ner be  interpreted  in  prajudicium  tertii,  yet  the  recommendation  of  communication  and 
inclufion,  as  alfo  the  requeft  (to  avert  all  pretenfions  of  lofies  and  intereft  on  account  of 
the  detained  Englifh  hemp  fhips)  which  are  refpeftively  mentioned  therein,  doth  not  con- 
tradift,  much  lefs  fupprefles  it  the  right  of  indemnification,  which  by  the  foregoing  re- 
fpcftive  acts  and  promifes  was  fettled  and  confented  to,  fo  that  it  was  needlefs  to  infill 
farther  upon  it.  Therefore  the  offer  of  his  majefty,  relating  to  the  reftitution  of  the  faid 
.  Englifh  hemp  fhips  and  effefts,  or  otherwife  the  produce  thereof,  which  is  likewife  men- 
tioned therein,  muft  be  underftood  to  be  made  with  that  view  and  provifo,  to  receive  the 
like  fatisfaftion  for  fuch  fhips  and  effedts  detained  by  reprifal,  and  this  ex  identitati 
rationis.  Moreover  the  intention  of  their  high  mightineffes,  in  conformity  thereunto, 
will  plainly  appear  by  the  letter  of  the  faid  mr.  de  Keyfer  to  their  high  mightineffes, 
:  •    ..  ".,      ,  bearing 
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■A.  D.  1655.  bearing  date,  Copenhagen,  January  13,  1653.  for  therein  is  mentioned  exprefsly :  That 
t^^/'Nj  fioiij  his  majejiy  and  his  fiibjeSts  had  got  that  ficurity  where  they  could  lay  a  claim  to^  of  which 
elfe,  ly  the  relaxation  of  thefe  hemp  jhips,  they  Jhouldbe  defiitute.  So  that  it  would  be  intirely 
unequitable,  that  his  majefty,  without  a  preceding  liquidation,  and  a  like  fatisfadion, 
fhould  make  reftitution  of  fuch  money,  which  according  to  the  evident  intention  and 
ceffion  of  their  high  mightineffes,  made  by  the  faid  mr.  de  Keyfer  (whofe  ad:  their  hi»h 
mightineffes  are  obliged  to  ftand  to  •,  and  to  whom,  as  to  the  extenfion  and  force  of  the 
faid  promifes  of  indemnity,  full  credit  ought  to  be  given)  is  already  diftributed  among  his 
majefty 's  fufFering  fubjefts. 

Number  6. 

"Which  is  likewife  evidently  to  be  feen  out  of  the  letter  of  the  faid  mr.  de  Keyfer, 
written  to  your  high  mightineffes  on  the  13th  of  Auguft,  exhibited  y^^^  num.  6.  for  in  that 
faid  letter  is  repeated  the  requeft  of  his  royal  majefty,  to  be  fecured  againft  the  Englifh 
pretenfions,  befides  what  the  faid  mr.  de  Keyfer  informs  your  high  mightineffes  thereby, 
that  his  majefty  alfo  infifted  to  be  freed  from  all  further  pretenfions,  (note  the  words  fur- 
ther pretenfions  -,)  and  whereas  the  faid  words  comprehend  fome  feparate  and  fpecial  mat- 
ters, fo  that  befides  the  beforementioned  pretenfions,  fomething  €:ik  muft  needs  be  under- 
ftood,  (for  elfe  the  fame  would  have  been  fuperfluous  and  of  no  fignification  ;)  the  faid 
words  can  be  only  applied  to  this  fubjefl,  viz.  upon  the  pretenfions  what  the  Englifh 
fhould  happen  to  form,  in  order  to  refufe  to  make  reftitution  of  and  fatisfadtion  for  the 
Danifh  fliips,  which  by  reprifal  might  be  confifcated,  againft  which  his  majefty  and  the 
fubjedls  of  his  kingdoms  muft  be  effedually  guarantied  by  their  high  mightineffes,  pur- 
fuant  to  their  reiterated  and  ratified  promifes  of  indemnity.  And  according  thereunto 
the  faid  mr.  de  Keyfer  recommends  in  his  faid  letter,  that  the  faid  juft  and  reafonable 
requeft  may  be  agreed  to,  to  the  fatisfaftion  of  his  majefty,  and  in  compliance  with  the 
former  treaties  and  afls  that  are  paffed. 

Number  7. 

The  refolution  of  your  high  mightineffes  of  the  7th  of  September  1653,  delivered  _y^^ 
num.  7.  deferves  not  only  no  anfwer,  but  on  the  contrary  may  very  well  be  accepted  in 
favour  of  his  majefty,  fince  thereby  the  refpeftive  requefts  of  his  majefty,  mentioned  in 
the  abovefaid  letter  of  the  faid  mr.  de  Keyfer,  inferred  in  the  faid  refolution,  are  agreed 
to  without  any  limitation  or  proteftation. 

Number  8  and  9. 

From  the  memorial  of  the  refident  mr.  Charifius  prefented  to  your  high  mightineffes  on 
the  25th  of  Odlober  1653,  as  alfo  from  the  refolution  of  your  high  mightineffes,  which 
paffed  the  fame  day,  relating  to  the  fame,  which  refpeftively  are  exhibited  fub  num.  8  and  9, 
not  the  leaft  argument  can  be  inferred  againft  the  faid  juft  petition  and  requeft  of  liqui- 
dation, fo  that  thereon  no  particular  debates  are  required. 

Number  10. 

The  refolution  of  your  high  mightineffes  of  the  7th  of  November  1653,  produced ya,^ 
num.  ID.  comprehends  among  other  things  fome  further  affurances  in  conformity  of  the 
former  promifes  of  indemnity,  viz.  "That  their  high  mightineffes  at  all  times,  and  with  all 
their  flrength  and  power,  will  help  to  avert  all  whatfoever  fhould  happen  to  his  faid  majefty,  or 
his  kingdom,  dominions,  and  people,  in  relation  to  the  faid  feizure  or  f ale,  or  any  other  pretenfions  ; 
(note  the  words,  other  pretenfions)  that  might  be  formed  on  that  account.  And  whereas  the 
Englifti  for  that  reafon  have  made  a  pretenfion  upon  the  Danifli  ftiips,  for  which  they 
will  neither  give  nor  make  the  leaft  fatisfaftion,  their  high  mightineffes  are  efpecially 
obliged,  even  according  to  the  faid  refolution,  to  guaranty  his  majefty  and  his  kingdoms, 
and  fubjefts,  againft  the  fame,  and  to  indemnify  them.  However,  what  concerns  M\it  offer 
and  affurance  of  his  majefty  in  relation  to  the  reftitution  of  the  hemp  Ihips,  which  is 
likewife  mentloaed  therein,  that  fame  muft  be  taken  and  underftood  under  fuch  a  provifa 
and  reftriftlon,  as  above  in  the  debates  on  num.  5.  is  fet  forth,  to  which  for  brevity's 
fake  we  refer. 

Number  11. 

The  letter  of  his  royal  majefty  written  to  their  high  mightineffes  on  the  nth  of  No- 
vember i^sz-,  and  exhibited y^iJ"  num.  11.  we  pafs  by,  as  requiring  no  foJution.

Number  12. 

And  thus  proceeding  to  the  report  of  the  notification   made  by  the  lords  Beverninge,  A.  D.  1655. 
van  Nieuport,   and  Jongeftal,  to  the  faid  refident  Charifius,  delivered  January  26,   1654,  t/'V^SJ 
and  exhibited /«i^  num.  12.  we  reply,  that   we  cannot  imagine,  what  from  the  fame  can 
be  inferred,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  reiterated  promifes  of  guaranty. 

Number  13. 

By  the  propofition  made  by  mr.  Rofenvinge  to  their  high  mightinefles  on  the  27th  of 
February  1654,  -produced  fub  nim.  13.  it  was  recommended,  iipon  juft  grounds,  that  the 
lords  embafladors  of  their  high  mightinefles  then  in  England  might  be  charged  to  pro- 
cure, that  a  reafonable  reftitution  and  fatisfaftion  might  be  obtained  concerning  the  fhips 
and  goods  of  the  Danifli  fubjefts,  taken  frorn  them  by  the  Englilh,  for  the  abovefaid 
reafon.  But  from  thence  it  doth  not  follow  any  ways,  that  their  high  mightinefles  were 
thereby  freed  from  their  obligation,  ad  pr^eftdtionem  indemnitatis,  wherewith  their  high 
mightinefles,  according  to  their  refpeftive  promifes  and  afllirances,  are  and  remain  ftill 
privative,  and  efpecially  charged,  and  could  have  been  folely  called  upon  as  being  ac- 
countable. But  the  reafon  why  at  that  time  their  high  mightinefles  were  not  diredtly  re- 
quired to  make  good  their  obligation  was,  becaufe  the  Danifh  fhips  were  detained  by  the 
Englifh,  and  confequently  could  not  be  effeftually  refliored  by  their  high  mightinefles. 
But  whereas  their  high  mightinefles,  be  it  out  of  fome  particular  view,  or  any  other  con- 
fiderations  and  intereft  of  ftate,  did  not  infill  on  the  faid  point  of  fatisfaftion,  and 
omitted  to  have  the  fame  inferted,  together  with  the  inclufron,  (in  conformity  to  the 
faid  requefl  of  his  majefty)  in  the  treaty  with  England,  therefore  the  fame  obligation  is 
ftill  owing  by  their  high  mightinefles,  who  proprio  fa£lo  have  obliged  themfelves  to  the 
neceflity,  according  to  their  repeated  promifes,  to  indemnify  the  fubjefts  of  his  majefl:y 
for  all  the  loflTes  they  have  fullained. 

Number  14. 

And  afterwards  by  a  fpecial  refolution,  bearing  date  March  2,  1654.  (quoted  num.  14.) 
their  high  mightineflTes  have  renewed  their  reiterated  proteftations  and  aflurances  of  in- 
demnity, and  declared  in  cafe  of  neceflity,  that  they  would  effeftually  perform  and  punc- 
tually make  good  their  faid  promifes,  which  is  an  evident  fign,  that  their  high  mightinefles 
never  have  called  into  queftion  or  difputed  the  faid  promife  of  indemnity  by  any  contrary 
difapprobation  or  proteftation  a^inft  the  fame  -,  but  on  the  contrary  have  always  acknow- 
ledged the  fame  by  divers  ads  of  approbation,  and  with  a  fblemn  declaration,  that  their 
high  mightinefles  at  all  times  with  due  gratitude  will  remember  the  fricndfliip,  which  his 
faid  majefty  had  done  them  at  that  opportunity,  and  in  fuch  dangerous  conjunflures  of 
time,  out  of  a  fincere  affeftion  ;  and  that  they  in  all  occurrences  that  might  happen  would 
readily  acknowledge  the  fame  with  the  like  reciprocal  fervices,  fo  that  the  faid  refolution 
doth  not  at  all  contradift,  but  rather  juftifies  the  faid  required  indemnity. 

Number  15. 

And  laftly,  examining  the  ferious  letter  of  their  high  mightinefles  to  his  majefty,  written 
oh  the  23d  of  September  1654,  produced  fub  num.  15.  and  made  aifo  ufe  of  to  deftroy 
thereby  the  refpeftive  a6ls  of  guaranty  that  are  pafled,  we  only  fay,  that  from  fuch  letters 
(which  may  be  extended  pro  luhitu^  and  according  to  the  intention  of  the  writer)  nothing 
can  be  inferred  to  the  prejudice  of  him,  to  whom  the  fame  may  be  direfted,  fince  the 
fame,  being  particular  and  wilful  extenfions,  cannot  demerit  any  credit  in  favour  of  the 
writer,  to  the  effeft  of  a  fufficient  obligation.  Befides  the  centrum  thereof,  concerning 
the  general  terms  of  the  promife  of  indemnity  and  guaranty,  and  the  prefentation  of 
reftitution  made  by  his  majefty  fo  as  therein  mentioned,  doth  fufficiently  fall  away  by 
what  is  mentioned  here  before.  At  leaft  the  pretended  contradidlions,  which  from  thence 
are  fancied  to  refuk,  are  fufficiently  and  abfolutely  refuted  and  interpreted  by  falutary 
diftih6tions,  and  under  fuch  modifications  and  conditions  as  above  fet  forth. 

We  therefore  do  not  doubt,  but  whereas  their  high  mightinefles  are  now  fundamentally 
informed,  by  all  the  abovementioned  and  alledged  reafons,  of  the  true  ftate  and  fituation  of 
this  aff^air,  and  of  all  that  depends  on  it,  they  will  grant  us  a  favourable  refoltitionj 
(whereof  your  ufual  fincerity  affures  us)  in  full  fatisfaftion  of  our  pretenfions,  which  are 
grounded  upon  equity  and  juftice,  and  in  punftual  comphance  with  their  high  mighti- 
neflTes reiterated  promifes  given  and  made  as  well  by  refolutions  and  afts  of  guaranty,  aS 
alfo  by  letters  and  reports  of  their  high  mightinefles  deputies  extraordinary^  made  and 
dated  January  13,  1653.  humbly  requefting  to  take  all  thefe  motives  and  confiderations 
Vol.  III.  8  B  into 
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A.  D.  1655.  into  due  deliberation,  to  the  end  that  we  may  fpeedily  obtain  fuch  a  favourable  refolution 

{yV\J  during  the  prefent  ilkiftrious  feffion  of  their  noble  and  great  mightineffes  the  lords  the 

ftates  of  Holland   and  Weft  FrieHand  ;    remaining  in  the  mean  while  your  high  mighti- 

neffes  moft  humble,  &c.

'T  is  the  grief  of  my  foul  (and

Indeed  wee  have  been  inftruments   of 


all  honeft  men  amongft   us)  that 
fhould   be   blafted  by  our  owne    mifcarriages 
much  mifery  to  ourfelves,  befides  the  lols   of  many  gallant  men  in  Hilpaniola,  amongft 
whom   was  major  generall  Heanes   of  renowned  memory,  whofe  death  is   ftill  much  la- 
mented, and  will  every  day  more  and  more,  as  our  difficulties  come  uppon  us,  for  he  was 
a  man  that  adl^d  upon  a  cleer  account  to  ferve  his  God,  prince,  and  countrey,  laying  afide 
all  other  intereft  that  might  obftruft  thefe  his  good  intentions.     But  the   aftions   of  our 
generall  have  not  fo  cleerly  demonftrated  themfelvesunto  us.     Sir,  here  is  much  difcontent 
betwixt  our  generall  and  collonel  Buller,  collonel  Carter,  and  collonel  Doyly  (by   them 
juftly  taken)  occafioned  by  his  irregular  afting,  they  have  not  fo  much  power  here  as  his 
highnefs  allowed  the  captaines  (under  his  conduft)  both  in  England,  Scotland,  and  Ire- 
land, neither  hath  he  fummoned  them  twice  (fince  our  arrivall  here)  to  confult  about  the 
fafe  difpcfall  of  this  your   poore  army  for  the  future  ;  nay,  that  which  is  worft  of  all,  he 
afteth  as  his  will   leadeth  him,  notwithftanding  the  vote  of  the  councill.     In  one  parti- 
cular I  can  fadly  inftance  this  truth.     At  our  invading  this  idand  the  generall  called  a  coun- 
cill of  warr  for  the   further   difpofall  of  his  army  that  night  ;  it  was  refolved,  that  wee 
Iliould  immediately  march  to   the  enemies  chief  towne  (being   but   five  miles  from  our 
landing)  in   order   to  which   the  army  advanced- very  cheerfully,  but  before   the   reare 
mooved,  command  went  to  the  van   to  ftand  untill   further  order,  without  giveing  any 
further  reafon  (for  this  fudden  alteration)  then,  what  will  you  difpute  command  ?  Which 
anfwer  was  given  by  our  now  major  generall.  Wee  marched  not  untill  the  next  mornino- 
about  eight  of  the  clock,    at   which   time   the  generall  came  up  to  us,   he  haveing   re^ 
turned  aboard,    and  lay  there  all  night  from  his  army,  which  was  not   the  cuftome  of  his 
highnefs  to  ufe  his  armies  fo.    The  lying  ftill  of  the  army  the  firft  night  (contrary  to  the 
councill's  refolve)  hath  wonderfully  prejudiced  his  highnefs  defigne,  for  by  itt  the  enemie 
had  libertie  to   quitt  thier  towne  with   bagg   and    baggage  ;  accordingly  they  did  fo,  for 
weecomeing  to  itt  found  neither  man,  woman,  nor  child  in  itt,  but  the  enemie  did  Vend 
unto  us  fome  horflmen  that  evening   to  knov/  our   defires,  and  whether  or   knowe  wee 
vrould  treate  with  them  ;  they  had  libertie  to  fend  commiffioners,  in  which  time  of  the 
treaty  fome  of  the  gentlemen  abovenamed  (if  not  all)  much  defyred  of  the  o-enerall   that  a 
party  might  be  fent  out  to  keepe  the  enemie  from  conveying  themfelves  and  goods  away, 
(they  then  lying  within  three  miles  of  us)  in  cafe  they  fiiould  breake  off" ;  this  would  not 
bee  aflented  unto.     The  enemies  commiffioners  were  little  lefs  then  compelled  by  our  ge- 
nerall to  figne  conditions,  but  their  party  haveing  carryedaway  their  eftates  (and  too  much 
drove  the  country)  would  not  make  good  what  their  commiffioners  figned,  which  they  muft 
in  all  probabilitie  have  done,  if  wee  had  either  marched  the  firft,  (it  being  ordered  by  the 
councill)  or,  according  to  the  collonels  defyres,  fent  out  a  party  to  ftop  the%nemies  motion 
from  us  :  the  doeing  of  neither  hath  occafioned  the  lofs  of  much  blood  ;  never  was  a  poore 
army  fo  condufted.     My  lord  protec1:or  hath  done  well  for  us,  and  our  provifion  came 
very  feafonably  to  us,  but  ftrangely  difpofed  off";  for  I  have  not   had  (from   the  ftore)  fix 
pound  of  bread  for  myfelf  and  familie  fince  my  arrivall  here,  neither  doth    the  collonel 
know  what  is  in  the  ftore,  being  not  privy  to  any  thing  :  thus  fadly  hath  the  general  afted 
but  bleffed  be  God  he  is  now  goeing  from  us.  I  am  confident  our  good  God  will  ftirr  up  the 
heart  of  his  highnefs,  to  make  a  ftrickt  enquyrie  into  the  fo  much  blood  fpilt  both  in  Hil- 
paniola and  here.  The  Lord  direcfh  his  foule  in  fo  weighty  a  matter.  Sir,  wee  are  in  a  good 
ifiand  for  effedting  his  highnefs  defigne,  and  am  aflured  wee  may  yet  fiourifh  (God  o-iyino- 
a  bleffing)  if  in  time  we  have  one  fent  to  head  us  (with  fome  other  provifions)  which  I 
hope  will  bee  a  man  fearing  God,  and  hating  covetoufnefs,  which  hath  hitherto  been  our 
mine.     To  have  written    to  your  honour  every  particular  would  have  taken  up  many 
but  my  collonel  and  commiffiioner  Butler  (both  honeft  men)  goeing  for  England,

America,

will  give  you  the  full  and  particular  relation  of  all  our   tranfadions "fince' 
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America,  the  which  will  appeare  very  fad.  My  collonel  is  ordered  by  the  council!  of  the  A.  D.  i6^^, 
army  to  wayt  on  his  highnefs  on  our  behalfe  ;  he  is  a  gentleman  of  experienced  fidelitie  to  t,^'''VNJ 
us,  and  hath  ftood  up  faythfully  for  the  advancement  of  the  prefent  expedition,  but 
whatfoever  he  or  the  other  two  collonels  fayd  or  defyred,  yet  the  general  would  doe 
what  he  pleafed.  Although  he  would  not  call  them  to  councill,  yet  they  feverall  times  de- 
fyred and  preffed  earneftly  to  have  fome  thinges  done,  which  undeniable  were  for  the 
advantage  of  the  army  :  he  would  not  aft  therein,  but  by  fome  meanes  or  other  evade 
them,  fometimes  faying,  fuch  wayes  were  better,  not  at  all  adheering  to  their  advice,  but 
tooke  our  collonel  Holldepp  (to  bee  of  his  cabinett  counfell)  who  hath  been  a  very  ill 
member  to  this  army.  I  now  begg  pardon  for  this  my  boldnefs :  I  thought  it  my  duty  to 
give  your  honour  this  brief  hint  ot  paffages  here  (his  highnefs  honour  being  much  con- 
cerned herein,  and  chiefly  the  caufe  of  God)  fearing  that  the  larger  account  might  mif- 
carry,  which  is  figned  by  fome  gentlemen,  that  I  am  confident  are  and  will  prove  fayth- 
full  and  loyall  fubjefts  to  his  highnefs,  and  I  hope  are  willing  to  facrifice  their  lives  in  the 
prefent  caufe,  although  general  Venables  is  ftrangely  leavcing  us  without  the  confent  of 
the  forementioned  collonels.  One  thing  remarkable  I  had  almoft  forgott ;  the  generall  and 
councill  ordered  that  noe  commilTioned  officer  fhould  depart  the  ifland  without  leave 
from  the  collonels  ;  but  fince  that  he  hath  given  paffes  to  many,  and  I  heare  will  carry 
more  with  him,  notwithftanding  the  collonels  proteft  agaynft  itt.  They  may  be  profecuted 
as  runnawayes,  he  havinge  not  power  to  fend  or  carry  any  off.  Ceafing  your  trouble  at 
prefent,  I  humbly  fubfcribe  myfelf

np  HIS  examinate  faith,  that  on  the  1 1  th  day  of  this  inftant  July,  one  Henry  Seyley,  Vol.  xx^^ig. 
-■■  a'bookfeller,  living  over-againft  Dunftan's  church  in  Fleet  Street,  came  to  his  Ihop,  p.  418. 
being  next  to  the  Three  Daggers  in  Fleet  Street,  and  told  him,  he  had  a  piece  or  two 
of  plate  in  the  form  of  a  trumpet  to  fell  him,  which  was  left  him  as  a  legacy  by  a  gen- 
tleman in  the  country  ;  the  day  or  two  following  the  faid  Seyley  fent  two  new  filver  trum- 
pets in  a  box  nailed  up  to  this  examinate  ;  which  box  he  broke  up,  and  whilft  he  was 
weighing  the  trumpets  the  faid  Seyley  came  to  his  Ihop  and  fold  them  to  this  examinate 
for  5  s.  -an  ounce. 

This  examinate  further  faith,  that  both  the  faid  Seyley  and  himfelf  being  brought 
before  commiffary  general  "Whalley,  as  they  were  coming  from  the  Meufe  to  him,  the  faid 
Seyley,  fuppofing  that  this  examinate  would  be  releafed,  defired  him  to  go  to  one  Doffet  in 
Fetter  Lane,  and  tell  him,  that  he  was  in  trouble,  or  fomething  to  that  purpofe,  and 
withal  to  defire  him  to  affirm,  that  the  box  with  the  two  trumpets  was  left  at  his  houfe 
for  him  by  Rowland  Thomas,  late  a  prifoner  in  the  Tower,  and  that  they  had  been  left 
with  him  the  fpace  of  three  mpnths.

Examinations  and  informations. 

William  Roughton  the  elder,  of  Wllcott,  in   the  county  of  Wilts,  confefleth,  that  Vol.  xxriij, 
twice  or  thrice  he  was  in  company  with  major  Clarke,  mr.  Bowles,  and  others  of  p.  284. 
the  late  rifers,   this  laft  winter  at  hunting  near  Everlie,  and  dined  with   them  at  the  faid 

Everlie, 
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A.  D.  1655.  Everlie,  after  their  fport  ended.    He  faith  further,  he  had  a  fon  engaged  in  the  rebeitiori  ; 

C/*V*\J  as  alfo  that  he  fold  the  lord  Sandys  at  Luggerfhal  the  day  the  rifing  was  at  Sarum  four 
horfes  ot  a  good  price,  and  went  thither  the  fame  day  on  purpofe  to  hunt  with  the  faid 
lord  Sandes.  He  denieth  that  he  met  on  purpofe  with  the  faid  Clark,  Bowles,  &c.  t<5 
hunt,  but  accidentally  as  he  was  airing  his  horfe  upon  the  Downs. 

I  This  acknowledgment  was  made  by  the  above-mentioned  mr.  Roughton  unto  me  upon 

the  14th  of  July  1655.  and  upon  enquiry  after  him,  I  find  him  to  be  a  reputed  cavalier, 
and  to  have  been  formerly  queftioned  by  major  Boteler. 

Edward  Hotton. 

John  Strong  of  Dunhead  in  the  county  of  Wilts  informeth,  that  captain  Robert  Grove 
of  the  fame  pariih,  and  formerly  of  the  cavalier  party,  was  abfent  from  his  houle  about 
five  or  fix  days,  at  the  time  of  the  rifing  of  Salifbury,  and  was  at  the  houfe  of  one 
mr.  Molines  near  Sherburn,  a  reputed  cavalier,  on  the  funday  before  the  faid  rifing  ;  upon 
which  day  he  fent  his  fervanr  home  to  his  houfe  at  Dunhead  for  a  fuit  of  clothes, 
which,  as  the  fervant  alledged,  his  mafter  was  to  wear  at  Dorcefter  afilzes  four  days  after. 
He  further  informeth,  that  there  went  one  out  of  the  faid  mr.  Mohnes  houfe,  that 
joined  with  the  rebels,  whilft  the  faid  captain  Grove  was  there.  And  further  he  faith 
hot. 

Mr.  Keate  of  the  fame  parifli  of  Dunhead  informeth,  that  in  the  dufk  of  the  evening, 
four  or  five  days  after  the  rifing  at  Sarum,  he  obferved  with  his  daughter  two  perfons  on 
horfeback  to  ride  in  haftily  into  the  faid  captain  Grove's  yard,  and  he  enquiring  after 
their  going  away  the  fame  night,  or  the  next  day,  but  could  not  learn  that  they  did  either. 

Amy  Gaine  of  Dunhead  St.  Mary,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  informeth,  that  about  a 
fortnight  or  three  weeks  before  the  rifing  at  Sarum,  her  fon-in-law,  doftor  Dunne,  that 
then  fojourned  in  her  houfe,  invited  certain  perfons  to  her  houfe  to  a  feaft,  whofe  names 
are  as  followeth,  captain  Grove  and  James  Bennett^  both  formerly  in  the  king's  army, 
mr.  Crofs,  mr.  Green,  mr.  Goddard,  Richard  Freaker,  Robert  MuUins,  William  Meggs, 
and  that  there  were  prefent  two  brothers  of  the  faid  doftor's,  and  others  whofe  names 
fhe  had  forgot.  And  being  an<;ed  what  was  the  reafon  of  the  faid  meeting,  fhe  replied, 
it  was  to  make  merry  at  her  fon-in-Iaw's  farewel,  who  was  then  to  go  to  live  in  the  Ifle  of 
Wight.     And  further  Ihe  faith  not. 

Martha  Lufh  of  Dunhead  aboVefaid  informeth,  that  the  faid  doftor  Dunne,  about 
two  or  three  days  after  the  faid  feaft,  and  about  a  fortnight  before  the  rifing  at  Sarum, 
came  to  her  houfe,  and  beginning  difcourfe  with  her  about  her  hufband,  faid,  that  the 
roundheads  religion  was  the  worft  of  all  religions ;  and  that  you  and  I  fhall  fee  the  time, 
when  Inch  and  Legge  (meaning  two  mirfifters)  fhall  be  turned  out  of  their  parfonages  ; 
for  that  the  faid  Inch  preached  a  fermon  of  thankfgiving  after  Worcefler  fight  for 
the  viftory  obtained  there  :  he  faid  further,  that  the  time  may  come,  that  I  may  be  a 
friend  to  him  for  it ;  and  that  the  parliament  men  did  deferve  to  have  their  heads  fame  of 
them  cut  off.  She  further  informeth,  that  the  faid  do6tor  Dunne  at  the  fame  time 
was  very  much  offended  widi  her,  for  that  her  hufband,  that  had  been  formerly  a  cavalier^ 
was  now  led  away  by  the  faid  Inch  his  preaching.     And  further  fhe  faith  not. 

The  faid  doftor  Dunne,  his  brothers,  and  the  reft  of  this  meeting  are  by  all  the  honeft 
people  thereabouts  all  accounted  cavaliers,  the  faid  Grove  and  Bennett  having  formerly 
been  in  the  king's  army,  and  the  faid  Dunne  was  imprifoned  fo  foon  as  he  came  in  the 
Ifle  of  Wight  for  fufpicious  words  he  fpoke  then,  with  fome  others  that  went  over  thither 
with  him,  but  were  fince  releafed  upon  bail. 

Mr.  Swanton  of  Sarum  informeth,  that  the  high  fherifi^of  Wilts  faw  mr.  Willoughby 

^mongfi  the  rebels  near  Blandford  (he  being  then  a  prifoner  amongft  them)    the   fame 

day  the  rifing  was  at  Sarum  ;    and  the  faid  mr.  Willoughby  doth   not  deny  his  being 

there,  but  faith,  it  was  to  fetch  off  his  wife's  brother,  one  mr.  Green  junior  of  Meare 

in  the  faid  county,  that  was  gone  along  with  the  faid  rebels. 

Mr.  Kitfon  of  Bifhopfton  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  and  one  engaged  in  the  rifing  at 
Sarum,  informeth,  that  as  he  was  marching  along  with  the  faid  rifers  near  Evill,  on  the 
weft  fide  of  the  faid  town,  as  he  remembers,  or  he  is  confident  upon  the  road  between 
Blandford  and  the  faid  Evill,  he  obferved  a  gentleman  riding  very  faft  up  from  the  rear 
unto  the  front  of  the  faid  party  of  rifers  ;  and  thereupon  afking,   who  it  was  thaf  rode  up 

lo 
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fo  hard,  one  that  rode  next  this  informant,   replied,  that  it  was  one  mr.  Willoughby,  A.  D.  1655. 
who,  as  this  informant  obferved,  was  well  mounted,  and  had  a  fword  by  Kis  fide,  but  what  ti/'^^XJ 
other  arms  this  informant  knoweth  not.    This  informant  alfo  obferved  another  man  riding 
up  the  fame  a  little  after  the  faid   mr.  Willoughby,   but  doth  not  know  who  it  was,  nor 
did  he  enquire  after  him. 

This  is  the  Willoughby  of  Weftknowell,  that  had  the  rendezvous  of  the  fox  hunters 
at  his  houfe  for  a  week  together,  but  a  very  few  days  before  the  rifing  at  Sarum  as 
abovefaid. 


I'he  information  of  John  Smith,  of  Luggerfhal,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  carpenter. 

SAith,  that  there  was  a  fox  hunting  at  the  faid  town  this  week  before  the  rifing  at  Sarum,  Vol.  xxviiL 
which  continued  for  four  or  five  days,  where  were  prefent  the  lord  Sands  of  Hamp-  P-  ^9^- 
fhire,  fir  Henry  More  of  Berklhire,  old  mr.  Garrett,  Charles  Garrett,  and  Thomas  Garrett 
his  fons,  living  at  Lamberton  in  Berkfhire  ;  mr.  George  Browne,  and  old  mr.  Fifher, 
mr.  Deane,  efquire  Hill,  and  one  mr.  Newman.  He  faith  flirther,  that  mr.  John  Mom- 
peffon  came  on  foot  the  morning  that  the  rifing  was  to  go  a  hunting  with  them.  He 
further  faith,  that  the  faid  lord  Sands  had  eight  horfes  at  the  faid  fox  hunting,  and  that  he 
and  fome  of  the  faid  party  ftaid  to  hunt  till  monday,  the  day  the  rifing  was,  and  the  fame 
day  broke  up  their  fport,  and  rode  away,  and  others  of  the  faid  party  went  away  the 
thurfday  before. 

Mr.  Mompefl*on  informeth,  that  the  lord  Sands  bought  three  or  four  of  the  faid  horfes 
of  one  mr.  Roughton,  at  or  about  the  fame  time  ;  and  that  one  of  the  faid  horfes  was  fit 
for  the  great  faddle,  and  not  for  hunting,  being  of  a  very  great  value. 

Sir  Thomas  Moore  and  mr.  Deane,  that  were  of 
the  number  of  the  faid  fox  hunting,  were  in 
the  rifing  at  Salifbury.

Right    honorable, 

IUnderftand  by  my  wife,  that  flie  received  civill  refpeds  from  you,  when  fhe  had  occa-  Vol.  xxvlii. 
fion  to  make  her  applications  to  you  about  my  old  bufinefs,  for  which  I  humbly  thank  P-  47°" 
you,  begging  the  continuance  of  your  favour  towards  me  therein,  without  which  through 
unreafonable  and  vexatious  perfecuting,  my  family  is  like  to  fufFer  very  much,  which  is 
no  fmall  afiliclion  to  me.  You  may  pleafe  to  remember,  it  was  the  thing  I  promifed  to 
his  highnes,  when  he  was  pleafed  to  fend  for  me,  that  if  an  end  might  be  put  to  the 
fuit,  which  they  faithfully  ftated,  as  appeares  by  the  truftees  certificate  in  your  hands  to  his 
highnes,  I  would  readily  ferve  his  highnes  in  this  expedition,  otherwife  I  could  not  with- 
out manifeft  ruin  to  my  family,  being  followed  by  a  malicious  adverfary  :  his  highnes 
was  pleafed  to  undertake  it  fliould  be  done  ;  in  confidence  whereof  I  engaged,  and  am 
here  at  this  day  through  divine  providence.  I  did  no  evill  to  incurr  fo  much  trouble,  only 
defire  to  be  indempnifyed  in  purfuance,  and  by  virtue  of  an  ad:  of  parliament.  The 
truftees  fell  me  land  and  woods  diftindWy  receiveing  my  money.  I  cut  down  part  of 
thefe  woods  to  reimburfe  myfelf,  am  impleaded  on  the  ftatute  of  Gloucefter,  condemn'd 
unheard,  trible  damages,  adjudged  to  lofe  the  lands  fuppofed  to  be  ...  .  and  am  with- 
out remedy.  Pleafe  you  at  leafure  to  perufe  the  truftees  certificate,  and  you'll  finde  I  am 
very  hardly  dealt  with.  Appeare  and  pleade  for  (as  the  cafe  now  ftands)  the  ftranger, 
widow,  and  fatherlefs,  who  otherwife  under  God  have  no  helper.  It  will  be  a  greate  en- 
couragement to  me  to  goe  on  chearfully  in  the  publique  employment,  if  I  might  heare 
care  were  taken  for  my  family,  otherwife  it  will  be,  as  now  it  is,  a  great  difcouragement. 
I  did  likewife  informe  yow  or  fome  detts,  which  I  had  contrafted,  which  I  could  not  fa- 
tisfie,  unles  his  highnes  would  pleafe  to  order  fatisfaftion  of  my  arreares,  which  are 
ftated  and  bonded  to  be  paid  mee  in  money,  which  his  highnes  told  mee  he  would  caufe 
to  be  done  in  fome  fliort  time,  though  he  could  not  doe  it  at  the  prefent,  by  reafon  the 
treafary  was  lowe,  and  foe  ordered  me  only  2 col.  with  which  I  fatisfyed  part  of  my 
detts  -,  he  left  above  loool.  unpaid,  which  did  very  much  trouble  mee,  fearinge  leaft  (as  it 
falls  out)  it  ftiould  prove  fraudalous  to  mee.  That  in  confidence  his  highnes  would  pleafe 
to  order  payment  of  the  reft  in  fome  ftiort  tyme,  I  for  prefent  filenced  my  creditors, 
and  came  away  in  obedience  to  his  highnes  commands.  But  that  which  I  feared  is  now 
Vol.  III.

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A.  D.  1655.  befallen  mee,  rcproch  and  fhame,  for  borrowinge  and  not  payeinge ;  a  thinge,  which  woundi 
K^'*''^\J  mee,  as  in  reputation,  foe  in  confcience,  and  without  your  favourable  and  effeftual]  afif- 
tance  I  muft,  as  things  (land,  groane  under  this  burthen.  I  have  taken  the  boldnes  to 
fpread  my  grievances  before  yow,  and  implore  your  freindHiip  theirein.  Pieafe  to  take  it 
into  your  ferious  confideration,  and  procure  relief.  The  bond  for  my  arreares  I  have  left  in 
mr.  Hodges  hands,  with  direftion  to  waite  on  yow.  Sir,  I  fliall  forbeare  to  give  yow 
account  of  proceedings,  in  regard  fo  many  will  waite  on  yow,  who  will  informe  yow  .  ,  , 
of  particulars.  General  Pen  went  hence  with  2  parts  of  3  of  the  flecte,  and  4  dales 
fince  bur  general  Venables  is  likewife  embarqued,  and  commiflioner  Butler  will  accom- 
pany him.  Truth  is,  I  know  not  of  what  ufe  he  is,  unles  to  make  up  a  nomber :  if  I 
may  without  offence  fpeake  it,  he  is  the  unfitteft  man  for  a  commiffioner  I  ever  knew 
ymployed.  I  fuppofe  his  highnes  and  councell  had  little  knowledge  of  him.  Pieafe  to 
pardon  mee,  that  I  thus  fpeake  it  :  my  zeale  to  the  fervice  is  a  trouble  to  me  to  fee  my 
lord's  bufmes  ill  managed.  I  wifh  with  all  my  heart  God  may  finde  out  and  fit  inftruments 
to  all  intents  and  purpofes  for  the  worke.  General  Pen  knew  of  general  Venables  refolu- 
tion  to  goe.  General  Venables  acquainted  captain  Butler  with  his  inabillity  and  unfitnes 
by  reafon  of  ficknes,  to  aft  ;  and  defired  his  concurrence  to  appoint  me  to  carie  on  the 
worke,  and  manage  affaires.  The  commiflioner  went  that  night  to  general  Pen,  as  he 
alleadged,  to  communicate  the  fame  to  him,  returned  againe  3  dales  after,  but  will  not 
declare  general  Pen's  or  his  owne  refolution  in  that  matter.  General  and  commiflioner 
are  all  gone,  and  I  am  left  to  aft  without  booke  ;  but  God  afllftinge  mee,  I  fhall  doe  my 
utmofl:  for  his  glory  and  the  fervice  of  his  highnes  ;  but  defier  his  highnes  pleafure  may  be 
fignified  as  foone  as  poITible,  to,

Deare  sir, 

THAT  you  may  fee  I  am  not  altogether  unmindfull  of  my  promife,  I  have  heer  fent 
you  a  breif  narretive  of  our  proceedings  fince  we  came  from  England.  The  26th 
of  December  we  fett  faile  from  Portfmouth  ;  the  29th  of  January  arived  at  Barbadoes 
where  we  flayed  two  months  in  expeftation  of  our  ftore  fhips.  They  not  coming,  and 
we  having  compleated  our  regiment,  and  defirous  to  be  in  aftion,  made  the  bell  provifions 
we  could,  and  the  30th  of  March  embarqued  ourfelves,  the  13th  of  April  we  arrived  at 
Hifpaniola,  but  our  pilot  and  conduftor,  viz.  one  Cox,  being  fent  away  two  dales  before, 
I  know  not  on  what  errand,  by  general  Pen,  came  not  up  to  us  time  enough  to  direft 
us  in  landinge  at  the  river  Hine,  foe  as  we  were  enforced  to  faile  above  12  leagues  to 
the  leward  of  St.  Domingo,  where  we  landed,  marching  an  unknowne  countrey  without 
any  guide,  many  faintinge  with  the  extreame  heate  of  the  fun  and  want  of  water.  By 
this  meanes  we  alarum'd  all  the  countrey,  who  ymediately  forfook  their  houfes,  and  fled 
into  the  cittie,  the  onely  place  of  flrength.  All  the  wells  they  dam'd  up  within  8  miles  of 
the  citty.  We  wanted  neceflTaries  to  carrie  forth  water,  by  which  meanes  (we  marchinge 
up  twice  towards  the  towne)  were  difabled  to  profecute  the  bufines  with  effeft.  The 
countrey  beinge  wooddy,  and  waies  narrow,  fome  advantages  were  taken  by  ambafcades, 
and  feveral  perfons  cut  of ;  but  we  foone  beate  them  out  of  their  fafl:neflres,  but  could  not 
advance  by  reafon  of  the  weakenes  and  faintnes  of  the  fouldiers,  who  fell  downe  dead  for 
want  of  water.  When  we  firft  landed,  our  army  was  healthy  and  ftronge,  but  exceedingly 
weakned  through  ficknes  in  the  ifland.  Findinge  drought  too  powerful  an  enimy  to  en- 
counter with,  a  refolution  was  taken  to  embarque  for  this  ifland  Jamico,  which  was  a 
more  feafeble  place  to  undertak,  and  farre  more  advantagious  in  order  to  our  defigne  on 
the  Indies  than  Hifpaniola.  Here  we  arrived,  marched  up  to  the  towne  fower  miles 
from  the  fea  fide,  the  enemy  fled,  we  poflTeil  ourfelves  of  it,  lofl:  not  a  man  their,  and 
our  commilfloners  afterwards  treated  the  articles  confirmed  by  their  governours  and  com- 
miflloners,  who  were  and  are  hoftages  ;  but  the  countrey  would  not  conforme,  but  fled 
into  and  fecured  themfelves  in  the  mountains,  where  they  make  a  hard  fhift  to  live,  till 
the  great  raines,  which  are  accordinge  to  the  feafon  expefted,  force  them  to  buckle.  We 
are  fendinge  out  fmall  parties  continuallie.  Lafl:  weeke  we  tooke  24  of  them,  and  50 
others  came  in  voluntarily.  It's  a  very  fruitfull  and  pleafant  land,  a  fitt  receptacle  for 
honnefl:  men,  which  is  our  greateft  want  here.  Who  knowes,  whether  God  hath  not 
fent  us  before,  to  make  way  for  the  gofpell.    I  hope  God  will  inchne  and  dilpofe  the 
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heart  of  fuch  as  feared  God,  to  come  and  fitt  downe  amongfl:  us.  We  have  encountred  A.  D.  1655.' 
and  waded  through  many  hardfhips  and  difficulties  -,  but  all's  nothinge,  foe  as  we  may  L/'VNJ 
be  inftrumentall  to  propagate  the  gofpell.  Were  it  not  in  this  confidence,  I  fhould  have 
funk  in  the  worke,  as  others  have  done,  but  this  confideration  beares  me  up.  Doubtles 
God  is  doeinge  a  greate  and  ftrange  worke.  Who  would  not  be  forward  to  have  a  hand 
in  it  ?  Meethinks  I  can  doe  and  fuffer  on  that  account,  that  I  may  fee  the  promifes  and 
prophecies  fulfilled,  and  which  is  more  to  be  inftrumentall  therein,  tho'  an  honour,  of 
which  I  am  not  worthy  ;  yet  fuch  honour  Ihall  his  people  have.  Confider  and  revolve 
God's  word  and  the  prefent  worke  ;  and  let  none  ftande  ftill  that  be  helpfull  and  fervice- 
able  in  God's  worke.  Had  I  5000  lives,  1000  fons,  all  fliould  be  ofFerred  up  to  it.  I 
bles  his  name,  that  hath  made  me  foe  willinge  amongft  many  unwillinge,  who  though 
they  ....  wifh  and  exprelTe  their  defires  to  be  in  Egypt  again.  I  truft  God  will  fpirit 
men  for  this  worke,  and  give  them  other  hearts:  men  of  ordinary  fpirit  are  not  fitt  for  ex- 
traordinary atcheivements.  What  a  defirable  and  joyfull  thinge  would  it  be,  to  fee  many 
godly  men  flock  and  flow  in  hither,  there  is  accumodation  worke  for  them  .''  Here  they 
may  ferve  God,  their  countrey,  and  themfelves.  I  dare  fay,  he  that  cumes  on  fuch  ac- 
counts, Ihall  not  have  caufe  to  repent  his  voyage  :  many  there  are  that  came  out  with  us 
vauntinge,  as  if  they  would  have  carryed  the  Indies,  bigg  with  expedlation  of  gold  and 
filver  ready  told  up  in  baggs,  not  findinge  that,  but  meetinge  with  fome  difficulties  and 
hardihips,  wherewith  God  ufes  to  try  and  exercife  his  people,  they  fret,  fume,  and  grow 
impatient,  and  wifli  that  they  were  at  their  onyons,  &c.  Severall  of  fuch,  accordinge  to 
their  defires  and  difcontents,  we  have  difmift,  and  may  returne  with  fhame  enough.  We 
expcft  in  their  owne  defence  they  will  difparage  the  place  and  fervice  ;  but  1  hope  wife 
and  fober  men  will  not  give  much  credit  to  them.  General  Pen  with  2  parts  in  3  of  the 
fleete  returned  14  dales  fince  for  England.  Our  general,  who  hath  beene  ficke  8  weeks, 
is  now  embarqued  for  England  ;  fo  that  the  care  of  the  army  under  God  depends  on 
me.  I  fuppofe  the  proteftor  will  not  be  well  pleafed  to  fee  them  ;  but  we  fhall  have 
the  beft  care  we  can  in  their  abfence.  We  heare  of  great  preparations  in  Spaine,  but 
feare  them  not,  I  know  God  (if  England  fhould)  will  not  negleft  and  forget  his  intereft  here. 
Thinke  not  that  I  write  to  entice  and  inveagle  men  hither  groundlefly.  I  fpeake  my 
owne  and  judgment  of  wifer  then  I,  that  is  the  befl:  land  they  and  I  fet  foote  on.  Here  is 
only  want  of  bread  for  the  prefent  and  godly  fociety.  Had  I  that,  I  mean  the  laft,  which  is 
the  befl:,  I  could  difpence  with  all  other  difaccommodations.  Here  is  fufficient  with 
God's  bleffinge  to  make  men's  conditions  very  comfortable.  And  if  men  are  able  to  fur- 
niffi  themfelves  with  fervants,  they  may  foone  enrich  themfelves.  I  truft  God  will  ftir  up 
the  hearts  of  his  people,  to  ponder  and  confider  this  operation  of  his  hands,  and  enquier 
what  the  Lord  meaneth  by  it,  and  follow  him  though  into  a  wildernefle.  Pleafe  to  pre- 
fent my  love  and  fervice  to  my  fifter,  and  falute  all  the  good  acquaintance  of    .

A  paper  of  mr.  Vermuyden  to  the  proteSior. 

THAT  the  agreement  made  by  the  queene  of  Sweden  with  the  lord  protedor  of  the 
commonwealth  of  England,  &c.  is  null,   fhee  haveinge  refigned  her   crown  unto 
her  neffew,  &c. 

That  the  king  of  Sweden  and  the  king  of  Poland  are  in  union,  and  hold  at  this 
time  correfpondence,  fo  as  that  their  is  a  right  underflandinge  betwixt  them,  and  come 
on  this  fide  above  100  leagues. 

That  the  king  of  Sweden  is  in  union  with  the  emperor,  and  have  had  no  fufpiftion  of 
a  quarrell  fince  the  receivinge  of  his  crowne.  And  that  the  late  queene  of  Sweden  doth 
Hill  hold  frequent  correfpondency  with  the  emperor. 

That  if  the  Swedilh  army  had  or  doth  intend  any  invafion  into  the  united  provinces 
of  the  Low  Countries,  they  mud  have  gone  over  the  Rhyne  farr  higher  then  now  they 
are  come  •,  for  beinge  fo  low  in  the  country,  betwixt  the  Rhyne  and  the  fea,  there  is 
fmall  poffibility  for  them  to  harme  the  Low  Countries  ;  neither  cann  they  enter  on  Friez- 
land  fide,  in  reguard  of  a  moorafh,  that  runs  along  the  coaft,  and  not  pafable  but  by  a 
broad,  cafy,  on  the  end  of  which  are  inpregnable  fortes,  and  allfo  the  warres  in  the  Low 
Countries  being  holly  by  feeges.  The  year  is  to  farr  fpent.  And  allfo  confiddered  the 
mutuall  concurrances,  which  have  binn  betwixt  Sweden  and  the  Low  Countries,  it  is  not 
probably  againft  them  intended. 

The  kinge  of  France  hath  affifted  the  Swedes  with  vafl:  fommes  of  mony,  by  which, 
it  is  evident,   that  they  are  privy  to  this  defigne. 

That  theis  and  fuch  like  thinges  being  well  weighed  and  debated  with  reafon,  it  is  the 
moft  probable  againll  England.  Alfo  confidered  that  courtly  behaviour,  which  hath  bin 
and  is  betwixt  the  queene  of  Sweden,  and  the  eldeft  fonne  of  the  late  kinge. 

That  the  ftrenght  is  great,  and  the  confequence  farr  greater,  and  it  is  to  be  confiddered 
that  this  vaft  army,  which  is  the  very  bowells  of  Germany  and  Sweden,  is  condufled 
by  none  but  protellant  princes  ;  and  if  they  fhould  land  in  England,  it  is  to  be  confiddered 
that  they  will  be  neceffitated  to  fight,  which  will  caufe  much  refolution,  and  then  difficult 
to  be  beaten  ;  neither  will  they  accept  of  a  golden  brige,  if  proferred  ;  witnes  the  battaile 
of  Newport  in  the   year   1600,   or  thereaboutes.     The  old  prince  Mauricius  ufed  to  fay 
that  there  was  no  greater  weakninge  to  any  power,  then  to  fitt  in  felfe-fecuritye.     It  is 
wifdome  in  a  cornander,  to  forefee  danger,   and  not  to  difcover  the  leafl  to  his  fouldiers. 

It  is  allfo  to  be  confiddered,  if  fuch  an  invafion  fhould  bee,  where  it  is  moft  proba- 
bel  they  will  land,  and  in  what  manner ;  that  fo  their  may  be  a  fecret  preparation  for 
refinance. 

It  is  probabell,  that  they  will  land  one  part  in  Scotland,  fo  to  have  footinge  and  help, 
the  Scot  being  a  people  willinge  to  rife  upon  fuch  an  occafion.  AJlfo  it  is  probabell  Hull 
to  be  the  other  place  :  i.  Becaufe  of  the  flrenght  of  the  place.  2.  Becaufe  it  is  over- 
againfl  Emden,  a  probable  haven  to  embark  themfelves.  3.  They  may  march  up  the 
river  Trent,  and  by  fecureing  the  paffes  cutt  England  into  two  peeces.  And  it  is  further 
to  be  confiddered,  whether  they  will  not  land  one  EfTex  fide,  with  the  whole  bulck  of 
the  army,  and  march  up  to  London,  There  are  many  other  thinges  of  much  vahdity  to 
be  thought  of,  and  how  befl  to  fettle  the  people ;  but  without  debate  they  are  not  to  be 
fet  downe.  But  as  it  is  a  maxime  amongft  princes  to  eye  any  army,  being  on  foot,  fo  it 
is  true,  that  England  ought  to  eye  the  Swedifh. 

And  truly  though  a  forreign  army  is  odious  to  the  Englifh,  and  by  confequence  will  be 
reddy  to  oppofe  them  ;  yet  when  a  Englifhman  comes  in  the  head  of  them,  under  collor 
of  his  right,  it  will  aher  the  condiftion  before  fpoken.

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My  defire  Is,  that  your  highnes  may  have  found  intelligence  and  fecret  debates,  which  A.  D.  1655. 
are  the  nerves  of  government.  In  what  your  highnes  blames  mee,  pardon  by  reafon  of  L/VNJ 
my  prefumptious  unfkillfull  age,  the  which  in  what  I  may,  if  your  hignes  thinkes  fit,  I 
ihall  be  willing  to  amend  by  your  diredlions  ;  the  which  will  be  a  happynes  to  me,  but 
farr  greater  to  fee  the  government  fettled  in  the  everlaftinge  peace  of  content ;  and,  as 
the  Pfalmift  faith  in  the  108,  verfe  13.  Throw  God  wee  Jhall  do  valiantly^  for  he  it  is  that

My  lord, 

ID  O  underftand,  with  much  difpleafure,  that  your  indifpofition,  and  not  the  defign  to  Vol.  xxviii, 
fequefter  yourfelf  for  fome  time  from  all  affairs,  doth  keep  you  in  the  country.  I  had  p.  456- 
word  writ  me  of  the  contrary,  but  it  is  not  extraordinary,  that  judgments  do  ground 
themfelves  upon  bare  appearances,  nor  likewife,  that  the  difcontent  of  the  mind  doth 
alter  the  health  of  the  body  the  moft  robuft.  The  terms  of  the  letter,  which  you  were 
pleafed  to  write  to  me,  do  refent  a  little  of  the  firft  •,  and  I  do  believe,  that  the  other  will 
get  ftrength,  if  you  can  overcome  the  difquietnefs,  which  the  condition  of  your  affairs  doth 
caufe  unto  you.  I  mufi:  confefs,  they  are  not  in  that  condition  as  you  could  wifh  them, 
in  regard  all  thofe  fair  hopes  which  the  court  gave  you  have  not  produced  any  elevation 
yet.  However  your  condition  may  be  fupported  with  patience,  if  you  confider,  that 
the  greatefl  perfons  have  not  been  always  fmiled  upon  by  fortune.  I  do  likewife  imagine 
myfelf,  that  you  have  no  great  caufe  to  be  fo  much  tormented  through  the  confideratiori 
of  want,  notwithftanding  any  difgrace  whatfoever  that  may  fall  upon  the  charges  of  in- 
tendants,  if  you  have  not  had  fome  confiderable  lofs  during  my  abode  in  England ;  and 
your  policy  is  fufficiently  known  unto  me,  not  to  take  alarm  at  the  taxes  laid  upon 
the  intendants,  nor  upon  the  rents,  whereof  you  have  not  paid  anything;  only  I  judge 
that  you  are  not  yet  well  difpofed  to  fupply  my  wants,  unlefs  it  be  by  fine  prayers  to 
God,  which  if  they  be  no  more  efficacious  than  mine,  I  fhall  be  fuddenly  brought  to 
an  ill  condition.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  you  will  be  one  day  troubled  at  my  ruin,  fince 
you  have  contributed  to  it,  for  making  me  to  come  into  a  country,  where  my  inclina- 
tion and  many  reafons  did  hinder  me  from  coming ;  and  though  my  negotiation  have 
never  fo  favourable  a  fuccefs,  yet  there  will  ftill  remain  fome  bitternefs  behind  -,  and  if 
I  had  come  away  without  concluding  the  treaty,  I  perceive  I  ihould  have  fuffered  all  the 
difgraces,  wherewith  it  is  pofTible  to  lade  a  negotiation. 

I  fee  that  publick  fame  doth  already  condemn  me,  and  that  the  fault  of  all  the  delayss, 
which  the  government  of  England  hath  ufed  towards  me  for  almoft  thefe  three  years, 
is  imputed  to  me,  as  if  I  fuffered  myfelf  to  be  delayed  without  taking  any  notice  of  it. 
All  my  letters  will  juftify  me  from  this  reproach  before  the  eyes  of  the  minilters.  And 
although  they  declare  to  the  world  fome  difcontent  of  my  conduft,  yet  I  have  caufe  to 
believe,  that  they  do  me  juftice  in  their  particulars.  You  did  conceave  me  to  be  in  fome 
fear,  that  my  abode  here,  after  the  lafl  orders  which  were  fent  me,  would  anger  them  •, 
but  the  lafl  letters  of  the  earl  of  Brienne  do  wholly  difTipate  my  apprehenfions.  Here  hath 
paft  nothing  confiderable  fince  my  lafl,  which  gave  you  an  account  of  the  lafl  confe- 
rence I  had  with  the  lord  proteflor,  who  hath  fent  the  royal  party  20  miles  diflant  from 
this  city,  and  it  is  yet  uncertain  what  he  will  do  with  them.  Here  is  yet  nothing  certain 
of  the  fleet  in  America.

another  letter,  tending,  to  caufe  us  to  accept  of  the  truce,  till  the  peace  can  be  con- 
cluded, and  accompanied  it  with  a  writing  figned  by  his  royal  highnefs,  which  doth  con- 
tain, that  he  doth  agree  to  it.  We  have  agreed  to  it  for  4  days,  beginning  the  29t.h 
of  this  month  i  and  in  the  mean  time  we  will  fpeak  to  the  faid  embaffador  at  Pignerol, 
the  place  agreed  on  for  the  treaty.  We  will  not  do  any  thing  without  the  advice  and 
confent  of  the  other  lords  embafladors  of  Switzerland  and  England,  if  he  comes  back, 
although  that  they  do  continue  to  ferve  us  as  they  ufed  to  do  formerly,  to  debar  us  as 
they  ufed  to  do  of  all  communication,  that  we  cannot  fend  any  letters  to  them,  nor 
to  mr.  Morland,  who  is  gone  away  to  our  great  grief,  without  knowing  what  imprcflions 
they  may  have  made  him  to  take,  nor  what  anfwers  we  are  to  make  unto  them,  and  with- 
out giving  him  thanks  for  the  pains  he  took,  and  the  zeal  he  declared,  as  alfo  by  his 
means  to  his  highnefs  my  lord  protedlor,  for  the  great  caufes,  which  we  have  had  of 
him,  and  to  pray  him  for  the  continuation  of  his  graces  and  favours,  wifhing  with  paflion 
that  there  might  be  fomebody  on  his  behalf  here,  if  we  come  to  treaty.  We  fee  that  they 
continue  to  difguife  our  rights,  and  that  they  deny  the  perfecutions,  which  they  have 
ufed  towards  us,  and  that  they  will  delay  us,  to  weary  and  tire  out  our  benefaflors  and 
mediators.  Wherefore  although  we  be  relblved  to  accept  of  the  defired  peace,  if  it  be 
a  reafonable  one,  fo  likewife  we  ought  to  provide  againft  all  contrary  accidents,  and  not 
fend  away  thofe  that  are  come  to  affifb  us,  although  this  doth  confume  a  good  part  of 
the  charities  that  are  fent  us,  the  foot  foldiers  being  at  9  d.  per  day,  befides  an  am- 
munition loaf  of  24  ounces ;  befides  they  are  moft  them  yet  ufelefs  unto  us,  for  want 
of  horfes.  We  lofe,  or  at  leaft  we  do  not  get  much.  We  do  forbear  all  hoftility  out  of 
refpe(5l  to  the  embaffador  of  France,  who  did  defire  it  of  us  ;  but  the  enemy  doth  not  forbear 
to  come  and  burn  the  remaining  parts  of  our  houfes,  which  are  yet  left  unburnt.  And  we, 
to  endeavour  to  deftroy  that  neft  of  rogues  at  la  Tour,  went  yefterday  and  affaulted  them, 
and  burnt  the  whole  place  down,  except  a  corner,  where  the  enemy  had  made  a  fort, 
which  we  had  likewife  conquered,  if  the  enemy  had  not  prevailed  with  their  horfe  againft 
us.  We  have  fome  prifoners,  amongft  the  reft  three  friers,  whereof  that  wicked  Fra. 
Profpero  Tarana  is  one,  and  one  ot  the  chiefeft  inftruments  and  authors  of  our  ruin.  We 
loft  feven  of  our  foldiers,  who,  being  loaden  with  plunder,  could  not  get  awa  y  faft  enough.

PAper  cannot  blufh.  It  is  my  unhappineffe,  and  not  my  fin,  that  makes  me  to  fuffer  ;  A.  D.  1655. 
and  the  moft  of  my  fufFering  is  for  being  an  Englifhman,  and  for  having  been  ever  lyV^SJ 
true  and  faithfuJl  to  my  native  country  ;  the  which  hath  bred  me  many  enemys  in  ^°''  g"^'"- 
Swedland,  who  would  be  very  glad  to  fee  me  forfaken  here,  and  to  fall  into  fome  in-  ^'  '''  ^' 
convenience  ;  not  that  they  or  any  of  them  can  accufe  me  of  having  been  any  way 
wanting  in  the  fervice  I  owe  to  the  king  my  matter,  whom  I  have  now  a  long  time 
ferved  with  as  much  fidelity  as  any  man  could  have  done.  I  have  now  a-long  time  been

money,  which  would  take  up  above  two  months  time,  I  have  been  neceffitated  to  addrefle 
myfelfe  to  your  honour,  humbly  befeeching  your  honour  to  move  his  fereniffime  high- 
nefle,  that  in  cafe  his  highneffe  would  be  pleafed  to  vouchfafe  to  gratify  me,  his  moft 
humble  fervant,  with  what  I  made  bold  to  fpeake  with  your  honour  lately,  ailoone  as 
ever  I  come  over,  I  will  be  ready  to  lay  the  fame  downe  at  his  highneife's  command  and 
pleafure.

A  copy  of  the  letter  wrote   to  the  count  de  Brienne,  by  Servien,  the  French 

embajjador. 
My  lord, 

NOT  having  had  the  honour  to  receive  any  from  you  by  this  laft  poft,  nor  by  that  y^^]  ^^^-j 
of  the  foregoing,  I  have  only  to  inform  you  of  what  paft  here.  I  will  begin  in  p.  506. 
telling  you,  that  this  phyfician  and  minifter  of  Laufanne,  who  at  his  return  from  the 
Vallies  of  Piedmont  was  apprehended  by  the  governor  of  Suze,  the  laft  week,  was  pre- 
fently  fet  at  liberty,  after  that  copies  were  taken  of  thofe  memorandums  which  were  found 
about  him.  I  fignified  this  enlargement  to  the  faid  Vallies,  and  mr.  Morland,  envoy  of 
the  lord  protedtor,  as  done  in  confideration  of  his  majefty,  as  the  effefts  of  thofe  vigorous 
and  cordial  good  offices,  which  his  majefty  hath  commanded  me  to  life  towards  their 
royal  highneflfes,  for  the  pacification  of  thofe  troubles.  I  believe,  my  lord,  I  fent  you 
word  in  my  laft,  how  that  the  faid  mr.  Morland  is  lodged  and  defrayed  by  their  royal 
highneffes,  who  gave  him  the  firft  audience  at  Rivelle  on  faturday  laft.  I  believe  they 
will  give  him  that  pf  his  farewel  within  two   or   three  days,  having  no  orders  to  treat,

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A.  D.  1655.  but  only  to  defire  them  to  receive  them  into  mercy,  and  to  re-eftabhfh  them  in  their  favour 
^>''~V"XJ  and  their  eftates  •,  and  that  they  will  endeavour  (as  I  do  exliort  them  to  it)  to  fend  him 
back  the  beft  inftrudled  and  fatisfied  as  it  is  poflTible,  to  the  end  he  may  make  a  good  re- 
lation to  thofe  that  fent  him  ;  as  I  do  on  my  part,  for  the  intereft  of  the  king,  in  the  vifits, 
which  he  made  me,  and  which  I  gave  him.  He  makes  a  great  foundation  upon  a  capi- 
tulation of  the  year  1561,  between  the  earl  of  Raconis  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid 
Vallies,  by  which  they  are  permitted  to  inhabit  out  of  the  ancient  limits,  and  to  declare 
themfelves  of  their  religion  without  fear,  being  required.  But  although  that  this  piece  be 
effential  for  this  particular  pretence  of  inhabiting  out  of  the  faid  ancient  hmits,  there  is 
no  original,  nor  any  authentick  copy  of  it  to  be  found.  All  the  orders  of  the  fame 
Emanuel  Philbert,  and  likewife  in  the  year  1561,  and  all  thofe  of  his  fucceflbrs,  do  re- 
duce them  to  the  faid  ancient  limits  •,  although  it  be  very  probable,  that  the  faid  capitula- 
tion of  the  faid  lord  de  Raconis  is  really  intervened,  in  regard  there  are  many  copies  not 
figned,  and  likewife  allowed  in  printed  books,  by  the  permiffion  of  the  officers  of  this 
country.  But  the  minifters  of  this  court,  befides  the  want  of  an  authentick  copy,  do 
oppofe  the  default  of  the  ratification,  by  the  duke,  whereof  was  never  feen  any  original  or 
copy  figned.  They  clo  likewife  oppofe  the  entring  thereof  in  the  fovereign  companies, 
without  which  fuch  privileges  are  invalid,  although  they  were  agreed  unto  by  the  proper 
perfon  of  the  prince.  The  faid  minifters  likewife  alledge,  that  the  prince  cannot  fubjed: 
his  fubftitute  fucceffors  to  the  crown,  to  conditions,  which  are  prejudicial  to  their  fove- 
reignty,  being  as  well  fovereign  in  their  turns,  as  their  predecefibrs.  Befides  that  fuch 
privileges  cannot  fubfift,  if  not  confirmed  by  the  fucceeding  prince,  who  hath  power 
to  recal  them,  add,  or  diminifh.  In  fhort,  to  conclude,  they  fay,  that  in  cafe  all  that  is 
aforefaid  were  of  no  value,  yet  the  laft  rebellion  of  the  inhabitants  rendred  them  guilty 
of  the  higheft  punifhments,  and  confequently  unworthy  of  all  graces,  which  have  been  for- 
merly granted  unto  them.  And  they  do  add,  that  thofe,  who  govern  at  prefent  in  Eng- 
land, ought  to  think  it  fo  much  the  lefs  ill,  in  regard  they  have  banifht  and  ill  ufed  the 
catholicks  of  Ireland,  England  and  Scotland,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  concefllons,  which 
their  legal  kings  had  granted  them. 

I  ought  not  (my  lord)  to  omit  to  tell  you,  that  I  have  declared  to  the  faid  mr.  Morland, 
that  notwithftanding  all  thefe  confiderations  of  this  court,  I  hoped  that  that  of  his  majefty 
will  prevail  with  their  royal  highneffes  to  re-eftablifh  the  faid  inhabitants  in  their  ancient 
limits,  and  to  permit  them  to  fell  what  they  have  purchafed  out  of  them  ;  although  that 
by  reafon  of  their  frequent  rebellions  they  were  refolved  to  banifh  them  out  of  their  ftate, 
or  at  leaft  to  confifcate  thofe  eftates,  which  they  have  purchafed  out  of  their  limits ;  but 
that  which  I  fear  moft,  is  the  obftinacy  of  thofe  people,  and  that  they  will  not  make 
fuch  ufe  of  thofe  graces,  as  they  owght,  which  one  fhall  procure  for  them.

From  the  Valley  of  Peroufe  in  Piedmont,  Julyff,  1655. 

Vol.  xxviii.     QINCE  the  departure  of  mr.  de  Servien  embaffador  of  France  his  fecretary,  we  have 
P  496-  O  flood  fo  well  upon  our  guard,  that  our  enemies  have  not  been  fo  hafty  to  come  and 

furprize  us  ;  and  as  our  brethren's  courage  and  numbers  do  daily  increafe,  and  that  it  was 
not  jull  to  ftand  ftill,  we  refolved  to  make  our  profit  of  the  advantage  God  has  been 
pleafed  to  give  us  in  the  three  laft  fights ;  and  having  to  that  purpofe  deliberated  upon 
what  was  to  be  done,  it  was  refolved,  that  one  fhould  go  and  unneftle  the  Savoyards, 
who  had  entrenched  themfelves  in  the  borough  of  the  Tower.  After  which  having  put 
our  troops  in  order,  and  called  upon  the  name  of  God,  we  untied  1000  foot,  which 
paflfed  Pelles,  and  alTaulted  the  borough  of  Lucerne,  where  they  found  fome  refiftance, 
while  that  the  main  body  of  the  army  did  beat  the  Tower,  where  they  found  fome  fmall 
defence  by  thofe  that  were  within,  which  being  unable  to  ftand  out  againft  us,  run  away, 
and  were  chafed  out  of  feveral  places  in  which  ours  went,  which  did  not  only  plunder  all 
they  found  therein,  but  did  alfo  put  to  death  thofe  which  remained  without  remiflion  ; 
after  which  they  fired  all^  and  amongft  other  the  church  and  houfe  of  the  miflionaries  ;  and 
befide  Fra.  Profpero  their  fuperior,  and  chief  author  of  the  malTacres,  whom  they  have  de- 
tained prifoner,  and  put  into  irons,  they  have  made  fome  other  prifoners,  and  taken  fome 
quantity  of  arms  and  other  provifions,  and  horfes,  which  will  ferve  them  in  their  need, 
I'hofe  which  were  gone  to  Lucerne,  after  they  had  plundered  fome  houfes,  withdrew 
themfelves  with  the  lofs  of  one  of  their  men,  and  another  wounded,  and  taken  by  the 
enemy  in  their  retreat.     But  fmce  this  expedition  there  hath  been  a  truce  granted  for  four 

days. 
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days,  which  cloth  end  this  day,  it  was  granted  in  confequence  of  a  letter  fenf  by  mr.  de  A.  D.  1655. 
Servien  to  treat  of  an  agreement.  He  is  to  come  to  Pignerol  to  treat,  where  fome  of  L/^V"\J 
our  chiefs  and  our  minifter  are  to  render  themfelves,  having  given  us  all  the  neceflary 
affurances:  v/e  will  inform  you  with  the  events  thereof.  The  deputies  of  the  evangeUcal 
cantons  are  come  to  Turin,  notwithftanding  their  highnefles  inhibitions  to  not  come,  upon 
the  fubjed:  of  our  agreement,  for  which  he  would  only  fuffer  the  intermiffion  of  France. 
V/e  think  they  have  order  to  declare  war  unto  that  duke,    God  give  us  a  good  peace.

OUR  rebel  Hugonots  of  the  Vallies,  having  given  a  furious  afTauIt  to  the  To^ver,  were 
ftrongly  repulfed,  although  joined  by  4.00  foot  and  50  horfe,  come  from  France,  from, 
whence  they  receive,  as  well  as  from  Geneva,  and  from  the  cantons,  all  neceflary  provifions  ; 
and  being  fince  returned  they  have  burned  a  cloifler  of  monks,  and  carried  away  the  fupe- 
rior  i  but  having  been  followed  by  the  catholicks  in  their  retreat,  they  have  loft  60  men, 
amongft  which  is  Paulo  Vachiero  their  chief.  In  the  interim  the  ordinary  embaflador  of 
France  and  the  deputy  fent  by  his  majefty  into  thofe  quarters  to  treat  of  an  agreement, 
have  often  been  vifited  to  that  purpofe  by  marquis  de  Pianezza.  That  four  deputies  of 
the  Swifs  cantons  are  alfo  here  arrived  to  that  purpofe,  and  the  agreement  is  fo  much  the 
more  expefted,  by  reafon  the  French  embaflador  is  going  to  morrow  for  Pignerol  to 
labour  thereunto.     My  lord  protector's  envoy  parted  from  hence  on  funday  laft. 

At  lall  prince  Thomafo  joined  with  the  duke  of  Modcna  ;  after  feveral  counterfeitings 
to  aflault  Lody  and  Cremona,  they  befieged  Pavia  the  %^  inftant,  and  have  already  taken 
the  bridge  and  a  half  moon,  fo  that  it  is  thought  they  will  carry  it  within  20  or  25  days 
at  fljrthefl. 

The  marquis  Ville  doth  fl:ill  remain  in  his  pofl:  of  Lomellina,  giving  great  jealoufy  to 
Verfeil,  from  whence  the  governor  has  been  forced  to  fend  out  the  fyndic  and  feveral 
other  inhabitants  little  afFefted  unto  him.

UPON  complaint  made  unto  the  council  of  flate  concerning  fome  ill  ufage  made  of  late  y^j 
to  fome  poor  proteftants  which  lived  at  Langres,  a  decree  has  been  given,  by  which  p.  408 
his  majefty  permits  unto  all  thofe  of  the  religion  his  fubjedls,  to  dwell  in  what  place  foever 
of  his  kingdom,  be  it  within  or  upon  the  frontiers  as  they  fhall  find  good  ;  his  majefty 
underftanding  that  they  fhould  enjoy  the  fame  freedoms  and  liberties  as  his  catholick  fub- 
jefts,  fo  that  they  undertake  nothing  againft  the  good  of  his  fervice,  enjoining  unto  all 
governors  and  magiftrates  to  not  trouble  nor  hinder  them,  but  on  the  contrary  help  and 
comfort  them  in  cafe  of  need,  under  great  penalties. 

The  king  having  written  unto  the  duke  of  Lefdiguieres  to  not  fuffer  any  of  the  religion 
to  pafs  to  go  to  the  relief  of  the  perfecuted  proteftants,  whilft  his  majefty  has  given  order 
about  their  agreement,  the  faid  duke  has  returned  an  anfwer,  that  his  majefty  muft 
declare  war  againft  the  proteftants  of  Dauphine  and  Languedoc  to  hinder  it.  We  have  no 
news  from  our  army  fince  the  6th  inftant,  that  it  was  written  from  Maubeuge,  that 
4000  horfe  were  united  under  the  command  of  mr.  de  Caftelnau,  which  went  and  feized 
the  little  city  of  Bovines,  and  4000  under  mr.  de  Uxelles  were  gone  towards  Sambre 
to  hinder  the  enemies  pafl^age,  which  were  pofted  under  Montz.  The  king  was  that  day 
to  depart  from  Maubeuge  with  all  the  army  to  follow  mr.  Caftelnau  :  their  defign  is  un- 
known. But  this  march  makes  us  believe  they  aim  at  Luxemburgh  ;  fome  think  it  is  for 
Namur,  but  that  place  is  too  much  advanced,  and  the  fiege  could  not  be  made  unlefs  the 
Liegeois  were  willing.  A  fhort  time  will  make  us  fee  clearly. 

The  letters  from  Marfeilles  fay,  that  befides  the  lofs  of  our  five  gallies,  they  had  ill 
news  of  four  fhips  of  our  army,  which  went  before  to  land  fome  foot  foldiers  in  the 
gulph  of  Specia,  namely,  that  they  have  been  met  and  taken  by  the  Spanifh  fleet,  and 
fome  fay  befieged  in  the  gulph  ;  but  this  news  is  yet  uncertain. 

The  duke  of  Mantua  arrived  here  on   faturday  night,  and  went  to   the  palace  of 
Longueville,  where  he  is  fumptuoufly  feafted,  he  will  ftay  there  fome  eight  or  ten  days 
for   his  train,   and  then  will  go  towards  the  king,  who  will,  as  it  is  thought,  repair  to 
Mefieres, 
.  It  is  faid  that  Marienburg  and  Barlemont  are  befieged.

WE  are  informed,  that  the  court  is  gone  from  la  Fere,  and  that  the  king  arrived  at  Guife 
the  ft  inftant.  The  Capelle  and  the  Chaftelet  have  been  found  fo  well  provided  with 
men  and  all  neceffaries  for  their  defence,  that  our  generals  have  not  yet  framed  any  fiegCj 
both  that  they  might  not  expofe  our  foldiers  to  the  butchery,  as  alfo  becaufe  they  will  not 
hinder  the  other  progreffes  they  make  in  the  enemies  country,  whofe  army,  as  alfo  the 
taking  of  Landrecy,  do  afford  us  great  advantages,  which  in  all  likelihood  will  be  crowned 
by  fome  other  fiege.  The  cardinal  doth  much  watch  Rocroy,  becaufe  of  Sedan  ;  but 
rnr.  le  prince  has  given  fuch  good  orders  thereunto  by  his  laft  voyage  there,  that  it  will 
hardly  be  taken.  We  are  informed,  that  mr.  Guyonnet,  overfeer  of  the  faid  princess 
houfe,  having  been  brought  prifoner  to.Quefnoy,  and  not  to  Paris,  hath  faved  himfelf ; 
and  as  during  his  imprifonment  he  has  received  letters  from  the  faid  prince,  and  had  con- 
ferences with  the  duke  of  Grammont,  it  is  from  thence  inferred,  that  he  hath  let  himfelf 
be  taken  to  treat  abput  the  faid  prince's  agreement  with  the  king  ;  but  the  hatred  the 
queen  and  cardinal  Mazarin  bear  him  is  fo  implacable,  that  this  overfeer's  efcape  feems  to 
be  a  craftinefs  for  to  render  the  Spaniards  jealous  of  his  faid  mafter.  You  may  fee  our  other 
news  in  our  two  following  extracts.

WE  are  informed,  that  the  troops  of  Savoy,  being  gone  to  affault  the  proteftants  of 
the  Vallies  of  Piedmont,  in  an  intrenchment,  upon  which  their  chief  commander 
had  caufed  few  men  to  appear  before  the  fpies  of  their  enemies,  on  purpofe  to  draw 
them,  but  that  he  did  fo  well  receive  them  in  their  affault,  that  200  Savoyards  were  killed 
upon  the  place,  and  the  others  forced  to  retire  with  the  ffiame  of  being  followed  very  far 
on  the  plain.  And  that,  being  come  to  revenge  themfelves  by  Pignerol,  and  try  to  make 
fome  other  attempt,  they  had  again  been  repulfed  beyond  the  river  of  Chifon,  with 
another  confiderable  lofs.  So  that  we  fee  God's  providence  doth  watch  for  the  prefervation 
of  thefe  poor  perfecuted,  who  find  themfelves  reinforced  with  4  or  500  experienced 
foldiers.  Neverthelefs  they  defire  their  agreement  may  fuddenly  be  made,  whereunto  my 
lord  proteftor's  deputies  together  with  thofe  of  Swifferland  and  Geneva  do  much  labour 
towards  the  duke,  infilling  that  puniffiment  may  be  made  of  the  authors  of  this  maffacre.

THE  town  of  Landrecy  being  reduced  to  the  obedience  of  the  king  and  the  arms  of  his 
majefty,  according  to  the  capitulation  made  between  them,  the  enemy  marched  out 
of  it  1500  horfe  and  foot,  and  300  wounded,  with  arms  and  baggage,  and  two  pieces  of  ord- 
nance ;   for  which  Te  Deum  was  fung  here  on  wednefday  laft. 

Yefterday  came  news,  that  Capelle  and  Chaftelet  were  both  befieged,  the  firft  by  the  mar- 
quis of  Caftelnau,  and  the  other  by  the  marquis  of  Durelles,  defended  by  monfieur 
de  Senfy  for  the  prince  of  Conde. 

The  letters  from  Marfeilles  of  the  13th  do  confirm  the  ftiipwreck,  that  hath  been  made 
of  five  gallies,  with  the  lofs  of  all  the  men,  above  3000  in  number.

THE  king  of  France  hath  had  great  fuccefs  this  year,  firft,  in  Catalonia  (where  Mompo- 
mard  is,  and  hath  gotten  a  good  recruit)  upon  taking  of  a  town  there ;  fecondly, 
towards  Milan,  where  the  French  befiege  Valence,  and  have  gotten  Cafal,  by  compofition 
with  the  duke  of  Mantua,  whom  they  expedl  at  Paris  within  few  days  ;  and  thirdly,  to- 
wards Flanders,  by  the  taking  of  Landrecy  •,  fo  as  now  they  think  to  fetch  contribution  as 
far  as  Bruffels,  and  it  is  probable  will  fit  down  before  fome  other  town  this  year.  This 
makes  them  high  in  France,  and  (as  is  reported)  not  fo  defirous  of  peace  with  England 
as  they  were  •,  the  rather  becaufe  the  news  from  Hifpaniola  makes  them  believe,  that  Spain 
and  England  muft  certainly  fall  out;  whereas  the  French  defired  peace  chiefly  with  Eng- 
land, to  keep  off  their  affiftance  to  Spain  againft  France,  By  the  way  I  heard  of  a  pleafant 
ftory  of  a  pidbure  fet  to  fale  on  Pont-neuf,  wherein  the  lord  proteftor  was  fitting  on  a 
clofe-ftole  at  his  bufinefs,  and  the  king  of  Spain  on  the  one  fide,  and  the  king  of  France  on 
the  other,  offering  him  paper  to  wipe  his  breech.  But  there  was  great  offence  taken  at  it, 
and  the  pictures  were  taken  away.

Sir, 

THIS  brings  this,  that  wednefday  laft  Middleton  and  Belcarris  were  made  friends  by  A.  b.  1655. 
Charles  Stuart  himfelf,  and  all  hufti'd.     The  fame  day  that  the   calumny  was  taken   (-''"^rXJ 
off,  Belcarris  propounded  to  the  king   from   the    body  of  the   Scots  prefbyterians,  that  ^°'-^^'"''"- 
if  the  duke   of  York  or  prince  Rupert   might   be  folely  left   to  be  their  leaders   and  ^'  ^°  " 
managers  of  that  affair,  and  that  Hyde  might  not  be  privy  to  any  thing  of  it,  or  that 
party,  that  then  all  their  intereft  for  money,  men,  and  arms,  Ihould  be  employed  againft 
you.     And  now  he  proceeds  to  treat  concerning  a  reconciliation  between  Charles  Stuart 
and  the  queen,  which  is   the   fum  of  all  his  bufmefs   at   prefent.     Particulars  you  fhall 
know  as  they  fall  out. 

The  fame  day  prince  Rupert  had  an  exprefs  came  to  him  from  the  Landgravine  of 
Heffe,  which  fhortned  his  ftay  at  Cologne,  and  made  Charles  Stuart  abruptly  make  him 
the  propofal,  vi^hich  was  fuddenly  anfwered,  viz.  that  he  would  quit  all  employments  to 
ferve  him,  and  he  would  endeavour  to  defer  his  journey  for  Modena  this  fummer,  if  an 
handfom  conjunftion  might  be  procured  with  all  parties,  he  would  ferve  him  with  all 
his  intereft,  either  in  men,  money,  arms,  and  friends,  and  fo  the  next  day  took  his 
JGurnty  for  Heffe,  as  ill  fatisfied  as  ever  with  Hyde.  The  fame  day  Ormond,  lord  New- 
burgh,  and  O  Neil,  went  from  hence  in  difguife  into  Holland  ;'  as  alfo  arrived  here  old 
Goring,  Philips,  and  Heath  ;  and  by  the  poft  this  day  we  hear  of  Wagftaffe,  Darcy,  and 
fir  James  Hamilton's  being  got  on  this  fide  the  fea  •,  and  the  marquis  of  Newcaftle's  horfes 
are  come,  of  which  I  gave  you  timely  notice,  as  alfo  of  the  lord  Downe's. 

The  lord  Gerard  was  fent  hence  on  friday,  the  lord  Craven  with  him.  They  are  to 
treat  with  Newcaftle,  Maffey,  Langdale,  and  others,  and  are  to  endeavour  the  new  modelling 
of  our  plots.     They  being  fent,  I  come  not  to  Antwerp. 

Gerard  is  to  go  then  into  France,  to  treat  with  the  duke  of  York,  queen,  &c.  Moft  of 
his  ftay  will  be  at  Calais.  If  you  fent  fomebody  to  obferve  his  aftions,  you  would  do 
well ;  for  hearing  Talbot,  Stephens,  &c.  to  be  taken,  he  intends  to  attempt  the  murther 
of  the  proteftor  \,  and  remember  I  have  warned  you  of  the  Park. 

At  Alexander  Green's  houfe,  an  inn  in  Manchefter,  Wilmot,  Lloyd,  &c.  were  well 
known,  and  lay,  and  there  treated  with  the  prefbyterians  of  thofe  parts. 

Day  of  Dover,  &c.  are  rogues.  I  have  yours  of  the  6th  and  13th  old  ftilc;  I  exped 
your  anfwer  to  this  and  my  other  letters.

High  and   mighty  lords, 

MY  lords,  being  arrived  here  on  the  25th  inftant,  I  have  ever  fince  endeavoured  Vol.  xxviii. 
to  find  out,  if  any  or  what  knowlege  there  may  be  at  court,  of  the  prefent  de- p.  512. 
figns  of  the  Swedes,  and  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  get  information,  it  is  certainly 
believed,  that  this  armament  is  defigned  againft  Poland,  and  that  the  city  and  harbour  of 
Dantzick,  as  yet,  has  not  to  fear  any  attack  -,  however  that  they  would  endeavour  to 
fecure  the  river  Weyffel  (Viftula)  above  the  town,  to  get  the  corn  which  is  coming  down 
there  into  their  poffeffion.  I  can  fee  no  fign,  that  there  is  any  favour  or  fupport  to 
be  expefted  from  this  crown,  in  behalf  of  the  defign  of  the  Swedes ;  and  they  affure  me 
in  general,  that  this  kingdom  had  always  fhewed  itfelf,  and  would  not  be  wanting  for 
the  future  adtually  to  fhew  itfelf,  to  be  moft  ferioufly  and  to  the  higheft  degree  concerned 
in  the  dominion  of  the  Baltickfea,  and  that  the  fame,  together  with  your  high  mightineffesj 
as  well  in  the  article  of  trade  as  otherwife,  had  unfeignedly  one  and  the  fame  intereft  in 
view.  I  find  likewife,  that  neither  by  letters,  nor  by  the  Swedifh  envoy,  any  open 
mention  has  been  made  of  any  apprehenfion  of  your  high  mightineffes  fpeculation 
or  intention  againft  the  defigns  of  the  king  of  Sweden,  and  confequently  it  is  not  likely 
that  any  deliberations  on  that-  head  have  been  held  here.  To  bring  this  about,  as  alfo

They  continue  here,  out  of  refpeft  towards  your  high  mightineffes,  to  carefs  the  rear- 
admiral  Tromp  very  much,  fo  far,  that  he  dined  Jaft  funday  with  his  majeity. 

Two  fhips  belonging  to  the  fubjefls  of  your  high  mightineffes  are  feized  near  Iceland, 
by  the  company  that  is  trading  thither,  and  brought  in  here.  The  owners  whereof  have 
petitioned  for  the  reftitution  of  the  fame,  and  I  have  recommended  this  affair  already.

Honorable  fir,  I  love  not  to  intrude  upon  a  perfon  of  your  place  and  charge,  in  refpedl 
of  your  many  incumbrencyes  -,  but  I  muft  needs  reporte  this  Axtell  to  your  honour,  as  a 
very  confideing  ufefull  man,  both  for  clerkfhip  and  armes,  and  a  fad  objed:  of  pitty  in 
this  junfture  of  his  affaires,  when  he  is  undone  by  his  good  will  to  the  commonwealth.

A   S  wee  doe  with  all  thankefullneffe  acknowledge   his  highnefle  care  in  ordering  confi-  ^   ^    ,5., 
Jl\^  derable  fupplies  and  accomodations  for  the  army,  though  it  pleafed  God  by  his  pro-  t/'V"^' 
vidence  to  retard  them,  VoLxxviii. 

Soe  for  the  future  it's  humbly  defired  and  hoped,  that  his  highnefle  will  pleafe  from  tin-.e  P-  5^^- 
to  time  to  order  uppon  the  termes  formerly  agreed  on  accomodations' of  cloatheing  for 
officers  and  fouldiers,  and  all  manner  of  workeing  tooles  and  inftruements  better  then 
thofe  now  received,  for  the  wood  generally  is  foe  hard,  and  the  edge  tooks  foe  badd,  as 
they  are  fcarce  ferviceable  -,  as  allfoe  bread,  oatemeale,  brandy,  armes  and  ammunition, 
phyfick  and  medicines,  &:c. 

That  fervants  from  Scotland  or  elfewhere  may  bee  fent  to  afTift  in  planting,  &c.  for 
which  the  officers  out  of  their  paie  will  make  fuch  allowance  as  his  highnefle  ffiall  thinke 
fitt,  and  affigne  them  fuch  proportions  of  land,  as  his  highnefle  flial  direcT:  at  the  expira- 
tion of  their  refpeftive  termes.  By  this  m.eans  wee  fhal  bee  enabled  to  make  proviflons 
for  fuch  as  are  allready  here,  and  fuch  as  fhal  bee  fent  hither  by  his  highneflTe  for  further  fer- 
vice  ;  and  they  wil  bee  in  a  readineflfe  for  fuch  other  imployment  as  his  highnefle  fhall 
command. 

That  the  allottment  and  difl:ribution  of  land  to  the  refpeftive  regiments  of  the  army 
allready  approved  of  by  his  highneflfe  commiflioners  may  bee  ratified  by  his  highnefl"e 
fanflion,  the  allottment  made  to  the  Chriftopher's  regiment  (which  is  to  bee  reduced) 
excepted. 

That  fuch  encouragement,  as  his  highneflfe  fliall  thinke  fitt,  may  bee  given  and  granted 
to  fuch,  as  fhall  defire  to  come  from  England,  or  aney  other  Englifh  collonies. 

That  in  regard  it  may  happen,  as  by  experience  it  hath  done,  that  the  fupplies  ordered 
and  intended  us  by  his  highneflfe,  may  not  feafonably  arive  by  reafon  of  contrary  windes, 
by  means  whereof  the  army  may  bee  diftreft  and  redufted  to  exigency,  that  his  highneflfe 
will  pleafe  to  enable  the  army  to  take  upp  neceffary  proviflons  for  our  accommodation  of 
fuch  marchant  fhipp  or  fhipps,  as  fliall  come  into  the  harbours  of  this  ifland,  and  to  draw 
bills  for  payment  on  fuch  treafuiy  in  England  as  his  highneffe  fhall  thinke  fitt,  the  fame 
not  exceeding  ten  thoufand  pounds. 

That  for  the  better  regulating?  and  ordering  this  little  commonwealth,  and  encourage- 
ment of  fuch  as  defire  to  live  under  a  civill  and  fettled  government,  his  highnefle  will 
pleafe  to  make  fuch  conftitutions  and  lawcs,  as  his  highneflfe  fhall  thinke  meete  for  the 
government  of  this  place,  or  impower  fuch  in  the  place,  as  his  highneflfe  Ihall  approve  of, 
to  make  and  conflitute  from  time  to  time  fuch  wholefome  and  neceffary  lawes,  as  fhal 
bee  mofl:  fitt  for  the  better  ordering  and  government  of  thinges  here  ;  and  to  ereft  court 
and  courts  of  juftice  and  equity  for  decideing  of  controverfies  betweene  party  and  party, 
and  power  granted  to  allow  fuch  officer  and  officers  as  flial  bee  employed  fuch  fallary  as 
fhal  bee  thought  needfuU. 

That  in  regard  much  inconvenience  hath  beene  found  by  the  diftinft  and  independant 
command  of  the  army  and  fleete,  his  highneffe  would  pleafe  to  order,  that  both  may  bee 
under  one  command,  and  that  power  may  bee  given  to  ereft  courts  of  admiralty,  and 
grant  commiffions  to  private  men  of  warre,  to  annoy  and  infelt  the  enemys  of  our 
nation. 

That  his  highneflfe  will  pleafe  to  allow  that  fuch  marchant  or  marchants,  as  fhal  bee  will- 
ing to  advance  the  fervice  and  plantation  of  this  ifland,  may  have  all  due  encouragement ; 
n  d  that  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as  his  highnefle  fhall  pleafe  to  appoynt  and  authorize 
heere  may  bee  enabled  to  treate  and  contraft  with  him  or  them  accordingly. 

That  for  as  much  as  the  officers  have  found  by  fad  experience,  that  the  generality  of 
the  private  fouldiers  of  this  army  are  men  of  low  fpirritts,  apt  to  receive  impreffions  of 
fear,  and  bafely  defert  their  officers  and  fervice,  his  highnefle  bee  humbly  defired  for  the 
more  effeftuall  carryeing  on  the  warre  in  theife  parts,  to  order  a  confiderable  fupply  of 
well  difciplined,  approved,  and  experienced  fouldiers,  fuch  as  have  beene  accuftomed  to 
hardfhipp  in  Ireland,  or  elfewhere,  well  accomodated  with  provifions,  leather  bottles, 
tents,  &:c.

is  no  counterfeit ;  which  has  made  me,  contrary  to  my  ufual  way,  to  part  with  fom 
mony,  without  your  order,  upon  his  urgent  intrety  and  many  proteftations,  that  without 
it  his  hyhnes  bifnes  would  very  much  fuffer.  I  hav  furnifl->t  him  with  two  hundred 
dollers,  as  by  the  inclofed  receit  you  wii  fynd,  which  I  fha!  fudenly  draw  upon  you. 
The  gentleman  feems  to  be  ingenious,  a  lover  of  his  countrey,  and  a  great  fervant  of 
yours  ;  but  1  muft  tel  you  his  bifnes  is  publikly  known  throhout  al  Itally  ;  and  althoh 
I  hav  difowned  him  to  al,  yet  his  enquyring  for  credit  from  mr.  John  Upton,  a  mer- 
chant, yourladye's  brother,  mr.  Lidcut  anfwered,  mr.  Upton  had  marryed  his  filter;  wher- 
upon  our  nation  here  ar  lykewys  pofTeft,  that  he  is  imployed  by  you.  He  is  ftil  in  town, 
but  intends  again  for  Rom  within  a  day  or  two.  This  laft  week  I  am  advyfed  from  Rom, 
that  a  gentleman  is  com  thether  to  prepare  way  for  an  ambafladour  from  the  exyld  king 
of  Scots.  Whether  this  report  may  be  raifed  from  doftor  Baylye's  coming  thether,  in 
few  dayes  I  fhal  know. 

This  day  has  paft  by  this  port  1 3  gallyes,  20  fhips,  and  3  fyrefhips,  with  abotit  8000 
foldiers,  taken  in  at  Naples,  which  they  ar  to  land  upon  the  coaft  of  Genoa,  to  go  for 
Milan.  Two  of  the  gallyes,  on  of  which  is  the  duk  of  Turti,  cam  into  this  port,  to 
hear  what  newes.  An  Inglifh  fhip,  that  wants  12  dayes  from  Allicant,  reports,  the 
Spaniard  prefTes  al  the  Duch  fhips  they  can  fynd  in  theyr  ports  (even  Duch  men  of 
war)  to  go  for  Cales,  to   mak  up  a  fleet,  to  reliev  theyr  Weft-India  fleet  expedled  then 

By  letters  from  Conftantinople  of  the  22d  of  May  Inglifli  fl:yl,  fir  Thomas  Bendifli, 
the  ambaflador,  had  bin  with  the  grand  vizier,  and  very  wel  pacifyed  him  concerning  the 
burning  of  the  fliips  at  Tunis ;  infomuch,  that  al  things  were  then  quyet.  The  Vene- 
tian armado  and  the  Turks  hav  met ;  the  latter  brok  throh,  with  the  los  of  about  10 
fail,  and  ar  al  gon  for  Candia  with  foldiors.     I  am.

THROUGH  no  fmall  mercy  I  am  come  fafe  to  this  place,  from  whence  I  am  Vol.  xxviii, 
now  going  to  the  town,  the  faftors  (I  am  to  take  their  accompts)  meet  me  at.  p-  584. 
I  queftion  not  but  to  make  a  fudden  return,  and  do  upon  good  grounds  think  fliall 
quickly  difpatch  my  bufinefs  here,  in  that  all  is  fairly  ingroifed  before  hand  ;  fo  that 
my  only  bufinefs  will  be,  to  view  them  over,  to  fee  whether  the  fums  be  right  caft  up,  and 
no  more  put  down  for  fadorage  than  ought.

I  confefs  it  is 
my  defire,  as  it  becomes  an  honeff;  man,  to  pay  all  my  debts,  without  being  compelled 
thereunto  -,  but  this,  though  it's  endeavoured  to  be  made  one,  I  accompt  none,  as  I  hope 
fliiall  in  the  end  make  it  appear,  and  that  before  he  thinks  of  it ;  for  though  he  thinks 
he  hath  abfolutely  undone  and  ruined  my  credit,  yet  I  truft  in  God,  in  defpite  of  the 
worft  he  can  do,  before  many  months  be  over  our  head,  to  appear  again  upon  the  ex- 
change, and  to  have  more  credit  there  than  he;  for  to  compound  with  him  I  fhall 
never  do,  nor  hope  fhall  be  necelTitated  thereunto.

I 
underltand  his  highnefs,  as  becomes  a  father  of  his  country,  is  about  m  remedy  what  is 
amifs  both  in  church  and  ftate  ■,  and  fo.  hope  will  remedy  what's  amifs  in  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  law.  However  I  queftion  not  in  the  end  to  get  juftice,  notwithftanding  the 
vapours  of  my  adverfary  of  his  mtereft  in  the  officers  of  his  highnefs's  army,  which,  if  true,

I  AM  by  the  good  hand  of  God   come  fafe  to  St.  Sebaftian.    I  am  now  at  the  writing 
hereof  taking  horfe  to  go  to  the  place  appointed  for  the  faflors  to  meet  me,  to  make 
up  our  accompts.    I  make  no  doubt,  if  God  blefs  me  with  health,  fuddenly  to  difpatch 
what  I  have  to  do,  to  the  confent  of  all  my  principals,  and    that  all  will  concur  in   my 
poor  judgment  about  thofe  things  that  are  intricate.    All  trade  in  thefe  parts  will  be  left  to 
my  ordering,  that  is,  whether  I  will  return  the  ftocks  I  find  in  their  faftors  hands  home, 
or  go  upon  fome  other  trade  :  and  at  prefent  in  my  thoughts  it  is  the  fafeft   to  take  all 
home,  for  the  times,  are  very  dangerous  for  poor  merchants,  that  with   fb  much  care  and 
danger  have  got  any  thing,  to  lole  it  in  a  moment  would  very  much  trouble  one  :  there- 
fore, for  my  own  part,  fhall  draw  away  all,  and  fo  with  it  yours,  except  you  fuddenly 
give  me  other  order,   for  a  breach  with  us  and  this  people  I  do  very  much  fear,  but  it  is 
not  amifs  to  prevent  the  worft.     I  fhall  make  no  ftay  here  after  I  have  done  my  bufinefs.

MY  obligations  to  you  are  many :  for  them  all  at  prefent,  I  can  give  you  no  othet-  Vol.  xxviii. 
teftimony  of  my  grateful  acknowledgment  and  value  I  put  upon  them,  but  by  my  P-  564. 
thanks  to  you  for  them,  with  affurance  no  perfon  fhall  fuffer  in  their  credit  by  giving  me 
their  intereft  amongft  their  friends,  to  do  their  bufinefs  in  thefe  parts  or  in  other  places. 
To  be  brief,  thefe  lines  ferve  to  tell  you  of  my  health,  and  that  through  mercy  I  am 
come  fafe  to  St.  Sebaftian's,  my  journey  by  fea  being  but  fifteen  days,  from  whence  I  am 
going  to  that  place  appointed  to  meet  the  fa<5lors,  that  are  to  give  up  their  accompts  to 
me,  and  queftion  not  to  difpatch  what  I  have  to  do  with  much  fpeed,  in  that  all  is  left  to 
my  ordering.  Sir,  1  hope  to  do  my  bufinefs  to  all  your  contents,  in  that  it  will  be 
queftionlefs  to  all  my  principals  advantage,  that  proving  according  as  1  fee  no  other  rea- 
fon but  it  will,  I  ought  not  to  be  chid  if  I  fhould  draw  away  your  eftates,  for  fear  of 
the  worft,  though  the  damage  fhould  not  be  fuch,  I  at  prefent  fear,  if  left  it ;  for  you 
will  fay  it  is  not  good  a  merchant's  ftock  fhould  lye  dead  :  but  that  fcruple  may  be  pre- 
vented, if  you  go  on  in  that  defign  you  thought  on  •,  and  aflTure  yourfeJf,  if  I  go  upon 
thofe  goods,  I  ftiall  not  be  wanting  to  do  you  the  beft  fervice  I  can  ;  and  for  your  eftates 
here,  I  will  order  as  much  over  in  ready  cafti  as  with  fafety  may  judge  fhall  ftop  the  eye 
of  the  fearchers,  for  you  know  how  difficult  all  this  is  to  do,  for  if  taken  it  is  all  loft  ;  but 
what  I  cannot  do  this  way  fhall  give  good  bills  upon  fufficient  perfons,  though  cannot  but 
acknowledge  to  the  difhonour  and  fhame  of  thofe  factors,  people  of  my  own  cloth,  that 
I  know  few  to  be  trufted  ;  for  fome  through  poverty  play  Jeaft  in  fight,  when  once  got 
our  eftate  into  their  hands,  others  through  impudence  will  keep  it.  This  you  and  I  have 
had  experience  of  about  the  goods  we  entrufted  mr.  Murray  with  as  our  faftor,  to  dif- 
pofe  of  for  our  beft  advantage,  who  hath  kept  our  ftock  in  his  own  hands,  and  with  it 
kt  up  for  himfelf,  and  fcorns  to  give  an  accompt ;  fo  corrupt  at  prefent  is  the  law,  but  I 
hope  it  will  not  be  always  fo  ;  for  I  believe  his  highnefs,  as  a  good  patron,  will  mend  that 
as  well  as  other  things  that  are  amifs  ;  fo  that  I  defire  you  and  my  partners  in  that  cargo 
of  goods,  which  that  knave  hath  abufed  us  in,  that  we  are  in  a  fuit  about,  that  you 
come  not  to  a  trial  with  him,  till  I  havecaft  up  the  accompts  I  am  upon  here,  left  you  be 
baffled  by  him  again  ;  and  fear  not,  if  you  will  ftay  till  I  have  done  it,  I  fhall  be  able  to  fay 
more  in  your  bufinefs  than  all  your  other  witnefTes -,  and  on  this  you  may  depend. 

I  truft  in  God,  if  I  have  my  health  continued  ftiall  be  at  the  place  I  went  from  within 
thefe  fix  weeks,  but  before  that  I  will  write  to  you,  as  I  pray  do  you  to  me.  I  have 
fome  things  about  thofe  accompts,  which  I  dare  not  commit  to  paper  ;  but  this  in  brief  take 
notice  of,  it  was  no  fmall  mercy  to  you  and  others,  as  well  as  myfelf,  to  have  them  in 
my  hands,  for  in  them  is  more  than  you  can  dream  of,  or  if  told  may  at  prefent  credit.

A  Letter  of  intelligence  from  the  Hague. 
.  July  23,  1655.    [N.'S.] 

THIS  morning  there  was  nothing  but  a  ferious  complaint  from  the  ftates  of  the  Vol.  xxvIh, 
country  of  Cleve,  which  is  put  without  refumption  into  the  hands  of  commiffionors,  P-  S^o- 
who  were  this  day  again  in  the  afternoon  to  confult  with  the  lord  Wyman,  about  the 
projefted  treaty  of  alliance  to  be  made  with  the  elector  of  Brandenburg. 

They  write  a  letter  to  the  chamhre  mypartie^  accufing  the  delays,  which  are  ufed  by  the 
Spanifh  fide,  in  the  procefs  about  the  country  of  Outre-Meufe.

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A.  D-  1655.     In  Holland  they  fpeak  of  fending  an  extraordinary  commiflioner  to  Denmark,  under 
lyV'NJ  pretence  of  redreffing  fome  abufes  in  the  toll,  or  pafiage  money,  but  in  effeft  to  engage 
that  king  againft  Sweden. 

July  24. 

This  morning  the  Danifli  minifters  caufed  to  be  exhibited  a  long  and  pertinent  writing, 
or  dedudrion,  larded  with  much  Latin,  laws,  and  paflages  of  treaties,  to  prove,  that  this 
ftate  is  obliged  to  pay  to  the  Danes  all  the  prizes,  which  the  Englifh  made  upon  the  Danes 
during  the  war  with  England.  It  is  to  be  examined.  And  in  regard  that  this  deduftion 
is  fo  befprinkled  with  Latin,  and  texts  of  the  law,  there  were  fome  that  did  advife,  that 
there  ought  to  be  fome  civilians  called  to  confult  upon  it. 

The  raet  penfionary  and  other  commiflioners  are  gone  to  Haerlem,  to  induce  the 
magiftrate  to  a  certain  formality  concerning  the  excife  of  beer. 

This  day  is  the  great  advice  of  the  council  of  ftate  concerning  the  retorfion  againft 
Limburgh,  with  other  refolutions. 

Yefterday  there  having  been  a  conference  concerning  the  treaty  with  Brandenburg  this 
morning  the  lord  Wyman  caufed  the  report  to  be  made  by  the  lord  prefident.  But  thofe 
of  Holland  did  declare,  that  they  were  not  ready,  hoping  that  this  afternoon  they 
fhould  deliberate  upon  it,  and  that  it  may  be  to-morrow  they  would  declare  themfelves 
for  the  lord  Wyman  very  much  prefled  it,  faying,  that  he  holds  the  treaty  for  broken  off 
in  cafe  that  on  monday  the  26th  they  do  not  make  fome  conclufion  in  it.  It  is  very  much 
doubted,  whether  Holland  have  a  true  intention  to  conclude. 

July  26, 

I  do  not  perceive,  that  fince  the  24th  there  hath  been  much  confulted  in  the  aflembly 
of  Holland  concerning  the  treaty  with  Brandenburg  ;  and  I  know  not  whether  that  will 
yet  be  efFeded.  On  the  behalf  of  Poland  there  hath  been  a  new  follicitation  made  to 
Holland  to  engage  them  to  fend  thirty  Ihips  towards  the  Baltick  Sea,  according  to  the 
projeft  of  treaty  made  at  the  end  of  the  Englifti  war,  and  wherewith  the  refident  de  Bye 
was  fent  into  Poland.  Poland  offereth  half  of  the  charges,  for  the  fummer  months  for 
the  time  that  the  fleet  fhall  be  at  fea.  But  Holland  doth  defire  caution,  or  that  the'  city 
of  Dantzick  may  be  obliged.  And  befides,  fince  that  Denmark  doth  Ihew  itfelf  to  con- 
fide, there  is  little  likelihood  that  Holland  will  meddle  with  Pruffia  ;  likewife  it  is  faid 
that  the  king  of  Sweden  will  not  be  ftrong.  ' 

The  lord  Wyman  hath  very  much  infilled  to  have  expedition,  and  Holland  (chiefly 
Amfl:erdam)  hath  had  the  apprehenfion,  that  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburg  would  ioin  his 
troops  to  the  Swedes,  and  by  this  means  both  together  would  be  mafl:ers  of  Pruflla  •  fo 
that  Holland  at  laft  hath  refolved  to  accept  the  alliance  with  Brandenburg,  to  feparate 
Brandenburg  from  Sweden,  and  by  this  means  to  break  fo  much  the  more  the  defio-n  of 
Sweden.  " 

Concerning  the  precedency,  there  is  fl:ill  fome  difpute ;  but  of  that  they  will  endeavour 
to  make  fome  agreement  by  a  conference  more  exprefs.  And  in  regard  they  perceive 
the  king  of  Denmark  to  be  fo  cold,  fearing  that  there  may  be  fome  correfpondence 
between  them  and  Sweden,  Holland  hath  propofed  to  fend  a  commiflioner  for  Denmark 
which  is  as  good  as  agreed  on,  and  there  is  one  named  out  of  each  province  to  draw  up 
an  inftrudtion.  " 

July  27. 

They  have  authorifed  the  faid  commiflioners,  who  were  formerly  in  England  about  the 
bufinefs  of  the  30th  article  of  the  treaty  of  peace  (as  the  lord  Aelmond,  Rofenburo-,  Oifel, 
&c.)  likewife  to  attend  the  bufinefs,  which  is  to  be  debated  the  next  month  at  Amfterdam, 
being  yefterday  refolved  to  difpatch  their  commiflion. 

July  28. 

Since  that  Holland  had  moved  the  quefliion  to  the  lord  Capelle,  to  perfuade  him  from 
figning  the  treaty  with  Brandenburg,  others  did  likewife  move  a  queftion  for  the  lord 
Beverning,  that  he  is  not  capable  to  fign  the  faid  treaty,  till  fuch  time  that  he  had  made  re- 
port and  given  an  account  of  his  negotiation  in  England  concerning  the  feclufion,  about 
which  there  hath  been  great  conteftation.  Behold  here  already  the  firfl:  fruit,  which  Holland 
gathereth  from  the  treaty. 

There  hath  been  likewife  a  great  contefl:ation  concerning  the  oath,  which  they  have 
annexed  of  thofe,  who  are  commiflioners  in  the  bufinefs  of  Eafl:-Friefland,  to  take  no 
prefent  from  the  parties,  which  fome  of  thofe  commiflioners  had  altogether  oppofed. 

Cojacerning 
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Concerning  the  bufinefs,  and  the  fending  towards   Overyffe],  thofe  of  Holland  have  A.  D.  1655. 
delivered  their  advice,  which  is  more  for  Deventer  than  for  the  others.     There  hath  been  L/'VNJ 
complaint,  that  in  Brabant  they  have  taken  and  put  into  a  monaftery  fome  children  of  a 
man  of  Amfterdam.     There  are  fome  here,  that  did  threaten  to  imprifon  all  the  priefts. 

July  30. 

They  have  refolved  to  write  to  the  archduke,  and  to  thofe  of  Lifle,  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  two  children,  who  are  put  into  a  monaftery  againft  their  minds,  or  that  this  ftate 
will  feek  fome  other  remedy  j  and  the  embaflador  is  hkewife  to  be  fpoken  to  about  it. 

Thofe  of  Holland  have  contradifted  the  order  of  the  council  of  ftate,  given  to  make 
retorfions  againft  thofe  of  Limburgh  ;  fo  that  thereupon  a  conference  is  ordered  to  be 
held  with  the  faid  council  of  ftate  for  this  morning,  but  it  will  be  the  afternoon  firft. 

There  being  a  report  that  Brederode  was  dead,  it  did  caufe  fome  to  fpeak  already  for 
his  charge.

At  Gorcum  they  have  plundered  and  pulled  down  the  houfe  of  the  burgomafter  Van- 
derkolck,  father-in-law  to  the  Droflard,  who  doth  keep  here  to  complain  of  that  and  his 
other  differences  ;  and  although  that  the  right  doth  evidently  appear  to  be  on  his  fide, 
what  ftiall  a  man  do  againft  an  univerfity  ?  The  lord  de  Baerendrecht  and  others  have 
communicated  to  the  minifters  of  Denmark,  that  the  proteftor  hath  declared  to  have  no 
fhare  in  the  defign  of  Sweden,  and  that  he  will  not  treat  about  any  thing  to  the  preju- 
dice of  this  ftate.  They  will  write  again  by  this  poft  to  the  lord  Nieuport,  that  he  do 
continue  to  induce  the  proteftor  to  affociate  himfelf  with  this  ftate,  and  Denmark  to 
countermine  the  defign  of  the  Swedes.  *•

I  cannot  perfuade  my  felf,  that  that  is- done  to  A.  D.  165^ 
gratify  thefe  provinces. _  My  lord  protedor  hatii  not  fhewn  hitherto,  that  he  will  favour  L/'^VX^ 
their  commerce ;  but  if  he  would  have  done  it  wholly  in  favour  of  them,  he  might 
only  have  given  order  to  thofe  private  men  of  war,  not  to  vifit  any  Dutch  fliips,  under 
pretence  of  finding  the  effedts  of  Frenchmen.  It  may  be  I  am  deceived,  if  I  do  believe, 
that  a  revocation  of  thefe  letters  was  only  done  to  fmooth  us  a  little,  to  the  end  we  fhould 
not  be  altogether  impatient  in  thefe  delays,  which  the  protedor  doth  prepare  for  us. 

I  have  received  a  letter  from  Stockholm,  from  the  earl  of  Lefno,  the  chiefeft  of  the 
Polifh  embafly,  wherein  he  complaineth  very  much  of  the  durity  of  the  king  and  the 
Swede,  who  have  declared,  that  they  would  not  admit  of  any  mediators  in  the  treaty, 
and  tion  fas  mefme  ff entremttteur^  -pour  porter  &'  raporter  les  paroles  -,  from  ,whence  he  ga- 
thers, that  hardly  the  negotiation  will  fucceed,  at  lead,  that  it  cannot  be  determined  in 
Sweden,  the  king  being  ready  to  depart.  The  embafladors  were  to  follow.  They  write 
me  from  Hamburgh,  that  the  king's  baggage  was  already  arrived  at  Vdegaft,  and  that  the 
marefchal  of  Wittemberg  was  upon  the  march  with  1 7,000  men,  drawing  towards  Pome- 
rania,  on  that  fide  of  Pruffia  and  great  Poland. 

They  have  here  concluded  the  treaty  with  Brandenburg.     It  is  to  be  figned  to-morrow.

WE  have  here  fung  Te  Deum  for  the  taking  of  Landrecy,  and  for  the  conquefts  of  ^  1 
mr.  the  prince  of  Conti  in  Catalonia.  He  hath  left  that  country,  and  is  now  at  p.  610. 
Pefenve  ;  and  he  is  fhortly  to  come  to  Bourdeaux,  to  take  poffeffion  of  the  government  of 
Guienne.  The  court  is  at  Vervins.  The  army  is  bufied  about  La  Capelle.  The  enemy 
is  quite  caft  down,  and  they  have  put  moft  of  their  army  into  garrifons,  and  the  reft  is  paft 
the  rivers,  Efcot  and  Sambre,  and  do  not  appear  any  more  in  the  field.  Our  army  doth 
not  intend  to  lie  long  before  Capelle.  Some  lay,  it  is  already  removed  before  Cambray. 
Certain  it  is,  fome  further  defign  is  in  hand,  the  forces  being  all  joined.  Prince  Harcourt 
is  come  from  Brifac,  and  hath  brought  with  him  a  confiderable  recruit  ;  he  is  marched 
therewith  to  join  with  the  king's  forces.

ON  faturday  laft  here  came  advice  from  La  FerCj  that  the  voyage  of  the  king  for  v'ol.  xjtnil 
Landrecy  was  deferr'd,  and  that  his  majefty  was  departed  from  La  Fere  for  Guife,  p.  646. 
where  a  great  council  of  war  hath  been  held,  where  it  was  refolved  to  raife  the  fiege  of 
Capelle,  which  was  only  befieged  by  the  marquis  of  Caftlenail  Mauviciere,  the  place  being 
relieved  by  the  prince  of  Conde,  and  well  provided  of  all  things  ;  fo  that  they  refolved 
to  enter, into  the  enemies  country,  there  to  ranfack  and  plunder  the  fame,  which  is  conceived 
will  caufe  the  people  to  rife  and  revolt  from  their  lawful  prince.  On  funday,  early  in  the 
morning,  a  certain  prieft,  called  mr.  Mauray,  was  apprehended  in  his  houfe,  and  fent 
prifoner  to  the  Baftille,  for  having  writ  fomething  againft  cardinal  Retz,  which  difpleafeth 
the  court. 

On  wednefday  laft,  monfieur  Viole,  brother  to  the  lord  prefident  Viole,  who  is  with  the 
prince  of  Conde,  was  apprehended  and  fent  to  the  Baftille,  for  holding  with  the  interefts  of 
cardinal  de  Retz.

Worthy  sir, 

T  HAVE  not  any  news  worth  prefenting,  only  the  inclofed  frorn  remote  friends  makes 
■*•  me  to  fcribble  thefe  unpolifht  lines,  not  having  time  to  be  large  as  I  defire.  Our  treafure 
is  yet  fafe,  and  I  hope  will  fo  continue,  although  through  the  malice  of  fome,  and  too 
much  defire  of  others,  to  poffefs  it,  there  hath  been  too  much  notice  taken  of  the  value 
thereof,  and  how  the  price  hath  been  augmented  by  your  ingrofling  it  into  your  own  hand. 
However  it  will  be  no  detriment  to  you,  all  the  hazard  will  be  on  my  fcore,  which  I  weigh 
not  a  ftfaw  ;  however  let  nothing  trouble  you,  for  all  is  well,  and  fo  I  hope  will  continue. 
For  news,  the  fcout  mafter  general  is  going  over  into  Switzerland,  and  there  goes  with 
him  the  widow's  fon,  and  if  he  can  ferve  you,  he  prays  you  to  command  him.  You  will 
know  where  to  find  him,  but  he  knows  not  where  you  refide.  We  all  long  exceedingly 
to  hear  a  line  from  you ;  and  often  meet  to  chear  up  ourfelves  in  our  friends  abfence. 
Mariy  friends  wifh  themfelves  with  you,  for  here  things  are  Very  hard,  and  no  likelihood  of 
doing  good  in  any  trade.

From  Nieuport,  the  Dutch  embafj'ador  in  England. 
My  lord, 

IN  the  beginning  of  laft  week  I  received  for  the  firft  time,  a  vifit  from  the  lord  Coyet, 
embaffador  extraordinary  of  the  king  of  Sweden  :  two  days  after  I  paid  him  my  con- 
tra vifit ;  we  difcourfed  together  of  feveral  affairs,  and  among  other  things  his  excellency 
told  me,  that  he  could  not  deny^  but  there  was  in  Sweden  fome  difcontent  againft  their 
high  mightinefl^es  about  the  treaty  made  with  Denmark  in  the  year  1649.  touching  the 
affair  of  the  great  John  -,  but  efpecially  of  late  it  was  told,  that  their  high  mightineffes 
had  taken  the  refolution  to  fend  fome  men  of  war  into  the  Baltick,  which,  he  told  me, 
the  king  would  not  any  ways  permit.  I  gave  him  feveral  reafons  as  to  the  two  firfh 
affairs,  and  fhewed  him  that  their  high  mightineffes,  in  order  to  remove  all  anim.ofity,  had 
in  both  the  faid  affairs  condefcended  more  to  the  crown  of  Sweden,  than  any  fovereign 
and  independent  ftate  had  ever  done  ;  and  concerning  the  laft  aftair,  I  told  him,  that  one 
ought  not  always  to  believe  reports,  that  I,  upon  my  faithj  had  heard  nothing  of  it,  and 
that  I  hoped,  that  the  trade  and  navigation  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  Provinces  would 
be  left  undifturbed,  and  that  then  one  ought  not  to  fall  out,  touching  the  queftion  of 
what  he  called  jus  clajfu  habend^.  Yefterday  I  heard  from  a  publick  minifter,  that  had 
been  with  the  lord  embaffador  of  France,  that  the  lord  Coyet  had  not  yet  been  with 
him. 

Yefterday  I  received  alfo  copy  of  their  high  mightineffes  inftruftion  and  refolution  of 
July  13,  touching  the  deputation  to  Switzerland  and  Savoy.  Mr.  Morland  the  envoy 
of  the  lord  prote6lor  has  written  word,  that  he  was  received  at  Turin  with  a  great  deal 
ot  civility,  and  feafted,  but  that  he  had  as  yet  received  no  anfwer  to  the  letter  written 
by  the  lord  proteftor  to  the  duke.  He  is  ordered  to  fend  the  fame  as  foon  as  delivered 
to  him,  and  as  to  himfelf  to  continue  there  till  further  order.  They  take  it  well  here, 
that  their  high  mightineffes  have  appointed  for  the  laid  deputation  a  lord  of  their  own 
affembly.     This  night  at  eight  o'clock  the  lord  protedor  acquainted  me  by  a  lord  of  great 
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diftinftion,  that  he  would  fend  as  envoy  extraordinary  or  commiflary  to  Switzerland  one  A.  D.  1655. 

mr.  Downing,  and  that  mr.  Pell,  who  is  now  at  Zurich,   Ihall  be  invefted  with  the  fame   (-/"VXiJ 

charadler  ;  that  their  inftrudiions  fliall  be,    that    they  fliall   do  on    purpofe   nothing  but 

eommunicatis  conjiliis  with  the  deputy  of  their  high  mightineffes,   defiring  the  cantons,    that 

they  would  hkewife  authorize  a  commifTary,  and  thus  jointly  to  bring  about  the  reftoration 

of  the  perfecuted  Waldenfes,  declaring,  that  the  lord  proteftor,  obferving  the  Chriftian  zeal 

of  their  high  mightineffes  in  the   faid  affair,  was  thereby  very  much  moved,  feriouHy  to 

exhort  the  faid  cantons,  that  they  would  co-operate  therein  likewife.     The  faid   lord  told 

me  at  the  fame  time,  that  even  laft  night  a  letter  was  fent  to  mr.  Morland  to   continue 

at  Turin  till  the  arrival  of  all  the  faid  deputies ;  and  that  the  faid  mr.  Morland  had  plainly 

fliewn  to  the  minifters  of  the  duke  of  Savoy,  that  the  faid  Waldenfes  had  not  exceeded 

the  refpe(5tive  grants  and  permiffions  of  the  dukes.

My    LO  R  D, 

Bout  the  end  of  the  laft  week,  the  lord  proteftor  gave  me  audience,  wherein  I  imparted  Vol.  xxviii. 
to  him  the  taking  of  Landrecy  and  Caftillon,  declaring  to  have  a  full  belief,  that  he  P-  592- 
would  receive  this  news  with  the  fame  fenfe  as  his  majefty  would  have  done,  if  he  had' 
heard  the  progrefs  of  the  arms  of  England.  My  compliments  were  received  with  much 
civility,  and  nothing  was  forgot  to  perfuade  me,  that  the  prefent  intereft  of  this  govern- 
ment was,  to  fee  our  enemies  weakened  •,  but  happening  to  fpeak  of  the  affairs  of  Savoy, 
which  is  their  grand  obftacle  and  pretence  at  prefent,  after  I  had  afflired  them,  that  the 
interpofition  of  the  king  had  difpofed  the  lord  duke  to  re-eftablilh  his  fubjefts  in  the 
fame  places,  and  with  the  fame  liberty  of  confcience,  which  they  enjoyed  before  their 
revolt ;  I  rejefted  the  overture,  which  was  made  me,  to  infert  any  claufe  in  our  treaty  in  fa- 
vour of  the  Vaudois :  my  reafons  were  not  encountered  nor  oppofed  with  any  folid  reafon 
on  their  fide,  which  do  deferve  the  writing  of  them.  The  lord  protedtor  indeed  did 
enlarge  himfelf  upon  this  fubjed: ;  making  a  recapitulation  of  all  that  had  been  faid  in 
favour  of  the  proteftants,  fince  the  overture  of  my  negotiation,  to  infinuate,  that  the 
zeal  which  he  demonftrated  now  was  not  new,  and  that  he  had  always  referved  the  liber- 
ty of  interceding  -,  wherein  I  did  agree,  but  withal  defired  him  to  remember  the  decla- 
ration, which  I  had  often  made  not  to  proceed  in  the  treaty,  if  he  intended  any  thing 
further  to  do  for  them,  and  defired  him  not  to  infift  any  longer  upon  a  bufinefs,  which  is 
neither  honeft,    nor  of  a  good  example,  nor  neceffary,  and,   in  fhort,  to  which  the  amity  ' 

or  enmity  of  England  was  not  capable  to  make  his  majefty  condefcend  unto.  All  produced 
only  general  aflurances  of  a  difpofition  to  an  accommodation,  which  however  is  no  further 
advanced  than  in  my  laft  \  and  I  do  not  fee  that  they  have  loft  the  thoughts  here  of  fo- 
menting the  diforders  of  the  Vallies.  Without  doubt  they  are  affured,  that  they  are  not 
to  agree  with  their  prince,  but  with  the  good  liking  of  all  the  proteftant  ftates,  who 
have  taken  their  intereft.  And  the  news,  that  came  by  the  laft  poft,  of  the  good  reception, 
which  the  duke  of  Savoy  hath  made  to  the  envoy  of  the  ^  protestor,  doth  not  hinder  the 
officer  defigned  for  Switzerland  from  preparing  to  depart  very  fuddenly. 

The  revocation  of  the  private  letters  of  marque  was  pubiifli'd  here  three  days  fince. 
If  all  afts  of  hoftility  had  been  fufpended  by  the  proteftor,  he  would  have  done  fome- 
thing  worthy  of  merit.  It  is  very  likely,  that  in  regard  the  ftates  general  have  appeared 
to  be  fenfible  of  the  pretended  fufferings  of  thofe  of  the  Vallies,  to  the  end  that  their  fub- 
iefts  might  not  fuffer  through  the  delays  of  the  treaty,  they  have  prevailed  to  have  the 
private  letters  of  marque  recalled. 

The  embafiador  of  Sweden  arrived  yefterday  at  Gravefend.

SINCE  the  taking  of  Landrecy,  mr.  de  Turenne  and  mr.  de  la  Ferte  came  to  Marole, 
and  caufed  la  Capelle  to  be  befieged  by  mr.  de  Caftelnau,  whilft  they  in  the  mean 
time  lay  at  the  faid  place  with  their  whole  army  to  prote6t  him,  in  cafe  we  fhould  go 
about  to  relieve  the  town,  or  to  follow  us,  if  we  fhould  make  any  diverfion.  Notwithftand- 
ing  all  their  precautions,  mr.  de  Bouteville,  who  was  at  Avefnes  with  a  flying  camp,  took 
his  time,  and  conveyed  300  horfe  of  the  troops  of  his  highnefs  into  the  place,  who  in 
their  paflage  routed  the  regiments  of  the  queen,  and  that  of  Montcaurel,  which  caufed 
Turenne  and  La  Ferte  to  march  back  with  all  their  forces,  in  regard  that  mr.  de  Caftelnau 
could  not  take  that  place  with  thofe  forces  he  had  under  his  command  -,  whereupon  havino- 
advice  of  the  enemies  march,  we  followed  them,  and  upon  our  arrival,  we  heard  they 
had  raifed  the  fiege,  and  were  march'd  towards  Guife,  upon  the  way  to  Cam  bray ; 
and  in  regard  we  were  afraid  they  might  make  fome  attempt  upon  that  place,  we  are 
come  to  this  poft,  where  we  may  the  better  obferve  the  defign  of  our  enemy,  and  relieve 
Cambray,  if  need  be.     We  have  already  ftrengthned  that  place  with  2000  horfe.

Right  honnourable, 

ALbeit  by  former  difpatches  I  gave  you  the  trouble  of  an  account  of  all  tranfaftions,  I 
lliall  forbeare  to  take  the  liberty  at  prefent,  in  regard  the  generalls,  coll.  Buller,  &;c. 
will  waite  on  you,  who  are  able  to  fatisfie  you  in  all  particulars.  Our  condition  and  defire 
wil  be  humbly  reprefentcd  by  the  general!  and  coll.  Buller ;  and  therefore  I  fhall  not  men- 
tion any  more  then  informe  you,  that  the  commifTioners  are  all  gone,  without  nominate- 
inge  and  appointinge  a  commander  in  chiefe  of  the  land  forces.  Generall  Venables  in  his 
weaknes  apprehending  himfelf  difabled  for  further  aftinge,  and  to  be  at  the  point  of 
death,  opened  his  highnes  inftruftions,  and  accordinge  to  the  contents,  the  reft  of  the 
commilTioners  beinge  abfent,  captain  Butler  not  comeinge,  though  fent  for  two  days  before, 
to  have  joyned  with  the  generall  in  it)  the  generall,  in  prefence  of  feverall  officers,  nominated 
and  appointed  a  commander  in  chief  of  the  land  forces,  and  the  next  day  capt.  Butler 
coming  to  the  head  quarters,  the  generall  acquainted  him  with  what  he  had  done,  defire- 
ing  his  concurrence.  Captain  Butler  defired  tyme  to  confider,  and  accordingly  took 
tyme,  and  his  highnes  inftruftions  to  communicate  to  generall  Pen,  yet  hath  o-jven  noe 
refolution  to  this  day,  but  hath  embarqued  himfelf  for  England,  alleadginge  there  was  no 
more  fervice  for  him  to  doe,  in  regard  the  reft  of  the  commiffioners  were  gone.  I  told 
him,  by  his  highnes  commiffion  and  inftruftions,  the  two  commanders  in  cheif  of  fea 
and  land  forces  for  the  tyme  being,  were  impowered  to  aft  as  commiffioners  till  further 
order,  not  onely  in  cafe  of  the  death  but  abfence  or  difabiUity  of  the  refpeftive  generalls  ; 
but  nothing  would  prevail,  but  go  he  would.  I  confes  I  did  not  defier  his  ftay  out  of 
an  opinion  of  any  fervice  he  could  do,  but  to  make  up  the  number  of  3,  for  he  may  well 
be  fpared,  much  of  his  bufines  having  been  to  engender  ftrife,  and  create  faftions  amongft 
the  officers.  How  defirable  fuch  a  man  is,  you  may  eafily  judge.  I  hope,  if  his  highnes 
pleafe  to  fend  more  commiffioners,  that  he  will  appoint  fober,  difcreete  and  ferviceable 
men,  that  may  foe  manage  his  highnes  affaires,  as  (through  God's  bleffing)  he  may  re- 
ceave  a  good  account  from  hence.  Sir,  I  am  onely  forrie,  that  we  landed  on  Hifpaniola, 
in  regard  of  the  loffe  and  difgrace  we  received  there.  It  doth  not  repent  me,  that  we 
fate  not  down  there,  beinge  confident  we  could  not  have  fubfifted  there,  and  that  this 
ifland  is  to  all  intents  and  purpofes  more  advantageous  then  that.  Not  a  fhip  can  ftir  for 
Carthagene  or  Cuba,  but  muft  come  in  view  of  this  ifland.  I  fpeak  my  apprehenfion 
and  judgment  candidly.  Sir,  I  formerly  tooke  the  boldnes  to  intreate  you  to  minde  his 
highnes  to  put  an  end  to  the  fute  between  my  lord  St.  John  and  my  fejf,  and  to  order  my 
arrears,  viz.  2674  1,  9  s.  which  have  been  longe  due,  ftated,  and  ordered  to  be  paid,  to 
be  paid  to  my  wife  in  money.  His  highnes  was  pleafed  to  promife,  both  ffiould  be  done. 
Pleafe  you  to  move  him  on  my  behaulf.  This  is  all  I  defire  concerning  my  own  particular. 
I  doubt  not  of  his  highnes  care  for  the  army  ;  the  welfare  and  well-being  of  it,  in  order 
to  his  highnes  fervice  is  very  much  defired,  and  ffiall  be  accordingly  endeavoured,  as  much 
as  lyeth  in  the  power  of

I  SHALL  not  prefume  to  give  your  highnes  the  trouble  of  a  narrative  of,  our  tranf-  A.  D.  1655. 
aftions,  fome  of  our  principall  officers  beinge  returned  to  give  your  highnes  an  ac-  ,^-^"^^0*^ 
count  of  proceedings  :  I  Ihall  onely  take  the  boldnes  to  give  your  highnes  an  account  of  _  "g"  ^g'^^'"' 
the  prefent  ftate  of  affaires  :  general  Venables  ymediatelie  before  general  Pen's  departure, 
findinge  himfelf  by  extreame  weaknes  difabled  for  aftion,  apprehendinge  himfelf  at  point 
of  death  (unwillinge  to  leave  us  as  fhcepe  without  a  fheppard)  fent  an  expreffe  for  captain 
Butler,  who  was  then  aboard  (as  hee  was  for  the  moft  part)  defiringe  he  would  haften  to 
the  land  quarters  about  fpeciall  bufines,  which  concern'd  the  army  ;  but  the  commiffioners 
not  coming  in  two  days,  the  general  (apprehendinge  himfelf  declyninge)  called  for  your 
highnes  inftruftions,  fealed  and  fuperfcribed  not  to  be  opened,  but  in  cafe  of  death,  ab- 
fence,  or  difabillity  of  one  of  the  generals,  caufed  the  laid  inftruftions  to  be  opened  and 
reade  (by  mr.  Long  fecretary  to  the  commiffioners)  and  afterwards  in  prefence  of  feverall 
officers  declared  and  appointed  a  commander  in  chief  of  the  army.  That  day  commif- 
iioner  Buller  cominge  to  him,  he  declared  to  him  what  he  had  done  in  purfuance  of  your 
highnes  inftruftions,  and  defiired  his  concurrence,  the  commiffioner  demurr'd,  defiringe 
tyme  to  confider  of  it,  and  to  communicate  the  faid  inftruftions  to  general  Pen,  which 
hee  did,  yet  to  this  day  hath  given  noe  refolution  concerning  that  matter,  but  hath  em- 
barq'd  himfelf  for  England,  foe  as  all  the  commiffioners  are  gone  without  leavinge  any 
order  or  direftion  then  is  before  expreft  for  government  of  the  army. 

Nevertheles  I  am  refolved  (with  Code's  help)  their  negleft  ffiall  not  hinder  your  highnes 
fervice  (as  much  as  in  mee  lies)  but  I  ffiall  accordinge  to  your  generals  appointment  (thoug 
a  fingle  commiffioner,  and  the  duty  of  my  place  in  the  general's  abfence,  ofder  and  ma- 
nage things  to  the  bell  advantage  ;  and  the  advancement  of  your  highnes  fervice,  as 
God  ffiall  direft  and  affift,  till  your  highnes  pleafure  be  further  fignified. 

Much  encouragement  it  would  have  beene  to  mee,  if  the  corrtmiffioners  had  beene 
pleafed  to  have  delegated  fuch  power  to  mee  as  they  were  direfled.  I  hope  your  high- 
nes will  not  bee  difpleafed  with  what  I  have  done  or  ffiall  doe  in  order  to  your  highnes  fer- 
vice, though  fomewhat  extrajudicially  (the  exigency  of  things,  rebus  fic  ftantibus,  require- 
inge  it).  I  have  greate  caufe  to  bles  God  for  the  large  intereft  I  have  in  the  affeflions  of 
the  army,  without  which  I  ffiould  have  no  defyre  of  governinge  fuch  a  body,  being  left 
in  fuch  difadvantages ;  but  I  hope  through  God,  by  advantage  of  the  intereft,  to  give 
your  highnes  a  good  account  of  the  affaire.  The  commiffioners  have  not  left  us  700 1.  in 
the  treafury,  and  yet  the  officers  (and  none  of  the  army  but  the  officers)  have  received  above 
12  dales  pay,  which  was  at  Barbados,  (the  better  to  enable  them  to  pay  their  quarters) 
fince  we  came  from  England  :  befides,  we  have  little  bread,  nor  more  than  the  fleete 
pleafe  to  afford  us,  which  is  but  a  very  fmall  proportion,  they  alleadginge  all  the  bread 
was  configned  to  them.  Moreover  we  have  no  fait  in  the  fleete  for  the  army,  for  want 
whereof  we  fuffer  much  ;  neither  have  we  had  any  from  them,  I  know  not  whether  any 
was  ordered  for  us :  I  have  done  and  ffiall  doe  what  I  can  to  lengthen  out  our  provifions, 
and  hope  God  will  fend  feafonable  fupplies.  Henceforth  I  humbly  defire  your  highnes, 
that  fuch  bread,  provifion,  and  ftores,  as  ffiall  be  ordered  for  the  army,  may  be  configned 
to  our  immediate  officers.  May  it  pleafe  your  highnes,  the  field  officers  of  the  army 
haveing  taken  the  boldnefs,  humbly  to  reprefent  their  defires  by  the  hands  of  general  Ve- 
nable  and  collonel  Buller  to  your  highnes  confideration,  I  ffiall  not  trouble  your  highnes 
with  further  enlargment  concerninge  the  armye,  onely  humbly  begg  leave,  that  I  may 
without  offence  reprefent  the  condition  of  my  owne  affairs  in  England  to  your  highnes. 
I  have   heard  by  letter  from  my  wife  fince  I  arived  here,  the  lord  St.  John  (marquis  of 

)  contynues   to  vex  and  trouble  her  about  woods  bought  of  the  truftees  at  Drury- 

houfe,  as  they  formerly  certified  your  highnes,  the  news  whereof  doth  much  afflift  mee, 
that  I  ffiould  be  dampnified  in  my  fmall  affairs  foe  undefervedly,  whilfi:  I  am  attendinge 
the  publique  fervice.  I  befeech  your  highnes  pleafe  to  take  a  fpeedy  and  effeftuall  order 
therein,  that  my  wife  may  have  noe  more  difturbance.  Your  highnes  may  pleafe  to  re- 
member the  defifion  of  the  courte,  and  likewife  the  things  I  promifed  when  your  high- 
nes fent  for  mee.  At  my  coming  from  England,  collonel  Cooke  (who  hath  great  intereft 
in  my  adverfary)  promifed  to  put  an  end  to  the  fuit,  is  of  greate  confideration  to  mee 
both  in  refpeft  of  my  eftate,  as  alfo  the  peace  and  quiet  of  my  wife  and  relations,  that 
that  bufines  be  fetled  ;  and  that  your  highnes  will  likewife  pleafe  to  order  my  arrears 
(which  are  in  bonds  left  in  my  wife's  hands)  may  be  paid- to  her  in  money  (whereby  ffiee 
may  bee  enabled  to  pay  thofe  debts  I  contraded  by  my  loffe  for  the  parliament,  and  want 
of  my  arrears)  I  confefs  it  faddens  my  fpirit,  that  I  did  not,  could  not,  pay  my  debts  be-

HAVE  writt  feverall  letters  to  you,   giving  you  an  account  of  your  affaires  in  my 
charge,  and  alfoe  that  I  fent  the  commodities  you  writt  for  to  Rotterdam,   affigned  as 
you  diredied  ;  fince  which  I  heard  from  a  friend  of  yours,  that  went  with  them,  mr.  Mar. 
that  they  are  fafe  arrived  there  -,  but  he  intimates,    that  you  are  removed,  and  is  therefore 
doubtful!  how  to  difpofe  of  them.     The  newes  of  your  remove  I  alfoe  heard  here,   and 
that  you  intended  to  come  over  hither  Ihortly.     The  alarum  whereof  is  a  greate  prejudice 
to  my  indeavours  in  your  bufinefs  with  your  creditors,  for  the  chiefe  of  them,  I  can  affure 
you,  hath  notice  you  are  cominge  over,  and  thereupon  he  and   the  reft  fall  off"  from 
any  termes  of  agreement;  and  I  was  yefterday  fent  to,    from  a  true  friend  of  yours,   to  in- 
forme,   that  he  had  laid   waite  to  arreft  you,  wherever  you  landed,  knowing  certaineiy  of 
your  coming,  and  the  bufmes  that  brings  you  over.     I  was  in  hopes  to  have    made  fome 
good  end  for  you,  but  this  fpoyles  all,  they  being  confident,  if  they  take  you,   to  have 
their  whole  debts.     Therefore  if  this  come  to  you  time  enough,  lett  itt  forwarne  you  of 
your  owne  ruine,  and  forbare  coming,  for,   beleive  mee,    nothing  can   more  prejudice 
your  bufines,  then  your  coming  over ;  neither  can  you  add  any  thing  to    the  advantao^e 
of  itt.     I  had  rather  meete  you,  if  occafion  were,  to   give  you  an  account  what  is  to 
be  done,    then  you  to   come  -,   but  till    they   be  againe  fatisfied,  that  it  is  not  foe,  itt 
is  to  noe  purpofe,    for  that    till  then  I  can  doe   nothing.     Therefore  pray>  forbare,  if 
you  tender  your  owne  good.     I  fhall  goe  out  of  towne  within  a  month,  and  not  returne 
againe  till  after  Michaelmas.     I  have  noe  newes  to  write,  but  what  I  am  confident  you 
know,  that  all  the  cavilere  partie  thorowout  England  of  any  note  are  ftill  prifoners,   and  like 
to  be,  and  the  reft   by  proclamation  all  banilhed  London  ;  which  will  hinder  them  of 
fuch  wicked  plotts,  as  they  dayly  contrive,  and  I  hope  add  to  the  intended  fettlement  of 
(his  nation  in  peace.     I  have  noe  more  at  prefent,  but  that  I  am

^  The  examination  of  Francis  Pickering. 

July  20,  1655. 

Francis  Pickering  examined,  faith, 

THAT  mr.  John  Floyd  of  Flintftiire  did,  about  May  was  a  twelve-month,   declare  to 
him,  that  there  would  be  a  general  rifeing,   and  that  he  the  faid  Floyd  fhouid  have 
P-  549-  a  commiffion  to  be  a  captain  of  horfe,  and   that  the  commiffions  were  to  be  delivered 

at  the  rendezvous.  That  in  June  following  one  William  Eaton  of  Orton  in  Flintfhire, 
gentleman,  and  comrade  to  fir  Thomas  Harris,  living  with  him,  told  him  the  fame,  and 
did  earneftly  endeavour  to  engage  him  to  ferve  under  fir  Thomas  Harris,  who,  he 
faid,  would  raife  one  hundred  horfe,  and  that  we  Ihould  never  want  gold,  &c.    but  he  the 

faid   Pickering  did   deny   him,  having  before  engaged  to  Floyd. About  the  3d  of 

March  following,  one  Lingley,  a  hat-maker  in  Chefter,  who  lives  in  Chefter,  and  keeps 

fhop  with  his  father  there,    came  to  him,  to  Holt  in   Denbylhire,  and  told  him,  he

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mufl  come  to  Chefter   to  col.  Worthing,  which  accordingly  he  did,  and  there  met  With  A.  D.    i6^j. 
col.  Worthing,  at  the  houfe  of  widow  Alice  Throp,    with    whom   were    then   prefent,  L/"V\J 
mr.  Richard  Ravenfcroft,  who  now  lives  with  his  brother  col.  Ravenfcroft,    at  Brettan  in 
Flintfhire,  and  mr.  William  Cowley,  who  lives  at  Dodleilon  in  Chefliire,  within  four  miles 
of  Chefter,    having  an  eftate  of  about  loo  1.  per  ann.    In  the  prefence  of  thofe  two  col. 
Worthing  afked  the  examinate,   whether  he  had  not  heard  of  a  rifing  intended  ;  to  which 
the  examinate  replied.    Yea.     And   then  he  bid  him  make  ready,   for  the   time  of  the 
rifing  drew  very  nigh.     And  that  he  afked  him,  what  friends  he  durfc  undertake  to  bring 
in.     To  which  the   .examinate  anfwered,  that  he  would   be  ready   with  himfelf  and   his 
man  well  arm^ed,    and  that  he  did   believe,   divers  others  would   rife,  if  occafion  ;   but 
for  them  he  would  not  promife.     And  fo  the  examinate  returned  to  Holt  that  night,  and 
came  again  the  next  day  to  Chefter,  and  there,  at  the  fame  houfe,   met'  again  v/ith  col. 
Worthing,  and  the  other  two  gentlemen.     And  then  col.  Worthing  drew  a  letter  out  of 
his  pocket,  with  no  name  to  it,   but  col.  V/orthing  did  tell  him  the  name,  and  he  thinks 
if  he  heard  the  name  again,  that  he  fhould  call  it  to  mind.     Col.  Worthing  read  the  letter 
to  him,  the  fubftance  whereof  was,  that  the  trial  between  the  two  great  men  would   ba 
on  the  8th  of  this  inftant  March,  and  that   they  muft   be   fure  peremptorily  to  get   all 
the  witneffes  ready  by  that  day.     And  Ravenfcroft  did  tell   the   examinate,    that   colonel 
John  Booth  had  fat  in  council  with  colonel  Worthing,  about  carrying  on  the  rifing,  that 
day  or  the  day  before ;  and  after  the  reading  of  the  letter,  mr.  Worthing  gave  it  to  the 
examinate,  and  bad  him    burn  it ;  which  accordingly  he  did.    After  the  burning  of  the 
letter,  the   examinate  afked  col.  V/orthing  what  the  defign  was ;  to  which  the  col.  an- 
fwered, that  the  rifing  was  general ;  but   that  his  part  was  principally   to  furprize  the 
caftle   of  Chefter,  in  which  he   defired    the  examinate  to  be  affiftant,  and  accordingly 
that  night  3  or  4  were  fent  by  col.  Worthing  to  feize  the  caftle  ;  they  were  all  inhabitants 
in  Chefter,  and  the  examinate  knows  them  all  by  fight  ;   one  of  them  is  called  Alex- 
ander,   who  lives  in  Chefter,  and  is   commonly   known  by  the  name  of  Alexander  the 
tobacco-pipe-maker  in  Chefter;    he  knows  not  the  name  of  any  of  the  reft.    Thefe  perfons 
brought  back  word  to  col.  Worthing,  that  at  the  place,  where  they  intended  to  raife  a  lad- 
der, to  furprife  the  caftle,  they  heard  a  centinel  walk  and  cough  -,   at  which  report   col. 
Worthing  was  very  much  ftartled,  and  fent   them   back  again  to  feize  any  other  con- 
venient place  ;  and   they  brought  word  ftill,  that  they  heard  centinels  walking.     Then 
this  examinate  falling  into  further  difcourfe,  captain  Worthing  told  him,   that  if  their 
work  fucceeded  well   at  Chefter,   that  the  gentlemen  on  the  other  fide  of  the  country 
would  bring  away  col.  Croxon,  and  fome  others,   to  the  rendezvous.     The  next  day  the 
faid  col.  fent  to  this  examinate,  to  let  him  know,  that  he  was  much  troubled,  for  that 
he  could  not  contrive  how  to  take  the  faid  caftle,  and  therefore  that  he  Ihould  fecure 
him,    and   keep  as  private  as  he   could,  and  defire  his  friends   to   do  fo  too,   and  to 
exped  further  orders   from  him;  which  accordingly  he  did,  and  on  the  8th  day  (the 
rifing  being  to  have  been  the  night  following)  the  examinate's  arms,  being  two  cafes  of 
piftols  and  his  faddle,    were  feized   by   the  mayor  of  Holt;  whereupon  the  examinate 
fled  into  Yorkfhire,   hearing  they  were  up  there  in  arms. 

The  examinate  faith,  that  Floyd  told  him,  that  capt.  Edward  Morgan  of  Woolgrove 
in  Flintfhire  (who  was  form.erly  a  captain  of  horfe  for  the  king,  and  a  very  ancient  man) 
was  engaged  in  this  defign  (and  Samuel  Peirfon  faith,  that  he  remembers  well  that  the 
faid  Morgan  went  out  of  London  (about  a  week  before  the  time  of  the  rifing.) 
Further  Floyd  told  the  examinate,  that  he  had  bought  many  piftols  and  much  powder 
in  London,  for  the  carrying  on  the  defign.  And  feeing  him  on  the  7th  of  the  faid  March, 
the  examinate  told  Floyd,  that  he  had  engaged  himfelf  to  col.  Worthing,  and  there- 
fore he  defired,  that  he  would  excufe  him. 

The  examinate  afked  Ravenfcroft  what  they  intended  to  do  with  Chirk-Caftle  (being  the 
place  of  Sir  Thomas  Middleton's  abode)  there  being  there,  as  the  examinate  told  him, 
o-ood  ftore  of  money,  horfes  and  arms ;  to  which  Ravenfcroft  anfwered,  that  he  would 
aflc  col.  Worthing;  and  the  next  day  Ravenfcroft  told  him,  that  they  would  not  meddle  y^j  ^^-^^ 
with  it,  for  that  mr.  Thomas  Middleton  (fir  Thomas  his  eldeft  fon)  was  a  friend,  and  p.  302. 
would  fhew  himfelf  fo,  if  their  bufinefs  did  ftand  for  a  while.  About  10  days  ago  the 
examinate  went  to  the  chamber  of  mr.  Thomas  Grofvenor,  fecond  fon  to  fir  Richard 
Grofvenor  of  CheiTiire,  and  told  him,  that  he  was  forced  to  fly  from  home,  having  had 
a  hand  in  the  late  plott,  and  aflced  him,  where  col.  Worthing  was ;  to  which  he  anfwered, 
that  he  lay  in  the  Strand.  And  then  the  examinate  defired  him,  that  he  would  let  col. 
Worthing  know,  that  he  was  extreme  poor,  and  therefore  that  he  would  make  a  col- 
leftion  for  him  ;  and  that  upon  this  day  was  a  feven-night,  mr.  Thomas  Grofvenor  came 
to  a  cook's  fhop,  which  the  examinate  frequented,  and  calling  him  out  to  him,  told  him, 
that  col.  Worthing  faid,  that  his  friends  had  failed  him,  but  however  that  he  had  fent 
a  twenty  fhillings  piece  in  gold.    .

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A.  D.  165;.      Further  the  examinate  faith,  that  one  Elias  Prefton,  a   Barber-furgeon  in  Wrexham, 
V-^VSJ  now  prifoner  in  Shrewfbury,  did  all  along  correfpond  with  the  examinaite  and  fir  Thomas 
Harris,  and  the  faid  Eaton,  about  the  carrying  on  of  the  plot.     And  the  faid  Prefton  did 
tell  the  examinate,  that  they  fhould  be  600  good  horfe  in  Shropfliire,    befides  foot  -,  and 
they  fhould  without  trouble  furprize  Shrewfbury-caftle ;  and  that  the  faid  Prefton  was  to 
be  furgeon  to  that  party.     He  faith  further,  that  the  faid  Prefton  did  divers    times  go 
from  his  houfe  at  Wrexham  to  fir  Thomas  Harris's  houfe,  to  meet  fir  Thomas  ;  and 
that  the  faid  Eaton  would  fain  have  had  the  examinate  have  gone  into  Shropfhire  with 
him,  but  he  refufed,  defiring  to  ferve  near  his  own  country.     The  examinate  further 
faith,  that  he   and  the  faid  Prefton   are  very  intimate  friends,   and   that  he  believes  he 
tould  make  Prefton  confefs  all  to  him,  if  he  could  fee  him,  and  fo  that  the  faid  Prefton 
might  not  know  that  the  examinate  hath  been  with   your  highnefs.     He  faith,  that 
Prefton  did  at  feveral  times  tell  him  the  names  of  many  Shropftiire  gentlemen,  but  that 
he  remembers  them  not,   they   being  ftrangers   to  him.     He  faith  further,    that  one 
lieutenant  Chriftopher  Sydney  is  a  moft  intimate  confident  of  captain  Morgan's,   who 
*  is  prifoner  at  Shrewlbury  on  fufpicion  ;  which  Sydney  and  Kitt  Edmonds,  a  Dutchman, 

are  prifoners  in  Shrewft)ury,  the  faid  Edmonds  being  alfo  an  intimate  of  captain  Morgan's, 
and  can  difcover  concerning  him  and  others.

MY  lords,  the  return  of  the  Poland  embaffadorst  out  of  Sweden  I  advifed  in  my  laft : 
fince  they  went  from  hence  for  Marienbergh,  to  make  report  thereof  to  the  king 
to  receive  further  refolution  againft  the  4th  of  Auguft  1 6c^^,  at  which  time  they  were  to 
be  at  Stetin,  to  finifh  the  treaty. 

Now  here  arrived  unexpected  news  this  night,  that  the  Polifh  army,  which  was  appointed 
for  the  defence  of  great  Poland,  being  4000  men,  had  yielded  themfelves  willingly  to 
the  protedion  of  the  Swedes,  under  general  Wittenbergh  :  this  doth  caufe  great  perplexity 
here.  General  Wittenbergh  is  faid  to  march  higher  into  Poland,  where  he  will  meet  with 
no  refiftance,  the  kingdom  being  too  much  occupied  already  with  an  inland  war  againft 
the  Cofacks  and  the  Mufcovites,  and  the  king  not  well  united  with  the  ftates  of  Poland, 
whom  he  doth  miftruft. 

The  city  is  very  much  troubled,  notwithftanding  all  their  preparations  for  its  defence 
and  refiftance.

Vol.  xxviii.     T  HAVE  received  your  letter  of  the  23d  of  this  month,  wherein  you  do  declare  your 
p.  66z,  forrow  for  our  difafters  and  misfortunes  ;  you  have  reafon,  for  it  will  be  of  very  great 

prejudice  unto  us.  Since  that  the  enemy  laid  fiege  to  Capelle,  but  have  now  raifed  their 
fiege,  as  thinking  that  place  not  worthy  to  retain  them,  having  fome  greater  defign  in  hand, 
either  upon  Bouchain  or  Cambray,  as  it  is  thought ;  their  army  is  now  at  Guife,  and  ours 
near  Bouchain.  The  enemy  is  in  a  condition  to  go  whither  they  pleafe,  and  we  muft 
ftand  only  upon  the  defence,  which  we  are  fufRcient  for  ;  and  I  durft  aflure  you,  that  they 
will  not  be  able  to  make  any  further  progrefs  this  fummer.  His  highnefs  hath  fent  for  me, 
and  I  am  juft  now  going  to  him.  A  trooper,  who  was  formerly  of  the  life  guards  of  his 
highnefs,  came  to  him  about  a  week  fmce,  and  propofed  to  him,  that  he  had  a  defign  to 
kill  the  king,  the  archduke,  and  the  earl  of  Fuenfaldagna  :  his  highnefs  caufed  him  to 
be  apprehended,  and  put  into  the  hands  of  the  provoft  of  the  Spaniards,  who  condemned 
him  to  be  hanged,  and  he  hath  been  fmce  executed.  By  killing  of  thofe  (he  faid)  he  would 
do  his  highnefs  bufmefs.

WE  fay  here,  that  the  figning   and  concluding   of  the  peace  between  England  and  A.  D-  1655. 
France  flicks  now  in  the  French  part :  they  have  had  fo  great  fuccefs  againft  Spain  .yf^""^ 
this  year  in  all  places,  in  Catalonia,  near  Milan,  and  towards  Flanders,  as  they  are  grown  „  ^5^ 
very  high,  and  now  they  feem  to  expedt  better  terms  from  your  lord  proteftor  than  for- 
merly they  would  have  accepted.     They  would  have  fent  the  duke  of  York  out  of  France, 
if  the  peace  had  been  concluded,  and  to  that  purpofe  he  was  not  fufFered  to   go  to  the 
army  this  fpring  ;  but  now  they  not  only  fuftered  him    (three  weeks  ago)  to  go  to  the 
camp,  but  in  his  way  as  he  paffed  by  la  Fere,  where  the  king  and  cardinal  were,  the 
cardinal  caufed  all  the  great  arms  to  be  (hot  off,  as  if  it  were  to  let  the  proteftor  know, 
that  their  minds  were  altered.     On  the  other  fide  Spain  is  fo  low,  that  if  he  be  not  aflifted, 
he  will  be  in  danger  to  lofe  all  he  hath  in  the  Low  Countries.

MY  laft  will  have  informed  you  of  prince  Thomas's  entrance  into  theMilanefe,  whereat  Vol,  xxviii. 
the  marquis  of  Caracena  is  fo  much  the  more  furprifed,  by  reafon  the  inhabitants  p.  654. 
of  Milan  and  all  the  country  complain,  that  he  has  received  great  fums  of  money  for 
them,  which  he  fent  to  Spain  inftead  of  employing  them  to  their  proteftion.  It  is  written 
from  Turin,  that  to  appeafe  them  the  faid  marquis  had  converted  his  plate  into  coin,  and 
had  engaged  many  jewels  to  get  wherewithal  to  raife  fome  levies.  That  he  had  7000  men 
in  a  body  •,  that  all  the  places  were  reafonably  well  provided,  out  of  which  he  hoped  to 
draw  a  great  many  people  unto  him,  when  our  army  fhould  be  about  fome  enterprize  : 
but  that  our  men  did  neverthelefs  promife  themfelves  great  progreffes  as  foon  as  they 
have  joined  the  duke  of  Modena's  army,  who  did  himfelf  lead  it  unto  them  through  Par- 
mefan.  That  in  the  interim  our  men  forefeeing  the  faid  marquis's  defign,  had  fent  the 
count  of  Quince  and  marquis  Ville  with  an  army  of  light  horfe,  to  keep  towards 
Creffentin,  and  oblige  the  Spaniards  to  keep  good  garrifon  in  Verfail,  Trin,  and  Alexan- 
dria, and  hinder  the  governor  of  Milan  to  make  any  enterprize,  whilft  prince  Thomas 
doth  execute  his,  which  will  doubtlefs  (hortly  iffue  forth. 

The  enemies  affairs  are  not  in  a  better  pofture  in  Flanders.  The  king  and  his  eminency 
have  held  a  great  council  at  Guife  with  our  generals,  who  did  foon  after  return  to  the 
army,  which  is  of  fome  25  or  30,000  men  ;  and  I  am  told,  that  for  certain  his  majefty  will 
put  himfelf  at  their  head  to  aft  perfonally  in  this  occafion,  in  which  Flanders  will  doubtlefs 
receive  a  hot  bout,  our  foldiers  having  all  received  the  incouragement  of  a  mufter.  It  is 
written,  that  the  enemies  are  making  the  procefs  of  the  governor  of  Landrecy,  by  rea- 
fon he  has  not  well  defended  that  place  ;  and  that  they  had  already  put  to  death  two  ofH- 
■  cers,  which  commanded  the  Irifh. 

I  hear  this  court  has  fent  to  propound  unto  the  duke  of  Orleans  the  marriages  of  his 
majefly  and  his  brother  with  his  highnefs's  two  fecond  daughters ;  as  alfo  that  of  his 
eldeft  daughter  with  the  duke  of  Savoy,  and  that  of  the  duke  of  Enguien  with  one 
of  cardinal  Mazarin's  nieces,  whereupon  the  prince  of  Conde's  agreement  is  grounded. 

The  duke  of  Mantua  is  expeded  at  Paris  next  week  or  the  next  after.  The  princefs 
Palatin  goeth  to  meet  him,  and  his  majefty  has  written  unto  all  the  governors,  by  whofe 
government  he  is  to  pafs,  to  receive  him  with  the  refpefl  due  to  his  birth. 

The  princefs  of  Conti  hath  fent  the  marquis  of  Villars  and  monf.  Monceaux  to  Modena, 
to  compliment  that  duke  upon  his  wedding. 

You  will  have  been  informed  of  the  generous  defence  of  thofe  of  the  religion  at  Pied- 
mont in  the  new  aflault  given  them,  that  hath  given  fome  apprehenfion  unto  the  court  of 
Savoy,  which  caufed  the  militia  to  be  raifed  to  oppofe  them,  and  fends  the  count  Big- 
lione  to  Vienna,  to  give  an  account  of  his  war,  hoping  that  the  emperor  will  take  the 
bufinefs  into  confideration,  and  will  hinder  the  effedt  of  the  intelligence  the  faid  pro- 
teftants  have  with  thofe  of  Germany  ;  which  count  parted  from  Turin  the  -3^  inftant, 
by  letters  written  from  the  faid  Turin  in  date  of  the  V  inftant. 

You  may  fee  by  the  Gazette  the  pope's  refolution  to  receive  the  Portugal  embafTador, 
and  provide  unto  the  churches  of  that  kingdom  ;  and  befides  what  has  been  part  in  the 
homage  rendered  unto  the  pope  by  the  Spanifti  embafTador  for  the  kingdom  of  Naples, 
according  unto  the  cuftom,  which  is  to  prefent  him  with  a  white  gelding,  and  a  ceduk  of 
7000  ducats  in  gold.

Believe  that  in  effeft  there  is  no  more  caufe  to.  be  furprized  at  the  fuccefs,  which  my 
negotiation  will  have,  after  (o  many  various  complexions,  which  it  hath  had  for 
almoll  thefe  fix  years,  and  under  pretences  fo  little  coloured.  That  which  my  former 
'letters  fpoke  of  doth  not  yet  ceafe,  and  the  patience  of  the  king  is  not  yet  at  an  end ; 
wherefore  I  cannot  write  any  thing  new  to  you.  This  court  is  barren  of  news.  The 
protedlor  hath  not  yet  declared  his  intentions  upon  the  imprifoning  of  the  nobility,  and 
the  fending  away  of  the  reft  20  miles  from  this  place.  And  men  do  likewife  wait  with 
impatience,  wiiat  the  afifembly  will  produce,  which  is  to  be  held  to  confider  of  the 
means  to  eftablifli  the  government.  No  certainty  yet  of  the  landing  of  general  Penn's  fleet, 
nor  of  tlie  difgrace,  which  is  faid  to  be  happened  unto  him.  And  admiral  Blake  is  ftill 
before  Cadiz.  This  government  doth  ftill  declare  great  zeal  for  the  Vaudois,  but  the 
people  did  not  anfwer  their  charities,  which  are  found  to  be  much  lefs  than  was  expedled. 
They  are  fending  an  envoy  towards  Switzerland,  to  help  to  accommodate  the  breach,  but 
if  monfieur  Servien  be  not  deceived  in  his  conjeiSlures,  may  lofe  his  labour  ;  for  that 
bufinefs  will  be  finifhed  before  he  can  get  thither.  Here  hath  been  a  proclamation 
made  within  thefe  three  days,  for  the  calling  in  of  all  private  letters  of  marque  againft 
the  French,  This  order  doth  rather  declare  a  complacency  for  the  lords  ftates  general, 
whofe  fubjefts  were  difturbed  by  them  in  their  trade,  than  a  defire  to  eftablifh  a  good 
correfpondence  between  England  and  France,  in  regard  the  fhips  of  this  ftate  do  ftill  con- 
tinue to  take  our  ftiips. 

The  Swediih  embaflador  is  arrived  near  this  city.  He  hath  not  yet  fent  to  give  me 
notice  of  it ;  but  I  make  no  doubt,  he  will  fend  me  word,  when  he  is  to  make  his 
entrance.  I  hope  that  by  what  you  write  from  your  parts,  peace  may  take  place  before 
ambition.  If  the  king  of  Sweden  take  that  courfe,  he  will  free  a  great  many  ftates  of 
their  jealoufies.

YOU  may  fignify  unto  his  holinefs  amongft  the  reft,  that  the  embafladors  of  Spain, 
upon  the  fubjed  of  that  which  had  happened  to  thofe  of  the  Vallies,  did  endea- 
vour all  that  they  could  to  ftir  up  the  preaching  minifters  of  England  to  incenfe  the 
government  and  people  here  againft  the  catholicks  ;  yea  they  did  propofe  to  fome  to 
go  for  the  faid  Vallies,  there  to  diftribute  fome  money  to  thofe  amongft  the  inhabitants, 
who  ftiould  be  able  to  perfuade  the  reft  to  take  up  arms,  to  the  end  they  may  form  a 
war  for  religion  fake.  This  prqjedt  is  politick  enough,  but  it  doth  hardly  agree  with 
the  zeal  which  that  crown  doth  affeft.

ALbeit,  by  other  letters  I  certefied  your  highnes,  what  I  had  faid  to  com.  Butler,  yet  \ro\,  xxvjii. 
that  not  beinge  fatisfaftion  to  me,  becaufe  what  paft  was  betweene  him  and  mee,  I  p.  680. 
tooke  occafion  this  morninge,  in  prefence  of  admirall  Goodfon,  col.  BuUer,  and  this  gent, 
reare  admirall  Blagge,  to  tell  the  com.  that  I  thought,  according  to  the  duty  of  his 
place,  he  ought  to  tarry  with  us,  and  therefore  protefted  againft  his  goeinge,  in  regard 
your  highnes  fervice  would  in  all  probabillity  receive  damage  by  it ;  for  that  the  two 
commanders  in  cheif  of  fleet  and  land  forces^  impowered  by  your  highnefs  inftru6lions 
to  aft  as  commiffioners,  could  not  in  fome  cafes  aft  without  a  3d  perfon.  I  alfo  defired 
his  concurrence  with  the  gen.  in  nominateinge  and  appointinge  a  commander  in  cheif 
of  the  army  in  the  generall's  abfence ;  but  he  utterly  refufed,  fayinge,  the  ftare  of  things 
was  now  much  altered,  and  he  could  not,  nor  would  not  allow  of  adm.

FOrafmuch  as  we  conceive  the  propagation  of  the  gofpel  was  the  thing  principally  y^j 
aimed  at  and  intended  in  this  expedition,  I  humbly  defired,  that  his  highnefs  will  p.  684 
pleafe  to  take  order,  that  fome  godly,  fober,  and  learned  minill:er  may  be  fent  unto  us, 
which  may  be  intrumental  in  planting  and  propagating  of  the  gofpel,  and  able  to  confute 
and  flop  the  mouth  of  every  cavilling  adverfary  and  gainfayer  -,  and  the  rather  .for  that 
two  of  the  minifters  of  the  army  are  already  dead,  and  a  third  lieth  at  the  point  of 
death. 

And  for  that  many  officers  are  imployed  as  commiflaries  and  otherwife,  who  are 
intrufted  with  the  flores  for  the  army,  and  many  officers  of  the  army  have  died,  and 
we  have  none  impowered  by  the  eftabliffiment  as  auditors  to  take  and  flate  the 
accompts  of  one  or  the  other,  by  means  whereof  much  of  our  flore  may  be  imbezzled, 
and  many  officers  and  foldiers  fufi^er  :  it's  humbly  defired,  his  highnefs  will  pleafe  to 
eftabhfh  an  auditor  for  the  purpofes  aforefaid,  and,  if  his  highnefs  pleafe,  that  mr.  Jo, 
Daniell,  who  is  a  very  good  accomptant,  and  hath  been  ferviceable  to  the  army  in  ex- 
amining accompts,  and  otherwife,  and  was  lately  deputed  by  two  of  the  commiffioners 
for  the  office,  may  be  confirmed  by  his  highnefs.

Vol.  xxviii.      A  Lthough  I  was  abfent  at  the  tyme  of  the  comeing  of  your  melTenger,  yet  haveing 
p.  722.  j[^  fpeedy  notice  thereof,  I  made  all  pofTible  hafte   to  obferve  your  direftions,   and  in 

order  thereunto  Alexander  Langton,  the  tobacco-pipe-maker,  and  John  Lyngley,  are  both 
fecured  in  the  caflle,  but  will  not  upon  any  tearmes  be  induced  to  confefs  any  thing 
at  all,  although  urged  by  as  many  interrogatories  and  prelTing  arguments  as  pofTibly  I 
could  ufe.  It's  true,  they  are  as  fufpicious  perfons,  as  are  in  or  neere  the  cytty,  in- 
fomuch  as  upon  my  owne  accord  I  apprehended  Alexander  at  the  very  tyme  of  the  plott, 
and  that  upon  very  greate  caufe  of  jeoloufy  ;  but  through  their  fubtillty  and  referved- 
nefs  could  not  then  cleere  out  things,  according  to  expedation,  but  found  him  familliar 
and  converfant  with  one  Mathew  Cowes,  who  had  bought  up  many  mufketts,  piftolls, 
and  other  armes  (which  I  then  feized  and  brought  up  to  the  towne-hall)  and  as  it  then 
apeared  furnifhed,  this  fame  mr.

*HE  king  parted  from  Guife  the  31ft  paft  to  go  to  Marolles,  which  is  a  league  from  A.  D.  1655, 
Landrecy,  where  great  ftore   of  meal  has  been  carried   to  make  a  magazine.     The   ^.''''V^SJ

army  difcamped  the  fame  day  to  go  to  the  faid  Marolles,  where  his  majefty  will  fee  it  in 
battle.  It  is  compofed  of  36  battalions  of  foot,  and  of  135  fquadrons  of  horfe.  The  king 
is  to  put  himfelf  at  the  head  thereof,  and  enter  into  the  enemies  country.  We  fhall  fee 
if  the  Spaniards,  which  are  a  long  I'efcault,  will  defend  the  paflage  thereof.  The 
diet  of  Hungary  is  ended  to  the  fatisfaftion  of  the  catholicks  and  proteftants,  and 
the  emperor  is  returned  to  Vienna,  ftill  miftrufting  the  Swedifh  defigns.  Their  agreement 
with  Poland  is  much  hoped.  Prince  Rupert  has  fent  to  Italy  the  troops  he  had  raifed  for 
the  duke  of  Modena,  he  himfelf  is  going  to  ferve  the  king  of  Sweden.  It  is  faid  he 
intended  to  be  lieutenant  general  of  duke  of  Modena,  but  France  defired  it  might  be 
count  Broglio,  which  hath  obliged  that  prince  to  feek  fome  employment  elfewhere.  The 
duke  of  Mantua  is  expefted  here  to  night  or  to  morrow,  he  is  to  lodge  at  the  palace  of  ^ 
Longueville,  and  after  fome  refrefhment  go  to  court. 

It  is  written  from  Marfeilles  the  4-f  July,  that  our  five  gallies  were  for  certain  perifhed, 
and  all  the  men  therein  loft. 

That  the  king  of  la  Ferriere  who  is  alfo  perifhed  therein,  is  accufed  to  have  made 
them  go  out  of  Toulon  without  order,  and  that  the  confifcation  of  his  means  had  been 
propounded. 

We  hear  my  lord  protestor's  envoy  is  gone  from  Turin  for  his  return  homeward, 
and  that  the  poor  perfecuted  of  thofe  Vallies  are  retired  in  little  number  upon  their 
mountains.  That  they  have  daily  new  affaults  to  fuftain.  That  the  troops  of  Savoy  do 
fpoil  all  their  fruits  of  the  field ;  and  that  they  begin  to  find  themfelves  deflitute  of  pro- 
vifions  of  war,  and  of  many  others.

A  letter  of  intelligence  to  mr.  Petit. 

Paris,  the  ,V  fuif '  ^^^S- 

WE  have  nothing  confiderable  from  our  armies  by  this  order.  It  feemeth  at  prefent, 
they  have  a  defign  to  frame  fome  other  fiege  towards  Flanders,  and  we  hear, 
that  at  Milan  one  did  tranfvert  all  the  gold  and  filver  of  the  churches  into  money,  where 
great  forces  were  alfo  expefted  from  Germany  to  refill  prince  Thomafo. 

This  week  the  deputy  general  of  thofe  of  the  rehgion  hath  received  a  letter  from 
mr.  de  la  Vrilliere,  one  of  the  four  fecretaries  of  ftate,  by  which  he  giveth  him  to  under- 
ftand,  that  the  king  doth  much  diflike  the  fecret  levies  of  monies  and  men  made  by 
the  proteftants  of  Languedoc,  his  natural  fubjefts,  for  the  relief  of  the  rebels  of  the 
duke  of  Savoy,  his  kinfman  ;  the  which  his  majefty  being  not  willing  to  fufFer,  he  hath 
enjoined  the  laid  deputy  general  to  acquaint  them  with  his  will,  and  with  the  defence  he 
makes  them  to  not  tranfgrefs  the  fame,  under  penalty  of  being  declared  criminals  of  leze 
majefty,  and  difturbers  of  the  publick  reft ;  which  makes  us  conjefture,  that  France, 
who  interpofed  itfelf  for  the  agreement  of  thofe  pretended  rebels,  will  feem  to  be  im- 
partial, and  at  the  fame  time  ftiew  thofe  poor  people  what  need  they  have  of  his  majefty 's 
favour,  and  to  be  on  his  fide  againft  the  Bandito's  and  Spaniards  of  Piedmont,  who  watch 
continually  for  Pignerol. 

The  duke  of  Longueville  doth  make  fome  levies  of  horfe  and  foot  in  his  government, 
'.to  fend  to  the  royal  army. 

We  hear  by  the  laft  letters  from  Pezenas,  that  the  prince  of  Conti  was  ftill  there,  in 
•  hopes  to  fee  fliortly  his  lady  with  child,  and  then  to  return  to  Catalonia. 

The  dutchefs  of  Bouillon  le  Mere  is  dead,  with  grief,  as  is  faid,  by  reafon  of  the 
death  of  the  count  de  la  Feuillade,  her  grand-child. 

Mr.  Servient,  overfeer  of  the  treafury,  is  returned  here  from  Anjou,  after  he  had  been 
received  there  as  fenefchal  of  that  province,  by  the  voluntary  difmiftion  of  the  prince  of 
Guymene. 

The  marquis  of  Verderonne  coming  from  court,  where  he  had  been  fent  by  his  royal 
highnefs  to  congratulate  his  ma.iefty  on  the  taking  of  Landrecy,  has  repaft  by  this  city, 
to  go  to  Blois.  He  has  been  well  received  at  court,  but  he  hath  not  feen  cardinal  Mazarin, 
by  reafon  he  had  no  order  to  fee  him.

UPON  the  memorial  of  the  advocates  employed  by  their  high  mightinefles  for  the

And  that  in  the  faid  letter  fhall  be  defired,  that  thofe  of  the  faid  lords  the  counfellors,  that 
from  both  fides  have  been  employed  in  or  about  any  affairs,  depending  before  the  faid 
chamhre  mipartie,  or  have  given  any  advice  therein,  would  be  pleafed,  as  knowing  it,  and 
being  convinced  of  it  in  their  confciences,  to  withdraw  themfelves  in  that  cafe,  and  pro-

THE  fubfcribed  extraordinary  embaflador  of  the  lords  the  ftates  general  of  the  United  Vol.xxviii. 
Provinces  hath  by  his  former  papers  of  the  ff th  of  May,  and  of  the  -jAj-th  of  June  ?•  70S. 
laft  part,  moft  ferioufly  fhewn  the  great  lofTes,  wrongs,  and  prejudices,  which  fome  fubjeds 
of  Holland  and  Zealand  fuffer  by  the  feizure  and  detention  of  a  fliip  of  Middleburrow 
in  Zealand,  called  the  Hare  in  the  Field,  which  fhip,  upon  pretence  that  others  than  the 
people  of  the  faid  United  Provinces  have  an  intereft  in  fome  part  of  the  lading,  hath 
been  diverted  from  his  intended  voyage,  and  been  under  reftraint  at  Portfinouth  about 
three  whole  months,  with  a  company  of  fifty  men,  whofe  wages  and  diet  the  mafter  and 
owners  muft  provide  for ;  and  inftead  of  releafing  the  faid  fhip  and  goods,  efpecially 
fuch  as  are  claimed  and  proved  to  belong  truly  and  really  to  fubjefts  of  the  United 
Provinces,  for  many  reafons  reprefented  to  his  moft  ferene  highnefs,  in  a  letter  of  the 
lords  the  ftates  of  the  province  of  Zealand,  and  other  arguments  expreffed  in  the  faid 
embaffador's  former  papers,  to  which  hitherto,  notwithftanding  feveral  often-reiterated 
folicitations,  no  anfwer  hath  been  given,  the  judges  of  the  high  court  of  admiralty  have 
been  pleafed  yefterday  in  the  afternoon,  by  an  order,  as  is  pretended,  of  the  committee 
of  the  admiralty  and  navy,  to  decree,  againft  all  laws  and  reafons,  that  the  faid  fhip 
fhould  be  removed  from  a  fafe  road,  where  fhe  now  lyeth,  and  be  expofed  to  the  dangers 
of  the  fea  and  fands  in  bringing  of  the  fame  to  the  port  of  London,  the  fame  being 
bound  for  Cadiz  in  Spain,  which  is  altogether  out  of  her  intended  courfe.  And  whereas 
fuch  unjuft  proceedings  (grounded  upon  an  order  of  a  committee,  which  never  heard 
the  parties  intereffed  in  their  defence,  nor  faw  in  a  legal  manner  the  proofs  and  allegations 
produced)  cannot  be  tolerated  by  his  highnefs,  nor  any  well  ordered  government,  being 
fo  manifeftly  repugnant  to  law,  equity,  and  juftice,  and  direftly  contrary  to  the  late  treaty 
of  peace,  union,  and  confederacy,  eftablifhed  between  the  two  ftates  and  nations,  after 
the  expence  of  fo  much  wealth  and  blood  ;  the  faid  embaffador  befeecheth  moft  in- 
ftantly,  that  his  moft  ferene  highnefs,  confidering  and  duly  ponderating,  in  the  prefent 
conftitution  of  times  and  affairs,  the  dangerous  confequences  of  fuch  exorbitant  pro- 
ceedings, will  be  pleafed  to  reftify  the  fame,  and  not  fuffer  fuch  blemifhes  to  be  caft 
upon  the  prefent  government,  to  his  enemies  joy,  and  grief  of  his  moft  alTured  friends 
and  confederates.

HAving  this  opportunity,  I  thought  good  to  write  a  word  or  two  to  you,  efpecially 
confidering   I  lately  received  a  letter   from   you,   about  the  import  of  which  you 
might  have  expedled  an  account  before  now.     It  was  thurfday  when   my  mayde  received 
it,  and  laying  it  up,  forgott  to   give   it   me,  (which   is  not  ufuall  in  the  like  cafes)   till 
faturday,  and  then  I  had  neither  time  to  write,  nor  opportunity  to  fend  to  you.    You  know 
it  was  about  your  journey  to  London,  which  is  over  5  and  I  muft  confefTe,  that  I  was  weake, 
that  I  did  not  more  refill  the  importunity  of  fome,  who  urged  me  to  go,  which  yet  I  pro- 
mifed  not  abfolutely,  but  with  our  bretheren's  confent  obtayned,  (which  could  not  bee.)  And 
I  thinke  you  would  have  judged   me  more   weake,   havinge  declared  diflatisfaftion  as  to 
that  you  went  about,  to  have  concurred  with  you  and  others  in  that  meflage,  which,  as  it 
was  delivered,  (according  as  I  am  informed)  I  am  affraid  you  had  not  cleere  ground  for,  as 
from  the  churches,  whofe  fpirit  was  to  be  read  and  difcerned  in  that  aflembly.     And  truely, 
fir,  I  muft  acknowledge  my  owne  weakneffe  and   unworthyneffe  above  others  ;  and  it  is 
but  juft,  that  I  fhould  fufFer  fomething  from  thofe  above,  as  your  letter  intimates  ;  and  I 
am  fenfible  that  I  do  fuffer,  at   leaft   in   the   thoughts  of  fome,  whom  I  do  honour  (as  I 
.  am  bound)  farr  above  others,  which  have  bin  no  litle  temptation  to  me  to  comply  with 
things  •,  but  I  defire  that  I  may  never  bee  left  by  the  Lord  for  any  perfon's  fake,  or  profitt, 
or  advancement,  to  call  good  evill,  or  evill  good.    And  to  fpeake  playnely  to  you,  I  am 
ftill  very  much  unfatisfy^ed  in  the  bottome  and  foundation   of  publick  affaires,   and   am 
cleerly  perfwaded,  it  is  not  as  it  ought  to  bee,  though  (as   I   have  often  profeffed)  I   am 
cleere,  that  wee  have  the  beft  governours  in  all   the  world,  and  fuch  as  for  the  good   and 
fafety  of  whofe  perfons  I  could  venture  my  life.     I  fee,   that    they  iett  themielves  to  do 
good,  and  do  much  good,  which  good  I  afcribe  to  the  goodnes  of  their  perfons,  and  not 
to  the  goverment  itfelfe,  by  which  they  are  indeede  bound    from  doing  that  good,  which 
they  do,  and  which  I  am  perfwaded  they  themfelves  and  others  will  fee  every  day  more  and 
more  ;  and  truely,  fir,  I  am  not  of  the  number  of  thofe,  that  judge  him,  who  is  cheife, 
a  wicked  perfon  and  a  tyrant :  it  is  farr  from    me,  though  I  canot  but  fay,  that  to  my  ap- 
prehenfion,  there  is  a  principall  of  tyranny  in  the  goverment,  and  were  not  his  perfon  better 
then  the  government,  wee  lliould  foone  fee  and  finde  what  manner  of  government  wee 
are  under.    And  indeede  I  wonder  at  wife  men,    who  are  able  to  diftinguifh  betweene  per- 
fons and  things,  and  thofe  aftings,  that  flow  from  a  perfon   as  in  this   or  that   capacity, 
f  u  'd  fo  frequently  affert  the  goodnes  of  a  thing,  becaufe  they  are  fatisfyed  in  the  good- 
nes of  the  perfon.     Sir,  yourfelfe,  I  know,   is  much  fatisfyed  as  to  the  perfon  of  the  pro- 
teftor.     I  know  your  wifdome  is  fuch,  as  you  are  not  by  that  led  to  bee  fatisfyed  in  things, 
and  how  you  can  bee  fatisfyed   in  things  folely  confidered,    I  know  not.     And  this  I  fay 
further  to  you,  that  I  cannot  heare  of  two  perfons,  nay  not  one  (whom  there  is  a  caufe  to 
2  judge 
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name,  which  are  fo  fatisfyed,  as  you  manifeft  yourfelves  to  bee,  nor  yet  at  all,   if  my  in-  O^'VNJ 

formation  bee  not  falfe.     'Tis  the   obfervation  of  fome,   that   have   greater   advantage  of 

knowing  perfons  and  things  then  I  have,  and  to  fpeake  a  word  more,  becaufe  I  judge  you 

a  friend,  having  found  you  fo,  that  which  troubles  me  very  rnuch,  is  the  bondage  and 

very  hard  ufage  of  fome  exceeding  emminent  and  worthy  perfons  and  ChriftianSi  becaufe  of 

theire  diffenting  ;  truely  I  would  not  have  an  hand  for  a  world,  if  I  knov/  my  heart,  in 

their  fufferings,  and  oft  times  it  lyes  exceedingly  upon  my  heart.     Sir,  thofe  things  I  write 

you,  I  know  you  canot  mend  them,  that  you  may  underftand   how  if  is   with  me,  and 

truely  it  is  not  thus  with  me  onely,  but  with  moft  other  men  (though  they  are  fo  wife)  if 

I  may  call  it  their  wifoome  to  conceale    their  diflatisfadion.    I  Would   not  be  tedious.     I 

defire  excufe  for  this  boldnes,  I  fpeake  my  heart,  and  out  of  refped:  to  you.   I  defire  that 

you  be  armed  againft  every  temptation  that  is  before  you,  for  I  know  you  cannot  ftand 

of  yourfelfe.     With  myne  and  my  wife's  harty  refpefts  to  yourfelfe   and    mrs.  Sheldrake, 

craving  your  prayers  to  bee  diredled  and  kept  faithfull  to   the  Lord  at  fuch  a  time  as

Right    honorable, 

WHEN  I  was  laft  with  you,  I  defyred  your  honor  to  mynd  his  highnefs  and  the  Vol.  xxvsii. 
councell  of  the  neceflity  of  fetlinge  fom  way  for  the  makinge  of  publicque  nota-  P-  742- 
ties,  both  for  the  carryinge  on  the  worke  requifite  for  the  people  of  this  nation  in  their 
tranfaftions  one  with  another,  as  alfo  to  foreigne  commerce,  and  fuch  a6ts,  as  to  bee  legally 
done  and  carry  authority  abroad,  require  their  concurrence.  Wee  have  fom,  but  many 
of  that  fom  are  ignorant,  and  others  are  made  de  fa£lo,  and  have  the  name,  but  are  not 
in  acceptation  of  law  fuch,  fo  that  they  put  people  to  charge,  and  courts  to  trouble  only. 
They  are,  I  acknowledge,  requifites  only  to  the  courte,  wher  the  civill  law  is  ufed  ;  there- 
fore while  thofe  courts  are  ufed,  I  humbly  conceive  of  a  temporary  necefTity.  The  makinge  of  , 
them,  upon  the  diffolution  of  the  papall  power  byH.  VIII.  [Anno  25.  c.  21.]  was  by  ad:  of 
parliament  fetled  in  the  archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  &c.  and  was  in  the  jOfKcer  called  the 
mafter  of  the  facultyes,  which  office  wholly  ceafeinge  fince  the  diffolution  of  the  hierarchy, 
'  the  neceffity  of  aifayres  have  made  mee  bold  toaddrefs  myfelfe  to  his  highnefs,  to  improve 
his  power  therein,  by  authorizeing  eyther  fom  perfon  or  the  courte  of  admyralty  to  the 
fame  till  further  order.  His  highnefs  approoved  the  reafons,  but  from  multiplicity  of 
affayres  the  thinge  not  beeinge  remembred,  I  prefume  to  offer  it  to  your  confideration. 
At  my  comeing  out  of  London  you  required  mee  to  write  to  you  about  it,  that  you 
might  not  forget  it  ;  as  alfo  to  remynd  you  of  your  petitioner  captain  Spryngall  in  cuftody 
at  Lambeth,  who  defyred  my  teftimony  to  yourfelfe,  what  I  know  of  him,  which  is,  that 
havinge  been  feverall  tymes  within  3  yeares  (which  is  the  utmoft  of  my  knowledge  of 
him)  in  his  company,  I  have  heard  him  oft  expreffe  himfelf,  that  though  he  loved  the 
prefent  king  of  Scots  well,  yet  for  a  perfonall  relation,  or  in  relation  to  any  one  perfon 
whatfoever,  he  loved  his  country  fo  much  better,  that  he  would  never  engage  in  or  to  a 
warr  upon  fuch  a  fcore  •,  and  would,  if  imployed,  as  faythfully  ferve  his  highnefs  as  any 
one  livinge  :  the  occafion  of  theis  words  have  byn  upon  difcourfe  of  the  feverall  attempts 
to  a  new  warr.  Sir,  this  is  all, I  fhall  trouble  your  great  occafions  withall,  which  I  had 
not  prefumed  upon,  but  from  yourfelfe  freely  invitinge  mee  to  it.  I  fhall  leave  theis  par- 
ticulars to  your  wifdome  and  confideration  to  doe  as  to  you  Ihall  feeme  beft.  I  can  only 
fee  the  outlide  of  thinges  and  affayres,  and  can  only  tell  the  word,  not  the  mynde  of 
men.  I  fhall  therefore  waive  all  further  intimations  of  my  fenfe,  and  leave  it  to  your*

Refolution  of  the  fates  general. 

REceived  a  letter  from  the  refident  Heinfius,   wrote  at  Stockholm,  on  the  2  2d  of 
June  laft,  direfted  to  Griffier  Ruyfch,  containing  advice  ;  whereupon,  being  debated, 
it  is  refolved,  that  a  copy  of  the  anfwcr  of  their  high  and  mighty  lordfhips,  which

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hey  gave  to  the  lord  Spar,  embaffador  of  the  king  of  Sweden,  fhall  be  fent  to  thc'faid  refi-  A.  D  le?;. 
dent  Heinfius,  to  ferve  for  his  further  information  ;  and  likev/ife  to  affure  his  majefty  and  i./'VSj 
his  minifters,  upon  ail  good  occafions,  that  the  contents  thereof  is  the  fincere  intention 
and  meaning  ot  their  high  and  mighty  Jordfhips,  with  a  defire  and  requeft,  that  they 
would  not  give  credit  to  any  other  contrary  reports.  And  Jikewife  it  is  refolved,  that  the 
faid  refident  do  tollow  the  departure  of  his  majefty,  till  fuch  time  that  their  high  and 
mighty  lordHiips  do  fend  to  hun  to  make  a  turn  hither,  for  the  difpatching  of  his  par- 
ticular affairs. 


To  general  Dilbrowe. 
May  it  please   your  honour, 

TH  E  generalls  arrived  at  Berbadus  before  the  Marfton-moore,  and  fent  me   to   the  Vol.  xxviii. 
Leward  Iflands,  to   rayfe  a  regiment  of  men,  and  lay  an   embargo  on  all  fliips.  p-  748. 
This  I  thought  was  nedles,  greatt  hopes  being  to  rayfe  as  many  as  we  had  nede  of  in 
Berbadus  ;  befides  I  knew  itt  out  of  the  way  to  Carthagena ;  but  itt  being  ordred  by  the  * 

commiffioners,  I  went  with  Holdip  and  Blagge  joyned  in  commiffion  with  my  felfe. 
This  Holdip  was  preferred  to  a  regiment,  contrary  to  the  minde  of  the  major  general! 
and  all  the  collonells  in  the  army,  Fortelkue  excepted,  but  quite  contrary  to  mine  owne 
minde,  who  knew  him  to  bean  envious,  coveteous,  hipocriticall  fellow:  butt  the  generall 
was  wilful!,  and  did  preferre  him.  After  we  had  continued  3  weekes  at  the  Leward 
Iflands,  the  fleete  appearing,  we  fhipt  our  men  in  4  prizes,  which  we  had  talcen,  and  in 
the  Marfton-moore,  and  Selby.  We  fett  fayle  with  the  whole  fleete,  landed  at  Hifpaniola, 
and  were  cowardly  beaten  ;  loft  the  good  major  generall ;  lieftenant  collonell  Clarke 
received  his  death's  wound  ;  major  Forgefon,  capt.  Buttler,  the  captain  of  the  reformades, 
and  feveral!  other  perfons  of  quality,  were  flayne  by  a  handful!  of  cowardly  Molatoes 
and  Negroes.  My  letter  to  his  highnes  will  lett  your  honour  know  the  truith  of  all 
paflTages  on  that  ifland.  Att  laft  embarked  our  men,  and  fett  fayle  for  this  illand  Jamica, 
■which  we  foone  became  mafters  of,  meting  with  httle  oppofition  j' and  might  have  fur- 
prized  all  the  people,  if  the  generall  had  nott  lett  them  goe  by  an  inconfiderate  treaty. 
They  lie  in  the  woods,  and,  as  they  fee  opportunity,  cut  off  your  poore  fouldiers,  as  they 
ftraggle  up  and  downe.  The  generall  is  about  coming  home,  who  made  Fortefcue  his 
major  generall,  without  acquainting  his  highnes  commiffioners.  Believe  me,  fir,  the  ge- 
neral is  coveteous  and  nigardly,  and  (in  fine)  is  much  out  of  the  hearte  of  his  fouldiers, 
through  his  imprudence  and  unfoldier-like  deportment ;  but  fure  I  am,,  he  is  prodigall  . 
enough  of  his  highnes  revenue,  cares  nott  what  becomes  of  his  army,  foe  hee  himfelfe  be 
■well.  He  cannott  endure  to  be  enforraed  of  his  errour.  Generall  Penn  hath  nott  bene 
wanting,  both  to  hazard  his  perfon,  and  forward  his  highnes  fervice,  who,  I  prefume,  can 
acquaint  your  honour  with  all  pafTages ;  for  whofe  civilityes  to  myfelfe  I  am  much 
bounde.  God  give  him  afafe  returne  with  thofe  ftaips,  which  come  with  him.  The  fhip 
Difcovery  was  burned  in  this  harbour  by  an  accident,  after  Ihe  had  taken  in  the  generall's 
lower  tier  of  gunns,  as  the  generall  was  about  to  carene  his  Ihips  ;  but,  through  God's 
bleffing  and  his  endeavour,  are  all  recovered.  This  paffage  of  providence,  with  gene- 
rall Penn's  weaknes,  I  thought  would  have  proved  his  death  -,  but  now  his  ftrength 
is  pretty  well  recovered,  and  the  afHiftion  I  hope  truly  fanftifyed  to  him.  Mr.  Winflow 
dyed  of  griefe  to  fee  our  army  putt  off  Hifpaniola,  who  was  buried  honourably  att 
fea,  on  our  way  betwixt  Hifpaniola,  and  this  ifland.  God  fanftify  thefe  fad  difpenfations 
of  providence  to  his  highnes  and  your  honour,  to  graunt  you  that'wifdome,  which  may 
cheare  your  hearte  under  his  will,  and  direft  you  never  to  lett  a  generall's  wife  accompany 
him  in  forraine  fervice.  Generall  Venables  returning  will  enforce  me  to  come  with  him, 
my  power  being  att  an  ende,  and  he  proving  my  adverfary  for  that  good  advife  I  gave 
him.  This  bearer,  the  rear-admirall,  can  acquaint  your  honour,  that  all  the  time  we  lay 
by  Hine  river,  he  conftantly  lay  on  board  the  Ihip  every  night  (two  only  excepted.)  Sir, 
for  all  thofe  noble  favours,  which  God  by  you  hath  conferred  on  me,  I  returne  your  honour 
moft  humble  thankes,  and  reft 

Your  moft  unworthy  fervaunt. 

I  hearwith  fende  your  honour  the  accompte  of  the  Duch  eftate,  feized  att  the  Leward 
Iflands,  with  the  difburfments,  and  what  is  remayning.

HAVE  received  from  you  a  relation  of  the  fad  rebuke,  which  the  Lord  hath  bine  pleafed 

to  give  our  forces  in  Hifpaniola.     The  Lord  affeft  our  harts  with  a  due  fenfe  thereof, 

and  give  us  to  underflrand  his  voyce  therein.  I  confes  I  doe  not  thincke  it  fitt  for  mee  or 
others  to  queftion  the  grounds  of  that  defigne,  not  knowing  it,  and  taifting  it  was  under- 
taken in  thefeare  of  the  Lord ;  yett  I  doe  acknowledge,  I  have  very  much  q.ueftioned 
what  would  become  of  fome  inftruments  imployed  therein  :  wee  have  had  emminent  ex- 
'perience,  how  the  Lord  hath  owned  fome,  and  rejefted  others ;  and  as  wee  doe  looke 
upon  this  worke  to  be  in  order  to  what  hitherto  hath  bine  caryed  on,  why  wee  fhould 
not  liave  bine  more  carefull  to  imploy  them  there,  who  have  bine  rejefted  and  caft 
out  from  amongft  us  heere,  it  is  not  fitt  for  mee  to  queftion  •,  only  give  mee  leave  to 
have  my  feares,  that  where  there  hath  bine  a  fayling  in  this,  or  by  any  other  humane  con- 
fidence, the  Lord  lye  us  low  in  his  prefence,  and  teach  us  ftill  to  keepe  and  contmue  in 
the  old  good  way  of  feeking  his  face,  and  feeing  his  prefence  to  goe  before  us  in  all 
our  undertakings ;  and  that  thofe,  who  are  precious  to  him,  may  be  more  and  more  upon 
our  harts  to  truft  and  imploy  in  this  worke ;  for  I  am  perfwaded,  it  wil  be  ftill  too  hard 
for  men  of  corrupt  fpiritts  and  pradlifes  to  be  entertayned  therein.  None  hath  bine  more 
fignally  owned  in  the  choyce  of  perfons  then  his  highnes.  Excufe  my  freedome,  that 
I  thus  plainely  write  ;  for  amongft  other  things  I  doe  believe,  the  Lord  would  have  us  to 
learne  fomething  of  this  nature.  I  doe  not  know,  whether  there  may  be  more  need  of 
men  to  be  fent ;  but  if  foe,  I  believe  this  time  of  reducing  heere  might  be  feafonable  in 
order  thereunto.  The  Lord  teach  us  more  and  more  to  fee  where  our  truft  and  confi- 
dence alone  hath  bine.  I  hope  wee  fhall  have  a  blefled  opportunity  again.  Wee  are  now 
upon  confidcring  the  bufines  of  difbanding.  I  wifti  wee  may  be  dire6led  to  a  right 
choyce  therein,  that  the  moft  worthy  may  be  continued.  I  hope  wee  fliall  pertake  of  his 
highnefs  favour,  in  fending  fome  money  for  the  reducement  here  as  well  as  in  Scotland,  who 
I  perceive  by  my  lord  Broghill,  are  provided  for,  and  there  arrears  afcertaln'd.  Wee  have 
neither,  but  hope  wee  are  under  the  fame  care.  I  fuppofe  about  the  middle  of  September 
wee  fhal  be  comeing  hence.  If  his  highnes  would  have  any  thing  done  before  my  returne, 
I  .wifti  I  might  fuddenly  receave  his  commands.  Be  pleafed  to  favour  me  with  any  further 
account  you  fhall  heare  from  generall  Pen  or  generall  Venables.  I  doe  truft,  wee  ftial 
•heare  of  his  gratious  appearance,  now  he  hath  Ihowed  us  how  vayn  a  thing  man  is  in  his 
greateft  ftrength  and  confydence.     I  am

Sir, 


I  HAVE  formerly  troubled  you  with  a  reprefentation  of  the  fuffering  condition  of 
coll.  Phaire,  major  Wallis,  and  capt.  Deane,  in  their  undertaking,  and  fending  away 
1488  Irifh  fouldiers  to  Spaine,  in  confideration  whereof  his  highnefle,  by  the  advife  of 
his  councell,  was  pleafed,  by  his  letter  of  the  14th  of  November  laft,  to  recommend  their 
faid  fuffering  condition  unto  the  councell  here,  to  confult  the  finding  out  fome  expedient 
in  Ireland,  to  repaire  their  lofl^es,  att  leaft  in  fome  competent  proportion,  and  to  returne 
the  fam.e  to  his  highnefle,  that  fuch  further  confirmation  might  bee  made  therein,  as  to 
juftice  appertaineth.  In  purfuance  whereof  the  councell  have  ordered  his  highnefle  com- 
miflioners  of  the  revenue  of  Ireland,  to  examine  the  diflaurfments  of  the  faid  perfons, 
which  appeared  to  be  2933  1,  4  s.  id.  and  in  order  to  the  reimburfment  thereof,  caufed 
a  ftrift  furvey  to  bee  taken  of  certain  lands  in  the  barronies  of  Mufkery  andBarratts  in  the 
county  of  Cork.  And  upon  returne  of  the  faid  furvey,  ordered  the  faid  commiflioners 
to  proceed  to  contradt  with  the  faid  perfons  for  fo  much  of  the  faid  lands,  as  will  fatisfy 
the  faid  debt,  at  the  rate  of  fix  yeares  purchafe,  as  the  fame  was  worth  in  the  yeare  1 640, 
being  the  tirne  of  their  higheft  improvement.  The  contraft  with  the  whole  proceedings 
will  bee  herewith  tendered  by  capt.  Deane,  for  his  highnefs  confirmation.  My  fatisfadlion 
in  the  publiqueneffe  of  the  intentions  of  the  poore  gentlemen,  and  of  the  real  and  finguler

ExtraSi  out  of  the  refolutiom  of  the  lords  the  fates  of  Holland  and  Wefl-Friefland 

taken  on  thurfday  Auguft  12,   1655. 

DEliberation  being  held  by  way  of  refumption,  on  the  13th  article  of  the  prefent  con- 
vocation, touching  the  payment  of  the  troops  that  have  ferved  this  ftate  in  Brafil, 
and  .  thereupon  the  written  advice  concerning  the  finding  out  of  the  funds,  which  are 
neceffary  and  required  for  this  and  other  purpofes,  inferted  in  the  journal  of  the  nth  in- 
ftant,  being  put  under  further  deliberation,  it  was  agreed  to  and  refolved  upon,  that  by  the 
lords  the  deputies  of  their  noble  and  great  mightineffes,  in  the  general  affembly,  this 
affair  Ihall  be  thus  regulated  and  promoted  with  all  earneftnefs,  that  the  mortgages  made 
on  fundry  lordlhips  and  eftates,  belonging  to  the  ftate,  fhall  be  paid  off  with  all  fpeed, 
and  thereupon  the  faid  mortgaged  lordftiips  and  eftates  be  fold  immediately  to  the 
higheft  bidder,  to  the  end  that  out  of  the  money  iffuing  therefrom,  the  faid  forces  may 
be  fatlsfied  -,  at  leaft  that  by  provifion,  out  of  the  readieft  money  thereof,  fome  of  the  faid 
militia,  which  to  their  great  forrow,  and  under  great  charges  and  expences,  have  waited 
here  fome  time  for  the  fame,  fome  comfort  may  be  given  ;  and  that  they  fhall  reprefent  the 
juftice  and  neceffity  of  the  aforefaid,  and  the  reafons,  whereby  their  noble  and  great  mighti- 
neffes are  moved  to  a  compaffion  for  the  fake  of  the  faid  militia,  to  the  end  that  their  high 
mightineffes,  for  the  fupport  of  the  faid  militia,  may  come  to  a  fpeedy  refokition,  and  this 
affair  be  brought  to  a  prompt  conclufion.

mr.  Barnard  Wayte,  an  unletled  minifter,  who  had  in  difcourfe  delivered  fpeeches,  where- 
by he  difcovcred  not  only  his  dilaftcctednefs,  but  his  knowledge  and  approbation  of  the  ^* 
perfons,  who  lately  did  rife  in  rebellion  at  Salifbury,  with  juftifying  the  adions  of  Charles 
Stewart,  the  pretended  king  of  Scots  ■,  whereupon  the  council  were  pleafed  to  iiTue  their 
warrant  for  the  apprehending  the  faid  Wayte,  who  could  not  be  found  at  his  lodging, 
nor  met  with  at  that  time  at  London.  This  mr.  Wayte  being,  as  it  feemeth,  as  well  a  ' 
wandring  perfon,  as  unfetled  and  difaffefted  ;  and  we  underftanding  he  repaired  fometimes 
into  thefe  parts,  we  held  it  our  duty  to  iffue  forth  our  warrant  for  his  apprehending,  in 
cafe  he  fhould  come  into  thefe  parts,  by  vertue  of  which  warrant  he  was  lately  apprehended, 
and  brought  before  us  at  Taunton,  whom  we  by  our  warrant  committed  unto  the  common 
goal  of  Ivelchelter,  expreffing  in  the  mittimus  the  caufe  to  be  upon  vehement  fufpicion 
of  high  treafon.  It  was  but  a  very  few  days  fince  we  fent  him  away.  We  account  it 
our  duty  to  prefent  the  whole  matter  unto  you,  with  our  defires,  that  you  will  be  favourably 
pleafed  to  communicate  this  aft  of  ours  unto  the  council,  to  the  end  we  may  receive  their 
further  commands,  and  underftand  their  pleafure,  how  to  difpofe  of  m.r.

We  make  it  our  humble  requeft  and  fuit  unto  you,  to 
procure  us  from  the  council  fuch  further  direiSlions  for  the  difpofal  of  the  faid  mr.  Wayte, 
as  in  their  v/ifdoms  they  fhall  think  requifite  •,  whereby  you  will  lay  a  vei-y  great  obli- 
gation on,  fir.

Thefe  may  certifie,  that  the  Spanifli  fleet  are 
ready,  and  intends  to  fayle  as  to  morrow,  beeing  in  nomber  about  32  fayle  of  men 
of  ware,  the  greateft  part  of  which  are  but  fmall  fhipps,  having  not  above  30  or  34  peece 
of  ordinance  apeece,  the  admirall  not  exeding  above  42.  Great  part  of  theire  fleet  are 
hiied  fhipps,  being  Genowefles,  Hamburgers,  and  Hollanders.  As  I  underfl:and,  they  in- 
tend to  fayle  towards  the  coafl:  of  Barbary,  and  fo  to  the  wefliward,  to  efcape  your  honor's 
fleet  for  the  fpace  of  5  or  6  dayes,  till  their  men  be  fomewhat  recoverd  from  being  fea- 
ficke,  for  they  be  mofl:  of  them  fouldiers  and  landmen,  not  acquainted  with  the  fea.

THE  ftates  of  Holland  and  Weft  Friefland  obferving  and  taking  into  due  confideration, 
that  it  has  pleafed  moft  gracioufly  the  Almighty  God  by  the  peace  concluded  the 
laft  preceding  year  with  the  republick  of  England,  and  fince  the  conclufion  thereof 
confiderably  to  augment  and  encreafe  the  credit  of  this  ftate,  after  previous  mature  deli- 
beration have  agreed  to  and  refolved  upon,  in  order  to  bring  the  finances  into  a  good 
condition  ;  and  to  fupport  and  ftrengthen  the  fame  more  and  more,  from  time  to  time, 
befides  and  beyond  what  for  the  faid  purpofe  this  day  has  been  concluded  and  firmly  agreed 
in  behalf  of  the  province  of  Holland  and  Weft  Friefland,  to  be  propofed  and  reprefented 
for  the  faid  province,  to  the  generality,  that  their  noble  and  great  mightineflfes  for  the 
reafons  aforefaid,  in  the  prefent  conjundture  of  time  and  affairs,  cannot  confent,  that  the 
capitals  negotiated  for  the  account  of  the  generality,  fliall  run  on  and  continue  at  an 
intercft  of  five  per  cent,  but  they  have  refolved,  that  all  the  redeemable  rents  and  intereft, 
payable  at  the  charge  aforefaid,  as  well  on  account  of  the  treafury  of  the  fea,  and  the  re- 
fpeftive  colleges  of  the  admiralty  ;  as  alfo  on  account  of  that  of  the  land,  as  well  as  in 
the  trealliry  of  the  generality  \  as  alfo  in  thofe  of  all  the  treafurers  and  fubaltern  receivers, 
as  wefl  of  the  domains  and  contributions,  as  alfo  of  the  publick  revenues  of  the  genera- 
lity, and  otherwife  none  excepted  fhall  and  ought  to  be  reduced  from  five  to  four  per 
cent,  fo  that  the  money  that  fliall  thus  be  faved  by  the  faid  enfuing  redudlion,  for  the 
publick  good  of  this  ftate,  Ihafl  be  employed  only  for  the  payment  of  the  negotiated 
capitals,  and  fhall  not  be  diverted  for  any  other  ufe,  neither  diredtly  nor  indireftly.  ■ 
And  to  the  end  tliat  the  refpeftive  provinces  may  be  made  entirely  eafy  in  that  re- 
3  fpedt, 
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fpeft,  it  is  refolved,  that  befides  the  execution  of  the  refolution,  to  be  procured  from  A.  D.  1655. 
their  high  mightineffes,  on  the  account  aforefaid,  all  the  refpeclive  treafurers  and  receivers  L/''VVJ 
Ihall  be  commanded  in  writing,  to  take  care  and  be  mindful,  that  upon  the  concurrency 
of  any  fums  which  they  in  their  refpeftive  chambers,  by  the  faid  enfuing  reduftion,  fhall 
keep  in  cafh,  may  be  employed  for  the  payment  of  the  negotiated  capitals,  and  alfo  that 
the  faid  payments  may  encreafe  from  year  to  year  by  the  addition  of  the  intereft  for  the 
capital  fum  which  they  in  the  manner  aforefaid  have  paid  ofF,  the  foregoing  year,  with 
this  fpecial  admonition,  that  from  year  to  year  fo  much  lefs  rent,  and  intereft  money  in  pro- 
portion, fhall  be  paffed  in  their  accounts.  And  that  they  fhali  obey  no  orders  to  the  con- 
trary hereof,  or  deflefting  therefrom,  by  whomfoever  the  fame  may  be  given  them,  with- 
out a  new  command  in  writing,  and  exprefs  refolution  of  their  high-  mightineffes. 
And  that  the  lords  deputies  in  the  accomptant  chamber  of  the  generality,  ihall  likewife 
be  written  to,  to  regulate  themfelves  ftriftly  according  thereunto,  in  the  paffing  and  ex- 
amining of  the  faid  accounts.  And  that,  for  an  entire  and  full  confirmation  thereof,  it  fliall 
be  confented  to  by  the  refpeftive  provinces,  and  decreed,  that  in  the  aforefaid  regulation 
and  eafement  of  the  finances  and  payment  of  the  capitals,  not  the  leaft  alteration  Ihall 
be  made.  Thereupon,  after  previous  mature  confideration,  the  affembly  of  the  ftates 
Ihall  be  fummoned  in  each  reipeftive  province,  in  order  to  pafs  the  abovefaid  regulation 
by  unanimity  of  the  votes  of  all  the  provinces.  However  fo  that  therein  no  fmgle  pro- 
vince Ihall  be  outvoted  by  the  majority.

Mr.  Geo.  Downing  to  fecretary  Thurloe. 

Honorable  sir, 

SAtterday  about  9  at  night  myfelfe  with  feme  other  of  my  company  landed  at;  Calais: 
the  governor  the  count  de  Charofl  liippofing  fome  publiq  perfon  was  in  the  friggott, 
commanded  a  captain  and  a  lieutenant  of  the  garrifon  to  attend  the  landing,  and  accord- 
ingly they  receive'd  me  as  foon  as  I  came  to  fhorc,  and  brought  me  cO  fuch  lodging  as 
was  to  be  had  without  the  towne  wall,  giving  command  to  the  people  of  the  houfe  to  ufe 
me  with  all  civility.  Sunday  in  the  morning  the  captain  coming  again  to  my  lodging, 
carried  me  to  the  governor,  and  fnewing  him  my  pafTe,  giving  alfo  the  letter^  he  preffed 
me  to  dine  with  him,  which  accordingly  I  did  with  fome  of  my  company.  The  gover- 
nor came  to  my  lodging  about  12  of  the  clocke  with  mdft  of  his  officers  and  equipage  to 
bring  us  to  dinner.  He  alfo  came  this  morning  in  like  manner  to  take  his  leave  of  me, 
and  indeed  in  all  things  ufed  me  and  my  whole  company  with  all  pofTible  civility,  and 
complemented  his  great  joy  at  his  highnefle's  welflire.    He  made  one  requeft  to  me, 

which  was,  that  I  would  gett  him  a  pafs  for  fix  horfes,  and  I  could  not  deny  him,  hav- 
ing received  fo  much  courtefy,  and  have  therefore  left  with  him  a  fliort  letter  to  your- 
felf,  which  he  will  fend  to  you  for  to  have  the  pafTe.  I  fliall  be  very  wary  what  promifcs 
In  any  kind  I  make,  and  what  I  do  make  while  in  this  condition,  I  know  you  will  as 
carefully  fee  made  good  ;  and  I  afTure  you  they  fhall  be  as  few  as  'tis  poffible  for  me  to 
make.  I  p.  -'  if  he  fend  any  perfon  with  the  letter,  take  notice  of  iiis  civility  to  me. 
The  lord  Gerard,  and  one  Ch.  Rogers,  and  divers  other  cavalliers  were  in  the  towne, 
divers  of  them  lodged  in  the  fame  inne  with  me,  and  the  lord  Gerard  was  there  divers 
howres  with  fome  others.  The  officers  of  the  garrifon  told  me,  that  Gerard  was  in  the 
quality  of  an  ambaflfadour,  but  he  denyes  it  himlelfe.  He  was  yefterday  to  have  dined  with 
the  governor,  but  becaufe  of  my  being  there  he  came  not.  I  mett  alfo  fome  of  them  in 
the  ftreet,  but  as  foon  as  they  faw  me,  they  turned  another  way,  and  hitherto  I  thank  God 
we  are  well.  The  governor  of  Calais  could  not  tell  where  the  king  or  the  army  were, 
but  advifed  me  to  go  to  Bolognc,  and  fo  to  Abbeville,  and  that  in  the  way  I  fliold  learne 
wher  both  were.  This  morning  I  came  from  Calais  with  a  convoy  of  a  dozen  horfe, 
which  the  governor  was  defirous  I  fhould  take  with  me,  but  I  returned  them  within  fix 
miles  of  the  towne.  I  have  fent  to  the  lieutenant  governor  of  this  place  :  he  tells  me,  that 
he  thinks  the  king  is  at  Fere  ;  but  that  as  foon  as  the  poft  is  come,  he  will  fend  me  the 
certaynty  in  cafe  the  king  be  therabout.  I  intend  to  morrow  night  to  go'  to  Abbeville, 
the  next  night  to  Amiens,  and  then  I  fhall  be  within  about  14  leagues  of  la  Fere  ;  but  in 
cafe  the  king  be  on  his  way  further  into  France,  or  fo  in  motion  as  that  no  certainty  is  to  be 
had  where  to  find  him,  then  the  governor  of  Calais  hath  abfolutely  advifed  me  to  go  to 
Paris,  where  I  fhall  have  certayn  opportunityes  of  going  to  him  ;  and  he  faid,  that  the  go- 
vernor of  Bredah,  coming  lately  to  Calais,  was  forced  to  go  to  Paris,  and  then  to  the 
king,  being  fent  about  pubhque  affayres.  I  will  take  the  neareft  way  I  can  :  with  my  humble 
duty  to  his  highnefle,  I  am.

I  HAVE  now  received  his  highnes  pofitive  commands  to  returne  into  England,  and  can  Vol.  xxjx, 
now  undertake  my  jorney  with  much  comfort,  trufting  the  Lord  hath  given  mee  aP-  '22. 
call  thereunto  ;  and  upon  that  account  I  have  fatisfadion,  though  I  expeft  in  no  place  or 
condition  to  be  without  my  trialls,  yet  where  a  call  is,  one  may  exped;  that  prefence  from 
the  Lord,  which  fhall  owne,  and  alone  can  fupporc,  in  any  condition.  I  Ihall  endeavour 
to  put  things  into  as  good  a  condition  as  I  can  before  my  returne,  and  make  the  worke 
as  eafie  to  my  brother  as  may  be,  who  though  he  may  have  fome  times  fomc  melancholy- 
thoughts,  yet  I  hope  he  will  find  it  much  better  then  he  may  at  prefent  expedl  j  and  I  am 
confident  will  find  the  army  as  obedient  and  faithfull  to  his  highnes  fervice,  as  can  be  ex- 
pefted  from  men.  I  having  now  received  orders  for  reduceing,  fhall  proceed  with  more 
vigour  then  hitherto  wee  have  done,  having  not  as  yet  refolved  upon  the  perfons  ;  but  I 
hope  before  this  moneth  ends,  the  bufines  will  be  cfFefted,  and  a  militia  of  2000  foot, 
and  about  500  horfe,  which  is  as  much  as  wee  fhal  be  well  able  to  fpare  mony  for.

A  letter  of  intelligence. 
Madrid,  Auguft  18,   1655.     [N.  S.] 

IT  is  here  faid,  that  Blake  hath  order  to  take  Spaniards  fince  the  firft  of  this  inflant  • 
and  it  is  well  found  to  be  truth,  for  the  laft  week  two  Dunkirk  fhips,  which  it  is  faid 
were  worth  300,000  ducats,  thefe  fame  fought  one  whole  day,  and  funk  two  of  Blake's 
fhips,  but  at  laft  took  them.  Thurfday,  the  12th  inftant,  came  Out  of  Cadiz  the  fieeti 
which  the  traders  of  Seville  did  fet  forth  :  it  is  compounded  of  28  fail  of  men  of  war, 
and  6  fire-fhips.  They  carry  6,000  men,  brave  foldiers,  and  36  long  boats.  It  is  faid, 
they  would  foon  fight  them,  which  we  Ihall  foon  know.  God  help  ours,  and  fend  the 
galleons  in  fafety ;  fo  that  I  believe  it  will  be  a  breach.

Mr.  W.   Prideaux  to  fecretary  Thurloe. 

Right    honorable, 

WITH  this  your  honour  will  receive  a  duplicate  of  my  laft  written  from  Mofco, 
under  covert  to  the  Mufcovia  company,  left  with  mr.  Johannis  de  Rodes  (the  crown 
of  Sweden's  commifTary)  whoe  promifed  mee  to  fend  it  by  his  brother.  He  was  to 
difpeed  for  Riga  or  the  Narva,  about  eight  dayes  after  my  departure  from  Mofco  ;  and 
that  it  fhould  be  faefly  fent  to  Hambourgh  according  to  my  directions ;  foe  that  I  hope 
the  orriginall  will  come  faefe  to  your  honour's  hands. 

After  that  I  had  the  chancellor's  anfwers  tranflated  into  Engliftie,  I  found  in  them  the 
titles  due  to  his  highnelTe  lord  proteftor  not  given  ;  I  fent  to  Almaze  to  defire  him 
to  fend  mee  the  prime  writer  of  his  office,  which  hee  did  ;  and  when  hee  came,  I  tolde 
him  of  the  error  committed  in  the  chancellor's  anfwers,  of  omiffion  in  them  of  his  highnefs's 
titles  (alfoe  that  my  fpeech  and  writings  delivered  to  Almaze,  the  28  of  February  laft,  not 
fully  anfwered)  which  made  mee  to  imagen  the  hke  to  be  done  in  the  emperor's  letter 
given  mee.  And  if  foe,  it  could  not  bee  otherwife  then  very  ill  taken  in  England, 
being  that  his  highneffe  hath  given  his  majeftie  all  thofe  titles,  that  in  England  was  at  my 
departure  from  thence  knowen  that  hee  had  aflfumed  to  himfelfe,  and  perchance  more  then 
other  princes  did  give  him.  And  his  majefly  not  correfponding  to  give  his  highnefTe  that, 
which  juftly  appertains  unto  him,  and  is  given  him  by  the  kings,  princes  and  republiks  of 
Europe,  his  highnefTe  could  not  but  take  it  ill.  And  foe  much  I  defired  him  to  fignifye  to 
the  chancellor,  who  might  have  remembered  what  I  told  him  the  28th  of  February  laft, 
touching  his  highnefTe  in  this  particular.  The  writer  promifed  mee  to  make  a  faithful! 
relation  of  what  I  had  tolde  him  to  Almaze.  I  then  demanded  of  the  writer,  if  John 
Hebden  had  not  wrefted  the  words  highnefTe  and  lord  in  his  tranflationes  of  my  writings ; 
to  which  hee  replyed,  that  hee  was  not  certayne  thereof;  but  that  he  would  looke  them 
over,  and  certifye  mee  the  truth  before  my  departure  from  Mofco,  how  hee  found  them. 

The  daye  following  the  chancellor  fent  mee  the  fayde  writen  letter  with  money  for  the 
emperor's  allowance  for  the  dayes  I  had  not  taken  it  at  Mofco,  and  for  fome  dayes  in  my 
journey  to  Archangell,  which  Almaze  did,  by  his  majeftie's  order,  and  I  received  it.  Alfoe 
the  writer  tolde  mee,  that  there  was  a  preftave  appointed  for  my  conduftion  to  Archangel], 
(I  had  the  fame  men  that  went  with  mee  from  hence  to  Mofco)  with  five  fouldiers  for  my 
guarde,  and  twenty  two  horfes  for  myfelfe,  people,  and  bagage,  to  Vollegda,  there  a 
boate  fhall  be  provided  for  mee,  with  22  men  to  rowe  it  downe  heather,  all  which  I 
had  accordingly  ;  but  to  what  I  had  told  the  writer  the  daye  before,  hee  brought  mee 
noe  anfwer  from  the  chancellor,  although  he  alTured  mee  to  have  fignified  unto  him  at  full 
what  I  had  incharged  him  with  -,  and  that  hee  had  not  tyme  to  looke  over  the  tranfla- 
tions  made  to  my  writings  by  Hebden.  And  this  is  foe  much  as  I  could  have  at  Mofco 
of  thefe  matters. 

I  was  accompanied  out  of  Mofco  a  little  without  the  walls  of  the  citty  only  by  the 
preftave  I  had  there.  The  cuftome  is  to  receive  melTengers  fent  from  kings  to  that  em- 
peror, by  a  gentleman  a  mile  or  two  out  of  the  cittye,  accompanied  with  fome  horfemen 
Ibuldiers,  and  to  bee  Ibe  condudled  at  his  departure.  At  my  arrivall  to  Mofco  I  had  the 
chancellor's  excufes  for  that  omiffion,  as  I  have  heretofore  written  -,  but  at  my  departure 
thence  there  was  none  further  made  mee,  foe  that  I  cannot  tell  whether  it  be  a  willful! 
negledl  yea  or  noe  ;  as  efteeming  a  gentleman  fent  from  his  highnefTe  not  to  meritt  that 
which  hath  bine  ufualy  done  to  fuch  as  have  come  from  the  kings  of  England  to  that 
emperor  in  that  qualiiy  I  ame  from  his  highnefTe.

I  arrived 
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I  arrived  to  this  citty  yefterdaye  morning,  and  had  from  this  governor  the  like  reception  A.  D.   16^5. 
out  of  my  boate,  as  I  had  laft  yeare ;  that  is,  I  paft  from  it  to  the  company's  houfe  (where  t>'''V~\J 
I  lodge)  through  a  layne  of  about  fix  hundred  fouldiers.     Hee  had  adviffe  of  my  coming 
the  night  before,  and  at  my  arrivall  to  the  houfe  hee  fent  to  vifitt  mee  by  a  cheeife  writer 
of  the  erhperor's  office,  with  a  very  civiil  complyment. 

Here  is  now  in  this  porte  ^6  fayle  of  fhipps,  Hollanders,  Hamburgers,  and  Bremers^ 
and  two  others  are  already  departed,  and  three  or  fower  were  expedted.  And  of  Englifli 
Ihipps  5  are  here  in  porte,  and  one  more  expefted.  This  is  all  I  can  write  to  your  honour 
for  the  prefent,  being  the  fhipp,  by  whome  I  fend  this  to  Amfterdam,e,  is  on  departure, 
Soe  I  humbly  take  leavCj  and  remayne.

T  Perceive  by  your  lafte,  that  you  expefl  a  fpieedy  reducement  of  the  forces  heer,  but  not  Vol.  xxix. 
•■■  one  worde  in  anfwer  to  what  I  writte  to  you  in  my  lafte,  touchinge  that  parte  of  our  P"  '3°' 
army,  that  is  with  you  in  Englande,  upon  which  our  whole  bufinefs  depends,  for  we  can- 
not adtually  difbande  any  untill  they  are  returned.  We  have  proceeded  neer  to  dne  iffue 
in  our  refolutiones  as  to  the  perfons  ;  and  I  ame  glade  you  have  left  the  manner  of  it 
to  the  deputy,  for  thofe  reafons  I  gave  you  in  my  lafte.  We  have  likewife  hade  thoughts 
of  formeinge  a  militia,  and  hope  to  make  it  bothe  prafticable  and  of  good  ufe  to  the 
publique.  All  is  verry  quiett  and  peaceable,  and  men  nowe  doe  begin  to  thinke  it  is  but  rea- 
ionable,  that  their  fhoulde  be  ane  equalJitie  helde  out  to  all  fuch  as  have  bin  fellowe-labourers 
together,  and  continue  fober  and  honeft.

HAving  made  feverall  adrefiTcs  to  you  of  late  at  Whitehall,  and  throwgh  the  impor- 
tance of  your  bufinefs  (as  I  fuppofe,  not  having,  to  the  beft  of  my  underftanding, 
ever  given  you  the  lealbe  caufe  ot  dillatisfaftion)  hitherto  not  having  received  the  honour 
of  any  returne,  being  my  felfe  pafTing  this  way  towards  a  frend's  houfe  neer  Maydflon, 
where  I  may  remayne  for  a  day  or  tow,  I  have  by  this  bearer  given  you  the  trouble  of

The  .Spanilh  armado, 
""       '    .       about  22  fhips,.  and  7  gallys,  continue  at   Porto  Spetie,  within    a  dozen    legues  of  this 
place  in  the  ftateof  Genoa ;  fomtymes  they  arat  an  ankor,  and  fomtymes  under  fail,  turning 
to.and  fro.     Yefterday  a  fmall  Inglifh   fhip  coming  from   Genoa  fel   amongft  them,   and 
this  day  fhe  arryv'd  here.     They  afkt  where  general  Blak  was,  and  told  her   they  know 
the  Inglifh  wer  theyr  enemyes.     It  fiems  the  Spanyard  has    feveral  defygnes  in  his   lying 
ther  with  his  fleet,  and  doing  nothing,  not  having  yet  put  a  man   aihore.

Vol.  xxix.       T  HAVE  received  your  letter  of  the  3  inftant,  and  delivered  the  enclofed  to  mr.  Rolt,  whoe 
p.  432.  J_  arrived  here  on  thurfday  laft,  God  haveinge  beene  very  gracious  in  preferving  them 

beyond  what  could  be  imagined,  of  which  Iprefume  hee  will  give  you  a  particular  accompt. 
The  fregat  having  loft  all  her  cables  and  anchors  fave  one,  the  captaine  defired  me  to 
.  fupply  him  here,  which  I  have  done,  and  he  is  returned  to  the  fhip  with  3  new  cables 
and  2  anckers,  haveinge  good  pilots  with  him  to  get  her  out  to  fea,  where  I  hope  flie  is 
by  this  tyme.  By  the  next  poft  I  fliall  give  you  an  accompt  of  the  charge,  and  drawe 
my  bills  for  it,  as  I  ftiould  have  done  to  furnifti  mr.  Rolt  the  needfull,  had  you  beene 
pleafed  foe  to  order  it,  with  whom  I  fhall  hold  correfpondence  whilft  he  is  in  theife  parts, 
and  in  all  things  be  ferviceable  to  him,  as  he  fliall  have  occafion  to  ufe  me,  beinge  very 
defirous  of  any  opportunity  to  ferve  his  highnefs  in  thofe  that  relate  to  him.  I  am  glad 
the  Swedifti  ambaflador  is  like  to  prove  foe  good  an  inftrument  for  the  continueinge  of 
the  begun  amitie  and  confidence  twixt  his  highnefs  and  the  kinge  his  mafter.  The  en- 
clofed paper  fhewes  you  what  can  here  be  knowne  of  the  further  motions  of  the  Swediih 
armie.  I  am  forie  you  have  yet  noe  letters  from  the  Weft  India  fleete,  fearinge  it  may  goe 
ill  with  them  for  want  of  fupplies.  I  perceive  the  company  had  been  to  attend  his  high- 
nefs with  the  letter  from  hence,  but  found  him  not  at  leafure.  It  feemes  they  are  very- 
forward  in  countenanceinge  that  partie.  I  hope  your  next  will  acquaint  mee  with  the 
refolution  of  his  highnefs  and  his  counfell  in  that  bufines,  that  I  may  taibie  you  noe  further 
with  it.  Townley  and  his  partie  here  (whoe  call  themfelves  the  company)  have 
been  very  forward  at  the  company's  charge  in  their  refpefts  to  mr.  Rolt,  to  engage  him, 
if  they  could ;  but  I  prefume  he  will  not  give  them  any  recommendation.  The  well 
affeded  have  not  beene  wanting  in  their  more  reall  refpefts  to  him,  whoe  departs  to 
morrow  on  his  journey  to  find  out  the  kinge  of  Sweden.

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profperlty  of  my  journey  ;  wherein  be  pleafed  farther  to  know,   that  after  our  goeing  on  A.  D.  165.53 
Ihippboard,  which   was  on  the   firft   inftant  in  the   evening,  wee  fett   faile   out  of  the  L/^V\J 
Downes,  and  in  order  to  his  highneffe  commands  one  friday  morning  we  fett  my  uncle 
collonel  Cromwell  on  fhoare  at  Schiveling  neere  the  Hague,  which  gave   us   great   hin- 
derance~in  our  journey,  being  forced,  left  wee  fhould  have  indangered   our  felves  by  com- 
ming  on  fhoare  on  the  coaft  of  Holland  in   the   night,   to   drive  twelve  howers  without 
making  any  faile.     On  friday  the  Lord  was  pleafed  to  give  us   faire  weather,  but  a  very 
ftrong  gale  of  winde  all  the  day,  and  foe  it  continued  till  eleven  of  the  clock   at  nighty 
at  which  time  it  began  to  be  very  tempeftuous  with  great  guftes  of  winde,  and  a  driveing 
mifty  raine.     All  the  night  we  drove  without  making  one  knott  of  faile^  expecting  every 
hower,  that  the  north  weft  wind  (which  we   had  all  .our  voyage  till   we  came  to  Ham- 
burough  with  much  violence)  fhould  have  driven  \is  on  the  coaft  of  Friez'eland  or  Emden, 
to  which  we  knew  not  how  neere  we  were,  for  the  ftrenght  of  the  ftorme  had  made  the 
marriners  loofe  themfelves,  there  compafle  and  glaffe  being  become  alkogether  ufeleffe. 
In  this  exigence  the  captain  of  the  fhip,  whofe  care  and  abilitie  I  cannot  fufficiently  com- 
mend, lett  fall  an  anchor,  indeavouring   to  have  rid  out  the  ftorme  ;  but   the   tackling 
being  not  proved  in  fuch  weather,  quickly  failed  his   and   our  expedtation,  for  the  cable 
broke,  the  ftorme  in  the  latter   part  of  the  night  ftill  increafing,  wherupon  the  captain 
commanded  another  anchor  to  be  put  out,  wherin  lay  our  laft  hope  that  way,  but  that 
allfoe  quickly  deceived  our  intentions,  for  the  ftrefle  of  wind   was  fuch,  and  the  fea  did 
runne  fo  high,  that  the  cable  began  to  give  way,  and  (to  agravate   our  diftreffed  condi- 
tion almoft  to  defpaire)  the  ftiip  through   the  extremity  of  weather  we  feared  would  have 
foundered  under  us,  which  had  ftie  not  been  very  ftrong  muft  certainly  have  com.e  to  paflc; 
Therfore  the  captain  to  eafe  the  fliips  riding  at  this   fecond  anchor  (which  -vyas  all  we  had 
but  one  fmall  one,  to  v/hich  we  durft  not  truft)  caufed  the  maine  maft  and  the  foretopp  maft 
to  be  cut  dov»rn,  and  foure  gunns  uppon  the  upper  decke  to  be  throwne  over  board,  which 
laft  was  performed  with  foe  much  danger  and  difficulty,  as  proved  the   ftrongeft  occafion 
of  faving  the  reft,  which  otherwife  undoubtedly  muft  have  run  the  fame  fortune.     About 
a  quarter  of  an  hower  after  the  loffe  of  our  mafts,  this   fecond   anchor  began  to   come 
home,  which  was  about  fix  of  the  clock  on    faterday  in   the  morning.     All  that  day  we 
drove,  expefting  every  minute  ether  to  be   fwallowed  by  the  waves,  or  to  be  fpiitt  uppon 
the  fands,  where  we  muft  have  all  neceifarily  periftied  in  this  deplorable  and  fad  condition* 
expefliing  death  uppon  our  knees,  the  Lord  being  not  pleafed,  that  any  thing  by  our  owne 
endeavours  ftiould  contribute  towards  our  fafty,  that  he  alone  ftiould  have  the  glory  of  foe 
■wonderful!  a  deliverance,  which  is  juftly  due  unto  his  name,  in    the  midft-  of  judgment 
remembring  mercy,  was  pleafed  fomwhat  to   abate  the  ftorme  one  the  Lord's  day  in  the 
morning,  and  the  weather  to  cleare  up.     Therfore  taking  hold   of  that,   though  allmoft 
hopelefle  occafion,  we  refolved  to  make  for  land,  whilft  it  was  day  (  a  courfe  in  all  hu- 
mane probability  very  neere  as  defperate  as  our  danger)  fuch  fails  as  we  had  left  we  gott 
to  the  yards,  and  followed  a  ftiip  of  fmall  burthen,  which  we  difcovered  at  a  diftance, 
fuppofing  fhe  had  made  land  ;  and  after  two  howers  faile  we  found  ourfelves  by  founding 
to  be  in  the  bay  of  the  river  of  Elve,  which  much  rejoyced  our  drooping  fpirits,  hoping 
there  to  find  fome  means  wherby  to  fave  our  perfons,  though  not  our  ftiipp,  if  wee  could 
gett  in ;  but  the  Lord  was  pleafed  to  doe  for  us,  better  then  we  were  able  to  wifh  to  our- 
felves •,  for  had  we  gott  in,  being  without  fufficient  tackle  to  ride  with  in  foe  ftioale,  ra- 
pide,  and  rough  a  river,  we  had  without  queftion  been  caft  awaie  -,  but  by  God's  gra- 
tious  diredlion  and  providence,  though  ignorantly  in  refpeft  of  ourfelves,  we  were  driven 
into  a  fandy  harbor,  where  we  caft  our  fmall  anchor  (and  the  only  one  we  had)  about  3   of 
the  clock  in  the  afternoone   on  the  Lord's  day,  and  there  roade  till  tuefday  towards  the 
evening,  when  we  quitted  our  weather  beaten  ftiipp  ;  and  for  our  better  expedition  in  our 
journey,  we  hired  a  fmall  Dutch  hoy  up   to  Hamburough,  at  which  we  arrived  on  the 
9th  inftant  about  fix  of  the  clock  in  the  morning  •,  where  at  prefent  we  doe,  and  Ihall, 
for   the   better  refrefhing  of  our  tired  bodies,  and   wearied  fpirits,  ftay  till  to  morrow 
morning,  intending  then  to  fett  forwards  towards  Stetin.     Only  give  me  leave  to  tell 
your  honor,  that  during  my  aboad  heere,  I  have  received  many  civilities  and  expreffions 
of  kindnelTe  from  the  refident  and  the  EngUfti  company  of  marchants,  being  by  them 
fpeedily  after  my  arrivall  invited  and  brought  by  coach  to   the  Englifli  houfe,  where   I 
have  ever  fince  beene  courteoufly  accommodated.     Uppon  faterday  laft  mr.  Peterfon,  late 
refident  for  this  ftate  to  his  highneffe,  was  fent  by  the  burgomafters  of  the  towne  with  very 
ample  expreffion  of  their  affeddon  and  fervice  to  his  highneiTe  and  the  commonwealth  of 
England.     I  was  according  to  the  cuftome  there  prefented  with  a  vefiTell  of  Renifti  wine, 
which  I  befeech  your  honour  to  accept  from  mee,  as  a  poore   but  hearty  acknowledge- 
ment of  thofe  ftrong  obligations  of  fervice  and  relpedt,  which  the  manyfould  expreffions 
of  your  love  and  favour  towards  me,  have  continually  put  upon  me.     The  care  of  fafe 
conveyance  the  refident  heere  hath  beene  pleafed   to   take  uppon  himfelfe,  and  therefore  I 
doe  not  doubt  you  may  certainly  expeft  to  receive  it  by  the  firft  Englifh  fhip.

know,  that  I  was  a  perfon  fent  by  his  highneffe  to  the  king  of  Sweden  his  mafter  ;  and 
withall  did  defire  luch  information  and  direction  from  him,  as  might  put  mee  in  the  beft 
and  r-eddieft  waie  for  the  difpatch  of  my  journey  to  him  ;  in  order  whereunto  he  gave 
me  a  viflite  this  morning,  and  withall  tould  me,  that  his  mafter  departed  from  Stetiii 
•  to  Dam  fourteen  days  fince,  but  where  he  is  at  prefent  he  could  give  noe  farther  certainc 
account  •,  but  believes  he  ftill  marches  onwards  into  Poland,  and  that  we  fhall  not  be  able  to 
overtake  him  till  we  find  him  before  Warzow,  which  promifes  to  furrender  to  him. 
There  is  noe  farther  news  heere,  but  the  difcours  of  Swedifn  fucceffe,  which  puts  thefe 
parts  to  the  gaze.  The  perticulars  I  am  not  able  to  write,  being  grounded  uppon  fuch 
uncertaine  and  contrarious  reports.  By  the  next  I  hope  I  fhall  be  more  able  to  give  you  a 
fuller  and  more  perfeft  account.  Thus  having,  I  feare,  tired  out  your  patience  by  a  te- 
dious difcours,  I  am  bould  to  take  my  leave,  humbly  begging  you  to  reade  and  beleeve, 
what  I  really  am.

Clarke  is  to  have  a  {land- 
ing regiment  of  the  remaining  army.  Coll.  Axtell  will  be  continued  in  a  more  infe- 
rior commande.  The  horfe  to  be  difbanded  are,  4.  troopes  of  late  lieutenant  generall 
Ludlowe's  regiment,  fir  Theo.  Jones,  and  Ma.  Meridith's  being  continued,  5  troopes  of 
fir  Charles  Coote's  regiment,  and  capt.  Barington's  troope  of  my  brother  Cromwell's  re- 
giment, one  troop  of  Abbott's,  and  5  troopes  of  dragoones  of  coll.

WEE  are  put  to  a  great  ftraight,  not  knowing  well  what  to  doe,  being  n'ot  able  to 
continue  the  prefent  army,  as  now  it  is,  and  yet  to  reduce  them  is  that,  which 
(untill  our  forces  come  out  of  England)  may  prove  very  hazardous  ;  yet  the  neceffitie  wee 
are  in  for  want  of  money  put  us  on  a  refolution  to  leffen  our  charge  by  a  fpeedy  difbanding, 
which  will  force  our  men  to  extraordinary  dutie,  not  long  to  be  continued.  And  there- 
fore I  ftiall  defire  you  will  move  his  highnes  for  the  immediate  fending  away  of  our  troopes 
and  companies  now  in  England  ;  otherwife  there  may  be  greater  inconveniencies  follow 
this  worke  of  reducing,  then  is  at  prefent  underftood.  I  hope  it  will  appeare,  that  there 
hath  bine  a  due  regard  had  to  continue  fuch  as  may  manifeft  there  conftant  faithfullnes 
to  his  highnes.  If  there  be  a  refolution  to  fend  any  of  the  reduced  men  from  hence  to 
generall  Venables,  it  had  bine  happy,  if  wee  had  received  therein  at  there  fitting  downe, 
becaufe  otherwife  I  doubt  it  will  prove  more  difficult.

Mr.  William  Prideaux   to  the  proteSior. 
[Mofco,  Aug.  15,  1655.] 
Maye   it  please  your  highnesse, 
tT  was  your  pleafure  to  approve  of  the  eleftion  the  RufTia  company  of  merchants  made  Vol.  xxix. 
-*-  of  mee,  to  carrye  your  highneffe  letter  to  that  emperor  Allexea  Michahlouich,  which  p.  358. 
^  delivered  into  his  majeftie's  owne  hands  (the   company  had  little  2iope'  of  it,  when  I 
departed  England)  and  from  whome  I  have  now  returned  to  your  heighnefTe,  with  his  an- 
fwer  received  from  himfelfe.     Now  as  it  is  my  duty  with  the  delevry  of  it  to  give  your 
highnefTe  an  account  of  my  negociations  and  tranfaftiones  in  that  impioyment,  I  doe  here 
with  all  humillity  remonllrate  to  your  highnefTe  the  fequell. 

By  my  feverall  letters  written  to  mr.  fecretary  of  flate  Thurloe  from  Archangell,  the  25th 
Augufl  to  the  1 6th  September ;  from  the  citty  Vollogda,  the  1 6th  December ;  from 
Mofco,  the  24th  February,  3d  and  17th  March,  1654.  28th  ditto,  iSthAprill,  primo 
Maye,  and  feacond  July,  and  agayne  from  Archangell  the  8th  Auguft,  and  fiveth  Septem- 
ber laft,  I  did  in  them  narrate  what  to  that  tyme  had  occurred  ;  but  fome  particulers  not 
written  of  in  thofe  letters,  I  thinke,  is  not  impertinent  here  to  give  your  highnefTe  re- 
cognizance of  them. 

I  was  demanded  by  the  chancellor  of  the  embafly  ofKce  at  Mofco,  Almaze  luanuich,  why 
your  highnefTe  letter  to  the  emperor  was  not  fealed  with  our  commonwealth's  great  feale  -, 
to  which  I  anfwered,  that  it  was  not  your  highnefTe  cuftome,  in  your  mifTives  to  princes, 
to  feale  your  letters  with  any  other  then  is  yours  to  the  emperor.  That  the  common- 
wealth's great  feale  is  only  ufed  in  publike  contrafts  with  forreyne  princes  and  repub- 
licks,  or  fuch  like  ;  and  on  letters  patents,  and  fuch  writings  made  within  the  common- 
wealth ;  whereunto  the  lord  chancellor  did  fet  his  firme. 

The  emperor  is  now  in    the  26th  yeere  of  his  age:  he  is  of  a  jull  ftauire,  fomewhat-  ' 

grofTe  of  bodye,  browne  haire,  and  of  a  good  completion,  rather  inclining  to  alacrity 
then  faturne  -,  and  fayed  it  is,  that  once  hee  was  of  a  good  naturall  difpofition,  but  cor- 
rupted by  his  education  (Borris  luanuich  Morofone,  that  is  now  his  brother-in-law  (they 
have  married  two  fillers)  was  his  tutor)  and  now  much  given  to  avarice,  cruelty,  felf-wiU- 
-  fullnefTe,  and  efleeming  much  more  of  himfelfe  then  is  in  him. 

The 
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A-.  D,  1655.      The  emperatrlce  is  daughter  toEllia  Danelleuich  Miloflanfko,  a  man  of  a  bafe  and  meane 

L/^VXJ  heart,  and  foe  are  his  conditions ;  averfe  to  llrangers,  and  in  particular  to  EngHfhe.     His 

wyfe  is  a  crafty  and  underftanding  woman,  whoe  hath  great  power  and  credit  with  the 

emperor,  and  her  voice  in  the  prefent  government  of  the  empire,  of  which  fhee  maketh 

good  ufe  for  her  owne  ends  and  inttreft. 

That  majefty  hath  on  only  fonne,  that  was  boren  in  December,   1653  ;  two  daughters, 

the  youngeft  boren  in  January  lafl.     Hee  hath  three  fillers,  all  unmarried  -,  the  eldeft  was 

promifed  to  dukeWolmer  of  Denmarke,  by  the  emperor  Michaell  Phedorovich,  her  father; 

and  all  things  being  concluded  for  that  marridge,  the  prince  went  to  that  court  for  the 

cfFefling  of  it  -,  at  which  tyme  queen  Chriftian  of  Sweden  (and  that  crowne)  not  willing 

to '  have  that  match  concluded,  commanded  her   refident,  then  at   the  Rufhe  court,  to 

hinder  it,  if  poflibly  hee  could  •,  which  hee  did,  by  privately  affuring  fome  noblemen,  Ruffes, 

■    that  that  prince  was  a  fpurious  borren.     Soe,  to  avoyd  the  effedingof  that  marriage,  the 

nobles  and  clergy  tooke  pretext,  that  they  would  have  Wolmer  to  turne  to  the  Greeke  faith 

•    (it  was  agreed  and  concluded,  'twixt  the  emperor  and  Denmarke,  that  duke  Wolmer  and  his 

people  might  keepe  theire  owne  religion,  and  the  princeffe  her's)  which  hee  would  not  doe. 

vVherefor  the  emperor,  perfifting  to  keepe  his  promife   of  what  was  agreed  on,  was  caufc 

(as  it  is  fayed)  that  both  hee  and  the  emperatrice  were  by  theire  clergy  and  nobles  made 

awaye  with  by  poyfon  ;  and  after  theire  deaths  the  Denmarke  prince  was  for  fome  tyme 

kept  prifoner ;  but  in  the  end  fett  at  liberty,  and  permitted  to  departe  for  his  owne 

country.     It  is  now  fayed,  that  that  princeffe  Ihall  marry  a  Tarter  prince  turned  to  the 

Ruffe  religion,  whoe  at  prefent  is  at  the  emperor's  court,  and  entertayned  by  him. 

The  prefent  patriarch  of  Ruffia  is  of  yeeres  about  fivety  five,  a  boores  fonne,  of  little 
or  no  litterature  (an  enimye  to  ftrangers)  notwithftanding  hee  hath  paft  by  all  inferiour 
dignityes  of  that  church,  and  had  the  patriarchfhipp  by  lott ;  but  before  hee  would  ac- 
cept of  it,  and  bee  confecrated,  hee  had  the  emperor  to  fweare  not  to  contradidt  him  in 
any  thing  ;  foe  that  that  man  maye  truly  faye,  that  as  well  out  of  his  church,  as  in  it,  hee 
hath  more  authority  then  his  majefty  •,  as  maye  bee  judged  by  on  example  of  many,  that 
could  bee  related ;  for  whereas  the  emperor  and  his  councell  of  ftate  had  given  a  fen- 
tence  in  a  civile  caufe  betwixt  partys,  the  patriarch  of  himfelfe  did  revert  it,  and  gave 
another  clean  contrary  (and  fayed,  againft  juftice)  which  held. 

The  emperor  is  altogether  governed  by  the  fayed  patriarch,  Borris  luanuich,  Ellia  Dane- 
liuich,  and  his  wyfe,  none  have  his  majefty's  eare  but  they,  whoe  give  him  to  under- 
fland  what  they  lift,  and  hee  knoweth  nothing  of  importance  but  what  comes  from 
them,  and  what  they  pleafe  to  let  him  know.  Thefe  three  men  are  generaly  hated  by  the 
generalty  of  the  people  of  all  conditions ;  and  by  whome  much  evill  is  Ipoken  of  them. 
It  is  fayed,  that  the  cheeffe  favourite  and  councellor  the  patriarch  hath  is  a  fryer, 
Nervinancier ;  and  many  faye,  his  holyneffe  is  to  famillier  with  the  emperatrice. 

His  majefty  hath  large  and  vaft  dominions,  and  but  a  few  people  to  inhabitt  them, 
in  refpeft  of  theire  wydneffe ;  and  thofe  of  the  northerne  partes  not  induftrious.  If  this 
country  were  peopled  as  England  is,  and  they  foe  induftrious  as  the  Engliihe  are,  where 
the  emperor  hath  a  doller  revenue,  he  would  have  five. 

Not  foe  few  as  a  million  of  people  dyed  laft  yeere  at  Mofco  and  thofe  partes  that  were 
then  infedled  with  plague.  At  Archangell  and  five  hundred  myle  within  land  was  noe 
infeftion  at  all.  Mofco  and  thofe  places  infefted  laft  yeere  have  bine  free  this  ;  but 
at  Cazan,  Aftracan,  and  thofe  quarters,  as  farre  as  the  Cafpian  Sea,  have  this  yeere  as 
great  a  mortality,  as  Mofco  and  thofe  partes  of  the  country  had  the  laft. 

The  laft  yeere,  at  my  arrivall  to  Mofco,  I  was  vizited  by  collonells  Buttler  and  Gibfon 
(I    fupofe   both  of  them  well   knowen   to  your    highneffe)  whoe   were  very  civile  to- 
wards mee,  as  your  highneffe  fervant.     Laftly,  a  Scotchman,  and  the  other  two,  are  the 
three  cheeffe  collonels,  of  ftrangers,  that  the  emperor  hath.     The  two  laft  attend  on  his 
*  majefty's  perfone  with  theire  regiments  of  fiveteen  hundred  men  each  of  them;  and  Gibfon 

is  much  in  his  efteeme  and  favour. 

When  I  had  tranflated  into  Engliftie  the  emperor's  anfwers  made  by  his  chancellor  of 
the  embaffy  office  Almaze  Juaniuich,  to  fuch  writings  as  I  had  given  him  concerning  the 
company  of  Ruffia  merchants  affayres,  and  fownd  (with  other  omiflions)  no  declaration, 
whether  they  might  traffique  any  further  into  the  country  then  Archangell,  as  other 
ftrangers  doe.  I  fent  to  the  chancellor,  to  know  his  majeftey's  intention  in  that  particuler  ; 
and  had  for  anfwer,  that  I  could  then  no  other  then  what  was  given  mee  -,  but  hee 
would  write  to  the  emperor  about  it,  and  I  fhould  have  his  farther  refolution  before  my 
departure  to  Archangell,  which  I  have  not  had. 

Before  my  departure  to  Archangell,  I  called  John  Hebden,  Engliflie  merchant  (hee  was 
interpreter  betwixt  the  emperor,  his  chancellor,  and  mee)  to  account  for  omitting  the  words 
highneffe,  and  lord,  when  I  fpoke  and  writt  of  your  highneffe  ;  and  did  it  in  that  manner, 
as  if  I  had  bine  certayne  of  his  willfull  omiffion  of  thofe  words  -,  but  with  oaths  hee  affe- 
vered  to  have  ufed  them  both  in  his  fpeech  and  writing  ;  and  that  the  leaving  them  out 
proceeds  imediately  from  the  emperor  himfelfe  and  the  chancellor.

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Herewith  I  prefent  your  highnefie  a   lift  of  goods   exported   this   laft  mart  from  Arch- A.  D.  165;- 
angell,  with  fome  other  particulars  inferted  in  it,  all  calculated  as  exaftlyas  I  could  then  have   L/^'^</'\J 
it  •,  only  by  better  information  after  I  was  afcertained,  that  neere  two  millions  of  dollars 
effeftif  was  brought  by  fhipping  to  that  place  this  yeere,  and  above  two  hundred  thou- 
fand  dollars  more  to  Mofco,  that  was  fent  over  land  by  Riga  and  the  Narva,  all  by  Dutch 
merchants. 

Whilft  I  was  at  Archangel!,  wee  ha  dnoe  information  of  the  emperor's  progreffe  in  his 
warrs  againft  the  Pole,  but  what  I  had  in  a  letter  from  mr/  John  de  Rodes,  the  crowne 
of  Sweden's  commiirary  refident  at  Mofco,  which  I  give  your  highneffe  in  a  paper  herewith. 

Before  my  departure  from  Mofco,  I  had  fent  mee  by  the  chancellor  Almaze,  in  the  empe- 
ror's name,  a  prefent  of  two  timbes  of  fable  fkines,  which  are  at  your  highneffe  difpofalL 

This  is  all  I  know  to  meritt  your  highneffe  cognizance. 

Now  that  I  have  not  aftcd  in  my  employment  what  maye  have  bine  by  your  high- 
neffe expecSled,  I  humbly  befeech  you  it  maye  not  bee  imputed  to  mee  of  negligence 
or  want  of  due  devotion  to  ferve  your  highneffe,  but  rather  to  my  imbecile  and  weeke 
capacitye  •,  and  therefore   all  defefts  that  may  have   occurred,   I  beg   and  hope   for  your 


highneffe  benigne  indulture.

There  is^brought  annually  to  Portugell,  by  Hollanders,  Hambourgers,  and  Bremeres,  a 
million  of  dollars  effeftifs. 

The  goods  brought  to  Archangell  by  ftrangers  on  fliipping  cannot  well  bee  calculated 
to  a  certaynty. 

Two  robles  is  counted  a  pound  ftarline. 

Ten  griuenes  make  a  roble. 

Ten  copeakes  make  a  griuene, 

40  pounds  Ruffe  waight  makes  a  poode,  and  that  makes  36  pounds  Englifhe. 

The  arfhine  is  i  of  an  Englifhe  yarde. 

By  reafon  of  the  great  plague  the  laft  yeere  in  thofc  places,  where  moft  hydes  are  dreft 
there  is  but  50000  poodes  this  yeere,  but  ufually  here  is  90  or  1 00000  poodes,  and  feme 
yeeres  more. 

His  imperial!  majefty  of  the  Greater  and  Leffer  RufTia,  after  his  ftaye  neere  five  weeks 
under   a  little  towne,   called    Sleix,    gave   order   to   on    of   his    generalis,    to   aavance 
with    his  armey    towards   Berifow,  and  to  take  his  waye  direftly   to  Minfky  ;  that  his 
majeftie,  with  the  gros  of  his  armey,  would  follow  him.     Saycd  general!  arriving  before 
Berifow,  fownd  a  little  incounter  of  the  enimye,  that  caufed  his  retrait  bake  to  Minfky. 
The   general!   being  retorned  to  that  place,  fownd  the  enimye  there  4000  ftrong,  whoe 
received  him  in  fuch  manner,  as  conflrained  him  to  retire  ;  but  in  his  retrait,  findine; 
great  fuccors  coming  to  his  ayed,  hee  retorned  agen  upon   the   enimye,   and  affaulted 
him  on  bothe  fydes,  that  forced  him  to  flye,  and  retire  to  a  wood  near  hand,  and  by  that 
means   with  facillity  the  general!  obtayned  JVIinfl<y.     His   imperial  majefty  beino-  alfoe 
arrived  to   fayed  towne,    gave  his  orders  to  two  generalis   to  advance  towards  Vilna 
where  the  enimye  was  fomewhat  ftrong,  and  at  the  commencing  of  a  fight  there,  made 
good  refiftance  ;  but  his  imperial  majeftie  giving  prefently  his  commands  for  all  the  other 
bodeys  of  his  armeys,  that  were  thereabouts,  to  come  to  the  ayed  of  the  firft  there  arrived 
as  they  did,  the  battle  was  hot,  foe  that  many  of  his  fyde  remayned  dead  in  the  place. 
But  a  Cofacke  coll.  deceived  the  enimye,  by  throwghing  himfelfe  with  his  people  upon  the 
Poles  bagage,  which  laye  betwixt  the  Ruffes  and  the  cittye  ;  by  which  means  the  Poles 
imagining  the  emperor  to  have  gayned  the  victory  (whoe  had  then  the  worft)  they  retired 
in  confufion  towards  the  cittye,  where  they  and  his  imperial  majeftie's  people  entred  pel- 
mel  togeather,  maffacred,  and  putt  all  the  Poles,  men,  woamen,  and  children,  to  the  fv/orde 
•that  were  there  fownd  ;  foe  the  emperor's  party  hath  had  a  great  vi6lory.     Duke  Roo-inell 
with  a  few  people  is  gone  towards  Verfovia.     Generall  Daubefkey,  whoe  had  befieo-ed  the 
citty  Bychew,  having  there  found  more  refiftance  then  hee  imagined,  and  tlic  place  impreo-- 
nable,  gave  it  over,  and  is  gone  towards  Sleix.     General!  Chimchlinzhi   is  fayed  to  bee 
gone  towards  Leopolis. 

The  Poles  are  ftill  at  theire  diet  at  Verfovia,  and  have  fent  a  great  embafi"ye  to  Sweaden 
where  the  embaiTador,  monfieur  Leftinky,  great  treafurer  and  generall  of  the  Greater  Poland 
arrived  the  vi.  of  June,  and  had  prefently  audience  of  the  king,  and  v/as  by  his  majefty 
well  received  ;  but  being  hee  was  refolved  to  embarlce  by  fea  the  3d  of  July  towards  Stetin 
his  majeftye   appointed  a  great  Ihipp  of  warre  to  take  in  the  fayed  embaffador  and    his 
retenue,  with  order  to  follow  him  to  Stetin.  Notwithftanding  the  reception  of  the  embaffa- 
dor, the    king  of   Sweden's  armey  affembled  in  Livonia,  under  the  conduft  of  earle 
Lewenhaupt,  hath  fett  on  the  citty  Dunebourg,  and  having  put  to  flight  6000  men,  that 
came  to  fuccour  it,  toolie  the  citty  by  compofition  -,  and   forthwith  all  marcht  direftly 
towards  Lituania  :  the  aforefayed  citty  was  a  little  before  bcfieged  by  the  Ruffes,  whoe 
found  themfelves  to  weake  to  take  it,  gave  over  their  interprife.

:  pefted  here  before  the  end  of  this  month.

Sir, 

HERE  hath  little    happened  fince    my  Me  worthy  of  your  knowledge,  fave  our  A.  D.  le-c. 
refolutiones  in  the  bufinefs  of  reducement,   uppon  which   after   much  confideration   Ky^T^J 
hade  wee  are  come  to  a  finalle  conclufion,  and  are  nowe  takeinge  care  to  putt  it  in  execu-  ^°'-^^'^- 
tion,  hayeinge  a  regard  to  publique  fafety.     I  ame  affraide  wee  cannot  proceed  foe  effec-  ^'  ^^^' 
tually  as  weer  defireable,  untill  our   forces  be  returned  frome  Englande,  without  runnino-e 
fome  kinde  of  liazarde,  which  is  to  be  avoided.     The  perfons  pitched   upon   are  collonel 
Axtell's  regiment,  collonel   Hubber's,  collonel  Gierke's  regiment  of  foote- ;  lieut.  o-enerall 
Ludlowe's,  fir  Charles   Coote's   regiment   of  horfe,  and  Ingoldefbye's  of  drao-oones  ;  and 
their  beinge  fome  deferveinge  perfons  in  each  of  the  difbanded  regiments,  whoe  are  thought 
fitt  to  be  continued,  we    have    made  way  for  them   by  reduceinge   the  like  number   of 
thofe  that  we  intende  to  continue  out  of  the  loofe  companyes,  and  fuch  out  of  the  ftande- 
ing  regiments  as  are    thought  lefs   deferveinge.     Collonel  Clerke  and  collonel  Ingoldefby 
will  have*  each  of  them  a   regiment  new  moulded  out  of  the  remaineinge  part  of  the 
loofe  companyes. 

The  fatisfaftion  held  forthe  to  thofe  that  nowe  dilbande  is  foe  advantao-ious,  that  it 
hathe  made  more  men  greedy  of  fittinge  downe  uppon  the  termes  offered  them  to  continue 
their  employments  ;  foe  that  I  doubt  not,  but  the  bufinefs  will  be  done  without  difficulty  or 
danger.  I  ame  fure  the  reducement  hath  been  carried  foe  impartially,  that  none  cane  fay 
they  are  injured.  All  heer  are  deeply  affefted  with  the  reproofe  upon  our  forces  in  the 
Weft  Indies.  What  the  will  of  the  Lord  is  in  it  is  alone  knowne  to  himfelfe  ;  but 
furely  we  may  knowe,  if  the  Lord  fees  it  fitt  to  humble  us,  that  we  may  be  the  fitter  to 
receive  his  good  pleafure,  which  I  ame  not  without  hopes,  but  that  it  will  be  good  in  the 
iffue.  I  ame  not  wiUinge  to  take  up  more  of  your  time.  I  ame.

NEXT  to  the  prefumption  of  the  enclofed  to  his  highnefle,  is  this  of  the  cover  to  a  Vol  xxix 
perfon  of  fo   much  and  foe  weighty  bufineffe.     Yet  truly,   fir,  I  dare  not  fufFer  a  P'  ^9o- 
finfuU  modefty  any  longer  to  fupprefie  and  ftifHe  that   teftimony,  which  I  owe  unto   in 
truth,   and  to  the  grace  of  our  mercifuU  God  towards  us. 

Sir,  I  am  perfwaded  there  was  much  good  worke  done  by  the  way,  as  my  lord  came 
along,  through  my  lord's  prudent  and  pious  deportment  ;  befides,  that  people  do  not 
■  only  love  thofe  who  owne  them  and  fhew  kindnelfe  to  them,  but  thofe  alfo  (and  it  may 
be  thofe  moft  of  all)  whome  they  themfelves  are  pleafed  once  to  owne  and  to  exprefTe  a 
refpeft  unto,  which  was  done  abundantly  towards  his  highneife  in  my  lord  in  every 
place  where  we  refted.  And  fince  our  landing  (which  the  good  hand  of  the  lord  per- 
formed very  tenderly  for  us)  I  am  afTured,  that  my  lord  came  over  upon  the  wings  of  faith 
and  prayer,  to  put  honour  upon  the  publique  worfhip  of  God,  and  life  into  his  people, 
and  a  checke  upon  fome  irregular  fpirits,  whomel  rather  defire  to  ferve  in  love  and  pitty, 
then  to  cenfure.  The  people  flocke  abundantly  to  the  word,  and  will,  I  hope,  flow  in  to 
the  Lord,  and  to  his  goodneffe  :  hope,  and  joy,  and  fatisfaftion,  may  be  read  in  moft  faces  ; 
they  alone  looke  fowre,  who  had  fwallowed  up  this  good  land,  not  only  in  expeftation, 
but  actuall  polTefTion,  and  fome  of  thofe  cannot  conceale  their  fretting  at  their  feare  or  fence 
of  a  difappointment.  The  nation  lyes  like  clay  upon  the  wheele,  ready  to  receive  what 
forme  authority  Ihall  pleafe  to  give  it.  And  truly,  fir,  that  Chriftian  fpiritt  of  govern- 
ment, wherewith  I  thinke  I  fee  my  lord  evidently  clothed,  and  that  hopefuU  difpofition 
which  is  foe  univerfally  vifible  in  the  people,  encourage  me  to  beleive,  that  the  Lord  is 
returnino-  and  repenting  concerning  his  fervants,  and  that  he  is  refolved  forthwith  to  make 
them  o-lad  according  to  the  dayes,  wherein  he  hath  afflifted  them,  and  ihe  years  wherein 
they  have  feene  evil.

Cadiz,  Auguft  ifj  1655. 


Vol.  xxix.  T^  ^  ^  letters  that  I  have  lately  written  to  you  from  this  place  are  fo  many,  that  I  dare 
p.  326.  .  A  not  goe  about  to  number  them,  for  feare  leaft  whilft  I  goe  about  to  juftify  my  own 
care,  duty,  and  diligence  to  ferve  you,  I  may  feem  to  accufe  you  of  fome  negleft  of  your 
poore  friend,  in  not  returning  me  one  wordof  anfvver  to  any.  I  ame  fure,  I  have  \tt  pais  no 
opportunity,  that  prefented  itfelf  by  fea,  to  fend  you  letters,  and  duplicats,  of  the  greateft 
importance,  which  I  prefume  could  not  fayle  coming  to  your  hands,  if  the  fhipps  did  not 
founder  in  the  fea.  For  thofe  letters,  that  I  have  ftnt  ?vr:-land,  I  cannot  take  uppon  me 
the  fame  confidence,  that  being  a  very  long,  and  cafurJl  palfage,  efpecially  now  that  fo 
much  fufpicion  refts  uppon  all  our  nation,  and  not  having;  fecure  correljaondents  at  Madrid, 
St.  Sebaftian,  and  Bordeaux,  which  are  neceflary  to  lend  my  letters  forwards.  In  effeft, 
I  have  in  all  my  former  letters  acquainted  you  with  the  terrour,  and  flight,  that  all  our 
countrymen  have  been  putt  to  heer,  by  reafon  of  the  great  broyle,  that  has  been  made 
uppon  this  coafl",  by  general!  Blake's  coming  hither  with  his  fleet,  and  remayning  fo  lonp- 
heer  -,  who  is  prefumed  by  many  arguments,  and  fome  difcovcrys  that  have  been  made 
by  letters  from  the  very  fleet,  as  I  have  informed  you  formerly,  to  ftay  for  the  richeft 
galeons,  that  have  come  from  the  Indys  thees  many  yeers  ;  a  prize  truly  worth  his  catching  ; 
but  wee  hope  that  he  will  fall  fliort  of  his  ayme,  for  though  the  king  and  all  his  coun- 
felle  have  been  all  this  while  luH'd  afieep,  in  a  confidence  and  fecurity  of  the  Englifh 
friendftiipp,  yet  the  people  heerabouts  have  in  good  time  been  awakened,  and  have 
freely,  at  theyr  own  charge,  with  the  duke  of  Medina  Celi  his  great  diligence  and  affiftance 
(who  ftayd  in  this  towne  a  fortnight  on  purpofe  about  it)  fett  forth  an  armada,  of  eight 
and  twenty  men  of  warr,  and  fix  fierftiipps,  wherof  fome  have  undertaken  with  theyr  lives 
to  faften  uppon  generall  Blake's  own  fliipp,  and  the  reft,  wee  are  confident,  will  fo  whipp 
the  coats  of  our  bolde  countrymen,  that  they  fhall  be  foon  taught,  what  it  is,  to  watch 
for  galeons  :  nor  doe  they  fnean  to  deale  with  our  Englifli,  as  the  Hollanders  did,  difputing 
it  onely  with  them  at  guerre  galena,  as  they  call  it,  but  to  come  prefently  bord  and 
bord,  and  decide  the  bufynefs  with  piftoll  and  fword.  There  are  not  lefs  then  eight 
thoufand  men  abord  of  the  Spanifli  fleet,  and  a  very  great  part  of  them,  men  of  extraordi- 
nary quality,  as  gentlemen  of  this  country,  and  many  reform'd  officers  from  Madrid, 
with  divers  of  the  country  trayn'd-bands,  and,  amongft  them,  no  lefs  then  fix  companys 
of  houflceepers  of  this  towne.  In  fine,  never  better  flelTi  went  abord  of  any  fleet  otit  of 
Spayn  :  but  it  is  confeft,  that  theyr  Ihipps  are  not  alltogether  fo  warhke  as  the  Enghfh, 

for 
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JTortheyr  fleet  confifts  of  theyr  own  loggerheaded  galeons,  to  the  number  of  fowrteen  of  A.  D.  165;- 
them,  which  carry  about  forty  brafs  gunnes  each ;  the  reft  are  fome  flight  French  and  Dun-  U/"V~S^ 
kirke  frigats,  fitter  to  runn  away,  then  make  a  fight,  and  fome  other  Hamborough,   Hol- 
land, and  Genoa  trading  fhipps,  that  they  could  pick  up  to  ferve  them.     The  French  and 
Holland  captayns  would  by  no  means  be  perfwaded  to  accept  the  fervice  themfelves,  though 
are  very  well  contented  to  take  a  good  freight  for  theyr  lliipps.  Our  olde  freind,  capt.  Peter 
Toms  of  Hamborough,  for  all  he  was  fo  forward  to  offer  himfelf  at  firft,  yet  has  uppon 
fecond  thoughts,  having  a  confiderable  eftate  to  loofe  at  home,  deferred  the  fervice  :  but  his 
fhipp  and  men  are  gon,  as  allfo  the  young  captayn,  his  nephew  (who, it  feems  has  no  fuch 
hold  of  Hamborough,  or  that  not  of  him)  is  with  his  fhipp  and  men  likewife,  by  his 
unkle's  perfwafions,  ingaged  in  the  fervice ;  and  for  all  they  are  Lutheranes,  wee  have  as 
much  confidence  in  them,  as  any  others,  for  wee  knowe  they  are   thorough   enemys  to 
our  countrymen.  This  fleet  has  been  gone  out  now  at  leaft  tenn  days,  under  the  command 
of  don  Pablos  de  Contreras,  whofe  pretenfes  onely  are  to  guard  theyr  galleons  home,  and 
fo  carry  very  fayre  orders,  to  vayle  bonnet  to  the  Englifli,  and  give  them  the  firft  falute  ; 
which  if  the  Englifh   generall  does  not  anfwer  with  equall  courtefy,  it  \Vill  manifeftly 
growe  to  a  quarrefl  amongft  them  ;  which  if  it  doe,  I  hope  will  be  never  the  wors  for  us 
poore  cavaleers  hecr  •,  for  they  beginn  allready   to  looke  uppon  us  better,  arid  to  repent 
theyr  fo   much  former  complyance  with  that  party,  which    they   fee  now   goes   about 
to  ruin  them  ;  and  fome  fay,  if  it  growe  to  a  warr,  wee  fhall  have  the  court  at  Culleri 
remove  theyr  quarters  Ihortly  to  Madrid.     The  Spanifh    fleet  gceing  out  in  the  evening, 
and  fhaping  theyr  cours  more  fouthwards,  with  a  ftrong  levant  overfhott  the  Englifh  fleets 
which  at  that  time  lay  within  fowre  or  five  leagues  to  the  northward  of  this  port ;  and 
as  yet  they  have  not  mett  one  with  another.     The   Spanifh   armada  lys  out  uppon   the 
coaft  of  Portugall  about  the  capes,  and  the  Englifh   heer  uppon  this  coaft   betwixt  this 
and  that  about  Aymonte  ;   which  makes   the  Spanyards  fay,    that  generall  Blake  plays 
leaft  in  fight,  for  feare  of  theyr  armada,  and  that  they  came  hither  to  fteale,  rather  then 
fight ;  but  it  is  the  opinion  of  others,  and  more  probable,  that   his  orders  are  as  yet  de- 
feftive,  and  fo  waytes  to  have  'em  compleated   from  England,  being  unwilling  to  meet 
'eih,  till  he  knowes  what  to  doe  with  'em:  for  it  is  reported,  he  fhould  fay,  he  would  not 
feare  to  fight:  'em  with  half  his  fleet.     Others  there  are  of  opinion,  that  there  is  no  in- 
tention at  all  of  a  breach  between  the  nations ;  but  of  this  neyther  you   there,  nor  wee 
heer,  can  be  long  kept  in  ignorance.     One  of  the  Spanifh  fleet,  that  fpent  hir  top-maft, 
came  in  heer  the  other  day,  and  tells  us,  that  coming  hither,  he  was  taken  abord  of  generall 
Blake,  who  ufed  them  very  kindely,  afkeing  them  fome  queftions  concerning  theyr  armada^ 
and  fo  difmift  them  ;  as  likewife  don  Pablos  had  done  before  to  a  catch  of  the  Englifh 
generall's.     This  fhipp  being  now  repayr'd,  is  fpeedyly  to  goe  out  agayn,  with  fowre  or 
five  men  of  warr  more,  to  recruit  and  reinforce  theyr  fleet :  for   it  is  generally  beleev'd 
heer,  that  the  Englifh  expect  more  forces  to  come  to  'em,  and  till  then,  will  not  advance 
towards  them.     It  is  all  mens  wonder  and  aftonifhment  heer,  that  wee  have  no  news  all 
this  while  from  the  Indys.     By  that  it  is  concluded  of  all  hands,   that  the  Englifh  have 
made  fome  fowle   difturbance  there  -,    and   fo   probably  have  hindered  the  galleons  from 
coming  forth,   which  is  all  our  hopes  heer-,  for  otherwife  'tis  to  be  feared,  that  they  are 
fallen  allready  into  the  hands  of  the  Englifli  fleet,  that  lys  there.     What  is  done  in  thofe 
parts,  I  believe  you  will  have  fooner  notice  in  England,  then  wee  fhall  have  heer.  What  news 
does  occur  heerabouts,  you  fhall  be  fure  to  have  from  me  by  all  opportunitys ;  and  I  ame 
lure  you  are  fo  good  a  freind  to  Spayn,  efpecially  in  this  particular,  that  you  will  be  much 
pleafed  to  heare  of  all  our  good  fuccefl^es  heer,  which  I  fhall  not  fayle  to  give  you,  uppon 
all  occafions ;  but  I  pray  you,  leave  me  not  in  fo  uncomfortable  a  condition  in  the  mean 
time,  as  not  to  heare  conftantly  from  you,  how  you  and  all  my  poore  freinds   doe  there. 
I  have  written  fo  often  to  you,  concerning  all  my  wants  and  defiers,  that  I  am  afham'd  to 
make  any  repetition.     So  for  all  that  I  refer  my  felf  to  thofe  former  letters,  and  to  your 
own  goodnefs  for  my  better  accommodation  in  all  particulars.     This  letter  goes  by  a  fhipp 
of  Holland,  that  toucheth  in  England,    and  putts  fome  more  of  our  flying  merchants 
afhore  there.     By  the  fame  means,  if  our  Englifh  trade  be  obftrufted,  you  may  pleafe  to 
conveigh  all  your  letters  and  commands  to.

THERE  was  read  in  the  affembly  a  certain  memorandum  from  the  lord  embaflador  of 
Spain,  containing  complaints,  that  one  William  James,  an  Englifti  pirate,  had 
taken  upon  the  coaft  of  Caraxas,  in  the  Weft  Indies,  a  certain  fliip  called  the  St.  Pieter, 
loaden  with  feven  or  eight  thoufand  hides,  belonging  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  king  of  Spain  ; 
and  had  brought  the  fame  into  the  ifland  of  Curacao,  belonging  under  the  jurifdiftion  of 
the  Weft  India  company  of  thefe  countries  ;  which  faid  pirate  is  faid  to  be  arrived  lately 
at  Amfterdam,  in  a  (hip,  which  he  had  freighted,  and  in  which  he  had  laden  1800  hides, 
having  fent  the  reft  to  other  places  to  be  fold.  Wherefore  the  faid  embafiador  doth  de- 
fire,  that  fuch  order  may  be  taken,  that  the  faid  pirate  may  be  feized  upon  and  fecured 
with  all  fuch  goods,  by  order  of  the  admiralty  of  Amfterdam,  that  fo  the  fubjefts  of  the 
faid  king  may  not  lofe  all  their  goods.  Whereupon  being  debated,  it  is  refolved,  that  a 
copy  of  the  faid  memorandum  be  fent  to  the  admiralty  of  Amfterdam  ;  and  that  they  be 
defired  to  take  fuch  order,  to  the  end  the  faid  William  James  may  be  ftized  upon,  and 
his  fliip  and  goods  fecured,  and  withall  proceeded  againft  according  to  law.  Befides,  that 
a  copy  of  the  faid  memorandum  be  likewife  fent  to  the  governors  and  officers  of  the 
Weft  India  company,  that  they  do  not  admit  into  their  harbours  fuch  prizes  and  plundered 
goods  taken  from  the  fubjefts  of  the  king  of  Spain  and  other  allies  of  this  ftate.

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General  Blake  to  the  profeSior.   . 
May  it   please  your  highnes, 

YOUR  commands  of  the  30th  July  I  received  by  the  Affurance  frigot  the  13th  inftant, 
with  the  intelligence  of  a  great  fleet  prepared  to  come  out  of  Cadiz  and  theire  de- 
figne  from  your  fecretary,  which  in  part  wee  have  found  to  bee  true,  as  I  fhall  give  your 
highnes  an  accompt. 

The  6th  inftant  I  received  a  letter  from  captalne  Smith,  (which  comes  herewith)  where- 
uppon  wee  ftood  away  for  the  coaft  of  Barbary,  as  far  as  Mamora,  within  3  leagues  ;  but 
having  noe  newes  of  the  fleet  there,  wee  made  towards  the  bay  of  Cadiz,  fending  two  fri- 
gdts  before  to  gaine  intelligence,  who  returned  to  us  the  12th  inftant,  with  this,  that  the  fleet 
fayled  from  thence  feaven  dayes  before,  and  were  plying  off^  Cape  Vincent's,  to  which  place 
wee  haftened  ;  and  the  15th  in  the  morning  efpyed  them  to  the  windward  of  us,  wee  be- 
ing then  off  the  bay  of  Lagos,  whither  wee  deflred  to  goe  for  water  ;  but  they  beareing  upp 
uppon  us,  with  intent  (as  wee  thought)  to  fight  us,  I  called  a  councell  of  warre,  which  unani- 
moufely  refolved  to  ingage  the  firft  opportunity,  being  moved  thereunto  with  an  eagre 
defire  wee  had  to  fee  fome  end  of  our  tedious  expeftation,  and  to  prevent  that  accelTion  of 
ftrength  mentioned  in  the  fecretarye's  intelligence  (wherof  wee  likewife  had  notice  from 
other  hands)  and  alfoe  out  of  a  defpayre  of  being  able  to  keepe  the  fea  many  dayes  longer 
for  want  of  liquor.  But  the  Spanifh  fleet  furthwith  tackt  and  ftood  the  other  way,  and 
wee  after  them  all  that  night.  In  the  morning  wee  were  fayre  by  them  ;  but  there  being 
little  wind  (not  enough  to  worke  our  fliipps)  and  a  great  fea,  foe  that  wee  could  not  make 
ufe  of  our  lower  tire,  and  alfoe  a  thicke  fogg,  wee  did  nothing  that  day  (theyre  fleet  being 
then  thirty  one  in  all.)  The  next  day  wee  continued  in  the  fame  refolution,  and  fent  fome 
frigats  a  head  to  gaine  the  wind,  and  to  ingage  them  -,  but  the  evening  approaching,  and 
a  great  part  of  our  fleete  farre  a-fterne,  wee  thought  it  beft  to  defift  for  that  tyme.  Thefe 
checqiies  of  providence  did  put  us  uppon  fecond  thoughts,  and  a  ftrid;  review  of  the  in- 
ftrudtions,  which  I  had  received  •,  the  which  being  all  perufed  and  compared  together  at  a 
councell  of  warre,  wee  could  not  find  in  them  any  authority  given  unto  us  to  attacke 
this  party,  but  rather  the  contrary  •,  and  wee  had  reafon  alfo  to  conceive,  it  was  not  the 
intention  of  your  highnes,  that  wee  ftiould  bee  the  firft  breakers  of  the  peace,  feeing 
your  highnes  having  notice  of  the  coming  fourth  of  the  Spanifti  fleet,  did  not  give  us 
any  new  direction  at  all  tuching  the  fame  in  your  laft  order  of  the  30th  of  July.  Uppon 
thefe  grounds  wee  receded  from  our  firft  refolution ;  and  tooke  into  confideration  the  ftate 
of  our  fleet,  which  wee  found  in  all  things  to  bee  extremely  defeftive,  but  more  particu- 
larly in  want  of  liquor ;  fome  of  the  ftiipps  having  not  beuverage  for  above  fower  dayes, 
and  the  whole  not  able  to  make  above  eight,  and  that  at  fliort  allowance ;  and  noe  fmall 
part  both  of  our  beuverage  and  water  ftinking.  Hereupon  it  was  debated  amongft  us, 
whether  wee  fhould  returne  to  the  bay  of  Lagos,  or  goe  to  Lift)ona  for  fupply,  there  being 
noe  other  place  but  thofe  two.  To  goe  to  Lagos,  it  was  not  held  good,  both  becaufe  all 
that  country  could  not  afford  us  one  pipe  of  beuverage   wine,  and  to  gett  water  there

very  difficult,  and,  uppon  the  leaft  wind  from  the  fouth  or  eafl,  allmoft  impofilble,  and  A.  D.   i6;5. 
the  place  a  dangerous  road  for  fuch  a  fleet  to  anchor  in  ;  which  wee  muft   have  done  for  L/'V^NJ 
getting  a  quantity  of  water ;   befide    many   other  inconveniencyes.     It  was  therefore  re- 
folved,  that   wee   Ihould  goe  to   Lifbona.     Nevertheles  wee  kept  in  fight  of  them  two 
dayes  after,  and  on  the  2  2d  inftant  wee  lay  a  great  part  of  the  day  with  our  fayles  hayled 
upp,  untill  they  were  very  neare  us  ;    but  perceiving  they  had  noe  intention  to  engage 

■  us,  nor  any  commifTion  to  that  purpofe,  as  wee  thought,  and  alfo  underftood  by  a  fmall 
frigat  of  theyres  of  twenty  fower  gunnes,  the  captaine  whereof  coming  accidentally  amongft 
us,  I  comanded  aboard,  who  told  us  the  fame ;  and  withall  that  they  knew  nothing  of 
riie  expefted  fleet  at  all,  but  only  that  they  were  bound  to  attend  the  coming  of  the  fame. 
Hereuppon  our  liquor  growing  leflTe,  wee  flood  av/ay  for  Lifbona,  where  wee  arrived  on 
the  24th  inftant,  and  anchored  in  the  road  of  Caficayes  -,  and  to  my  very  great  griefe  I 
underftood,  that  the  Taunton  frigat  was  gone  two  dayes  before,  which  I  had  fent  witij  , 
mr.  Maynard,  according  to  your  highnes  comands,  fuppofeing  to  meet  her  there,  or  by 
the  way  ;  to  which  end  wee  Ipread  the  feas  what  wee  could,  and  alfoe  fent  two  frigats  be* 
fore,  to  looke  after  her  ;  and  have  likewife  fent  the  Diamond  frigat  to  ply  betwcene  the 
cape  Vincent  and  the  bay  of  Lagos,  to  wayt  for  him,  and  for  advice  out  of  England. 
Here  wee  find,  that  mr.  Maynard  was  difmift  without  any  anfweare  but  this,  that  the 
king  would  fend  it  by  a  minifter  of  his  owne.  How  thefe  paffages  of  providence  will  bee 
lookt  uppon,  or  what  conftruftion  our  carriage  in  this  buifmes  may  receive,  I  know  not, 
(although  it  hath  bin  with  all  integrity  of  heart)  but  this  wee  know,  that  our  condition 
is  darke  and  fadd,  and  (without  efpeciall  mercy)  like  to  bee  very  miferable ;  our  fhipps 
extreme  fowle,  winter  drawing  on,  our  viftualls  expiring,  all  ftores  fayling,  our  men 
falling  ficke,  thorough  the  badnes  of  drinke,  and  eating  theyre  viflualls  boyled  in  fait  water 
for  two  moneths  fpace  ;  the  coming  of  a  fupply  uncertaine  (wee  received  not  one  word 
from  the  commifTioners  of  the  admiralty  and  navy  by  the  laft)  and  though  it  come  tymely, 
yet  if  beere  come  not  with  it,  wee  fhall  bee  undone  that  way.  We  have  noe  place  or 
friend,  our  recruits  here  flow,  and  our  marriners  (which  I  moft  apprehend)  apt  to  fall 
into  difcontents,  thorough  theyre  long  keeping  abroad.  Our  only  comfort  is,  that  wee 
have  a  God  to  leane  uppon,  although  wee  walke   in  darknes,  and  fee  noe  light.     I  fliall 

-not  trouble  your  highnes  with  any  complaints  of  my  felfe,  of  the  indifpofition  of  my 
body,  or  troubles  of  my  mind  ;  my  many  infirmityes  will  one  day,  I  doubt  not,  fufficiently 
plead  for  mee  or  againll  mee.  foe  that  I  may  bee  free  of  foe  great  a  burthen,  confolating 
my  felfe  in  the  meane  tyme  in  the  Lord,  and  in  the  firme  purpofe  of  my  heart  with  all 
faythfuUnes  and  fincerity  to  difcharge  the  truft,  while  repofed  in  mee.  As  foone  as  the 
Taunton  comes  (which  I  continually  expedl)  I  fhall  difpatch  mr.  Maynard  immediatly  •, 
and  as  foone  as  wee  have  gott  a  fufficient  proportion  of  liquor  (which  I  hope  may  bee  in 
five  or  fix  dayes)  wee  intend  (God  willing)  to  fayle  to  the  fouthward  cape,  and  to  fpend 
fome  tyme  thereabouts,  foe  long  as  wee  can  polTibly  lengthen  out  our  viftualls,  foe  that 
wee  may  bee  able  to  gett  home,  in  cafe  the  viftualling  fhipps  doe  not  come  in  tyme ; 
which  wee  fhall  then  bee  forced  to  doe,  or  muft  perifh  in  the  fea.  I  have  no  more  at 
prefent  to  trouble  your  highnes  with  (this  allready  being  I  feare  too  much)  but  fhall  ever 
remayne,

Vol. xxix.       rr^HIS  town  is  ful  of  newes  of  the  beating  of  our  fleet  in  the  Weft  Indyes,  but  by 
P»  350-  X     yours  of  the  19th  July,  I  fe  ther  was  no  newes  then  in  Ingland  of  it.     The  advys  is, 

that,  our  fleet  having  pofTeft  themfelves  of  St.  Domingo  (having  very  good  intelligence 
ther  that  by  order  from  Spayn  the  Spaniih  fleet  had  landed  al  theyr  plate,  layd  up  theyr 
fhips  for  next  year)  they  went  direftly  thence  for  Cartagena,  wher  making  feveral  aflfaults, 
they  wer  beaten  off  with  the  los  of  3000  men,  and  wer  again  retyred  to  St.  Domingo. 
This  advys  corns  from  Cales,  wher  is  arryvd  a  fmale  ftiip  from  Havanna.  In  regard  'tis 
this  week  fo  generally  advyfd  from  Holland,  that  our  fleet  has  received  a  repulfe,  I  am 
very  fearful  that  this  relation  is  true  -,  which  maks  me  giv  you  the  particulers  of  what 
I  hear.  I  hope  God  wil  giv  our  men  harts  and  courage  to  turn  again,  and  poflfes  then> 
felves  of  the  place. 

The  Spanifli  fleet  lyes  ftil  at  Porto  Spetie,  without  landing  theyr  men,  or  doing  any 
thing.     'Tis  fayd,  they  expeft  a  larger  fuply  from  Naples  of  1500  horfe,  and  4000  foote, 
which  by  letters  thence  myht  depart  in  6  dayes.     The  moft  knowing  men  here  belieV 
thes  Napollitan  forces  will  afFourd  Millan  no  more  help,  but  meerly  theyr  countenance  and 
,    '  reputation  of  theyr  prefence  fo  nere  them,  but  that  they  ar  al  defynd  for  Cattalonia,    to 

ftop  the  torrent  of  the  French  in  thos  parts,  left  Barfalona  fal  again  into  theyr  hands. 
In  conclufion  the  Spaniard  has  need  of  thes  forces  in  fo  many  places,  that  I  think  they 
ar  at  a  ftand  wher  to  land  them. 

The  reports  of  the  fiege  of  Pavia  is  various.  Two  dayes  fince  here  was  advys  it 
could  not  hold  out  14  dayes.  This  day  'tis  reported,  the  Spanifli  general  is  redy  to  tak 
the  field  with  14000  foot,  and  4000  horfe,  to  fal  upon  the  French  quarters.  Such  an 
army,  if  they  wer  good  foldiers,  myht  do  much.  This  week  is  arryved  an  Inglifti  fliip 
from  Allicant,  whence  'tis  advyfd,  that  general  Blak's  fleet  was  latly  fien  nere  Cales  to  bi 
t  at  left  70  fail,  which  maks   fom  imagin  hi  may  hav  taken  the  plate-fliet.     A  Dutchman 

wryts,  hi  has  cald  the  Turks  of  Argier  to  his  fuccour.  Thes  Duch  ar  our  good 
frends  ftill- 

'Tis  advyfd  from  Rom,  that  ther  ar  great  differences  betwixt  the  pope  and  Mazarin  for 
the  favours  conferd  by  the  pope  upon  cardinal  Rez  and  the  prince  of  Conde's  agent.  'Tis 
moft  certain,  that  the  pope  labours  with  al  his  power  to  bring  about  a  treaty  of  peace  this 
winter  betwixt  France  and  Spayn,  that  both  (and  al  other  princes  concerned  with  them) 
may  fend  plenypotentiarys  to  Rom  ;  the  rather  becaus  here  is  in  Itally  a  terrible  fear,  that 
the  Sweads  army  maks  but  a  pretence  upon  Polland,  theyr  mayn  defyn  being  for  Germany. 
I  writ  you  in  my  laft,  that  doftor  Bayly  is  urgent  with  me  for  more  mony.  Pray  affourd 
me  your  pofitiv  order,  how  far  I  ftial  credit  him.  Althoh  I  am  demanded  of  him,  and 
writ  to  by  feveral,  yet  I  own  him  not,  but  hav  denyed  him  even  to  your  brother  Lydcot  j 
yet  I  muft  tel  you  plainly,  the  papifts  from  al  quarters  know  he  is  employd  by  you,  and 
accordingly  report  of  him.

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Here  is  in  town,  pafTing  towards  Rom,  an  Irifh  collonel,  with  the  duk  of  York's  pas, A.  D.  165;.

When  generall  Blak  cam  into  thes  feas  to  tak  French,  I  thoht  by  that  means  to  falv  my 
lofles  fuftained  by  them,  which  made  me  by  your  hands  to  petition  his  hyhnes  for  my 
reparation  out  of  thos  pryzes  general  Blak  Ihould  tak  from  them  ;  but  I  fe  that  way  is  not 
feflble  for  example  fak,  left  others  fhould  exped;  the  lyk.  I  affure  yoUj  -I  fhould  not  hav 
cryed  roft  meat  •,  however,  I  humbly  giv  you  thanks  for  your  redines  to  help  me  in  any 
other  way,  but  to  fynd  out  fuch  another  conveniency  for  reparation  of  my  loffes,  is  not 
in  my  capacity,  but  I  fhall  willingly  embrace  fuch  a  way,  as  you  Ihal  diredl  me  unto.  I 
hope  his  hyhnes  horfes  ar  wel  arryved  before  this.  It  would  be  my  great  content,  to 
hear  they  wer  to  his  good  lyklng ;  which  pray  impart  unto.

Antwerpe,  Auguft -i^,  1655. 
Right  honorable, 

UPON  my  departure  from  London,  I  told  your  honour,  that  I  fhould  have  ^n  occafion  Vol.  xxix. 
to  goe  to  Francfort  in  Germany  ;  and    foe  upon  my  journey  palTing  through  Ceulen  p.  sj-i. 
upon  a  faturday  by  the  way  intered  into  a  bookfeller's  fliopp    to  looke  for  fome   boocksj 
where  I  met  fome  Englifh  fellowes  talking  foe  licencioufly  and  bafly  of  his  highnes  the 
lord  protedor,  and  faying  many  falfe  things  of  the  ftate  of  Englandes  affaire,  that  I  took 
the  opportunity  to  fpeake  fomething  againft  there  difcourfe,  foe  much  as  in  the  prefenee 
of  fome  Germains  perfons  of  honor  they  were  convinced  of  falfewood  ;  but  at  laft  they 
fimulatcd  to  be  my  friends,  and  defired  me  to  goe  along   with  them  the  next  day,  being 
on  a  funday,  for  to  fee  fome  curiofitySj  and  in  the   hower  apointed  wee  met  in  a  church, 
and  afterwards  they  carryed  mee  into  a  houfe,  where  they  faid  there  were  fine  pidlures, 
where  being  came   an  ancient  man,  who  began  to  talke  of  k.  C  and  of  England,  and  very 
fimply  and  malicioufly  of  my  lord  protestor  ;  whereupon  I  gave  no  anfwer,  but  againft 
his  expedlation  fpake  more  moderately,  knoing  not  wat  end  thefe   fayings   had  to.     He 
afked  me,  wether  I  was  not  a  right  Frenchman,  though  I  was  living  under  foe  many  kinds 
of  tyrands  in  England,  and  wether,  if  it  was  in  my  power,  I  would   not  doe  any  ferVice 
to  the  right  king.     I  anfwered  him,  that  he   knew,  that  being  a  foreigner,  and  of  no 
eftate  in  England,  I  was  not  able  to  doe  him  any  good,  but  that  I  would   endeavour   to 
ferve  him,  and  imploye  myfelfe  as  a  good  Chriftian  for  another  true  Chriftian  •,  but  hee 
prefTmg  mee,  continued  faying,  that  the  good  king   had   many  friends  and  fervants  in 
England,  but  that  it  was  impofible  for  him  to  intruft  them    with  fpecial  orders   concern- 
ing his  bufinelTes,  becaufe  the   fame  orders  had   been   many  times  intercepted  by  the  way. 
Then    afked  hee  mee,  wether  I  would   for  the   king's  fervice   carry  fome  commifions 
to  England.     I  told  him,  that  I  would  not  meddle  myfelfe  with  any  bufineffes,  nee  pro 
nee  contra^  becaufe  I  knew  my  inhability  in  doing  him  any  good  ;    but   that  if  he  would 
intruft  me  with  the  faid  commifTions,  I  would  deliver  them  :  and  upon  his  requeft  having 
told  him  my  name,  he  faid  thou  art  then  the  fame  phyfician,  who  dedicating  a   boock  to 
thine  proteftor,  have  calomnioufly  written  agains  the  king  •,  and  thou  art  alfoe  the  fame, 
whofe  departure  is  fignified  unto  me  from  fome  parts  ;  and  immediately  fhewed  me  a  let- 
ter, faying,  that  on  fuch  a  time  fuch  a  one  was  to  goe  from  England  beyond  fea,  having 
a  pafTe  dated  on  fuch  a  day  from  the  councill ;  and  it  was  very  like,  that  the  fame  was  go- 
ing for  a  fpye,  becaufe  he  had  great  intereft  with  Thurloe  the  fecretary,  to  whom  he  had 
difcovered  fome  Irifhmen  delTein,  who  had  great  things  in  hand  for  the  king's  fervice 
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A.  D.   165^.  and  continuing,  faid,  that  as  for  him,  he  would  not  doe  any  thing  againft  mee,  but  that  there 
(.^^/"NJ  were  many  officious  perfons  to  the  king  ready  to  hurt  mee,  if  I  fhould  not  withdraw  very 
ihortly  ;  and  foe  went  away,  hearing  no  anfwer  from  mee.     Then  enquiring  who  was  that 
auncient  man,  it  was  told  me,  that  he  was  one  mr.  Nicholas,  fecretary  to  k.  C.  I  thinking 
that  there  was  not  fecurity  for  mee,  I  departed  the  next  day  from  thence  for  Aken,  where 
the  baths  are.     I  humbly  thought  fit  to  give   your  honor  notice   of  the  premices.  I  di- 
refted  my  letter  to  Bruffelles  for  mr.  Boftock  of  London,  and  from  Aken  I  went  to  Spa  ; 
then  did  I  write  again  to  your  honor,  which  letter  I  hope  your  honor  hath  received  ;  but 
fmce  the  fending  of  the  fame  mr.  Manly  being   at  Spa,  hath  told  the   rhingrave,  gover- 
nor of  Maeftrich,  that  we  departed  together  from  Dover  for  Flanders,  and  that  I  hade 
bedh  at  Ceulen  ;  whereupon  the  faid   rhinegrave  did  fend  for  mee,  and  queftioned  mee 
very  much,  wether  I  was  not  my  lord  proteftor's  fpie,  giving  him   notice  of  things  that 
I  had  feen  and  heard  by  the  way  ;  and  having  given  him  fatisfaftion  upon  his  queftions, 
I  told  him  that  I  marveilled  much,  who  had  given  him  fuch  an  imprelTion.     Then  ceafed 
•  he,  afking  pardon,  and  faying,  that  it  was  onely  by  curiofity,  he  having  no  more  to  fay, 
in  as  much  as  my  lord  proteftor  and  he  were  in  peace,  and  foe  departed  civilly  from  me  ; 
and  taking  leave  from  him,  I  went  from  Spa  to  BrulTelle  for  my  returning  to  England,  and 
enquired  wether  my  faid  former  letter  concerning  the  premices   was   received  there  in  its 
time,  and  fent  to  England  ;  but  was  told  me,  that  they  had  not  received  fuch  a  letter. 
Then  I  conceive,  that  the  faid  letter  hath  been  intercepted  by  the  way,  having  not  been 
diredted  to  its  addrefle. 

From  the  city  of  Louvain  to  Antwerpe  round  about  Bruflell,  I  have  found  upon  the 
way  more  then  thirty  thoufand  countrymen  all  armed,  who  having  received  command 
from  the  archiduc  to  meet  at  Bruflell  under  the  comte  Bruny.  Many  others  doe  come  at 
all  howrs,  in  as  much  that  within  15  days,  they  being  in  a  huge  number  fhall  joingn  the 
archiduc,  being  now  about  the  city  of  Monts,  much  prefled  by  the  French  king  two 
miles  of 

The  queen  of  Swede  is  going  veri  fhortly  to  Ceulen,  and  k.  C.  to  Aken  ;  and  doubt- 
lefle  fhee  and  k.  C.  fliall  meet  fome  where  without  knowing  one  another. 

It  is  much  talk,  that  the  king  of  Spain  will  fell  the  duche  of  Limbourg  to  the  ftate 
generall  of  the  Loe  Countrey,  which  thing  fhall  put  Maeftrick  and  many  other  places  in 
fecurity  for  the  faid  ftate.  Some  beleeve,  that  they  fhall  make  a  permutation  in  this 
manner,  that  the  ftate  fhall  give  to  the  faid  king  thefe  places  which  they  hold,  and  have 
in  hand  of  the  duche  of  Gueldria  for  the  duche  of  Limbourg. 

Thofe  that  I  have  feen  at  Spa  were  mr.  D'Opdam  amiral  of  Holland,  baron  Brederode, 
the  rhinegrave,  comte  Machau,  governor  of  Rees,  all  for  the  ftates  generall.  Marquis 
St.  Eftienne,  lieutenant  of  prince  Conde,  the  due  Darfchot,  comte  Grobendour,  governor 
of  Limbourg,  with  their  ladyes,  and  my  lord  Duns,  with  many  other  of  lower  condition 
and   fexe.

A  paper  concerning  major  Robert  Walters. 

vol      ■         T  DOE  beleeve,  that  aboute  June  .  .  .  54,  major  Robert  Walters  was  very  ac6live  in 
p.  2^0^'  '       X  contryving   and   profecuteinge  the  late   infurreftion  (efpiciallyj   in  Yorkfhire,   from 
whence  the  faid  Walters  came  up  to  London  feverall  tymes  in  company  of  one  Nicholas 
Armorer,  who  is  cup-bearer  to  the  princefs  off  Orange. 

And  in  the  tyme  of  their  being  at  London,  every  three  or  fower  days  removed  lodgings 
(except  at  a  chamber  in  the  Temple,  whear  the  faid  Armorer  was  bedfellow  with  colonell 
Grey)  whear  I  have  feen  feverall  gentlemen,  as  fir  Thomas  Armftronge,  the  lord  Byron, 
one  Read,  and  divers  others  I  knew  nott ;  and  att  that  tyme  of  his  lodginge  there,  mr. 
Nicho.  Bethell,  (who  I  thinke  lives  at  or  near  Pluckley  in  Kent)  brought  me  100 1.  in 
gold  from  the  faid  Walters,  to  deliver  to  the  faid  Armorer,  which  I  did. 

Some   tyme  affter  Walters  borrowed  ten  pound  of  mee,  to  be   repaid  mee  by  fir  Ri. 

Mauleverer   of  Allerfton,  in  Yorkfhire  ;  butt  faylinge  aboute  5  weeks  affter  goeing  to 

Edminton,  the  faid  W  alters  overtooke  mee  accidentally,  and  at  the  next  inn  repaid  mee. 

I  perceav'd  hee  had  greate  ftore  of  money  and  gold  by  him,  and   was  armed  with  a  har- 

2  quebuflfe 
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quebufie  and  piftolls,  and  earneftly  Intreated  me,  I  would  not  take  any  notice,  that  I  fee  A.  D.  1655; 
him,  tor  that  noe  body  knew  hee  was  at  London,  and  how  that  hee  came  up  in  his  C^VNJ 
fhowes. 

After  the  ryfinge,  underftanding  that  the  faid  Walters  was  fled,  I  tooke  fome  payns, 
and  found  him  -,  and  hee  being  at  Gravefend  to  make  his  efcape  for  Rotterdam  in  JuJy 
laft,  hee  tould  mee  feverall  paflages  of  the  laite  ryfing,  viz. 

1.  I  afking  him,  if  the  aprehendinge  of  Gerrard  and  others  wear  nott  a  difcourage- 
ment  to  them,  hee  faid  noe,  they  concern'd  them  nott,  they  wear  of  themfelves. 

2.  I  then  aflced  him,  if  they  ftiould  nott  have  rifen  fooner  :  hee  fayd,  hee  had  three 
feverall  tymes  been'  countermanded  by  the  councell  after  hee  had  abfolutely  apointed  the 
days,  and  that  the  deputys,  as  hee  called  them,  of  the  bilhopric  of  Durham,  Northum- 
berland, and  the  north  of  Yorkfhire,  had  been  with  him,  and  had  given  him  an  accompt  of 
theyre  readineffe,  and  that  hee  believed  foe  many  countermands  difcouradg'd  them  foe  far, 
that  itt  hindered  foe  generall  a  ryfinge  as  would  have  been  at  firft. 

3.  And  that  hee  had  a  lift  of  above  1500  gentlemen  and  others  that  engaidg'd  in  the 
counties  above  (of  which  the  tenth  apeared  nott)  which  lift  hee  tore  in  a  wood  near 
Barkway,  when  hee  maid  his  efcape  from  Lockyer. 

4.  And  that  when  hee  borrowed  the  10 1.  of  mee  hee  went  for  Collen,  and  flayed 
theyre  4  dayes,  and  that  the  kinge  gave  him  30  peeces  to  bear  his  charges  and  commif- 
fions  with  which  he  ingaged  the  Yorklhire  gentlemen, 

5.  That  one  duke  Darcy  went  to  Rotterdam  aboute  July  laft  in  a  ftiip  (whofe  maifter 
is  brother  to  Nicho.  Jafper)  and  now  lives  at  St.  Katherine. 

6.  And  that  the  lord  Fayrfax  of  Denton  promifed  them  100  men  and  other  afTiftance, 
but  hee  thought  hee  did  them  noe  good. 

I  verylie  beleeve  that  upon  aflTurance  of  life  hee  would  devulge  whatfoever  concerned 
that  buefinefle,  and  who  wear  engaidged  in  itt,  which  perchance  may  bee  of  more  confe- 
quence  then  his  life.

Right   honorable, 

ISHOUD  take  it  for  a  great  favour,  if  I  might  by  a  few  lines  from  you  by  this  bearer  Vol.  xxix. 
underftand   fomething  of  his  highnes   pleafure  concerning   the   buifnes  at  Hambroh,  p.  334. 
and  in  Holland  relating  to  the  merchants  adventurers,  which  I  made  bould  particularly  to 
mention  in  my  laft  unto  you,  which  v/as  left   by  the    bearer  the  lafte  weeke   with   mr. 
Fayrebanke. 

Yefterday  I  receaved  from  our  commiflioners  the  refolution  of  the  ftats  of  Holland 
delivered  them  at  the  breaking  up  of  theyr  laft  aflTembly,  whereof  I  thought  it  my  duety 
to  fend  you  a  coppy,  togeather  with  a  tranflation  thereof  in  Englifti,  which  you  will 
find  a  poore  empty  thing,  all  our  former  ancient  priviledges  granted,  and  feveral  times 
confirmed  by  the  ftats  generall,  being  holden  in  fufpence  ;  wherof  if  his  highnes  pleafe  to 
fliew  his  refentment  unto  the  ambaffadors,  and  to  infift  uppon  it  in  the  negotiation  now 
on  foot  with  the  Dutch  ambafladors,  I  beleeve  they  will  be  brought  to  a  better  under- 
ftanding. 

However,  if  his  highnes  pleafe  to  make  good  what  he  hath  gracioufly  written  to  the 
townes  of  Rotterdam,  and  Dort,  for  their  encouragement,  which  is  to  reduce  all  the  trade 
in  the  woollen  manufaftures  of  England  to  one  of  thofe  townes,  which  we  fliall  agree 
•with,  that  towne  will  mayntaine  us  in  all  our  ancient  grants  and  priviledges  ;  and  if  it 
ftiall  be  thought  fitt  to  reduce  the  trade  of  Scotland  alfo  to  our  mart  towne,  which  is  now 
in  Zealand  (who  love  us  not,  being  wedded  to  the  Orange  partie)  it  would  bee  a  great 
ob!i<?ation  uppon  that  towne.  All  which  I  doe  humbly  fubmitt  to  your  confideration  j 
and  remayne

Rome,  Auguft  28,  1655.     [N.  S.]. 
My  lord, 

A.  D.  1655.  rr^HE  fiege  of  Pavia,  of  whofe  good  fuccefs  none  doubts  here,  and  the  marching  of 
O^^v/^NJ  A  the  perfon  of  the  king  into  Flanders  at  the  head  of  his  army,  did  afford  the  fulleft 
affembly,  that  was  ever  feen  upon  a  day  of  St.  Lewis,  where  not  one  cardinal  was  miffing  ; 
and  monfieur  the  cardinal  de  Retz  himfelf  came  alfo  uninvited. 

The  pidlure  of  the  king  armed  and  crowned  with  laurel  on  horfeback,  which  I  had 
received  out  of  France  a  few  days  before,  and  which  was  fet  over  the  gate  of  the  church, 
gave  fo  much  admiration  and  aflfeftion  to  all  the  people  of  Rome,  that  the  like  was 
never  feen.  Now  that  the  treaty  of  peace  of  thofe  of  the  ValHes  hath  been  figned,  the 
lord  proteftor  muft  find  out  fome  other  pretence,  if  he  will  defer  the  figning  of  yours. 

TheSpanifh  fleet,  confifting  of  18  men  of  war,  and  15  gallies,  fet  fail  a  while  fince 
from  the  gulph  of  la  Spetie,  where  it  had  lain  a  fortnight,  with  an  intention  to  have 
landed  the  men  at  San  Pier  d' Arena,  and  to  have  marched .  from  thence  for  Milan  -,  but 
arriving  at  Porto  Fino,  and  underftanding,  that  our  fleet  was  at  fea,  thofe  that  commanded 
the  Spanifh  did  not  think  fit  to  proceed  any  further,  although  they  were  not  far  from  the 
place  they  were  bound  to,  yet  they  returned  back  to  the  faid  gulph  of  Spetie  from  whence 
they  came.  In  the  mean  time  they  write  from  Genoa,  that  the  duke  of  Vendofme  is  ar- 
rived at  Caplorio,  where  he  may  eafily  hinder  the  landing  of  their  men,  and  obtain 
fome  further  advantage  upon  the  enemy.

and  by  them,  hath  been  fince  fully  executed,  the  troops  of  either  fide  being  withdrawn, 
and  the  prifoners  releafed  ;  and  likewife  the  inhabitants  of  both  religions  have  vifited  one 
another,  and  embraced  each  other  with  many  exprefllons  of  love  and  joy,  which  they 
have  of  being  reunited  together,  and  brought  under  the  obedience  of  their  fovereign,  I 
did  not  retire  myfelf  fromPignerol,  till  I  had  feen  all  things  thus  eftablifhed  and  confirmed.

Vol.  xxix.       T  WAS  not  a  little  furprifed,  when  a  letter,  which  you   wrote  to  the  cardinal  Mazarin, 
p  152.  ■■-  fell  into  my  hands.     I  fend  you  a  copy  thereof,  to  the  end  you  may  fee,  that  I  have  a 

fmall  caufe  to  complain  of  you.  I  will  never  think  it  ftrange,  that  you  get  upon  as  many 
advantages  as  you  are  able,  if  they  be  true  ones  ;  but  to  fee  in  a  letter,  figned  and  fealed 
by  your  own  hand,  that  the  retreat,  which  we  made  lately,  was  fo  precipitated,  that  our 
laft  fquadron  was  forced  to  remain  over  the  river ;  that  I  have  left  our  canon  at  Valen- 
ciennes ;  and  that  I  fhould  have  faid,  that  I  had  had  a  great  conteft  with  the  Spaniards ; 
and  that  I  did  advife  to  remain  in  the  poft  of  Valenciennes  -,  thefe  are  things  fo  remote 
from  the  truth,  that  unlefs  I  did  perfeftly  know  your  hand,  I  fhould  not  have  believed  that 
this  letter  had  come  from  you.  I  only  fpoke  to  the  lords,  the  earls  of  Guiche  and  of 
Vivone,  the  prince  of  Marfillac,  and  fome  others,  who  were  all  of  them  perfons  of  too 
much  honour  to  fay  that  I  ever  fpake  to  them  of  any  conteft,  as  you  fay  ;  and  I  do 
willingly  fubmit  to  their  teftimonies ;  and  if  you  had  been  at  the  head  of  your  troops, 
as  I  was  in  the  rear  of  mine,  you  would  have  feen,  that  our  laft  fquadron  did  not 
fwim  over  the  river.  I  thought,  to  fatisfy  what  I  owe  to  my  honour,  that  I  was  bound 
to  write  this  unto  you,  and  to  defire  you,  that  when  you  fpeak  of  any  aftion  another 
time,  wherein  I  have  a  fhare,  that  you  will  fpeak  the  truth.  I  have  ftill  done  the  fame 
in  thofe,  wherein  you  have  been  interefted,  and  when  you  ferved  under  me ;  and  fince  we 
have  waged  war  one  againft  another,  I  Ihall  always  continue  to  do  the  fame,  and  will  be,  &:c.

I  SEND  you  the  copy  of  a  letter,  which  monfieur  de  Turenne  did  write  to  the  cardinal  A.  D,  1655. 
Mazarin,  whereof  the  original  is  fallen  into  my  hands,  whereby  you  will  fee  what  he  faith  (./"yXJ 
of  that  which  pad  lately  in  our  retreat.     I  believe  if  you  had  had  the  van,  you  would  not  ^°^'  ™^' 
have  fpoken  atter  that  manner,  for  you  would  have  feen   it ;  or  if  you  could  not  have  P'  '^  " 
arriv'd  foon  enough,  you  would   have  informed  your  felf  by  perfons,   that   fhould  have 
feen  it.     He  faith,  that  we  were  fo   clofe   purfued,  that  my  laft  fquadron  was  forced  to 
fwim  over  the  river ;  that  we  left  our  cannon  at  Valenciennes,  in  regard  I  could  not 
bring   it   with   us  ;  and  that  I  had  faid,  that  I  had  had  a  great  conteft  with  the  Spaniards 
to  remain  in  our  poit.  For  the  laft  I  take  to  witnefs  the  prince  of  Marfillac,  earl  of  Guiche, 
of  Puyguillen,  and  others,  whether  I  ever  fpoke  to  them  ;  and  yet  they  are  thofe  alone, 
whom  I  fpoke  to  in  the  march.     As   for  our  cannon,  we   were  fo  little  preft,  that  we 
fhould  have  been  veiy  miferable  to  have  left  them  behind  us.     And  as  for  my  laft  fqua- 
dron's  fwiinming  over  the  river,  I  can  affure  you,  that  they  were  not  obliged  to  dry  them- 
felves  after  they  had  paft  the  river ;  and  that  we  did  not  break  our  bridge  till  long  time 
after  that  we  were  gotten  over.     I  do  not  tell  you  all  this,  to  draw  any  advantage  from 
our  retreat.     I  do  only  tell  it  you,  that  you  may  not  take  any  falfe  impreflion  from  what 
monfieur  de  Turenne  may  impart  unto  you.     I  do  not  demand  either  praife  or  contempt. 
I  defire  the  continuation  of  your  amity,  and  befeech  you  to  believe  me,  that  I  am,  &c.     ,

WH  O  faith,  that  upon  the  monday  morning,  which  the  late  infurredlion  began  Vol  xxix. 
upon  at  Salift)ury,  when  the  judges  were  feized  by  the  cavalier  party,  there  came  P-  446= 
one  Jethro  Tull,  fervant  to  mr,  Thomas  HufTey  of  Hungerford-park,  to  the  faid  Hufhborne 
Tarent,  to  the  houfe  of  one  Thomas  Widley,  farmer  of  the  parfonage  there  under  mr. 
Hughes,  and  aflced  for  the  faid  Thomas  Widley  ;  and  his  wife  anfwering,  that  he  was  gone 
for  Salifbury,  to  the  affizes  there,  upon  a  trial  he  had  before  the  judges  ;  to  which  the 
faid  Tull  anfwered,  tufh,  there  would  be  no  affizes  at  all,  or  words  to  that  effeft.  And 
then  he  demanded  the  rent  due  to  his  mafter  for  the  faid  farm  (which  ufed  to  be  paid 
to  the  vicar,  as  an  augmentation)  and  did  receive  the  fame ;  and  gave  his  acquittance  for 
it.  This  the  informant  had  by  the  relation  of  the  wife  of  the  faid  Thomas  Widley, 
within  a  quarter  of  an  hour  after  the  faid  Tull  was  gone  ;  who  alfo  told  this  informant, 
that  he  drank  the  health  of  Charles  Stuart  at  the  houfe.  And  further  faith,  that  the 
faid  Tull  went  from  HuftDborne  to  Winchefter,  to  gather  up  money,  as  he  was  informed.

May  it  please  your  highnes, 
A.  D,  '^55- TV /TY  laft  was  of  the  13th  of  Auguft,  advifeing  that  the  8th  day  the  Venis  bayley, 
•uqIxx^S^  i-VX  accompanied  with  the  French  ambafador,  had  private  audience  with  the  vizere, 
_  '^^  '  defireing  that  the  old  bayley  might  bee  fent  away  from  Andranople,  and  that  fome  ac- 
comodation myght  bee  made  betweene  them  and  the  Turke,  to  which  the  vizere  feemed 
verie  willinge.  The  next  day  being  the  9th  hee  vifited  the  Muftee.  "Within  few  howers 
aft^r  hee  had  given  that  vifitt  the  vizere  was  changed,  foe  that  theire  worke  is  now  to 
beginn  againe,  they  as  well  as  all  other  Chriftians  haveinge  loft  a  good  freind.  Hee 
hath  bine  in  feare  of  his  life  ever  fince  hee  hath  bine  vizere,  and  no  man  thought  hee 
would  have  contineued  foe  long  as  hee  did  :  hee  is  gonn  from  hence  into  Damafcus.  The 
reafon  why  hee  was  put  out  of  place,  and  fente  hence  in  fuch  haft,  is,  becaufe  Hufan  aga 
with  a  fonn  of  Ipfher  bafha  is  now  come  to  Angora  with  a  greate  body  of  horfe,  and 
demands  the  perfon  of  the  vizere,  as  being  the  cheefe  man  that  had  a  hand  in  cutting  of 
Ipfher  bafha.  As  yet  the  new  vizere  is  not  fetled  in  his  place,  foe  cannot  give  you  any 
accompt  what  hee  intends  to  doe,  or  whether  hee  will  give  eare  to  thofe  of  Tunis,  or 
not.  Soe  foone  as  any  thinge  offers  in  that  bufines,  I  fhall  not  faile,  according  to  my 
duty,  to  advife  thereof.  I  further  aded,  that  the  Turke  had  ordered  the  buylding  of 
forty  fhipps  for  the  next  yeare's  fervice  ;  that  fir  Thomas  Bendefh  had  fente  to  falute  the 
new  vizere,  and  foe  foone  as  could  hav  audience  intended  to  carrie  him  his  prefente  -,  and 
that  one  of  fir  Thomas  Bendilh  his  fervants,  as  itt  is  fayd,  jefting  with  another  with  a 
fowleing  peece,  fliot  his  confort  in  the  head,  foe  that  hee  dyed  prefently. 

The  aforefayd  lines  is  coppie  of  what  then  writ  •,  fince  which  thofe  of  Tunis  have  bine 
with  the  new  vizere,  and  made  theire  laments,  defireing,  that  they  myght  bee  permited 
to  prefent  a  petition  unto  the  grand  feigneur  concerning  the  fayd  bufines  ;  unto  which 
theire  requeft  the  new  vizere  hath  given  them  the  fame  anfwer  the  old  one  did,  which 
was,  that  as  yet  it  is  not  tyme.  Soe  it  is  fayd,  that  they  doe  intend  fuddainlie  to  returne 
back  for  Tunis,  leaveing  thofe  here,  which  fhall  profecute  the  bufines,  when  they  i^nde  a 
conveniente  tyme.  The  grand  feigneur  hath  given  them  fix  peece  of  brafs  ordnance, 
which  they  are  to  place  in  that  caftle,  from  whence  your  highnes  fhall  *  *  *  them,  they 
haveing  complained  that  for  want  of  fuch  greate  ordnance,  they  could  not  defende  them- 
felves  againft  the  fhipps.  The  1 6th  of  this  month  the  Venis  bayley  was  fente  for  by 
the  vizere,  and  all  men  thought  that  hee  *****  backe  againe  to  Andranople  ;  but  itt 
appears,  that  there  is  no  fuch  *******  but  the  new  vizere  feemed  to  fhew  him 
more  favor  then  ******  for  that  it  cleerlie  appeares,  that  the  Turks  would  wil- 
linglie  have  ********  the  Venetian  upon  reafonable  termes,  they  begining  nov/ 
to  feare  the  Mufcovite,  who  it  feems  is  not  farr  from  Buda,  a  fronteir  garrifon  of  theirs  ; 
and  one  the  other  fide  the  French  kinge  not  longe  fince  writ  to  the  grand  feigneur  and  the 
vizere  in  favour  of  the  Venetian.  And  indeed  the  French  ambafador  is  the  cheefe 
caufe  of  the  Venis  bayley's  being  detained,  as  I  have  underftood,  and  itt  was  thus  :  the 
French  ambafador  treated  with  the  vizere  for  a  peace  to  bee  made  with  the  Venetian  : 
the  vizere  promifes,  that  if  an  ambafador  were  fent  from  Venis,  hee  fhould  bee  fivillie 
ufed  ;  and  if  they  could  not  agree,  hee  fhould  have  fafe  conduft  backe.  Hereupon  the 
French  ambafador  being  confidente  of  performance  of  what  the  vizere  had  promifed,  hee 
writes  to  Venis,  and  thereupon  they  fente  their  ambafador.  When  hee  comes -here,  his 
demands  were  fuch,  as  the  Turke  would  not  liften  unto.  Finding  it  to  bee  foe,  hee  de- 
fired  fafe  conduck  backe  againe,  according  unto  what  they  had  promifed  the  French 
ambafador  ;  but  the  French  ambafador  not  haveing  a  hatta  fheref,  which  is  the  grand 
feigneur's  comand,  the  vizere  denies  what  was  promifed  ;  and  inftead  of  fending  the 
Venis  bayley  backe  with  a  fafe  conduckt,  have  kept  him  with  a  fafe  guard  at  Andranople ; 
which  bufines  caufeth  the  French  kinge  to  bee  fomethat  urgent  with  the  grand  feigneur 
for  the  freeing  of  the  bayley  •,  and  the  French  ambafador  hath  and  doth  take  greate 
paines  therein,  and  is  the  only  caufe  of  his  flaying  here,  and  as  yet  nothing  effedled. 

Hufan  aga,  which  was  comeing  for  this  porte  with  a  large  body  of  horfe,  to  have 
made  demands  for  the  hfe  of  Ipfher  bafha,  is  forced  to  retreate,  the  people  aboute  Angora 
being  rifne  to  oppofe  him. 

The  captain  bafha  is  gonn  againe  to  Malvafer  in  hopes  to  releeve  it ;  but  it  is  hoped, 
that  the  Venetian  may  have  takne  it  ere  this.  Thus  with  my  prayers  unto  God,  that  hee 
would  dired  you  in  aD  your  waighty  afFayres,  unto  whofe  protedlion  I  commit  you,  and

[Y  laft  unto  you  was  of  the  24th  current,  giving  you  notice,  that  the  Thollon  fleete  Vol.xxix, 
was  on  departure,  and  they  att  prefent  only  attend  a  fayre  wind,  and  pretends  to  feeke  P"  544' 
the  Naples  fleete  to  fight  them  -,  but  it  is  moft  probable,  they  are  defigned  for  Barfe- 
lona,  in  regard  the  wind  is  att  prefent  contrary  to  carry  them  thether.  The  duke  Mer- 
kures  order  is  revoked,  fo  hee  embarkes  not  to  command  under  his  father.

wifhers  to  his  highnes  and  the  flate,  are  conflrayned  to  keepe  oure  perfons  and  houfes 
well  guarded  to  fafe  ourefelves  from  the  fury  of  thofe  rude  poeple.  How  long  oure 
trobles  in  this  nature  will  continew,  we  cannott  yett  imagine.  Heare  is  advice,  that 
the  Spaniards  hath  had  a  greate  defeat  in  Cattalonia,  and  that  Pavia  in  Italy  is  furrendred 
to  the  duke  of  Modena  for  the  French.  If  the  Thollon  fleete  meet  with  thofe  of  Naples, 
it's  fupofcd  wil  bee  to  weake  for  them,  they  having  butt  19  fhips  of  warr,  and  fix  fyre 
ihips  ;  and  thofe  of  Naples  are  20  fhips  of  warr,  and  14  gallyes.  Noe  Portugall  fhips 
of  warr  as  yett  arrived.

BOTH  armies  being  joined  marched  towards  Lublin,  feeking  an  enemy,  but  behold  Vol.  xxx, 
there  meeteth  them  unexpeftedly  a  nobleman  of  Poland,  one  of  the  king's  bedchamber,  P-  37- 
■with  letters  from  the  king,  in  which  he  complains  of  the  Swedes  expedition  fo  fuddenly 
undertaken  againft  him,  efpecially  at  fuch  a  time,  when  he  was  affaulted  in  fo  many  parts 
of  his  kingdom  by  the  cruelty  of  favage  enemies;  and  though  he  was  not  confcious,  wherein 
any  of  his  family  had  in  the  leaft  offended  the  king  of  Swedeland,  yet  he  would  not  re- 
fufe  a  parly  with  him,  either  in  perfbn  or  by  an  embaffador,  if  fo  be  the  king  and  his 
army  would  but  make  a  halt,  and  come  on  no  further.     That  for  his  part,  he  was  prepared

High  and  well-born  count,  my  gracious  lord,  and  mighty  patron, 

THESE  days  we  got  advice  here,  as  if  a  treaty  fhould  be  in  hand  betwixt  his 
royal  majefty,  our  moft  gracious  king  and  lord,  and  the  king  of  Poland,  which  the 
latter  has  obtained,  as  it  is  faid,  by  a  deputation,  and  efpecially  by  the  colonel  Pazcirifky, 
and  with  tears  and  fupplications.  And  that  for  this  purpofe  mr.  Leczinfky  was  fome 
days  ago  gone  to  the  Polifh  camp  by  the  way  of  Thorn  from  Marienburgh.  How  far 
this  faid  treaty  will  be  carried  on,  we  muft  fee.  So  much  is  certain,  that  his  royal  majefty 
our  moft  gracious  king,  is  in  full  march  againft  the  Poles,  and  lyeth  but  a  fmall  diifance 
from  them,  with  the  grofs  of  his  army  and  forces,  fo  that  perhaps,  as  fome  people  will 
have,  a  battle  may  have  happened  already,  if  the  Polander  has  but  had  refoJution  enough 
to  iiand  it,  and  thus  all  may  be  over  already.  Laft  funday  his  excellency  the  lord  field- 
m.arefchal  general,  and  vice  admiral  of  the  realm,  arrived  here  in  the  road,  with  the 
whole  fleet,  and  after  he  had  acquainted  the  magiftrates  by  me  of  his  arrival,  and  given 
them  notice,  that  he  was  ordered  by  his  royal  majefty  to  lay  with  the  fleet  here,  in  this 
Polifh  harbour,  and  there  to  take  a  toll  from  thofe  that  trade  to  Dantzick,  till  the  city 
had  compounded  and  fettled  matters  with  his  faid  majefty ;  he  weighed  anchor,  and  went 
into  the  Pantfker  bay,  4  or  5  miles  from  hence,  and  there  difimbarked  the  troops  he  had 
on  board,  which,  as  it  was  reported  yefterday,  have  made  themfelves  already  mafters  of 
the  Pautfke,  and  thus  have  taken  a  very  good  place,  wherein  they  may  fortify  themfelves 
and  make  the  beft  ufe  of  the  circumjacent  quarters  of  CafTubia.  The  waywode'  of  Po- 
merellia,  mr.  Ludwig  Weyer,  as  it  is  faid,  was  upon  the  march  with  fome  hundreds  of 
troops,  to  relieve  the  place,  but  came  too  late.  Juft  now  we  get  the  news  by  the  way 
-of  Thorn,  that  the  Poles  are  beaten,  and  that  the  Mazurian  troops  were  entirely  deftroyed, 
and.  the  reft  of  the  troops  furrounded,  fo  that  but  few  will  be  able  to  efcape.  His  royal 
majefty  had   taken  Lowitz  already,   and  the    king  of  Poland  was  retired  with  a  fmall 

number  to on  the  frontiers  of  Silefia.     The  Dantzickers  have  refolved  to  give  to 

his  majefty  no  toll,  and  accordingly  have  fhut  up  already  the  cuftom-houfe  here,  fo  that 
all  navigation  for  this  year  is  over  and  prohibited.  After  recommending  your  lordfhip 
moft  humbly  to  the  divine  proteftion,   I  remain

no  fubjefts  of  this  ftate,  do  join  with  the  faid  Venetian  fleet.  This  the  faid  refident  is 
to  make  known  in  the  name  of  their  high  and  mighty  lordfhips,  where  it  is  requifite.

p.  520.  confequently  that  thofe  of  the  admiralty  of  Amfterdam  have  ill   advifed  and  fpared  the 

truth,  when  they  faid,  that  the  great  fhips  lately  built  were  not  proper  for  the  faid  Bakick 
fea.  -  However  he  faid  likewife,  that  in  all  the  Bakick  there  were  no  fit  harbours  or  ports 
for  the  faid  great  fhips,  except  Copenhagen  and  Wifmar.  Some  think,  that  the  vice- 
admiral  faid  that  to  pleafe  the  lord  of  Opdam,  who  doth  defire  and  will  go  admjral 
in  the  great  fhip  built  at  Rotterdam. 

The  lord  Rofenvinge  hath  caufed  to  be  made  known  by  the  lord  prefident,  that 
he  hath  heard,  that  they  had  refolved  to  fend  an  extraordinary  fleet  for  the  Sound  \  that 
by  the  treaty  of  alliance  it  is  faid,  that  that  cannot  be  done,  without  firft  giving  notice 
thereof  to  the  king  of  Denmark  his  mailer.  Thereupon  it  is  refolved  to  write  about  it  to 
monfieur  de  Vries,  refident  of  this  ftate. 

There  hath  been  likewife  again  fpoken  of  fending,  as  well  into  Sweden  and  Poland,  as 
into  Denmark. 

The  council  of  ftate  hath  caufed  to  be  read  in  the  ftates  general  a  deduflion,  juftifying 
their  proceedings  concerning  the  commerce  of  Gemert. 

Auguft  30. 

Yefterday  there  came  a  letter  from  thofe  of  the  admiralty  of  Amfterdam,  remonftrat- 
ing,  that  they  begun  to  equip  the  fleet,  and  would  haften  it ;  but  defiring  to  furnifh  it 
with  iron  guns,  which  the  ftates  of  Holland  have  in  abundance  in  Amfterdam,  it  was  re- 
fufed  them,  although  they  offer  to  accept  them  in  payment  of  thofe  fums,  which  Holland 
owes  them. 

Item,  they  defired  to  know,  whether  they  fliould  fend  the  16  ftiips,  one  after  another, 
as  foon  as  they  are  ready,  towards  the  Sound  ;  or  whether  they  fliall  be  fent  in  a  fleet  all 
together.  Whereupon  it  was  refolved,  they  fliould  proceed  to  the  equipping  of  them, 
and  they  would  fend  them  word  afterwards,  what  they  flaould  do  with  them  ;  to  which 
end  the  affembly  of  Holland  is  to  meet  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  week.  Many 
yet  believe,  that  nothing  will  come  of  this  fleet. 

This  day  was  read  the  news  of  the  taking  of  Vilna  by  afl^ault  by  the  Mufcovites  9 
and  that  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh  hath  been  obliged  to  agree  with  the  Swede, 
by  fuftering  half  of  the  garrifons  of  the  Memel,  Pillauw,  andLantfl?ergen  to  be  Swedes; 
fo  that  the  treaty  made  with  this  ftate  will  be  of  little  ufe.  And  this  is  the  recompencc 
for  Amfterdam's  flattering  fo  much  the  faid  eleftor. 

The  lord  Beuningen  is  ftill  abfent  •,  the  lord  raet  penfionary  likewife,  although  that 
Holland  be  prefident. 

Of  the  fending  into  Denmark  is  at  prefent  altum  filientium  ;  at  leaft  it  doth  feem  to 
grow  very  cold,  fince  that  the  lord  Beuningen  doth  abfent  himfelf ;  and  no  prefllng  doth 
come  from  Amfterdam.

The  refident  of  Poland  hath  exhibitted  and  delivered  the  enclofed  letter  of  credence 
into  the  hands  of  the  lord  prefident,  without  demanding  audience,  having  only  required 
commiflioners  to  confer  with  him.  Whereupon  it  is  refolved,  that  he  fliall  have  for 
commiflioners  the  lord  de  la  Capelle,  and  others  formerly  named  for  the  bufinefs  of 
Sweden  and  of  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh. 

The  lord  Beuningen  is  not  yet  come  hither. 

The  mlnifters  of  Denmark  have  given  a  vifit  to  the  prefident,  difcourfing  that  they 
had  heard  much  of  an  extraordinary  fleet,  which  was  making  ready  to  be  fent  to  the 
Sound  ;  that  they  did  not  know  how  the  king  their  mafter  would  take  that  •,  that  they 
had  no  order  to  fpeak  of  it,  but  that  they  fpoke  of  it  of  themfelves  ;  and  that  they  did 
conceive,  that  it  would  caufe  great  jealoufy  to  Sweden ;  and  that  the  king  of  Den- 
mark being  upon  good  terms  with  Swedeland,  in  all  likelihood  would  not  give  any  diftafte 
to  Sweden,  But  in  regard  they  declared,  they  had  no  order  from  the  king,  and  that 
they  did  not  fpeak  it  to  have  it  reported  in  the  aflfembly  of  the  ftates  general,  the  lord 
refident  hath  not  made  any  report  thereof  to  the  aflfembly,  but  doth  referve  it  till  the 
next  fitting  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  which  will  be  the  feventh  of  September.

There  hath  not  yet  been  any  conference  with  the  refident  of  Poland,  in  purfuance  of  a.  D.  165  j. 
his  letter  of  credence.  He  hath  fignified,  that  he  is  not  well ;  and  that  the  conference  ^yVsj 
may  be  deferred  till  friday. 

There  was  difcourfe  in  the  affembly,  that  the  faid  refident  doth  aft  a  little  coolly,  and 
fome  doubt,  whether  he  be  well  fatisfied  with   the  king. 

On  the  behalf  of  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh,  the  dates  general  are  required  to  write 
to  the  great  duke  of  Mufcovy,  and  to  defire  him,  that  he  would  fpare  the  territories  of 
PrufTia  and  others  belonging  to  the  faid  eleftor,  who  is  allied  to  the  ftace.  There  is  yet 
nothing  refolved  upon  this;  and  one  may  fay  of  it,  as  that  in  Terence,  huic  ipft patrono 
opus  eft  quern  defenforem  paro. 

This  Hate  did  believe  to  have  gotten  a  great  antagonifl:  againft  Sweden  j  and  he  imploys 
the  afliftance  of  this  ftate,  yea  a  letter. 

The  lord  Beuningen  is  come  from  Amilerdam,  but  faith  nothing  of  fending  one  for 
Denmark. 

The  direftors  at  Rotterdam  have  writ  and  made  complaint,  that  thofe  of  the  admiralty 
will  not  fumilh  them  with  guns  and  other  necelTaries  for  the  three  fhips. 

September  2. 

That  which  we  had  to  day  from  the  private  correfpondent  at  Stetin,  goes  here  enclofed  j 
by  which  it  is  feen,  that  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh  hath  made  his  agreement;  but  the 
letters,  that  are  come  this  day  from  Berlin,  fpeak  the  contrary,  that  the  faid  duke  doth 
perfift  in  agreement  made  with  this  ftate.  That  the  lord  Wyman  will  return  fuddenly 
hither  with  the  ratification  ;    that  the  treaty  between  Sweden  and  the  eleftor  is  broke,  &c. 

The  fhips  going  upon  the  Maefe,  the  mafters  thereof  have  made  complaint  againft  the 
exaftions  of  the  Spaniards. 

Holland  hath  propounded  to  withdraw  the  troops  fent  to  the  garrifons  between  the 
Rhine  and  Eems. 

The  lord  Beuningen  doth  not  fpeak  a  word  more  of  his  going  for  Denmark.

There  is  a  letter  come  from  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh  himfelf  to  the  ftates  general, 
avouching  with  much  civility  the  treaty,  which  his  deputies  have  concluded  with  thofe 
of  this  ftate ;  and  that  he  will  fend  the  ratification  within  a  few  days  to  be  exchanged 
againft  that  of  this  ftate. 

There  is  advice  come  likewife,  that  the  lord  Brederode  being  come  to  his  houfe  of 
Peterfem  near  Maeftricht,  was  fallen  very  ill ;  and  that  in  twenty  four  hours  he  had  not 
been  feen  ;  and  that  there  was  much  lamenting  amongft  thofe  of  his  family ;  from  whence 
they  conclude,  that  he  is  dead ;  but  that  it  is  kept  private.  Holland  hath  endeavoured 
to  withdraw  at  leaft  the  horfe  (which  for  fear  of  the  Swedes  were  quartered  this  fumtner 
upon  the  frontiers  between  Eemes  and  the  Rhine)  to  their  old  garrifons  •,  but  the  other  pro- 
vinces are  not  willing  to  it  ;  to  declare  that  they  will  not  leave  to  Holland  the  free  difpofal 
of  thofe  companies  which  they  pray  for.

My  lord, 

THE  commiffioner  extraordinary,  whom  the  proteftor  of  England  hath  fent  into  Savoy,  y^^  ^^^j^^ 
of  whom  mention  is  made  in  your  letter  of  the  19th  of  the  laft  month,  had  not  p.  ^:o. 
only  a  long  difcourfe  with  his  eminence,  but  went  away  from  him  very  well  fatisfied,  and 
with  all  the  good  reception  which  was  made  him.  This  commiffioner,  I  fay,  is  departed 
to  continue  his  voyage,  condufted  by  the  courier  Heron  -,  notwithftanding  that  I 
Ihewed  him,  that  the  commotion  of  Savoy  was  accommodated,  his  royal  highnefs  hav- 
ing paft  over,  and  fubmitted  his  fenfe  and  his  difcontent  at  the  requeft  of  the  king  ;  and 
the  accommodation  was  brought  to  the  end  as  was  propofed,  through  the  addrefs  and 
good  conduft  of  my  lord  embaffador  Servien.  I  fhould  be  deceived,  if  by  the  poft  of 
Italy,  which  will  arrive  to  morrow  at  Paris,  he  doth  not  fend  me  a  copy  of  the  treaty  ;

Johnfon  may  go 
thither,  for  mr.  John  Ware  will  perfuade  him  to  quit  the  company  of  monfieur  Bretom. 
Much  talk  we  have  of  an  embalTador  come  to  Paris  well  attended,  who,  they  fay,  hath 
taken  a  lodging  Rue  de  Sene,  with  two  Swifs  at  his  door,  where  no  Englifh,  Scots,  or 
Irifh  may  enter,  but  only  French.  He  is  faid  to  be  a  gentleman  of  great  credit,  fcout- 
mafter  general,  and  called  Downing.  His  firft  pretence  was  for  Savoy :  now  men  giiefs 
(and  but  guefs)  that  he  means  to  refide  at  Paris.  Hence  moft  conclude,  that  the  next  news 
will  bring  the  defired  peace  between  England  and  France,  and  then  have  at  Flanders  the 
next  year  ;  which  if  France  get,  (as  who  fhould  hinder  them  ?)  Shortly  after  they  may  en- 
quire, how  they  do  in  the  United  Provinces. 

There  hath  been  a  great  flaughter  on  both  fides  in  Catalonia,  but  the  French  kept 
the  field.  France  alfo  hath  newly  taken  Conde  and  Ghillain,  with  lofs  of  many  of  their 
men.  They  now  think  to  fetch  contribution  to  the  gates  of  Bruflels,  and  quarter  a  great 
part  of  their  army  in  the  enemies  country.  The  king  of  France  is  much  delighted  to  be 
in  the  army.

I  WRIT  you  by  the  laft,  and  add  this  only  to  tell  you,  the  king  and  Court  will  be  herie 
on  tuefday  to  receive  the  duke  of  Mantua,  who  hath  forty  in  a  fair  livery.  The  em- 
bafTador  is  very  defirous  to  have  little  Diego  de  Blanco  for  his  firft  page,  who  is  as  fine 
a  lad  for  that  purpofe  as  any  is  in  France,  and  exceeds  all  others  for  his  modefty  and  kn- 
guages.  He  hath  promifed  to  carry  him  along  with  him  into  England,  whether  as  page 
or  no  ;  however  is  name  is  don  Diego  Blanco.  The  embafTador  knows  nothing  of  any 
relation  he  hath  to  you,  or  any  other,  but  only  that  he  is  a  knight's  fon,  well  born.  All 
men  here  admire  at  Holland's  laft  will,  but  I  not,  becaufe  I  never  faw  any  of  his  country 
to  decline  that  point  of  folly.  How  came  Holland  by  fo  much  ?  What  is  become  of 
mrs.  White  by  no  fliare  of  the  gettings  left  for  her  ^  I  cannot  well  think  how  fo  much 
could  be  well  had  on  a  fair  and  honourable  fcore.  Requiefcat  in  pace:  de  mortuis  nil  niji 
bonim.

High  and  mighty  lords, 

HIS  majefty  of  Poland  and  Sweden,  my  gracious  king  and  lord,  hath  ordered  me  to  Vol.xxix. 
offer  unto  their  high  and  mighty  lordfhips  his  affe6tionate  fervice,  amity,  and  good  P-  4^2- 
inclination  and  affedion,  and  to  wilh  unto  them  all  happinefs  in  all  their  undertakings ; 
and  alfo  to  remonftrate  unto  them,  how  that  the  Swedifii  nation,  feeing  the  good  corre- 
fpondence,  amity,  and  mutual  commerce,  whereby  his  majefty  and  their  high  and  mighty 
lordfhips  fubjefts  have  fiouriftied  above  all  other  nations  ;  which  hath  caufed  fo  much 
malice  and  envy  in  the  Swedes,  that  they  have  endeavoured  to  hinder  others  from  the 
fame  freedom  of  commerce  and  free  ufe  of  the  Eaft  Sea,  and  to  arrogate  and  draw  to 
themfelves  the  dominium  maris  Baltici ;  and  then  to  lay  v/hat  impofitions  they  pleafe  upon 
the  merchandizes  -,  and  to  keep  all  other  nations  out  of  the  Eaft  Sea  ;  and  to  turn  the  free 
commerce  into  a  monopoly.  Now  there  was  no  greater  obftacle  in  their  way,  for  the 
effefting  of  their  defign,  than  the  crown  of  Poland.  Therefore  they  advifed  firft  to  in- 
yite  the  Mufcovites  and  Cofacs  againft  the  crown  of  Poland,  who  have  made  fuch  great 
progrefs,  that  almoft  the  whole  province  of  Lithuania  is  overrun  by  them,  and  many 
thoufands  of  people  murdered  and  ruined  by  the  Mufcovite  ;  wherewith  this  cruel  Swedifh 
nation  not  being  contented,  hath  invaded  the  territories  of  his  faid  majefty  with  three 
ftroncr  armies,  in  three  feveral  places,  notwithftanding  the  truce  between  his  majefty  and 
the  Swedifti  nation  •,  and  notwithftanding  his  majefty  fent  his  embaffadors  to  Stockholm, 
to  offer  to  make  a  peace  upon  any  reafonable  terms,  yet  they  aflTaulfed  his  majefty  at 
unawares  in  a  moft  barbarous  manner,  having  taken  Dunenborgh  in  LyfBand,  with  one 
of  his  armies,  and  invaded  great  Poland  with  another  -,  and  through  the  treachery  of 
the  degraded  Polifh  vice-chancellor  fubdued  under  his  power  two  whole  palatinates,  with- 
out ftriking  one  blow,  or  the  lofs  of  one  man,  where  they  are  fortifying  themfelves, 
caufing  the  third  army  to  follow  after  them  for  a  referve,  and  caufing  their  fiect  to  lie 
upon  the  coaft  of  Dantzick,  to  prevent  any  thing  from  being  imported  or  exported ;  and 
finally  to  fubdue  all  Poland. 

And  although  his  majefty  of  Poland  hath  hitherto  endeavoured  to  prevent  all  that  he 
can  their  defigns,  with  fuch  forces  as  he  hath  on  foot ;  yet  he  finds  himfelf  at  prefent  fo 
diftradled  through  the  many  enemies,  that  his  forces  are  not  fufficient  to  refift,  unlefs 
his  majefty  be  affifted  by  his  neighbours  and  friends  ;  without  which  it  is  very  probable, 
that  the  whole  crown  of  Poland,  and  with  the  fame  alfo  the  ufe  of  the  fea,  which  God 
prevent,  will  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  Swedes.  Now  in  regard  this  is  a  common  bufinefs, 
and  would  be  a  common  lofs  •,  therefore  his  majefty  hath  commanded  me  to  defire  their  high 
and  mighty  lordfhips,  that  they  would  be  pleafed,  for  the  prefervation  of  the  above- 
mentioned,  to  afTift  his  majefty  with  men  or  money ;  his  majefty  faithfully  promifing  to 
repay  the  fame,  as  foon  as  he  fhall  be  in  any  condition  to  effed  the  fame.  And  his  faid 
majefty  doth  alfo  promife,  to' hold  the  intereft  of  this  ftate  as  his  own,  and  to  afTift  them 
upon  all  occafions,  if  need  be  -,  firmly  believing,  that  their  high  and  mighty  lordfhips

A.  D.  16;;.  "OY  laft  fatterdaye's  pofl:  I  fent  you  two  letters,   and    fent   a  third  the  next  day,  which   ■ 
tysT^^  J3  overtook  the  packett  by  the  way,   and  was  putt  into    the   male,    which   gav   an 
Vbh  xh.        account  of  the   peace   with  the  duke  of  Savoy.     In  another  was  enclofed  a  letter  from 
^'  ''°'  count  de  Brienne,   wherin  he  gave  me  an  account,  that  the  king  and  cardinall  would  both 

be  at  La  Fere  that  day  or   the  next  for  certayn,  and  that  his  majefty  defired  I  fhold  come 
to  Noyon  ;  wherupon  the  fame  day,  after  having  been  at  church  at  Charrinton,  wher  was 
a  very  great  congregation  and  good  preaching,  I  took  horfe  and  went  that  night  to  Louvre. 
The  next  day,  being  monday,  I  went  to  Noyon  ;  and  on  tuifday  early  I  came  to  La  Fere, 
whether  the  king  and  cardinall  came  the  night  before.    When  I  was  within  about  a  league 
of  the   towne,   an  exprelTe  mett  me    from  Bryenne  to  defire  that  I  fliold  ftay  at  Chauny, 
which  is  about  3  leagues  Irom  La  Fere  till  the  king  and  cardlnall's  pleafure  weer  knowne. 
I  told  the  meffenger  (who  was  a  courrier  du  cabinet  du  roy)  that  I  could  not  go  back,    but 
would  ftay  in  any  cottage  in  the  next  village,  till  he  returned  and  gave  an  account  therof 
to  Bryenne,  which  accordingly  I  did,  and  within  about  three  houres  the  courrier  came  back 
to  me,  with  orders   that  I  might  come  to  La  Fere,  which  accordingly  I  did,   and  was 
by  him  carryed   to  an  inne,  wher  the  queen's  trayne  were  ;  and  within  about  three  houres 
after  came  mounfieur  du  Bofc,  one  of  the  king's  fecretaryes,  with  the  count  du  Brienne's 
coach,  to  carry  me  to    the  cardinall,  to  whom  I  prefented  his  hyghneffe's  letter,  and  as 
well  as  I  could  in  Latcin  communicated  to  him  what  I  had  farther  in  command.     I  was  full 
two  houres  in  private  with  him  ;  he  told  me,  that  of  all  things  in  the  world  he  defired  a 
right  underftanding  with  his  hyghneffe ;  that  he  would  do  any  thing  in  his  power  to  evi- 
dence it',  that  if  a  ftricl  allyance  were  made,  nothing  could  be  too  hard  for  them  ;  that 
he  looked  upon  it  as  neceffary  for  them  both  ;  that   he  looked  upon  an  ordinary  allyance 
upon  the  account  of  trade,  &c.  as  a  thing,    that  would  not  be  good  for  either  ;    that 
Burdo  had  from    him  orders  to  that  purpofe,  and  that  he  wrote  word,  that  his  hyghnefle 
would  only  make  an  allyance  upon  comm.on  grounds,  which  did  not  agree  with  his  eminence 
"    his  fence ;  that  for  Charles  Stuart  and  that  family  in  this  cafe,  wher  intereft  would  be 
concerned,  they  fliold   be   of  no  more  confideration  than  the  brotherhood  is  at  prefent 
between  the  queen  of  Fraunce  and  the  king  of  Spayne.     That    as   to   the   proteftants  in 
Fraunce,  as  he  had  been  their  freind  to  keep  them  from  wrong,  fince  he  managed  afFayres 
heer,.  fo  if  ther  were  any  thing,  that  his  hyghneffe  would   have  done   on  their   behalfe, 
which  might  ftand  with  the  honour  of  Fraunce,  he  would  do  it,   thow  for  his  part  he 
had  not  interpofed  on  behalfe  of  the  catholiques  in  England ;  and  upon  this  particular  he  en- 
larged much.     That  the  accommodation   now  in  Piemont  was  by  his  matter's  interceffion. 
That    he   would   engage,   that  no  treaty   or  peace  fhold  be  made  in  Spayne,   but  with 
"his  hyghneffe  confent.     That  as  during   the  time  Holland  had  war  with  Spayne,  Fraunce 
and    they  did   every  winter  confer  counfayles  together,  and  aggree  whear  each  fliold  fall 
upon  the  Spaniard  ;  fo  he  would   do  with  his  hyghneffe,  fo  as  if  his  hyghneffe  would 
tvholly  mind  the  bufineffe  of  the  Indyes,  he  might ;  or  if  alfo  he  had  a  mind  to  any  towne 
in  Flaunders,  he  would  affift  him  in  it.  He  earneftly  preffed,  that  I  would  return  for  England ; 
and  if  fo,  that  he  would  have  fett  downe  particularly  what  he  would  have  aggreed  to,  and 
have  fent  it  to  his  hyghneffe,   for   that  he  faid,  commonly  changing  hands  fomthing  in- 
terveens  to  hinder  or  divert ;  but  telling  him  I  could  not  do  it,  he  refolved  to  write  in 
generall  to  his  hyghneffe.     He  told  me,  that  as  a  pledge  of  his  good-will  to  his  hyghneffe, 
he  would  tell  me  a  fecret,  v/hich  he  faid  could  no  other  ways  come  to  his  hyghneffe,  to  wit, 
that  a  perfon,    who  fhold   have  commanded  in    the  fleet,   that  is  gone  with  Penn,  went 
about  two  months  agoe  to  Bruffels,  and  from  thence  imbarqued  for  Spayne,    to  reveale 
what  he  knew  concerning  that  defign,  and  the  perfons  engaged  in  it,  and  to  feek  and  en- 
deavour how  to  overthrow  it ;   this  he  defired  I  might  let  his  hyghneffe  know  as  a  great

captain  of  his  guard,  and  mounfieur  du  Bofc  to  keep  me  company  the  whole  time  I  flayed 

in  towne  :  the  next  day  alfo  he  fent  me  a  dinner  and  his  owne  plate  and  attendance.   After 

dinner,  having  received  the  king's  and  his  eminence  his  letter,  I   took  horfe,  and  came 

that  night  to  Noyon.

I  afked  the  cardinall  for  a  fight  of  the  articles  between  thofe 

of  the  reformed  rehgion  and  the  duke  of  Savoy;  he  told  me,  and  fo  after  did  Bryenne, 

that  they  had  not  as  yet  received  them.     At  Noyon  I  received  an  expreffe  from  mounfieur 

dil  Bofc,  the  fumme  whereof  was,  that  his   eminence   had  commanded  him  to  let   me 

know,  that  fince  our  conferring  together,  he  had  received  advife  from  Spayne,  that  the 

merchants  of  Cadiz,   Civill,  and  other  townes  there,  were  making  a  fleete  of  thirty  fhips 

to  goe  to  reinforce  and  meet  the  plate  fleete,  againft  admiral  Blake. 

Thurfday  I  came  from  Noyon  to  Louvre,  and  friday  morning  came  to  this  towne,  and 
prefently  fent  away  my  company  towards  Lyons,  as  farre  as  they  could  goe  that  night. 

Since  my  coming  hither,  I  received  yours  of  the  ~f  of  Auguft,  and  fnall  now  (God 
willing)  make  all  hafte  to  Geneva,  wher  I  hope  to  be  about  tenne  dayes  hence,  or 
eleaven  at  moft ;  and  by  that  time  I  hope  that  ther  will  be  new  inftruftions  there  what  I 
Ihall  do,  bufmeffe  ftanding  as  it  doth  between  the  duke  of  Savoy  and  the  proteftants, 
of  which  I  underftand  an  account  at  large  was  fent  to  his  hyghnefle,  with  a  copy  of  the  , 

articles  the  laft  poft ;  but  leaft  that  poflibly  fhold  have  fayled,  I  have  heerin  inclofed 
another  copy  of  the  articles  from  the  fame  perfon.  I  find,  that  as  foon  as  mention  was 
made  of  fending  a  perfon  to  debate  with  the  duke,  an  account  therof  being  fent  to  the 
cardinall,  he  forthwith  difpatcht  orders  to  Servient  to  inforce  on  both  fides  an  aggreement, 
or  otherwife,  that  the  king  of  France  would  abandon  the  difaggreeing  party.

Mr.  E.  Polt,   envoy  to  the  king  of  Sweden,  to  fecretary  Thurloe. 

Right  honourable, 

I  Received  yours  of  the  loth  inftant,  for  which  I  returne  mofl  humble  thankes,  as  being 
the  moft  comfortable  cordiall  in  a  tedious  journey  could  have  beene  adminiftred  from 
a  tender  hand  of  true  affeftion   to   your  poore  unworthy  fervant.     On    the    1 6th  I  left 
Hamburgh,    being  honourably  entertained    there    by  the   Englifli   company,    and  was 
atended  out  of  the  towne  by  them  with  neere  twenty  coaches.     Uppon  my  journey  I   re- 
ceived many  refpedls  from  the  commanders  of  the  king  of  Sweaden's  garrifons,  which  I  paft 
through  ;  and  on  thirfday  the  23d  inftant  I  arived  at  Stettin,  hoping  to  have  found  there 
the  rix  chanceler  Oxenfterne,  but  he  was  gone  from  thence  with  the  king's  brother  prince 
John  towards  the   army  the   day  before.     Hearing  that  count   John  Oxenftern   was  left 
commifTioner  by  the  king  to  attend  the  Polifli  ambaffadors,  whoe  were  apointed  to  meet 
heere,   on  fryday  morning  I  fent  mr.  la  March  with  a  complement  to  him,  and  defired 
a  time  to  waite  on  him,  which  he  was  pleafed  to   apoint  at  one  of  the  clocke,  and  then, 
fent  two  of  his  gentlemen  and  his  coach   for  me.     He  received  me  with  great  civility, 
and  was  pleafed  to  retire  with  me  into  his  clofett,  where  after  he   had  ufed  many  honour- 
able and  affeftionat  expreflions  towards  his  highneffe  and  the  prefent  governement,  he  re- 
lated to  me  the  bufmeffe  he  was  imployed   about  into  England  in  thirty  foure  ;  and   by 
the  manner  of  his  difcourfe  I  finde  he  is  noe   freind  to   the  family  of  the  Stewarts.     I 
have  by  him  endeavoured  to  informe  myfelfe,   how  I  may  with  fafty  proceed  in  my  jour- 
ney, which  I  refolve  to  undertake  (God  willing)  uppon  the  27th  inftant  tov/ards  the  king 
of  Sweden,  who  tells  me,  that  his  mafter  is  marched  to  Conin  in  Poland,  where  he  is  to 
joyne  with  generall  Whittenberg.     The  Polifh  king  gives  out  he  is  refolved  to  ftand  and 
fight  the  Sweeds.     He  was  by  the   laft  advice  at  Lowicz,  and    intends   for  Lancicia,  his 
force  confifting  of  8000  ftrangers,  which  are  all  that  are  fouldiers  ;  the  reft  are  peafants, 
whofe  number  is  uncertain,  and  that  know  neither  difcipline  nor  courage.     And  now  con- 
fidering  the  difficulty,  danger,  and  tedioufnes  of  my  journey,  which  unexpeftedly  hath  be- 
fallen me,  and  v/hich  I  humbly  conceive  muft  neceffarily  occafion  my  more  than  ordinary 
expence,    I  befeech  your   honour  to  give  order  to  refident  Bradftiaw,  to  furnifh  me  with 
fuch  money  as  I  fliall  have  need  of  for  the  future,  there  beeing  better  conveniency  to  doe 
it  from  Hamburgh  then  may  be  found  at  London.     This  favour  I  am  the  more  bold  to 
begg  of  your  honour,  by  reafon  that  my  moneys  begin  to  flippe  away  apace  ;  for  I  find  all 
manner  of  neceffarys,  where  they  are  to  be  found,  very  deare,  (and  in  fome  places  neither 
meat  nor  lodging)  the  army  having  fwept  all  in  many  places,  where  I  have  travelled  allready  ; 
•and  the  further  I  goe,  I  am  informed  the  condition  of  the  country  to  be  more  fadd  and 
miferable.     I  have  ventur'd  to  proceed  in  my  journey  hither  without  a  guard  ;   but  from 
hence  I  am   courtioufly  offered  a  fufficient  guard  by  the  commifTioners  apointed  for   the 
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ordering  affaires  inPomerania,  which  as  yett  I  am  refolved  to  accept,  if  the  charge  uppon  A.  D.  1655? 
further  conference  with  the  officers  prove  not  too  infupportable  ;  and  my  reafon  is,  be-  L/"VNJ 
caufe  that  part  of  the  marqueffe  of  Brandenburgh's  countrey,  which  we  are  to  goe  through, 
being  very  full  of  fouldiers  and  free  booters,  and  as  I  am  informed  may  peradvenTur 
proove  infolent  and  dangerous,  therefore  I  am  unwilling  to  goe  without  o-uards  till  I 
come  into  the  quarters  of  his  majeftie  of  Sweeden.  Thus  havinge  nothing  more  of  mo- 
ment in  this  my  travelling  condition  to  acquaint  your  honour  withall^  I  humbly  fubfcribe

YO  U  I  knowe  have  noe  leifure  for  preambles,  and  I  therefor  fhall  not  ufe  any  ;  but  Vol  ^. 
in  the  firfl  place  fhall  tell  you,  that  two  days  after  you  fent  mee  the  pafs,  I  arrived  p.  496' 
at  Calice,  where  I  met  with  a  perfon  of  quality,  whoe  informed  mee  of  the  condition  of 
Collen,  in  few  days  after  I  came  to  this  place,  where  I  have  had  better  fuccefs  in  all  thofe 
particulars  you  recommended  to  my  care  then  I  did  expeft  ;  the  account  of  which  beino-  of 
to  much  weight  to  be  adventured  in  writing,  I  Ihall  referr  to  my  wayting  on  you,  which 
by  God's  permiffion  fhall  be  aboute  10  days  hence.  In  the  mean  tyme  if  you  defer  the 
concluding  of  the  treaty,  till  I  can  acquainte  you  with  what  I  have  to  fay,  'twill  be  nee 
wafte  either  of  time  or  oyle,  fince  I  finde  you  maye  eminently  improve  the  conditions, 
which  I  underfland  here,  you  are  allready  in  effeft  fatisfyed  with,  and  draw  greater  ad- 
vantages both  to  the  eflablifhment  of  your  prefent  government,  and  to  the  honoure  and 
utility  of  the  nation..  The  king  came  hither  yefterday,  where  in  the  evening  was  ffreat 
triumph  for  his  late  fuccefs  -,  and  this  day  publique  thankefgiving  for  the  fame  at  Noftre 
Dame-church,  when  the  king,  queen,  duke  of  Anjou,  and  the  cardinall  were  prefent  ; 
and  to  morrow  as  the  efFe6t  of  the  late  increafe  of  his  power,  he  intends  to  have  the 
edifts  verifyed  by  the  parliament  here,  which  they  refufed  before  his  late  removing  from 
this  place.  This  will  heighten  difcontents  here,  but  as  yet  not  occafion  any  diftraiftion. 
I  will  not  adventure  to  fay  more  nowe,  then  that  I  hope  at  my  returne  to  give  you  fuch 
an  accompt  of  my  cvoyage,  that  you  will  not  have  reafon  to  conclude  mee  too  bolde  in 
my  undertaking,  nor  yourfelfe  in  the  confidence  you  have  been  pleafed  to  feem  to  have  in,

[Taken  by  fecretary  Thurloe.] 

WHO  faith,  that  upon  faturday  was  fev'night  in  the  morning  mr.  John  Sturgeon,  one 
of  his  highnefs's  life-guard,  came  to  this  examinate's  fhopat  the  feven  Stars  in  Paul's 
church  yard,  and  defired  him  to  go  and  drink  a  cup  of  beer  with  him,  which  this  examinate 
did,  telling  him,  either  in  his  (hop,  or  as  they  went  along  together,  that  he  had  a  paper  to 
be  printed,  which  he  would  defire  this  examinate  to  get  done.  And  faith,  that  they  went 
together  to  Paul's  Wharf,  and  there  took  water  in  a  pair  of  oars,  and  went  as  far  as  the  New 
Exchange,  and  there  landed,  and  went  from  the  water  fide  into  a  houfe  in  the  Strand,  where 
they  fold  beer,  but  knows  not  what  fign  it  had,  nor  can  he  again  find  the  houfe;  and  being 
come  into  the  houfe  the  faid  Sturgeon  drew  forth  a  writing,  containing  a  Iheet  and  a  half, 
which  was  read  over  between  them  both,  he  the  faid  Sturgeon  reading  fome  part,  and  he 
this  examinate  reading  the  other  part.  The  faid  writing  was  entitled,  AJhort  difcovery  of 
his  highnefs  the  lord  proteSior's  intentions,  touching  the  anabapifis  in  the  army,  &c.  And  having 
read  it  all  over,  the  faid  mr.  Sturgeon  defired  this  examinate  to  get  it  printed  for  him, 
wifhing  him  to  get  it  done  very  privately,  and  faid,  that  he  would  take  them  himfelf,  when 
they  were  printed  ;  and  the  examinate  telling  him,  that  he  muft  have  40s.  for  printing 
of  them,  the  faid  Sturgeon  anfwered,  that  he  fhould  have  it.  And  this  examinate  pro- 
mifed  to  have  them  finifhed  upon  the  monday  after.  And  this  examinate  being  afked, 
how  long  they  ftaid  together,  he  faith,  fomewhat  more  than  half  an  hour,  and  then  parted, 
this  examinate  going  home  by  water,  and  the  other  going  towards  Whitehall.  And  be- 
ing come  home,  he  forthwith  went  to  an  alehoufe  near  Puddle  Wharf,  to  one  Greers, 
and  fent  for  mr.  James  Cotterel  the  printer,  who  forthwith  came  to  him,  to  whom  this 
examinate  delivered  the  aforefaid  writing,  defiring  him  to  print  a  thoufand  copies  thereof, 
which  the  faid  Cotterell  promifed  to  do,  and  to  that  purpofe  carried  it  away  with  him. 
And  upon  the  tuefday  morning  after  this  examinate  went  to  the  houfe  of  the  faid  Cotterell 
in  Addle-hill  for  the  faid  printed  copies,  who  delivered  them  to  this  examinate,  being  in 
all  one  thoufand,  which  this  examinate  brought  away  with  him  to  his  own  fhop,  where 
he  kept  them  untill  3  or  4  of  the  clock  of  the  fame  day,  at  which  time  the  faid 
Sturgeon  came  to  his  fhop,  and  afkt  him  for  the  faid  printed  copies  ;  and  this  examinate 
did  then  deliver  unto  him  the  faid  John  Sturgeon  eight  hundred  or  -thereabouts  of  the 
faid  printed  copies.  And  being  afked,  where  this  examinate  delivered  the  faid  copies  to 
Sturgeon^  he  faid  it  was  in  a  little  room  behind  his  fhop,  that  the  faid  Sturgeon  carried 
them  away,  he  having  paid  this  examinate  40  s.  for  the  printing  of  them.  The  other  200 
copies  he  faid  he'would  leave  behind  him,  but  gave  no  direftions  concerning  them,  nor 
doth  this  examinate  know,  what  the  faid  Sturgeon  did  with  thofe  he  had  away  ;  but  feve- 
ral  of  them  being  found  in  the  flreets  the  next  morning,  and  one  of  them  being  fhewn  to 
this  examinate  at  the  time  of  his  examination,  he  faith,  that  that  was  one  of  the  faid  printed 
copies  of  that  writing,  which  he  had  as  aforefaid  from  the  faid  Sturgeon,  and  which  was 
printed,  by  his  direftions,  as  hath  been  before  declared.  And  this  examinate  further  faith, 
that  he  this  examinate  being  apprehended  by  a  mefl'enger  of  the  council,  and  one  mr. 
Clark  who  came  with  him  from  his  houfe  being  alfo  in  cuftody,  the  faid  mr.  Clark  fent 
for  mr.  Sturgeon  to  come  unto

WHO  faith,  that  he   being  upon  wednefday  or  thurfday  Jaft  at  the  door  of  Richard  A.  D.  165 -. 
Moone  the  ftationer,  the  faid  Richard  Moone  dehvered  to  this  examinate  a  printed   t^'^/"^ 
flieet  of  paper,  intitled,  AJhort  difcovery  of  his  highnefs  the  lord  froteSlor's  intentions,  touching  l''^'  ''''"'• 
the  Aiabaptifts  in  the  army ;  and  bid  him  put  it  in  his  pocket,  which  he  did,  and  afterwards 
read  it ;  and  that  he  found  two  more  of  the  faid  fheets  in  Wathng-ftreet,  but  knows  not  what 
he  did  with  them  ;  but  conceives  he  loft  two  of  them  out  of  his  pockets    He  further  faith, 
that  being  at  Moone's  fhop  upon  friday  morning,  when  he  was  apprehended,  he  came* 
along  with  him,  and  was  here  apprehended  by  one  of  the  meffengers  ;  and   that   he  and 
Moone,  being  in  the  meffenger's  hands  at  the  Sun-tavern  in  King-ftreet,  he  this  examinate 
fent   for  mr.  John  Sturgeon,  to  whofe  houfe  both  he  and  Moone  went  that  night,    by 
permiffion  of  the  meffenger,  and  lay  there.     And  being  aflced,  what  time  they  were  to- 
gether with  Sturgeon  that  night,  before  they  went  to  bed,  he  faith,  that  he  doth  not  well 
remember  the  time,  but  faith,  that  Sturgeon  and  Moone  went  together  out  of  the  kitchen, 
to  draw  beer,  leaving  this  examinate  behind  them  ;  but  doth  not  know  what  difcourfe  they 
had  ',  nor  did  they  fpeak  before  him  of  the  faid  pamphlet.

WHO  being  afked,  whether  he  knew,  who  was  the  author  of  a  pamphlet,  called,  or  v"ol  ^^ 
intitled,  Ajhort  difcovery  of  his  highnefs  the  lord  ■protestor's  intentions,  touching  the  Ana-  p.  566 
haptifis,  he  faith,  he  doth  not  know.  Being  afked,  who  printed  the  faid  pamphlet,  he  faith, 
he  doth  not  know.  Being  afked,  to  whom  he  gave  the  original  of  the  faid  book  to  be 
printed,  he  faith,  he  did  not  deliver  it  to  any  perfon.  Being  afked,  how  many  times  he 
read  the  pamphlet,  he  faid,  about  twice,  and  no  more ;  nor  did  he  read  it  to  any  body. 
Being  afked  again,  he  faith,  prove  it.  Being  afked,  whether  he  had  this  faid  pamphlet  in 
writing  in  his  hands,  he  faith,  he  never  had.  Being  afked,  how  many  of  the  faid  pamphlets  ' 
he  had  in  his  hands,  he  faith,  two.  And  being  afked,  how  many  more,  he  faith,  let 
that  be  proved.  Being  afkt,  what  if  it  be  proved,  that  he  had  100,  or  a  1000  of  the  faid 
pamphlets  in  his  hands  ?  whereto  he  faith,  if  you  do  prove  it,  you  do  prove  it  ;  and  if 
you  do  not  prove  it,  you  do  not  prove  it.  Being  afked,  whether  he  knoweth  one  Moone 
a  printer,  he  faith  he  doth  j  and  being  afked,  whether  he  had  any  difcourfe  vv^ith  him  about 
the  faid  pamphlet,  he  faith,  he  had  not  Being  afked,  whether  he  did  not  deliver  to  or  re- 
ceive from  the  faid  Moone  any  of  the  faid  pamphlets,  he  faith  he  did  not.  He  faith,  he  had 
known  the  faid  Moone  about  a  year  and  half,  and  that  he  faw  him  about  a  fortnight  ago, 
and  not  fmce,  as  he  remembers.  Being  afked,  where  he  faw  him  laft,  he  then  faid,  that 
as  he  now  recollefted  himfelf,  he  faw  him  at  the  Sun  Tavern  at  King-ftreet,  being  fent  for 
thither  by  one  mr.  Clarke,  who  is  in  cuftody  about  thefe  books.  And  being  afl<ed,  whether 
he  faw  him  not  after,  he  faid,  he  faw  him  the  next  morning  at  the  meffenger's.  And  be- 
ing afked,  if  he  faw  him  not  between  their  being  at  the  Sun  Tavern  and  the  next  morn- 
ing, he  then  faid  he  had  forgot,  for  they  were  at  his  houfe,  and  faid,  that  he  told  the 
meffenger,  that  he  would  undertake  for  Clarke,  but  did  not  well  know  Moone,  but  would 
prefent  them  to  the  meffenger  in  the  morning,  which  he  did.  And  being  afked,  what  dif- 
courfe they  had  together,  he  faith,  that  Clarke  faid  he  dropt  2  or  3  pamphlets,  but  not 
intentionally.  And  being  afked,  how  long  they  fat  up  together  that  night  they  were  within 
his  houfe,  he  faid,  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  as  he  remembers,  nor  had  he  any  fpeech  with 
them  about  the  faid  pamphlet  the  next  day.  He  faith,  he  was  at  Moone's  houfe  atout 
16  days  fmce  ;  and  being  afkt,  whether  he  had  any  difcourfe  with  him  about  the  faid 
pamphlet  before  he  met  him  at  the  Sun  Tavern,  he  faith,  he  did  not.  He  being  de- 
manded, whether  he  did  not  give  him  a  bargain  with  him  for  any  money  for  the  printing  ' 
of  it,  and  v*^hether  in  particular  he  did  not  give  40  s.  he  faith,  he  did  not.  And  being 
afked,  whether  he  did  not  advife  Moone,  after  he  was  apprehended,  not  to  confefs  any 
thing,  but  to  bid  them  prove  what  he  fhould  be  charged  with,  he  faid  he  did  not.

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He  faith,  that  he  denies,  that  he  ever  had  any  difcourfe  with  any  of  the  life-guards 
about  the  pamphlet  aforefaid,  or  any  of  the  queries  in  it  ;  nor  hath  he  ever  heard  any- 
body fay,  who  was  the  author  of  the  faid  book  ;  and  denies,  that  he  himfelf  was  either 
diredly  or  indiredily  the  author  of  it. 

Being  afl<;ed,  whether  he  had  no  difcourfe  with  corporal  Auger  or  mr.  Pinkorne  about  it,' 
he  faith,  he  had,  but  it  was  in  the  houfe,  as  many  others  fpoke  of  it,  which  was,  that 
there  was  fuch  a  book  abroad,  but  not  otherwife,  nor  in  no  other  place.

MY  laft  unto  you  was  of  the  31(1  paft,  giving  you  notife,  that  an  Englilh  merchant 
fhip  goeing  from  Smirna  vinder  pretence  had  a  commiffion  againll  the  French, 
'  tooke  a  Ihip  of  this  place,  and  difcharged  goods  out  of  her  to  the  valew  of  50,000 
pieces  of  4,  and  fo  let  the  Ihip  goe  ;  and  that  the  ThoUon  Ihips  only  attended  a  fayre 
wind  to  depart  ;  which  advice  I  doe  at  prefent  confirme  ;  the  Thollon  fleete  being 
parted  fix  dayes  paft,  and  are  doubtlefs  gone  to  porte  Spetia,  to  hinder  the  Naples  fleete 
irom  difcharging  theire  foldiers  they  have  to  rays  the  feidge  of  Pavia,  which  place,  as  by 
my  late  advife  from  Genoa  in  fhort  tyme,  wil  be  furrendred  to  the  duke  of  Modena  for 
the  French.  Not  any  Portugal!  fhips  are  joyned  with  the  Thollon  fleete,  or  any  arriv'd 
on  this  coaft  fmce  theire  departure.  Since  my  laft  I  have  not  received  any  advice  from 
any  part  of  Spayne.  This  being  needfull  for  prefent,  fo  moft  humbly  take  leave  to 
remayne

My  son, 

IH  AV  E  received  a  letter  from  our  friend  at  court,  wherein  he  hath  fent  me  a  word 
of  all  that  paft  upon  the  difcourfe  of  the  envoy  of  England.  It  feems  he  did  not 
know  of  the  agreement  between  the  Hugonots  and  the  prince  of  Savoy.  After  that 
they  told  him,  that  all  was  concluded  between  them,  he  then  faid,  that  there  ought  to  be 
treated  fincerely  a  peace  between  France  and  England  ;  and  that  hitherto  there  had  not 
been  fpoken  of  any  true  refolution  of  a  peace,  and  that  you  have  not  defired  it ;  and  that 
there  ought  to  be  a  peace  or  an  open  war.  To  which  his  eminence  replied,  that  my 
lord  Cromwell  had  the  embaffador  of  the  king  with  him,  and  that  he  might  treat  with 
him.  And  after  that  the  faid  envoy  was  withdrawn,  they  confidered  of  his  difcourfe, 
and  it  was  faid,  that  it  was  a  good  juftification  of  your  condudb,  and  a  great  difcharge  for 
you,  in  regard,  that  his  eminence  did  always  believe,  that  you  did  endeavour  to  make  a 
peace  with  low  fubmiflions ;  and  that  you  did  feek  to  treat,  without  confidering  the

honour  and  reputation  of  your  mafter.     Hereupon   it  was  refolved,   that  new  refolutions  A.  D.   i6c'.

better,  i  am  now  with  yours  of  the  1 7th  inftant,  and  Ihall  remit  the  inclofed  to  mr.  Rok 
by  to  morrowe's  poft,  not  doubtinge,  but  hee  is  come  fafe  to  Stettin,  from  whence  I  ex- 
pe£l  to  hear  from  him  daily.  The  K.  of  Sweden  is  in  Poland.  The  weekely  paper  fhewes 
you,  what  wee  knowe  heere  of  his  further  proceedings.  I  am  glad  to  heare,  that  the  poore 
proteftants  of  Savoy  are  in  hopes,  by  keepeinge  in  armes,  and  with  the  continuance  and 
alTiftance  of  their  friends,  to  obtaine  better  conditions  from  their  tiranicall  lord,  than  hee 
intended  them.  Doubtlefs  if  men  fhould  not,  God  would  revenge  their  blood.  I  per- 
ceive greater  matters  will  not  yet  permittt  the  counfell's  refolution  in  the  bufines  of  the 
company.  I  am  loth  to  importune  my  mailers  ;  and  beinge  now  off  from  the  company, 
I  am  well  content  to  continue  foe,  waiteinge  onely,  when  it  will  pleafe  his  highnefs  to  vin- 
dicate his  owne  honour  in  his  fervant,  beinge  well  affured  of  your  favour  to  haften  it, 
wherein  you  will  much  oblige  me ;  for  truly  I  cannot  much  longer  fufFer  the  infolent 
provocations  of  fome  of  that  debauched  partie,  who  haveinge  caft  of  all  humanitie  as 
well  as  civilitie,  forbeare  nothinge,  that  may  provoake.  Witnefs  their  fidlinge,  danceinge, 
and  Ihoutinge,  in  the  Englifh  houfe  (in  part  of  which  I  yet  live)  feverall  nights  prefently 
after  the  death  of  my  child,  to  increafe  myne  and  my  wife's  griefe  in  lettinge  us  knowe  in 
foe  publique  a  manner,  that  all  the  towne  range  of  it,  how  much  they  rejoyced  at  our 
affiiftion,  a  barbarifme  not  to  be  paralel'd  in  America  •,  and  when  they  were  defired  by 
fome  to  forbeare,  they  tlareatened  to  kick  them  out  of  the  roome,  if  they  would  not  be 
gone.  But  it  may  be  faid,  I  fhould  doe  better,  not  to  note  fuch  things.  I  widi  I  were 
endowed  with  fuch  a  meafure  of  patience.  However  ftrangers  doe  and  will  take  notice,- 
though  I  Ihould  not. 

Major  general  Maflle  came  laft  weeke  hither,  where  he  is  complimented,  feafted,  and 
refpefted  by  fome  of  the  cheefe  of  Townley's  party,  as  if  he  were  the  beft  fubjed:  the 
commonwealth  hath.  Some  fay,  he  will  take  fervice  under  the  king  of  Sweden,  in  order 
to  which  he  is  come  hither  ;  but  I  beleeve  his  cheefe  end  was  to  vifit  his  old  freinds  in  the 
company.

I  WISH  I  had  fome  good  and  pleafing  news  to  impart  unto  you,  but  for  want  of  any 
fuch,  I  muft  be  (hort.  We  are  in  an  extream  confufion,  and  know  not  either  what  to. 
fay  or  do,  after  the  infamous  treaty  made  at  Pigneroll,  concerning  our  brethren  of  Piedmont. 
We  expeft  to  fee,  and  that  with  impatience,  whether  his  highnefs  my  Jord  protedor  (after 
the  example  of  him,  who  not  only  heals  the  fick,  but  alfo  raifes  the  dead)  fliall  be  pleafed 
to  remedy  it.  We  hope  the  bufinefs  will  not  be  forfaken,  nor  ftiall  poor  men  be  left  under 
the  mercilefs  power  of  their  implacable  enemies,  who  will  doubtlefs  take  the  firfl  oppor- 
tunity wholly  to  extirpate  them.  We  hope  likewife,  that  our  poor  brethren  there,  if 
they  will  be  advifed,  will  difown  that  treaty,  and  difavow  their  deputies,  whom  the 
threats  of  France,  and  the  extream  fear  they  had  to  be  deprived  of  the  commerce  with 
their  brethren  there,  and  to  be  forbidden  the  retreat  there,  as  the  French  embaffador 
much  preffed  upon  them,  did  not  caft  into  that  prepofterous  refolution,  and  made  them 
haftily  confent  to  fuch  a  ruinous  treaty.  We  doubt  not,  but  the  mighty  means  his  high- 
nefs and  the  ftates  general  can  make  ufe  of  for  their  relief,  will  be  by  them  imployed  for 
that  purpofe.  If  that  fhould  happen  to  mifs,  which  I  pray  God  to  prevent,  I  will  re- 
main in  an  everlafting  filence,  and  content  my  felf  with  weeping  for  the  evil,  which  I  am 
not  able  to  remedy,  &c.

tT/E  have  no  confiderable  news  this  week,  fave  thofe  of  Poland,  where  the  diforders  are 
VV     greater  than  ever. 

The  king  being  come  from  his  army  to  La  Fere,  parted  from  thence  foon  after  with 
the  whole  court,  to  come  to  Paris ;  and  having  paffed  by  Compeigne,  arrived  at  Chantilli 
on  funday  night,  where  the  duke  of  Mantua  being  gone  to  meet  him,  next  day  he  met 
him  hunting,  and  was  exceeding  well  received  by  his  majefly,  who  feafted  him  at  fupper 
that  night,  and  arrived  here  the  next  day  about  5  a  clock  with  the  faid  duke.  But  it's 
thought,  his  fojourn  here  will  be  very  ihort,  by  reafon  he  is  refolved  to  return  towards  his 
army,  to  be  prefent  at  the  ftrengthening  of  the  conquered  places,  that  they  may  be  in  a 
condition  of  fearing  nothing  this  winter.  Our  army  is  thereabouts,  taking  fome  refrefh- 
ments. 

The  enemies  do  fo  ftrongly  defend  themfelves  in  Pavia,  that  the  events  of  that  fiege 
are  very  uncertain  ;  the  rumours  of  the  taking  of  that  place  being  found  falfe. 

The  queen  of  Sweden  is  going  to  Rome,  and  is  to  part  the  loth  inftant. 

It's  written  from  Spain,  that  a  great  armado  is  preparing  there,  by  the  merchants  con- 
tributions, to  try  to  expel  general  Blake  from  their  coafts,  whofe  neighbourfhip  is  a  great 
hindrance  unto  them. 

There  is  at  prefent  a  vote  in  court,  whether  prince  Thomas  fhall  be  fent  for  to  come 
back.     I  hear  many  are  for  his  return.     Mr.  Downing  is  gone  for  Geneva. 

The  Venetian  embaffador  appointed  for  England  is  alfo  departed  from  court  for  London. 

It's  faid  the  Flemings  have  complained  in  Spain  of  the  ill-carriage  of  Archduke  Leo- 
pold, having  reprefented,  that  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  prince  of  Conde's  valour,  they 
might  have  all  been  fubdued  by  our  army.  Whereupon  the  king  of  Spain  has  permitted 
them  to  raife  an  army  for  tlieir  own  liking. 

It's  written  from  Madrid,  in  date  of  the  3d  of  Auguft  N.  S.  that  the  queen  was  ftill 
with  child  ;  that  the  commander  of  Salvatierra  in  Portugal  had  remitted  that  place  into 
the  hands  of  the  Spaniards  ;  and  that  1500  High-Dutch,  fent  by  the  archduke  Leopold 
in  Catalonia,  were  arrived  at  St.  Sebaftian's.

HI S  highnefs  Oliver,  lord  proteftor  of  the  commonwealth  of  England,  Scotland,  Vol.  xxk. 
and  Ireland,  and  dominions  thereunto  belonging,  taking  notice,  that  feveral  delin-  p.  648. 
quents  and  offenders  fent  over  to  this  ifland  by  his  highnefs's  exprefs  command,  here 
to  remain,  have  obtained  ways  and  means,  by  their  aiders,  abetters,  affiflers,  and  counte- 
nancers,  to  get  off  this  ifland,  and  are  again  returned  into  their  own  countries  :  where- 
fore confidering  how  greatly  it  may  tend  to  the  prejudice  and  differvice  of  the  common- 
wealth, and  how  the  confequences  thereof  may  prove  dangerous,  for  the  prevention  of 
which  for  the  future, 

Thefe  are  in  the  name  and  by  his  faid  highnefs's  fpecial  command,  ftridtly  to  charge  and 
require  all  and  every  fuch  perfon  and  perfons,  fo  brought  hither,  not  to  depart  hence, 
without  leave  firft  had  and  obtained  from  his  highnefs  and  council ;  and  that  no  perfon 
or  perfons  whatfoever  do  prefume  to  abet,  countenance,  or  affift  any  fuch,  in  any  kind, 
in  their  going  off,  or  efcaping  from  this  ifland,  on  pain  of  his  highnefs's  difpleafure,  and 
fuch  penalties,  for  their  contempt,  as  the  nature  of  the  fadl  and  their  difobedience  to  his 
highnefs's  commands  therein  fhall  require. 

And  to  the  intent  his  highnefs's  pleafure  and  commands  herein  may  be  the  better  ob- 
ferved  and  kept,  and  the  qualities  and  condition  of  all  perfons  that  fhall  go  off  this  ifland 
known,  it  is  ordered,  that  all  and  every  mafter  and  commander  of  fliip,  bark,  boat,  or  other 
veffel,  now  being  and  riding  at  anchor  in  any  of  the  bays,  roads,  ports,  or  creeks  of  this 
ifland,  or  fhall  hereafter  come  or  arrive  to  the  fame,  do  not  prefume  to  carry  off  any  perfon 
or  perfons  whatfoever,  without  fpecial  licence,  under  the  penalty  of  the  forfeiture  of  one 
thoufand  pounds  fl:erling,  according  to  a  law  here  in  that  cafe  made  and  provided.  And 
all  and  every  fuch  mafter  and  commander,  as  aforefaid,  are  further  required,  within  twenty 
and  four  hours  after  their  arrival  to  this  ifland,  to  enter  into  bond,  in  the  fecretaries 
office,  in  the  faid  fum,  for  the  true  obfervance  hereof;  and  not  to  be  admitted  to  trade, 
until  the  fame  hath  been  performed. 

And  that  all  and  every  perfon  or  perfons  whatfoever,  dwelling  or  inhabiting  in  or  about 
this  ifland,  that  is  or  fhall  be  owner  or  commander  of  any  bark,  boat,  Ihallop,  fkiff,  or 
wherry,  fhall,  within  eight  days  after  the  publication  hereof,  become  bound  in  the  fecre- 
taries office  in  the  fum  of  five  hundred  pounds  fterling  to  his  highnefs  the  lord  proteftar, 
that  they  fhall  not  carry  any  perfon  or  perfons,  of  what  quality  or  condition  foever,  from 
this  ifland  ;  or  any  way  permit  or  lend  his  or  their  bark,  boat,  wherry,  or  fhallop,  fo  to  do, 
without  fpecial  order  from  the  governor,  upon  the  penalty  of  being  difabled  from  keeping 
of  any  boat,  bark,  fhallop,  or  wherry,  and  having  it  drawn  up  and  made  ufelefs.

T  Received  yours  of  the  21ft  inftant,  and  notwithftandeinge  the  little  hopes  you  give  us 
-*-  of  the  fudden  returne  of  our  foote  to  us,  we  are  uppon  the  worke  of  difbandeinge,  and 
are  fettinge  them  uppon  their  landes.  I  gave  you  ane  account  in  my  lafte  of  the  refolu- 
tiones,  toucheinge  bothe  the  perfons  that  are  to  be  reduced,  and  the  time  declared  when 
fuchwhoe  are  difbanded  ftiall  be  out  of  the  pay  of  the  publique,  which  is,  as  I  take  it 
the  lafte  of  this  monthe.  Never  foe  great  a  worke  was  performed  with  foe  much  quiett! 
I  beleeve  we  reduce  neer  5000  men,  and  as  good  fouldiers  as  are  in  the  three  nations.  I 
ame  afraide  fewe  of  them  will  betake  themfelves  to  plantinge  ;  if  you  could  find  out  fome 
employment  for  them  abroade,  it  would  be  of  good  fervice  to  the  publique,  I  ame  forry 
the  feales  are  foe  longe  delayed :  wee  have  wanted  the  ordinary  way  of  juftice  heer  a 
longe  time.  Juftice  Cooke  and  Donelan  want  their  patents  for  punie  judges,  as  you  call 
them.  I  could  have  wiftied  mr.  Cary  would  have  come  over  ;  furely  fome  body  may  be 
founde  to  fupply  that  defeft.     I  hope  you  are  not  unmindefull  of  a  folicitor. 

I  underftande  by  fome  letters  to  my  brother  Fleetwood,  that  collonel  Cooper  is  taken 
of  frome  his  Scotch  employment,  and  that  their  are  fome  thoughts  to  fend  him  hither  ro 
head  general  Venables  regiment.  They  will  deferve  a  worthy  perfon,  and  indeed  the 
place  wheer  they  are  fettled,  as  able  a  mane  and  as  honeft  as  you  cane  gett,  the  Scots 
intereft  groweinge  their  very  fafte,  and  noe  body  to  ballance  them  ;  and  to  deale  ino-eni- 
oufly,  wee  have  noe  body  fitt  for  it.

If  you  fhould  o-ive  him 
leave,  you  would  finde  him  very  troublefome  ;  and  that  you  would  be  neceffitated  to 
deale  with  him,  as  you  have  done  with  Harrifon,  which  would  but  make  him  confider- 
able.  He  declares  it,  that  he  will  not  be  under  any  obligation,  becaufe  he  does  not 
knowe,  but  that  God  may  give  ane  opportunity  for  him  to  appear  for  the  libertie  of  the 
people.  He  is  verry  high,  and  much  diffatisfyed,  and  therefore  their  ought  to  be  further 
care  what  is  done  as  to  him.

of  Savoy.  He  was  only  pleafed  to  fay,  that  my  news  was  true.  Since  this  the  exprefs  q{  ° ^^^^' 
mr.  Downing  arrived.  I  fent  him  word,  in  the  abfence  of  my  commiflioners,  that  I  had 
received  order  to  fignify  unto  the  lord  proteftor,  that  his  recommendation  to  the  king 
was  followed  with  the  fame  effed:,  which  could  be  expefted.  He  did  receive  this  com- 
pliment with  much  coolnefs  and  trouble  of  mind,  taking  only  upon  him  to  make  report 
thereof  It  feems  they  are  generally  troubled,  that  the  peace  fhould  be  made  without 
their  interpofition  -,  and  I  do  fee  in  all  their  pamphlets,  that  they  do  affedl  to  weaken  the 
merit  of  the  offices,  which  monfieur  Servien  hath  done,  and  to  impute  unto  him  that  by 
threatenings  he  did  force  the  Vaudois  to  accept  of  the  declaration  of  the  duke  of  Savoy^ 
which  is  very  difadvantageous  unto  them^  yea,  they  proceed  fo  far  as  to  accufe  the  em- 
baflfadors  of  Switzerland,  that  they  did  fufPer  themfelves  to  be  corrupted  ;  from  whence  one 
may  judge,  that  his  majefty  will  receive  but  little  thanks  from  hence  for  what  he  hath 
done.

after  fuch  eleftion,  they  prefent  to  his  highnefs  the  names  of  the  perfons  elefted  by  them, 
to  be  approved  by  his  highnefs  before  they  be  fworn,  the  fame  being  by  the  charter  not 
to  be  done  till  Michaelmas.

*HIS  day  there  was  report  made  of  what  the  refident  of  Poland  hath  propofed  at  the  Vol.  xxix. 
conference,  which  in  effeft  is  only  in  generals,  without  having  fpecialized  any  thing,  p-  470- 
only  that  he  made  complaint  of  the  iniquity  of  the  Swedes.     Now  the  deputies  of  this 
Vol.  III.  9  D  ftate 
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A.  D.  »65;.  ftate  being  only  authorized  fimply  to  hear  him,  and  to  make  report  thereof,  as  they  have 
L/^/'NJ  done,  we  muft  exped  what  will  be  further  done  herein  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  ftates  of 

Holland.     The  fame  is  alfo  done  with  the  eleftor,  with  the  letter  from  the  eleftor  of 

Brandenburgh,  expefting  the  aft  of  ratification. 

It  is  faid,  that  the  lord  of  Brederode  is  fallen  into  a  lethargy. 

September  6. 

It  is  aflured,  that  the  lord  of  Brederode  dyed  on  friday  laft  the  3d  in  the  afternoon. 

For  the  charge  of  marefchal,  I  hear,  that  prince  Maurice  would  not  be  a  competitor  of 
prince  William's,  to  avoid  prejudicing  the  common  intereft  of  their  family. 

In  that  refolution  of  the  fecond  of  Auguft  is  to  be  feen,  how  pleafingly  they  would  make 
the  Turks  to  believe,  that  thofe  of  Oftend,  Blankenberg,  and  Dunkirk,  do  drive  a  trade 
in  the  Levant,  where  they  have  abundance  of  merchantmen  ;  as  fome  years  fince  thofe  of 
the  Eaft  India  company  made  the  king  of  Japan  to  believe,  that  the  Portugals  were  Chrif- 
tians,  but  that  the  Hollanders  were  not  Chriftians,  in  regard  that  name  was  odious. 

The  defign  of  the  moft  powerful  party  is  to  put  the  government  of  Boifleduc  into  the 
hands  of  the  lord  of  Wynbergen,  and  that  of  Efclufe  into  the  hands  of  the  lord  of  So- 
merdyck,  to  the  end  to  make  all  Zealand  to  be  governed  by  the  wife  condudt  of  the  lord 
of  Somerdyck,  who  with  the  lord  Tybaut  would  govern  all  Zealand  for  the  good  of  the 
prince's  party. 

Thofe  of  Groningen  recommend  the  lord  Byma  for  the  government  of  Boifleduc. 

Thofe  of  Holland  recommend,  or  have  recommended  the  lord  of  Brederode,  of  Duy- 
venvorde,  of  Nortwyck,  for  the  faid  government.  Thofe  of  Flolland  have  admonifhed 
the  province,  to  declare  themfelves  upon  the  inftrudtion  for  the  fending  into  Denmark. 
They  have  promifed  to  declare  themfelves  to  morrow.  The  refident  de  Vries  hath  writ 
from  the  Sound,  amongft  the  reft,  that  the  minifter  of  Sweden  had  fummoned  the  king  of 
Denmark  very  ferioufly,  in  effeft,  whether  he  would  join  with  Sweden  or  this  ftate,  to 
give  or  refufe  the  paffage  through  the  Sound.  Upon  which  the  king  had  writ  to  his  mi- 
nifters  here.  The  ftates  general  have  deputed  fome  to  fpeak  to  the  Danifti  minifters  here 
about  it  -,  as  alfo  upon  what  the  faid  de  Vries  hath  writ,  that  he  did  demand  of  the  king 
the  paffage  for  the  fleet  of  this  ftate  through  the  Sound,  for  which  he  had  no  order. 

A  French  private  man  of  war  did  purfue  a  fhip  of  Flanders  as  far  as  the  Wieling,  where 
a  captain  of  a  Zealand  man  of  war  endeavouring  to  hinder  fuch  hoftility,  he  came  in  his 
boat  to  the  French  party,  thinking  to  have  come  aboard  of  him  ;  but  he  killed  the  Zea- 
land captain,  which  having  incenfed  the  Zealanders,  they  made  a  fliift  to  feize  upon  ,  the 
French  pirate,  taking  all  her  men  prifoners  (except  15)  in  all  likelihood  to  hang  them. 

September  8. 

The  dowager  of  Brederode  hath  writ  a  letter  to  the  ftates  general,  fignifying  the  death 
of  the  earl  of  Brederode  her  hufl^and,  recommending  her  two  fons  to  the  fervice  of  the 
ftates,  for  the  third  or  the  youngeft  (to  whom  the  generality  was  god-father)  was  dead. 
They  have  not  yet  made  any  mention  of  conferring  the  vacant  charge.  The  magiftrate  of 
Boifleduc  hath  writ,  rememorating  their  capitulation,  and  that  in  purfuance  of  the  fame 
they  may  not  have  any  other  given  them  for  their  governor,  than  one  that  is  a  born  Bra- 
banfon,  or  one  of  the  houfe  of  NaflTaw. 

Advice  being  given  of  the  arrival  of  an  envoy  from  Mofcovy,  they  have  ordered  the 
agent  de  Heyde  to  receive  him,  and  to  lodge  him  in  the  Caftellany. 

Yefterday  there  was  a  conference  held  with  the  minifters  of  Denmark,  as  well  upon  the 
known  pretences,  as  upon  the  letter  of  the  refident  de  Vries. 

The  provinces  are  to  declare  themfelves  to  day  upon  the  inftruftion  for  the  fending 
^  towards  Denmark. 

They  have  re-begun  the  bufinefs  for  the  liquidation  of  Eaft  Friefland. 

There  was  but  one  advice  of  the  council  of  ftate  concerning  the  militia,  which  during 
this  feafon  of  the  fummer  hath  been  in  garrifon  between  the  Eems  and  the  Rhyne,  for  fear 
of  the  Swedes. 

Holland  hath  infifted  of  late,  in  regard  that  (the  feafon  being  paft)  thofe  troops  be 
fent  back  to  their  old  quarters,  not  defiring  that  fo  great  body  of  the  militia  fhould  be 
upon  the  frontiers,  which  do  depend  very  much  upon  prince  William. 

This  bufinefs  was  referred  to  the  advice  of  the  council.  The  council  hath  advifed, 
that  for  the  horfe  they  might  be  withdrawn  and  fent  back  to  their  old  garrifons  ;  but 
that  it  was  neceflary  for  the  foot  to  continue  a  while  longer,  becaufe,  if  need  be,  they 
cannot  get  the  foot  fofoon  back  again,  as  they  can  the  horfe.  The  advice  is  not  yet  fol- 
lowed, but  it  will  be  obferved.

The  envoy  of  Mufcovy  is  to  have  audience  to  day.  He  hath  a  train  of  fine  perfons : 
he  is  only  the  bearer  of  a  letter.  He  afked,  whether  they  did  not  acknowledge  his  em- 
peror for  the  greateft  man  on  earth  ;  and  whether  they  would  not  treat  him  as  the  minifter 
of  fuch  a  one.  They  told  him,  that  they  had  treated  all  thofe,  who  had  been  here  before 
him,  to  their  content,  every  one  according  to  their  conditions  ;  and  that  he  fhould  be  re- 
ceived after  the  fame  manner.  He  brings  no  prefent  nor  furs.  He  lays  the  excufe  by 
reafon  of  the  wars.  He  faith,  that  his  emperor  or  czar  is  in  the  field  with  a  million  of 
men.  That  makes  well  for  the  king  of  Sweden,  for  this  will  caufe  jealoufy  againft  the 
Mufcovite,  and  will  lefTen  that,  which  all  men  have  againft  Sweden.  There  is  great  like- 
lihood, that  they  fpeak  of  fending  embaffies,  as  well  towards  Sweden,  Poland,  Mufcovy, 
as  towards  Denmark.  They  have  yet  failed  of  declaring  themfelves  concerning  the  in- 
ftruftion  for  the  envoy  into  Denmark,  the  bufinefs  not  having  been  preffed  or  urged  by 
thofe  of  Holland  ;  but  they  have  refolved  to  fall  upon  the  bufinefs  to  morrow,  and  then 
to  declare  themfelves. 

As  for  the  alteration  of  the  garrifons,  they  have  followed  the  advice  of  the  council  of 
ftate,  that  the  horfe  fhall  be  fent  back  to  their  old  garrifons ;  but  that  the  foot  Ihall  remain 
yet  a  while  in  the  garrifons  between  the  Rhine  and  the  Eems. 

The  envoy  of  Mufcovy,  after  the  reciting  of  the  titles  of  his  emperor  (wherein  he 
failed  and  ftammered  for  fome  time)  hath  propofed  but  three  things  ;  the  firft  was,  that 
his  emperor  fent  to  know  how  the  ftates  general  did  :  the  fecond,  that  his  lord  efteemed 
this  ftate  for  the  moft  powerful!  of  all  the  ftates  ;  and  thirdly,  that  he  defired  to  be  defrayed 
by  the  ftate. 

September  10. 

The  envoy  of  Mufcovy  having  afked  and  obtained  to  day  a  new  audience,  faid,  that 
he  thought,  that  they  would  have  afked  him  yefterday,  whether  he  had  nothing  more  to 
propofe  ;  and  that  therefore  in  this  new  audience  he  ought  to  propofe,  and  that  he  doth 
demand  twenty  thoufand  muflcets,  and  a  fhip  of  war  to  tranfport  them  to  Archangel.  He 
did  alfo  play  the  rodomontade  in  this  difcourfe,  faying,  that  his  emperor  had  drawn  away 
a  great  number  of  Tartars,  who  were  going  to  ferve  the  king  of  Poland.  That  his  empe- 
ror had  already  conquered  the  beft  part  of  Poland.  That  he  was  alfo  going  to  take  Livonia. 

It  is  conceived,  that  the  tranfportation  is  the  contents  of  his  letter  ;  and  I  perceive,  that 
(in  favour  of  Poland)  they  will  make  fome  difficulty  at  this  tranfportation. 

The  prefident  hath  admonifhed  the  provinces  to  declare  themfelves  upon  the  inftruftions 
for  Denmark  ;  but  that  is  fufpended  till  to  morrow. 

I  do  hear,  that  prince  Maurice  doth  alfo  declare  himfelf  for  the  charge  of  marefchall  of 
camp  ;  and  prince  William  is  coming  hither  in  perfon  for  the  fame  fubjedf.

My    LORD, 

I  HAVE  received  your  letter  of  the  3d  of  this  month.  I  did  not  know,  that  the  magni- 
ficence of  my  lord  Bond  was  occafioned  through  the  revolt  of  two  palatinates  in  Po- 
land. In  regard  it  is  not  our  cuftom  to  make  bonfires  for  treafon,  I  forgive  him  for  hav- 
ing fpared  the  fireworks  :  but  if  we  take  Pavia,  againft  the  opinion  of  the  moft  of 
:-  2  Italy, 
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Italy,  what  (hall  you  and  I  do  ?  My  lord,  I  pray  let  me  know  your  intention,  if  it  be  fo  A.  D.  1655. 

that  we  take  it,  to   the  end  I  may  not  be  far  inferior  to  what  you  will  do.     But  it  may  be  ^-/''V'NJ 

you  will  have  a  greater  occafion  of  publick  rejoycing,  whereof  London  will  participate,  in 

regard  there  remains  now  nothing  to  hinder  the  conclufion  of  your  treaty,  tiie  Huguenots 

having  obtained  favour  and  pardon  of  their  fovereign,  through  the  interceffion  of  the  king. 

Should  it  be  poffible,  that  there  can  yet  lie    hid  underground  fome  new  caufe  of  delay, 

at  a  time  when  the  proteftor  doth  difoblige  Spain,  and  when  many  reafons  fhould  induce 

him  to  make  friends,   and  that  we,  God  be  thanked,  are  not  altogether  contemptible  ? 

I  expeft   your  next  letters  with  impatience.     We  have  the  news  of  the  death  of  the 

marefhal  camp  of  thefe  provinces,  the  earl  of  Bredorode.     Now  his  charge  is  lookt  upon 

as  a  fubjeft,  which  will  occafion  great  diflentions  amongft   the  provinces. 

The  order  is,  that  it  is  to  be  beftowed  by  plurality  of  votes ;  but  Holland  perceiving, 
that  count  William  will  have  4  votes  of  the  7  on  his  fide,  doth  pretend  to  caufe  the  fame  to 
be  abolifhed  as  unnecefTary  in  times  of  peace.  The  pretenders  to  it  are,  count  William, 
governor  of  Friezland,  and  count  Maurice  of  Naflfau,  lieutenant  general  of  the  horfe. 

The  refident  of  Poland  doth  infill  hard  for  fome  alTiftance  of  men  or  money  ;  but  it  iS 
thought  he  will  not  obtain  any  thing. 

The  king  of  Sweden  having  joined  all  his  forces  in  a  body  was  marcht  therewith  towards 
Warfaw  ;  and  that  after  three  days  march  he  made  a  ftay,  not  daring  to  venture  too  far 
into  the  enemies  country :  the  PoJanders  have  a  confiderable  army  on  foot.  The  king  of 
Sweden  is  not  yet  fure  of  the  duke  of  Brandenburg,  who  will  not  deprive  himfelf  of  his 
ftrong  places  in  Pruffia,  but  hath  fent  the  earl  of  Valdeck  to  fecure  them.  That  Prince 
hath  an  army  of  ten  thoufand  men  in  Pomerania.  The  emperor  is  likewife  raifing  forces, 
and  will  hardly  fufFer  the  faid  king  to  go  away  with  the  conqueft  of  Poland.  But  above 
all,  the  Mufcovite  is  to  be  feared,  whofe  name  is  terrible,  and  who  hath  already  made 
known  in  Lithuania,  that  he  will  not  leave  much  to  the  protedion  of  Sweden.

My  lord, 

Efterday  there  came  to  me  in  a  coach  fir  Charles  Wolfeley,  and  the  lord  Strickland,  with  Vol.  xxix. 
the  fecretary  Jeffop ;  and  perceiving,  that  the  lords  did  not  think  fit  to  fpeak  firft,  I  p.  660. 
told  them,  that  the  fecretary  of  ftate  had  acquainted  me,  that  their  lordfhips  were  ordered 
to  confer  with  me  concerning  feveral  memorandums  delivered  in  by  me  -,  and  the  faid  lords 
replying  thereupon,  by  way  of  excufe,  that  they  had  been  hindered  through  many  bufineffes 
of  confequence,  and  that  therefore  to  that  end  they  were  come  to  me  ;  I  told  their  lord- 
fhips, that  there  were  three  things  chiefly  prefented  in  all  my  memorandums.  Firft,  the 
great  damage,  which  the  fubjefts  and  inhabitants  of  their  high  and  mighty  lordfliips  have 
fuffered,  by  having  their  fhips  and  goods  feifed  upon,  near,  or  about  the  Barbadoes. 
Secondly,  the  excefs,  which  is  daily  committed  in  bringing  in  of  fhips  and  goods  belong- 
ing to  the  faid  fubjects  into  the  ports  and  harbours  of  England,  as  well  by  private  men 
of  war,  as  the  fhips  in  the  fervice  of  this  ftate.  And  laftly,  that  there  might  be  once 
fome  articles  agreed  upon  for  a  maritime  treaty,  whereby  both  fides  fhall  have  to  govern 
themfelves,  that  fo  the  like  inconveniences  may  be  avoided  for  the  future. 

Upon  the  firft,  I  faid,  that  by  an  aft  of  parliament  made  in  Oftober  1650,  the  com- 
merce and  navigation  to  the  Barbadoes,  Virginia,  Bermudas,  and  Antegua  was  prohibited 
in  general,  as  well  to  the  natives  as  ftrangers,  upon  the  forfeiture  of  lliips  and  goods,  becaufe 
they  would  acknowledge  the  government  then  ereded  in  England,  as  the  fame  was  clearly 
expreffed  in  the  articles  themfelves,  which  I  exhibited.  But  fince  that  the  faid  plantation 
and  iflands  have  fubmitted  themfelves  upon  certain  conditions  and  articles,  in  the  9th 
whereof  it  is  exprefsly  ftipulated,  that  they  might  freely  trade  with  all  nations,  which 
are  in  amity  with  England  ;  and  that  the  faid  articles  were  afterwards  ratified  by 
the  parliament  ;  and  that  the  lord  proteftor  in  his  government  hath  exprefly  declared, 
that  all  fuch  articles  fhall  ftand  good,  fo  that  I  told  them  I  could  not  perceive  but 
that  the  commerce  to  the  faid  iflands  was  lawful  and  permitted,  in  regard  there  hath 
not  been  any  prohibition  made  fince  to  the  contrary.  I  added  moreover,  that  there 
ought  to  be  a  firm  correfpondence  between  the  two  nations,  without  any  exception 
of  any  place  whatfoever,  according  to  the  contents  of  the  laft  treaty  of  peace ;  concluding 
that  the  feifing  of  the  faid  fhips  near  the  Barbados  was  done  contrary  to  all  right  and  reafon  \ 
and  the  fhips  and  goods  ought  to  be  reftored  to  the  owners. 

Sir   Charles  Wolfeley  replied,  that  no  general  or  governor  could  grant  any  articles, 
which  were  contrary  to  the  laws  of  England  ;  that  by  an  aft  of  parliament  the  commerce 
or  navigation  to  the  Barbados  was  prohibited,  and  that  in  the  treaty  of  peace  the  pre- 
cautions in  feveral  articles  were  fixed ;    that  the  commerce  in  Europe  alone  fliould  be 
Vol.  III.  9  E  re-eftablilhed 
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A.  D.  1655.  re-cftabliflied  between  both.  To  this  I  made  a  reply,  that  I  did  not  conceive,  that  in  the 
l/"V"^  treaty  there  was  any  prohibition  or  law  to  hinder  us  from  trading  thither.  Befides  I  told 
them,  that  whereas  it  is  mentioned  in  the  aft,  that  all  fuch  fhips  fo  taken  are  to  be 
brought  for  England,  and  to  be  tried  in  the  court  of  admiralty,  inftead  thereof  they 
had  taken  the  men  out  of  the  fhips,  and  carried  them  to  the  Weft  Indies,  although  many 
of  them  had  not  been  afhore,  and  the  reft  had  leave  from  the  governor  and  government. 
Thereupon  he  faid,  that  the  fame  muft  be  made  to  appear  to  be  fo.  I  told  him  what  the 
ill  confequences  would  be,  if  our  men  in  the  Eaft  Indies  and  other  places  fhould  ufe 
their  men  in  the  fame  manner.  To  the  fecond,  concerning  fome  particular  complaints,  I 
defired,  that  the  ftiip  the  Hare  in  the  Field,  alfo  the  Frog,  might  be  both  releafed,  being 
both  of  Middlebiirgh  -,  the  laft  belonging  to  none  but  the  fubjefts  of  their  high  and  mighty 
lordftiips,  and  taken  by  a  private  man  of  war,  and  detained  for  fome  months  by  very  un- 
juft'praftices,  notwithftanding  the  perifhablenefs  of  the  commodities.  I  likewife  defired  the 
f eleafement  of  the  Thirfty  Hart,  as  alfo  that  of  the  Crofs  of  Jerufalem  ;  all  which  I  told 
them  did  feem  very  ftrange  to  me.  And  coming  to  the  laft  point,  I  told  them,  how  that 
long  fince  certain  articles  by  fpecial  order  of  their  high  and  mighty  lordftiips  were  delivered 
.  unto  them,  which  articles  were  grounded  upon  fuch  grounds  as  this  ftate  itfelf  had  thought 
to  infert  in  the  treaties  with  Portugal  and  others ;  which  articles  would  undoubtedly  tend 
to  the  peace  and  welfare  of  both  fides. 

The  faid  lords  promifed  me  faithfully  to  report  all  that  I  had  acquainted  them  with,  and 
to  procure  me  an  anfwer  as  foon  as  polTible.

p.  668.  j_     but  we  hear  nothing  of  war  between  England  and  Spain.     What  doth  the  Spanilh 

embaffador  at  London  ?  We  had  a  notable  alarm  the  laft  week  from  the  prince  of  Conde 
in  Hainault,  where  he  is  faid  to  be  24000  ftrong,  which  is  twice  the  number  of  the  French 
army.  The  king  went  hence  in  great  haft  towards  la  Fere,  to  be  near  the  army,  and  to 
keep  his  men  together,  who  had  rather  be  in  their  French  quarters,  than  in  the  field  at 
this  time  of  the  year.  In  Catalonia  the  French  have  received  a  great  defeat  from  the  Spa- 
niard, fo  as  the  Spaniard  is  in  heart  for  his  fuccefs  both  there  and  in  Italy,  and  in  the 
Weft  Indies  ;  and  they  are  in  hopes  to  recover  fome  of  their  places  loft  this  fummer  to- 
wards Flanders.  This  perhaps  hath  made  the  French  more  willingly  to  conclude  a  peace 
with  the  proteftor.  And  it  is  a  fign,  that  France  means  not  to  have  a  peace  with  Spain, 
though  the  pope  doth  prefs  it  exceedingly  -,  and  they  are  fending  hence  three  great  men  to 
Rome  to  treat  about  it.

feek  the  Englifti,  the  Spanifti  fleet,  who  had  intelligence,  that  the  Englifti  had  watered 
in  Braroda  adjoining  to  Faro  upon  the  coaft  of  Portugal,  whom  they  had  order  to  de- 
mand, wherefore  they  croflfed  the  feas.     The  faid  fleet  confifts  of  27  ftiips  of  war,  the  moft 
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Spanifh  great  fhips,  which  carry  loio  pieces   of  ordnance,  and  11400  men,  and  10  fire  A.  D.  1655. 
fhips,  and  29  long  great  boats  and  fhot.     The  Levant  fleet  was  on  the  coaft  of  Granada,  in  L/~V~\^ 
the  port  of  Almeria,  confifting  of  24  fliips   of  war,   10  fire  fhips,  and  9  gallies.     God 
profper  his  highnefs's  forces,  and  of  that  commonwealth,  which  doth  favour  our  nation.

Honourable  and  worthy  gentlemen, 

THIS  day  eight  days  I  had  the  honour  to  wait  on  you  with  my  correfpondence,  fince  \'o!.  xxix. 
which  I  have  received  no  news  from  you.  The  burgomafter  Witzen  arrived  the  p-  658. 
day  before  yefterday  fafe  at  Texel,  but  is  not  yet  come  to  town,  where,  the  Lord  help  us, 
the  fudden  diftempers  continue  ftill  very  much,  ^.nd  caufe  a  great  hindrance  to  trade-, 
for  although  there  arrived  here  fhips  from  feveral  parts  with  rich  cargoes,  yet  there  is  but 
little  demand  :  add  to  this  the  new  and  bloody  war  in  Poland,  where  every  thing  runs  to 
ruin  and  diflradtion,  there  appearing  as  yet  no  mediators,  who  endeavour  to  accommodate 
matters.  This  week  an  envoy  of  Ruffia  palTed  through  here  going  to  the  Hague,  to 
communicate  the  manifeflo  of  the  war.  And  by  rhefe  bad  times  and  conjunftures,  fome 
confiderable  bankruptcies  have  alfo  happened,  and  other  inconveniencies  and  diforders,  and 
our  Eaft  India  ftocks  do  not  rife  at  all.  Here  are  fome  men  of  war  ready  to  go  to  the 
Baltick  ;  but  for  fome  confiderations,  and  fpeculations,  or  becaufe  fomethlng  is  flill  expefted 
firft,  they  do  not  proceed  ;  however,  the  letters  which  are  to  morrow  to  arrive  from  the 
Eaft,  may  perhaps  caufe  fome  refolution  to  be  concluded  upon,  efpecially  fince  the  fea- 
fon  may  elfe  be  over.  Wherewith,  worthy  firs,  I  pray  to  the  Almighty  to  grant  you 
health  and  a  long  life,  and  me  the  grace  to  remain

IT  is,  and  I  hope  ever  fliall  bee,  the  greateft  of  my  care,  to  exprefs  my  thanckfull  Vol.  xxix. 
acknowledgments  to  you  for  thofe  unexprefTable  favours  you  were  pleafed  to  fhew  mee,  p.  682. 
when  I  had  the  honour  to  waite  one  you.  I  fhall  bee  bould  to  give  you  this  fhort  account 
of  our  voyadge  hitherto,  which  was  thus.  Wee  were  fix  weeks  and  five  dayes  from  Ply- 
mouth to  the  Barbadoes,  in  all  which  time  wee  had  not  a  breath  of  contrary  winde,  nor 
an  houre  of  foule  weather,  but  might  have  come  in  a  Gravefend  barge  all  the  way  for 
winde  and  weather,  havinge  a  trade  winde  all  the  way,  as  they  call  it.  And  as  an  addi- 
tion to  our  mercyes,  wee  have  not  loft  one  man  by  the  way,  and  but  few  are  fick.  The 
intelligence  wee  finde  here  from  our  army  in  the  fhamefull  route  they  received  in  theire 
approachinge  Domingoe  doth  much  trouble  us,  and  wee  hope  will  keepe  our  fpirritts  low 
and  humble  befor  that  great  God,  that  orders  his  difpenfations  accordmge  to  his  blefTed 
will  ;  and  wee  truft  will,  when  he  hath  humbled  us  fufficiently,  honnour  us  with  vidlories 
and  glory,  as  wee  now  are  covered  with  fhame.  Our  ftay  in  this  ifland  is  only  to  water 
and  refrefs  a  litle  :  for  recruts  to  the  compleatinge  my  regiment  they  are  hot  to  bee  had 
here,  but  wee  are  fending  two  fhipps  to  St.  Kriftopher's  with  officers,  to  try  what  may 
bee  done  there,  beeinge  alTured  wee  may  have  more  there  then  wee  fhall  neade,  and  our 
fleete  will  follow  within  few  dayes,  foe  that  wee  hope  to  bee  with  the  armey  within  20 
dayes  at  furtheft,  and  truft  wee  fhall  bee  enabled  to  afl  as  fervants  worthy  to  bee  owned 
by  foe  vidtorrioufe  a  matfer  as  wee  ferve^  whole  glory  and  dominion  wee  thirft  more  to 
enlarge,  then  the  prefervation  of  our  lives.  I  am  fure  for  my  parte  I  fpeake  truth,  and 
know  there  are  many  of  my  mind,  if  not  all  with  mee.  Thus  craving  pardon  for  this 
bouldnes,  I  humbly  fubfcribe  myfelfe

I  DO  not  believe,  that  the  emperor  will  raife  fo  foon  forty  thoufand  men,  if  he  be  not 
refrelhed  with  a  good  wind  from  the  South  -,  at  lead  I  am  of  opinion,  that  the  foldiers 
cannot  long  fubfift  without  that  favourable  wind  of  the  South,  which  they  will  hinder 
here  to  blow  very  much ;  for  admiral  Blake  hath  fufFered  thirty  Spanilh  fliips,  with  five 
fire  ftiips  to  pafs  by  him,  to  look  after  the  filver  fleet,  which  he  might  have  prevented  i 
but  he  followed  them  afterwards  to  fight,  and  ruin  them.  Likewife  the  fleet,  which  is  at 
amaica,  is  very  ftrong,  and  doth  caufe  great  fear  to  the  filver  fleet.  And  befides  they 
are  equipping  here  another  great  fleet  to  fend  with  a  great  recruit  of  ten  thoufand  men,  at 
whofe  arrival  they  were  refolved  to  affault  the  heart  of  the  Indies,  that  is  to  fay,  the 
place  where  the  fleet  is  kept.  God  blefs  them,  and  fend  all  may  make  for  his  glory 
and  the  good  of  the  common  caufe.  The  treaties  with  the  Swede  do  not  advance  much 
here,  in  regard  they  do  not  believe,  they  do  aim  at  the  common  good,  and  befides  in  re- 
gard they  are  Lutherans.  It  would  be  beft  for  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh  to  endeavour  to 
obtain  an  alliance  with  the  protedor  :  he  would  benefit  much  by  it,  and  make  very  much 
againft  the  Swedes.  It  were  to  be  wilhed,  that  other  proteftant  princes  would  endea- 
vour to  advance  the  common  caufe,  which  I  am  afliired  the  protestor  doth  very  much 
endeavour,  and  takes  to  heart.

General  Penn  to  the  proteSlor, 

Maye  it  please  your  highnesse, 

MY  lad  was  by  the  Cardiffe  from  Jamica,  wherein  I  gave  your  highnefle  an  account 
of  what  fliipps  were  thought  fitt  to  ftay  there,  and  of  thofe  which  were  to  come  in 
this  fleet.  Wee  fett  fayle  from  that  place  the  25th  of  June,  and  kept  company  till  the 
13th  of  July,  when  as  about  10  leagues  from  the  Havana  the  fhip  Parragon  tooke  fire 
(as  is  conceived,  about  or  in  the  fteward-roome)  and  in  two  hours  fpace,  notwithfl:and- 
ing  all  endeavours,  her  malls  and  upper  worke  being  burnt,  the  powder  in  a  twinckling 
tooke  that  fad  fpeftacle  from  our  eyes,  but  not  the  greif  from  our  hearts.  About  100 
perfons  perilhed  in  the  water,  and  with  them  the  probability  of  finding  out  the  fecondary 
caufe  and  unhappy  infl:ruments  of  that  doleful  accident.  About  the  fame  time,  the 
HeartVeafe,  Tulip,  and  Gillyflower,  were  fevered  from  us,  and  not  as  yet  mett  with.  The 
reft  of  us  came,  and  kept  together  neer  the  Land's  end,  and  one  wedenfday,  giving  chafe 
with  this  fhipp  to  a  French  fliipp  of  200  tuns,  come  from  Greenland  with  fome  trayne- 
oyle,  wee  tooke  her,  but  loft  fight  of  our  own  ftiipps,  which  this  day  wee  mett  with 
againe,  they  keeping  on  their  courfe.  As  to  my  coming  home,  it  was  fomewhat  againft 
my  inclination  to  leave  your  highneflfe  fervice  in  thefe  parts ;  but  was  advifed,  and  at 
length  perfwaded   (by  fome,  uppon  whofe  fpiritts  it  lay,  that  my  departure  for  England 
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might  be  more  requifite  for  your  highneffe  fervice  than  my  ftay  there)  to  addreffe  my  felfe  A.  D.   1655. 
for  the  fame  at  home ;  and  firft  of  all  to  render  your  highneffe  an  account  of  tranfaftions  L/'VXJ 
and  affaires  at  the  place  wee  come  from.     I  am   now  awayting  only  for  your  highneffe 
commands,  which  have  alwayes  been  gratefull  to  mee,  in  that  they  have  ftill  given  oc- 
cafion  to  expreffe  myfelfe

A  proclamation  of  the  protedior  relating  to  Jamaica. 

"TlTHereas,  by  the  good  providence  of  God,  our  fleet,  in  their  late  expedition  into  America,  Vol.  xxvk 
^^    have  poffeft  themfelves   of  a  certain  ifland,  called  Jamaica,  fpacious  in  its  extent,  P-  4^°* 
commodious  in  its  harbours  and  rivers  within  itfelf,  healthful  by  its  fituation,  fertile  in 
the  nature  of  the  foyl,  well  ftored   with   horfes  and  other  cattel,  and  generally  fit  and 
worthy  to  be  planted    and  improved,   to  the  advantage,    honour  and   intereft  of  this 
nation  : 

And  whereas  divers  perfons,  merchants,  and  others  heretofore  converfant  in  plantations 
and  the  trade  of  the  like  nature,  are  defirous  to  undertake  and  proceed  upon  plantations 
and  fettlements  upon  that  ifland  : 

We  therefore,  for  the  better  encouragement  of  all  fuch  perfons  fo  inclined,  have  by 
the  advice  of  our  council  taken  care,  not  only  for  the  ftrengthning  and  fecuring  of 
that  ifland  from  all  enemies,  but  for  the  conftituting  and  fettling  of  a  civil  government, 
by  fuch  good  laws  and  cufl:oms,  as  are  and  have  been  exercifed  in  colonies  and  places 
of  the  like  nature,  have  appointed  furveyors  and  other  publick  officers,  for  the  more 
equal  difliribution  of  publick  right  and  juftice  in  the  faid  ifland. 

And  for  the  further  incouragement  to  the  indufl:ry  and  good  affeftion  of  fuch  perfons, 
we  have  provided  and  given  orders  to  the  commiffioners  of  our  cuflroms,  that  every  plan- 
ter or  adventurer  to  that  ifland  Ihall  be  exempt  and  free  from  paying  any  excife  or 
cufl:om  for  any  manufactures,  provifions,  or  any  other  goods  or  neceffaries,  which  he 
or  they  fliall  tranfport  to  the  faid  ifland  of  Jamaica,  within  the  fpace  of  feven  years 
to  come  from  Michaelmas  next. 

And  alfo  that  fufficient  caution  and  fecurity  be  given  by  the  faid  commiffioners,  that 
fuch  goods  fhall  be  delivered  at  Jamaica  only.  And  we  have  alfo,  out  of  our  fpecial 
confideration  of  the  welfare  and  profperity  of  that  ifland,  provided,  that  no  cuftoms, 
or  other  tax  or  impofl:  be  laid  or  charged  upon  any  commodity,  which  fhall  be  the  produce 
and  native  growth  of  that  ifland,  and  fhall  be  imported  into  any  of  the  dominions  be- 
longing to  this  commonwealth  :  which  favour  and  exemption  fhall  continue  for  the  fpace 
of  ten  years,  to  begin  and  be  accounted  from  Michaelmas  next.  We  have  alfo  given 
our  fpeciall  orders  and  diredions,  that  no  imbargo  or  other  hinderance,  upon  any  pretence 
whatfoever,  be  laid  upon  any  fhips,  feamen,  or  other  paffengers  or  adventurers,  which 
fhall  appear  to  be  engaged  and  bound  for  the  faid  ifland. 

And  we  do  hereby  further  declare,  for  our  felves  and  fucceffors,  that  whatfoever  other 
favour,  or  immunity,  or  proteftion  fhall  or  may  conduce  to  the  welfare,  flrength,  and 
improvement  of  the  faid  ifland,  fliall  from  time  to  time  be  continued  and  applied  there- 
unto.

A   D    i6  q  "T^Uring  my  ftay  at  Barbadus,  which  was   but  eight  dayes,  feverall  ftrangers  fhipps 
/^-^y-vj    I  J  were  feized,  and  an  imbargoe  laid  on  all  veflells.  Aboard  the  Swiftfhore  a  conferrence 
Vol.  xxvi.       was  held  with  collonell  Mudeford  and  coll.   Morrice,  the  night  before  I  fett  fayle  for 
P- 453-  Creftifores;    the  fome  of  it  was,  what  place  might    bee   beft   attempted,    but  indeed 

nothing  concluded    before  my  departure,  which  was  earely  next  morning.     Coll.  Holdet 
and  capt.  Blagg  were  joyned  in  commiffion  with  my  felfe  to    raife  men,   and  feize  all 
ftrangers   fhipps  trading  with  the  Leward  Iflands  under  the  Englifh  governemente.     Our 
firft  arrivale  was  at  Antegoe ;  whoes  governer  is  Chreflopher  Kennell,  fomtyme  a  capt. 
in  England  under  the  command  of  the  honourable  major  general!  Skippon.     There  wee 
ftaid   but  one  night :  haveing  proclaymed  your  highnes,  wee  departed,  after  I  had  wiyte 
to  capt.  Fountaine  to  come  and  ferve  your  highnes,  judgeing  him  fitt,  whoe   formerly 
■  was  with  capt.  Cromwell  in  the  Indes,  knoweing  him  formerly  to  bee  vallient.    I  enlu^ed 
the  governer  to  iaye  waite  for  capt.  Campoe  Subbatha,  formerly  Jackfon's  pillate  ;  beUds 
with  moneys  and  promifes  I  gott   mr.   Wentworth,    capt.  Cromwell's  mate,  whome  I 
placed  in  the  Maftonemore  friggett  as  pillate.     This  ifland  of  Antegoe  is  much  mollefted 
with  the  Indyens  of  Guardelupp,   Domineca,  and  St.  Vencent,  which  made  mee  unwilhrig 
to  entertaine  any  of  the  inhabbitants  for  fouldiers,  there  not  being  one   the  ifland  abote 
twelve  hundred  men.     The  place  hath  very  good  harbors  in  it,  and  of  all   the  iflands 
formerly  pofleffed  by  the  Enghfli,  is  the  beft,  haveing  ftoore  of  earth  to  make  faltepeter. 
The  next  is  Moncerrate,  where  with  all  fevejlitye  wee  were  entertained  by  the  governelr 
Ofl^orne.    Here  wee  railed  fowerfcore  men,  and  toke  two  Dutch  ftiipps  and  two  Dutch 
ftiallups,  proclamed  your  highnes,  and  foe  departed  for  Meves,  where   the  governer,  a 
inoft  fober,  godley  and  difcrete  perfon,  intertained  us  nobley,   drew  his  people  in  armes, 
and  proclaymed  your  highnes.  •  The  fame  day  wee  lifted  three  hundred  men.    This  gen- 
tleman being  old  was  willing  to  Iaye  downe  his  commilTion,  but  wee  incuredged  him  to 
retaine  it.     Hee  was  much   perplexed   with  fome   annebapteft.     Of  him  and  another  I 
bought  two  Indyens  of  Floreday  fliamefuily  betraid  by  a  private  man  of  warr,  and  fould 
in  this  ifland ;  the  which  I  left  with  my  man  upon  the  ifland  of  Gemecoe.     In  Meves 
wee  ftaid  but  two  dayes ;  foe  departed  to  St.  Criftophers,  where  wee  found  the  greate  ons 
verey  unwilling,  that  wee  ftiould  raife  any  men,  ferring  by  that  meanes  the  French  might 
rewing  them.     The  French  were  jellius  of  us,  the  old  fier  being  unwilling  to  rune  any 
haliard  [in]  his  old  agge,  knowing  his  eftate  in  St.  Criftophers  to   bee   better   then  the 
faviour  of  his  mafter  the  king  of  France.     The  Englifli  governer  Everrard  is  a  cove- 
tuos  and  grevious  oprefler,  not  earring  what  will  become  of  his  people,  foe  hee  thrives. 
Here  wee  raifed  eight  or  nyne  hundred  men  j  and  had  thofe  quartered,  which  wee  brought 
from  Neves  and  Mountfearate.     The  Englifli  would  a  faine  a  faulne  out  with  the  French 
during  our  ftaying  here  ;  but  wee  tooke  fuch  care,  that  the  ammetye  was  renewed,  and 
the  people  left   in  peece.     This  ifland  is  almoft  worne  out  by  reafon  of  the  multituds 
that  live  upon  it.     The  fleete  appearinge,  wee  Ihipped  our  men  to  the  number  of  twelve 
hundred,  and  departed.     It  was  contrary  to  my  mind,  to  take   more  men  then  wee  had 
viftuales  for,  befides  the  great  want  of  armes  ;  which  were  arguments  fufficient  to  carrye 
but  a  few  :  but  Holdept  and  Blagg,  with  Fortefque,  that  arrived  the  day  before,  prevailed, 
and  did  fhippe  them  in  the  Maften-more,  Selbye,  and  fower  prizes,  which  wee  had  taken  ; 
fuch  force  hath  ambifllon,  that  noe  publique  good  is  vallewed,  when  a  man  preferrs  his 
one  intereft  before  the  commonwealth ;  for  by  this  means  Holdept  thought,   that  hee 
might  have  the  command  of  a   reggemente,  whoe  indeed  never  merrited  a  companey. 
I  acquainted  the  generalls  with  the  fad  eftate  of  one  Charles  Reymes  was  in,  if  there  honours 
did  not   helpe.     The  faid  Reymes  came  to  this  ifland,  rid  with  his  fhipp  in  the  roade 
^  of  Sandea  Poynt,  which  is  a  bay  at  the  weft  end  of  St.  Chriftophers;  the  French  hath 

forced  it  at  "th'  one  end  of  the  baye,  and  the  Englifh  at  the  other ;  foe  it  was  free  to 
both  nations.  In  this  place  hee  ride  with  his  fhipp,  when  the  Englifh  governer  defired 
him  to  fell  none  of  his  flaves  to  the  French,  promifTed  hee  would  fecure  him  from  all 
harme.  This  the  governer  tould  mee  himfelf  I  kept  the  eftate  from  being  fequeftered, 
tell  the  generalls  came ;  and  perceaveing  hee  was  in  danger  of  being  rewened,  I  re- 
quefted,  that  hee  at  prefent  might  bee  bound  to  fhip  his  goods  in  an  Englifh  bottome 
for  England,  there  to  know  your  highnes  pleafure  further  -,  which  was  granted,  and  I 
aboute  to  take  the  fecuritye,  when  Holdept,  the  enemye  of  all  good,  in  my  abfence  tells 
the  commifTioners  fome  ftrange  ftorrey  or  other,  foe  that  the  poore  man's  eftate  at  prefent 
remaines  fequeftered  and  himfelfe  undone,  without  your  highnes  gracioufly  bee  pleafed 
by  the  next  fhipps  to  order  the  comifTioners  to  returne  the  fame  to  him,  who  dare 
riot  loke  homeward  without  your  highnes  fpeciall  faviour.  His  father  is  an  Englifhman, 
2  and 
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and  prefident  of  the  Englifh  companey  at  Ratterdame.  The  generall  made  Holdept  coll.  A.  D.  1655. 
contrary  to  the  advice  of  the  major  generall  of  bleffed  memmory,  and  contrary  to  all  U/'N^VJ 
the  officers  of  the  armey,  and  thereby  contrary  to  my  one  mind,  whoe  fhall  never  en- 
dure fuch  bafle  covituofe  Matchavells.  At  a  councell  of  officers  it  was  concluded,  the 
generall's,  major  generall's,  Fortifque's,  Carter's,  Doyle's  and  the  fea  regements,  and 
Holdept's  fhould  land  to  the  weftward  of  the  citty  of  Demengoe,  Bullet's  to  the  eft, 
where  hee  had  a  navigable  river  for  his  defence,  with  whome  was  part  of  Holdept's  re- 
gemente.  The  firft  day  wee  onely  marched  three  miles,  it  being  late  before  all  the  armey 
was  landed  •,  the  next  day  wee  marched  twelve  myles,  had  two  horfemen  kild,  and  that 
evening  kild  one  of  the  enemy.  The  next  day  marched  to  Hyne-river,  ftruckeof  the  way, 
and  merched  to  Seavana  ;  and  the  next  morneing  marched  to  a  greate  fhewgar  work,  ftaid 
untill  noone ;  and  that  eveneing  marched  neere  the  forte  Geronemoe,  which  lyes  within  a 
mile  and  a  halfe  of  the  citty  Demingoe  ;  which  beftowed  feverall  fhote.  '  This  night  the 
generall  and  the  armey  retreated  to  the  fhugar  works,  and  himfelf  by  the  concent  of 
officers  returned  aboard  of  the  Swiftfliure,  and  preffed,  that  I  might  goe,  which  I  did, 
and  might  without  him  have  done  all  that  was  to  bee  done.  This  night  the  armey  came  to 
Highne  bay  :  the  enemye  came  the  next  morneinge  but  one,  as  I  remember,  were  efleyley 
repulced  with  the  loffe  of  the  beft  of  twenty  of  their  men.  During  the  armey  ftaying  in 
this  place,  the  generall  conftantly  lay  aboard  of  the  fhipp,  two  nights  excepted.  The  firft 
night  the  armey  came  neere  to  the  citty  of  Demingoe,  generall  Penn  fent  in  fome  of  his 
ftiipps,  which  did  much  terrifye  the  enemye,  whoe  fpent  their  fhote  very  liberaly  on  both 
fides,  which  contenued  feaverall  dayes.  The  morter-peece  being  gott  on  fhore,  two  fmale 
peeces  mounted,  brandey  and  whatfoever  elfe  the  armey  demaunded,  with  fcalling  lathers 
fitted  ;  at  a  councell  of  field  officers  it  was  put  to  the  voate,  which  way  the  armey 
fhould  march  •,  and  it  was  preffed  hard  by  the  generall  and  Fortefque  to  march  intirelye  with 
the  armey  by  the  forte  Geronemoe  ;  but  the  major  generall  of  happye  memorye,  colonel 
Buller,  and  myfelfe,  with  lefteniant  collonel  Clarke,  were  for  dividing  the  armey,  and 
marching  to  the  north  weft  fide  of  the  citty ;  but  the  generall  was  foe  vialent  for  the  contrary, 
that  himfelfe,  Fortifque,  Doyley,  with  Holdept,  and  fome  others,  overvoted  us.  V/hat  rea- 
fon  hee  had,  I  know  not,  except  his  feare  to  goe  fepperated,  thinking,  as  I  beleave,  fower 
thoufand  men  to  few  for  his  gard.  The  next  day  the  armey  marched,  and  after  hee  toke 
horfe,  I  repaired  aboard  the  Sweftftiure,  and  acquainted  generall  Penn  with  his  refolution, 
whoe  read  with  the  Sweftftiure,  Parragone,  Maftonmore,  Glofter,  Lawrell,  Arraes  of 
Holland,  Portland,  Selbye,  Dover,  Famoth,  Hound,  within  the  retch  of  the  fhott  of 
Domingoe,  with  intention  to  have  gone  verey  neere  to  batter  the  citty,  and  fquoure  the 
infide  of  the  wall,  if  the  armey  had  marched  upp. 

The  Forlone  and  fome  collers  paft  forth  Geronemoe,  but  fuddinglye  retreated  ;  yet  that 
evening  partyes  commanded  forth  under  the  commaund  of  leftenant  colonell  Bland  flood 
neere  the  forte,  expecting  orders  to  fale  on.  The  enemye  did  much  mifchefe  amongft 
them  by  their  artillary  from  the  forte  ;  yet  the  men  feamed,  as  it  was  tould  mee,  and 
may  eafelye  bee  proved,  willing  to  adventure,  when  fuddingly  the  generall  called  a  coun- 
cell, Fortefque  faid,  that  in  honour  they  were  bound  to  attempt  fomething,  but  as  a 
Chreftian  hee  durfe  not  fent.  The  bodye  of  the  good  major  general  was  buryed  privatelye. 
The  carridge  of  the  morter-peece  burned,  the  ftiells  buried,  and  the  armey  diftionorably 
retreated.  The  generall  came  aboard  the  Sweftftiea,  and  defired,  that  they  might  goe 
for  fome  of  the  Englifti  plantations,  hoped  your  highnes  referved  his  commaund  for  him 
in  Ireland,  but  would  not  bee  perfwaded  to  attempt  any  thing  upon  Domengoe  more  ;  foe 
that  wee  moved  the  takeing  in  of  Gemegoe  ;  the  3d  of  Mayfett  faile  from  Spaniora,  and  the 
10th  came  into  the  harbor  of  Gemegoe  generall  Penn  leadeing  the  way  with  his  one  ftiip; 
for  after  the  mifcaridge  of  Spaniora  I  have  privatelye  heard  him  fay,  hee  would  not 
truft  the  armey  with  the  attempt,  if  hee  could  come  neere  with  his  fhipps  ;  and  indeed 
did  in  the  Marten  galley  runn  in  tell  ftiee  was  a  ground  before  their  breft  worke  in  the 
bottome  of  the  harbore,  at  the  tyme  when  the  botes  went  to  land  ;  which  was  done 
without  any  oppofition,  though  much  might  a  bynne  expefted.  It  was  twelve  at  night 
before  the  armey  was  all  landed,  and  the  next  morneing  aboute  nyne  the  armey  merched, 
loffeing  the  opportunitye  of  the  cole  of  the  morneing.  About  two  wee  came  before  the 
towne,  marched  in  that  night,  though  the  enemye  laye  within  two  miles  with  their  wifes 
and  familyes  ;  yet  by  an  inconfidered  treatye  hee  permitted  them  to  march  away  ;  which, 
when  generall  Penn  came  to-  towne,  occafioned  highe  words  betwixt  himfelfe  and  mee.  The 
reafons  wherefore  I  came  home,  if  your  highnefs  pleafe,  when  I  have  the  honour  to  kiffe 
your  hand,  I  fliall  either  render,  or  be  willing  to  fubmit  to  the  regor  of  that  juftice,, 
which  a  perfon  offending  may  juftlye  deferve.     In  the  meane  tyme  am  the  unwortheft   of 

your  highnes  faithfull  fervants,
